1. As requested by IIis Honor, I pioceed to give m detail the measuies 
I v ould lecoramend foi the tranqmllization and defence of the Station and 
Town of Agra. 

2 The Foithas been seemed by the Bngadier’s piompt deputation 
of a detachment from the European Regiment to guard it, and the lequisite 
oiders, I undeistand, have been issued foi placing it in a proper state of 
defence, and provisioning it for a term of six months. 

3. The Magistrate, by Ins determination and piepnredness to act, is 
fullv equal to the task of keeping the populace of the City under control , 
and if he associate the bettei classes of the citizens with lnm, he will with 
then aid maintain ordei. 

' 4. Oui difficulties are, the unceitam temper of the Native Regiments, — 
the Central Jail, with its large numbei of convicts, — the great and straggling 
length of the Civil and Military Stations, — and the numbei of School, insti- 
tutions, and families, containing an unusual number of helpless females and 
clnldien. 

5. On the subject of the Native Regiments, I will state my opinion 
m a sepai ate Memorandum At present I confine myself to the suggestion 
of those measuies which, while they maintain an attitude of vigilance, (which 
of itself is half a defence) should give public confidence, and display to the 
people and Native States around us, unity of puipose and undaunted reso- 
lution m trying times. 

6. I do not think theie is any reason to apprehend at present any 
sudden attack by disciplined tioops in this Station. It is impossible that 
the mutineeis and lebels at Dehh, who must- be anticipifmg and piepmng 
for attack on themselves by the Military Force collecting under the Com- 
mander-in-Cluef, can have the inclination oi haidihood to despatch an 
expedition. At all events our front is covered by the Bhuitpoor tioopi 
under Captain Nixon’s command, and this ought to be efficacious as a poli- 
tical demonstration, and an assurance of early intimation of any such mo\e- 
ment. 


7. It is qmte certain that the 9th Regiment has taken the du action 
to Dehh, which has been selected by the rebels as the point of contest with 
the Government. 

8 We have therefore, I consider only to prepaie for the possible 
contingency of marauding bands of the predatory clans — Mewatecs, Goopirs, and 
the like, being emboldened by the defection of oiu Mihtaiy establishments 
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and the want of confidence neccssanly attaching to Regiments winch have 
not mutinied to make an inclusion, and by letting loose a eiowd of pn- 
soneis to obtain alhes in plundei, massacie, and mcuidiausm 


9. The opinion I know his been disc tided, "which I must, however, 
ictam, Unit an outlay of Rs 50,000 01 00,000 on ,i cncumvallation of the 
Civil and Mihtaiy Station, taking advantage of the mounds scatteicd tlnough 
the whole line, and seeming the pnneipal thorough faics with strong en- 
tiance and posts o defence, would be moic efficacious in pi eventing incur- 
sions than ,m y system of open posts and pickets. 

10. It is, I know, the fashion to dende the “ Shalir Punnah” system; 
but the people think difTeicntlv, and point to localities, wheic it still obtains 
dsasccunty fiom incut sion fioni without, and against successful evasion of 
pm suit by cunnnals witlnn.

18 The alaim at one post would necessanly he taken up by the othei s, 
and be the signal foi families to lesorfe to then lespective Rendezvous, which 
should always he leady for then reception 

19 It would he convenient to arrange, if piacticable, to have at each 
defence post, horsemen to convey intelligence to any point, possibly moie 
fiequently to dissipate alaim than to raise it It will be as well however to 
send written instead of verbal messages, if this can be done

MEMORANDUM. 

Dated the 13 th Oetole) 1S57. 

The suipuse of Satin day morning nnv appear to call for some remarks 
from me, it having been my dutv to collect and bang piomptly to notice, in 
a convenient fonn, all the intelligence leg tiding the movements of the 
enemy, furnished by the local Authorities and otheis 

I mil begin fiom the fit st staitby the Indoie foices fiom Dholepooi, 
and I hope to show that, amidst many difficulties, and the peiplexity of 
conflicting evidence, timely warning was given to and acted upon by the 
Milituiy Authorities 

The Indoie mntinceis had been talking o" mulching on Agra evn since 
they amved at Dholepooi, now above a month ago Aftei the Necmuoh 
Bngade left Mutha to join them, they give out evciy day that thev weie 
going to maich the next to Agia “The wolf” hid been so often cubed out, 
that when it did actually move, it was at first difficult to distinguish fact 
fiom mcie lepoit 

It is the moie satisfactory' theiefore to find that, the veiy day on 
which the Indoie foice bioke gtonnd, on the same evening warning was 
given both by Majoi Macpherson and myself 

They moved on the 6th Octobei About S o’clock that evening, I ie- 
poited that intimation had lieen bi ought to me of the whole Indoie trace beng 
at Munniu, 10 miles this side of Dholepooi, and of a consideiuble picket being 
at Jajow and at the same time said that theie v r ere othei and conflicting 
statements, and that a poition ofAhc Indoie foice might have been mistiken 
for the wdiole. The intelligence w..s icgaided b} M.ijox Macpheison and 
inj self as so impoilant that we lioth (he unknown to me) tiou bled Colonel 
Fiasei and Colonel Cotton with it, at an unusually late houi of the night 

7 th OJolei —On this day I su omitted a Memoiandum, l 'counting Urn 
conflicting evidence Theitxvis no doubt that a large bodv was at Mnnnia, 
but it w is questioned whethei the enfcu frace had evacu it°d Dholepooi 
The common tube of the Camp was stated to be anattickm a few days on 
Agia j and vanous piep nations at the Chats leading to Agia, — one oi moie 
huge liddeis, stores of pegs and planks, weie me itioned, shoyyung unequivo- 
cally then intention to cioss 

Upon the whole I concluded that, although theie might be a doubt as to 
whethei the Indoie mutineers bad moved wufh then entue foice on Munuia, 

* at the same time theie were so many eoncuuent testimonies leceived both 
by otheis and myself of the yvhole foice being at Munma, that we ought to 
he pi epaied for that contingency.” 

On this day successive letters and felegiaplnc messages w r eie des- 
patched to.vaids Khundowlee, and to Colonel G euthed, stating the dangers 
m which the Town and envnoiis of Agia weie placed fiom the tlneatened 
attack of the Indoie Uoops, mgmg an eaily advance by the Moveable 
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Column, and dncotnu; that, Ml cose of any delay, 500 Givjliy and a troop 
of Iloise Aitdlciv siionkl be pushed on uith the utmost lapidify J iiC'O ttcie 
all despatched between 10 it. and 2 n m 

SiJl odo j )cl — On this da} ficqucnt intelligence came m to u« At mid- 
day I lcpoited its piupoit in ii Memorandum. 


I lcviewcd the movements of the Indoie foicc on the Gth and <th. 

I stated that the mam bodv of these mufmoei-., with the Aitdleiv, wcic 
believed to be at Minima, and that a poilion of them wue expected to nunc 
on that day to .Tajow, winch is about lb miles fiom Agia. 


I stated that p n ties of <=owmh had mossed the Ootimgb.m, and talked 
of passnm o\ei b> difieunt Gliat^ , lb.it one path was ut K.ig.uole, about 1 3 
miles distant, oi the banks of the K/mirr, and close to tin Akbala Glut, bv 
win h they tal 1 ed of cio-mg , that Camp equipage was lcpoited to li.f.e 
i cached Tilna, about 11 miles tiom \sna on the met died ioul,and <lo-i to the 
Oosia Chat, “ and it is stated,’ 1 said, “ that they ha\c (audit the Zemmdai-> 
of Kooia and Shanishab.id, (village- »> ih vde (he Kluncc) and oidued them 
to have supplies icady foi them at Kukooba, .i \ dlage a dot I drn/e f urn Uni on

The danger appe ued to me so imminent that I laised the qi e-tion of 
opening the Futtchpooi sluices, and tin owing such a \ ohmic of watei into 
the Khaiec as to lcndei it imp usable, and 1 sud I would h.nciecomnionded 
the mcasme “had Colonel Gieathcds Column not been so close at hand.’ 


This Memoinudum wa«, as usual, sent to Colonel Fia^ei and Colonel Cotton, 
the founei o( wdioin ugaided the dangci as so immediate and p lcsmng tb.it I was 
dnected to foiwaid a copy to Colonel Cie.it lied, w Inch I did at 2 1 i» w — “Agim 
uiging on lum the necessity of sending 500 Ca\ali\ and a tioop of Horse 
Ai tilleiy on at once, so that thevm.n,ii possible, leichtlus tomonow (the 
9th), fui if not we may he compelled to fight the JJholqwj) -nnthnicis alone and 
nude) iji eat disadvantages ” 

Thus the dangei w T as anticipated of a not nupiobable attack on Agir on 
the 10th, if not on the 9th. 


Another letter was wiitten to Colonel Ch outlied on the same dnv, m 
w'lncli I said that “ the enemy had made piepaiations foi closing tlie Kliaiee 
tomoirow, (9th,) and wdl then be with man easy match of Aynt The w uole 
force declaies its intention of attacking the Foi t, and w e must be at once picpaied 
to lepel and chastise them ’ “The speediest moiemcnt to Agia ’ was on 
these giounds again urged, and the Cavaliy and Iloise Ai filler \ dnected to 
be sent foiwaid with all despatch in advance of the mam Column” 

Moie ahunnng lepoits anJ messages enn baldly be conceived than those 
in the afternoon of this dnv Ilutteh Singh, one of Mi Pinllippss best 
spies, was sent to me , I consideied Ins evidence so mipoitnnt that I submitted 
it (not withstanding Hint it w T as little moie than eonfhmatoiy of mv pievions 
Memoiandum) to the Cluef Coinnussionci and Colonel Cotton 

It stated that Sliahpooi was quite evacuated, the whole foice with all the 
guns having advanced on us that the enemy had been joined by the Ncemuch 
Lngade, that the foice had left Munm.i, crossed theOotunghan andwcie now r 
encamped at Syan, w T hich it reached eaily m the morning S\an is some 15 m 
16 miles fiom this J 


1 neu intention was distinctly stated of pioceedmg next to the passage of 
the kharee I hen contrivances foi the pm pose were md.cated.-huge ladders 
to be thiowm across the nmimvest pait of the stream, stores of pknkswe e 
collected on the bolder to facilitate the passage. ‘ Tomonow morning (the 9th) 
they would be at the k' mee,” they were to have stoic godovns at Tchia on 
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the othei bank, and keep their supplies there “ They all talk of coming to 
Agia, and say they will take the Foifc m three days. 5 

In submitting this evidence, I stated that I considered it lehable, and 
xegai ded the dangei as so imminent that I suggested a i econnoissance, or 
continuous mile pickets, to give us intelligence of oui enemy’s movements. 

9 th Octobei — On this morning a reconnoissance was made under Lieu- 
tenant Yeie, by the Militia Cavaliy They found, I believe, the enemy’s hoise 
m ioiceon this side, toi they weie fiied upon and obliged to turn back, and 
they weie puisued to within two oi thee miles of Agio, 

I consideied this as a complete substantiation of all the intelligence and 
warnings v Inch I laid submitted and, now that bodies of Cavaliy weie inso- 
lently sweeping this bank of the Khaiee, and advancing close even to the Can- 
tonment, I believed that Militaiy piecautions, as a matter of couise, would be 
maintained to pierenta suipuse 

Numcious messengeis came in dm mg the day, but they did little moie 
than conoboiate tlie alaimmg fact alieady established by the attack and pur- 
suit of oui leconnoitnng paity, that the enemy weie alieady m great force 
on this side the Kharee uver. I would only have misled had I mentioned all 
the lepoited intentions of the enemy, foi though one witness said that they 
spoke of having then guns on the 72nd Parade ground on Saturday, the most 
of them alleged that Sunday Mould be the day, and it may leallyhave been 
the day originally intended, the mutineers having hastened their passage on 
the night of the 9th to anticipate oui reinforcements 

On the. foicnoonof the 9th, I wiote as follows to Colonel Gieatbed — “The 
enemy is cnc imped on the othei side of the Khaiee, and professes to intend 
a p/ssar/e of tint nuei today They will piobably find it a moie difficult 
matlci than they fancv to fmnspoit then heavy guns acioss the stream, winch 
is deep But the mam body of then foice may, if they choose to i ish the thing, 
ctoss ovei today, and toman ow braid vs in oui Foi t, and plunder the City. 
Hence oui ui gt nt anxiety to be pi ovided u ith Cavah y and anothei troop of Horse 
Aitilleiy We want this in advance of you, lest these despeiadoes should cast 
themselves suddenly upon vs. As fai as u e can see, the enemy is playing the 
pai t of a mad man, and tluustmg Ins head into the lion’s jaws. ” 

At 9 r w I wrote again “Oui leconnoiti mg paity has come in. Hum- 
bezs of the Cavaliy have mossed the Khaiee, and oui paity was bred on 300 
Infantiy about had classed This all looks as it they meant to come on. The 
Cavaliy aie spieading ovei the countiy, and will be committing all kinds of 
excesses and outiages ” 

Finally, so urgent was the dangei felt to be that Captain Patton lode out 
to Colonel (heat bed’s Camp, to convey peisonally the Chief Commissionei’s 
piessmg demand foi a piompt advance. 

On Friday evening, (0th) ITi Thornhill mfoimcd me that the Dholepooi 
Vakeels came to him m hen I happened to be out, and lepoited that 2,000 men had 
ciossed The cncumsfances weie communicated to the Chief Commissioner at 
once by Mr Thornhill 

10th Octobei . — This morning no messengei, noi any leport fiom any 
quaifei, was leceivedby me till Ooi 10 o clock, that is, till very shortly before 
the attack of the enemy. This occasioned me however no anxiety, as I under- 
stood that Mrhtaiy precautions were being maintained 

As Gieathed's strong Column of all Aims v r as also pounng m, and I believe 
the anxieties of all parties were dispelled by the long wushed-foi sight of oui 
iemforcements, no one dieamt tuut the enemy v'oald venture neai so wed!

In fact oui spies weic going out to then work early that inmning, nml 
I have the consistent depositions of two of them, wlvo met. the .uhimcmg 
enemy a couple of miles out of Gmtonments, that, after consult t able dangei, 
they effected then way back, but onl\ m tune the one to repai 1 1o the Chon- 
bee (the blind Tehseeldai) what was coming, almost as the gnn> won about 
to open, and the other, to wain a gentleman, whom he met dm mg m a buggy 
neai the Cliuich, and whose life pci haps he was the means ot saving These 
messengeis desenbe the guns as coming on at a lapul pace along the load, 
the big one diawn by one 01 moic elephants 

The rcpoit that the enemy hcaung of the adiancc of C rent bid’s Cohnnn 
had fallen back, doubtless gicw out of the probability of such a mo\ e Pi o- 
babilities often glow into rcpoit.. Thciepoit came fiom two somevs, ninth 
about the same time, 9 \ o clock, one the statement ol the Sikh boioo to .Mi. 
Lane, the othei of Eesiee Pershaud Deputy Collecloi to me.

I have the honor to bring to the notice of the Government, Noith 
Western Provinces, the meritorious conduct and sei vices of Rajaram, late Cot- 
wal of the City, and Ramnaiam, Tehseeldar of Pergunnah Huzooi Tehseel. 

2. Rajaram took charge of the office of Cotwal on the 9th of July He 
was nominated by the late Lieutenant Governor, at the request of the most 
lespectable inhabitants of the City His leal position was Tehseeldai of Etmad- 
poor , Ins mfiimities and age might well have seived as an excuse foi refusing 
so onei ous and i esponsible an office The City had for three days been travel sed 
by bands of maiaudersand murdereis, headed by the late Police, and although 
they had been driven out, or transfoimed for the time into quiet citizens by 
the tenoi of the armed Foice which marched through the City on the 8th 
July, the ferment of the late disorders had not subsided The City was still 
without any oigamzed Pohce, exceptmg a remnant of chowkeedars , agieat 
degree of panic prevailed , and the main body of citizens, however respectable, 
were afiaid to comefoiwaid in suppoit of Government To le-oigamze a 
pohce Foice, to lestoie confidence to the well-disposed, and to conti ol the evil- 
minded, so lately m open and armed resistance to authority, was a task of 
no little difficulty and dangei. I consider that the success of the attempt 
was m a gieat measuie owing to the general lcspect in which Rajaram. was 
held by the citizens, and the influence he theieby possessed If the peculiai 
featuies of the time be recalled, the lecent shock our cause in Aims had ex- 
perienced at Agia itself, and the wide-spiead conviction in the Native mind 
that oui lule m this countiy was drawing to an end, the Government should 
be, m my opinion, ready to admit the claims of Bajaiam to gratitude and libe- 
ral compensation. 

3. Ramnaiam took office as Tehseeldar of the Huzoor Tehseel on the 
15th of July. He was up to the date of the outbieak a Pleadei of the Sudder 
Nizamut, and not a Government servant. His eneigy and the clieeiful confi- 
dence in the success of oui aims, which he pieseived dui mg the daikest parts 
of the piesent conflict, have been remarked on b\ those holding high office. 
During the battle of Octobei, both j Ramnaiam and Rajaiam continued at the 
Cotv alee, and by then piesence and confidence undoubtedly pi evented any 
stn among the disoideily part of the citizens To the hearty co-opeiation of 
these two men, I must expi ess myself much indebted The Government, I tiust, 
will think fit to acknowledge the sei vices of Ramnaiam, as they may think 
expedient 

4. Rajaiam is well fitted for the office of Deputy Collector, his name 
is already in the list, in the Office of the Suddei Boaid of Revenue. It is his 
ambition to amve at that post. Ramnaram is also anxious to obtain the same 
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141 On 11th July, at Kosce, an unpleasant incident occurred, ivluch 
showed us wliat a coil oftieacliciy was mound us The Keemuch hoice yas 
neai at hand The mam body of the Jeypooi Tioops had moved oil west ol 
the load, m the direction ol Uhoiu Captain Eden, Lieutenants .Ten Kins, 
(xoldswoithy, and mi self, weie picpaung to mount oui hoises at dajbieuk to 
follow My small escort, consisting of Bissaldar bhcikli Bahadur Alee, and Ins 
Irregular Sowars, about 10 in all, were formed up facing us I hcj a-Tul for 
pay 0 I said,— “ This is not the time foi such a request Aou ha\e received 
advances , and, when we get money, will lcccirejom nuears In one instant 
there was a shout, and, wheeling then hoises, they lushed oil, talcing the aoad 
to Mutba The signal exceptions to tins detection of men who had, amid many 
pin ations and perils lutheito lemamed faithful, were the liissiklar Sheikh 
Buhadm Alee, Saxucl Ake and Sodium Alec, both of 8th Irregulars, and Naram 
Smoh of the 12th Inegulais, who had joined us at the ullage of Mohona on 
1 5th June These men, “ iaithful found amid the faithless, ” looked rr ith scorn 
and disgust upon then lecieant connades , they stuck by us manfully to the 
last, they hare all been rew aided no Englishmen could hare hollared better 
on this as on all otliei occasions, and I am sure they r\ ill continue to conduct 
themselves nr the same gallant aud soldierly fashion rrhenerer the occasion 
arises 


142 The Bissaldar was so astounded at this unexpected and sudden 
misbehaviour , that he begged to he allowed to ride aftei and recill them 
Lieutenant Goldsrvoitliy was alieady mounted, and galloped oft with the Bis- 
saldai, but obseirmg fiom rrheic rre stood that the scoundicls r.eie unshng- 
mg then cai bines, aud feeling that lires north those of the rrliole party put 
togethei, should not he eren risked m such a cause, I recalled Lieutenant 
Goldsworthy Most of these men have since been capitally punished, being 
arrested with arms m then hands, in the Bebel ranks at different times 


143 We maiched, thiough a flooded country m heavy ram, to the vil- 
lage of Gamah, some 6 oi 7 miles from Kosce, hut v itlnn the Bhuitpoor houn- 
daiy line The impossibility at that moment of reaching Agra, ruth only 
foui sowars thiough almost an enemy’s countir, was cleai , and anj imme- 
diate prospect of leaving the Jevpoor Tioops rras equally uncei tain, hut no 
plans could be formed until the Foice leached the Ter poor temtoiy On 
13th rre moved to Seelwaree Duung this march, rr itli Captain Eden’s assent, 
I sounded the Mazmi of Shekarvattee Bhopjec, who had fuinished an escort 
previously to parties leaving oui Camp, and whose soldic.ly open nature rras 
attractive He commanded a cousideiable body of tubutaiy hoise, and at 
Captain Eden’s instance, heagieedto accompany usrvitli some 70 oi 80 of his 
men fiom the fast point at rvluch rve should entei Jeypooi temtoiy 

144 The heat was very tiying, — the countiv, foi the most pait, under 
rvater, — oui tents vaiely pitched till erening, — clioleia laging, — moieor er v e 
felt tins retreat of some 6,000 men befoie an Ai my of peihaps shadows to be 
ignominious , hut we rvere helpless to pi er ent it This enforced tui nmg ol our 
faces fiom Agia rvas most discomfoitmg at such a time, and it rvas a satis- 
faction afterwards to find that long befoie we had left Kosee, it was impossible 
that we could have been of any use at Agra 

145 On I4tli July we reached Govivdgml, m the Ulwui territory a 
stiong, nervly-iepaired, high mud Eoit, m a peiiect state of defence, aith a 
wide, deep-flooded fosse; and we here lieaid of the death of the Bao, Bajah of 
Ulwur, on 11th instant He had been always a loyal well-affected Chef, and 
worthy of his descent from oui able adheient, the Bao, Bajah ol LoidiLMe’s 
7 ars m 1803-6 His son had succeeded peaceably I assuied the Vakeels of 
the continued good-feeling of the Bntisli Government, and pointed out the 
rum which must ensue to those Chiefs who had fallen from then allegiance 
curing the present Military mutiny, that if oui “ Army” misbehaved, we 
could punish it ourselves, and that the Chiefs, rvlio lent themselves to aidtiea- 
cnery and mutiny, were onlr bringing dorvn self-destiuction, and encouraging 
then own retameis to a similar couise. 
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146 My four sowais (fiom the Civil establishment) deseited on the 
1 1th July, or dining the pievious night, having been inghtened by the threats 
of the camp-followon that they would be earned into Jeypoor and beheaded 
On 13th we l cached Jfoojpooi , and as we neaied the Jeypooi teintoiy, I 
again auanged witli Bhopjee, as to an escoit to Agia I was most anxious to 
leave the Camp and fully detei mined not to accompany it to Jeypooi In this 
view, Lieutenants Jenkins and Goldswoitliy tully agieed, and we lesolved to 
take the hist oppoitumty at any usk to make om way into Agia Although 
stiongly ui ged by Captain Eden to accompany linn to Jeypooi, I felt m the 
uncei tain state of aflaus that my piopei couise was to letuin to my post, 
now that the Jeypooi Troops could no longei be oi use The last let&i I had 
received fiom the Lieutenant Goveinoi was dated 2nd July, and had contained

“ at liberty to return to Agia with Lieutenants Jenkins and Cfoldswoitliy T 
“ have for some tune been doubtful whethei any adequate good arises fiom 
“ youi remaining now w ltli the Jeypoor Tioops m south Gooigaon you might 
“ come back leisuiely, and halt at Math a, wheie 3-011 would leain how we fate 
“ at Agia, and act accoulingly ” Befoie these lines leached me, the battle 
of the 5th Jul 3 r at Agia had taken place, and Math a was occupied by the 
Heemuch Rebel Bngade 

147 My personal Nairative diaws to its conclusion. On loth July we 
Teaclied Ih/r/htn, one of the stiongest natuial positions piobably m India It 
lies at no gieat distance fiom Machcm/, the ancient seat of Government m 
tins part o( Ba/waira The bastions ofRijghui aie lulls, and its citadel as 
inaccessible to any oulinai}" human assault, as its natural walls would be 
uulneacliable by 0113 - amount of Aitillei}*. Bhopjce piomised to accompany us 
with a small part} 1- of lus own sowars, from oiu next stage B/moOcrh, a sti ongl}" 
fortified and populous place, ]ust within the Je} r poor temtoi)', winch we 
reached the following morning, 17tli Jul 3 r Had we left the previous day, as 
at first intended, ive should have encounteied a paity of Rebel lioise fGdzecsJ 
from Tonic, who were on the load, and moved passed Rajglnu as v r e left it 

IIS The Hagahs and camp-follow- eis spoke of detaining oui single 
elephant belonging to the Commissauat, which had left the Bliuitpoor Camp

154 Mr Thornhill had been compelled to leave Muttia on the 5th 
July* TJie Gwalior Tioops on one side of the River were in mutiny, the 
Neemich Troops m mutiny weie moving towards Dehli via Muttra, no 
assistance could beiendered to the Authorities fiom Agia* indeed on the even- 
ing of the 6th July, the Agra Authorities weie themselves shut up m the 
Poit at that place The Muttia Officials effected then* escape to Agi a at 
considerable risk In the then aspect of aftaus, their continuing at then posts 
would have been impiacticable and unpiofitable I absolve them fi om all 
blame of hasty action. The mutinous Regiments Weie in occupation of 
Muttra two days aftei the battle at Agia, which event had excited all the 
disaffected m the countiy to use and plunder 

AGRA— JULY 1857* 

155. It is no part of my task, I apprehend, to review oi cuticise the 
Military operations at Agra duung the first week of July I have a strong 
belief, which no subsequent inquiries have shaken, that a vain hope of being 
able with a mere handful of men (among whom weie the doubtful Kotah 
Contingent,) to piotect a line of some 8 miles in extent, (fiom the faithest 
house at the Civil end to the extieme bungalow ifi Cantonments,) had induc- 
ed those m authority, notwithstanding the trying heat of July, to take Up 
a position too fnrvi udoance, and with a rear communication most insufficiently 
secured. Had our position been taken upon the Artillery Pi notice-ground, it 
seems to me that all the Military buildings m Cantonment would have been 
saved, and a retreat to the Port have been wholly unnecessary Brigadier 
Polwhele was as gallant a soldier as evei bieatlied, hut there were errors some- 
where, and it is not my duty to comment upon Military operations 

156 It was Suddenly leSolved on 4th July, m immediate anticipation 
of attack, to release a large number of prisoners from the Central PnSon This 
was perhaps unavoidable, hut had been delayed too long, and Was executed 
with indiscrimination Moieovei to have brought the more dangerous class of 
prisoners uudei the fiie of the Port guns, would have obviated all the mischief 
which then eventual unconditional self-enfranchisement lias caused, and is still 
causing, No event was more prolific m proclaiming the weakness of onr 
Government, and a vast number of life-prisoners passed our Jeypooi Camp 
at Kosee, a few days after, about 8th-9th July, openly announcing the cessa- 
tion of Bntisli Rule as the cause of their release 

157 The City of Agra nevei had been disaffected generally , there were 
many loyal substantial men m it, who wished well to our Rule , and though 
the Police were disoiganizedby recent events and unceasing misrepresentation, 
they would have been poweilesS for mischief, so long as no insurgent Troops 
appeared on the scene 

158. All needful precautions weie taken at last Native Ckustians were 
allowed to take lefuge within the Poit, the Pontoon Bridge was disconnect- 
ed so as to close communication from across the River if necessaiy The 
Kotah Contingent mutinied, then munition and guns were taken, and some of 
them cut down by Majoi Prendergast, 44th N I, and his Volunteer Cavalry. 
The only life lost was that of the Oidnance Selgeant Oorr, who was shot by a 
Havildai of the Contingent Syfoolla Khan’s law Keiotrlee Levies proved to 
be uoithless, and weie summarily dismissed The details of the Battle Of 
5th July are doubtless on official lecord The Militia Cavalry, a body of 
Gentlemen and official Subordinates,' — behaved with great gallantly , but, un- 
used as yet to swoidsmanslup, and to the impel ative necessity for locking up 
their lauks, and lidmg knee-to-kuee in delivering a charge, suffered severely.

159 This was the signal for wholesale plundei and incendiarism Ma- 

lnd accompanied the mutineers from long distances, many 

Bhurtpoor, and, before our retag 

Troons leached the Foit, seveial buildings m their real weie in flames . The 
British Force does not appear to have been followed by the mutinous Brigade 
as they left the field, and it is difficult to undei stand why a position, short f 
the Foit walls, and to protect the Cantonment, should not have been taken 

up 

160 On the 8th, three days aftei the battle, the Hon ble Mr Drummond 
the Magistiate, escorted by a company only of the 3id Euiopean Begins ent 
and 2 guns, entered the City and found all quiet The late Superintendent of 
Police, Bishaurt Alee, on the evening before the battle, either under authority 
not lecorded, oi of Ins own motion, had discharged all the Police and dismiss- 
ed them to their homes The pnsoneis had on the 5th released themselves, 
and then guaids had fiateinized with them. 


161 During the action Mr. T Biown, the Deputy Collector, had suc- 
- ceeded m conveying Ks 35,000 into the Foit, and also a considerable amount 
of valuable piopeity, which had been deposited in the Collector’s Treasury 
This was a woik of difficulty and lisle, and was eneigetically carried out 
There was considerable excitement m the town, and on that very night several 
traitorous police Officers headed, it is believed, by tlie Cotwal liloracl Alee, 
made an ineffectual attempt to pioclaim a change of Buie All subsequent 
mfoimation goes to shew that tins proceeding was partial, not joined m by 
the more wealthy oi respectable classes, and was pioductive of no conse- 
quences 


162 Mi Parsick, Deputy Colleetoi under Eegulation IX of 1833, had 
continued at lus post at Futtelipoor Sikree, so long as it was tenable His 
.Narrative is appended, and lie is able to confirm the generally leceived report, 
that Reasonable communications were held between the heads of the Agi a 
Police, and the advancing Insm gents 


163 Seveial dastaidly muideis were perpetiated during this penod of 
' prevailing panic and confusion, among others, that of the Beveiend Mr Hub- 
hard, the fiist victim at Agia, may be chaiged to the Police , who hounded 
on by the rabble, the scum of the Town, Butchers and Mewatees, sought 
eveiy opportunity of lobbing and murdering Christians wheievei they could 
be hunted up In all about 22 Cliiistians, of both sexes and all ages, were 
thus destroyed 


164 Theie were, however, not wanting instances of an opposite cha- 
racter and clnldien weie m several eases preseived by then seivants A 
" U u , 1C ( ^ was s ^ ie ^ered ai) d pioteeted by Mahommedans from the violence 
of ;lie rabble, who weie seeking Ins life A not very successful attempt was 
made to induce the lemammg Police to delivei up then arms, and a proceed- 
ing was lecoided on 9tli July granting leave of absence to Busharut Alee, the 
Superintendent of Police, and Moiad Alee, the late Cotwal, who had however 
left the City some days befoie 

165 Mi Diummond was relieved on 1 Otli July, of the post of Magistrate 
and replaced by Mi Plnlhpps, heretofore Deputy Collector of Etah The 
reasons foi tins change weie nevei publicly given I was myself absent at 
the time, and it was understood tlj the 'defection of the p'ohfe, anflB 

TRsPmTV °°J tin " ed confidence m them, mainly contubuted to his removal 
His I ohee i had failed , Ins strong support of them had aiou=ed much hostile 

m °’ uot confiDed to Natives , and, with all his admuable qualities, and all 
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Ins energy and indefatigable activity, by admimstiative experience liis views 
were regaided as wrong, and cordial co-operation being most essential at such 
a juncture m cairymg out new auangements, it was perhaps better foi the 
public service, and moie pleasant to him, that their execution should be 
entrusted to othei hands. 

1G6 Theie was, so to speak, a violent anti-Mahommedanpaity m the kbit 
at this time, many m high Judicial positions, did not hesitate to attribute 
the mutiny and rebellion, which were 1 aging around them, to plots concoct- 
ed and encouraged by the followers of this sect alone A Hindoo, Rajaram, 
was selected to fill the post of Cotwal of the City , a conference with the lead- 
ing and influential Residents of the City, at which Mr Reade, the Semoi Mem- 
ber of the Boaid of Revenue, and the next m lank and standing m the Service 
aftei the Lieutenant Governor, piesided Confidence was a good deal restored 
by these measures, and Rajaram the new official was undei stood to have the 
confidence, if not to have been the selection, of his fellow-citizens He conduct- 
ed himself with fidelity, and considerable comage duiing his continuance m 
office in difficult times 

167 In this state of affans eveiy Emopean British Oificei having been 
driven from Ins post, it was impossible that older should not be grievously 
distuibed m eveiy Peigunnah m the Distuct Some Native Officials m alaim 
retned to then homes, some weie attacked, and then tieasuiies and lecords 
weie plundered and destroyed The ejected undei deciees of the Civil Couits 
lose against their mngulnle plamtifis, and “ oustei ” and “ battery ” became 
summary processes Theie was not so much a feeling abroad antagonistic to 
the Butish Government, (indeed there was a veiy laige section of the commu- 
nity who prayed for its speedy restoration) as a wild belief, that the period 
had airived when “ might ” should again pievail over “ right,” and when those 
who were indigent might pi o vide themselves at the expense of the rich. 

168. It would be moidmately to swell this Naiiative, weielto entei into 
the detail of occuirences m each Peigunnah, more 01 less of lawlessness was 
m the ascendant every where, and the Nanation given by the Magistrate, 
Mr Phillipps, fiom reliable official letums, is m the mam as accuiate as 
possible 

169. I had ridden thiough, orwithmhalf amile of FtcUeJipoor SiJcrce, on 
the night of the 22nd July, m company with Lieutenant Jenkins, 44th N I , 
and Lieutenant Goldswoitliy, 72nd 3ST I The place was gamsoned, but not 
strongly, by lebels and mutinous sepoys who, as we passed, weie holding high 
revel m the old gateway of the Duigah Then depiedations weie being ex- 
tended ovei a large portion of the suiioundnig Pergunnah, and seveial villa- 
ger during oui transit came to beg we would endeavoui to lestoie oidei lives 
weie being daily lost m the lavages of ruffians, who, m league with the 
“ Mewatees,” weie spreading consternation aiound 

170 I mentioned these facts to the Lieutenant Govemoi, on my arrival, 
stating my belief that a veiy small Detachment would suffice to dnve out 
these maiauders and , that the appeaiance of Butisli Tioops would be produc- 
tive of good m evidencing that the Government was not confined to the Poit 
and Subuibs of its Capital Accordingly, on 29th Julj', aPoiceundei command 
of Captain Patton, 3rd Euiopean Regiment, with some light guns undei com- 
mand of Lieutenant Gnffin, Bengal Artilleiy, and Lieutenant Salmond of 
Gwalioi Contingent, maiclied to Euttelipooi Silaee Mi Phillipps the Magis- 
trate accompanied the paity , the place was re-occupied, the Mewatee lobbeis 
dnven out of the Peigunnah, a Government establishment was placed m the 
Tehseel, and older was not again disturbed. 

171 Theie was about this time an undue and unnecessary feeling of 
hostility to the employment of Natives of Mahonnnedan peisuasion Messis 
PLuington, Unwin, Radies, and othei s, holding high Judicial Offices, the duties 
ot which weie m abeyance pi o- tempo/ e, all adopted and encouiaged this mdis- 
ci mi mate aveision to one sect of our subjects, and the consequence was a 
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very extensive introduction of Hindoos who w'ero nnfiited ph> sically, and 
from their mental constitution, foi times of danger, and who, until the >nhc- 
lent sinew dness of their nature, busied themselves with fabricating fabulous 
charges against not only the existing Amla, but against many faithful sublets 
who’ professed a creed opposite to then own I lure since learnt that these 

measures engendered a good deal of mistrust, and that man % respectable 

Maliommedans against whom no suspicion ol treason had existed, Jeft the Oity 

mthedieadof the subornation of evidence winch they saw Mould engnlph 
them, m the then temper of the times, and thus compromised themselves in 
the eyes of Government 


172 The Narrative may hcie talcc a geneial form The Districts of the 
Division vveie all unoccupied by European Ofhcials, and though the degree of 
disorder varied with the character of the people and the miUience exerted by 
the moie opulent Landholders, still license generally was the rule, and quiet 
the raie exception 


173 Muttia, as a Hindoo place of religious character, was safo from 
plundenng pai ties, and the inhabitants were not disiftectcd c/i masse The family 
influence ol the gie.it Banking fnm of Muiiecinm Seth (now Lnckmccclnmd) 
was very great, and was beneficially used in the inteiests of Government An 
attempt by the Neemuch mutmecis to extort under threat a large subsidy, 
failed to a gicat extent, and the corresponding house m Delili was spared all 
but the occasional exaction of not \eiy large sums, the payment ol which was 
unavoidable, though made to mutmecis and labels. 


174 In Mynpoory, the Rajah Tej Singh had through fear, or v acuity of 
intellect, and feebleness of cliaiacter, joined the cause of treason, and lus undo 
Bhowany Suiqli (to my belief the rightful lien) had managed by temporising 
and slaiful intrigue to save the Government treasuie entrusted to him, and 
until the advance of oiganwed and disciplined bodies of insurgents had suc- 
ceeded m restraining from violence the That oor tribes of tlie District. He has 
since been leivarded by the grant of succession to tlic title and estates of Ins 
incompetent and contemptible lansman 


175 At Etawah, tlielaige Talookdars have behaved with rare exceptions 
most loyally and usefully Eiom tlie penod of Mi Hume’s departure, they 
were m daily communication by letter w ith him, adopted Ins views and Ins 
advice, preserved order m the country, and showed themselves to he firm and 
faithful well-wishers to the British Government 


176. Etah was periodically disturbed by tlie passage of mutinous sepoys 
on tlieir march to the great gathering of insurgents at Dehli , and also by 
the machinations of the Hawaii of Furruckabad, whose adherents occasionally 
made then appearance, to intimidate and overawe the well disposed and to 
collect Revenue 

177 A cloud hung over Fuitchgvrl Little was or could be gleaned 
from native letters, many of them written more with a view of prospective 
profit to the wi iters, when restoration of rule should return, than with any 
purpose of supplying information, of which the wi iters probably had little to 
give, as, foi the most part, they were hiding themselves and keeping aloof till 
the tyranny should be overpast 

178 Early in August it was resolved to lemove the buildings long 
immediately round the Dehli Gate of the Fort, and the existence of which was 
highly objectionable m a Military point of new, should the Agia Fort ever 
(as was then thought to he afar from unlikely occunence) have to stand a 
sie o e v 1G 10uses ^us demolished were equitably valued, and scrip w T as 
issued, beanng mteiest at five pei cent as compensation 

179 Smallparties were sent out, (one under Mi Lowe, Secretary to Board 
of Revenue and Joint Magistrate of Agra,) for the purpose of re-occupvmg 
Thannalis and Teliseels, so far as was practicable, on the Grand Truuk line of 
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Load towaids Mvnpoory, the boideis of winch Distuct extended to the Pei- 
gunnah ot Feiozabad This object was most successfully effected by the Offi- 
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notice 


whose sen ices have all been 
hi ought to the notice of Government, a* desen ing of 
lewaid, which in almost all cases has been confened 
These men stoutly held then position, beat off a paity 
of insurgents sent by the Ex-Rajah ot Mynpooiy , and 
fiom that day distuibanees have been lepiessed, and 
oidei lestoied on that nnpoitant lme of the District 


ISO Duimg the months of August and September the different Teli- 
seel and Thannah posts weie le-occupied by Government Officeis, and gene- 
lallv, though a film hold had not been taken, confidence was letuinmg, and 
the discomfituie of the rehel gainson at Dehh was legaided univeisally to be 
near at hand 

181 The R ijih of Awa, Poi thee Singh, and Rajah Teelum Singh, of 
Mooisaa, m Allygurh, hal displayed conspicuous lovalty, and had been placed 
tempoianly m chaige of seveial Peigunnahs m theMutfciaand Agia Distncts, 
accounting to Government foi the levenue collected, and contiolhng and res- 
training the turbulently disposed The Rajah of Bhuddawur, Mehendei Singh, 
swayed by the good and judicious counsel of Redeem Maher Alee and Red earn 
Nusseei -ood-deen, had also exeited his influence mthe Peigunnahs of Bah, Pina- 
liut, and Inadutnuggui, in the Agra Distuct, and had lendered some good 
seivice to Gov eminent 

182 Allygurh had been le-occupied after a severe engagement, m which 
oui Tioops under the command of Majoi Montgomery, (Bugade Majoi at 
Agia,) gieatly distinguished themselves Mi Aithur Cocks, Judge of Myn- 
pooiy, had accompanied this party, and Ins judgment, tact, and tempei, soon 
succeeded m oveicommg all difficulties, and in le-ammatmg the well-wisheis 
of Groveinment m that part of the country The effect of which was, befoie 
long, to le-open oui communications with Meeiut and Dehli, by the nay of 
Boolundshuhui 

183 Our chief embauassment lay m the directions of the Chumhd In 
Gwahoi , oui faithful ally the Mahaiajah, was living m the midst of an Airay, 
whose sympathies were all with the mutineers at Delih, and who were daily 
exhibiting pioofs of disaffection to his own government The adnniable tact 
of Deioan Dinl m Bao , his Minister, his own good sense, and cluvahous beai- 
mg, alone ics trainee"! then Tioops foi cairymg off the Gvralioi siege tiam, and 
advancing to invest Agia Their subsequent defection and discomfiture aie 
alieady upon the lecoids of Groveinment, and I should be needlessly extending 
this Nanative, weie I to refei to foregone facts which do not belong to Agia 
specially 

184 The Lieutenant Governor, Mr Colvin, worn out by anxiety and 
exertion, died on 9tli September, m the Poit of Agra Fiom and aftei the 
assault and captuie of Delili, on 20tli September 1857, a sensible improvement 
m the tone and conduct of all classes began to display itself Those who 
had nietnevably compromised themselves, became contemptible cowaids, and 
the wavenng and weak plucked up heait, and came foi ward to aid in the res- 
toration of oi dei The advance of the Mhow lebels and then defeat and dis- 
peisal on the lOfcli Octobei, aie on official lecoid in the Military Department , 
but fiom this date the Narrative may be lapidly biought to a close 

185 The “ Appendices ” to the vanous reports of the Distuct Officers of 
the Drvision, aie so numeious and copious, that an attempt to embodj 
them would involve a voluminous and weansome detail Messis Hume, 
Lance and Maconoclne have been m the Etawali distuct, doing good and 
gallant duty as Soldi os, more than as Civil functional tes, up to theveiy hour 
almost in which I wnte, (15th Decembei 185S) but these affairs are moie m 
the natuie of corollanal consequences of the mutiny than as forming any pait

190 Some of oui Hindoo landholclcis li.no exlubited extinoulinaiv 
affection for Ihitish mteiest Many lnaxc Mahonm cd m soldiers li ne oftuod 
then lives, and lost them m oui dclencc Jiidixidually 1 baxe leasou to speak 
most highly ol the natives ol India iindei ouhnanly Kind and unt treatment

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191. Mi Phillipps Ins effectually disposed of the cliaige of lennssness 
m tlie Agia Authorities ou the lOtli Octobei The Yidettes and Patiols 
weie withdrawn by Colonel Cotton’s own oideis, and I myself lode into Camp 
with Colonel Graeathed, and mfoimed him that oui Cavahy Yidettes had been 
hied on the evening before within a few miles of Agia The lebels weie 
surprised certainly to lino a lemfoi cement ai lived , but foi which, the gentle- 
men of the Militia occupying the Metcalfe Testimonial, must have been sacn- 
ficed, for the pi ecautionaiy pickets to their fiont had been actually with- 
drawn Yfe had known of the hostile movement fiom the Dholepooi direc- 
tion foi some days, though doubtless, the exact stiengtli and guns of the ene- 
my had not been pi ecisely ascei tamed, and was a suipnse to eveiy body 
The attack by the enemy was an act of madness on their pait, and was so sud- 
den that nothing but the piompt eneigy which lepelled it could have pie- 
vented oui sustaining a veiy seveie loss, though the lesult was neve) for tno 
minutes doubtful 

192 Rajaiam, the Cotwal, behaved with calm courage at Ins post, though 
it is quite possible that many of the lebel adheients had found then way into 
the City during the pievious day, and weie ready for mischief had the oppor- 
tunity offeied 

193 Quietness with some slight exceptions began to leign again In 
the Futteeabad Peigunnah a number of fugitive sepoys had fiom time to time 
collected, m two villages, especially Kliandea and Dliunowlee, and m the midst 
of a lathei tuibulent population weie closing our communications, and pre- 
venting the realization of levenue It at last became necessaiy to punish 
these villages, and as the foice which accompanied the Magistiate, Mi Plnl- 
lipps, was not deemed strong enough to piotect the guns with him, the Chief 
Commissioner requested me on 28th 1'Tovembei to accompan} a small Column 
composed of 100 men of 3id Euiopean Regiment, and 2 guns, sent out in sup- 
poit AYe accoidmgly maiched out that night, and aftei ineffectual attempts 
to induce the headmen to come into my Camp, we moved down to attack them, 
veic met by a continuous fusillade from wall pieces, nfles, cai bines, muskets, 
and matchlocks, which opened as we advanced, and continued foi some half 
an houi, oi more, until daylight enabled us to see the position of the enemy, 
and to bung oui guns to bear upon them The Ratified village, a stiong 
position with high walls, sunounded by deep lavures, aftei six oi eight lounds 
fiom the 9-poundeis, (undei Lieutenant Fullei, BA) was earned by a lush 
of the Europeans, and among the slam we found several sepoys of our own 
N I Regiments, and the Gwalioi Contingent Only two oi thiee of our men 
weie wounded m the engagement on this, and a veiy similar affafi on the fol- 
lowing day The enemy’s fire was veiy husk at fust. The dispeisal of these 
fanatics was followed by immediate good lesults Revenue came m, pioperty 
was safe , and peace has not since been mten upted m these Pergunnahs 

194 On the 28th we proceeded to the Village of Dunolah, an exfiemely 
formidable position, having three stiong Ghurnes, with launes of gieat depth 
and abruptness as a natuial fosse Resistance was maintained by the insur- 
gents for some time One oi two of oui men weie wounded, and a necessaiy 
punishment was inflicted 

195 Of the details repoited m the Nauative of the Magistrate m 
paiagiaph 143, 1 entertain considei able doubt Thet e had been most injudicious 
pioceedmgs on the pait of the new Police officials The histoiy gi\en by those 
who came into Camp to make the most of it, was pm el}- apociyphal , a 
quauel had been brought on by the impiopei intei feienee of subordinate Po- 
lice officials Yeiy few lives weie lost, tlieie was no rebellion, and undei the 
post hoe and specific oideis of the Chief Comnnssionei, the Commanding Offi- 
cer, Majoi Ilennessy, or myself, felt it to be necessaiy to letuin to Agia, had 
we felt even disposed to move r/uns and Infant) y against a few vnm med boat- 
men, who had not been to blame to the extent intimated m Mr Philhpps s 
Report The Detachment which I accomprnied, at the le quest of Colonel 
Fiusei, was sent out on the ui gent i equlsition of the Magistrate who felt that the 
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Voice at Ins tocsj, yuncipaUy composed of new Lencs, was quite .nsnffici- 
i0 ,,’ V, TOimose of cocicmo these foi fcified villages Mi Plnllipps had ashed 
^Wotffi guns and Ultimately they had been gi anted to him hut 
with only two Ordnance Conductors to serve them , the Escort consisting 
ne ally of a lew labble matchlockmen, lent by Mahendci SivqR. the Dew an of 
Paina, m addition to a party ot 100 new Seikh Ler res, under local Lieute- 
nant Purnell The Magistrate’s letter alarmed the Chief Commissioner for 
the safety of these guns, and the object of my mission was to coeice any r ll- 
] a „ es m open revolt, and to bung back these guns to Agia Has %as effected, 
and intermediately two uigent repetitions of the instructions were sent to me, 
“on no account whatever to delay the letum of the Detachment to Agia, the 
“ Garrison of which place was r eiy weak ” To have ciossed the livei to chas- 
tise a few unaimed boatmen would have been simply absurd, have been pro- 
ductive only of misclncf, and would bare delay ed the letum of tlie Column 
foi at least a rr eek I have thought it necessaiy to say so much, as the Nar- 
rative of the Magisliate would leare impiessioiis entnely eironeous 


19G I do not concrn in the exorbitant eulogy bestowed by the 
Mao-istiate upon the some-time Cotrral, Bajaiam, and Bamnaram , they 
have been, and will be still fruthei rewarded at the fitting time Bajaiam 
was a quiet, inoffensive man, with little personal actmfy, and rr as unobjection- 
able at the time of Ins being placed rn Office , but Ins location ther e gar e con- 
sideiahle offence to many of our most loyal subjects of the Mabonrnieclan per- 
suasion lie conducted himself horrevei rutli judgment and tact, and has 
been commended, hut extravagant pi arse is wholly uncalled foi 


197 Bamnaram was reiy properly allowed to make Ins choice be- 
tween Ins post of Telrseeldai, and Ins professional employment as Pleader 
m the Sudder Dervanny Adarvlut, and most indisputably tbe exercise of both 
functions rvas incompatible He has done wisely and piudently m confining 
himself to Ins moie congenial duties 

19S Piom the commencement of Octobei, the disturbances consequent 
upon the mutiny may be said to have ceased Penodical uneasiness, as 
mutinous Troops m flight from just retribution effect a passage through oui 
Districts has, and will continue loi some little time to occur But the public 
mmd is arvaie that the contest is oicr, the struggle to subveit Bntish Porvei 
has wholly'’ and lgnonmnously failed, and theie is moie shame, and sorrow, 
and legiet in the heaits of many rvlio have sacnficed themselves and then 
families, and then piospects, by weak and insane yielding to pernicious .and 
perfidious counsels, than we shall probably ever bar c lull cognuance of 

199 Eveiy Distnct m tlie Dir isiou has since the close of 1857, been 
le-occupied by its local Officcis Affaus aic lapidly resuming then previous 
position The loss on land Bevenue will he fax less than could have been, 
under the extiaoidmary chaiactei of the cnsis, at all calculated upon , and 
when some few cases m winch the penalty of confiscation has been too pre- 
cipitately lesoited to, shall bar e been calmly 7 and dispassionately 7 ie-cousideied, 
when the claims to lervaid foi loymlty hare been caiefully weighed and 
adjudged, (foi there has been piecipitation m tins mattei also,) many minor 
sei vices having beenfoiced too much into notice, and moie impoitant loyxilty 7 
inadequately recompensed, when the natrve mmd shall have leisuie to reflect 
upon the events of 1857, and the atiocious tieacheiy 7 winch engendeied them, 
— I am veiy confident that the stability oui Buie will he found to have been 
strengthened and not impaired by the events winch now belong to His tory 

200 It may he expected that aftei an almost nmntenupted seirice, 
extending ovei a period ot upwards of 80 yeais m all parts of India, I should 
place upon lecoid my opinion as to the causes of the late Mutiny, and its 
resulting popular disturbances, difficult as it has been found either m India 
oi m England, to trace even the proximate motives for the display of so much 
tieacheiy and ‘ MmttUtauimee” m subjects whose leligion (though not that of 
their Buleis) solemnly inculcates fidelity to those who feed and protect them 

“ Faithfulness to then salt 
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201 The outbieak was unquestionably m its commencement, a mere 
sepoy icio/f, 01 Mihfatt/ mutiny. and had not one single grievance to justify it* 
It nc\ or v, ouhl have assumed any otliei cluuactei, or have attained any laigei* 
dimensions, Jiad the British Government been able to hull promptly a Foide 
upon Dehh, and succeeded in westing that placo fiom the mutinous Troops, 
banging down on the ollendeis condign punishment Had Delili been recovei- 
ed dm mg the month ot Slay, oi befoie 21st June 1857, the mutiny would 
not have extended its opeiations That the Goojur and other lawless semi- 
eivih/ed predatory clans would avail themselves of any withdrawal of check 
oi leshamt, was natuial, and it seems to me, to be beyond doubt, that at least 
foi some months pi cmous, measures had been taken to incite plunder and 
divert attention \\hene\er the outbieak should take place The Native Nom 
Commissioned Ofiiceis, many ot them iiom the Gamson of Delili, who sat on 
the Com t-martial for the tnal oi the Tioopers of the 3id Light Cavalry at 
Mcciut, veie pi c-uifoi med and pi opened foi what was intended, and I have 
heaid fiom many ieli.ible native ^omees, that their finding (though of course 
not the sentence) was airanged betoiehand 

202 What followed at Meeiut is matter of History, and involves the 
painful fact that no instant and piompt ictnbutive puisuit followed upon the 
heels of the cow.irdlv and traitoious designeis of the movement The delay 
at Dehh, at first unhappily umnoidablc horn impieparation, startled those 
who had hitheito believed in the unassailable stiength of the Bntisli powei 
When impunity from chastisement, and immunity fiom wrong-doing had 
succeeded apparently, every man with a gnevance to redress, oi an enemy to 
mpne, began to pluck up heart Many men of old family, anciently opulent, 
who had whether rightfully or wrongfully lost their possessions since 1803, 
naturally desired a total subvcrsal oi Government, in the hope of recovering 
under Native rule some portion of their wealth and position The instance 
of Wullcc-dad Khan, ol Malngurb, in the BoolundshuhurDistuct, is m point He 
was one of the most actne and urulent msmgents, and his case had been 
heard and settled by e\cry Besidcnt of Delili since the time of Sir David 
Ochteilon}', and by almost ereiy Governor Geneial n\ Council The last deci- 
sion, intended to be definitive, was by Sir Charles (late Loid) Metcalfe , and 
} ct beiug a fannl}' quarrel it had been periodically re-opened, and was hardly 
closed finally, when I held the office of Agent m 1855, and still rankled in 
the minds oi many of tlie family 

203 There were a vast number of persons similarly situated throughout 
the country Our Civil Courts, whose piocedure calls loudly foi simplification, 
had done incalculable mischief , the hasty remand mgs for new trials, upon mere 
perusal of two or tlnee individual papers fiom a file embracing many bun- 
dled documents, and upon Utopian points of unmanageable law, brought ruin 
upon thousands Those w T ho we» e opulent looked upon such a decision as 
conclusive, and the rightful claimant was forced to “ compound ” oi to starve 
Our ltevemie system also, with a well mtentioned, hut a vam desue to recoid 
every conceivable icsponsibihtj and liability m an estate, and to insist on 
c\ery detail of internal management, and account being assimilated and made 
public, bad sent aged Lumberdars to school to learn Mensuration and Land 
Surveying , and liad ejected hereditaiy Putuarccs foi failing as actuaries The 
principle was sound, but it was lefined too far , many small prmlege_s and 
perquisites, never giumbhngly paid, were taken away arbitrarily by these 
measures from the elected headman of a village, whose ienuie of office was 
yearly becoming more fiail.

the outbieak found many pool and starving I J lundei was around them the 
rule , money was to be taken by the strong hand, oidei had been disoi gammed, 
and thousands aftei tlie commission of tlieit and muider joined the ranks 
of the rebels, tlie idea at wdiose attempt they would have langhed to scorn 
not six months before 
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204. If to tins list be added the number of dospu ate ruffians who w et e 
i eleased oi had eftected their own release Bom the .Tails o( the North Wos- 
teui Provinces, m June and July 1S57 , and the v ast body ol the dangeious 
classes which aie to bo found m eveiy town and even ullage,— iheie is no 
difficulty m understanding, that what began as a Mutiny, should seem to

205 If the element of arbitrational piocess be more largely infused into 
om judicial s) stem, if the multiplication of useless, tedious, and expensive 
ioims of pi oceduie be abandoned , if judgment be given more piomptly and 
decisively, appeals, except upon leal points of lam, i educed in number, and if, 
m oui Revenue management we abstain fiom sale of ical piopnhj, which in 
many instances may be consideied to be virtually and morally entailed , the 
alienation of winch m execution ot deciees toi simple conti act debts unfanly 
visits the “ sins of the fat hcis upon the children , ” and reduces whole families 
to nun tor no laches of their own , if the lnquisitonal mteifeienco with the 
management of landed propel ties be restricted to retuins, containing only 
what it is essential for Government to know, — then I have no doubt that a 
more general attachment to Bntish interests will be encouraged, and will be 
attended with a more umvcisal iccogmtion of om intentions to govern to the

206 It seems to me that no useful puipose will be sened ly extending 
tins Nauative into the year 1858, which fiom its commencement and to its 
piesent teimmation has been maiked by the gradually-regained grasp of all 
we had. temporarily lost possession of The compilation ot this Report has 
been unavoidably limned, written m mteivals of important busmens w Inch 
could not be pieteinutted, (and being uigently demanded bj Govcuumnt,) 
I have had no time to attend to giace of style, oi to pause toi the selection 
of inoie fitting plnases I have not had an oppoi tunity of refernng to the 
Euuuckabad or Mynpoory Nanativcs of Events m May and June, and I 
have had to trust to memory, and to personal knowledge of facts which 
may have been diffeiently viewed by others The absence of the District 
TSbu natives fiom Agra, Etavvah, and Muttia, prevented the employment ot 
leisuie horns during medical leave m August and September last, m the moie 
caieful piepaiation of the Report, and I do not delay its tiansmission, in

I have the honor to acknowledge yom letter No. 1935, of 26th ultimo, 
giving covei to claims loi succour foi the Native Customs Establishment, for 
losses at Hodul in May 1S57, and calling for “ a report as to the cncumstances 
nndei which the losses weie sustained ” 

2 The cncumstances were bnefiy as follows — 

Under instructions from the late Lieutenant G-overnoi of theNoith Western 
Provmces, I pioceeded on 20th May 1S57, to join the Camp of the Bhurtpoor 
Tioop, (in charge ot Captain Ni\on, Assistant Political Agent, Bhurtpooi,) with 
a view of re-opemng communication with Dehli and Meerut, and with the Army 
advancing upon Dehli, the communication via Allygurh having been mter- 
lupted since the outbreak of 10th of same month by bands of mutinous Troops, 
and the line via Muttia and Pulwul, having been also closed since the enforced 
abandonment of the District of Gooigaon 

3 All W Money, the Commissioner of Customs, with the object of 
re-locating Customs Officeis upon the Preventive line, accompanied my paity 

4. I joined the Bhuitpoor Troops at Chomohaw, 13 miles beyond Muttia, 
and found that already Captain Nixon had found reason to doubt then steadi- 
ness, symptoms of disinclination to advance having been exhibited in com- 
plaints and fuvolous objections We howevei moved on to Ckattah the follow- 
ing morning, and thence to 'Kosee ,* leaching Hodul on 26th May 1857 

5 As one road to G-ooi gaon diverged here, we halted for a day or two, 
and all continued quiet until 31st May, on which morning, at 3, the Muttra 
Officials and the Customs Officers who had been left m our iear, lode hastily 
into our Camp, lepoitmg that two companies ofN I , of 44th and 67th Regi- 
ments, then stationed at Agia, having been sent to Muttia foi treasuie, had, 
on ariivmg at that place, broken out m open mutiny, plundeied the Tieasury, 
burnt the Bungalows, and having dnven out the Authonties, weiemfuiimaich 
towards Dehli, bnngmg with them the plundeied tieasure 

6 Upon this we made instant preparations to receive these mutinous 
Companies, and with every leasonable hope of lecovenng the Government 
tieasure and punishing the mufineeis Captains Nixon and Munbee, inoffi- 
cial connection with the Bhuitpoor Troops, placed the guns in position to com- 
mand the load, close to which we vieie encamped, and by which only could 
Dehli be leached We despatched a paity to Kosee, to wain the Detachment 
there, if necessaiy, to fall slowly back upon our suppait It then began to be 
veiy evident that the Bhuitpooi Troops had no intention of fighting, had no 
inclination to obey then own Foujdais, and had resolved not to take an active 
pait against these rebellious Tioops, who had leleased the pnsoneis from the 
Muttia Jail, and had stiengthened themselves by all the evil-disposed luffians 
of Muttia and its subuibs, who at once joined their ranks, and made the paity 
foimidable, at least m numbeis. 
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7 As fast as wc succeeded m planting guns m propci positions, the dis- 
0 f the Bliuitpoor Foice withdrew them We then received a report 
affected ot tue jb P Bhmtpooi Detachment left at Kosee, and 

a small party, rode bach to nsceHam how 
mnffpi q i eallv stood lie was icccivcd w ith cool l udeness w .is ie fused admit- 
tance into the Tehseel wheie the Tioops weie, and found that the Bhmtpooi 
Officer was no longer m Command of his men During Ins absence no imp, ove- 
ment had taken place in the aspect of affans with us That there me good 
and loyal men among the Foujdais, I do not doubt , but they mfoi med Captain 
Nixon and myself, distinctly and emphatically, that then authority undone 
that then Tioops would not oppose the mntinous sepovs, indeed intimated 
that many might join them, and slietmously advised all ol u 3 to leave the 
Camp, as they could no longci nnsw ei foi the acts of their men. 


8 The exact strength of the Bhuitpooi Foiee I cannot state at this mo- 
ment, but I believe that, with the Uhuu Detachment, it did not number less 
than 3,000 men of all aims, with eight oi ten guns, amply sufficient t.o luxe 
coerced the two mutinous sepoy companies with then nibble additions, who 
had no guns, and to have exacted scveie letnbution, lecoxcimg at the c ame 
time tieasuie plundcicd from Multi a, supposed then to have consisted of .'D 
lakhs of Rupees One of two things is theiefoie unquestionable, either the 
major it} of the Bhuitpooi Tioops weie anant and contemptible cow aids, oi 
they were disaffected, and had already m heait fiatcini/cd with the mutinous 
movement of tiaitois and rebels In my linn belief both these views of the 
case were tiue There was plenty of pusillanimity, and at least an equal pro- 
portion of treason, among those who weie thorough paitisans of the rebels and 
disaffected even to then own Chief Most ot the guns, if not aB, x\ ci e rn the 
hands of Pooibeeah Aitillery men, deseiteis, oi discluiged men from our 
Native Infantiy Regiments, and a good deal of language was often indulged m 
by them on the line of maicli, which was unequivocal as respects then feel- 
ings foi the Bntish Government, and then sympathy with its tieacherous 
Troops 


9 Captain Nixon, Captain Munbce, and myself used our best endeavours, 
unavaihngly, to bung them to a sense of duty We promised to reward them 
hbeialty, and pointed out the injury they were doing to the “Raj,” by the 
course they weie apparently deteimmed to pui sue. At last one or two of the 
guns were tumed upon the small paity of Europeans who w r eie giouped toge- 
ther The Foujdais again came to advise us to withdraw, both the Bhuitpoor 
Officials offeied, (if then objection was to the Europeans from Agia,) to remain 
themselves, but the Foujdais said that they could not answer foi the lives of 
any Officers who remained behind 


10 This state of things had gone on foi some hours, during winch we 
had been arguing with the Officers, and addressing some of the Pultuns, and at 
last it became evident that ovu only alternative was to ude out of Camp, and to 
endeavour to join the Sir moor Battalion undei Majoi Reid, from whom I had 
heaid the evening before, who was then posted at a Ghat on tire Jumna, about 
30 or 35 miles off We fiist however lesolved to take the road by Pulwul, IS 
miles nearei Dehli, in ordei to pick up Mi Cliffoid, of the Civil Seivice, and 
Lieutenant Young, wffio had gone on with an advanced paity to that place. 


11 We were again warned that the Aitillery of the Bhuitpoor Force 
lieie turarngtlffli guns upon us, and after seveial othei vain expostulations 
wShHrtf 4 * influential Foujdars, were constrained to depart utteily 
7 ^ f ii 1 le reac hery and cowardice of the Troops which had been sent 
L c .i 1 f 7 co-operate m the restoration of ordei, and in accordance 

with the terms of the treaty entered into with the Bntish Government. 

,J 2 nf JV iad liaid ly mounted om horses with om small Cavalcade, con- 
sisting of 28 European gentlemen of vanous Departments, Rail Road, Customs, 
f?’ wj'n fewSowais of Sth Irregular Cavalry, (14 nr all,) and some few others 
who had accompanied hi. Ford, the Magistrate and Collector of Gooieaon, from 
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that Disti ict, when the good feeling of oui Bhuitpoor allies began to display 
itself There were 3 or 4 Bungalows, which had been occupied by Customs 
Officials , hist one, and then anothei, then our tents weie set the to, and blazed 
up as we passed within 100 yaids of them, yet these Tioops, a few da} s after- 
waids, letired to Bhuitpooi with Captain Nixon Being leheved fiom all chance 
of active seivice, they weie not disinclined to return to lepose m then lines. 

13. This I conclude was the time at which the losses were sustained 
by the Native Customs Officers referred to m your letter , but the injury was 
by no means confined to the parties enumerated m the list which accom- 
panied that letter Eveiy Butisli Officei lost neaily all the piopeity he pos- 
sessed at Hodul, with the exception of the aims and clothes he lode m, and 
the hoise which earned lnm I beg to append a list of these losses , and was 
given to understand by the late Lieutenant Govemoi, that compensation 
would be made by the Bhuitpoor State , but he at the same time wished that 
application should be defened till the geneial aspect of affans had impioved, 
and our lelations with Native Chiefs had resumed then customary footing. 

14. Some articles of weanng apparel, tent equipage, &c weie returned 
from Bhurtpoor and Ulwui, all moie oi less damaged and injured, indeed all 
that I had any opportunity of seeing, had become, fiom neglect and rough 
treatment, utterly valueless nothing of any original value was produced at all. 

15 Regarding the actual loss sustained by the Native Customs Officials, 
I can state nothing positive My own Umlah and personal Chuprasees were 
also loseis, while also I do not concur m the expediency of leimbuising 
such losses b} r money payments Those who behaved faithfully I have rev aided 
myself, and to replace mjuiy sustained by Subordinates m Public Depart- 
ments would lead to endless and useless enquny, and much prevarication 
and mendacity They are neither expected to move into Camp, noi do they, 
with more than ai tides of common necessity about them, and them mar clung 
Batta is ample to remuneiate all oidmary and casual losses, while promotion 
compensates for damage sustained in the faithful dischai gc of their duties. 
As a body, the lower grades of Customs Officials have, it is generally acknow- 
ledged, behaved especially ill, and those enumerated by Mi. Money as having 
been “since the commencement of outbreak perfectly faithful and to have 
done good sei vies, ” may fitly be advanced to posts of higher emolument, vacat- 
ed by the veiy large numbei who have grossly misbehaved At Hansie and 
Jhansie the Customs peons and Natives of the Department are understood 
to have turned tiaitors and muideieis to a man

I have the honor to acknowledge yoni Icttci No. 672, of 6 th ultimo, 
foi warding a petition foi “such notice as it may lcquue” presented to Govern- 
ment by Xhoshial, Iliudeo, and otheis, of Mon/ali Moliona 01 Mojim, Email 
Gooigaon, in the Dekh temtoiy. 

2. I have the honor to append copy of my letter to the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Gooigaon, and of that Officer’s leplv, and to add, that the service 
lendeied by the petitioneis was veiy inconsidci able, and that our paity were 
sufficiently stiong to command respect fiom them, while it was appaient that 
many of them weie not well affected 

3 The Nan alive given m my lcttei to your addiess. No 94, dated 19th 
June, will explain oui pieesnce at Mokona AVc lode out of the Bhurtpoor 
Camp about or soon aftei midnoon, on 31st May 1S57, and leached Mohon.i 
on the Jumna, aftei a lide of some 50 miles, at about 9 or 10 on the lol- 
lowmg morning, having travelled all night, — oui intention being to cioss the 
Jumna, and pioceed either to the Messis Skinner’s village of Belnspooi, or to 
30 m, if possible, the Camp of the Snmooi Battalion 

4 On arriving at the river, we found that all the boats had been, with a 
single exception, earned ovei to the opposite bank We made attempts to cioss 
by swimming oui hoises, and then it appeared that the opposite villages were 
occupied by msui'gents and mutmeeis, men of the 9th N I , and the 2nd Onde 
Irregulars At this junctuie the heat being veiy gi eat, and om selves and cattle 
having been, since noon of the picvious day, without food, Nniam Sinqh," a 

* Smco re« nr Jed and sowai on leave, belonging to the 12th Inegulais, came 
piomoted out of tlie village to me, and volunteeung to join our 

party, suggested that we should go to the house of Meci Hidnyut Alee, Rissal- 
dai of the 4th Iuegolais, on leave, whose loyalty was unimpeachable To this 
I at once assented, though advised by many not to lely upon the honesty of a 
Makommedan, in such tunes of geneial disaffection, and in a locality so neai 
(about 28 miles) to Dehli I had known the 4th Inegulais, and many ol the 
Native as well as Euiopean Officeis of the Regiment and I was not nustal en 
in the confidence I reposed in a Rissaldai and .a Sndai Babadooi of that 
Regiment 

5 The reception we met with fiom Meei Hidavut Alec has been recoid- 
cd and acknowledged elsewheie, but aftei a halt of 4 01 5 days with him, we 
were mfoimed that an Oude Inegulai Regiment in mutiny had crossed the 
Jumna, and having heard of Euiopeans being at Mohona, weie then within 
3 coss of us, moving on that place with the intention of exteinnnatingus The 
lmelhgence was brought by a youth belonging to the Regiment, (a icsident 
01 Moyna, and known to the Rissaldai ,) he had been piesent, and witnessed 
tie dastaidly muidei of Captain Fletchei Hojes, and Captain Baibei, by the 
men of his Regiment, a few days befoie, and had escaped to give us warning. 

f It was at this time that Meei Hidavut Alee displayed his loyalty and 
devotion He armed himself and his letameis, and langtd them beside om 
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party, whxcli consisted of 28 Europeans, the mapnty having double banel- 
led guns and revolvers, and all swoids, and aided us m making pieparations 
to lepel any attack upon us We lemained undei aims dui mg a gieat part of 
the day and night, Hidayut Alee being most active m taking all piecaution 
against sui prise, — many of the inhabitants of Mohona exhibiting at the best 
but passive loyalty. 

7. On the following day, having certain information from Dehh that 
our residence at Mohona was knovn at the Rebel Head-quarters, and 
that it was m contemplation to send out a Detachment to attack us, we 
determined to move acioss the Goorgaon distuct to Sohna, wheie it was 
possible we might fall m with the Jeypoor Foice, under Captain Eden, Political 
Agent . and this night march we effected without opposition through a country 
much disturbed, — Mcer Hidayut Alee accompanying for a shoit distance, or 
until ve had passed the villages, of whose loyalty he was doubtful, m the 
neighbouihood (within seven or eight miles ) of his own residence, and after 
a foui teen hours’ ride we joined the Jeypoor Troops. 

S The Deputy Commissioner at Goorgaon will be able most readily to 
ascertain whether any peisonsm Moyna are deseivmgof a gratuity m money 
foi good conduct. But my nnpiession is, (and it is also that of the few of the 
paity now at Agia,) that no assistance, calling for special acknowledgment, was 
lendered by the villageis geneially, and that they can have no cause to com- 
plain of the arrangements made for rewaidmg such a man as Meer Hidayut 
Ahe, whose loyalty and fidelity were conspicuous, and but for whose presence 
ye should haidly lia\e found advisable shelter at Mohona.

Sir, 

Having been informed that Meci IIida\ ut Alee, Ris-.-ldar and Sirdar 
Babadooi , is with the Hc.id-quai ters of join Regiment, I take this oppoitumty 
of xepoiting to you the loyal And cieditublc conduct of tliAi Ofiicci^ dining 
the eaily pait of June m the ptesent j cur. 

2. It is my intention, when the pioper time nmves, to bung the Ri=«al- 
dai’s name to the notice ot Government, m oidci that some suitable lewntd be 
conferred upon him 

3. On 31st Hay last I was, undei the ordeis of Government, with the 
Contingent furnished by the Blunt poot Raj. undei the turns ot the Treaty 
with that State We weie encamped at llodul, m the Gooigaon di-trict, hu\ mg 
some 3 or 4,000 men, with, I believe, eleven or twelve gnn«. 

4 On the preceding evening, two companies of the 44th N I , and 
one of 67th N I, under orders to convey ticasuiefiom the Muttra Collec- 
toryto Agia, hioke out in mutiny at Mutti a, murdered lliur Commanding 
Ofhcei, Lieutenant Builton, wounded Lieutenant Gibbon, of 44th, fuedupon 
the Civil Officers, and earned off the tieasme, consisting of scvciul lakhs of 
Rupees, with the puipose of conveying it to the Rebel Heud-qumteis at Dchli. 

5 Heanng of this, the Officeis m command of the Bhurtpooi Troops, 
Captains Nixon and Munbee, of the Bombay Aimy, and the Emopean Officers 
accompanying mjsclf, endeavouied to place the Blnutpoor Tioops in position, 
to oppose the insuigents and iccovei the tiensure, .is they would ha\e to pass 
our Camp, hut oui effioits were without success These native allies broke 
into open revolt, refused to obey anyoideis given by the Euiopeans, or by their 
own Native Officeis, and aftci eveiy exertion was made to induce them to do 
their duty, they turned then guns upon the Euiopeans, and sent a message 
tlnougli then Foujdais, to the effect that we had bettei leave then Camp, "as 
they had resolved not to oppose the mutinous sepojs 

6 We weie constrained to depnit, numbei mg, with Captains Nixon and 
Munbee, (who weie equally pievented fiom icinaming,) about 28 Euiopeans, 
Civil, Mihtaiy, Railway, and Customs Officials, and wo lode via Pulwul to the 
Mohona Ghat, about 40 miles, with the intention of ciossing the Jumna 

7 On oui amval theie, we found that all the fori y and other boats 
were detained upon the opposite bank, which was occupied, it was undei stood, 
by insurgent sepoys of 9th N I , and Oude Cavalry Om cattle being much 
fatigued, and no food having been piocuiable during the long nde, without a 
halt at such au inclement season, without tents and shelf ei, we weie obi me d 
to leave the Ghat, and foitunatelv met a troopei of 12th Inegulais, JS T auun 
Singh , who advised us to go to Rissaldai Meei Uidayat Alec’s village and house, 

wheie he assuied us we should be well leceived. 

8 We arnved at nnd-day , the Rissaldai supplied us with everv thing 
in his power to bestow. I am sure that his soldieily hospitable welcome, and 
subsequent attention to our comforts, dunng a stay of moiethan a week, 
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will be long remembered by each of us During our stay, some 300 of the 2nd 
Oude Cavaliy in revolt, having muidered the Officeis with them, Captain 
Fletcher Hayes, and Captain Barber, &c , crossed the river, and threatened to 
attack us. Meei Hidayut Alee gave us warning, put on his umfoim and aims, 
called out his adheients, and assisted us m making preparations to defend a 
Chubootia m fiont of bis house, and these timely pieparations, together 
with the fact that we had 23 double bai relied guns and some dozen revolvers 
m the hands ot Europeans, becoming known to the scoundiels, they gave us a 
wide beith , but we weie all impressed with the beaung and resolution to aid 
us shown by the Bissaldai. 

9. Some days latei, having mfoimaiion that a party was likely to be 
sent out for oui destruction by the lebels at Dehli, from which place we 
weie only 28 miles distant, we determined not to place Hidayut Alee’s family 
and piopcity at the meicy ot the rebels, by prolonging our stay with him, 
and ve made a night ride, escoited for some distance by the Rissaldar and his 
fi lends acioss the country to Sohona, where we fell m with the troops of the 
Mabaiajah of Jeypoor, undei Captain Eden, the Political Agent, with whom I 
lemamed till 20th July. 

10. Mi. V. Money, Commissioner of Customs, North Western Provinces, 
and Mr Fold, Collector and Magistrate of Goorgaon, are both probably at oi 
near Dehli, and will, I doubt not, cheei fully bear testimony to the good sei- 
vice rendeied us by Meei Hidayut Alee, Rissaldar of youi Regiment, and the 
high opinion we one and all enteitain of his soldieily and loyal charactei. 

11. Ameei Alee, Rissaldar, and Wans Alee, Kote Duffadar, kinsmen of 
Hidayut Alee, were at the time on leave, and residing with him , and they 
also lendeied us eveiy assistance and aid, and were most attentive to us duiing 
our stay at Mohona. 

12. As stated above, I have it in contemplation to bring Hidayut Alee’s 
name piommently to the notice of Government, at the fit season. His pre- 
sence at his village was of essential service I conceive, m such times of dis- 
turbance, in ovei awing the evil-disposed among his neighbours, confiimmg the 
wavering m their loyalty, and setting a good example to all faithful subjects. 
Communication with Dehli was difficult, and I think he showed me a letter 
from Majoi Martin, to the effect that he was not to rejoin, until specially sent 
for. 


13. I tiust what I have stated, may be of use to this gallant old soldiei.

Sir, 

Having understood tliatsevei.il communications to the late Lieutenant 
Governor, on the subject of the eminent loyal services oi Sheikh Bnhadiu Alee, 
Rissald.u of the 8th Inegulai Cavaliy, have been lost or mislaid, I think it as 
well to place on leeoid a renewed expression of my opinion of that Oflicei’s 
ments, as veil as of sinulai good conduct on the pait of Sobhan Alee and 
Syud Alee Khan, also belonging to the same Regiment 

2 On 20th May 1S57, I was deputed by the late Lieutenant Governor, 
Mr Colvin, to pioceed towaids Dehli, then the seat of mutiny and insur- 
rection, with a view, if possible, of keeping open the communications with 
Agra, by the aid of the Contingents furnished by the States of Bhuitpoor, 
Ulw’ur, and Jeypooi 

3 As escort, Slieikh Buhadux Alee, N.ub Rissaldar, and 14 Sowars of 
the 8th Irregular Regiment, weie detached from the Lieutenant Governor’s 
Guard We joined the Bhm tpooi Foi ce at Chattali, and a few day- subsequently 
(on 31st May) we were apprized, by the amval of the Distuct Officials from 
Muttia, that the mutineers of the 44th and G 7th N. I had plundeied the 
Tieasury at that place, and weie advancing with then booty m the dnection 
of Dehli 

4 After unavailing attempts to peisuade the Tioops of the Rajah of 
Bhurtpoor to oppose these mutmeeis, and rescue the Government property, 
we -were compelled, by the open and defiant disaffection and disobedience of 
these tioops, to leave then Camp , the Officers with them, Captains Nixon and 
Munbee, having been told that then authonty was gone, and guns having 
been turned upon us 

5 Fiom tins date till ray return to Agia, Sheikh "Buhadur Alee, Sobhan 
Alee, and Syud Alee Khan, m the midst of disaffection, intrigue, and tempt- 
ation, and in spite of scoffs and threats fiom many of their own cieed, never 
turned from the path of duty and loyalty 

6. On 11th July, at Kosee, after several previous desertions, 14 troopers, 
(of whom six formed part cf the original escort, and the remainder of 
men of Inegular Cavalry Coips, who had joined me at different times,) after 
demanding an advance of pay, openly and insultingly, in the presence of 
Captain Eden, Political Agent, Jeypoor, Lieutenant Goldswoithy, 72nd N I, 
Lieutenam Jenkins, 44th N I, and myself, lode off to join the mutineers of 
tne jNeemuch Brigade, they unslung their carbines, and evinced an intention 
o opposing pursuit, which, with my small paity of three men, (the Jeypoor 
Force having moved off) was of course impracticable. 

, 1 , P 10 P er time, I shall have the honor to submit a recommenda- 

lon, that some substantial rewaid be conferred by Government on Sheikh 
u ladur Alee, and on another distinguished old soldier, Meer Hidayat Alee, 
xvissaldar and Sirdar Babadoor 4th Iiregulars, who afforded us (28 European. 
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Officers) most valuable aid at a time of some emergency. A copy of my letter 
to tbe Officer Commanding 4th Irregulais is annexed , but the time has not 
aruved when any grant of land could be given to either of these good soldiers. 
The estate of one is on the Jumna, in Goorgaon, a still somewhat disturbed 
neighbourhood , and the family of the other, Sheikh Buhadur Alee, is m the 
Peigunnah of Sheorajpoor, near Cawnpooi. 


8 Seveial Officers, who accompanied me during part of the period of my 
absence from Agra, are of opinion however, that it is not premature to bring 
lorwaid the names of Sheikh Buhadur Alee, Sobhan Alee, and Syud Alee 
Khan, for the distinction of the Order of Merit I entirely concur m t hinkin g 
that no worthier or more loyal soldiers are now m possession of that order ; 
and I shall be glad if the Chief Commissioner can recommend those named in 

the margin^" to the Government of India for a reward, to 
which I conceive them to have proved their claims 
by loyalty and gallantry, in times of difficulty and dis- 
turbance.

Rotes on Pergunnah Futtehpooi Srtice,from the 15 th Map to the 30 th June 1S57. 


I bad been relieved of flip charge of the Irrigation Works at Fut- 
tehpoor Sikree My things weie all packed up, and my anangemcnts made to 
start by carnage dak to Mnzapooi, where I was appointed, when the hews of 
the mutiny at Meerut and Delhi was lcceived at Agia. On the morning of 
the 15th May Mr. Drummond rode over to my house, and asked me to call 
immediately at his bungalow, adding that Ills Honor the Lieutenant Qoveinoi 
bad requested him to sfend me without delay to Futtehpooi Sikree, where the 
Mewatees were expected to rise and plunder the Tchscel I lost no time 
in packing up the lew things that I required; and vent ovei to Mr. Drum- 
mond’s house at about 8 o’clock, where I found the Commissioner and some other 
o-entlemen. After receiving Mr Drummond’s instructions I stai ted for Futteh- 
poor Sikree, and arrived tlieie at 12 o’clock on the same day . I found eveiy 
tiling in a veiy excited state at Futtehpoor, the Guaid of the Police Battalion 
bad been withdrawn from Futtehpooi Siktee, for the protection of the City of 
Agra, and the Teliseeldai having very few men left, was in a state of gieat 
alaim The fiist thing I did was to call together the Zeimndais of the whole 
Pergunnah, and the head men of the Mewatees, and to conciliate tliem, by 
every argument I could urge, to remain quiet, a'nd to piove tfifeir loyalty by 
pi eventing crime m their neighbourhood and villages, by piofecting the 
bordeis of the Bhurtpoor tenitory, and by givuig nie then assistance in 
raising such extra foot and mounted Police as were required His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor had given me full powers in eveiy thing. In a few days 
the Pergunnah began to settle down, and all the Mewatees came to me 
and took their oaths in. the Duigah on their Peei, Sheikh Sullai, to attempt in 
no way to disturb the peace of the Town, or the suiroundmg villages From 
this time the Government Revenue began to come m again, and there was no 
cause of alarm till the two Sepoy Regiments at Agia were disaimed 

A large body of the disarmed sepoj s, not less than 600 in number, many 
of whom weie armed with swoids, passed up along the Futtehpooi Silaee load 
beyond Keraolee, and hid it not been foi the bold fiont shown at the Khaiec 
Nuddee by some sowais and 150 matchlock-men I collected fiom Sountha 
and Kheyree, they might have attempted to come fuither to plunder the 
money at the Futtehpooi Tehseel , hut they passed between Sountha and Ke- 
raolee, and proceeded to Furrah, which was looted, and the Tehseel and Thannah 
recoids destroyed There was great excitement dunng the whole of that day 
at Futtehpoor Sikree , the shops m the Towm w ere all closed, and the budmashes 
were seen assembling But on my going through the Towm m company with 
the Tehseeldar, Ii shad Alee, and the Thannahdai, older was quickly restored, 
and the shops were le-opened m the evening The plundei of Fun ah was 
followed by the murder of the Putwaiee of Mangrole Jat, in Pergunnah Fui- 
rah, about six miles fiom Futtehpooi on one side, and the burning and sacking 
of the large village of Euchoab, in Pergunnah Kheyrngurh, on the othei side 
of Futtehpoor Sikiee. The Putwaiee’s head was offer ed up at the village 
“ Chaumiu,” and foi some days distant flies were to be seen every mght fiom 
the top of the hill at Futtehpooi Silaee, m the dnection of Peigunnah Ivhej- 
ragurh and the Bhuitpooi temtoiy Futtehpooi was also tlueatened by the 
Goojurs of the * Daung,” between Biyauah and Roopbas , and on one occasion 
a paity of 40 or 50 Goojurs, armed with matchlocks, attempted to come m 
thiougk Ohleynda, and were fired upon by oui men, and on another occasion, 
seven plundering hoisemen weie filed at by our Burkundauzes at Dabrn 

After Furrah was plundered, a body of Saifoollah Khan’s new Levies, undei 
Lieutenant Hendeison, was sent theie to punish the Zemindars and to restore 
ordei Mi Chase, the Assistant Magistrate, accompanied this paity The 
Kotah Contingent also remained some time m Peigunnah Kheyraguili About 
the first week m June, Lieutenant Newmaich, with 50 sow r ais of the Gwalior 
Contingent, passed through Futtehpooi Sikree to Jugneyr, to make a demonstra- 
tion against Goojaa und, Buigawun, and other -villages, in Pci gunnah Kheyi agurh.

winch had joined in burning and plundering Jluchonh Lieutenant Xoble 
and Mr. Wilmot Lane, the Assistant Magisti ate, followed Lieut Xew march 
to Jugneyr Aftei lemaunng a few days at Jugnevr, the sowars of the Gun hoi 
Contingent leturned to Agia vi.l Futtehpoor" Sikree, w ith Lieutenants Xoble 
and Newmarch, and Mi. Lane leuiained with me at Futtehpooi Si free. 

Besides 50 horses and 100 men sent m by me to Agra foi the new Levies 
at the station, I enteitained 70 Burhundauzes and 10 Sowars, for the piotec- 
tion of the Tehseeldaree; and with this small increase of men I managed to 
hold the w'hole Pergunnah in check, and to arrange foi the large annual f.ur 
held at the shnne of Sheikh Sulenn Chuity, winch happened topfull just at the 
time that the Nuseerabad mutmeeis wcie maiching tov.nrds Delta, through 
the adjacent teintory of Bhuitpoor, and the gieatest excitement pi evaded at 
Futtehpoor Sikree The “ Meylah ” passed off vciy quietly and without a 
single case of theft or highway lobbery. I found it necessaiy to go out al- 
most daily to Dooia, Dabur, Ohleynda, Chow r moha, Jajow, Jmgara, Kcr.iolee, 
Knaia, Biseyreech.ihui, the two Gayhuiras, and other villages of the Pei- 
gunnah, to put down any spmt of disaffection the moment it showed itself, 
and I am glad to say, that I succeeded m peisunding the Zemmdais 
to keep quiet, and to pay more Revenue than w as lealizcd dining the same 
penod of time m most of the otliei Peigunnahs of tins Ihstnct. The 
statement below shows how much mote money was collected m Peigunnah 
Futtehpooi Silaee, from the 15th May to the 30th June, the daj of the amval 
of the Neemuch mutineers . —

In manitaining older in Peigunnah FUttehpoor Sikiee, I lecdved every 
assistance fiom the following Zemindars — 

Buldeb, Zbmmdnr bf Dabur. 

Gn win, ditto of Xugla Suiae 

Golam Moheeooddeen, and all the Sheikh Zemindars of Xuggnr. 

ilamsuin, Zemindar of Biseyree Quazce. 

Kisliun Singh, and Bahadooi Singh, Thakoor Zemindais of Sountha 

Sookhject, Zeimndai of Sihgliafpoor. 

Bhowanee and iiuchmhn, Zdmmdais of Abliooapooia and Altaev doonpoora, 
neai Keiaolee. 

The two last sent their matchlock-men every night to patlol the Inch 
tfoad to Agfa, wlieie it was most unpidtected, between tlie 14th and 12th milt 
stands The Burinecas fiom Agra came with tlieir halos of cloth us u«u<il to 
Filttebpodi Sikree, ahd huhdieds of hackeues loaded with giam, &c. foi the 
Commissanat and the Foit, passed along the road unmolested at all horns of 
the meht. 

Sheikh Abdool live, the Snjjada Nusheen of the Duigah at Futtehpnoi 
Sikiee, assisted me at hist, and promised to secuie the treasure, and the Tth- 
seel and Tlmnnah recoi ds, m a vault of the Duigah, in the event of am l.u ge bod' 
of mutmeeis passing tlnough Futtehpoor Sikree, and l eh mg upon such assistant r, 
I gave him a place" near the Tehscel, attached io the Duigah school . hut at f lie 
very last moment, when the Neemuch mutineers had arrived at Bivanah, lie 
came and informed me that he was helpless, and that I was not to look for nnv 
assistance from him lie afterwaids delivered up to the mutineer- the Jth- 
seeldai, who had gone over to him for protection. 

The last cause of alarm was on the approach of the Xe^mueli mutineer* 
The camp-followeis of this Rebel force began to arrive at Futtehpoor S*hn.t, 
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from the 25th June, in paxties of 20 and 30, and were sent into Agin under 
a auaid The excitement now became veiy gieal, the Reemuch Brigade was 
steadily’ advancing on Agia, and the sowais I had posted at Biyanali were 
obliged to fall back, and bi ought me information on the 2Stli June that all the 
mutineers had anived atBiyanah 

The Bunneeas of Futtehpooi Sikiee vent ovei to their Camp , the people of 
the Town began to communicate with them, most of the Buikundau/es and 
Cliupiassees of the Tehseel descited , the Police sovais that weie with me were 
sullen, and in a state next to open mutiny, foi they actually lefused to take in 
the tieasuieto Agia I was obliged theiefoie to distnbute the money to the 
Putwarees, and the Tehseel and Thannah establishments, and only Rs 259 
remained, which fell into the hands of the mutmeei s The Moonsiff of Futlcli- 
pooi Sikree, Mahomed Mouzum, left off woik thiec or foui days before these 
occuirences, and went and took up Ins quaiteis in the Durgali. On the evening 
of the 29th June, two sou ms uho ueic posted by me at Khanwa nem Bukaolee, 
came m gieat haste, and gave information that the advance guard of the muti- 
nied s had aruved at Bukaolee, wiflnn eight miles of Futtehpooi Sikiee, that a 
party of 25 of their hoisemen had been told off to surprise the Tehseel, and weie 
leady to stait when they left, and that a leuard of Rs 500 had been pio- 
nnsed them foi each of our heads, — that is, for mine and Mr Lane’s The 
Tehseeldai caine to us crying, and begged of us to leave without delay. It 
was then that Mr Lane and I weie obliged to leave Futtelipoor Sikree for Agia, 
which we reached at 8 o’clock that night 

I cannot speak too highly of the conduct of the Tehseeldar, Mcer Irshad 
Alee, who assisted me throughout most willingly, and took the gieatest pams 
to carry out all my wishes, and was with me in all the difficulties I had to get 
through. He remained at Futtelipoor after Mr Lane and I left for Agra, and 
was-ttaken pnsonei by the mutineers, and severely beaten by them, and lashed 
to a gun Aftei the battle of the 5th July at Shahgunge, near Agra, he was 
released by the mutineers at Furiah I would strongly recommend him for 
a peisonal allowance of Rs 100 a month, to make his salary equal to that of a 
Deputy Collector of the 3id Grade. 

Such is a short account of Futtelipoor Sikree, from the time we heard of 
the Dehli massacie, up to the arrival of the Neemuch mutineers. 

I acknowledge with gratitude the personal allowance of Rs. 100 a month 
gianted me by His Honor the late Lieutenant Governor, N. IV. Provinces, for 
“ specially efficient services,” and I take this oppoi tumty of stating that HisHonor 
the late Lieutenant Governoi, N IV. Provinces, was pleased to pro mis e to bring 
my sei vices to the notice of the Right Hon’ble the Governor General of India, 
vuth the view of getting me promotion to the next superior, or the first grade 
or Deputy Collectors I trust therefore that His Honor’s promise may now 
be confirmed by the Supreme Government, and that this indulgence may be 
extended to me, as it has lately been granted to other Deputy Collectors for 
services since the outbreak. But in soliciting piomotion to the next supenor 
grade of Deputy Collectors, I also trust that I may he allowed to retain my 
personal allowance of Rs. 100 a month.

My dear Bayley, 

On the outbieak of the mutiny in 1837, I was summoned 
hence to Agia, by Mi Colvin, and employed by him as A 11 C on special 
duty, m opening the load to Meeiut, m communicating his instiuctions and 
desnes, peisonally, to the Civil and Militaiy Authoiitics theie, and at mb i- 
mediate Stations , m lecoveung Allyguih with the Agia Yolunteei lloise, m 
conveying his own and the Govemoi Gencial’s despatches to the Commando 
of the Dehlie force, at a lather cutical peuod , and genei ally m latlici special 
and confidential business. 

I have leason to suppose, that Mr Colvin’s deatli occuired bcfoie any 
lecoid of these cncumstances had been made, and I will be much obliged by 
youi ascertaining fiom youi Office, il such be indeed the iact Should any 
lecord exist, I will he thankful foi a copy', and if theie he no lecoid, 1 would 
beg you to ask the penmssion of the Lieutenant Goi ernoi to call upon Hr 
Thoinlull, who, at the time lefened to, was Officiating Secietary to Goi em- 
inent, Uoith Western lb o vinces, foi a Memorandum of the cncumstances of 
which he has intimate knowdedge, with the view of then being bi ought to 
the notice of the Government ot India 

The untimely death of Mi Colvin on the one side, and Sir II G Bai- 
nard on the other, would otlienvise depuve me ol any advantage winch might 
anse fiom the special opportunities winch occurred to me pievious to the 
siege of Dehlie

3 I would piennse, m explanation of tlie absence of any recoid, that 
the natuie of Majoi Gieathed’s employment was so confidential, that as fai as 
I can remember, all the letters were wntten by Mi Colvin’s own hand, and 
no copies of them letamed, and I should piobably have been ignoiant of 
such letteis having been wntten, had I not remained m constant attendance 
on the Lieutenant Govemoi, tlnoughout the whole of each daj r , fiom the 
commencement of the mutiny, until the end of June 

4 The summons which called Major Gieatlied to Agia, pioves the high 
estimation in which that Officer was held by the Lieutenant Govemoi. 

5 Fiom the first, Mr Colvin legaided the maintenance of the pnncrpal 
lines of communication, as of paiamount importance, and with the liopesof effect- 
ing this object, a requisition foi the sei vices of Iiregulai Cavalry, was despatched 
to Bareilly for duty on the Atlyguih and Meerut load, and the Magistrates 
of Allygurh and Boolundshuhur weie duected to call upon all the men of 
that aim, on leave m their distncts, to place themselves undei then oiders 

6 Lieutenant Gieatlied reached Agra outlie 15th May, and at Mr Colvin’s 
lequest, pioceeded the same afternoon to Allygurh, entiusted with important 
despatches to the General Commanding at Meerut, and to the Magistrates of 
Allyguili and Boolundshuliui 

7 It was expected that, undei pievious instiuctions, some foice of 
Irregular Cavalry would be found at Allyguili, to escort Lieutenant Gieathed 
to Meeiut, and to enable linn to lestoie some degiee of oidei on the load 
On Ins ainval theie, howevei, he found that the Magistrate had not succeed* 
ed m obtaining any Cavaliy 

8 Lieutenant Gieathed howevei, peiseveted and leached Boolundshuliui 
on a Mail Cait, m safety, whence a small escort of Horsemen was, with diffi- 
culty, induced to accompany him into Meeiut Between Boolundshuliui and 
Meeiut, the Mail Cait had ceased lunmng 

9 Having deliveied bis despatches, and demonstrated the practicability 
of effecting the journey, the Mail Caits were again started throughout the 
line , and upon one of these conveyances, Lieutenant Gieathed returned 
to Agia on the following day The object in view had been successfully 
attained, the postal loute was le-opened for the time, and confidential com- 
munications had been exchanged between the Lieutenant Govemoi and the 
Chief Militaiy and Civil Authorities at Meeiut 

10 On the 25th May, a body of Volunteeis was raised at Agra, with 
the object of relieving some gentlemen who were shut up m the Mulloe 
Factory, and aftei this had beeu effected, of maintaining the authouty of the 
Magistrate, m the Allyguih distuct 

11 The command of this foice, consisting of about 40 gentlemen, -was 
entiusted to Lieutenant Greathed, undei whom the paity was leheved at 
Mulloe, and the station of Allyguih re-oecupied and held up to the 2nd June, 
when he was again summoned by Mr Colvin, to convey despatches fiom the 
Governoi Geneial and Lieutenant Govemoi, to the Oftcei Commanding the 
force befoie Dehhe, and to the Lieutenant Govemoi ’s Agent 

12 The seivice was one ofveiy gieat danger, indeed, few who saw him 
commence his journey, weie -without serious misgivings of the lesult 

13 Since his previous journey on the same load, the state of the country 
had become moie geneially and decidedly hostile to the Bntish rule 
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14 The Mail Gait establishment had been vei y much disorganized, 
hoises had been pluudeied, and stables burnt by mutmeeis tiaversmg the 
load Those hoises which leixnuned, weic geneially secicted in villages, at 
some distance from the load, whence they had to be sought out by the 
coachmen 

15 Tlieie was dangei to the solitaiy tiavellei, fiom every band of 
men he encounteicd, andmeveiy village he passed tluough Tlieie was 
dangei fiom the possibility ot means of continuing the journey failing, when 
m the midst ol a hostile population Tlieie was danger lrom the bodies ot 
mutinous soldieiy then beginning to stieam towaids Delhi from all quarters, 
and fiom tne convicts leleased fiom the biohen jails of Meerut, Dehh, Ally- 
guili, and Boolundshnlim, on this veij line of load 

16 The distance fiom Agra to Meeuit is 1 10 miles , the difficulties to 
he encounteved and oveicome, may he best estimated by the fact, that v, ith 
eveiy inducement to speed, from the knowledge that each delay might prove 
fatal, the journey occupied 36 liouis 

17 But again Meerut m as reached in safidy, and the object for which 
this liazaidous journey had been undei taken, was accomplished No other 
Englishman tiavelled that load foi foui months 

18 From the high tcims m which Mr Colvin always spoke of Lieute- 
nant Gieathed’s conduct, I ivas undei the impiession, that he had himself 
made it the subject of a confidential communication to higher authority 

The folloMing official mention, which occurs m the Lieutenant Governor’s 
Nanative, Despatch of the 6tli June 1857, being a bare statement of the 
fact, that despatches had been foiwaided, is the only recorded notice, I can 
find m any public document of that penod “pen a//> aph 29 Mj AD C , 
"Lieutenant W LT Gieathed, ot the Engineer^, pioceeded the day bo- 
"foie yesteiday, to join the camp before Delih, with full despatches, stat- 
ing nij views to the Geneial Commanding, and to Mr W H Greathed, as 
" my Agent with the Camp ”

Memorandum of Lieutenant Greathed' s set vice, by Captain II A JPnnsep, 
Private Secietanj and late A D C to Lieutenant Governor, North 
Western Piomnces 


On the outbreak of the mutiny m 1857, Lieutenant Gieatlied was sum- 
moned fiom Allahabad to Agra, by the late Mi Colvin, and appointed an 
extia A D 0 , on Ins peisoual Staff Until the end of May, he was 
frequently employed confidentially by Mi. Colvin, m communicating with 
tlie Uiil and Militaiy Authorities of Meeiut and other mteimediate stations, 
as well as being consulted on many matteis connected with the preservation 
of order in Agra itself On the 25th of May, Mi Paterson Saundeis having 
reported to the Lieutenant Governoi, that there weie six or seven Europeans 
shut up in a Factory at Mulloe, Lieutenant Greathed proceeded m command of 
s me oi j olunteers, lelieved that place, and afterwards re-occupied AUvgruili, 

Nativeldant^ ^ f ° Ur dayS ]jef ° ie been destro y ed by the mutinous 9th 
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About the 2nd June, lie earned despatches fiom the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor and Governor Geneiul, to Sii H Barnaid, befoie Dehlie, at a tune that 
the load was infested with mutmeeis proceeding to Dehlie, and the plunder - 
mg Groojuis who had risen in its neighbouihood The Lieutenant Governor 
specially lecjuested Sii H Barnaid to appoint Lieutenant Gieathed on his own 
Staff, as an Officer in whom he had the gieatest confidence, and whose services 
he would find most valuable 

I feel sure that, had Mi Colvin’s untimely death not occuued, some 
public acknowledgment of Lieutenant Gieathed’s sei vices dunng the short 
time he was at Agia, would have been placed on lecoid earlier

In reply to your letters noted in the margin,' * I have the honor 
to submit a Narrative of the events that occurred 
* Ko 217, anted 12th Mnj 1858 m the Muttra District, from the commencement of 
” c uy the disturbances till the period of my leaving the 

District 


2. On the 14th May 1857, 1 received information from the Magistrate 
of Goorgaon, that the mutineers were approaching the District, the information 
was vague, but confirmed m the evening by letters from various European gen- 
tlemen on the Customs and Railway Establishments at the North of the District , 
the ladies and non-combatants' were immediately sent off to Agia. 

3. During the next and following days, no certain information was 
received , the European gentlemen and otheis m Goorgaon, and the Noitli of 
the Muttra District came in, bringing very alaiming lumours of the approach 
of the rebel Army , from all that could be learnt the whole rebel Army was 
believed to be marching down with the intention of attacking Agra. 

4. On 16th May, Captain Nixon arrived with the Bhuitpoie Army and 
took command of the Station. The next day, or the following, it was ascer- 
tained that the rumours of the approach oi tile rebels were false. Captain 
Nixon then resolved to march towards Delhie, with the view I believe of 
opening the communication between Define and Agra, and co-operating with 
the Commander-in-chief. 
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K The news of the insurrection and the proclamation of the king of 
Delhie had now become known among the Native population, the country im- 
mediately became disturbed The disturbances were chiefly attacks on 
Bunmaks and ejectment of new zemindars by the old. 

6 There were six and a quarter lacs of treasure in the Treasury, 
under a miard of a Company of one of the Native Infantry Regiment at Agra, 
I forget which. From the mannei of the men and the private information I 
received I thought them mutinous and wrote so to Agra, I also strongly 
recommended the treasure being sent in to Agra I had carts ready waiting 
at the office to send it on. Unfoitunately my recommendation was not 

attended to. 


7. On the 19th May, Captain Nixon marched out towaids Dehhe, I ac- 
companied him, we marched slowly making long halts, a detachment was left 
behind for the protection of the City A laige number of new Pohce had 
been raised and I endeavoied to laise new Sowais, but with very little success. 
The great piotection of the City consisted m the Seths Radha Kisken and Go- 
bind Bass, wbo raised a large body of men at their own expense and by their 
influence kept the other inhabitants quiet. They also lent Captain Nixon 
two brass guns 


8. Mr Clifford, the Joint Magistrate, was left behind m charge of the 
Station, but was compelled almost immediately to leave from illness his place 
was supplied by Mr Dashwood , Mr. Elliot Colvin accompanied him as Assist- 
ant. 


9 On the 23id May you joined the Army accompanied by several other 
European gentlemen On the 25th May the , Army reached Kosee and next 
morning marched on to Hodul where it halted Hodul being m the Gooigaon 
District, 1 remained at Kosee A detachment of about 300 Bhurtpoie Infan- 
try and two guns weie left with me under command of one of the Chiefs 
named Ruggoonath Singh, the guns were those lent by the Seths. 

10 The Disturbances in the district had been increasing both m num- 
ber and enormity Kuei Dildai Ally Khan, a large zemindar m Peigunnak 
Maot, was murdered by Ins villageis On the 23rd May, Omrow Baliadoor, a 
lelative of Ins who had estates in. Pergunnah Nolijheel had been beseiged m 
his house, but on tho approach of our force, the villageis had retired, and he 
made Ins escape Several other murders were committed and other outrages, 
the particulars of which I do not remember 

11 On the 29th May I went to Chatta. In the evening, Mr Dashwood, 
Mr Colvm, Mr Gibbon aud Mr Joyce, my head Clerk arrived and informed 
me of the mutiny of the Treasury guard. The guard had been relieved by 
another Company from Agra, and orders had been received do send m the 
tieasure undei then escoit The treasure was packed, placed on the carts, and 
the caits ready to start, when a shot was heard outside followed by a rush of 
sepoys into the office firing at the Europeans All howevei escaped and ran 
towards the City wlieie they procured horses and rode outf Mr. Builton, Com- 
manding the detachment had been outside with the guard, and it was feaied 
had been shot and two of the Clerks (the Mi Iiashman’s) had sot sepaiated 
from the rest of the paity m the flight to the City 

12 : I presumed the mutineers had marched towards Allygurh, but as a'- 
precautionaiy measuie I sent out Sowars along the Muttra road tp gain 1 intel- - 
ligenee In about two horns they returned with the intelligence that the 
mutineers weie appioaclimg. 


.. 3 rc ^mediately started foi Captain Nixon’s Camp, m passing 
through Kosee, I sent for Ruggoonath Singh, he refused to come, to admit me 

, gl n U F th V Seth ’ s S uns ' We leached Captain Nixon’s 
Camp about day bieaa, Captain Nixon did not credit the intelligence of the 

9 P Set « Tn 1 ^’ 16 howev £ r sent out a P art 7 to reconnoitre About 

9 o clock, the intelligence was confirmed, the mutineers were approaching 
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ICoscc. Captain Nixon then made preparations for opposing them, on which the 
whole force broke out in open mutiny and turned their guns upon us , Captain 
Nixon then oidered us to fly. The rest of the Europeans went with you to- 
wards Sonah, I and Mr. Joyce returned to Muttra. 

14. We arrived about three m the morning, and found the station burnt 
and deseited We proeecded on to Agra in the hopes of obtaining assistance. 
The news of the mutiny had spread with great rapidity and the whole country 
had risen amost instantaneously. We were fired at fiom several villages and 
had several narrow escapes. 

' 15 No assistance could he given from Agra, and we returned the fol- 

lowing evening to Muttra. We put up in the Seth’s house in the City who 
received us most kindly. We found the two Mr. Ilashman’s there, we arnved 
at evening, the next morning I visited the office and found it burnt, and Mr 
Burltons body lying in a ditch m the compound, we buiied it on the spot as 
well as we could. 

16. The following is an outhne of what occuued after the mutiny; I 
gathered the information from many sources aud compared it, caiefully,I 
think it may be depended on. On the treasure being laden, Mr. Builton gave 
the word to march ; The Subadar said “ w hei o” 2 To Agra, of course, Mi. Burlton 
replied, on which a shout arose “no to Dellne to Dellne.” Mi. Builton ex- 
claimed “you traitors" (Bcy-ceman,) on this a sepoy standing close by filed Ins 
musket at linn, the ball passed through Ins chest; lie fell off Ins horse, and I 
fancy died instantly. 

17. The Scpoj s then set fire to the office, the flames were the fiistnotice 
the Europeans in the station had of the mutiny , they instantly left and all 
succeeded in making their escape to Agra, the office being well on file, the 
sepoys marched off with the treasure ; they sent a detachment to release the 
prisoners m the Jail The Jail guard at once joined them ; they then marched 
on towards Dellne. They burnt two bungalows besides the office, but did no 
other damage, they however burnt all the Government buildings on the road. 
Customs Chowkies and Bungalow’s, Police Cliowkics, &c. The zemindars of 
all the Milages along the road joined and assisted them. On reaching ICosec, 
Buggoonath Sing, although he had a larger force and two guns allowed them 
to pass ; he also plundered my property left at Kosee. 

18. The sepoys carried off only the five lacs of Ti ensure packed on the 
carts A lac and a quarter m pice, uncurrent Rupees, Ac , besides several 
thousand Rupees m cash and jewels, deposited by the Europeans in the Trea- 
sury for safety, they left behind from wdiat motive, I am unable to conjec- 
ture. As soon as it was know r n that this money had been left, the whole City 
headed by the Kotwnl and the Bhurtpore detachment flocked down to plunder 
it, and continued to do so till the flames drove them out From plundering 
they commenced fighting; the greatest confusion followed, about 30 men more 
or less were killed Captain Burlton’s body was meanwhile stripped and 
thrown into the ditch, where I found it. The nevt afternoon all the villagers 
for miles round poured into the station and plundered and burnt it. 

19. As the news spread the countiy rose, by the time Iieturnedthe 
whole District was in anarchy. The Police and Revenue establishments were 
every wheie ejected, or if permitted to remain allowed to remain on mere suf- 
fercnce, the Bumahs were plundered, new proprietors ejected and murdered and 
the king of Delilie proclaimed Only a person who was theie could propeily 
understand the confusion. From the Seth’s house I used to see the villagers 
fighting across the river, and as soon as my return was known, the villagers 
sent to threaten the Seths if they did not eject me , the villagers on both sides 
the nver were disposed to plunder Muttia and commenced collecting men 
from Bhurtpoie and elsewhere for the purpose. 

20. As no assistance could be given me from Agra, I endeavoured to 
make the best defence I could, I had the City barracaded, raised extra Police 
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and adopted various other measures. In all these measures I mw aWy 
ed by the Seths; m fact, but for then assistance and that of some other of the 
wealthier inhabitants, I could not have remained ; the temper of the inhabitants 
generally was decidedly hostile to the Government ; I also as soon as 1 fdt able 
sallied out, and burnt some of the neighbouring villages and caught several of 
the men who had been active in plundering the station. Ilu* want of any 
authority to punish them was a serious drawback, I could do no more than 
sentence to imprisonment, a sentence which could not be carried out except 
m a few instances and winch was henries wholly inadequate to the oiiences; 
the majority of the prisoners, I was therefore compelled to release. 


21. On 14th .Tune the Kotah Cont mgent under Captain Dennyss arm ed, 
and next day marched to Rajah on the AUygurh road where the villagers 
were in arms under one Daybcc Singh who had proclaimed himself Rajah. I 
accompanied the force, the villagus dispersed on our appioach, hut by the 
good management of Captain Dennyss Daybcc Singh was taken and hung. 


22. We remained at Run ah for some dajs tatnqmliztng the country; 
about seven other persons weiehung and a good manj’ flogged. The outrages 
committed by the insurgents had been verj great, the town of Rajah had been 
completely plundered ; the \eiy houses dug to pieces m search of Treasure. 
The atrocities committed on come of the Runiahs wives will not hear repeti- 
tion. The confusion and anarclij' of the country exceeded belief; in a circle 
ofafew miles, above five or six zemindars had declared themselves independent, 
assumed the title of Rajah and proclaimed the king of Delihc. In one in- 
stance a single village split into two factions one-half proclaimed a Rajah, the 
other half the Zemmdais, the impression that the English rule had ceased was 
universal. A month before the country had been m profound tranquillity ; 
the sudden change to anarchy without any apparent cause was very extra- 
ordinary, and is a matter worthy of the attentive consideration of the Go- 
vernment. 


, 23. As the residence of the Kotah Contingent was very uncertain, 

and as order restored only by their presence would not continue after 
their removal, I submitted a scheme to the Lieutenant Governor for pre- 
serving order through the large Zemindars by conferring on them extensive 
powers, and where practicable appointing them to the situation of Tcliseeldar?, 
and the scheme was approved of and earned out and produced the best 
effect. 


1 23. The Contingent returned to Muttra on 20th June, and on 22nd June 
marched to Saidabad I accompanied it, leaving Mi. Dash wood, who had return- 
ed from Sonah m charge of the station. A Bungalow having been repaired ; 
we no longer resided in the City. 


^ I remained at Saidabad for several days. Owing to the vigorous mea- 
sures that had been adopted, tranquillity had been tolerably restoied m the 
portion of the district east of the Jumna with the exception of Nolijheel. 
lne Western and Northern parts continued disturbed. 


2 o ,1 found however a passive resistance -to the Government m the re- 
iusing to pay their revenue which was more formidable because more difficult 
to deal with than the former active opposition. As all the ordinary means of 
realizing it were impracticable, I pi oposed to the Lieutenant Governor that con- 
tumacious lefusal to pay should.be treated as rebellion and punished with con- 
hscation. Ihis proposal was acceded to and several villages were confiscated 

alwavt m n aU T T £ e vllla S e selected however were almost 

always those guilty of rebellion and outrages. 


2nd W 29th th f Contingent were called in towards Agra. On 

mirli (hiring ^^ d ® tachment of Gwalior Contingent stationed m' the Ally- 

m*J ^th?5th 1 Mv e T , rS d 1 J 3S f t0 retum t0 <>n the even- 

the Ju ^y» I received mtelhgence that the Gwahor Contingent had 
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crossed tlie Chumbul and were advancing on Muttra, and that the Neemueh 
mutineers had broken giound fiom Futtelipoor Secree, and were advancing on 
Agra. The formei news eventually proved false. Our situation was now very 
dangerous with rebel Aimies on both sides the uvei. We determined to fly 
to Agra The rest of the party went by watei, Mr. Joyce and I rode dis- 
guised in Native dresses, and succeeded m making our way to the Fort at 
Agra, through the rebel Aimy The whole road was lined with escaped pri- 
soners, the glare of the eonflagiation at Agia was visible three miles from Mut- 
tia. The rest of the paity came m safely a day or two after They had been 
fired at by the villageis on the nvei sides and were compelled to leave the 
boat. 


27. The mutineers maiched to Muttra where they were received by the 
inhabitants with open arms The Seths had fled leaving then manager Mungnee 
Loll behind, through his excellent management the City was preserved 
fiom being plundered. After lemammg a few days the mutineers went on to 
Delhi. 

28 On receiving news of the burning of Agra all the country lound 
"Saidabad lose, and plundeied the Teliseel and Thanah. One Deokurrun, head- 
ed them. With this exception, owing to the system that had been introduced of 
governing tlnough the landholders, the district remained quiet, and the revenue 
was paid till I returned with the exception of the three pergunahs of Nohjheel, 
Kosee, and part of Sahar, the villagers m the two latter along the Delhi load 
were paiticulaily turbulent and kept the communications so closed that the 
Tuhseeldar of Kosee could only communicate with Muttra by men disguised 
as Fukkeeis, &c. 

29 On the 5th October I returned to Saidabad, caught Deokunun and 
hanged him I was howevei almost immediately oidered back by the Chief 
Commissioner On the 1st Novembei I leturned to Muttra with Colonel Cot- 
ton’s Column, the Column proceeded along the Delhi road to Kosee, and pu- 
nished the insurgent villages. It then returned to Agra, I leuiamd at Muttia, 
Nothing further woi thy of notice oecuired till I left the district at the end of 
Decembei. The Pergunah of Nohjheel and part of the Pergunah of Suhar 
continued disturbed more or less till I left. 

30 As directed m your 2nd paragraph, I have the honor to bring to 
youi notice the names of the following persons both in and out of the Govern- 
ment employ, who distinguished themselves m support of the Government. 

IN THE GOVERNMENT EMPLOY. 

1. Meer Imdad Ally, Deputy Collector. The particulars of his services 
are too veil known to you to requne me to detail them. 

2 Dillawur Khan, jemadar of Sowars, he conveyed Mr Joyce and myself 
in safety to Agra through the rebel army. On the night of the 5th July I 
brought his case to the notice of Government, on leaving the district, but I am 
not aware that he has received any reward 

3. The Tehseeldar of Saidabad at the time I left, whose name I do not 
lemember , lie is a Hindoo, and was formerly Peslikar of Saidabad, he was made 
Tehseeldar by me m July 1857 , his exertions m collecting the revenue weie 
beyond praise and he remained at his post at a time of great danger. 

4. Gowree Shunker, Kotwal of Muttra, behaved throughout extremely 

well. 

5. Moty La U, Tehsildar of Moat also displayed thoughout great fidelity 
to the Government, and exerted himself energetically m the collection of the 
revenue. 

There weie many other of my subordinates whose conduct deserved great 
praise, but whose names I do not remember. 
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PERSONS NOT IN GOVERNMENT EMPLOY 

1 The Seths Radha Kishen and Gobmd Doss , you are so well acquainted 
with their sei vices, that ltisunnecessaiyfo me here to detail them, I may state 
geneially, that but foi them I could not have lemamed at Muttra, they pie- 
scived the City, took chaigeoftheGovei iment treasuie, and they gave thiough 
out the most accuiate and eailiest intelligence and faithful foiewaming of 
danger They warned me of the mutinous disposition of the tieasury guaid at 
the commencement of the outbieak, they recommended the sending the Mea- 
sure to Agra, and as you will remembei they forewarned us of the intended 
mutiny ot the Bhuitpooi tioops and of the umveisal disaffection of the whole 
Bengal aimy They weie almost the only peison on whom I could tlioioughly 
depend. It should also nevei be foi gotten that at the usk of tlieir own 
lives and piopeity, they piotected myself and the Mi Ilashmnn’s in tlieir 
house at a time when the haiboung any ChnstWs was a service of evtieme 
dangei. They are deseiving of the highest lewaid 

2 Then managei Mungnee Lall, ably and faithfully earned out their 
wishes, and by doing so has exposed lumself to much odium among the people. 
He should be lewaided and piotected 

3 The Rajah Pei ty Sing of Awa, his sei vices you aie also acquainted 
with, he pieseived the peace of the eastern part of the distnet. Ins sei vices will 
be best appi euated by considenng the embaiassment he might have caused, 
had lie pioved disloyal. 

4 Raja Teekum Sing of Moorsan, he preserved the peace of the country 
about Rayali, and geneially gave eveiy assistance. 

5 Puchovvy Bhullub Smg of Maliabun, he laised men and preserved the 
peace, and collected the levenue ot all the Peigunah of Mahabun, of which I 
made him Tehseeldai m puisuance of the system adopted.

7. Sukbasce Lall, foimeilya Goveinment Wakeel, who concealed the She- 
nshtadar m Ins hou*e when the rebels occupied Muttia, and foi warded constant 
m foi mation of then movements at considerable usk, I made lnm a Tehseeldai. 

3 The Brahmin whose name I forget, who protected the Mr. Hashman’s 
when flying from the office at the mutiny.

Else where, peibaps, the shadow of the coming calamity may have 
pieceeded it and diffused a vague sense of insecurity and jtlaim , not so m 
Btawali , there the fatal month of May opened m hope fullness and peace 
Nevei appaiently had the prospects of the distuct been so cheeiing , Cmne 
was, and had been for the previous two yeais steadily deci easing, the Revenue 
flowed in without the necessity of lecouise to a single coeicive process , 
Public Libraries and numerous Schools gave rich jiionuse of fiituie piogiess , 
new lines of communication weie being lapidly opened out, the Railioad 
was fast npeniug , the gieat Canal with its daily multiplying blanches 
steadily diffusing fertility through an ever widening area , and all classes of 
the Community, though of couise not without then minor gnevances, on the 
whole smgulaily happy and contented 

Suddenly the Mutiny burst upon us, effacing appaiently m a day, the 
labours of yeais More foitunate than elsewhere, the State bad m Etawah 
good and faithful Native Servants and loyal subjects, who maintained a 
struggling existence amidst tlie waves of anaichy Supported by the people 
there is an inextinguishable vitality m Governments “ Meises piofundo, 
pulclnior evemt” , and stoims hke these, but seive, though foi a time they 
shake, to stiengthen and develop them The tide turned , and then popular 
good-will blossomed out and gave fruit in the speedy restoration of peace and 
oidei , and now, though beie and tbeie blackened and desolate villages and 
bands of rebels, too desperate 01 too bloodstained to listen to oui Gracious 
Queen’s late message of incicy, lemmd ns of the past, oui people aie once again 
quiet and contented, oui fields aie rich with heavy ci ops, and v. c can look 
forwaid hopefully to the futuie, and cheeifully to the labours that shall make 
tbatfutuie, all and more, than m the past we e\ei dieanit of 
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Outlie night of the 10th of May the Mecmt Mutiny occuned , on the 
11th that at Dehlee Authentic intelligence of the first reached us, via Agia,

to eject Zola Smg and the Government officers from Etarvah , the Bajah of 
Booroo in Peigunnah Beylali (now Bidlioonah) with his kinsmen Kamul 
Smg and Tndeijeet collected Bevcnue, molested the Government servants, 
took foi able possession of numeious villages and looted two oi thice Poop 
Smg the CJncic of the Mmoi Bajah of Bhuuey did likewise in Oieyah (now 
Dullclnuggm) The rest of the Talooquadais bower ei, and the mass of the

Zoln Sing’s hands most maternally Once more, althouglr 
the lebel leadeis still mamtamed a menacing attitude, the distnct was at peace 
On the 1st of Decembei however, the Nazim of the Nawab of Futteliguih 
summoned by the Rajah of Rooioo and the Rana of Seciolie, with a foico of 
some 5000 men and 12 guns entered the distnct and reached Etaxvah on the

Bidhoonah oui authonty was le-estabhshed, and though the Bajahof Booioo 
ictameda number of Mutmeeis m Ins foitand fmmshed supplies to wandeilng 
bodies of rebels, who at that time continually passed through the Peigunnahs 
he abstained' fiom furthei overt acts of iebelhon, and ultimately, afifcei plan- 
ning an expedition to attack us, his heart failing him, committed suicide on 
the 7tli of Maiclr, since when the Pergunhah has lemarned undistrubed, ex- 
cept by trifling 1 aids of Mutmeeis fiom outside At Sheregurh theie was 
always a stiong guard of regular tioops fiom Calpee, and theie they had 
a swinging bridge of boats This continued to be the chief obstacle to the 
entne tianquihzation of the distnct , we might have defeated the lebels in 
Oieyah, but they could at a few houis notice be lemfoiced fiom the othei side 
of the liver As it was, by this budge laige piedatory bands of Mutmeeis 
used to ci oss, and aftei a few days plundeinrg in Phuppoond oi Oiejvih le- 
tum, to enjoy then spoils m safety T am thus par ticulai because this was 
the tur mng point of the i e-organization of the distnct, and the neglect 
of my earnest representations prolonged the tiouble mit 6 months I applied 
m vam, to vanous authorities, who had the powei, to break oi seize tlus 
budge, and had deteinnned to attempt to do it myself when Bngadiei Seaton, 
considcung us too weak, absolutely foibade my moving any of tire legidai 
tioops towards Oieyah, theieby, as my levies weie then only aimed with 
matchlocks, utteily cnpplmg me and piecludmg the possibility of my 
moving my guns against the enemies legulai mfantiy So Poop Sing 
and fi lends remained in possession of the Oieyah Peigunnah I may 
add, that though every oppoi trinity was given them, Bajah Koosal Smg and 
his son Nnunjun Smg of Chukkeinuggui lefused to come in, and lemained 
in defiant possession of that portion of the Jumiio Chumbul Duab till 
Septembei The lest of the distnct was quite quiet, but it was kept so 
partly by foibeaiance and tact, not being suie of being able to en foice 
them, I issued as few oideis as possible, and none that I thought would pio-. 
voice resistance When we weie firmly established I felt that no one v'onld 
lesist, it would have been folly by seeking prematruely to exeicise full 
authonty (when as the people well knew we weie weak) to embioil myself 
with any who had not hitherto been openly disloyal 



Early m Maicli I ie-occupicd Aieetmul ruth COO Matchlockmen plac- 
in o* another similar body, ruth 50 Sowars of the Local lories at Aiiunti.un, 
with a view to cheek tho adrancc of Loop Sing whose force was rery ma-

Up to tins time I had collected no money but rrhat rvas requned for 
immediate use, now bowevci that the presence of Europeans ensmed its safe 
custody, the Zemmdais of Bhintanah and Etarrah were directed to pay up 
the levenue In the Oieyah Peigunnah the rebels weie actively engaged 
m collecting the same, and on the 16th ofMaich they attached Phuppoond in 
great foice, plundcied the place, hilled sereial of the torurs people and one

By the beginning of May the distnct began to feel the advance of 
Sir II Bose’s column, numbeis of Mutineers ciossmg into the Dullel- 
nuggm Peigunnah Beveitmg to oui foimei tactics, we had on the 2nd a 
cavaliy skumish neai Ajeetmul, m winch Boop Sing’s dewan, and some other 
of his followeis who weie stationed theie to collect i usud foi then foice, weie 
lulled The enemy howevei were giowmg lapidly m stiength, and going 
into Etawah to escoit the tieasuie and endeavom to induce Colonel Biddell 
to move out, I was taken ill , the enemy mci eased in strength houily, and 

tlneatened oui Camp Lieutenant Shemff fell back 
2 miles to a stiong position Anuntiam was taken 
and burnt , Lieutenant Chapman going out thither 
found himself opposed to a stiongly posted foice 
of some 600 Cavaliy fiom 1000 to 1200 legulai infant^ with 5 oi 6 guns r 
and most judiciously fell back affcei a thorough “leconnoissance ” On the 
3th as the Mutineeis still kept advancing and increasing m numbeis, and

lepaiation to then fellow subjects foi the mjuiies they had done them 

The enemies of Oidei had, even in the woist of times, always been in 
a minoiity numencally speaking, but fiom the time that my intentions be- 
came geneially known they ceitamly on the mainland peiguimahs ( excluding 
Dullelnuggui ) scaicely exceeded one pei cent of the population In this lay 
oui stiength , any siupnse by the ill affected and then Mutineer fuends was 
impossible, every move, eveiy accession of stiength was leported at once fiom 
a dozen different quaifceis men, nay whole communities who had been plun- 
deieis were, instead ofbemg goaded into rebolhon, ledtoietumto then peaceful 
ptusiuts, and to subnnt to aibitiation the adjustment of the cost of then 
tiansgiessions I wdl admit that mnumeiable cummals thus escaped fai too 
cheaply, if then offences be viewed m the same light as similai ones committed 
m oidinary times, but I tlnnk that the exceptional cncumstances that en- 
couiaged, if not gave use to these ci lines, mvahdate any such objection, the 
suffeieis m veiy many cases have had their losses made good, and the 
victims, of whom the gallows have been, as many hold, defiauded, aie become 
peaceable and useful citizens whose bietlnen too aie at peace until us We 
have not loughly torn up the noxious weed heedless how we scatteied the seed 
of futuie tioubles, we have tinnmed and tended it, and now it bids fan well 
to repay oui caie 

It was not leniency howevei alone, that enabled us to hold the 
distuct, without so to speak, any foi ce foi so long, caie was taken to 
do notlnng and issue no ordei m legaid to any not openly against us, calcu- 
lated or likely to provoke opposition 01 disobedience , many measuies dis- 
tasteful to individuals or communities ( not m aims against us ) had ultimately 
I foi esaw to be earned out, Aveak as Ave Aveie, pi ematuie attempts though 
successful, would m many instances have led to lesistance, and committed to 
lebellion , it was tune enough I thought foi these measuies Avken by the tacit 
acquiescence of these veiy men (amongst othcis) m oui authonty (avIucIi 
nothing tempted them to question), we had had time so to stiengthen our- 
selves as to lender all thoughts of resistance out of the question 

Of coiuse de aling with men, no one who would rule successfully can neglect 
flic passions'and pnvate feelmgs that SAA r ay the diffei ent leadei s Well acquainted 
(I had been 2 yeais m the Distuct) AVith the pnvate friendships, enmities and 
aspnations that moie 01 less influence the conduct and opimonsmf even the best 
of my natrre coadjutois and suboidmates, I have continually had to play 
these against each othei, and by maintaining a soit of balance between con-

still I ventuie to hope that the district itself as it now is affords some gi ounds 
for believing that my solution of the gieat pioblem has not pioved altoge- 
ther unsuccessful

On the night of the lGtli of Maj the policemen stationed at a road guaid house about 
(i MilCa fiom Ltawah saw 7 men armed with swords and caialn pistols pass them, ono 
of the police ni dung a cncitit got in fiont of them, and limning into Etawah gate information 
to the Kotwal (lie id pohee oflicci) Aloliumcd Ally) an who commanded a small pati oiling paity, 
The other two policemen followed the Aimed party slowlj and at a distance The Kotwal rode 
out at once and mot the 7 men , their arms and answers to his questions weie alike suspicious, 
and lie directed them to accompany him to my house, on this they cocked then pistols and 
threatened to shoot him if lie came ncai, he howeici talked quietlj to them and induced 
them to como to me, and I, as their stoi 3 seemed improbable, sent them aw aj to Captain Coifield, 
the Officer Commanding the Station, directing the Kotwal to strengthen his patiol (which consis- 
ted of onlj 3 men) cn route, 111 order to guard against anj attempt at escape 

Scarcely twontj minutes had elapsed heforo I was roused hj a smart filing, as I thought at the 
Tieasur>, all arrangements fora surpiise had been made bcfoic hand, and within 3 minutes I was at 
the Treasurj armed and di cssed There I found the soldiers all on the “ qui a n 0,” muskets loaded, 
in good spmts and manifest!} read} to fight an} one or c\ cn one They thought the firing was 
at the lines , I ran home and dime to Captain Boss, which was on m} way, took him up and 
dashed off to the hues , w e were immediate!} joined b} Mr Yolk and Darnell, on horse back

ridden off to Agi a and that lie and others w ere confined m the Fort Wc wore w hopes tint, up 
to that time out tioops vveio well affected, although we saw no piospcct of their remaining bo if 
assailed by emissaries fiom the Mutuieoi Companies of then Corps we had 1 itcly learnt that 
considciable disaffection existed amongst the people of the neighbouihood who might be expected 
to use “ En’ Masse” on the exhibition of am w ant of lot nlty on the p irt of the troops, w c arres- 
ted 3 men, on their w ay from Mynpooi ee, obviously Sepoys, whose account of themselves was 
most suspicious IVe bchev ed it to be a matter of importance to pi e\ cut at this cnticnl junc- 
ture, an open mutiny of tho tioops here, and thought it incumbent on us, to take every possible 
precaution for the picsenation of the lues of the women and children in oui charge 

Under these cncumstances wc considered it ndviscnblc to withdiaw the troops to Bun cy-

I have the honor to report that wo yesterday obtained a signal success over the enemy near 
Anuntram At C a. M the 7tli of February, Captain Alexander, Mr Maconochie and myself left 
Etawah with 30 Sowars to visit the picket at Bakew'ar and reconnoitre the enemy's position beyond 
AtBakcwar wo werejoined by the picket, viz , 30 of Alexander’s horse and about 80 of the Etawah 
Local horse, we thou pushed on to Anuntram, a small town on the main Oreyali and Cawnporo 
road, distance about 21 Miles fiom our Camp at Etawah At Anuntram I called out about 700 
of tho Mntclilockmen posted there to keep the enemy m chock, and taking a small gun of’ Rao 
Juswant Rao’s advanced along the mam road. About a mile from Anuntram we found the- 
enemy posted m several dense Mangoo topes surrounded by high earth banks, and occupy mg 
the intermediate Aruhur and Castor Oil Plant fields, in skirmishing order As we drew neai, tho 
enemy concentrated themselves in the two enclosures C and B (see sketch) still keeping how e\ er 
some hundreds of men out as skirmishers in tho fields immediately surrounding their position 
As the banks sui rounding tho enclosure were not less than six feet high from out side, as there 
were no entrances, and the branches of tho trees came dowm to within two feet of the top of 
the bank, Captain Alexander, finding that his cavalry could not attack them with any reasonable 
chance of success, halted them at D After consulting him I posted tho local horse at E 
nud then leav ing them there, with orders to cut up any fugitives, drew the men up m a sort of 
line at G G with the gun m the centre The enemy by this time had opened a smart, ffre- 
on us, and C iptam Alexander, to whom I reported what I had done as well as the nature of tho 
position wluch I had closely inspected from N desired me to advance with the gun and match- 
lockmen. By dint of thrashing and threatening to shoot them, Koour Lutchmuu Sing and 3 
or 4 of my own Sowars assisting me manfully, I succeeded in bringing up about 350 of the 
matchlockmen into a position K K K still keeping- the gun m the centre G Our matchlock- 
men nevertheless were no cowards, they fought bravely a little later hand. to hand, but they were 
new to tho system of going straight a head at an enemy, were immensely outnumbered and 
were obliged to advance under a very heavy fire which, as they could under the most favorable 
circumstances see only tho heads of their opponents, they could not return with any effect 

By degrees taking advantage of a number of small ridges, intervening between us 
-and the point which I had chosen for the attack, I pushed the men on to within twenty 
yards of tho entrenchment keeping up as we advanced a fire fiom the Rio’s gun, in 
answer to that of tho enemy', I them ran the gun up to the little knoll A. winch, 
distant about five yards from the entrenchment gave me the command of the mtenor 
By this time some 3 or 4 hundred of the enemy ran out of the opposite side of the enclosure 
in the direction N N and vveie promptly pursued by Captain Alexander and Ins sixty troopei s, 
who cut up a considenble numbei of them, though not without some casualties, as even single 
fugitives almost without exception turned and fought The local hoi se did not assist, they had 
no European Officer (I have applied m vain for one) and either would not, oi thought they ought 
not to move without an oidei to do so. At A we fired one round, and all tho man lining that 
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particulai poition of the “Moorclm” beginning to run, the match lock men made n rush and to the 
numboi of 160 or 200 got in Just ns they did so the enemy hied their gnu in our faces, doing 
however no damage, and then for the most part throning away their guns, both parlies went at it 
with swords In loss than a minute the mam body of the onomy, some GOO strong ran out m 
tho dnection S S S , a fow still Btood by the gun, these m a very short time were dispersed and 
as I thought, either cut up or driven out, in this I was mistaken (without uniform it was difficult 
to distinguish foes from friends) and we had not proceeded fifty yards m pursuit, when wo wero 
stopped by shouts from tho rear, and found that the onomy had retaken and loaded tho gun, we 
rotook it however boforo they could Firo it , Lutchmun Sing and I then pushed on with some half 
dozen Sowars, but the rebels wero too fir a head, and wo picked up only a fow stragglers Cap 
tam Alexander then returned from tho pursuit in tho direction N N , tho local horse came up 
at last, tho enemy was pursued some threo miles, and a number more accounted for, one and 
all however fighting to tho last , nine prisonors wero also taken, of whom six were hung I ought 
to add that tho onclosuro C was ovacuatcd directly w c took tho gun 

Tho onomy was cortainly not less than 1200 strong w lien wo advanced from tho position 

IL K K, and probably numbered not less than 2000 They had a few Irregular Civ airy and 
it is reported about 60 Sepoys (hut I saw nono of tho latter) tho former us usual kept well out 
of range and ultimately disappeared without showing fight They lost 125 men killed, their gun 
(an Iron ono) and limbor, matchlocks, swords, bundles of cloths, burtons, policy's tie , m fact 
their wholo baggago , our loss was not severe, 12 matohlochmcn were killed, a few (amongst 
them tho bravo leader of tho Choudray an of Binsoa’s men Bhowancc Sing) wounded , two of 
Alexander’s mon and threo of tho horses, ono of the local horsomcn and four of tho horses bad- 
ly wounded, and several other mon and horses, scratched more or less 

Tho pursuit over, we returned with tho captured gun to Etawali, having accomplished the 
wholo affair, including tho fifty miles ndo m twelve hours It may ho worth mentioning that at 
tho very time wo made tho attack, Lollpoorce Goosam, the Nana's Pirolnt, with a considerable 
force' of regular Mutineers was at Ajeetmul, scarcely more than G mile from the battle field so that 
w r e rather stolo a march on him. 

I having been chiefly with the matchlockrnen my account is nccessnnly a one sided one, hut 
it must not bo supposed that I wish to ignore the services rendered by' tho rest of the force It 
is truo that owing to tho nature of tho position tho brunt of the assault fell upon the foot men, 
but the great loss sustained hy r tho enemy is chiefly owing to tho energetic pursuit by Captain 
Alexander and his horse , about 20 were killed m the entrenchment and within a few yards of it, 
by the matchlockrnen , 11 were killed by the small party with ine, hut the rest were I believe to 
a man cut up by Alexander’s horse , tho fugitives be it remembered fighting most rtsolutcly, and 
using swords, spears, and matchlocks, but too successfully

About 4 a m , of tho 13th April we reached Ajeetmul, we found it looted deserted and with 
tho exception of 2 or 3 large houses, burnt ns far as it consisted of combustible matcnals We as- 
certained that four of the garrison had been killed, and 4 or 5 wounded, that tho place though sm- 
rounded by Pukka Walls had been stormed by a large body of men including regular Sepoys, and 
that the whole of the Matchlockrnen, Officials and inhabitants (except the Zemindars whoso house 
also was spared and whose connivance is probable) had utterly fled the place As morning 
dawned we found numbers of Cartridge papers, and numbers of Euftcld rifle bullets sticking 
in t e vral b, gatoa &c, uhere tho assault -ms made Wo pcrcencd that a considerable bod\ of 
avoby in, been present, and t re learnt that besides the regular sepoys some laigc number of 
Bnndookchecs belonging to Slnhporo, Rajpooreeh, Ramnuggur and Ay anah lnd been comprised 
m the hand of Plunderers Now the 3 former of these villages, especially Shahpore, have been foi 
now many mouths the habitual residence of h.ge bands of Deceits who piotected by the Zemin-

(Krs and assisted m all then expeditions by the inhabitants of tlio place, ha\e made themselvc, 
tho terror of the neighbomhood This was bad enough, but to take upon themselves to attack 
and oust the Government Sonants the very first night of the re establishment of its authority 
i\;iR more than could be permitted to pass without signal punishment At day light thoiefore 
tvo marched in tho direction of Shahporc up to which we could trace, by a band of foot steps some 
bundled yards wide, the return path of tho insurgents The place itself we found deserted, but 
from a fiqueor and an old woman who still remained, we learnt that eveiy single man belonging 
to the village, had been engaged in tho fray, that thoy had returned m triumph about 3 \ w. 
but lmd fled on hearing our approach to Rajpoonh which is nearer the ravines It was icxlly 
necessary to make an example and (they had wo found sent their women and children away the 
day before) I tlieroforo as no one could, I knew, be found in the district willing, or able to hold it, 
ordered it to be burnt This was thoroughly done, in the ullage wo found a half finished Mud 
Fort of immense strength which we intend, if possible, to base demolished Just as tins work was 
completed, and wo were thinking of returning (I considenng that enough had boon done m the way 
of an example) we heard tho assemble twice sounded on our left front, and going out a head with 
i few Caxalry saw some infantry drawn up inline, and Cavalry m the distance pretty well all round 
us It wis so \ cry dusty and w indy that wo were unable to ascertain accurately their numbers, 
but there woro not less than 100 Ii regular Cavalry and ICO sepoys , forming up at once we gave 
them 2 rounds from right and left of our battery, and then advanced The Infantry and Caxalry 
fell back to Itijpoomh, on winch we advanced, but they with the Towns people fled as we draw 
nearer and wo burnt this ullage also We then commenced retiring, leaving a strong rear guaid 
of Civalry ns tho enemy’s Sowars, were still hovering about, and had made peihaps half a mile 
when we heard a good deil of firing m the rear and ascertained that the sepoys and a great 
number of Bundookchccs had issued from Ramnuggur, just inside tho ravines, and were amusing 
themselves with firing Enfields and Matchlocks at our Cavalry Wo waited a little while, un- 
willing to attack nnd destroy a third village, but finding that they were disposed to advance on 
us we turned round, ran the guns up nnd planted 2 round shot , nnd one 12 pounder shrapnell 
with such precison that the whole posso fled mstantcr, and though the storming parties had press- 
ed on with the utmost rapidity, tho ullage was evacuated before they could reach it The ene- 
my having made such a running fight of it, wo could do them no effectual mjurys nnd so only 5 
of them are known to liave been killed Wo had ono Sowar of the Local Horse seriously wound- 
e 1 in the left arm

April 21st — Ilvving been reinforced yesterday with the Gth Troop Agra Police Bittahon, I 
made a reconnoissanco with about 250 horse (51 Alexander’s Horse, 1 GO Local Horse, and 70 Po- 
lice Battalion) we started about 3 a. m , and reached Ajcetmul just before day light, we were as 
usual a few minutes too Into Roop Sing s head man and about 150 of Ins men had just suc- 
ceeded in escaping Unfortunately we were misled and pursued in tho direction of Plmphoond, 
after going a short distance I wis convinced that such must be the c isc, and we turned lound 
and went duo south toward Shahpoor ( one of tho ullages wo burnt tho other day) and came 
up with the enemy retreating , just as we reached tho edge of the ravines they were still about 
fi00 yards a head of us, and opened fire directly they saw us I drew the mam body of the 
Cavalry upon the edge of tho ravines, and Messrs Chapman, Doyle, and Parker, and myself, with 
a few Sowars, who were armed with fire arms, pushed carefully into the ravines , at first thoy 
seemed inclined to stand, and fired at us smartly with onfield rifles and Matchlocks, but on our 
dismounting and making after them thoy began to run and we chased them almost to the Jumna, 
knocking over as wo afterwards learnt 7 of them , some of their Rifle bullets droppod in amongst 
m but w o had no one lut Wo then halted a short tune at Ajcetmul and returned Befoio 
noon there was not a mutineer wo understand out side the ravines, within 10 miles of Ajcetmul

beit’s column, that had been sent fiom Cawnpoor to arrest their progress

make the necessary arrangements, and though he personally reported to us that all had been 
done, it has since proved that nothing was really done, and m consequence a portion of tho 
Treasure and all the papers (except the Canoongoes’ papcis) were lost This was no fault of 
mine, acting in the absence of any other Military man as 2nd m Command of the Force, having 
the men, guns, rusud, Ac , to look to and arrangements for the safety of the whole District to 
make, I could do no more than give the necessary orders, and wait till I had the direct assurance 
of the Tulisildar, that they had been completely executed, he is a new man and must he dis- 
missed, as the money lost (Rs S,000) did not fall into the hands of the lebels, we have hopes 
of recovering it 


5 At day break we marched from Phuphoond on Hurclmndpore, distant about 9 miles , 
our force strengthened as above, consisting of 200 Infmtry Etawah Levies under myself, the 4

tive Officers,) 200 women and children, some 4 or 5 hundred unarmed oi badly armed camp 
followers, sonants, Ac, two small guns, eight elcphmts, a few camels, (20 or 30,) and a host 
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of tattoos, baggage, entile, Ac , attacking a force like tins, weak as we weie, nas we know a des- 
perate muisuie, ever) man of us fully felt the dangei and the lesponsibihty, and it was not 
done v ltliout full consideration, hut on the other hand these wretches (accompanied, in fact really’ 
led, hj an Etawah rebel) had marched tluough the distuct so far ns thoy lmd come plundeimg 
(md m some cases partially burning) evei) well effected village, killing numbers of inoffensive 
ullngers and wounding e\en women, Lehar and Hurchundpoie (the fonner wlieie there was 
much Ik casure aud no regular garrison) were thicatencd, and we saw the absolute necessity of 
making the attempt, how over desperate, to arrest then course, trusting in a good cause to carry 
us sifel) through I am particular as to the numbers, because in a memorandum of 8tli of De- 
cember received from the Chief Commissioner of Oudc, the horsemen are stated at 900 The 
cause of the discrepenc) apparently is then hav mg beon subsequently joined by several laige 
paitics of mutineer Cavali) The leaders weie, ns correctly stated in the memorandum, FeiozC 
Shili, Ltikkcr Shah, Goolab Shah, Mousm Alice Khan, Fuz/lo Huq, several Resaldars of the 11th 
and 12th Iricgulars, Dolor Singh of Pareetchutgurh, but Summund Khan of Jhujjur mentioned 
in the memorandum was not with the force Jassa Singh, Monul Ah Khan, aims tho Nazim 
Aleodad Klim, and Rosaldars of the 1st aud 2nd Cavalry, and tho 14th and 15th Iiregulars, 
none of whom aic mentioned m the memorandum were also thore The leader was Fciozo Shah, 
but the r ! writ m the field of tho whole force, w is Aleedail Khan, the last of three noted Eta- 
wah Alii itcj D u ts, a \ ci y hue mm and noted Ptilw. in The 1G00 Cav dry consisted chiefly 
of the 1st and 2nd (Jualri, lltli, 12th, 1 1th, and 15th Irrcgulais, with parties of 20 to 50, 
from almost even other mutinous Civ air) Corps late of the sen ice They included a numbei of 
feeiks and Afghails, and the l’ustoo abuse that passed between one or two of our men, aud these 
litter w is very cdifving 

7 To return w he l their picquet (for it proics to haic been such) fell back, we lunborod 
up, and for a short time ndianccd towauls Hurchundpoor, when the main bod) of tho enemy 
gradually came in sight, it was a very striking spectacle, as far as we could see masses of 
Cavalry muung about, but not at first showing inclination to attack us , after the picquet had 
been driven hick we had continued to adiancc m lino, the gnus being coicied on the left by Mr 
Do) le with the Etawah Cm drv, on the right b) 2 Companies of Infantiy, beyond these on our 
right, (there beiug high bnjra fields, a Company was tin own out m skirmishing order and bojond 
these again were tho 13th Troop M Police It appears that we surprised tho enemy and tho 
delay that took place m their attacking us and opposing oiu adi ancc w as ow ing to their being 
engaged m concentrating their forces, fiom feehar and Huichundpoor and m sending off their 
luggage, women, Ac to the west, tow aids the Caual budge of Humra, 3 miles higher up thin 
llumlhon They sent oil with these, and the camp followers, 200 of the Regular Cm airy, a 
large portion of the tattoo sowars, awl then about 1400 of the Regular Cavalry, their Regular 
Infant! i and sonic of the riflemen on tattoos adianced to attack us on our left flank Wo 
changed front to the left so ns to faco them, shifting the Etawah Cavalry to our right, where tho 
cnemi appealed in greatest force aud the 13th Tioop to oui left , there was a village between 
our centre and theirs and the 1 3th Tioop were sent round the village The whole bod) of the 
ciiemv then wheeled and changing front (all tins time we were*givmg them the guns) came down 
ou oui right (1 ink, but wo shifted front at the same time so as to face the enemy, and immediate- 
lv adv inetd to meet them, m the same dncction ns that m which we weie oiiginally moving 
As we drew close, ns it was obvious that they were hugely outflanking us, Lieut Foibes gave 
the word to advance and went off to the right with Mr Doyle and the Etawah Civ airy, while 
the lltli Troop charged on our left, Mr Do) le’s chai go was magnificent, after killing two men 
with his own lnnd, he was dismounted, and I legiet to say cut to pieces On this about 59 
men ignommously fled altogether m every direction, spreading confusion through the district, 
and giving out tint we had been entirely destro)cd, a small poition gallopped back to the guns 
foi piotcction, throwing the Infintry into confusion and driving tho little baggage and few camp 
followers we had, m amongst tho guns and limbers , about 37 stuck by Mi Dov le’s body and 
aftci aver) severe hand to hand combat which lnsted nearl) 10 minutes, m which 6 weie killed 
and about the same number wounded, fell back on our right m good order At the same time 
the Meeiut Tioop on tho left under Rcsaldar Mahomed Assudoll ill Khan chaiged most gallantly, 
19 of them indeed fled, but the lest aftci a ver) sevcic fight in which they killed a number of 
the cnemi, tell lnck m good oidei to our left, when the cneui)’s Cuiahy advanced, besides the 
thiee bodies of the cneiii) kept m check by our Inf mtiy and guns, and detained in conflict by 
Mi Dovlo and Assudollah, two other bodies on their evtieme right and left came down unoppos- 
ed, that on their left wheeling lound charged our lcai, that on tlieir right siniultuieously came 
down on the unpiotected loft of oui guns Lieut Forbes was aw a) with the Cav iliv, I wheeled 
one gun iound to oui left, one to the icar and divided the Infanti) between the guns, feo as to 
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form 3 sides of a holloa square of Infantry with 2 guns in one fice, and one in each of the 
others Tins vis done rapidly, and I cannot praise too highly the conduct of the men oi sufh- 
uently express my sense of the assistance I xeceivcd at this critical moment from Mi G V, 
Maconoclue and Scigeant Majoi Edmonds, down they came on all 3 sides, not a s hot was filed 
b} the Infantiy till when the enemy were about 100 yaids distance, I gave the word Then 
the) gave it with a will, but the smoke and dust was so dense, that but little execution tv as 
done and though xepulsed in confusion on the fiont and rear, the enemy pushed m at the loft 
and for a moment got possession of the Magazine camels , but the Inf vntry beat them hack and 
recorded, (I really can’t exactly say how, for the noise and smoke were ovei -powering) tho 
baggage and oui tliiec sides neie in a few minutes clear The party who had attacked our lear 
some 400 m number had shifted further towards our original right, and had managed to cut 
off some baggage camels, Ac , which they Mere carrying off I did not see this, I Mas busy on 
the other side, but Lieutenant Forbes m lio had just leturned fiom the Cavalry charge on the 
right saM it, and detaching one Company of Infantiy, with an amount of coinage and resolution 
rarely equalled, dashed after them, and after a chase of about six or eight bundled yards, actual- 
ly recaptured our baggage after killing six or seven of the enemy As ho started aftoi them the 
enemy’s Cavaliy re-forming chaigcd down on the fiont and left face of oui squat c, and the 13th 
Troop or at least such as remained of them still under the Rcsaldar Assudoll ill, who was 
desperately wounded, charged again to the left, while the Cavalry m front Mere hi ought up at 
about 50 yards by musketry and guns Such of the 13th Tioop as went in with the llcsaldar 
got earned away in the rush of the enemy, and rejoined us on the light flnnk, twice more the 
enemy charged down at full gallop on the front left and rear of our square, Once on the left 
getting almost up to the muzzles of the guns , each time they weic icpulsed and fell hack 
belter skelter in confusion, suddenly forming into one mass, they came don n some S00 strong at 
least at right angles to our front, and a little to our right obviously with the intention of wheel- 
ing m and cliaigmg our right where the broken Cavalry had taken lcfugc, uid where we conse- 
quently neither lmd nor could use Infantry or guns — this was also ft tiy mg moment, but feci - 
geant Edmonds running our 12 pounder Carronade outside the fiont face of our squire, wheeled 
it round to the right and gave them one steady coolly aimed round of giapo at 200 yaids , the 
effect was miraculous, they turned and fled ill utter confusion, and the battle w as v irtually ended 
after a severo straggle, that lasted 3^ hours At 11-30 a m , a gun wrs then turned m the 
direction where Mr Doyle fell and to whose corpse Cavalry was agnm approaching Lieutenant 
Forbes returned with the baggage and adv ancmg we recovered his bodv , w Inch the enemy had 
never had time to loot, we collected our killed and wounded, and formed into a line once more 
Tho enemy had disappeared, we received appaiently trustworthy intelligence, that a bod\ of 
2000 Infantry were adv ancmg to attack us The men were tired, and pai died with thirst and 
dust, and we conceived it best to advance the remaining mile to Huiclmndpooi where we knew, 
wo could well defend ourselves to rest and feed tho men, and ascertain the tiutli of the icport m 
regard to the Iiifantiv , as we adv inted, a considerable body of the enemy suddenly appealed in 
the icar cliaigmg down on us at a hand gallop, we let them come to within 250 yauls, md then 
unhnibeiing one of the guns and making the Infantry right about face, gave them at 150 yaids 
a icception that entirely broke them, many were killed and wounded, and the whole lakly turned 
and fled , we saw no more of them throughout the fight , the 2Sth Native Infantiy did nothing 
beyond firing into the Local Horse when they advanced under Mi Doyle and a few lound shot 
broke and dispersed them 

8 Thus ended a fight m which tho Etaw ah Infantry and Ai tilleiy Lev ics displayed a 
stevdmoss and courage unsurpassed I believe by any Hmdoostanee tioops m the annals of Indian 
wufiro Wo lost heavily, besides Mr Doyle, we had 21 lolled and 1 9 wounded Oneofthebest 
and bravest men I have ever been acquainted with Mr Doyle died as befitted a soldier’s son 
(so true a soldier lumsclf) fearlessly leadiug Ins men (vietonous so long as he was tlieie to lead) 
against ov ci powering numbers of his country’s enemies, and if auy thing c m lessen the remet 
that wo feel for his’ loss it is the consciousness that he fell so gloriously, and m such a haul 
fought fight I feel sure that a generous Government will amply provide foi Ins helpless w idovv

but foi the repoit of the supposed Infantij advancing on us which chiefly dctened us from the 
puisuit, we should have killed manj moie and obtained main moie lioi'scs 

10 By 10 a M the next moinmg (the 9th) we had ascci tamed that tlieie w is 110 Infintn 
in our rear as fu as Belah, and weie just stinting 111 pursuit, as we licaid that the lebcls wcie 
still at Phuphoond when we lieaid a foice had aim ed at Seliai Tms delaj ed us neailj tw 0 hour-,, 
but being joined at last by Lieutenant Tnona and Fianks with 104 hoise, being 1 paita sent out 
fiona Brigadier the Hon’ble Poicj Heiheit’s column to obtain mfoimation, we picssed 011 to 
Phuphoond, sending all the mfoimation we had to the Bngadier IVe leached Phuphoond 9 miles, 
after duk, hut found that news of Heibeit’s Column had leached them at the same time as our 
selves, and that the leliels had fled, the Cawnpoie Column as we subscquenth learned had leached 
Ore} ah and shut them out fiona the Sheicgiuh Ghfit 

11 At 5 a. m of the 16th we pushed on to Ajeetmul (10 miles) where we learned that 
Bngadiei Iiei belt having made a lapid more fiom Oreyala to Shaligoonpooi, had succeeded on 
coming up with some stiagglei3 of the enemy, lulling 12, causing 21 to be di owned andcaptui- 
mg ovei 200 lioioes and 8 camels, excluding numbers of lioi^es and some camels that statek in 
the quick-sand and were lulled Haa mg communicated with the Bngadiei and news having 
aruved tow aids the ea emng that the eneaay, who w r eie now betaveen the Jumna and the Chumbul, 
aaeio marching on Chukker Nuggin with the intention of making up the Customs line, and 
sending a party across at Dibhoulce to plundei Luckna, we sent an expiess to Lieutenant Allan, 
directing lum to much avith 2 Companies of the Levies to Gatee, betaveen the two nveis so as to 
airest tlieir progress w'est, while are marched for Luckna (16 miles) avluch are reached, before day 
light on tlae 11th, the Brigadier followed lapidly in support and soon after Ins arria’al at Luckna, 
the Etaw ah force maiched (at 24 p m) to Suhson, (10 miles) acioss the Jumna and Chumbul, 
he sending m support a consideiable force of Cavalry as far as Chukkeniuggm Bejond Suhson 
one of the enemy’s disabled men was captured, but the rest were, we found out of reach, indeed 
they made Moliona in Gavahor20 miles from Suhson by evening, the same time we reached 
Suhson 

12 It is impossible to overrate the effect produced by Bngadier Herbert’s most energetic 
and judicious pursuit The fugitives beside the actual loss they sustained aie entnely dispirited, 
and numbers have already sspaiated themselves fiom the leadeis My humble but earnest 
thanks are due to him for the effectual and coidial assistance which he so piomptly came foiwaid 
to render to mj district at a time of gieat need, and could I but have known of his appioach 24 
hours sooner, I scarcely think one rebel would liav r e escaped 

13 On the 11th, Bngadiei Showers by forced marches (having made 75 miles in 40 hours, 
an unexampled maich with Europeans) leached Etawah, ready as he has evei proved himself to 
succour us when necessarj, and I hope I maybe allowed to express how waimly I feel the 
generous aid which he on this as on former occasions has so promptly rendered 

14 Rao Jeswant Rao and Moonshee Ishuree Pershad were as usual present in the fight, 
well to the front and m the pursuit making themselves useful as no one else can

The Gaxahy, undei then gallant lcadei Mi Hoyle, charged a large diusion of the lebels 
A desperate stiugglc took place Mi Hoyle distinguishing lnmself by the same skilful sss 01 ds- 
manship and dating bins 01 y r as Inch gained himself so conspicuous a name m all the affairs of the 
Agia Militia dunng 1857 , ashen, lus horse being scs eiely ssounded, he as as dismounted and cut 
to pieces Oil tins, about 50 of the men, piessed on all sides by r supenor numbers, gave way 
and, pinsncd by tbe lcbel Caaalry, sssept dosvn on 0111 light flank.

Tbe loss of so distinguished an Officer lcndered our subsequent success most deaily fought 

Menmslulc, a.paity of the enemy came dossn on our left flank, but weie stopped by tsso 
successiae clnigcs of the 13 th Tioop Police Caaalry, undei the able leadership of Ressaldai 
Mahomed Assudoolah Khan, lnmself desperately wounded This brave man, a model of a natiae

. 3 News of the outbreak at Meerut, and the occupation of Dehli by the 
First new s of the Mutmj rebels, leached me about the 18th of May The Road 
*nd precautions takon Ckowkees were doubled. Jemadars appointed, and other 
piecautions taken to procure intelligence and arrest suspicious stiagglers, 
which, it perhaps, is not necessary now to dwell on Daily communication 
•’was opened with Allygurli, Mynpoorie, Agra, and Furruckabad All Zemin- 
dais of influence and character were written to, or verbally warned, that they 
‘were to exert themselves to the utmost to keep the country quiet, and to give 
the eaihest intimation of any attempt at outbreak or disorder on the part of 
the villages. Almost all the treasure, leaving only a sum for ordinary ex- 
penses, was sent to Mynpoory.

500 men As soonas they saw us, theie was some hesitation appaient, on which 
calling on the Sowars to follow, land the Jemadai chaiged them They filed 
some shots as we advanced, but bioke before we reached them, and the whole 
body took to flight We followed foi some distance outside the Toun, and kill- 
ed many, but the ground was difficult for following dispeised footmen, and 
we were too small a body to sepaiate fai Indeed with the exception of the 
Jemadai and tv o other Sowais, the lest showed little inclination to get for- 
ward On this occasion the Jemadai behaved with undoubted gallantry I 
saw him kill two men • The two Sowais who also distinguished themselves. 
Were Mahomed Alec and Jewitn Beg They accompanied me afterwads to 
Agra , but I do not know how they have since behaved I legiet that the 
subsequent conduct of the Jemadai was such that I cannot now lecommend 
him for lewaid We counted the killed at ten peisons, among whom one 
was a Zemmdai of a neighbouung village Two pusoneis weie also taken, 
who were piesently liung Soon aftei this, I was joined by the Nazn, Nuzum- 
i nm joined iiy Etah oodoen Hydei , the Teliseeldai of Etah, Daour Alee , 
0ffic ''' ls the Daiogah of the Etah Jail, Shah Zaman Khan , the 

Peslikar of the Etah Teliseelee, Ferok Shah Khan With about ten of the 
■ Jail Nujeebs and some Burkundaves they liad left Etah, having met with 
no personal lll-tieatment fiom the Rajah, but they liad found him sunounded 
by a ciovd of blackguards, whom he was unable, 01 did not caie to conti ol, 
and they had been m fear of being plundeied themselves I ascertained ’pei- 
sonalty that the plundeieis had entirety dispeised from the, noighboui hood of 
Kasgunj, and then returned to Bdram The Teliseeldar of Etah also came to 
Bilram with his family 

May 2 6 th — Considering it necessary m every respect to piotect the 
i return to Kasgunj and Town of Kasgunj from plundei, I left Bill am and esta- 
«taUwh mjscit there blislied myself at the Teliseelee Of Kasguiq We heard 
to-day of a dacoitee committed m the Town of Soron, in which the Thanalidar 
had been wounded All night patrols, and constant watchfulness, were 
maintained. There were continual alanns through the night, but all 
groundless 

May 21th — This day the Kujeebs were murmuring among tliemselvesl 
insubordination conduct of The Sowais too, as I was informed, were much discon- 
tbcKujccbs and Sowars tented, saying it was not their duty to fight, all except- 
ing the Jemadar, a Sowar named Choonnee Smgh, and the two Sowars whose 
names weie mentionned before On the night watch I fiequentty found 
the Sowar sentries absent from their post, and perceived a general tone of 
insubordination, and resistance to authority 

May 2S fh — Under the circumstances above detailed, I determined to 
leave Kasgunj for Budaon, hoping to pioeure fiom Bareilly the assistance of 
some Sowars of the Iuegular Cavalry theie stationed I leached Suliawur by 
the evening 

May 29 th — I left Mr Hall at Suliawur and reached Budaon, travelling 
iproccedtoBudaontoget oil horse back Despatched an expiess to the Commis- 
heip from Bareilly sioner of Roliilkund at Bareilly, foi assistance 

May 30//i — Answei returned from Mi Alexander, that absolutely no such 
assistance must be expected fiom Bareilly Iieceiveda

June 1st — I started for Putteealee by daybieak At starting we heard

the Fmruckabad district, and under the command of an old Risildar, mimed 
Ameer Khan Mr Biamly informed me of the tiagody m winch Captain 
Fletcher Hayes and othei Office! s had met then* death at the hands of the 7tli 
Ine^ahr Cavalry Tins was discoursing us, it gieatly shook our faitlr 
m the loyalty of the Sowars who accompanied Ma. Biamly. 

June Zncl — We were joined by Mi Edwards, Collector of Budaon , Mi Gib- 
son, Customs Patiol, and Mi Donnelly and his son, Indigo 
3ir Eduards joms us Planters, alMrom Budaon They reported that the detach- 
ment of Native Infantiy liad plundeied the Tieasury of Budaon, and that Irom the 
piesence of some Inegulai Sowais, they mfeired that then Regiment had joined 
m the mutiny I established communication by Sowai Dak withPutfcehgurh 
Mr Edwards’s Sikh sei vantbegged Ins mastei not to place confidence m the Irre- 
gular Sowai s, that they had lieaid some of them speaking appiovmgly of the 
conduct of the muideieis of Captain Hayes I sent expresses to hasten Mr 
Hall’s jomney fiom Suhawui to Putteealee, two days before All the Bunyahs 
Plunder of Gunj Doond of Gan] Doondwarra, a large and very wealthy nl- 
warra lage, had been utterly looted by connivance of the Zemin*- 

dm, a Mahometan To-day a vast mob of Hindoos, Thakoors, Jat, and Aheers 
collected, and completely looted the Zemindar in revenge for Ins conduct 
The Sowar who brought a dale from Furruckabad, reported that he had escaped 
with great difficulty from the villagers on his road In the night some of our 
Irregular Sowars were found in the act of going off without previous leave 

June Sid — Joined early in the morning by Mi Hall from Suhawur, 
News from across the Ganges, that the King of the 

omec jjt a Eelili’s Raj had been proclaimed on Budaon and Bareilly. 
We held a council, and agreed that to stay in the District without means of 
coeicmg the rebellions, or of protecting ourselves, was futile We theiefore re- 
solved to make foi Mynpooiy, and fiom thence to be guided by circumstances 
as to proceeding to Agia or rot About 4 r m I received an anonymous note 
w urmng of approach of fiom Kasgunj, stating that a huge body of rebel sepoys 
Mutineers had arrned at Kasgunj that morning, that they had en- 

quired if any European were near, and would march to Put eealee early in the 
afternoon Tins note was, as I afterwards ascertained, sent by .Soondursun 
Depart for Mynpoory Choube of Kasgunj We therefore lost no time m 

starting , marched all night, and arrived at a village called 
Roopdhunee, about 3 miles from the Gland Trunk Road at Kerowlee, belong- 
ing to Naiain Singh, Aheer, about 3 a m , in whose Guiiee we stayed till day- 
break 

June Ath . — We sent out scouts to ascertain whether all was clear in front. 
We turned hick bj rebel They returned with the disagieeable news that the road 
bo wars mui reichPutteeAee -was occupied hy a regiment of Sowars, wlio had mutinied 

at Lucknow, and who were going to Dehli . the place we were m v. as too close 
to such neighbours We therefore started back to Putteealee, nauowly escap- 
ing a body of sepoys on our way, who had encamped half way between Kas- 
gunj and Allygunj We reached Putteealee by the evening

1 Jumshere Kit an, Jemadai, ax as the liist to wain me of the nppioach 
of the sepoys It is tine their intentions xxeie not hostile, hut that was by no 
means ceitam, when he gaxe me the information He aftei waids joined me at 
Fill am, and stayed until me the x\ hole time I was m the Distuct, hut having 
met with an accident, ax Inch lamed him, went to his home, where lie stayed 
m a disabled state till December, when lie came to Agia, wheie he io now 
emplojed Dui mg his absence with the sepojs, his whole piopeity was stolen 
by auothei Buikunda/ I have enteied his name m the list of those xvlio have 
done good seivice to Goa eminent 

2 Lahorce 3 full and Ddsoolh Rue Besides the sheltei and piotection so 
readily given to Mr Ilall and myself, Davur Alee, the Tehseeldai of Etah, 
found a secuie asjluin m then house fiom May to Oetobei, when the advance 
of the Hawaii of Euuuckabad’s ti oops forced both the Tehseeldai and Dilsookk 
Rae to abandon then home and take lefuge in Allj'guih Lahoiee Mull was 
then just dead , but I tiust that such rexxaid as would have been deemed 
suitable foi linn, may be given to Ins son Lahoree Mull Avas the eldei bio- 
tliei, and though the impoitant sei vices after wards lendeied by Dilsookli Rae 
has a little tin own.

3 Damn Jlce, Tehseeldai of Etah This Officei’s behavioui I consider 
to have been of a natuie mciitmg the maiked appioval of tlie Government 
"When he A\as forced to leave the Toavu of Etah, he stajed m tlie house of La- 
hoiee Mull and Dilsookli Rae, about five miles fiom Kasgunj His endeavours 
A\ere constant and /ealous to maintain oxdei, and affoid protection to that im- 
portant Town In Ins elicits to do so, he subjected lnmself to gieat peisonal 
lisle, and had seveialnauoAV escapes of Ins life He kept up a constant com- 
munication between Agia, and bj Ins means with those legally disposed in tlie 
adjacent paits, and gave mucb valuable nifoi mation as to tlie iuoa ements of 
tlie lebels He did not leave tlie District till tlie advance of the Haxvab of Eui- 
xuckabad foiced himself and Dilsookli Rae to fall hack on Allygurli 


4 Rvr/buns Salat, Tehseeldai of Allygunj This Officei likewise has dis- 
tinguished himself He is a Ivayut by caste, and the last person appai ently to 
deal Avith Availike airangements, hut after I had left the Distuct he lemamed 
at his post, and succeeded in lejiulsmg one if not txvo attacks on the Telseel- 
lee from insuigent villagers He lemamed thus till the advance of the Naixab 
from Eunuckabad, A\lien m despair at any otkei means of piescix mg the 
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leeouls of the Government, he took service with that rebel , at the same time 
informing me by an anonymous and mysterious note, of Ins conduct and the 
leasons which actuated him Subsequently, I thmlc about January, he was 
suspected by the Hawaii of double-dealing, and put under restraint, from which 
he escaped with gieat difficulty to Agia The evact cncumstances of Ins con- 
duct aie better known to Mi Cocks, who was Special Commissioner at Etali, 
than to me, none of them having occurred under my own obsei ration 

5 Rirthee Singh, the Rajah of Awah, received us with as gieat respect 
and politeness as had lie would have done befoie the distuibanccs It is hard- 
ly necessary to observe furthei on this topic The eminent sei vices and un- 
changing loyalty of the I? aj all are so well known, that the meie shelter of 
Officers loi a night, can add but little to his claims on Government 

6 Chouhe Soonduisun Dass, and his fatliei Rvipmth Bass, were wealthy 
Sowkavs of ICasgunj I had long been well acquainted with them After my 
departure fiom Kasgunj they did their very best to maintain oidei and se- 
curity m the Town Soonduisun Dass sent me the anonymous lettei alluded 
to m para 10, dated 3id June, and since my ai rival at Agia, sent constant 
and accuiate intelligence of the doings of the rebels at Futtyguili They were 
both obliged to % when tlie rebels leached Kasgunj, and came to Agia 
The elder, Kugnatli Dass, since died, hut the younger, Soonduisun Dass, has a 
strong claim on the Goi ernment for his unswei vrng loyalty

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Sketch of Occurrences in the Etah District during the Rebellion of 1857,

On May 23rd Mr. Philhpps, the Magistiate of the Distuct, after the sta- 
tion of Etah had been plundered by the sepoys, left for Khasgunj. He stayed 
four or five days m Bilram with Dilsookli Rae, the Zemmdai Whilst m Bill am 
Rung Bahadoor, Chela of Dumbei Singh the Etah Rajah plundered what vas 
left by the sepoys in Etah, and the houses and public buildings, with the 
records, were at this time destroyed. He was assisted in this by the Sadhs of 
a village adjoining the station 

2 On .Tune 20th Dumbei Singh began to collect levenue, having set him- 
self up as a Rajah independent of the Butisli Government 

3 On June 16th Ball Ruttun Singh, Suiburakai of the Estates of the 
Rajah of Rujoi vent to Suckeet, having usuiped an illegal authonty and m 
all the paits of the countiy wlieie the Rujoi of Rajah’s influence extended, 
collected levenue fiom the Zemindars and lyots, enfoicing lus claims, by dig- 
gmg down the houses of those who lefused payment, hanging them up by the 
heels, and various other coeicive measures Dooijun Singh, a biothei of Tej 
Singh, the Mynpooiy Rajah, hcie came to his aid vith neaily 500 followeis, 
and in the middle of August they vent to Mamkpooi and burnt and plun- 
dered it 

4 In the end of July, Ilussan Muza came as Tehseeldar on the pait of 
the Nawab of Funuckabad to Allygunj, and took the Tehseelee lecoids under 
Ins protection. About the 15th of July Azeemoollah Khan, who had been dis- 
missed fiom lus office of Thanalidar by Mi-Biamly m June foi lefusing to 
stay in Puttcealee, the liead-quaiteis of )us “llaqa,” came there as Thanahdar 
for the Navab of Futtehguih In August Asad Alee Khan, the Zemindar of 
Saiaval, came to Kasgunj, where lie was appointed Tehseeldar by the Nawab 
of Funuckabad, and remained until the end of September, or beginning of 
November, when the force, undei Geneial Gieathed, coming to Akiabad, fngh- 
tened him avay He did not letuin again until the 2nd of December, when 
he inaugurated his entiy by killing Gunseeam Dass, the blind Choube 

5 In the end of August Mr Cocks sent Daood Khan, of Bheekumpoor, to 
hold the neighbourhood ot Kasgunj for the Butish Government He came to 
Kasgunj, and fiom all that can lie discovered now, appeals to have made 
common cause with the Nawab’s adheients, and deceived Mi Cocks by plead- 
ing Ins inability to tuin out Asad Alee Khan, who I really believe was consi- 
derably weakei in followeis and influence, than this double-dealuig Khan of 
Bheekumpoor 

6 About the 18tli of Novembei Mi Cocks, the Special Commissioner 
for Etah, came vitli a small foice under Majoi Eld, to Kutchla Gliat by way of 
making a demonstration The Nawab of Fuiruckabad’s- force weie at that 
time m occupation of Pulteealee. 

7 On 18th Octobei Mr Chuicker came into Etah as Deputy Collector 
to take charge of the Distuct, and with the help of Tej Singh, of Pithunpoor, 
and other loyal Zennndais, held his own for some weeks, occupying the Gur- 
hee of Dumbei Singh, the Etah Rajah, who by this time began to see the folly 
of his defection m May This Rajah died about the beginning of December. 
Air Churcher at this time- ( about 18th Novembei ) joined Col Riddell, who

8 In the end of November Air Wilson, C S , with Captain Mackenzie 
of the 8th Irregulars, and a few foot soldiers undei Captain Gowan, who had 
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leccntly escape 1 Horn Rohilhmd, inaiched to Smon, with a view of "citing 
intoi million of Ohnst i.in 1 efugees, w ho wme known to wailing fm .in oppoi (unify 
to escape from confinement m Bohilkund The achancc of the rebels Horn 
Putteealee fo Suhawui obliged him to fall back upon Gtmgcree , and it was Horn 
line that Chonbe Gunsceam Dass, a blind and paialylic pensioner of the Bri- 
tish Government, who dm mg the whole of file distiu bailees had shewn the 
most unflinching fidelity to Government, and aided thedistnct Officers in Ally- 
guih m cveiy May that the wisdom of his aduce, hi 1 ' peisonal influence, and 
peisonal coinage could lie cmplo\ed in, to the utmost of his ability, set out to 
get m ioi mation of the lebels, and -was mmde.ed bv them m Kasgunj, with 
the connnance of men who pietended to be wcll-wisheis of Go\ eminent. 
Among bis inmdeieis, j( has since hanspned, weic some of the retainers of 
IWohumud Dxood Khan This Paces of Bheekumpooi\ dnphedy and doublc- 
dcahng have been but too evident io those who ha\c had oppoilunHics of 
seeing" how lie boie himself towaids the Go\ eminent scivants at Alljguih and 
tow’aids the inhabitants of Kasgunj <md Suhawui. 

9 On the 14th of Dccembci the foice that Colonel Seaton of the 1st 
Pui opean Fusilicis had In ought down from Debit, engaged the menu undei 
Is nail Khan, son of \\ ulleed.ul Khan of Malagm h, at AIulscc, near Gungccite; 
and .iftei a bnef action, entnely louted them, taking then thiec guns and 
lulling about 150 oi 200 of the enetm. They fltd tlnough Kasgunj to Suha- 
w ui, and om foici mai clung to Kasgunj the next morning, they exacuated 
Suhawui and flat to Putteealee, wheie anothei action took place, m winch they 
again lost all then Ai fillet > (13 guns), camp and baggage The* lehel loice was 
completelv dispeiscd, and the xemains of it lelieatcd to Finruckahad Colonel 
Seaton ictuimd to Kasgunj, and ciossing the Kalec Nuddee, maiched by 
Etah to Jhnpooiy, which was occupied aftei a bnef lesislance by the foice 
about the 26th ol Dccembm. 

10 I lcceived oideis to take charge of the District about the 9th of 
Tanuan, and ..i lived in Etali on the 12th, since which tune the usual official

I liave the honoi to furnish a <dioit Nan at n e of my impiessions, 
or recollections of the past yeai, as l«u as Mynpooiy is concerned 

I only received instruction 3 r csteiday, that anythin" of the sort was 
requned fiom me , so I tiust the meagre natuie of. the subjoined lemaiks 
will be foigiven 

The news of the outbiealc at Meeiut, and excitement at Agia, leached 
us at Mynpooiy on the 12tli of May, on which we had a consultation as to 
the best policy to be put sued, and it was agieed that it would be advisable to 
get nd ot the ladies andchildien, but with the exception of my own family, 
all the rest lemamed. 

Mr Power, the vnfli f he assistance of Rao Bhowany Singh, 

commenced enlisting ( ■ m the hopes of being able to lesist 

any attack by mutinous sepoys 

On the following Wednesday, the 19th, at 10 p m , that gentleman 
rushed into my loom, wheie I was sleeping, and informed me that lie had just 
heaidof the 9th Regiment N I., at Allyguih, breaking out into open mutiny, 
that they had murdeied then Officers, and had sent an expiess camel to desne 
then Mynpoory biethien to follow then example 

The Tehseeldar of Bhoegaon, Munsooi All, also i ode in, and confirmed 
tins intelligence. I at once dressed, and pioceeded with Mi Powei to the 
ddlercnt families, whom we desned to get leady, and pioceedto Agia, — seem- 
ing, at the same time, some dak carnages lot tneii tomejance 
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After tins we proceeded to Captain Ciawrfoid, wdio commanded the 
station and that Officei, with Lieutenant DeKant/ow, w alked to the lines, and 
desired tliexr men to maich towards Bhoegaon, thus putting their fidelity to 
the test 

It u as now about 4 a m , Mi Boner had a council at his house, con- 
sisting of the Bao, the Deputy Collcctoi, the Jail Daiogali, Di Watson and 
inj self 

We asked oui native fnends what was to be done in case of the tioops 
returning 

The Bao said, Ins followeis were staunch, hut could mot he assembled 
befoie evening The Dai ogah considered Ins guaid, consisting of fifty vvell- 
dnlled sepoys, would imitate the conduct of then bietlnen belonging to the 
Itegulais, and altogetliei the piospect, in case of mutiny, was cheeiless, and 
appai ently hopeless W e howevei wei e much 1 elieved by getting 1 id o f the he! p- 
less poi turn of the community, audit was agieed by the lestof us, that if the 
sepoys did not obey then Officers, we had nothing for it but to make our 
escape 

At this moment Captain Crawford galloped m, and informed us that Ins 
men had bioken out into open mutiny, had probably killed Lieutenant 
DeKantzow , whom tliey liad taken pusonei , — he added, tv hen the question tv as 
put to him, that nothing moie could be attempted, and that he was about to 
ride into Agia 

I asked Mi Powei if lie had any plan to suggest, and on Ins leplymg m 
the negative, it was agieed, as I thought, that we vveie to be guided by tbe 
Commanding Officei’s opinion, — winch was to letne on Agia 

The sepoys weie now appioaclnng ,the station, and flung off then mns- 
, kets, and shouting like mad, men Mi Powei seemed to hesitate what he tv ould 
do I consideicd it no time for hesitation I fanly told him, I did not consider 
any one hound to remain, soon aftei which I oideicd my buggj , and with 
the Bevei end P Kellnei, diove leisuiely aw ay, having told the people about, 
that I hoped to letuimn a day 01 so with a force 

On 1 caching Agia I asked for a small foice, and it w T as sent from Gwa- 
lior , — at the same time I was deputed to accompany some Volunteers to Ally - 
guih 

What occuued affcei my departure has been doubtless recorded by Messis 
Powei and DeKant/ovv. 

These gentlemen, suppoitcd by Doctor "Watson, Majoi Bailees, and Ins 
Ov allot Cavaliy, and otlieis, cluvaliously and nobly held out till the end of 
June, when tbe L 2 tli Begiment .Native Ini anti y, and some Iuegulai Cavaliy 
fiom Jh.msie, advanced on the station, and It was abandoned

Every house and building was burnt, and plundeied, and anaichy pie- 
t ailed 

Two unfoitunale Cleiks weie cut down by these scoundrels , their, names 
wore B'chuds and Lawience 

!Mi Powei, pievious to leaving, made ovei two and a half lacs of treasure 
to Bao Bhouanj Singh, and the geneial chaige of t]ie distuct to Tej Smgh 

Poi nn opinion of the conduct of these Chiefs, I must lefei to mv lettei 
dated JuL last 

^ r,J fmallv resumed oui position at'the commencement of this veai, and 
without difiu ult) have icstoied oulei and confidence , and it would be difficult 
to imagine theie bad been am convulsion 

It is ‘-ate-factoi y to fled that out lule has beeil appicciatcd bv the 
mass of the p qiulahon oi this distuct 
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The governing class,— the Chohan Thakooi s, — weie earned away fox a 
slioit time by the lolly and ambition of then drunken young Chief, but when 
once theie was a glimpse ot a white la e, they nave shown eveiy desire to co- 
opeiacte m lestonng oidei, and there nevei was a yeai so free from crime 
01 acts of violence as this has been 

t 

The memful pi oclamation of Ilei Majesty will betlioionghly appi eciated 
by the loolish individuals who have absconded, none ol whom, I believe, will 
come undei the denomination of those excluded horn this giacious paidon 

Not a Cluistian, besides those refened to above, was put to death, on 
the conti ai>, those who would not leave the station weie protected and 
chenslied by Muliundiu Singh, and othei zemindais of villages adjoining the 
ton n of M } npuoi y

The outbreak at Mynpooiy occuired on the morning of the 23id 
May of last, year, and is detailed m my lettei ,to Government, dated May 
25th 1357. 

2 The Officers who lemamed in Mynpoory, aftei we were aide to take 
repossession of -the Kutelieiry, were Lieutenant DeKantzow, Dr. Watson, the 
Oral Siu geon, and my bi othei, Mi T W. Powei, the Assistant Magistrate, 
Seigeants Mitchell, Scott, and Montgomeiy.,of the Road and Canal jDepait- 
ments, and Mi McGlone, Head Gleik of the Magistrates establishment, also 
joined us, togethei with Mi Riohaids, the Treasuiy Cleik, and Mi. Donovan, 
a v liter attached to the Jail. 

, 3 We took up our abode in the ,Kutcherry, - winch was well foitified by 

the Sergeants/ who’ understood the v oik. They, collected also some old nuns 
of diffeient sizes, which wcie made useful, and were well mounted A luge 
quantity, of, niles, swoids and ammunition, was supplied to us -from Agia 

4 The Government Treasure, amounting to neaily 3 lacs, I placed m 
the Rajah of Mynpooiy’ s foit, under the charge of Rao Bhowany Singh 
Rajah Tej i Singh, at that tmre, vas absent fiorn Mynpoory. 

'5 On the evening of the 29th May I u as joined by Majoi Hayes Alrli- 
laiy Secretary to Sn II. Lain dice, and by Captain Car ev, of the 17 th N J 
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G Mnoi I Lives had come by foiccrt mat dies fto-n Lucknow, (o be under 
the orders of the Lieutenant Governor He lurl tin 1 •« hu, command three or 
more troops of an Otrdh Irregular lt-gmimt and the O.hr n, wr It him wore 
Captain Chiey, before named, Lieutenant Bub a, of the -Oth Native Infantry, 
and Mi Fayier, a Gentlcmm Volunteer, brother of .Dr. Layret, K ardency bur-

7 Major Hayes had intended ordering tins force into Fuftehgurh,, whi- 
ther he had proceeded hour Gooisihmgunge ruth Crptnn Cater, but was dis- 
suaded from doing so by Colonel Smith, of the lOtlr Native Jnfantry ; and Mr. 
Probyn, the Magistrate, at the instance of the scpo\ s of the 10th Native In- 
fantiy themselves 


S Majoi Hayes therefore sent older s to Lieutenant Harbor 1o march to 
Bhowgaon on the 30th May, and to meet him at Kutowlee on the 31*-t- 


9 The troopers' aimed at Bhowgaon on the 30th, 'but Majoi Ifnyes 
received eaily intimation that the} had not m r relied on the 31st lie wrote 
to Lieutenant Baiboi to know the cum-, but received no replv It was not 
known then that the troopers had mutinied, but T subwjit mfl> Jemnt that the 
men had shewn strong signs ot mutiny on the 10th Mas . that they had broken 
out into open mutiny on the 31st May , and that then cmluct had been 
repotted by Lieutenant Baiboi, but that his report had been seized by the 
mutineers, and purposely kept back. 


10 This would appear to be tine, for it is impossible to suppose that an 
Officer of Lieutenant Baiboi s standing, 1( ft in a responsible position, should, 
when within an easy teach of M\npooty, have left Ins Commandin': Olhcers 
lettei unanswered, and not have lepoi ted the mutiny, w inch then, beyond doubt, 
had broken out among his men. 


11. Late on the afternoon of the 31st May Munsoor Aloe, Tehsecldar 
of Bhowgaon, armed lbs lepoit of the state ol the tioopeis was made with 
hesitation, and was by no means cleai 


12 lie meiely stated that the men were giumblmg at the long marches 
they had made ,— at the same time he ga\e an accuiate description of the 
desponding and dejected state of the two goring Officers at Bhowgaon 

13 Majoi Ilayes piepaied logo to Bhow r gaon, hut as he was leaung, 
seveial of lus tioopeis ai lived. They lepoi ted that the foicc had halted at 
Bhow r gaon, as the men w r cic tiled, and that they weie (hen proceeding to Sool- 
tcingnnge, the next encamping gtound, to halt theic fot the night. They 
bi ought also a letter fiom Lieutenant Baiboi to Majoi Haves This lettei lias 
always appealed a mysfeiy to me It appealed like the continuation of a let- 
tei previously despatched, and as if the wntei weie unable full} to express 
his meaning 


14 Lieutenant Baiboi stated that the men weie then proceeding m an 
oideily way to Sooltangungc, and requested Major Hayes not to jom the foice 
till the following morning, the 1st June 

\ 

15 Major Hayes delayed his depaituie I despatched Munsooi Alee 
to &ooltangunge, which is only five miles fiom Mynpooiy, to ascertain the 
state of the troopeis Munsooi Alee l etui ned to me aftei an absence of thiee 
liouis oi so lie lepoi ted that the tioopeis wane quiet and contented, but he 
hi ought no letter fi om Lieutenant Barhoi . 


I aftenvaids learnt, beyond doubt, that Munsooi Alee had never 
pioceeded to Sooltangungc, and that Ins stoiy was a meie mvention. 


17 Had he gone theie and made enqunies, he w r ould liar e learnt that 
the tioopeis had foicibly compelled their Officers to accompany them , that a 
guard was placed over them , and that the party sent to Mynpoory, w r exe merely 
intended to deceive Majoi Hayes, and decoy lnm to Ivuiowlce. \ 
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18. Major Hayes and Captain Carey left me early oil the 1st June to 
join their foiee. They found the troopers drawn up on the plain at Kurowlee 
to receive them.- As they approached, some Native Officers rode out to warn 
them off. They saw their danger and turned to escape, and rode for their lives. 
The troopers spread over the plain m pursuit. Ma]or Hayes was overtaken, 
and receiving a deep sword cut across the face, which penetrated to the brain, 
fell dead from his horse Captain Carey, though closely pursued, was enabled 
to escape, and got safely back to Mynpoory. 

19. About the same time that Mai or Hayes was thus lulled, the troopers- 

murdeied also Lieutenant Barbor and Mr Fayrer. , , 

20. The bodies of the three unfortunate gentlemen (fearfully mutilated) 
were conveyed to Mynpooiy by Luchmun Singh, Talooqdar of Kuiowlee, and 
were buned by me m the Chuicli-yard at Mynpooiy 

21. I have given this statement m detail, as a demi-official report of 
the event was only made by me last year to Government. 

22 The murder had unquestionably been planned at Lucknow, and 
Kuiowlee selected as a favorable spot for the perpetration of it. After the 
murder the tioopeis made off towards Dehli. 

4 

23. On June 1st, Major Raikes joined us with 70 troopers of. the 1st 
Regiment Gwalior Contingent Cavalry. , Captain Carey placed himself as se- 
cond m Command under Major Raikes. Some Seiks of the disbanded 19th 
N I , and of other Corps, altogether six oi eight in number, joined us, and were 
placed under the command of Major Raikes and Captain Carey. Ten or more 
sepoys Of the 9th N. I , who had behaved most faithfully to Lieutenant De- 
Kantzow, weie also allowed to lemam with us 

24. At the commencement of June, a Telegraph Office was opened at 
Mynpoory by the Lieutenant Governor’s older, it was found to be the greatest 
convenience and comfoit to us Mr. Boodne was sent as signaller, and Mr. 
Collins as artificer. 

25. About this time I was joined by Mr. George Lawrence, formerly 
Cleik in the Judge’s Office at Futtehpoor, who was desirous of taking employ- 
ment with me. lie was a willing and excellent man. 

26. I was enabled also to rescue. Sergeant Swan, of the Canal Depart- 

ment, at this time, from concealment m the Disti ict, who reached the Kutcherry 
safely, and joined heartily m all the work of the other Seigeants Sergeant 
Swan spoke highly of the conduct of the Zemindar m whose house he had 
been secreted ’ , ’ ' - 

27. After the mutiny of tlie sepoys, I received the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor’s orders to raise a strong body of Mounted Police. I collected more than 
100 men together, most of them of the Irregular Cavalry, well mounted and 
aimed. Three Native Officers were appointed to the foice, — Dumber Singh, and 
Chutter Smgh, Resaldars, on leave fiom some Irregular Corps m the Punjab, 
Pylad Smgh, a Duffadar of the 8th Irregular Cavalry. 

28. Lieutenant DeKantzow was gazetted as Commandant of the force. 
They piomised well at first, patrolled the station with great regularity, and 
leadily attacked, by my directions, some insurgent villages.

29 In the eaily put of June, a large body of this force, with some of 
the tioopers of the Gwalior Contingent, were sent to reconnoitre at Bhowgaon, 
Under the command of Lieutenant DeKantzow They fell in with a party of 
the 7th Regular Cavalry, and a severe engagement oceuried. The rebels were f 
the stronger party, and had the advantage of being better mounted and armed. 
Lieutenant DeKantzow received a seveie swoid cut on the head, and several 
of the Gwalior tioopers, and of the Police levy, weie killed. The rebels then 
attacked the Thannah The Thannalidar inn off, but the rebels were bravely 
met by Balkishun, a Jemadar of the Thannah, who fell at his post with some' 
buikundazes who stood by him 
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, , , 30 . ■ Shoftlv -after- this a duel -attack tfns made on -Sergttigt Wells, aft the 
Toll bar at Nubbeegurtge Sergeant Wells bravely remained, at Ins post, windy 
at-this period was one of c\treme danger, and refused to leave without orders,? 
He was attacked by a large body: of Infantry soldiers, ifrjio -were passing up, 
the road and received a* mortal wound. TIis wife had -lnd herself , v dip 
lier childien in a garden. An Assistant Toll-keeper (a Hindoo, -whose 
name I unfortunately foiget) saved the children, and would have Baved Mrs 
Wells, but that she was pointed put by a villanous Abk.ir to the rebels, vjio? 
shot her down , but she has fort unately I believe recovered fi om her wound I 
managed to get’ the whole paity into Mynpoor), but Seigdant Wells shortly^ 
afterwards died of Ins wounds. 1 ' ' ’* * 

' ‘ 31 In the caily part of June our position became extremely pretatoou*, 

as all the surrounding Histi icts bioke out into opep rebellion, and Mynpooiy^ 
remained the only small spot in which authority was upheld.

32. We were liomly kept in anxiety. The worst information reached, 
ns from Cawnpoor, Fultehgurh, Lucknow, and Jhansie The ’Trunk Hoad 
swarmed with mutmeeis pi oceechng to Debh, whose spies intrigued abhut us, 
and whose picquets reconnoitred om position at Kuteiierrv. The Tlmnnahs,' 
T’eliseelees, Schools, Bungalows and Chow kies along the Etah biancli -of the. 
Grand Tiunk Road were burnt, and all Moostufahad was in lebelhon, influenced 
by the state of the adjoining district oi Etah E\cry night villages were to he, 
Seen burning m all directions mound us, and every hour brought notice of 
some heavy affray having occurred, oi the commission of some fearful minder v 

' 33 We had to contend with the treachery of Rajah Tej Singh, on his 

return to Mynpooiy. We knew- that they held nightly meetings m the Fort 
at Mynpoory, and plotted against us, and that their emissaries were sent 1 m 
pll directions to draw' some mutineer force to Mynpoorj 

31. We momentarily expected an outbreak in the Jail, and I had con? 
fetantly to hear that the Police had been overthrow n, or had grossly miscon-' 
ducted themselves m diffexent parts of the District.

35. -These troubles hourly increased throughout the month of Tune? 
During this trying time, however, nothing could exceed the cheerful energy 
with which each gentleman at Mynpoory, and the European Sergeants nsadt 
Clerks, labored to uphold our position. 

-36.- Major Raikes and Captain Carey were nm emitting in their atten- 
tion to their men, and never left them. Dr. "Watson had numerous sick and 
wounded to attend to, to whom and to ourselves he showed the utmost consi- 
deration and kindness Lieutenart DeKantzov did lushest to oi gamze the 
levies under Ins charge, and undertook any other woik entrusted to him - Mr 
J. W. Power had the' charge of the Jail and of the Tieasuiy, and all the mis -' 1 
cellaneous \vork belonging to the Ofhce ‘

1 37. In addition to this work, all these gentlemen patrolled the Station 1 

and Town in all directions at night, at uncertain hours- 
Jhnpoorv "from The y Avei e always accompanied by the Sergeants or Clerks 
ucss on the 23rd Juno of the Office, whose aid in all matteis was of the verv. 

greatest advantage to us The watchfulness thus e\ me- 
ed, and the constant preparation to resist attack, enabled us 'in fact to keep 
our position.

38 We were also materially assisted by several faithful Zemindars, and 
by those Native Officials who remained at their posts, and whose services I 
shall particularize hereafter

i 39. I was occupied at this time by carrying on extensive correspon- 
dence with various Officers, whose letters were most interesting Mr Colvm 
wrote daily, and his letters ,were of the gieatest value to me , but all this cor- 
respondence has, I regret to say, been lost, with the exception of three letters I 
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lmVe savfed from Captain Vibart. I enclose Copies of these letters, fiflnch’may 
be thought of value, as being perhaps the last written by that brave and 'big hi 
spirited Officer 


40. I -also enclose the books kept up at Mynpoory which contained tli-e' 
telcgiapluc messages sent to us from Agra, many of which, as cohtaimng par- 
ticular oiders and appointments, may be still useful 


41 Towards the end of June, it became manifest that our authoritv 
was chav mg rapidly to an end The Mounted' ’Police were insolent and dis- 
obedient. The telegraph was nightly cut , The, whole I)istnct~was influenced 
bv the lebellion then raging on all sides, and all was, faithlessness and detec- 
tion around us. 


■ 42. On June the 28th, people flocked m from Kurhul,- and informed us 

that the Jhansie .force had reached that place, and, on, the 29th June, the 
advanced guard of this force had reached Mynpoory itself. 

43. The force consisted of i the 14th Irregular Cavalry, -of’ the 12th

47 j On the morning of the 3id, the Gwalior troopers; though they had 
behaved so faithfully throughout the penod of their service at Mynpooiy, 
left Major Raikes at Ferozabad, and pioceeded direct to Gwalior. They muti- 
nied quietly, and did not attempt any harm to their Officeis.

. 48 If it had not been for Major Raikes’ excellent management of these 

•men, the knowledge he show ed of them, his consideration for their wants, and. 
the confidence he placed in . them by which be won their regard and fidelity 
at Mynpoory, there is no doubt we should have lost their support. 

49. Captain Carey evinced the same interest as Major Raikes in the, 

welfare of the Gw r ahor tioopers, and ably supported Majoi Raikes in the 
management of the men. * J

50. 1 beg to be permitted to record the services of these two Officers at 
Mynpoory, which have not before been bi ought to the notice of Government. 

i 51. I have m my previous report I hope given due credit to Dr Wat- 
•son, Lieutenant DeKantzow, and Mi J. W Power, foi their conduct at the 
.beginning of the mutiny, and I trust that their conduct, up to the penod of 
their remaining at Mynpoory, maj be duly noticed and approved of. 
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52. On the day after our departuie from Mynpoory, dune 30th, the 
Jhansie force ai rived 

53 They plundered and burnt every bungalow, and attempted to ran- 
sack the Town, but they appear to have been beaten out by some of the better 
disposed among the inhabitants, and many of them were killed 

54. Mr Biehards, Mr. Lawrence, and Mi. Donovan, unfortunately 
remained behind us, being anxious to save then propeity. They were dis-, 
coveied by the mutineers, and baibarously killed 

55. Mr Biehards bad been for nearly fifty yeais a most meritorious sei- 
vant of Government, and if he has left any heirs, they deserve every patron- 
age and support. 

58. Mr. Lawrence’s case I have previously reported to you, and again 

urgently beg that his widow and clnldien’s condition may be brought to the 
notice of Government. • 1 

57. The case of Mi. Donovan I beg may be enquired into by the pre- 
sent Acting Magistrate of Mynpoory, as I am unacquainted with the circum- 
stances of his family. 

53. The conduct of these three unfoitunate writeis was deserving of 

every praise. > 

59. In accordance with paragraph 7 of the Government Circular 
No. 212, 1 beg that the truly excellent conduct of Sergeants Mitchell, Scott, 
Montgomery and Swan, of the Boad and Canal Depaitments, — of Mr McGlone 
ot the Mynpoory Magistrate’s Office, and ot Mr. Boodrie and Mr Collins of 
the Telegiaph Department, may be piominently brought to the notice of 
Government. After leaving Mynpoory they all served m some capacity in 
the Fort at Agra, and Mr McGlone afterwards joined the Volunteer Ilorse, and 
was present in vauous actions at AUyguih All are men of excellent charac- 
ter, and have the highest testimonials fiom Officers with whom they pieviously 
seived. 

60. I trust that the Toll man at Nubbeegunge, and the Zemindar who 
housed Sergeant Swan, may be duly sought for and rewarded The Toll man 
will he able to mention the name of the Abkar who betrayed Mrs. Wells. 

61. Of Native Officials who rendered me aid at Mynpoory, I beg to 
notice Willayut Alee IChan, Puncipal Sudder Ameen of Mynpoory. Of his 
qualities as a Native Judge I cannot give an opinion, but I can hear ample tes- 
timony to his loyalty, and to the excellent service he rendered me. Being an 
inhabitant of Futtehgurh, he was able to engage spies well acquainted with 
the place, and to convey daily intelligence fiom me to Colonel Smith and Cap- 
tain Vibart, and the replies of these Officers to myself. I obtained piomotion to 
the highest grade m J une last for Willayut Alee Khan, but he died m August 
last without enjoying lus lionois. I would therefoie beg that some favor may 
he bestowed on Ins family, who perhaps might he permitted to receive the 
pension, which would have been awaided to the Principal Sudder Ameen 
himself. 

62. AJimud Hosein Khan, Deputy Collector, continued his duties to the 
last atMynpooiy, and I can speak ot Ins conduct with the greatest praise. I 
obtained lor him full piomotion on the 4th of June 1857. He left Mynpoory 
by my directions. His conduct at Agia,m conjunction with that of his brother, 
the Principal Suddei Ameen of Agra, lias been open to some suspicion,' hut I 
understand Mi Money, at Shahjelunpoor, has now no doubt of his> loyalty, and 
lias taken him into favor. 

63. 1 lie conduct ofPragDutt, Tehseeldai of Shekoabad, must he well 
tnoun to jou. lie held Shekoabad to the last, and his influence kept the pei- 
guunali faithtul to the Government, though the rebellion was at its height in 
all surioundmgduections. As long as it was possible, he also kept the load 
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open to Mynpoory, and preseived tlie Telegraph, and lie only retired from I 113 
post when the Rajah of Mynpoory hi ought Ins foice to Shekoabad. which the 
Tehseeldar had no means of opposing. In a telegiaphic message dated June 4th, 
the late Lieutenant Governoi sanctioned the promotion ofPiag Dutt to a Deputy 
Collector ship, which I tiust he may leceive 

64 It will be m vour recollection, that it was intended that a new Teh- 
seeldaiee should be made at Gihroi, including the Thannahof Beebamow, and 
that a IIuzzooi Tehseel should be made at Mynpoory, under the chaige of a 
Peshkai FuzlAknrud, Seushtedar of Futtehgurh, of whoml hnvesepaiatclyie- 
poited, was sent for by me, with yoursanction, to hold the foimei appointment, 
and Seetaiam, foimcily Daiogah of the Jail at Lahore, was by your sanction 
placed in the latter appointment Seetaiam not being allowed leave, lesigned 
Ins place at Lahore Up to the time I left Mjnpooiy, Seetaiam was most use- 
ful and attentive, and never left me ; and if his subsequent Conduct has been 
good, he is entitled to every favor, and to an eats of pay. Fuzl Alimud behaved 
to my entire satisfaction at Gihroi , and was of the utmost assistance to Piag 
Dutt, at Shehoabad. lie remained at his post till the last, and is entitled to 
every favbi, and aneaisof pay fiom the date of his appointment as Tehseeldar. 

65 Rabm-ood-deen, Tehseeldar of Moostufabad, behaved well, and re- 
mained at his post as long as it was possible, and afterwaids joined Piag Dutt

>- 66.- The Thannahdar of Padhums conduct deserves paitieulnr not’ce. 

His Thannah was fiercely attacked by-some Aheeis, Avliom he repulsed, but from 
whom he leceived a sevcie wound in the leg, which lus greatly disabled lum. 
1 trust he may receive promotion. 

' 67 The Kotwal of Mynpoory remained at bis post, and behaved well

6S The Thannahdar of Shehoabad was newly appointed, being recom- 
mended to me by Mi. Phillips, and I am unawaie how he behaved ; but his 
conduct can be spoken to by Prag Dutt, at Myupooiy. 

69. With the above exception all the other Thannahdars of the Myn- 
poory district behaved infamously. The Thannahdar of Kui ow lee, a i elation of 
the Treasurer's, left Ins Thannah early in the rebellion, and afteiwaids became 
Thannabdai of Gduoi, under the Rajali The Thannahdai ot Bhowgaon lnd 
lnmself, and, as I heard, sided with the rebels. He might have been most use- 
ful m lus nnpoitant post. The Thannahdar of Kurhul went off early m the 
rebellion, and was not keaid of again. 

70 The conduct of the Jail Guard is deserving of the severe condemna- 
tion of Government With the exception of a few men on guaid at the Rajah’s 
foit over the treasuie, the whole of the rest assisted in the escape of the pri- 
soliCis They had been handsomely le winded by the Lieutenant Governor’s 
ordei, foi their good conduct at the beginning oi the rebellion, and recen cd a 
laige mciease oi pay They hadthereiore no temptation to misbehave them- 
selves Among those who were faithful, I particularly remember one named 
Mumvunt or Munbliav r unt Pandy, whom I beg to bung to your notice 

71. The conduct of all the Collectory Sowars and of the Mounted Police 
levies ivas equally as had lliej' Avere the first to begin and plunder the sta- 
tion, and, Avhen I left Mynpoory, not one offered to remain faithful 

72 Of faithful Zemindars, LuchmunSmgli, Talooqdai of KuroAvlee, is a 
man a\1io deserves the highest piaise. 

73 He was exposed to the greatest danger, as the rebels passed hourly 
by his abode He kept for me the Thannah oi Kuiowlee, and assisted me m 
keeping the villages on the roadside deseited, to harass the mutmeeis on 
their journey By his help almost all the milages on the Grand Trunk Road, 
in the Mynpoory district, weie forsaken, and the mutmeeis Aveie unable to 
obtain supplies There Avas no assistance I asked from Luclimun Singh 
wlncli he did not cheeifully and readily afiord He has previously leceived 
reivards flora Government 
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74 Gol.ib Singh, of Sumaon, also at tins time held the Thannalv of Kur-‘ 
liul and did good service, and kept the whole conntiy about Ins estates quiet 
He also kept the communication to Etawali open JJe corresponded with me 
long after my departmo from Mynpooiy, and T -a as grieved to hear lie had 
subsequently joined the Rajah 

75 I can speak m the very highest terms of the Zemindars of Burrow I, 
timing the time 1 was at Mynpoory. They guarded the Telegraph, the Bun- 
«alows and the road, and there was no work icquircd of them winch they did 
not well perform Their conduct subsequent to tins period, and tbe loss they 
have met with, will he well known to you The Government have no more 
faithful adherents than these Zemindar*, and their loyalty lias been marked 
since the introduction of British rule 

70 Many otliei Zemindais behaved most faithfully, and gave- me their 
best aid, but I am obliged to omit their names which I cannot recollect in my 
absence from the District, and owing to the loss of all my Memorandums 

77 I beg that the case of B ilkishcn, the Zemindar at Bhow'gnon, may 
be inquired mto, and bis relatives provided for, and tbe relatives of the other 
Buikundaves who idl at their posts on the occasion before referred to 

78 The ease of Mrs Wells was previously referred by me last year to 
the Government at Agra, and I trust it may he ascertained whether relicflias 
been afloided to hei 

79 I would beg that inquiry may he made at if} npoory regarding the 
sepoys of the 9tli Regiment N I, who behaved so faithfully to Lieutenant 
DeKantzow They aie named, and their conduct specialty relcrred to, m a re- 
poit dated May 20th, of last year, and the highest rewards were given them 
by tlie Lieutenant Govemoi, m accoi dance with the General Order of tbe 
Governor General m Council, No 60S, of the 19th May IS 57 When I left 
Mynpoory, the Rajah requested these men to join him, lmt they came to me 
for orders, and I directed them all to go to their homes Since then the) have 
not been heard of , but it they can he found, and their conduct can he prov ed to 
be blameless, they fully deserve the rewards which were previously awarded 
to them 

SO I make no mention of the conduct of Rao Bliowany Singh and the 
Rajah of Mynpooiy, having, m accoi dance with previous directions, given an 
opinion regarding them.

, Id the absence of the Commissioner of the Division, I have the 

honor to report, for the infoi motion of His Honor the Lieutenant Governor, the 
details of the mutiny of 'the 3 Companies of the 9 th Regiment' Native Infantry 
at this station, referred to < in my demi-official, letters to the Lieutenant 
Governor, of the 23rd instant. , 

2 Late on the night of the 22nd, J Munsoor Alee, Tehsildar of Bhowgaon j 

came m,to me, and informed me that he had heard positively 'of the" mutiny of 
the head-quarters of the 9th Native Infantry ,at Allygurh, and warned me to 
beware of the conduct of the Companies at this station: , 

3 I 1 immediately pioceededto Mr Cock’s house to consult with Inm, and 
we first decided on removing the ladies of the station m a Skigram, which the 
Tehseeldar of Bhowgaon had brought with him. 

4 Arrangements being made for their departure, I may here mention 
that 14 females, consisting of ladies, sergeants and> writers’ wives, -with their 
children, (an unlimited number,) left the station, under the charge of Mr 
J. W. Power, the Assistant Magistrate, vho accompanied them a stage toward 
Agra, .from whence they weie escorted by Sheik Ameen-ood-deen, atiusty Sowar 
of my own, as far as Shekoabad, fiom which place, I have been glad to heas, 
they have arrived safe in Agra. 

5. Mr. Cocks and I then proceeded to the house of Lieutenant Grawford, 
Commanding the Station, and this Officei agreed immediately to take the 
detachment out of the station, and march them to Bhowgaon , towards 
which place they were despatched under the charge of Lieutenant DeKantzow

After leaving a small guard at the Treasury and Quai ter-guard, .which

t This was about 4 or 5 m the morning, and I had not retned to rest 
more than 10 minutes, before Lieutenant Crawford galloped bach to my house, 
and informed me, that Ins men had hi oken out into open mutiny, and after 
rc fusing to obey him, had fired at him with their mushets 


S Lieutenant Crawfoid stated, he had then found it useless to attempt 
commanding his men, and that he had thought it best to hurry back to 
Mynpooiy, to warn the station, and that he believed Lieutenant DeKantzow 
was killed 


9. I then left my house, which I had no means of defending, and 
which, I was mfoimcd, the sepoys meant io attack, and proceeded to the large

10 Mv hi other determined on accompanying me, and to §hnre my fate, 
and I shall not be accused of favontism, I hope, when I *tute that Ins coolness 
and determination weie of the greatest aid and comfoit to me throughout 
this tiymg occasion 

11 On proceeding to the bridge, I was joined by Dr Matson, and 

shortly afterwards by Rao Bhowany Singh, the first cousin of the Rajah of 
Mynpoory, with a small force of horse and foot Sergeants ‘Mitchell, Scott and 
Montgomery, of the Road and Canal departments, and Mr. McGlone, Cleik m 
Mynpoory Magistrate’s office, also joined me at the bridge. , 


12 I wans, at tins time, most doubtful of the fate of Mr DeKantzow, for 
X did not coincide m Lieutenant Ciawford’s opinion that he had been lulled, 
Lieutenant Ciawfotd not having seen him fall, and on this account I was un- 
willing to leave the position I bad taken, though strongly urged to do so 


13 \ The sepoys ieturned at this time to the station, having utterly 
thrown off all conti ol, dragging (as I afterwards learnt) Lieutenant DeKantzow

14. They passed by the dak bungalow, and fired a volley into the 
house of Seigeant Montgomery, (which was close by,) the inmates of which 
had fortunately left, and they then searched the wdiole house over with the 
view of finding money. They also fired at Di. Watson’s house, who had, as I 
have mentioned, joined me , and they then proceeded to the i ear guaid, the 
magazine of which they broke open, plundering it completely of its contents 

15. Lieutenant DeKantzow informed me that the rebels took the whole 
of the ammunition away, and being unable to cany it themselves, they procured 
two Government camels, foi that purpose, fiom the lines Each man must 
have supplied lnmself with some 300 lounds oi moie, and an immense quanti- 
ty of other Government stores was taken by them beside. 


16 Lieutenant DeKantzow informs me, that Ins life stood m the greatest 
danger, at the lear guaid, at this time The men filed at landom, and muskets 
'wfi A^d a ^ * um > but dashed aside by some bettei disposed of the mfuri- 
ae ru es, who lemembered, perhaps even in that moment of madness, the

19 A fearful scene here occurred The sepoys tued to force open the 
iron gates of the Treasury, and were opposed by the Jail guaid, and some of 
the Jail officials, — the latter rallied round .Mr. DeKantzow, and did then best to 
assist him but they, though behaving excellently, weie only a band of twenty 
or thirty, (if so many,) and pooily aimed against the lnfunated sepoys, who 
were well and completely aimed, and in full force.

5 Mr. Keene has, owing to the lieaity co-operation of the Officer Com- 
manding at Landour, Colonel L’Estrange, and the readiness of those under that 
Officer’s 5 command, to move whenever and wherever their services were requir- 
ed and with the loyal aid of the Government servants and the residents of 
the’ Dlioon, whose good conduct has been before brought to notice, had the 
satisfaction of keeping his district in good order The Revenue was punc- 
tually collected, and the prisoners m the Jail kept m perfect order 

0 Mr Keene has reported the piomptitude with which Mr J C 
Robertson, his Assistant, acted on the receipt of the news of the outbreak, 
when Mr Keene was m the interior 

7 The inhabitants of the Dlioon and the Hills behaved very well 
Great appiehensions were entertained regarding the crowd of people from the 
plains, who accompany, or are attracted to the Sanatarium by the Europeans 
resortmg to it, hut they remained quiet Occasionally individuals showed the 
evil spirit winch elsewhere broke out 

SEHARUNPOOR 


S The news of the outbreak at Meerut reached Seliarunpoor on the 
12th of May The intelligence was forwaided to Umballa 

9 On the 13tli Mr Spankie very properly ordered all the ladies and 
children of the station to be sent to the Hills. 

10 The news of the massacre at Helih soon arrived 

11 The Goojurs and Rangliurs at once commenced plundering, and 
when the disturbances began in the Moozuffernuggur district, disquiet 
spread through that of Seliarunpoor 

12 At fii st hankers were robbed, or had to pay for exemption from 
plunder , money-lenders and traders were forced to give up tlieir books of ac- 
counts, and vouchers for debts-; old feuds were renewed , the first outbreaks 
were to pay off old feuds, or to clear off accounts, or for the sake of plunder. 


13 It was not till the prospect of the immediate suppression of the 
mutiny dis.ippeaied, that open rebellion against Government was thought of

lo. Mr Spankie commenced to dispeise the disturbers of the peace on 
the 21st of May Similar expeditions weie undertaken on the 22nd and 23rd 
The insurgents did not lace these small parties 


10 On the 23rd of May, in consequence of repeated robberies on the 
Moliun road, Mi Robertson, Joint Magistiate, pioceeded toKlieree with some 
twenty Eoujdaiec sowais They caught two Chumais that morning m the act 
ot plundering the dawk, and uudei an escort supplied by the Huiowra zemin- 
dus, a bind of 20th men, captured with plundeied piopeity, weie foiwaided 
to Seliarunpoor As. the village of Gokulwalah had attacked parties passing 
near it, it was detei mined to seize the zemmdais, but Mr Robeitson not con- 
sidering himsell strong enough to attack the nil age with sowars alone, 
should resist mce be ottered, called on Deedar Smgli and tlieKlieiee zemindars 
to suppK him with men The formei at once biouglit about a bundled, the 
litter some fitly men, many ot whom were well aimed , they staited at night 
uid In daj bieak The ullage u as suirounded and the zemindais quietly 
seized All the Chow kees w ere then doubled, by enlisting a portion ol the men 
w io Ind so willingly come tonvaid, and since that date theie lias not been 
am t lsturluncc on tins road Throughout it was painful to obsei \ e the totally 
tf-«i >d s v ,ite of the load, still the lo)alt\ of the majonty ol the villagers 

} er - eiKouragmg Mr ItobeiUon imported that he reccucd much assist- 
mue li mi Mi Hide, of the Judge’s olhcc 
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17 About, this time disquiet extended to tlie town of Seliai unpoor The 
head Police officer was exciting disaffection, "while pietending to be actively 
lo\ ,il The shop keepers got alarmed, and a distrn bailee seemed probable 
Aid from Umballa was solicited A party of the 4th Cavalry undei Captain 
W) Id, and of the 5th N I under Captain Garstin, accompanied by Mr 
Plowdcn, 0. S , crossed from the Umballa district, and confidence was for a 
time restored. 

18 On the 26th of May Mi Robertson returned to the station, and 
started tlie same night, accompanied by Major Williams, 29th Native Infantry, 
Captain Wyld, a troop of the 4th Lancers, and 30 men of the 29th Native 
Infantry, to Deobund, on appioaclung which place tlioy were met by all the les- 
pectablc inhabitants, -who accompanied thorn into the city, -where the whole 
population greeted them w ith the most hearty demonstiations of loyalty 
This town, as all others of any importance in the district, mv ariably was 
found to be decidedly loyal to G overnment On the 27th of May, aftei care- 
fully examining sev eral cases, it was determined to punish the v illages of Ba- 
boopoor, Futtclipoor, and Sunplah Buk.il These villages had united m an 
attack on a ltessaldar, and 30 armed men, travelling with then families on the 
Bynour road The aged Ressaldar, with se\ oral of Ins men, were seveiely 
w ounded , their property plundered, themselves and wives deprived of their 
clothes, and the whole party dm en hack to Deobund During the da} notices 
were issued to the zeimndais to appear and answer the cliaigc, but ascertain- 
ing that they had no intention of doing so, and had despatched horsemen to 
alt the neighbouring Goojur villages to collect rc-mfoi cements, it w f as detei- 
mincd to attack them at once, — tlie force being \eiy small, as a guard for the 
Camp was neccssiry On appioaclung Baboopoor the} found some 400 men 
drawn up, and being m plantations, mere Cavalry were useless, it was for 
some time doubtful whether the sepoys would be up to the mark This delay 
emboldened the villagers, who came forward into the open ground Majoi 
Williams then advanced with the men of Ins own Regiment, and Captain 
Wyld vhoi fcly after charging with the Lancers, the whole weie put to flight 
Seven of the villagers were killed, and fifteen oi sixteen wounded * Some of 
the hitter were sent into the hospitil at Seharunpoor Only one Sowai on 
the Government side, was hit, when far to the real, the villagers, as usual, 
firm" verv high The three oflendmg villages were burnt down, and their 
cattle seized It had been Mr Robertson’s intention tu punish otliei villages 
to the westw ud, but being informed of the preparations made to leceive his 
party throughout the IChata where there were several old mud foits, it was 
determined not to proceed without a stronger foice, as the slightest leverse 
would have disorganized tlie whole district, at a very critical time It was 
trusted that the example alieady made would keep them quiet, till an attack, 
with ccrta nty of success, could be made On the 29th May this party 
matched to Naugul, to act m concert with Mr Spankic On the 30th May 
Mr Spanlue went down tow ai ds Munglour, accompanied by Messrs Tiench, 
Plowden and Edwards, and bj Captain Garstm, joined at midnight by Mr 
Robot tson and Captain W} Id The intention was to attack the village of 
Manuckpoor, m tlie hope oi apprehending the bead man, Oomiao Singh, for 
whose apprehension i laige reward had been offered Tins man bad been 
very forwaul, railing luniself Rajah, and levying money from the suuounding 
villages His intelligence was too good, and they found the village all but 
deserted. It was burnt and the party captured a few pusoneis 

19 Aftei Mr Spunkie’s return to Seliarunpooi, while encamped at 
Kheree, the 29tli Native Infantry became extiemcl} excited legardmg a missing 
man, who, as f ir as could aftei wards be ascertained, was lolled by a Bnilnmn, 
while plundering a temple As tlie 5th Native Infantry weie also vciy ex- 
cited, notwithstanding the long night maicli and woik of the morning, it was 
determined to more again m the evening, so as to engage the minds of the 
men This h ul the desned effect with the 29th , but a few days subsequently 
vu on the 2nd of .Tune, an outbreak occuiied m the Company of the 5th, 
under Captain Gaistm Several of the men had been unsteady, and on the 
evening of the 2nd sixteen were allowed to cut tlieir names They managed to 
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shine their muskets, and when ordered to receive their pay, rofused to take it, 
fell hack to the gate of Mr Spankic » compound, close to which the) wore- 
encamped, and commenced hung on Captain Gai-fm, and the men v. ho 
lemained w th him One of the mutineers was shot it is believed, by a 
Hmldar Messrs Brovvnlow and Home, Engmeeis, and liowdcn.ol the 4th 
Ca\ ahv, who had been out for a dm e, and on returning had mot with an 
accident, were fired upon , hut happily the shot missed. Captain IWyld, m Ins 
endeavour to reach Ins own men, was also fned at thrice 0 Mr Spankie 
went (having been at the spot when Captain W)ld was paying the men) to 
make lus Sowais ten of them, stationed in the compound, follow the muti- 
neers, but he found they had run on the first shot towards the city The,- 
evening was gathering nr fast, and the villains escaped 

20 On the 3rd of Juno the Goorlchas under Major Bagott arrived, bring- 
ing tire cholera with them However their arrival was of great importance 
All confidence m the remaining portion of the 5th, and also m the 4th Light 
Cavalry, had ceased. The news of the mutiny of the 20th (Native Infantry at 
Moradabad had also been received on the same evening The Magistrate took 
a poition of the Cfoorklias, and some of the 4th Light Cavalry, to attack and 
■dispei so a bod) of Goopirs, which was assembled near the Treasury, with in- 
tent to plundei it The rebels, on seeing the force, retreated They had 
withstood the Kotw.il and Police during the day The Cavalr) pursued them 
foi some distance On this occasion there were, on the Government side, a 
few men of the 15th and other Irregulars on leave belonging to the district 
A few men were cut up, and some prisoners made Two villages were burnt 
In this affau Lieutenant Brown low, and most of the residents of the station, 
and the District Officers, joined, all could not go, though they were willing 
to be useful 

21. On the 3th June Mr. Robertson proceeded to Rofu4.ee, after visit- 
ing some refiactovy villages, seizing some offenders, rnTmaking arrangements 
regm ding the collection of the levenue., lie returned to Seharunpoor on 
the Stli 


22 On the lfitli of June a party of Goorkhas was detached to meet a body 
of the Jull under mutineers, some 300 strong Lieutenant Boisragon and Mr 
Edwards accompanied the party The mutineers however lost no time m tra- 
versing the district, m fact they almost ran through it, marching from the 
foot of the lulls to the south bolder m 30 hours On the 17th or 18th June 
a second party, under Major Bagott, with 30 of the Irregulars under Captain 
MacDougall, of the Stud Department, accompanied hy (Mr. Robertson, went on 
a similar expedition, but they were unable to catch the mutineers 

23 On the 20th June, about 4 p vt, Mr Robertson proceeded to (Nukoor 
which had been tbieatened by dacoits 30 Goorkhas, 40 Scikh (Puteeala) 
Sowais, Mi. Colledge, the Assistant Magistrate, Mr Willcoeks, Canal Overseer, 
and Mr Hyde, of the Judge’s office, accompanied him He arrived at (Nukoor 
with the Hoi so about llr ar , m time to see the Tehseelee and TJianah in 
flames, though not a vestige of the dacoits The Infantry came in much later, 
hut being convinced that much of the plundered property could not have been 
removed very far, Mr Robertson started in pursuit at daybreak Sending the 
Goorkhas, with Messis Colledge and "Willcoeks, due west, so that then pioba- 
ble position might be known, he himself scoured the country with troopers, 
and, when almost despairing of success, came upon a large body of men and 
women, removing the plunder into the village of Euttelipoor The plunderers 
and their property were seized, and the village burnt It was not till late 

tat their party got back to camp, and shortly after information was received 
■ iat the whole countiy lound had risen to release the prisoners, on hearing 
° 3ma 5°\ ce opposed to them A Sowar was sent into Seharunpoor for 
ran oreements, but being attacked and obliged to return, two others wreie des- 
patch! via Leisawah, and a fourth to Muleetah to call m the Irregulars there

stationed To be tlie more prepared foi a night .attack, the Cimp was lemoved 
to the top of a large hriek kiln, neatly sunounded by watei Pai ties, with drums 
beating, were assembled m the neighbouung gardens tin oughout the night 
In the morning file-firing was lieaidai no gieat distance, which, fiom its direc- 
tion and regularity, it was concluded must be the Gooiklias undei Lieutenant 
Boisiagon, who slioitlv aftei made then appeal ance in high spurts, leportmg 
that they had been attacked by some 250 Goojuis, whom they had dispeised 
The party baldly exchanged greetings, when an outpost of Iuegulars biouglit 
information of the advance of the vill.igcis, andslioitly after, on healing then 
drums, prepai ations were made to attack them Lieutenant Boisiagon’s lepoit 
to M.ijoi Bagott legaidmg the affair atNukoor, is to the following effect — ■ 

“About G a m , on the 22nd, wc reached the Camp, wbeieoui amval was 
heartily welcomed I had just iallcn out, my men warning them to be ieady 
at a moment’s notice, when we lieaul the dlmls* and shouts of a laige 
body close to oiu Camp I was sure the amval of my detachment 
was unknown to the insurgents, and therefore tell m the men by woid 
of mouth, told ofi a p.uty of 30 under the Seigeant M.ijoi to advance 
skirmishing, sentapaity oi 12 under Mi Willcocks into a heavy tope of 
trees, to protect out flank on that side, and detached the Car ally (consisting 
of about 40 Sowars) under Mi Bobeitson to the open ground on the light, 
while I brought up the rest of my men through a veiy heavy mango tope. 
"With the assistance of the cor or from the trees, and a deep ditch, the whole 
party sneaked up to the skirmishers, and m concealment Bui mg this time 
the insurgents only having seen about 30 men, advanced boldly Unfoi- 
tun.itely, however, befoic we had all got piopeily into position, the order 
was given (they say by the Seigcant Major) to commence filing, the enemy 
having been peppering at us the whole time As they were still about ISO 
yards ofi, and not wishing to wain the enemy by bugle sounds, I went out in 
lront to stop the firing on otu side While trjmg to do this, tlnee shots fell 
close to me, on seeing which the men rushed out ol the ditch and filed, and 
with a cheer went on, despising numbers oi distance, quite foi getting that, 
with 10 rounds of ammunition, and an IS miles match, they had no chance in 
running with the enemy While this was going on to my fiont, Mi 
Bobcrtson was attacked by a large body on the light, and had some nauovv 
escapes from their bullets, one man (an amateur city sowar) being killed 
close to him As soon as the party m front gave way, the whole 0 oi 700 took 
to their heels We pin sued lor about 5 miles, overtaking numbeis, and 
finding many concealed m trees The loss on the enemy ’s side must have 
been between 50 and 00, while we escaped without a scratch, with the evceji- 
tiou of the city man alluded to We took seveial pnsoncis, from whom we 
obtained much information, and al«o the names of tlic lumbeulais, one ot 
whom was among the killed We burnt four of the principal villages, where I 
first collected the clrarpoys, and we returned to Canrp about 10 o’clock ” 

24 On tire 23rd the party attacked and burnt the vrllage of Sundowlee 
and Bundchw air winch had been abandoned In examining tire extent of the 
damage rnflicted by the dacoits at Nukoor, rt appeared that all the Molrullahs 
had been attacked and gutted, with the exception of that inhabited by tlie 
Maliomedans, where the Thanabdar, with his Police, and the Tehsecldar, toot 
refuge during the assault Not the slightest attempt at resistance seems to 
have been made by the Police All the Government records, with the Malia- 
juns’ accounts, bonds, &c were torn up and scatteied over the neighbour- 
ing gaidens, some tliree or four city people weic killed, and seveial wound- 
ed, but tlie assailants seem to have suffered the most severely 

2 5 Although Geetampoor and several villages m the vicinity of Muleetah 
were principals m these disturbances, there was not time to punish them, as 
it was necessary to push on before the lams commenced, and to attack the 
Bangliuis, reported to be assembled m the klradir of the Jumna, which would 
become inaccessible tlie moment the lam fell, so tlie party marched at once 


* The Indinn drums 
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for Gungoh, intending, if possible, to surpuse « Futtuah,” the proclaimed King 
of the Goojurs, at Boodah Klieree 

The following is from Lieutenant Boisragon’s report ' 

« 1'Jie next morning (June 24th) we started at 2 a m and marched along 
quietly until neai "Nyagaon” one of the villages that we burnt down the 
hist day, and where, we were informed, a large body weie waiting m ambush, 
lor us All night we moved along cautiously, a recommitting paity going on 
under Mr Robertson, while I brought my men light undei the walls on 
all thiee sides After some little delay, owing to the intense daikness, 
rendering every tiling invisible, we got through the village, empty as usual,- 
hut showing symptoms of veiy late occupation, w fact Mr Robeitson had a 
shot at some lellows bolting With daylight came rain, hut the men weie all 
anxious to push on to meet “ Futtuah,” for whose apprehension, with Mr 
Robertson’s sanction, I offered Rs 200 Duimg our anangements of obser- 
vation. at Nyagaon Mr Robeitson had gone on a mile or so m advance, with 1 
thuty of my men and some sowais, and w r e did not over take them until we got 
to Mohunpoor, ivlieie their further pi ogress was disputed m the shape of a> 
few bullets filed at Mi Robertson, who seeing a huge collection of men, de- 
manded of the lumberdars to account foi the gathering. They liowexei sent 
woid back, that if the Sahib wanted them, he might go into the village and 
fetch them himself On my arrival we made anangements to attack the vil- 
lage, out of which we drove them m a very few minutes , pui sued them a 
shoit distance, and killed six, one of whom was recognized as an escaped pri- 
soner from the Meeiut Jail, and who had only two days previously muideied 
a bunyah at Gungoh We took seveial pnsoners, who coiroborated the state- 
ments of those taken at Nukooi, that Boodah Klieree was the leading village 
m the rebellion We now went straight to Boodah Klieree, wheie we were m- 
foimed there neie two small guns mounted on the towers of an old Maluatta 
fort m the village This was my fiist point of attack,* and the parties were 
told off foi eitliei of these toweis But the place had been abandoned, so with 
the elephants I demolished the “ would-be-Kmg 5 s” palace, and then burnt the 
village We then marched into Gungoh, anothei seven miles, which we leached 
about 2 pm, having maiched fully 21 miles ” 

2G In consequence of the constant heavy work lately, it was detei min- 
ed to give the men a day’s lestat Gungoh, — m the mean time, by liigli offers 
of lewaul, v hat afteiwaids turned out to he very conect mfoimation was 
obtained legaulmg the position and numbers of the Kondah Ranghius Ear-’ 
ly on the 2(>th June the paity started to attack them, and the followmgis 
fiom Lieutenant Boisi agon’s account — 

“On the rooming of the 26th we staited at a m As it was' 
a good road, I took the Gooiklias down on the hackenes, which I intended 
to make use of as bamcades, should necessity compel me Piumg the 25fch 
ve had most unpleasant leports legal duig the Inegulais I will however give 
the Inegulais the credit to say, they had hitherto done tlieir woik thoioughly, 
though the) iveie veiy tioublesome m Camp about supplies Howevei I kept 
them between the Silchs (than whose conduct throughout nothing could have’ 
been inoie satisfactory and the Gooikhas "When nearing the place, where 
we expected to find the msmgents, I dismounted my sepoys fiom the hac- 
keiies and detached leconnoitnng paibies under Messrs Robeitson, Colledge, 
and M lllcocks Mi Robertson’s party had not left me five minutes, ivhen we 
lieaid some six or eight shots, and Mr Robertson galloped in. to say that a 
large pai fey weie m front, and that lie had been fried at by a numbei of men 
amongst the trees "We all got together, and advanced as quickly as we could J 
About 150 )ards on, ne came in sight of the villages Omeipoor (to out left), 
Sha lpoor (on raised giound m the centie), andManpoor (on oui right) AIL 
round and close to Omerpoor was an extensive tope of mango trees, with un- 
erw ood and plant nn groves From Omerpooito Manpooi must be about half 
a muc, and the \\ hole of this extent was coxered with human beings , m some 
p aces 1 and ~0 deep We £aw a goodly paity of lioisemen, and the wliole 
lorcc could not have numbered under 3,000 men The extent of giound 
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coveied l>v the msui gents pi evented my attaching tliem m line, so I divided 
the whole foice into two divisions, flanking each with Cavaliy, and a paity of 
Caialiy m the centre Mi Hyde took the Cavaliy on the left flank, and I 
detached the Seigeant Majoi and Mi Will cocks to assist Mi Robeitson 
with the left division Ml. Colledge accompanied me with the right The 
two divisions attacked them on eithei flank, beating them up towaids Shah- 
poor This was very soon done, and they all amassed between Shalipooi and 
Omcipooi, wlieie they kept flung at us until the paity undei Mi Robeitson 
gave them a volley, followed by seveial successful shots from our side As 
soon as we saw the enemy waveung, (we had all met by this time,) we ga\e 
a clieei, and cliaiged, \\ lien they scatteied We found a good many had been 
lulled by the volley, and as we wanted to give them a good lesson, I allowed 
my men to follow as they liked Mi Robeitson had galloped off with the 
Cavaliy in puisuit, and gave a first-rate account ot them We chased them for 
some two miles, when coming on an extensive thick jungle, I sounded the “ As- 
sembly,” and fiom the accounts of the Ofiiceis with the various parties we 
calculated then lulled to be upwards of 150 The main body of the lunaways 
haiing turned towaids “ Ixondah Kulan,” we marched on to it, coming 
acioss numbeis of dead bodies and men concealed in wells and tiees On 
auiving before Koudah we saw a large body behind trees and walls, who im- 
mediately began flung on us. Mr. Robertson on one side, and Mi Colledge 
on the other, went oft with the Cavahy to prevent their escape from the rear 
of the village, but this a laige party effected, though numbers were duven 
back into the village and plantain guldens It was here that a Sikh tiooper 
was wounded by a bullet in the aim, and anothei’s horse lulled Several men 
weie concealed m their houses, and attacked our Goorklias as they went 
through, but they paid dearly for their rashness, as our men spared none of 
them, and upwaids ol 70 were killed near and about the village We then 
burnt the village ”

2S Mr Robertson had been for two days pressed to return to Sebaiun- 
pooi, and the foice accouhngly staited the following morning via Ramp o or, 
which had been tlneatened, ai living at Seharunpoor on the 2Sth June Mr 
Robertson lemaiks, that from the almost urm eisal opinion expressed by all 
classes ol natiies, with -whom he had an opportunity of conveismg, it would 
seem that the extensive rising m this pait of the distuct was attnbuted 
entiiely to the influential Maliomedans ot Muleetah and Nukoor They had 
excited the Goojuis generally by hopes of plundei, destruction of bunyahs y 
accounts, bonds, &c , and the moie influential amongst them, such as “Eul- 
tuali” with the chance ot legammg the consequence tiadilion had assigned 
them m this pait of the country, once the principality of their ancestors 
With the Rangliurs, as being fanatic co-ieligiomsts, there was httle difficulty 
in procuung then assistance The fact, that neitliei at Muleetah oi Nukooi 
were the mohullalis of the Maliomedans attacked, and that they did not unite 
•with the towns-people m measuies of resistance, tends much to confiun this 
general impression of the well-affected The Rangliurs m this pait of the 
district seem decidedly hostile to anything short ol Mahomedan supiemacy, 
unlike impiovident Goojurs, then villages aie geneially populous and wealthy 
so that plunder could hardly be then inducement rto disaffection It was 
impossible not to admne their bigotted danng, never deigning to ask for 
quaitei, but turning at once upon their pursueis, though perhaps only wietch- 
edly aimed with a gundasah,* 1 oi some such weapon The extiacts horn 
Lieutenant Boisragon’s report will shew the active and intelligent assistance 
mvaiiably given by that Officei to the Civil Authorities, as also the hearty 
co-opeiation of all the Europeans present Mi Robertson says, it was a plea- 
suie to accompany tioops that were invariably game, day after day, to under- 
take the very heavy work imposed upon them at this tiymg season of the year.

Captain McDougall had lemamed to hung up the Putteealali lioisc, 40 ol 
whom relieved the 4th Light Cavahy detachment left at Sell ai unpoor, 
when Captain Wyld returned with Mi Plowden to Jugadiee, but as these men 
had only matchlocks, and it was laming liaid, they did not like turning out 
It was necessary to place a guaid ovei the Tieasuiy and buildings, and on so 
dark a night, and m the pouring rain, it was not considered advisable to 
detach any men m puisuit The Police Sowais, liowevei, weie oideied to 
follow up the mutineeis and catch them The Jemadai bi ought in a musket 
the next morning, winch had been diopped on the load to Delili nd Bampooi, 
79 men got off

ivitliMi Bobeitson, undei the command ol Captain Maclagan On tlie 1 1th 
they anivedat JoAvalapooi It wasiammgthe whole day, loth They march- 
ed, intending to attack “ Futtuali,” hut Aveie unable to cross the Baugungah 
about five miles Irom their destination, they tlieiefoie encamped near its banks, 
at a place called Ranee Map ah, winch had been plundered and abandoned 
During the maich tlnougli tins lonely countiy, it Avas distressing to obsene 
tlie desolation caused by these rascals For miles tlie A’lllages A\eie burnt 
down, and not a living soul remained in the neighboiuhood On the 1 6th the 
river Avas still lnghei The boats did not arnve till late in the day, hut even 
had they made then appearance eailiei, the paity could not have ciossed, on 
account of tlie large amount of timber m this lapid stieam-

33 The great enemy during this trip was the constant ram, for had 
the party been able to cross the Bangunga on the first day, the prisoners 
asserted that the Bunjaralis would have fought, but having time to remove 
a considerable portion of their plundered property to the island, it was not 
thought worth the risk It v as not proper to risk the lives of the Europeans 
and natives, by continuing long enough encamped in this low swampy land, 
to procure boats from the Canal All those on the banks of the Ganges had 
been sunk Though the results were not so satisfactory as they might have 
been, had the weather been more iavorable, still the Bunjaralis seem to have 
felt the loss of their cattle, as the following day eleven gave themselves up, 
offering to betray all the ringleaders, if a sufficient force would accompany 
them The news from Deobund, however, rendered necessary a move m that 
direction The prisoners taken m the Khadir were tried at Roorkee, when 
eleven were hung, the remainder being released, after receiving corporal pun* 
ishment

tune been attached Deobund had scattered, and returned to their respective 

villages On the 22nd the force marched to Deobund, 
visiting certain villages m the vicinity of Poor, in the Mozuffemuggur district, 
who had joined m the attack on Deobund Here they made prisoners of the 
lumberdars, and some notorious characters Further on, at Chota Sampla, they 
surprised a party of Goojurs m the act of dividing plundered property, and in 
the ravines below, another party at the same work All this property was 
subsequently recognized m Deobund In the evening Mr. Robertson examin- 
ed the city, and found that m the mohullahs inhabited by the mahajuns, 
bunyahs, and other wealthy men, all property not removed by the plunderers 
had been broken up There was however little appearance of digging, so there 
was reason to suppose that the actual cash and valuables possessed by the 
Deobund men escaped In fact the resistance seems, to have been so determin- 
ed, that there could have been but little time at the disposal of the rebel 
villagers to dig for treasure The attack had been most systematically car- 
ried out, certain villages confining their operations to certain mohullahs The 
mohullahs inhabited by the Goojurs, Mahomedans, and Chumars, were uninjur- 
ed, though -actually on 'the outskirts of the city, from which it might be sus- 
pected that these parties had some interest in the attack, but no plundered 
property could be found m their houses

521- To these remarks of Mr Spankie the attention of Government is 
solicited Every Officer of every rank in the Seharunpoor distuct deserves 
the special thanks of Govei nment 

MOZUEEERNUGGHR 

53 The reports fiom the Mozufternuggui distnpt refer to two dif- 
ferent periods The first, that between the out bieak of the mutiny at Meei ut 
and Mr Berford’s depaituie fiom the place on leave, the second, subsequent 
to Mr. Edwards’s taking charge of the district 

54. At Mozuffernuggur the outbieak was not met as it was at Sehai un- 
poor , the Magistrate and Collector, Mi Beifoid, was not equal to the emer- 
gency. 

55 The excuse for this, — I believe solitary instance of the Civil Officers 
of an ont-station succumbing to dangei, m this case at first moie imaginary 
than real, — was the physical inability of Mr Beifoid to take the active and 
energetic measuies, which it would certainly appear v ould have saved the 
treasure and station Without a head of course the otliei Officers and the 
residents ot the place were paralyzed This preamble is required to introduce 
the following Nanative of Events 

56 The 9th and 10th May being holidays, Mr Berford went over to 
Seharunpoor, where, on the afternoon of the 11th, a lettti fiom the late Mr - 
Johnstone, Officiating Magistrate of Meeiut, leached lnni, giving intelligence 
of the mutiny at that place Mr Beiford left in a few r horns for Mozufler- 
nuggur, and on arrival there, ivas told by the Native officials the most exag- 
gerated, indeed wholly false reports of the arrival of mutineer Regiments, and 
of the immediate presence, on the outskn ts of the city, of large bands of 
dacoits Mr Berfoid at once ordered that all Public offices should be closed 
for three days They were never again opened Rumour s of the rapid ap- 
proach of mutineer Regiments gathered ground, and in the absence of all 
letters, official or pri\ ate, from Meerut, appear to have been pretty generally 
believed 

57 It appears that on the evening of the 12th Mr. Berford received in- 
formation, which he considered accurate, that the convicts m the Jail' would 
rise that night, and that the town would he plundered Everything was how- 
ever, at the time, perfectly quiet He repaired to the bungalow of Mr J 
Dalby, Head Clerk, and from there went out to the jungle, towards the village 
of Surwut, where lie remained till morning 

5S Nothing occurred that night 

59 On the 13th Mr. Grant, Joint Magistrate and Deputy Collector, 

who had been m camp at Shamlee, ai rived, having been called an by Mr Ber- 
ford. ' 

60 Mr Grant states, that that day Sergeants O’Earrell and Taylor were 
sent for, and plans for the future discussed, the result of which was that the 
party, accompanied by Mis O’Eariell and her sister Mrs Hussy, and the Office 
Clerks and their families, went to the Tebseel The movement was hurriedly 
carried out, m consequence of the gentlemen learning from Mr Butterfield, 
Jail Darogah, that the Jail guaid were in collusion -with the pusoners, and 
both intended to attack the bungalow s This turned out to he utterly v ltliout 
foundation 

61 That night Mr Grant and Sergeant Stewart’s bungalows were burnt 
by the villagers, and Mr. Berford’s attacked , but the assailants were kept off 
by the guard 

62 Property to a trifling amount was plundered m the city during the 
night There was also a slight disturbance m the' J ail among the prisoners, 
but successfully repressed by the guard Mr Berford, for their conduct that 
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nio-M crave them a present of a month’s pay The party next morning, May 
14th, ’returned to Mi Best fold’s bungalow. 


G3 The Teliseeldar asserts that the disturbance m the city might have 
been prevented, hut he, and all the iest of the Government servants were 
stuctly prohibited by Mi Beiford from leaving the lehscel, where all the 
gates and doois weio secuicd* 

04 Between 10 and 11 a m of the 1 1th, the party, for what reason is 
not kuovvn, suddenly letumcd to the Teliseel 


65 The Teliseeldai , Imd.id Ilossem, also states that Ins intention was if 
possible to get the tieasurc into the Teliseel, and that both Mi Berford and 
be spoke to°tlie II ivildai on the subject, who agieed to bring it at 2 v M 
that day (May 14th) Tins, when the time came, the sepovs relused to do 
They hi oke into the treasiue chests, and subti acted as much as they could 
remove, having hist placed sentues all lound the premises, to prevent any 
pci son ai riving oi liiterfenng with them when thus employed The Suh'eh- 
dar who commanded the paity, which was composed ol 28 sepov vi of the 20th 
Native Infantrv, sent an abusive message to the Teliseeldar, saying that ' he 
had believed lnm a Mahomcdan, hut that he had proved himsell a Kaffir , had 
eaten pig, &c , and that lie and his men intended pa} mg him a visit, and 
squaring accounts with lnm 

66 The plunder of the Treasury, and the report sedulously spread, 
that a huge part} ol the 20tli fiom Meeiut had joined their comrades, and that 
a body oi dacoits was rapidly advancing on the town, caused considei able 
constei nation to those collected in the Teliseel, and to the Gov eminent Officials 
generally They were persuaded^ that the Teliseel was -no longer safe, and 
Messrs Berfoid and Giant proposed proceeding to Tow lee, the residence of the 
Teliseeldai ’s cousin, Syud Kasim Alec and Mi and Mrs 0 Farrell for ltoorkee 
But these lattei abandoned their intention on hearing that the road was 
closed about Chuppai Mr Grant had actually stalled for Jowlce, accompa- 
nied by the Teliseeldar, but Mr Beifoid not joining them, the} returned, and 
found that Officci had left the Teliseel by a hack entrance, and gone to the 
residence of some Syuds m Aboopoorah, a suburb of the city, where, Mr 
Grant states, they were treated extreme!} well They slept there that night, 
guaided by half the jail guard, 30 in number, and returned to the Teliseel 
next morning

G7 The amount of money plundered from the Tieasury was Bs S5,000 
The Treasury guard amounted, including Officers, to 35 men It is clear that 
they, wholly unpiovided with carnage, and encumbered with their arms and 
ammunition, could not have removed more than one-third of the whole, as not 
a single sepoy of then regiment had arrived, nor were there any villagers 
piesent with them They took away as much as they could carry, and the re- 
mainder w as plundered by the tow nspeople and Mr Berford’s private ser- 
vants The lattei lived in the adjoining outhouses, saw what was going on, 
and immediately on the departure of the sepoys, commenced on their own 
account The sepoys left quietly and unmolested 


68 The remainder of the Government money was just as quietly plun- 
dered The people weie allowed to pour into the Treasury and help them- 
selves Not one single official, — high or low, — raised a finger to prevent it 
Everybody seems to have been paialyzed 

69 Towards evening, on the 14th, Mr Berfoid, considering that his 
toice, which was solely composed of Ins own and the Joint Magistiate’s guird, 
numbering 12 men, armed with muskets and ba}onets, and the Tbanah and 

ehseel burkundazes, was insufficient, determined on diavvmg oft the Jail 

guard, and letting the pnsoners loose Ragnath Singh, Jemadai of the Teliseel, 
was sent to the Jail, with orders to the Native Officer commanding the guaid, 
ci at once lelease the pusoneis, and biing away all the sepoys foi the piotcc- 
unctj.tr Berfoid and the othei Europeans '11ns was at once done, and 


This was the ^ hole Military loree employed in the whole district 
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tlie men m.uohod to the Tehseel, whem 30 were letamed, and 30 sent to 
Aboopooiah to Mi Beifnid The villager^, subsequently came in and destioy- 
ed the -Tail barracks, cauymg off the doois, shutteis, and non lails, &c &c 

70 This measuie Mi Giant at the time consideied a grave mistake, 
though lie sa 3 > lie may not have sufficiently opposed it II any thing had 
been wanting to convince the people that the Government lule at Mo/uffui- 
nuggei had ceased to exist, this lelease ol the com lets supplies it The in- 
habitants saw that they could with impunity commit any excesses, that no- 
bod 3 r intei feied oi meddled with them, and that even the tew individuals who 
had been ciptured l> 3 r the Sowais in the city on the night ol the 13th had 
been set fiec with the otheis The Cml, Cntmmil and Collectoute leeords 
were burnt Tiy the people that mglit (Miy 14th) On the 15th, oi following 
day, inhumation was leceived that the people of the neighbouimg villages 
Were collecting m gieat iiumbets lonnd the city, and pioposed attacking and 
plundeung it On this the Kotwal and OulLidar of Sowais, whose conduct 
tin oughout these distuihances shows m a lavoi able light, went with a paity 
of JDistnct So wills, attacked and complete^ dispensed the dacoits, bunging 
m some 15 or 20 pusoneis, several ot whom were wounded 

71 Foi w r ant of a Jail, these dacoits weie ordeied to he flogged and 
released The pusoneis w r ere caught, with aims m their hands, in open lesist- 
ance to Government authoidy, and should one 'and all have been hung on 
the spot 

72 From this time to the mutiny of the 4th luegulars on the 2lst 
June, no attack ot dacoitv was committed or attempted m the town, though 
reports of intended attacks w ere frequent 

73 About this peuod letters containing instructions weie received 
from the Commissioner, which appear to have been wholly earned out by Mi 
Grant, indeed all the arrangements foi the district seem to have been made 
by that Officer These auangements w r ere the establishment of Chowkees on 
the mam line of communication, tlie enrolment ol sowars and buikundazes, 
and the despatch of letteis of encouiagement to the stweial extensive land- 
holder and native gentlemen tlnoughout the zillali These measuies, which 
were well and caielully cainedout by the Joint Magisti ate, would have pioved 
far moie successful than they did, had it not been foi the utter supineness of 
the Police, who tlnoughout literally did nothing They appear to have 
come to an understanding with the people, that neitliei should mterfeie with 
the othei , — that if the villagers peinnfcted the Police to remain quietly at 
their stations and diaw r tlieir pa 3 r , the villager might commit w r nat crimes 
they pleased, without auy attempt at prevention on their part The natuial 
result was, that Molent cumes of all kinds weie daily, almost hourly, commit- 
ted throughout tlie district, not secietly or by night, but openly, and at 
noonda3 r 

74 Tt is needless naming the chief crimes, it is sufficient to remark 
that here, as m other ports of the country, tlie bunyahs and mahajuns were 
in the majority of cases the victims, and fearfully have many of them been 
made to suffei for their previous rapacity and avauce. 

75 On the 18tli or 19tli, a party of the 3rd Light Cavalry, under a 
Native Officer, arrived from Meerut, and at iii st caused no slight consternation, 
ns it was not known whether tliey were fuends or enemies. On the day of 
their arrival, one of the tioopers shot a bunyali, with whom he had a quar- 
rel Mr Berford seems to have been satisfied with the man’s explanation. 

7G Nothing particulai seems to have taken place for several days, hut 
towards the end ot the mouth, it was deemed advisable, to send Mrs O’Fairell 
and her sistei Mrs Hussy into Meerut Arrangements weie made foi then 
departure, and Mi Berford determined to accompany them, w Inch he did, 
taking the whole of theCavaliy with him, and leaving Mr Giant, who refused 
to quit the district with Air Dalby, Head Cleik, his famity , and that of Mi 
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Butterfield, Jail Daiogah Mr Beifoid, aftei pioccedmpr some miles, returned 
to tlie stition, and the Cavalry were the nevt diy remforeed by a party of 
the same regiment, under Lieutenant Clarice AnangcmenL weic non made 
for patrolling the loads, and some of the mo,t refractoiy villages were visited

77 On the 29th, Lieutenant Smith armed with SO troopers of the 
4th Irregular Cavahy and relieved Lieutenant Claike 


78 Mr. Grant received orders from the Commissioner to proceed to 
Shamlce, and make arrangements lor keeping open the dftk communication 
between* Meerut and Kurnaul In accoi dance with these instructions Mr 
Giant, aftei the lapse of a few days went to Shamlce, and having cllected the 
object of his purnev, returned two davs aftei to the station, having written 
a f ull account to the Commissioner of the arrangements made by him, and the 
state of the country about Shamlee 


79 Mr Grant received m reply a communication from the late Com- 
missioner, Mr Gicatlicd, tiansfcirmg him to Boolumlshahur, because he had 
an the fust instance delated to carry out the instructions, and secondl) , because 
he had left Slumlce vv ithout Ins the Commissioner s oideis Mr Grcathed’s 
lettei has been lost, hut such, Mi Giant states, was its purport Though 
there ceitamly appeals to have been unneressaiy delaj in pioceedmg to 
Shamlee, neither Mr Berford nor Mr Grant seems to have uudei stood the 
Commissioner to intend thelattei to remain at Shamlee, after the dak arrange- 
ments had been completed

80 Mr Grant leports that he found the state of affairs at Shamlce 
most satisfactory, owing to the evettions of Ibrahcem IClian, Tehsceldar, since 
muideicd by the insmgeuts of Tlunah Bhovvun, under Inayut Alee Khan 


SI Shoitly aftei the leturn of the Joint Magistrate from Shamlee the 
villages of Puraee and Bijopooiah were visited and punished Matters were 
improving, and a little revenue was collected m the Ilu/oor and Khatovvlee 
Tehseels, when, on the 2 1st Tune, the troopers ol the 4th Irregular Cav airy 
mutinied and murdeicd their Ofhcer, Lieutenant Smith ' 


82 Seveial days previous to the mutiny of the 4th Irregulars, informa- 
tion was given at Seliarunpoie by Dooley Chund, an extensive landholder 
m that and the Mozufiurnuggur districts, that the Irregulars w ere m a disaf- 
fected state, and not to be depended upon Mr Grant was informed of tins 
Similar lumouis had reached him, hut Lieutenant Smith, to whom he had 
communicated them, was satisfied of the staunchness of Ins men. The event 
proved the rumouis only too well founded 

83 The troopers wee billetted m the Magistrate’s Kutcherry, only 
part of which had been destiov ed by fire Their horses were picketted on either 
side the road leading fiom the Kutcherry to Mr Berford’s bungalow The 
space between is rather less than 100 y aids 

84 The account of the mutiny, as given by the different indiv iduals 
who witnessed it, vanes considerably The following is a pretty correct des- 
cription of what occur led — 

85 About 3 r m, on the 21st June, a Shootur sowar" arrived from 
Shamlee He did not come in by the dnect road, hut passed round by the 
lublic Offices, and entered the lines of the 4 th, and no doubt hionght some 
letter or message to the men horn tlicir comrades stationed at Shamlee He 
leit again m a slioi t time, and soon aftei Ins departure a ti coper went into 
xh Berfoid s bungalow, appaiently to call Lieutenant Smith, as that Officer

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unusually early: 'liour Shortly after the report of a shot was heard, and 
the .natives called out that a dog had been 'shot This was however 
almost immediately negatived by one of the chuprassees rushing into the 
bungalow, saving that the Adjutant had been shot by his men The party, 
there, V 17 Messrs Bet ford, Grant, and Mr. Dalby, and Mr Butterfield, with 
their families,’ at < once left the bungalow, and went to the out-houses m the rear 
of the house, where the Jail guard were stationed The Bessaldar came to Mr " 
Grant, told him that he t had put the man, who shot, the Adjutant, into confine-, 
ment, and asked that Officer to go to the bungalow and see Lieutenant Smith, 
who had been brought m there by some dooley beaieis, and was being attended 
by the Native Doctor Mr Grant was accompanying the Bessaldar, when Mr

88 Lieutenant Smith, whose first wound was not mortal, uas put into 
a dooley, and was being taken to the Teliseel, when he v was followed by some 
sowars, dragged out and murdered The body was much disfigiued by sword- 
cuts, .and one of the bauds cut off for the sake oftlie rmg Lieutenant Smith’s 
and Butterfield’s bodies were removed that night by Mr Dabby ’s younger 
brother, and Mr Kelly, brother of Mrs Butterfield to then bungalow They 
lay there unburied for two days and two nights, and weie eventually intei led 
by these two men close to the house The bodies have since been lemoved to

89 About 8 o’clock the same evening the whole of the 4tli came over 

to the Teliseel, asked the sentry what Regiment he belonged to, called Cut to 
all true Mahomedans to come over and join them, and demanded that the 
"Kafirs” should be given up. 1 ’’ • 

90 They at first insisted that the Tehseel should he opened, m order 
that they might rob the Treasury, and murder the Ohnstians. Imdad Hossem, 
Tehseeldar behaved extiemely well, and stoutly lefused to listen to the troopers, 
though taunted, threatened, and abused by them Daood Khan, Duffadai of 
sowars, went out to the mutineers, and asked them what they wanted ’ They 
replied, the lives of the Christians He answeied, that though the Europeans 
had certainly come to the Teliseel, they were no longei there , if they were, he 
would not give them up. They then demanded the tieasure He said lie 
had nothing to do with the money, and no powei over it, and le-enteied the Teh- 
seel, when it was settled to give up the amount m the chest, "about 6,000 Rs 
On receiving it, the sowars left m a body, going round by Aboopoorah, with the 
intention apparently of disco veiing whether the Euiopeans had again sought 
refuge there, and passed on to Shamlee, where they weie joined by then com- 
rades 

91. Before their depaitme they burnt Mi Beifoid’s bungalow, and 
carried off Messrs Giant’s and Berford’s horses The staging bungalow and 
Mr O’Farrell’s bungalow were burnt tlie same night _ _ r

as closing the Public Offices, and releasing tbe pnsoneis, were far moie calcu- 
lated to luciease than to repress the disturbances,, and though it is evident

‘103 The chfof error committed by the Authorities was, m hot' ‘ going

106 On his anival, Mr Edwaids found the district much disorganize 
'ed , all work seemed to have been suspended, and some Government seif ants, 
with whom had been found huge sums of money, plundered Irom the Tiea- 
•sury, had not only remained unpunished,' hut had been peimitted to retain 
tlieir appointments The Tehseels were ceitamly m existence, but not the 
least attempt was made to collect the Government lie venue Thp Thanahs 
weie also nominally at work, hut the occupants, as m the Tehseels, did no- 
thing but clamour lor then pay, and there vvas no' money wherewith to set- 
tle their claims 

107. His hist efforts weie principally directed to, — 1st, the restoration ol 
confidence m tlie town of Mozullemuggur , 2nd, the re-establishment ol the 
•Jin 1, 3rd, keeping open the communication along the several lines of load, 
'and insisting on the Police,’ posted at the several cliowkies/ regularly pati oiling 
along their sever al beats, 4th, the security’ of the Government and Distuct 
daks,’ m their’ progress through the district, and 5th, the realization of the 
Revenue for May and June Of these the latter vvas, as might he supposed, 
by far 'the most difficult Mr Edwards insisted on the collections being at 
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oncer renewed, ' and on the Tehseeldars and Pe.hkars ceasing to slmt'them- 
selves up in then Tehsoels , 1 bub proceeding to the villages, and in person col. 
lectmo the Revenue, providing at the same time for the piompt punishment 
of those, who daied to show resistance or contumacy 


10S The people genei ally regaidcd the payment of the Government 
demand as a decided pioof of allegiance, the idea was fostered and woiked 
ont Payments commenced at once m the Mo/uffcinuggui, Khatowlce, 
and Tlianah Bliowun tehsecls, and alter a lew days in Pool , but not a lupee 
was collected mShamlee till a consideiably latei date

10 ( ) The city of - Mozufleinuggm was, when Mr Edwards arrived, in 
a o-reatly pertuibed state The shops wei e all closed, and the towns-people 
were accustomed to fly on hear ing any lepoibol an intended attack of da- 
coits These repoits, as well as otheis, stating that out foices at X)chli had 
been dnven fiom their position, the ships cariying Emopean Tioops liom 
England r wrecked, and others of a' similar nature were so hequent, and evi- 
dently spread with the view of doing mischief, and unsettling men’s minds, 
that deeming it necessary to put a stop to them at Once, the Magistrate pro- 
claimed tluough the city, by heat ol dium, his intention of hanging, then

110 Throughout the ’ Doab,, owing to the protraction of the opera- 
tions against l)ehli, disaffection was spreading widely and rapidly Tlie re- 
bels of "the BurroUth Peigunah, in the Meerut district, were getting holder, 
and ’the men of the south-west part of the Mozuffernuggur distnct began 
to join them

111 On tbe 2nd of September, 'Mr Grant, Joint Magistrate, with a 
paifcy of the 3id Cavalry Under 1 Captain Galloway, pioceeded from Shamlee, 
where -they' weie at the time stationed, to the village of Purasowlee, 111 the 
Kandlah Peigunah, with the object of apprehending Khyratee Khan, Pin- 
dar ee, a' shareholder in the village, and a man of considerable influence, from 
whose village a .numbei of men had joined the Burrouth rebels, and who was 
repoited tq have, gone to Dehli, to obtain aid 1 in tioops from the King, and to 
have returned, having faded m Ins object 


112 Mr Grant’s party met with resistance and some loss The 
Cavalry were of course useless against walls, and tbe party retired on Shamleei 
having altogether failed m then object Tins successful opposition it Govern- 
ment troops gave encouragement to all rebels in that and the neighbouring 
Peigunah', Jowla, a royal village adjoining, made common cause with Pura- 
sowlee The force of Khyratee Khan being rapidly joined by the disaffect- 
ed not only of tlie district, bub from Burrouth and Bijnour m that of Meerut, 
proceeded to Boodhanah, where they ousted the Government Police, and took 
possession of the Fort 


113 ^ Mr Edwards, anxious to move out against the insurgents at once, 
as each day’s delay served hut to strengthen their bands, and rendei them 
bolder, was unable to do' so, as more than half the Goorkhas, the only 
Infantiy he had, were on their way to Meerut with treasure Previous 'to 
then return, Mr Grant’s representations were so strong as to the almost cer- 
tainty of an immediate attack on Shamlee, that Mr Edwaids detached to that 
/place eveiy man of the ’ Punjab Cavalry then 111 Mozuffeinuggur, recalled 
vMi Palmer ' and the twenty-five tioopeis with him fiom Meeranpoie, and those 
atUached to the Teliseeldar of Poor, and as Mi Giant’s requests foi reinforce- 
ments became each time more urgent, on the arrival of the paity fiom Meerut 
with \^yo mountain tram guns, moved out direct to Shamlee

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113 Kliyratee Khan, -with Bhugtali and Lujjali of Bijroul, purposed 
attacking m foice tlie party at Shamlee They met howevei with, an unex- 
pected difficulty in the Goojurs, who assembled to oppose then, passage tlnough 
tlieir villages This, and the fact of then discoveimg that the force at Shamlee 
had been strengthened, made them retire on Jowlah 

114 There were considerable bodies of men collected m several villages 

whose intention was to concentiate their foice at a stated time at one com- 
mon rendezvous, and from there assume the offensive Their designs were 
however temporaiily abandoned, by the retirement of Kliyratee Khan and his 
allies, as already mentioned M r Edwards then determined to punish the 
Ranguih village of “ Hurliur,” lying directly on the road between that place 
and Thanah Bhowun « 

115 The people of this village had, since the commencement of the dis- 
turbances, waged uar against all comeis, and by robbing oi mui dering every 
traveller that passed along, had succeeded m completely closing the road 

116. No opposition was met with, though probably such was at first 
intended, as loaded matchlocks, with the matches lighted, were discovered 

t 

117 All arms found m the village weie secured, and the cattle driven 
away 

118 Large quantities of plundered property, consisting of sugar, gum, 
dyes, birch baik, &c , amounting to about 25 cart loads, were found These 
had formed consignments horn firms m Bhowanee, in the Rolituck distnct, to 
mercantile houses in Shamlee, and had been lobbed, when passing the village. 
As much of this property as could be removed' was taken to Shamlee, and one 
of the captured zemindars released, on secunty, for the purpose of bringing in 
the remainder, which, for want of carriage, was left behind The village was 
not burnt 

119 When the force was about to return, a man arrived from Thanah 
Bhowun, and repoited a Mahomedan rising m that town, headed by Enayut 
Alee Khan, nephew of Qazee Myhboob Alee, and brother of Abdool Kaheem 
Khan, who had been shortly befoie executed at Seharunpore by Mr Spankie 
By the most gioss nusrepiesentations, this act of justice was made" the cause 
of an extensive Mahomedan insurrection, m which all the plundering tribes 
of the neighbourhood joined The Tehseel and Thanah weie plundered and 
destroyed, the officials escaped, the principal part of them to Shamlee 

120 As the men had then been out 12 hours, and lequired rest and 
food, it was deemed advisable to return to Shamlee, instead of proceeding at 
once to Thanah Bhowun, as recommended by the Tehseeldar It was for- 
tunate this was done, for the small and fatigued force would certainly have 
failed, in getting into the town and the inevitable result would have been the 
loss of the camp at Shamlee, which had been lett with a very small and wholly 
inadequate guard. 

121 Information was received during the 12th, that the sowars, chup- 
rasees, &c , collecting the levenue m Pergunali Jlunjaneh, had been expelled 
from the villages, while some of those employed, on a like duty m Pergunah 
Kandleh had been robbed of every thing they possessed, and baiely escaped 
with their lives 

122. Disaffection geneially prevailed from the line of the Hindun going 
westward, including poitions of the Peigunalis of Boodhaneh, Shikaipoor, 
Bughrah and Chuithawul, with the entne pergunah of Thanah Bhowun, and 
the Jat villages of Shamlee, while the Kandleh Pergunah, as far as the 
Jumna Canal and part of Jhinjaneli, was also distuibed 

123 The Tehseeldais of Thanah Bhowun and Shamlee were decidedly 
of opinion that the mam dangei to be apprehended was fiomthe combination 
of the Juts Both weie satisfied that for 4 oi 5 days at least, the Qazee and 
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Ins poople would not move out of then town, but confine Ulcmschcs to lev}- 
mo> men and making preparations, and Mr. Edwards dotei mined to attack 
Jowlee and Pmasowlee, gmng the lollowing reason —“That blow, if success- 
ful would in .ill probability be the means o! bi cubing up the combination, and 
removni" our clnef difficulty, would enable 11 s to replace flic Goiemment 
Police in Boodlmneh, and Teturn to Sbamlee, to keep in check the TlianaU 
Cliowuh 111SUI gents Bj tills means also T should be enabled to re-open the 
duect communication between JCutnaul and Meotul, one ol the mam objects 
for which I liad been dnccted to proceed to Sbamlee/’ 

12-] The seveie illness of Lieutenant Cablet, Commanding the detach- 
ment, prevented any moicmenl on the 13th The loice stalled at 2 A m. on 
the 1-1 til, with the intention of proceeding direct to Boodlmneb, and taking 
possession ot the fort, said to be gauisoncd b} about 130 men, lcuwng the 
baggage tlicie, and after the men h.ul taken their tond, proeel ding against 
Jowlali and Pdi.isowlee. The oi igin.il plan was howeicr pre unted by the 
force being attacked on the line of mutch b) the men assembled at the torme 
place They were at once dmen back with great loss, and the tillage entered 
at the point of the bayonet The mam body escaped among the high crops, 
but tlie number of dead outside, and in the village, were estimated at 200 

123. This little affair took so much time, tint it was determined to go on 
at once to Boodhaneh, as tlie foicc might there meet with serious resistance 
fiom the men in the ioi'l. howevei the fort, which is of considerable sire 
trad strength, was evacuated, on then approach. Some time elapsed before ilri 
entry could be riiade, as the gates were closed, and lud to be blown m, which 
was cflected by Mr Palmer with the mountain tram guns Camp was not 
reached till 41 r m , the whole party being thoroughly exhausted hom fatigue 
and exposure to tlie sun 

12G Of course constant information of all that was passing was recoivi 
ed in' Meerut , indeed, apparently better than the Magistrates could get in. 
llieir districts Warning of the rising of Thanali Bhowun w as sent to Mr 
Spankie, who liowei er at first discredited it, and so Mr Edwards but owing 
to the state of the country, it was difficult to get any communication to lmn 
•without great delay Mr Spankie w as urged to co-operate, to the utmost of 
Ins powmr, with Mr Edwards, to crush the insurrection m Thanali Bhowun* 
and all the reinfoi cements that could be spared jrom Meerut , uz , 100 Scikh 
Infantiy and two Horse Artillery Guns were sent to the latter by the direct 
road to Sbamlee via Sudhaneli, and joined Mr Edwards at 7 pm on the 
15th, and the whole party marched to Sliamlec that night 

127 But the Tehseelec of Sliamlec had boon surrounded, and tlie Teh- 
eeeldai of that place, Ibraheem Khan, who had beliai ed excellently from the 
commencement ol tlie disturbances , the Tebseeldar of Thanali Bhowun, w bo, 
driven out by tlie insurgents, liad taken refuge m tlie Sbamlee Tebseel, and 
nearly the whole of tlie subordinate officials, with a party of tlie 1st Punjab 
Cavalry, who behaved most loyally, were overwhelmed , and after haring, un- 
der the most solemn promises of safety, given up their arms, rvere massacred 
m tlie Musjid m the TeliseeleC-hy'tlie Thanali Bhowun lebels, who, pretend- 
ing to be fighting foi tlieir religion, thus treacliei ously murdeied Maliome- 
dans infinitely better tlianMliemselr es ItupeCs S, 483-1-3 of Government 
treasure were plundered from tlie trvo Tehseelees 

128 Owing to tlie disaffection of the inhabitants of this part of tlie 
country, tlie only intelligence Mr Edwaids received of this attack, was ah 
Urzee from Molvur Singh, 7emmclar of Sbamlee, telling him that tlie Teliseel 
.w as attacked Ibis uizee was, there is every reason to holier e, wntten some

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129k The follow mg iS a list of those lulled and wounded at Sliamlee — 
Ihralicem Khan, Tehseeldar of Sliamlee, Bulditawm Singh, Tehseeldai of 
Thanah Bhowun, Bhowmny Suhoy, Thanalidai of Sliamlee, and nine men of the 
1st Punjab Oaiali}'-, besides inferior Native officials, chuprassees, buikundazes, 
&c A sepaiate application has been made m the statement of Natives who 
have distinguished themselves hy good set vices, —xegauhng Ibralieem Khan’s 
family, and those of the otliei Native officeis, who weie killed at Sliamlee 

130 Ibralieem Klian behaved most nobly Himself a Mussulman, he 
resisted the Maliomedans, and dnected the nien with him to lire on the gieen 
flag. He was nobly supported by the men of the Punjab Cavahy, who shot 
the standaid bearer dead 

131 The hens of all who perished will of course he provided for hy 
Government, hut for those of Ibralieem Khan, who shewed gieat eneigy and 
inaihed loyalty tlnoligliout, a handsome provision sholild be made by the 
grant of landed property m Bolulkund, where a near relative, Abdoollali Khan, 
who has also distinguished himself by his loyalty, can assist the family to 
manage it 

132. The Tchseel was a place of considerable strength, and pievious tb 
Mr Edwards’s departure, both Tehseeldars declared their conviction that it 
could he held against all comeis , — that tlieie was not the least danger to he ap- 
prehended, and that the garrison left m it was well able to lesist successfully 
any attack 

133 Mr Edw ards intended proceeding at once to Thanah Bhowun, and 
attacking the insurgents m tlieir stronghold , hut receiving repeated letters 
from Mr Giant, that Mozuffernuggur ivas threatened, and healing also that 
vast crowds of Maliomedans had joined the Qazee’s party, he deemed it advisa- 
ble to fallback on Mozuffernuggur, as m the e\ ent of receiving any check 
at Thanah Bhowun, the almost certain result would have been au attack by 
the rebels on the Sudder station, whereas, by advancing on Thanah Bhowun 
from Mozuffernuggur, the station w r ould be secure from any such danger 

134 Urgent orders were sent from Meeiut to Mr Edw aids hot to ab* 
tempt an attack on Thanah Bhowmn till he had been further lemioiced, and 
he llad a force sufficiently strong to ensure success , hut those oi’ders did not 
teach Intn m time, and with some reinforcements of Cavalry from Sahai unpore, 
he maiclied against the lebel town He laid the best infoimation he could 
procure belore the Military Officeis, and left it with them to decide, -whether 
they had a sufficient force to attack the place, declaring at the same time his 
bw n belief that it would he keenly defended Captain Smith determined to 
attack it On approaching the place, laige bodies of men w r ere seen diawn' 
out m the “ Brtghs” (plantation of trees,) and behind the high “standing 
crops The Artillery opened Are, and speedily dispei sed them The guns 
however could not do much, owing to the view being obstiucted hy tiees, up 
to the very w r alls Some Goorkhas and Seiklis w T ei e next sent out as skir- 
misheis, to cleai the cultivation, which they effected , hut Lieutenant John- 
stone, commanding the Seikhs, was wounded hy a musket ball m the aim; 
and obliged to go to the lear

c 135 Aftei a time, finding that the skirmishers were unable to keep 
down the fiie of the town, the rebels firmgdrom behind walls, the sknmisheis 
Weie dnected to he withdrawn The force then moved more to the left, 
where the giounU was cleai, and the Hoise Aitilleiy again opened file, 
but finding, after a few rounds, that little oi no effect was pioduced, the lebels 
keeping undei cover, the guns weie withdrawn

130 A storming paity of the Seikhs and Goorkhas, the former under 
Captain Smith, who commanded the whole force, — the lattei undei Lieutenant 
Cfiylei, ‘advanced to storm the town, which they did undei a smait fire of 
musketi y, and after cleai mg and taking possession of sexeral detached build- 
ings, winch were well defended, charged over the wall into the town,- and -got 
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possession of 3 guns, winch they held for some time, hut losing a numher of 
men and the summits failing to come to tlieir aid, they were at length obliged 
to retue leaving the captmed guns behind, as there were no means of remov- 
ing them Tim Arfalleiy fired a few shots into the town, which were not re- 
nhed to, and the foice letned towards Mozuffernuggur The line of baggage, 
when en route, was attacked by a large party of horse and foot, near the vil- 
lage IOieaorce They were at once charged m gallant style by two detach- 
ments of the 1st Punjab Cavalry one led on by S S Melville, Esq , C. S , 
and tlie other by M Lowe, Esq , C S ,— the latter was severely wounded, 
recen mg thiee swoid cuts, while his lioise was also much cut The insurgents 
fled m utter disordei, and were cut up by tlie Cavalry to the numher of 
about 100 The rest escaped through the high crops No further opposition 
was met with 


136 J- Mr Edwards observes — <f The demi-official letter, telling me on 
no account to attack Tlianah Bliowun, as it was far too strong for our small 
force, reached me just as we retued Had it arrived earlier, as it certainly 
should have done, your older w r ould have been acted up to , but your pievious 
communication bad directed me to pioceed at once to crush the lebels, if, after 

the ai rival of re-mforcemeuts, we considered ouiselves strong enough ”

137. Though the attack on Thanah Bhowun failed, and the Officers, 
Captain Smith, and Lieutenants Cayler, Johnstone, and Fraser, have conse- 
quently not obtained tlie praise which success would have secured to them, their 
gallant conduct desen es honorable mention Lieutenant Fiaser could not, of 
course, leave Ins guns and Lieutenant Johnstone was wounded m the first 
attack Captain Smith and Lieutenant Cayler forced their way into the town, 
under circumstances which should entitle them to rewaid, foi distinguished 
bravery Captain Smith was severely w ounded, and has lost tlie use of Ins 
hand Lieutenant Cayler escaped in a most wonderful way Mr Edwards says 
that Lieutenant Caj ler was under such a hot and close fire, that Ins clothes were 
even burnt m many places Storming a strong place, as it was subsequently 
ascertained Thanah Bhowun w\as, obstinately defended as it also w r as with only 
about 70 oi 80 Goorkhas, and fresh Seikli soldiers, taking two guns, and holding 
their own, undei a withering fire, though they were eventually obliged to 
retue, because the lest of the small foiee could not he peisuaded to advance, 
though Messrs Edwards, Palmer and Lowe did all that could he done to 
induce them, was a desperately gallant piece of work Lieutenant Cayler, 
moreover, distinguished lumselfby another act of heroism, winch alone, under 
more fin orable circumstances, would have won for him the Victona Cross. 
After calling m vain on his men to go and bring in. tlie body of a wounded 
Goorklia, who was lying in an open space, much exposed to the enemy’s fire. 
Lieutenant Ca} ler lumself, with one brave Seikb, afterwards killed, went 
through a heavy fire, and picked up and brought the wounded Goorklia in, 
and thus saved his life, for the man recovered 


137-1 It was most unfortunate, that when Mr Spankie did credit the 
rising m Thanah Bhowun, he was only able to send his Assistants, Messrs. 
Melville and Lowe, with about 100 of the 1st Punjab Cavalry, to help Mr. 
Edwards, and that Major „ Bagott, Commanding the Nusseeiee Battalion, 
who had, including recruits, who might have guaided the station for the time, 
above 450 Gooikhas of all ranks, though uiged by Mr Spaukie to assist, 
could not detacli a man to aid mthe suppiession of tins outbreak, and that 
aid was not called for from Landour, till, fiom the fiuliue of tlie Mo/uffer- 
xiuggnr party, danger to Saharunpore w r as apprehended, when the most uigent 
requisitions were sent Had this been done earlier, and had assistance been 
secured from Roorkee, there is little doubt that a foiee sufficient to destroy the

13S Major Bagott has given his reasons for not weakening the foice

h\ aids’ paitj, it became necessaiy to' call m the only tioops available — those 
that had been watching the Malagurh rebels, wheieby they eventually escaped 
"Tins small Column, under Major Sawyci of the 6th Diagoons, readied Mozuf- 
lei nuggm by f 01 eed maicbes, and being joined by the ti oops tbei e, went against 
(Thonali Bliownn, which was evacuated by the lebels The leadeis ot the 
msiinection escaped down the Burouth Peigunah, and by Malagurh into Bo- 
hilkund The Column mai died tlnough the western Pei gunalis of the Mo- 
Vufleinuggui and Meeiut distucts, putting down all rebels Dehh was taken, 
and all opposition to Government autbonty ceased, and undei Mi Edwards 1 
management, the district was lestoied to oidei, in which it has been main- 
tained, ujr to trie piesent time, with the evception of a few petty invasions

139 Once they came adoss the, livei Ganges, which was foidable, m 
many places, and burnt the ThanaliBokluiilieiee on the 3id ol December 1857,

140 Once they ciossed m considerable force, and burnt the Thanah at 
Meeianpore on the 5t.li ot January, when the Movable Column was about two 
‘maiches off, only a veiy small body of tioops with Mr Edwards, about a

141 On another occasion, a small party came ovei and plundered a 
meichant of the village of Feiozpoie, on the 31st Maicli, to the extent of

142 With a veiy mconsideiable numbei of tioops to guard a long line 

of liver, it was impos- 
sible to prevent these 
petty laids , and it is 
highly ci editable to 
Colonel Band Smith,

115 For wdiat happened previous to Mi Edwards’ amval, Mi Grant 
cannot be considered to be responsible lie could not, wdiile Mr. Beiford 
was m the District, without ordeis of supeiioi authority, take upon himself 
the contiol of affans, Mr. Gieathed ordered the removal of Mi Grant to 
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anothei Distncfc, and therefore was not likely toliavc sanctioned his interfering 
with Mr Beiford 

146 Mr Giant fully accomplished what he was deputed to Shamlee to 
effect the Kurnaul load was kept open, and was, with the exception of a few 
days dui in" the Thanah Bhowun msunection, an unfailing line of communi- 
cation M° Giant was, with the banciion of Government, ictained at Mo/ut- 
femuggm, and has since been woikmg well m the Distuct, m which he 
steadily lemamed tin ougliout all the dangeis with winch, beyond all doubt, 
the Officers of this out-station were eventually suuounded 

147 Mcssis Melville and Lowe behaved moat gallantly when sent 
from Saliaiunpoie to assist Mi Edwaids 

148 Mi G Palmei, Joint Magishate of Bijnour, nlio was temporarily 
posted to this Distuct, when duveu fiom Ins own, was for some time posted 
at Meeranpoor, m the south-west comci of the Distnel, wlieie he did good 
service, keeping the disaffected m check and rcali/mg levenue, and restonng 
oidei, and keeping up communication with the loyal landholder of Bijnour 
He was with the foice that fought at Joulah, and took the Booihaneli Port, as 
mentioned above, and at Thanah Bhowun. lie took the two Mountain Tiam 
guns nndei Ins own eliaige, as has been separately repoited 

149 Lieutenant Melville Claike, with the 3id Light Car ally troopers 
did good service m tins Distuct, at a tune when lew Officers trusted Hmdoos- 
tanee soldieis, he trusted Ins men and kept them at their duty 

1 50 When the Column fiom Roorkee was about to cross into Rolnlknnd, 
the Magistiates were icquued by the Military Authorities to disarm the Dis- 
tricts of Sahai unpore and Mo/uffemuggur, as a pi ecautionar} measuie to 
make the lear secuie Alaigo’ numbei ol aims weie taken In Messrs Spankie 
and Edwaids, and the Officers undei them, hut I question wliethei the Dis- 
tricts have been thoroughly disarmed 


MEERUT 

151 All the lumours by winch the minds of tile native soldieis were 
prepaied for levolt, weie mdustuously disseminated at Meerut, especially those’ 
legardmg the use of polluting giease m the piepnation of the new cai fridges, 
and the mixture of giound hones m flour, by which, it was said, Government 
desired to destroy the lehgion of the people 

152 One of the many enussaiies who weie moving about the country, 
appeared at Meeiut in. Apiil, ostensibly as a fukeer, udmg on an elephant 
with followers, and having with him hoises and native carnages The iie- 
quent visits of the men of the native Regiments to lnm attracted attention, 
and he was oideied through the police to leave the place He nppuently 
complied, hut, it is said, he staid some time m the lines of the 20fcli Native 
Infantry 

153 The Officer Commanding the 3rd Native Cavalry, commenced test- 
ing the readiness of Ins men to use the new carindges 1

loo AH Hindoos and Mahomedans hound themselves by an oath not

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158 On tlie 9th of May, at a parade of all the troops at the station, the 
sentence was announced to these mutineers, by which 80 were condemned to 
ten years’ impnsonment, and 5 to five yeais 

159 Their uniform was skipped fiom off them, fetteis weie fastened 
on their legs before the assembled troops, and they weie maiclied off to the 
new Jail, undei a guard fiom H M’s 60 th Rifles, and made ovei to the 
Magistiate, who applied foi an extia guard One was sent fiom the 20th Re- 
giment Native Infantry 

160 A native official repoi ted on the 10th, that the natives had fully 
expected a senous disturbance on this occasion, and that the Groojurs of the 
neighbouring villages, and bad charateis geneially, were ready m thousands 
to take advantage -of it, ‘Aw& plttndej the city But all went off quietly, and the 
cnsis was evidently consideied to be past. 

161. A rumoui, that the Europeans were going to take possession of 
the Magazines of the Native Regiments, evidently pievailed on the 9tli 

162 A note was received by the Cleik of the Judge’s Court, about 
61 p M , from his biotliei m Cantonments, saying he had better come home, as 
thei'e was a disturbance going on in Cantonments , the Rifles having come to 
take the native Magazines Theie was no foundation for this, all was quiet, 
but the rumoui gained strength evidently with anothei, that 2000 fetters 
were being forged foi the native soldieis 

163 Between 3 and 6 v m , on Sunday, the 10th of May, the ciy that 
“ the Europeans were coming to take the Magazine,” lang tlnough the Suddoi 
Bazat and the 20tli Native Infantiy lines , the sipaliees lushed to then aims, 
and the mutiny commenced The men of the 20th Regiment began the butch- 
ery , shooting Colonel Emms of the lltli, who had appioached to pacify them , 
Captain Macdonald ot the 20tli, who tried to control them, and Mi Tiegeai, 
Inspectoi of Schools, who had nnfoitunately gone to the lines 

164 The lest of the Officer, of both Regiments, weie shot at and driven 
off the paiade, or uiged by then men to leave, who weie excited by lll-designmg 
men, and false lumouis into a levolt, foi winch they were ready, or frightened 
’into it by puie diead The two Regiments, the 20th and 11th, fan specimens 
of the feelings of the whole Native Army, piepared foi then fuuher de- 
predation 

165 Befoie a shot had been filed, the inhabitants of the Snddei Bazar 
went ont, aimed with swoids, speais, clubs, any weapon they could lay bands 
on, collected m ciowds, m every lane and ally, and at eveiy outlet ol the 
Bazars , and the residents of the wretched hamlets winch had been allowed to 
spring np all round it, and between it and the city, were to be seen simihuly 
aimed, pouimg out to sbaie in what they evidently knew was gomg to happen 

166 Tlie Euiopean soldiers who were at tlie .time m tlie Ba/ai, were 
at once savagely attacked by ciowds, in many instances beaded by the Police 
m uniforms 

167 The Officers who first burned to repoit what was going on, to 
higher Authorities, weie with difficulty able to pass tlnough the ciowds, who 
scow led upon them, some pai fcly concealing, some shewing their weapons, .is 
if the) were eagei to use them - Many of those ulio came a little lafcei were 
mobbed and butchered 

168 In the meanwhile, a large paiby of the 3id Cavaliy, a few in uni- 
forms with their hoises fully accoutied, but most m undress and unary with 
then horses, just as they had been hastily taken from the stables, with water- 
ing budle and blanket, but all armed with sword and pistol, lushed round to 
the new Jail, into which they were allowed to enter without the slightest op- 
position from the Jail guard, or that of the 20th 
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109 They dug out of the wall the gratings of some of the windows of 
the waid, in which the 85 mutineers were confined, and took their comrades 
away, the guard of the 20th accompanying, and the aimed guaid of the Jail 
soon followed None of the otliei convicts m this Jail, in number about BOO, 
weie released by the Oar-ally troopeis, nor was any in] ui y done by them to 
the buildings The jailer's house and piopeity were left untouched, and the 
•jailei hnnscU and his wile, though Europeans, weie not molested Jt would 
appeal that the foibeaiance towards Eui opeans, m this instance, was owing 
to the jailei having behaved as kindly, as consistently with his duly he 
could, to the convicted mutmceis 

170 Small parties of Cavaliy tioopers, with cries of “Yah IJllah,” and 
“ Been Deen I” i uslied into the city, and called upon the people to ]om m a 
leligious wai against the infidels Having got together sonic ol the butchers 
and bad chaiacleis of the city-, they attacked and destioyed the Tehseelee and 
the Judge’s Office 

171 About 800 oi 400 sipnhees released the convicts from the old 

Jail, which is between the city and the natn e lines, and which contained 
about 720 pusoners altogether ' 

172 In less than an horn, from the Hist alarm, mimeions bodies of the 
mutinous soldieis bad swept into the enclosmcs of the Officeis’ quarters, and 
ciow-ds of the low demj-ens ol the Suddor Ba/ar and its en\nons, hangers-on 
ol the native soldieiy, low Mahomedan rascals and thieves, hut only- stub 
hom the city, many- of the pnsoneis leleased fiom the old Jail with men of 
the guaid , all parties always headed and uiged on by nnitmccro Tioopers 
and sipahees weie plundeilug, burning and 'dcstroi mg in every duection, 
and savagely- bunting to death every European, every Clmstian, man, woman 
oi child they could hud 

173 Ow-mg to the shagglmg aiiangemenl of the Cantonments and 
station, and the distance ol the Native Infantry- and Caraliy lines, Irom the 
otliei end, moio than an hour elapsed before what had occurred, and was go- 
ing on, was generally known. 

174 In part of the Civrl lrnes, at G£ v Jt , the quiet stillness of a Sunday 
, evening w-as unbroken, and the European community- ol thntpmt of the station 
weie on then way to Chinch, and only- learnt on the load what had hippened 
from people flying to then houses, oi Officers hiuiy-mg to then posts, along the 
mall, wlieie gioups of natne sen ants weie collected, looking at the volumes 
of smoke winch began to use ‘above the trees; m the direction of the native 
Cantonments 

175 It has been assumed, that the detached paities of the natne 
troops, posted m different parts of the station, mutinied at the same time as 
the mam body ou the parades of then Regiment. 

176 In the oast end of the station, such guaids, even later than 61 p ji , 
allowed Officers to pass unlnrit, and m some instances s fluted them Two 
guards listened qruetly to the lequest of the Judge and Magistrate, to the 
Oeneial and Bugadiei, to send guaids to the Treasmy and Jail , these imme- 
diately aftei wauls commenced filing on eveiy one that passed, and theri by- 
round-about loads, moved off to join their connades But some remained 
steady to then duty, most of those at the Treasury, the place of the gieatest 
temptation, behaved admuably, though some deseifced, the native Officeis and 
men made over the tieasuie safe to the Euiopean guaid, which was happily 

ordeied to defend rt , 

177 The Deputy Paymaster’s guaid faithfully kept their tieasuie for- 
mally days & » 


178 Both these last 
from the 20th stood firm at

179 In the midst of the tumult, one tioop of the 3id Cavaliy -was 
oideied out, made to accoutre themselves and then horses fully, paraded and 
marched oft to prevent, rf possible, the lescue of the mutineers from the new 
Jail, led by Captain Craigie, aud Lieutenant now Captain Melville Claike 
Tins troop passed nndei the walls of the town when the upioar was at its 
height, and so lound to the Jail, but found the mutineers had been taken 
away Lieutenant Claike actually lode out fiom the head of tins tioop, and 
lun Ins swoid through a tiooper of this .Regiment, who was insulting a 
European lady, and Captain Ciaigie gave the wi etch the finishing stioke It 
is piobable, that owing to the contusion and dust, the tioopeis did not know 
that the Officer weie so disposing of one of then own men, and that had they 
known it, the Officers’ lives would have been taken at once But as it was, these 
gallant Englishmen handled this Tioop, as if mutiny was a dime unknown to 
then men, and took them back in oidei to their own paiade ground, and 
latei, a party of the men of this Regiment escorted some of then Officers into 
tlie Diagoon lines, and anotliei party guaidcd Captain and Mrs Ciaigie and 
a young lady, staying with them tin ougbout the night, and took them safely 
to the European Cantonments at daylight Altogether about 80 or 90 men 
of tins Regiment lemamed throughout staunch 

180 Many an anxious eye and eai weie strained that night, watching 
foi the expected appioacli ot Butish soldieis, oi for sounds of then having got 
at the mutmeeis, and gangs ot plundeieis and murdeieis, whose destructive 
advance could he distinctly tiaced, as it piogiessed fiom house to house, by 
the ripwaid rush of flame, as loot aftei loof lell in, hut m vain. 

181 It was haidly known whether the ti amp of hoises and clang of 
steel scabbauls, once lieaid passing lapidly, not into the midst ot the tumult, 
but away from it fiom the Diagoon lines to the east end of Cantonments, and 
thence towaids the Jail, was that ol the Caiabmeeis, oi of the native Cavaliy 

1S2 At last, hut aftei some time, tlie booming of guns gave hopes 
that the punishment of the mutmeeis and suppression of the mutiny had 
commenced But the filing stopped, and all was again as quiet as, with 
flames roaung and mmdciers yelling, the night could he A happy few, 
hearing the voices of the Riflemen, came out of then hiding places and weie 
saved 

183 The salvo of Aitillery was as it weie a paiting salute shotted, it is 
tiue, hut mocuous to the mutmeeis, who diew off and commenced then 
march to Dehli, tlieie to matuie then mutiny into a geneial lehellion, and 
to seize, in that unpiotected hut nobly defended Aisenal, tlie means foi a 
piotracted opposition to Government, aod theie to exceed by the number of 
victims, and the lelentless violence of the murdeieis, the massacie at Meeiut 

181. They went not, as has been supposed, in militaiy anay, hut m 
stiagglmg disoidei, some along the mam road, but most along bye-roads, for 
fear of the puisuit they expected, some dispersed to then homes, some stopped 
in villages neai the station, some went other roads altogethei A numbei of 
tlie tioopeis weie well down tlie Hauppui load next morning 

1S5 Many of tlie Suddei Bazai aud City mffians, and tlie camp follow- 
er, went off with the mutmeeis, and the lemamdei having spiead file and des- 
truction neaily up to the Tieasuiy, stopped when they found it guaided by 
Riflemen, and letned with then plnndei 

18G The Euiopean tioops weie withdrawn, and a dose line of sentnes 
posted lound then hai racks and lines 

187 About nndmght, tlie Goojuis ciowded in thousands to attack 
those parts of the station which liad been lntheito spared They set fixe to 
the Sappei and Miner lines A fine banaclc foi Europeans, and the native lints 
were destroyed and tlie Seigeant’s bungalow The only occupants of tins 


£ It was a partj of Carabineers 
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ouaitei a Conductor and Iris family fell into tlie hands of these savages, the 
fathei and some of the childicn weie cut to pieces, the mother with the rest of 
the cliddien, each individual dieadfully wounded and lll-tieated, reached the 
Artilleiy hospital, wheie anothei of the clnldien died soon aftei admission 

188 Repeated attacks weie made on the house of the Deputy Superm- 
dent of the Granges Canal, wheie there weie some valuable Plans, Accounts, &c. , 
the seivants lepulsed the fust, and Mr Paikei himself with a double bar- 
relled gun kept off about 200 oi 300 assailants, till the nppeaiance of a picket 
of Rifles and Carabmeeis put a stop to all iuither attempts on that house. 

189 Other houses m this ncighbouihood weie saved, by the good con- 
duct of the police sowars, and the guaids and puvate seivants of the Judge 
and Magistrate 

190 The Goojuis also attempted to hum, and did plunder a part of the 
Aitilleiy lines, but were prevented from doing Iuither mischief by the picket. 

191 The new Jail was attacked about 2 am Deafly all the guaidliad 
maiclied off with then aims to Delili with the mutineers, the lest oi the pri- 
soner, about 800, weie leleased, the jailei’s house burnt , a number of giatmgs 
weie wienched out of the bairacks , a quantity of lion and wood collected for 
new Buildings was stolen or burnt, altogether about 22,000 Rs worth of da- 
mage was done But there being notlmig m the barracks to pile up, the roofs 
escaped, as did also a number of valuable roof timbers, lying about m different 
parts of the enclosuie 

192 The inveterate animosity with which the w r ork of destruction was 
earned out m other places, may be judged of by the fact, that houses built 
entirely of masonry, with nothing mflamable, except the doois and the beams 
which a consideiable height from tlie giound supported the roof formed of ce- 
ment, lestmg on kiln-burnt bucks, weie as effectually destroyed as the thatched 
bungalows Pi opeifcy, which the miscieants could not cairy off w r as tin own 
out and smashed into fiagments, evidently pounded to pieces with heavy 
clubs 

193 Tlie escapes of some of the lesidents from the midst of these 
wi etches weie tuily maivellous , and wheie fiendish baibarism was lampant, 
some individual natives behaved nobly It would take too much time and 
space to detail all, but that of the late Commissionei is a good instance, both of 
the good conduct of natives and of almost ninaeulous piesenation 

191. Situated neai the city, the native lines and the Suddei Bazar, the 
piemises weie immediately suuounded, and escape -was impossible The Sir- 
dar Buliadoor, Syud Meei Khan Salnb, apensionei leceiung Rs GOO a month, 
foi aid lendered to the Caboolprisoneis, and good conduct m Afghanistan, who 
had, on heaung the distuibance, immediately joined the Commissionei, offered 
to escoit him to the European lines , hut it w as decided, that tlieie w as no 
hope of the ladj escaping thiougli the ciowd He then went out to hold hack 
the mob, and was shot tin ough the thigh, and his hoise mortally wounded 
I ms fine Afghan was obliged to letne to the city When the mob attacked 
tlie house, the Commissionei and Ins wife, with the wnfe of one of the lesidents 
of the station, letned to the loof, w r lien asked wdieie their mastei andmistiess 
weie, tlie servants said they had gone to Chinch though cli awn swords were 
put to his thioat, the Jemadar, Goolab Khan, peisisted m this statement, and 
le otliei seivants weie faithfully silent, legai dmg then mastei ’s pi esence 
ic house was fued, tlie flames spiead, and longei continuance on the loot 
lecame impossible, suffocated with smoke, with feet scoi died by the heat of the 
loo , ie paity was about to descend wdien for a sboit time, the whole body of 
nun- ems eft to hunt for the Europeans m othei places, and dnected their 
a en ion o the stables and lioises, and to the public Office on the estate 

tlie IlmdurT < '" UaC ^ nm ® UDn the next morning*, notv. itiistandmg Ins wound, and was at tlie lnttle of 
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The savants seized the moment to put a laddei to the roof, at the hack of the 
house, got .the paity down, took them to the gaiden, and thei‘e concealed and 
guaided them all the night 

195 Two sipahees of the lltli Native Infantiy most carefully escorted 
two ladies with cluldiento the Diagoon hanacks 

19G A Maliomedan in the City slielteied two Chustian families, when 
the act was not only asmgnlai deviation from the geneial conduct of Ins sect, 
but one full of danger to himself. 

i 

197 A female seivant and washei man succeeded m saving the young 
children of a lady, whom also they were attempting to save, veiled m native 
clothes, -when a luffian diew open the veil, and saw the pale face, and cut the 
pool motliei to pieces 

19S The him bearing of the Deputy Assistant Commissary General 
who stood by his Office, till Ins house was in flames, and a young Officer lushed 
in wntli Ins lower jaw shattered by a musket hall, and it was evident the 
mutinous guaid -would abstain no longer , the gallant resistance of the Ex- 
ecutive Engineer, Grand Tiunk Eoad , the courage with which at least one 
woman attacked and wounded hei assailants, — these and many otliei instances 
of the fortitude with which our countrymen and women met the unexpected 
onslaught, deserve notice, but cannot he detailed m such a Narrative 

199 If the fact is realized that on many minds the fearful conclusion 
picssed, that if less than 2,500 Native troops daied such an outbieak in the 
face of an equal numbei of European sol diets, a feaiful trial awaited every 
Chustian m the length and breadth of Hmdoostan, some idea will he formed 
of the lion oi of that night 

200 A telegram was sent to Agia on the outbreak of the mutiny, hut 
the wire was cut before it could be finished Expresses weie sent off during the 
night to Mozuffeinuggui, with mstiuctions to foiwaid the news, and at least 
one to Delili, with oideis to the police sowais to ride then hoises to death, if 
necessaiy, hut to get ahead of the mutineers and delivei the letter, high le* 
wards being offeied if the message weiedehveied 

201 At daybieak on the morning of the 11th, a stiong force of all 
aims proceeded to leconnoitie 

202 It is a maivellous thing that, With the dieadful- proofs of the 
night’s work m eveiy duection, though gioups of savages weie actually seen 
gloating ovei the awfully mangled and mutilated lemams of the victims, that 
Column did not take immediate vengeance on the Suddei Bazai and its envi- 
10 ns, ciowded as the whole place was with wi etches, baldly concealing their 
fiendish satisfaction, and when there were piobably few houses, from which 
plundeied propeity might not have been recovered But’ the men weie res- 
trained, the bodies weie collected and placed in the Theatre, m which a dia- 
matic tragedy would- have been that night enacted, hut for the ieal and awful 
one which occuued the night befoie. 
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203 Tho corpses were found gio«.«.lj undiluted, and in a stale winch 
allowed they had been exposed to the most wanton insults 

201 Such matters could not he made the subject <>{ judicial rmjmrv 
andpioicdb) depositions on oath, without leferciue to mu ic-, and putting 
on iccouI mdmdual instances wlncli m mere) to the h dim's of rel ltius 
should be buiied m oblmon But the fact th it the most atrocious indignities 
had been mlhcted alter death is as lulls prosed as any thing in this would 
can he b) ci edible Eiuopean eje-w it nesses, whose accounts have been dinted 
and confirmed by repeated enquiries tluough different channels 

205. Geneiall) the ruffians seem to Ime been too intent xspon the 
destruction of Clmstians, too engei to 1 ill, to think ol am other at toutus 
till life was extinct, but m one ease there is no doubt <>t the niftufton and 
repetition of the deepest dishonor, and a« hnowh dgmuit w is pnbhcK made 
that tins was attempted m another case on a Christian female, though the^ 
w ere exceptional cases 

20(5 The European gunid lining been lemnxod, the line of pickets 
and sentnos being confined to the portion ol the station ou upied In European 
Troops, on the 11th the whole of the community withdrew to witinu the line, 
and all whose houses wcie destroyed, oi who lned out ol the line of m nines 
and could not get accommodation elsewhere, went into the Dumduma, / c. 
the Ai tiller) School ol Instruction 

207 In the course of the dn, the treasme was icmo.ed fiom the Col- 
lector’s Ivueherr) to the Dumduma, with the ext option of some small Mlur com 
and copper pieces, for winch com e\ ance could not he obtained, and winch 
w*erc rn the course of the night plundered 

20S The x dingers and scoundiels were ]dundcrmg in all directions 
openly all day At night one of the Ai tillery stables, close to the Dumduma, 
was burnt dow a by some incendiaries 

200 Iu the Distuci, the commission of «onieof the most heinous crimes 
began, at once In. fact, the Goopus and released com icts immediatlcy took to 
wa) -laj mg and lobbing travellers, and the roach were closed, and the jiosb 
xvere all stopped. 

210 Itamd) al, a pnsonci confined m the Cud Jail under a decree for 
anears of rent, hastened to Ins ullage, I3ho)poor, m the Mooiadnuggur 
Tehseelee, during the night ot the 10th, and tire next dap at da\ break, 
collected a paifcy and attacked a money-lcndci, who lrad a decree ag-amst him, 
and muidered him and six of Ins household. 

211 On the lltli and 12th, the Telisecl at Sudhanch was attacked 
y Rangliurs and Rajpoots , they w eic beaten ofl from the Tehseelee, but 

plundered the Bazai One Kulimdui Ivhan, a Havrldai, at once proclaimed 

himself Ruler, in a village called Knpooia, m the noithem paifc of Pei <nm ih 
Bunawuu a

212 Outlie 12tli, fugitives fioiu Delili came m, with, news oftlie 
mutiny and massacie there "With the fiist paity weie Captain and Mrs 
DeTeissiei of the Aitillei 3 r , Majoi Abbott, Captain Wallace with Ins family. 
Captain Hawkey, and Mi Elton, all of the 74th, and Mi Muipky, Collector 
of Customs 

213 Captain Osborn, of the 54th 1ST I, seveiely wounded, and who 
hid on that account solicited his companions to leave lnm behind, and make 
the best ot then way to Meerut, and thence, if possible, send assistance to 
lnm, was the only one of anotliei party, which consisted of the gallant Lieut. 
Willoughby, by whose oidei the Delili Magazine was blown up , Lieutenant 
Butlei and Ensign Angelo, of the 54 th N I , Lieutenant Hyslop, of the 74th 
N I , Mi Stewait, oftlie Delili College, and an officer m unifoim, name 
unknown, that leached Meciut All the otlieis were muideied by the 
inhabitants of Komhera, a village near the Hmdun rivei, m the Mooiadnuggur 
Tehseeldaree Yide Appendix 

214 The remaining gallant defenders of the Delili Magazine subse- 
quently reached Meerut 

215 With the exception of Lieutenant Willoughby’s party, all these 
fugitives from Delili weie more oi less kindly leceived by the vdlageis on 
the road, whose names deserve to be recorded m this Nauativc, and aie given 
below — 

21G Daisraj and Dhtnah, residents of Sankrood, assisted Colonel 
Khyvett, Lieuts Wilson, Grambier, Vibait, Salkeld, Pioctei, Mi Mai shall,

222 On the 13th, the Officers and men of the Hauppur Stud establish- 
ment came into Meeiut, hut Major Thatcher and Captain D’Oyly continued to 
exeit themselves to secure the preseivation of the Stud propeity, the former 
going out repeatedly at much nsk 

223 On the 14th, Martial Law was proclaimed by General Hewitt and 
Mi Gieathed, and the first judicial example was made One of the murderers 
of the wife of Captain Chambers of the lltli H I , caught by Lieutenant 
Mollei of that Eegiment, v> as hanged 
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224 On the loth, a Telegiam," appointing the Judge, Mi Pleetwood 
"Williams, Commissionei of Delili, and clnectmg lum to take a stiong escoitf

Commanding Officei, Majoi Erasei, m the back, and all that could lushed 
fiantically array from then encampment 1 A paity of the 'Caiabmeeis and a 
troop of the Hoise Altilleiy weie soon aftei them, but only succeeded m get- 
ting up with about 40 oi 50 of them on the sand lulls and pits juA outside 
Cantonments, although m a capital position foi Infantiy to lesist Cavaliy, they 
were cut up to a man The Companies who weie at woik when this mutiny 
took place, were disaimed and put to work on the foitification of the Dum- 
duma Colonel Hogg was wounded by a musket ball through the thigh on 
this occasion. 

227 On the 21st of May, the ladies came in. fiom Boolundshuhui The 
Sirmoor Battalion passed down the Canal, punishing some oftlieplundeieis on 
their way to Boolundsliuhur, and showing thus how much might have been 
done to maintain and lestore ordei, had the tioops been energetically

228 On the 19th, Electric Telegraph leceived, direct Mi Williams 
formerly appointed Commissioner of Delili, to pioceed to Baieilly with escort 
wheie oiders would be found waiting The Magistiate of Mooiadabad was out 
that day, half way between that town and the Canges, and was requested to make 
arrangements for the escoit, none being piocuiable at Meeiut But he that day 
received intelligence of the Mooiadabad Jail having been attacked by some sipa-

234 The men of the 11th Native Infantry, about 125, most of whom 
had lemamed staunch, and a few of whom had not gone to Delhi, but had 
returned flora, the neighbourhood of Meeiut, under the proclamation issued by 
the Militaiy authonties, weie kept m the Native Infantiy lines, which are a 
considerable distance fiom the pait of the station near the Dumduma, m 
which the Euiopeau tioops weie concentrated It is not to be wondeied at 
that the European Officeis of the [Regiment, who weie oideied to stay with their 
men, had ceased to have implicit confidence in. the sipahees after what had 
occurred, aud this led to the men being disarmed, and oideied to go to 

their homes, with sis months’ leave, — a measuie to which they respectfully

235 Some of them, m a conversation with one of the Civil Officers, 
vlnle acknowledging the justness of tlie oidei, represented that the state of 
the countiy, winch swaimed with plundeung G-oojuis, pievented the possibility 
of unaimed men reaching then homes alive, and that if they escaped the dan- 
geis that tlneafcened them, they should have nothing to live upon, as by the 
rules regaidmg leave, they could get no pay till they returned to their duty 
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The option given of serving m the police on full pay was so gratefully accept- 
ed, that a lequest foi the lestoiation of then aims, with a view to their being 
employed m the mteiioi of the distnct, was made and acceded to by the 
Geneial 

2 36 Without uniforms, without European Officers, with their muslcets 
and a few rounds of ball caitudge, they weie distubuted m parties of 29 or 
30 men undei native Officers in the different Tehseelees and Thanalis A 
poition of one paity, 11 men, were taken out by a thanahdai with some police, 
and left to beai the biunt of a fight with an overwhelming body of Goojuis, 
m which 3 out of the 11 weie killed, and the lest so haid piessed that they 
had to letieat piecipitately Tins discouiaged about 30, n ho accepted the 
offei ol leave with all its lisks as piefeiable to the chance of lepeated fights 
against such odds The rest, 99 m numbei, it may be here mentioned, con- 
tinued to do good service, collecting levenue, guaidmg it, escoitnig it into the 
station, having sometimes as many thousand rupees as tlieie weie men when 
they might have maiclied off with it all to Delih, or where thej r liked, fighting 
or tlneatened constantly, openly scouted and abused, latteily as often as 
thej r came to Meeiut with treasure, by the Seikh soldiers these men lemamed 
firm to the last, and earned the rewaidthey deserved , honors to some, piomotion 
to all, and the giatihcation of Aiming the nucleus of one of the veiy few old 
Native legnnents of the line 

237 It is needless to say they weie invaluable to the Civil power at 
•a time when staunch policemen and revenue subordinates, veiy laie aiticles, 
weie at an immense piemiuni Their presence enabled the out-stationed 
native officials to act, and checked m some degiee the gangs of plundeiers, 
who were at least detenedfiom attacking the places wheie they weie posted 

23S Pi evented hitherto by the impossibility of getting any escort, 
without which m the distuibed state of the country, he was assuied there 
was no chance of passing safely On the night of the 1st of June, Mr Williams

267 Thepnncipal villages weie successfully sun ounded, a little after 
daybieak, by different paities told off A consideiable number of the rnen were 
killed, 46 taken prisoneis, 40 ol whomweie subsequently living, a Urge quantity 
of cattle earned off, arid the villages weie burnt, women and children alone 
wfeie left unmolested tins was on the 4th of July, foi wlncli day the following

leading men , Ins General, Isliipael Khan, among the lattei These gallant 
Jats stood out foi themselves and foi Government throughout the rebellion,

270 One lesult of tlie punishment of Panchlee Ghat arid Nugla was

281 The inhabitants of Busodh had leagued with and given assistance 
to Sah Mull, and they resisted the foice Immense stores of giam collected 
for the Delili lebels were found m the village Every male that could be 
found m the village was killed, among them two Ghazees, i e Mahomedan 
lunatics fiom Delhi - Ater fighting despeiately in a mosque, the village was 
filed, and as all the Commissariat carnage piocurable would have sufficed to 
remove onty a veiy small portion ol the gram, attempts weie made to bum 
it but tins was a difficult and dangeious woik, the rams had soaked all 
the thatches by which, the giain was piotected, and in some of the stocks 
there was a quantity of gunpowdei concealed, and repeated explosions lendei- 
ed caution necessaiy 

282 After the mam body of the Rifles and Volunteers had been di awn 
out of the village a slioit distance, a numbei of lebels lose fiom some fields 
near, and came on to attack Dr Cannon, and the men left -with him, about 
ten of Craigie’s horse The Doctoi suppoi ted by only one man as he ought 
to have been, faced about and went at the lebels to check them, and the 
mam body of the foico coming up, took a sweep tlnouglidhe fields, and killed 
about IcO moie men, all that could he found, and then letuined to Deolah, 
having been mai clung and at woik ten horns. 

283 On the 18th, at dac biealc, the foice matched along the left hank of 
the eastern Jumna canal, for the town of Buiouth, a distance of about ioui- 
f^hi miles The Magistrate and Collector, Mr Dunlop, with lather ladi 

diverged fiom the line to visit villages, with the view of collecting 
revenue, hut soon found a host coming against him, and had to fight foi Ins 
life like a man, and re]om the foice The whole country was nsmsr , n itive 
drums, the signal to the villagcis to assemble, weie being beaten m all dnet- 
tions, and crowds weie seen moving up to the gathering place ahead 

284. On reaching Buiouth the advanced guaid was attacked, the mount- 
ed Volunteeis diove back the msui gents, killing upwaids of 30 of them m the 
skiiiinsh An advance was then made on the foice by a laige bodj, command- 
ed by Sah Mull himself, ulio took up a position m an extensne oichaid of 
laige trees, with a tank m fiont The Bifies advancing beautifully, drove 
them out of that, killing many, into the fields of Indian-com behind, and the 
mounted Volunteeis on each flank swept lound the oichaid, and on the enemy 
breaking into the fields, cliaiged them Those on one flank coming on a party - 
of mounted men, went at them, and aftei a liand-to-liand fight, m which many 
of the lebels weie killed, it was found that Sab Mull lnmself was one of tlie 
slam, having been killed by Mi A Tonnochy, aided b\ tw o of the liatn e 
troopeis 

285 Tlie little foice bad hardly collected together again, when a thud 
attack fiom a fiesh quaiter was made by the lebels, hut feebly sustained The 
news of the death of Sail Mull having spiead, a few rounds fiom tlie Mount tm 
Tram guns, andanothei advance of the Rifles and mounted Volunteeis, sufficed 
to- dispei se this body, and tins gallant little band lemained masteisof the field 
having beaten off at least 3,500 men with considei Jile slaughtci of the lebek *

200 The effects of tins activity and neeessaiy seventy weie speedilj

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291 On one occasion, 'between early morning and dark, lie with 'bis men 
made a maicb of 20 miles out and back, m all 52 miles, having sent on a change 
ot hoi ses, with meiel 3 r the giooms, to a notonous village, — two of the headmen 
and two inhabitants of which he had been obliged to hang foi a most atrocious 
case ol highway lobbeiy and muidei, among otliei heinous ciimes, a place 
wlieie m June it would have been rash to have sent the lioises with then

292 But m the neighbourhood of Delhi and towaids Malaguili, lebel- 
lion was spreading, being encoiuaged by constant detachments ol mutmeeis 
liom those places 

293 On the 30th of July a party of 300 Cavalry and 300 Infanti v with 2 
guns suddenly advanced fioni Grha/eeoodeennuggui, where, since General Wilson 
marched to the Delih Camp, tlieie had always been aiebel force, and seized the 
Tehseelee ol Moor adnuggui The Tehseeklai, happily foi him, was out col- 
lecting leienue, oi anticipating the attack, but 28 men of the Tehseelee wei e 
taken pasoneis to Delili There was no Government piopeity left m the Teh- 
seelee It was destioyed by the mutmeeis on the night of the 10th of May 
The piopeity of the Tehseeldar, and Ata Hossem Khan, police sowai, m whose 
house it v as concealed, was earned oil 

291 The Tehseelee and that part of the countiy lemamed m the hands 
of the rebels The Tehseeldai ee was established m Mahudoodeenpooi, a village 
on the Delili load within 8 miles of Meeiut Officials appointed by the lebel 
King, spiead ovei the Mooiadnuggui, Dasnah and Dhoulana countiy But 
still the Tehseeldai contnved to get in some levenue 

295 In the Hauppm Tehseelee, the neighbourhood of Wulleedad Khan’s 
men kept up a good deal of disaffection , hut by moving about in Ins reigunah 
with all his men, and taking cncles of villages, one altei anotliei m hand, this 
Tehseeklai also collected a good deal of revenue 

296 When at Dhutteeanah, about 5 miles south of Kethoi, on the Gurh- 
mookteesui load, thus employed, he leceived intelligence that a paity of 
Wulleedad Khan’s men were coming to attack him, and plnndei the money he 
had lealized, about Its 14,000 Immediately onieeeiptol tins intelligence, Mi 
Wilson, who was out at Puieotchutguih vuth his 8th luegulai men, ivas re- 
quested to push ovei to save the tieasuie, andatioop of Caiahineeis was sent 
oil horn Meeiut vuth the Joint Magistiate to join Mi Wilson’s paity at 
Kethoi Both parties joined and proceeded to Dhutteeanah, and found the 
tieasure all right the Malagurli men had come, hut owing appaiently to some 
misunderstanding between the Goojuis and Wulleedad Khan, the Goojuis foi 
once took the side of Government and assisted the Tehseeklai’s men to lesist 
the attack, and defended the Government money, which was biought safely m 
by ISIi Wilson the next daj r 

297. A paity of lebels from Mooradnuggui pushed up to Dhoulree, and 
attacked and took away the police jemadar, two buikundazes, and a sowar 
stationed theie 

298 On the 23id of August, troopeis and Government seivants sent to 
hung m levenue from the Buiouth villages were attacked, and some killed 
and wounded In one case the villageis had the impel tmence to send m to 
say their money was all leady, and they only wanted Government seivants to 
come and letch it The boldness of the villagers was caused by the letum of Lujja 
Earn, giandson of Sail Mull, from Dehli, who had commenced making 
mtienchments at Burouth.

301 The whole foice then advanced on Gulowtee, the Rifles cleaimg 
the lebels out of the high ciops on each side of the load m winch they had 
taken up then position, the guns and Cavalry advancing along the road 
About one mile fiom the village a body oi the enemy’s horse appeared on the 
load, a couple of lounds fiom tlieHoise Aitilleiy guns, under Lieutenant T P 
Smith, sent them flying The foice again advanced, and found Gulowtee had

many of Wulleedad’s men deseitedlum, and Mohun Lall, (of Cabool notoriety,)

303 Accoidmg to the native lepoits of the action, the rebels even 

fled fiom Boolundsbuliui, and Majoi Williams, ivlio commanded tlie Butish 
Loops, and all nndei lnm bitterly gneved that they could not go at the foit, 
which was said to be neaily empty, — Wulleedad, a fat diunkaid, being left

305 The lebels had intended evidently to hold Gulowffee Taeeshad 
been cut down to formbamcades aeioss the Gland Trunk Road, and tbeie were 
bieastworks m the Thanali- these last, and the gates w r eie destioyed 

, . ^6 Two singular guns made of the iron sciew sockets of the Elec- 

nc telegraph posts, mounted on Hide carnages, w-ere seized with a box of 
cai triages foi them, composed of Telegiaph wne, cut into pieces, put into 
lags wu th thepow r dei, poitfh.es, a barrel of powder maiked' “Dehli,” and 
a quan lty oi ielegiaph wire Pumitnre belonging to tlie Dak Bungalow and 
oac eigeanf $ bouse were found m the Thanali and bi ought into Meeiut,

The principal woik m this fight was done by the Caiabmeers, 
puisue the lebel picket ioi tlnec miles, andleltveiy lew oi them alive, — 
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and by tbe Rides under Captain Austen and Lieutenants Young and Bbek- 
biune The toice letuined to Meeiut on the night of the 30th of July 

308 The thanks of Gfoveinment weie awarded to all engaged on this 
occasion 

309 Notwithstanding the punishment which had been administered 
to the lebels m Peigunah Bulouth, encouraged by the continued lebelhon 
ol Sup a and Bluigta, giandson and nephew of Sail Mull, and then combina- 
tion with rebels m the Mo/uffeinuggui distnct, the people of Peigunah 
Bunawiu began to shew fiesh signs ot disaffection, and the inhabitants of 
Nugla opposed and diove out tlie Government servants posted to collect the 
levenue, and m Panchlee Buzooig, on the boideis of the Peigunah, the po- 
lice weie resisted, and a pusonei rescued Due warning was given, that 
nothing but an immediate letuui to allegiance could save them fiom a visi- 
tation by the IChakee Ressalah, by winch name the distnct Volunteeis were 
now well known among the people, but without effect , and on the 13th of 
August, apaity proceeded to punish them and lestore older The lebellious 
poition of Panchlee was destioyed, as weie also the villages of Nugla and 
Bhopva, a few of the lebels weie killed, but sufficient to strike tenoi into the 
inhabitants of the whole Peigunah, who immediately lecommenced paying 
their ie\ enue, which just befoie they openly declared they would pay only to 
the Ivnig of Dehli 

310 It was intended that the foice should cross the Knsunnee uver 
and punish the people of Bmnowlee, Bijioul, and otliei villages, still excited 
to lebelhon by Sujja and Bhugta, but the conviction that They would fly on 
the appeal ance of the force, and that the Europeans would be therefore only 
unnecessauly haiassed, and the difficulty of ciossmg the guns expei lenced 
at the Hindun, on enteung Bimawus, where one of Lieutenant T P Smith’s 
guns nearly sunk m a quicksand, and was with the lioises extricated only by 
the energy of that Officci and Ills men, led to the leturn of the foice to 
Cantonments, the mam. object of the expedition was effected , — a wholesome 
dread was lestoied, and much revenue was collected 

311 "With the exception of the Burouth Pergunah on the west, for the 
occupation of which a laigei force was required than could be spaied, and 
Mooiadnuggui on the south-west within the/ieacli of Delili, and the Hauppur 
boundary on the south constantly threatened by Wulleedad, the whole of the 
Distnct was again for a shoit time well uudei control, but Wulleedad having 
been strengthened by the Jliansie Bugade of mutmeeis" fiom Dehli, hoping 
with their aid and a levy en masse of lebels m those paits, to succeed again, 
became bold and declared lus intention of plundering Hauppui, apd even 
attacking Meeiut 

312. The state of affairs requued a good deal of consideiation Un- 
opposed, Wulleedad certainly might have collected a laige body and pushed np 
to Meerut The Mohuuum was going on, and during the excitement of it, a 
using of all the evil-disposed, m and about the place might have been conceit- 
ed, such a movement would piobably have been helped by further lemfoice- 
ments fiom the mutineers at Dehli, and all the rebels between that City and 
Meerut, while the Buioutli people would ceitamly have joiued from the west, 
and the Groojuis from the east would, undei such cncumstances, have ceitamly 
swelled the mass. _

■313. Just at this jiinctuie, when a storm appealed to be gathering, 
oi del S weie leceived to despatch 200 moie of H ‘ M ’s 60th Rifles, all the 
■available Aitillery Reciuits, and a number of Offfceis to the Dehh Camp, 
reducing the Europeans at Meeiut to about one-sixth of the force which m 
May, when there leally weie no enemies who might not have been suppiessed 
by a little eneigy, was '-considered barely sufficient to defend the Station No 
objection could, of couise, have been made to increasing at any sacrifice the

instead of these valuable sokheis being exposed to a long tedious maicli up 
the countiy and down again wheie they weie not wanted, they might be kept 
to duve back the enemies that weie thieatenmg Meerut, and notwitlistandmg 
the fullest assuiances that they should he sent by the du ect i oad and be at 
Delili before they could possibly leacli by the long loute selected, they were 
taken away. 

314 Undei these circumstances , aftei due consideration, it was hap- 
pily decided that the only way to meet the eusis was to face it manfully by 
t akin ^ the offensive instead of waiting to be siuionnded It “was assumed, 
and as e\ents proved peifectly justly, that nothing was so likely to deter the 
seditious fiom any attempt as the movement of a compact little Column, and 
that the appearance of one at Hauppur would check Wulleedad s advance and 
tlieieby all the piobable consequnces of it 


315 Accordingly the foice noted in the margin/ maichcd on the 
27th August, the last and gicat day of the Mohuuum, the fust halting

31G In accoi dance with the restuction still in force, the Column had 
oideis not to go neai Malaguih, indeed not to advance be} ond Hauppur, 
unless attacked oi piu suing It therefoie took up a position at Hauppur 
Mr Wilson, who accompanied it, took advantage of the presence of tioops 
to get m Kevenue from villages, which had lntheito withheld it, and was veiy 
successful, — one hit of tieachery calling for «eveie punishment led to a pait 
of the Column moving to Pilkooah on tile Stli of Septembei The Zemindar 
of tins village sent in to say their levenue was all leady, and they would 
bring it m, but they begged for two chupiassees to be sent to accompany 
them Two cliuprassees weie sent accoi dmgly, hut they "were,.; aftei being 
xeceived in the village, muideied 1 


317. The poition of the Column sent to punish the villageis for this 
crime, was filed at on the bne of march, and about 50 of the lebels w r eie 
killed , but when the village was leached, it was found empty , only a few 
cliumars weie left, and they weie not touched The houses of tlio lebellious 
Bajpoots weie destioyed 


318 In the afternoon of the 10th of September, intelligence wmsieceiv- 
ed at Hauppui, that the Malaguih rebels were advancing Major Sawyer, 
(Commanding the Column at Hauppui) of the 6th Diagoons, took the Caia- 
bmeeis, mounted distuct Volunteers, and 2 Hoise Axtilleiy guns to lecon- 
noitie An outlying picket was duven down the road towmds Gulowtee 
The rebels had the impel tmence to make a stand once, hut on the guns open- 
ing on them again retiied, and the Cavaliy and guns followed them, up at the 


s '"° m m ... 
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gallop to within about 250 yards of the mam body, and just as the guns- were 
being again unhmbeied, the \ ebel guns opened, and asmait fire ivas kept up 
foi about 20 minutes Fortunately, the dashing appioach of the i econnoiti mo- 
paitj r disturbed the lange of the enemy, and then foui guns weie in that short 
time silenced by the 2 Hoise Aitilleiy pieces, undei Lieutenat T P Smith, 
though the lattei were only 6-poundeis, while thefoimei weie 9-poundeis 

319 Though the Caiabmeeis were diawn up on one side of the road 
with the distnct Volunteers on the other, and the guns on the metal m the 
centre, and shot and shell fell thickly mound the small party, the only damage 
received by them was a spoke of the wheel of one of the limbeis smashed ° 

320 The last few rounds weie fired aftei dusk, and as the mam body of 
the enemy was above 1000 stiong, it was not oonsideied piudent to advance 
upon them with 'only 100 Cavaliy and 2 guns, and the l econnoiti mg paity 
returned to Camp 

321 It was subsequently ascertained, that the rebels leally had fled 
bodily, leaving all tlien guns, one with the carnage smashed to pieces on the 
load the whole night , and that had the Cavalry pushed on, oi had the whole 
Column advanced from Hauppui so as to reach Gulowtee befoie daybreak, the 
next day the 4 guns would have been taken But not even piewous successes 
would have wan anted the advance of the leconnoitimg paity m the daik, into 
-what looked so veiy like a tiap, and it was consideied too much for the men 
andhoises to take them out again 9 miles m the middle of the night, aftei they 
had ]ust letmned from then i econnoiti e of neaily 18 mileS The news of the 
"flight of the rebels wa3 not received till too late, and so the gallant little paity 
"had not the satisfaction of bunging away the guns they so boldly silenced, — 
o fe.it for which gieat piaise is due to Lieutenant T P Smith and Ins men' 
This was the fiist time the district Yolunteeis had been exposed to a smait 
'cannonade , then coolness and steadiness was the admiiation of then biave 
comiades, and again the thanks of Government were awaided to all concerned 
in tins dashing little aflan 

322 Burthona, the village of oui Jat allies, was attacked by the Mala- 
gurli rebels, the Jhansie Bngade and the guns of which they lesumedpos- 
r ses«ion when they lecoveied bom then panic, notwithstanding that the Jats 
could not use then guns, being attacked at points, on which the guns by some 
'anangement immoveable, ‘did not bear, they beat off then assailants most gal- 
lantly, with a loss to themselves of only 25 killed and wounded 

323 The news of the attack did not leach the Hauppui foice in time 
foi them to assist the J ats 

324 The Hauppui Column had no fui thei opportunity of distinguish- 
ing itself It lemamed out, fully accomplishing the object foi which it was 
detached, till hastily summoned to Thanah Bliowun, 

325 On the 17th of Septembei, an attempt was made to suipuse the 
lebel "Tehseeldai at Mooiadnuggur 

326 The small foice noted in the margin, undei the command o£ 

Major Stokes, 59th Native Infantry, matched 
* 220 Mooitaneo md Pntiwn Or 0 n that night and got to the gionnd about 
so rootToiw™ S ' 0,S A ' TOlmrj or ' e 6 a m The iebels’ position was a good one 

Mooradnuggur has a brick wall on thiee sides, 
and is sunounded with mango oi-chards, and at the time was almost concealed 
by hlo-li crops The Column was fried at on appioachmg the wall, and a body of 
about 5 200 Cavalry came o’ut on one side A pait of the Cavaliy was sent after 
them "The enemy attempted a charge, hut then heaits failed them, and they 
turned and fled, pursued by the Mooltan Ca\ airy led by Lieutenant Aim- 
shoncj of the 59fch N I , so closely that they had not time to shut the gate, 
and Lieutenant Aimstiong and his men diove them befoie them, cutting up 
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a number, tluougb tlie village into the high cultivation on the othei side, m 
•which aftei many had been hilled the lest got off 

3 ogi Subsequentlv, while Lieutenant Aimstiong was engaged m clear - 
the village, he was suddenly attacked by a lebel troopei of the 9th Ir- 
re"ul u Cavahy, who lushed at lnm, and having him at a disadvantage cut 
him down An Afghan with Lieutenant Aimstiong dismounted and lolled 
the rebel and thus sa\ed his Officer’s life In the meantime Captain Craigie 
tried w ith Ins paity to mteicept anothei body of lebels His men, newly 
laised since the mutiny, wanted confidence, and he himself noth Ins natne 
Adjutant and one 01 two men ontstiippmg the not-ovei zealous mam body got 
enmmed with the enemy The native Adjutant, foimeily a Havildai in the 
1 lth°N I, who had remained firm to his duty, not being a good hoiseman 
was moi tally wounded befoie Captain Ciaigie could save him, but the lebels 
found this well-tiamed Cavaliy Officer and the few- men neai him moie than 
they liked, and when the lest of the tioops appioached, fled 

327 Though the lebel Teliseeldar escaped, the lesult of tins expedition 
was most satisfactory , the rebels weie duven completely out of the Peigunah, 
and acioss the Hindun liver, and fiom a large tiact, collection of Revenue 
commenced The load fiom Meeiut to Dehli was opened, 57 of the enemy, 
among them many of the 9tli Liegulai Cavahy men, weie killed, and 17 
prisoners weie taken The loss on our side was one of Captain Ciaigie’s men 
killed and one severely wounded , one Ressaldai, and two Duffadais, and tlnee 
sow r ars of the Mooltan Horse slightly wounded

328 The whole aflan reflects gieat ciedit on Majoi Stokes and all the 
Officeis engaged, among whom w r as Lieutenant (now Captain) Melville Claike 
of the 3rd Car ally 

329 Majoi Stokes, m his leporfc, mentions Lieutenant Aimstiong most 
deseivedly with great piaise It will be seen m the Boolundshuhui Nan a five 
how untiringly and successfully Major Stokes with his men subsequently foi 
many months watched the lebels of Rohilkund on the Granges 

330 Tins little affan at Mooradnuggur was the last theie is to l elate 

331 With the fall of Delili winch occurred immediately afterwaids, all 
hopes of the rebels and the rebels themselves disappeared, and all fighting 
ceased The Magistrate, with a paity of mounted and foot Police, made a 
torn of the Distnct, seizing and summanly disposing of lebels ' On the eva- 
cuation of Malaguih aitei the fight at Boolundshuhui, mail caits and dak 
carnages began to run, tiaffie leconnneneed, arid soon the only signs of the 
deadly stufe w r eie the blackened nuns of public and pin ate buildings, the 
sad low of tombstones, lecoidmg the dieadful deaths of those who weie mas- 
sacred, and the little mtienclnnent wheie, with numbeis decreasing as the 
danger mu eased, a little band of Euiopeans amidst thousands and thousands 
of lebels and witlun leach of Dehli, maintained filename of then countiy and 
the authoi it j of Government 

332 The Rohilkund lebels kept a large force with Aitillery on the east 
oi the Ganges, opposite the noith-east part of the Distnct, but the piesence 
of a small paity ot mounted and foot Police, and when they threatened inva- 
sion, two Horse Artillery guns, and a small body of tioops sent on requisition 
10 r nii ^ l ^hoiities, checked them effectually, and though mustering 
aljoie O.uuU with S guns, thej were nerei able to entei the Distnct 
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333 The subjoined leport fiom Mi. Sapte, Magistrate of Boolundslm- 
hnr is s 0 full ind intci estmg, that I have nothing to add to it, hut an earnest 
hope tint .mmnment will acknowledge the gallant and valuable services 
of all the Officers mentioned m it

38 1 On fust hearing of tlie mutiny of the Loops at Meeiut, I called 
on all tlie Talookclais of the Distuct to shew then attachment to the Govern- 
ment, Tty famisliing me with men and hoises, and by pi eventing tlie vdlageis 
on then estates fiom using 

335 Rao Oolab Singli, of RochesuiJ immediately lesponded to my call 
by sending a small body of hoise and foot, aimed and equipped Mahomed Alee 
Khan of Clntaiee, Mooiad Alee Khan of Puhasoo, Abdool Lnteef Khan of 
Khanpooi, Luchmun Smgh of Shikaipooi, also sent me snch men as they 
could spaie , and T stiengthened my police posts to the best of my powei 

' 336 To Inayut-oollah Khan and Abdool Kuliman Khan, of Chundee- 

roo, on the load between Boolundshuhui and Secundiabad, to Ruttun Smgh, 
Shadee Ram, Nowbut Smgh, Jats of Selnee and Syudpooi, I ofleied peima- 
nent employ undei Government, on condition of then furnishing me m a 
given time, each, a tioop of mounted men By the 20th May I had neaily 
200 men, many of whom I distubuted ovei the Distuct, m those places wheie 
the population seemed nioie inclined to nnsclnef 

337 Mi Turnbull who had not left the District, but whom I had only 
lelieved tin ee weeks puoi to the outbieak, gave me 'the aid of his service*, 
which from Ins intimate local knowledge weie invaluable He m company 
with Messrs Melville and Lyall, my Joint and Assistant Magistiates, made 
several excuisions in the Dacliee and Secundrabad Peigunahs, the most tui- 
bulent part of the Distuct, inhabited principally by Goojuis, who on heanng 
•of the events at Meeiut and at Delhi, at once commenced plundenng m all 
directions, burning Dak Bungalows and destiojmg the Telegiaph 

338 On one occasion, the above gentlemen with a detachment of the 
9bh Regiment Native Infantiy captured 46 Goojuis, belonging to some of the 
worst villages, and bi ought them m and lodged them m Jail I should mention 
that I had applied to the Officei Commanding at Allyguili, foi an Euiopean 
Officei and men sufficient to make up the stiength of my Tieasury guaid to a 
full company, which Major Eld veiy kindly did , and deputed Lieutenant 
Ross, who rendeied himself most useful This foice was, however, insuffi- 
cient to be of use m keeping anything like oidei at any distance fiom the 
station 

339 I was disappointed m not leceivmg aid fiom Baieilly, fiom which 
station a detachment of the 8tli Inegulai Cavaliy had been oideied to our 
assistance, but Colonel Tioup, Commanding theie, could not spare them, — afoi- 
tunate circumstance foi us, as then vdlanous acts of tieacheiy have subse- 
quently pioved The Bampoor Nawab also failed to send a body of horse, 
which he had been requested to do by the Lieutenant Goveinoi I had 
also been led to expect that two companies of the,Snmooi Battalion would 
join us, but was again disappointed m this oui last hope of aid, though we did 
not hear the cause of then non-auival, notwithstanding we had been inhumed 
of then having started to oui rehef 

340 I made fiequent applications to Geneial Hewitt foi a few Euio- 
peans to enable me to send my tieasiue into Meerut, but that Officei lefuscd 
to comply with my lequest, though I still think it would have been worth 
while to have meuned a little usk to save upwards of two lacs of Rupees, 
besides othei valuable Government pi opeity 

v 

341 About 1 6tli May, a man amved with a slip of papei, signed bj r Mi 
Diunnnond, the Magistrate of Agra, and Major McLeod of the Engineers, 
dnectmg all Officei s to fallback at once upon Agia, as the lebels vveieiepoited 
to be m full maich on that station, and the foit was consideied the only safe 
place I airested the man as a spy , but on lefeinng the case I found out he 
had been sent as he stated , the object of Ins mission u as not appaient all I 
can say is, we all scouted the idea 1 of giving up Boolundshuhui on vague 
lumoui of attack leaching us Fiom the veiy fiist we fully expected an 
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itticHiom T)ehli, but pi evidentially none was attempted, though we' must 
Live been a tempting bait to the lcbels, and were within such an easy ' dis; 

tanee 

313 Mattel s went on getting woise and woise till the 20tli, on the 
nmht of which I leceived positive mfoimation that we should bo attached in 
the m oi mn"' , but as the sepoys of the Otli had not shown any signs of dis- 
affection, but on the contiaiy had behaved veiy well, we felt tolerably secure 
against any attack the Groojurs might make on us, piovided they wcie unas- 
sisted hom Delili ! 

It is woilliy of lemaik, that up to this time, no man of any consequence 
m the Distuct bad joined the lebels In fact all the Taloohdais wcie appa- 
rently sinceie m their profession* i 2 of loyalty to the Goveinment 

313 On the morning of the 21st, I leceived an express fiorn the late 
Mi Watson, the Magistiate oi Allygmh, that the Oth Regiment had mutinied, 
and that the Eiuopeans had been obliged to fall back on Agxa As tlieie of 
coiuse could be no doubt but that oui detachment would also go, the moment 
they heard of the Head-quai teis having done so I at once decided on send- 
ing off the ladies' and clnldien to Meemt, and they left escoitcd by, sevei.il 
Officeis who had been detained at Boolundshuhui on then nay up the countiy, 
by some Inegulai Cavaliy sowais, and a few men hom the new' levies 

314 The strength of our gaiuson was now r l educed to seven English- 
men, viz Lieutenant Ross, Oth Native Inf.mtiy, Messis Tuinhull, Melville, 
Lyall and myself, with my Head Cleik Mr Anight and his son Abonj; 
2 p at , a man came m fiom Dadiee with the mfoimation that we were to he 
attacked by the Goojuisin foice at 5 m tlie evening At 1-30 p v I heaid of 
the ainval at Khooija (12 miles off) of the Head-quai ters of the Oth Native 
Intantiy fiom Allygiuh , we then thought it time to make an attempt to move 
the tieasuie tow aids Meeiut 

315 I accordingly went ovei to the Treasury to Lieutenant Ross, and 
asked him to pack the tieasuie in the caits, which I had leady foi the pui pose 
Tlie keys not being at hand we bioke open the boxes, and with the aid of the 
sepoys commenced packing the tieasuie, and I then returned to my own 
house foi Messis Turnbull, Melville and Lyall, and called on the men of the 
Inegulai Cavalry', and my own Collectorate sowais to ]om us oir out march 
to Meeiut About 25 complied, and we staited with the Tieasuiy 

316 In my compound xveie 90 Remount Aiab hoises, which had 
amved a few days previously en loute to Meeiut, escorted by a small guaid, 
composed of men fiom 9tli and 41th Regiments N I, and I feel cmvmced 
that the guaid would at that time have taken them safely into Meeiut, hut 
Geneial Hewitt, to whom I lepoited then ainval, positively'- foibade my 
sending them on, and they consequently wrnie lost , and hoises w r eie veiy 
much wanted 

317 But to letmn On leaching the Tieasuiy, Lieutenant Ross in- 
formed me that Ins men (who I should mention w r eie acquainted w ltli the fact of 
then Head-quai teis having mutinied) had aheady begun to help themselves 
to the money he howevei ouleied them to fall m, and stait foi Meeiut 
Ju&t as Ins oi del was issued, nud befoie the men had time -to lefuse oi comply, 
we saw a dense cloud of Goopus pouring down the road tow r aids the city, so 
leaving the tieasuie m the hands of the guaid, we chaiged light at them, 
cuspei smg them m all directions 

i i Messrs Turnbull, Ross, and Lyall took tlie loadto the City, which 

bad aheady been leached byalaige paity of the mob, and aided by some 
tioopeis succeeded m -killing and wounding a good numbei The Jail guard, 
on the fust approach of the mob, opened the Jail gate, and allowed the pri- 
soners to pass out, filing on them as they got outside, without howevei doing 
them much damage 



S 19 Mr Melville and myself took an opposite direction, and went across, 
the fields, accompanied by seven Colleetorate sowars, and a Bessaldai and tiooper 
ol the -JLtli Irregular CavaUy and a private seivant of my own, -whose hoi sc 
was severely wounded with a sabre cut , we succeeded fn dispersing the body, 
and killed and wounded a few , — the mam twly spiead over the countiy and 
concealed themselves in the neighboimng villages. We then tried to fall 
back on the Tieisuiy, not knowing what had become of the othei Europeans* 
but weie fired at by the guard, as a u ai mng to keep oft This leluctantly 
compelled us to retreat, and we made off for Meerut about G-30 P w and 
reached Hauppui about 10 v 51 , being filed at only once as we passed a village 
close to the station We reached Meeiut about 9 a. m of 22nd May, 
repotting outsell es to the General Commanding 

350 About 12 o’clock of the same day I was gladdened with the sight 
of Me->sis Turnbull and Lyall, who reached Meerut with Lieutenant Boss 
about 11 a. sr , they could give me no information of Mr Ivmght or Ins son, 
from whom they had got separated Mr Turnbull informed me, that he with 
Messrs Boss and Lyall had gone through the City, and returned fighting 
every inch m the way, and alter having cut down and shot several of the 
rioters, reached the Treasury in safety Lieutenant Boss having leceived a 
contusion, which for the time rendered his sword arm useless 

351 They had ordered the guard to start for Meerut and to bring the 
Treasure with them , they started, but on reaching the cross load leading to 
the Grand Trunk Boad, told the Officers to go and join then* fuends as .they in- 
tended to do So the three left for Meerut, experiencing considerable difficulty 
m avoiding the villagers, wlio were on tbe look-out for them m every dnection 

352 As the Goojurs had entered the station they fired each house, 
commencing with the Dak Bungalow , aud during the four days we were absent, 
tlie Station was completely destroyed ," and all property, private and public, n as 
carried off or burnt The City people and those of the neighbouring villages 
taking a very active part m the woik of demolition 

r 

353 Our departure from Boolundshuhnr, and tlie Authorities having 
been compelled to leave Allygurh, left the road from Meerut to Agra com-- 
pletely at the mercy of the ill-disposed, and a great number of travelleis 
were murdered, and all communication with Agra was closed, except by 
eossids It was therefore a matter of the greatest consequence to re-occupy 
both these places. 

354 The Sirmoor Battalion under Major Beid, which had left Deyrah 
some days previously for Boolundshnhur by tbe Canal, was unable to get beyond 
Dasneh, owing to the destruction of tbe locks by tbe villagers, and they bad 
sent into Meerut for carnage , but tbe General and the Brigadier both refused 
to send an escort, so that the Eegiment was still further delayed, and was left* 
to its own resources But by unwearied exertions they managed to get on, and 
readied Boolundshnhur on the 24tli May, though we did not become aware of 
this till on onr way down to re-occupy Boolundshulvui on the 25th, on the 
morning of which day I staited from Meerut with Mr Lyall, Lieutenant- 
Boss, and Captain Tyiwhitfc, of the late 14th Irregular Cavalry, who had been 
ordeied down to command at Boolundshnhur. 

355 I should mention here, that the escort furnished us by the General 
consisted of some men enlisted by Captain Craigie subsequent to tbe outbreak , 
they weie of course completely raw, badly mounted and 5vorse armed, having 
as little confidence themselves m their horses, as we bad m tbe riders their 
subsequent conduct showed what they were worth, and besides them we had 
the few men who accompanied us on onr retreat from Boolundshuhur. 

356 On our arrival at Hauppur, we heard the Sirmoor Battalion had 
leached Boolundshuhur, and we arrived early on the morning of the 2Gth IVe

357 A body of about 200 horsemen, furnished bv the Hawaii of Bam- 
pooi, had ai rived the same day as the Gooikhas , so we had now quite a stumg 
gariison, but felt much the want of Aitilleiy Baltics of these hoi semen, 
weie employed in pati oiling the Grand Tiunk Boad, as f.ir as Khoorja , 

358 On the 27th we searched a village, Chundpooi , close to the Station, 
and iound a laigc quantity of public and pm ate piopexty concealed tliciein , 
so we burnt the village and seized the head man, who aftci lulling been tiled 
by a Dium-head Court-maitial, was hung ivith two othei men of the Cit>, m 
whose houses plundered piopeity w r as found Dining the night Captain 
Tyiivlutt and Mi Lyall left for Belaspoor, the lesidence of the Skmnei% 
wJicie a numbei of Christians w ere reported to be beleagueied Ah. Melulle 
also lejomcd us ‘fiom Meerut, where he had been left behind sick

350 The ne\t morning, the Itampooi Hoise showed mutinous symp- 
toms, and declined to obey’ oideis, 30 inarched stiaight of! foi Dehli, so ; 
Majoi Beidoideiedtlie lest to quit the Station, and they re ciossedtlie Ganges 
into Rolulkund On the 30th Captain Tvrwlntt and Mr Ly all returned fiom 
Belaspooi, the party theie piefcned lemaining, as f thc foit was strong and well 
provisioned. 1 ‘ 

360 On the evening of the same day Major Beid m niched with the 

whole of Ins Itcgiment to join Gencial ’Wilson’s Column, which had gone out 
from Meerut to Gliazeeooddcennuggui I cxpicssed my feais to Major Bent/ 
that lus ( depaituie woukLgive confidence to the ill-affected, and that the con* 
sequences would he veiy senous , but that Officer consideiedthe body of Caval- 
i y at oui disposal sufficient to guard the Station, w Inch I admitted but I knew 
it would ‘be insufficient to check any rise on the part of the villagcis, and ( 
stated my opinion "to ‘thaV effect The l esult pi oved I was correct, lor the i cry 
next day Secundiabad, a rich and populous Cityj* about eight miles fiom Boo* 
lundsliuliui on the Dehli load, yvas attacked and plundered , vast numbers of the 
inhabitants of both sexes, and’, of all ages were brutally ill-treated and murdered." 
The assailants consisted of men fiom almost e\ cry village of .the Dadree and 
Secundiabad Peigunalis, -who jliad collected and joined .nr a simultaneous 
attack, tempted by the hope of , much , plunder - The Town fell into the hands 
of the mob , the police, who behaved well, escaping with much difficulty". AYe 
were unable to send out a man to assist the unfoitunate inhabitants, who left 
the City in thousands, and came flocking into Boolundsliuliur and neighbour, 
mg villages > - ■»

361 It was very distressing not to he able to respond to the repeated 
calls for assistance, hut our hands weie completely tied by" the piesence of 
Hawab'AYulleedad Khan, who had a strong mudPoifc, Malaguih, about 4 miles 
from the station. This man was a near l elation of the ex-King of Delili, with 
whom he was staying when the outbreak occuned ; but be bad returned to Ma- 
laguib, about 26th May, deputed by the ex-King as Soobah of the Provinces 
of Boohindshuliur aud Allyguili, wlncli fact be himself admitted to me, 
but excused lumself by saying, unless he had come out nndei some such pro-, 
tence he would not have been able to escape from Dehli, wlieie he had been 
detained an unwilling guest 'of the King 

* > 

362 Notwithstanding Ins piofession of loyalty, I suspected lnm from 
the x eiy first, as he had brought w T itli him a considerable number of mutinous 
sepoys and Aujeebs, and bad, I knew, seveial guns, and I bear don all sides lie 
was meditating tieaclieiy His piesence at Malaguih completely paialjved 
us , the moment we moved out anyway fiom the Station, we felt convinced he 
w ould at once nave come down, and With his guns would easily have prevent- 
er our return, and thus cut off communication with Altyguih and Agia, — -the 

sole object of our holding Boolundshuhm 
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3G3 Wc managed to mciease om guaid of Inegulai Cavalry men to 75, 
belonging to various Regiments, much tact was requued m their manage- 
ment at such a critical penod, when we heard daily of desk Regiments going 
to most of winch some of our men belonged , but we weie most foitunate m 
having such an Officer as Captain Tyiwlntt who, by Ins sound judgment and 
him bearing, kept them togethei, in a manner highly cieditablo to hnnselt. We 
weie but seven Englishmen, and we took our turn of duty the whole time we 
leniamed at Boolundshuhui , every sentry was visited at least once eveiyhoui 
duiing the night, so that had tieachery been meditated, a suipiise would have 
been ne\t to impossible 

3G4 Wo lieaid about this time of the movements of the rebel tioops in 
Rolnlkund, who were leported to be m full march on Dehli via Anoopshuhur,- 
I accordingly oideied the budge of boats to be broken up, and the boats 
secured on this side. 

3G5 We were joined on ,1st June by the late Mi W. Chffoid and Mr., 
Young of the Revenue ‘Suivey These two gentlemen had been with Messrs. 
Harvey and Money ol the Civil Seivice with the Bhuitpooi troops, and were 
on their way to Dehli up the right bank of the Jumna, but the mutiny of 
the troops compelled them to fly Messrs Clifford and Young were at Hodul,“ a 
few miles from the mam body, when they received intimation from Mr Eoid, 
the Magistrate ot Gooigaon, who told them to make the best of the way to- 
Boolundshuhui , so they crossed the Jumna at once, and ainved at Boolund- 
slnihui late m the evening 

3G6 Reports fiom the interior of the Distnct showed that order was 
passing away Eoimei pioprietors now took the opportunity of ousting the* 
present possessors ol then estates, m some instances, this was effected by 
force and large bodies of aimed men The principal Talookdavs all this time 
had remained quiet In fact, with the exception of the Malaguih man, no 
person ot consequence then gave us any uneasiness, while they all continued 
proiessmg extieme loyalty , 

~ -367 The continuous stream of mutinous tioops up the Grand Tiunk 
Road had of course a very had effect upon the minds ot all, disheartening; 
the ; well-aflectcd, and giving confidence to those who weie lll-thsposed , while 
the sacking ol the town ol Secundrabad being permitted still to go on with 
impunity, led the people to suppose our power had leally ceased

3GS Allygurli was held by a few British one day, and by a large hand 
of rebels the next ; the formei being so few m number that they had to fall 
back on the approach of the latter , still we held our own as far as Khoorja.

369 There were about Rs 1,500 m the Teliseel at Khoorja , these Mr 
Melville bi ought off* safely. Ho went down on a Mail Cait, and returned m 
a very short time Ins object ill going to lOiooija was kept a secret, and he 
descives gieat ciedit foi the manner liepeiformed this duty, winch was accom- 
panied with veiy considerable usk. The gieatei part of this money was, how-’ 
over, eventually earned off by the sowars that deserted a few days aftei

370. On the evening of the Stli, I got leliahle information, that the 
Station was' to be again attacked by the villageis, hacked up by the followeis 
of Wulleedad of Malaguih, towaids winch place I moved out with Captain 
Tyfwlntt, and pati oiled foi some houis m the neiglihouihood If an attack 
had been intended, oui move had the cflect of stopping it, foi the night passed 
off quietly" 

- 371 Oil the morning of the 10th, however, we lieaid of the ainval at 

IOiooi]a of a laige body of mutinous Cavaliy fiom Oude, who had muideied 
then Officeis on the load Then ainval so woiked on the feelings of our men, 
that the gieatei part of them instantly deseited, and we weie left with little 
moie than 20 men, most of whom weie Non-Commissioned Officeis, besides 
Captain Ciaigie’s new levies Finding oui foice so veiy much reduced, we deemed 
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it expedient to fall back on Gulowtee, a town about 12 miles to the noifcli of 
iwhmdsliuhur towards Meeiut, on the Gi and TiundRoad, where wo remained 
that nndxt Early the next morning we lieaid the lebel Cav airy had left IChoorja 
and o-one on to Dekli, wlucli decided ns on letmmng to Boolundshulmr , when 
about halfway we heard that Wulleedad had taken possession of the Station m 
the name of the Butisli Government, and that everything was quiet. 

372 At Captain Tyrwlutt’s lequest I went ahead with Messrs Lyall 
and Clifford, and Lieutenant Anderson of the 3idEuiopeans, to let the people 
] cnow we had letumed On entering the Station I met Ismael TClian, Wnl lee- 
dad’s head man, who at once came up to me and iepoited all well I told 
lnm I was o-omg into the City, that our return should at once bc'Lnown He 
accompanied us” and when neai the City said he had hettci go ahead as there 
were a numhei of desperate characters m the City, w ho might oppose ns I saw- 
a huge body of men collected at the fuither end of the stieet, close to the Jvot- 
walee While Ismael Khan went to pailey with them, we 1 ode a little way 
down the street, and then pulled up, awaiting his letiun finding he did not 
come back, I sent Mr Clifford to Captain Tyrwlutt, to let lum know how mat- 
teis stood, and requesting him to come on as quickly as he could, while Mr 
Lyall, Lieutenant Andeison, and I xetraced our steps leisurely 

373 Within a quarter of an hour Captain Tyiuhitt arrived, and on my 
telling him how the City was occupied, he expiessedhis determination todrne 
them out, and giving the w r oid charge, w e w ent at a gallop towards the City. On 
our ieaclnng the last turn neai the Jail, winch enabled me to see into the City, 
we found tlieiebels had moved up to the entrance, and the moment we came 
m sight they opened onus from three guns and a heavy musketry fire Captain 
Tyrwlutt most gallantly led ns witlnn 30 yards of the guns, the first discharge 
from which disabled and killed three men and horses only about 15 men had 
followed , Craigie’s levies fled on the first shot being fired, and were nev er seen 
again Being entirely unsupported, we were reluctantly compelled to retreat 
towards the open, where we could have acted better than m the narrow road in 
winch we were, but we were not followed. 


374 I should mention here that “we had previously set up a small gun, 
but as it was drawn by bullocks it could not be brought up m time for the 
action We brought it off however with us , Mr Young, under whose charge 
it was displaying much coolness on the occasion. 


375 Finding oui selves unmolested we retraced onr steps to Gulowtee 
As we passed Malaguih we found Wulleedad had sent out a small body of 
Cavalry to oppose our retreat , but these fled on our approach, and as we pur- 
sued them, took shelter m a "village close under the walls of Malagurh, from 
which they opened a file upon us, hut without effect Thus -were we step by 
step driven out of the Boolundshuhui district We reached Hanppui late- 
that night, having halted the day at Gulowtee, where we fully expected an 
attack , but our orderly retreat, so well conducted by Captain Tyrvvhitt, had 
evidently had a wholesome effect on our cowardly enemy 


3/6 The next day Wulleedad Khan threw a strong picket into 
Gulowtee, our Police of course having to fly Our little party went to Baboo- 
gum, the Stud station, about 4 miles from Hauppur tow ards the Ganges, and 
from which we could watch the Ghat at Gurhmookteesur, for which we now 

had ascertained for a certainty the rebel troops fiom the Bolulkund station, 
were making 


W 8 I 7 ,? n 1^ e ,-^th June, a force under Major Thatcher came out from 

Meerut, with which we pioceeded to Gulowtee, and diove out the rebel pickets

tae on Meerut tins they were allowed to do entirely unmolested. Owing to • 
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the liftmans na.nbei oflnckiuos laden with Tieastne and plumba , the aoss- 
mg took them seveial clays, and nothing could have been easiei thin to have 
attacked and cut them up, encumbeied as they weie with so lunch baggage , 
but they weie allowed to cioss at then leisme and leach Dehli without the 
slightest attempt being made to stop them 

379 The Authoiities at Allygiuli having been compelled to give up 
then post, the load between Meant and Agia was now completely m posses- 
sion of the lebels, Malaguih became the lesoib of all the disaffected far and 
neai , Allyguih and Khooija weie occupied by the followei s of the lebel Hawaii, 
to whose standard many of the fanatic Mnssulmen of the Bairah Bustee ' 
hastened to flock The foit of Malaguih is about 900 } aids, removed fiom the 
road, which is consequently commanded by its guns of winch Wulleedad pos- 
sessed six at the commencement of the outbreak Communication with Agia, 
even by Cossid was effected with extreme difficult}'-, for so well was the whole 
line of road and its vicinity ivatched that scaicely a man could pass without 
being intercepted. Yanous expeditions weie planned against tins impudent 
Itebel, but from vanous causes were nevei undertaken until be bad got such 
reinforcements and Ins followeis had mcieased to such numbeis, that he had 
leally become a foimidahle toe 

380 I remained with my Assistants at Meeiut, doing duty as tioopeis m 
the Meerut Volunteer Car ah y until the end of August, when we weie oideied 
down to fonn part of afoicc undei Major Sawyeis to keep this veiy Wulleedad 
m check The vv hole of the Jliausie Bugade, consistmg of 12th [Native 
Infantiy, the 11th Iuegular Cavaliy, and a 9-pounclei Batteiy had been sent 
fiom Dehli to Ins assistance, and lie was now tlueatenmg llauppui, which 
but for the timely anxval of oui loice -would m all probability have shared 
the fate of Secundrabad We lemamed encamped at Ilauppur till 20th Sep- 
temhei, the date of the fall of Dehli While at llauppui v'c weie one day sur- 
prised by heating flung ni the neighbourhood ,ot oui Camp Tins pioved to 
he the Jliansie Brigade attacking the Jat village of Blnnthona, the inhabitants 
ot which village had some weeks pieviously captured tlnee ol Wulleedad 
Kluin’s guns ,m a fight with Ins followers Wo went down the next morning 
eaJy, and found the flats had succeeded m beating off then assailants, who 
liad retired on Malaguih 

381 On anothei occasion, we bad a shai p Artillery fight at Gulowtecy 
■with the guns ot the Jluusie Bugade, winch we succeeded in silencing, 
hut night coming on they were enabled to cany them oft, not without how- 
ever having sufteied considerably both in men and hoises 

382. On the 20th September we letuinedto Meeiut, and on 25th 
I joined Colonel Gieathed’s Column at .Ga/eecoddeennuggiir, which bad 
been seiit out from Dehli to puisue the flying eneni} 

383 We leached Boolundsliubui on the morning of the 2-Stli It w ould 
be useless for me to describe the action, winch was fought on that (lav , 
and which ended m the complete ,ioute ot the flhansie Bugade, posted m a 
stiong -position do oppose oui entrance to the Station 

384 After the fight, which lasted about three hours, wc weie m pos- 
session ,of the Station and Tow n, and -the enemy fled, leav mg behind them 
two guns and a large quantity of Magazine stoies 

385 Mr Lyall distinguished himself during the fight, ^having attached 
himself to Watson’s Hoise, and joined in a chaige against a laige body ot 
the .rebel Cavalry, and I am most happy to say his name was' honorably 
mentioned in the despatch of Major Ouvry, .Commanding the .Cavalry por- 
tion of the force. 

38G In the course of the day we discovered that the Is aw ah of Mala- 
gurh had evacuated Ins Fort during the fight, and fled across the Ganges, 
with the greater part of his followers, leaving a number of guns, stores, and

387 On the day the Column matched to Khoorju, I went with a party 
of Cavah) undei Lieutenant Watson, to the village of .Ih.phni, about l r > 
miles fiom Khooipi; as J had termed liifoimation of a Cinrtim girl bung 
concealed m the house ol a ichel tiooper ol the 13th Inoguhu Cavalr) 
Though we aimed at the Milage beioie daybreak, ih. \ were ready for us 
A laige hod) of sow. «s aimed, and man) ol them in lull uniform came out 
to oppose ns , several weic killed m actual light and -om<* hw w<it trhn 
piisoneis with mins m their hands, weic tried h) drum lit ad Com t Martial, 
and shot on the spot After a long starch we dnaowred the gnl she 
turned out to he the daughter of mi Iiurasiau, a CleiK in some Deputy 
Commissionci’s Office m Oudli, whose life, as also that of the father, had 
been saved b) the troopei, Khooda BuDdi, m gratitude to whom she turned 
Mussultnanee and mmried hnn , as she e\prcc"-cd a strong desire to he allowed 
to remain, t dul not force her away, hut left her with the assurance that 
her husband would he hung whencvei he was caught 

3SS The ne\t d.i) the Column marched towards Agra, and T returned 
to Boolundsliuliur, w Inch had been occupied b) a foiee under Lieutenant 
Colonel F.uquhar, consisting of the right w mg of 1st Bclooeh Bittahon, 
two Horse Aitillei) guns, and a hod) of Futhan Horse under Major Stokes 

389 I lost no time m re-establishing the police posts, strengthening 
those I thought necessar). The gi eater part of the burkund i/e- had de- 
serted and -joined the lebels, and I filled up their places niostl) fiom tlie .Tats , 
only one thanahdar, Salnbdad Khan, of Slnkai poor had deserted hut I did 
not think rt advisable to rc-appomt Peer Mahomed Khan of Anoopslmhur , 
nor Kliooi shed Alee, the ICotwal of Boolundshuhur With the above exceptions 
all the Thanahdals woie confumed m their posts The tui Indent Pcrgunalis 
of Dadiee and Sceimdiabad lcquued a strong hod) of police, which I kept up 
till the close of the ye.u 

390. 'The Be venue began to conic in the very day w e returned Ab- 
dool Luteef Khan, Taloohdar of about 150 villages, and who had refused to 
pay a f.u thing hefoie, though repeated!) called upon by me to do so, sent m 
his last about two days alter my return 

391 Tins man, the head of the Bar rah Bustee, was subsequently con- 
xicted by a Military Commission of having aided the rebels, in every way in 
Ins power, and sentenced to transportation for life 


392. His uncle, by name Aaccm Khan, had taken a piomincnt part 
against us, having joined the rebel Wulleedad Khoosliee Bam, Tlianahd.tr 
of Anoopshuliui, caught him tr)ing to escape to the Ganges, and he was 
brought m, tried, and executed Tlie conduct of the Thanahdar and las men 
on this occasion, was deseivmg of all praise, as Azeem Khan I knew offeied 
lam any sum to let lam off, hut the honest Jat of Bliurthona was deal to all 
persuasion and brought him in, m triumph. 


\ _ Having set every thing gonigmihe Station, on 17tli December 

we n.°ved mt° Camp towards the Ganges, toanangefor the safety of the boats 
at flee various Ghats , hut we had no soonei reached Ahar, 25 miles from the 
Station, than I lieaid the Goojurs were meditating an attack upon tlie Jail to 
rescue^ then captuied biethien.

dent from my subsequent mfoimation, that had we not letiuned, the attack

395. AYe lemamed in the Station for a week, during which time Lieute- 
nant Smith of the Horse Artilleiy put the Jail into a state of defence, capable 
ofholdmg out against anybody of Goojuis , I piovisioned it for ten days, 
strengthened the guaid with Goolab Singh’s men and a few Beloocliees, and 
again on 27th matched to the Ganges 

396 "We went via, Syanali to Booth, and thence down the light hank 
of the Ganges, \isitmg each Ghat I collected the whole of the boats at 
Anoopsliuliur, wheie I posted a body of 200 Jats, and the sequel will show 
how well these men behaved 

397 The Ghats of Booth, Bussee, Ahai, between Gurlimookteesur and, 
Anoopsliuliur, I put under chaige of Rao Goolab Singh of Kooeliesiu Biom 
Anoopsliuhur we followed the course of the liver by Kuiumbas to Ram Ghat,, 
having secuied every boat of which we could find any tiace The lebels not 
showing on the opposite side we marched to Debaee, intending to letuin to 
Boolundshuhur, piepaiatoiy to beating up the quaiters of the Goojuis who 
still set' the police at defiance, and lefused to pay anv revenue But on 
leaching Slnkaipoor we heaid the lehels had appealed in foice opposite Ram 
Gliat, xve burned hack to that place As we neaied it, we heaid heavy filings 
the lehels having attacked Gunn oui, a fuendly village a few miles inland m 
the Budaon distnct, they looted Gunoui and then commenced plundenng m 
all directions The Alienas, a numeious tube, at fii^t showed some opposi- 
tion, but finding themselves unsupported, compromised matteis, and finally 
joined the lebel lanks, and as they inhabit all the villages on the left hank, 
we had to keep a veiy sliaip look-out on all the ferries and fords, the latter 
becoming daily moie shallow, hut though on seveial occasions the lehels have 
attempted to cioss, and once m foice, they never succeeded 

393. We remained at Ram Ghat six days and then leturned to Anoop- 
shuhur, wheie we remained a week, and leturned to Boolundsliuhui on 30th 
November, but weie again obliged to inaich on 5th December. 

399. There were constant lumouis prevalent, that Wulleedad with all 
flie disaffected fugitives from Boolundshahur and its neighbouikood intended 
to make an attempt to le-occupy Malagurli, though he would not have found 
lus old residence veiy comfortable as the work of demolition had considerably 
piogressed The people weie, however, becoming very excited, and the disaf- 
fected took caie to spread the alarm 

400 We matched to Debaee, when I found that the rebels lemfoiced by 
Buklit Khan, and the Bareilly Bugade, with seveial guns, had taken up iv 
strong position at Kasgunge, on which town invited by the Mussulmen of 
the place, they had made a sudden attack, killing Chobey Ghunsam Dass, a 
blind man, but a faithful adherent to the Butish Government, who had been, 
placed at Kasgunge by the Allygurli Autlionties The rebels gave out tlieir 
intention of looting Soron, alaige and populous Hindoo town, a few miles from 
Kasgunge , but weie bought oft by the inhabitants, paying a fine of Rs 20,000 

401 On consulting with Colonel Barquhar, that Officer deemed it advis- 
able to make a move m the direction of Kasgunge, with a view to holding 
the lebels m check, if possible, until the amval of the Column, which was being 
formed at Dehli and Meeiut, under Colonel Seaton, C B , to convey a quantity 
of stoies and ammunition foi the use of the troops at Cawnpooi, and we decided 
on gomo- the next day to Atiowli , but hearing that Hoormut Khan of 
Bundiawul, a foit belonging to Fuheemoolmssa, a neai lelation of the rebel 
Rulieem Alee Khan, son of Nazliur Alee Khan of Khyleea, was laying m stores 
foi the use of the leheltioops, we changed our line, and sending my tent to 
Atrowli as a blind, maiclied to Bmdrawul, much to the surpuse of Hoormut 
Khan, and we tlieic found an immense quantity of supplies, evidently collected

for the above purpose He was also busily engaged inputting hi.Foit into 
a complete state of repair 1 bad prev rowdy deprived this man of two guns 
and I now lost no time m disaimmg adherents, and dismantling bis Fort, 
and Hoormufc Khan is now undei tual befoie the Special Commissioner, for 
carrying on a coriespondence with the Malaguih lebel 


402 From Fmdrawul we maiclied to Atrowli, a large disaffected town in 
the Allygurli district, and fromtlience to Chuira, a small village close to the 
residence of JDaood Klian, TLalookdai of blieckumpooi 


403 This man’s conduct towards ns was throughout most suspicions 
He refused to fui msli us with any kind of supplies, and for two days we 
were put to great inconvenience, and his personal bearing towards us was dis- 
respectful m the extreme Of the movements and intention of rebels at Klias- 
o-unge he feigned complete ignorance, though his house was but a few miles 
from Kasgunge -, and if he had been as he professed, a well-wisher of the Bri- 
tish, he mustliave felt anxiety for himself it the rebels had advanced, hut his 
conduct plainly showed he was under no apprehension from them 

404 Wlnle we weie at Chuira, we heard from Colonel Seaton that lie 
intended to march on Kasgunge, via Alcberabad -and Secundra Kao, so as to 
take Kasgunge m flank, and he requested ns to keep the attention of the 
rebels towards our little force, so as to divert their suspicion of any approach 
of a large army This of couise left ns rathei exposed, but Colonel Farquhar, 
to carry out Hs instructions, the next da}*- maiclied to Gungeeree, 10 miles from 
Kasgunge We sent Colonel Seaton word of our move, and informed lum 
the rebels meant to advance to meet us, so Colonel Seaton changed his route 
and came down stiaight on Gungeree by Jullalee 


405 The conduct of the head men of Gungeeree attracted our special 
notice , on our reaching their village, they came out to meet us, and then after 
waiting hut a few minutes washed to leave, and kept asking us to allow theip 
to go We thought it better to keep them in Camp, but I have every leason to 
believe, it was from this -ullage that news was sent to the rebels of the small- 
ness of our foice, the villagers being then in ignoiance of the proximity of 
Colonel Seatons Column 


40G Early the next morning Colonel Seaton ai rived, and encamped on 
the east side of the JSTeem Kuddee, two miles m advance of our Camp About 
noon of that day we were surprized by the sudden appeal an ce of a cloud of 
Cavalry close to the Camp The men turned out and after a splendid charge 
from the Carabineers, m which three gallant Officers of the Carabineers lost their 
In es, succeeded m driving the rebels bofore them at all points, capturing three 
of their guns and killing some thiee hundred The cowaids thought to have 
been opposed to Colonel Farquhar ’s small detachment, and great was their 
astonishment at finding a large aimy ready to receive them , they soon found 
out their mistake, and thought to save tlm woithless lives by an ignominious 
flight W r e went with Colonel Seaton’s Column the next day to Kasgunge, 
which we found evacuated Colonel Seaton followed the enemy up on 15th, 
and directed ns to march up the bank o'f the liver from Kuclila Ghat, and 
destroy every boat we could find , Majoi Stokes and Lieutenant T P Smith, 
Horse Artillery, succeeded m burning foui boats at Kuclila, notw lthtsanding 
the presence of a large rebel foice on the opposite side 


40/ We continued marching up the nvei bank, visiting each Glint 
and destroying the boats at Heenapoor, about 4 coss below Bam Ghat, and 
w Inch is m iJaood Khan’s Ilaka. We discovered four boats on the opposite 
Side, guarded by a strong party of matcbloekmen, who opened fire on us as 
soon as w e showed ourselves , but our guns weie quickly brought up, and 
uti er cover of them, some men swam across and brought over one boat, when a 
party of Ueloochees under Lieutenant Kicholetts and Kniglit, crossed and burnt 
•p le ? 1 , ?° e w hich sphered the rebels It then being dm k the parti' retui ned. 
A f , n °p. t mornin S Colonel Farquhar classed lumself and destroyed all 
le finals I he guard and the villagers were found to have decamped -during 
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the night. Having performed all that Colonel Seaton had lequned of ns, 
we letiaeed our steps to Boolundshulmi , lev lsiting Pmdrawul on om w av ~SV e 
liad b sen out of the District foi a foitnight, but dm mg our absence all had 
been quiet, and we reached Boolundshuhui on 29 th December 

408 On 2nd Januaiy, Khoosliee Bam leported that a huge hod}* of 
rebels had amved at Chaoopooi, opposite Anoopslnilnu which they were 
tlneatening, All Lyall staited ofl with a bod \ ol mounted Police, and 
ill rived ]ust in time to see the conclusion of a vei 3 sniait aflui between the 
lebels and the Jats under Khoosliee Bam 

400 I had collected 187 boats at this Ghat, a shoit way ihovc vhich 
•was an easv ioid, the rebels brought down two guns below the Ghat so as to 
lake the boats and the men who guarded them The Jats, no wav d united, 
letmned then file liom tw r o small iron pieces I had lecoveied fiom the 
District A body of Hoise and Foot now came dov 11 and commenced dousing 
the ford Khoosliee Bam wheeled Ins men lound, and gave them two 
vollies 111 quick succession, wdnch at once decided the chi}, fir the lebels 
turned and fled, and not one man succeeded 111 ciossing Sevcial of om holts 
weie considerably damaged bv the enemy’s fire, none of 0111 men weie lilt, the 
enemies lange being too high Colonel Faiquhai on healing what had hap* 
pened, maiched to Anoopshuliur, as it was vei} necessaiy to hold these lebels 
m check 

410 On 17 th January the}’ agun came down, hut 111 much giectei foice 
than hefoie, they hi ought with them sit guns, two of which the} planted op- 
posite the centie of oui position, and the otheis on each flank Lieutenant 
T P Smith with his two six-poundei s letmned then fne, which he succeeded 
111 silencing altei tlnee hours The inaiinei 111 which tins gallant and active 
Ofhcei manemmed his guns on tins occasion was the admnation ot all pie- 
sent, — his piactice too w r as peifect Om loss was — two men wounded, and 011c 
killed, while the enemy lost at least 30 killed, and had Colonel Faiquhai, not 
received the stuctest injunctions not to cioss, oui Detachment might have gone 
ovei and destroyed the enern}* Since that date the lebels liavc made but one 
attempt to cioss, and that only 111 vciv small nuinbei A few horsemen came 
over and earned oft some cattle lcedmg on this bank, but fled on appioach of 
our patiols 

411 The lebcl, Ruheem Alee, came about tins time fi om Bareill}*, hav mg 
got the faim of that pait of the District, hut lie did not hold it long, and 

, 1 heaid that lie was 011I3' watching Ins oppoi tmnt}* to escape, I knew he 
would not be able to cioss into the Boolundsliuhm disti ict, hut imagine d tin ough 
the luendly influence of Daoocl Khan he would find no difhcultv 111 making 
Ins escape tlnougli the Allv'guili distuct, as he has indeed lately done 

412 Owing to Colonel Faiquhai being compelled to lemam watching 
the Ghats, no measures have }*et been taken against the Goojuis, who have 
lntlieito, compai atively speaking, escaped scatheless foi tlie atiocities tliev 
committed against tlie town of Secundiabad Though taidv, these men should 
be taught that the punishment foi such an offence is suie It “would be 
however useless to attempt an y thing against them without a laige foice of 
Cavaliy and tbe co-opeiation of tlie Authorities ou the opposite side of tlie 
Jumna They have mostly deseited then villages and taken to the Ivhadu of 
the Jumna They have, how evei , paid up their Rev enue, which tlie}* hav e sent 
m by Brahmins and otheis not concerned in then mis-deeds 

413 I was very successful 111 recovering Cannon, having got neaily 60 
pieces, some of them of v ei \ huge t alibi beioie I left the District There 
are undoubtedly still m my concealed, hut 111 process of time, it is hoped thev 
may be bi ought to light, tin ee with a laige nuinbei of JuzaJs having Lear 
dug up 111 the course of the last few dav s 

414 I am under great obligation to Colonel Parqnhar, and tlie Officers 
of Ins Detachment foi tWn kmdsuppoit on all occasions "We had upwards of 
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50 mile? of uvei to watch, and so effectually lias tins been done, that no body 
of men lias been able to cioss The work lias lion ever been most tu mg to the 
Offieeis and soldiers, they hive had to sit quietly down, while others more 
foi tunate have been called into active waifaie, and so have obtained tbeir 
share of honors liom winch then less fortunate biethren have been debarred , 
though the duties they have performed have been of the fust importance, and I 
ventme to hope you will bring this to the notice of Government Mr Ly all, 
my Officiating Joint Magistrate, though but a young Ofhcer, lias been of 
gieat use, evincing a sound judgment and disci etion seldom to be met with, m 
men even of fai gieatei experience 

415 I left the District on my transfer to Meant on 21st April, and by 
that tune it had lesumed its wonted quiet The Revenue bad been all paid 
m , senons crime was unknown, and even offences of slight and trivial nature 
were of unfiecjucnt occur leuoe, several niutmcois both Cavalry and Infantry 
had been brought to justice, while many who had not been m Government 
employ, but who bad taken a veiy active par tin the rebellion, bad been caught 
and leceived the leward for then dimes, ivlnle those who have distinguished 
themselves by then loyalty have been recommended foi special rewards 

41G I will now conclude, with the hope that the manner m which I 
have peifoimed the duties of the difficult charge entrusted to me, mil have 
met with the approbation of Government 

417 Mi Sapte, naturally, lias hardly put m a sufficiently strong light, 
the conduct of himself and the Officers who enabled lnm to bold the District, 
when receiving no suppoit fiom Meerut, they were hard pressed The /eal 
and energy of All Turnbull, who immediately set to work to assist Mr Sapte, 
m attempting to maintain Older mtbeDistuct, the gallant efforts of Mr 
Sapte to retain his position, zealously seconded by Messrs Meh llle and Lyall, 
and the noble gallantly with which all wdiose names are mentioned m the 
lepoit, with the Military aid of that excellent Officer, Captain T\ r whitt, faced 
then enemies, not hesitating even to ehaige guns, flung grape upon them m a 
naiow r load, deserve high piaise 

418 Indeed the Hauative of this Division 1 abounds with instances of 
film devotion and unflinching bravery In the history of each District, Seba- 
lunpooi, Mo/uffemuggiu, Meerut, and Boolundshuhur, many such are to be 
found 

419 The zeal with which Officers stuck to their posts, winch induced 
one m bad health even to letnrn to the plains, and the cheerful courage with 
which Offieeis and men of every lank and giade, of every service, encountered 
hosts of lebels , — the extiaoidunuy success which, with the blessing of Provi- 
dence, ciowned danng attacks upon overwhelming numbeis, should ion not 
only the apjnobation of Government, but the admnation of their countiy men 
at home, and secure the belief that men who behav ed so nobly m fight could 
not behave otheiwise than nobly m all their conduct 

420 Put besides the active coinage which appeals m tins lecoid of gal- 
lant deeds, there was much to adinue which cannot be so apparent The pa- 
tient endurance and cheeifnl spuit of the Englishwomen, the nevei -failing 
confidence and faithful conviction of ultimate success of all, the admiiable 
discipline and excellent behaviour of the sokheis, all deserve to be hi ought to 
notice, and to be acknowledged b\ Government, — and I ti un tins Nanative w ill 
shew, tliaii from the time the Offieeis Commanding, Brigadier Jones, II M s 
utli D lagoons, and the much-lamented Geneial Penny, bad powei to act, so 

' far hom there being any cause of complaint of maetmtv at Meeiut, tluougb- 
lh° UU V° was A succession of Stirling exploit 0 , and thiongh the 

imgfch or the Doab hom. Huidwar, where Lieutenant Bor si agon defeated 
A r jP n , ™ mes H<! llum ^ er > Ally gurh, w heie some 9 or 10 Englishmen clanged 

e dispersed about 1,000 rebels, the name of Anglo Saxons was nobly 
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421 Tn the Disti lets in vv lncli tlie Authority of Govei nment w as tin ough- 
out maintained, even belore the tail of Dclili, so much Revenue was collected 
as to suffice to meet all demands, with 011I3 the exception of the salary ol the 
lnghei -paid servants of Government, that is, all di awing above Rupees 10 a 
month , these cheerful^ agieed to put up with only a poition of then pay, 
v Inch was given according to a giaduated scale, by which those leceiung 
Rs 100 got yths , the amount granted giadually descending till those entitled 
to ID 2,000 and upwaids, got 1-oth , — a suspension of allowances leadily sub- 
mitted to lor about a 3 eai 

422 After the fall of Dclili, the admimstiation equalled, if it did not 
suipass, that ol the most peaceful and creditable periods 111 the histoiy ol the 
Division 

At the end of the year, that is, at the end of Apul 1858, theie was even 
111 Boolundshuhur, which was not le-occupied till October, if not less, at least 
as small, arreais as are usually repoited 

From the restoration of order, cume was almost entnely snppies«ed, 
shewing the beneficial effects of a simple but sti mgent penal code, to an extent 
which should lecommend the continuance of that temporarily adopted, ot 
course, divested of seveidy 

423 The District of Allygurh was separated from the Meeiut Division 
and placed undei a Special Commissioner, and not lestoied till oidei had 
been re-introduced b3' Mr. Cocks, who took charge ol this Distuct, and nobly 
held it, and who has, I believe, submitted a leport to Government 

424 With the following geneial remarks this Narrative of Events m 
the Division may be concluded 

42a That tlie rebellion had been planned by the Mahomedans I have 
no doubt It is not the piovmce ol a Locil Officei to trace this, bat one 01 
tw r o indications m ly be mentioned 

42fi Though there was no apparent sympitli3 r , the idea of the reten- 
tion of the Mosle 11 leligion to pow r ei has been lepeatedly kept alive In. if 1- 
tions to join mawar against Infidels, emanating fiom the Swat countiy 
have circulated tlnough the upper pait of Hmdoostan 

427 The anxiety of the Rolulkuud Puthans, paiticulaily the membeis 
of the family of Hafiz Relimut Khan, that Government should not suflei 
vnarehy and oppression to continue m Oudh, but should mteileie and mtio- 
duce the ]ust admimstiation with which they weie blessed, seemed at the 
tune to be the 103 a! desnes of enlightened men Late events show the\ r antici- 
pated the long-hoped-foi oppoitumty, which the ciy ol annexation and the 
deci eased importance of the native soldieis m Oude, under Bnti&li lule, 
afioided 

428 The march of the mutmceis fiom Meeiut to the Aiseml at Dclili 
might be the policy of soldieis, but the le-exaltation of the Mogul King, and 
tlie immediate submission ot the Hindoo sepuhees to the head ol the Maliome- 
dans, had a deepei souice 

429 The recoided conveisation in Maich 1857 of the B1jno.11 
Kuwab and his fi lends, — “Is theie anv secuuty now fin Islam 0 ” and tl'„t 
Islam was loimeily the dominant leligion,” is a specimen ol the movement 
among the Mahomedans An eaihei conveisition than this could be tiaccd 
I believe, between one of the lamily of Hafiz Relimut Khan, and a Rajpoot 
m Rohilkund, in 01 about Dccembei 1S51), when the Putlicii lecommendcd 
the Thakoor to look to Ins weapons as he w ould be wanting them scon 

430 Tlie tone of tlie Mahcmedan portion of the native piess, and 
the leadmess with which, not the lmpoveushed and discontented on Ivy but 
the well-to-do Mahomedans m evei 3 lank and station staked then all uj an 
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tl) 3 issue and with few exceptions ) omcd m ichellion thou cxtiaoidnury 
issoci ition with “ ldolatci s” to extei min.de tlie Gluldien of the .Book 
in opposition to the laws of then Jhophet, and the Butwehs of the feu 
Moolvees who d.ued to speak out, even the exceptional lojalty of that 
noition of the Mahomedans whose mows on the mattei of piosehtism difley 
fiom those of the majoiity, the, lmppdy, unavailing ende.uoms of the 
Mahomedati leadeis to make the mass of the population 10111 them, and the 
bitter complaints ot the Hindoo mutmeeis that thei lone been deeply de- 
cayed —all these indicate that, though a spmt ol mutiny may hale pie- 
paied the Native Auny, the leal moveis iveie Mahomedans 


431. Even at Meeiut, the fust mo\e was made by Mahomedans 
A Hindoo said he had fned oft the new caitudges, and that all would have 
to do it But two Mahomedans «?pioad the stoiv about cowl’s and pig’s 
fat being used m gieising the cai cadges, saiing that all would he pol- 
luted, that it did not so much mattei fot the Mahomedans since they could 
lemove the pollution, but the Hindoos lvould niccoieiably lose caste, and 
at the instigation of these Mahomedans, the tioopus ol both sects hound 
themselves by an oath not to use them 


432. Theie is no doubt that all the native soldiois reined fiom the 
paiade, wlicie then coimades wene disgiaced, mnlteimg “ Mutiny 55 

433 The lnraom that the Emopeans weie coming to seize the Maga- 
zines, which issued fiom the Ruddex Ba/ai, and on winch the sepahees rushed 
to arms, may have been an accident oi mistake 


434 But that theie weie senet Agents, and those Mahomedans, watch- 
ing, if not guiding events, it seems impossible m this pait of the countij to 
doubt 


435 The mutiny was apparently unpiemeditated, yet the Sudder 
Buai people weieieady beloie a shot was filed in Cantonments 

430 The outlneak immediately assumed a Maliomedun chaiactei A 
holy wai against the Infidels (the Emopeans and Cluistians) was pi ot fanned, 
and eventually m the uppei Doab and in Bohilkund, the mass ol the Ma- 
liomedan population lose against Government I belieie that m Bolulkund 
the Nawab of Itampooi, and a few of his own ti usted friends, (among them 
the chief being Hukeem Saadut Alee) and the Nawab’s own tmsted peisonal 
attendants , — In Bipioui, tlie Deputy Collectoi and Suddei Amecn , Wullamt 
Hossem Khan m Mooiadobad, the l«mnl\ of Hukeem Khan, and Busheei 
Khan m Pillibheet , Mahomed Nooi Khan, in Slia]ehanpooi , and a lew' Gov em- 
inent Officials, weie the only Mahomedans, w'lio fiom the fust stood out loi 
Government 


437 In Seliai unpool it was lematked that the extensive usings were > 
nttuhuted entnely to the influential Mahomedans

439 These Svuds even waveiecl, hut then loyalty was happily fthjxed 
iy limionstranees conveyed to them by some ot then headmen, thouftgh m 
us District the Mahomedans weie late m rising against Government ^'''even- 
tually a a ast multitude g athei ed undei the “ Gi een Eiag,” and display ed f Be hit- 
eies ammositv , massaenng m the Musjid men of then own leliguhn, after

441\ In the whole Distnct of Boolundslmlnu, I can only wimgto nnnd 
one exception, that of the family of Mooiad Alee Khan of /° hlt aiee > and'

Puliasoo, who took the side they had taken in Lord Lake’s time, that of the 
British Goi eminent 

443 Everywhere m this part of the North "Western Provinces, as a 
general rule, the antagonism of the Moslems showed itself in eveiy place, fiom 
the open lebellion of multitudes to the scon ling impertinence ol individuals, 
from the public proclamations of Rebel Leaders to the muttered imprecations 
of bigots m the mosques , the very fact that the few who shone out as loy al 
subjects, or merciful men, were stigmatized as Christians, Infidels, Apostates 
from the tiue faith, should show what the belief and feeling of the Hi ndoo 
Mussulman is 

443. There was a marked difference between the conduct of Maho- 
medans and othei rebels in this pait of India 

444 The first warred against Government and Europeans, the others 
plundered 

445 The first from the beginning and throughout abstained from 
injuring the inhabitants of the countiy, assured them to win them to Malio- 
medan rule, and urged them to join against Government 

„ 446 The plundering tribes, almost the only Hindoos, who m these 

parts decidedly and thoiouglily misbehaved, turned then hands against every 
one that had property, tlieir enemies and creditors first The Muwai Juts ot 
the Buroutli Pergunah, were almost the only Hindoos who shewed unmi- 
tigated disloyalty, and they were urged to it by a notorious bad character. 
Sail Mull The Goo)urs even were m some instances against us, and some- 
times took the side of Government 

447 Vast numbeis even of these plundering tubes, who bear Hindoo 
names, Goopirs, Rajpoots, Tliuggalis, &c , are Maliomedans, forced proselytes, 
when tbe Moslem power was paramount m Delih, and like all such pioselytes 
intensely bigotted * 

448 It was not a national movement against Government 

449 With the exception of the immediate neighbourhood of Meerut, 
it was geneially some time before Goverment Offices and Government 
property were attacked 

450 In Deyrali, the people remained orderly and showed loyalty 

451 In Seharunpoor, the towns ofHeobund and Nukoor were attacked and 
plundered, and of course the Government offices m them were not evempted 
A mob collected to attack the Treasury at Seharunpoor, but -was easily 
dispersed 

452 These were the only instances m which most extensive plundering 
assumed the type of rebellion 

453 Mozuffernuggur must be treated as an exception the best disposed 
populace m the woild would bare been tempted to let loose the innate wicked- 
ness of human natuie by the disappearance of all authority. 

« 454. In Meerut the widely spread report that all the Europeans had been 
dcstro} cd, (which w r as not contiadicted as it should have been by their 
appearance m every direction,) the uninterrupted passage of the Baieilly 
mutineer Bngade , the total surrender of the Boolundshuhur district to 
AVulleedad Khan, who should have been seized by a small force, and hung- 
wijslun three days of his breaking out into open rebellion , tbe propinquity of 
Dehli and the constant hope of assistance from the mutineer force there , — by 
which concatenation of circumstances every bad character m the District was 
encouraged to evil, induced a tendency to rebellion, wdnch was fa\ ored by 
the retention in the lines of the troops who ought to have been enforcing 
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order and checkin" insurrection But even in this and m the Boolundshuhnr 
district, till, m the l.ittei , the refusal of aid from Meerut, the nppioach of mu- 
tineers from below and the hope of lesuumg the prisoners the Deduct Ofhcers 
liad made, incited the people to it, the outbreak was char.iclci l/cd by agres- 
sions of the lawless pait of the population on the bettci conditioned the pre- 
lalence of enmo, in consequence o{ a conuclion that authority had ceased, 
rathci than by rebellion against the State 

455 The last offence, as a general rule, spicad among the people slowly, 
as delay at Dehh hi ought comiction that the British powei was passing away, 
and even then only broke out here and theie, when notoiious had characters 
flushed by success in plundeimg, led their followers to gi eater enterjn/cs 

456 The normal state of the oidinary mass of the people, r r, those not 
either Mahomedans or tluexes, was wailing emits , and their conduct depend- 
ed on the amount ot tlicu good sense oi of then credulity Time were some 
wdio ftom the first ielt that, though tlm few Englishmen in India might be 
crushed fot the time, an ox erxx helming Btitish force woulo come out to recon- 
quer the countty and take a cngeance on the traitors These w ere the few 

457 Theie xvere some who helmed the false or exaggerated rumours 
cu culated by the icbcls and hastened to sepal ate fiom the foreigners, and 
secuie fax or horn the natixe rulers, these wero mote in numhcis than the first 
class considerably, but still the many' wax mod between the two extremes 

45S But nH feared — all w ere employ ed in an anxious endeax our to ascer- 
tain i\ hat xvould be their own liidtxidual interest The unfailing considera- 
tion of the natives of Ilmdoostan , — this their sole considmation, and coward- 
ice, both moral and physical, made mutineers of half the natixe army, and 
a percentage of the population, (the said percentage fluctuating according to 
cucumstances, but uevei xevy laige) icbcls 

459 Had there been Etnopean soldiers and Kon-Cominis-auncd and 
Commissioned Ofliceis to the extent of 10 per cent in each natixe Begiment, a 
nucleus for good men to fall back upon, xx ith a firm front to face the hie oi muti- 
neeis Half the men of the mutinous Begnnents xxould not bine gone, and half 
the Regiments in the sci \ ice xx ould lux c stood staunch to their duty, hut 
bodily teai and mental xxeakness, the absence of all principles of the all con- 
trolling sense of duty, and a dastaidlj cliead of being killed, made v ell inten- 
tioned men folloxv the majority of then coiniades, and peaceable subjects seek 
safety in disaffection 

460 Those xvho have lived m the midst of it, and who should he the 
best judges, cannot but foel that the theory that it was a pui eh Military 
ie\ olt, and the other that it xvas a national effort to shake off' ty rants, are equally 
iai from the tiutli

404 Bev r ond all doubt the seciet moveis of the levolt disseminated 
■widely the wildest and most false leports that Government was going loicibly 
do conveit the people, and dmmg the outbieak these rumouis were spread 
abroad to such an extent, that many ignoiant men believed them, and when 
peace was lestoied, some have stated their leadmess to become Chnstians, and 
were astonished when told, no man could make anotliei a Clnistun But 
here, lound Meeiut, where the mutiny commenced, Missionanes have been 
moi e successful m one year than they had evei been, and I have been told by 
a native deseivingof all confidence, that m Baieilly Maliomedans and Hindoos 
agreed that to be all of one, and that the Clmstian leligion would be better 
than to be exposed to the tyianny of Khan Baliadoor Khan, and Ins Moslem 
miscieants 

465 It is difficult to believe that the effoits of Government to give 
education to the people can have caused the mutiny and lebellion, when in 
some Distncts the only public Institutions maintained dunng the anarchy, — 
when Doctois weie dnven out, and Dispensanes weie destioyed, — weie milage 
schools, the only public buildings saved, — weie village school rooms, and the 
people when asked to account for tins, stated then intentions to have main- 
tained their schools, even if the rule of India had changed hands 

466 Durmgtlie outbreak, as far my expenence goes, the mostloyal, the 
most tiustwoitliy, were yraung men who had leceived an advanced English 
education m the Government Institutions, — I have known such, of the vntei 
class, not a fighting race, geneially become brave soldieily men, I have seen 
English letteis fiom such men, the mattei and composition of which would 
have done ciedit to any Englishman vvntei fiom the midst of fanatic lebels 
convej mg full and useful information, openly and boldly given, though the 
wntei stated, he knew he was suspected and watched, and immediate death 
would be the ceitam result of discoveiy 

467 The only appioach to the sense of duty which has animated Anglo- 
Saxons through this stiuggle, was to be found among such educated men 

468 Having given my ideas of vvliat were, and what w ere not, the 
causes of the mutiny, I may, I trust, give my opinion of what should be the 
result of it I would put first the spiead ol a sound English education, the use 
of the English language, the employment, only m time of course, ol those u ho 
were masteis of the English language, and of Englishmen and Clmstians m 
the Offices now almost entirely filled by natives, till the proportions of Eng- 
lish or East Indians, of Hindoos and Mussulmen weie equal instead ol hal- 
ing, as befoie, a great majority of Maliomedans The substitution ol a sim- 
ple system of administration, superintended by English Officeis even m the 
smallest sub-dmsions of Distncts, foi the Anglo-Indian combination ol the 
quibbles and technicalities of the laws of England and the Mahomedan code, 
administered through the coirupt Native amlah The introduction ol English- 
men and English capital, the eneigetic piosecution of public works, espe- 
cially the improvement of oui means of communication, the construction ol 
Bail roads and application ot Locomotives to oui existing loads, the mtioduc- 
tion of suitable Steamers on our nveis, the extension ol Electric Telegraphs 
m this Division and along its w hole length, more peifect ISTaMgation ol the 
Ganges Canal, the head woik and locks of which should be lortified, — lor 
all which, if necessaiy, the poition of the population who have hitherto con- 
tributed nothing to the suppoit of Government should be made to supply the 
funds, and, lastly, the amalgamation of European Soldiers and Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers with Natives in the Array, and of Englishmen, East Indians, 
and Christians m the Police, to the extent of at least 10 per cent 

469 I would conclude with lecommendingmost stiongly to the notice 
of Government, the conduct ol all the Officeis of Distncts, of all the grllart 
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Officers of the Aimj whose deeds have been recorded in this Narrative , — it 
is difficult, and would he invidious to select any, wheie all have helmed 
so well 

470 With one exception, and that was owing to physical unfitness, the 
Officers of the Disti icts have distinguished themselves by their firm beai mg 
and all of every service by their gallant deeds against overwhelming numbers , 
after the fiist few days of inactivity, they proved the invincibility of Eng- 
lishmen and prevailed so completely that immediately on the fall of Delili, 
and expulsion of the rebels from Boolundshuliur, the whole Dnision return- 
ed to a state of peace and order, surpassing that of any time previous to the 
mutiny , — so complete has been the re-establisliment of order, that the Division 
has been able to spare soldiers for the tranquillrzation of the rest of India 

471 The force of the regular army now m it is much less than it was 
when the mutiny broke out 

472 By the exertion of the Military Police Officers m the Division, 
large numbers of men have been raised for service in other quarters 

473 A large body of mounted and foot Police, ' the fiist excellently 
horsed, and all so armed and trained under the superintendence of the ener- 
getic Commandant of Divisional Police and the zealous Officers under him, 
that they have not only been able to take the duties of other Districts, but 
to vie m appearance with and beat m fight the old Irregular Cavalry, and to 
distinguish themselves on service within a marvellously short time after being 
raised, have been sent down the country, while with the exception of the 
troops at Meeiut, and a few soldiers at Allygurh, the whole Division is now 
guarded only by the new Military Police.

474 Two strong troops of European Cavalry, also raised and equipped 
here, after checking the rebels of Itolnikund, have since the re-occupation of 
that Province been employed there 

475 I believe that the Meerut Division, where the mutiny first broke 
out, was also the first Division mi the North Western Provinces restored to 
order, and the one where the authority of Government was maintained 
throughout over a larger tract than m any other Division on this side of 
Benares, and that under circumstances which reflect great credit on all the 
Officers concerned, and I trust that the exertions of all will be rewarded by 
the approbation of Government 

t * 476 The services of the Military Officers in the Division, during the 
mutiny, have been separately brought to notice , as also those of the District 
Volunteers A detailed list of all the persons that have aided Government or 
Europeans, or done good service, follows this report

c MUTINY AND OUTBREAK AT MEERUT,

At the close of 1S57, I was directed by tlie Chief Commissioner of 
the North Western. Piovmces to enquire into the conduct of the Native 
Officials and Police of the Agra District, when I also, m my capacity of 
“Supeimtendent of Cantonment Police, Noitli Western Provinces,” investi- 
gated thepioceedmgsof tlie Police mtliatDepaitmentat Meerut, on the niglit 
of the outbreak 

t 

Although six months had elapsed, sufficient evidence even then was 
obtained, to prove their culpable negligence, and wilful disregaid of their first 
duty as policemen, i e. to afford every assistance in quelling the disturbance, 
and saving life and pioperty. 

The investigations moreover proved, that Europeans were murdeiedm 
the Sudder Bazar, m many instances, in close proximity to Police Stations , 
and aho b\ depositions Nos 28 and 80, with those of all the Euiopean sol- 
diers, that otlieis weie assaulted by men m the police uniform, and all con- 
cui instating, that no assistance whatever was aftoided by the Cantonment 
uolice These facts, even though the individuals attacked weie unable to recog- 
nize their assailants, (which is not surprising, from tlie suddenness of the out- 
bleak, the numbeis simultaneously assaulting them, and tlieir being person- 
ally unacquainted with individual members of that Poice) strongly piove, to 
say the least, the culpable negligence of tlie establisment as a whole Yet all 
were not equally guilty there weie some attempts made at the commence- 
ment, even by the Police, to quell the outbieak, and plundered piopeity was 
recoveied fiom tlie noters More might possibly have been accomplished, had 
not their endeavouis been checked in the bud, by the then Officiating lvot r 
wal, who being lnraself a Goojur, and moreover fearing the vengeance of tlie 
mob, would allow no further seizures to be made, either o^ peisons or pro- 
perty (Vide deposition No G6 ) 

The whole of the Cantonment Police have been tued and punished, 
according to their respective dements , and eveiy endeavour has been made 
to apprehend those who deseited from fear of consequences, either because 
they had been actively engaged m not and plunder, or had failed m the dis- 
chaige of then.' duty 

Whilst engaged m these investigations, much mfoimation was obtained 
regarding the outbreak at Meerut , which, though foreign to the chief purport 
of my enquiries, was recorded, as being likely to afford some clue to the 
causes of the mutiny at that Station. 

I am aware of the necessity for great caution in receiving evidence 
from men, who possibly may have themselves been implicated m the mutiny, 
or m a guilty knowledge of it. But the statements of the men of the 3rd 
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1WM Cavalry, and lltli and 20tli Native Infantry were fieely made, not drawn 
from them moieover, I seldom rely on mere formal depositions, 01 cross- 
examination m Comt, for having had to deal with informers of the Daeoitee 
Denartment, a class of men whose evidence I was always obliged most carefully 
to sift I adopted the same plan with these men, conversing with them apart 
and in their unguaided moments But every endeavour to biealc down then- 
evidence, only served the more thinly to fix m my mind the conviction of its 
truth , and this m the face of a strong pieconceived opinion, that a deep 
seated conspiracy had existed 

Whatever the worth of the evidence may be, a careful sciutmy of the 
depositions proves, I think, as follows — 

Digest of the Doidence tegai d ng the Mutiny at Meerut 


Bust, as regards facts, in favor of the supposition, that a preconcerted 
mutiny existed among the Native Troops at Meeiut - 

Deposition No 1, shows the pnor existence of an ill- feeling, on the part 
of Mahomedans, against their Christian Buleis, of an impression that their 
religion was being powerfully shaken, and that steps should be taken for the 
remedy of the evil, and also that the caitndge question, as connected with 
religion, was frequently- discussed by them 

Depositions Nos 4 and 5, state that rumours were afloat on the com- 
mittal of the 85 Sowars to prison, that the sepoys were m a dissatisfied state, 
and would probably mutiny 

Depositions 6 to 11, regarding the Pakeer, prove nothing of a seditious 
nature against lnm , yet the circumstances stated of his appearance at the 
TJmbala Depot, and subsequent intimacy with the men of the 20th Native 
Infantry, so shortly before the mutiny, may be considered somewhat sus- 
picious 

Depositions 32 to 35, show that a Cashmerian Girl, named Sophie, 
received warning from a sepoy, that a mutiny was about to take place , but the 
intimation thus given, (the only glimpse obtained of an intended revolt being 
made known to others) refers only to that day, and does not imply the exis- 
tence of any combination pnor to the confinement of the 85 Sowars 


Depositions 38, 65 and 66, prove that the Kotwalee Guard, about half 
an hour pievious to the outbreak, were apparently warned, but this doubtless 
was only in a similar manner to that of the Caslimeiian Girl, Sophie 


Deposition 66, states a strange fact , that the Goojms exclaimed to the 
then Officiating ICotwal “Thou hast summoned us,” &c This however being 
mentioned by one individual only, may be deemed somewhat doubtful 


Secondly, as regards evidence against the supposition of a pre-existing 
conspiracy — 


Depositions Nos 2 and 3, of Officials high m Government employ, if 
they may be considered reliable, prove that to even men of their class no 
signs of the impending revolt weie visible, but that both m City and Dis- 
trict, affairs boi e the usual peaceable and orderly aspect they had ever done , 
that the mediation of the chuppatties had to them no ill insignificance , and 
that their conviction was, that evil lepoits m the first instance caused, and 

he uncontroverted boast of the extermination of all Euopeans, rapidly spread,

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From depositions 10 to 19, of tlie sepoys and tioopeis, it would appeal 
tliat no geneial warning was given to tlie whole body, nor any unanimous 
plan of action conceited amongst them Although some days befoie the out- 
break, two Mahomed, ui IST ai Iv-. of the 3id Light Cavahy, swore m the men 
of then Eegiment to lefuse the caitudges, said by a Magazine Classic, to be 
gi eased with cow’s and pig’s fat, until their use was sanctioned by the whole 
Native Auny , and though the evidence ot others, shows that some few were 
prepared to act foi the libeiation of then comrades, yet that they must have 
consisted of a poitton of the men only, since many of the sepoys undressed 
and unarmed were, accoidmg to their usual wont, lounging about the bazais, 
totally unprepared to the last moment , and only when the cry was raised 
“ the Eilles and the Ai tillcry are coming,” lied piecipitately to their respective 
lines More it would seem from some undefinable diead of something about 
to happen, than to cany out any preconceited plan of action, foi amongst them 
were some who sided with and defended their Officeis to the last , that alarm- 
ing lepoits. m the first instance, of polluted food to be foiced upon all, and 
subsequently of sets of irons sufficient to confine the whole foice, being in 
couise of preparation , and finally, on the evening m question, of the start of 
the Eifles and Ai tillery foi the puipose of disarming all the Native Begi- 
ments, circulated by a cook boy of the Eifles, and the bazai people, and con- 
fitined by a Sowai coming from the direction ot the Bugade Majoi’s house, 
were the immediate cause of the mutiny , that a leciuit of the 20 th Native 
Intantiy, who filed the fust shot, (and is said to have been killed by Ins com- 
rades for thus involving them m nun and disgrace), implicating them m their 
estimation heyond lecall, and the death of Colonel Emms sealing their doom, 
nothing but flight and desertion could save their lives , that the detached 
Guards did not bieak out simultaneously with the Eegiments, but that some 
even remained at their post a day oi two after, and that the otheis hearing 
rumours of the cause of the Rung, hastened to stand by, or fall with then 
brethren m arms , that moreover such was then unprepaiedness, that their 
- wives and families were left behind unheeded and uncaied for, who roved 
about the town for some days, seeking food and shelter, and fiom thence 
disposed of themselves as best they could 

Depositions 20, 21, 5G and 57, prove that the Sowais contented them- 
selves with l eleasmg then connades only, that the rest of the prisoneis m 
that Jail were subsequently let loose by a mob of villagers , and those of the 
old Jail, by sepoys of the 11th and 20th Native Infantiy 

Depositions 38, 39, 41 and 58, hear witness to the friendly conduct of 
some Cavahy tioopers, who, m one instance, dispeiscd the mob that attacked 
Mrs Couitney’s carnage, and that m others, warned soldiers walking m the 
bazar to fly 

Depositions 22 to 26, show that the mutineers fled as a disorganized 
mob, m bands varying in numbers, and m different dnections, many towards 
Dehlie, but others m totally opposite quartets , as also that tlie Jail Guaid on 
being met and questioned, stated they had fled m dismay, fiom fear of being 
involved m tlie consequences of the levolt The depositions of all the Eui o- 
peans prove the total inaction of the Police, as legards the murdeimg and 
plundeung by the mobs, and m many instances the actual murder, and 
attempts at muidei of Euiopeans by mobs and policemen , the foimer being 
often beaded and incited by the lattei , and m some few instances, of the 
bad characters being accompanied and assisted by sepoys and sowars 

The depositions of the City and Bazar residents, as also those of all the 
Europeans, testify to the total want of preparation on the put of the inhabi- 
tants of both, as evidenced by tlie shops being open, tiade carried on as 
usual, travelleis pumeymg unarmed to and fro, realizing' money, &o , some 
of whom were plundeied and maltieated by the mobs, to whom all concur 
m chiefly ascubmg the plundeung, burning, and murdering that occuired 

The depositions of the Native lesidents also show, that they ascribed 
the mutiny to the evil rumouis that were afloat, and the fears cherished m 
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consequence by the sepoys for the safety of then caste and 1 eh -ion , also 
their conviction, that the excesses committed by the mobs, resulted hoin the 
prevailing belief, that the Eiu ope ins had been exteimmated by the Native 
tuops , and the withdi.iw.il, m consequence, of all feai of retribution, as the 
reaction that took place the next morning cleaily proves, for when they 
found the Europeans iveie still alive and in. foice, they rapidly disgorged 
then ill-gotten plunder, and many fled 

Depositions 38, 29 and 30, prove how much loss of life and property 
might have been avoided f And how much good effected by a little energy and 
decision, by the piesence ol e\en a h.tndlul of Euiopeans patrolling the 
streets, during that ever memoiable night 

Depositions 31, 48 and 50, prove the mutilation of European corpses, 
but only of those away fioin the sepoy lines, and which must have been per- 
petrated by the mobs , while those apparently killed by the tioops, weie left 
as they fell 

Depositions 51, 50, 59 and GO, piove that at fust, attempts were made 
by some ot the Police to check the excesses of the mobs , th it the Ofhciating 
Kotiv.il on one occasion headed a pai fcy, and succeeded in dispersing a band 
of plundeieis , but that subsequently he preiented any seizures being made, 
either of persons oi pioperty, feaung the person.il levenge of the mob, and 
protected his own fraternit}', the Goojurs 

Depositions 36 to 3S, 50 to 53, 05, and 09 to 71, furnish proofs of 
fidelity, not only on the part of servants and dependants, but other natives 
likewise, and even of two policemen, all willing to lisk hte and limb on be- 
half of then masters, acquaintances, oi even of strangers, as in the instance of 
the policemen 


Having thus given a brief digest of the evidence, I will now’ proceed to 
furnish an outline of the events that occuned at Meerut, as detailed therein — 


Whatever may have been the state of the Bengal Army m the begin- 
ning of 1857, an lll-feehng was evidenced at Meeiut against the Go\ eminent, 
by the mcendiaiy flies that commenced theie m April of that yeai 

The introduction of the new caitudges appeals to haie been frequently 
canvassed among the native population, and in some instances,’ (i iclc deposition 
Ho 1) in a spirit of hitter hostility against Euiopeans and their religion 
Bumouis of polluted food to he foiced upon all weie also veiy pievnlent , and 
the reputed pi opliecy, that the Butish lule xvas to last 100 3 ears (of which* 
1857 Avas the close), Avas called to mind These idle lumouis, acknoAvledged 
by native officials to have been preA r aleiit m the Meeiut Distuct, Aveie, we can 
imagine, circulated by evil-disposed men, leady to take advantage of any 
change that might anse The cnculation of chuppatties so shoitly befoie the 
outbieak, though appearing to us most mysterious and suspicious, j’et, if a\ e 
may ciedit the statements of those I have questioned on the subject, both 
high and Ioav, was not legal ded by them as an ill omen, but supposed to have 
originated m some i r ow Many of those thus mteiiogated, I have no leason 
to doubt, being individuals wlio from tlie first, cast m then lot witli .ours, and 
pen leu their lives foi our cause, noi have I m consequence any just grounds 
or be levmg they concealed aught they kneiv This mystery, notwith- 
s an mgeveiy effort made to solve it, remains umavelled still

P e "Null Natives, hoAvever qualified by expenence and long residence 
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amongst them, to foim some estimate of then chaiactei, hut few thoroughly 
undeistand them we float as it were on the suiface, and it m official powei, 
know even less than the Missionary and Plantei, who miv moie unreseivedly 
ayiongst them Yet suiely if theie had been a wide-seated conspnacy, of 
winch the elvuppatties weie a sign or symbol, some change m demeanour 
would have been appaient amongst the population of the many Distncts I 
passed tluough Oi if the seciet had been so caretully concealed fiom Euio- 
peans (save a lew favored ones said to have leccned limbs and warnings), that 
not a shade of suspicion crossed then minds, yet would it not have been 
detected by natives, even though clothed with official power? whereas then 
evidence (if ci edible) proves that they, with ourselves, weie alike ignoiant of 
what was so shortly to be 

The Fakeei’s appeaiance at the XJmballa Depot, Ins residence at the 
Soomjkoond Tank, and m the lines of the 20th Native Infantry, so shortly 
befoie the outbieak, and his gi eat intimacy with sepojs, are ceitawly suspi- 
cious facts , but e\ ery eudeavoui to trace out his history, the object of Ins 
journeying*, and lus ultimate fate, lnue failed, and nothing of a seditious 
nature has been elicited against lnm 

Taking for gi anted that the statements of the men of the 3id Light 
Cavalry are coirect, it ivould appeal that the 'first act of open and decided 
mutiny m then Corps took place on the 22nd of April 1857, when the 
men weie sworn in, on the Ganges and the Koian, to refuse the cai fudges, 
until the whole Bengal Army had consented to accept them This was done 
by two Mahomedan Naiks, who incited the men by stating, they weie now 
sworn to defend then leligion, and promising to set them the example, add- 
ing that a Magazine Classie had avened the obnoxious caitndges ivere pre- 
pared with hog’s and cow’s fat Those hou’ei ei Sen ed out to the tioopers 
could not of couise have -been of the new sort that were objected to, and 
though we can fairly allow for suspicion having entered the minds of some, 
yet this fact is significant of a hostile feeling against Government, and a 
'determination to make the woist of maitei ", by exteiiimg the prejudice on- 
ginally incited by, and hitheito confined to, the Enfield Rifle caitndges, to 
those of the same kind as had been used by them foi generations past 

Then followed the trial of the So Sowais, and then imprisonment on 
Saturday 9th of May, m the new Jail neai the Soorujkoond Tank, the Guard 
-of which vms strengthened by the addition of a Native Officer and 24 sepoys 
fiom the 20th Native Infantry All was thus supposed to have been quietly 
and peaceably settled, but alas ! not so 

Since the evidence was punted, Resaldar J Hawes has deposed, that 
wdulst with the 3id Light Cavaliy at Meerut, some two oi tlnee men of that 
Coips came to lnm on the afternoon of the 10th May 1S57, and said that the 
men of the Regiment intended next morning to give m a petition to the 
Colonel, soliciting the release of the 85 pusoneis, that if Government again 
employed these men, oi peinutted them to letuin to then homes, the men of 
the Regiment would obey any oideis whatevei 

Eiom a statement made to me by Yuzeei All Ivhan, Deputy Magistiate 
of Meeiut, (but not lecoidetl, as I failed to discovei the Vakeels m question) it 
w r ould appeal, the tioopeis fiist thought of obtaining legal lediess foi then 
conn ades, «nd with that view applied to the Yakeels of the Couit to learn 
what steps should be taken foi an appeal against the sentence of the Couit 
Maitial If tins be true, it pioves that the last alternative of rescuing then 
companions by ioice of aims, had not then been lesolved on, at least by all 
the Regiment I have also been informed that the men wei e taunted by the 
disicputable inhabitants of the Suddei Bazar foi allowing then brethren to 
suftei on account of then leligion, and the ciy of “ Deen, deen,” was ei en thus 
enily laised ~ ‘ 

JTovevei, whethei the foiegoing betiue oi not, the decision of an appeal 
to arms, most pi ohably was ainved at on Satuiday or Sunday , as the deposi- 
tions piove that the Caslimenan Gill, Sophie, leceived an intimation of the 
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coming outlncak fiom a sepoy, afc about 2 pm on the day of flic revolt, winch 
passetT on to the mother of Mnsxumat Golab Jaun, if. Ihiougli the latter, re, idl- 
ed the cats ot the late I)r. Smith , hut lie, ns mmy other-, would hue done, 
treated it mcicly as an idle bazar report, such as prc\ ailed e\cn before sen- 
tence was passed on the Sowars, ns, for instance, the Head Cleik of the Ses- 
sions Judge lcceived a letter from lm In other, stating the sepoys weie deter- 
mined to mutiny. This was also discredited The warning givt n to the Girl 
Sophie, is the fust glimpse wc have of an intention to mutiny , and one other 
is tui mshed hy the e\ idem c, though mavciy diflcrent quartet Deposition 
No 05, pioung, that a sepov came to the Sudder Bi/ar Guard at about half- 
past 5 r vr , and apparently bid them hold themsehes in in tdmc'-s, adding 
aloud that they must peimit no one to detain them that upon Ins deptrture 
they immediately loaded their muskets, niul at the fir-,t shot v acatmg their 
post, joined then connades, shooting two Christians hy the way 

The general belief that all the dctiched Guards broke out into rcrolt, as 
in tins instance, simultaneously, was proved incoi ret t , it baring been advanc- 
ed as a striking pioof of a pieeoncerted mutiny questions to elicit the truth 
weie put to all the sepoys, and not only liom them, but irom other and pri- 
vate sources also, ample te->timony was borne to tlu* contiary Many on hear- 
ing the filing (being acquainted with the rumours afloat regarding the disarm- 
ing ot the Nativ e troops), naturally hastened to the suppot t ot their regiments, 
and evidently prcpaied to resist any' such measure by force The above is 
the only known instance ot a Guard being warned, and it occurred but halt cm 
hour before the outbreak: 

The deposition of Sycd !Meer Khan, Sirdar Bahadoor, w as t iken to dis- 
piovc a veiy r prevalent notion, that he also had warned the Civil and Military 
Autlioutics ol that which, according to Ins own showing, lie was himselt entire- 
ly ignoiaivt 

Anolliei strong proof of there being no prearranged plan of action, is 
the fact of flieir wives and children being left totally unpiov ided lor, who 
wandeied about the City' for some day's, houseless and homeless, and at last 
scatteicd in various directions m search of iood and shelter, whereas it is well 
known that on any expected emergency, a nativ e’s first care is to place Ins 
family in a place of security 

^ Again the evidence shows the mutineers fled precipitately, as a disor 
ganized rubble, without a head to guide or control them All these facts 
militate, I think, against the supposition ot an organized conspiracy', at least 
as respects the Meei ut troops And with regaid to the City and Bazar resi- 
dents , their ignoiance of, and unpieparedncss for, coming events, is palpably 
evident from the following facts • their shops w ere all open and goods unpro- 
tected , men weie passing to and iio, paying, realizing, and carry ing about 
with, them money , vcndois of goods hawking about their wares as usual, aud 
travellers journey mg unaimed both to and from the City and District, m fact, 
the usual loutme of business and of pleasure flowing on m apparent peace 
and secuiity ° 11 1 

D is evident that the minds of the Native soldiery w ere kept in an agitat- 
ed and inflamed state, by false and malicious icports busily cuculated, of 
lones being giound down with atta, which they' would be forced to eat , ot 
leir being slioi fcly disarmed, and of sets of lions sufficient to confine the whole 
orce, being m coui se of preparation But that all were not aware of any thing 
emg about to tianspire, is plain from many of the sepoy's being in tlie bazars 
lounging about as usual, undressed and unarmed, when suddenly' the ciy is 
raiscc , ie Itifles and Artillery are coming to disaim all the Native Begi- 
ments , and instantly they hurried to their lespectiv e lines, accompanied by a 
aige mo , w'iio evidently expected something would happen As fax as could 
oe asce 1 tamed, the report was raised by a cook boy attached to the Hides, and 
A X a Sowar coming fiom the direction oftheBugade Majoi’s house 
, 4.1 * ar s ie ^ Tnus ^ de borne in mmd, that the Hides weie present 

j ie s c e ne on Satm day molding, and would doubtless amongst themselves 
scuss tne piobability of having eventually to disaun all the Native troops. 
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that cook boys bare a Smattering of English, and may hare caught up -some 
expressions used by the soldieis, and hence originated the repoit, that when 
the Regiment was diawn up to pioceed to Church, they may hare concluded 
that then destination was the Native lines, and m consequence gare the alaim 
Thus a wietcked cook boy lit the fiist spaik, that so speedily set the Station 
in a blaze , 

The endence of the men of the 3 id Light Caraliy and 11 th and 20 th 
Native Infantiy show wliat followed, how well the Officers of those legiments 
behaved, seeking by every means m their power to reassuie the minds of theu 
misguided men, whom they trusted to the last, as eveiy Officei who knew and 
Ipved Ins men would have done , how nobly Colonel Funs acted, leaving his 
own men who weie devoted to linn, and whom up to the moment that he fell, lie 
had succeeded m restiammg to pacify the sepoys ol the 20th, bv whose hands 
he lost lus life Then come the scenes of mutiny and muidei, that took place 
on parade the men having lost confidence m their Officers, were no longei to 
be guided oi conti oiled by them The fiist shot is said to bare been filed by 
a recruit of the 20th Native Infantiy, who, met edible as it may appeal, is sta- 
led to have paid with Ins life for his temerity, having been shot by Ins com- 
rades for thus involving them id rum and disgrace. 

The had characteis of the City and Bazar already assembled, (and like 
the brotherhood m eveiy pait of the woild, ready to reap the fiuits of any 
■distuibance tliatmiglit anse,) weie at once up and doing , (the Sudder Bazars of 
Meerut and Cawnpoor have long been noted for their swarms of vagabonds) 
sirms being ready at hand, the shops of native 41 mourers affording an ample 
supply Butchers, whose trade is blood, seem to have promptly taken the 
lead, the fiist man who attacked Majoi Taylor was one, and he was allowed 
to escape tlnough that Officer’s intervention Bungalows weie lapidly plun- 
dered... and set on fiie, those neaiest the Sepoy lines doubtless by the muti- 
lieeis , but the evidence ol Mis Macdonald’s servants and others, show that 
the had characters of the Suddei Bazar took a prominent pait in these acts 
it noV 

The scene, as described by eye-witnesses, must have been appalling In 
hn instant dll Older subverted 1 aging mobs of maiaudeis loving about m 
search of plundei , loud yells and cues of “All All,” (foi the Mahomedans soon 
look the lead, raising above all othei sounds this the watchword ot then 
religion;) bungalows blazing m all directions, Euiopeans, the objects of po- 
-pfilar iury, flying m haste and conlusion , and the bodies lieie and tlieie of 0111 
pooi countrymen, and helpless women and clnldien, welteung in then, 
blood, must indeed have foimed sights once seen, never to be forgotten 1 

Meanwhile at the veiy commencement of the outbreak, a party of the 
Sid Light Cavali3 r burned off to the new Jail and leleased then comrades, 
no opposition being offeied by the men of the 20 tli N I , that had been sent; 
to Strengthen the Jail Gruaid Having effected this, they letuined 111 com- 
pany with tlieir biethren, leanng the lest ot the pusoners 111 confinement. 
According to Mi Domt’s (the Jailoi) statement, these amounting in number 
to 839 (despeiate chaincteis), v\ ere let out by a mob of villageis, who embol- 
dened by impunity, attacked, bioke open, and set file to tlie Jail about mid- 
night The inmates of the old Jail, accoidmg to the Daiogah’s deposition 
No 21 , weie released about an hour aftei the outbreak by a small band of 
sepoys, wlio weie thus peimitted, unmolested, to let loose upon the Station a 
number of the woi st and vilest chaiacteis to commit havoc and destiuction, 
and wlio, 111 all probability, were the chief perpetrators of the atrocities com- 
mitted on helpless women and innocent clnldien, for tlie bodies found in this 
neighbouihood weie the most mutilated, and by sword cuts, whereas those by 
tlie Parade grounds were evidently shot, and lay as they tell 

In tracing the route taken by one unfortunate Lady, who, with her 
cluldien, fled m disguise towards the City, I felt convinced that, as she emerg- 
ed liom the lianow lanes ot the Hoossamee Bazai on to the high road, she 
must have fallen m with a hand, of these v\ retches, and by them have been so 
cruelly murdered.

The above evidence doss indeed bring out stiange facts anl inconsisten- 
cies, moie especially so, if we me tc eonsidei the lavolt, as the outbienk of 
tiu united people ng<unst its ltulcis cind oppicssois 


oi instance, European soldieis (vide deposition Nos 3S, 19 and 40) are 
warned by a 3id Light Cavaliy tioopei to fly and save then lives othei&of the 
same oip- interpose between Alls Comtney and a mob, fiom whom they succeed 
m saving hei, though alas but foi a time, asveiy shoitly aftei she and hei 
c u cien ,ue brutally mm deied at the gates of the house of the Deputy M<mis-

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In opposition to' the fuendlv conduct of these tioopers, we find the Canton- 
ment Police at best looking indifferent!} on, and often themselves assisting in the 
destruction of that, for the pieseivation of which they diew their subsistence.

But let us again turn to’ the blight side of the picture Buktawur cliow- 
keedai (vule deposition Not 36) penis his own life m the attempt to save that 
of Ins inistiess I earnestly sought ‘for this man to leward him, but failed to 
obtain any traces of him , and the Ayah nevei leaves the childien entiusted 
to hei, but secures them a place of lefuge Matadeen, another seivant, with a 
swoid touching his thioat, refused to say aught that could betray his master. 
Sadhee, a gaidener, conceals Ins master, mistress, and two other ladies Jug- 
gemath, a chuppiassie, withothei fellow servants, boldly defends his masters 
property, and forcibly recovers some fiom the hands of a plunderer And last, 
but not least, Asgui All, a descendant of the “ Prophet, v conceals his Clinstian 
tenants, at the nsk of his own life, and notwithstanding the loss of all his pro- 
perty m consequence, nobly continues firm to his self-imposed trust, and for 
days provides them with food and shelter m his own house. Otheis, on the 
contraiy, displayed acts of base ciuelty and treachery Such instances were 
however of lare occurrence, and though with regard to some of the former, a 
far-sighted prudence may have furnished interested motives for fidelity, yet 
<mch could not have, been the case with all, as a careful perusal of the facts 
will show. 

The mutiny at other places, and at subsequent periods, affords similar 
instances of strange mcongi uity , and though not connected with the outbreak , 
at Meerut, from the incidents of which the foregoing observations are diawn, 

I may perhaps be justified in inserting here, as collateral proofs of the same 
thing” and links rn the gieat chain of events that, have rendered the year 135,7 
one of the- most memoiable m the annals of our history 

A few days aftei the outbreak at Meerut, a small Guard of the Sth Irregu,- 
lai Cavalry, with a paity of Daeoitee police* of their owm accord and for greatei 
safety* escorted the Office lecoids and Tieasuic chest m tbeir charge, fiom, 
Meeiut to Agia, fighting then way down, and when attacked by insurgent 
villagers beating them off with heavy loss They weie w r ell rewarded for their 
fidelity , yet m less than tw r o months after, deserted almost to a man 

Two Sowars of the — J ccompamcd an Officer m every expe- 
dition he undertook tin o > , being at times for days alone with 

him, when lus life (humanly speaking) lay entnely at then mercy They weie 
promoted foi then uniform good conduct yet deserted shortly previous to the 
fall of Dehlie, vdien even Natives aelmowdedged the Mahomedan cause a hope- 
less one 

A small body of Daeoitee Police, all Mahomedans, displayed laie fidehtv, 
the only Guaxd by day and night they remained tine to their trust during the 
revolt When communication by post was closed, they earned letters and 
despatches, running the gieatest risk, foi it is well known what treatment 
our messengeis met with if discoveied by the rebels, who then coveied the 
country , and this not for rew r aid such as was given to special Kossids, but in 
then pioper torn of duty and for then ordinal y pay, and with one exception 
(an important despatch to Lucknow r , the fate of the messenger of which has 
nevei tianspued) all reached their destinations safely. Moreover, the fidehtv 
of these men was put strongly to the test, when one of their comrades found 
plundering, received SO lashes and las dismissal This seveie punishment 
inflicted m the height of the revolt m no way affected their behauoui , but 
some two months afterwaids, when Delihe had fallen, most of them deseited 

The mutiny even amongst the Native soldiery, affords similar contradic- 
tions in the conduct of vanous individuals, some evincing unconqueiable and 
unfounded distrust, others clinging to oui cause under most discom aging 
eneumstances, and m spite of our evident mistiust, foi example, Soobadai 
Bhow'ame Singh, 2nd Light Cavaliy, defends most gallantly the Colors and 
Treasuie chest of his Begiment, until wounded and left senseless by his own 
men, aud subsequently sacrifices lus life for the State, fighting to the last 
against his lebel brethren m the intienchinents at Cawnpooi.

Aoam, as the xeveise of this, we have witnessed the wonderful fidelity, 
through taunts and liaidslnps, and loss of life and limb, of the Lucknow Gar- 
uson At Meruit, likewise the men of the 1 1th N. 1 , who lemained tiue to 
then Officers when per mission was given them to -visit then homes, because 
the Military Authonties mistrusted them, declined availing themselves of it, 
and preferred engaging m the Police, m which they did the State good seiviee. 


The Meerut Police also, had and worthless though they pioved as a whole, 
furnished some individuals who behaved lemavkably well, fought m the lanks 
of the Lisluct Volunteeis, and having pioved themselves excellent servants 
of the State, were eventually taken into and foimed the nucleus of the pie- 
sent N. tV- Police raised at Meerut on the 27th of June 1857. Many othei 
instances might doubtless be adduced, of wlncli I am unaware. 


The distiust of Europeans, extended even to their Officeis with whom 
they had passed years m fnendty intimacy, was a powerful engine of mis- 
chief m the hands of the evil-disposed, by whom it was assiduously implanted 
and mutured This was the main cause of the mutiny of the 29tli N I , as is 
plainly evidenced from a nan alive ot oceunences by one of its Officeis, con- 
in med by the statements of the Native Doctoi and Moolvie, who, hue to our 
cause, were earned pnsoners to Delilie, and from thence made then escape. 
Fiom them it would seem the Coips would have accompanied their Officers 
to Meeiut, but that then film conviction was,, by doing so they would gam 
nothing but a ceitam and speedy death. * 


I was forcibly convinced of the leal existence of tins feeling, from the 
difficulty I expei lenced m getting two Sowais (my escoit) to follow me into 
Meeiut, winch at length thev only did on my pledging my life for theirs. 
Again the Sikhs who left the 2nd Oude Irregulai Cavaliy when they mutinied, 
enteied Meerut with fear and tiepidation, but subsequently joined the Meerut 
lhstuct Volunteeis, and did excellent service 


A lettei from a trooper m concealment, lately brought undei my obsei- 
\ation, reveals a stiange state of things, and is veiy probably m some lespects 
a sample of many similar case* lie wiites to one from whom m brighter 
da-ss he leceived much kindness, to a son of whom he is indebted foi the 
knowledge of wilting, by means of which he makes known his cneumstances,’ 
and from whom lie evidently conceals nothing, even confessing to Ins havum 
taken iebel seiviee fiom due necessity In his letter he states that, “after 
hearing of the Meerut mutiny ’ his Coips the 2nd Cavaliy began plotting, and 
t i.it he related all he learnt fiom them to the Adjutant. Although Ins letter 
cannot, stnctly speaking, be considered evidence, yet being wiitten undei the 
aW 10 t ie mannei ah eady mentioned, may be taken as another

Caste also, that great bond of ’union and engine of evil, attached thou- 
sands to the ranks of its (so deemed) maityis and defendeis, foi unfounded 
though the report was, yet numbeis did believe that Chustiamty was to be 
foiced upon all lanks and classes of Natives , and to many a Hindoo, the pie- 
servation of his caste (his only secunty foi 'eternal happiness heieaftei) is 
deaiei to him than life Fiuitless were all endeavouis to shake the geneial 
belief m this opinion, for natives like children are swayed by eveiy idle icput, 
and these weie assiduously kept afloat by evil and designing men, inter- 
ested m and anxious foi a change Suspicion and distiust thus once sown, 
attachment speedily waned, and though some’ of the oldei soldieis still loved 
and leveled then Ofliceis, they were poweiless foi good And although this 
does not justify their failme in then duty, as doubtless they should even 
have given up life foi their “ salt, ” yet allowances must be made foi their 
yeiy trying position. In fact we can hardly appreciate as it deseives, the 
sacufices and sufferings of those who thiough all have lemained tiue to us

is maintained still, and the taunt of having become “ Christian,” yet hurled at 
our allies But the othei day a detachment of newly-iaised Police, attacking 
a party of rebel sepoys, veie jeeungly received with a shout of “Come on 
Chastains'” The reply was a bullet that laid the utteiei low, ere yet the woids 
‘had died away upon his lips’ Whatevei a man’s creed may be, dhe ciedit 
‘should be aecoided him for sincerity, until at least he piove the ieverse r . 
Again every allowance should he made, considering the sudden and complete 
globm that ovei shadowed the 'country, through the dailc folds of v Inch but a 
few far-sighted individuals could penetiate Let us picture it to oui selves 
awhile ' 

A few Native troops suddenly mutiny , burn, plunder and muidei , re- 
lease prisoners, and completely subveit all oidei and authonty, and this with 
scarce any opposition, m the face of a large European Foice Thence passing on 
unchecked to a large and impoitant City, with the uncontiadieted boast that 
they had exterminated the Butish and overthiown then mle, gain possession 
of it, running ovei then fellow soldieis cantoned theie, enact ovei again the 
same scene of anarchy, bloodshed and not, pioelaim a rebel King, issue pio- 
’clamations and exact revenue in his name cut off all communication and ovei- 
run the suiroundingcountiv Their example is rapidly followed whole Regi- 
ments tiead eagerly m their steps , entire Disfcncts pass away fiom our hold , 
petty Chiefs and Princes exeicise, undisputed, the lights of sovereignty , while 
their late lordly Ruleis aie no wheie seen, 01 beheld only as way-worn, tiavel- 
leis, soiled, famishing, and often soie-wounded fugitives, pleading foi food, shel- 
ter and concealment, and at times lepulsed as theoffbcouung of eaith, by those 
who lately would have kissed the dust undei then feet' The few Provinces 
still held by us, ’ kept only by the self-devotion of then Civil and Military 
Officers, and gallant bands of Volunteeis, heie and theie assisted by a handful of 
Ti oops Seeing us poweiless to help ol piotect oui fnends, 01 to chastise oui 
'foes, can we wondei that the timid, waveung, and weak fell m with those 
who, foi the time being at le ist, best made the weight of then vengeance 
dmown, 01 can we wondei thatthe masses of people, losing sight ol all signs of 
oui power and authonty, and witnessing only the evidences (temporal y though 
they veie) of the uile of oni enemies, should leadily credit their lepoits of 
our subversion and uttei annihilation, and all this occunmg at the end of the 
foietold 100 years, during which oui lule was to last, should fancy they saw 
the finger of God in the exact fulfilment of the prophecy ?

1 am aware that many statements exist of signs and warning previously, 
and information of a conspiracy subsequently, to the outbreak haying been 
mven to various individuals Such reports were cmrent at Meerut but on 
them, and individually sifting and attesting them, they vanished ghost- 
like into thin an, and not one of all the patties sud to have fiunished them, 
would acknowledge any acquaintance with the alleged facts. I hose therefore 
who have received any mioimation regarding such a conspiracy should un- 
doubtedly come foiwaid and have the same attested, both foi the punishment 
of the guilty, and for the secuuty of the public hereafter. 

If any such plot throughout the Native Army existed, the Meerut troops 
weie indeed lash and insane to nrai the whole, simply that they might hasten 
the release of their companions, which a shoit tune subsequently could have 
been effected with fai gieatei chances of success, less usk to themselves, and 
w ith infinitely giander lesults to the cause they had at hcait Granting the 
existence of such a conspnacy, how can we account for such mad lashness on 
the paitof these conspnatois * Nor that aftei thus hastilv releasing then com- 
lades, doing all the mjmy they could by the way, they should flee without an 
acknowledged head oi guide, 01 any plan of operations? and then only (find- 
ing themselves unmolested) hold a hurried council to decide upon their future 
operations ( Vide depositon No 4 ) 


Being deeply interested in the fate of many who fell at Cnwnpoor, and 
having collected all the evidence procurable up to the present time, of atroci- 
ties committed, oi said to have been committed by the rebels there, (and which 
fiom the numbei of the victims and the cuielty of their fate lank pre-emi- 
nent among all the tiagedies of tins evei memorable revolt) I have anxiously 
and caiefully sifted the whole 


The statement of Lieutenant Moubray Thomson, Commandant of Military 
Police, the depositions of Mis Biadshaw and Letts of the 56th Regiment Na- 
tive Infantiy, of Elizabeth and Isabella Speus, V3id Regiment Native Infantiy, 
and of Peei Bax, Camel Sowar, give perhaps a correct account of the feaiful 
massacie at the Choura Suttee Ghat on the 27th Tune 1857. They afford 
some insight into the houois of that temble day, which lequne no false 
coloring to make them almost surpass conception Mrs Munay, on cioss exami- 
nation, denies the ladies and women having been skipped, and lecenum but a 
piece of scant blue cloth instead. 


The evidence of Drummer John Fitchett, Oth Regiment Native Infantry, 
and of the sepoys 5Gth Regiment Native Infantry, who weie confined with the 
poor suffereis m the Savada House, piove that they retained then own cloth- 
mg and moreover that on the removal of the pnsoners to the Beebeguih, or 
blaughtei -house, clothes belonging to the ladies and left, with the washer- 
men when they went into the mtrenchments, were recovered and returned to 
lem.

I tiust I may be intime to supply an omission winch I regret to 
find I have made m the Narrative of the Meerut Division I have omitted to 
mention the sei vices of Mr J Scailett Campbell This Officer, Joint Magis- 
tiate of Mooradabad, when the mutiny at Meerut occuned, most zealously 
and biavely assisted Messrs Wilson and Saundeis, on many occcasions, paiti- 
cularly m clearing the Meeeiut Road of plundeiers, and m keeping the bad 
characters of that Distnct m older, undei cncumstances which deseive the 
highest praise. 

When the mutiny occuned at Mooiadabad, and the District Officeis 
were obliged to fly, Mi. Campbell came with the otliei fugitives to Meeiut 

He shortly afterwaids volunteered his services, and was deputed by the 
late Mr Gieatlied to Baghput, to keep open the communication with the 
Dehli Camp, maintain the bridge of boats, and, as far as possible, keep order m 
that neighbourhood If individual zeal and gallantly could have pi evailed, 
Mr Campbell would have fulfilled the object of 3ns mission But the only 
Foice theie was, being withdiawn on the appioach of a laige body of rebels, 
he was obliged to go to the Deldi Camp 

He subsequently was requested to take charge of the Rohtuck distnct , 
and, though most anxious to return to Rolulkund, has remained in. the Dehli 
terntoiv as a Deputy Commissionei, while Ins contempoianes and juniors 
have got Districts m the Noith Western Provinces 

The Commissioner of Rolulkund has doubtless reported Mi Campbell’s 
good services m Mooradabad Had this Officer done nothing else, the readi- 
ness with which he went into parts of the country swarming with lebels, 
should earn for him high piaise and leward, but I trust that this Supplemen- 
tary notice of him is not too late to elicit for him some substantial mark of 
the approbation of Government

No 3 — Statement of Francfs Skater, Native Christian of Sirdhana.— On the 
S9th of March 1837, I was at Eijnour, and went to pay my respects to the Col- 
lector and Magistrate of the district , whilst waiting in the veiandali, a native, 
whom the chupprassie called Nawah, also came, I heard he had a brother, wlio 
was a teliseeldar in. the distiict; a jemadar in the Canal Depaitment was 
present, we were all seated TlieNawab commenced the conaersation hy observing 
that two regiments to the eastwaid had taken their discharge, because the kafirs had 
mixed pigs and cows’ fat with the new cartridges, that the kafiis had determined to 
takeaway the castes of all Mahomedans and Hindoos, and that these infidels should 
not be allowed to lemnm in India, or tlie'c would be no difference between 
Mahomcdans and Hindoos, and whateiei they said, we should have to do I replied, 
that Europeans lnid nothing to do with otliei people’s caste, and that m every way the 
inhabitants of India were living at ease. The Nawab answered, what ease have we, 
they are always inventing new r laws to tiouble ns, and to overturn religion, teach 
out of^their leligious hooks, which are also distributed, is there now any security 
for Islam, as it u°ed to be? The jcmadai of the Canal Department remarked, 
that Islam was formerly the dominant religion, but there was great injustice ' 

The nawab was about thirty-five years age, slightly built, but the jemadar was 
a poweiful man. 


No. 2 — Statement of Mohur Singh, Deputy Collector. — In the months of January 
and February 1837, it was reported, that cakes lied been distnbuted through the 
cliokecdaTs, the reason of wlucli whs not known, but it was stated that they had 
come fiom the east, and that if not distributed, seveie punishment would be inflicted. 

On coming to Meerut, a week previous to the outbreak, I hcaid that the 
Government wished to male the sepoys use the new cartridges, but that they 
declined doing so, on account of their being greased with fat, but though this was 
commonly talked of, no mutiny was apprehended Up to the 8th of May, when 
60 me sowars were imprisoned for disobedience of ordeis, no danger was anticipated. 

On the 10th of May, aftei six r m , while sitting m my house, Shamboonauth, 
nmecn, came accidentally by, from the Sudder Ba7ar, stating that a fight had taken 
place between the English and native troops, on hearing which, the, inhabitants 
began -1 shutting up their house®. I however did not believe wliat lie stated, but 
came out and saw the people flying to then houses for protection 

It was now dirk, and fires could be seen raging'on all sides I observed 
tin ec sowars with drawn swords in their hands coming out of the compound of 
the Custom House, after setting fire to it, and followed by a crowd of low people 
sliouttmg “ Yah 1 All' All 1 ek nara Haidan,” amongst them, Ilieardtbe clanking of 
iron chains. I heard the sowars saying they had burnt the Cantonments, murdered 
the Europeans, broken the Electric Telegraph, and overturned the Bntrish Buie, and 
boasting that they had committed these atrocities for the cause of religion. 

These sounds weie lieaid till 10 p m

‘The butchers, pulladars, &c, joined the rebels m mmdenng and plundenng. 
According to the directions of the Magistrate and Commissioner, on the llth 
Koot Wuzcer All Khan, deputy collector, Gunga Pershad, tehseeldar, and myself 

collected the respectable people of the city, and gave them good .uh ice, none of 
them seemed unfriendly to tbeBntish, we encouraged the tiadesmen, who re-open- 
ed their shops on the 12th, and carried on their business as usual, but for the 

space of three days, no supplies wcie brought into the city, on account of the K- 

turbance, though flour was sold at fourteen seers for the rupee, yet the bmrneahs 
continued to keep the Dumdumma regularly supplied with grain. The villagers 
roved about the city for many days, the disturbance in its vicinity continued for 
about a week, hut was quelled by the judicious plans adopted by the British 


Previous to the outbreak, rumours to the following offect very generally pre- 
vailed — 

1st, That 2,000 sets of irons were being made for the sepoys. 

2nd.—That by order of government, attah mixed uitli bones was to be sold. 
3rd— 1 That tbe sepoys were to be depmed of the charge of their arms and 
ammunition. 

These reports caused the disturbance. < 


No. 3 —Statement of Wuzcer Ah Khan, Deputy Collect — I have long resided m 
cantonments On the evening of the 10th of May, at dusk, I shut up my compound 
gate, and spent the night in fear and trembling , hut the next day, went to the 
house of Mahomed All IChau, where I stayed till the fall of Delhie. 


When the mutiny bioke out, the sowars and had characters went roving about, 
hut as it was dark, and they were a good way off, I could not recognize any of them, 
I was however told that syces, pooibeeas, and bad characters of the city and canton- 
ments, joined the lebel troops , ray own men remained with me during the night 
nothing but shouts of Yah 1 Ah 1 All f was heard I learnt notlung more when 
going to the city (being much teriified from fear of the bad characters,) but that 
with the sowars, there were butchers and pulladars, all active in murdering and 
plundering , and also the released prisoners , t

I do not know any engaged in the rebellion, as I had no oppoituuity of ascer- 
taining anything. 


Property was, without doubt, being plundered all night by the convicts and had 
characters, the sepoys did not touch auy , they onlv set fire to the Bungalows, and 
murdered Europeans, at least, it was so rumoured in the city and sudder 

That night the sowars set it about that no Emopeans remained, hearing which, 
the evil disposed having no fear committed great havoc and destruction I am in- 
clined to think no respectable people joined them m this. As I could not distin- 
guish any individuals, I cannot say who the mobs were, I only heard the shouts of 

ai Ah ' Ah but do not know whether the Mahomedans only uttered the cry or 
whether the Hindoos also joined m it

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I heard that on the lOth of^Mar, the police were unable to maintain order, hut 
on the 1 1th the civil administration lesumed its usual course many of them fled, 
and thus escaped, but the rest, who remained, again began carrying out the oideis 
of Government. 

' Nothing was preconcerted, though the new cartridge question was generally 
discussed in the districts, yet the mutiny was not plotted befoiehand, and no one 
conceived such a thing would ever come to pass 

As it is piobable that the Goojurs, being robbers by*profession, aided by 
olbeis, took an active part in muidering and plundering, eiery one of them, being 
aware of the heavy letubution that they desen ed^ tried earnestly to promote the 
success of the rebel king’s cause 

I also heard, that in thc.evemng the neighbouring village! s, rushed into can- 
tonments to share the spoil, and Toi many days made attempts to plundei the city 
and houses of the rich mcichants, but the civil administration having regained full 
powei, they succeeded only in carrying away a quantity of small coins from the 
collectorate 

Q — How long did the disturbance continue after tlie 11th of May? 

A — After the 11th of May, there was no disturbance, the zemindars of the 
neighbouring villages lurked ^.about -the city for foui oi five days, but tlie patroll- 
ing of policemen, the vigilance of the inhabitants, and tlie vigorous administration 
of the British authonties detei red them from doing any mischief . within, the city 
Whether the plundered propel ty was deposited in any ohe spot has not been as- 
cei mined The villagers earned off what they took to their villages, the butchers, 
pulladars 5 * of Khoorja, and bad characters, threw their booty opposite the doors of 
respectable men’s houses, and in bye-lanes and sheets, whence it was conveyed into 
the Dumdumma. 


No. 4 — Statement of Mahomed Moweezoodeen, Shnsladar — ^Before final oiders 
were passed on the insubordinate sowars of the 3td Light Cavalry, and while they 
were still under tual by Court Maitial, rt waq rumoured m the office that afternoon, 
that the head clerk of tlie session’s office had received a letter fiom his brother, 

stating the sepoys had determined to mutiny I believed this, until finding that 
noting occurred, I conclud<d the leport w-us groundless 

After the Couit Maitial was over, and tlie So sowais were committed to prison, 
we had no reason to apprehend a '-lsc on^the part of the sepoys. 

On Sunday, the 10th of May last, at about 4 p m , I met Ahmud Bukslq naib 
iiazir of the magistrate’s office, who told me be bad been to the jail by the magis-, 
trate’s older to write down the names of the sowais and then places of residence, as 
they were about being sent to other distnet jails, and had found all right and quiet, 
with no indications of sedition. 

At about G v m , on tlie same day, it was noised abroad in the city, that the 
sepoys of the 20th N I , had risen to oppose the Rifles, who had come to deprive 
them of the charge of tlie bells of arms, as they feaied they would now 
be dealt with in the same manner that the sow r ars had been, and bad 
murdered Europeans, burnt bungalows, and destroyed property The 
cavalry, and lltli regiment followed their example, committing great 
atrocities, and were joined in this by most of tbo detached guards. About 
sunset, tlie sowars of tlie 3rd Light Cavalry, attacked the jail, some pass- 
ing through the city by the Cumbalt gate, with diawn swords, galloping 
towards the Jail, much alarmed the inhabitants, the respectable portion of whom, 
fearing loss of life or wealth, and honor, closed the doors of tlieir bouses When 
dark, fires were seen, the tumult rose to its height, tlie bad characters of the city 
and cantonments with villagers from tlie neighbourhood, and about 1,500 convicts

tributed over the country. They first came from the southeast boundary Vil- 
lage cliowhecdars circulated them, telling those of the neighbouring villages to make 
and pass on the same number, from village to village. The people of the city and 
sudder, now began talking of the greased cartridges, said to he prepared with cow’s 
and pig’s fat, ordered for all the native corps. Just then, the news of the Barrack- 
poor mutiny reached this, and confirmed the belief of the sepoys m the rumour, ns 
also m that of attah, mixed with bones, having arrived at Cawnporc, and being sent 
on to Meerut, upon which the sepoys took only ncc for their food. In the end of 
April, a fukeer appeared at Soorujkoond, the sepoys constantlv took him to dme 
with them in their lines. He was ordered to leave by the late Mr. Johnstone, then 
Magistrate. About the end of April, some of the 3rd cavalry barracks were set on 
fire. On the 9tli of Mav, when the sowars of 3rd cavalry were confined in jail, it 
was rumoured that the sepovs would mutiny On Sunday 10th, at about 5 p. w. while 
in tuhsccl, my guard told me the sudder bunneahs were coming in great baste, and 
talked of all tbo native regiments having mutinied. I came out, and saw multi- 
tudes coming from the sudder into the city, and beard firing. I immediately closed 
office, and taking up my sword and rifle,' stood with a few tubseel peons at the gate. 
Soon after, a 3rd cavalry sowar, with naked sword passed in full gallop towards 
the Jail, crying oqt, “ Brothers, Hindoos and Mussalmans, haste and join ns, we aro 
going to a religious war Be assured, we will not harm those who join us, bnt fight 
only against the Government.” In a short time, some 50 others followed him to- 
wards the jail, and a great number of sepovs. After sunset, I beard of the muti- 
neers having broken open the jail, and released the prisoners. Soon after, I saw 
hundreds of them coming from the sudder, shouting All* Ah’ They set fire to the 
civil courj:, and the house occupied by Major Williams, plundering them and burn- 
ing the records, fee., and being joined by a party composed of prisoners, jail nujjecbs, 
and others, made a rush on the tubseel, firing and shouting, as they were coming, 
I killed two of the 3rd cavalry sowars, but was soon pointed out and on the 
point of being lulled, when I jumped over the wall and got on to the roof of ano- 
ther house. On their coming to this also, I succeeded m escaping through the pcsli- 
kar’s house, and concealing myself in the one, to which I had conveyed the females. 
The cries of All ' All* lasted till midnight, when hearing all the mutineers hndleft for 
Delhie, I visited the tuhsfcel, And found the whole a mass of fire. I was informed that 
the butchers, puladars, khaticks. weavers, duree wallas, khansamas, khidmutgars, 
syces, and grass-cutters, were active in plundering, aided by people from the sur- 
rounding villages, as also, that the khaticks and pulladars murdered European men 
and women, hut no names were mentioned. In the commencement of the attack, 
I only recognized a few of the dureewalas, two of whom have since been hung and 
the rest have fled, also a few others, residents of that part of the city where 
the Kambohs live, with two dyers, none of these latter have I seen since. 
They were all Mussalmans. Reports were current that night, of all the ma- 
gazine, guns, fee., having been taken by the mutineers to Delhie, and of 
the British authority being at an end. Prom the 11th, both city and sudder 
remained quiet, though for four or five nights the latter was surrounded by village 
budmashes seeking to plunder it. On the 11th, I began enquiring into the 
doings of the past night, and searched houses for plundered property, every night 
stolen European goods were thrown out, in most of the mohullas, and empty com- 
pounds of houses m the Civil Lines The few caught doing this, were sent to the 
authorities and punished, hut most fled to Delhie and thus escaped. I have also 
seen at nights, when going round the city, heaps of goods and woollen clothes 
burning m the ditch of the city and other spots. When, after the outbreak, I and 
Mungulsera went to ticket the empty houses, we generally found those of Mussulmans, 
especially weavers, and dureewallas, empty. I also heard, that on the 11th, Hafiz 
Ruheem Moulvje went with some jehadees to Delhie.

it did not f>o mucli matter* smce„they could remove tlie pollution, but for the Hin- 
doos, it would be a sad business, as they would irrecoverably lose caste Now we 
officers of the 1st Tioop, stand on<the, right hand of the column, you shall sec how 
decidedly we will .refuse the cartridges Do you all likewise take courage, and tell 
your captains, you will not use them, until every regiment has consented to do so 
To this proposition, both Mahomedans and Hindoos bound themselves by oath on 
the Koran and Gnnga, consequently, the nest morning on parade, the cartridges 
were refused*, and on the 9th of May, 85 of the men were committed to jail. A 
rumour spread to the effect that 2,000 sets of irons, were ordered to be prepared m 
two nights and a day, for the rest of the men On the afternoon of lOtli, it was 
reported, that the Rifles were coming down to deprive the 20th Regiment of their 
charge of the magazine, inconsequence of which, the lltli and 20th Regiments assem- 
bled on parade and armed themselves The officers of the 3rd Cavalry ordered the 
regiments to assemble on their parades, and sent a squadron to the ciYil jail, which 
soon returned, as it had already been broken opeu and the troopers and prisoners 
released The colonel of the 11th, coming forward to try "and pacify the 20th Re- 
giment, was shot , gieat confusion and upioar now ensued, firiDg of muskets com- 
menced, bungalows blazed, and great was the destruction of life and property, all 
Christians coming across their way being put to death. 

The mutineers then took to the Dellne road, headed by the cavalry, anl accom- 
panied by many of the convicts The artillery coming up, fired grape upon the 

crowds, who all dispersed and ran awav. About 39 troopers remaining staunch to their 
officers, the latter with four flags were biought by them into, the European lines. 

Sheik Ah Bnx, havildar major, came to me at about 11 p. m., and asked me, if I 

f' ' 

would prefer being blown up or hung or would go to Dellne, strongly adviBing 
my choice of the latter alternative, to which, I replied, I could not be guilty of such 
ingratitude as to leave my officers, but must stay and see them safe to the .European 
lines, v. 

The bad characters of the city and sudder, and more especially the mean 
fellows, were roving about in search of plunder, while hundreds of bungalows were 
burning. 

On going into the city on the second day after to buy some food, I met there 
my nephew* Shcwa Sing, and upon asking him, i he said, he could not go to Delhi, 
but if his life were pledged to him, he ^ would return to serve the British, if not, lie 
would live where best lie could He further asserted, that two parties of bad charac- 
ters had caused the disturbances m the city, set fire to the neighbouring bungalow*, 
burnt the judge’s kutcherry, and killed all tlie Christian writers. The one party 
was headed by Mahomed AU Khan, resident of the Naie Bazar in the city, who, 
with, about 500 men traversed the streets all night, shouting ‘out, All, All, our reli- 
gion has revived The other party- attached itself to a Moolvicj whose name X do 
not remember, and was acting m the same way. * 

Q — Did the regiments preconcert this rebellion? 

A . — The said regiments did not plot any thing before hand. Had they done 
so, they would not have kept their wives and children with them as they did, these 
had to wander about the town for several days, and afterwards went wherever they 
could. 

Q —Did you recognize any of the rioters? 

A, As it was dark, I could not distinguish any amongst the crowds, whp com- 

mitted all the havoc, but most likely they were composed of butchers, labourers 
and Mahomedans. Rundheer Sing, trooper, knows many of the bad characters con- 
cerned, and if questioned, could doubtless give much information

A , — I was on duty, and thcrcfo'c did not see all that took place, hul I Imarfl, 
that the report of the Artillery and European*. coming to tat-c the nrros of the 
native regiments, caused the mutiny. 

Q — Who set tins report about? 

A —1 cannot tell. 

Q — Was' there any rumour m your corps of nttah mivcd nth bones being 
sold? 


A, — Yes, three or four days before the mu tun, it was rumoured that nttnh 
mired with bones, lmd reached the Euiopcan Barnr, 

Q — Did the men leave off taking it, m consequence? 

A — No, thev did not, they took it as usual, but the rumour was prevalent. 

Q.— -Can you give any information regarding the men who plundered the houses 
m cantonments, and murdered Europeans on the night of the lfth Mny ? 

A .- — About five or sir days after the mutinv, t was in the city, near the Shrine 
of Haji Gung and saw Kulloo, formerly a burkundnr m the jail guard, Sekrtn- 
aer Hakeem Khan, and Malla Khan*', who was killed at Dclhio with others, 
whom I did not recognize, and heard them boasting, that they had killed many 
Europeans,, burnt and plundered bungalows, and were going to Del hie, with a 
Moulvie, whose name I did not hear

tell all the men to do likewise, also to report to their captains, that till every 
regiment had agreed to use the cartridges, they would not take them. Thereupon 
the Mussulman swore by the Koian, and the Hindoos by the Gunga, to abide by 
this resolve The ne\t day on parade, Peei All, Koodrnt All, and others refused 
to use the cartridges until the whole army had decided on doing so. Upon which 
85 who refused, were tried and sent to jail. A report spread in our lines, and in 
those of the other native regiments, that they all would be put m irons, as oiders 
had been given to prepare 2,000 sets of irons, to be ready within a couple of days. 
On the following day the 10th of May, it was reported among the 20th regiment 
native infantry, that the Eifles were coming to take away their magazine In con- 
sequence, this corps and the 11th assembled on parade, taking their arms with 
them. The officers tried to pacify them, assuring them they would not lose charge 
of the magazine, but without effect, as' the men began firing upon them, and some 
of them were thus killed.

The Officers of the 3rd light cavalrv h ivmg ordered the bugles to sound for 
parade, the men fell in, a squadron under two officers was sent to the jail, but 
returned, as it had already been broken open and the prisoners released. By this 
time it was dark, and the two native regiments came towards the cavalry parade. 
The artillery now appeared, firing grape, upon which the mutineers fled, some of the 
sowars, however, remained. I took refuge, first in the riding master’s house, and 
then hid in a village near the lines, aud early next morning, presented myself to 
the commanding officer. I had not had time to get my horse or arms when the 
mutiny broke out,

A . — The confusion was very great that night, but it was certain that policemen, 
with convicts, butchers and pulledars, were plundering and burning bungalows and

the 20th pursued, and fired at him, when the men of our raiment siw them doing 
so, they broke the locks of the bclb of the firms, and took th(u arms. 

The officers then went to their bungalows tthen our eepir* heard of the 
murder of the colonel, they were much afraid, tlnnl mg they would not Ik spared, 
and consequently fled, meanwhile three sepo-" of the 20th approached m^r mir 
quarter guard, saying, take away the flags atid treasure, which we (ltd «>"1 rut, 
they fired at ns, but missed.

Q — Do you know any thing regarding the plundering of property, and burn-

Q.— Could you recognize who they were 9 

A . — I could not distinguish them, tbeie being great confusion. 

Q — What did you sec whilst going to Ivntbour 9 

A — The convicts were flying into the villages, and spreading the news about, 
which encouraged the villagers to beset the road for plunder.

A — There was great confusion, and it was daik, so that I could not recognize

No 19 — Deposition of Sheikh Moula Bux } Havildai , 20th Regiment , Native Iu- 
fanlty — After the parade on the 9th of May, when 85 troopers were sent to jail, I went 
to Major Tavlor's house with the morning report hook, hr asked me why the sepovs 
looked up and down and wept? I said these tioopers weie comi ides The Major assured 
me, that there was nothing wiong in theearindges, and told me to comfort the men, 
this I did by telling them what the Major said, at which thev appeared pleased and 
satisfied On the 10th of May, about 5 o'clock, I went to the dyer’s in the suddei, 
and whilst standing at a pedlar's shop, I was surprised at seeing sepoys of my own 
corps, and the lltli, running hastily to their lines I stopt a musician named Darean, 
and isked linn what was the matter? He said, he had just heard from a cook boy of 
the rifles, that the artillery and rifles weie coming to take away the arms and 
ammunition of the native regiments I immediately returned The sudder bazar 
was then quiet, but the bad characters, with the butchers, pulladais, &c , followed the 
sepoys to tlieir lines, calling out that the rifles and artillery were coming I met 
Major Taylor and the Doctor, at the rear guard, and accompanied them to the 
magazine of the regiment I there saw some 70 budmashes of the sudder bazar 
The Major told me to take 4 sepoys and drive them awav Thev only retreated a 
few paces, and kept near the maga7ine The lltli regiment had assembled on 
parade, Major Tayloi ordered the men of the 20th to lemain quiet in then lines, 
which they did. A trooper of the 3rd cavalry galloped past from the direr tion of the 
brigade major's, holding up his hand and shouting out, that the lifles and aitillery 
were coming to deprne the men of then arms and ammunition The bad characters 
of the sudder took up the cry, and kept shouting out the same Upon this, the 
sepoys of the right wing began to leave tlieir lints, and assembled at the magazine 
Captain Macdonald, and the officeis with myself tued to pacify the men, telbng 
them that the rifles and artillery were not coming, but they would not believe us 
The Colonel of the 11th regiment also came to the magazine, aud spoke kindly to 
the men, telling them not to be afraid, that the maga/ine wonld not be taken from 
them, and there was nothing in the cartridges that would harm them , that they were 
made with ghee, but the men would not listen to him, and told linn to be off, the 
Colonel not leaving, the men commeucing firng, when he went back to his regiment 
There were about 40 or 50 sepoys at the magazine, they fired at Captain Micdcn ild 
and myself, the Captain was shot, but I got him into the sergeant major's bungalow 
Major Taylor then came up, in passing through the lines, a sepoy presented his 
musket at lnm, but I restiained him, by saying that the Major was ready to dir for 
the mm A butcher of the suddei ba/ar made a cut at Major Taylor, but he

shortly after I went inside the jail imsch, to see that all was correct and oecure, 
when I received the keys Com the jemed.iT, and on coming outside, I stopped f n

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I remained with Mr. Johnstone all that night, he had sowars bunging leports to him 
every half hour or so, and a little after 2 o’clock a m , one of them came and in- 
formed him that the villager* had gone in a body and attacked the jail, set fire to 
it, aud destroyed mv house and property, with all the buildings outside, and leleas- 
cd eight hundred and thirty-nine prisoners, that weie locked up the evemng before 
in the new jail, and seven huudred and twenty at the old, near the city, which the 
sepoys of the 20th and 11th regiments native infantry attacked, plundered and 
attempted to set fire to On going down to the jail the next dav, I found the house 
built foi me much destroyed and burnt, the whole of my property cleared out and 
taken awav, the jail godowns plundered of alt the bar, flat, and sheet iron, carpen- 
ters’, blacksmiths’, masons’, and other working tools, nails, screws, bolts, and hinges, 
brass and iron cooking utensils, millstones, with a large stock of saul timbei taken 
a wav, and most of the door frames in the barricks rasiae the jail with iron bars m 
them pulled out, what they could not move, they burnt and destroyed to the extent 
of Rs 22,832 


No, 22 — Deposition of Mahomed Ashruf Beg f Jail Daroyah of Meerut, son of 
Mirza llujjub Bey, Mogul , Resident of Ghazecabad, age 35 years — On the 10th 
of Mav at about G p m , some sowars of the 3rd light cavalry baie headed, with 
di awn swords, came on horseback before the jail, and rode off towards Komboli 
durwaza. I and Farzand All, jemadar of the jail toomun, that of all tried to shut 
the gate, then securing the prisoners in barracks, locked up the doors and seived out 
ammunition to the men on guard , about 7 p m., near>y 300 or 400 sepoys came with 
muskets, and seeing me standing at the gate demanded the key, which I refused to 
give up, one of them firing at me, I had a narrow escape and went up into the 
upper chamber , the sepoys now began to give abuse and collecting some bundles 
of straw lying about, set fiie with them to the gate, then bursting open the door 
to the west, rushed into the jail. The jail guards offered no resistance but fled 
On reaching the 2nd gate, and being as befoie refused tlic keys, they smashed the 
padlock with their muskets, broke open eiery barrack and released the conucts. 

A jemadai and raj self endeavoured to get to the Magistrate’s, but the European 
soldiers posted in the cutcherv compound, would not allow any to pass that way, 
wo returned bv the mundee chon key, (where the jemadar and burkundazes were 
present) to the jail, and saw the gates and malkhana burning I spent the night 
in the city, aud next morning went to the Magistrate’s, who sent me to assist the 
tuhseeldar 

Q — When the sepoys attacked the jail, who else were with them 5 

A — No others were with the sepoys at the jail But when going to the 
magistrate’s, I saw hundreds of common people roving about, such as butchers, 
kooDjras, &c., with staves aud some with sword*. 

Q — Did you recognize any of them 5 

A — It was dark, and I had to fly hurriedly, besides, I am a stranger in the 
station, so could not recognize them 

Q. — About what number of sowars passed first of all, and weie any bad 
characters with them ? 

A . — When before the jail, no bad characters were with them, but many Ind 
joined them further on, they were about 30 or 40 m numbei. 


No. 23 — Statement of Baboo Hursarun Dass — I left Dehhe for Meerut on the night 
of the 10th of May 1857, about 10 o’clock, with my son and three other natives, in 
one of Gunga Ram’s Dak Carnages J ust after crossing the Hmdun, and getting 
on to the Meerut road, between 12 and 1 o’clock, we met 8 sowars in uniform. 
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Ashot fired bv one of them cut the harness, fhor uked the dm or wl,«i European 
(Fcun^ee) was inside, lie lcphed, only * Moonslne wilh other natives, the -ovjar. 
lent on to Dchhe, allowing us to proceed, .bout * miles further on vc Ml hi 
I- anotUer p!ir t 7 of 25 sonars, they were also armed, and some had them auord

the horse 0 with them I heard them say, thev ha.l destrojed Meerut T then 
proceeded along the fields to Mooraduuggur, reaching it about nun me 1 found 
the tubs eel had been burnt hj the mutinous troops, and no comet mice i* to h< 
had With difficulty, I procured i bullock cut, (tauga) the dmet of '.huh 
objecting to go hv the highroad, nc piocccdul along bye paths to Moore e On 
leaching this Milage, I saw some aimed men at a distune c, who prow el to he n part} 
of the Meerut jail gum d, with muskets and pouches, I asked tlmrn where they 
■were going, one of them sorrowfully replied, the troops at Meerut hare mutinied 
the sowars joined by the city buelmnslics, and those of the* e-udder ba/ar ha’ e 
broken the jail, and lcleased piisoners, had nc remained at Meerut, re *lio.tld 
have been punished, nc hare tlicicfore joined the rebel troops, and must now tnl c 
whatever Prowdciicc has “in store lor ns” I remained at Mooree » 'hort tun., 
and then attempted to proceed, but after going nx miles, met some travellers, who 
had been plundered and ill-treated, from whom I heard, that some 2 or 200 
goojurs were on the road ahead, and had just plundered a wedding procession, a 
party of some 70 men, and wounded some of them I was conseqncntlr obliged 
to return to ‘Mooree, and it was onlv on the 10th, that haring hired an ccort of 27> 
men, I could get into Meerut. 


No 24 — Deposition of Ram Latl, Coachman son of Rnm ^itnjh Khalccl , Resident 
of Beejumabad, ago 25 years — The night thr mutinj at Meerut occurred, I brought 
over from Dehlie, Moonslne Hursarau Doss, his son, a servant, ami to oilier men 
and at about 1 o’clock a u readied the Meerut roid, hr the Ga/ccooddoonduggm 
Bridge, when rrc met 8 sonars m caialrv uniform, one of whom firing at the 
carnage cut the harness across, and asked me if an\ Feringces were inside 1 replied, 
no, oulv a Moonslne,” thev opened the door, looked in and went oft, about 5 miles 
from Mooradnugger, we met about 30 sowars, some m umfoim and some not, but 
all with pistols and naked swords, sonic of them struck the carriage, without how- 
ever, doing any harm, meanwhile the passengers got out, the sowars examined it, 
and then went arrar, it sounded as if othci sorrais were coming behind, the Moon- 
shie offered to give me its. 10 ir I would coiner his things to Mooradnugger, but 
I said, I could not leave the carriage, he replied, ifrou will sue the papers no

heard to say, that they had cut down the Electric Telegraph, they burnt a few of 
the posts in the fire near the well After this, horsemen aud sepoys were constantly 
passing through the village during the night. 

Q . — What direction did they go after passing through Bessokur 9 

A — They went straight to Delilie I heard m the morning, that a bungalow 
at Begumabad was burnt by them. I also heaid, that about 4 or 5 o’clock in the 
morning, 2 or 3 Sowars came and went away without interfering with any one 
A short time afterwards 8 or 9 men arrived, they are said to have wounded a Euro- 
pean near Mouza Gouree’s garden, who afterwards escaped to Bahadoorpore, he 
was coming from Delilie, and was murdered by Jhangeera, goojur, and others 


No. 26 — Bidhee Sinqh, Chowkeedar of Mulltana, Luchmmger , Khoshiallee and other 
^Residents of Kesliunpooi , depose — that on the day of the outbreak, the sepoys and 
aowars, some with their uniforms on and some without, in little bands, consisting of 
about 20 or 30, passed through Mulhanah to Delilie and by Bhugput. They were 
evidently in a hurry, for they threw their arms aud property all along the road. 
Kulloo and Hossam Buksli, and the Cotwal of Hauper state, that on the 10th of 
May 1857, two of the sowars’ horses were brought into Hauper, and on the 11th 
May, 16 more from the Goolaothee road, from which it would appear, that the 
sowars went from Meerut thiougli Goolaothee 

No 27. — Depositions of Thundte and Behai , Zemindars of Seckree — The village 
Scekree is on the road to Delilie About midnight, sowars from the direction of 
Meerut passed, the sepoys about 5 hours afterwards Iu the morning they were 
all gone Both sowars and sepoys entered the village, and took whatever they 
could lay hands on, they also cut down the Electric Telegraph Posts 


No 28 — Statement of Sped Meer Khan, known as ike Sirdar Bahidoor * — On the 
10th of May 1857, (it was the Ramzan, and consequently a fast,) I suddenly heard 
n great uproar, and on enquiry learnt that the native troops had mutinied It 
is the duty of a soldier to die bravely and not cowardly, he should fight and die 
ns a martyr I mounted aud rode to the house of General Hewett I found it on 
fire, and the mob plundering, I then went to the house of Mr Greathed the 
Commissioner, and tried to persuade him to accompany me to cantonments, but 
he would not leave the house. 

The mob appearing, I attacked them with great ferocity like a terrible lion, 
wounded 14 or 15, and diove them to the ice pits, here some mutineers came to 
tlieir assistance, they fired at me, and I was wounded, but I still drove them back, 
killed one and wounded others, two balls pie-ced my horse, who died as I passed 
the camel sheds. I with some difficulty reached Mobomed All Khau’s, who lent 
me a horse and sent me home. The next morning, my brother came and told me 
that the Commissioner and his wife, after having been concealed in the garden all 
night, had got safe to cantonments. I immediately went to see them, the Oommis- 
moner embraced me, and said, you have served me well, you have saved ray life. 
I provided sowars and cossids, of the latter, one was sent to Agra, the second to 
Dehra Dlioon, the third to Umballa, and the fourth to Hansie. With the excep- 
tion of the first to Agra, all were murdered. My brother Syed Jaun, took the

No 09 -.-Deposition of Lieutenant IV U Purnell, of the Mounted Police, taken by me 
ai Metro' on the Mnt of December 1857 Lieutenant IV }! Parnell hem, -mom, 
deposes os follow -On the night of the 10 th of May 18">7, 1 was bUml.ns at the 
door of my bungalow, waiting for the d uvk ghnrcc to comer me to Dehlm , hearing 
sharp finn'g in the direction of the native infantry lines, and seeing natives hurry- 
ing in all directions, I hastily took im sword, which was on my baggage, mounted 
a horse, with only a blanket, and wntcnng bridle, and rode towards the sadder 
ba 7 ar , near the wooden budge, I met several Emope.ni soldiers, (one was wounded) 
flying from some police peons and others, who w err puisuing them with inked 
swords, but fled on seeing me approach armed. The soldiers begged me for God s 
sake, to go back oi I should be murdered, nil the sepovs and Invar people having 
mutinied. I urged them to hasten to their lines, and pushed forward imsclf in the 
hopes of saving some others. 

On the other side of the bridge, I met two artillerymen, Imsct by .a gang of 
natives, who also fled as I charged up , one poor fellow wn>. severely cut across the 
face, and was evidently faint from loss of blood, I made him mount nn hot sc, nnd 
•we all three returned to their lines, and leached them m safr tv, ni} single weapon 
hping alone enough to deier the mot) from advancing I left the artillcrv mt ti on 
their parade, and crossed to the foot artillery hues, beyond the hospital , I saw 
the rifles drawn up, as I passed on, arriving at the battery lines, I was aeeostcd by 
some 50 or 60 women and children, praying me to go and get insistence for Hum, 
there not being one Euiopean left to protect that side of the station, onlr Goohm- 
daves, who, they stated, had been using threatening language to them, and the fire 
was fast approaching their long range of quaitcrs, whilst listening to their story, 
a wretched woman was brought m by a Sergeant, who had picked her up on the 
road nearly mad, and severely wounded, with a bleeding infant in her arms, she 
wildly stated, that her husband and 3 children had been butchered before her eves 
but a short distance from wlieie we stood, this determined me, and I started for 
the rifle picquet, which I expected would be placed on the mall. I had not proceeded 
many paces on the road leading to the Brigadier’s house, where I came across the 
murdered corps of Mr Phillips, the veterinary surgeon of the 3rd light cavalry. I 
reined up, but the quantity of blood that had issued from a deep sword cut at the 
hack of lusheadjtoldme all was over, I recollect hearing a faint blow, as X approached 
the spot, but no cry was utteied On turning to pursue my way, four men in the 
police uniform, rushed upon me, armed with drawn swords, the first stumbled and 
fell, the second I cut across the face and got clear oft , passing, I was filed upon, 
from the Bngadiers’s compound, but fortunately escaped 1 at the angle of the road 
near the artillery mess, where I expected to find a picket, I was again cut ofi by a 
mob of natives, with sticks, and had to turn off to the left by the road at the back 
of the mall, which I was prevented from gaming, until I reached Mr. Gibbon’s 
stores, then only succeeded by charging thiough a mob aimed chiefly with battles, 
ut the sudden turn, that bioughtme on them, dispersed them, as they raised a cry. 

The Dragoons are coming” to tins mistake, I attribute the safety of all the houses 

m t at point to the mall, as they fled precipitately Mis, Pergusson’s house was 
the only one burnt. 


I saw and warned Larke the pensioner, 
being now clear, I made for the carbineeis’ 


who was standing at his gate My rond 
lines, a tiooper lent me a saddle, on 
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hearing of lire unprotected state of the poor artilleiy women and children, a Captain, 
of the diagoons offeiod to accompany me -with 30 men. We started, hut near the 
horse artillery lines, he and lus men weie ordered back I pushed on to the 
hospital, where I succeeded in getting 5 volunteers, who accompanied me to the 
women's barracks A Sergeant joined us, but he had no arms I lent him my sword, 
and earned a child, we all then retired to the hospital. I then remembered, that my 
money, watch and some treasury drafts had been left on my table, I again took to 
my saddle, and succeeded in reaching my bungalow, and fortunately secured my 
little all just in time, as I was obliged to make a precipitate retreat, and was 
puisued by two mounted men, I believe of the 3rd cavalry, who chased me across 
the Begum's Bridge, o\er which I turned to the light, and on the road to Elaine 
Buksli, I passed two dead bodies, one a man’s, the other a woman’s dreadfully 
mutilated, and could distinctly hear cries for help, and of c ‘ murder” near O’Brien's 
Castle. In my flight I was several times cut at by the police, and on my returning 
by Elahie Buksh’s I passed a gang of Mahoraedans, shoutuig c maro, ma.ro,' they 
weie headed by a tall men, with strongly mailced narrow features, but my pursueis, 
being taken for our diagoons, were my piotection, and I passed on taking the 
broken ground to tlie left, and pushed into the nullah T found the dragoon bazar 
nearly deserted , on both occasions, when I neared the sudder bazai, I observed 
the police with drawn swoids, and men who looked like the Mohomedaa butchers, 
the majority of the mob had speais and iron bound latees , bricks and stones, 
were hurled at me, see*ng the terror cavalry inspired, I thenevt morning, canvassed 
for volunteers, and in a few days, succeeded in procuring the signatures of 36 who 
were willing to serve The offei was fiist gladly accepted, but afterwards coldly 
declined, these very men weie subsequently enrolled in the gallant little band of 
“hhnkees," who behaved so well to the last, and to the second division of which after 
the Sekrce affair, you appointed me coramandaut, had they been sanctioned earlier, 
many a poor man might live been saved. 

Q.— Do you kuow the names of the men yon brought in ? 

A. — No, but I imagine some of them must be here. 

q — What is the name of the poor woman the sergeant brought m ? 

A. — Mrs. Law. 

Q — Where was the fire when you were at the battery lines ? 

A — Thc-sapper and minor lines were on fire. 

Q — You state, you saw the police actively engaged in not, and that you were 

repeatedly attacked bj them. How do you know that they were the cantonment 
police? 

A, — Fiom their uniforms, and the belts round their waists, they must have 
belonged to the cantonment police, for I was passing near their chowkies and 
beats, my um*e on this piau of the cantonment shows it 

q, Did you meet with assistance from any of the police ? 

A, Quite the contrary, as I have alieady stated, I was attacked by them I 

did not see any of the police attempting to save life, tkby joined the mob in

From 
the compound of my house, I saw crowds of natives in front of the hams, an ft so 
some European officers and gentlemen gallop past on horse hack, and drive furious- 
ly awav ton aids the Europeans lines in buggies, Lc. At thin time, a nlimbor of the 
bungalows were oti fire, aiul the noise and musket shot* seemed to approach. I 
therefore, (llthough momcntaiilv expecting succour from European troops of the 
station) prepare to defend the house, (an upper roomed pukka building, in which 
were my office, and treasury, as well as m\ pines of residenre). At about seien 
o'clock, a man came running to mo and %ud, that the mob having killed "Dr. Smith, 
(mv next door neighbour, whose house was on fire) ncie coming into my compound 
I had loaded the fire arms, I had bv m", and as soon as T saw a hand of men (with 
arms and torches m their hands) enter lm compound, I unit out from the veran- 
dah, where Iliad been standing and having allowed them to advance to within 
about 23 paces of me, I fired with mv double barrelled gun, and shot down tlu leader 

(«ho was armed with a musket) and the content’- of the other barrel, I let drive at 
the others, they all turned and ran out of mv compound. The chuprxR«tes and 
huiknudaves o( mv treasure guard, now tohi me, that the juutinc"rs ami mob would 
return in greater numbers. I therefore, after having the horir of the man Iliad 
shot, removed, posted the buikunda/cs in and over the treasury ioom and offiec, and 
having closed and barred all the doors, made Tendv to defend the building, I also 
shortly after, determined to send mj family awav to hide in the garden. 


In about 20 minutes after the disappearance of the first mob, the noise of a 
gicat number of men approaching was heard Taking a braec of pistols, I went up 
to the flat roof of the portico, (which was on a level with the upper rooms) to the 
aide nearest the trcasuiv room, in order that I might deter nnv one from getting at it. 

An old European pc sioner and a prirate of the f>0th rifles, who had been pur- 
sued by the mob, and sought shelter m mv house, were told off In me, after being 
anned, to remain inside the building The sen ants, X,c , had tugged of me lo send 
these men awav, as the mob particularly sought their lives, but to this suggestion, 
I woald not fora moment listen. Iliad hardly reached the portico, to bo on the 
look out, (it was now dark) when a vcri Jaige mob of sepoys and others entered the 
corapouud, and made for the house, when they miv mc , they commenced firing, but 
none of the shots took effect on me 


Almost simultaneously, I heat d a heavy battering downstairs, at the hack of the 

house, a party having turned the reirof it, I rushed down stairs, armeu'with a 

brace of double barrelled pistols, and found about 12 or H men m the large 'centra 

room who had effected an entrance from the back, I dashed at them, end fired two

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"When I gol up, I found myself so weak that I was obliged to sit down, I told 
the lifleman if he wished to go away and try to make Ins escape, that he might 
do so. I made over to lnm my double baielkd gnu which had been reloaded, 
and he accordingly ran down stairs. I heard two shots in lapid succession, and 
was told aftciwaids that lie got out of my compound, but was killed by a party of 
men on the other side of the wall, out on the load This man’s name was, I believe, 
Fit/patnck, of the G company of the 00th The old pcnsiouei, (Chapman) whom 
I hid armed with a spcai, made Ins escape prcuousli, during the melee, to thegar- 
denei’s house, where he lay concealed and ultimately escaped m safety to the arlil- 
lcrly depot I lay ou the portico for about two lvouis aud moie, sometimes sensible, 
and at other times in a faint. 

The nnscieants searched every where for me, they mote than once came close 
to where I was king, but the shade of a tiec (it was bnght moon light) most pio- 
aidcntiully w is the means of sciccmng me from then new They looked up along 
the roof of the uppei story against which a small ladder was placed, and tlicv evi- 
dently thought I had gone up there, but were afiaid to ascend. They, liowevei, gut- 
ted the house, broke open the treasure chests and boxes, and liaung heaped up 
the furniture, both m the lower nnd upner rooms set hie to the whole, I saw the 
entire building, before long, in a bla/c 

They also, for a time, placed seatnes round the house in the hopes oi captur- 
ing me 

I lay on the portico, as I hare before described, for more than two hours, and 
then, when I was conscious, and on hearing no name or voices of the mutineers, I 
commenced caw ling and staggering, and by the outer pukka steps, which led from 
the front verandah and portico, I got down below, and there met mv tent pitcher, 
who conducted me to where my wife, sister nnd child were hiding In about 
half an hour afterwards, a litter hating been made up for me by my servauts, 
Lc , we made our way to the right picquet of the carabineers, along the bed of 
a dry nullah, and got to the officer’s bungalow, where my wounds were dressed 

“With very few trifling exceptions, etery thing in the house was plundered aud 
burnt. 


TTo 31 — Statement of Mr Joseph Chapman 3 pensioner . — Being employed at the 
house occupied by Capt un Eekfoid, Executive Engineer, near the native infantry 
hues, about * pist 5 o’clock, I heaid the sepoys commcucc firing, my people all ran 
from their work, the mistice excepted, about 10 minutes after, I saw coming down 
the road at the hick of the sudder b.s/ar, one of the 60th rifles running for his lift, 
with the nnck bur of las head laying on ias shoulders, and about GOyafds behind 
another of the G0th,as lie passed close by me, I wuv las face was coieied with blood, 
whether these two hid escaped from the sudder ba/ur oi the sepoys lines, I cannot 
tell. In about a quaitcr of an bout, I siw another of (he GOtli luumng out of a bve 
street, out of the b i/ar, sharply followed by one of the police, who knocked him dow n 
with a lithee, about 0 feet long, (<lns was near where I stood, a w r all only between 
us) on the pohreman lcturmug to t lie ba. ar, he met anothn of the GOtli, at the 
entrance of the same slice*, aid knocked him down in like mannei, las blows wcie 
icpiated with latlce-, bv two of the ha/ai people scvcial times, and I thought the 
poor men were killed I thus saw four knocked down in the spare of a few minutes, 
they, how'eier, soon aftei got up and ran away, appaieutly being only stunned, the 
fifth man, by name Fitzpatrick, escaped into the compound wlieie I was standing, the 
sleeves of his white picket all satimited with blood, he would lia\e fallen lnd not 
the mistreo and myself taken hold of lnm , as I saw a mob coming after him, we

the croud from attacking me 

I joined the European tioops on the mall, and proceeded with them to the na- 
tive lines. The body of Lieut. Maenab, 3td light cavalry was found m the ditch, 
between the houses occupied by Mis Hobson and the late Surgeon Smith. The 
face was frightfully cut It had at least foui long deep cuts across the face and 
head, an Euiopean soldier’s body was also found here We picked up the body of Cap- 
tain Tayloi, close to Elaln Buxsli’s shop, he had apparently been killed by an iron 
hound latlne, the back of the head was smashed, all these had then clothes on 
Early next morning, Mis Chamber’s body was found in her compound, I saw the 
body covered up, consequently cannot say in what state it was, just by the old jail, 
we found the bodies of some fourteen 01 fifteen Euiopean soldiers and their wives, 
all these were perfectly naked and fnghtfully mutilated. One man had one of his 
hands entirely cut off, and another had the whole of Ins stomach laid bare with the 
entrails hanging out. Mis MacDonald was so much disfigured from the cuts 
about her face, that although I had known her intimately for upwards of nine years, 
I did not recognize hci The body of a soldiei was also found (naked) on the road 
in the rear of the house occupied by Lieut Eckford We found Dr Smith’s body 
in his own compound, naked and fnghtfully mutilated by sword cuts Captain 
MacDonald, 20tli regiment native infantry and Mr V. Tregear, were lulled in the 
lines by the sepoys 20th native infantiy, both these gentlemen were shot, when 
the bodies were found next dav, they were dressed

Q — Could you recognize the native who fired at you 9 

A — He was a dirty lookiug man, he fired a pistol at me, and then threw it at 
my head, my syce who has now left me, told me ho was kaliar of the uddn, close to 
the place, where I was attacked. 


No. 33 — Deposition of Mammal Gulab Jaan, Cashmerian, residing in the Sudder 
Bazar . — At the time of the out-break, I was residing with the late Dr. Smith , was 
on tlia* day m Ins house, and informed Inm of the intended out-bieak'*', of winch, I 
heard fiom my mother, she learnt it from a Cashmerian girl, named Sophie, who 
was told by a sepov, at about 3? m on that day, that the troops would mutiny 
and massacre the Europeans Dr Smith ieplied,I always brought him bazar reports 
void of foundation, and took no notice of it. 

I theieforc quietly sat down, at about 5 or 6 p. m., sound of musketry was 
heard fiom th° infantry lines, and all at once, I saw hundreds of men lunmng to- 
wards the parade, aftei a while people began to rush into the bungalow I begged my 
master to fly, but be refused, asking where we could go to, and we then stood by 
the garden hedge, meanwhile, ray mother sent a dooly for me from the sudder bazar, 
in which I left, my master remaining behind, the mob had not then entered the com- 
pound though crowds surrounded it. As I passed, they wished to kill me, but hear- 
ing I was a woman, allowed me to pass. The girl Sophie was turned out of the bazar, 
and her house knocked down.

No 3 ^.-Deposition of Mussumat Sophie, Caehmenan, raidin', in the City of 
Meerut -At the time of the out break, the date of which I do not icmembei I was 
lesiding m the suddei baza,, on the day it occuired no one was in im house, 
hut Goohim Hossain, my servant. At 4 o’clock, Pundit Dhuirn Naiam, who was 
formerly in the office of the Meerut cantonment pint magist.ate, came to niy 
house, but left, alien the out-bicak commenced, to ictuin home, I then closed the 
doors, my mother is named Meluee, she left for Loodhiana, some two months 
before the out-break. I reported her departure at the cotwnlie, I neici heard of 
the out-break before it commenced. The sowais and sepoys did not frequent ray 
house. 


No 36 Report of BuWawur Singh, officiating Cohoal of the Sadder Bazar, 

Meet ut — Agieeably to oiders received, I made enquiries of the neighbours of 
Mussumat Sophie, and learned that sowais were in the habit of visit, ng the house, 
and that her mother had left previous to the out-break, her house, with others m 
that neighbouihood, was razed to the ground 


No.37 —DeposthonofNusseebun, nurse, in the service of thelate Mrs MacDonald — 
On Sunday the 10th of May, about 5 o’clock, I had dressed the children to go out. 
Captain Chambeis, the adjutant of the lltli regiment, came to my master and spoke 
to him. Captain Macdonald put on his swoid, and went to the parade giound, and 
told my mistress to go to Mrs Chambers, she was putting on her bonnet, when we 
heard a great noise, she sent to enquue what it was, but could not learn. My 
mistress then went to the room where the children were, just then, Moobarick, sou 
of Zahoorun, came in crying, and said, Captain MacDonald had been shot, M, 
MacDonald was greatly agitated and said, I will go io my husband. I lephed, how 
will you go, when eveiv carnage and bujrgy is attacl ed by the bad charaoteis The 
bungalow was then onfire, I took my mistress to Ahyai,the bliistee’shut, and there 
with the three children secreted ourselves Zahoorun Ayah, went to the house to 
try and get some clothes for the children, when she returned, we were obliged to 


take refuge in the hut of Buktawur chowkedar, as the stables were on file The 
chowkedar s family were just leaving the house, and my mistress asked where they 
were going, they told her to a new house they had built near the city. Mis Mac- 
Donald asked to be allowed to accompany them, so that she and her ehildien might 
be saved Mis. MacDonald said to the ayah, land my children will go with the 
chowkedar’s family, as we may be saved, and I will take the nurse with me, but 
for God s sake, do not accompany me, as some one may recognize you, and then I 
"hall be discovered We dressed her up m native clothes, and left her clothes m 
tic hut The chowkedar took one child, the dhobee another, and I took the third 
e then started, Lad passed the elephant sheds, and through a lane on to the 
road, whore vve met a ciowd of people, about 70 in number, they told us to stand,

them, that the father had been shot on parade, and the mother killed near this, 
they said the men were wi etches to kill a woman Thcj told me to go or some 
one else would kill me and the child A little furthci on, a name Christian pen- 
sioner, who was standing at his door, took us into his house The chowkcdnr’s 
house was next to lus, and he had left the other two cluldicu with the p’nsioticr 
We remained there during the night, and the next monnng, were taken to the Dura* 
dumroa.

A. — There was much confusion, so that I could not make them out, theynp- 
peared to be rustics, meanly clothed, armed with swords and some with latces.

A — I do not know where lie is or where he lues.

A. — I was m the dliohee's house at the time. They were not sepoys, hut rp- 
peared to be bazar people.

I took one of the clnldicn, and wo st nlctl, w~ got p->st th- cl pliant 
sheds, and coming out of a lane on to the road, we met a 1 irgc crowd, a med with 
swords and htees, they looked at the faces o f the women, and when one went to my 
mistress, the chowkedai told him, not to look 1 1 the face of the women, adding, this 
is my sistei in-law hut Micnnu would not nnnd, md then cat her down.

made ready the carnage, and took her tow.rds the c.tv, near the gate of the city I 
saw a great crowd of people st Hiding with swords and lattics ; they struck the 
carriage with their ialics, a hen Mr*. Courteney said, coachman take me to the Deputy 
Collectoi’s house, then I shall be saved, so 1 turned the carnage towards the audder 
bazar, tbe mob followed, we met some of the 3rd c.nnlrv, they told the mob, not 
to touch Mis Courtenev, so tlicv went nwav , t then took her in the carriage to the 
Deputy Collector’s gite The gde of the compound was shut bv a jemadar, a 
mussulman, who would not allow the carriage to enter. Mrs. Courteney spoke to 
him, hut I do not know what she said, the jemadar told me lo take away the .earn* 
age, as I tinned it round, a man knocked me oft the coach hov, I ran nwav, and hid 
in a heap of timhei, Mis. Courteney and her two clnldrcu were kilted at the gate.

A — A malioniedan, grey bcaid, colour tnwncy, Bliort and old.

A . — I saw a crowd, but I could not rccoguizc any of them.

Q — Were there any policemen amongst the mob 7 


A Yes, there were a great number of men m blue coats with brass plates, 
and armed with swords, the place wheic Mrs Courteney was killed is about 20 yards 
from a police chowkie, and all the men of that chovrkie were present. I saw them 
The Deputy Magistrate’s jemadar must know the men who killed Mrs. Courtcncy,for 
they all assembled round him at that time

A blacksmith who lived close to me, took hold of my hand, aud helped me oiei the 
wall with M*s Millai, and hid us both in his house, wheie we lemamed till the

The following morning, I accompanied the paity sent out to reconnoitre, we 
moved down m the direction of the sepoy lines, before we reached them, we found 
four bodies much disfiguied by severe cuts, and wounds all ovei their bodies, they 
were partly dieted Aftc- passing the lines, we went towards the jail, and found 
some eight bodies, one of them was a female, she was much cut about the body 
and bieast, and in returning through the sudier bazar, two more weic, I believe, 
picked up. 

As we passed through the sudder bazar, it appeared partly deserted, but the 
city was densely ciovvdcd 

No 51. — Deposition of John G>een,a Native Christian, resident of Sirdhana. — On 
Sunday the lOch of May, when the mutinv bioke out, I was in the Meeiut sudder 
bazar, about 6 r. w., suddenly the sounds of musketry and of agieat uproar was 
beard from the lines of the native legiments, large volumes of smoke rose up, the 
people appeared amazed, I was also much astonished, and moved on towards my 
house. A little bevond the Benutee mosque, I saw him Europeans, two of them 
were in front, and two about forty paces behind, the forniei managed to get clear, 
but* a police chokedar stationed at the chovvk, called out “kill the Emopeans” stept 
forward, and stiuck one of them with his stick, on which, hundieds of koonjias and 
others followed Ins example, and lie fell, the shop keepers now commenced shut- 
ting up their shops, I saw the other European struck with sticks, hut left the place 
immediatelv from fear, all night long I licaid cues of “the mahomedee flag has 
been raised, let all -the Evuopcvns be slam ” TIn.es the mob attempted to force 
my door, but were unable to do so, it being a strong one

I marked from the very moment Xwas 
out of my gate, that people were running fiom all directions towaids the city, how- 
ever, I did not take any notice, until I came neai the begum's budge, where I asked 
a native, where and vvliv people were running about, the man auswered me in a 
most impertinent manner, saving, “ what are we running for, the sepoys are killing 
the Euiopean soldiers, and no Feeringhce will be alllowed to exist on the earth, -’on 
hearing this, and the filing of musketry from the direction of the native infantry 
lines, I galloped back to mv house, no bofiv molested me, or said any thing during 
my letieat IVhcu 1 1 > ached home, I found Behee Lanetheie, a poor old woman, living 
near the cliamar gate of the Meerut city, aud her bylee m mv compound I told the 
sad news tint hi ought me back, to the people of my house Bebee Lane on hearing 
me, offered to take all the females of my family in her bylee, saying, she would be

it got daih, then we got out into our compound again my lnotliei sat foi a short 
time in the garden, and then one of om gardeners, (a Jeypoic clnmai) took lum 
to a man’s house of Ins own caste, there lie was safely kept for the whole night, 
About 7 o'clock, a parlv consisting of jail guaids aud escaped comicts, the foimer 
about G or 7 m number, and the latter about 50, came m the compound, making a 
great noise and firing muskets, the jail guaid weie all armed with fuelocks and 
headed by oneNamdai Khan, duffadai, of the same guard, saying to the prisoners, their 
fetters were cut liy the bme fouj, (aimy) it weie better to do something before 
going to their respective homes Namdar Khan questioned my seivantMatadeen,who 
ouly went near them, where was salnb and other members of the familv, he leplied, 
that the salnb had left the house foi chinch, aud the mem salnb and otheis had 
gone to Sirdliuna a week ago He insisted upon my man telling lnm, wheie I was, 
and placed a uaked sword against the faithful sen ants throat, telling him either to 
point me out or loose his own life, the good servant even at that moment denied, 
“I am a brabmin, jou mavkiU me, you will not gain any thing, but where my master 
may be is bevoud my knowledge ” Thev let him go on this, but asked him to shew 
where the pnuciple things were kept, he told them, he was only a seivant for out 
door duty, and had never entered the house. Tiie party then went inside, and took what

near it, I saw the corpses of two women and a man, nil Euiopenns, I believe he 
belonged to the engineenug department, the women were shamefully treated, their 
clothes weie burnt, I lemained there till day light, when my chovvkcedar came and 
asked me to accompany lnm to his village for a dav, I consented and went with lnm. 
to'lns house, in the village of Pariclilee, where I lemained thtee days, lie was a 
servant of mmc of course, but other men of the village also treated me with kind- 
ness and supplied my wants The Meeiut police acted most shamefully through- 
out, in no case was life saved ot property secured by them, they themsehes were 
as deeply engaged m acts of not as the mutineers and insurgents. Mr John Greson, 
of Sirdlianna, who happened to be here on thelOtli May, told me, that he saw some 
sudder kotvvahe chowkedars beating European soldieis with clubs, and lie thinks 
killed one of them in Ins piesence The police failed to evert themselves m iccover- 
mg pluudeied propeitj, for I know, I lost all I had, but nothing has been recovered. 


No 53 — Deposition of Angelina Hughes , uidow of the late pensioner Hughes, resi- 
dent of Cantonment Meerut, Chowlee No 5. — On the 10th of May about 7 p. is, 
upwards of 300 men, (lodlias, eliumars, pulladars, butchers, lebel sepoys and 
policemen) attacked my house, situated near the elephant sheds, seized Asgur Ah, 
owner o? the house and used violence to make lnm point out the Christians, a little 
before the attack, lie had disguised and concealed us. Upon his replying, none 
were theie, they searched the house, my husband had fled, I afterwaids heard, he 
had been murdered by the tomb of Aboo. They plundered property, to the amount 
of 1,200 mpees and burnt the bungalow Notwithstanding Ins heavy loss on onr 
account, Asgur All, at my request, took me with his wife to the city, and kept us 
there. 

Q — Did you recognize any of the police engaged m the attack on your house' 1 

A . — I only recognized Mohiboolla, who lived in our neighbourhood. 

Q — Did none of the police give you any assistance 9 

A — No, none of them helped us at all, Asgur Ah fed and protected us, to the 
best of his ability. 

No 54 — Deposihosi of Asgui Ah, son of Seyud Alher Ah, resident of Meerut, 
Cantonment, age 30 years —On the 10th' of May last, when the nisuiicction com- 
menced, 3 oi 400 lodlias, cliamars, pulladars and sepoys attacked my bungalow, 
caught me, and asked were the Christians were, who lived in my house, I replied, 
none live there, upon which, one of them, whose name I do not know, struck me 
with his stick, and another drew Ins sword, but I would not point out the Christians, 
I disguised them in native clothes, hid* them in a field, and mvself separately, they 
robbed me aud buint my bungalow At the request of Mrs Hughes, I took her 
to the town, not knowing wheie liei husband was, bufheard 3 days after, that lie 
had been muideied near tbe tomb of Aboo 

Q. — Amongst tbe mob did you see any of the police? 

A.—'Xes, I saw two men in police uniform, but do not know their names, if the 
police were not lmpbcvted would they' have not assisted us. 

Q — Describe the two men ? 

A . — Amongst tbe plundereis, I recognized two m police uniform, T do not 
know their name*, but can describe then persons, and aHo that of another, named

The sowars were roving about saying thev had burnt cantonments, destroyed 
the Electric Telegraph, and the British dominion had ceased to exist, which decla- 
rationcaused great alarm in the city Aftertwo hours, the same bad characters, who 
had accompanied the sowars, retuined laden mth booty, the butchers taking bullocks 
along, this continued all night. 

The next morning it was found that the Europeans were all m the Dumdumma, 
andmakiugarrangemcnts for lestonng order, this fnghtenedthe rioters, so that two 
or three days after thev thiew out all the plundei they had acquired, casting some 
before the doors of lespectable men’s houses , all piopcrty thus recovered was carried 
into the Dumdumma A few days afterwards, «ome of the bad characters went off to 
Dehlie, some escaped, and others remained here 

Q — Did you recognize any of the bad characters ? 

A — I looked attentn elv at them, but do not remember all their names I 
could, however, recognize by their f tees, Cliunda, mussulman, Boolakee, Gheesa, 
Chunda Natliooa and Nuuoah, butehcis of the city, with moodasas and dhotees 
round tlicir loins, together with several others, composing a large multitude, 
roving about shouting, Yah All, All 1 These verv bad characters wounded the mnlia- 
juns, Lalla Nnnd Ham and Itahtoo Mull, (while coming from a village) with sticks 
and sword', they reached their houses with the greatest difficulty.

previous preparation

A — One or two days after the revolt occurred it was much talked of, that rumours

A — Yes, I could recognize them if thev were here, many of the respectable city 
people saw them, but are afraid to disclose who they were 

No 57 — Deposition of Kntvan Singh , Muhnjun, resident of Meerut . — On Sunday' 
at about 6 p m., while sitting before mv shop, all at onee some 5 or 6 cavalry 
sowars came on horse back with di iwn swords a id pistols, cilling out ma loud voice, 
“ this war is in the cause ot rel'giou, whoever wishes tojom, movcomealong with us,” 
uttering which, they went towards the Shahrah gate, getting aim med, I closed up my 
shop and went to the roof. Great confusion now arose in the city, the inhabitants 
shut up their houses, and got on the fiat roofs After a while, the sound of mus- 
ketiy came from the direction of cantonments, and it was rumoured that the sepoys 
had mutinied, fires were also ‘-cen m the same direction, and the customs house 
was burning The sowars who had just previously gone to the Sharah gate now 
returned with a large multitude of prisoners and bad characters, the noise and dis- 
turbance lasted all mght.

A — No, nothing, but that thesrpovs had shouting rcfusrd tobitc the cartridges, 
pnd were in consequence imprisoned After the niutnir, I heard, that a few hours 
previously, a sowar had set it about, that 2,003 sets of irons were being prepared 
for the sep oys, and tint the European soldier* and artillcn were coming to deprive 
them of their arras and ammunition. Hearing which, the sepovs broke out into 
mutiny, all this I learnt after the outbrenk.

through Dal-hi-muudee , after a while, thev returned the same way they had gone, 
and made a rush towards the cotwally through the sudder bazar The whole night 
the budmashes were carrying away bundles of things on their heads.

A — Nothing was done by them, they were equally running about.

A ■ — None were present there. . 

Q — Did you see any thing more ? 

A — From fear, I did not go out of my shop , however, I heard that m rear of 
the Deputy Collector’s house, opposite the door of Moliun cobbler, Mrs Courtney 
was murdered, many such matters occuried, and many bungalows were set on 
fire, even the bungalow situated near the gunge was set on fire, the tenants sent 
word to the owner that the bungalow was burning, and probably the fire would 
approach our gungp, I replied it could not be helped. 

Q , — Has any one else recognized those budmashes ? 

A . — Many must have seen them. I heard the following day, that a crowd of 
budmashes went over the house of a bengalie, living behind the old cliukla. 
At the same time Ussud All, (I do not know whether he is an officer or a 
chowkedar) being accompanied with other policemen, went after them The said 
bengalie offered 200 rupees to the budmashes The police will be able to describe 
it fully, as they were eye witnesses of the fact. Moieover, Jumna goldsmith, resi- 
dent of the same moliulla, has seen them all, ns they passed lus house. The 
inhabitants m that direction must have recognized them, for the budmashes stayed 
a long while there 

Q.— Did you hear how this disturbance commenced m the sudder bazar ? 

After the out-break, I was told that some sepoys or sowars came running

Kullian (chowkedai) a lodhn, who is in the ntv, anothei beaier, a brahmin, mv ser- 
vants (non gone home) wetc piesent, as the mob enteied I ran out and went to a 
tniloi’s, who lues in the sudder ba7ar, Prosono Coomar went up a tice and con- 
cealed himself The mob burnt the loof of one house, set fire to the office, spilt 
the nine, and burnt the cases in which it was kept, plundeied the plates and mo- 
ney, and smashed all the glass doois, when my chowkedai went and reported it to 
the Cotwal, Dliumna Singh, he with about 28 men came to the gate and called out 
who are tlicie, upon which the mob immediately dispensed.

chukla of prostitutes and said, that the budmashes and village people, had set fire 
to the bengalds house, and were plundering his propertv , lieai mg this, Dhunn i 
Singh called as many as were present there, and ordeied them to accompany him to 
the house of the bengah, they alt went with him, met with opposition and swords 
were drawn on both sides, Dhunna Singh asked them who and what thev wote, thev 
contempHiously asked him, who he was, he replied, he was Dhunna Singh, they said, 
he was in the rifle bazar, why did he come here, Dhunna Singh told them that the 
cotwal had been suspended foi bribery, aud he was acting for lura. Dhunna Singh 
then told them to be off, they said, if then man who was put in the stocks at 
thecotwally were lclcasedand allowed to go away withlns things, they would he off 
Dhunna Singh' strictly prohibited Ins police ftom drawing swords against his friend, 
and sent a man to the cotwalie, after a while, the prisoner came with Ins things, viz,

Q It ip said, that the baboo gave some monev to the plunderers, and that 
Ueharce Singh wounded one of them, thev also staul a long while talking with 
Dhunna Singh, can you not give a miuute account of the aboio circumstances? 

A — I know nothing of the offer of money to the plunderers, but I heard from 
Asud Ah, jemadar, that Beharee Singh, elmpptassec, wounded one of them with Ins 
sword. 

Q —Can information regaiding those plunderers bo obtained from any one 5 

A.— Information regarding them could have been lind from the goojur police, 
as tliev must have recognized them, but I regret to say, that all of this tnbo hayc

A — For fear I did not state the truth, besides all of ns unanimously decided 
to depose to the same things, that is to say, that wc were nil pati oiling and knew 
nothing of the disturbance, thcicfore I was also obliged to state m my reply, what 
they had deposed, so that no disci epaney might appear. 

Q — During the night that the budmaslics were plundeung, did jou recognize 
any of them? 

A — At about 11 r m , all was over nt the baboo’s place, wc, viz Mookhtnr 
Khan, duffadar, being accompanied with some ebowkedars, proceeded towards tho 
naie bazar, there wc met Luchmun Singh, chuprassee ofaubkary, who told Mookh- 
tar Khan, duffadar, that a European leather dealer and his wife veic hid in his 
house, therefore I took great care of this part of the bazar, the duffidar whispered 
in my cars the ahoy o circumstance, ordering me to take great rare of them, and 
let no body know about it, and that be would also now and then patrol to tins ride. 
The whole night, I took care of them, and did not stir from my place, therefore, I 
was unable to seek out any of the budmashes during the night On the morrowr, 
I apprehended about 16 men with plundered property near the kothec of Mahomed 
Sadig, and brought them to the cotwahe 

Q — Were they punished ? 

A.— The cotwal appropriated the plundered properly, and let the plunderers 
go. 


No 68 . — Deposition of Lad Ram, chowkcdar, at chow 7 ic No. 4 — I do not 
recollect the precise date when the mutiny occurred, about 9 months ago, some 
Sundav after 6 p.m, sounds of musketry were heard in tin direction o f the infantry 
lines, hearing the firing, scno\ s inn away with their pouches and muskets Ica\- 
mg behind their bedding A little b( r ore this, a sepoy came to the rowfalJv guard 
and after lie left the sepoys armed themsolvcs Nc\.s came on of the mutiny of 
sepoys, Dhunna Singli ordered the cbupnrassics not to stir from their places 

Meanwhile, t.vo sepoys without umfoim came to the shops of Sahib Singh and 
Hoolas Boy with arms accompanied by a crowd of 209 men, find demanded n onty 
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from the shop keepers (the owners went up stairs) the servan s told them., that thev 
Lad no money, at last Nund Ram, son of Satub Singh gave them 7 rupee, them the 
sepoys went to the shop of Bam Hoolas, bat I do not know what they got there 
they demanded from other tradesmen by the help of the butchers, pnlladars, &a, of 
the sudder bazar, at this tame Dhunna Singh concealed himself close to h ° tt3e 
of Hm-an Khan cotwal, who called him out. The sepoys made off, but tire bud- 
mashes continued plundering. At about 9 r. m., only 20 men were present in the 
cotwally, the others were absent, Dhunna Singh ordered them on pati oiling duty, 
Bam Naram, Dabee Singh chokeedars, Juswunt Khan, jemadar and myself came to the 
chowk, where we met a butchei galloping past The horse was valuable, and ap- 
peared to have belonged to some European, we took them to the cotwal (Dhunna 
Singh) who made them over to Jfookhtar Khan, duffadar (now jemadar) the horse 
•was tied up tinder a peepul tiee, and the rider was placed m custody Dhunna Singh 
said, why are you making anests, what will you have me strung up. After a while, we 
caught a goojur, he had a horse of some European, asword, an inkstand, a bundle of 
papers. At about 10 r iu , a crowd of goojuis armed with swords and gundassa 
and lathees, came m through the kuttra gate, although the tradesmen, Juswunt Khan, 
jemadar, and his police, who were 8 in number including mycelf, tried to prevent them, 
■we followed them, they came first to the shop of Sadiq, merchant, and wished to 
break off the doors We asked the chowkedars of the said merchant, where then 
pistols and matchlocks were, and to call their masters, hearing this, tbegoojurs drew 
their swords against u«, one of us ran to call Dhunna Singh, the goojurs returned 
towards the hazar, and came to the house of Baboo Beerbul, we returned to the cot- 
■wallv , meanwhile a servant of the Baboo Beerbul came into tlie cotwally and report- 
ed that the Baboo’s bouse had been set on fire, and his property plundered, hearing 
this, Dhunna Singh haring taken 18 or 20 men with lnm, weut over to the house 
>of the Baboo, and saw it burning on one side and plundering going on at 
•the other, Dhunna Singh forbad them, on which swords were drawn on both 
sides, two of the goojurs were wounded, one was wounded by Beharee Singh, 
'chupprassie, and the other received a cut by Dabee Singh, since deserted. 
The goojurs retreated and said to Dhunna Smgb, thou bast called us, and 
now turn us out, very well, release our mau now m confinement, and we will go 
•away, Dhunna Singh made him over to them, and they retreated, with the excep- 
tion of the sword, eveiy thing was delivered to them. Likewise, the other prisoner 
was also released with the ho-se, on which Itamnaram ehowhedar leraonstrated 
with the cotwal, saymg, we with great difficulty arrest the bad characters, and you 
oet them free, about midnight, the bad characters went out of the sadder and the 
disturbance subsided , whatever occurred, I have bud explicitly before you. 

Q — Tell the truth, where were the policemen, &e, during the not? 

A —At that time, about 20 men were present in the cotwally, and the rest 
were absent, I do not Know where they wer<? and what they were doing. Kadir 
Buksh ehowhedar, now a duffadar, was absent for S days, after which he returned, 
.i ns turban at the foot of Dhunna Singh, calling him his father and entreated 
to c forgiven, Dhunna Singh reprimanded him and excused his fault, this matter

Q — Did you recognize any of the budmashea 9 

A — Q.ilunder Bulcsli, dyer, ElaiBush, pulladar, Hoossam Buksh, pulladar, &c , 
amongst many, I do not recollect the names of them all, hut will be able to recog- 
ii>ze them, if I see them again. 

Q — Why did you not state all these things in your deposition taken on a 
previous occasion 0 

A — All the chupprassies and officers of police unanimously determined to 
depose alike. '

and MudeliKhan, duffadar, thes” arranged to say alike, thinking, that if discrepancies 
were found in their depositions, they would be liable to suffer death.

No. 69 — Deposition of Dabee, a Lodna — When the mutiny broke out, I was at 
Nutliun's, in the sudder bazar, between I and 2 m the morning, Nuthun told me, 
that theie was a great disturbance in the sadder, and asked me, and Goolabee 
lodha, to accompany him to the Deputy Collector’s house to bring some grass that 
was there for Ins cattle, and told us he would pay us foi doing the same As soon 
as we carac on the wall, we saw butcheis, chuppiassies aud coolies, some with arms, 
and some without, luumng heic and theie, and a short distance on, under the walls 
of the Deputy Collectors compound, neai SliairKhanV house, I saw 3 bodies of Euro- 
peans lying, one was a lady’s and two gentleman's, aftei tins we entered the com- 
pound, and were returning with the grass, when I saw Shan Khan pass with a box 
tinder his aim, and a bundle on Ins head, he was bringing it evidently from the 
Commissioner's house, I then went to the suddei. 

Q — Did you see any one else besides Shair Khan, carrying away plundered

A — There was a very large crowd, and I was unable to make out any one else. 

Q. — After the outbreak, why did you go to the city? 

A — I lived in the udda, hut when it was afterwards deserted, I went to the- 
city, I am still earning my livelihood in the sudder bazar.

They then pointed to my master’s house, said that the tliuggio 
officer lues there, let us M loose the prisoner fiom there also, saying which, they 
went away, but the bad cliaiacteis, with lathees and swouls about 50 or 60 in num- 
hci, came in and asked for the pnsoncrs, all of them joined, the mob with their fet- 
ters , about "0 bad diameter- plundered the house, Juggun Nath, chuprassie, took 
hj force a clock, which one of the mob was making way with, they then set fire to 
the house, all the piopert) we could manage to take out, we did, aud saved it, but the 
rest was citlici burnt oi plundered. 


No. 73 — Deposition of liigqun Nath, chuppt assie in service of Major JlMliams, a 
Lrahmin, rcsulenl of Doadpoo ) , cluka Lucknow —On the 10th Miy, 1857, at about 
G o’clock on Sunday evening, I was at my master’s house, which is situated near the 
city of Meerut At once, I heard i great upioar,.ind saw a great number of meu run- 
ning from the sudder to the citj, and Irom the city towards the sudder, a little after- 
wards about 40 or 50 so wais tune, some with uniforms on, on horseback fiom 
the direction of their lines, they took the load to the Soorujkoond, they 
went along, calling out, “ come along brothers to the holy war.” In the meantime, 
my master’s house was set on fire, T then told Somaic sirdar beaici, to take out the 
propertv, we were preparing ourselves to do so, when a mob consisting of about 
40 oi 30 men with laities and swords came in, they asked, who lived in the house, 
we told them that the master was not in it, both Somaic and myself began to take 
out the property, and to carry it to mj house, which was about 30 or GO paces off, 
In this time the house was in a bla/c, all the property I could take out and save 
I did, I took by forte a clock from one of the mob, the icst was either burnt or 
plundered. The convicts I did not see, therefore I do not know any thing about 
them.

1 News of the Meerut outbreak reached Alljgurb May 12th. The 
tioops then in the station were about 300 men of 9th Native Infantry, and 
Ilead-quaiteis of the Regiment, commanded by 3 Taj or Eld A period of the 
usual unceitamty and dismay occurred, but the tioops appeared quiet and 
ordei Iy Beyond the burning of an empty bungalow, no overt act of disaffec- 
tion appeals to have been committed till the day of mutiny. 

2. At that time Mi. Watson was Magistrate and Collector, assisted by

3 The troops on the 19th were remfoiced by a detachment, and on the 
20th, by the remamdei of the light wing of the 1st Gwalior Cavaky, under 
Captain Alexander. On the same day a Brahmin named Naraen, resident of a 
village close to Allyguik, who had an uncle m Nujjeeb Jail Guard, made pro- 
posals of mutiny to two sepoys of the 9th Native Infantry, promising, on the 
pait of villagers, suppoit in the work of plunder. These men informed their 
Commanding Officer, who dueeted them to seize him. lie was accordingly 
appiekended by them, tried by a Native Court Martial, and by its sentence 
hung at the Collector’s Cutclierry on evening of 20tli, about sunset The 
execution had hardly terminated when the 9th bzoke out into open mutiny.

The Post Office Authorities weie thus enabled to keep open com- 
munication with Meerut It delayed the establishment of a rebel Govern- 
ment in Coel, so that no time was left for its oigamzation, before Mi Cocks, 
'•with Major Montgomery’s foice, appealed on the scene m August Besides, 
the moral effect of a small body of Europeans hying m the open field, march- 
ing, halting, .and attacking when they pleased, must have had a good effect on 
the population, and shewn them how vastly mfenoi they were to the men they 
were attempting to crush.

25. After the action of the 10th at Agra, Coel was speedily re-occupied 
on the 19th by a force of 150 Europeans and two guns’ under Major Eld, Mr 
Cocks again being deputed as Special Commissioner, and myself as Magistrate 
The old fort of Allyguih was cleared up and taken possession of This fort, 
which had cost Lord Lake so severe a stiuggle m 1S03, and which in the old 
times of confidence and secmity had been left to the care of a Naik and four 
sepoys, was now found to be a valuable possession. 

26. With its aid the above small force and 100 Sikhs kept the whole 
district m check with ease The Police at the different Tehscel and Thanah 
posts were strengthened by levies of horse and foot, raised within the district, 
for these purposes any numbei of men lequired were available The City of 
Coel being two miles from the fort was held by Tliakooi Gobmd Singh a 
strong foicc of Police was necessary there, to give confidence to the people, 
who had been so often plundered by friends as well as foes. 

27. The collection of the Revenue proceeded steadily, with the return- 
ing confidence m the stability of our Government Payment, except in a veiy 
few instances, was withheld only where there was really inability to pay. 

28. Ruling the month of November we were continually harassed by 
flying parties of rebels from across the Jumna going eastwaids, but these 
did httle or no harm m their passage, though they caused a great feeling of 
insecurity at our Pohce and Revenue posts. It was then felt of what conse- 
quence it was that our Police posts should be of a defensible character, and 
guaided by a few trained men, who would not run at the first summons of an 
enemy. As it was, one could not but feel that they weie completely at the 
mercy of the smallest bodies of the enemy, the meie cry of “bagliees” was 
enough to put to flight the raw Pohce levies. 

29 InRecember we were tin eatened by a body of the Futtehguih rebels 
who advancing by Ulleegunge, Putialee, Sahawur and Kasgunge, gave out 
then intention of annexing the country up to Coel It took them long how- 
ever to occupy the above ground, their extieme slowness and want oi enter- 
prise lost them then opportunity.

36 Of lrnhqo Factories' — The property of Europeans , one large one was 
plundered and burnt by the villagers, r. c Mr. Nichtcrlem’s, and 3 others 
v\eie plundeied by mutineer troops, the other considerable ones were saved 
by the Zemuidais , who had the sense to perceive that tlieir destruction would 
benefit no one. 


<37 Behaviour of people towaids Government Officer* — The records of the 
Suddru Cutcherry, and those of four out of eight Tehseels, w ere destroyed, of 
these one act of destruction only was purely the work of ullagcis, i e the 
case of Khyr above mentioned, paragraph 9 In the other cases'! he populace 
took a share after order had been first upset, or plundei commenced by mutineer 
troops.

tieasuiy by sepovs, permitted the destruction of the records by their own 
people, lefused all aid to the Tehseeldar, and generally lived a life of open 
rebellion. 

40 Though aid in the struggle has been m many instances rendered us 
by the natives, especially by the llmdoos, after they had received a foretaste 
of a Mahomedan Government, still their general attitude must be characterized 
as apathetic. The large number of persons who had so much to gam from 
the overtluow of our Government were content to annex their lost estates, and 
await the lesult of the struggle. 

41 That the people plundeied, when they suddenly found authonty 
overthrown by the mutinous troops, and anaichy ready made for them, was 
natural. , What people would have done othei wise ? But to take an active part, 
and assist the mutineers, the small Mahomedan section excepted, they shewed 
m this distnct little desire Much as they love plundei, they love life and 
security more. 

42 And the same with the sepoys A haid contest, even though suc- 
cessful, formed no part of their piogramme The treacherous and easy 
slaughter of their Officers and other Europeans, accompanied with the certain 
plunder of Treasuries, — the wiping out of debts, and the prospect of a new 
regime, m which they must necessarily play a leading part, was the pleasmg 
pictuie they had before them, when they shouted " Been t dean'” The storm- 
ing of forts and mtiencliments, though held by a few Europeans, and they 
worn and exhausted, was a service of danger to meet, which there was no sense 
of duty oi spirit or patriotism — no sense of injuries to be avenged — to spur 
them on. In such a cause they could not meet death. 

43 The plundered villages will soon recover. The only other result of 
the mutiny, neaily affecting the people, that I can observe, is that money is 
scaicei, and zemindars especially have to pay lngher interest for accommoda- 
tion, — a tit retribution on them for plundenng the bankers

Para 3 First of all I would mention Thaloor Golnnd Singh, Jat, son of Thakoor 
Dyaram, former Talookdar of Hattrass Dyaram’s history is well known Up to 1S1G he 
exercised almost an independent rule within the Pei gunnah of Hattrass Ills misconduct 
then brought down upon him a Butish foice His fort was taken, and his property con- 
fisc ited Dyaram himself was pardoned, and pensioned upon Its 1,000 monthly His 
son Golnnd now receives Rs 750, and other relatives Rs 225, from Government 

4 With such antecedents, it would peilnpsliave been no mattei of surpnse if Tha- 
koor Golnnd Singh had, on the occurrence of the Mutiny, like others m his situation, taken 
part against the Go\ eminent However his conduct has been eminently loyal I am not 
aware that he at an) time wa\ered 

5 On the first call of the Magistrate and Collector of Muttra, he came -with his pei- 
soml follow ers and sen ants to the assistance of that gentleman, and was shortly afterwards 
sent for by Mr Watson, then Magistrate and Collector in this district Here he has 
remained throughout the disturbed period, ready to perform any service within his power. 
After Mr Watson’s final departure for Agra, about 3rd July, Gobmd Singh, with lus fol- 
lowers, remained at or in the neighbourhood of Hattrass That this very important town 
w as s u cd from plunder by the surrounding population, is, in a gieat measure, due to him 
When you were deputed into this district in August last, w ith a force under Major Montgo- 
mery Golnnd Singh accompanied you in jour ad\ once on Coel, and was present with Ins 
men m the action fought with the leliel follow eis of Mahomed Ghous Khan, at Maun Singh’s 
I3agh, 21th August On the flight of the rebel Governor of Coel and his people, Gobmd 
Singh was put in clmge of the town of Coel, and allowed to raise a body of men for this 
s.rv ice He held the tow n of Coel, assisted in collecting revenue, and recovering plun- 
tlerel property till 25th September, when he was surprised by a body of Mahomedan rabble 
unJer Nusseem-oollah, and forced to leave the town, with some loss of men This service 
w as one, I presume, of a crj considerable danger There he w as surrounded by a low and 
incensed Mahomedan population, and on the high road of retreat of the Dehli rebels, 
while the support of M yor Montgomery’s force at Hattrass was distant, liable itself to be 
called aw ay on any exigency occurring at Agra 

On the re-occupation of the Allygurh district, till the present time, Gobmd Singh has 
held lus post in the city By lus good example he has rendered most important aid m the 
woik of restoring order in the district His followeis have at all times been ready for any 
service, and have been extremely useful in police duties, and in escorting tieasure to Agra 
and Boolundshahur, — in guarding Ghats, and w etching the adv ance of rebelt, — in perform- 
ing, indeed, the duties of regular troops

I have the Iionoi to avail myself of your invitation to submit, for 
the information of the Right Hon’ble the Governor General, a report of the 
services of the Agia Volunteer Hoise in their first days , and to solicit His 
Lordship’s favorable consideration of such claim as those sei vices may be held 
to establish to the honor of recommendation for the AA r ai Medal 

On the 25th May 1857, Mr Paterson Saunders biouglit information to 
the Hon’ble Mr J Colvin, that a party of six 01 seven Englishmen, with 
several women and children, who had been some days beleagueied m the 
Factory of Mulloee, 16 miles east of Hattrass, were m imminent dangei of 
being destroyed on failure of food and ammunition 

The Hon’ble the Lieutenant Governoi was unable to afford any assist- 
ance , for the Bliurtpore levies had already failed, — the men of Captain Peai- 
son’s Gwalior battery could not be moved, — the Mahaiajah Scindiah’s body 
guard declared themselves unable to cross the Jumna, — ancl the lemnant of the 
squadron of Captain Alexander (Shoie’s) 1st Gwalior Cavaliy, fiom which 80 
men had ]ust defiantly gone off to Dehli, in open day, declined to advance 
beyond Hattiass without Europeans and guns 

It was considered inexpedient to divest Agra of any poition of the 3rd 
European Regiment, or Captain D’Oyly’s batteiy 

On learning the state of affairs, Air Paterson Saunders expressed Ins 
belief that, if supported by Mi Colvin’s authority, he could laise a body of 
30 or 40 European horse, sufficient to effect the rescue of the people at 
Mulloee 


The necessary autlionty was immediately given, and a Cacular issued 
bv order of the Lieutenant Governor, inviting all classes to join, on the undei- 
stmdmg that they were liable to be kept undei arms a month, and to be 
called upon for such service as might be requisite 

The c ill was answeied with spmt arms weie furnished fiom the arsenal, 
hordes were purchased at the expense of Government for such A r olunteers as 
inquired them, and on that \ery evening thnty-seven A r olunteers lode out of 
Agra on the way to Hattrass 


.Next day, by Mi Colvin’s older, I overtook the paity and assumed com- 
in md, with instructions, after relieving Mulloee, to le-occupy Allygurh if pos- 
M ! ”, ai 'd maintain the Magistrate there as long as I could 


jit Hattrass vc were joined by a party of 1st Gwalior Cavalry under 
jientervuit Cockburn, who accompuuied us to Mulloee, which was lelieved on 
toe ~»th without opposition 


Lieutenant Cochbmn’s pirfcy retmned to Hattrass according to then 
if/',’, 11 ' 0 Y hm teeis, recruited In three of the Mulloee paity, advanced to 
1 r- 1 n, and re occupied it, May 2Sth, without ojiposition. 
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From that day to tlie 2nd June, when X left the Yolunteeis, they were 
employed in watching the appioaclies to Allygmli, and in visiting neigliboui- 
ing villages, whose inhabitants had taken an active part m the plunder of the 
station On the 1st June the force, accompanied by Captain Stewart, 9tli 
Native Infantiy, and Di Claike, suddenly moved 17 miles to Kliyr, wheie a 
Thakoor, Kao Bhonanee Singh, had deposed the Tekseeldar, and pioclaimed 
his independence 

Whilst the town of Khyr was being surrounded by videttes, to' prevent 
the lebel Chief s escape, the late Mr Watson, Magistrate of Allygurh, with 
a few of the Volunteers, gallantly rode stiaight through the town to the 
Tehseelee, wheie Bhopal Singh was surprised and captured, with sixteen 
attendants 

On the 2nd June I made over Command, by the Lieutenant (Governor’s 
ordeis, to Captain Stewart, of the 9th Native Infantry, and my connexion 
with the Yolunteeis ceased. 

During the eight days, above described, the Agra hoise were newer under 
hie , but they came foiward m the hour of greatest need, and when no troops 
uere available, perfumed sen ices consideied impoitant at the time, which 
were cordially acknowledged by the Hon’ble the Lieutenant (Governor. 

I do myself the honoi of appending a list of the Troop as it stood on 
the 30th May, and recommending its members to the protection of the Eight 
Hon’ble the Governor General

A Jehad 
had been pieaclied at the mosque at Coel 

15 The Gwalior troopers had positively lefused to obey their Officeis, 
and on the alternoon of the 2nd ot July, numei ous messengei s came m to leporfc 
that the w hole population of Mahomedans and hulmadies (loose diameters) 
of the town weie m daily communication with the Gwalioi troops, the object 
being to surround Mudrack, and annihilate oui little party Fifteenth , — On that 
date, at 3 i> m , we sat down to oui mess dmnei. In the midst of it, we heard 
the buzz of an enraged populace, — soon tom-toms weie beating, Hags (himr, 
and the country swainnng with white clothes, — each Government Chou hoc 
in a blaze added to the excitement of the scene. 

10 Scarcely a word was spoken, hut each seemed to undei stand bis 
neighbour’s thoughts, saddled lus horse, and drew his sword We rode hath, 
the gallant Watson at our head On reaching the road, weweie met bv a 
salute from a hundred matchlocks , — -a bundled more were aimed, but missed 
lire, owing to the damp state of the atmosphere “ Charge was the order and 
well was it obeyed Shu up to stinup, and man to man, we dashed through 
the mass of cow aids, scattering them like so many sheep and not stopping 
till nearly 15 coipses remained as trophies of our victor}’. Watson was wounded, 
as was lus horse, and two or tlnee got contusions 

17. When we chaiged, I believe not one expected to have come back 
alive , and when daikness compelled our return, it was with ieehngs of interne 
satisfaction and thankfulness that we finished oui repast, and talked over our 
escapes and adventures. 
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IS On the 2nd, the Gwalior troops broke out into open muthi), and 
tbeir Officeis weie obliged to ilj into Agia 

19 "We also felt tliere was nothing further to be done, and accordingly 
steermo- clear ot Hattrass, we lode m the broiling sun fifty miles, and readied 
Agia in time to take part m the battle of the 5th of July , where, I may be 
permitted to lemaik, the Allygurh Yolunteers did then duty Out of forty, sir 
were killed, si\ wounded, and ten houses killed or lost 


20 In conclusion, I would pay a short tribute to the devotion to his 
duty, and durations com age of the late Mr W Watson Rurally of weak 
constitution, he exeitedlnspoweis, both mental and physical, to such a degree, 
that, on reaching Agra, he was taken with cholera, and died I fully beliei e 
he had, fiom the commencement of the outbreak, made up his mind to be 
killed, or die m the defence of the District, in which he took so much interest

1 I have the honoi to acknowledge the receipt of Government Outers 
No 212, dated 30th Apnl, forwarded with your letter No 187, dated 5th 
May, calling on me for a statement of the events dunng the disturbances 

2 I would piennse this Repoit by noticing that it must necessarily Oc 
very egotistical to enable me to explain howl, holding the important position 
ot Magistrate, by a wondeiful combination of eimimstances, became separated 
from the othci Euiopeans of the Station, and thus escaped the sad fate 
which befel so many of my deaiest Inends 

3 On receipt, about 1 fth May, of the intelligence of the mutiny*, and 
fiightful atrocities, which had occuued at Meeiut and Delili, a meeting of the 
principal residents, both Mihtaiy and Civil, of the Station, was convened at my* 
Bungalow, to take into consideration the adoption of precautionaiy measnies 
for the protection of the Station and inhabitants Yanous suggestions and 
plans vveie pi oposed The Officeis of 10th N I were most confident of the 
fidelity of then Coips, and it was eventually agieed that a guafd of the Regi- 
ment be sent down to the Jail, the Tieasuiy guaid be mci eased , the tvv o guns 
lie brought fioni the Parade ground to Colonel Smith’s house, and tint on the 
signal of the guns being hied, all the European residents at once iepau to that 
place Eveiy Euiopean m the Station was lnfoimed accordingly A. few 
days afteiwaids, the Rendezvous was changed fiom Colonel Smith’s House to 

/ the Port, U citculai to that effect was issued to the residents The guns weic 
also (if I lemember light) taken back to the Paiade giouncl 

4 The Distnct lemained vei'v quiet till about 22nd May, I had how - 
, evei, as a piecautiouaiy r raeasuie, increased all the Thannah and Tehseelee 
^'establishments I had also, w ltli His Honoi the Lieutenant Governors per- 
mission, been getting togetliei as many sowars (discliaigedand leave men kc ) 
as I could 
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. Dunn" tlie third week of May, ugly leports regaling the state of 
the Shohietanpoor district. began to gel about and it was deemed expedient 
S' end ou a body of men to the banks of the Ramgunga and it was hoped 
SaUhese would be able to prevent any bndmnshes commgfiom Robdkuml, 
and would have the effect of keep.ng the T.ans Sangetic Pergunuahs of the 
Sstnct m orde, Two oi th.ee hund.ed good matchloclc-men, noth a few 
SwarVwere collected f.om d.fle.eut Zemmdais andon I8tk May accona- 
named by Lieutenant Monckton, Engineers, Lieutenant TValoote, N T, Mi. 
Lows, Joint Mag.st.ate, and Mi James, Sub-Deputy Opium Agent, went 
out and took up a position at AUygmli on the right bank of the Ramgunga 
Every tiling m that dnection proving to be so veiy quiet, the party remained 

out only a few days 


G All this time the 10th N I never showed openly any svmptoms 
of disaffection and when spoken to by then Officers on the subject of the 
mutinies, declared that, happen what might, they would lemam staunch Eiom 
natives howeier, they did not attempt to conceal that, ■when any outside 
Corps arrived, they would join them , foi, aigued the}-, “ Can we be expected to 
fight against onr own brethren?” This was the stoiy almost in' van ably brought 
me by my spies One man, whose statement I unhesitatingly believe, told me 
that on his mteriogating the sepo}s as to what they would do m case of 
a rise, they answeied, that they did not intend to kill then own Officeis, hut 
that if they weie killed by anothei Corps, it was not then fault As legnrd- 
ed the otliei Europeans, of couise they would faie the same as at other 
Stations 


7 On 22nd May I lieaid from the Joint Magistrate of Etah of the 
mutiny of 9th Native Infantry at AUygmli, and of then mai clung enstwaid <. 
I of course communicated this to Colonel Smith, and I also told him fieely 
the feelings and intentions of his own Coips Both he and his Officers how- 
ever persisted m believing the fidelity of their men , I must confess that from 
this time I looked on a mutiny at Eutteliguik as unavoidable 


8 On 23id May Major Plullott and Lieutenant Eckfoid, 10th N I , sent 
off their wives by ganee dak to Allahabad, and Mr Bnant and family, I 
third:, on the same day left for Allahabad by boat 


9 Towards the end of the month a good showei of ram fell, and the 
rivei lose Most people then began to look to it as affording the best hopes of 
escape, and pi spared boats accoubngly The idea of holding the Eoit was then 
tacitly abandoned, and by the beginning oi June every one had made some sort 
of an airangement for a place m a boat it it became necessary to leave the 
Station 

10 After the mutiny of 9th N I at AUygmli, the Etah district 
became m a must disorganized state, and Mr Phillips, the Joint Magistiate, 
was driven from Ins post Mi Biamley, who had been many yeais at Etah, 

j knew the country and people well, happened to he at Futtebguih 

Heiohinteeiedto go to JJlleegunge, and tiyhis best to establish order m that

les " ere I at once replied that I thought the 10th N I might 
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'be depended on as long as no outsiders came, and tliat I tiusted tliat the 
Foice would be detained at or near Gooisahaigunje on the Giand Tiunlr 
Road I wiote to Geneial Wheeler, and to the Officei Commanding the Force, 
to the same effect I also deputed Mr Lewis to Gooisahaigunje to assist the 
troops with russud, &c , and to do bis best m keeping that pait of the Distnct 
m older 

12 On the morning of 29th May the Foice leached Gooisahaigunje 
Captain Hxyes, who accompanied it, at once lode into Futtehguih, and con- 
sulted with me as to the most advantageous manner of employing it We 
liad then heaid of tlie complete anarchy pi evading in the Etah distnct, and 
I recommended that the Force should move up in that direction along the 
Grand Tiunk Road Captain Hayes adopted my views, and sent out an ex- 
press to Gooisahaigunje to oidei the Foice on to Bewui , he himself joined it 
at that place m the afternoon The following day he, with two othei Officers, 
were most tieacheiously muidered by his men 

13 On the evening of the same da}' Lieutenant Hendeison, Adjutant 
lOtli N I , came to me m a veiy agitated state, and said that the suspicion 
thrown on his Coips was enough to make it mutiny, that Ins sepoys had just 
heard that an Inegulai Cavaliy Coips was coming to disaim them, and that if 
the Regiment did break out it was not the Officeis’ fault, &c I at once accom- 
panied Lieutenant Hendeison to the lines I found the men standing in 
groups, and veiy excited. It appealed that one of their sepoys had just leturned 
from lea\e, and that on passing tluougli Goorsaliaigunje that morning an Ir- 
regular sowai had told him that they (the Inegulnis) were on then way to 
disarm the 10th HI I explained to the men that their Coips could not be 
spared fiom the Station, and that the Cavalry weie going to punish some bud- 
maslies at Etah, and eventually I succeeded m pacifying them The same 
night lion ever they bioke out again, seized then arms, and it was only Colonel 
Smith’s gieat tact that induced the men to leturn to their duties 

14 On the morning of 30th May I received news fiom His Honoi the 
Lieutenant Governor, that two squadions of Regular Cavalry weie coming fiom 
Lucknow via Mullaon to Futtehguih. I immediately sent an expiess to the 
Officer Commanding to stop them, and I wrote to Mr Lowis at Goorsahai- 
gunje, begging him to forward an express to the same effect Majoi Mairyatt 
received the lettei on 1st June, wiote to me that he would not cross the 
Ganges 

15 On 1st June I leceived information of the using of the troops and 
of the massacre of the European inhabitants at Shahjelianpoor The anival m 
the District simultaneously of a number of escaped convicts, placed the mattei 
beyond a doubt Peigunnah Imrutpooi rose at the same time, and the Than- 
nahdar was obliged to fly to the Station for his life I at once had the budge of 
boats opened, and sent out an expiess to Mr Lowis at Gooisahaigunje, oidermg 
him to return immediately He amved m the Station during the night 

16 On 2nd June news leached me of the anival, at one of the Ghats 
m Pergunnali ICunouj, of a Force of mutmous Oudli sepoys the same even- 
ing, or the following morning, I lieaid of the sepoys having crossed the 
Ganges and having burnt and plundered the Tehseelee and Dale Bungalow at 
ICunouj 

17. The mutinous Foice, which consisted of part of two Oudh Iiregulai 
Infantry, and one Iiregulai Cavaliy Corps, armed at Goorsaliaigunje on the 
morning of 3id June, burnt the Dak Bungalow and Thannali, and took several 
of the police pnsoneis this news leached me befoie noon Duung the 
course of the day an advance guard, eight oi ten sowais, rode into the Station, 
they were feasted and well received by 10th N I , and it v. as arranged be- 
tween them that the Force should march into Futtehgurh the following morn- 
ing, \when there would be a geneial rising I of com se informed Colonel Smith

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20 On. the morning of Stli June, tlie paity ai i ived within a few miles 
of Dhunumpooi, and then lieai d that the 10th 1ST I after having seized tlie 
treasuie had been induced to letum to then duty Lieutenant Fitzgei aid, En- 
sign Eclcfoid, and myself at once lode into the Station, twelve miles distant 
The two Officers weie on then amval put undei anest by the Commanding 
Officer, and I was mfomied that the Distuct was entirely undei Martial Law, 
and that my sei vices weie no longei lequned 

21 It is necessaiy now to lecoid wliat' took place at the Station dur- 
ing oui absence On my nifoinung Colonel Smith ot the very gi eat proba- 
bility of tlie Oudli mutineeis marching into the Station on the morning of 
4tli June, he, with the assistance of some of Ins best men, had a bamcade 
thrown up aci oss the road by wlncli the mutmeeis must come, he also had 
the two guns put into position A large paity of the mutmeeis had turned 
otf the Grand Tiunlc Load, and had reached Kunralgunje, eight miles from 
Futteliguili, by midnight, they tlieie heard the pieparations that had been 
made to leceive them, and said that the 1 0th N I was a Christian Corps, 
(it had been to Buimali), and was playing them false , that they had not 
leisure then to punish them They then turned back and went off to Delili 
In the morning a Parade was held, and at the same time the treasure 
(amounting to about two lacs) was, with the Colonel’s oideis, being lenroved 
from the Treasuiy to the Foit what happened on Paiade is detailed in 
Para 16 The Colonel with his Adjutant, Lieutenant Hendeison, reached the 
Fort just as the treasure was bemg taken in , they weie followed closely by 
a number of sepoys from the Paiade, these men insisted on the treasure 
being taken to the lines The Colonel and Adjutant came foiwaidand remon- 
strated, but they were pushed back, kept against the wall by a party of sepoys 
with fixed bayonets, until the treasuie had been removed out of the Foit to 
the Parade ground The sepoys were eventually pacified by a present of two 
months’ pay in advance, and a promise of six months’ batta, and being allowed 
to retain all the treasure under their own guard on the Parade ground In 
the evening Colonel Smith addressed the Regiment , told them how disgrace- 
ful their conduct had been, but that as he was sure the Recruits were the only 
men to blame, the misconduct should be forgiven The Regiment was then 
pronounced faithful and staunch ' 

22 On my return to the Station, discovering how matters stood, I wrote 
to the gentlemen at Dliurrumpoor, informing them that in my opinion the 
Regiment could not possibly be kept together for more than a few days , that 
Hurdeo Buksh’s Fort had better be at once put into a defensible state, and 600 
good matchlock-men be entertained, and that I would be responsible for this 
measure I urged the necessity for adopting these measures, several tim es, 
during the three days I remained in Futtehgurh. 

23 On 9tli June, Mr. Edwards, Magistrate of Budaon, accompanied by 
the Messrs Donalds, Indigo Planters, arrived at Futtehgurh , they reported 
that they had left Budaon about a week before, and had with the greatest 
difficulty reached Futteliguili , that one of their party, Dir Gibson, Deputy 
Inspector of Customs, had been lulled the day previously at Shumshabad in 
the Furruckabad distuct 

24 The following day, (10th J une,) having heard of the great probability 
of an attack on the Fort at Dhuirumpoor by a band of Oudh mutineers, and 
finding myself worse than useless m the Station, I, with Messrs Edwards and 
Donalds, rode across and joined the paity at Hurdeo Buksh’s To our sur- 
prise when we arrived there, we found every one much dissatisfied with the 
place , it was pronounced most uncomfortable and insecure Some hints were 
also thrown out as to the questionable fidelity of Hurdeo Buksh , some pro- 
posed returning to the Station and going by land to Agra, others again pro- 
ceeding by boat to Cawnpoor However, as I had by this time heaid of the 
mutiny at that Station, the latter plan was abandoned 
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ok On lltli Jane, 01 tlie tiny aftei, letters were jeceivecl fiom Colonel 
<? m rth earnestly inviting eveiy one into the Station He stated that, happen- 
what iX, lie had 150° men that he could depend on, and thus if the worst 
lame to theVoist, he could with these men fight Ins way down the river to 
Allahabad Almost every one jumped at the pioposit.on I was begged to 
company the party, liut I maintained my old opinion and said that I felt 
convmeed that not half a dozen men in the Corps would lemam staunch that 
the party had pimcipally hy my advice come up to Huideo Buksh s , that I 
stiff thought it was the wisest plan, and would not move fiom the place 
Mr Edwards was of my way of thinking, and with the eveeption of that 
gentleman, myself and family, all tlie lest of the paity left Hurdeo Buksh s 
id the Station at 2 a m, dune 13th Eveiy thing lemamed quiet mFufcteh- 
crurh, foi seveial days The Euiopeans all slept together in the Foit, and 
seventeen boats, which had been piepaied, weie kept leady to take down the 
residents with an escoifc of the 130 sepoys, whom all supposed would prove 
faithful The idea of holding the Foit uas nevei foi one moment entertained 


28 On the morning of 18th June, the 10th 1ST. I bioke out into open 
mutiny A paity went down to the City, and put the Nawaub on the Gucldee, 
&c He demanded the tieasuie, this they lefused to give, and then went hack 
to the Paiade giound, divided the tieasuie amongst the Ooips and dispel sed, 
not one of them mteifeimgin the slightest mannei with the Euiopeans nlio 
weie together in the Foit Colonel Smith all this time expected the 150 
men who had sworn to lemam faithful, but he expected in vain out of the 
whole Coips only one man, a sepoy named Kalay Khan, came forward and 
offered to remain with then Officers The Europeans finding that they had 
no escort to accompany them to Allahabad, that tlie rrvei was yet very low, 
and that they weie m undisturbed possession of the Foit, began foitifymg it 
and laying m piovision 


27 The 41st 1ST I from Seetapooi maiched into the Station the same 
day They found themselves disappointed of the tieasuie, and vented their 
rage hy killing any man of the 10th on whom they could lay hands I have 
since lieaid, fiom veiy fair native authority, that the 10th had invited the 41st 
N I to Futiehguih, and that they on then ai rival, finding themselves deceived, 
took the levenge I have i elated above The stoiy is likely enough to he 
true A repoit has got about that the 41st attacked 10th N I , on account of 
then fidelity to then Officers there is not tlie slightest foundation for this 


23 The 41st N I appeal for nearly a week not to have interfered 
with the Europeans They however, betoie the end of the month, commen- 
ced the attack m earnest The Ctamson made a most gallant and successful 
resistance foi seven days, hut finding that the enemy took to mining, aban- 
doned the Foit m tlnee boats on the morning of 4fcli July One ol the boats

the stolid Butisli pluck and determination, which most of the Officeis of the 
10 tli N I displaced m tiustmg to then men even when m an open state 
of mutin} r , let us not tlnow a leproacli on those who did not thus sacnfice 
themselves, they may have possessed equal coinage, and ceitamly sounder 
judgment

DECEMBER. 20th, 1S5S 

The new& of the outbreak at Meerut, on the lOfch May, spread like 
wild file The most alarming lumouis weie rife throughout the District of 
Fuuuckabad, and much excitement prevailed amongst all classes The resi- 
dents of the Station of Futtehguih pioposed to make arrangements for their 
mutual safety and flight in the event of the mutiny of the 10th N I , which 
was located at that Station Some wished to go into the Fort at once, others 
to foitify some substantial buildings The latter plan was partially earned 
into effect upon Colonel Smith’s house, but it was soon abandoned, and all 
determined upon occupying the Foit Colonel Smith had great confidence m 
his Regiment, and wished to take into the Fort some 200 of them. This 
arrangement not pleasing the lesidents at large, the plan of going to the Fort 
was abandoned, and each commenced pioviding for Ins ova safety as best he 
could. Boats were obtained by degrees, and latteily, with gieat difficulty, 
boatmen too weie not to be had for love or money, though large advances 
were given and promises made to the various Manjhees Time woie on, 
excitement lulled, though there weie frequent alarms. 

About the 23th or 29th of May, the advance guard of some Cavalry, 
undei Captain Fletcher Hayes, arrived at the Station. The sepoys of the 
10th N 1 immediately intimated to Colonel Smith, that this proceeding was 
distasteful to them, and lequested him to Older it away at once accordingly it 
was done The advance guard ie]oined the mam body of Cavahy, which 
marched on and murdeied their Officers at Kuiowlee, rn the Mynpooiy dis- 
trict On the 2nd June, a spy, a Bhat, with a Dundee letter from Rao Bho- 
wauee Singh, uncle of the Rajah of Mynpoory. was seized and biought to Mi. 
Probyn, the Magistrate, by the sepoys of the 10th N I He was chanted to a 
tree. This annoyed the sepoys , and at Colonel Smith’s request, he was des- 
patched to Mynpoory to be summarily dealt with by Mi Rower, the Magis- 
trate. The man was confined in the Jail, and with the rest of the convicts 
escaped, when it was bioken open. 

On the above date, a Cavalry legiment entered the District fiom Oudli 
via Meora Ghat, and passed through Kunouj without doing much injury, and 
on to Gooisahaigunje and Chubiamow At these Police stations much havoc 
was committed , and at the latter, wheie there is also a Tehseeldaiee, the trea- 
sury was plundeied to the extent of Company’s Rupees 3,456-12-0, which 
Mohummud Tukcee, the Tehseeldai, had attempted to transport to Bishenguih, 
the Foit of a fnendLy landholdei, Chowdry Jye Chund The Tehseeldar himself 
was seized, but through the intervention of a friendly trooper, a fellow-town’s 
man, he was released. The Thannahdai, oi head Police officei, Mohummud 
Saeed, hid himself m a most unpleasant locality, and thus managed to escape 
Both these Officials after waids served the Ev-Nawaub , the former as his Mushee- 
Khas, oi principal Counsellor, the latter as a Tehseeldar, oi revenue Collector. 
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The arrival of the Cavalry legiment, whose exploits have been naunted, 
caused due alann and confusion amongst the residents of Fultohguih. 


Previous to this many families had congregated fogeihci on the rnei 
bank to he near then boats, and to be ready for instant fight. Mi. Piobjn 
bad attempted, on the 28th May, to take the tie.isme to the Foit, blit the 
sepoys of the 10th, especially one Slmnkei Alissei, Soobadm, opposed the 
transfei lie had also called Hindoo Buksh of Dhumimpooi, a pow eiful land- 
Iioldei, whose bioad domains lie on the left bank ot the Ganges, to his aid, 
and it was Mr Piobyn’s intention to have icachcd Cawnpooi, tlnough the 
means of this powerful Chieftain. “L’homme propose et Dieu dispose.” 

Towards evening, mfoimation was brought that the Cavalry were 
approaching This was a false lepoit. All now piepaied to start, and soon 
aftei nightfall most of the lesidents of the Station had embaihed on some 12 
or 13 boats of vanous soits and sizes, lluideo Buksh, with bis tnen, accom- 
panied the boats , and the fleet moved away. Atdaybieak of the 4th June, 
at Mouzali Dahlia, neai Cheasui, itmooied refieshments weie served, and 
shortly aftei waids Hurdeo Buksh took leave, leaving Ins uncle \> itli a strong 
body of aimed letaineis to guard the fleet. 

It may be well to mention, at this point, the names of the parties on the 
various boats, as tar as it can be ascei tamed.

The other Boats weie filled with guards, servants, &c &c. It is certain 
that above 100 of the lesidents of Futtehgurh were on boaid this flotilla 

At this point of their course, the fugitives received .an addition to their 
numbeis m the peisons of Lieutenants Eckfoid, Byine, Fitzgeiald, and Cap- 
tain Bignell. It appeals that these four Ofhceis, in company with Captain 
Plnllimore of the 10th, attempted on the 4th, to reach the Foit, but finding 
their way by the P.uade ground opposed, they, at the instigation of some 
faithful Sikhs, under then Ilavildai Abael Singh, tried to reach the Fort by the 
river. Captain Phiilimoie had a small boat of Ins own, on which he managed 
to reach the Fort 'The others being in a Luge unmanageable boat, could not 
make way against the stream, and consequently turning the boat’s head, they 
■dropped down the stream, and joined the fugitives of the preceding night 

At the close of the day of the 4th June, the flotilla moved on, and got 
on well as far as Khoosuinkhoie, distant some 26 miles, on the. right bank of 
the Ganges. Ileie a heavy fiie was pouied in to them The liver tco, at 
this point, was shallow, and Mi. Bnerly’s boat, a large heavy one, grounded 
on a sand bank, and it was only with the greatest difficulty, and by the most 
strenuous exertions of Iluideo Buksh’s guaid, and the passengers, -who woilied 
amidst a perfect storm of bullets, that the boat was again launched into the 
mam stream and joined the othei boats, some two miles down In this en- 
counter, Mr. Brierly and a child were severely wounded. 

On the morning of the 5th June, the fleet again moved a couple of miles 
from Meoia Ghat. A consultation was held as to the expediency of going on, 
as tidings of the ciossmg of a large foice of Cavaliy just before them, had 
been received by the fugitives Unanimity was wanting , some wished to 
pass on, othei s to take shelter m Huideo Buksh’s Foit, some few miles to the 
real Finally the boats, containing the parties of Mr. Macklm, Mr. Ives, and 
Mr. Bneily, v r ent on ; the rest returned, and went up the Gumeree liver to 
Amrowdee Jeithpooi, and the poor fugitives found a welcome shelter m the 
castle of Hurdeo Buksh, on or about the 7th or Sth June- At Amrowlee, a lady, 
who, fearing the dangers on ahead, had left Mr. Buerly’s boat, and found her 
way back on foot to this place, was taken m 

The other boats, — sad to relate, — never reached Cawnpoor. To an island 
in the mam stream, four miles above that Station, they managed to proceed,

On the morning of the 4th June, after the depn lure of mo?! of the Civi- 
lians of the Station and some few of the Military, Colonel Smith thought it pru- 
dent to attempt the transfer of the treasure fiom the Collector’s Cutchcrry to 
the Fort A poitron of the 10th were ordered to escort it. but these Ioval and 
faithful men considered the Parade ground a safer and more convenient posi- 
tiontoi the treasuie, and it was accoidingly located theie, and a gtiaid with 
two mins set ovei it The amount of money in the Treasury amounted to 
Es 1,80,000. Maharajah Dhulleep Singh’s jewels were also there. 


The sepoys and the Collector’s sowars received at tins time from Colonel 
Smith two months’ pay This was to keep the men in good liumoui. Kulb 
Hossem Klran, Deputy Collector, proceeded to his Office as usual, and as far as 
lay in Ins power, earned on tlie cunent business, and restored confidence. 
The Thannahdars and Telisceldars, who, with one oi two exceptions, (Hossem 
Dux, Tehseeldar of Innutpoor, SyudMohummed, Tehsceldar ofKaemgunje) had 
left their posts, w r ere ordeied to return, and his exertions with the piesence of 
Captain Vibart, who appeared to he the life and soul of all, in some degree 
allayed the rising stoim. 


On this day too aimed at Ivanou] a mutinous body of Cavalry from the 
eastward Gudhaiee Lull was Tehseeldar at that time. The mutineers press- 
ed the old man soicly to give up the tieasuie, hut the greater pai t, Its 4 000, 
he had previously buiied, and the remamdei he had hid and would not give up. 

Abdool Rureero, Thannahdar, showed the spot wlrcie it was concealed , 
and the mutineers possessing themselves of 11s. 2,566, plundered whatever else 
they could lay hands on, and went on. The remnant of the treasure was 
finally seized by Abdool Ivureem on the 5th June, who, having paid the Than- 
nah officials, appropriated the balance; but this w r as after waids plundered from 
him by otliei rebels. 


The old Tehseeldar made Ins escape by night from confinement, 'where 
he had been placed by Abdool Kiueem, to Gungdhurapoor.

Aftei the demolish ah on of loyal feeling shown by the 10th Kim the mat- 
ter of the upioai at the Jail, Col Smith viote to Mi Piobyn at Dhunumpooi, 
asking him and tlie otliei fugitives toietuin, stating Ins firm dependence mthe 
sepoys of bis Regiment Mi Probyn i etui ned alone about the 8th oi 10th 
June and stayed a day or so, but distrusting the state of affairs, he letuined 
to Dhunumpooi, just m lime to witness the departme of the whole body (with 
one exception) of fugitives, who had taken shelter m the Fort Previous to Mi 
Pub} ns letmn to Dhunumpooi, Lieutenants Bckfoid and Fizgeiald and 
Captain Bignell l etui ned to the Station, and aftei leportmg themselves were 
put undei aucst by Colonel Smith, who was highly displeased at then having 
left the Station Captain Vibait and Kulb Ilossem earned' on the Civil duties 
as far as it was m then powei The last day, on which the Cutcheny was 
open, vas the lGth June 

Colonel Smith s lettei had unsettled the minds of the fugitives at Dhur- 
xarnpooi They did not like the look of Iluideo Buksk’s Foit, and thought it 
untenable m the event of a siege, and theie was a mmour of approaching 
mutinecis They consequently deteimmed to leturn to the Station Mi. 
Piobyn stiove to dissuade them All started, some on ponies, some on eaits, 
'some on palanqueens, and so leached Futtekguik m safety on the 12th June,

Between the Gth and 9th June, Mi Edwards, and Messis Donald, Indigo 
Planteis, a raved fiomthe Budaon distnet, disguised as natives The story 
of their escape fiom Sliumshabad is cunous, showing as it does the variable 
turns in the disposition of Natives towards the English at the commencement 
of the mutiny and afterwaids There weie four fugitives from Budaon, Mi Ed- 
wauls, C. S , Magistrate of Budaon, the 2’ Messrs Donald, and Mr Gibson , they 
leached Kaemgunje, and weie hospitably received, and for u aided on m> safety 
to Sliumshabad to the abode of the Jaffiey Begum, a lady of high buth, and 
man icd to a man of lower extraction but, fiom Ins connection with hei, bearing 
the title ofNavaub Doolah. Airived at Sliumshabad, the fugitives were 
leceived by Punna Ball, the Kannda oi Factoi of the Jaffiey Begum, who 
fedand otliei vise entertained them. The Nawaub Doolah did not show himself, 
the mob outside nov became tumultuous, and Punna Lajl advised the gentlemen 
to go off Unfoitunately, whilst refreshing themselves, they had laid aside 
then arms, which weie not forthcoming at the time of departuie 

Having passed' out of the gates, which were shut behind them, the 
fugitives vent on foi a little distance, when they were opposed by a body of 
bad chaiacteis and lebels of all descriptions The three mounted gentlemen 
lode light through their opponents, and escaped unscathed to Kaemgunje, when 
Alimud Yai Khan again took them m Then companion, Mr. Gibson, being 
mounted on a camel, was killed before the gate of the Jaffrey Begum’s bouse, 
i?-entiance having been lefusedto the fugitives Mr Edwaids and Messrs 
Donald vcie now attned m native clothes, and, thoroughly disguised, reached 
Futtehgurh, under the caie of Mooltan Khan, in safety Not 1 so foitunate was 
unothei pooi Lady, who was making for Futtekguik Mrs Eckford had been 
sent by her husband to Allahabad when the Meerut mutiny occurred Fop 
some leason unknown, she deteimmed to return, but penslied on the way. It

fugitives Time woie on The sepoys appealed loyal, but it was the stillness 
that precedes the storm On the 16th June, a man was to be hung by order 
of the Sadder Colonel Smith, who was invested with plenary powers, vys 
to cany thesentence into effect But tlieie was a stiongei po a er at hand, the 
sepoys of the 10th These loyal men consideied it unsafe to hang a man 
at that penod, and thought he had bettei be released, and he wasieleasecl 


Between the 14th and 16th June, the mutineers fiom Seetapooi, the 41st 
N I Oude Loe il Cavalry, and 10th Oude Lacal Infantiy, ainved at Allakgunje 
on the side of the Ramgunga, and weie well received, feted, and feasted by 
one Lrkha Singh, a noted Rebel, and Zemindar of that village lhese men it 
was who sent the Hmdee letter, above lefeied to, to the native Officeis of the 
10th N I On the 17th June the Jemadar of the Collectoiy sowais, Azeem 
Ivhan, the two Duffadais, Dost Mohummud Khan, and Manzoor Alee, with 
all then sowais, v ith the exception of one man. went over to pay then 
compliments to the using powei With them went Asgliui Alee Khan, Ashulc 
Alee Khan, Hussun Mohummud, Wuzeei Khan, Slrubiatee Klian, on the pait 
of the Ex-Nawaub of Fuiruckabad On this day too, the native Officeis of the 
10th N I , Dalail, Ahmud Khan, Ginvui Smgh, Ameei Khan, Imambux Khan, 
Sheikh Imambux, Mudaibux, Boo Alee Khan, intimated to then Officeis that 
time was up, and that they had bettei letieat into the Foit. On that night 
all the lesidents, u ith few exceptions, went into the Foit The mutiny had 
begun m earnest 


On the first tidings of the appioaeh of the Seetapooi mutineeis, 
Colonel Smith had bioken the budge of boats, and sunk as many boats 
as be could lay hands on, and this too tlnough the instrumentality of the 10th 
N I The mutineeis consequently had some difficulty m ciossmg, but Likha 
Smgh of AUahgunje and Poolundui Singh of Bhowaneepoor, managed to pio- 
cuie boats and to convey them acioss the Ganges, a little to the north of the 
City of Fuiruckabad, on the morning of the 18th June 'The rebels encamped 
that day at Bkurah Bagh, not far fiom the City The 10th N I, avaie that 
the Seetapoor mutineers would cross dui mg the day of the 18th, veiy eailv 
in the morning sent two companies, the Gienadiei and the Light Company, 
to the City to place the Nawaub upon the tin one befoie the ai aval ot the 
Seetapooi men, and thus have the gloiy of having so done all to themselves 


These two companies installed the Nawaub undei a loyal salute, and bal- 
ing si done, letiuned to the Paiade and saluted then o\m colois, with another 
royal salute this done, they proceeded to the Jail, bioke it open, leleased 
the pnsoneis, and plundeied vhatevei was theie The Nujeebs and had 
chaiacteis of the vicinity came in foi the fag ends of the spoil - The Canton- 
mcnt vas now plundeied and set on fire The lesidents veie all m flic Foit, 
with the exception of Mi.

Oollms met with a sad fate she was a uch old Lady, had modi 
jewelleiy, and had secieted it with othei valuables in liei house On the 18th 
the mutmeeis and bad charaeteis quickly sought liei out, andiefusmg to show 
hei tieasuie, she was ciuelly muideied, and hei daughtei taken oft by a 
tailoi Next day the pool gill was hi ought bade to the house, and hei mur- 
dered mother shown to hei The Messis Hine escaped in disguise to differ- 
ent villages 

About 3 p it of the same day, two companies of the 41st and the 10th 
Oude Locals came ovei from Bhniah Bagh to the Parade ground, and wished 
to sliaie the tieasuie and the jewels with the 10th 1ST I , these lattei lefused, 
and a sluimisli egsued m which some sepoys on eithei side weie lulled The 
4lst and the 10th Oude Locals lethed, reinforcements came up to then aid, 
and a battle betw een the Regiments was very neaily taking place Words took 
the place of blows, and it was agieed to shaie the treasuie m the morning. 
The 10th gave up their colors, and then ammunition, as a pledge During the 
mcht the 10th, faithless to then piomise, plundeied the tieasuie m the most 
mdiscnmute mannei it was a legulai lush to see who could get most The 
guaid of the 10th at the Foit now absconded, and joined in the plunder The 
sepoys with then plundei separated hei e and tkeie, the gLeatei numbei 
crossed the Ganges On tins night too, Captain Bignell of the 10th, swam across 
the Ganges and joined Misi Shunltei Soobadai, and the mam body of the 10th 
From their Camp he sent word by Ins bheesty, (water-camei) that the Garn- 
son had bettei follow Ins example, and that the 41st, undei Misi Shunker, 
would piotect them How cruelly was he deceived' The piesence of an 
Englishman, the tieasure with the Regiment, drew 7 upon it many enemies, 
the villagers attacked, and it was opposed on all sides, paiticulaily by the men 
of Uncha Tela and the Gailwar Thakoors of Dooigagunje. The sei vices of these 
lattei villagers were purchased, and they conveyed the mutmeeis across the 
Ramgunga Finally the lemnant of this Corps lecrossed the Ganges at Meoi a 
Ghat into the Doab. Here it was that finding Captain Bignell a buithen, he 
w as pushed over the boat into the livei, and had to swim to land in the limits ot 
the village of Sneapoor There he died from exhaustion , some say, sun-stioke. 

On the 19th, the 41st and the 10th Oude Locals found that the 10th had 
outwitted them Em aged at this, they set fiie to every bungalow 7 yet standing, 
plundeied the bazars, and committed eveiy iniquity Ink ha Singh plundered 
Maharajah Dhuleep Singh’s splendid house on Ins own account, taking boat- 
load aftei boat-load of valuables of all descuptions It appeals that two com- 
panies of the 10th lemained behmd m the Station These men, early on the 
19th, w'entto theNawaub, and aftei w aids located themselves m one of the City 
gardens The Sectapooi men now w ished the Nawuiub to compel the 10th 
N. I to lead the assault on the Foil The 10th did not like the task, a dis- 
pute ensued, and finally a severe fight took place, in winch many oi neaily 
all the 10th weie killed, and on the 22nd June the Nawaub oideiedthemoutof 
the City The Seetapooi men weie now uiged to the attack, but thev leplied 
that the piopei hour had not amved, that the auguis had fixed the 25th for 
the commencement of the siege 

To letum to the Gauison mthe Foit — Provisions, but m small quantities, 
had been hud m, every exeitiou w r as now 7 made to collect giam, sheep, and 
every descnption of piovision, veiy high puces w 7 eie given foi eveiy thing: 
hut the necessanes of life came m but slowly Mulloo, durwan, (dooi-keepei) 
and Sheopuishad, Jemadar of Major Robeitson, exeited themselves veiv 
greatly in this lespect Jaipal, too, a sepoy of the lltli R I at Meeiut, and 
who was pui chasing sheep for the Oftieeis of his Regiment, made over to the 
Gauison all he had, some 40 oi 50 Tins man, with Kalay Khan, and Sooiut 
Singh of the 10th FT I , w r ent into the Foit with the Gauison, and lemamed 
tlnougiiout the siege, doing good seivice Jaipal left when the Foit was eva- 
cuated, but Kalay Khan and Sooruj Singh went w 7 th the boats The Gauison 
had likewise a little beei and wme, so, with lcgaid to piovisions, they w'eie 
not badly off

came down into the Foit thick as bail Dining the siege, Colonel Tuckei Mi. 
Jones, Senreant Abein, wcie lulled, wounded — -Mi Thomlull, Mi Sutherland, 
Captain Phillimoie, Major Robertson. Colonel Tuckei and Mi .Tones wcie 
buned in one giave The killed and wounded wcie generally shot -whilst look- 
ing thiough the loop-lioles at the effect of their own file Thci e u cic 10 large 
bastions, and 2 smallei ones (the latlQi nnoccupied) 10 und the Foit. On these 
weie placed 3 pickets, Colonel Tucker s, Colonel Smith s, Colonel Goldie’s. The 
assault-?, which were veiy fiequent, weie geneially fiom the lloscmpoor side. 
The fiist assault was on Colonel Goldie’s picket, it was repulsed, but he was 
badly wounded Mi Thomlull, C S , had w'ounded Inmself accidentally picvi- 
ous to tins Whilst loading, the gun went off, and the ball going into the 
palm of his hand passed up the aim, and out at the elbow, fiom that he was 
‘‘hois de combat.” 

The next giand assault was on Colonel Smith’s picl cf The enemy here 

got possession of the unoccupied bastions, but weie quickly turned out Logs 

of -wood and eveiy descnption of missile being hmled at them Finally the 

rebels tried what effect mining would have, but all the mines, but one, brnst 

harmlessly This explosion blew down a poition of the cuitam wall, but did 

little seuoas damage to the besieged This mine hurst on the 1st July, about 

4 - or 5 a w , and^immediately the 3rd assault was made again on Colonel 

Smith s picket i he assailants weie beaten off with loss Anothei assault was 

made a day aftei without success The besiegcis now set to voik to undei- 

mme Colonel Smith’s bastion , the mmeis weie liaid at work close by.

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two families of Native Christians, (Enoch’s and Dhowkul Paishad’s,) ciowded 
into tluee boats 

The fugitives leached Soondurpoor, about 8 a m of the 4th July At 
this point of their course the ruddei of Colonel Gfldie’s boat was damaged, and 
it was consequently abandoned, being unmanageable, whilst attempting to le- 
pair it, the villagers annoyed them much by a shaip fire A most successful 
and bnlliant chaige was made on the assailants by Captain Yibait, Mojoi 
Mumo, Lieutenants Eckfoid, Svetenham, and Hendeison, against some BOO of 
the enemy, who veie beaten back to the village In this attack Mungul Sein, 
of Ghyanpooi, a notorious Rebel, was wounded, and lus nephew, B'lupun Singh, 
of Soonduipooi, lulled. Doolah Raie, of Suntokpior, was also wounded 

The paity on Colonel Goldie’s boat now embaiked on Colonel Smith’s boat, 
and moved on A gun was at this time brought to bear on the iugitives , it 
was placed at Bhojspoor, on the light bonk of the liver The Mahomedans ot 
this village weie very inveterate They, with the sepoys, now pushed off on 
boats, and a hot pmsuit was kept up; the fugitives were filed upon fiom all 
sides, but puncipally fiom the left bank of the stream The gun at Bhojepoor 
did no harm, it was too fai off At Soondurpoor, Enoch and his family, Native 
Chnsti.ms, v ere left behind in the boat that was abandoned Enoch eventually 
leached Lucknow safely, but was well plundered, eie he left Soondarpooi, be 
one Baukay Rohun, that is, Rohun the dandy Not finding a resting place at 
that Stition, he travelled to Ciwnpoor and Allahabad, and finally was appointed 
to the Cavalry Police at that Station 

The chase was kept up, and a constant file poured upon the fugitives 

Opposite Singeerampoor and close to Man poor, Major Robertson’s boat 
giouided on a sandbank, all hands jumped into the water, and strove to shove 
bet off All their efforts were unavulmg The puisueis rapidly approached 
in a laige coveted boat, the enemy fi ora the bank keeping up a hot fiie 

The enemy came nearer and neater, filing volleys as they apptoached on 
they came, then boats touching the stranded boat A scene of horror followed* 
The sterner portion of the ciew miplmm the weaker sex to jump ovet boaid 
with their children and infants, latbei than fall into the hands of a ruthless, 
ciuelfoe The call is obeyed — men, women. and children atesoon mthe stieara 
Some are cut down in the witer, some aie drowned, some shot, some taken pti- 
soneis Let us cast a veil over the dieadful tragedy Suffice to s iy, that out o' 
this patty but thiee escaped — Majot Robeitson, Mi. Jones, and Mi Chutcher, 
the former two badly wounded. 

In the meantime the other boat had gone on to Singeerampoor, to which 
place a bend of the uvei biought it Heie a severe fite from grape and 
musketiy assailed them , the i udder of the boat was smashed. Mr Roban, 
Miss Goldie, and a child weie killed, Lieut Swetenham, Dr. Maltby, and 
two otlieis weie -wounded. 

The stream, however, earned the boat on for some five or six miles, when 
it, too, grounded on a sand bank. 

At this point Mr Jones, who had swam and floated down the stream, was 
taken into the boat Aftei some time the luddet was paitially lepaned, and 
the boat got off the bank E lily on the morning of the 5th July a voice was 
heaid fiom the left bank of the uvei , it was the Reverend Mi Fishet’s, who 
had escaped the massacre at Manpoot , he was taken in Furthei down the 1 ivei 
at Mouzah Telira, the boat again grounded , tlicie weie no boatmen on boaid 
Mr. Jones acted as steersman, badty vxmnded, though he was naked to the 
skin, he suffered much from the fieice i.ivs of a July sun The villageis of 
Telira called out to them, to hew aie of the Koosumkhoiemen, — noted Rebels, — 
and offered them protection it they would accept it It was accepted, and the 
paity landed. Refreshments, such as the village cou’d provide, weie offei ed to the

Colonel Smith managed to scciue thiee boatmen, but these men afterwards 
descited At Bilhom the fugitives weie fined up m, and one gentleman 
wounded Opposite to Futtehpooi Cfiouiasco, Jussa Singh, the /cmindai, (lied 
lieaMlv upon them between this place and Bithooi all the pissengeis in that 
unfortunate boat weiceaptmed, and miserably perished in the gencial massacie 
at Cawnpooi on 'the 10 th July. 


Mr Jones remained the night of the 5 th July with Bhabootee Singh and 
Bummur Singh, Thakoois and residents of Tchia. On the morning of the Gth 
idem they made him o\ei to the caie of Balgobmd, a shaieholdei in the nl- 
Lme Tins man took" meat c«ue of hnn, fed him, and clothed him, (lie was 
destitute of clothing,) and secreted lnmfoi a month, and finally convened him 
to Dhmiumpooi, and thence to Kussouiah, wlicie Mi. Piobjn, C S, was at the 
time concealed with Ins family and Mi Ed u aids. r J’he whole paity weie, 
compatatively speaking, comfoitahly lodged in Kussouiah , they had scivanfs, 
and a few books The month of August was closing, the lebels had been 
defeated fot the second tune at Bitlioor Uuidco Buksh now pioposed to 
convey the whole paity to Cawnpooi Mi. and Mis Piob>n and his clnldien, 
Mi Edwaids, Mi Jones, foui seivanfsanda Sikh Chiisfian, cmbaikcd m one 
boat, with a strong guaid, and reached Cawmpooi on or about the 1 st Septcm bei. 


Mi. Chui cher’s escape was wondeiful lie, with the others, when the 

massacie commenced at Smgeeiampooi, committed Iunisclf to the mercy of

Mr. Chuicher states that at hist food was thrown to them, 
as it would be to a dog Bhownrees, i e small umoasted cakes made of flout, 
wet e given them to eat, and sometimes milk to di ink Mi Probyn heard of then 
state, and sent over Rs 50, with a bottle of biandy, to Major Robertson, who was 
now at Baiamow. This nude a great difference. LulljooSmgh appeals to have 
been a veiy stingy character, he did not like the expense of keeping the fugi- 
tives Setvants weie now appointed for Major Robertson, who attended him 
constantly Abouttke 15tli July, Choonnee Lall, an old servant of Mi. Ohui oiler’s, 
found out his letieat, and brought Rs 1,500 (€150) m gold, sewn up in 
Ins clothes. Out of this £20 was immediately given to Lulljoo Singh, and all 
his expences to that date paid Aftei this period Mi Chuicher got whatevei 
could lie piocuied, and was clothed He geneially lemamed in the fields, now 
and then lesortmg to the Gurk.ee when the countiy aiound was clear, but at 
the slightest alaim ictuined to the sugaicane fields, his home for many a 
month A puce, Rs 500 (£50) had been set upon each of then heads, but the 
Kuihai people lemamed staunch, evading every enqany and placing theblood- 
tlnisty puisueis upon the wiong tiack Foi this they deseive all piaise On 
the 17th September Major Robeitson died fiom the effects of his severe wound, 
and othei causes, he was buiied by Mi Chuicher at Baramow on the morning 
of the ISth Septembei TheTliakoois'of Baiamow at first wished to thiow the 
body into the Ganges, but at the earnest entieaties of Mr Ckuickei they per- 
mitted him to be buned 

When Mi Piobvn was leaving for Cawnpoor, about the end of August, he 
sent word to Majoi Robeitson and Mi Churcher, asking them to accompany 
him and his paity The state ot Majoi Robeitson s wound pi evented Ins being 
moved, and he imploied Mi Chuicliei not to leave him This gallant hearted, 
kindly feeling man could not make up his mind to leave him alone, so 
deteinnned to shaie his fate Mr Churcher remained m the Gmhee of Kar- 
kai,andm the fields when danger was neai, until Tanuaiy 1858, when Futteh- 
guili was te-occupied by the English tioops Alts Stmt who had escaped to 
Kuchwagaia on the lSth June, had been bi ought at the instigation of Mi. 
Ckuickei by the Kin liar people to a village called Koondpooi a, shetooiemam- 
ed there till the above penod Thus closes the bistoiy of the fates of the 
many gallant heat fs who went into the Foit of Futtehguik on the 18th June. 
It will be seen that but seven peisons (including tw T o children) of puie Euiopean 
blood have escaped out of the many wdio weie eithei lesidents of, oi v r ho had 
come into Futtehguih m the beginning of June 1857. 

In the Appendices will be found the Nanatives of Messis Chuickei and 
Jones 

Before noticing the events, which took place duung the penod that the 
rebel Nawaub of Fuu uckabad leigned, it will be well to nan ate the fate of 
the unfoitunates who weie taken pnsoneis by the sepoys on the 4th July at 
Manpooi 

It wall be lemembered that the attack of the sepoys was fierce,, that 
many weie killed, many dio vned, and some taken pnsoneis Amongst the 
latter, w T ere Mrs and Miss Sutheiland and a child. Mi Jones s native family, 
a child ofConductoi Tons These wue earned to the Na^aub , those who 
wane wounded wane attended by a native Doctoi, byname Bukshoo, they 
weie fed, and as fai ascau be learnt, did not suffei any gieat privations di- 
i ectly at the hands of the Nawaub Besides these pnsoneis, othei Ohnstium 
fio n in and about the Stition weie also seize 1 aud confined They weie Mi 
and Miss Gaumisse, Mi and Miss Atkins, and a young boy Mi. W Russell, 
Mr ICew, Mi E Taiton, and anothei young man, name unknown , Dkowkul 
Pm shad, his wufe, and font children, Native Christian- It does not seem to 
have been the wish ofthe Nawaub to kill these Ginishans but tlnne weieceitain

Besides these Nazims, there was a Council of Two, who appeal to Lav c 
exci cisecl plenaiy powers, and to have had the power of ieveiswg any de vision 
and calling for any case They foufied a hind of Appellate Comt, in which 
ongmal suits of all lands were also instituted.

These men leceived a salaiy of Rs 100 each, 
and fees to the amount of 10 pei cent on the amount decreed in any suit, 
also 1 anna in the mpee on every execution sei\ed out 

This Corn t was not composed of men of any talent, one alone Ahniud 
Alee, amongst them, was a man of aveiage abilities These men weie the Crvil 
and Sessions Judges of the City of Furruckabad. 

TheNawaub TufFuzool Iloosein Khan of Furruckabad was supposed to look 
down from Ins lofty throne, and watch and guide the proceedings of these van- 
ous Courts, but in tiuth he had veiy little power shortly aftei the commence- 
ment of Ins reign He was a man of quiet habits, more given to painting and 
gilding, and the society of immoial characters than fitted to rule, and direct 
a turbulent soldieiy, and a rnial population not ovei well inclined to his rule 
or to any system at all, except what their own ideas and wishes suggested. 

The division of the District, with six Tehs eels and ten Thannahs or Police 
stations, lemained as under the British Government. The pay of theTehseeldais 
was the same as pievious to the outbieak, viz Rs 200 per mensem , that of the 
Thannahdais, ranged from Rs 50 to 70, per mensem The Burkundazes, (police- 
men,) received Rs 5 a month, but weie in much greater numbeis. 

On the accession to the thione, the Nawaub issued a Code of Proceduie 
foi the Ciimmal and Revenue Departments, which closely lesembled that m 
force undei the Bntish Government For the Government revenue he at fiist 
fixed eight instalments , it was aftei wards reduced to five. 

For theKhuieef, four monthly instalments, commencing from beginning of 
the month of Kuwar, (Septembei 5th) to the end of Poos, (Januaiy (10th 

For the Rubbee, four monthly instalments, commencing from 1st of 
Falgoon, (9th Febuary) to end of Jaet, (7th June) 

If the revenue was not paid into the Tehseeldaree by the 15th of each 
month, the Tehseeldai was empowered to issue a dustuck (summons) by a 
piadlia (footman) at 2 annas a day After the lapse of a week if the instalment 
still remained unpaid, he was to issue anothei dustuck by a sowai, bearing a 
charge of 8 annas or 1 shilling a day, upon the defaulting paity or pm ties 
One quarter of this tulubana, that is daily pay, was to be entered in the accounts, 
when realized, to the credit of Government, the remainder was divided amongst 
the men who served the dustucks. If the amount due was still unpaid, he was 
to issue a proclamation to the effect that, if within one week the balance was 
not paid into the Government Tieasury, the movable and immovable property, 
such as tiees and gardens of the defaulter, with the exception of implements 
and cattle foi agricultural puiposes, would be attached and sold If the 
demand still remained unpaid, a similar proclamation was to be issued, that the 
landed property of the Zemmdai, oi the share of the Putteedai, (shareholder) 
as the case might be, would be fanned to the highest biddei for three, seven, 
oi twelve yeais The papers m the case, with good secunty, and an account of 
receipts and balances, weie then to be sent to the Nawaub foi appioval and 
sanction 

The Teliseeldar had it likewise in Ins power, after the issue of the two 
dustucks, to imprison the defaulter m the Tehseelee for fifteen days m lieu of 
attaching his property Aftei this if the demand was unpaid, he was to be 
sent to the Nawaub for further impiisonment. 

In the event of the Assamees, oi the cultivatois, not paying their rents to 
their landloid, the Tehseeldai was empowered to go m peison to the village, 
and before the Putwaiee (village accountant,) and the head man to realize the 
Government poition of the lent from each cultivator sepaiately. 

Summary suits too weie instituted, and the piocedure was the same as 
mom Com ts. The Teliseeldar however gave judgment m the case, keeping 
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nP i„o /Inrioc in his own Office, and sending the Misl (proceedings) to 
a copy of 13 d h nppen i vn % open , and foi this pmpo«c the Teliseeldars.

The procedure for the Criminal Covuts was as follows — 


Telisceldais were empoweicd to take petitions in trivial ca^cs, and to 
pa^s final ordeis upon them, but a repot t was tirat to he written in the daily 
Register of occuirences by the plaintiff, he was then to file his plaint. In 
cases of assault, and wounding without bone fiecture, or not very <-evere 
wounding, the Tehseeldar could imprison for one \ car, line Its 200, and give 
another year in lieu of the fine if not paid, hut was first, if possible, to realize 
the fine by attachment and sale of property. 

In more sevcic cases, the Thannnhdar was to investigate the cn c c and c cnd 
it direct with his opinion to the Nawaub. 


Cases of burglaiy and theft, m which property to amount of not more 
than Rs 100 was stolen, the Teliseeldars could decide and punish to the extent 
of then povveis Heavier cases were to be prepared b) the Thannahdars and 
sent to the Huzzooi, that is, to the Mooftces. 


In cases within the powers of Teliseeldars and when the defendants had 
absconded, the Teliseeldars were empowered to attach, and after one month to 
sell the propei ty, and to picclaimthe offender, but if arevvaid was to he offered 
for his appiehension, the sanction of the Nawaub was required. 

A monthly report from the Thannalidais was ordered to he sent in tins

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The conduct of the Officials serving the British Government at the time of 
the outbieak, was not praiseworthy. Out of the sis Tehseeldais employed m 
this Distuct at the period of the outbreak, three took service with the Nawaub. 

Out of eleven head Police officers, (Thannalidars,) sis accepted situations 
under the new Government 

Amongst the nine Peshkars, (an officer nest in rank to the Tehseeldar,) five 
gave in their adherence to the Nawaub. The Canoongoes were all, save one, 
employed. 

All the Collectory Sowars, with the esception of one, went over to the 
Nawaub e>i masse. 

Of the other Officials, such as Record-keepers, Mohuirirs, Nazirs, &c , whe- 
ther in the Revenue or Criminal Department, the Burkundazes and Chupras- 
sees, all or nearly all, tendered then services to the Government of the time. 

The Sheristadars of the Criminal and Revenue Departments, and the Nazir 
of the former, did not accept appointments The latter official got rather severely 
handled by the rebels, lie was fined and plundered of a portion of his property 

The following were among the chief Officials of the Nawaub’s Court, such 
as it was — 

Mohummud Tuckee became Musheer Khas, or puncipal Councillor, in con- 
junction with Ashrut Khan , Hidayat Alee, formerly Tehseeldar of Mohutndabad, 
became Dewan. 

Tarut Alee, a servant of the Nawaub’s, before the outbreak, on Rs 4 or 5 a 
month, became Shenstadai of both Departments, Bishaiut Alee was his Naib, and 
Beharwadeen became Nazir, both these men had held responsible appoint- 
ments under the British Govei nment. 

The men about the Nawaub tued to inculcate modeiation and justice. In 
one case, theThannahdai having reported that m a petty case of assault commit- 
ted by a sepoy on a Bumya, he had sent a Duffadai and 30 Buikundazes to call 
the offender to the Thannah to be leprnnanded, — the following order was passed 
on the report — 


“ORDER. 

“ Why did the Thannahdar interfere m such a case 2 If he wished only to 
repumand the offendei, he would not have sent such an army on an expedition 
to airest him It is hence clear that the Thannahdar had some covetous motive 
m sending so many men, loi, accoidmg to the procedure of the present 
Government, he ought only to reprove m such a case, and pi event any further 
-violence, so that plaintiff may obtain justice, and the offender be terrified fiom 
committing further evil For the futuie he must be careful to act by these 
instiuctions, that the subjects of the Government may not be oppressed and 
ruined for nothing. Had he been as active m a serious case, he would have 
been all light.” 

The Nazims, — Mohsan Alee, of the Eastern Division, Ahmud Yar Khan, of 
the West, Moorad Alee Khan, of Etawah, — very soon upset the arrangements of 
'the Nawaub for the administration of justice. Each man ruled as he liked , the 
Tehseeldars under them became nonentities, Pohce and Revenue matters they 
took into their own hands, and complete havoc they appear to have made. 
Criminal and Civil suits belonged especially to the Mooftee’s Court. 

The procedure m this Couit was much the same as under the British 
Government There was much -wilting, there was the Urzee-dawa, petition of 
plaint, Jawab-dawa, replj , Rudjawab, &c. &c., as in our Civil Couits. 
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A COM Of the decree was given to tire party, in whose favor a decree was 
driven Inlreu of the Stamp paper, varying according to the amount of the 
S t Font 'of tl 1C rate of 10 per cent upon tire amount of the decree, were taken 
bvithe MooVtees a. a portron o( then emoluments , also one anna in the rupee, 
when execution of decree was seived out. 


One of the Mooftccs, Ahdool Wahid, did not decree an> interest to the 
mrtvm a case, in whose favor lie gave a decree; the other two did so the for- 
mer paid more attention to the principles of the Muhomineduu Law than his 
coadjutors. 


Some of the decisions are curious enough. In one cn c e of murder, the 
murder ei was a Hindoo, he was released oil piomrsrng to become a Muhom- 

medan 


The Nawaub sometimes gave the final sentence. In a case of murder, he 
oideied the heads of the tlnce mtudeicrs to be cut off, and stuck up over the 
Loll Mudtu and Gunga Gales of the City, at the «ame time inning a proclama- 
tion that sueli would be the fate of all muiderer- under hi* rule. In a case 
of rape, the defendant was fined Co’s Its 2 and di-tms=ed. Tins was the deci- 
sion of Yakoob Alee Naib, for the time, to the Nawaub. 


In a Civil case brought before this Court, the plaintiff v as nonsuited be- 
cause he could not shew the original decision of the Suddu I)i wnuny Adew- 
lut. The Mooftee declaring that the decision of that Court would base caused 
a decree in his favor, but that they could not accept the unnethcnticated copy. 
Many parts of then piocedure wcie tiulv oriental in ehaiactet , the following 
is a punvannah to the Thannahdai of A1I\ gunge, in the case of Anoop, plaintiff, 
versus Loehun, Ac chaigcd with muidei of Mussum.it Khu-In. 


“In tins ease you arc oi dered to go m person to the village where the 
event has occuired, and eollecting fifty of the most icspectablc residents there- 
of, wiite then depositions in the following mannci ‘ We hare not killed the 
deceased, nor aic wc aware who wcie hci nnndeicis ’ Thus shall you take 
the depositions of those who piofcss ignoiance of file ufiait . but if they know 
who the cnminals aie, you shall wnte then depositions thus*— * We hare not 
killed the deceased, hut certain otliei poisons hare killed hci "We say this 
by oui faith, and on oui oath.’ And when waiting their depo-itions, rou must 
adnnmstei the oath in the following m.tnnei — ‘We swear by the God Al- 
mighty, rvho has made us and the universe.’ ”

and other people you can get hold of, and wiifc then depositions a second and 
a tlind time, on oath adminimsteied as aborc. hare the depositions of full fifty 

men, and cairy out this oulei and leport within three da\s from the issue of

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The decisions of this Com tin Criminal cases were very severe , thepumsh- 
ment of theft was the loss of the right hand Cases of theft wet e, however, 
veivfew, thieves appear to 1 have found the times too haid foi small thefts, 
and much moie favorable for plunderings on a giand scale, which were life on 
the great lines of Road, and m the Distuct Kafilas were the older of the day, 
— Single travellers; 01 tiavelleis in single byelees, (a cait draw n by bullocks,) 
seldom 1 attempting a journey. 

In a case wheie the bundle of little value of a travellei was stolen from 
one 6f the gaiees in the City, the offendei lost his hand The petty thieves 
consequently left the City 

After the leceipt of the Firman from the King of Dehli, in which he 
confiimed the Nawaub of Fuuuckabad upon the Musnud, and highly piaised 
the sepoys to whose biavery so much was due, thepnde and haughtiness of the 
sepoys became gieatei than evei In a case of murder, m which a Koormee 
had muideied a Mahommedan,theMooftee had given oideis that the muiderer 
was to give up his propeity to the plaintiff, or to be killed by him, if neither 
sentence was earned into the effect, that the Nawaub' was to have him blown 
fiom a gun. The inends of the Kooimee objected to this, appealed to Gunga 
Singh, and Sheoghoolam Deechet These men madeV great stn about the mat- 
tei, and the Kooimee, the murderei, got off Aftei'this the Nawaub issued a 
proclamation that the Officeis of the 41st were to be obeyed m every lespect , 
seeing that they had expelled the English 

Verbal ordeis were fiequently passed m matters of great import The 
41st N I prevented the killing of cows, and the lading of oxen with refuse, 
oi deling that such mattei was to be loaded and taken off on dohkies The 
rule of the sepoys became stiongei than evei the Nawaub Vas a puppet in them 
hands 

Soon after the evacuation, if not during the siege, of the Foit, the Nawaub 
established a system of “Och oi,” upon eveiy article going into oi out of the 
City , the pioceeds of this tax and of the Abkarree of the City went to his own 
pi lvate purse Evei y article of food, with the exception of wheat 1 and ghee, 
(and these were at fust taxed, but the sepoys not appiovmg of it, the tax was 
remitted,) and evCiy descuption of merchandize had to pay a certain duty. 
On aiticles of small value, such as wood, ooplahs, (peat,) foui cownes m the 
pice was chaiged , thus, if the load was woith a lupee, a duty of one anna was 
chaiged upon it at the Gate of the City On articles of value, seven pei cent 
v as taken The tiade in iron from Chandosee, sugai and cotton fiom Khas- 
gunje, and Iluldee fiom Shahjehanpoor, was very busk 

The prices of every article doubled and trebled, except wheat, and the 
expoitation of this was piolnbited At the time of the outbieak it is com' 
puted that theie weie 12 lakhs of cotton manufactuies m the City , a good 
deal of this was sold at high puces m the District, and when the Butish le- 
occupied the country, and befoie the influx of flesh cotton manufactuies, the 
large tiadeis in these aiticles made immense foi tunes by the sale of, and the 
high prices laid on, cotton cloths of all descriptions. 

The aveiage income from the duties imposed on all articles of trade aver- 
aged above Rs 500 a day, or at the rate of 2 lakhs a year The newspapers of 
the time- show an income on some days above Rs 1,700 Every thing was 
taxed. The vegetable maiket m the City was farmed out foi Rs 200 (£20) 
a year The Octroi* of Kumalgunje, a little town about ten miles east of the 
City, was faimed foi Rs 700 a yeai , the contiactoi realizing the duties at the 
same late as that imposed on aiticles going into and out of Furruekabad The 
same rule obtained thioughout eVeiy town m the District 

The proceeds fiom all, except Fuuuckabad and Kumalgunje, went to the 
sepoys, who paid themselves arrears of pay, &c. 
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Th.s duty on articles appears not to have caused the slightest vexation or

annoyance to the p [ I ° ]le tax tliat could be imposed it was little 

Sby thepe -dtoulntalarge revenue to the Government Under 
the Brit sh Rule such a revenue would be doubled and trebled from the .nr- 
mense inciease of trade of eveiy description Trade with foreign parts, with 
the exception of the trade mentioned above, was almost entnely closed still, 
tins levenue amounted to a large sum 

The airangempnt for tlie sale of spirituous hquois and drugs, appeals to_ 
have faded. 


The spiut shops weie farmed, out sspaiately, hut the profits leahzed were 
baldly one-half of those realized now. The City faimei certainly paid what 
he paid to the English Government, as likewise did the diug vendor, but both, 
absconded aftei a time, and this pait of the levenue, which was likewise allot- 
ted to the Nawaub, was of kttle value Spnit shops there were tki ougliout the 
District, but the piofits fiom this bianch of the levenue weie nothing, com- 
pared to that realized by the Bntish. Government 1 he Nawaub obtained a 
laro-e quantity of opium from the Government stoies when they weie plun- 
dered , this was sold foi his benefit The cultivation of the poppy was inter- 
dicted— why, is not exactly known, _ except that the Nawaub wished to sell to, 
adyantage the large stoies he had obtained 


The Fen y arrangements appeal to have been left out of consideration ? 
nothing can he learnt respecting them fuithei than that the soldiers exeicised 
then own power, and did what they pleased at the Ghats. Ap to the repairs 
of the loads, such a thing was not thought of. 


The rule of the Nazims was, as has been stated, tyrannical. Mohsun Alee.

An attempt has been made to give a geneial outline of the Civil adminis- 
tration of the Nawaub of Fuuuckabad aftei the departuie of the English Let 
us now take a short glance at the Military anangements which obtained, and, 
the feuds and fights which took place duiing the same penod.. 

The Seetapoor mutineers, viz the 41st N I‘, and a Levy raised at 
that Station,, styled 1 *• Ghalas, ” and to whom Ffeeroze Shah gave the designa- 
tion of the “10th Regiment,” because they had taken thestandaidSof the 10th 
ISf. I. during the month of June, with some local Horse Under Agha Hossem, 
were the regular Troops of the Nawaub.

His Levies appealed to have been well aimed. A species of weapon, (a 
foimidable instiument,) called a Ghaunsah, was in much use , these weie car-

The blundeibuss too svas much m vogue, it was styled a “ Shair-bachcha, ” 
(Child oftheTigei,)fi ora its destiuctisepiopeihes. Though sulhciently armed, 
the new Levies appeal to have been so badly paid and disciplined that not a man 
would move when oideied out on a foi ay, unless he got a cm turn sum for ex- 
penses by tile w ay , thus a toot soldier always got, on these occasions, R 1, 
a sowar, Rs 2, and to each man weie given 10 bullets and powdei in piopoi- 
tion As to a Magazine oi Gonnmssai lat, the thing was not thought of, except? 
when the regular Tioops, x c the Seetapooi Foice, mulched out The new Lev ics 
and the Aitilleiy weie continually exeiciscd on Paiade by the Otliceis of the 
Seetapooi Foice. The Foice was divided, a poition being located with each 
Nazim, and a poition in and about the City of Funuckabad 


Mhen Raklit Khan amved fiom Dehli aftei the capture of that City, he 
biought 4 Regiments of Infantiy, a Regiment of CiWalry, and seven guns with 
un } remained till the 25th December with the N.iwaub , Ins men'foimcd 
part of the Force sent against the Bi itish at Puttialee.

c c y 8. It is a difficult task to discovei what was the 
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real feeling of the people at large during tins rebel Nawaub's reign. To unveil 
then deeply-hidden thoughts is almost an impossibility Every man is now a 
well-wisher to the British Government , but, peihaps, a short exposition of the 
behaviour and conduct of the people at large may enable us to foim an appio- 
pnate opinion on this weighty subject. In the commencement of the Nawaub’s 
reign, plunder, rapine, and eveiy description of villainy was life , but through 
the exertions of the Nawaub, who appears to have done Ins best to lule well, 
and by the severe punishment and exaction of the Nazns, some sort of oidei 
was effected Amongst the classes most conspicuous foi then lawlessness and 
utter contempt of all authority, may be enumerated the Puthans of Kaemgunje, 
Shumshabad, Mhow, and the Gailwai and Goui Thakoois, the Jhojhas, (a 
caste of Hindoos converted, centunes ago, to Mahommedamsm,) and Bkuttees, 
(Puthans,) immigrants from Bhutteeana. In June there was a tremendous 
battle between the Jhojhas, Bhuttees, on one side, and the Gailwais, Gouis, and 
Nykombs, Thakoors, on the other. The formei possess some 24 villages m the 
Pergunnah of Bhojepoor, but being men of piedatoiy and lawless natuies, 
attempted to oust the Koormees, and to usurp all authority m the Peigunnah. 
In this squabble a Gailwai Tbakoor was lulled, upon this the gi eat Thakoor clans 
of Gour, Gailwar, and the Nykomb, collected an immense foice, and plundered 
and burnt the property and villages of their opponents This was a veiy 
lenowned affair, and is much spoken of by all classes at the present moment. 
The Nawaub was poweiless m the matter After this the Gailwai and Gour 
Thakoois plundered on then own account. 

About the close of July, these intestine fights were bi ought to an end, that 
is, they did not take place on such a giand scale as formerly Affrays and plun- 
dering were rife duiing the whole period of the admimstiation of the Nawaub 

On the Grand Tiunk Road, no traveller could travel with safety, paiticu- 
larly near Chubiamow and Jagnua-ka-Talab, (or the Tank of Jagnua ) The 
latter place has a veiy wide celebnty, as being the gatheimg place of all the 
bad characteis and lawless spirits of this and other Districts The Futtehguih 
and Shabjehanpoor Road too was particularly unsafe. The strong oppi essed 
the weak , and who were the strong ? — the Thakoors and the Puthan of Kaem- 
gunje Pokhur Singh alone foicibly possessed himself of 64 villages. 

It wiR thus be seen that fiery spirits were not displeased at the turn which 
affairs had taken They wei e gameis by the change , but the gi eat tiadei s in cloth, 
gram, the vendors of English manufactures of every descnption, the indigo 
planters, and tradeis m indigo seed, all the small tiadeis, except peihaps the 
makeis of fiie-arms and other munitions of war, and the Sonais, (silversmiths,) 
were decidedly loseis by, and deploied the change of Government. Theie 
were certain classes, such as small retailers of grain and othei stoies, (Puichu- 
nias,) vendors of vegetables, fiuit, caipenters, druggists, tobaccoo vendois, and 
the like, who cared little what was the Government, Mahommedan, Hindoo, oi 
English, so long as they sold then commodities, and weie not distuibed Theie 
is little doubt that the change was unfavorable, and against the wishes of 
many of the quieter classes of landholders They weie frequently ousted, 
their lands wei e left uncultivated Why ? — because the cultivators not being able 
to get the necessary advances for seed, &e fiom the monej -lenders, took to the 
load, a very profitable living The Khuieef haivest of 1S57 was good, m so 
fai as the produce fiom each acie was plentiful , but many broad acies weie 
left uncultivated The same may be said foi the Rubber, oi Spi mg haivest 
Theie was one class of men who, doubtless, cursed the change of Government , — 
the cultivatois of potatoes This aitiele of food is veiy laigely pioduced m 
this District, but during 1857 the potato ciop was a complete failure One 
great reason foi this w r as the great demand for cattle by the sepoys foi the 
transport of then ill-gotten gams to their vanous homes 

The demand was so great at one time, and the distiess so wide spiead, 
that the news-writers of the day mention the fact , but perhaps m this mattf r 
they weie not much worse off than now, when the demand foi carnage is 
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certainly as great if not greater, but then each' sepoy seized for himself* 
there was no redress — the sepoy was the leal “ niastei ” 

It may be in fen ed that the people at laige were not desirous of the 
subversion of the Bntisli Power All 01 most of the customs and laws m 
force under the English Government weie upheld by the Nawaub Instance the 
Civil Courts the system in force under his reign differed not in the slightest 
from that which now obtains Execution of decrees were served rn the same 
manner the procedure in the Revenue and Criminal Depaitment was the same. 
Stamps were abolished, it is true , but there was a good reason they had been 
destroyed and plundered, but a fee of 8 annas (one shilling) was charged on 
eveiy plamt. The 10 per cent for fees taken by the Mooftees upon their de- 
crees, and one anna m the lupee upon the execution of the same, were heavier 
taxes than that imposed by the Bntisli Government by the compulsory pur- 
chase of Stamped papei. One great diffeience under the Nawaub’s rule, and 
that of the British Government, was the diffeience rn the position of the Teh- 
seeldars undei the former, he was a Judge as well as an administrative Ofhcei , 
under the latter, he is merely an administrative Ofiicei, and cannot decide any 
case upon Ins own authority 

If there had been any great grievance to the people from our rule, surely 
duung the seven months that the Nawaub held the leins of Government, or at 
all events nominally held them, changes would have been made on these points 
which pressed heavily on the people. But such was not the case, and previous 
to the fall of Dehli, thcic were not many who believed that the English 
would letuin to this countiy with redoubled power. The fall of that strong- 
hold made a great change m men’s mind, and particularly in the Nawaub’s 
but as it was more the rule of the rough, lawless Soldier than of the Statesman, 
it may not be fair to infer that our rules and oidinances, and geneial routine, 
are good, because the Nawaub followed them. They may have been taken, as 
no others could be devised, on account of the exigency of the times, and the 
little admmistiative faculties possessed by the Nawaub himself oi Ins adviseis. 

The Octroi duties, however, shew that a large Revenue may be realized 
fiom this Distuct, and probably in the same way throughout India, without the 
slightest murmur fiom the people, and without apparently the slightest trouble. 
The newspapers of the time do not contain a single hne of animadversion on 
its introduction, and it is spoken of at the present time as a very equitable tax 

During the leign of the Nawaub, some notable peisonages ainved and re- 
mained at Futtehguih Amongst the fiist, came Bukht Khan fiom Dehli. This 
man exercised a good deal of power, and wascoidially detested by all classes, he 
was styled “Kum-buklit,” (the Unfortunate,) and whei ever bestirred Cut, he was 
abused by the lowei classes He appears to have been a great boaster, and 
fond of big words. After him, Khooshak Sooltan came flying from the scene of 
his hopes, and fears, and joys. Then arrived Feroze Shah, another Prince of 
the Dehli line After him Wulleedad Khan, and the Rajah of Mynpoory. 
The Pimces Khooshak Sooltan and Feioze Shah remained at Futtehgurh, till 
the 2nd January 1858, when they fled with the Nawaub at the approach of the 
Bntisli Forces after the battle of Kbodagunje. Appa Sahib likewise visited 
Futtehgurh before the fall of Dehli, but a dispute on matteis of ceremony 
having arisen between him and the Nawaub, he left the place abruptly for 
Dehli 


The 3id of January 1858 saw the restoration of the Bntish Supremacy 
on the Western side of the Ganges Tianquilhty was not restored to the East- 
ward for some time afterwards. The English Troops were to have marched 
to Lucknow across the Ramgunga via, Sandee, but their progiess was opposed 
at that river at a place called Bichpooreea. They leturned and went via 
Oawnpooi On the 17th or 18th January, the rebels having come down fiom 
Bareilly and Budaon, and having mossed the Ganges at Soorajpooi, encamped 
at Thannah Khar. Their leadei was the Nazim Neeaz Alee Khan of Budaon. 
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Brigadier Hope was sent against them, and fought them before SKumshabad. 
The defeat was complete , their baggage, guns, &c., all taken 

The enemy later took up a strong position at Kankur on the borders of 
the Shahjehanpoor District, counterminous with this District 

On the 7th April the British Forces again marched out under Brigadier 
•Seaton, and gave the rebels a most complete defeat at Bangaon, near 
Hanlon 

The Tehseelee of Imrutpoor, one of the Divisions of this Distuct, was now 
nominally re-occupied ; but it was not till May that the native Officials could 
reside there with safety, there being constant raids on the part of the enemy. 
On the 28th May a large body of rebels, numbering 3,000, of all sorts and 
kinds, moved quietly through this District from South to North ; they came 
from Shairgurh on the Jumna. 

Aftei plundering and burning what they could, and after having laid 
siege to the Kaemgunje Tehseelee for some three hours, they moved off, and 
ciossed the Ganges at Soorajpoor Ghat. Appendices are attached, showing the 
names of Europeans and others who lost their lives during the outbreak at 
this Station, or during their flight from it, also the names of those who be-- 
haved well and nobly towards the English m the time of their distress. 

This Nairative has been written during an exciting time, and under a 
heavy pressure of cuirent official work . it is hoped, that errors m style or 
composition, will be overlooked.

According to your lequest, herewith I beg to hand you a brief 
Statement of wliat I know ot the Manjees and boatmen, who were engaged 
by the Europeans of Eutteligurh previous to the Mutiny I have also men- 
tioned the names of a tew men, who are deserving of rewaids for their valu- 
able services and good conduct 

With a few exceptions, most of the boats provided had been seized by 
Colonel Smith, (10th N I ) and otlieis, and the Manjees and boatmen secured 
fi om -wliereevei they could be found , and, as far as I recollect, I believe upwards 
of 20 boats had been collected, provisioned, and anchored under the Eoit walls, 
and along the village of Hooseinpooi Most, m fact all, the boatmen were ad- 
vanced very laigely, and still larger sums of money ivere piomised them as 
rewards, w ith a view to prevent their deserting ; but this had not the desired 
effect, for no sooner was the Fort attacked, the boats began gradually to dis- 
appear, till only three remained No I, belonging to a native of Bareilly ot 
“Eamgliat,” name unknown to me, who, with Ins son, i\ as killed opposite 
Smgeerampoor. No 2 was owned by "Satawan,” a tailoi by piofession, but 
the boatmen were from the village of Nowddiuna, six oi eight miles down the 
river, on the opposite slioie I am soiry to say, I am not acquainted with 
the names of the owner, nor the boatmen of Boat No 3, for all had left some 
days before us 

The two men of Boat No 2 left us on our approaching then village, un- 
der pietence of getting others to assist them We were consequently obliged 
to abandon the boat, and take all who weie on board into Boat No 1 Consi- 
derable delay was thus caused, winch enabled the rebels to bring up a gun 
to beai on us, and seveial round shots w r ere fired, but without effect Two ferry 
boats full of sepoys were also sent after us, but ere they could come up ive 
had got the start of them But fiom the shallowness of the channel, and want 
of good management, we weie constantly sticking, which the sepoys observing, 
they determmed to follow us up, and aftei being lemfoiced by two more boat- 
loads of men, they continued their pursuit by land , but finding we gained 
ground, they got into tw r o laige boats and kept up the chase 
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The mddei of Boat No 1 having been damaged, we weie nnable to pioceed , 
so weie obliged to put to shore to repair it Here the villagers annoyed us much 
with then matchlocks, killing the son of the Manjee of Boat No 1 However w e 
succeeded m repairing the mdder, and started again at about 3 r m , but we 
liad scaicely proceeded 1 of a mile, when Boat No 3 run aground, and the two 
boats above lefened to, with the sepoys masked by theChupper, were obseried 
appioachmg Every haste was made to get off, but our effoits weie mvain, the 
boats coming within 20 yaids of us biought to our view a multitude of 
bustling bayonets , a heavy fire was instantly opened upon us. Several of our 
paity weie killed at once, or mortally wounded Majoi Robertson, who had 
command of the boat, seeing no hope of escape left, begged the ladies to 
come into the watei , latliei than fall into the hands of the sepoys They, one and 
all, leaped into the nvci, with tlieir helpless children and babes, some weie 
instant!} shot, and others, weie earned down by the strength of the cun cut, 
and di owned The boat was boarded, and the unfortunate wounded and old, who 
weie unable to move, weie cut to pieces, and the few who were left in thewa- 
tci, after the boat was capluied, weie carried pnsoneis to the Nawaub of Eur- 
i uckabad, who, sad to i elate, aftei having kept them undei close confinement 
foi a time, gave them up to theblood-thnsty sepoys, for an ungrounded suspi- 
cion of then having invited the Europeans to lescue them They weie m all 
about 30 Euiopeans and Native Clnistians, who were taken and most barbar- 
ously murdeied on the Paiade giound, and then bodies tlnown m a dry well 
within a few yards of the spot, wlieie the bloody deed had been done 

Boat No 1, baling cleaied the bank, escaped, but in passing undei Sin- 
geeiampoor, a heavy file of giape and musketry fiom two guns were poured 
into hei The only Manjee and thiee Europeans weie killed, and several otheis 
wounded seveiely I, having escaped with a slight wound from Boat No 3, 
managed fo swim down the rivei, and reached Boat No 1, which had run aground 
seven oi eight miles below the place of attack, at about 9 pm, and found, 
as above stated, the Manjee and three Euiopeans, (viz Mi Rohan, Miss Goldie, 
and a child,) had been killed, and several others wounded The tiller of the 
rudrlei had also been smashed , we lepaned it toleiably, and continued our 
voyage, and on the following day, (4th July 1S57,) leached the village of 
Telna, opposite Ivoosumkhore, where we giounded, and were unable to extn- 
cate ouiselves from the sand bank The villagers of Telira obseiung oui dis- 
tressing position, came foi ward, assisted us out, pi curiously sweanng by the 
Ganges, not to molest us Colonel Smith, finding the men well disposed, and’ 
friendly, determined to take advantage of the oppoitunity of engaging a 
eiew for the boat, and a guaid The sum of Rs 2,200 was agieed to be paid 
ioi six boatmen, and eight or ten matchlock-men, and it was pioposed to 
stop there foi the night, and to leave eaily next day The boat being 
excessively ciowded, theie w r as little loom foi lest , I therefore left it, and 
went up to the ullage to lest, and get some food, invited by Blieema Smgli, and 
Bliabootee Singh, Thakoors Eunng my absence the inhabitants of Oliouch- 
poor, a neighbouring village, becoming aware of the picsence of oui paitv, 
collected towaids it, and obseiung our helpless condition and the inability 
of the Telna men to affoid us much assistance, conspired to plunder us Colo- 
nel Smith, liowevei, saw their intentions, and frustrated then plans by oider- 
mg an immediate start, previously sending for me , but being peifectly 
exhausted, and m gieat suffering from the wound, and the previous prolonged 
exposure, I was unable to rejoin, and the boat w ent oft, leaving me m the 
village 

The Tehia people had leceived Rupees 1,100, m pait payment of the 
amount agreed upon, but the sudden start m consequence of the amval and 
designs of the Chouchpoor villageis, only thiee of the boatmen and none of 
the matclilock-men weie m time to go on board The Telna people were 
depuved of upwards of Rs GOO of the money advanced I was concealed in Tehra 
for upwards of a month by Balgobmd, Bialimm, wdio on seveial occasions 
saved me from being muidered, and supplied me daily with food, and "such 
clothing as Ins means admitted of, and attended me most assiduously, never 
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vaiying m his kindly mannci to me m tlie slightest degiee, duung the time 
I was undei his piotection. Subsequently he assisted me in escaping with 
safety to Dhuuumpoor, where Mi Probyn and Ins family and Mi Edwauls 
weie concealed by lluixleo Buksli, and along with whom I escaped to Cawn- 
pooi, wlieie on oui arrival we learnt the sad fate of Colonel Smith and his 
tmfoi tunate party, who had been taken prisoners by the Nana, and most 
baibaiously massaciod 

The following is a list of the Villages who fired upon the fugitives on then, 
nay down the nvei —

Torn kind lettei, dated the 7th Januaiy, has been duly received 
Enough Messrs Gilmoi e, Mackilligm and Co , Calcutta , and I will now narrate- 
all that held 3 our pool Biother, and oui weak Garrison that were compelled 
to abandon the Fort ot Fultehgurh 

Aftci baling held the Fort for ten da} r s, during wliioli many of our 
assailants wcic killed, our weakened hand were compelled to evacuate it on the 
4th of July, at about 2 am, when onr part}', consisting of about 30 able men, 
were told off to three boats My Brother and self being the paily, ol which. 
Major Rohertsonliad charge We had not howevei pioceeded far down the nver, 
when the villagers commenced annoying us with then matchlocks, and assem- 
bled m vast numbers 011 the shore, When so engaged the rudder of Colonel 
Smith’s boat was injured by its accidentally falling on a sand bank, whence 
we were obliged to push m foi shore for the purpose, of getting it lepaired 
Shortly aftci oui landing, the villagers threatened us with a charge, hut 
before the} r could cairy their design mto execution, a small part } 7 from each of 
our boats joining m one column, made a desperate rush against their gi eat 
liumbeis, and drove them hack to tlieir. veiy habitations, whence we thought 
it most prudent to letum to our boats A s we had no boatmen to manage 
them, Colonel Smith considered it advisable, if possible, to piociue some, 
and accordingly sent a servant on slioie for that puipose, which caused 
considerable delay Nothing of much consequence just at this time 
took place, and it being now several hours since the servant was des- 
patched, and he had not 1 etui nod, it was deemed the best course to start 
•without him. While we weie auangmg to do so, we weie surpnsed at hear- 
ing the leport of tu r o guns, which had been luoughtto beai upon us from the 
opposite shore, and. now continued to keep up a brisk fire upon our devoted 
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Land, but when we Imd got f.iuly out of then icach, thej next continued to 
appioach us by filling n huge boat w itb aimed men, and floating down the 
sticam befoic leaving, wc wcie obliged to abandon Colonel Smith’s boat, and 
got into the othei two. At this time a aery sttong wind was blowing, and 
having no boatmen to assist us, out boat lan upon a sand bank, about 20 01 
30 3 aids fiom the shoie, and all our endeavoms to get her out ol this dan- 
geioUs situation proved fruitless The enemy t iking advantage ol our peril- 
ous position, soon assembled in considerable numbers on the adjacent shore, 
and commenced a sharp fire of musketry, being assisted by the wllcgeio m 
pei petrating tins cowaully massacre Against such an overwhelming force 
as w e now had to contend with, oui little band, not now numbering more 
than 13 , ha\ nig by tins time had to mourn the loss of several, (amongst whom 
was my eldci Bi other, who was killed bj* a musket shot in his chest,) it was 
impossible to lesist longer, and wc were under the necessity of exposing our- 
selves to their heavy lire while trying to extricate the boat It was here that 
youi pooi Brothei wans w'ounded whilst assisting to get her off, and disabled 
fiom further exertion , he floated down the stream, and managed to keep swim- 
ming till I oi ei took him. Soon aftei this ever)* soul threw themsehes oier- 
boaul when nearl}" all wcie drowned, and I gTie\e much to ‘■a) that I saw 
pooi Mrs Bobertson, her little girl, and Miss Thompson amongst the number, 
who shaied the same fate, as the lest of our unfortunate countrj men and 
counti} r women, of whom there were sc\eral amongst the iictinis There 
were three women and a child fiom our boat taken prisoners to the ISTawaub of 
Fui ui ckabad, who, it is said, tieated them kmdlj lor a short time, but ulti- 
mately had them blown aw aj r fiom guns, along with a great maiyy Natn e 
Clmstians, who had also been seized at Futtchgurh and m its neigh- 
bourhood 

I had fortunately seemed an oar, which enabled me to come up with 
Major Robertson while he was in the river, and which helped to sustain us 
wdiilc swimming for so long a time, (from 4 o’clock i» w till near midnight,) 
when being quite exhausted, w c made foi the shore, where we la} r till morn- 
ing, when w r e wcie chscovcied by some villagers, who took us to their homes 
and treated ns veiy kindl}* 

When Mr Probyn left foi Cawnpooi, wc might have gone with Ins part}*, 
as w T e wcie not above six miles from the place where lie was secreted, hut all 
attempts to get jour pool Bi othei to accompany them were unav ailing, and 
when he lieai d of Mr Piobjm’s intention to leav e, he w ould grasp my hand, 
saj mg, “ Churcher, will you leave me 9 I cannot blame 3 011, if j ou do ” I 
might possibly have peisuaded him to go, but that lus wound was so painful 
to lnm that lie would not allow himself to be touched The hall had passed 
tlnough Ins tlngh joint, and shatteied the bone Shortly before his death 
he sufiered a good deal from dj sentery, 01 some disease that resembled it 
He died late in the evening of the 17 th September, and his remains weio 
interred by me the following morning, and a small mound of earth raised over 
them I recollect his haviug once told me, bcfoie Ins decease, that he had 
Government paper to the amount of Rs. 70 , 000 , which had been destioyed 
I saved Ins ring, a likeness of himself, and one of Miss Thompson’s, all which 
I made o\er to Captain W Tod Blow no, and Mr Power, the Magis- 
trate of Futteligurli, and hope, in due time, to heai that they have rcaclh 
ed you safely I did, what little laj m my power, to alleviate 3 out 
pooi Bi other’s snffeiings, and got such simple remedies for him as the 
villagers are m the habit of using, but he seemed quite broken-hearted, 
and considering the boddy pain he was also constantly suflermg, I think Ins 
death was a meiciful release to him, foi it he had continued to live on m the 
state he had been foi some time, he could never have escaped bj* anj r thing 
short of a miracle foi a month or so, aftei Ins decease, the mutineers form Fut- 
tehguih were constantly going about tbe villages on the Oude side of the 
river to collect the land levenue foi the Haw aub of Furruckabad, and many- 
solitary d.<ys and "weeks did I pass m sugai-cane fields, xvlncli, if even the vil- 
lager had found out, I could lutidl} r have escaped, foi the Huwab offered a

After our abandoning the Poit of Euttehguih, the villagers that fust 
commenced the attack on out b iats, were Uijoonpoor, Gianpoor, and Soon- 
derpoor, villages acioss the river 

The people of these three villages mustered 4 to 500 aimed men, and kept 
a shaip fire on our boats It was lieie that Mungul Smgh, one of the leaders 
of tins gang, was wounded, besides him many other Zemindars of the above 
named villages bad lent an hand in this cowardly massacre, 

Aftei being delayed opposite tliese villages for three to foui hours, we again 
managed to get all om boats togethei, and made a second stait, and left 
unmolested for a slioifc distance when the attack commenced again, joined with 
a numbei of other villages.

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Kasaue, Boliun, and Bhabootce, Zcmmdais of Manpoox, arc said lo have 
dad nothin 0- to do with the plundci and m.issacie of oiu boat, and had tiled 
then best to picvent the people ot then village, M.mpoor, not to luve hand 
m the plundci 01 aid m the attack, but they leluscd to listen to the pioposal 
ot then Zcmmdais

Choonnce Loll, Biahnin, Jcmadai of Mr Chtichci , was very active 
throughout the rebellion m assisting us, and was mstiu mental m providing 
loi the safety of Major Robcitson and Churclier, who had escaped to Ivuihar 
irom Smgeeiampooi Advancing large sums of money to Luljerv Singh, 
Zemmdai of ELuihar, and piovided them with sei rants, arms, and clothing 

Luljew Singh, and oihei S/iai eholdci s of Km lair, provided Messis Ilobci t- 
son and Chuiclier, sheltered aftei they had escaped fiom Singcerampoor, and 
protected them till our Tioops lc-occupied Futtehguik 

Balyobind, Brahmin of Teh a , protected me at the imminent risk of Ins 
life foi upwaids of a month, and rvas instrumental in pi eventing the plunder 
of Colonel Smith’s boat by the Chouchpoor villagers when anchored opposite 
Telira I was well fed and clothed dui mg the time I was at Telua 

Bhabootcc Singh, and Bhana Sinyh, Thaloois of Teh a, were the people 
who took me to Telua and made me over to Balgobmd, by whom I rvas con- 
cealed and protected 

Gimcsh Kuhar, Beai e> of Mr Clan chci , was the first to cany the 
intelligence of the escape of Mi Chuiclier to Agia, to his biotliei and paients 
and ever after was uselul m keeping up a legulai communication, canymg 
letters backrvaids and forrvaids, thus lisking his lile 

Choteh, Cluimai, lilaioopooi , concealed Mr I) Chuiokei for five days In 
his house, anl conveyed him in safety to the Fort 
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Hyde) Khan, Syce of the late Mr J M Jones , was very useful m tlie 
Fort during the siege, from whence he escaped after it was abandoned He 
subsequently fell m the battle of Bangaon whilst in attendance on Mi Power 
m the field, leaving an aged widow and an adopted child quite unprovided 

Lad, Manjce , at imminent risk to himself conveyed Piobyn and family, 
Edwards and Jones, to Cawnpoor m August 1857. Boat sunk by oMei of the 
Authonties, and no compensation given Besides those enumerated above, 
theie are others woithy of mention 

Hurdeo Bulsh , the saviour of Messrs Probyn and Edwards 

Skco Bulsh Singh, uncle of Jim dco Bulsh , whose fidelity equals that of 
Ins relative 

Ghowdrg Jye Chitnd, who defeated Mohsun Alee 

Banco Gourun, of Tnooa, whose influence exeited for Government, has 
been most beneficial for the interests of Government

Golam Alee Khan, pri- 
or to the outbreak, was 
Thanadar ofMokumdabad, 
Zillah Furruckabad By 
the Magistrate’s orders, in 
conjunction with the Pesh- 
kar, he escorted tieasure 
from the Tehseelee to the 
Sudder Station, early m 
June, and was then sent 
back to his Thanah , when 
the Europeans retired into 
the Fort, abandoning lus 
Thanah, he made Ins ap- 
pearance m Furruekabad 
About the 19tli of June, m 
the Nawaub’s name, he was 
appointed Cotwal of the 
City, on a salary of Rs 100 
per mensem, by the sepoys 
of the 41st FT I The se- 
poys did not commence 
their attack on the Fort 
till the 24th of June, from 
wlnqh date Golam Alee 
Khan was uni emitting m 

Ins endeavours to supply the besieging Force with provisions and other 
necessaries, such as sulphur and ladders for the assault Every thing that 
could possibly be done in furthering the views of the Mutineers, was earned 
out by him On the 3rd of July, the Europeans abandoned the Fort, and 
Golam Alee Khan had a considerable share m .organizing the pursuit The 
Europeans proceeded at first m three boats, but one becoming unmanage- 
able, all were' divided between two boats, about 8a m on the 4tli July 
During tins operation the pursuing party kept up a constant fire , some 200 
men m boats, now also'joined in pursuit Colonel Smith’s boat happened to 
be considerably ahead of Major Robertson’s, when the lattei stuck opposite 
Smghee Rampoie, about mid-day on the 4th July, making up to this boat, 
the sepoys managed to kill or capture all, except three, who escaped by 
swi mm ing This pursuing party, accompanied by Golam Alee Khan, con- 
sisted of two" companies of the 41st, two of the Gulla, (new Levy,) and two 
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guns, with about 150 coolies Amongst those taken prisoners weieMra 
and Miss Sutheilaud, with a child, Mis Jones, wife of an Indigo Plantei, 
and a child, European child, and n.itnc family ol Mi Jones of the Gun 
Gauiago Agency, and appai ontly one othoi lady After the capture of the 
boat, all the pusoncis vveic at once maichcd back by the duect load iiom 
Singhco Ramporo to Fumtckabad Dm mg the night, they seem to have 
halted a shot t time at a village on the i oad , Mrs. Sutherland, and Mrs Jonc 3 
and child, being wounded and unablo to walk, weio carried on a chaipoy 
The heat of an Indian Julj, must linvo icndercd a mnich of Id miles a haid 
task to delicate ladies, who seem 1o have been tieated lmishly by the scjiojs 
when piossmg them on Aleo Jan, ,t sepoy ol the 41st Native Infantiy, was 
pcnmtted to separate one ladyliom the paity, and he did not bring hci into 
Futteligmh till long after the othcis had aimed Golam Alee Khan, being 
pi esent, was l esponsiblo foi this conduct The ladies on ai riving at the Pm ado 
giound, when the 41st weio encamped, vveie detained about two horns, and 
t lienco Golam Aleo Khan took them to the Nan nub’s house in Fnnuckahad, 
distant about tin eo miles, v Inch they leached about 11 a vr on the 5th Inly 
On auivmg they vote placed m a sin ill out-houso oichnaiily used for 
lioiscs, but they do not seem to luncheon in any v\ ay bound They daily 
i eceived fi om the Nan nub’s Zumnnh an allow mice of gi mi and bailey Then 
amval gave uso to a moic pleasing leatme m the case A Natno Doctor 
was sent ioi to attend tho wounded ladies He was the only pci son, except 
Golam Alee Khan and the guard, ihatovet obtained admittance, and accoul- 
mg to his owm account was placed under a sepatale gumd to pi event Ins 
becoming a medium of con espondenco This nu^ have been the case, foi 

though ho w as a sen ant of Tufiu/.ool Hoosem, Hulaynt Aee, Golam Aleo 
IClian, and tho sepojs seem to have acted much as tbe\ liked This Native 
Doctoi was last Febiuary sewed and tned by me, but iclcased m considcia- 
tion of the attention lie had doubtless shown to the w onnded ladies ill s 
Sutheilaud was wounded by a musket shot, the bullet enteicd one thigh, 
passing out tlnougli the othci With Mis Jones a bullet enteiing just under 
the ribs, passed through liei body without mpn mg any vital spot, the smno 
bullet broke her child’s mm Golam Alee Khan through his police had evci 
since Ins appointment boon vciy active in appichendmg Eurasians and 
Native Chnstiaus In ono house ho secured tlnee Euiasians, being a 
fathei, motliei, and dauglitei , the last was somo 12 to 11* ycais of age, and 
being good-loolcmg was taken possession of by the Nawaub The Eurasians 
and Native Christians, thus sewed, constituted the major portion of those 
executed on the Pai ade gi ound About a foi tmght affcoi the Singliee Rampoor 
affair , Golam Aleo Khan, who had been m constant attendance on the Naw aub, 
and in conjunction with Hidayut Alec, was still supieme, mtioduced an Eng- 
lish letter into the place whcic the ladies vvei e confined This he bi ought 
to the Nawaub, aud msisted that the execution of the ladies alone would put 
an end to such conespondcnce Deis icpoi ted to have been m the habit 
of informing the ladies of then impending fate, when one remarked, “ that by 
kilbng them, England would not bo cleared of Englishmen ” At any rate 
tins letter foirned the ostensible justification for an execution that had 
already been detei mined upon Some of the witnesses lefci to the geneial 
impression existing at the time regarding the conduct of the sepoys to tho 
ladies while imdei then charge But it is clear that, with the exception of 
Golam Alee Khan, and occasionally the Native Doctoi , the guai d most jealously 
excluded oven fi om the vicinity of the out-liouse all not ol then own numbei . 
It is impossible therefore to place much confidence m this stamp of evidence 
whatever probabilities might exist in its favor, as Indian sepoys under the 
eontiol of their own impulses alone would baldly be supenoi to an European 
soldieiy smnlaily circumstanced Mrs Suthei land’s wound was much bet- 
fcei, when on the morning of the 23rd of July the ladies vvei e placed in a 
Lei mic7i.ee and taken to the Raiade ground Alee Jan, sepoy of the 41st, heie 
interfered, and wished to save the life of the lady he had taken possession of 
on the maicli, but was not peimitted to do so The men amongst the pri- 
soners, who consisted entuely of Euiasians and Native Clmstians, had been 
confined in a sepaiate portion of the Naw r anb’s out-houses, and vvei e now 
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impelled up fiom another duection On aurnng at tlie Parade giound, tlie 
male pusoners weie taken inside tlie late Mr Mden’s close to tlie lints, and 
cut dovn with talwais Tlie •women and clnldien wei e tlien assembled 
undci tlie buts, and sbot down witli grape All weie killed, except Miss 
Sutliciland, who said, “ That as the Almighty had piotected hei, they might 
do the same” Sevoial witnesses nowheaid G-olam Alee Khan give the 
01 del to cut liei down, which was accordingly done with tulwais The 
bodies, accoidmg to some, remained on the spot till 3 pm, others state 
till next morning, when they weie tin own into a well, a little behind the 
huts Altogether about 22 men, women, and clnldien weie killed on this 
occision Amongst these weie Dhoukul Pei shad, Native Christian, with his 
family, and a native woman who, though a Mahomedan, was killed m 
consequence of hei son, a Mr Anderson, being a Chustian Ten days aftei, 
tins Golam Alee Khan, as Cotwal, attended at a bnck-laln, the execution of 
Kalay Khan, a loyal sepoy of the 10th N I , who had accompanied the Euro- 
peans On both occasions, paiticulaily the first, the assemblage of people 
bom the city and smiomidmg villages is dcscnbed as having been very great, 
but no public pi oclamation on the subject seems to have been issued. All 
the evidence speaks of these executions as if the pusoners had been blown 
fiom guns But this was not the case They weie lolled by dischaiges of 
grape This mode of expiession doubtless ongmates m a false impiession, as 
to the mannci m which such executions aie earned out, of the sepoys even, 
none had probably cvei actually seen a man blown fiom a gun, though they 
had often lien d of it, and when they came to tiy then hands at it themselves 
the efiect of powdei alone was piobably unknown to them Prom this date 
executions of men supposed to bo in correspondence with the English weie 
of fiequcntoccuncnce, but Golam Alec Khan’s influence now gradually dimi- 
nished, and in about foui months aftei his first appointment he was imprison- 
ed On being i cleaned he went to Ins fathei -m -lav’s house at Attaeepore, 
and on the advance of the English Porces fled to Allyguih and Shahabad. 
The documentary evidence m this case consists chiefly ofiepliesto refeiences 
in the ordinary decision of disputes dm mg Golam Alee Khan’s tenure of 
office In this respect the old English-office routine seems to have been 
maintained Theie are a few of the pusoners’ notes to the Nawaub, mention- 
ing tho successful collection of sulphur and the sums realized by sales of 
English property , also under Ins signature a pi oclamation, levying a tax on 
butcliei s with tho evident view of winning the good-will of the Hindoos Noti- 
fications to the Nawaub, intimating appointment , and one peculiar order, dated 
the 19th July, to a certain Ahmed Hoosem Khan in chaige of the Mow Gate 
of the city, commanding him not to admit the fugitive Sowars from Cawnpoor, 
who had fled m tins duection aftei General Havelock’s occupation of that 
place These documents arc of some importance, as assisting to illustrate the 
extent of powei and influence possessed by Golam Alee Khan. Golam Alee 
Khan m defence denies all the charge, and states that he was forcibly placed 
m the Cot.valslnp undei a guard ot sepoys. To piove this he lathei over- 
leaches himself In spite of impiisonment, flight, and wanderings, he kept 
by him what he evidently considers an nnpoitant document It is a request 
made to Tuffuzul Ilossem to be lelieved of tlie Cotwalsbip It is dated tlie 
25th June 1857, oi tlie day aftei tlicEort of Puttehguih w as invested by the 
sepoys , not till tho 16th of July 1857, is it letmned to him with an order re- 
fusing to giant tho lequest Ilad there not been ample pi oof m othei dnec- 
tious, this paper would sunply be valuable m shewing the rapidity with which 
Golam Alee Khan abandoned Ins Thanah at Mabomdabad to accept the 
Cotwalslnp m the city, and that he was snpi erne Police Officer of the His- 
trcc, when some of the worst featuies of the lebelhon at Euttehguih weie 
developed The prisonci , when Cotwal, was decidedly popular with the 
wealthy Mahajuns and Bumalis He evidently m an underhand-way tried to 
piolect from tho plundering expeditions of the sepoys , when the sepoys, 
tin ough whose influence he had been appointed, discovered this fact he was 
imprisoned In Ins defence he has taken advantage of the good-will of many 
of this wealthy class, whose giatitude enables them to mew the rest of his 
conduct with cxemplaiy charitableness They all admit that Golam Ale9 
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Khan vri is Cotwal of tho City Of such tiifhng n 1 cgularitics, however, of the 
execution of a lew English laches, chikhen, and Native Clmstians, thej know 
nothing Piobably many oi them wane piesentattho timo on the Paiade 
mound But this might be expected, as the natmal recognition of a substan- 
tial seivice, thcpiesci vation m fact of all their wealth which, had Golam Alee 
Khan not been Cotwal, they w ould have been unblc to secietc and sccme 

Tho cliaiges against Golam Alec Khan being cleaily proved, and the pri- 
sonei bomg “ convicted of having dnectly taken pm t m the mm der of Bntish 
subjects,” undei atmcious cncumstancc^, I sentence him to be hung by the 
neck until he be dead, with confiscation of all his pi operty to the State Golam 
Alee Khan simcndeicd himself to the Magistrate of Shahjehmipooi, and was 
sent lieio foi tual , but not being a “ political pnsonei,” the cla°s referred 
to m Cn culai No 1752 of 3 858, 1 oi dei the sentence to be carried into execu- 
tion at once Though m all impoitant points this case is very deal, jet the 
tieatment of tho lninoi details has been beset with more than ordmaiy 
difficulties Satisfactoi y evidence of any kind is icrj difficult to piocure 
The v ealtlnci classes, many of w horn mew ell acquainted w ith all that occur- 
led, look on this man as a patnot, — nothing will induce them to implicate 
him Men of the class of sei vants cinplo) ed by Natn es arc ne\ or ver\ intel- 
ligible m then definition of time, distance, or nnmbeis, and where all was 
actually confusion, then contradictions me almost msolvable still as much 
mfoimation on these points lias been gradually collected mtlie cases tried 
by me smee Fcbruaiy last, the Naiiativo and dates heic gn cn me probably 
conect

Towards the end of May 1857, no dependanco being placed on the 
10th N I at Futtehguih, it was detei mined to send down m boats to 
Allahabad, the majonty of the women and childien, a few gentlemen foimmg 
the escoib 

Yery early on the 4tli of June, upwards of 150 men, women, and chil- 
dren left Futteligurh in some 12 to 14 boats This paity met with no 
opposition till they neared the junction of the Bmngunga with the Ganges, 
when they were filed on by the villagers of Koosumkliore Mr Bneily’s 
boy w r as here slightly wounded in the thigh At the suggestion of Huideo 
Buksli’s followers, the boats halted at the mouth of the Bmngunga Hurdeo 
Buksh now appealed and offeied piotection to the whole party Mr Piobyn, 
with a small number, alone accepted it, and at once pi oceeded up the Kam- 
gunga to Hurdeo Buksli’s fort at Dhurrumpoor The majority, some 125 m 
number, distrustifig Hui deo Buksh, continued then voyage down the m ei , on 
the night of the 6th of June As they appi oaclied Belowee and Putoi a Gliat, 
the nvei being shallow, the boats weie smiounded torn all directions by 
the Thakooi s of Belowee and Mahadewa, undei the command of Gungoo, 
and Chuttur Smgh of Mahadewa, and Arnan Smgh of Belowee Shots weie 
fired dui mg the night by the Thakooi s, but moie it would seem with the 
view of intimidation than of inflicting injury All the boats now r halted at 
one spot till daylight In the morning, messengei s wei e sent to the Tha- 
koors to ascei tarn their intentions 
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Affcei much discussion, terms wcie agieed to The Europeans were to 
be fuxxusbed with a safe escoit as fai as Cav, npoor, on the leceipt of a thou- 
sand Rupees in. casli, and tlie promise of anotliei thousand on ai living at 
Cawnpooi The thousand Rupees were given to the Thakoors, about 4 r m , 
on the 7tli of June, when all dispersed A few Thakoois only, foimmg a 
portion of the promised guard, remained with the boats, but these men also 
left duimg the night Of the six boats possessed by this partv, on then* 
amval at Belowee, one had been wrecked and plundeied by the Thakoois, 
and one was abandoned duung the night of the 7tli 

Of the lemaming four, the' one belonging to Mr Bneily, was laige , 
to it almost all the party lemoved foi mutual piotection The second and 
tlnrd boats were small, andweie each occupied by two oi tlnee gentlemen 
only The fourth boat contained the piovisions and piopeity of the paity 
Thus distributed, the paity proceeded down the river in the four boats, leav- 
ing Belowee early on the morning of the 8th June The Thakoors kept 
their promise, and the boats were not again molested, till passmg Bitliooi 
They arrived at this place eaily on the morning of the 10th of June, v, hen 
the Nana’s followeis opened fire on them, but none m the boats were injured, 
though the return fire from the Europeans killed seveial of the enemy The 
boats continued then course till about 8 am the same morning, when they 
all halted at a small island, paitially covered by the nvei m the lams, and 
situated considerably above tlie old Cawnpoor Magazine Eiom this point 
they saw the bungalows in the station on fire, and heaid heavy firing It 
was thought the bridge of boats might be m the possession of the enemy, 
and then* blither progress impiacticable to half and obtain information was 
consequently necessary Mr Bnerly’s chowkeedar and kkitmutgai, with 
Kaskee a boatman, were now sent to procui e mfoimation, the last being en- 
trusted with a letter The chowkeedar and kkitmutgar returned unsuccess- 
ful, having found it impossible to pass the sentries Kashee was seized, and 
imprisoned for some time in the compound of the house from which the 
Nana was superintending the attack on Colonel Wheeler’s mtrencliment 
On the 11th of June, a party of rebels crossed over m boats with guns to 
the left bank of the Ganges, and opened fire on the boats Each of the fiist 
thiee shots struck the largest boat, one round shot killing an ayah and 
child All now abandoned the boats, and took shelter under a bank of sand 
Some ten or twelve shots were filed by the Europeans, but all intention of 
resistance seems soon to have been abandoned as hopeless, and only endan- 
gering the lives of the ladies, and children This paity had appaiently 
little idea that all would shaie the same fate The native servants, who up 
to this period seem to have behaved well, now scattered over the sands, oi 
took to the river Shoitly after, a large force, both Cavalry and Infantry, 
landed on the island The Europeans gave themselves up, were bound, trans- 
ferred to the right bank of the river, and marched to Cawupoor during the 
night The next day, the 12th of June, all were executed on the Pa* ale 
ground Of tins execution I have been unable to pi ocm e any eye- » finesses 
The native witnesses are totally ignoiant of dates , but the nanatn e of each 
day’s events being given with clearness, has supphed tins deficiency, as the 
starting point, — the 4th of June is known. 

The success attending Gungoo and Chuttei Singh’s attack on the Eng- 
lish boats, induced more extended effoits ' 

After plundering their own neighbourhood, they attacked Kunouj with 
a considerable force, towaids the end of June 1857 Kunouj defended itself 
successfully, inflicting a rather seveie loss upon its assailants Seveial of the 
town’s people were however killed 

Both m the attack on the boats and at Kunouj, Gungoo was the most 
prominent, though both pnsoneis were leadeis of then respective clans on 
those occasions. These attacks weie the moie lebelhous, in consequence of 
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their having taken placo whilst British authority w as si ill 1 cpi evented m ike 
pei son of Colonel Smith, then m Cml and Militaiy chaige of the District 
of Fmiuckabad. 

In defonco, the prisoners deny all the charges, but their notoriety seems 
to ovcr-ieach oion the plastic consciences oi then omi witnesses, who 
acknowledge the preson co of belli m the attack on ICunouj, excusing that 
nnfoi tunato move, by insisting that, a cm tain Ajeet Smgh of Oudc had loi tably 
made the pusoneis accompany him. 

Convicting the prisoners on all tho charges, I sentence Gnngoo to 
„ . .. , twenty-one, and Chuttci Singli to loin teen ycais’ tians-

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ATTENDING THE OUTBREAK OB DISTURBANCES 

AND TIlE 

RESTORATION OF AUTHORITY IN THE DISTRICT 

or 

MOZUITEBNUGGUB, 

IN 1857-58. 


Tim 9fh and 10th May 1857 being holidays, Mr Beiford, Magistrate 
and Oollectoi of Mozuffernuggui, Avent ovei to Sahaiunpoor to visit Mi 
Spankie At 5 pm on the 11th, an expiess sowar, sent by the late Mi. 
Tohnstone Officiating Magistrate of Meerut, arrived, giving intelligence of 
the mutiny at that place on the pievious day. 

Mi Beiford left foi Mozuffei nuggui that night, and on amvalwns, as 
fai as I can discovei, told by the native officials the most exaggerated, indeed 
f.dse, lepoits of the appiouch of the mutinous Begiments, and of the immediate 
piesance on the outsknts of the City of huge binds of dacoits 

Mi Beiford at once oidered that all the public Offices should be closed 
foi tlnee days They were neveL again opened 

I canuot tell Mi Bei fold’s leason foi issuing this oider lean imagine 
none raoie likely to pioduce what as a District Officer he must have been 
most anxious to pi event It could onlv tend to unsettle men’s minds, to pio- 
duce doubt, confusion and suspicion, make the people believe that we felt 
oui selves unable to cope with the outbieak, even at that early stage The 
k poits fiom Meeiut Avere of couise incessant, and of the most ndiculously 
exaggerated nature, and Aveie eageily swallow r ed by the hangers-on about the 
public Offices The Cutcheiiy is the usual place of gossip, all w ho Avant 
news go theie to seek for it, and the numbers cro\A r ding to leain the latest 
intelligence fiom Meeiut weie that day gieat Plaintiffs, defendants, wit- 
nesses and ldleis of all classes were told, not only of the mutiny at Meeiut, 
but of the total destruction of the Euiopeans theie, and the oveitlnow of the 
OoA'cinmcnt They weie assembled fiom all parts of the Pistiict, and Avent 
to their homes, telling, in addition to the Meeiut biles, the fact of all the 
OoAeinment Offices at Mozuffei nuggur being closed, wdnch pioduced a genc- 
icd impression that the Go\ eminent lule was suspended throughout the 
Distnct 

This nnpiession, which had been industiiously circulated hv escaped 
con a icts and othei disaffected peisons fiom Meeiut, Avas Aeiy geneially echoed 
)>a the people at Mozuffei nuggui 

Bumouis of the lapid approach of mutineei Regiments gatheied giound, 
and in the absence of all letters, official or pm ate fiom Meeiut, appeal to 
line been pictty geneially believed. 
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On the evening of the 12th Mr Berfoid leceived information, which he 
considered accurate, that the convicts m the .Tail would use that night, and 
the Town be plundeied Everything was, howevei, at the time peifectly quiet. 
He lepaned to the bungalow of Mi T Dalby, head Clerk, and fioin theie 
went out m the jungle towards the village of Suiwut, wkeie he lemamed till 
morning. Nothing occuned that night 

On the 13th Mr Giant, Joint Magistrate and Deputy Collectoi, who Lad 
been m Camp at Shamlee, ainved, having been called in by Mi Beifoid. 

In the course of the day, Mr Grant mfoims me, Seigeants 0 Fan ell and 
Tayloi were sent for, and plans for the future discussed, the result of rvlncli 
was that the whole paity, accompanied by Mis O’Fanell and her sister Mrs. 
Hussey, and the Oince Cleiks and then families, went to the Tehseel Tins 
movement was humedly earned out, in consequence of the gentlemen hearing 
from Mr Buttei field. Jail Daiogali, that the Jail guaul weie m collusion with 
the pusoneis, and both intended to attack the bungalow. Tins tuined out to 
be utterly without foundation. 

The lemoval into the Tehseel, Mr Grant now sees, u as unnecessary, and 
only gave confidence to the evil-disposed 

That night. Mi Grant’s and Sergeant Stewart’s bungalows weie bum t by 
the villageis, and Mi Berford’s attacked, but the assailants weie easily kept 
off by the Magistiate’s guaid. 

Mr Giant is of opinion, that the impoverished Syud Zennndais of Mo- 
zuffernuggui instigated the villageis to commit these excesses 

Fiopeity to a trifling amount was plundered in the City during the night. 
There was also a slight distuibance m the Jail among the pusoneis, but suc- 
cessfully repiessed by the guild Mi Beifoid, for their conduct that night, 
gave the Jail guard a piesent of a month’s pay The paity next morning 
leturned to Mi Berfoid’s bungalow. 

The Teliseeldai asserts, that the disturbances m the City might have been 
prevented, but that he and all the lest of the Government seivants weie 
stuctly piolubited by Mi. Berfoid from leaving the Tehseel. 

Between 10 and 11 a. ai the paity, I know not foi whatieason, agam left 
the bungalow and letuined to the Tehseel 

The Teliseeldai, Imdad Ilossein, also states, that Ins intention was, if pos- 
sible, to get the treasuie into the Tehseel, and that both Mi Beifoid and lie 
spoke to the Havildai of the guaid on the subject, who agieed to its being 
taken at 2 p m that day, (May 14th). Tins, when the time cime, the sepoys 
lefused to do, bioke into the Treasuie chests, and extracted as much as they 
could remove, having at fiist placed sentries all round the piennses to pi event 
any peison ainving and mteifenng with them when thus employed. The 
Soobedni, who commanded the party, which was composed of 35 sepoys of the 
20th Native Infantry, sent an abusive message to the Teliseeldai, saying that 
he had believed him to be a Mahomedan, but that he had piovcd himself a 
kaffii, had eaten pig, &c , and that lie and bis men intended paying lum a 
visit and squaung accounts with him. 

The plunder' of the Tieasuiy and the report sedulously spiead that a 
Luge paity of the 20th fiom Meerut had joined then comrades, and that a 
body of dacoits was lapidly advancing on the Town, caused considerable con- 
sternation to those collected in the Tehseel, and to the Government officials 
gcneially They ueie pcisuaded that the Tehseel was no longei safe, and Mi. 
Beifoid and Mi Giant pioposed pioceedmg to Jowl le, the residence of theTeli- 
^eeld.u s cousin, CasimAlee, and Mr and Mrs O’Fanell u ere on the point 
of staitmg foi Rooikee, but abandoned their intention on healing that the 
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road was closed about ChuppTi. Mi - Grant had actually started for Jowlie, 
accompanied by the Tehseeldai , but Mi. Beifoid not joining them, they 
returned and found that Officer had left the Tehseel by a back entianee, and 
gone to the residence of some Syuds m Aboopooiah, a subuib of the City, 
where Mi. Giant states they weie treated respectfully and well They slept 
theie that night, guarded by half the Jail sepoys, 30 ru number, and returned 
to the Tehseel next morning, (the 15tli). 

The amount of money plundered fiom the Treasuiv was S5,000 Rupees. 
The Treasury guard amounted to only 35 men It is cleai that they, wholly 
unprovided with carnage, and encumbeied with their aims and ammunition, 
could not have lemoved mucli more than one-thud of the whole, as not a 
single sepoy of their Regiment had airived, nor wei e there any villageis pre- 
sent to assist them They took away as much as they could carry, and the 
lemamdei was plundered by the town’s people and Mi. Bei fold’s pnvate ser- 
vants The lattei lived in the adjoining out-houses, saw what was going on, 
and immediately on the depaituie of the sepoys commenced on then own 
account The sepoys left quietly and unmolested I am of opinion that they 
might have been successfully attacked, when straggling m small paities .dong 
the load, encumbeied with then plunder, and it is lepoifced that Daood Khan, 
Duffadai of sowais, volunteeied to chaige them with Ins men, but was pie- 
vented by his supenoi Officei, the Jemadai 

The remamdei of the Government money was just as quietly plundeied 
The people weie allowed to poui into the Tieasiuy and help themselves No- 
body uised a fingei to pieveut them, eveiybody seems to have been para- 
lysed. This mdiscnmmate plundcnng might, I think, undoubtedly have been 
pievented. Had the Kotwalee buikundazes, Tehseel chupussees, oi the 35 
District sowais been taken or sent to the Tieasuiy, they would have pioved 
ample foi its protection, or the safe removal of the money, stamps, &c. 

It is very generally lepoited that the native officials received their sliaie 
of the spoil, and benehtted hugely by the lobbeiy ot the Tieasuiy Theiruttei 
supmeness and non-intei feience gives colour to the stoiy, but I have been 
able to prove it against only three individuals, a sepoy of the Jail guaid, 
the compounds of the Jail, and a Tehseel chuprassee. 

Towards evening on the 14th, Mi Berfoid, consideiing that lus fo ice, 
which, was solely composed of Ins own and the Joint Magisti ale’s guard, 
numbenng twelve men, aimed with muskets and bayonets, and the Thanali 
and Tehseel buikundazes, amounting to about 70 men, was insufficient, detei- 
mmed on drawing off the Jail guaid, and letting the pusoneis loose Bagho- 
natii Singh, Jemadai of the Tehseel, was sent to the Jail with oideis to the 
native Officei Commanding the guaid, to at once lelease the pusoneis, bung 
awav all the sepoys foi the protection of Mi Beifoid and the other Euro- 
peans * this was at once done, and the men maiched to the Tehseel, wheie 
33 weie letained, and 30 sent to Abuopooiali to Mi Beiford. The villagers 
subsequently came m and destioyed the Jail banacks, caiymg off the doois, 
shutteis, and non lads 

This measuie. Mi Giant at the time eonsideied a grave mistake, though 
•he says he may not have sufficiently opposed it It anything had been 
wanting to convince the people that the Government rule at Mozuffeinuggui 
had ceased to exist, this lelease of the convicts supplied it The inhabitants 
saw that they could ruth impunity commit any excesses, that nobody inter- 
fered oi meddled with them, and that even the few individuals w ho had been 
captuied by the sowais in the City on the night of the 13tli, had been sent 
fiee with the otheis 

* 

The Civil, Cnnunal, and Collectoiate Dufturs v r eie burnt by the people 
that night, (May 14th,) and Mi Giant is decidedly of opinion that the des- 
truction of the lecoids was hi ought about by the S’* uds, and that these indi- 
viduals had spread the false tales of approaching mutineers and dacoils, and 
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liad induced them fo take shell or m Aboopooiah, with the sole object of get- 
tm£v them out of (be way, and limning f Ik Office papeia in then absence. Ml 
Ui.mt also suspects the Tehsoddar, lmdad Ilossem, himself a >Sj ltd, and Ach- 
inud Ilossem, Kolw.il, of conniving at Mich dost) net ion 

The S> ud J5eimnd.ii s aie almost inuvei-nllv aecusf d of having piocmcd 
the de&tiuchon, by the \illagcis of flic Government Offices and Bungalows 
they aie si ill undei tnalontlKse ohaigos bofoie Mi Giant I cannot houevei 
agtet in the idea th.it the Syuds’ object in inducing the Magistrate and Toint 
Magi&ti.ite to lake sheltei m then houses, was with the sole view of getting 
them out of the way, and burning the leeoids in then* absence. Such object 
would lane been fni more ‘-imply attained bj these gentlemen oai tying out 
then intention of leaving the station, which tho\ weic. on the point of doing, 
wdien the Syuds oITeied to shcltei them Moitovei the\ could have burnt the 
Government Olhees equally well, with the Authmitie-i in the Tehseel as at 
Ahoopooiah, the Tchbcel being a eoiiMdciublc, distance {urn the Cute hemes 

The limning of the Ciitcheines at Mo/ufToi nuggui is not a solitaiy 
instance On the (ontiai v, we see that tlnoughout the ichelhon the that 
thing the budmashes have done on getting a footing in a station lias been 
to bum the Government Cilices. 

On the lath 01 following daj , infoimation was locoivcd that the people 
of the neighhoming villages weic colli ctmg m gic.il numhei*s iound the City, 
and proposed attacking and plundering it. On this, the Kotwal, the Duffadai 
of sow a is, whose conduct tlnoughout these disiui buncos shows in a votv favoia- 
hle light, went with a paitv of J)i->ti ict sowais, attacked and completeh dis- 
pel sed the dacoits, bunging in some 13 m 20 pusoneia, seveial of whom wcie 
w ounded 

In the absence of a .Tail, these dacoits weic ordeied to he Hogged and 
released, but as fai as I can learn even tins \eiy lenient- sentem c was not cni- 
ued out in tins instance, I am unable to peicenc the necessity for ujuil The 
pusoneia weic caught with aims in then hands, in open lesistnnce to Government 
authoiitj, and should one and all liave been hung on the spot W hen we -ee 
how r elfectuallya lew Distiiet sow.us without the piescnceol a single Euiope.m 
diovc hack and t hoi ought \ dispci bed this huge bodv of dacoits, one cannot 
help legvetting that the plundei of the mam poiiion of the Government trea- 
sure bv the towns people, lai fewei m numbei, and at the time unuimed, was 
not attempted to be pi evented. 

Fiomtlns time to the mutiny of the 4th Iiiegulais on the 21st Tune, no 
attack oi daeoxtv was committed oi attempted on the Town, though lepoits of 
intended attack wcie ficqucnl 

About this penod lettcis containing instructions wcie leccived fiom the 
Comnnssionei, which appeal fo have been wholly earned out bv Mi Giant, 
indeed all the uuungements foi the Pisiuct seem to have been made by that 
Officer These auangements wcie the establishment of Chovvkees on the mam 
lines of commumealto l, the emohnent oi sow.us and biukundaves, and the 
despatch ofletteis of encoui a gunent to the extensive landholdeis and native 
gentlemen tlnoughout the Zilluh These me.iMues, which wcie well and caie- 
lullv earned out bv the Tomt Magistrate, would have piovedfui moie success- 
lul than they did, had it not been foi the uttei supineness of the Police, who 
tlnoughout did htei ally nothing They appeal to have come to an undei- 
fctanding with the people that neither should mtci fere with the othei. That 
if the villa gcis peinntled the Police to remain quietly at then stations and 
dieu then pay, the vdlageis might commit what ciimes they pleased without 
any attempt at prevention on then pait The natuial lesult was, that violent 
ciimes of all kinds wcie daily, almost homly committed tlnoughout the Dis- 
tiicl, not secretl} oi by night, but openly and at noon dav- 
it is needless naming the chief ciimes , it is sufficient to lemaik that here, 
as in othei paits of the coimtiy, the Bunyahs and Mahajuns weic, m the 
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majonty of cases, the victims, and feaiTully have many of them heen made 
to suffer for then pievious lapacity and avauce 

On the ISth oi 19th, a paity of the 3rd Eight Cavalry under a native 
Ofhcei aimed from Meerut, and at first caused no slight consternation, as it 
was not known whethei they weie fnends oi enemies " On the day of their 
ariival one of the tioopeis shota IBunyah of the town, with whom lie had a 
quairel. Mi. Beifoid seems to have been satisfied with the troopei’s explana- 
tion, and no investigation to have been made 

Nothing paiticulai seems to have taken place for several days, but 
towards the end of the month it was deemed advisable to send Mis O’Par- 
lell and hei sistei Mis Hussey into Meemt Arrangements were made for 
their departuie, and Mi Beiloul determined to -accompany them, which he 
did, taking the whole of the Cavahy with him, and leaving Mi Giant who 
refused to quit the District with Mi Dalbv, head Cleik, his family, and that 
of Mi Butteifield, Jail Daiogah Mr Beifoid aftei proceeding 'some miles 
returned to the station, and the Cavahy weie the next day 1 unforced by a 
party of the same Regiment under Lieutenant Cl, uke Anangements were 
now made for patrolling the roads, and some of the most lefiuctoiy villages 
were visited and punished 

On the 29th Lieutenant Smith arrived with 80 troopeis of the 4th Ine- 
gular Cavahy, and relieved Lieutenant Claike 

Mr Giant received oiders fiom the Commissionei to proceed to,Shamlee, 
and make anangements foi keeping open the dole communication between 
Meeiut and Kuinaul. In accordance with these msti notions, Mr Grant aftei 
the lapse of a few days went to Shamlee, and having effected the object of his 
journey returned two days after to the station, having written a full account 
to the Commissioner of the arrangements made by lnm, and the state of the 
countiy about Shamlee. 

Mi Giant received m reply a communication from the late Commis- 
sioner, Mi. Gieathed, tiansfernng him to Boolundshuhvii, because he had in 
the first instance delayed to cany out the instiuctions, and secondly, because 
he had left, Shamlee without his, the Commissioners oiders I have not seen 
Mi Gieathed’s letter, which has been lost, hut such, Mi Giant mfoims me, 
was its purpoit Though there ceitainly appeals to have heen unnecessaiy 
delay in pioceedmg to Shamlee, neithei Mi Berfoid oi Mi Giant seem to 
have undeistood the Commissionei to intend the lattei fonemam after the 
dale arrangements had been completed Had be done so his hie would assur- 
edly have been saenficed. 

Mi Giant lepoits that he found the state of affairs at Shamlee most 
satisfactory, owing to the exeitions of Ibiaheem Khan, Telneeldai, since mui- 
dered by the msui gents of Thanah Bliowun undei Enayut Alee Khan. 

Shoitly after the Joint Magistrates return fiom Shamlee, the villages 
of Puiaee and Bijopooiali weie visited and punished Mattel s were lmpiov- 
mg, and a little levenue was being collected m the ITiuoor and Khatowlee 
Tehseels, when outlie 21st June the tioopeis of the 4th Iuegulai Cavahy 
mutinied, and muideied then Ofiicei, Lieutenant Smith 


Seveial days pievious to the mutiny of the 4th Iuegnlar Cavalry, I had 
been infoimed at Sahaiunpoor, of which place I was the loint Magistrate, by 
Doolycliund, an extensive landholder ,m tint and the Mozufieinuggui dis- 
trict, that the Iuegulais weie ma disaffected state, and not to he d< pended on 
I wrote to Air. Grant, mfoimmg him of what 1 had heard who lephed, that 
similar uimouis had leached him, but that Lieutenant Smith to whom he had 
communicated them was satisfied of the staunchness of lus men The e\ent 
proved the lumouis only too well founded 
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The tioopeis were billeltcd m the Magistrate's Oulcheny, only part of 
which had been destroyed, their houses wcio pieketted on either side the load, 
leading m a dneot line fiom ihe Cutehcii) to ]\li Bufoid’s bungalow. The 
space between is, I should say, i.ithci less than 100 vaids 

The accounts of the mutiny, as given by dilfeient individuals who wit- 
nessed it, vary eonsideiubly The following is, as fai as 1 can thseo\ci, a 
pietty collect description of wh.it occmied 

About 3 r m, on the 21st June,' a Shoot m ‘•ovvni anived fiom Sham- 
lee, he did not come m 1 »\ the direct toad, but parsed lound In the public 
Others, and entered the lines of the d tli, and no doubt hi ought ‘mine letter oi 
message to the men fiom then eomiadcs stationed at Shamki He left again 
in a short time, and soon aftu Ins dep.ntme a fioopei wnit into Mi. Berford’s 
bungalow', appaiently to call Lieutenant Smith, that Oflicei accompanied 
1 hmiiiito the lines ‘Mi. Dalbv, bead Clcik, who wa** m a tent outside the 
bungalow', saw llieannal and dqiaiLuic of the Shootnr sowar, the tiooper 
go to the bungalow, and Lieutenant Smith letuin with him, — and at the 
time noticed th.it Lieutenant Smith, who was m the habit of visiting the lines 
c.v ci 3 ' evening, was going to Ins men at an unusually catly hoiu. Shortly 
aftei the lepoif of a niii'&ct was licaid, and ‘-ome natives called out that a 
dog had been shot This was, hovvcvei, almost immediately negatived by one 
of the Magishatc’s (hupiassecs, Bishen Smgh, lushing into the bungalow, 
saving that the Adjutant had been shot by Ins men. The paity then, \u 
Messis Bei find and Giant, Mi Dal by and Mi lluttci field, with then families, 
at once left the bungalow, and went to the out -houses in the icai of the house, 
wlicie the Jail guaid were stationed. TJie Bess.tld.n of the Ithliugulai Ca- 
v.iln came to Mi Giant, told him that he had put the man who wounded the 
Adjutant into confineim ill, and asked that Oflicei to go to the bungalow and 
cee Lieutenant Smith, who had been brought m there In somedoolv burners and 
was being attended In the native doetoi Mi Giant w as accompanying tlieBes- 
caldnr, when Mi lluttci tic Id went toiwaid and prevented his doing so, saving 
the man meant tieachci y The sepoj s of the Jail guard now «aid that the w hole 
paity should at once lcpair to the Tehsecl. which tbej did by a slioit and un- 
frequented load, accompanied by the guard, as the sowais vvcie evidenth pie- 
paung to mount, and vme btginningto sunound the bungalow Mi and Mis 
Bntteifield, when half way, letuined to the bungalow to piocmc some clothes, 
Ac foigoften in the hmiy of depaitme This thev managed to secure, and 
had piocetded vome distance tow aids the Tehsecl, when lie was shot by one of 
the tioopeis, Ins wife begged them to kill bet also, but though they threatened 
her she was left umnjuied Mi Buttci field’s body was slashed with nine cuts, 
and a hand cut oft on account of the ung up in it 

The party i cached the Tehsecl only just in time, as several troopers 
galloped down the main load, with the evident intention of cutting them off, but 
letuined on seeing them entei the gate. 

Lieutenant Smith whCse fiist wound was not moital, was put into a 
doolv, and was being taken to the Tehsecl, when lie was followed by some 
sowais, diagged out and inuuleied The body was much disfiguied by sword 
cuts, and one of the hands cut off foi the sake of the img Lieutenant Smith’s 
and Mi Butteifields bodies weie lemoved that night by Mi Dnlby s } ounger 
biothei, and Mi Kelly, brothel of Mis Butin field, to then bungalow They 
lay llieic unbuiied toi two days and two nights, and were eventually intoned 
by these two men close to the house The bodies have since been romoved 
to coneeciatcd ground 

About S o’clock the same evening, the whole, of the 4tli came to the 
Tehsecl, and asked the sentry what Bogimenl he belonged to, called out to all 
ti ue Mahomed, airs to come over and jom them, and demanded that the Kaffirs 
should be given up 

They at fiist insisted that the Tehscel be opened, m order that they 
might 10 b the Ticasuiy and muidei the Chustians Imdad Hossem,

Tehseeldar, behaved extremely veil, Mr Grant mforfnsme, and distinctly refused 
to listen to the tioopeis, though taunted, tin evened, and abused by them 
Daood Ivban, Duffadar of sowars, went out to the mutineers and asked them 
what they wanted They replied, the lives of the Christians He answered 
that, though the Europeans had certainly come to the Tehseel, they weie no 
longer theie, and if they weie, he would not give them up They then de- 
manded the treasure. He said he had nothing to do with the money and no 
pbwer over it, and le-enteied the Tehseel, when it was settled to give up the 
amount in. the chest, about Rs. 6,000- On receiving it, the tioopers left m a 
body, going round |iy Aboopooiah, with, the' intention apparently of discover- 
ing whether the Euiopeans had again sought refuge theie, and passed on to 
Shamlee, wlieie they veie joined by then comrades iSTobody attempted to 
stop ‘or inter feie with them ’ 

Before then depai ture they burnt Air Berford’s bungalows, and carried 
off Messis Gr mt’s and Beifoid’s hoisss The Staging Bungalow and Mi. 
O’Fan ell’s bungalow were burnt the same night 

I am of opinion, that Lieutenant Smith’s men were disaffected for some 
time previous to the actual mutiny and muider of then Officer, which may 
have been hastened by the intelligence the Shooter sowai bi ought fiom 
Shamlee, 01 by the tailing altercation m the lines of which two distinct 
accounts are given. 

One says that a Puthan, who had been a short time before m the Alozuf- 
fernuggui jail, andathoioughiepiobate, was constantly with the troopers , that 
this man had gone on the pievious night to the giog shop in the town, where 
he made a disturbance and severely beat the Ablcai The man next day com- 
plained to All Berfoi d, who said the offendei should be punished On Lieutenant 
Smith’s going to the lines, as already described, one of the sowais came for- 
ward and said the man was a lelative of Ins and should not be punished, that 
his hoiae had been ill the previous night, and that he had sent him to obtain 
some native spmt to administer as a lemedy, but the Kulal had lefused to 
give him any and abased him, and that the man Avas not to blame On this 
Lieutenant Smith is leported to have said, ‘ if you tiy and shield such a known, 
bad character, and claim him as a relative, it is evident that you aie yourself 
as bad,” oi Avords to that effect, Avhen another tiooper came up behind and shot 
him an the side 

The other account is, that Lieutenant Smith Avas finding fault with 
a “Baigeer” of the troop, foi having appiopnated some Government non, 
•when the man lephed angnly, and theie and then shot him. 

Lieutenant Smith’s life might probably have been saved, had the lest of 
the party known at once that lus fust wound Avas not mortal, as they might 
on that case have taken him along Avifch them to the Tehseel, guarded like 
themselves by the Jail sepoys, aa4io appear to have behaved aa ell throughout, 
Auth the exception of one or tivo blaek sheep Avho assisted in plundering the 
Tieasuiy 

The conduct of the Tehseeldar, Imdad Ilossem, ou the occasion of 
the 4th Iuegulai tioopeis appealing before the Tehseel, seems to have 
been paihculaiLy good, but fully equalled by that of Daood Khan II id 
eithei of these tivo men Avaveied m the slightest, or shown any inclination 
to agiee to the demands of the sowars, nothing could have saved the 
lives of the Euiopeans They AA'ould one and all, to a ceitamtv, have been 
murdeied I have no hesitation’ in saying, that to these tAAO mdmduals and 
to Ghouse Mahomed, Jemadai of the Jail guard, the Euiopeans concealed in 
the Tehseel owe then lives. The Tehsseldai, avIio is an educated and a cle\ r ci 
man, had the sagacity throughout to peiceive that the Bntish Government 
must eventually win the day, and, I am informed all along, told tiie people tint 
Aihatevei the loss inflicted ou the European foices m the country. Luge anl 
luesistible remfoi cements Avould without doubt be, sent from Euiope, but 
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Daood Khan is a wholly uneducated and illiterate man This conduct of 
Daood Khan, I consider, specially worthy of notice lie had himself been a 
trooper m that veiy Begiment. , he not only did not join them when they mu- 
tinied, but used all his influence to get them away fiom the Tehseel, and when 
lie faded declared he would defend his Officei to the last The whole body 
of District sowais lesolutely refused to have any thing to say to the mutineer^, 
though many were old Ii regular Oavaliy men, and from fiist to last m these 
disturbances not one man lias deserted

The Jail guaid weie, it is said, piepared to lesist the mutineers, and Mr. 
Dalby assmes me that not a single man of their numbei in any way respond- 
ed to the call of the tioopeis when summoned in the name of the Prophet 
It is indeed lepoi ted that they offeied to fiie on, the sowais , but they were 
pievented, as the Authorities did not think they could be fully trusted, and as 
it was thought piobable that the town’s people miaht use and side with the 
troopeis, and attack the Tehseel in the leai They howevei lemamed per- 
fectly quiet, and, save tlnee 01 foui known budmashes, none of the city people 
left with the troopeis. '

About 9, ne\t morning, (the 22nd) the villageis collected in very laige 
numbeis round the Town, but weie completely dispeised by a paity of District 
sowars under Daood Khan, and Jail guaid sepoys, sent against them 

On the 26th Lieutenant Clarke ai lived with a party of the 3rd Light 
Cavaliy, after which no event of any impoitance oceuiied at the station, and 
on the morning of the 1st July I maiched m with 130 Gooikhas of the Nus- 
seeiee Battalion under command of Lieutenant Chester Lieutenant Chester 
with 80 of the Goorkhas was next day lecalled by Major Bagot, thus leaving 
me with only 50 men 

My appointment to the Mozuffernuggur distnct occurred thus — 

On the 24th June Mi Spanlae, Magistrate and Collector of Saharunpoor, 
received ordeis fiom Geneial Hewitt, Commanding the Meerut Division, to take 
charge of the Distnct of Mozuffeinuggur in addition to his own, and send a 
party of the Goorkhas there Mi Spankie, on the receipt of further oi ders from 
the late Commissionei, Mi. Gieathed, cm the 2Sth, directed me to proceed to 
Mozuffeinuggur, and take chaige m the event of Mi Beifoid leaving the 
Di^tnot, but should that Officer continue at Ins post to examine into the state 
of affairs and lepoi t thereon, Mi. Beifoid on my arnval determined to bow 
to the orders of the General, and left on the night of the did July I there- 
foie, agieeably to the instructions I had received, assumed chaige of the Dis- 
trict m both Departments 

j 

It will be seen fiom the foiegoing statement, that my predecessor had 
great difficulties to contend with, and no leal foice to aid him m pieseivmg 
the peace of the Station and District The total absence of any authentic 
intelligence from Meerut duimg the first few days of the outbieak caused 
confusion and anxiety, and gave a coloui of truth to the gieatly exaggerated 
accounts cnculated by the natives as to what had taken place in Cantonments. <■ 
It did worse, — it prevented then' being satisfactorily refuted. 

It is a matter of surprise and regret, that no force was sent fiom Meerut to 
assist m the maintenance of oidei Had this been done the gi eat loss to 
Government and to pnvate individuals might have been pievented 

On my arnval I found Messrs Beifoid and Grant located m the Tehseel. 
All the houses, with the exception of the head Cleik’s bungalow, had been 
utteily destroyed, but on examining the Cutcherry, I discoveied that the 
loofsof foui of the rooms, though eonsidei ably chaired, weie still safe I 
theiefoie removed into them, letaimng two, and making ovei two to the Goor- 
khas. Mr Grant joined me on the depaituie of Mi Beifoid 

On my arnval I found the District much disorganized, all w r oik seemed 
to have been long suspended, and even Government sei vants with whom had 


i 
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been found large suras of money plundered fxom the Tieasury, were not only 
unpunished but had been permitted to remain m Government employ. The 
Tehseels were certainly m existence, but not the least attempt was made to 
collect the Government Revenue The Tlianahs were also nominally at woilc, 
but the occupants, as in the Tehseels, did nothing, but clamour for then pay ; 
attd theie was no money wherewith to settle their claims. 

My first effoits were pi mcipally directed * — 1st, to the restoration of confi- 
dence m the town of Mozuffeinuggur , 2nd, the re-establishment of the jail ;> 
•3rd, keeping open the communication along the several lines of road, and 
insisting on the police posted at the several chowkees, regulaily patrolling 
along then seveial beats, 4th, the seemity of the Government and District 
daks m their piogiess thiougli the Distnct; and 5th, the realization of the 
pubhc instalments Of these the latter was, as might be supposed; by far the 
most difficult. 1 insisted on the collections being at once lenewed, and on the 
Tebseeklais and Peishkais ceasing to shut themselves up on their Tehseels, but 
pioceeding to the villages, and in peison collecting the levenue, providing at 
the same time foi the prompt punishment of those who daied to show lesis- 
tance or contumacy 

Knowing that the people generally regarded the payment of the Govern- 
ment demand as a decided pioof of allegiance, I fosteied the idea and woiked 
upon it They were unable, I was well aware, to boirow in this as m former 
yeais fiom the maha]uns, but had to make then own anangementsfoi settlin'* 
the claims against them. Though the money was not so rapidly paid, yet I ( 
felt that the seemity for good conduct subsequent to payment 'would be 
greatly enhanced, and the lesult showed that I was not mistaken. 

It was necessary to watch closely and constantly the woik of the' revenue 
officials, to make them icport daily, the villages visited, and the auangements 
made m each, and to pass immediate oideis theieon, stnngent wheie there 
weie but vague ptotm-scs of payment at some futuie day, encouraging where 
the village u Baach" was stalled, and the people showed themselves walling to 
meet their engagements. Payments commenced.it once rathe MozulFci nug- 
-gpn, Khatowne and Thanah Bhowun* Tehseels, and after a few davs in Puar ?i 
iiut not a pice was collected in Shamlee, till a considerably later date 

The city of Mozuffernuggui was when I aimed in a gieatly pertuibed 
state, — the shops w r eie all closed, the town’s people weie accustomed to fly on 
hearing rapoits of an intended attack by dacoits These repoits, as Well as 
their stating that oui forces at Delih had been dnven from then position, 
that the ships conveying Euiopean troops from England had been wracked, 
and otheis of a sinnlai nature weic so iiequent, and so evidently spiead with 
the view of doing mischief, and unsettling men’s minds, that deeming it neces- 
sary to put a stop to them at once, I piocl.umed thiough the city by beat of 
dram, my intention of hanging there and then the fiist peison c night propa- 
gating such falsehoods This had the desned effect, and I found that by visiting 
the town myself, a few times by night as well as by day, that the piti oiling 
which I had skirted immediately on ray arrival was w r ell earned out, and con- 
fidence restored among the people. 

The Distnct appealed to me to be m a sad state, and European snpervir 
sion very lax This struck me most forcibly coming as I did direct fiom 
Sahai unpooi, so well* and eneigetically kept in hand by Mi. Spankie All 
officials and people w r ere watching the progress of events befoie Dehli, and 
1 found it most difficult at fiist to make all employe’s understand' that I would 
have my oi da s implicitly and unhesitatingly obeyed 

The Tehseeldais declared that it w 7 as useless attempting to collect tl e 
revenue until the fate of Dehli w’as decided I was detei mined to get it n 
at once, and seeing that they mustexeit themselves or make way foi otheis, 
they set to w r oik, and the result was, that after paying all distnct expenses, as 
well as seveial thousand rupees boirowed for pay of establishment by my 
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predecessor, I was enabled to send a laige lemittance of tiensuie to Meerut, 
on the 2nd of August, and another of 96,000 towaids the close of the same 
month 

It was a very difficult matter starting the office afiesh with eiery offi- 
cial, a total strangei, and eveiy thing m such a disoigamzed state, not a paper 
or recoid left to show how matteis stood when the outbieak took place or 
subsequent to its occunence, — veibal in foimation was alone available, it was 
most contt adictory, and it was impossible to know whom to tiust. 

Mi Geoige Palmer aimed on the 19th of July as an E\tia Joint Magis- 
trate, and Mi. Grant, who had been tiansfened to Boolundshuhur, was at my 
request peimitted to icmain, as his knowledge of the Distuct, in the absence, 
of all recoids, was likely to be veiy valuable. 

On the 14th of July, I sent Mi Grant, Joint Magistrate to Shamlee, with 
the detachment of the 3id Light Cavahy, undei Lieutenant Claike My ob- 
ject was to get in the levcnue of that pait of the Distuct, and to lepress any 
small emeutes, as the Tehseeldar repot ted the people to be m a i estless unsatis- 
factory state of mind, and ready to bieak out into distiubance on slight pre- 
tence The piesence of a regulai foice was thucfoie likely to piove of use. 
After the lapse of a foitmght, Mcssis Giant and Claike leturned, having accom- 
plished satisfactory the object desned, and bunging in Its 1,400 of Revenue. 

Mr Palmer shortly after moved down into the Peicu'nahs hoi deung on . 
the Ganges, being accompanied by 25 Tioopeis out of 50 of the 1st Punjaub 
Cavalry sent as a leinfoi cement from Sahaiunpooi ITis object w.is more 
closely connected with Bijnoui than with this Distuct, but he exerted himself 
successfully m the collection of the levenue, and his piesence was of great 
and permanent advantage The depiedations and excesses of the Goojurs, 
were checked, and life and propeity lendeied moie secuie. 

T1 mgs went on veiy quietly for some time. I had to visit a few recusant 
villages in peison with a few Goorkhas, but only m one instance met with any 
thing like opposition By the end of August, I had aftei paying all Distuct 
expenses amounting to about Its 25,000 per mensem, remitted Rs 2,70,535 to 
Meerut, the -whole of which was collected without the sacnfice of a single life," 
without malti eating m any way a single soul, and consequently without incit- 
ing the feelings of the people against the Government. 

On the 27tll of August I was remfoiced by the aruval of 50 Goorkhas 
of the Nusseeiec Battalion, undei Lieutenants Cayler and Hoisfoid, and on 
the morning of that day I sent Mi Grant again to Shamlee, with the detach- 
ment of the 3id Light Cavalry, undei Captain Galloway, who had succeeded - 
Lieutenant Claike. ' ' 

This visit of the troops to Shamlee was called foi by the Tebseeldai and’ 
the chief Zemindar of that place having quanelled The foimei accused 
the latter of being at lieait a lebel, and pieventing the people paying then 
revenue, he had depuved lnm and ins people of then aims, and Mohui Smgh 
was said to be bent on ie\enge, and to be exciting the people to revolt. , 

Mohui Smgh, who was a man of gieat influence, had undoubtedly done 
good seivice m keeping oidei in the town of Shamlee, but the Tehseeldar de- 
clared his firm belief that he was disaffected and doing mischief Mi. Giant 
^ was to enqune into, and, if possible, settle the matter or lepoit to me 

> The result of the investigation was at the time inconclusive , hut’ f he end 
i Droved that the Tehseeldar w r as light, and that Mohui Smgh was at ‘the time 
A coirespondence with Dehli, and using his utmost to get some of the Royal 
til oops sent to Shamlee, Ins petitions to that effect to the King weie found 
m i £he palace on oui taking the place 

\ -About this time distuibances recommenced. I received information to the* 
ciiectV that the people had, at the instigation of the King’s emissanes, agreed to 
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Traive puvate and family feuds, and no longer prey upon one anothei, but tbafc 
all tlieir energies should be levelled against the Government, m the persons of 
its servants. The Revenue collections, which had > been progiessmg very 
favoiably, were suddenly checked hy the people ejecting from their villages 
the men sent to collect, depnvmg them of then horses, weapons, &c., and, m 
some instances, seveiely wounding them. The scenes of these outiages weie 
too distant fiom the station to admit of my at once 'visiting the places and 
punishing the people, as half my Gooikhas had been sent into Meerut with 
treasure. 

On the 2nd September, Mr Grant, Joint Magistrate, with a paity of the 
3id Cavalry, undei. Captain Galloway, pioceeded fiom Shamlee to the village 
of Puiasowlee, in the Kandhlali Peigunah, with the object of apprehending 
Khyratee Khan, Pmdaiee, a sliaieholder m the village and a man of consider- 
able influence. '' 

Khjratee Khan was reported to have gone to Dehh to obtain aid m 
troops from the Kingkind to have returned, having failed m his object 

This information was, however, conveyed by Khyratee Khan’s avowed 
enemy, and was not to be certainly, relied on. > He had it, should also be men- 
tioned, sent on the pievious day to. the Tehseeldar saying that his revenue 
was ready and would be paid to any person the Teliseeldai should send. The 
tiuth of such intention to pay was disci edited, and the party already men- 
tioned, accompanied by the Tehseeldar and a posse of Tehseel and Thanah 
people, avent to the village They met with resistance. The Cavahy were of 
coutse useless against walls, and the party letued on Shamlee, having altogether 
failed^ in their object. 

The movement on Purnsowlee was an unfortunate one It was hurriedly 
detei mined on, and was earned out without my sanction or knowledge, was 
indeed m opposition to my previous instructions not to engage m any lash 
attack on villages with 'Cavalry alone, where if the least resistance is offered 
the force is perfectly helpless and must letue 

' * 

The consequence of this successful opposition to Government ti oops was, 
as might have been expected, general disturbance, tin ough that and the neigh- 
bouring Peigunah Puiasowlee made common cause with Jowlab, a loyal village 
adjoining. The ! forces of Khyratee Khan berng rapidly joined by the disaffect- 
ed not only of this District, but from Bmout, and Bijroul in that of Meerut, 
proceeded to Boorhanah, wheie they ousted the Government Pohce and took 
possession of>lhe Foit. • 

I was par ticulary 'anxious to move out against these insurgents at once, as 
each days delay seived but to strengthen then hands and lender them 
bolder, but I was unable to do so, as moie than half the Gooikhas (the only 
Infantry I had) weie on then way to Meeiut with ’treasure. Pievious to then 
return, ill. Grant’s representations were so stiong, as to the almost certainty of 
an immediate attack on Shamlee, that I detached to that place eveiy man of the 
Pdhjaub Cavahy then in Mozuffeinuggei, recalled Mi Palmei and the 25 
troopers with him from Meeranpoor, and 15 whom I had placed with the Teh- 
seeldar of Puai , and as Mr. Giant’s request for leinioi cements became each 
time more uigent; I on the arrival of the paity fiom Meeiut with two moun- 
tain train guns moved out direct to Shamlee. 

My wish was to have gone lound hy Booihanah, taken possession of the 
Fort, and replaced the Government Pohce, to have then punished Jowlah and 
Purasowlee, (these villages being on the road,) le-opeued the dak ioute between 
Meerut and Kuinaul' which these disturbances had again closed, and proceeded 
to Shamlee, but my original purpose was necessarily abandoned on the receipt 
of Mr. Grant’s letters, and as I daied not usk the loss ol Shamlee, I w r as obliged 
to repair there without an horn’s delay. 
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On nrnvim'iii Sliamlce ihcicportof thc.TAts’ gatherings v crc constant, and 
there is no doubt that Khyratee Khan with Sujjali and Bukinh, son and nephew 
of the famous Salt Mull of Bipoul, pm posed attacking in force the party there. 
They met, houevei, with an unexpected difficulty in the Goojurs, who assembled 
to oppose then passage through their villages 

Tins and the fact of then diseovcnng that the foice at Shamlee had hcen 
strengthened, made them rclnc on Jowlah 

I experienced great difficulty in proemmg any thing like certain infor- 
mation legal ding the movements and intentions of tiie insurgents. The state- 
ments of the men employed by myselfand the Tehsecldars oi Thanahs Bhowun 
and Shamlee weie contiadictoiy 

I had no soonci learnt of a party of the lebcls being collected in a vil- 
lage and had ananged to go and dispense them, than other intelligence was 
brought that theie was a still huger gatheilng m anothei direction. 

The tiutli I believe to liavc been that Iheie were considciahle bodies of 
men collected m scvcial Milages, whose intention was to concent i ite their force 
at a stated time at one common icnde/vous, and fiom theie uMirne the offen- 
si\o Then designs weie how ever temporally abandoned by the retnement 
of Khyiatee Khan, and Ins allies as already mentioned 

Taking advantage of my position at Shamlee, I dobu mined to punish the 
TLangiuh Milage of FTjihui, lying directly 01 the loul between that place 
and Thanali Bhowun. 

The people of this village had since the commencement of the disturban- 
ces waged wni against all corneis, and Piom lobbing and mmdeungexery tra- 
vellei that passed along had succeeded n completely closing the load 

We met w ith no opposition though such was probably at Firrt intended, 
as w r e found loaded matchlocks with the matches lighted 

All aims found m the village were secured and the cattle dnven away. 

I was anxious to secure the pcison of Gyndah, Lumbeidar, the instigator 
and leader m most of the ci lines committed by the inhabitants, but failed in, 
doing so. 

Laige quantities of plundeicd pioperty, consisting of Sugar, G-um, Dyes, 
Bucli, Baik, &c, amounting to about 10 cart loads, weie found. These had 
foimed consignments fiom films m Bewunny, in the Rohtuck district, to mer- 
cantile houses in Shamlee, <md had been robbed when passing the village. As 
much of tins property us could be lemoved w is taken to Shamlee, and one of 
the captured Zemindars leleased on secuuty foi the puipose of bringing on 
the remainder, which, w ant of carnage, obliged us to leave behind. The village 
was not burnt " ° 


When the foice was about to letuin, a man arrived from TIianaL Bhowun, 

S and reported a Mahomed.ui using m that Town, headed by r Enayut Alee, nephew 
Cazee Myhhoob Alee Khan, and biothei of liehmun Alee Khan, who had 
;n shortly hefoie executed at Sahaiunpooi by Mi. Spankie. ( 

As the men had then been out twelve hours aud lequiied lest and food, it 
was deemed advisable to letum to Shamlee instead of proceeding at once to 
Thanali Bhowun as lecommended by the Tehseeldai It was fortunate we 
did so, foi with oru small and fatigued force w r e should certainly have failed 
in getting into the Town, and the inevitable result would have been the loss of 
ui Camp at Shamlee, winch had been left with a veiy small and, in my 
union, wholly inadequate guard. 
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As usings v r eieiepoited all lound ns, and matters were getting hourly moie 
serious, I addresse 1 a letter to Lieutenant Colonel D lives, whose troop of Iloise 
Artillery was then passing through the Distnct, and requested that 0 dicer to 
detach two of his guns and a small paity fiom Mozulfer nugguv to Boorlia- 
nah, duve Khyiatee Khan’s men out of the Fort, and thus enable my Police 
to take repossession, then destioy the adjoining village of Jowlah winch had 
joined Khyiatee Khan, and crossing ovei the Nugivah Ghat, the detachment 
would arrive in Meerut only one day aftci the troop 

Colonel Dawes’ instructions to proceed without delay to Meeiut pre- 
cluded Inin fiom complying with my request 

Had it been granted I intended to have remained at Shamlee, watched 
the Thanah Bhowun people and eneounteied them had they left their walls, 
have prevented as far as possible any spreading of d'saffection through the 
Ranghui villages, and by my presence have secured from all risk the Town and 
Tehseel of Shamlee 

From information received during the 12th, I learnt that my soivars, 
chupiassees &c, collecting the revenue mPeigunah .Tbinjanah, had been expel- 
led from the villages, wdnle some of those employed on a like duty m Pergunah 
Kandhlah had been lobbed of every thing they possessed, and baiely escaped 
with then lives. 

Disaffection generally prevailed from the line of the Ilindun going west- 
ward, including poitions of the Peignnahs of Boorhanah, Shikarpooi, Bughrat, 
and Churthaw ut, with the entire Pergunah of Thanah Bhowun and the Jat vil- 
lages of Shamlee, wdnle the Kandhlah Peigunah, as far as the Jumna Canal, and 
part of Jhinjanah w r as also disturbed. Bodies ot insurgents w 7 ere collected at 
certain places throughout all these Pergunahs. 

i 

The Tehseeldars of Thanah Bhowun and Shamlee weic decidely of 
opinion that the mam danger to be apprehended was fiom tins combination of 
the Jats Both were satisfied that, for 4 or 5 days at least, the Cazee and his 
people would not move out of their town, but confine themselves to levying 
men and making preparations As their knowledge of the people, and the 
state of this pait of the country, was far greater than mine, it being the first 
time I ha l visited it, and their means of information also better, I went a good 
deal bv wliat they advanced, -and as the Jats were on all sides regarded as the 
mam difficulty, and as their main body was undoubtedly at Jowlah, and Pura- 
sowlee it seemed advisable to strike a blow there, and return to Shamlee. That 
blow, it successful, would in all probability be the means of breaking up the 
combination, and removing our chief difficulty, would enable us to replace the 
Government Police m Boorhanah, and return to Shamlee, to keep in check the 
Thanah Bhowun msm gents. By tins means also I should be enabled to reopen 
the duect communication between Kurnaul and Meerut, one of the mam 
objects for which I had been directed to proceed to Shamlee This movement 
was dctci mined on ; we w T eie to be back at Shamlee, the second day. 

The severe illness of Lieutenant Gay lei, Commanding the detachment, 
pievented our marching on the 13th, as I proposed, and we started at 2 a . m. 
pn the 14th. 

Our intention was to proceed direct to Boorhanah, and having taken 
possession of the Fort, said to be garrisoned by about 150 men, leave oui bag- 
gage theie, — and aftei the men had taken then food proceed against Jowlah and 
Purrasowlee. Our original plan was, howevei, prevented by oui being attacked 
on the fine of march by the men assembed at the foimer place. 

They weie atonceduven back, with gieat loss, and the village entered at 
the point of the bayonet. The main body escaped among the high khets, but 
the number of dead outside, and in the village, were estimated at 200. 

This little affair took so much time that we determined to go on at once 
to Booihanah, as we might there meet with serious resistance fiom the men m 
theFoit 
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Tlie Foil, which is of considerable size, ami shenglh, was evacuated on our 
appioach Some time c lapsed liefoic \vt go t in-ide f as the crate s wei e < lo^ed, 
and had to be blown in, which was ollVcted by Mr. Palma, with the Mountain 
Turn Guns. 

We did not 1 each om Camp till 5 3 _ v. w , the whole pirtv being thoioughly 
exhausted from fatigue and evposmc to the sun. 

In the com so of the night, T iceoived an nr/te fiom Mohui Singh, Zermn- 
dai ofSlnmlec, ahead) alliuhd to, telling me tint the Tele-ei 1 was attacked. 
This ai/ee was, I have icnson to believe, written some timr after the magneto 
had taken place No icp >t t, was loeeived fiom nnvof the Tlnnah, or 'ft hsecl 
people On the moimngof the 15th, I received a note from Jamb mint 
Fiasci, lepoitmg lmaitival at Mukii.thon the llindun, with 2 Jloi-c Aitilh i) 
Guns and 100 Sikhs. 

This was the fust intimation I leceived of an> r( iiifoieerm nts being <^nt 

Tacutenant Finder aimed with las dctaehmuit at 7 v. w , and wc marched 
back to Shamlcc that night. 

Not until om arnval time did I learn the full extent of the nn^nne 
even those who h id craped had beta rendered so helph v, fiom fear, that tliev 
had not even sent me notice of the onti.ige which had bun committed 

The Tehseel was a plve of consideiabh* sfrt mrth, and previous to an* 
(lepnrtuie, both TiliMicldnrs d< dared then conviction that it could held 
against all eoineis, tint tlieic was not the len^t dinger to h( apprehnulerl, and 
that the gauison left m it was vu liable to ic,-ist suceessfulh nnv attack. 

The gmrison consisted of the following, — ton Punjnub Cavalry armed with 
Cm bines, nine tioopeis,and a dtiflad ir, twenty-eight Jail Guard sepov* armed 
with muskets and Imonets, upwards ot fifty Kampyn men entertained by 
the Tehseeldai, and all well armed 

The whole of the Telisul and Thanah establishment. Sowars, and new 
levies upwmdsof fifty men. 

Almost every man had flrc-aims, and jmt before leaving, I made over 500 
lounds of bpnir bull cattndgi - Hid the ammunition been properly used, it 
would have piovcd inoie than suflieu at 

Ibralicem Khan, Tchscehhr, fought so gallantly in defence of his i barge, 
that I should regiet siymg an> thing which could duttnet fiom the ciedit he 
undoubtedly dcscives hut I only echo the general opinion m saving that, had 
he, msteid of cooping up every one in the Tehseel, acted on the advice 
lepcatedly brndeicd by the hoopers of the Punjaub Cavalry, the result would 
have been veiy difleient. 

I proposed immediately aftci the above tragedy, that the estates of the 
Ca/ec of Thanah llhow un should be presented to Ibiaheem Khans son The 
levvaid would at the tunc have had the veiy best effect, and would have proved 
to the people that the Government could and would levvaid those who served 
it faithfully. The Tehseeldai ’s family however begged that lands in Kohil- 
kund might be bestowed instead, and that Piovmce was then m the hands 
of the lebels 

Bukhtawur Smgh, Tclisecldnr of Thanah Bhowun, who had requested per- 
mission to remain at Shamlee, his Tehseel having been taken possession of by 
Enayut Alee Khan, w’as also killed lie has left no family, and his widow died 
shoitly aftei , I therefoie have proposed that his aged paients should be 
pensioued handsomely. 

Bhowany Suhai, Thanahdar of Shamlee, was also lulled. IIis son has been 
icwarded by the giant of a village, near las home, in the Meerut distuct- 
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The hens of those killed on lower grades, and those wounded at Shamlee, 
have been lecommended foi pension. 

One hundred and thu teen men were lulled at Shamlee when defending 
the Tehseel and Tha rah The feioeity of the Mahomedms especially against 
Government servants was shown by their slaughtering all who, on the place 
being taken by assault, fled for lefuge into the Musjid and Shewallah, which 
have always Intherto been legaided as sanctuaries. They were there to a man 
cut to pieces, even little children slaughtered 

The inner walls of both Musjid and Shewallah, which are within the 
Tehseel compound, were crimsoned with blood 

X would prominently notice the conduct of Sundul Khan, Sais, and 
nine troopeis of the IstPunjaub Cavalry, who had been left as an additional guaid 
at the Tehseel These men, one and all, did their duty nobly, and m doing so 
submitted to every species of insult fiom those of their own faith among the 
assailants The Mahomedan flag was waved before them, and when 
others deseited and found safety underneath its folds, they shot the standaid 
bearer dead 

Of the ten men of the 1st Punjaub Cavalry left at Shamlee, nine were 
lulled, and one is missing 

X intended proceeding at once to Thanah Bhowun and attacking the in- 
surgents m their stionghold, but receiving repeated letters fiom Mi Giant, 
who had returned to the Station on my going to Shamlee, that Mozuffemuggui 
was threatened, and hearing also that vast crowds of Mahomedans had joined 
the Cazee’s party, I deemed it advisable, after consulting with Captain Smith, 
who now commanded the detachments, to fall back on Mozuffernuggur, as in 
the event of oui receiving any check at Thanah Bhowun, the almost certain 
lesult would have been an attack by the rebels on the Sudder Station, where 
as if we advanced on Thanah Bhowun from Mozuffernuggur, the Station 
would be secure from any such danger. 

After receiving the reinforcements from Meerut and Saharunpoor, we 
maiclied against the rebel Town I laid the best information I could procure 
before the Military Officers, and left it with them to decide whethei we had a 
sufficient foice to attack the place, declaring at the same time my own belief 
that it would be keenly defended. 

Captain Smith determined to attack it , we did so, and failed to do more 
than get a veiy small way into the Town 

On our approaching the place, large bodies of men were seen drawn out 
m the Baghs, and behind the high standing khets , the Artillery opened fire and 
speedily dispersed them The guns howevei could not do much, owing to the 
view being obstructed by the gardens and trees up to the very walls 

Some Goorkhas and Sikhs weie next sent out as skirmishers to clear the 
cultivation, which they effected It was at this period that Lieutenant John- 
stone, Commanding the Sikhs, was wounded by a musket ball in the aim, and 
obliged to go to the leai. 

After a time, finding that the sknmishers were unable to keep down the 
/ire of the Town, the rebels firing fiom behind walls, the skirmisheis were di- 
rected to be withdrawn, the force then moved more to the left where the 
ground was clearer, and the Boise Artillery again opened fire, but finding after 
a few rounds that little or no effect was pioduced, the rebels keeping under 
cover, the guns were withdrawn 

A storming party of the Sikhs and Goorkhas, the former under Captain 
Smith the latter under Lieutenant Cuylei, were directed to advance and storm 
the Town The party did as dnected under a smart fire of musketry, and 
aftei clearing and taking possession of several detached buildings winch were 
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keenly contested, e’nigel ovei tlie wall into the Town, and got possession of 
two "tins, wliioh they held foi some time, but losing a numbci of men, and the 
suppoits failing to corns to then aid, they weie at length obliged to retue, 
leavin'* the captured guns behind as there wcia no means of removing them 
The Ax tills t y fired a few shots into the Town which were not replied to, and 
we then letned 

As the conduct of the Infantry in this affair has been already reported 
to the Milihiy Authorities, it will Ire unnecessmy for me to say moie than 
that they failed to display that gallantly and daring, foi which the names of 
Gooikha and Sikh have lately been so justly famous The Officeis did all that 
men could do, but they were not supported by the majonty of their men; it 
may however be remarked that tire greater poition of both the detachments 
were composed of young and untried soldieis who have nevei before been 
undei fire. 

The musketry file from the walls of the Town and loop-holed houses was 
very heavy, and our men dropping all mound, shot by enemies whom they 
could not even see, became dispirted, we were engaged foi neatly seven hours 
and the men thoioughly exhausted The Town which was sunoundtd by a 
wall and ditch and has eight gates, is naturally a stiong one, and the gieat 
numbei of its defenders elated with their late success at Shamlce, tendered all 
our efforts vain 

Our loss was heavy — 17 killed and 25 wounded, including Captain Smith 
and Lieutenant Johnstone 

An act of gallantry on the part of Lieutenant Cuylei, Commanding the 
detachment of the Nusseciee Gooikhas deseivcs prominent notice. One of 
Ins men when crossing an open space was knocked ovei, and so badly wounded, 
that he could not rise ; Lieutenant Cnyler called on Ins men to go and 
bung him olf, but as the enemy opened an excessively heavy musketiy fire on 
the spot, all declined. He tfien said he would go himself if they would follow 
him, a few did so, including an old Sikh Jemadar with Captain Smith’s detach- 
ment. 

When they came to the open space which was completely commanded by 
the firefiom the Town, all deserted him, save the old Sikh, and they two alone 
and unassisted, succeeded m bringing off the wounded Gooikha. 

The Sikh was shot dead shortly alterwaids Lieutenant Cuyler was un- 
wounded, though moie than one bullet passed through his coat. 

The line of baggage when we weie letmng was attacked by a large paity 
of horse and footneai tire village of Kheoree, they were at once charged in gal- 
lant style by two detachments of the 1st Punjab Cavalry, one led on by S« S. 
Melville Esquire, and the othei by M Low Esquue, who was seveiely wound- 
ed, receiving tlnee sword cuts, while his horse was also much cut The msni- 
gents fled m utter disoider and weie cut up by the Cavaliy to the numbei of 
about 100, the lest escaped through the high klicts 

We met with no further opposition on the load 

A lettei fiomthe Commissioner telling me on no account to attack Tlianah 
Bhowun. as it was far too strong foi oui small foi ce, reached me just as we le- 
tned Had it aimed eailiei in the day, as it ceitamly should have done, the 
oi dei s would have been acted up to, but my previous instruction had dnccted 
me to proceed at once and crush the rebels, if aftei the ai rival of reinfoi ce- 
ments we considered ourselves stiong enough 

O O 

The question of sufficient strength was one foi the military to determine, 
it was settled in the affirmative, and we did om best, but failed. 

Fiom what I have seen since of the strength of the place and the means 
of defence, I cannot but consider that our being driven out of the Town at first 
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and before getting entangled mtlie nan ow sheets was a foi tunate tiling Had 
it been othei wise and we had got well into the City, the numbeis of the defen- 
dcis weie so great, and the place so extensive* and so well piepaied by bam- 
cades, Ac , foi defence, that I venly believe oui small foice would have been 
annihilated. 

On the anival of the Column fiom Meerut undei Majoi Sawyei, we mar- 
ched at once against Thanah Bhow nn, and found it evacuated by the msui gents. 

I was anxious to deshoy the place, hut this could not be done, owing to its 
gieat extent, and the aitilleiy being unable to spare any gunpowder. 

The force after a halt of one day which was employed m taking giairi 
out of the City, moved on to Shamlee, and destroyed on the load the villages 
of Huihui, Heiudh and Sildcah, which had been the leaders m the attack on the 
Shamlee Tehseel. 

At the lequest of Major Sawyer, who fiom mfoimation received, consider- 
ed it probable that we might meet with opposition at Bi|ioul, and was conse- 
quently indisposed to divide the foice, we accompanied that Officer to that vil- 
lage and Buiouth and fiom there xeturned to Kandhlah, wheie we halted for 
tlnee days, and succeeded in collecting a large amount of Revenue. 

On the 3id and 4th October the camp remained at Kjianah wheie more 
revenue was obtained, and on the 5th maiched to Jhmfanah wheie the foice 
halted during the 6th, and on the 7th moved again to Thanah Bhowun. The 
City v T as deserted by every Mahomedan and so gieat was the feai with vdncli 
the Sheikhzadabs’ aie regarded, and so geneial the M.ihomedan disaffection, ' 
that nobody would come fonvaid' to give evidence I got howevei ample 
pi oofs against the bead" of the rebellion The Avail of the Town and the eight ' 
gates have been destioyed, a voile of gieat time and laboiu. 

To prevent the Sheiklizadahs returning to the City and revenging them- 
selves on the Government seivants; and as it was necessaiy to at once le-estab- 
lish Tehseel and Thanah — I appointed Mahomed Alee Khan, son of Munsoor 
Alee Khan, the chief Races of Jellalabad, Tehseeldar. His family s power arid 
influence m that pait of the Distuct is gieat, and thioughout tlieiebellion they 
maintained them good name, and’ieniained faithful to the British Government. 

Mahomed Alee Khan having been before m the (Government employ in the 
Revenue Department, was by knowledge and experience fitted for the position. 

Having fitted up the vacancy at Shamlee by the appointment of Mahomed 
Wuzeei Khan as Tehseeldai,' who for distinguished ability andlbyalty, had' just 
been appointed Cotwal of Dclih, by Colonel' Bum, the* Mihtaiy Governor, 
and having made all necessaiy airangemfenfs foi the peace and' order of the 
w estern Pergunahs I turned my attention eastwaids, and moved out with all 
the available foice towaids the Ganges, the left bank ol which was held by 
the rebel' troops of the Nawduli of Nujeelialiad 

Lieutenant Eiasei’s 'two LloiSe Artillfeiy Guns (Euiopenn) had been! ie-‘ 
called to Meerut and'liad been. succeeded by two Hoise Artilleiy (Native) under'- 
command of Lieutenant Evans 

Although disaffection' bad j I am well awaie,' for months existed at Thanah 
Bhowun, jet there is no doubt that 1 the' immediate cause of its hi caking 5 out/' 
into open lebellion was the execution of the Cazee’s nephew at Saharunpooi - 
Had it. not been foi that, I am decidedly of opinion that no lecouise to aims 
w ould have been made, especially as a few day after, tbe news of tbe fall of 
Dehli and' the uttei discomfiture of the mutineei army of the King would have 
reached' Thanah Bhowun. 

It would render this statement fai too lengthy and tedious w'eie I to 
detail. our. daily movements, dui mg the months of Noverabei and December 
1S57, and January,' Pebiuaiy and- 1 March 185S. - 
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It will be sufficient to say that weweie continually kept on tbe move, 
xnaicbmg and countei mai clung up and down the liver, by the rapid movements 
of the masses of lebels on the opposite bank Then numbers weie so 
greatly supenoi to oui’s that we weie obliged to be constantly on the watch, 
as the Ganges had become so low that folds were vet y numerous, and the 
uvei line was so extensive that oui foiees had to be divided into very small 
de tachments 

Our chovkies and outlying posts weie several times attacked and 
destioyed, but the lebels so lapidly leciossed the uvei that we never could 
catch them, though eveiy eveition was made to do so These attacks be- 
came so fiequent, that I lemoved all the Police posts out of the Kadir, 
withdi awing them to the high land The jungle m the Kadn was burnt 
by oidei of Colonel Bund, who had been appointed to command m the 
Distnct This deprived the enemy of the powei, of approaching oui posts in 
any numbeis without being peiceived 

Not a week passed that I did not obtain intelligence of the intention, 
of the enemy to ci oss and make a night attack, and laige numbers of, them 
Avould frequently assemble on the liver bank, but eithei their courage failed 
them 01 these veie rneie dcnionstiations got up with the view of haiassing 
and annoying us. 

On the night of the 4tli February they crossed in force with guns, and, 
before daylight appealed at the town of Meeianpoor, attacked and burnt 
the thanah, murdelcd an Affghan tiooper and lulled two men, supposing 
them to be biukundauzes Oui Camp was then at Jowlee, 12 miles north 
of Meeianpoor, while Colonel Bnnd with the Iloise Aitileiy guns and 1st 
Punjaub Cavaliy weie at Toghulpoor, 16 miles fuither up the Ganges canal. 

The town of Meeianpooi had been, m my opinion, all along the place 
which the lebels in the event of then ciossing would attack, but contraiy 
to my lepeated objections the place was left Avitli only 10 Affghans under 
a Duffiidar I hastened down from Jowlee with Captain Sage’s detachment, 
but the lebels, though greatly outnumbering us, fled m the greatest haste 
on oui appioach, their letreat being coveied by 250 Cavalry mutineers, 
as one could see by their steel scabbards and saddles A little sknmislnng 
took place, but with only one man wounded on oui side, and tluee of the 
lebels lulled and two taken pnsoneis We nevei got near their Infantry. They 
never again mossed m any foice, though several night raids were made by 
them, Avi th moie or less success against our outlying posts 

They expected the Syud Zemeendars tojom them but not a man of any 
importance did so The conduct of the Syud Raees was all along most 
creditable They Avould have nothing to say to the lebels and ivere ready to 
oppose them m arms 

During these five months the troops weie so constantly changed, that it 
would only cause confusion Aveie I to detail tliem. From the Officers one and 
all I evei leceived coidial assistance, and though the duties iveie harassing 
and movements necessanly sudden and fiequent, I nevei heard a muimur 
from the men 

In Mai ch I disarmed the Distnct, and m the middle of the following 
month, the Meeranpooi detachment mossed into Rolnlkund, and from that 
time all hasiemamed in profound peace 

The Civil Officers attached to the District weie Messrs. C Grant and 
\ J* Palmer The formei had chaige of the Suddei Station, ivhere a Civil 
Officei was necessary, and Mr. Palmei’s services weieiequired m the District, 
' he had charge of the two Mountain Tram Guns, also Koui Doorga Pei shad, 
jty Collector and Deputy Magistrate Mi. Giant relieved me of by far the 
dclencP 0r ^ 10n ^ ie cumina l woik, which became veiy heavy as oidei was 
and which I could not have possibly got thiough, moving about as 
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I was obliged to do with the troops The amount of District work performed 
by that Officei is highly ci editable to him. He was here from the first break- 
ing out of distui bailees, and refused to leave his post when Mr Beiford started 
for Meet nt Mi Giant’s mfoimation regal ding the District and people was very 
valuable and of gieat assistance to me, and it was always most cordially afforded. 

Mi. Palmei as aheady mentioned did good service in the eastern Pergu- 
nahs m August, mtlie collection of the Revenue and m the repression of crime. 
Ills presence at and in the neighbourhood of Meeianpoor proved of great 
benefit, it encomaged the good and lestiaraed the bad. Fiom the time of his 
letuin fiom there until Ins departure to Ins old Distuct of Bynour, he was so 
taken up with the Mountain Tram Guns and their arrangements, drilling Goor- 
klias and Sikhs as artilleiymen, &c , &c , that Ins time thus occupied, prevented 
Ins getting through much woilc m Ins Civil capacity. My wishes weie always 
cordially responded to by Mr. Palmei, who invariably earned them out ably 
and well Nothing could exceed the interest he took m the Mountain Tram 
Guns, winch on then ai rival fiom Meeiut I made over to him, he being the 
only individual who understood anything about Aitilleiy practice. He in- 
structed a paity of Gooikhas 111 gun dull, and was indefatigable m rendering 
them efficient Having seived in the Artilleiy Division of the West Essex 
Yeomamy and studied gunnery, he thoroughly undei stood the woikand was 
able to instruct others. His Guns weie at Tlianak Bkowun and made some 
capital practice. 

Kour Doorga Pershad is an old and faithful Government servant thoroughly 
acquainted with the District, and very hardworking During the disturbances 
lie was always anxious to do Ins utmost, and exerted himself in procuring in- 
formation After order was restored he set to woik with Ins usual zeal and 
energy, and I have to acknowledge valuable assistance received from him, 
chiefly in Revenue w ork. 

Snadoollah Khan of Saliareo, Syud Goolam Hossem of Jowlee, Talib Alee 
of Sumbulherab, Khooishyd Alee of Jansuth, Ummur Singh of Boorlianab, 
S} ud Tofuzool Hossem of Meeranpoor, Munsoor Alee Khan of Jellalabad, all 
extensive Landholders, and Chundah Chowhan (shikaree) were m their several 
degrees veiy useful, — the Raees ui keeping ordei and showung an example of 
loyalty to their people, in assisting m the collection of the Revenue and in 
supplying mfoimation Chundali, though a pooi shikaree, was from fiisttolast 
indefatigable m watching the Ghats, and in bringing intelligence of the enemy’s 
movements 


He had a chain of Chowlian’s at certain points along the rivei bank, who 
night and day watched the rebels. 

A large sum was set on his head, and seveial attempts made to seize him, 
but lie and Ins men were so funnier with the jungle, that they invariably es- 
caped. All the above have been already reported for loyalty, and recommend- 
ed for reward.

The state of feeling in the Native Army out of which the mutinies grew wasg 
first biouglit directly under ihy personal notice at the instance of certain enterprising 
merchants of Meerut and Delhi who, availing themsehes ol the facilities for transit 
supplied bj the Ganges Canal, had entered into large specul ibons in grain for the 
supply of the Military Ba7 tars at Futtyguih, Cavvnpore, Mjnpooree Ac The- 
giain was ground into flour at the Canal nulls and transposed m boats to the points 
ncai est to the stations mentioned Under date the 2‘lth April 1857, the Native Agent 
ot the Navigation Department at Cawnpore forwarded to Mr James Finn, the Super- 
intendent t report stating that 'provision had been nude for the trai sjoit of ] 000 
maunds of flour to Cawnpoie, ot which 200 maunds had arrived and been ofieied foi 
sale, th it evil disposed people h id however spi end a leport among the sepoys that nr 
grinding the giain at the Canal mills the bone dtist of cows and swine had been mixed 
with the flour bj order of Government, and With the ob)Cct of defiling Hindoo and 
'• 1 1 - 1 ' -> *' at much excitement had been cicated and none of the flour sold, he 

instructions how he was to act He was informed in reply, that 
the Canal Oliicersliad no concern either with the mills or the grain giound m them, that 
tin v were entirely m the hands of Native cortiactois with whom the proprietors 
ot the giain made their own airangements, and that the leport of any mteifeience of 
Govcinn ent with the puntv of the flour was fal«c, th it he might 'give this assurance* 
to all i cquung into n. alien, but no farther steps need be taken in the mattei 

On the same date th 't the above circumstances weie repoited to me, I sent details 
ot them tothelateMr Colvin, who concuried with me in thml mg that any further 
.oilictal interierence would not he expedient I ceitainly did not attach much signifi- 
cance to the oi ci r)i i ee .it the n ome nt, and as it was hi own to me that the merchants 
had themselves superintended the gnnding of the coin, J considered them to be the* 
best agents to ti list so /or, the removal of the prejudice against it It was all disposed 
of ultimately, but not to the sepoys

As the met chants engaged in these transactions had meant to carry gram to all 
the impoitant Cantonment? m the Doo.ib, and had actually made considerable pur- 
chases for the pui pose, I think it ,is n fair mfeience that they weie entirely ignoiant of 
any oi gam zed oi extensive conspiracy against the Gov einmcnt Considering the 
(ndinaiy caut'on of Native Tiadcrs, itseems incredible th.it they would have staked eight 
or ten thous..nd Il.tpc._s in speculations of which the fulure w is incTitablem tbe’event 
oi such a cons piracy, Ipe thing out Although therefore these men may have been 
conscious of ilie general fcJmg ‘of distiust and alienation between the Government 
and the European C omniumty on the one hand, and the N t*ive Aimj on tlie other, yet it

possible to cousulei tin successful Mutiny of three Regiments, the march of the muti leers

Miners for Meeiutt 1 


Considering the circumstances above descubed it seemed that the safety of the com- 
munity would be best stcuud by pi in id mg a defensible post sufficiently large to con- 
tain t ic whole, by* aiming and strengthening the same, in such ways as yvere possible , 
>y snpp ving it with piovismns, by oiganmng a good system of intelligence, and 
laving t ie c iffeient loads ot appmichto the st ition watched , and by obtaining a 

icseivo suppy oi aims and ajnniunition sufficient for tlie whole of the male inhabitants

In the yvorkshops at Roorkee we possessed a place with considerable capability for 
defence against Infantiy, m against any Coup dc Main They weie quite un- 
ena c a 0 ains i l lery, as the enclosing walls yvere too weak and thin to stand the 
, llc °. e ' en ' e F'eld Guns, but it was hoped that Aitillery would not be 

hi ought against them, and on the whole they foimed a far bettei post than any other

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1 lie annexed diagiam will show the general plan and arungements of the si ops and

From a desne to avoid any unnecessary or picmature alarm, I gaie ray instructions

It Ind now become necessary' to obtain, by seme means ot other, Aims and Am- 
munition foi the mam body of the Community who were found to be almost entiiely 
destitute of them If our Guns weie to be of .any use to us, powder for them, ot 
which we had not a gram, must also be obtained In the Magazine of the. Sappers 
about 200 Stand of spaic arms, considerable quantities of spate Musket Ammuni- 
tion, and about 211 Barrels of Ordnance Powdei used for mining pirctice were 
stoied and of these 1 dcteimmed to take possession But bcfoie doing so, and 
with lefercnce to the conviction which the leednt case of arson had created regaid- 
ing the state of feeling among the men, it seemed to me expedient fiist to attach some 
Officers to the detachments, on whose fineness, discretion, ai.el pemonal influence I could 
Ulv With this new I appointed Captain Diuromond, Supeimtciulcnt Noithem 
Division Ganges Canal, who foimeily hadchnigcof one of the Companies and knew

In considering the dot ills of this move it was suggested to me by Captain Maclagan 
that it would be a good pi m to pi icc the whole of th * College Buildings under charge 
ot the sepoys on the withdi.u-al of the Europeans from them, nnd ns this seemed to me 
an excellent ide t, oulcis weic it once issued lor giung cflect to it The sepovs were 
informed that it had now become nccessan to .mange for th- defence of the stition. 
and tint iclying on then conduct and loy ilty I placed the cantonments and college 
under then charge and du ected them to pi olect the same fiom all injure Circul m 
instructions were it the same turn sent to nil th inhibit mts ot the stition dneeti ig 
them to move into the Workshops in the eoiii'C of the d t\ taking with th-in such 
articles only .as weic indispensably necessiry for t! cm and then lumlics 

Much exc foment and nlwm inturilh ptet mlcd but the mmement into the shops 
was effected with wonderfully little co ifiuion and by about 8 i w the whole Eiuopean 
Community, with the exception of the Officers attached to the Sappeis who lemained 
with then men, h id been c illected within t’ e ilia, md qu uteis moderately eo nto t ible 
and perfectly safe weic occupied by the wonie l and clnldien 

A strong sepoy guild under Lvutenmt Tulfo-d of Engineer' occupied the Hill 
of the Thomason College The men wu< obedient hut their cxcitabhty w is shown on 
th° first lounds of theEuiopeii niglit Pit>o! on healing w licit ajipio idling they sud- 
ele lly flew to thou aims begin loading an 1 seemel tot ink they w‘cie ihout to be 
attacked Finding ho.reier that the P itiol w ia lnemily the excitement soon subsided 
and was not again show i 

I he collection of stoics to accompany the Detachme it u ider outers to join the 
Commnndei-in-Chief s camp lining been completed the Comp my marched oh the 
marling of the 1 G th to Sscundeipore it being mten lei th it it should piocecd ym 
S in irunpa e and J uggadne Tlicie w'ere no difficulties made by the men about 
matching a id they seemed all quite content to proceed to Delhi The diy passed 
quic vly oiei, and^thc garuson ot the workshop, was oigamsed and distnhuted at ita 
cl in -lent post. Entrenchment, in fsont of the Gate-way weie completed md a gun 
wts mounted on the ioof ot the sheds ne.u the gate, wlicieby the main street of the 
h>atne town of R loikee was completely commanded and could if necessaiy be swept 
with grape The Bridge, also was secuied by the samemeans The carnages, lot 
io wo otliei guns w’cie completed so that by' the ISth om foi ce consisted of about 90 
ui opeans aimed with Caibines, and 3 Guns The men wele of couise yvholly un- 
c isdplined but they were all in excellent heait and quite prepaied, if need were, to 
. c eieml themsehes and their families as rigorously as Englishmen usually do 

The 18th was a day of intense anxiety and great usk About noon a messenger 
aimed fiom Meeiut m the Lines, and lus armal was followed by' an outbmst of 
weeping and 1 waiing among the yyomen of the Begiment, and of excitement and agita- 
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tion among' the men, the dffects of which were £oon perceived by the European 
Officers About3r m Captain Drummond'rr 1 T *- - 1 P reported to me 

that a rumour was chrrent 1 m the lines' of - ■ 4 1 * been 

destroyed by giape, and that 'so great 'was the excitement' m A ■ they 

concerned an outbreak possible at’ any moment I stated that mmours of this hind 
were among the most, likely means 'of agitation to be ‘used by ill disposed men among 
them, that I had myself a letter of theTGth'from the A r d)utant’ m which no allusion 
whatever was made to any catastrophe on that date, the letter was git en to Captain 
Drummond and he carried It' to the lines with lum and explained its contents to the 
men Hi p< .* < i ilirduiKi and that of Lieutenant Bingham were sufficient to pre- 
tent any (■ > turb. in i i ti w moment but Uiatters tt ere so ’evidently near a crisis that I 
quietly tvarned tjie officeis of the Gani5on,‘imd had all needful ai rangements made to 
meet any sudden attack. 

All was still howevei't'dl about 10 p m." when a sowar ariived from Secunderpore, 
and lepoited to'iuetliat f’ 1 * 11 tt 'ism 'open mutiny, had insisted on return- 
ing to Roorhee to leioin, The^ were now about four or five miles dis- 

tant. With this Detachment theic \\eic two officers, Lieutenants Pemberton and Jeffieys 
of F 1 "kinant Officer and two Eiiiopean Eon-Commissioned Officers 

*1 he > me that he had seen the whole of the Efiiopeans marching hack 

with the men The Town of llodrkee was gieatly agitated,' maiiy r of the inhabitants 
were flying, and general 'alaim 'pi evaded among the natives I immediately sent men 
out on the road by which' the detachment w'as approaching to watch its m'ovements 
About half a milefiom Rooikee a feule road diverges fiom the mam hue and, leading 
to the Guneshpore Bridge acioss the Ganges Canal, gives a direct communication with 
the Cantonment without passing through the Town of Rookee That the Mutinous 
Detachment should lmc left all its European Officers unharmed and’ should be return- 
lngwith them and the whole' of the Pitbhe Stoics under then chaige seemed to indicate 
buthttle vnulencc ofppmtand 1 concluded that probably no attempt would be m ide that 
night, at any rate, to disturb the peace of the place. It seeme'd further probable that if 
the men were thus disposed they would avoid the workshops and take the direct road to 
their line- The videttes scut out to watch the Detachment wcre instructcd to forward 
instant intelligence ot the Idle the Company should take, and meanwhile 1 the garrison was 
held in readiness for sen’ite aCcOi ding to circumstances 

About midnight information was brought to me 'from the advanced posts that 
the Detachment had turned ofTfiom* thorium road 'and' was marching direct to canton- 
ments so that all immediate risk 'of a collision was postponed 

On this I returned from the gate guard to the Esplanade of the woikshops, and 
found there Captain Drummond, Lieutenant' Bingham, and all the- 'Europeans from Can- 
tonments Shortly aftcwaids Lieutenant Pemhuton with 5 Ins 'party reported them- 
selves to me, and somewhat later Lieutenant Jeffery's aimed'm garnson -From these 
gentlemen 1 received statements of the pi ogress of events outside the garrison during 
the night of the 18th 

Captain Dtummond and Licutenait Bmgham slept m the quarter guard Before 
midnight they' were visited by the native bfficers and a'paity of tbeonen who told them 
, that they were certain ot the dcstiuction of the corps at Meciutt, and that they were 
determined generally no longer t6 sci've Government, but that many among them, and 
,the paity then piesent in paiticulir, were anxious to save'the European officers fiom 
harm, and had come to entreat them to leave the lines at once, that all remonstrance was 
a waste of time and added gicatly to the risks of mishap, as there were had men among 
them who weie then doing alt m their power to pi ovoke a collision in which the Euro- 
peans might he destioyed, but that they were prepaied to conduct them m safety to the 
, Worksnops After some conversation it became 'quite evident to Captain Drummond and 
Lieutenant Bmgham tint tlidu longer presence wasmeiely pioVocative of evil, and they 
accordingly stated then.ieadmess to icave Collecting from the Banacks all the Europeans 
there, the small paity, consisting ot 10 ot 12 mall, was escoited by the Native Officers 
and men, who weie observed to form a complete cncle'iound them, beyond tlie college 
grounds and there they separated, the sepoys returning to their lines Throughout, the 
beanng of the men was described ( t£ rnojc than respectful, and no doubt was entertained 
by the oihceisthatif they 1 had been attacked the "men 'With them ■ would' ’have protected 
tliem at the risk of then ovvrtlnes The' party of Euiopeans as abeidy mentioned 
reached the ‘Wpiksh’ops m safety about midnight. >, 

’Fiom Lieutenant Pemberton I'leained the course of events with the Detachment 
that had ^marched' back from SeCuPderpbie The 'same messenger that had brought 
tidings of the 'collision at Meeritt fo R 1 ‘‘ ’ his progress to Secunderpoie 

and communicated the intelligence rJ~ -- mt there 'On receiving it the 

pa en seem' to liaje taken then decision at once to letuin to Roorkce, having piobably 
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l)ecn lenuested to do so by then comrades (litre The Native Officers communicated 
this decision to Lieutenant Pembci ton, nnil, m icplj to his lcnionstinnccs, ont> said 
tint the Detachment Imd diteimitieil to ictum nod would obey no orders to the 
centime The men immediately commented to gel the stor- calfs Vcidy for the 
march They maintained a peifectly inoffuiMVe mmnei towards the Europeans and 
between (> and 7 i> m commenced their it tio^ndc inaicli On leaching the hues 
ihont midnight the native oillctts requested Lieutenant Pcmhtrton and the other 
Europeans to leave at once, which thc\ lccoidingiy did and joined us m the woik- 
shops, hew ond the wall > ot which no Eniopeaii now remained. 

I had n watch hept on the movements of the men m the lines throughout the 
night, and just befoio day break one of the ‘•touts hi ought me intelligence that a good 
deal of filing had been hcaid, tint lie thought some disturbance had broken out 
among the men themselves and that some were running twny I at once took incisures 
loi organising as strong a parti as could safely he spiled from the Garmon, about 
dO men, md attaching one gun to it, plated it under command ofCnptun Mnclagan 
and sent it at day light to clear the lines and Arm out my men who might he found 
thcic On reaching the lines Captain hlnclagnii found tint the m bn body of the 
mutniceis had fled before day light toward the Ganges, that about 50, including 
sevcial native oflicti'-, had remained m the lines, and itvvnsthen deternun ition torcmini, 
and the collision tins gut rise to, that had caused the confusion reported to me hv tin 
•cout The mutmceis lnd *Tiiou*-Iy maltuated them, It’d fired into them, slightly 
wounded the old Suhadar v hose piopetv to the value of Its 2000 they had plundered, 
tcning Ins gold necklace from linnccl and ins nitny inedils from Ins breast The 
other officers had been only lca> hnrsh’y used, tin Mnga/mc had he cn broken open, 
some camp equipage elcstoryul, hut the Birr.itls wire untouched Strange to say 
the scntiy at the quaitci gu nd maintained 1ns po-t tlnoughout the* collision and was 
found upon it when the Garrison Detachment oecutmd the lines 'J he m,i y as 
promoted to the rink ot Ilayildeu by the oieki of the Comm indcr-m-Cimf on the 
niattci being lcpo^ted to him. 

Thus passed yvlnt I haye ever considered rs the real nisis of the mutiny ioi the 
station Three hundred trained soldiers ill e the S ippors might have been ven 
dangeious toes to a bodv of about 20 me n hunpereel hv tin charge of upwards of 
i hundred helpless women and dtildicn Thcv would never have taken llic vorksliops, 

I believe, hut so much cover existed outside the w ills for them th it they would doubt- 
less Invc caused many deplorable cisualties The station of Rooikec with all its 
public and pm ate piopeity outside thcwoikshnp walls was also tempoianly at their 
mcicy Happily however they weic considerably more afraid of us than we of them 

'] he men who were left, mfoimcelme that they fully expected us to attack them 
on the lnoi mng of the 10th and knowing wchad three guns vutli ibundance of 
4 ‘ gi ape,” then Jicnits tailed tlicni mid they fled 

Duung the progicss of of the mutiny I had been in ficqucnt eommui’icatiem 
with the lesidents of Salurunpore who were watching events here with deep md 
natiua! m\iety md y\as glad to he able to send intelligence e'aily on the 10th tint for 
the moment at least our position was perfectly’ secure 

The mutinous sepoy s ln\ mg been trared across the Guigcs and found to bemah- 
mg app irently foi Ouelc, tlieie seemed little piobalnlity of then giving us any fiitliu 
tiouhle, and attention could he given to the. condition of (lie elistiict atomic! us 
which uc had htilici to be a n compelled to neglect Almost sinmlt incously with the 
nun ll lieic o f the news of the mutiny at Meeiutt, tlieie armed lim.oursot nsingsof 
the Goojins and othei maiauding tribes Their old instinctot plunder sprung up 
stiong and active the moment it wsa conceived that ouriepicssiv influence had passed 
awiy, and s?vcrtl mstince^ of petty attacks on Canal posts had been repoi ted On 
t lie 15th an attempt was made to sack thcLiuge lown of Mnngloui, md constant 
lumouts of designs ig unst Itoorkec vvcie brought m The object in ill these attichs 
seemed to he meicly plundci , they vvcie in now iy specially dnected against Emopeans 
oi against the Government hut everv large town having propeity or wealth was 
thieatened It was quite impracticable to tike mV active measuics against the 
nwaudei.s while e»m sni ill force was pu ily'seel by the piesence of the mutinous S ipper 
sepoys So soon 1\ owes ci as they x\eie disposed of, means were at once taken to re- 
establish oidei in the lieighhomhood The plan adopted, and followed throughout 
the pei iod ol the elistui bailees, was immediately to follow up any lumoui ot gatherings 
of maiaudero at paitieulai places by a visit of put of the Garnson to such places 
Collisions weic veiy rue md, the nlunilercis having been made to feel the eflects of 
sucti a, took place as seveiely as possible, it was not long hefoie we cnioyed com- 
paiative immunity from even the lepoits of then lumoicd descents The system

alw ays considered this feat'of Moollah and his part) to have been one of the most, 
valuable th.i* ro"ld have been peiformed, as it obviated the ushof the gravest damage. 
1>< mg doin. to wo 1 s winch had cost Government -a eiy -nearly a mill, on sterling, and 
ot deplorable consequences to life and private, property besides 

* J 

On the 2.3rd, communication was opened with Saharunpore by a party from the 
Garnson riding over to that station Thfe load, usually covered with, travellers of 
diffeient 1 classes, was found utterly desei ted On the, 27tli, a paity of 8 or 10, officers 
and Volunteers, with 1 some armed Canal Beldars and a lew mounted followeis accom- 
pamed We on a patrol to the neighboihood of Hurdwar This was the first vis’it made 
by Europeans to those localities since the outbrak of the mutiny, and tlie reception 
gnen to the party by the inhabitants of Jowallpore^ Ivunkull, and Hurdwar, was to all 
outward appearance enibusiastic, and their professions of loyalty to the Government 
were eafnest'and profile 1 hare never seen .im\ reason since to question their perfect 
sincerity, hnd to the best of my knowledge and belief they have always behaved well. 
Our visit bad an excellent effect m re-assiinng the population, and satisfying them that; 
the m.lcliinei'y of Government was not wholly out of.gear among them 

It being considered very' desirable to visit the southern portion of the district, and 
if possible to cdmmunicate with the isolated station of Moozuflernugger, where it was 
known that twd or three officers were maintaining a most precarious position, a Patrol 
left Roorkee on the 1st June, and proceeded down the Ganges Capal to Jovvlqe about 
30 miles For about 6 miles north of this point the villagers' had been actively 
destructive, and had done considerable injury to the Canal works, chiefly however by 
carrying oif all the iron and wood they could, doubtless as m othei instances to provide 
themselves with weapons 1 Two villages had made themselves conspicuous in this 
plundering, and various aiticles of Government propeity having been found in them 
both we re burned, "The immediate effeetwas to lead to very large quantities ot irori, 
that had been plundeiedby Other villages from a fleet of Canal Boats, being brought back 
secretly during the night and deposited close to the Canal station house The party, 
proceeded from Jowlea to Mozuffemuirger, and returned to Roorkee on the 4th,' having 
made a circuit tbiough the Siharunpore and Mozuffernugger Districts of about 70 
miles without meeting the slightest obstruction, though being forced to observe that in. 
the latter district the people gave them no welcome hut shewed so far as they' dared 
that their feeluigs'were hostile and bad, - , 

Some anxiety was felt during the Eed, which was celebrated at this place on the 
27th of May A foolish oi malignant report had been circulated m the town that 
when the Mahoinedans had all assembled at prayer it was my r intention to open the 
Guns on them and destioy them And a counter leport was current among the Euro- 
pean community that the Mahmedans meant to rise that day The first report I took 
means to have ktlmmanly contradicted and personally assured some of the most in- 
fluential'Mahomedansin "the place that, if they conducted themselves loyally and quietly 
as they had hitheito done, they need have no fear of any had treatment fiom the 
Garnson, while to satisty them that We were able to protect ourselves against any rising, 
advantage was taken of the Queen’s Birthday to shew them the Guns and Garrison m 
action by filing a royal salute and a * feu-dejme The Eed passed over with more than 
usual quietude, 1 1 

On the O’ " T -"’eived here of three Europeans Mr Sub- 

Conductor *» < l’> uce attached to the Forest Department, 

having made their'escape from the PitleeDhoon, and being then in the hands of the 
Nevvab of bhijjubabad who Was represented as treating them with much kindness and 
hospitality 'As Bijnoie was at the time believed to be occupied by the Civil nutho- 
nties no ltnmedate anxiety regarding the safety of the Party was entertained But oil 
the 1 1th, the whole of the* Europeans from Bijnore lmmg arrived in Roorkee. the posi- 
tion ot Mr Stephens and his companions become very isolated and dangerous, and it 
was detei mined to make an effort to relieve them from it This duty was undertaken 
by Cgptam A C 'Robejrtson H M.< 8 h Regiment a d Mr H B Medhcot professor 
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of Geology in the Thomason College The 13th of June was fixed for their departure, 
and thc> w ere to have been escorted ns far ns Hurd war by a party of Rolnlhbuml horse 
about 30 strong which had accompanied Messrs Shakespeare and Palmer C S , from 
Bijnore On the afternoon of 13th, however, Mr, Palmer reported to me that, on warning 
the men for the expedition, the native officer in command informed him that they refused 
to moic without an advance of two month's pay 1 As they had very recently before 
received pay and were only required to proceed to a place a single march off, Mr 
Palmer who intended to nccomi) my them very naturally concluded that an unreason- 
able demand of this kind indicated the prevalent spirit of mutiny among the men and 
sought my instructions A number of ladies occupying my house at the time and the 
party being at dinner, I did not disturb them, but despatched a note to Lieutenant 
Bdillic m command of the Artillery requesting him to get a Gun ready for service, and 
to warn the Garrision day guard with such other Luropeans as might be in the work- 
shops, for duty Allowing sufficient time for preparation, I then joined the Detach- 
ment with Messrs Sh ikesjicare and .P.ilmei, marched into the sowar’s camp disarmed 
them all and made them prisoners No disturb ince was created and the station generally 
was not aw ate of the event till it had passed, so all alarm was avoided The matter 
was subsequently investigated, and some blame was attached by the Court Martial 
to Mr Palmer for prematurely reporting the men in mutiny X thought however 
that Mr Palmer hnd acted very properly and had nuite sufficient grounds for Ins 
belief that the men were just trying how far they could go It was no time to trifle with 
«iny T symptoms of a mutinous spirit and 1 thought it right to order the whole of the 
men out of the station within 21 hours 

' The defection of the expected escort was not allowed however to interfere with 
the expedition of Captain Robertson and Mr Merilicott, who started the same evening 
for IX urdwar provided with letters for Mr Stephens and a verntcular demand from 
myself addressed to the Navvab requiring bun to deliver the Europeans to the officers 
sent to them. , 

The party crossed the Ganges on the afternoon of the lith Some armed Canal 
jBeldars were posted at the Ghat on the left bank of the River, and a stronger body of 
the snne occupied a point in the Forest about 10 or 11 miles m adv mce where a 
Xnv ouic Was established on the night of the 14th till the moon rose Then pushing 
forward With a personal escort hf 12 Canal sowars, Capt mi Robertson and Mr Mcalicott 
reached the vicinity of Najeebabad about 8 A, vt I h ul instructed them to halt about 
it miles from the town and to send forward a couple of sowars with the letters This 
Whey did and the demand was instantly complied with by the Navvab At 2 p M Mr 
Stephens and Ins companions joined Captain Robertso i on an .Elephant provided by 
the Navvab, and the whole p irty retraced their steps towards Roorkee winch they safely 
Reached on the 17th Up to tlie last the Navvab ha' 1 behaved with uniform kindness, 
and on their entire route the party had received all possible help fro n the villagers and 
such native officlals'as they came m contact with. . , i 

Tue whole expedition was adinirahly conducted by Captain Roberts on .and Mr 
Medlicott. Their movements were so ripid that no time.was left to the ill affected 
party anong the Navvab s advisers to rais- any obstacles to the delivery of the prisoner* 
and it was most satisfactory to hive had them rescued in this way 

From very nearly the co nmencement of the disturbances it became necessaiy to 
iely on our own exertions for the collection of money from the district for the sup- 
port of the Garrison and the maintenance of the works I was very anxious that the 
latter should not be wholly stopped as bodies of men would then have been thrown 
loose on the country without any legitimate mean3 of subsistance, and providing them 
-with at least pam il e nploy n-at p r o nised to be the best means of keeping them in 
order aal also of giving to the people generally the unp'essio i th it the machinery of 
Govemine it has still m un r aineJ in nj then This end was attuned in all the public 
establish u’ its at this p’ac*, none *of winch ever wholly suspended work Ciptain 
Miclagin c irriel oa the duties of the College, Captain D ummond those of the Canal, 
tlie workshops under L’eutsrnnnt Btillie and Mr J Watson gave employ men t to 
•considerable nunbers of ra'chauics , and, though in all the amount of work done was 
necessinly contracted.it was still found to be sufficient for the object in view N o

of course no authority for the act of establishing a paper of the kind, and if tlieiewus 
any impropriety in it the responsibility must be exclusively mine 

Between June and October but little occuned to vary tlie oifiinary tenor of 
garrison life On the 22nd June a party of about 200 Goners gatheied at Munglour 
to plunclei that town Captain Robertson H ATs Sth and Lqeutepant Pemberton 
of Engineers weie sent with' a srtiall Detachment of Sappers to dr-pei sc them The 
marauders began to retire the moment tl^ey heaid of the appiogcb of the detachment, 
but Ciptam Robeitson and Lieutenant "Pemberton pushing on with onJj four Canal 
sovvais as escort, dashed in among tfyeni, sle\v thpee, ,and cap.tuied eigh.t Tbe'Goopirs 
were mdely armed with old matchlocks, spears'and tlie bkt, but the whole kod} fled 
m confusion then as they evei did hefpye^ven tjie smallest panics The eight 

pusoners were tried and hanged Oh tlie 26tli I received oideis to pioccedto D r clln, 
ana left on the 27th with a layge copv oy of at or.es for the 'Engineer paik, and 600 
Beldais to scive as Pionceis 'I he command of the Gauisou deovhed on the next 
senior Officer Captain H E Read 50 Native Infantry

No active movements of any; importance were made until the ] 4th July, vyhen 
a party of ^iffycer? and volunteers with t a Detacbnient of bappeis, a Gun, and some 
Sik'H Horse proceeded undet command of Captain Maclagan of Engineers toFutooah, 
a village m an Island Intween the Bangunga and Ganges, vvhcie a large body of 
marauding Binjarris and others had concentiated, and fiom whence they issued to 
plunder the villages of the Ganges, Khadrr carrying oil cattle aud giain, and dining 
the inhabitants -av^ey, from their homes The detachment was entnely successful, 
dispel sed the plunderers recovering large stores of gram, and about 300 head of cattle, 
with a number of prisoners, the ringleaders among whom weie executed 

The party returned on the 18tli, and next day anothei Detachment under Captain 
Read with 2 guns proceeded to the relief of the Town of Deobund, which had been 
kept for some time pievious in a state of siege by hordes of Goojuis and was m great 
danger A Detachment of the Nusseeiee Battalion fiom Saluuunpoie reinforced tlie 
Roorkee party and a combined attack ended m the uttei dispersion of the plundereis 
With this affair teinunated the necessity for active operations on the eastern side of the 
District The country continued perfectly quiet, revenue was paid in freely and, on my 
return to Roorkee on the 29th September, I saw no necessitv for continuing longei the 
rogamsation of the Garnson It was accoidnigly broken up on the 1st Octobei its 
members resumed their ordinary duties and the station was fully re occupied Precau- 
tions however were taken to keep all defensive anangements m efficient ordei in c. sc 
pf farther disturbances The Europeans letamed their aims A moiilis supply of 
provisions was kept within the workshops and the ordnance was carefully kept m 
condition for immediate service It was thus possible at an} moment if need should 
be to resume our defensiv e position 
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The conduct of the whole garri-on was throughout self-ieliant, cool, resolute, and 
most e vein pi arc Officeis and men were alike ever ready foi active work , and, weak 
though their numbeis were, the m untenance of the peace throughout a laige section 
of this district, the salvation of public pioperty consideiably above a Million Sterling 
in value, of private propeity of matenal amount both in the station itself and in the 
Native towns around it, and the support of the authority of the Government, -were 
among the results of their activity courage and devotion

In compliance With the express commands of the Eight Hon’blc 
the Governor Geneial, I beg to submit the following narrative of the events, 
which came under my personal cognizance during the mutiny and rebellion 

2 are aware that dui mg the commencement of the year 1S57, 1 
held the position of Judge and Sessions Judge of Moradabad, and that conse- 
quently I had nothing to do with the executive of either the province 01 the 
district itself But shoitly after the outbreak at Meerut, seeing that a fearful 
mutiny and revolution were imminent, that the Magistrate and Joint Magis- 
trate had only been recently appointed to then respective posts, (Mi C Ik 
Saunders had joined, I think, m February, and Mr J S. Campbell, in Mai ch 
1857,) and feeling that my standing m the service, my long incumbency at 
Moradabad, and the regard which all the really good citizens bore me, might 
benefit the state, and be the means of saving the shedding of Christian blood, 
I apphed to the Officiating Secretary to Government N» \V. Provinces, Agia, 
beggmg, in the event of my services being lequned, for an expiession of impli- 
cit confidence and cat te blanche to do as I liked An answer having been 
received by electric telegiaph m the affirmative, I did my utmost, — with what 
result, will be unfolded m the following pages. 

3 Having premised thus much, I proceed with my narrative Care- 
fully collating oial information with facts as they occurred, I am convinced 
that Sunday, 31st May 1857, was the day fixed foi the mutmy to commence 
throughout the Bengal Army, that there were committees' 3 * 5 '' of about three 

members m each regiment, which conducted the duties, if I may so speak, of

The committee 
conduced the correspondence and arranged the plan of operations, w, that 
on the 31st May, parties should he told^off to murder all huropt an function- 
priC=. most of whom would he engaged at chinch, scire the (rca-uro, which 
would then he augmented by the first instalment of the nibbec hnnest, and 
n lease the prisoners, of which an army ousted in the Xoith \\ estern Provinces, 
slonc, of upwards of twenty-in c thousand men 'I he regiments in Ilohh, 
and its immediate vicimh, wcie instructed to sei/c the magazine and fortih 
cations, hut the massacre being complete and thoroughly earned out, and all 
opposition being thus rendered impossible, it was arranged that all other bri- 
gades and out-posts should remain at their respective stations 

4. From this combined and simultaneous massacre on the 31st May 1S57, 
wc were, humanly speaking, saved by Lieutenant Colonel Sim th, commanding 
(lie did Regiment ot Bengal Light Cav airy , and the fiail ones of the Meeiut 
bazar. Colonel Smylli had been engaged at tlic Hurdwar fair as president of 
a committee for passing remounts into the public semce On his return to 
file hcad-quniteis of Ins regiment, he found that some dissatisiaction had 
been expressed by some of the troopcis as to taking the same pistol caitridges 
which had been c er\cd out to the regiment for the two previous years, 
lie insisted upon their being served out to, and taken by the men. His order 
was obeyed The men refused A court-martial was com cncd. Eighty-five 
men of the 3ul Light Cavalry were sentenced to various terms ot lnipnsonmcnt, 
and, having been put m fetters, weic escorted to the Meeiut jail, which is 
situated on the road to Dchli And now the fiail ones’ taunts wcie lienid frt 
md wide, and the rest of the regiment was assailed with woids like these — 
“Your brethren ha\e been ornamented with these anklets and mcniccrated , 
“and foi what? Because they would not swerve from their creed; and you, 
“ cow nrds as y our arc, sit still indifferent to their fate. If y ou ha\ c an atom of 
“manhood in you, go and release them ’ The mine had been piepnicd and 
the tram had been laid, but it was not intended to light the slow-match foi 
another three weeks. The spark which fell from female lips ignited it, at once 
Meeiut was in a blo/e, and the night of the 10th May 1857 c a\v the com- 
mencement of a t rnged\, nc\er before witnessed since India passed under 
Brifsli sway. 

5 Rumour-, that, not an Englishman was Tcft nine in Meerut, reached 
Moradahad, which is 71 miles west of Meeiut, on the 12th, hut on the morn- 
ing of the 13th, po=itnc and authentic information of the massacre and out- 
break was n reived. That day, with the consent of the officers, latent into the 
line-, and conversed freely with thcnat’ve officers and men of flic 20th Regi- 
ment Native Infantry. They listened attentively, and it was ea-\ to sec llmt 
there was a great majority of the regiment m favor of peace raid order. Notice

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was aswccpcicss, and the Butish Government placed on the gnddee Mo- 
homud Saeed Khan the eldest son of Gholam Mohomud Khan, the mui- 
deier of Ahmud Aloe’s father in 1791. Mohomud Saeed Khan liad been 
educated with Ins hi others at Benaies, under the care of the chict civil 
authorities of the time, and m 1841 he was Deputy Collector of Budaon, a 
district m Rolulkund, boidenng upon Moiadabad lie was a thorough 
well-wisher of the British, and bunging his education and the administrative ex- 
perience acquired m our seivice, to bear upon the jageei, he soon brought it into 
exceedingly good older Mohomud Saeed Khan died in 1855, and he was 
succeeded by Ins eldest son, Yoosuf Alec Khan, the present Nawab. He too 
has a younger brothei, Kazan Alee Khan, and it struck mens being highly pro- 
bable that the scenes of 179-4 might he enacted ovei again. Then tlieie was 
Ahmud Alee’s daughter by the swecpeiess, and her husband, foi Mohomud Saeed 
Khan had caused hex to be mauied to Ins nephew, Mehndec Alee Khan, who is 
consequently fiist cousin to Yoosuf Alee Khan. Tins youth had fiequently 
claimed tliejageerm vntue of his wife being the daughter of Ahmud Alee 
Khan, and he was at the time of the outbreak m London with the paity fiom 
Oudh, having gone to England, ostensibly uith a view to induce the home 
Government to mteifeie in his case Accordingly at 3 o’clock a w of the 14th, 
I rode over to Rampooi, and had sepaiate interviews with the Nawab Yoosuf 
Alee Khan, and las biother Kazan Alee Khan Both appeared loyal and true, 
and, asfai as they were personally concerned, I was undei no appiehension, 
but the well known villainy of the whole Puthan race, as a body, utteily des- 
titute as it is of any religious principle, was a souicc of the gieatest anxiety 
To try and give confidence, on my return from Rampoor I went to Corn l and 
held a sessions trial. 

6 On the 15th, the Meerut dak of the I3th did not ainve, and the 
cause assigned was, that the Goojurs of the Meerut distuct had closed the 
highroad between Meerut and Guihmooktaism. On the same date pressing 
letters were teceived from the Secretary to Government, North Western Pro- 
vinces, Agra, to the effect, that 300 Ii regular Cavaliy kept up by the Rampoor 
Nawab, solely to please the British Government, had been oideied over to 
clear the road between Boolundshuhui and Meerut, and begging that a paity 
should be sent from Moradabad to cleai the load between Guihmooktaisur and 
Meerut 


7. On Saturday, 16th, a letter from Bareilly, addressed by the Commissioner 
of Revenue to the Magistrate, was leeeived, stating that he had ordered the 
Nawab of Rampoor's 300 Iucgulai Cavalry, and also the 66th Gooikhas fiom 
Almorah to Baieilly, and that all the ladies and women at Bareilly had been 
sent off to the sanatorium of Namee Tab We also resolved that a party should 
go and clear the road between Guihmooktaisur .md Meerut, and it was first 
agreed that the Magistrate and myself should lead the party Subsequently 
the Magisti ate represented to me, that he did not like leaving the district under 
the sole caie of the Joint Magistrate, and I consented to icmamin Moiadabad 
Detailed accounts of the Meeiut massacre and intimation of the nmrdei of Mr 
Simon Frasei, and of the appointment of Mi Fleetwood Williams, Judge of 
Meerut, to succeed him, were also recerved 

8. Sunday, the 17th The Meerut mails of the 14th and 15th aruved, 
and intelligence was leeeived tlirough the police that a party of sipahees had 
crossed the Ganges and were marching for Moiadabad 

9 Monday, the 18th The paity for clearing the road between Gmh- 
mooktaisur and Meerut, consisting of Irregular Cavalry leave men, men of 
the Jail guard, and new levies, having been organized, it was resolved that 
the Magistrate and Civil Assistant Suigeon should head the party, stalling 
at 9 o’clock pm At 8 o’clock v m , when the party was assembled, news 
was brought that the party of sipahees alluded to above, had encamped for the 
night on the banks of the river Ganggun, distant four miles fiom Moradabad. 
on the Meeiut road Deeming it absolutely necessary that these men should 
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be ambled, I pioposed that the paity, prepared for the duty on the Meerut 
road, should be strengthened by a detachment of the 29th Native Infantry, 
and that aftei the sipahees had been secured, the paity should pioeeed on its 
way towards Meerut Accordingly a detachment, under Captain Faddy and 
Lieutenant Clifford, two very supenoi officeis, was placed at our disposal, and 
we maiclied foi the spot En route we were warned by the cotwnl, who had 
been sent on to leconnoitre, that the men of the 29th Regiment would not 
fire at the sip dices This caused us to altei oui line of march, and to make 
the detachment bung up the lear, while the sowars weie placed m front On 
reaching the spot, the sowais w r eie spiead out so as to sui round the sipahees 
on thice sides, and I went up to them. I demanded to be mfoimed, who 
commanded the paity Upon this a jemadar sprung to his feet, and saluted 
me, saving that he and his paity weie on detachment duty I called for his 
command ccitiflcate, upon which lie fumbled among his baggage, and I then 
observed that he quietly awakened the sipahees, who were sleeping In a few 
seconds he put a piece of paper into my hands, which, in consequence of the 
daikness of the night, (it was starlight,) I could not read By tins time the 
sipahees were thoiouglily aioused, and eonsidenng that theie ought to be no 
furthei delay m seizing them, I called upon Captain Faddy, who had halted 
about 100 yards off, to advance He did so, and a scuffle ensued , I think the 
sipahees fired two shots only , one of them was shot dead, while running away, 
by a sowar, and eight or ten of them were seized with, to the best of my 
belief, Rs 13,000 m hags of Rs 1,000 each The men of the 29th then 
behaved exceedingly ill , and ever and anon, to create confusion, they untied in 
the daik the string of a bag of rupees, and then a geneial scramble for the 
money took place among them At length the pnsoneis and the cash were 
placed upon elephants and made over to the Magistrate and the Civil Assis- 
tant Surgeon, with a view to then being taken to Meerut About 1 o’clock 
a w, the party destined for Meerut, proceeded towaids Rujjubpoor, and 
Captain Faddy, Lieutenant Clifford, and myself returned to Moradahad with 
the corpse of the mutineer who had been shot The corpse was deposited 
in the dispensary foi the night, the jad, for obvious reasons, not being deemed 
a proper place for it On reading the command certificate, it appeared that 
the mutinous sipahees consisted of a party of 1 jemadar, 2 havildais, 2 naiks, 
and 24 sipahees of the 20th Regiment Native Infantry, which had been oideied 
to reheve at the Mozuffernugger treasury a similar paity of the 15th Regi- 
ment Native Infantry Hence it was clear that the cash found upon them 
had been plundeied by them fiom the Mozuffernugger treasury 


10 Tuesday, May 19th. At the following dawn, five more of the muti- 
neers of the above paity, who had escaped us over night, entered canton- 
ments Three were seized by a Sikh sipahee of Captain Davidson’s night guard, 
and some two or three hundied rupees were found upon them The remaining 
two entered the lines direct , one of them was shot by a Sikh sipahee of the 
29th, and the other was airested, after leceivmg a slight scratch from a 
bayonet in the thigh Unfortunately while I was asleep, these four men and 
the corpse of the man shot, were sent by the Adjutant to the cr imin al jail 
Shortly after this occurrence it might have been 7 o’clock a m. Sirdar Bu- 
hadur Deen Moliomud Khan, Commandant of the Rampoor Inegulai Cavalry 
Regiment, came to my house, and I was awakened to receive him He had 
come on m advance of 200 men of his legiment, and he begged me to point 
out to him the best grove foi him to encamp, adding, “I wish to reach Boolund- 
shuhur by loiced marches.” I dnected him to pioeeed to the grove west of 
cantonments, on the load leading to Meeiut and Hussunpoor He accordingly 
6 i \ ut P ul P ose 5 attended by three or four orderlies I then visited the 

jai and the hnes, and having returned to my house, I was engaged m bathing, 
w ion all the officers of the 29th Regiment rode up and called me outside It 
appears that the sipahee of the 20th Regiment, shot that morning m the lines, 
00 C! J ^ ot ier ^thewife of one Soonsar Smgh, a sipahee of No 7 company of 
t ic tii Legiment, and he having collected togethei about 160 or 170 men of 
e Light, 4tli, 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th companies, rushed to the jail, and as the 
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jail guaul, under a villain named Surrubsookh, jemadai, fraternized' 1 with tbe 
sipahees, they leleased not only the men of the 20th Regiment, but every 
pnsonei , and it was to infoim me of this circumstance that the officers had come 
to my house I got upon my horse and accompanied the officeis, talcing the 
road to the Jail About 100 yaids short of the Jail, we found that the prisoners 
weie running aiound us m all duections , and as the mischief had been done, 
it appeared madness to proceed to the Jail, incurring the most deadly risk, 
without the slightest chance of doing any good , and lemembenng that tbe 
Sirdar Buhadui’s Rampooi Cavaliy must be m the vicinity, I galloped off m 
the direction of the Ram Gunga In about ten minutes I found them, and I 
offeied to lead them in a charge against the sipahees who had released the 
prisoners. I was met with insolence, and something worse than a positive 
refusal I then letuined to the lines, and finding that the Adjutant had gone 
with a number of good sipahees to the westward m search of the lunaway 
pnsoneis, I entreated some of the men of the 29 th to accompany me also Upon 
thisBuldeo Singh, pay havildai of the Gtenadiei company, induced eight oi ten 
men of Ins company to join me With these men, and aided by three men of the 
Rampooi Inegulais, I managed to airest a considerable number of convicts , 
but at one time having out-ndden the sowars, and finding myself alone among a 
batch of twelve prisoners, who had aimed themselves with sticks, lavas compel- 
led to shoot thiee of them The repoit of my revolver restoring confidence to 
the inhabitants of an adjacent village, they came to my assistance, and the 
nine sui vrnng convicts weie secured on the spot By the exertions of the Adju- 
tant, including the pusoners secured by me, some 150 men were le-captured 
and lodged m jail That day all the ladies from cantonments, save two, and 
the wife of one Civilian, took refuge at the eouit-house , the othei ladies and 
the Joint Magistrate went to the house of the Nawab of Rampoor, situated m 
the town of Moradabad, and to his honor Jawad Alee,f the pensioned senshta- 
dar of the Collectorate, stood sentry with his sword under his arm at the door 
of the room in which they remained I ought to mention, that it is cunently 
believed that the Rampooi Iuegular Cavaliy pioposed to the Infantry and 
Artilleiy guard over the treasuiy to share the tieasure with them, but the 
lattei declined the offer, saying that they were quite strong enough to take the 
tieasure whenever they thought fit Be this as it may, when I visited the Sirdar 
Bahadur Been Moliomud Khan m the afternoon at his encamp mg ground, with 
n view to insure his marching at 4 o’clock p. m , m reply to a question from 
me, he admitted that the whole of his men were m a state of mutiny, and that 
he had no control over them It was about 1 o’clock p. m. when I returned 
from the pursuit of the convicts and reached the lines not a soul was to be 
seen All the bazar people and the menials had quitted tbe lines, and ah omi- 
nous silence pioclaimed that a cusis was at hand Notan atom of food was that 
day cooked mthe lines I first proceeded to the couit-house, and pioposed to 
Captain Whish,the Officei commandingthe29th, that the corps should be parad- 
ed, and that I should addiess the men at 5 o’clock r m This pioposal having 
been agieed to, and an undress parade oidered, I went off to the Rampooi Na- 
wab’s house in tlie city I found the ladies and the J omt Magistrate uninjured , 
but a panic prevailed throughout the town, and every shop was shut At a little 
before the appointed horn; I went from my own residence towards tlie couit- 
liouse, escorted by two oi three sowars, with a view to pick up the officers of 
the 29th Regiment As I approached, the Aitilleiy men rushed to the guns, 
which weie loaded with giape, and laid towards me, with a lighted slow-match 
prepared to file I uaved my liat and lode straight up to them, and they then 
slunk back into then former positions. The officeis joined me, and we rode 
to the quarter-guaid Not a man of the 29 th had turned out, and on, the 
Commanding Officer informing me that the men, suspecting treachery, would 
not come out of then huts, I suggested that balled caitudge should be seived 
out, and that the men should assemble armed This was done, and the men 
appeared on parade A hollow squaie was formed, and I addressed the regi-

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ment I spoke of the onoimity of the offence winch had been committed that 
morning , that I knew it had been committed by about 150 young scamps of 
the coips, and that it was not just, th.it men like myself, who had been atwoik 
30 jeais, and had giown giey’in the seiviec, should be mined, because a set of 
yoiing boys (“ loitndahs”) had pcipetinted a gioss crime, that if every man m 
the coips would sweat upon salt and watci, that they would behave well in 
futuie, I would on my put solicit the Governoi Gcneial not to call flic coips 
to account foi an olTeiice committed by Jess than one-fouith of then whole 
numbei The native olhccis then asked, if I would sweat on the Bible to pet- 
foim what Iliad pionnscd Iagteed, and the corps and mj self mutually took the 
oath as pledged The shops in the town wcio op- ned, the ladies camefoith 
from then place of lefuge, and all of us, I believe, wcic relieved of a weight 
of caie, such .is few r would hlcc to undeigo again. As foi nnsclf, I felt sure 
that we wctc safe until the Bareilly hngade should mutiny. That same night 
the Magistiate and the Civil Assistant Sutgeon healing at Bajubpooi, a spot 
distant 25 miles, where they had halted foi the day, that the J.ul had liecn 
bioken open, and that the 29th had mutinied, having made ovei the ticasme 
and the pnsoncis of the 20th Regiment Native Infantry to the Tehseeldar of 
Anuolia, zetmned to Uloiadabad Every ill-disposed poison (Jnuhnodi) hon- 
evei, seeing that the only means which we possessed foi keeping them in older, 
viz the ti oops of the line, had thcmsoBes tinned against u-, thought their 
haivcst was at hand, and the fioojms of Loodonlee, A.C., distant S nulcs, on 
the Bipioie load, stopped the Bipioie dak, and opened the ball by plundeiing 
a numbei of eaits laden with sug.u At length thistiymg day came to an end 

11. The following day, (Wednesday, May 20th,) the 29th Rc<nment was 
m a Aery fevcnsh state, and the ma)onty were anxious to go off to Dehh. 
The native ofneers howcvci restrained them The Adjutant advanced money 
to the bunneeahs of the citv to enable them to send supplies into tbe lines 
Food was cooked, tbe menials of the bazai l etui ned to their occupations, and 
every thing assumed its wonted appearance, so much so, that in the evening 
Lieutenant Gliffoid wont with a paity of sipahees, aided by sowais, to attack 
the Loodoulee Goojurs. This party leturned the iollowing morning with SO 
Goojur pnsoncis, having burnt that village and one adjacent I obsened that 
many of the sipahees’ liavrcsacks were full of the plundered sugar 

12 Thuisday, May 21st. Moulvee Munnoo, a noted blackguard of 
Moradubnd, bad written over to Rnmpooi to Aboo Ivhan (pai mobile) to bring 
ovei tbe Rampooi mob to Moiadabad, raise the giccn flag, and plunder the 
town. All this was duly repoi ted to us, but they did not nppioach Morad- 
abad till about 11 o’clock a w A company of the 29th Native Infantry 
was oideied out undei Captain Faddy, and I accompanied it with some sowars. 
"We crossed the rivei Ram Gunga at the Bareilly ghnt, and seeing a man 
dressed m gieen on foot, I advanced towaids him While speaking to him 
I knocked up the pan of lus blunderbuss lie put it down 1 then laid hold of 
the muzzle of the blunderbuss, and held it fnnily, pointing upwards The 
fellow then diewa pistol from Ins belt, when a sipahee, by name Kalka Singh,* 
of the 5tli company, who had followed me unpeicerved, knocked him down, 
and then the daiogah of the budge of boats, byname Taj-ood-deen,f gave him 
two sw r ord cuts acioss the back of tbe neck Ten oi twelve moie leaders were 
then seized by the sowais, the martjr mob fled, and tbe pusoners and the 
wounded man were escorted to the qunitei-gu.ud 

13. The wounded leader was named Khan Buhndiu, and lie was a burkun- 
daz in the Rampooi cotwalee. I must do the Nawab the justice to say, that 
although he did not leport to us the plans of Ins mob, (they bad lesolved to 
come down upon us rn two columns of 1,000 men each,) he induced one of the 
leadeis (Imam) by babes to leturn, and thus Ins column was broken up, and 
it is said that he offered to raise Khan Buliadui’s pay one rupee per mensem,

f laj ood deen ha3 not jet been rewarded 
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provided he would desist from carrying Ins design into execution This he 
refused to do, and he will cany a stiff neck to his giave with him That same 
night, a body of police went to the house of Moubee Munnoo, and oideied 
lnm to appeal at the cotwalee ITe resisted, and a fight ensued, m which 
Moulvee Munnoo and his slave (gholam ) weie lolled 

14 Friday, May 22nd The Deputy Magistrate of Rampoor, at our 
* request, came with a party of hoise and foot, and took away from the quaiter- 

guard the wounded man and the Rampooi pnsoneis , but up to this horn 
none of these men have been punished Intelligence was received of the 
murder of Mudud Alee, thanahdar, and of the jemadai of Annoha, that the 
tehseeldaree had been plundered ot 14,000 rupees, that both the thanah 
and the tehseelee had been burnt, and the pnsoneis, ai rested at the Gangun 
river, released Some time before the rebelhon took place, a numbei of 
Amroha blackguards, headed by one Mihrban Alee, had insolently opposed the 
police of Amroha, while going then rounds One of the burkun dazes die w his 
sword, and slightly wounded one of the villains, when the lest of them lan 
away The case came before the Joint Magistrate, who sentenced some ten 
oi twelve of the offenders to imprisonment and fine An appeal was piefeired 
to my Court, and the decision of the lover Court was confrrmed When the 
Jail was broken open on the 19th, these Amroha blackguards fled to Amroha. 
The thanahdar, who had been opposed in his duty, was Afzul Alee, a Syud, a 
very first-iate police officei When the Goojurs and Mewatees of the Bynore 
bordei commenced plundei mg right and left, under Mookkha Goojui, and Peei 
Duksh, Mewatee, (Toonta,) it was deemed advisable to lecall Afzul Alee fiom 
Amiolia, and to give him, as his special duty, the task of putting down those 
plundereis, and Ins father, Mudud Alee, also a first-iate police officer, and a 
noted puldwan , was sent to govern Amioha in his son s stead. Theie is a 
notorious villain in Ami oha, of the name of Groolzar Alee, he is one of the 
Amroha Syud maufeedars , but having wasted his paternal property in gam- 
bling, extiavagance, and othei vices, he has long been one of the worst characteis 
in a town notorious for all lands of villainy Acting under the guidance of this 
Goolzar Alee, the ten or twelve escaped pnsoneis, above alluded to, committed 
the dimes above detailed GooisahaeeA a Jat of great influence, and who had 
been often employed both undei the Magistrate and the Judge, was then 
sent out to take charge of the thanah and tehseelee of Annoha, and nobly 
has he, from that lioui to the time of the Hawaii of Rampoor making over 
chaige of the district to the new Magistrate and Collector m June 1858, done 
his duty. 

15 Some days previously some companies of the Sappeis and Miners, who 
had been sent foi from Rooikee to Meeiut, shot then Commanding Officei, 
i and w r eie m them turn cut down by a troop ot the 6th Dragoon Guards This 

intelligence had caused a great sensation m the lines of the 29th Regiment 
Native Infantiy, and it was with no enviable feelings that w T e heard fiom 
Bqnore, that two other companies of that once distinguished corps having 
mutinied at Roorkee, had ciossed the Ganges, and were maichmg towaids 
Moradabad by the Hurdwar load, plundenng some of the tehseelees en route 
About 12 o’clock mid-day, these two companies were distinctly visible from the 
top of the couit-house, and at the same time a number of them camp-followers, 
such as barbers, &c , enteied the lines Captain Whish oidered out 200 men 
of the 29th, and the two 9-pounders, and we all joined the party with the 
Irregular Cavalry, which we had been able to collect since the 13th, and the 
district sowars Immediately this column maiched out to oppose the Sappeis 
and Mmeis, intelligence of our movements was conveyed to them At this 
time they were about two miles from the station, and instead of continuing 
them maich, they turned to the left, and crossed the Ram Gunga at the village 
of Ivafmbad To counteract tins movement of the rebels, we ciossed the Ram 
Gunga at the upper Nainee Tal ghat. One of the tumbuls got fixed in a

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quicksand, and ns it was immovable, until the Tnf.miiy sliould come up the 
Ociv.iliy went ionv.ud, .icco np.imcd by the Magistrate and Joint Magnate, 
in hopes of discovering the Imevlmh the mutineers had taken Slioitly 
altcnvnids the Infantry came up, and the tumbiil was e\ti icated When 
the <nms and Inf.mtiv had gone about half a mile tio.n the left bank of the 
mci” notice was biougld m by a sowai, that the Joint Magistrate, with a few 
sonars, had headed the Sippets and Mrncis in the north I, distrusting the 
Ailillciy men, who, from the commencement of out troubles, had displayed 
the most mutinous spmt, had accompanied the guns all day, utged them on 
bv the high toad to Kashccpooi, thus hemming in the mutineers on the cast. 
At, this time a numbci of the sowais had gone in among the Sappcis and Mi- 
nas, endeavouring to induce them to lay down their aims, but in vam. The 
mms weie loaded with shrapnel, the poit-hie was lit, (lie sowais had been 
ouleied to xetne, but two distnct sowais still lingcicd among them A se- 
cond time was a warning given to these two hoi^emui to ictue, and no sooner 
had they turned then hoises’ heads, than the imitinecis /lung clown then car- 
bines, and inn into the aims of the men of the 2‘Hh .Regiment, which by this 
time bad come to witlnn 200 ymds of the scene fiom the southwaul Know- 
ing the danger of taking these men aspusoneis into the lines, and seeing 
the good feeling which existed between the mutineers and om own troops, we 
resolved to stnp them of eveiy tiling, but one suit of clothes, and to turn them 
aduff This we did, and the> to a man lan off m the duection of Bareilly. 
In tins affair we got 03 carbines, ammunition, icgimcnfal clothing, cash, 
and plunder of v.mous kinds, thus depin mg the Milams of their means of 
doing mischief We nftei wauls learnt that they l cached Bareilly m a piti- 
able plight It was evening befoic we leached the stition 'J’heie must have 
been 150 of theSappeis and Miners, when first seen from the top of the court- 
house , but owing to the inequalities m the land in the vicinity of the 
Ram Gunga, vve ncvei sighted them again till the pnty, which we stripped, 
weie stopped by the Joint Magistrate and Ins small party of sowars Raring 
this rnteiViil, 80 oi 90 of them must have escaped by tin owing away their 
arms. 


16 Sunday, the 21tli News arnved fiom Bijnore that the prisoners 
had escaped from the Bqnoie Jail Risoidei leigned supreme, — everyone 
plundering the wheat from the thrashing floois ot the villages adjacent A 
detachment of the Sth Irregulars, consisting of a jemadni’s party - under 
Quaem-ood-deen, arnved 

17. Monday, the 25th A demonstration being required to assist Goor- 
saliaec nr Amroha, and the Goojurs having positive^ stopped the road to that 
town, an expedition was organized, and at 11 o’clock p vt , 100 men of the 29th 
Regiment Native Infantiv, undei command of Captain Faddy, mounted on ele- 
phants and pomes, accompanied by about 50 luegular Cavalry under mvself, 
and the Civil Assistant Suigeou, marched for Amroha. Ensigns Tucker and 
Graham were also of the party Although Anuolia xs onlv 21 miles fiom 
Moiadabad, we did not, m consequence of the gre.it heat and stillness of the 
atmospheie, leach the town till 5 o clock a vi of the next day The column 
was nun chcd through the prrncipal streets of the town, and vve then diew the 
Infantry up m line opposite Goolzn Alec’s-j house, while it was being knocked 
to the ground All the leading maufeedaxs weie pi esent I took a phoarah m 
my hand, and commenced the woik of destruction, and each maufeedai was 
made to follow my example After giving the men a little refreshment, the 
Civil Assistant Suigeon and myself staited with the C avail y to punish the Goo- 
juis and otheis who had been engaged m plundering and stopping the load. 
Ibis was done so effectually, that up to the date of oui icti eat from JVTorad- 
abad, a single tiavellei might go fiom Moiadabad to Amroha unmolested. 
We did not leach cantonments till late m the afteinoon

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18. "Wednesday, the -27 th. A most cruel attack was made On the 26th 
by some S} uds, Goshams, and Mewatees, on a wealthy bunneeah, m the village 
of Mudhun, distant about eight miles fiom Moradabad The head of the family 
was absent, and thus escaped, but one brother was killed, othei relatives weie 
wounded, and one was tortuied, by tying cotton to his arm and igniting it 
To try and anest some of the peipetiators, Qoorban Alee,*' jemadai of tne dis- 
tnct sowais, was deputed with a party of horse He letuined unsuccessful 

19. Thursday, the 2Sth. A letter amved from the Brigadier G-eneial at 
Baieilly, praising the men of the 29th Regiment Native Infantiy for then good 
and loyal conduct against the mutinous Sappers and Miners This letter was 
translated and lead to the corps on the parade I remember well going to 
Court this day Crime had decreased, and every thing began to look promis- 
ing All eyes weie turned towards Dehli, and the general belief was, that the 
fall of that foi titled town would save us all. 

20 Friday, the 29tli The Goojurs from the Meerut district having cross- 
ed ovei to the left bank of the Ganges, had as usual commenced plundering in 
the peigunnak of Hussunpoor. To punish these Goojurs, and those Goojurs of 
the Moradabad district who had invited their biethren fiom the Meeiut side, 
the Joint Magistrate went out to Hussunpoor with 50 Inegular Cavalry In 
fact, with the exception of the Hussunpoor pergunnah, ordei had been restored, 
and I went to Couit this day also. 

21 Satuiday, the 30th Letter received from the Joint Magistrate, say- 
ing that he had attacked the Goojurs, that his only casualty was one hoise badly 
wounded, that the greater pait of the Goojurs had escaped by swimming the 
Ganges, and that after punishing the offending villagers of the Hussunpoor per- 
gunnah, he uould return to the station. Went to Court, and all was quiet In 
the afternoon I talked for a long time with the men m the lines Not that I 
did not talk ruth tnem eveiy day, and frequently seveial times m the day, but 
on this date I talked with them seveial horns 

22. Sunday, the 31st. Tins was the day of the massacre and outbreak 
at Shahjehimpooi and Baieilly. Service was perloimed by the Magistrate at six 
o’clock a. m , and I remonstrated with the Officers, who all came to clnnch un- 
armed. The 200 RampoOr Inegular Cavalry, under Sndai Buhadur Deen Mo- 
hdmud Khan, this day encamped outside the town of Moiadabad They had 
disgiaced themselves, and then master the Nawab, by mutinous conduct at 
Boolundsbuhui, so much so, that Major Reid, the Commandant of the Gooikhas, 
would have disarmed them, had they not retreated befoie he could cany out his 
intention Instead of leturmng by the direct road, they had gone out of their 
way to visit the town of Amioha, wheie they spread all lands of repoits 
detrimental to the British cause, and instigated the Syuds and then followeis 
to rebel The same couise they pin sued this day m the town of Moiadabad 
It was impossible not to peiceive that the minds of the sipahees weie again 
very much unsettled, and I believe tins was owing to the circumstance that 
the 31st May had been fixed for the general rising and m assacze of all who 
professed Christianity. Still they committed no act of violence , and I lemem- 
ber well, translating and reading to them the Geneial Order of the Commandei- 
m-Chief, assuring the Army on ins Honor, that theie was no intention on the 
part of Government to interfere m any way with their leligious feelings The 
post from Bareilly arrived as usual, bringing the daily doleful letter iiom the 
Comnnssionei of Revenue to the Magistrate It was howevei dated the day 
previously, and it was the last winch we leceived. The news of the victory 
gained by the Meerut tioops over the Dehh and Meerut mutineers, near the 
river Hmdun, reached Moiadabad, at least I think so, on this day , and I 
well remember affecting to congratulate the corps upon the success of oui 
arms, which I ventured to predict would he the forerunner of the taking of 
Dehh Most of the men received the announcement m moody silence, and

the less said about the victory and the slaughter of the mutineers, the better 

23 Monday, June 1st, 1S57. No Sunday post from Bareilly This was 
ominous, becauseit had been agreed upon that nothing should cause the sus- 
pension of conespondence, save the fact ot the using of the Ifn eilly bngade. 
I vent into the lines eaily to speak to the men, and to gather, if possible, some 
information relative to Bareilly I then went to Gouit. Theie even lumours, 
that the Baieilly bngade had mutinied, reached me. 

24. Tuesday, June 2nd I was called up from my bed at 2 o’clock 
a m, by a confidential seivant of the Nav.ab ol Bampooi, who told me that he 
had been sent by his mastei to make known to me the outbieak at Baieilly, 
the death of Brigadier Sibbald, Mr Kobeit On, Deputy Collector, Mr. 
Kobertson and Mi Raikes, of the Civil Sei vice, and of Doctor Hay, and to 
beg me to quit Rohilkund On my saying that my lionoi w ould not per- 
mit me to do so, he leplied in these emphatic words — “The Nawab desned 
“me to say, that he had fulfilled all the conditions which oui long-standing 
“friendship demanded, and thac having wained mein time, whatever fate 
“ befell me, he would be free of blame ” I got up and v ? ent to the Adjutant, 
and at dawn all the native officers were called in Captain Whish, the 
Commandant, Captain Faddy, and the Adjutant, weie present 1 explained 
to the native officeis the state of affans, and I pointed out the only honor- 
able course left foi us, viz, to hold the district until the Baieilly brigade 
came to a distance of 20 miles of us, and that then we should march to 
Meerut with colours flying, taking oui guns and treasiue with us The native 
officers agreed, and begged that the proposal should be laid befoie the men 
m the lines We all accordingly adjourned to the hues, and, as we expected, 
the pioposal w r as met with dension. Bholah Singh, above alluded to m note 
to paiagraph 3, instantly charged me with a wish to bring them under the 
muzzles of the rifles of the 60th, and the sabies of the Gth Dragoon Guards, 
(Carabineers,) and tieat them in the same way as the Sappers and Miners had 
been treated at Meerut To this insolent villain I leplied that he hed; 
and moieovei, that he knew that he was lying He rejoined by saying, that 
the Company had ordeied the corps to be posted at Moradabad, and that 
come what might, it w'ould remain theie It was now evident that the coips, 
having received authentic information of the using at Bareilly on the pie- 
vious Sunday, had resolved to mutiny also. There was the treasuie, some 
Rs. 2,70,000, hanging like a millstone around oui necks The mutinous demean- 
our of the regiment had caused about a thousand bad characters of the town 
of Moiadabad and its environs to suiround the court-house, at a distance of 
about 200 yards, waiting for the time wdien they might pounce upon a por- 
tion of the tieasuie All night long some of the non-commissioned officers 
of the treasury guard came and loused me up, stating that these bad charac- 
ters weie thieatemng to attack the guard and plundei the tieasuie This 
was doubtless a ruse to harass us, but it was peifectly tiue that the bad cha- 
racters weie theie 

25 At last the day of Wednesday, the 3rd of June, dawned , and I went 
to the Commanding Officei, and suggested to him that it w r ould be fai bettei, 
instead of keeping a Captain and a company, besides the Artillery Officei and 
his two guns day and night on duty at the treasury, to make over the trea- 
sure in the tumbrils to the Officer commanding the treasury guard, and to 
draw them up on the paiade-giound in fiont of the quaitei-guaid This 
pioposal was approved of, and it was resolved to cairy it into effect as soon 
as the tieasurer made his appearance About 9 o’clock a. m I found that 
some of our elephants, which had gone out as usual for fodder, had been 
forcibly biought back by a sipahee of the treasury guaid The tieasuier, 
though sent foi, did not make Ins appearance, and I w ent to the treasury 
alone, having leceived the kej s from the Collector, but as there aie always 
two locks on the tieasury chests, the key of one of which remains with 
the tieasuier, it was impossible, without violence, to open the chests. It w r as 
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during tins time tliat a young sipaliee addressed me ma most insolent manner, 
asking why the treasuie was not made ovei to them at once, so that they 
might letum to then lines to cook I xeplied, that the treasuie chests had 
double locks, the key of one of which was kept by the treasuier, that he 
had been sent for, and would doubtless shoitly amve. He rejoined, “ You 
are always fooling us in this way ” The Magistrate and Collectoi then joined 
me, and we pioceeded to destioy the second lock by sledge hammers In 
this we had paitailly succeeded, when the tieasurei ai lived While I was 
passing out the bags of lupees, the Magistrate and Collector was tearing up 
all the most valuable stamp papers, concealed fiom the sight of the" men 
of the guaid by a door. Alt this time Runjeet Singh, soubad;ny r (who had 
foi good conduct someyeais previously been piesented by all the European 
officeis of the legiment with a swoid, who had been sent to the Rifle Instruc- 
tion Depot at Umbnlla, and who had frequently, m my healing, spoken to 
the sipahees of the legiment on the folly of supposing that there was any 
thing in the cartudges to mjuie their castes,) sat at the dooi of the tieasuie 
room, silent and gloomy At the time I thought he tlmsted for our blood, 
hut I now believe that he sattheie hoping theieby to save the Collectoi and 
myself from being assassinated m the small tieasuie room His bi other, Bul- 
deo Singh, f pay liavildai of the G-ienadiei company, also came down from the 
lines in undiess, and seated himself on the steps of the eastern veiandah 
of the Court, close to the spot at which the tumbuls were being filled. When 
about a fouith of the treasure was still in the treasure room, Bhowanee Singh 
soubadar came with about 30 sipahees m undress, and mixed with the lest of 
the men forming the tieasuiy guaid It was hardly a time for jesting, but I 
jokingly said to Bhowanee Singh, “ What, Soubadai sahib, was not one company 
“ under a Captain and a Soubadai sufficient to escort two or tlnee lakhs of 
“ rupees to the lines, without youi taking the trouble to come down yourself, 
“ bringing 30 more men with you ?” He replied, “ A few more hands will do no 
“harm.” I little thought at the time how much I was about to be indebted \ to 
him When all the treasure ivas placed m the tumbuls, the Collectoi, myself and 
the treasurer, came out into the eastern verandah, and then began murmuis 
as to the amount of treasure The Artillery men forcibly carried off the 
treasurer towaids the guns, and weie m the act of tying him to one of them, 
when Captain Faddy, who is deseivedly a favounte with his men, lescued 
him. By this time the Collectoi and myselt had mounted oui horses, when 
foui young sipahees of the treasury guard levelled then muskets at us At 
tins instant Bhowanee Singh soubadai, and Buldeo Singh, § pay havildar of 
the Grenadier company, stepped between the muskets and oui persons, and the 
former laismg his hand said m an authoritative tone, “What 1 do you wish to 
“ see the flesh lot from your bones ? Did you not take a most solemn 
“ oath not to hurt a hail of their heads, and are you now firing at them?” 
The muskets were lowered, and the Collector and myself lode off to the house 
wheie we veie all living togethei, satisfied that it was high time to be off 
On leaching home we v rote a note to the officeis, stating that we should 
stait foi Meeiut m an hour, and invited them to join us with their wives and 
families The messenger w r as allowed by the sipahees to deliver the note,

The sipnhoiH, nude ael of taking 
the tiofiHUic tumbrils lo Ihc quai lei -guard, tool; Hum 1o the gun-shed, and 
the ivo O-poundeiH, loaded with gi’ape, veic laid so as lo command the Mee- 
lul mad Susperting that Hub would he the case, I had lesohed to lead 
oui party oul of the slalion hy the Bipioic load, tinning off to the Meerut 
load thiough n l m otnulnh jungle; hut leaimg lest the gloom, lo whom I 
gave, dim go of a buggy mid horse, with oideis, half mi lioui hef’oie wf stalled, 
to taltc them to the 3id nult stone on the Meerut load, should madveilently 
hctiay me, if I cntiusfed him with my designs, I told him to go hy the lc- 
gul.ii load The man was compelled by the sipnhees to turn hack. lie did 
so, hut instead of leUunmg to the house, he took the ve*ry line which 1 had 
determined to taltc. It was a little aftn 3 o’cloe It r. m. when oui paily start- 
ed It consist! d of nine Kuioptans, four ladies, four gentlemen, and one dis- 
chaiged aifilleiy man. At Ihcmonunt of depaitmc all the ehstiicl sowais hut 
Qooihan Ahe, ]emadai, (lus son lulled at J)( hli on the 1'Jth September, 
1857,) Buhnr Bultsh, and Buldeo , Singh Bhudmvicea, eh soiled us; f,o did 
all the new levies hut one, who is now a du Under m the Debit police 
sowais Some of the Jnegtilai Oavahy men on have accompanied us 'J’hiec 
men out of the 2S men of the 8tli Bregulms, also desci tt d Us, huttliciemmndcr 
accompanied us. Marching out, ns above mentioned, hy the Bijrnne road, 
and cutting aci oss the lumunduh jungle, wc icachcd the Gangun hiulgc, the 
appointed lende/.vous. I foi got io mention, that hr foie the ladies quitted 
thni l corns, the nun of the pul gum d commenced plundohig the furmtuio, 
bedding, &c. Having waited lull an hour at the budge, we proceeded to the 
81 h nnlr stone, to a large village called Pacldnuah. It is cnslommy foi those, 
W ho have cm soi ilyi an through India, to slate that the Bnlish olliceis mchated, 
and that this bailed led to the it hellion. That some ofhens may be hnted is 
very time, hut that such is generally the case I deny. M hen we icachcd Pnc- 
khurali, we had an cscoit ol 50 hoi semen.

‘What induce- 
ment oxistcrl, ai such a t ime, foi a nat ive to shenv Sympathy ? Yet whence came 
the Itais winch vvuC shed, and the milk which Was oflcicel hy the villagois of 
Pnckhuiah, duung the Jioui which wc remained thcie, waiting m vain for 
the* ofhccis and then pm (y 9 It is not lor me, who have held not lieu lty in the 
Mennelahad chstuct since the ye, n 18*11, lo answci this question. Let those 
who, without knowing even a smattenng of the language, pi esume townie and 
dicteitc upon Indian affans, answci it. When we i cache el Ihi||ulipoor, distant 
25 miles Aom Mmadahad, we halted to bait emr horses. Jleic we learnt that 
Mi. Fleetwood 'Willunis, who had been on the 3 3th May ga/ellcel to be Com- 
rm a sioner of Dchli, vice Mr. Simon Fraser mm dereel, and who on t lie lOlli May 
had been endued to take cliaige of thcBaiully Commissionci ship fiomMi.

.Tune In the evening wc again stented foi Meerut, distant 27 miles. Wc 
arnveel thue about 5 o’clock a. w of Fudnv, 5th June, mid were most hospitably 
reeuvcel hy the inmates ol the Purodumah. That evening the Genual com- 
manding thcMeuut Division promoted eve ly emeof thelneguhii Oavahy men, 
both those on leave and those on duty, who had escoited us ovu , and as the 
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foimer entiealed me to get them eight days 5 leave, to enable them to put their 
wives and families m a place of safety, I induced the General to grant them 
that indulgence, on then piomising me most solemnly to letuin within the 
given penod. Alas' not one returned They deemed us all doomed men. 
Quc.em-ood-deen, the jemadar of the 8th Inegulars, was laised to the rank of a 
Rissaldai, and how gratefully he repaid us for the mdulgence will appeal kere- 
aftci Tins man on the journey, while conversing with a lady of oui pai ty, 
told hei, that on the 23rd of the month, the Butisk would be masters of India 
for one hundred years, that astiologeis had foietold, that on that date the 
Bntish would lose India, oi that m the following Septembei, their power 
would be gieatei than ever. When it is lemembered that this conver- 
sation took place on the 3rd oi 4th of June, and that Dekk was re-taken on the 
20th September following, it will be admitted as something extiaoidmaiy."' 

26 It is high time to leturn to the Officeis of the 29th Regiment, whom 
we leftm cantonments between 3 and 4 o’clock p m. on the afternoon of Wednes- 
day, J une 3i d Instead of proceeding to Meei ut, they took the i oad to Nainee Tal. 
I cannot state with ceitamty the causes which led to this change of plan, but I 
believe the following leasons are nearly correct Istly, they knew that although 
they weie secure for the time bemg from any violence on the part of their 
own men, the Attillery men thirsted foi their blood, that tbeie weie two 
9-pounders loaded with grape laid on the Meeiut road, and that it was highly 
piobable then party might be fired at, if they took that road 2ndly, on the 
load to Nainee Tal, there weie no guns laid to annihilate them. 3rdly, Nai- 
nee Tal was much neater to Moiadabad than Meeiut 4thly, some Officers 
of the 29lk weie already theie. Accordingly they started between 4 and 5 
o’clock p. m. for Nainee Tal, with the ladies and children The Adjutant of 
the corps, Captain Gardiner, stung almost to madness by the thoughts of quit- 
ting the regiment, left the party, and rode back agam into the lines , and 
whilst there, Kuirum Aleef soubadai, well knowing that m the present state 
of the regiment, no European’s life was safe, gently forced him to remount. 
He then lode after the other Officers. When the paity were passing the court- 
house premises, they were joined by a naek and six men of the regiment, 
who nobly followed then Officeis I ought to mention that Runjeet Singh 
soubadar. Ins brother Buldeo Singh, ^pay havildar of the Grenadier company, 
and his son Ramckurn Singh, went up to the Commanding Officer, and request- 
ed then discharge, saying that they would not join the mutineers The 
families of these men weie present with the regiment, and had these three 
men not lemamed behind to secrete them m a place of safety, then families 
would have been very probably sacrificed The Officeis reached Kaladoon- 
gee on the morning of the 4th, and with the exception of an infant, which 
died of want of food, m consequence of the desertion of its nurse, the whole 
party arnved at Nainee Tal by the morning of the 5th m safety. 

27. It will be observed that I have made no mention of the clerks and 
other Chnstian residents of Moiadabad. But it must not be supposed that 
they were foigotten All the lifers and drummeis weie asked, a few days 
before the final scene took place, wkethei they would accompany their Officers 
oi stay with the corps. Two only agieed to go with the Officers , the rest 
said, “that the coips was then- home, and that where the corps was, there 
they would stay.” There was an invalid officer, of the name of Lieutenant 
Waiwick , he was of puie Euiopean descent, and of veiy unwieldy foim. In 
the end of May I went to his house, and at my earnest entreaties he consented

to n 0 to Nainee Tal, I actually went security to a native banker, w ho ad- 
vanced lnm two months’ pay, and I piomised turn an cscoit. lie had niamcd 
twenty ycais pieviously a native (Jhnstian, .and she was avasc to going 
to the hills She accordingly induced hci husband to send a spy along the 
Namce Tal road, and to defer Ins depaituie until the spj’s return should 
prove -whether the road was safe or not At the time m question the road 
was perfectly safe, but she tutored the spy to reportthat rt was unsafe, and 
Lieutenant Warwick resolved not to go I again went to Ins house, and 
urged the necessity of Ins immediate depaituie JIc made frivolous e\- 
cuses as to carriage, when I pointed out that Ins palanquin carnage and 
Mi Powell’s elephant would be ample carnage foi all of them, in- 
cluding his daughter-in-law and hei cluldien. lie persisted m not going, 
and my p.ntmg woids were —“As you have lcsolvcd to lcmam, get plenty 
“ of powdci and ball , sell your life dearly, and die like an Englishman ” 
Theiew'asthe head cleik of the Collector ate, of the name of Hill He was 
h first-rate cleik, hut Ins eneigics, away fiom the desk, wcie as nothing. He 
had a very laigc family, and when 1 proposed to linn to get ready, and he 
prepaied to stall with Ins wile and children at a moment’s warning, he 
declaied that it was uttcily impossible 1 hat he could leave Moradabad with 
such a huge family Tlieic was a Chnstian Deputy Magistrate, of the name 
of Kitchen, who had also a wife and large familv. So far from wishing to 
accompany us, when lie was sent foi on dutj by the Magistrate and Collector, 
three days befoic we were compelled to fly, he sent back woid th.it lie had 
burnt all Ins Europe fashioned clothes, and could not make his appeaiance. 
With the exception of Lieutenant Marwick, who was vcij fan, e\eiy other 
Chnstian ti usted that then color oi then* insignificant position would sa\e 
them How cruelly they cned in then calculation the sequel will <ho\v 
On the 3id June, all the cleiks with then families had assembled at the house 
of Lieutenant Waiwick, and when the Officers on then road to X.nnee Tal, 
passed by his door, some of them upbraided the Officeis with being devoid oi 
feeling rn deseitmg them. The Officers stopped, and even then invited them 
to accompany them, but m -vain That same evening the bad chaiacteis of the 
town andtlie jail guaid sui rounded the house, intent upon plundering it ; shots 
weie fired by the gamson, and the villains weie kept off It was at this time 
that a gun m the hands of Mi James "Warwick, the son of Lieutenant "War- 
wick, an 'head cleik, m the Judges office, accidentally went off, and killed 
the eldest son of Mi Hill, a lad of fifteen jeais of age. Partly to avoid the 
lepioaches of the mothei, and partly because he knew that men who openly 
avowed an accidental homicide, were punished veiy mildly, he, m the belief 
that I had gone to Nainee Tal, lushed out of the house, and succeeded m i eacli- 
mg the lulls on the 6th June. This cleik was the only one of all the 
Moiadabad clerks present on that occasion who was saved. Put to return 
to Lieutenant Waiwick, and his ill-fated gammon They held their own 
against then assailants throughout the night of the 3rd -, but on the morning 
of the 4th, then assailants induced the Soubadar Majoi to send a company 
and a gun. Seeing the gun, the whole of the gamson fled by the back of the 
house towards the eastw*aid, m tlie duection of Mi Hill’s" house. Lieute- 
nant "Warwick was too unwieldy to mn , he was overtaken, and cut down on 
the load His wife, looking back, saw 7 what had occuned She immediately 
returned to the spot, and entieated the muideiei, as he had killed her hus- 
band, to kill lici also. The w letch granted her piayer, and she instantly fell 
a corpse at Ins feet It is said that one of the jail guaid tlnust Ins bayonet 
into her, and insulted hei peison Some time dunng the day of the 3rd of 
June, Mr. Hill’s son, whose accidental death has been lecoided above, see- 
ing a Tutlian stealing his fatliei’s buggy, shot lmn on the spot Shoitly 
after the death of Lieutenant "Waiwick, some relatives of the Putlian, who was 
shot the day befoie, seeing young McGuire, a clerk in the Magistrates

ate, Mr. McGuire, senior head cleik of the Magistrate’s office. Mi. Dornng- 
ton, junior cleik m the Collectorate, and Mi Philips, 2nd cleik m the 
Judge's office, weie cained off to the lines, and there compelled, on pain of 
death, to lepeat the luhnaft, 01 foimula of the faith of Islam At this time 
Mi. Kitchen, the Deputy Magistrate, his son, a lad of 15 years of age, and 
Ins biothei-m law, Mi. Catbeuy, with the family, were concealed m the city 
by some of the amlah of the Kaetlr- caste. 

28 To return to Meerut. On the Gth June, the General Command- 
ing the Division asked me to undeitake the Intelligence Department to the 
eastward, using the Detachment of the 8th Iiiegulais , but it was not until 
the 10th that I could get any information about Bareilly oi Moiadabad. On 
the 0th we hcaid of the glonous victory at Dchh of the 8th, which victory 
caused notice to be sent by the Dehli lebels to Bareilly, to urge the advance 
of the Rohilkund legiments as quickly as possible One inleiecptcd letter ran 
thus — “ The King is dying with anxiety to see you all Gome, come , eat 
“ your dmnei at Moiadabad, and wash yom hands in the Jumna. As the 
“ night is long to him vffio expects the advent of his mistiess, so long is the 
*' tunc which shall intei vene eicyou amve” No mention avas made of the 
defeat of the 8th, nor of the leal cause, which led to their being so urgently 
required at Dehli. On the 10th I learnt that the 8th Irregulars, a coips 
which had always been considered staunch, had joined the Baieilly mutineers, 
and that a gieat many of the European functionaries of Bareilly had leached 
Nainee Tal in safety It was on the 10th also that the ISth, 28th, 6Sth Native 
Infantiy Regiments, and 8th Inegulais, with 4 guns of Major Kuby’s b itteiy, 
and two Shahjelianpooi post guns undci Bukbt Khan, soubadai of Aitilleiy, 
marched from Bareilly for Dehli via Moiadabad. 

29. Fuel ay, the 12 th June. At 5 v. v I went with Captain Bott’s 
troop of the Gth Dragoon Guards to destroy the boats at Gurhmooktdisur. 
Me ai rived on the banks of the Ganges about 3 o’clock a m the next day. 
Thiee planks were cut out of the bottom of each boat, for which injury a 
compensation of Rs 100 was given to each of the boatowneis I lode back 
to Meciut by 10 o’clock a. m. of the 13th, having relays of horses. The 
Dragoons halted at Shahjehanpoor, 18 miles short of Meerut, letuinmg at 
9 o clock p. ai. On Sunday, 14th June, heard that the rebels had attacked 
om position at Dehli on the 12th, and had been jrepulsed with gieat 
slaughter 

30. Monday, the 15th June A detachment of the 4th Light Cavalry 
(Lanceis) had been sent on duty to the budge of boats at Baghput, oiu only 
means of communication with our troops before Dehli, and suspicions arose 
that they too weie going to play us false Accordingly the General Command- 
ing sent 50 of the 6th Dragoon Guards to watch them With these 50 
Dragoons I sent, he having paiticulaily requested me to do so, Quaem- 
ood-deen,j the newly-created Ibssaldai of the 8th Irregulars, and six men

Brigadier Chamberlain, C B, wm walking on the glicis nt Dehli, near the spot where tho Kolnll und muti- 
neers had been encamped, when he found some Oordoo papers Tneso proved, on being read, to ho times from 
Quacm-ood dten, addressed from Itohtuck to the leading Rebels at Deliirdurmg the siege, alleging that ho had 
hillel Mr Fleetwood Williams and Doctor Cannon nt Gurlnnooktaisur, and pledging himself that if ho w is 
sent for, and cntrustcl with a foice, he would proce n d to Jlcenit and take the Dumdumnh, for that he lul 
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o! the detachment of Ins regiment, dneding them to lelmn in eight days, 
biir»mn" back with them .ill the Ineguhu (J.ivabv men, who weie on leave 
in the vuanitv of It old nek, and whom they could collect together Not 
one of kheso seven ungiutcful villains evci lctmned to Meeiut. ILwason 
tins day that Bukht Khan, soubadai, with the foice detailed above, mai di- 
ed into the Moiadabad cantonments Tiiat same evening Mi Kitchen, the 
Deputy Mau.ifati.vtc, his son, a lad of 13 ye, ns of .ige, and Ins biothei-m- 
l.nv, Nil (Jaibeuy, having been diauged from then place of concealment by 
Aiyoob Khan, attorney of Nii)]oo‘Khnn, Oh liootan aha, Amcen-ood-dcen, 
apd othci mifacieauts, weic lgnonninouslv limned towards cantonment 15 . When 
they came opposite the mosque, situated to the west ol the w ostein gate of 
Nirpnlgunj, they wcie a&swsmalcd, Rich offence being that they piofessed 
Olinsti.mity, and lclu'cd to iepe.it the ioimula of the t.nth of Islam 

31 Tuesday, .Time lGlh A Sikh, one of the ten Sikhs who had fled 
fiom the Oudli Cnvnliy when the two ^juadions mmdeiod Captains Barbel and 
Ilaycs neai Mynpooiy, and who had joined us two oi tlnee days pieviously.it 
Meciut, was this day suit In me aeioasthc Ganges towaids Moiadabad, m the 
hope that he might succeed in inducing the 200 Sikhs of the 29th Regiment 
to sepninte themselves fi om then mutinous biethien, and to join us at Mce- 
mt This day also the Iiiegulai Cavalry nndei Captain Tjiwlutt, fonncily 
of the llth Iuogul.n Cavaliy, winch had done such good seivice m holding 
the Booluiidfahuhm distnet, weic obliged to fall back upon Hnupjnu A cossid 
.nnved towaids the close of the day, with a Iettei dated the 12th .Tunc, from 
Mi Kitchen, Deputy Magisli ate, in which he laments the sad fate of Mi. 
Hill, the head Collectoiate Clerk, then a pnsonei m the. hands of the 29tli Re- 
giment Little did tliewnlei know that in tlnee shoit day she would be a life- 
less corpse. Little did I, when that day leading his letter, know that the 
vviitei had ceased to evist twenty-fom horn* befme those lines met my eyes 

32 Thursday, Tune ISth This day Bukhl Khan, soulndar of Artil- 
lery, matched Lom Moiadabad towaids Guihniooktaism, Ins force having 
been increased by the 29th Regiment Native Infantiy, taking with him Mr. 
Powell, | Deputy Inspector of Post-offices, Mi. Hill, head Cleik of the Col- 
lectoiate, Mi. Dornngton, jumoi Cleik of ditto, Mr. MeGune, Cleik m the 
Magistrates office, and Mi Phillips, 2nd Cleik m the Judge’s office, and 
oui tioops at Dclili took a bia^s 12-poundci gun, and destioyed an earlh- 
vvoik of the mutmeeis, which they had elected at Ticvely angunj 

33 Satmday, June 20th Daks going to and from Dehli plundeied by 
the Mouw'ay Jilts; and a man of the Sth luegnlms, posted .itGmhmooktaisur, 
came m to Meerut, to lcpoit to me that the Rolnlkund mutmeeis were 
appioachmg Gujioulah I acquainted the Mihtniy authonties with the fact, 
and wged the necessity of oui holding Guihmookluisui, and opposing the 
mutmeeis crossing the nvei. 

31 Sunday, June 21st All the police and fen y officials at Gmhmook- 
taisur, and two men of the Sth Iucguhns, came m fiom the ghat, and they an- 
nounced that the fiist division of the mutmeeis was at Gujioulah, and that 
the advance guard was tiymg to make sonic anangements foi ciossmg the 
nvei I again urged theGeneial to oppose the passage, volunteenng to accom- 
pany the paity A council of war was held, which I was not peimitted to 
attend, probably because my sentiments weie known, and because my inti- 
mate knowledge of the stiength of the town of Gurhmooktaisui might

I was silenced with the mfoimation that Delili 
would be assaulted and taken before the Rohilkund tioops could reach 
Delili M 1 I replied, well and good , it is better that we should have the villains 
between two deep riveis, than on the fuitlier side of one of them 

35 Monday, June 22nd Information received from Gurhmooktaisur 
that some men and two guns have succeeded m getting acioss the river I 
again represented how easy it would be, m one night maich, to annihilate 
these men, and take the guns I also lepiesented, that though theie weie 
only 2,300 fighting men, they weie encumbeied with 1,000 caits laden with 
plunder, — such as sugai, ottah, &c, — and that the filing off the fiist gun on 
our side would be the signal foi the Juts and Mewatees of the left bank of 
the Ganges to plundei the mutineers of every paiticle of then* baggage. But 
I was again silenced as befoie. 

36 Tuesday, June 23id. Captain Tyrwlutt, who had letieated from 
Boolundshuliur to Hauppui with his Inegulars, leturned to Meeiut, and the 
whole of the Euiopean community became aghast at the news of Lieutenant 
Smith, Adjutant of the 4th Inegulais, having been foully assassinated by 
some of his men at Mozuffemuggur Up to this tune those blessed with san- 
guine temperaments had hopes that a few of the Iiregular Cavaliy would 
remain faithful, but fiom this date not an Euiopean Officer in Meerut would 
serve with any of the old native soldiery. 

37 Wednesday, June 24th Tlieie was a geneial belief throughout 
Meerut that Dehli would be assaulted tins day, and every one of us felt ceitam, 
that if the assault was made, it could not but be successful No news what- 
evei of the Sikh emissary sent to seduce the 200 Sikhs of the 29th Regiment 
from the cause of the mutineers, and I began to feel very anxious as to his 
fate. Rohilkund mutmeeis still crossing the Ganges 

3S. Thursday 24th, and Fuday 26th June. Good news from Dehb, 
that m the attack made by the mutineers on the British position on the 23id, 
1,000 of them had been killed. Bad news from Gwalioi, that the Contingent 
had mutinied, and having muideied Blake, I)i Kirk, and otheis, weie think- 
ing of marching on Delili 

39. Saturday, June 27th The Rohilkund mutineers have staited from 
Gurlimooktaisui for Dehli by the dnect load Rams commenced this day 
at Meeiut Bagbput budge earned away by the using of the Jumna Ram 
poured m tonents, and the dampness of the low situation m which oui small 
tent was pitched m the Dumdumah anything but pleasant

40. Sunday 28th, and Monday 29th June I received letters fiorn the 
bankeis of Moiadabad, and also fiom the Nawab of Rampooi, to the effect 
that he had, undei orders fiom the Commissioner, taken chaige of the district 
of Moradabad. 

41 Tuesday, June 30tli. Authentic news, that the Rohilkund muti- 
neers would march this day to Ghazee-ood-deen Nuggui, one short stage fiom 
Dehli, that my Sikh emissaiy had been betrayed to Mohomud Shuffee, the 
mutinous Rissaldar of the Sth Inegulars, by a villain of the 8th, whom I had 
sent to find out every thing about the corps, and hanged at Gujroulah, where 
the mutmeeis also muideie.d the Drum Major of the 6Sth Regiment Native 
Infantry, and Mr Phillips, 2nd Cleik m the Moiadabad Judge’s office, on the 
plea that they had taken a light to the tumbrils, intending to cause them to 
explode. 

42 About the 1st July, I was appomted Piesident of a Commission for 
trying, undei martial law, peisons committed for acts of violence and lebel- 
hon , and I performed the duties of that office up to the 11th July, on which 
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date the Bn^achei, Colonel Richmond .Tones, thought fit to dissolve the com- 
mission, and°to substitute foi it a Commission composed of the Judge Advo- 
cate, the Cantonment Magistrate, and the Officer holding the position of Pio- 
vost Majoi 1 Dining this interval, the Regiment oiigmully teimed the “Mee- 
rut Khakees,” but subsequently designated the “Meeiut distuct Volunteeis, ’ 
was laiscd The command was vested m Majoi Williams, but the ical work- 
ing men wcie Captain D’Oyly ot the Stud, who was 2nd m command, and 
Captain Tyi wlutt, of the late 14th Iuegulais, who was Adjutant. I was 
asked to join these Volunteeis, but I refused to do so foi many reasons, 
the pnncipal lenson being, that I believed I could do much moie good 
by myself, if I could letain the command of the detachment of the 3th 
Iuegulais, which had accompanied us fiom Moiadabad, and which, though 
much i educed by deseitions duung the ti insit of the Rolnlkund muti- 
neeis, still contained some good men. At this time the Commissanat 
Officer, Captain Simpson, a man who did his duty nobly in these tioublous 
times, had contiacted debts in the Mcciut bazar, foi the pm chase of articles 
lequned foi the tioops at Dehli, to the amount of £30,000, wdieieas there 
was only £3,000 in the ticasuty, — a sum not sufficient to cover the expense 
of one European Infantry Regiment for a single month It was very evident 
that a public bunkiuptcy was .it hand, and to obviate this calamity, the local 
fiscal authoiities tiled to induce the monied men of the Meeiut distuct to 
advance money to Government as a loan I ought to mention that Mi R W. 
Dunlop, w ho w as absent on sick leave m the hills beyond Casbmeie, as soon 
as the news of the mutiny leached him, nobly letuined to Ins post as Magis- 
trate and Collector of Meerut, Ravelling eveiy night by any conveyance 
which he could find, and was present m Meerut, not only conducting the 
duties of Ins office, but acting as a puvntc in the Cavalry of the Meerut 
Kliakee Regiment, and that Mi Fleetwood Williams, Judge of Mcei ut, had 
been appointed Officiating Commissionei . But so utteily was the Bnfish pres- 
tige low cicd in the eyes of the monied interest of the Meerut district, that 
no one w r ould come foi w aid with a loan Coercion m one instance was resort- 
ed to, hut the practice being deemed objectionable, the money was very pro- 
peily lesloicd to the paitics fionr whom it had been taken This tiansaction 
led me to enquue how much lcvenue was due by the zennndais of the 
Meeiut distuct, and finding that the anears amounted to £70,000 steiling, 
I lesolved, that come what might, I would tiy my hand at making the ze- 
mmdais pay then instalments, and thus stave off the bankruptcy, winch was 
threatening us Undei pei mission from Captain Mackenzie, Commandant of 
the 8th Iuegulais, who had escaped fiom Baicilly with 23 faithful native 
officeis to Namec Tal, I had sent puiwannahs to all the men of the legmient 
who were on leave, and I was joined on the 16th July by Boolund KlianA 
Rissaldai, his son, and anothei sowai of the regiment Tins addition 
bi ought up the detachment to the strength of 19 men The 18th July was 
the first day on which I acted as the leader of 16 mounted men, (I always 
left tin ee at home to rest tliemselv e%) sallv ing foi th at 2 o clock a w, three 
tunes a week, and letuimng to the Dumdumah sometimes at S, .it othei times 
at 10 o’clock v m , and on some occasions not till past midnight, the distance 
travelled every day vaiying fiom 40 to 50 nnlcs In this duty I was nobly 
seconded by Gunga Rui shad, the teliseeldar of Meeiut, now made Deputy 
Collector of the Funuckabad distuct I hold a lettei fiom the late 
Majoi Geneial Penny, C B, commanding at Meeiut, to the effect, that 
the prosperous state of the finances was owing to my e\ei Rons and 
here let me place on recoid my obligations to the Military authonties at Mee- 
rut, and to the men of the detachment of the Sth Iiregulais No soonei did 
the Militaiy authorities see the good effects of my r exertions, than they 
placed at my disposal the hoises of the 4th Light Cavali y Had they not 
done this, our own horses could not have stood the work loi one week, much 
less foi six weeks And as for the noble conduct of the men of the detach* 
ment, w r oids cannot expiess what I feel with legaid to them. Sixteen houis. 


* fcmcc wade Sirdar lluliadoor 
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three times a week m the saddle is no trifling exertion In a good climate, 
with food available at everv halting place , but when that exertion is made m 
the midst of the i.uny season of India, the men being wet through more or 
less, every day, and w here the only thing to be procured to ward off the gnaw- 
ing pains of hunger was molasses and watei, a cloying beverage, which 
would mike most Euiopsans sick, anl which we sinned all he, it is no ordinary 
feat sustained, as it was for so long a penod. 

43. But not only weie the finances recruited by om exertions, but 
peace and oidei were icstoied at the same time In patagiaph 6, 1 mentioned 
that the Lieutenant Governor had requested the Moradabad anthontics to 
clear the load horn Guilimooktaisui to Meeint Fnst and foremost among 
the plundeieis of this line of load w T ere the Goojuis of the village of Soldo, 
distant 14 miles from Meeiut Whilst I had charge of the Intelligence 
Department to the eastwaid. the Solda Goojuis had assembled in sueh num- 
bers, that four sowais of the 8th Inegulais had been driven back by them, 
and just befoie the Rolnlkund mutineers had crossed the Ganges, they had 
murdered a brahmun inhabitant of Guihmooktaisui foi the sake of his clothes, 
and his coipse was seen shoitly aftei bv the men of the 8th In this village 
the zemm dais, all the inhabitants save about thnty, (who were all chumats,) 
and the cliowlreydai, were Goojuis This murder, like many others, had never 
been repoited, although the police daiogah was still at his post, m fact the 
extra Goojui chow r kedai, w r ho had been appointed in consequence of the 
tioubles to live at the watch-house (Muihelah) east of Solda, and to guard 
tiavelleis, was the piincipal muidciei I first sent to the tehseeldai o{ per- 
gunnah Momanah, foi a list of the revenue dcfaulteis of bis peigunnah, and 
I oideied him to meet me on the confines of his peigunnah, on the 20th July 
I fancy he suspected that I intended visiting some of the Goojui villages, and 
having no taste foi fighting, he did not meet me as directed 

44 I had been collecting levenue m the Meeiut pergunnah, and Gnnga 
Puishad, the Meerut tehseeldai, was with me, accompanied by a few tehseelee 
peons His jurisdiction ceased about foui miles short of Solda, but he did not 
hesitate to follow 7 me When within one and a half miles of Solda we passed 
thiough Hussunpooi, also a Goojui village, and tlieie we saw 7 a man, appaient- 
ly a Goojui, on hoiseback, coming thiough a dhfik jungle, from the dnccfion of 
Solda, about half a mile south of the high load. As he evidently wished 
to avoid us, I puisued him, and, aflei a chase of two miles, we succeeded m 
capturing his mare, but lie himself got nivav, secreting himself m come sugar- 
cane We then made the best of out wav towaids Solda fiom the southwaid, 
thus pieventing the Goojuis fiom attempting to escape liom the village into 
the jungle On leaching the village, we ionnd that Gnnga Puishad had col- 
lected all the villageis, and was demanding the revenue due I commenced by 
questioning the ehowkedai and thiee of the lumberdais, (one was absent,) 
why they had not lepoited the muidci of the hiahmun AH foui denied that 
any biabmun had been muidered within the limits of the village The chu- 
rnais weie taken, m compliance with my oideis by Gunga Puishad, to a dis- 
tance of 200 v aids, and there question! d as to the peipetratois of the minder, 
and the ehowkedai was then tied up and flogged, (stupes weie always inflicted 
for neglect of duty on ehowkedai s, previously to the promulgation of Act II. 
of 1S34), and dining the flogging he mentioned the names ot four Goojuis, as 
being the murdeieis. The chumnis’ statement, given to the tehseeldai out of 
healing of the ehowkedai, coaoboiated the account nivcn bv the chowkedar, 
and when they weie confronted with the lumbeidais, Hie lattei also gave a 
corresponding account, and attempted to sheltci themselves fiom being acces- 
sories to the murdei, by saying that they had lemonstiated with the murderers, 
but m vain. One' of the muideiers was piesent, and lie and the three 
lumbeidais weie put on their trial for the nnrniei. and being accessory 
to the minder of the hiahmun, whose name I have now foi gotten The 
court consisted of Boolund Khan, Bissaldar, Tuliawur Khan, jemadar, and 
mi self. We unanimously agieed m our verdict, viz, that all four prisoners 
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should be put to death They weie accoidmgly shot, and then’ bodies were 
suspended to some sheeshum tiees by the side of the load, as a warning to 
the fraternity. Eiom that hour no cimie was committed on the Guik- 
mooMitaisui load, which had been unsafe fiom the 11th May, a penod 
of more than two months I did not destioy the village, foi file does 
not discriminate between the house of a Goojui and of a cliumar , but I warn- 
ed the Goojurs, that if they removed the bodies of then foui bietlnen without 
my sanction, I would return and punish them as nevei Goopu had been 
punished before So effectual had been the measures which I adopted to bung 
these heieditaiy murdeiers and plundeieis to then senses, that when a thousand 
Goojuis, relatives of the deceased, assembled at Solda to eat the funeial feast, 
they proposed to take the bodies down, and bum them accoidmg to custom, 
before they sat down to dispose of the food piepaied foi them , but the Solda 
Goojuis said, “No, if you will agree to lemain in Solda till Mi "Wilson ie- 
“ turns, then take down the bodies and burn them , but if you will not consent 
« to this anangement, then leave the bodies alone, and paitake of the feast and 
“ go youi way ” The melancholy meal was eaten with the bodies hanging be- 
foie then eyes, — a solemn warning that the Butish Rule was not yet at an end, 
and that Goo]urs might not muidei, in open day, biahmun tiavelleis, passing 
through the limits of then village with impunity Fouiteen days after, learn- 
ing fiom the tehseeldai of Momanah that the levenue of Solda had been paid 
up, I sent woid to the Goojuis that they might take down the bodies and bum 
them , and the bodies weie burnt accordingly 

45 I omitted to mention some oceuirences, which, as they illustrate the 
painful position of the Meeiut gamson, I will here i elate About the 9th of 
the month, news of the lamentable action, which took place at Agia on the 5th 
July, leached us Oui communication with the south-east had foi some time 
past only extended twenty miles, and all eyes wei e turned foi succoui on that 
dnection Native rumouis had previously laised oui hopes, repoitmg that 
Geneial Wheeler had been reinforced, and that he was on Ins way to Delih, 
ud Agra, by foiced marches, and when we leceived positive information, that 
not only the whole of the Euiopeans of Futtehguih and Cawnpooi weie cut off, 
but that Sn Henry Laurence had been lulled, the Lucknow gamson besieged, 
and the Agi a force defeated in open fight, the stoutest heaitshad grounds 
foi thinking that, eie long, ve too should be besieged in our wi etched Dum- 
dumah, ciowded with women and clnldien, and suffeung the same hoiror which 
had been enacted lowei down the countiy The Goopu s weie at this time 
reigning supieme, and no road, save those to Mozuffeinuggui and Hauppui, 
was safe even four miles fiom cantonments But matteis with respect to these 
miscreants weie about to mipiove, foi on the 9th July, a paity of Rifles and 
6tli Hiagoon Guards, accompanied by the Meeiut Volunteers, went out and kill- 
ed 170 Goojuis of Sikiee, and tlnee oi four other Goojur villages, situated about 
five miles west of Meeiut The paity also bi ought in some 80 prisoners, the 
greater part of whom were hanged by the Mihtaiy Commission appointed on 
the lltli of July The pergunnah of Buiot, which lies on the left bank of the 
Jumna, was at this time in open lebelhon The Kang of Dehh sent his emis- 
saries throughout this peigunnali, and also to Saharunpoor, to stn up the people. 
He constituted Sah Mull, a Jat of the Mauway tube, Goveinoi of the pei- 
gunnah of Buiot, with the title of Rajah, and he authorized his informing the 
zemmdais, that the levenue foi 1857 had been remitted It was the posses- 
sion of this, and three or four other peigunnahs on the left bank of the Jumna, 
which enabled the people and the gamson ofDelihto live during the siege , and 
had the attempts of oui Engmeeis to destioy the Dehh budge succeeded, the 
garrison must have been staived. 

46. On the 22nd J uly, a curious cncumstance oceuned, which, as it proves 
how thoroughly oui prestige had fallen m the eyes of the natives, I will heie 
l elate I was collecting revenue m a village on the Burot load, when the teh- 
seeldai whispeied m my eai, that the nephew of the lumbeidai had been 
sentenced, for the homicide of his uncle, to 14 years’ mipnsonment, and that he 
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was now m the village, having made Ins escape fiom the Baieilly Central Jail, 
on the 31st May 1857 I told the lumberdax to bung his nephew to me lie 
•did so, and liking the appeal ance of the young man, I told him to boirow a 
pony and follow me lie did so, and i emained with me, riding all ovei the 
countiy till 10 o'clock r m On enquuy I loundth.it he had fought Ins uncle 
about a tiespass upon his fields on the pait of the uncle’s cattle, and that the 
young man had outlived the monies on Ins head, flora his uncle’s stick, 
wheieas the uncle had succumbed to the effects ot the stick of the nephew 
No moial stain an the eyes of an Asiatic attaching to the lad, I asked 
him if he would take seivice as an Iuegular Cavahy solcher lie agieed, 
•and I piomibed not only to advance him money to pay foi a hoise, but 
if he behaved well, to endeavour to piocuie a i emission ,of his sentence 
I p.n ted with him at 10 o clock p m, because I 'knew that his pony 
could not keep up w ith oiu horses, (we w'eie lidmg the 4th Light Cavaliy 
lioises that day,) and I was afiaid lest lagging behind, he might be shot by 
the nfle pickets. On paitmg with him, he piomised that lie would join me 
m the morning But he novel came In oidmaiy times, a sow r ai of the 8th 
Inegulais, sells his situation with his hoise, &c for Rs 300 , and yet 
this man, convicted of felony, and imdei a sentence of 14 years impusonment, 
bubed by a piomise of a loan to the amount lequned, and of a conditional 
paidon, refused to enter the Butish seivice. Doubtless that night the 
pi obabilities of ,oqi eventual success were discussed in the village, and the 
assembled eldeis gave it as their opinion that w r e w r eie all doomed men Hence 
the lad changed his mmd. Pool fellow 1 He is now undei going, I believe, his 
„ongmal sentence in the Meeiut Jail. 

.On the 24th July we heaid that General Neill had defeated the 'Nana, and 
re-taken Gawnppoi and JBithoor. 

47 ^August commenced with the Jkd-ooz-zoha, (the Mahomedan fes- 
tival .to commemorate the sacufice of Isaac by Abiahgpi,) and the despeiatc 
attack of the mutmeeis upon opr position on the hill west of Dehh I was 
employed the whole ol the month, in collecting and bringing m aneais ol 
•revenue and tieasuie from the Momanah perg unnab, which is full of Goopu 
villages, and also fiom pergunnah ‘Hauppui But to piove how much bettor 
behaved these villains had become, it is only necessary to mention the occur- 
rences of the 21st and 22nd August I was on the foimer day at Pureeck’hut- 
gurli, the lesidence of the Goojur Rajah, (the present 'lieu to the title is a 
minoi m the Sahai unpoor distuct, but Quddurn Singh, now a fugitive lebel, 
resides theie, and is called Rajah by the fiateimty, ) and I received an expiess 
m the evening fiom the Officiating Commissioner, to the effect, that the tehsed- 
dai of Hauppui had foi secuuty’s sake made Duttianee his head-quaifois, 
that lie had collected a large sum of money , that he w as 'threatened by a 
huge body of Iuegulai Cavahy fiom Malaguih; that a troop of the 6th 
Diagoon Guards would maich that evening , and that he (the Comnnssionei ) 
wished that I would maich acioss country dunng the night to Skakjehan- 
pooi, IS miles distant fiom Meeiut, on the Grurkmooktaisur road, and theie 
taking chaige of the Diagoons at 4 o’clock a .m, pioceed with them to Dut- 
tianee, and escoit the cash to the Meeiut tieasuiy I did as requested, and 
reached Shahjehanpooi at 11 o’clock p m of the 21st, and at 4 o’clock a u 
of the 22nd the Diagoons amved Vfe at once proceeded across countiy 
to Duttianee, a village which had been foitified against Cavaliy by a wall 
Here we found the tekseeldar of Hauppur with neaily Rs 15,000, to assist 
him in piotectmg which he hdd collected aiound him an aimed mob, amount- 
ing to about 1,5U0 men, the gicatei put of wdnch weie Goojuis ' The easli was 
biought away m safety, and the Dragoons retuined to Meeiut with moie 
than 22,000 11s , tlie evtia 7,000 and odd rnpees having been collected by me 
fiom otkei zenundais I then pioceeded to Guihmooktaisui, and m two 
-tups perfoimed between the 24th and 23th August, I collected and earned 
into the Meeiut treasuiy a sum little shoit of 21,000 Rs At tins time 
I kept a relay of twenty Government hoises half way between Meeiut and 
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Guihniooktaisurin Ilussunpoor, alai ge Goojui village adjoining Soldn.the inhabi- 
tants of which aic closely connected by blood and marnagc, with the Solda 
Gooiuis, and nevei weie lioiscs hcttei c.ncd tot , than these Government 
horses, by the leccntly hostile and plundcimg Goojiu zemindars of Ilussunpoor. 


4S On the 31st August a column of all aims of the seivicc was sent 
out to llauppui The object w as twofold, one to natch the high mad fiotn 
Debit to Moiadcibad and Baieilly, the othet to ovetawe Waleedad Khan, 
the tebcl N«iw.ib of M.ilagiuh, who was ilne.itcning the Blntonnah .Tats, who 
had all along lemamcd faithful, aiul who had defeated Waleedad Khan on a 
foimei occasion, taking tluce small guns fiont lnm I was placed in Civil 
chaige of this column, having been appointed a Special Commissionei under 
Act XIV. of 1S57. Weiemamed.it llauppui tlnec necks, and duiing that 
time I was engaged in collecting levenue, punishing lebcls, lestoring order, 
&c & c At half-past 1 o’clock a si of the 21st Scptcmbei, we icceivcd 
an expiess oidenng the column to piocced by foiccd matches to thannah 
Bliowun, in the MozuHeinuggin distnet, wlicie a force had been beaten back. 
By half -past 9 o'clock a si the column bad marched 20 miles into Meeiut, 
and on the morning of the 24th it reached thannah Bhowun, distant fiom 
llauppui some 72 miles The place had been evacuated hy the rebels a few 
hours befoie we finived Only 30 of them weic killed by the Cavalty, and a 
few guns w'cie chscovcicd secieted in the town The house of Cazee Inayct 
Alee, the murdeier of two of oui tehseeklais at Shamlee, was burnt, as well as 
those ol three oi foui leading lcbels, and the town was given up to plunder. On 
the 26th the column matched to Shamlee, and I found the walls of the mosque 
m w'hicli the two tchseeldais had been ticncheiously muideied by Cazee 
Inaj et Alec in the eaily pait of the month, still eoveicd with blood From that 
daytothe3id of October the column was engaged punishing the Mouway 
JCits of Baolee, Bujroul, Johuiee, B.izecdpooi, Lohuna, llnlwaiee, and Mul- 
lukpooi, who had in August opposed a small foice sent out fiom Meerut, 
and compelled it, after it had killed Sail Mul .Tat, the newly-created rebel 
Governor of Burot, to ictieat. In one week these Mouway Juts paid up arrears 
ol levenue to the amount ol 20,000 pounds staling. 


49. In the beginning of October I gave mjsclf and the men of the 
Sth Iiregulais a little lest On the 18th I started foi Agva on the mail cart, 
and leached the foit the «ame evening. At 9 o’clock a m of the 20th I quit- 
ted Agiaby mail cait, and on my arnval at Allyguih I found at the tent of 
Mi Biamley, the Magistiatc, two messengeis, with two letters fiom Captain 
J. Y. Gowan, Adjutant of the ISth Regiment Native Infantiy, one of them 
was addiessed to the Lieutenant Govemoi of Agin, the other was addressed 
to the Chief Civil Authority of Meeiut. The lattei I read, it contained a 
touching appeal for the rescue of himself and 30 othei Chustians, refugees, 
survivors of the Baieilly massacie I suggested to Mi. Biamley to send the 
foimerlcttei by post to the Lieutenant Govemoi, i claming the two messen- 
geis at Allyguih till he lieaid fiom me, and I pLonused to make up my mind, 
and send by leturn of post a leply to Captain Gowan fiom Meeiut The 
mail cait had not pioceeded many stages befoie I had lesolved, come what 
might, to attempt to lescue Captain Gow’an and the othei Chnstian icfugees 
lying lnd in Ilohilkund I accoidmgly wrote on the 21st October a lettei to 
Captain Goivan, pimcipally m the Greek cliaiactei, saying that I would be at 
Kuchhlah ghat on the 28th, w ltb a few hoisemen, enioute to lescue him, that 
he must collect together as many refugees as he could find, that I had 
detained one of the messengeis to show me the load, and that the other 
would convey to lnm my reply This lettei I enclosed m another lettei to 
Mi Biamley, begging him to send off my leply, and the reply of the Lieute- 
nant Govemoi, to Captain Gowan, by one messenger, and to letam the other 
in Allyguih till my amval The 22nd was employed m getting the Bngade 
Majoi s sanction to my taking with, me ten men of the 4th luegulars,' W'ho

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hadieraamed faithful and loyal, m getting tents for the men of the 4th and 
the 8th, in hoi rowing lls 1,000 and thiee elephants from the Commissariat, 
&c Ac. I beg to place on lecoid my obligations to Colonel Whisk, the 
Bngade Majoi , and Captain Simpson, of the Commissaiiatdepaitment I told 
these officeis my plans , and I mfoimed them that if my designs were known, 
the Government would piolubit my attempting the undertaking, and that 
unless they could assist me, sub i osd, I could do nothing To the honoi of 
these officeis they not only kept my secret, but they, on then own lespon- 
sibihty, granted all my lequests without demanding ordeis fiom the Bnga- 
diei commanding On Fuday the 23id, twenty-five men of the 8th, and ten 
men of the 4th Iiregulai Cavalry, maiched with oideis to leach Allygurh. 
m four marches. On Sunday the 25th I staited by the mail cait, and i cach- 
ing Soomna about 12 o’clock at midnight I lejomed the Cavalry, and marched 
with them into Allyguih on the morning of the 26th Ileie I found Captain 
Gowan’s cossid, ' who had been purposely detained, and 1 learnt that theie 
were 200 of Khan Buhadooi Khan, the iebel Nawab of Bareilly’s Cavaliy, 
posted at Kuch’hlah ghat on the left bank of the Ganges I also learnt fioni 
Mi Bramley that the Lieutenant Govemoi had sent a leply to Captain Go wan, 
to the effect “ that no assistance could be sent him, but that he was autho- 
rized to promise a rewaid of Bs 10,000 to any native who would escoit 
“him and all the otliei Chustian lefugees to Allyguih,” that he, Mi Bramley, 
had done as I directed, and that he had sent my leply, and that of the Lieu- 
tenant Governox, to Captain Go wan, by the hands of one messenger, retaining 
the other messengei m Allygurh I have mentioned above that I was obhged 
to make know n my plans to Colonel Whisk and Captain Simpson, and it is 
cleat fiom this narrative, that I could not conceal any thing from Mr Bram- 
ley, who I think must have acquainted Mi. A Cocks, lus official supenor. 
Up to the date of my reaching Allyguih, my seciet was known only to four 
pei sons I am quite ceitain that it was not known to any of the Irregular 
Cavalry men All they knew r was, that they weie to leach Allygurh m four 
marches, and that I should overtake them at that place. At each encamping 
ground as they went along, they w r ere joined by many Inegular Cavalry men, 
who were, at the time the mutiny broke out, at their homes on leave, and 
instead of finding myself at the head of 35 faithful men of the 8th and 4th 
Iriegulais, I found myself in Allygurh at the head of at least 150 mounted 
soldiers It is true that many of them were sneaking poltroons, who had 
remained at then homes, watching to which side victory would turn ; pro- 
bably some of them, from the sore state of their koises’ backs had been 
doing duty m the rebel camp at Dehli, and certainly had they known 
the dangeious enand upon which I was going, few of them would have 
■joined me till my return at least But it suited my views to be at the head of a 
squadion instead of a Naeb ltissaldai’s party, and hence I was glad of their 
company I consequently ordeied them to lemam in camp, and to do duty; 
but I told the men of the 8th and the 4th that they w r ere always to be m my 
rear, and m advance of the new-comers I have mentioned above that my 
designs, after I left Allygurh, were known to only four British officers, and to 
deceive every one completely, and to make the natives believe that we were a 
party of rebels, I lesolved to make a march of 45 miles. Accordingly we start- 
ed at 2 o’clock a. m of the 27th fiom Allyguih, taking the high road to Kasgunj. 
We reached the encamping place of the town of Jullalee at dawn, and so well 
had we enacted our assumed chaxactei of lebels, that a tragical scene was 
pi evented, solely by the presence of mind of one of the 8th Irregulars, but 
to the light understanding of the matter, it is necessaxy that I should refer 
back to Sunday the 25th, the day on which I quitted Meerut on the mail 
cait. That veiy morning the faithful native officers of the 8th Irregulais, 
who had accompanied on the 31st May 1857 their Butish officers to Nainee 
Tal, having maiched by themselves across Rokilkund, while their British 
officers weie going tkiougk the mountains via Mussooree to Meerut, reached 
the Meerut cantonment, and two of them came to pay their respects to me. 
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One of them was lissalclar Willnyut Ho^ein, a Synd of .TuU.ilee He told me 
that on the 31st May so little did he, though a Rissaldai of the 6th lnegu- 
lais, know what Mas about to happen, he mounted one of his conntiv-bied 
mnics, leaMiig m the lines a huge hay Aiab, which Colonel Scobie, the lie- 
mount Agent m Bombay, had bought loi lnm foi Rs. 800 tin ec oi four months 
bcfoie the mutiny that one of Ins baigeeis, a Sliukh of Jullalee, had taken 
possession of the hoise, <tnd had by means of it become a Kftoodmpn p that lie 
also took possession of a -valuable mule beloncingto him , that lie had taken 
both animals to Belli l that aftci the fall of Behli he had followed the lebel 
Kissaldai of the Sth Inegulais, Mohomud Slmffee, to Mufti a, and thence to 
Hattiass that when Mohomud Slmfiee maiehed fiom Haitians to Kuch lilah 
ghat, en i outc to Bnicillx, his baigeer had bi ought Ins Aiab and mule to 
Jullalee, and made them ovei to Ins lelations that I was going to Alb guih, 
whence Tullaleois distant onl\ 11 miles, and that he would hi exceedingly oblig- 
ed to me, if I mould look at the lioise, and let him know m what state I found 
lnm The town of Jullalee is situated about half a mile noilh of the load, and 
in compliance with the above icquest ofU ill.ivutilossein, I ordued the column 
to halt on the load, while I went with a few men into the town to see M lllayut 
Uossem s Aiab hoise f and Ins mule I had not been in the x illage above 
ten minutes, when a sow.u came galloping up, begging me, to leturn n= quicl.lv 
as possible to the column, bn that there wore some Riitish gentlemen on the 
road I hadcntcud the villa ae'fiom the cwest,nnd was on my wax to rejoin the 
squadron quitting the town fiom the east end of it , I consequently le-enteicd 
the high load one mile east of the spot xxheic 1 had quitted it, and this it wab 
which caused me to ni nve m 'the .rem of two dog c-uts, near which four men, 
armed xvifh American levolvei lifles and pistols, and dressed in European clothes, 
xreie standing, llie column -being drawn up some fom hundred x aids east of the 
dog caits I immediately recognised one of the party as being Mr Paterson 
Saundeis, wlio distinguished 'himself by his bravery and cool courage during 
the rebellion. The paity waspioceeding from the Indigofactory of Mi Booth 
to Allyguih, and seeing a squndion ot Iucgulai Cavalry jn ft out of them, tliev 
presumed they must be mutineers, and xveic preparing to sell -their lives denily, 
when one of t he Sth Irregulais rode quickly up to them, and asked foi a che- 
root, the whole corps having learnt to smoke cheroots m Burmah. He added 
that they were led by Mi. M llson, the Judge of Moiadabad, who had gone into 
the town of Jullalee, and who w ould shortly make his appearance. The tin eaten- 
ed hostilities weie suspended, and my timely arrival saved the Englishmen 
from the dilemma in which they were so unpleasantly' situated That 
evening, at 7 o'clock, w e reached Soron, distant fiom Allygurk 45 miles 
That night the rich Brahmins of Soron, believing us to be rebels, con- 
tinued bung heavy j'uzaiis -every five minutes As it suited my plans to 
enact “ the loyal 55 for some time, I sent them woid that I was an;Eng- 
lishman, and they at once ceased firing. Early on "Wednesday the 23th, 
1 rode down to Augur eca, a village on the light bank of the Ganges 
opposite -Eucli lilah, and theie I fell in with a Rajpoot pi oprietor of 
the village, who had been for many years a prisoner m the Moradabad 
Jail, foi having plundered a boat laden with grain, during the famine of 
1637-38 A mutual lecognition took place, and from lnm I learnt how dan- 
geious a task ciossmg the Ganges at Kuch blah would be It then shuck me, 
that if I succeeded m forcing a passage, the xxhole of the -rebel forces located

return, and that encumbered as I should be with women and children on 
elephants, any serious opposition would end.ingei then lives, and thus my 
plans would utteily fail On my way back to Soion, I met with a bunneeah 
of the Budaon distuct, who had come across with nee, and who was returning 
until salt. I made myself known to him, and he willingly agieed to tell the 
sowais at Kuch’hlah, that Mi Wilson had at lived at Soion, and was on the 
point of crossing ovei with a strong foice The mse succeeded, for the 
sowais fled, it is said, leaving their dinners half cooked, as far as Suheswan , 
and I have since found m the iccoids of Khan Buhadur Khan, the rebel 
Navab of Bareilly, in/ces sent in daily dunng this expedition, by the lebel 
authorities of Budaon, the fiist of which makes out that I had a tiemendous 
ioiccwith me. On my letmn to my camp, at Soion, I w'role a lettei to Cap- 
tain Gow an, telling lnm that the ghfit at Kuclflilah was guaided by lebel 
sowais, that I would endeavoi to cioss, and asking him to come as near to 
the Ganges as he possibly could, without endatigeimg the lives of Ins paity, 
and to let me know' whole I might hope to meet him This lettei I delivered 
to the lcmaining messemrci, onginally sent by Captain Glow an, and who had 
accompanied me fiom AUyguih, with oidei°, if he met <my messcngei until a 
letter fiom Captnn Gow.m, to letuin with Captain Gowan’s leply to my lettei 
wntten fiom Mcciut, and to send the othei messcngei back with my letter 
wntten at Soion. 

50 It is now high tune that I should icveit to Captain Gowan and Ms 
pirt\. Not far fiom the light bank of the nvci Ram Gungn, and about 
equally distant fiom Tilhui and Mceianpooi Kutlua, the town near wdnch 
Hafiz Rehmut Khan/ the Rolnlla chieftain, was killed by a lound shot m 
177 4 , lies the village of Khenah Bujeirah In an obscuie cow-shed in that 
village weic seated, diessed m Native Hindoo costume, two men, one deli- 
cate woman, and four young children, 1 the eldest eight yenis, the youngest 
three months old, all se\en being of pine Anglo-Saxon descent, and moie 
than oidmaiilv lau A mes=engei, one of the two alluded to above as having 
arrived at Alhguih on the 20th Oetobci, enteied that cow-shed, and delixeied 
to them a thin envelope. Hastily was th.t envelope opened, and what was 
at first deemed the sole contents, was anxiously lead Who shall point the 
despau which at the moment ox ei whelmed th.it son ow-stneken party, when 
Captain Gowan lead aloud, “The Chief Commissioner authonzes you to offer 
to any native who will escoit in safety to Allyguih all the Chnstian lefugees 
now lying concealed in Rohilkund, the sum of ten thousand mpees ” Gracious 
G'od f and was that all that the Go\ ei nment of the Noith Western Provinces of 
India could do foi them? They had with the gicatest difficulty procui ed two 
messcngei s to convex to Allyguih two notes, w 1 itten upon the thinnest bank 
post papei, and measuring tom inches by tluee, how was it possible then that 
an escoit sufficiently stiong to pioteet all | the Chuslian idugees 95 miles, 
40 of which weic not only guauled, hut n.uiowly watched by rebel troops, 
thn sting for Christian blood, should be proem ed' It has been said that the 
heart knows its own bitterness, and of a tiuth it is impossible foi me to convey 
to others in voids, po=«iblv even myself to concert c tiie anguish and despair 
w Inch the note§ of the Chief Coninnssionei produced m the breasts of the 
Uncc adults ot that forsaken little band They relate that Captain Gowan 
was in the act of tearing the envelope acioss, so as to destioy all maiks of any

who would cllcet the delneiancc of li m anil his eo rciugccs But this bitterness did not soften the blow to 
the appliciuts tor aid The), poo” crea’uics, could onh see that their hopes were dashed to atoms 
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coriespondencc having passed, when feeling something thicker between Ins 
fingeis than the envelope itself, he looked into it, and theie found my lettei 
mitten fiom Meeiut on tlie 21st Octohei It haidly befits me, the wiitci of 
that ]oy-giving lettei, to dilate upon the effects of it, and in tuith I may fan- 
ly leave it to otheis to conceive the instantaneous transition fiom the depths 
of despaii to the height of gladness, which pennded that lonely cow -shed 
They, pool cieatmes, not onl) thought themselves not foi«,iken, but believing 
that they wcic already lescued, tlicy knelt down and offered up to the Givei 
of all Good, then humble tnbutc of pi, use and thanksgiving; and yet in tmth 
little 01 nothing had been done tow aids then dcliveiunce A fellow' Anglo- 
Saxon, an uttei strangei, lud indeed offeied to ii»k Ins life, and attempt to 
rescue them with a few faithful native tioopeis I3ut what a chasm between 
the offei of an attempt at, and the consummation of, deliveiance. Still then 
eyes saw not that chasm , and if they s,nv it, fair hope' instantly budged it, 
and told them that they wcic alicadv ficc Captain Gow an, after consulting 
his faithful piotectois, wrote me a icply, ptwcipallv m the Gieek chaiactei, to 
the effect, that I had not .allowed lmn time to collect many lefugces, but that 
he w'ould do Ins best, that it had been lesolved that they should go in the 
Hist instance to Meeaoon,] where he hoped to sec me on the 29th Meeaoon is 
about 30 miles from Kucli lilali glint, and is situated m the Bndnon distuct. 
This note was deliveied to me at 7 o’clock i> m of the 28th. At S o’clock r m., 
having selected 100 of the best men and lioises, l ejecting all ho’ses likely 
to knock up, Istaited, leaMng my camp standing, and taking nothing with me, 
but three fast elephants, and a spaic lioise, uddcn by a little hi chin of a boy, — 
my intention bung to cioss the Ganges at Kuch’hlah ghat, and to push on to 
Meeaoon It was at this tune that I entrusted my scciet to J3olund Khan, 
Rissaldai of the Slh Inegulais, mentioned in pains 42 and 44, and coidi.dly 
did he second my view s It was 11 o’clock r m when wc leached an island 
in the liver, having ciossed one bianch of the Ganges, some tlnee feet deep 
I had been told that I should find twelve boats , but what was the fact, theie 
were foui boats only, and those of the class lately constiucted in India to let 
to Magistrates foi making boat budges , that is to say, 5 feet high at the sides, 
and consequently it is almost impossible, without a platform, to foice a horse 
to leap into them, and when tins consummation is effected, the unfortunate 
animal is generally useless fiom severe mjiny m the hocks or Innd legs I 
need hardly say that on the island on which we weie then standing theie 
was no platform To add to my difficulties, two fresh evils appealed The 
Ganges at Kuch’hlah was divided m October 1857 into three sti earns, neither 
of which was fordable, each being sepai ated fiom the other by sand banks 
The transit to and fio of one set of boats could not but consume many liouis, 
even if the horses w'eie forced into the boats There weie baiely six horns 
of darkness before me, and light was death to my hopes Theie w'ere four 
boats to convey 100 lioises, and tlnee different streams to cioss. Despair 
began to staie me in the face, and W'lien the boatmen positively lefused to 
guide tlie elephants across the nvei befoie daylight for leai of the quick- 
sands, my miseiy was well nigh complete But there was a noble end to be 
gained, and five minutes’ reflexion sufficed for the formation of new' plans 
Theie were tw'enty-eight boats, which the icbel tioops had seized and mooied 
undei the village of Kucli lilali, and I lesolved, as I could not hope to get 
my paity across the nver that night, mounted and fit foi the march to Mee- 
aoon, that I would at any late take away from the rebels the means of 
ci ossmg over and annihilating me, and at the same time letam the ferry m 
my owm hands Captain Gow'an’s cossid was at once despatched to Meeaoon 
to tell him what had occuried, to assure him that I would occupy the enemy’s 
attention at Kuch’klah, while he on his part must induce Ins Rajpoot escort 
to get him and Ins party over the nvei at any friendly feny available, and 
to infoim him that I would make a forced march to any feiry which he 
might name, and bung him away m safety. We all dismounted, half of 
the party proceeded in one of the foui boats across the river, while tlie 
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other half held the horses on the light hank The cold was intense, hut 
before day dawned, the whole of the twenty-eight boats, above alluded to, 
were safely mooied in a cieek on the light bank of the river A hoiseman 
was despatched to Soion to older oui camp to Nugureea, the nearest spot to 
Kuch’hlah. ghat, on which we could pitch oui tents, and leaving a strong 
picket at the rivei side to keep up the alarm which I had established among 
the lebel tioops located m the Budaon distnct, I leturned to Nugureea to 
bieakfast Theae was in Kuch’hlah that night about 20,000 Rs woith of 
sugar, rice, giam, &c &c, which the lebel Govern 01 of Suheswan had 
accumulated by the plundei of boats, and of the zemindars supposed to be 
favorable to the Bntisli, and it w-as with an aching heait that I reflected 
that if I had been accompanied by the faithful men of the 11th Regiment 
Native Infantiy, then deseited by then Officeis, and doing the woilc of peons 
and buikundazes m the Meeiut district, not an atom of that plunder should 
have again fallen into the lebels’ hands During the day of the 29tli, I sent 
for a Rajpoot zemindat of the Budaon distnct, u T ho w r as w T ell inclined to us, 
but who w r as at the time holding the post of Superintendent of Femes undei 
the lebels He came to my camp, and I told him that I required moie boats, 
for that a budge must be speedily piepaied at Kuch’hlah, with a view to cioss- 
mg ovei Aitillery, &c , and I affected to consult him as to the best point where 
the rivei could be budged Doubtless that night the lebel Govern oi was 
made acquainted with all I had said, for it is mseited m an urzee forw aided 
by him to the lebel Chieftain, Khan Buhadui Khan of Baieilly 

51. Daily on the morning of Friday, 30th, Iw T ent down to the bank of 
the river with elephants, and a huge cavalcade It was baiely possible that 
Captain Gow’an’s paity might make its appeal ance, but no signs of it, or of 
the rebels, being visible, I returned to my tents, wdieie I passed the day, 
leceivmg visits from the zemindais of the Budaon distnct, most of 'whom 
gave me collect information as to the panic, which my appearance at Knch’h- 
lah ghat had created among the rebel tioops on the left bank of the Ganges 
Duiing the daj' I also leceived a lettex fiom Mi A IJ Cocks, Special Com- 
missioner of the Allyguih distnct, (he w r as not at Allyguih when I passed 
through,) to the effect that Captain Mui ray, hearing of the enand on which 
I w r as engaged, had volunteeied to jom me I wiote back m leply, stating 
how giatified I was at the leceipt of Captain Muiray’s offei , that had it come 
earlier, I would have gladly availed myself of it, but that the business m 
hand would not admit of the delay lequned to enable him to join me, and 
that m fact the mattei would be decided one way or the othei befoie my 
answer could reach Allyguih Aftei a day of the gieatest anxiety, at 8 
o’clock v v. a messengei arnved with a note fioin Captain Gov an, telling 
me that he would that very night cioss the Ganges at a fncndly village called 
Jatee, veiy low down the livei, and that if 1 would come as fai as Qadir- 
gimj to meet him, he hoped that all would be well In an instant hoi ses and 
elephants w ei e saddled, and leaving our camp standing under cbaige of oO sow ars, 
(my paity by this tune had mcieased to about 200 men m all,) w r e start- 
ed for Qadugunj, which is a town of some size, about 40 miles lnghei up 
the n\ei than Futtehgurh. As the wdiole country was m the hands of the 
rebel Nawab of Futtehguib, it was advisable to maicli quickly and quietly, 
without calhng at different villages foi guides Hence I procui ed a guide at 
Nuguieea, who piofessedto know the load well Qadugunj is only 20 miles 
south-east of Nugureea, and yet we lost our w T ay so completely, that it w T as 
3 o clock a. m of Saturday, the 31st October, befoie we reached our desti- 
nation Apait from the town there is a foit in which the zemindar, 
w T ho is a Putlian, and is styled “Nawab Sahib ’ by the villageis, resides with a 
considerable number of his Puthan brethien Between this foit and the 
town we maiched, and took up a position on the load leading to the ferry, 
thus pietending that it w T as our intention to pioceed towards Robilkund It

I went 
alone to the eat tance ot the town, and ihne l «.ia a natne e irt (hackers) 
coicied o\ oi with cloth, diawn liv the well-known luai d of Imlio* ks which 
pie\ails in the Shahjehanpoie distnet and c seen ted bv abrit lb matchlock- 
men I went ne. u it, and finding .dl was light, 1 io lc b\ thr side of Hie 
luickciy, until it aimed at the (chaipjc) natne In (Mead, on which I had 
been sitting all the morning '1 lie cloth in the fiont of the hachtiN was rai-ed, 
and out walked Captain Cowan, che—cd m nothing hut a dhoti e and a tui ban 
He was followed In feiji.mt M pm Belchnm, Ins wife, and the child mi allud- 
ed to ahoNC, one an infant at the hieast. It was a sight to mo\e the c tuncsl 
soul that eva dwelt on eattli 1 was obliged to turn im face aside, and old 
ilolund Klim, a man who had been pusenl in almost cncin campaign which 
lias taken place dining the last foity icais, wept like a child, exclaiming, 
“And it is infants like these that the mutinous katus h.we been ^langhteimg ’ 
“Gods ciuse lest upon them 1 The cloths which had concealed Hum chigoes 
m the hackeiy weie fastened to tices, to make a jcmpoiarj loom foi Mis _Bel- 
cham. I'ood was handed lound, and all the escoit of matchlock-men, Ac. 
Jiavmg been i ew.udcd, at 1 o clock i* w. we all stalled fm Nngmcca The 
sun was netting as we came m sight of the tents, and thus happilj ended the 
eventful clay of Satin daj , the 31st Octobci 1S37. ButNuguieca was not at 
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that moment a very safe place. Four days had passed since I had deceived 
the lebel foices into deserting their post at Kuch’hlah ghat, distant only two 
miles from Nuguieea, and into reti eating upon Suheswan The real state of 
my little column must have become known. In fact from twees found m 
Khan Buhadur Khan’s recoids m Baieilly, it is clear that an exact account 
had by this time been taken of it, and hence I resolved to pioceed the next 
morning 25 miles to Gungheeree. This was Sunday, the 1st November, and 
it was as well I made this move, for on the afternoon of that day, a rebel 
foice of four thousand men and four guns reached Kuch’hlah fiom Suhes- 
wan and Budaon, with a view to annihilate my party When I encamped 
that day at Gungheeree, I little thought that ere six weeks could elapse, the 
vicinity of our encampment would be the scene of an action, m which three 
Officeis of the 6th Dragoon Guards weie killed, and one Officei of the 9th 
Lanceis veiy dangerously wounded On Monday, the 2nd November, we 
marched another 25 miles into Allyguih. On my arrival, I ai ranged to take 
the refugees to Meeiut that same evening m the Government shigiam, but 
I could not resist the gratification of introducing Captain Gowan to some of 
his old friends m the fort. Accordingly we went m the fiist instance to the 
tent of A. H. Cocks, Esquire, the Special Commissionei. That gentleman 
had formerly been my Joint Magistrate, and we had met about 18 months 
previously. I was dressed as a Native Officer of the Ii regular Cavalry, and 
leaving Captain Gowan outside the tent, I enteied it. The tent uas about 
10 feet square, and as I stood facing Mr. Cocks, that gentleman looked for a 
while earnestly at me, and then mutteied m English, “What does the old 
“ Rissaldar want 1 * Why does he not speak ?” I then asked him in Persian if 
he understood the Persian language, (Bur zubanee Farsee hunt/ mee zunee). 
At this Mr. Cocks’s countenance assumed such an appearance of astonishment, 
that I fanly burst out laughing. He then recognised me at once. I then 
called to Captain Gowan to come in. He, too, was in a very humble native 
costume , and I doubt if such a trio ever met before. The following morning, 
Tuesday the 3rd Novembei, we reached Meerut. By the assistance of the 
good Samantans of Meeiut, the refugees were speedily clothed in English 
costume, and here let me thank them all for what they did on the occasion. 

* 52. But there were more Christian refugees sheltered by the good 

Hindoo zemindais of Rohilkund to be rescued, and to all of these puiwannahs 
were issued, offeung pecuniary rewards to all who would bring ovei Christian 
refugees fiom Rohilkund into the Doab, where we would be leady to receive 
them by the 27th of the month Accordingly, on Monday the 23rd, another 
expedition started fiom Meeiut This time however I had the sanction of 
Government to the undertaking, and I was accompanied by Captain Gowan, 
who had been put by Geneial Penny, C. B, m command of the 110 faithful 
men of the 11th Regiment Native Infantiy , Belcham, who had been made offi- 
ciating Serjeant Major of the same, Captain Mackenzie, Commandant, Lieute- 
nant Woodcock, Adjutant, and Doctor Curne, Assistant Suigeon of theSthlrre- 
gulais , and m addition to the sowars who went with me on the fiist occasion, 
were 22 first-iate native officeis of the 8th Inegulais, who had, on the memora- 
ble 31st May 1857, escorted their Butish Officers fiom Bareilly to Namee Tal. 

I accompanied this column to Hauppur, and being anxious to see the Chief Com- 
missioner, I staited m the mail cart that same evening foi Agra The Caval- 
ry of the Joudhpooi Legion, which had been shortly before defeated at Nar- 
noul with the loss of its guns, was, during the night and the following morn- 
ing, crossing the road fiom Allygurh to Agio, neai the village of Meetaee, 
about 3 miles south of Ilatiass, en route to Mvnpoory, Eutteliguih, and Oudh, 
and I had a narrow escape, having been saved by the mail eait duver refus- 
ing to duve me beyond Hatiass, for fear that I should, fiom excessive diow- 
smess, all off the mail cart, and insisting, as he was two horns m advance of 
his regular time, that I should sleep duung that period in the dak Baboo's 
hut in Hatrass In the meantime the Cavaliy having ciossed the road, the 
mail cart proceeded on its way unmolested I reached Agra at 9 o'clock a m 
of Wednesday the 25th Novembei, and at 11 o’clock that day the Infantry 



nf the Joudhnoor Legion ciossed at the same spot where the sowais had 
eroded duiin- the previous night, causing all travellers and the up-countiy 
A„ra mail cut to be turned back tow aids Agra My object m going to Agra 
® ’ to U1 p-a the Chief Commissioner to send a column to dnve back the forces of 
the rebel Nau ab of Futteligurh, which had taken possession of the gieatet pait 
of the Etah distnct, and which were under orders, as ive aftei wards learnt from 
records found on the battle field at Putteealee, to giaduallv invest the folt at 
A 11 Y mil h I quitted Agi a on the night of Wednesday, the 25th Novernbei, and 
reioined my camp at AllygUlh on the nioinmg of the 26th. That day, after 
h Ion o' consultation With Mi*. A II. Cocks, we sent a joint telegiam to the 
Chief Gommisfelonol at Agi a, telling him, that unless he oidcicd Mdjoi Liddell’s 
column, then at Ilntiass, to hold Kn^gunj, and to attack the lebel foices m 
the vieimtv, the Whole district of AllygUih would speedily be again disoi gan- 
ged, I offered, m the event of the measure being sanctioned, to join Colonel 
llkldell With our little column In the evening a leply was leceived, nege- 
tivhW the proposal, and disgusted beyond mensme, I oideied my own party 
to march that night to Julldlee, resolved that I would lescUe as many Chris- 
tian refugees as fought come ovei, and hung inatteis to a cnsis With the 
Euttelinufh iebel forces During Friday, the 27th, we encamped at Julldlee. 
On Saturday, the 2Sth, We reached Gunglieeree, arid here we had the gratifica- 
tion of rescuing eight Christian lefugees, who had been hi ought ovei by the 
zemindais of Budaon All' accounts agiecd m saying that tlieie weie five 
different columns of the iebel forces threatening Solon and Kassgunj I wiote 
to the Chief Commissioner, telling lum the real state of affans, and m reply 
leceived a lettei, uiging me to letieat upon Allvgnih Put I wanted to’ 
hung matters to a cnsis, find I accoidmgly maiched, on Sun’daj the 29tb, to 
Soion, distant 20 miles Here I was joined by Ghunsyam Doss, a blind Biuh- 
muh Telis eeldai of the Allyguih district, who was placed by Mr Cocks in 
cliaige of tile Fiscal and Criminal duties of seveial pergunnahs boidering upon 
the Ganges, with the powers of a Superintendent I found that tlieie w r ere the; 
following rebel foices of the Nawab of Futtelrgurh posted as follows — Wulee- 
dad Khan, the iebel Nawab of Malaguih, was at Suhawur, distant 9 miles, 
■vnth 1,000 men and two guns, Holism Alee W'as at Qadngunj, distant 20 
miles, with 2,000 men and Aitillery, Ahmed Yar Khan was at Putteealee, 
with 4,000 men and Aitilleiy, tlieie were 1,000 men and 4 guns at Mohunpoor, 
and there weie 1,000 men at Sunawah. It was evident that a few horns w r ere 
sufficient to concentrate 5 or 6,000 men at Gunglieeree, and thusoui communi- 
cation with Allyguih w 7 ould be cut off Diieefcmg Chowbe Ghunsyam Doss to 
follow 7 ', we staited at one o’clock a m of Monday, the 30th November, for 
Gunglieeree Duiing the day the Thanahdais of Soron and Kassgunj, and also 
the Tehseeldai of the lattei place, quitted then posts, and came to oui camp 
m a state of alarm. Chowbe Ghunsam Doss volunteered to go back w r rth the 
Tehseeldar to Kassgunj, winch is about 8 nnles from Gungheeiee. I consent- 
ed to this anangement for seveial leasons. Fnstly, I knew that it was not 
the policy of the Futteligurh iebel Nawab to maltieat any official, not a Chris- 
tian Secondly, I knew that the natives of India regaid the blind with feelings 
of great tenderness Thndly, Ghunsjam Doss pionnsed me to keep a picket 
three miles off Kassgunj, on the load to Suliawui, and that he w 7 ould at once 
letieat upon Gungheeiee m case of alaim Fouithly, it was generally believed 
that Soron, not Kassgunj, would he attacked first, both being equi-distant 
from Suhawui. Fifthly, I had resolved to remain at Gunglieeree, to affoid 
Ghunsyam Doss support m case he was obliged to reti eat I wiote again to 
Mr Cocks for the information of the Chief Comnnssioner, telling him all that 
liad been done 


53 Tuesday, December 1st I received an urzee from Chowbe Ghunsyam 
Doss, lepoitmg that ten Chnstians had ainved fiom the Budaon district, and 
I oideied him to foiward them at once, as I knew that their piesenee would 
compiomise the Chowbe with the rebels 

54. Wednesday, December 2nd I lesolved to judge foi myself as to the 
state of affairs at Kassgunj, and sent b saddle hoise with four sowars half w r ay, 
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intending to gallop there and back again very quickly, iiot liking to be absent 
from my own camp for any length of time. I Was detained with important 
malteis all the moining About 1 o’clock r at., the ten Christian refugees 
arrived, and reported that when they left Kassgunj all was right. Half an 
hour later some of the Chowbe’s sowars rode up, and reported that Kassgunj 
had been attacked, and taken possession of by the lehels 1 was actually on 
horseback When these sonars arrived, and it was resolved that nc should go 
out With 50 sonars and reconnoitre. Leaving Captain Gownn in command of 
the camp, we went about 4 miles on the load to Kassgun), and theie we learnt 
that the lehels had occupied Kassgunj m force, and it was Whispered that 
the Chow be lumscH had been lulled This whtSpei proved, alas < too true 1 
I was awaic that the joint lepicsentations of Mi Cocks and myself had caused 
orders to be issued at Dehh, that a column should march as soon as Colonel 
Geiaid’s column leluincd to Debit fiom Narnoul, foi Allyguih and the Etah 
distnCt , and it stiuek me that tiic only thing to he done was to pioceed to 
Delhi and hasten, if possible, the depaitiue of the said column Accoiclingly 
we matched the same lught to Jullalee Thence I lode into Allyguih, direct- 
ing Captains Gowan and Mackenzie to await my return at that place. At 12 
o'clock midnight of Tittusdav, December 3id, I started on the mail cnit for 
Delhi, and J readied that chv at 9 \ m on Friday the 4th General Penny, With 
bis usual alacntv, ordered the column, undei the command of Colonel Seaton,’ 
C. B, to piocrcd bv foiccd maiches to Allyguih on Monday morning, the 7th 
December. On Saturday night, the 5th, 1 pioaceded to Mcelut, and having 
proem cd a second m command j for Captain Gowan, I started with lnm at 3 
i>. m of Tuesday Sth on the mail cait loi Allyguih Leaving lmn at Allyguih, 
I went on to Agu to obtain filial oulers fiom tiic Clnef Commissionei, and, it 
possible, to get permission foi Colonel Seaton’s column, aftei defeating the 
divisions of Mohsm Alec and Ahmed Yar Khan, to push on to within 20 
miles of Futtehguih, and thence to operate against that place fiom the north 
we^t, in combination with the Commandei -in-Chiefs Auny, which We knew 
was advancing fiom the south-east The Chief Commissioner did not approve 
of Ibis plan, being alauned lest the strength of the column should not be equal 
to it. ill health had, T ft.n, a gient deal to do with his decision. Had the 
plan been sanctioned, the lnidge of boats might have easily been destroyed, 
and Tufiuz/ool Hoosein, the leiiel Nawab of Futtehguih, Wuleedad the rebel 
Naval) of Malaguih, Feio/.e Shall, and two other Dunces of the house of Dehh, 
BukhtKhan, soubadai of Artillciy, Commander-m-CInef of the rebels at Dehh, 
Ismael Khan, the nephew' of Wuleedad, Ahmed Yar Khan, Holism Alee Khan, 
and many other leaders of note, would in all piobability have been seized. I 
rejoined my camp at Allyguih on the night of Thursday the 10th, and 
Colonel Seaton’s column aiiivecl the following morning

to Kassgunj luns somewhat noilh of east, but on the Kassgunj side of the 
bridge it tui ns to the right, and assumes a dnection slightly south of east. 
We bad all along been in communication with Mr Saptc, the Collector of the 
Boolundshulnu distnct, who had foi some time past been watching the Anoop- 
shuhur glint with a foi cc, - ! undei Colonel Faiquhar He moved down fiom

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Anoopshuhuv, almost due south-west, upon Gunghocrce, at which place. lie 
amved about 4 o’clock r. m on Sunday the 13th. Colonel Farquh.ii selected 
lus gi ound with great judgment lie encamped on the i lglit bank of the Neeni 
nvei, about a mile below the iron bridge, his fiont being intersected with 
ravines, and his icar being piotccted by the village. Kews ol bis anival, and 
of the exact number of his tioops, was that vciy evening conveyed to Mohsm 
Alee Khan, who commanded the rebel troops at Kassgunj, distant about 8 
miles, and the xcbels lesolved to attack lnm the following morning. But, as 
detailed above, Colonel Seaton’s column also reached Gungheeiec about 8 
o’clock a. m. on Monday the 14tli, and at my suggestion the column marched 
across the suspension bridge, and the camp was pitched on the left bank of 
the Neern nvei, about a mile fiom the budge, and near the village of Muhaee. 
In other words, the uver and the lavmcs intervened between the camps ot 
Colonel Farquhar and Colonel Seaton, winch were about a mile and a half 
apait, and the lattei column was to the sime extent nearer to Kassgunj than 
the formei. Of the anival of Colonel Seaton & column the rebels appear to 
hare been in complete ignoiance, and about 11 o’clock a. m. our pickets 
brought in word that the enemy was matching down upon us in full force. 
The Infantiy weic diawn up m line, Hodson’s Horse on the left, and a squad- 
ron of the OthDiagoon Guatds was on the light under Captain "Ward law. I 
offered my sei vices to Colonel Seaton as A I> C , and accompanied that Olficer 
with his Staff to the front. The action commenced on the pait of the enemy 
with two 9-pounders and a howit/ci, omruially belonging to Al.ijor Knby’s 
battery, stationed at Bareilly and kloradabad, when the mutiny commenced. 
They had been piocmcd fiom Bukht Khan Soubahdar, who was at the time 
at Futtchgmh. These three guns were placed so as to be sheltered by sand 
lulls, and so well weic they served, that for a considerable period it was sup- 
posed by the Staff, that theie were <?tv guns on the pat l of the enemy. The 
Batisli Artillery, undei Colonel Iundle-ide, galloped to the front, and a brisk 
cannonade began. The enemy’s Cavalry then showed themselves, and they 
were in such numbeis, that it appeared as if they had only to advance to nde 
over the Staff and out Artillciy. Colonel Seaton seeing this, fust ordered me 
to direct Captain Wardlaw to bring up his Squadron in support of our guns. 
Having done this, I was again oideicd to hung up two more battery guns. 
Having pointed out the spot at which the guns weie requned, I rejoined 
Colonel Seaton; and I was wailing for fresh oulers, when Captain Light, Colo- 
nel Seatons oideily Officer, rode up and teported that three guns had been 
taken, and that Captain Watdlaw bad been killed. The Dragoons under 
Captain Hodson, of the Gth Diagoon Gu.uds, who succeeded to the com- 
mand, and the Artillery, advanced m pursuit of the enemy, now t cheating 
upon Kassgunj, and I was oidered bick to bung up a Suigeon. I conducted 
him to the spot The Squadron (it was a vciy weak one) nuclei Captain Waid- 
law, assisted by a few men of the 9th Lancets undei Lieutenant Head of that 
corps, then on Ins way down to rejoin the Regiment at Cawnpoi c, had chain- 
ed the guns, and had taken them. In that charge Lieutenant Vise was killed; 
Lieutenant Head, of the 9th Lancets, was dangerously wounded m two places 
by giape, and some men ancl horses w'eie killed and wounded. Captain D'Oyly 
of the Stud, then on lus way to Buxai, had a narrow' escape in this chat ge 
Immediately after this gallant feat. Captain lYatdlavv saw, at a distance of about 
100 yaids, some 20 or 30 men; I fancy' they' weie Aitilleiy men, sneaking 
away behind some sand hills. He oideied the cbaige, and he fill of Ins hoise 
lifeless, a matchlock ball having cnteicd the foiehead.'- Captain Hodson and

A di awing of the l ivei w T as made, and information 
was given to the Commandci-m-Cluef that Geneial Penny intended to cioss 
the uvei, and attack the lcbel foice at Kuch’hlah, distant 12 miles, as soon as 
vie weic joined by a wing of Ilei Majesty’s 61th Regiment The wing aim- 
ed on the morning of Fnday the 19th, and those acquainted with the General’s 
plans weie looking forward with delight to punishing the Kuch’hlah lebel 
foice, when a tclegiam anived, positively prohibiting the ciossing-the rivei, 
and oidenng the wing ot Hci Majesty’s 60th Rifles to letmn to Meeiufc and 
Rooikee, and the whole of the 5th Sikh Regiment to Lucknow'. We were 
thus left at Kassgunj with only 1,300 men, viz , one wmg llei Majesty s G4th 
Regiment undei Colonel Bingham, one wmg of the Belooch Battalion undei 
Captain Beville, a squadionof the 6th Diagoon Guards under Colonel Richmond 
Jones The Mooltanee lloise undei Captain Lmd, and tinee lS-poundeis and 
four 9-pounders undei Captain Ilammond. The column lcmamed inactive at 
Kassgunj till Monday, 29th of Minch, on winch day it maiched to Suhawur, 
wheie it halted till the morning of Apnl 12th, when it marched to Putteealee. 
In the mtenni the 22nd Sikh Regiment joined us, and on Fnday the 9th, 
whilst at Suhawui, we lcceived news of the defeat of the rebel force at 
Bangaon by Colonel Su T Seaton, K C. B , with a small foice from Futtehgurh, 
and of the flight of Taij Singh, the lebel Rajah of Mynpooiy, who crossing the 
Ganges, had loi ded the Ivalee Nuddee at Toosaia, and had taken the road to 
Etawah The Nana, on hearing of the defeat of the mutineers at Lucknow, 
reheated fiom Necmkhar Misnck to Shahjehanpoie, wheie he remained eight 
days, m which mteival Ins eldest son was born He then proceeded to Baieilly, 
wheie he took a veiy active pait m the Government, and actually caused a 
proclamation to be issued hy Khan Bahadui, prohibiting the slaughter of 
June. 


62 At Putteealee it was resolved to get up sport for the Europeans and 
Sikhs, and I believe that the games which lasted loi aboutafoitmght, and occu- 
pied the men’s thoughts foi about a foitmght befoie and a foitmght after 
then oecunence, were the cause why, notwithstanding the intense heat 
m tents, we had so lew Europeans m hospital Our forced inactivity con- 
tinuing as it did for so lengthened a period, gave the icbel foi ces at Kuchh- 
lah and other ghats confidence, and at length, on the 19th Apnl, they came 
across the liver Ganges, and bmnt the town of Qadngunj The Zemindai, my 
old fuend “Nawab Sahib, ’ galloped over to bung the news, and the Mooltanee 
Hoise staited at once, but the distance being eight miles, when they arrived 
not one of the enemy was visible, all having retraced their steps to the left 
hank of the river 

63 About this lime Geneial Walpole, leaving Rooeea, where Nirput Singh 
contnved to kill Brigadier the Ilonoiable Adnan Hope, bad defeated the rebels 
undei Alimud Yai Khan at Bichhpooree ghat, and he was halting at Allahgunj, 
distant twelve miles from Futtehgulh The Commandei-m-Chief was on his

passed the heat of the day of Fiul.iv, 2 lid, and veiy eatly on Satin day morn- 
ing, the 2ith, weieaclud Futlchgiiih. His Excellency ai lived tin s line day, and 
lie at fust dnected Genual Penny to bung his (oluniii to .hill.ilab.id, hut upon 
my icpiesenting to His Excellency, th.it, to the Ik " t of my belief, Tull.ilahad 
would he evacuated hefoi c he i cached Hit foil (hue, that Puthealee was the 
apex of an isosceles tnanglc of d(J miles of which Jullalahad and Futtchgurh 
wuethc base, which base was only 20 miles, so that, while Jlis Exedlenc} was 
mat clung that distance, we should hu\e to maich 60 miles, with the Ganges 
and R.imgunga to cioss, that c\on at Shahjeh.inpoi n his huge font would not 
he opposed, and that 1 felt on lam I could conduit Genual Pcnnj’s eolunm 
stiaight across Rolulkuiid, and eatise it to join His Excellence .it 2R cr.mpooi 
Kuliah, 20 miles south of Eaioilh lie* consented to the proposal, and dnected 
Genual Pcnnj to pun him at that place on the did M.t\ r J’iiat s one night 
the Genual Mailed loi Puttcealee' m two maich *■* as be Imc Jonh aecimp'i- 
med him 10 miles, and then lode* dneet to Puttcealee, with oidu-Go despatch 
the wing of the Rolooeh Bait ihonandfheMooltane" I lone rail} the next morning 
to the glint This they did, and the Genual and In** Staff also leached Pullee- 
alce shen flv aftu then rlep.uluie On'Jne*da> moiningthe 27th, the Genual 
leached the Ganges, and the Ailillen, the wing of the J Mooch battalion, the 
22nd Sikh Regiment, the Mooltancc Urn-,.*, and Captain Gowan s Infant iv, at 
once ciossed the mu, and dinmirofl the enemy b picket, took. po^se-uon 
ot the village of Neolce The Genual and bfafi, and the Riagoon-, uo=sed 
Intel in the "da}. No soonu h..d the guns cio-s*d, <*,i\ 12 o’clock nud-dav, 
than the met began to use, and when the Stall cio&sed, an oubnurj horse was 
compelled to swim fui tluce oi fom xaids m the centre ot the stieun. 

Gi IVedncsdaj , the 2Slh, we weie engaged all day getting o\cr Commis- 
sariat stoics A letter lccencd fiomthc Chief oi the Staff to the effect that the 
Commandei-in-Clncl would be mostpiobably opposed at Shnh|ehanpoic, that he 
could not he at Meciunpooi Kutiah on the did , and that Genual Penn} was 
at liberty to use his own discretion. I shall not easily foigetthe delight 
which this lcttei caused the biu\c old Genual lie sent foi me, and conitnu- 
l icited to me the contents I lephed that it was Inghh giatifung, because it 
evinced pioof of the confidence which Jlis Excellency cniu tamed of lnni but 
that two things nuhtitcd much against his making an\ xeiy gicat use of the 
discietionaiy powtis gi anted, \u that though the lebel joices undci the 
Fy?abad Moulvcc might tin eaten to oppose the Conunandei -in-Chief’s entiy 
mto Shahjchanpoi e, — a tin eat winch lie pusonall}, being a biaie man, would 
doubtless cany out, — still the lebel leaflets act mg undei him would ne\ei con- 
sent to fight such a foicc as that undu Hts Exccllenc\, and that consequent!) 
not bung opposed, he would be at Meeiunpooi Ivuliah on the diy appointed , 
that my pi obably he would be annoyed, if the Genual did not aimc there 
at the same time, and also that the nvci Ganges by using so suddenly, 
alieady threatened to consume one ol the two spue days allowed us, and might 
possibly consume the second Pecuni.ny rewaids weie p.omised to the 
Mahouts, if they would bung o\ei all the stoics quick]}, and the Commissanat 
Olhcer, Lieutenant Rnggs, excited himself to the utmost Seeing that we 
could not possibly maich that evening, with the consent of the Genual, 
Captain Gowan’s Infantiy and my Inegulai Cavah y escoi t w ci e sent to a 21 aho- 
medan village, about foui miles off, on the load to Kukialah, withoideis, if 
possible, to cnptuie the picket posted tliue Captain Gowan le tamed in the 
afternoon, and reported that they had been able to kill only one man of the 
picket, the lest having tied to Kukialah That same evening the lebel foice at 


* 110 men of tlie lltli Regi' lent X One Jnfn t-j, nml nbaV 130 llecn i* 
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Kukialah becoming panic-struck, fled to Budaon, distant 10 miles fiom Kukrn- 
lali. This was duly reported to General Penny, and he agreed that he would 
march via Oosaith, where were posted a thousand men with one gun, and hav- 
ing defeated that body, he would encamp at Kulualah, and maich the next day 
and attack the rebels at Budaon, and baling done this, he would proceed to 
the rendezvous by forced marches during the 2nd and did of May. A mes- 
sengei' 3 noted foi Ins experience and tact was pioeured, and both the Geneial 
and myself wiote to the Chief of the Staff, detailing the above plan. Up 
to midnight were the elephants engaged, bringing ovei Commissariat stores, and 
yet all had not been biought over. Thursday the 29th saw the elephants 
again at work, ciossmg and le-ciossing the uvei, and it w as not till 5 o clock 
r. m that all the stores weie safely landed at Neolee, and heie, befoie I lelate 
the sad occunence which the next tv enty-foui houis biought foith, it is 
necessaiy, to the light understanding of the mattei, that I should enter into 
the following detail, and that the annexed map | should be consulted. 

65 The high road from Budaon to Futtehgurh runs via Kukialah, Oosaith 
and Kutrah, and ciossmg the Ganges at Sooiujpooi ghat, enteis the district of 
Fnnuckabad, the ghat being about half way between the two towns At Kut- 
lah, which is on the left bank, and about tlnee miles fiom the livei, the Baieilly 
lebels had all along kept up a considerable force, and it was at this ghat the 
foice which was defeated at Shumsabad m January, and also the foice v Inch 
plundered the town of Kumpil in Mai eh, crossed over the liver No sooner 
had Geneial Penny ciossed the Ganges, and encamped at Neolee, than the Kut- 
lah force letreated upon Oosaith and Kukialah What became of the Kukialah 
portion of the Kutrah foice has been detailed; viz that it fled panic-struck 
into Budaon on the evening of Wednesday, 28th. The Oosaith foice lemamed 
to be disposed of, and it was resolved that a column, composed of the four Bat- 
tery guns under Captain Hammond, the Squadron of the 6th Diagoon Guaids 
undei Colonel Richmond Jones, a wing of Hei Majesty’s 64th Regiment 
under Colonel Bingham, half the Mooltanee Horse under Captain Lind, and a 
portion of the 22nd Sikh Regiment, should march for Kukialah via, Oosaith at 
9 o’clock r. si. on Thuisday the 29tli , and that the baggage protected by 
three 18-poundeis, a poition of the 22nd Sikh Regiment, half the Mooltanee 
Horse, and Gowan’s Intan try, should march for Kukialah direct at daylight of 
Friday the 30th Apiil. Doubtless it was a great violation of nulitaiy lules 
to march at the early hour of 9 o clock f. m , but Geneial Penny was in the 
habit of marching, so as to reach his camp always by 6 o’clock a m , with a 
view to avoid exposing his Euiopean tioops to the effect of the sun , and when 
it was suggested that w e were in an enemy’s country, he leplied, “ Nothing shall 
induce me to expose u my Europeans" to the sun” It was lull moon on the 
29th, so that duimg the night of the 29th, it was blight moonlight. The 
column staited, as ordered, at 9 o’clock p. m, and eveiy military piecaution 
was adopted. I was asked to accompany the achanced guard, which v r as com- 
manded by Lieutenant Weatherby, of Hei Majesty’s 6th Diagoon Guards. I 
did so, and when we aruved at a village one mile slioit of Oosaith, the Zennn- 
dai leported to me that the picket had been withdrawn fiom the village about 
4 o’clock p ar, and that he believed that the lebel foice had decamped, taking 
the load to the noith. He added, “ Did you send a messengei with despatches!: 
“last night'* If so, he appioaclied Oosaith too neaily, and was seized by the 
“ picket, "and he was beheaded this morning in the giove at Oosaith ’ This 
Zemindar accompanied the advanced guard on foot, and when we leached 
Oosaith, u r e found all he said was too true, and the Oosaith people said that 
they believed that the lebels had letieated by the Datagunj load § We halted

for Kukialah, distant about eight miles, and, as neaily as lean recollect, it was 
about midnight The line of maieh was as befoie, and as the road was veiy 
sandy, the Artillery and Cavahy out-maiched the infantry. When the advanc- 
ed guard reached a little hamlet foui miles from Oosaitli, the halt was sounded, 
and we waited one hour foi the Infantry. Heie it was that General Penny, I be- 
lieve, personally told Colonel Bingham not to liuiiy the men, but to let them 
take then time It was this fatal older which led eventually to the General’s 
death The march was lesumed by the Cavaliy and Aitilleiy, but the Infan- 
tiy weie allowed by their Commanding Officeis to take a long lest About 
two miles fiom Kukialah, I obseived on the sand the punts of horses’ feet, and 
I sent the Zemindai, above alluded to, into an adjacent village, to get infor- 
mation When vitkin one and a half mile of Kukialah, the Cavalry and Aitil- 
ieiy dismounted, and eveiy Officer of the Diagoons and of the Staff, save 
Geneial Penny and myself, slept The Zemindar rejoined us, and said that 
the villageis repoited that the Oosaith rebel ioice had passed tlnough Kukia- 
lah, apparently en ooate for Budaon. Aftei a delay of about an horn and a half, 
Geneial Penny, seeing that dawn of day was at hand, became somewhat impa- 
tient, and ordered me to wake up the Officeis sleeping aiound us I did so, and 
Geneial Penny and the whole of the Staff having joined the advanced guaid, 
we pioceeded, the Staff udmg in front of all We had not marched a mile, 
when Captain Simeon, the Assistant Adjutant Geneial, exclaimed, “ Theie aie 
horsemen m our front'” We lemed in our horses, and I remarked, “Is it pos- 
sible that those horsemen can belong to oui baggage guard 12 ” And then addiess- 
rng myself to the General, by whose side I was lidmg, I asked whether I 
might send foiward some of the Inegular Cavahy of my escort to ascertain 
who the hoi semen were The Geneial answered, “No, no, never mmd Let 
us maich on.” We pioceeded, and when we reached a small plantation of 
babool trees immediately adjoining the road, and about 400 yaids south of 
Kukralab, the lioi semen opened out, and a port-fire being applied to a gun was 
distinctly visible I cried out in a loud tone, “Look out; there’s a gun'” 
The Staff and the advanced guaid wheeled lound m an instant, to enable our 
guns to open, and m a second, three guDS loaded with giape u ere fired at us, 
succeeded by a fouith, but by a miracle notone of us was hit, — I fancy because 
the guns did not admit of their muzzles being sufficiently depressed for the 
short distance which intei vened between us and them The road was sandy, 
and our guns were turned with gieat difficulty. Hence Captain Hammond 
could not return the fire of the enemy, till they had filed four lounds at us' 
Our guns then opened, and down came a body of Ghazees, (martyrs for the 
faith of Islam,) each brandishing two swords upon our guns, and the tioop of 
Dragoons led by Captain Forster. Nobly did the Aitillery and the Diagoons 
do their duty , the latter chaiged the Ghazees, and personal conflicts became 
the order of the day , one Gkuzee was cut down by the side of one of our 
guns, by a Lieutenant of the Aitilleiy, whose name 1 cannot now lemember, 
and then bones even now whiten the plain, at the spot where the Dragoons 
went at them. One of the enemy’s Cavaliy, mounted on a bay horse, rode for 
a second close beside the Diagoons He came up with a salam, and it was not 
till he began to use his sword, that he was discovered to be a rebel Ills bones 
and those of his hoise up to this day mark the spot where he fell The Gha- 
zees having been driven back, the enemy taking his three guns with him, re- 
peated to a considerable distance to the right of the road, and it was imagined 
that he pioposed to attack our right flank. Our guns and the Dragoons were 
faced to the right, and Captain Hammond occasionally fired a round shot 
tlnough the trees, m the dnection he had taken, and though no execution was 
done, the firing these shots prevented the attack on our flank being attempted 
It v r as at this time that General Penny was missed, and for some while no 
trace of him could be found. At length his coipse was discoveied near thd 
village, about 100 yards on the left of the road, and 300 yaids in advance of 

* Lieutenant Echford, of the Quarter Master General's Department, w as sea erely wounded hy the Ghazees, 
he liar ing f tllcn, I believe, from his horse, when the Staif wheeled round Captain Forster’s left hand was severe 
ly injured by a sword cut inflicted, -while he was warding off cuts with Ins steel scabbard 
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tlie spot 'where tbe hand-to-hand conflict between the Dragoons and the Glia- 
zees took place His left arm had been broken by a musket bullet, and I 
imagine that the rems dropping fiom Ins hand m consequence. Ins pony must 
have galloped to the front, that he fell off, and then some of the Gliazees see- 
ing him on the giound, killed him with two swoid cuts The command now 
devolved upon Colonel Eichmond Jones, of the 6th Diagoon Guards, and 
anxiously weie all eyes tmned towaids Oosaith, foi the advent of the Infantry. 
At the time the fiist shot was fired, Colonel Bingham aud Captain Heville 
must have been about three miles 01 moie in the xeai I need liaidly add that 
bothllei Majesty’s 64th, and the Beloochees, the moment that the gun vas 
heard, started to join us at the double At length they made then appeaiance, 
and we resumed the offensive A few Ghazees attempted to lenew the attack, 
but it was a very feeble effort, and then away the enemy fled towaids Budaon 
Had Colonel R Jones taken the high road to Budaon, which load runs straight 
through the village of Kukralah, much time would have been saved, and the 
enemy would have been seen moie clearly m the puismt , but it was supposed 
that the houses might be filled with matchlock-men, and lienee we followed in 
the line taken by the enemy , viz to the right of the village. Foi two miles 
after the pursuit commenced, the dust was so gieat, that though riding close 
m the real of the Dragoons, it was impossible to seethe man m fiont. At 
length the soil became less sandy, and we saw that the enemy’s Cavaliy had 
divided, — the larger body taking the left of the road, the smallei taking the 
iight of the load The Diagoons followed the largei body, and the Mooltanecs 
under Captain Lmd followed the smaller. Our Aitillery hoises now began to 
feel the effects of the sandy fields through which they had been going at speed 
for two miles, and Captain Hammond very wisely kept Ins guns on the high road 
between the two bodies of our Cavalry , but of course Ins horses could no 
longei keep pace with the Cavalry At length one of the enemy’s guns became 
visible on the high road, and I saw the Artillery men faying to make the bullocks, 
which weie dragging it, increase them speed. The Dragoons weie at this time 
half a mile to the left of the road in pursuit of the enemy’s Cavalry, but one 
or two of the Mooltanees catching sight of the gun, gave chase. ,As we neaied 
the gun, all the rebel Artillery men but one fled, and concealed themselves m a 
stack of the m hut plant The solitary Artillery man was despatched, and a 
Mooltanee taking the place of the bullock duver, we tmned the bullocks lound, 
urging them with the point of the swoxd to xetrace then steps to Kukralah, — a' 
pioceechng to which, m their blown state, they seemed paiticulaily averse. 
At this time the mam body of the Mooltanees having ovei taken some of the 
enemy, weie fighting in the light, and the Diagoons weie using then sabres„ 
with good effect on the left At length some of the leading files of Hei Majes- 
ty’s 64th came up, and the Artillery men in the whin stack were disposed of. 
The heat at this time was intense, and men and horses being completely knock- 
ed up, the halt was sounded. We giadually letraced oui steps towaids Kuk- 
ralah, wheie we hoped to find our tents We leached oui camp, pitched on 
the Budaon side of Kulaalah, between 12 and 1 o’clock of Fnday the 30th 
Apul, and the heat may be conceived, when I state that, to the best of my 
recollection, seven horses, all stud-hied, bom and reared in the country, died 
fiom the effect of it Eighty dead bodies veie counted between the spot where 
the action commenced and our tents, and as many more must have been lulled 
m the puismt , and yet the affan at Kulaalah was designated by the Comman- 
dei-in-Chief in the Garelte a "Skumish. ’ The official account of the action 
was diawn up by Major Harriott, of the Judge Advocate's Department, and 
doubtless it was difficult to write a despatch of the occurrences of the day, with- 
out attributing blame to some one. Now that Geneial Penny was no moie, I 
was the sole sui vivmg depositoi y of the viva voce msti uctions of the Commander- 

e Tin*? brave and noble Officer fell 1 \ictim to bis tender regard for the Furopean Soldiery Hh horror of 
opposing a British Soldier to the sun, nn\ be conecn cd from the follow mg anecdote — He subscribed most liberal- 
ly towards the fund raised for the sports jt 1’uttcealee , but one da\, fmoying that they did not commence early 
enough, he addressed me as n steward of the sports, and begged me to go to the Officers commanding the differ 
ent Arms of the Sere ice, and tell them that if the men were not on the ground at thegrea dawn, he would prohibit 
the games altogether Ho was the only man hilled that da\, though one of the Dragoons died the next day of his 
wounds General Penny was a stern disciphuariaD, but there was not a man in the whole column who did not 
deplo-c his loss 
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in-Chief, and T deemed myself ]ustified m asking pei mission to lead the des- 
patch of the copy of it But this was denied, and the answer given was, that 
I could lead it when it was published In it, Majoi Hamott states that I was 
misled , and it is made to appeal that I was the cause of the nnsadvcntuie. 
How much I was to blame will appeal hereaftci.

66 And n ow a fe w words as to the blam e which ought to attach to me. I have 
before stated that the messenger despatched with letteis from Geneial Penny 
and myself, to the Chief of the Staff, on the evening of Wednesday the 28th, was 
seized that same night, and executed by the Oosaithfoiee early on Thursday the 
29th, and that both the letteis are now m my possession, having been found 
among the papeis in the house of the rebel, Nawab Khan Buhadui Khan, at 
Bareilly Those letters were sent by the leader of the Oosaith foice on Wed- 
nesday night to Budaon, and these being tianslated, all Geneial Penny’s plans 
Became known. The Oosaith foice quitted its position on the afternoon of the 
29tli, and passing thiough Kukralah, was met late at night half way between 
Kulaalah and Budaon by a body of Ghazees and Cavahy, with two guns drawn 
By horses This body had been despatched from Budaon under the command 
of Wuzeei Khan, the Agia Native Doctor, and Zamm Alee, the Imam of the 
Ghazees, ■’ a resident of Chubramow neat Futtehguih, with orders to unite with 
the Oosaith force, and to oppose us at Kulaalah. A part of the Oosaith force 
refused to letum with Wuzeei Khan and Zamm Alee, and continued their 
march, But some of them and the Aitilleiy did return, and it was the Oosaith 
gun v Inch we took. Wuzeer Khan and Zamm Alee’s part} 1 -, thus constituted, 
leached Kulaalah about 11 o’clock of the night of Thuisday the 29th April, 
and of this fact I was ignoiant at 4 o’clock the following moinmg. I never 
howevei advocated marching at night in a country occupied by the enemy. 
But still passing this by, was it any fault of mine, that when we halted It 
miles shoit of Kulaalah, we did not piolong oui halt for an additional half 
hour ? Was it any fault of mine, that the Infantiy was permitted to stay so far 
in the real ? Was it any fault of mine, that the whole of the Staff sponte siui 
joined the advanced guaid, — a post which had been assigned to me at 9 o’clock 
the pi evious evening? Ilad the ordinary precautions of wai been adopted, 
what haim could have occuried fiom the enemy’s occupation, dui mg the night, 
of Kukralah ? I may safely answei , that but few of the enemy would have 
lived to return to Budaon, and all then thiec guns would have been taken 

67 But to letum to my nanative It was given out that we should march 
the following morning to Budaon, but when Colonel Jones, Majoi Harnott, 
and Captain Simeon, weie consulting as to what was to be done, I entered 
the tent, and told them that I had pledged my woid to His Excellency 
that I would conduct the column, so as to join him at Meeianpooi Kutrah on 
Monday, the 3rd May , — that there were only three days left foi a march by 
cross countiy loads, and by which legulai tioops had nevei maiched, of some 
35 miles, with the Ramgunga uvei intervening, — that it was hue that His 
Excellency, under the nnpiession that he would be opposed at Shahjehanpore, 
and consequently would be unable to leach Meeianpooi Kutiah at the 
appointed time, had m a measure absolved both the Geneial and myself fiom 
the pledge given at Futtehguih, but that I was suie His Excellency would not 
Be opposed at Shahjehanpore, and that he would consequently adheie to Ins 
pai t of the engagement, — that though Geneial Penny had intended, undei the 
conditional release fiom his engagement above alluded to, had he not been op- 
posed at Kulaalah, to march to Budaon, and defeating the enemy theie, to 
make two foiced maiches, and join His Excellency, if possible, on the 3id at 
Meeianpooi Kutiah, oi failing in that, to join him on the 4th at Fuueedpoie, yet 
that the enemy, after the defeat of the morning, believing that we would march 
on Budaon, would assuredly evacuate that place, — that under no circumstances

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could we remain to hold possession of it, — that the troops were knocked 
up with the night’s match, and the action of the morning, — and that under all 
the circumstances of the case, we had bettei march the following morning to 
Buks&inah, keeping oui intention seciet These arguments pievailed In the 
evening we buried our good old General' under a large solitary mango tiee, 
and at 1 o’clock a. m of the 1st May we marched to Buksamah, ulieie the 
good and loyal Zemindais of the neighbourhood foi miles aiound, who tbiee 
diffeient times attempted dunng the rebellion to tlnow off the Makomedan 
yoke, and who sheltered some 64 Christian refugees, vied with one another 
in supplying, in a few hours’ notice, every thing required by oui column I 
here learnt, fiom native souices, that the Nana had, undei a pledge that he 
would oppose His Excellency at Meeranpoor Kutrah, obtained money and 
ten thousand men m addition to his own column, at that time consisting of 
neaily 2,000 men, and had maiched to Funeedpooi foi the puipose, and that 
His Excellency had not been opposed at Shahjehanpooi. This intelligence 
made it absolutely nccessaiy that we should be punctual in keeping our time 
at Meeranpooi Kutrah Accordingly we lesumed oui maich at 2 o clock a »i. 
of Sunday the 2nd May About an hour aftei sunrise We leached the banks 
of the Ramgunga, and neaily the whole day was occupied in crossing that 
treacherous uvei But oui object was gained, and we encamped on the left 
"bank, at a village called Manpoor, close to Khauah Bujanah, the village men- 
tioned m paragiaph 50, as being the asylum of Captain Growan and the Bel- 
eham family We were now only S miles fiom Funeedpoor, and the same dis- 
tance from Meeianpooi Kutiah It was baiely probable that the Nana, hearing 
of the approach of His Excellency’s army, might prefei attacking oui column, 
to uniting to be annihilated by the said army and our column united. We 
had, too, a liver m oui leai , but I believe liad the Nana, who is at heait an ar- 
lant coward, ventuied to attack us, he would have been assuredly defeated. 
Moreover, although it was known to every one, fiom the lepoit of the guns, that 
we had gamed a victory at oi neai Kukralah, the fact of our having turned oui 
faces due east, and having marched across countiy, was a secret, and bad the 
Nana kept his word, and marched on Meeranpoor Kutiah, I believe he would 
not have known, till 2 or 3 o’clock in the afternoon of the 2nd, that we were 
so close to him. All the Zemindars around us weie fnendly to us Theie 
was no occasion to send on any armed paity befoiehand Two Zemindars 
on horseback, quitting camp at 10 p. jr , weie sufficient to ensuie our having 
all our wants supplied by 10 a m the following day. Immediately on oui 
ainving at the Earngunga, messengeis weie sent to Furreedpoor and Meeian- 
pooi Kutrah. They leturned about 12 o’clock The foimei reported that 
the Nana, with his own column, had maiched from Fuireedpoor to Khodagunj 
en l onto to Koothar, and that the 10,000 men supplied by Khali Buhaduf 
Khan had leturned to Bareilly The latter leported that there was a picket 
of 50 sowais sent by the Nana fiom Fuireedpoor, posted m the mango giove 
at Meeianpooi Kutiah, and that the Comniander-m-Cluef had commenced 
his march fiom Slialijelianpoor to Baieilly Late m the evening* letteiS’Weie 
received fiom the Chief of the Staff, to the effect that His Excellency \\ ould 
be at Meeianpooi Kutrah at sunnse, and expected us to meet him theie We 
did so, and His Excellency did me the honoi to thank me in a veiy fldtteiing 
manner foi the mannei m which the column had been conducted to the spot 
at the houi agreed upon 

68 On the 4tli His Excellency reached Furreedpoor, and a little after 
sunrise of Wednesday the 5th May, the enemy fired then first shot 
from their guns drawn up at the Nukuteea budge, close to the Baieilly can- 
tonment. Oui Artillery very soon silenced them, and then the old Rohdlah 
Cavalry tactics weie tiled, via to get into oui rear, and make havoc among oui 
baggage , but oui Cavalry were alert on the flanks, and both attempts failed 
The line moved on, and some Sikhs (I think theie weie 200 of them,) were 
oidered to hold a grove, intervening between the new Ii regular Cavaliy lines 
and the Baieilly paiade-giound They had not been long m this grove when

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pay, save the paity above mentioned, and m the intei val many rebels and mu- 
tineers were sentenced capitally, among them two Punces of the house of 
Dehli, who were arrested, sneaking about, disguised as Faqeers 

70. This long narrative has now come to a close. It has been compiled 
fiom notes and a diary regularly kept up, and it contains a simple narrative of 
what I am peisonally cognizant I feel certain that it will draw down upon me 
the charge of egotism , but it is difficult to conceive how such a charge can, 
with any justice, be brought against me More than thirty years have elapsed 
since I sold my time, my life, my intellect, such as it is, everything save my 
honor, to Government, and hence all I did was the act of Government through 
one of its humblest seivants. Moreover, my narrative is not a voluntary effu- 
sion. It has been written, as stated m the commencement, by the expiess 
orders of the Eight Hon’ble the Governoi General.

MORADABAD MAGISTRACY, THE ISth NOVEMBER 185S 

Sir, 

I have the honor, with reference to your Circulai No. 91, dated 13th 
instant, to transmit the following chionological table of events at Moradabad, 
from 11th May 1857 to 16th June 1858, also a faithful and interesting, though 
prolix, account of events by the Judge’s Tianslatoi. 

May 11th A sowar arrived with news by letter fiom Meerut of the out- 
bieak on preceding day. 

May 12th A parade called, when the sepoys were promised that they 
■would not be lequired to use the new caitudges. 

May 18tb 70 mutineer sepoys of the Sappers and Miners aimed from 
Mozuffeinuggur, and camped at the Gangon budge, tlnee miles from Moiadabad. 

The same night Messrs Wilson, Saunders, Di Cannon, and an Officei 
in command of a paity of the 23id Native Infantry, and the distuct sowais, 
attacked them, taking Rs 10,000,kilhng two of them, and tailing nine pnsoneis 

May 19th Mi Saundeis started for Meerut, theie being no one there 
m chaige at the time but the Joint Magistrate, but leturned, as on the same 
day. Two of the Sappers and Miners came to release then comrades fiom the 
Jail, one was shot by the guaid, but the othei got the sepoys of the 23id to 
assist him, and bioke the Jail The riot was quieted by the evening 

May 20th. Syud Goolzar Alee, &c , burnt the Tehseel and Thannah of 
Amroha, lulled the Thannahdar and Jemadar, and plundeied Es 17,000 of 
Government levenue 

May 21st. Promiscuous fighting commenced among the Zemindars, 
chiefly by attempted dacoities on the part of the Moollahs and Puthans 
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May 23id The Joint Magistrate, Mr Campbell, was deputed to Hussun- 
poie Gooisahair and Amrolia, and Willayet Hossein to Thakooidwara, with a 
view to stopping the univeisal disorganization taking place 

May 24th 250 Jahadees arnved fiom Rampore at the call of Moulvee 
Munnoo Mi. Wilson met them with a company of the 23id Native Infantry 
and distuct sowars, dispersed them, and the Moulvee Munnoo was shot in the 
evening 

May 25th. Mi Wilson and Dr Cannon maiched out to meet some 
mutineeis. Sappers and Mmeis, fiom Dhampore, and left them out of the city. 

May 30th Mr Wilson destroyed the house of Goolzar Alee at Amroha. 

June 1st Dawk was closed. 

June 3id. 23rd Native Infantry appropnated all the Government tiea- 
sure, and the Europeans fled to Meerut and Nynee Tal The Cutcheiry was 
burnt, and all the bungalows plundeied by the mob Abbas Alee pioclaimed 
himself luler m Moradabad Mujjoo Khan, ditto ditto 

June 4th Abdool Alee Khan, uncle of the Nawab of Rampoie, arrived 
in the morning 

Messrs Warwick, Humphries, &c &e were muideied by a mob 

June 6th. The Nawab of Rampore arnved to take charge, and left same 
day 

June 7th. A report arose that the Europeans from Meerut were coming. 
The Mussulmans collected to fight undei Mujjoo Khan, and burnt down the 
Church 

June Sth. Abdool Alee fled on hearing appioach of Bareilly Bngade 
Messrs Hill, McGuire, and others were made Mussulman. 

Mujjoo Khan was placed on the musnud. 

i 

Tune 15th Bareilly Bngade airived. Mr Kitchen,his son, and hrother-m- 
law murdered by the mutineers and city rebels Government well-wishers were 
plundeied at the instance of Mujjoo Khan. A company of the mutineeis pro- 
ceeded to Billaiee, and brought away Rs 7,000 from the Tehseelee Anothei 
paity pioceeded to Kasheepore, and brought away Government elephants The 
Bngade, on its proceeding to Dehh, carried off five Eurasian wi iters, giving their 
wives and daughteis to Mujjoo Khan 

June 18th Buhht Khan gi anted Sunnuds to Mujjoo Khan and Assud Alee 
Khan on the part of the King of Dehh, confirming them m the vice-ioyalty 
of Moradabad The sepoys of the Brigade murdered these five prisoners 
(the Christian writeis, per force made Mussulman between Rujjubpore and 
Gujiowlee 

June 24th Abdool Alee Khan, uncle of Nawab of Rampore, arrived with 
2,000 men and foiu guns, and established authonty m concert with Mujjoo 
Khan, and ordered obsei vance of the Mahomedan law m the distubution of 
justice. 

June 30th Mujjoo Khan collected a large body of men from Moradabad, 
Sumbhul and Amroha, with the intention of sending them to Dehh to aid the 
King , but the Nawab of Rampore dissuaded him from his purpose, and fixed a 
jagheei for him. 

August 2nd. At the instance of Mujjoo Khan a quarrel took place 
between the Puthans and the Moiadabad people, which ended m the muidei 
of one person of the latter paity, and of foity of the formei, and m their flight 
fiom Moiadabad. 
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October 20tli Tlie town’s-people murdeiedMr. William Smith, for fear 
of Ins revealing the secrets of their conduct during the distuibances to the 
British authonties on then aruval. 

Apul 22nd. Feroze Shah surpused the town of Moradabad, and arrived m 
it via Sumbhul Befoie his arrival 1,600 men, residents of Moradabad, had 
fixed their seals to a Muhzur, m testimony of then readiness to co-operate 
v ith him Abdool Alee Khan fled to Eampoi e. His party plunder ed the houses 
of Government well-wishers 

Apifl 24th A fight took place between Feroze Shah and the Nawab’s 
force fiom Eampoi e. ne encounteied it on the strength of aid promised to 
him by the town’s-people, but fled from Moradabad on hearing of the arrival 
of Geneial Jones’s column at Noorpore. 

April 25tli. At 6 a w General Jones arrived with his column at Morad- 
abad. At 10 a. m Muyoo’s house was sunounded by a paity under the guidance 
of Willayet Hossem Khan He was apprehended with his colleagues (who 
resisted the captois) after a protracted search, and was shot at 5 p m. 

April 30th The Commissioner, m company with the Nawabof Eampore, 
arrived at Moiadabad 

May 1st. Town of Moradabad illuminated on account of the restoration 
of Government authority. 

May 2nd District of Moiadabad made over to the Nawab of Eampore, 
and the column marched on to Bareilly. 

May 12 th. Mr. Wilson, Commissioner on special duty, arrived at Morad- 
abad. 

June 16th. Brigadier Coke, with his column and Mr. Eicketts, returned 
to Moradabad from Baieilly.

MUTINY AND REBELLION 

IN THE DISTRICT OF 

MOBADABAD. 


Part I. 

, Last year, (it was perhaps the month of May,) that a printed General Order 
was leceived by the Militaiy Authorities here, from the head-quaiters of the 
Commandei-m-Chief, announcing the disbanding of the 19th Regiment N I 
stationed at Banackpore, and setting forth the particulars of the mutiny of 
that Regiment The older m question was read and explained to the men of 
the 29 th Regiment N I , then stationed heie. Fiom that day on which they 
lieaid the said oidei they began to murmui, and most of the sepoys were 
often heard to say, that they had received letteis fiom their brethren m other 
quaiters, that the English were mtugumg to compel the native soldiers to bite 
greased cartudges, and consume flour mixed with particles of bone and dried 
skin, for the purpose of destroying the caste-system of Hmdosthan. Those 
sepoys that had gone to TJmballa to the new musketiy school were pioscubed, 
and considered out-castes by the fellow-soldieis of their respective Regiments. 
Howevei the native soldiers heie did not give vent to their feelings m such a 
public way as to cause alaim, until the outbreak at Meerut Baboo Taia Chund 
Pyne, Sub- Assistant Suigeon of Moradabad, was the first person who communi- 
cated the news of the mutiny heie to Mi J. 0 Wilson, then Judge of Morada- 
bad The Baboo was at Meerut on the day of mutiny theie, and as fear had 
alone compelled him to fly from Meeiut early on the morning of the next day, 
he returned to Moradabad with a very impeifect account of the sad occur- 
rence at Meerut. The Meeiut mail did not amve here a few days, but on 
peace and order being restored, postal communication was re-opened with Mee- 
rut, and confidential letteis were received, giving coiiect accounts of the dis- 
turbances theie The Authorities now employed themselves assiduously to 
maintaining and lestonng peace and Older, but the men of the 29th Native 
Infantry here, believing that a veiy few Euiopean soldiers survived the mas- 
sacre at Meeiut, began to show their audacity now. On the 16th May, they, 
within then lines, caused bugles to be sounded, on the pretext that the town’s 
people were piepaung to use. The Couitomlah were all then m the Cutcheny. 
Mi. Saundeis,the Magistiate, immediately with a few sowais proceeded to the 
city, and finding theie nothing but that only ** the mountain v f as m labor,” 
retuined to the office The lesult of this faioe was, that the sepoys had a 
hearty laugh that they so fai succeeded m frightening then Euiopean Offi- 
ceis, and the latter consoled themselves with this thought, that the sepoys 
weie misinformed about the pretended rising of the city people The Nawab 
of Rampoie being the neaiest Chief, eithei voluntarily, oi attheiequest of the 
Authonties heie, "sent a numbei of his sowars undei a Naeb Rissaidar to do 
duty with the Bistnct Officeis The Government sowais that weie on leave, 
and lesidmg m then homes m this district, also attended At last, on the night 
of the 1 Stlf May, the Officers received mfoimation of the arnval of a party of 
the mutinous 20th Regiment N. I fiom Mozuffernuggur at the Gangun 
budge, who had with them a considerable amount of Government treasuie. 
Airangements weie immediately made to sui prise them Accordingly a stiong 
paity, consisting of 111 egulai sowais, and sepoys of the 29th Native Infantiy, 
pioceeded with. Mr Wilson and some othei European Officers, and they so 
successfully sui prised the mutineer s, that most of them were captured, and a 
very few escaped. The pusoners were marched to the station of Moiadabad, 
and Mr. Wilson, after suggesting that the prisoneis should be made over to 
the custody of the 29th Native Infantry, -went to his bungalow to take a little 
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iest Mi. Saundeis, with apaity of sowars, proceeded towards Rujjubpore, to 
lestoie peace and oidei On the morning of the 19th May, the city police 
caught a few sepoys, who, while they weie being led to the Jail, met a few 
sepoys of the 29th Native Infantiy, and adjured them by all the sacred poweis 
to cause their lelease. These spectatoi sepoys immediately returned to their 
lines, whcie they saw a waim alteication going on, the subject being the impro- 
priety and unwoitlnness of those sepoys that had accompanied their Officers 
last night, to ship and capture their biethren of the mutinous 20th Native In- 
fantiy The Sergeant Major and Ilavildui Majoi, m then attempts to pacify 
the disaffected sepoys, weie threatened and insulted The captive sepoys, about 
whom Mi Wilson had suggested to be made ovei to the custody of the 29th 
Native Infantry, weie aheady lemoved to the Jail , — by whom, and under 
whose peimission, heaven alone knows ! "While affairs were thus becommg 
woise, the vile Nujeebs of the Jail sent notice to the 29th Native Infantry 
that hackenes were leady to convey the sepoy pnsoneis to Meeiut, to be 
hanged theie Upon this loud muimuis lose from all paits of the lines, and 
sepoys began to obseivethat they would get a veiy bad name throughout the 
Bengal Aimy, as having been the authors of the disgiace and destiuction of a 
number of then biethien of the 20th Native Infantiy Two sepoys, one by 
name Phoolail Ram, by caste a baibei, and the other Sonsai Singh, caste 
Rajpoot, sprang up, and with then muskets lan towaids the Jail, followed by a 
number of bad chaiacteisfiom the 7th and Sth companies. It was 9 am, and 
I was going on my pony to the office I had just come m front of the Jail, when 
I saw a sepoy thumping a Jail official, who had locked up the gates. The keys 
weie immediately delivered into the hando of the sepoys, v ho, lushing into 
the Jail, released the captive sepoys The pnsoners gave several cheeis to 
the sepoys, and began to make then escape No attempt was made by any 
Jail official to lemonstrate -with the sepoys, nor any of them showed any 
presence of mind m anestmg the egiess of the convicts Phoolail Ram and 
others took the pride of liberating the sepoys, and the Nujeebs took the gloiy 
of permitting and inducing the pnsoneis to escape But when Phoolail Ram 
and otheis, having come out of the Jail, declared that they had only come to 
rescue their own sepoys, and that they had nothing to do with the other con- 
victs, the Nujeebs and other Jail officials, who had connived at the escape ot 
the pnsoneis, were disappointed and became uneasy now. They theiefoie 
began to the volleys m the an, falsely announcing that they weie opposing 
the mutineers I was seeing eveiy thing on my pony at the junction of the 
main load with the lane leading tow aids the Government Dispensary Mupoo 
Khan, who was m custody m the Jail foi wounding Mi. Court of the Civil Sei- 
vice, now came out with his heavy fetters. In a few seconds I saw him with- 
outhisfetteis coming towards me. I immediately guessed his evil design, that he 
vas coming to depnve me of my pony, so I galloped towaids the Dispensa- 
ry The attention of that villain was howmver dnected towaids anothei 
hoise belonging to a Soubadai of the 29th Native Infantiy, which a syce v r as 
leading to the cantonments Mujjoo Khan knocked down the syce, and 
scampered off on horseback. The conduct on this occasion of Moosee Ruzza, 
the Jailei (noiv Cotwal), and Surabsookh, Jemadai of the Nujeebs, (still m con- 
cealment somewhere,) was that of a base and cowardly wretch I informed 
Baboo TaraChund, the Sub-Assistant Suigeon, of what had occuired at the Jail 
The Baboo having placed me at the head of his subordinates, letned towaids 
his house in the Dispensaiy compound. I comfoited Baboo Taia Chund 
eveiy way, and having posted pickets of the bcaieis m the sei vice of the 
Baboo all aiound the Dispensaiy, I with my paity took up a position between 
the Dispensaiy and the Baboo’s house In that party there weie three plucky 
Brahmins and one biave Loclha. Theie was also a Syud with a lance m his 
hand, who, aftei making seveial wild gestuies, began to biag of his bravery 
Aftei a httle while a party of convicts, mostly Mussulmans, but headed by a 
Hindoo named Pooiun Malee, also a pusonei, since hanged, came to attack the 
Dispensary, and bear away a sepoy, who was wounded m the affair of last 
night, and was on the point of evpmng There were also four burkundazes, 
who had chaige of the dying wietch. The pnsoneis, with their sticks and 
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bamboos, diove away my pickets. Upon this I ordered my party to advance, 
and attack the pnsoners with drawn swoids. Two Biahmun seivants advanced 
and challenged the prisoners The Sjmd seivant immediately disappeaied. 
The sight of diawn swords dispirited them, and as I advanced simultaneous- 
ly, I rebuked and thieatened Pooiun Malee He immediately bolted with 
his comrades. Abdool Alee Khan, a Puthan of Rampore, who, foi mutilating a 
prostitute, was undei going sentence of seven years’ imprisonment m the Moiad- 
abad Jail, went to his fuend Moulvee Moonnoo, (afterwaids shot by the 
police,) a notorious bad eharactei, who immediately caused the fetteis on his legs 
to be removed. These two bad characters, along with a few other budmashes, then 
went to Moulvees Alum Alee and Mooneer Alee, requesting them to raise the 
green flag ofiebelhon, but the Moulvees lefused. However these villains would 
suiely have caused some disturbance, had not the men of the 29th, by the piu- 
dent measures of Mr Wilson, been induced to return to their allegiance on 
that veiy day. The residents m the town closed their doois, and the police 
bolted. Some ladies sought refuge in a laige building -within the town, the 
Christian Clerks also took sheltei in the town, m the house of Mr Fanthome. 
On that day the fiist act of lobbery that was committed in open day was the 
wresting of a chest containing jewels, belonging to Mr. Warwick, by a Ghosee 
of Nawabpoorah, whose right hand was, during the incumbency of the Nawab 
of Rampoie, cut off for similar acts of lobbery 

After removing Baboo Tara Chund Pyne and his family to the house of 
Moonshee Doorga Pershad, Zillah Yisitoi, m the neighbourhood, I ventured out 
to see what was going on abroad. 

An old pretender was now seen going towards the cantonments, with a 
few Mussulman followers, to tampei with the sepoys It was Hawaii Niamut-ool- 
lah Khan, foimeily m Government employ, (viz Moon si ff of Nugeenah m 
the time of Mr. Judge Okeden, and subsequently a political pensioner ) 

This hoary-headed traitor, emeigmg from his house m mohullah Nawab- 
poorah, began to assure the town’s-folk that he being a descendant of a former 
Viceioy, would soon take possession of Moradabad, and govern it m the name of 
the King of Dehli wuth justice and peace. In order to gam over the muti- 
nous 29th Native Infantiy, he sent them a laige quantity of parched gram 
with goo? to serve as breakfast foi them. He sent bread and other kinds of 
food to the Mussulman sepoys. The sepoys, after accepting his present, and 
thanking him, oideied him to leave the lines on pain of death. The ungrate- 
ful beast, thus disappointed, returned to his house with indignation and shame 
Although I knew a gieat deal, but being an insignificant official, whose task was 
only to translate into English, heavy civil suits, was never asked on any sub- 
ject , nor m the presence of a large number of the cunning Mussulman officers 
of gieat influence I had the pluck to reveal any thing successfully. Thus 
the treason of Nawab Niamut-oollah Khan was suffered to pass unnoticed and 
with impunity, until he openly became a Ghazee, and was shot at Dehli on the 
day of assault 

I must also observe that while the pusoneis were escaping, Mr J. C. 
Wilson, the Judge, aiming himself, went to the sowars of the Nawab of Ram- 
pore for assistance He haiangued them well, and told them that it Avas a 
favorable time now foi them to sIioav the biaveiy and couiage for Avlnch the 
Puthans of Rampore have always been conspicuous, and that he Avould himself 
head them against the mutineers of the 29th Native Infantiy With the 
exception of the Naeb Rissaldai, all of them refused to assist Mi. Wilson. In 
fact these villains ireie ivoise than the mutmeeis. The old gentleman being 
thus disappointed, had lecourse to another piudent measuie, in which by the 
blessing of God, lie succeeded. He rode towards the town, and sent for the 
pimcipal citizens, requesting them to accompany him to the cantonments, and 
act as arbitrators between him and the sepoys, nay, the old gentleman being 
a gieat favonte AVith the people of Moradabad, himself Avent to some of the 
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citizens, whom m his days of autlioi ity lie was pleased to call “ sons and 
nephews ” But he totally failed to induce any of them, except Missui Tunha 
Smgli, to accompany him to the lines Mi. Wilson, in lus disappointment, ex- 
claimed, “What 1 has Sayed-ood-deen also lefused to go with me*” 

Thus fnendless and foiloin he boldly went to the lines, and aftei haran- 
guing the men, made them lepentof then lashncss and folly. The sepoys weie 
quite ashamed, andaftci exchange of oaths fiom both sides to lemain friendly 
to each othci, and to foigct the offences of the past, the sepoys returned to 
then duty, and oidei and discipline was thus restoied within the lines Now 
commenced the anest of the escaped convicts The sepoys themselves cap- 
tuied a large party of these miscieants, and the city police on then pait weie 
not backward m this task Mi Wilson then diovc towards the Cutcherry com- 
pound, vheie there was a detachment of the 29th Native Infantiy as guaid 
over the public ti ensure. The Native Aitilleiy men, with then two guns, 
had of their own accoid taken up a position within the Cutcheiry compound 
Be it known heie that, the puncipal mstigatois of mutiny on the 19th May 
were these miscicant Aitilleiy men, who so successfully taunted the sepoys 
foi then servile obedience to then Bntish Officeis, that they were induced to 
throw off then allegiance These Aitilleiy men, on seeing Mi Wilson, imme- 
diately lighted then port-fire to blow him off fiom one of their guns, 
but Mr Wilson, with the gieatest piesence of mind, not only made them to 
desist, but won them ovei also W hat v as the result now * Why, perfect peace 
throughout the station, and Mi. Wilson was gieeted everywhere with cheeis, 
and leceived now, for the fiist time, the proud name of “ Buna Sahub ” fiom 
the native soldieis. In fact the native soldiers began to love him now foi 
his sweet and consolatory voids, until they were not beguiled by the designing 
Mussulmans of the city. Although tlieie was perfect secunty within the 
station of Moiadabad, (but the flight of the prisoners caused great anaichy m 
the Mofussil,) tiavellers began to be plundeied m open day with impunity. 
The police m the Mofussil became negligent, the lesidents of one village at- 
tacked those of the other The law which had kept them under lestiamt was 
set at defiance, under an impiession that the lule of the infidel Fermgees was 
at an end, and that the Empeioi of Dekk had assumed the soveieignty of India 
under bettei auspices All the high posts m the distuct weie filled up with 
Mussulman officeis, who showed veiy little sympathy with the Bntish Govern- 
ment Now and then they were found exeiting themselves m behalf of the 
Bntish Government, notsmceiely, but like liypocntes and tmie-seivmg men. 
Aison, muidei, and ofhei heinous cnmes became now common things Every one 
was eagei to avail himself of this golden oppoitumly of anarchy to tiansgress 
God’s command, “Thou shalt commit no muider, and thou slialtnot usuip thy 
neighbour’s lights ” Goojins, Mewatees, and other fiee-bootmg Indian clans, 
now enteied into a confederacy foi extending the woilc of plunder If a poor 
tiavellei had nothing with him to satisfy a lobbei, he was simply told to 
kneel down and bend Ins neck, that he (the robbei) might tiy upon his neck 
the shaip edge of Ins newly-made swoid or axe Enoimities, too shocking 
to be nan atedlieie, were perpetiated m bioad daylight by the villageis. The 
quiet leign of the Ilonoiable East India Company, under able and benevolent 
statesmen ldve the late Messis Thomason and Colvin, and the much-lamented 
Sn Henry Lawience, made but a veiy faint impression upon the minds of these 
lawless villageis Like the latent fire in a substance, which bursts forth by 
some external cause, the piopensities of the villageis to commit all kinds of 
excesses now came to light by the using of the sepoys The neaiest place to 
Moiadabad, vlieie the rebellion next leaied its head, was the town of Annoha, 
swaimmg with Syuds of licentious and impiovident habits, enjoying, undei the 
mispices of the British Government, large rent-fiee estates These ambitious 
of/ucls, learning the coronation of the King of Delih, healthy wished to embiace 
the cause of the King, but the rich ones had not the pluck to raise the stand- 
aid of revolt At last they found a ready tool m the peison of Goolzai Alee, a 
notonous JBudmash and a Syud of mined foitune, belonging to the Sheeya 
sect Foimeily he was gieatly favoied by Mr. Wilson, and Deputy Collectoi

Willayet xTossem Khan. Tins Milam, assisted by Hindoo, a Syud, and an 
escaped convict, and by the Budmashcs of Amroha, raised the flag of molt, 
sacked tlie Teliseelee, killed the Thannahdar Muddud Alee, inhabitant of Morad- 
abad, and spared the life of the Tehsceldai, as he was a Si/ud of Amroha , 
he then by tom-tom pioclaimed himself Viceroy of the King of Delili, and ga\c 
orders for the reciuitmg of a foice foi the service of the" King. Company's 
Rupees were denounced as unfit foi currency, and old coins wcic now brought 
in use during the short reign of this obscuie villain On the 21st May, at 
the invitation of Moulvee Moonnoo and Co, a largenumbei of Ghazees, under 
a buikundaz of the Cotvvalce of Rampore, came upon Moiadabad, to extirpate 
the lafir Fcnnqees However, m due lime, they were met on the othei side of 
the river by Mi. Wilson and othei Civil and Military Officers, and dispersed 
One villain had the audacity to point his pistol against Mi. Wilson, but he 
was soon knocked down by a sepoy of the 29th Native Infantiy Taj-ood-deen, 
daiogah of the feny, then wanted to show Ins com age, and cut the fallen 
man in seveial places with his sword. Fine instance of biaveiy indeed 1 It is a 
pity that he is not made a K C B. by the Bntish Government However, 
this Sir John Falstaff was not only thanked by Mr Wilson, but received a 
good certificate also fiom that gentleman. I frequently make use of Mr. 
Wilson’s name, for the reason as he was the Senioi Civil Officer, and called 
Bui ra Sahuft, and nothing was done in those days without Ins advice and dnec- 
tion It is my pleasing duty to remark here that the other Ci\ ll Officers, Messi s. 
Saunders and Campbell, and Di Cannon, wei e alw aj s v eiy foi ward and energe- 
tic in the discharge of then duties in those critical days They weie never 
rash, but very mild and cool on every occasion, and they did every thing in 
then power, which becomes the name of an Englishman The Military Officers, 
on their part, particularly the Adjutant of the 29th Native Infantry, were 
neither wanting in eneigy in maintaining strict discipline and order within 
then jurisdiction. Indeed I never saw a finer set of bold and prudent gentle- 
men than those whom I have had the honor of knowing at the time of the 
mutiny at Moradabad 

About ten Ghazees of Rampore were captured on the spot; but instead of 
being shot, they were kept the whole night in the quarter-guaid, and next 
morning weie made ovei to the miscreant sowars of the Nawab of Rampore, 
to be dealt with as the Nawab pleased. This policy was not good, as they were 
never punished by the Nawab, but while they were being led to Rampore 
by the sowars, the latter studiously spread a false report that they had com- 
pelled the British Officeis to make over the prisoners to them The credulous 
Mussulmans of Moradabad weie thus led to believe the power of the Puthans 
of Rampore as par amount The Mussulmans began to consider themselv es now 
strong enough to throw off the Butisli yoke, but they w r ere soon disappointed 
that very evening. The abovementioned Moulvee Moonnoo, the ungleader, 
was, on the clear confession of the Ghazees, summoned to appeal but he 
resisted the police, and w as, w ltli a slave, shot by the police I should hci e hi mg 
foiwaid an instance of Muhomedan winking. Moonshee Imnm-ood-decn (now 
a Teliseeldai) did not accompany the Join sent to seize Moulvee Moonnoo, but 
sent Ins Naeb, Bhoop Singh, a Hindoo Thakooi of Kutguih, (now also a Tebsccl- 
dai ) With all his reputation foi honesty and loyalty, Imam-oo-dclcen, anticipat- 
ing the bad consequences which might acciue on leaching the lehcfs house, 
was loath to sacntice his inteicsts of Islam. lie theiefore sent Ins Bach to the 
l chefs house. The death of this icbel dispinted the Mahomcdans The dis- 
affected dieaded a similai fate The summarv justice was ccitamlv praise- 
worthy, and had the Officeis tin own off then mildness, and always acted in the 
same way, it is my impiession, that the 29th Native Infantrv, backed bv the 
luegular Horse laised by the Officeis, and Gpoi Suhae’s Jut', would cer- 
tainly have opposed Buklit Khan’s mutinous Btigade fiom tins side of (lie river, 
oi if not to have matched to Meeiut with then Officers’ banners, and the pub- 
lic treasure. But the Officeis had made it a polrcv to show the greatest for- 
bearance After settling the Ghazee affau, -Mi. Wilson marched to Amroha 
with a paity of the 29th Native Infantry and two guns, and Gooi Suhae s JuU, 
to chastise Goolzar Alee, the self-constituted Viceroy of Amroha But the bud 
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had flown away before Mi. M llson could leach Amioha, Goolzai Alee’s brother 
was made a prisoner, and I am Sony that due ictubution was not taken upon 
the piopeity and relations of Goolzar Alee Buhadur, Soobah of Amioha, in the 
same way as he had destroyed the Tehseelee and killed some police officials 
The °-ood and loyal Gooi Suhae, a veiy influential Jut Zemmdai, was made 
Nazim of Amioha, and Mi Wilson, aftei gainsoning the place with Goor Suhae’s 
followers, letumed successfully to Moradabad. 

Goolzar Alee and Co passed tlnough the peigunnah of Hussunpore, 
plundering and sowing the seeds of sedition, and altei ciossing the Ganges at 
the feiry of Poot, soon reached Malaguih and Dehh A Biahrmn Zemindar, 
by name Bholanauth, inhabitant of Moradabad, was muideied by Ins mimical 
villageis close to his village, within the junsdiction of the thannah of Clrhuj- 
lait " In peigunnah Thakoordwaia, the Puthans anducavcis, combining to- 
gether, levolted The Tehseeldai Ch’hotay Ball, who had made himself veiy 
unpopular, was obliged to holt Howevei, Moonsiff Uzmut-ool-lah (now a lebel at 
laige) held out Thakoordwaia foi the Bntish Goieinment, and saved thetiea- 
suiy and lecoid Mi Wilson congratulated and thanked the Moonsiff, but was 
highly offended with the cowaidly conduct of the Tehseeldai Willayet Hossem 
Khan, Ex-Deputy Collector, was accordingly appointed Nazim of Thakoor- 
dwaia, wheie he went with a body of his newly-iaised police, but was obliged to 
return to Moi adabad, w hen the Bi dish Officei s made then escape from the station 
on the 3id June 1857 A nch Bumiecah, m the Milage of Mundhun, with his 
relations, was most inhumanly toitured by plundeieis Ills hands weie slowly 
burnt, to compel him to point out his tieasuie. They squeezed fiom him a con- 
siderable amount of cash. The miserable wretch came to Moiadabad, and was 
placed in the Dispensaiy foi tieatment. IIow r evei, the Civil Authorities some- 
times (though not always) taught the disaffected a good lesson m the pergun- 
nalis of Amioha, Thakooidwaia, and Uussunpore, and pi ospects were entei tamed 
of the return of tranquillity throughout the distuct Kutgurh supplied the 
Authorities with a good number of sowars and foot, who weie immediately 
employed, undei the recent oideis of Government, to increase the strength of 
the police, foi anestmg the progiess of the mutineers and insurgents On 
the 23rd May the station was alnnned by the approach of a party of muti- 
nous Sappers and Miners fiom Rooikee, wdio, after sacking the Tehseel at Nugee- 
nah, m the Bqnoie distuct, wanted to pay a visit to Moiadabad, in order to 
tamper wuth then bietlnen of the 29th Regiment Native Infantry But m tins 
they were disappointed, foi Mi. Wilson maiched against them with a strong 
party of the 29th Native Infantry and the two guns When both paities came 
in sight of each otliei, the sepoys with stem looks bade the mutmeeis to lay 
down their arms and piopeity In vain the Sappers and Miners folded their 
hands, and made a solemn appeal to them, bringing to then recollection that 
they had mutinied foi the sake of their religion. The sepoys turned a deaf 
ear to all then entieaties, and they were aceoidmgly forced to lay down their 
arms Mr Wilson, taking advantage of this loyal disposition of the men of 
the 29th Native Infan tiy, gave the command “ Ready ” to the Aitillery men , 
but they, instead of filing at the Sappers, began to remonstrate with Mi. Wilson, 
and told him that it was unfair to blow away defenceless men However, the 
sepoys advanced and stnpped the Sappeis and Mmeis of eveiy thing they had, 
although m those days of excitement it was too great a thing for native soldiers 
to behave so admnably against their mutinous bietlnen, but therefus.il 
of the Aitilleiy men to obej the command “ Ready, ’ after it had been uttered 
by a British Officei, led me to believe that all was not right with the 
Aitilleiy men The sepoj s i eturned to then lines with rich booty, which 
excited the envy and indignation of those that were left m the lines Ihe 
night coming on, being cool towaids morning, the sepoys began to curse one 
anothei, and think senously upon the fate of those whom they had so roughly 
duven away, without any clothes or covering The sowais of the Nawab of 
Rampore, whom the Authorities at Moiadabad had sent to Booliindshuhur, 
mutinied there , some w r ent to Dehli, and most of them returned feailessly 
tlnough Moiadabad, to Rampoie, not forgetting, in then journey, to sow r seed's 
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of sedition, and to spiead evil repoits. Now alaiming news began to pour m 
fiom othei quaiteis The escape of the prisoneis from Bynore called foi le- 
mforcement fiom Moiadabad The Allygurh mail having stopped, announced 
the mutiny of the 9tli Regiment Native Infantry, stationed there, although 
the late Mi, Colvm issued concihatoiy proclamations, and gave the Civil 
Officeis ample poweis for the suppression of the revolt, but nothing could 
anest the progiess of rebellion Designing men rose fiom all parts to 
undeinnne the stability of the Butish Government The Natives now began 
to explain to the sepoys of the 29th Native Infantiy the absuidity of then 
belief in considenng themselves secuie, after they had let loose the prisoners. 
The oi dei of the Bugadiei, thanking the men of the 29th Native Infantry for 
then loyal sei vices against the Sappeis and Mmeis, was nevei credited, but 
scoffed at The Native Officers often used to ignore the glaring instances 
of the insuboidination of the sepoys before the Euiopean Officers, and thus 
the innocent Butish Officeis, while they weie flatteied m their face, were 
e\ eiy day suirounded with fiesli hidden calamities At last the men of the 
29th Native Infantiy weie entnely beguiled by designing men. They 
threw aside their leseive, and told the Officeis that they would tlirdw off their 
allegiance if the Baieilly tioops would mutiny Influential Mahomedan 
lesidents, while the> offered then sei vices to the State, and wanted permission 
to supeisede the old Tehsceldais, secretly earned on then intrigues with the 
sepoys Then insolent and ambitious looks always made me to believe that 
they were plajing the game of “hide-and-seek ’ At last the Baieilly dawk 
was stopped, feaisveie entei tamed of a mutiny theie In the meanwhile, 
news of victoiy ovei flic insurgents at the Hmdun budge reached Moradabad. 
Mr Saundeis pioceeded to the town to publish it This circumstance w 7 as 
lepoited by designing men as a meie stiatagem to deceive the sepoys Now 
the Mussulmans giew veiy insolent and bold One of them entei ed the com- 
pound of All Campbell, the Joint Magi sti ate, which was a rendezvous foi the 
Butish Officeis, and complained, that while coming fiom Dehli, he w 7 as looted 
m the distiict of Moiadabad As he of couise could not leceive immediate 
lediess, he came out cuising the Feimgecs, and telling all around him, that 
no one dared to plundei him within the tianquil junsdiction of Ins majesty 
the Empeior of Dehh, but when he entered the junsdiction of the Fenu- 
gees he was robbed. 

The native troops mutinied at Baieilly at 10 a m. on the 31st May The 
folks of Moiadabad weie infoimed of it on the very next day, viz, 1st June. 
On the 2nd June I was convinced that the native troops did mutiny at 
Bareillv, so that on that day, while I was going to the Post-office, I heard a 
Mussulman burkundaz repeating an Oordoo stanza to anothei burkundaz — 
“ The fowder this day announced to the captive birds, ‘ Ye all shall obtain 
freedom next day.’ ” I guessed the above hint, that there was something rotten m 
the state of affans, and something serious would surely happen the next day I 
was somewhat alarmed now, and so I went to the lines, without exciting any 
one’s cunosity, to glean some information theie I saw there several low Mus- 
sulmans, emissaries from Mujjoo Khan and Abbas Alee Khan, tw 7 o Naw 7 abs of 
Moiadabad, tampering with the native soldiers, praising and telling them false 
stories, piejudicial to the interests of the British Government. I immediately 
returned, unperceived, to the Post-office I then went to Lieutenant Wai wick, wdio 
was dining with Messrs Powell, Hill, Warwick, (junr ) and Phillip Lieutenant 
Waiwick being a veiy jolly old gentleman, who alwaj s joked wuth me, asked 
me in his usual jocose manner, some news, and enquired of me if, like Mi Hill, I 
distributed sweetmeats to celebrate the Butish victoiy at the Ilmdun liver I 
answeied him in the affirmative, but infoimed him that the 29th Native 
Infantiy would, m a day oi two, ceitamly mutiny agam. Upon this the old 
gentleman, with his party, began to enquue of me seriously fuithei But Mis 
Mai wick, a Euiasian lady, and step-mothei of Mr J Warwick, j uni , con- 
tradicted my w 7 oids, and desired the paity not to listen to me, as 1 had only 
come to frighten them Hei w r ords, half English and half Hmdoostanee, so much 
offended me, that I took leave andieturncd home. Mi. J. Warwick, liowevei. 
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is one of the Clinstinn Cleiks, who survived the mnssaeic at Mor.id.ihad. 
He is now Head Cleik of the Judge’s office lie, when I was going away, 
lequcsted me to let lnm know immediately if anything scnous might happen. 
The Officeis as usual passed then evening amidst consultations in the com- 
pound of Mi. Campbell At last the morning of the calamitous 3rd June 
dawned, on which the 22th Native Inf.mtiy weie 1 evolved to throw otf the 
Bntisli allegiance. Hoi my own pait \ passed a vuy uneasy night with 
Hnboo Tata Clmnd By nc, the Sub-Assistant Sm goon, and Moonshee Hoorga 
Pci shad, the SJillah Visit 01 Eaily m the moi nitig T went tow aids the canton- 
ments, saw' thcic thcemissaiics of Mii ||00 Khan, and even pi epai.it ion on the 
paitof the 29th Native Infantry to bid adieu totheJlntish Olheeis, whom they 
had solemnly swoin ncvei to dcseit I hastened toMi.J "Waiwick, who, 
lcgaullcss of any dangei, was teaching a native hoy, and supei intending the 
masomy woiks of Ins bungalow J told him now distinctly that in a few 
liouisthcie would be pci feet mutiny, and that he had better dischaige all his 
lahoieis He told me that the sepoys would li.um no Christian lesidents, as 
lie had been solemnly assured to that effi et by Sookha Pam Havilclar, of Arlil- 
lciy. Howevei I made him to behove that lie must diond the attack of the 
city Mussulmans. He lcplicd, “Don’t he conocined, Baboo, about the city 
“Mussulmans, if they daie appionch us, we will give them a good lesson with 
“ om utles ” At last, peiceiMtiggicaf confusion m the Cutclicuy compound, he 
dismissed the w oilmen, and went to his fat hei, Lieutenant Warwick, to acquaint 
him with the impending dnmrei It i^ a pity that these gentlemen made no 
piepaiations to holt, hut lemained at Moi.idab.ul, confiding m the fidelity of 
their native seivants and ft lends The 3rd of June was a Hindoo holiday, and 
Mcssis "Wilson and S.nmdei s w ei e distinctlv told now hv the sepoys to make 
o\ei the ti ensure to them, and leave the station Their remonstrances weie 
not at all heeded hv the sepovs. They weie nccoidinglv obliged to send for 
the keys fiom the Deputy Collect oi, Mi Kitchen, who had taken refuge in 
the town. 

Aftei lnfomung Mi Warwick, I went towards the Cut cherry, with a desire, 
if possible, to sec Mi. "Wilson, who was my immediate superior. For this pur- 
pose I advanced tow aids the Cut then y building, but was stopped by the Artil- 
lery men I told them that I was going in to bung my lota and other things, 
locked up m an almnah in the office They insolently lefused to give me per- 
mission to cntci the office 3 was obliged to l cheat, and stand under a tree, 
watching the events Dnectly came Nav ab Ubbas Alee Khan, a descendant of 
Doonday Khan, one of the toimei Governors of Moiadabad. He was mounted 
on a hoise, and had a numbei of Mussulman follow eis with him By this time 
the Native Officeis mcienscd the numbei of gunids over the public treasure 
The Aitillery men weie veiy cautiously smiounding the two guns, fearing 
that the Butish Offieei s miglit not, with then icvolvcis, make a despeiate attempt 
to take possession of the guns N.nv.ib Ubbas Alec Khan appioached the tiea- 
suie guaids, but, foi what lc.ison it is not known, was spumed away by the 
sepoys. lie then stood at a distance close to Mi. Warwick's bungalow, and sent 
a Thalooi, by name Sectul Singh, to negotiate in Ins behalf with the Aitillery 
men The Thalooi, m his ennnd, was assisted by anothei Thahoar , a relation 
of one of the Aililleiv men, whom Mi "Wilson had given one of his own 
hoises, and whom lie had made a sow.n The fiist. Tlialooi, aftei magmfving 
the icspect and title of his master, Ubbas Alee, mtoimcd the Aitilleiy men, 
that if they would make Ubbas Alee, Nawnb of Moiadabad, he would give them 
Bs 2,00,000 The second Thalooi began to specify now thctieaclicions stiata- 
gems (as lie was pleased to call) of Mi Wilson, who he said had secretlv 
wiittcn foi qouihs (Euiopean soldiei s,) and that one got all had actually' aimed. 
Jins was Mi Gicen, who came down fiom Nyncc 'J'al, and had the folly to 
tell some Native soldieis that he knew a good deal of Aitilleiy practice The 
i \ ji, 1 f ul ^ lei P 1 °P 0S ed that it w as the wish of Ins mastei that Mi Wilson 
should be killed, because by killing such a gx eat and cunning Offieei, who pos- 
sessed magic in Ins vvoids, they would achieve agieat deed, equal to the destiuc- 
tion of half the numbei of Euiopeans in the Piesidency of Bengal Such was 
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the dread entertained by that villain of our old Mi. Wilson I could not check 
myself, so I stepped foiward, and calling myself a Btahmun, I addressed the 
Artilleiy men in their own language, which 1 can speak very fluently, and used 
all the aitful arguments of a Brahmun, and cited several Sanskrit verses on 
the impiopnety and unughteousness of the proposal of Abbas Alee. I openly 
told the Artilleiy men that Abbas Alec was a mere mean pietender. The Tba- 
kooi being a lustic clown was quite bewildered, and the Aitillery men seemed 
pleased w r ith my aiguments founded upon the doctrines of the S/iastras. The 
Tliakoor then v r eut to his master, and brought lnm peisonally to confei with 
the Artilleiy men. I was now bid by them to go away, Hcnvevei I still heard 
a part of Abbas Alec’s appeal, to the effect that he w’as a near relation of 
Khan Buhadur Khan, whom the native soldiers at Bareilly made Nawab, 
and that tlieiefoie he, Abbas Alee, ought to be now made Govcrnoi of Mo- 
radabad. With a heavy heart I wended my course to the Post-office, distinctly 
overbearing that Abbas Alee Khan was exciting the Artilleiy men to mui- 
der the British Officers It is my pleasing duty to state lieie, that on Mr. 
W llson’s return to Moradabad, in the capacity of a Special Commissioner, the 
Tliakoor, whose name was divulged to Mi. Wilson by Abbas Alec’s elder 
brother, was caught at my instance My deposition was taken befoie him. 
The guilty conscience of the Tliakoor so much shook him, that he at List con- 
fessed the cnme of Ins mastei, and his own complicity, butdemed the charge of 
proposing the murdei of Europeans. After lingering a month or two m the 
hxnialuf, Mr. A\ ilson let lunr off, aftei subjecting him to coipoial punish- 
ment. Abbas Alee is still at large, but lus father was Ixanged when General 
Jones’s column enteied Moradabad Scarcely had I leached the site of the 
Payul gate, than I was stopped by a stout Mussulman, who began to abuse me, 
and pull one of my cats r cry hard. He was a follower of Abbas Alee, and sent 
by him to punish me foi throwing obstacles in Ins way of obtaining the Govern- 
ment of Moradabad After I left the College, this was the hist time that my 
ear waspullcd, stiangc to say even after I finished my teens. Two sepoys pass- 
ing by rescued me, when I told them that I was aBiahmun, and they gave a 
good beating to the man who assaulted me. The mutineers, after mal-tieatmg 
(lie Treasmei Jankee Doss, took possession of the whole treasure A few young 
sepoys, instigated in tl e Mussulmans, wanted to shoot Messis. Wilson and 
Saunders, but they were restiamcd by Buldeo Singh, Ilavildai, who was 
afterwards, foi this act of loyalty, made a Soubadai. This good niah, with his 
brothei and nephew , is now doing duty with the detachment of the late 1 1th 
N I. The Civil Officers, with their ladies and Mr. Green, left Moradabad at 
3 r. m for Meeiut. They weie as follow — 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson, Mr. and Mrs. Saunders, 

Mr. and Mrs. Campbell, Dr. and Airs. Cannon, and Mr. Green. 

They were escorted by a party of the 8th Irregulars. Qoorban Alee, Jemadai of 
the Foujdaree sowais, with lus son, accompanied the Officers. The other sow’ars 
of the Foujdaiee, with the exception of Bubar Buksh and Futteh Singh, lefused 
to follow Nay, they even msok ntly demanded their pay fi om the Officers, which 
they were obliged to disburse immediately. Futteh Singh deseited the party 
at Rujjubpore, and Buhar Buksh was sent away by Mi. Wilson on some special 
errand The Civil Olhceis, aftei meeting a kind l eception from the Zemmdais on 
their way, safely reached Meerut The Military Officers went towards Nynee 
Tal. Five sepoys alone consented to accompany them The w T eathei was very 
inclement, and the hardships and inconveniences which the fugitives suffered on 
horseback, can better be conceived than desenbed. No sooner weie the Officers 
gone, than a rumour was spiead that Mi Wilson was muidered on the way by 
(jQojm 8 The Mussulmans eagerly believed it Now commenced the work of 
plunder and destruction. Large bands of Mussulmans attacked the house of 
the Christian Clerks. The Government records, the Cutcheiry and othei public 
buildings were set on file A Putlian wanted to take away Mi. Hill’s buggy. 
Mi. Dili's eldest son shot the man. This cncumstance kindled the wrath of 
the Mussulmans They besieged the Cleiks, who, on then pait, bravely 
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defended themselves, and with their fire-arms kept the mob at a respectable 
distance. The mob could not be persuaded to disperse, as they bud been insti- 
gated by such men asMujjoo Khan, Hafiz Alee, Ahmud Azooli Khan, and other 
villain 0 Mujjoo Khan being the most influential Mahomedan Mussulman 
Zemindar, went to the cantonments with a large number of Ins retainers. 
The mutineers of the 29th Native Infantry made Mujjoo Khan Nawab, while 
the Artillery men appointed Assud Alee Khan, fathci of Abbas Alee Khan, 
Governor of Moradabad. Such appointments bring to my recollection the 
days of the Praetorian Guaids, who sold the Roman Empii e to the highest 
bidder. However Abbas Alee being of 1 tuned fortune, v\ as no match for Mujjoo 
Khan Towards the evening, Mi Hill’s son was accidently shot by M r 
J Warwick, which created ill feelings m the circle of the besieged CleiJts. 
Mr J Warwick, in the evening, made his escape m disguise towaids Nyncc 
Tal. Mr Phillip, the 2nd Clerk of the Judge’s office, wvis also offended, and 
bolted accordingly. He came to me at night, disguised as a native, and wanted 
my advice. I told him that I would send him to my house in The town. He 
refused to take refuge in my house, as it was exposed from all sides Hc'how- 
ever took from me two Rupees as loan, and took refuge with a Bengalee, by 
name Tara Chund of Bijnore. Here he remained m secunty until his w lnmsical 
disposition made him to change his abode on the arrival of Bukht Khan’s Bri- 
gade. He subsequent!) , unjustly apprehending treachery on the pnit of his 
piotector, left his house of his own accord, and concealed himself m Ins own 
house at Shakur Surae, where he was seized by the Mahomedans, and made 
over to Bukht Khan The besieged paity being thus weakened, sustained Jtlie 
siege until 8 o’clock the next morning, (viz 4th Jujie,) the old Lieutenant 
Warwick firing on the whole night In vain Soondur Lall, the Dawk Moon- 
shee, went to the Soubadar of the 29th Native Infantry, lequesting him to 
save the Cleiks Azooh Khan, Mookhtar of Mujjoo Khan, on the contrary, 
exhorted the Mahomedans to, plunder the Clerks, and to silence their guns. 
Next morning the 29th Native Infantry sent a number of sepoys, with a gun, 
to disperse the mob , but the inmates of Lieutenant Warwick’s bungalow, undpi- 
.standmg that the gun was sent to bear upon them, left the house, and ran 
towaids Mr Hill’s bungalow Lieutenant Warwick was a corpulent old man ; 
he was unable to fly. He received a bullet w T ound from the musket of one of 
the Jail guards A Mussulman gave a sword cut ovci his shouldei, and lie 
fell upon the ground, struggling for his life. Mr, Po>vcll, the Inspecting Post- 
master of Rohilkund, also received bullet and swoul wounds, but not very 
severe , be also fell upon the ground Two oi thi ec Puthans cut down the 
eldest son of Mr McGuire, and killed also two othci boys, one the son of a 
widow, by name Mrs Humphreys, and the other, brother of Mi. Donngton. 
The old Mrs Warwick, seeing the fate of her husband, lequested the mob 
to slay her also , she was immediately cut down. , The lelieving paity of the 
sepoys rescued however Mr Hill and his family, Mr McGuire and his family, 
Mr. Donngton and his family, Mrs Junior Warwick and her children They 
weie marched to the cantonments, and theie permitted to live m a deserted 
bungalow', without any bedding. The only food which the sepoys gave them, 
used to be the refuse of their own dishes. 

On the night of the 3rd June, while the budmashes were besieging the 
Cleiks, Abbas Alee proclaimed by tom-tom that the King of Dehli was the 
master of the country, and Assud Alee Khan, his father, was the King’s Vice- 
roy for Moradabad. Now went foith Mujjoo’s men, who, aftei driving aw r ay 
Abbas Alee’s crier, and breaking his dium, pioclaimed the King of Dehli as 
Sovereign of India , Mujjoo Khan as Ins Viceroy , and enjoining all the resi- 
dents to attend him the next day. But the next morning, (viz. the 4th June,) 
the Nawab of llainpore sent a force undei his uncle to take possession 
of the station of Moiadabad His Puthans w r eie highly pleased with this 
aggrandizement of their master’s territory. They were loudly cursing the infi- 
del lenngees, and some of them, while they xvere passing, gave several sword-* 
cuts upon the bodies of the fallen Christian victims. Some spat upon them. 
Poor Mi. Powell was however, tlnough the kind exertions of a Ohumar servant 
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of Mr J Warwick, was conducted to the cantonments, where, receiving no 
medical aid, his rounds soon mortified The Nawab’s uncle issued a procla- 
mation m tl e following terms — “ The people are God’s , the country belongs 
“to the King, and the administrative authority rests with the N.nvabs Hence- 
“ foiwaid all the Court Officeis and the principal residents are enjoined to attend 
« on pain of being considered traitors ” He also issued strict orders for recovering 
the plundeied property of the Christian residents In a few days, heaps of 
plundered propeity were seen m diffeient places, flung away m the night. 
The Putlians on then part began to appropnate those things, or to send them 
away to Rumpore. To me the proclamation of the Nawab appeared as emanat- 
ing from a rebel, but either flight or disobedience was the only cause foi "a 
loyal native to avoid the summons of the Nawab. A respectable citizen 
became inquisitive about the fate of the Commissioner of Rolnlkund, and the 
title by which he took possession of Moradabad. To the best of my knowledge 
he did not receive such a reply from the Nawab, which befits a faithful ally 
of the British Government Moosee Ruzza, the Jailor, was made Cotwal of the 
city, and the Go\ernment Court Officers, with veiy few exceptions, attended the 
Nawab’s duibar with piesents. The native officers of the 29th Native Infan- 
try then went to Rampore, and brought the Nawab Yoosoof Alee Khan himself. 
He first went to the cantonments, and there received a royal salute from the 
guns of the mutineers. After ordei mg that a reward be given to the mutineers 
to the amount of Rs 2,000, and after distributing shawls among the native 
officers, the Nawab arrived in his own lothee on the other side of the Rape- 
, course. Here he again received a royal salute from his own guns A dm bar 
was immediately held, and the principal citizens and the Court Officers, without 
any single exception, attended. Nu?zw s were presented to the Nawab , Mujjoo 
Khan was made a Nazim, Hukeem Saadut Alee Khan was appointed in Mjv 
■W ilson’s room , NeazAlee, Deputy Collector, was appointed m Mr Saunders’s 
room, and similar other mimic appointments were made. Abool Fuzul, Sensfit^ 
dar of the Criminal Court, was made Secretary of the State. Pundit Nupd 
Kishore, Superintendent of the Roads, afterw ards informed me that a.few Puthans, 
saw Baboo Jugunnath, Deputy Post Master, upon which they exclaimed, “How, 
“ do they say that the Company’s Raj was entirely gone, when we see the repre- 
sentatives of British Officers m the persons of these Baboos ? ” The Nawab on 
that veiy day returned to Rampore. lie liowevei did not look meiry pn 
that day, but his face looked like that of a man beset wjtji. cares. Justice 
began to be admimsteied now according to the precepts pf the-Qpoiam Asiatic; 
punishments, such as mutilation, weie inflicted by order of Neaz Alee Khaa 
Buliadui, late Deputy Collectoi under the Butish .Government, and. now full 
IVlagistiate under the Nawab, of Rampore The Mussulman Officeis were .quite 
delighted at this l evolution, and often congiatulated- one, another upon their 
haying got nd of the kafii Feungees This intei val was employed by the 
mutinous 29th Native Infant: y m making prepaiations for going to DehhC 
The sepoys, on several occasions, wrested from the Puthans their swords One 
day a rumour was spread at Moradabad, that the Puthans having mutinied,' 
killed Hukeem Saadut Alee. The Nawab’s troops were accordingly withdrawn 
from Moradabad. But the above rumoui was false , the Nawab withdrew lug 
force to augment and strengthen the garrison of Rampore, as the.Baieilly 
mutineers, under Bukht Khan, were to pass through his territory. After the 
withdrawal of the Nawab’s forces, Mujjoo Khan again became JlaJcm of 
Moradadad. There vveie three old guns lying within the Cuteherry compound. 
They were mounted upon limbers made at the expense of Mujjoo Khan But the 
best of the three was carried away by the men of Rampoie, so that Mujjqo Khan 
got only two guns, one of which was eveiy morning and every midnight filed by 
Older of Nawab Mujjoo Khan. At last news reached Moradabad that the Bareilly 
mutineers had marched fiom that place. Mujjoo Khan began to make arrange- 
ments for supplying them with provisions. The men of the 29th Native In- 
fantry turned put the Christian Clerks from their lines Poor Mi. Powell, 
with mortified wounds and m rags, came to the doors of Mujjoo Khan The 
Mussulmans collected round him, and heaped upon him loud curses and 
repioaehes. Nothing could exceed my horror when I saw the Mussulmans 
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insulting that unfortunate gentleman They now and then insolent y madehim 
fn retreat the Mahomedan hilma. At last some of the luffiafls wanted to slay him, 
but they weie mevented fiom peipetiatmg this foul deed by a kind-hearted 
Mmilvee Ah Powell, unable to walk, managed however to creep to the doors 
nf the chief Moulvcc of Moiadabad, by name Alum Alee, who, according to the 
ceremonies of Islam, made all the Clerks converts of Mahomedamsm No- 
thrno- was so mortifying to Mis. Hill as the new tonsuie of her husband Unis 
the Christian Clerks became converts of Islam, and were thus saved from imme- 
diate destiuction. One Meeyan Khan, a Jemadai of Cotwa ee, and a few other bud- 
maslies wereveiy clamoious to seize the two elder daughters of Mr. Hill I he 
Soor Clerks boie every insult and indignity with patience, i heyv ere very kindly 
treated bv Moulvee Alum Alee, who also raised a subscription for their support. 
Dunn- the* incumbency of the Nawab of Rampoie, I returned to my house 
within the city. Doorga Pershad, Zillali Visitoi, also took up lus abode m my 
house TaiaChund Pvne, the Sub- Assistant Suigeon, hired a house close to mine. 
One evening, Hafiz Alee Alimud, as bad ns Moulvee Moonnoo, came to my house 
with armed men, and cxtoited Rs 23 from Doorga Pershad. Mujjoo Khan, 
instead of punishing Hafiz Alee Ahmud, summoned me, and began to rebuke me. 
He told me that if theie would be again any distuibance at my house, that he 
would certainly punish me Mujjoo Khan also told me that lie suspected me 
of my loyalty to the British Government, and that if he would ever find me 
hold in- any kind of communication with any Euiopean Officei, he would 
ordei my n-lit hand to be cut ofT. Previous to this occurrence I deceived the 
29th Native Infantry by ci eating a false alarm. One evening I went upon 
the Meerut road, and after going a little distance, turned and fled towards the 
town cryin- that the Euiopean soldiers weie coming. Tv o or three sepoys, 
who were -omg to answei the calls of natuie, on hearing my screams, hastened 
to their lines, and informed their conuades that the Europeans weie coming. 
The assembly was sounded, and the whole Regiment stood ready foi action. 
Nawab Abdool Alee Khan had not then left Moradabad. His guns were also 
dia— ed towaids the parade ground, and the Puthans were forced to join the 
battle array. I quietly letuined home, without being suspected by any body 
that I was the oiiginatoi of fins false alarm. The Artillery men on horse- 
back rode to the town, loudly exclaiming “ Deen, deen'” and inviting the good 
folks to assist the sepoys. Nujeeb-ood-deen Khan, one of the illegitimate sons 
of Muqoo Khan, soon collected some 500 Mussulmans from Nawabpoorah, 
Moghulpoorab, &c., and with this force lie marched to oppose the Feringees, 
ancf assist the sepoys Whole night these miscreants remained watching. 
Thus ended my first trick to wony the mutineers, and I would have practised 
similar tucks to harass them, but finding the repetition of such tucks unsafe 
and unadvisable, I desisted At last, on the morning of the 14th June, the 
Baieilly mutinous Bngade, consisting of 18th, 28th, and 6Sth Regiments 
Native Infantry, and the 8th Inegular Cavalry, with nine guns, arrived under 
Bulcht Khan, Soubadar of Captain Kirby’s Batteiy Bukht Khan, who styled 
himself “ Geneial,” was mounted upon a charger. As he was passing, his light 
hand was constantly upon his foiehead, saluting eveiy body, thereby pretend- 
ing that he was a veiy good and humble man. Immediately a proclamation 
was heard, announcing the government of the native soldiers The city bud- 
mashes, headed by such villains as Hafiz Alee Ahmud and Moulvee Moonnoo’s 
brother, went beforehand to leceive the mutineers They complained to the 
so-called General Bukht Khan, that certam natives had concealed m their 
houses Christians The sepoys accordingly plundered Moulvee Alum Alee’s 
house, and earned away the Clerks with their families as prisoneis to their 
camp Poor Mr Kitchen and family were still concealed m the house of Shunkur 
Ball, a Kayeth, m mohullah Deewan-ka-bazar. Mr. Fanthome, with his family, 
had aheady sought refuge at Rampore, where they remained m concealment. 
Under the pretence that a Chustian was concealed, the sowars and sepoys 
enteied the houses of seveial natives to plunder them The sowars, on reach 
mg the Jail, liberated all the prisoners, and then, at the instigation of the 
budmashes, plundeied the Government Dispensary and the Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon’s piopeity. Goolzar Alee’s brother set fire to the thatched part ol the 
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Dispensaiy A search was made now foi the Sub-Assistant Surgeon, and all 
those who knew English. We all got timely information of the impending 
danger The Deputy Post-mastei went away to a neighbouring village At 
my lequest Dooiga Peishad, a veiy honest drapei, concealed the Sub-Assis- 
tant Suigeon in Ins house Saidh Mull, a bunneeah, concealed the Zilkih Yisitoi 
in Ins house , and I concealed myself m the sitting-ioom of the abovementioned 
diapei Even oui seivants weie ignoiant of 0111 lespective places of conceal- 
ment Oui piotectois howevei kept us infoimed of eveiy thing which was 
tianspmng, and veiy lcindly supplied us with lood. 

The son of Moulvee Qasim,latePnncipal Suddei Ameen of Allahabad, anti- 
cipating the appioach of his gi and uncle, Mahomed Nooi, Moonsiff of Powyne, 
and of Abut Alee Peg, Moonsiff, had sent that morning, befoie the aruval of 
the Paicilly Bugade, an elephant foi the above mentioned mdiuduals Upon 
this the budmashes vent and told Bukht Khan that theie weie Euiopeans con- 
cealed m Moulvee Qasnn’s house, and that they weie sent away eaily m the 
morning on an elephant towards Nynee Tab Moulvee Qasini s son, Mahomed 
Abid, was accordingly seized and confined Bukht Khan seemed highly offend- 
ed with Moulvee Alum Alee foi piotechng a numbei of Chustian Clerks, and 
not mui deiing all of them, as the Muliomedans did at Bareilly Mujjoo Khan, 
the new Nawab of Moiadabad, was then summoned by Bukht Khan, and the 
following chai ges wci e pi efeired against him — 1st, Foi berance m not causing the 
nun del of certain Clmstians at Moiadabad, 2nd, Connivance at the distubution 
of the Moiadabad Government tieasure among the sepoys of the 29th Native 
Infantiy, and not issuing the pay of the men of the 29th Native Infantiy from 
his own coffei. Mujjoo Khan being thus chaiged, was confined in the quaitei- 
guard With a view to appease the wiatli ot the Bngadiei Bukht Khan, who, 
on his amval at Moradabad, leceived a salute of 17 guns, Sajid Alee Khan, 
a wicked Mahomedan, lode towaids the town, and exhoited eveiy one to seize 
every Chustian concealed in the town At last a clue was found to discover 
Mi. Kitchen and his family And it was this Neaz Alee Khan, Deputy Col- 
lector, knew the Koycths m whose house Mi. Kitchen was concealed Sajid Alee 
Khan, Ayoob Khan, mooklitai, and the sons of Mujjoo Khan, were immediately 
told the names of those Kciyeths They went and seized the Kciyeths , and gave 
them a good beating. But they denied all knowledge of Mr. Kitchen At 
last QazeePuchowiee, a Mussulman, pointed out the liouseinwhich Mr Kitchen 
and his family weie concealed. Theie weie thiee male adults m the party 
of the refugees, viz, Mi. Kitchen, Arthur Kitchen, his eldest son, aged 16 
ycais, and Mi. Carbeny. They had fiie-aims vith them, and veie ready to 
defend themselves Ilowevei the assaulting party swore by the Quoran that 
they would not harm any of the refugees, but that they would only be taken 
to the Geneial, who was so kind-hearted, that he would soon set them at liber- 
ty No soonei they suuendeied then aims, than the peifidious Mussulmans 
pinioned them with a coid, and led them as prisoners to the camp of Bukht 
Khan Moosee Huzza discharged the functions of Cot" T al dining the incum- 
bency of the mutineers No attempt was made by him, or by any othei 
native, to rescue the unfoitunate gentlemen The piocession (the pinioned 
gentlemen m the fiont, and then family m the middle, and the Kciyeths in 
the real) stalled fiomtlie Cotwalee at 8 p m , amidst the scoffs and leproaches 
of the Mussulmans My lestless soul uculd not let me remain m my place 
of refuge , I immediately vent out m disguise, and by the light of a torch that 
was burning at the head of the piocession, I was enabled to see the faces 
of the unfoitunate gentlemen Theie was no sepoy m the paity, except 
Mujjoo’s sons and Ins Mahomedan followeis At last, when they vent on 
the othei side of Nuihutgunj, the gentlemen weie taken aside, shot and 
sabred. This happened on the night of the 14th June They weie not 
killed by any oidei fiom Bukht Khan, but Mujjoo’s sons and Ayoob Khan 
aie alone guilty of such foul muideis The family of these victims weie 
made over to Bukht Khan The Kayeths veie tied to a gun, and lemamed 
m that postuie in burning sun, till the evening of the following day, when, by 
bnbmg Bukht Khan, they got liberty. Next day we changed oui respective 
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places of concealment Some foui 01 five budmssbes succeeded in tracing 
Taxa Gliund s place of concealment However they w ere soon pacified on 
receiving a douceui of Rs 30 On the loth June Bukht Khan sent an ad- 
vanced guard, consisting of two companies of Infantry, one tioop of Irregular 
Car ally and two guns, to collect boats fox crossing the Ganges But boats 
veie aheady secured and sunk by Mr Wilson Tlieie prevailed a lumom now 
th.it the Bi ltish had erected a Batteiy at Gurhmooktaisur, to pierent the 
crossing of the mutineers As I had receired no legular food for the last 
three days, I was vex y liungry on the moi nmg of the 17th so I secretly came 
to my house, Doorga Puishad, with his family, having pieviouslv entered it 
I cooked some bread, and while I was eating, my beaier informed me that 
some sepor s were knockrng at my doors, and telling that the house contained 
English-knowing Baboos and Christians 'I he foolish servant, wituout my 
peimission, opened the doors, when five sepors entered the house, mas! ets m 
their hands with fixed baj onets The buttons of then coats discovered to 
me that they belonged to the 28th Native Infantry They told me that r tall 
Mussulman, ruth a long beard, showed this house, and said Hat it contained 
Christians and Baboos Tire sepors now desned me to shov them the 
refugees I immediately guessed that it must be Hafiz Alee Ahnrud As the 
<=epo\s could not discovei any Chnslinn oi Baboo m mv house, tlicr asl ed me 
who I was “A mendicant Brahman, ’ was my reply The sepoys then, aftei 
plundering all oui goods, went av ay I immediately wert aftei them, to try 
if possible to lccorei oui plundered propertv I only wanted to discorer the 
place, unperceived, rrhere the sepors might keep our plundeied propeitr 
Mlule I rr as going along m disguise, I happened to come in contact witha 
farrier of the Aitilleiy, who prerious to mutmv often came to the office, and 
requested me to permit him to shoe my horse. Tins r illain had also a troopei 
with him On lecognismg me, they took me to then lines where I was 
insulted and scoffed at by the other troopers, as being the same person who 
once drew a salary of Rs 100 per mensem nnder Mr. Wilson Knowing 
that I was a Biahmun, they demisted from teasing me anv moie Ther then 
took me to that monstei Bukht Khan, and addressed him thus “Geneial 
‘ Sahib, we bare brought IieieMr Vt llson s Baboo ’ Bukht Khan, with a view 
to excite the laughter of Ins company, lose from Ins seat, and made me a low 
bow, sajmg at the same time, “ That no human mouth, hut only the month of a 
‘ gun. w as able to honoi such men as the Baboos of the English gentlemen He 
then told Ins oiderly sepoys to tic my hands and lash me to a gun A sepov 
immediately began to pull me, when, m despair of my life, and like a crafty 
Biahmun of Oudh, I began to nral e loud lamentations I loudly told the 
sepors that I was a Biahmun of the holy city of Benares, .and was going to he 
muidered bv older of a Mussulman tyrant, m the presence of my fellow Brah- 
muns The Biahmun sepoys were astonished to heai my speech, which did 
not at all resemble the language of a Bengalee Baboo, but was just like that 
of a Biahmun of Oudh Moreover, seeing mv sacei dotal tlnead a par f y of 
sepoys, rathe presence of Bukht Khan, viested me Horn the hands of mv 
guaids they loudly began to cry that they would not allow the Geneial to 
murder a Biahmun Taking advantage of this eonmsion rn my favoi, I used 
all my art to excite the pity of the Hindoo sepovs torvaids me Bukht Khan 
was highly offended with the sepoys, and oi deied them to disperse, and allow 
him to have Ins own war He addressed the sepor s thus — “Sepoys, as I am 
“your Commander, r ou ought not to transgress my orders Let this Baboo he 
“tied to a gun, until he reveals to us the txeasuie left by the Bnt’sh Officers 
‘ °f Moradabad ’ A Brahmun sepoy of the ISth Native Infantry stepped 
foiwaid, and thus answeied — ■* "\Te won t allow you to touch a single hail of 
“this Biahmun, it is a great disgrace foi us if you thus trifle wuth Biahnruns 
“Dont rou remembei, because the British Government hanged two BraLmuns, 

‘ Mrmgul Panday and Seetal, of the Hmvicha Reeiment (> c. 34th Native 
‘ Brfantry) that the whole Bengal Army mutinied 2 1 ^Bukht Khan then wanted 
to exercise Ins authonty over them as General, when loud abuses were utteied. 

Let the General be shot, if he sullpsisists ’ cried a sepoy , “ heforuets that a c 
‘ have made him General and not that he rvrs born a General ’ Bukht Khan 
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being thus insulted by bis own men, sent for me quietly, and began to ask me 
m a veiy kind way wheie Mi. Wilson’s cash was 4 Mi Wilson had no cash 
4 when he left Moiadabad, ’ was my leply , and if he had any, that it was impos- 
sible foi me to know lus private concerns, as I was not his pnvate seivant, but 
latliei a public Couit official, though subordinate to Mi Wilson. “Well, tell me 
* the name of the banker, ’ was the next question of BukhtEhan “ with w horn the 
“Butish Officeis had pecuniary transactions ’ I immediately guessed that the 
villain was seeking a pietext to plundei some nch banker “ I neithei know 
4 any such banker, ’ was my reply Upon this BukhtEhan was vervangiy, and 
wanted to stnke, but a Hindoo officei, who was called a Colonel, sitting by Ins 
side, p, evented him. Suifraz Alec, the leader of the Ghcvees, next spoke 
“TliesC Baboos, on account of then English education, aie all Cluistians, and 
“they descive no other punishment than death, as then whole soul is English.” 
Feaiing that the aiguments of this Moulvee might not tend to exaspeiate the 
barbarous sepoys against me, to whose protection I had no other claim save that 
of being a Bialrmun, I ansrvered lnm boldly “ Yes, you Monlvees have always 
“ been mimical to Bialimuns When this countiy w T as m the hands of your Ma- 
4 lionredan Empeiors, you earned away yom hatied against the Biahmuns so 
“fai, that you demolished all their principal temples, and foicibly conveited 
“thousands of Hindoos to Makomedamsm Many of the sepoys now piesent 
“ here must have gone to Benares, and seen a large mosque near the golden 
4 temple of Bisheshuijee Thatmosque,” I said, “was built upon the site of the 
“foinrei Hindoo temple destroyed by the Mussulmans And how could English. 
“ education alone make a man Cknstian, unless he is not duly baptized If 
4 English education makes a man Cknstian, then Pei sum education makes a 
44 man a Mussulman ” I then turned towaids Buklit Elian and addiessed him 
4 The Moulvee has used such aiguments, by which he means to say that you, 
4 Geneial, aie also a Cknstian ’ “ How' can that be' 2 ” cried the Ghazee Moulvee 
“ Stop, stop,’ said I, 4 T will explain every thing immediately Geneial,” said I, 
44 accor ding to the Moulvee’s ai gument, a man who knows English is a Christian 
“Geneial, >ou also know many English wrnids, because you learnt your drill 
4 fiom youth in English We both learnt English woids for bread only. The 
44 only difference between me and yourself is, that I know many English words, 
44 and you don’t know so many According to the Moulvee’s argument I must be 
4 a big Chiistian for know ing many words, and you, Genei al, ought to be called a 
4 petty Christian, foi knowing not so many woids Tlieiefoie Christianity 
“depends upon the amount of English knowledge one possesses But again, 
“General, theie is a precept among the Mussulmans, that ‘when you kill a 
“ wolf, dont cherish hei whelp’ I am that wolf, Geneial, because I know much 
44 English, and youi sepoys, including yoru self, General, ai e whelps If the Moul- 
44 vee s ai gument is valid foi lulling me, then according to the same ai gument hang 
44 yoru selves also Bemember, Geneial, as the Moulvee is advocating my death, 
“he will do so foi the destruction of all the Hindoo sepoys, when lie will see 
“himself stiong enough to do so It is stiange, Geneial, that the English lan- 
44 guage is profane, because, m the opinion of the Moulvee, it is the language of 
44 infidels I am condemned because I know English, winch it is impossible foi 
44 me to banish fiom my comprehension The Moulvee wants me to do a thing 
44 which is impossible , viz , to foi get the English language utteily But how is 
4 this that the very cloth wdnch the Moulvee is using is of English manufacture 2 
“I see a percussion pistol m lus belt, moieovci I see all the sepoys, nol exclud- 
ing >oui self, Geneial, that they have all got peicussion muskets, and guns of 
44 English make, and most of them are still using their legimentals, given them 
“by Emopeans How is this that you all don t like to fling away these things, 
“manufactured by the English unbelieveis ? ’ The sepoy s had a heai ty laugh, 
nay, some of them sorrov'fully mui mured about then folly in mutinying The 
sepoys began to say that “You Mussulmans always called your lehgion supenoi 
“to the Hindoo leligion m our pi csence, because we being unletteied men, could 
44 not lebut youi aiguments Now why do you not go on arguing with this Pun- 
“ dit of Benaies' 2 ” Tins cu cum stance fully convinced me that the sepoys would 
never h ive mutinied, had not the Mussulmans instigated them. Buklit Ekan 
and Ins Moulvee were bewildeied at my spontaneous logic. They w anted to get 
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rid of me. Eukhl Khan called me a clever boy lie gave me a inpee, a fioclc and 
a sheet, because I was naked, and besides my dhotce had no othei cloth The se- 
poys compelled me to accept the ti.ntoi si cm aid. I then had rceouise to another 
tuck , I began to weep, and told the sepoys tli.it I would commit suicide, if my 
property, plundcied by some men of the 2Sth Regiment Native Infantiy, should 
not be restored to me. Buklit Khan was obliged to send me to the camp of 
the 28th Native Infantry, to leeogmsc the minimal paities. But in this I 
failed Two sepoys of the lSlli Native Infanliy \olunteeied to escoit me to 
my house, m spite of the effoifs of Buklit Khan and Moulvec Sutfi.iz Alec to 
kill me When I was leaving Buklit Khan’s camp, two descitcis of the 
Meciut gamson wcie an tiod need , they gar c a bnef account of the defences 
elected at Meant, and lequcsted the Gcneial to lose no time in maichlng foi 
Dclili An ofhcei then mfoimcd Bntht Khan that in his camp there rveie 
3,000 Infanta y, 175 Cavaliy, 11 guns and 500 Ghazecs Fiom the above total 
at is manifest that desations must hare liecn considerable Another officer 
came and informed Buklit Khan that the fcny JJaiorjah at thoGmhmooktaisur 
having seized Mi Wilson, made linn ovei to the advanced guaid I letuined 
to my house, and met the villain Hafiz Alee Alimud, who seeing two sepoys 
with me, r cheated precipitately I cntcicd my house with a heavy heart, 
and gave the rupee given to me by Buklit Khan to 1 he two sepo\s wdio 
escorted me The two sepoys, although they wcie so kind to me, did not 
make the least lcfusal in accepting the only mpec w Inch I then had m my 
possession Prom this ciicunistance it is manifest that the arariceofthe 
sepoys foi cash must have always been very great Iliad no rest till midnight 
I was consoling myself like Robinson Crusoe At last noise was heaid in the 
direction of the cantonments, and aftei a few minutes the huts of the 20th 
Native Infantry were set on flic Thus the station of Moiedabad got nd of 
these muhneeis, who would have certainly plundered the town, if they had not 
with them Maliomud Shnffce, the mutinous Rissaldat of the Stir Iuegnlais, 
who, as he w r as a native of Moiadahad, consideied a gieat disgiace to himself 
to allow Ins native town to be plundered by stiangeis The mutineers marched 
at midnight of the 17th June. Buklit Khan was Bugadici, but his authonty 
was not very great. In fact cveiy sepoy considered himself aBngadiei. All 
■the native officers, and an English .Sergeant of the 2Sth Native Infantry who 
had cmbiaced Islamism, weic Ins councillors. Moulvee Suifiaz Alee was the 
Judge of the military tribunal, and Nawab Niamut-oollah, of Moradabad, was 
the second leadei of the Ghazees At the instigation of Muqoo Khan, the male 
grown-up Clnistians weic taken to Delilr as prisoners The Chnstian ladies 
and children were made over to the charge of Muqoo Khan Mr Phillip, for 
refusing to embrace Islamism, was shot at Gujtowlah. With two boats and 
Tafts supplied by the lebel Goolzai Alee, who came to the ghaut from Malagiuh, 
the mutineers ciossed the Ganges, and proceeded to Dehli 
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PART II 

Haying Li ought the first pait of my Nauativc to a close, I now com- 
mence upon the second pait, which embi aces a period between the 18th June 
1357, and the date on which Hi Hemy Picketts assumed chaige of the district 
Build Khan gave chaige of the district of Moiadabad to Mujjoo Khan 
At 8 p. ar on the 17th June, on which night the Bareilly Brigade matched 
fiom Moradabad, Mujjoo Khan issued a pioclamation by tom-tom “that the 
“people weie God’s, the country the King of Dehh’s, and Mujjoo Khan was 
“Viceioy of Moiadabud, and that whoevei c hall fail to attend nc\t day the 
“ duibar of the Viceioy, he shall be guilty of tieason, and shall be blown away 
“from a gun.” Abbas Alee, ruth his father Assud Alee, followed Bukht Khan, 
and by lus entreaties succeeded in getting a snnmicl hom Bukht Khan, 
appointing his fathei Viceroy of Moradabad On his ictuin to Moiadabad, some 
Maliomedan nobles sided ruth Mujjoo Khan, and some declaied foi Abbas Alec 
Khan In fact the lebel Government was about to be mined by faction, when 
an event occuned by which political differences weie set aside. M'oosec Huzza 
acted as Cotwal, Neaz Alee, Deputy Colleetoi, asMagistiate, Abool Puzzul as 
Secretary of State, and Mujjoo’s sons, as Geneinls and Membeis of the Ad- 
ministrative Council The event alluded to was, that the residents of Beejna 
sent a challenge to Mujjoo Khan, that they w on Id plunder the town. To aveit 
this common danger Mujjoo Khan reconciled himself to all his enemies The' 
towns-people were ordered by Mujjoo to aim themselves againsttheir common 
foe Every mohullali sent a party, so that a sufficient foice collected m the 
direction of Beejna, undei Kulla, a wrest lei. The inhabitants of Beejna weie 
true to then piomise. They paid the piojeeted visit Immediately the ahum 
was given, fiesh bodies of towns-people lepaned to the rendezvous A paity 
of the Beejna lobbeis succeeded in penetiatmg 'the town as fai as mohullali 
Hawabpoorah A stout lobbei enteied the house of a goldsmith, in which he 
was sunounded and killed After a little filing, and the exchange of missiles, 
the Beejna robbers weie defeated The daikness of the night alone favored 
then retreat The towns-people, elated wrth this victoiy, threw the dead body 
of the lobbei on a sand bank, and sent a challenge to the Beejna men to 
take aw r ay the coipse. How r evei the Beejna men had not the pluck to recover 
the dead body, which putufied, and jackals fed upon it The Beejna men, and the 
suuounding villageis, being thus cawed, now pionused obedience to Mujjoo’s 
authonty But Mujjoo Khan had fiesh difficulties to contend with. Although 
he was a great landed proprietor, lie had no cash, not even so much as to 
defray the expenses of his new r establishment * His sons wer e all of piofli- 
gate chaiactei, he himself being a stubborn fool, and his pnncipal adviseis 
were a set of cut-thioats He theiefoie had lecouise to the aid of the Moollahs 
of Moostnpoie. These villagers, who were the gicatest lebels after the 
suspension of the Bntish rule, now pionused to assist Mujjoo m all Ins enter - 
puses He fiist resolved to hung the Hindoo nobles of Moiadabad to 
obedience, all of whom being convinced of his downright tieason against the 
British Government, evaded attending on him, in spite of his thieatenmg pro- 
clamation He first had lecouise to mild measures He sent Abool Fuzznl, 
Senshtadai, and Sheo Suhae, Tehsecldai, to request the bankeis to laise a 
subscription foi the maintenance of Ins Government Abool IWul used all 
kinds of arguments to induce the bankers to agree to the contribution But 
Rae Purdoomun Kishen peiemptonly lefused to give bun any money. Atlas! a 
cn cum stance occuued, which caused an open luptuie between him and the 
Hindoo nobles One night, as the buikundazes of Moosee Euzza, Cotwal, weie 
pati oiling the town, a Nujeeb of the Jail guard (all the Jail guards had taken 
sei vice undei Mujjoo Khan) w r as instructed by Hujeeb-ood-deen Khan, atuibu- 
lent son of Mujjoo Khan, to go and cieate a row at the doois of Purdoomun 
Kishen The lane in which Purdoomun Kishen s bouse is situated was 
seemed by gates, w Inch always closed at night At so late an hom as midnight, 
the Nujceb persisted that the gates should be opened Puidoomun Kishen s 
men would open the wicket only, and not the gates, upon which both parties

veiy lningij, I ventuied out foi an ailing 1 svoic the fio r k gi\en lo me bsr 
Bukht Khan, foi I liad no otliei clothes except a dhoti c s\hicli e\en belonged 
to the Zillali Visitoi, and tying upon im head the same sheet which Huklit 
ivlian had given me, I event out with a stick m my hand In the way I met 
a paiticular fnend of mine, who oithei seeing me m a miserable and awkwaid 
diess, 01 wishing to asoid a demand of assistance on my pait, turned Ins atten- 
tion towards another side After tui mug backward, lie stood again for a few 
seconds, as if he was lccollecting some foi gotten thing lie then tinned, and 
suddenly dr esv out a lettci from Ins pocket, and resumed Ins walk, lending that 
etfci. 1 bus without any exchange of c omphments, vo both molded speaking 
to each othci I fust went to see the dead bodies of Mr Kitchen and Ins i elu- 
tions , looi Mi Kitchen was a great friend of mine Ah, poor Aitluu 
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Kitchen, son of Thomas Kitchen, the Deputy Collector, lying murdered by his 
side. lie Mas a \eiy promising bov, and used to attend the Judge’s office to 
learn business At the icquest of his lather, I often went to his bun ° alow 
to teach Emopcan sciences to him and the other children I was so much hoi- 
lified at the sight of the dead body, that I thought I leally saw his ffiiost I 
also saw the dead body of Mi Caibeny, who was foimerly awntei m the Secie- 
tanat, but came to Moiadabad in those days to be appointed Foujdniee Cleik. 
lie was scarcely 15 days m the station when he m as muideied by Munoo’s Mus- 
sulmans. Woe to Neaz Alee Khan, Deputy Collcctoi , who beti ayed them to the 
x ebels Although the dead bodies had puti ified, and spi ead ai ound a \ ei y offen- 
sive smell, I lemamed standing theie, mourning ovei the lcmains of my fnends 
Only a few days befoie the outbieak, young Aitlrai Kitchen lead with me 
“The muideied Traveller,’ a poetical piece, published in a woik which Mi 
Saundeis (now Comnnssionei of Dehh) had as a puze, and which Mis Saundeis 
had lent the boy foi leading The state of the murdered tiavellei mentioned 
iu that poem was now the same m w Inch I found young Aithur and otheis 
with this addition that a few Mussulmans of low 01 igm, whose faces I still see 
now and then m the town of Moradabad, had m my piesence the audacity to 
make water upon those muideied gentlemen. I asked the Mussulmans it 
it ivas fail and light, accoidmg to Islam, to make uatei upon the dead bodies 
of the follow eis of Chust, whom then Qoran even mentioned as a piophet 
Conceive what was their bigoted ieply,~ “Damned be these Ohnstians, ’ said 
they “The ghost of this hellish Deputy Collectoi uses every night and cla- 
mouis foi biscuits and tea, and even liigbtens jackals and dogs fiom feeding 
upon bis dead body Alas ' this very ehemei ic.il idea of the=e Mussulmans ought 
to have excited pity m then bieasts, and they should have considered that if 
the ghost of the muidered Deputy Collectoi leally rose eveiy night, and the 
mui dei eis thought that they saw it clamouiing for biscuit and tea, they ought 
to have pitied him the moie, on the supposition that piobably he might have 
been m some distiess of food and drink befoie be was muideied But instead 
of pitymg bis fate, the Mussulmans piofaned then dead bodies with mine. I 
went then fuitliei, and saw the desolation in the cantonments, — totteung walls 
only standing , — even pcopii! tiees, consideied veiy sacied among the Hindoos, 
weie consumed when the lines weie burnt by the sepoys themselves Even 
slma-lingums and toohea plants, half-buint, caught my eye Even on account of 
these objects of Hindoo worship the sepoy s ought to have, out of veneiation 
spared the lines fiom the. Next I went to the bunal giound, and saw theie 
the demolition of the Christian tombs Some of the tombstones weie lying on 
the giound, and their epitaphs, half disfiguied, could he scaicely lead U yc 
polished Mussulmans ' how could your conscience peinnt you to offei insults 
to the memoiy of the deceased But I know you all w-ell * You aie all hypo- 
crites By your low sedams and vile couitesy, you w ill soon convince some simple- 
minded British Officei that you weie innocent, and with the guilty conscience 
of Macbeth befoie Banquos ghost, you will all say, “We did not do it, but the 
umvei sally detested mutinous Pandays (once youi tools) did it ” I know vciv 
well you all know the value of giving a dmnei to Euiopean Officei s, theicby 
piopitiatmg youiselves into then f.ivoi, you will amuse them with new kites, 
when a dancing gnl will skip off singing “Jlnl mil puneeaja lay nunuddeea ’ 
But you will nevei find nr your company youi indignant fuend G-unesh Pui- 
shad Chow-bey, whom youpeisecuted so unmet cifully, and who follows no estab- 
lished religion, hut worships one tiue God; who alone saved him fiom the 
clutches of ye polished Mussulmans, and ye mild Hindoos ' I next turned 
towards the lace-coruse, view-ed with giief Tomiochy’s famous bungalow m uttei 
ruin. But, stiange to say, the Lathee of the Nawab of Rampoie was not the 
least mjuied I then retained to the Cutciieny compound, and saw* the Chinch 
quite damaged, no longer fit now for the Revd Mi Pi me to dehvei Ins seimons 
The Cutcherry building was quite mjuied 1 then went to see the lathees of 
Mi Wilson, Lieutenant Warwick, and Mujjoo Khan, which weie paitially 
mjuied Night coming on, I letumed home, was veiy hungiy,and had nothing 
to cat sleep foi sook me, so I began to read Next mining I accidentally 
found two rupees m one of the lecesses m my house, I must have left them 
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foimeil) there, and foi got to take them bach, because the two coins wcie not 
lusty, but looked fiesh Upon tins I thanked God I began to spend this 
money now veiy spaiingly Saidli hlull, a bunncucih in the neighbomhood, y> ] u) 
lendered us the gieatest assistance in tune of need, knowing my distiess, foiccd 
me to avail myself of the loan of a few mpees flora, him, which I thank- 
fully, though leluctantly, accepted 

A few 7 days aftei the marching of the Baieilly Bngade from Moradabad, 
Maliomud Mooneei, biothei of Mahomud ShutTee, the mutinous Bissuldar of the 
8th Iiregulars, spiead a leport that the few Euiopeans at Meeiut, on the 
approach of the Family Engade, spiked then guns, and fled tovvaids faneeput 
To neutiabse this, I caused a countei-iepoit to be spread, to the effect that the 
Baieilly Brigade, aftei being much haiassed by Gooisahae’s Jats, was paitly 
destroyed at Guilimoohtaisui, and paitly at Babooguili, by the Euiopean 
foice of Meeiut Both these lepoits were false The Hindoos believed mine, 
and the Mussulmans believed Mooneei ’s lepoit 1 then went to Dooiga Pur- 
shad, Zillah Yisitoi, and consulted him to open a communication with Meeiut. 
Booiga Puishad succeeded in inducing Salioo Luehmun Boss, abankei, to send 
a man to Meeiut with English letteis, containing news foi Messis Wilson and 
Saunders I was successful m my endeavouis with Salioo Boop Kish ore, 
anothei bankei,and so simultaneously I also sent English letteis, containing im- 
poitant news liom the side of Hoop Kishoie to Messis Saundeis and Wilson. 
I also 'sent my own lettei to Mi Wilson, and one to the late Honoiable Mi. 
Colvin at Agia Haidly a cossul could be got in those dajs, willing to go to 
Meeiut, when the load was so dangeious to travellers, particularly to those 
who might be known fuendly to the Bntish Government At last Shere Khan, 
an old Putlian in the sen ice of Boop Kishoie, voluntanly undeitook the ofhee 
of cossul Fiom the lattei days of June, up to the end of Kovembei 1857, 
this old faithful cossicl, without even miumunng, earned our letteis to the 
Butisli Officeis at Meeiut On seveial occasions he had nanow escapes from 
the hands of the Tool Is of Dliitleeci, and the budmashes of Amroha Both 
Boop Kishoie and Luehmun, bankeis, leceived leplies m English fiom the 
above-mentioned gentlemen with thanks Mr Wilson sent me a lettei, c\h rat- 
ing me to write to bun constantly, but to take every step not to make myself 
a victim of the Mussulmans I bus the conect news of the Delili siege 
began to leach us legulailv, and we weie thus enabled to maintain the Butisli 
supiemacy m the distmt of Moiadabad, even under unfavorable cncum- 
stances The accounts of actions befoie Behli, until its fall, aftei being tians- 
lated, used lobe pnvately cnculated by me among the natives And thus 
most of the influential Mussulmans were pi evented from openly going to 
Behli, which they would have surely done, if Moradabad had lemamed igno- 
lant of the doings befoie Dehh Foi some time our new r s weie tieated as 
meie foigeries, and the inhumations sent by Maliomud Shuffeewere geneially 
believed But when othei natives followed oui example, and leceived puiwa- 
nahs fiom Mi Wilson thiough then own cossids, they weie assured then that 
the Bntish Raj was not gone But still om efforts to spiead a spiut of loyalty 
tow aids the Butisli Government weie geneially fiustiated by the lepoits of 
designing men The most mischievous agents of the lebels weie Kifaet Alee, 
a Moulvee in the service of Maliomud Shuffee, Bissaldai, and Inayet Hossein, 
Senshtadai of the Moiadabad Pnncipal Sudder Ameen’s Court, who was 
new s-w i itei to the Nawab of Malagurh The pnncipal and constant mstiga- 
fois of levolt weie Mujjoo Khan and his sons, Ayoob Khan, his Mookhtar, 
Neaz Alee, Deputy Collectoi , Ala Alee Khan, Shubbeei Alee Khan, Ahid Alee 
Khan, and fiajid Alee Khan, Maliomedan nobles of Moiadabad There w r eie 
olheis also o 1 infenoi note They weie no doubt afiaid of the British power 
As long as Behli hade defiance to the Bntish forces, these men weie open 
lebels, hut aftei the fall of Dehli, some of them became quiet All of them 
dul all in then powei to mjuie the Bntish Government, either duectly oi 
iiKluectfy the Kuwab of Bampoie is an Asiatic statesman. He did not tluovv 
oil his allegiance to the late Honoiable East India Company, to whose power 
ms fathei, Saced Khan, owed his elevation, and be was also afraid of the 
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ftife of’liis iival, *so he 'played the double game. He regularly sent money 
tuid supplies to -(he British station 1 of Nynee Tal, and bribed the King of 
Dehli -and other rebels ’at 1 tile same time. He took into his service thou- 
sands of lebels, who would, not allow a ''loyal native even to utter the name' 
of an Englishman, Every day Ins Putlians ciused the Fenngees , every’ 
day time 'was- ‘a rumour that the Puthans killed the Nawub, and were 
marching for Dehli. The conduct of Ins brother seemed strange. Until the 
foil of Belli], he always -advocated the cause of the { lebels, but when that 
stionghold ceased to contain any rebel force, he became loyal to the Bntisli 
Government Wise men say, that all such tricks weie resorted to out ot 
policy only While one Waked of the Nakvab, with Hindoo escoi ts, attended 
All. Alexander, the Governor, Gencial’s Agent for Rohilkund, Ins othei Wakeel, 
Nehal-ood-deen, graced the Court of Dehli with a present ot Goldmohurs In 
fact, until the fall of Belili, tne Nawab did nothing td suppress the rebellion; 
on the contrary, lie harbouied a host of rebels and mutineers. .After the fall 
of 'Dehli, he thi'ew off the mask, 'and the time-seivmg policy, and openly 
declared for the British Government* But when we take into consideration his 
difficult position, [viz Khan Buhaduron one side, and his rebellious subjects in 
the heart of his kingdom on the other,) we ''must excuse him, and do him justice 
on the line of policy pursued by lum, though at the same time we must not 
forget to mention that lie was fully convinced of the cowardice of his own 
Puthans, of the loyal disposition of the majority of the Hindoo population, and 
of the delicacy of his own position, owing to the pioximity of the British sta- 
tions of Nynee Tal and Meerut, 

But to leturn to my Narrative.' It was perliaps the 23rd or 24th June 
1857, that the Nawab of Itatnpore again scut hiS uncle to take possession of 
^loradabad Mujjoo Khan was heartily mortified at this, but he could not help- 
it. He was obliged to yield, hut the Nawab thought proper to treat him leni- 
ently. Mujjoo Khan was made Nazim of Sumbhul, and the Nawab took his 
reprints unto his own set vice. The recruits, whom the Nawab would not take, 
bow clamoured upon tlie .doors of Mujjoo Khan for their pay. The Navab’s, 
Puthans began now'- to taunt both Mujjoo and Ins-, partisans At last Mujjoo 

was obligedlo resign, but still he was exempted fiom paying the levenue of 
Ins villages. The puthans became ho\V holder and umuly. They began to 
insult and oppress tlie people of Moiadabad. Nothing could exceed then pride 
now., aiming themselves fiom head to foot, and vociferating then national song, 
Ghuibyt, they cm sed evei} body, including tlieir Nawab even, and calling evfeiy 
body a coward On the 29th July 1857, a quanel aiose between a Puthan 
and Abdoolah Kliafl, a miscieant Puthan of Rampore, about a pumpkin, W'hich 
each wanted to purchase. The Puthan shuck Ahdoollah Khan, and he shuck, 
the Puthan. Thus ended the first day’s quanel Next day the Puthans way- 
laid and wounded Abdoolah, 'who fled to Ins house, and placing himself on a 
dole e, was going to the Cotwalee to complain, when he was again assaulted by 
the Puthans. He left his- dolee, and wanted to run away, but fiom loss of blood 
he tainted, and was unmercifully cut down in the same Mohullah m which I 
live, at 8 o’clock, the 30th of July 1857. The body remained lying till one 
o’clock, nay, it was (hive the body of Lucreha,) allowed to be gazed upon by 
the spectrttois, to excite their pity and revenge. By four o’clock that day the 
whole population cf Moiadabad rose against the Puthans of Bampoie, and a 
coWaidly and indisciimmate roassacie of those Puthans took place* No less 
than 40 Puthans lost then lives, though Rampore men, through shame, reduced 
the above number. The Puthans weie obliged to entiench themselves within 
the town, m that well known huge building, called J)eeu,an Kan Mull U Ea- 
tailee, and -outside of the town, in tlie kothee lately occupied by Mr Wilson. 
All communication was stopped with Rampore , the ferries of the Ramgunga 
weie carefully watchyd by the townspeople. The river had nsen considerably 
m those da) s, and it wws not fordable in any part. At last, by the interference of 
Dhowkul Singh, the puncipal leader of the Ivutguih men, the Nnwnb made his 
peace with the townspeople, m spite of the endeavours of Mujjoo and his agents 
to prolong the rupture. This row is called by the Natives “ Kuddoo Gurdee. 
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himself the Wrath of 'the 'Mussulmans/ Nay, Some of tliem -eVen told 
« Don’t listen to the Ti nnslator’s pel nicious advices.' What will, be your fate 
•when a Sookrfi of the King of Dehli comes to I\Ioiadab,id > ’ die, however under, 
all the trying cticiinist.inces, lemained sthuneb'und true to Ins promise, ,nnd id 
he would have not boldly undei taken the opening of communication, I daio 
say no one would have dared to nddiess a single line tomny Clmstianliefoie 
the memorable 20th of September 1357 Bat tins Rubicon was passed by 
Roop Kishoie, and eveiy niggci is now ready to establish his loyalty by pio- 
ducing a pnuumah of some European Officer received by him dunng the late 
Roubles "

'■ I left Moradabad in the early part of' October 1857, and joined Mr. Wil- 
son at Meerut Dui mg my absence, the Nauab was always trying to con- 
vince Ins people of their eirorm opposing the Bntish Government, ns It w ns, 
projected by some rufiians of Moradabad, after the fall of Delih, tC oppose the 
English v lien they went to enter Moradabad In November 1857, the fami- 
lies of the Christian Cleilts weie sent by the Nauab to Meerut under a strong 
cscorty and I am glad to state here that Government has given them pensions. 

Eeroze Shall, a rebel prince of Delih, assisted by a force Of KhanBiffifidur 
Khan of Baieilly, defeated the Nawnl/s force, and was master of Moradabad fora' 
few days Most of the Navvab’s Mussulman servants, and also the fcity Mussulman?,' 
]oined Inm But the using nt the Hindoo population against him, under Roy Pur- 
dooniun Kisljen, and Kazim Ah Khan’s attack upon lnm, but more particularly the 1 
approach of General Tones’s column, eomjricllecl the xebel lYince to letn'eT oh aids’ 
jpai eilly, w ith all lus booty and guns 'Geneial Jones’s column arrived at Morada- 
bad on the 25th April 1S5S, when most of the puncipai i ebels, mcluihngth&t *uch 
rebel Mujjoo Klian, weie executed Tlie column left Moiadabad for Baf-eilly, 
leaving the administration of the district info the hands of the Nauab of Ram- 
pore, with ‘Willayat Hossem Khan as Deputy Collector from tlie side of the Bri- 
tish Government, This native gentleman, who was fprmeily. Deputy Collector 
of Moradabad, had lost his appointment m consequence of a row which took place 
between him and the city Mussulmans. At the special lecommpndatioUoi Mr. 
Wilson he was restored to his office for his lojalty during the disturbances. 

Hie following natives have got promotion for not doing any dislojal act. 

Willayat Hossem, an ev-Thannnlidai, has been made Tehseeldai of Sumbhul, 
Afzul Alee, late Thannalidai, Daiogah of Nuzool, and Tehseeldar of Thakooi- 
du*dia respectively, Moosee Ruzza, late Jailoi, is also Cotwal of Moradabad, 
Imum-ood-deen, late Cotwal, is now Tehseeldai of Moradabad. The last men- 
tioned individual deserves promotion, but not m this distuct. He should be 
posted somewhere on the other side’of the Ganges. The following is a list of

I forgot to mention above, that I always sent consolatoiy letters and 
English newspapers to Mrs Warwick and others, when they weie under the 
protection of the Nawab, or rather when they were m confinement. The dead 
bodies of the Chnstians, who were murdered on the 4th June, were carried 
away on a hackery by Mr Donngton, by the Nawab’s ordei, and mtened m 
the burial ground. The remains of Mr Kitchen and others were buned in. 
the same place where they were murdeied, by a sweeper sent by the Nawab. 
Anothei report goes to the effect, that at the request of Mrs Kitchen, the 
lemams, after lying exposed for seveial days, were lemoved to the burial 
ground. To me the formei stoiy appeals more probable. 

After the fight at Nukuteea, close to Bareilly, on the 5th May 185S, Mr. 
Wilson visited Moradabad, and remained there till Octobei 1858. Mr Henry 
Ricketts took charge of the district from the Nawab, peihaps on the 15tli 
June 185S. Thus the Nawab bid farewell to Moiadabad. Thus the Nawab’s 
Government bieathed its last — 

" Nothing m hi? life 

Became him like the lea? mg it ”

of a murdered Thannahdai, stopped the supply of gunpowdei from Moiadabad 
for the loyal Chowdhrees of Bypore. The above is a notorious fact, and a 
cleai proof that every Mahomedan heart wished for the success of the lebel 
cause The Government service, m the district of Moiadabad, is still swarm- 
ing with those who were once open rebels. Heiewith are annexed copies of 
my certificates.

He accompanied me in my wandenngs from November ,1857 
till the 12th May 1858. I now give him up to the Judge, who is about to 
re-organise the Moradabad Judgeship, in order that he may be replaced m 
Jus old situation.

I Lave the honor to supply the Narrative of event's attending 
the outbreak of disturbances in. this District, as required by the Government Circular 
Order No 212, of the 30th April last. 

2 Although only 40 miles from Meerut, we remained in profound ignorance of 
the startling occu-rences at Meerut of the 10th of May 1857 until the 13th, and even 
theu it was only by Native report, we learnt that some frightful calamity had befallen 
our Countrymen at that station To put an end to the trying state of uncertainty and 
alarm which pervaded all classes, I dispatched Suwars to Meerut, and such was the 
condition of the Countiy, between Bijnour and that place, that the first communica- 
tion which the Jemadar of the Police st ition of Bysoomah had with Ins headquarters, 
was by means of the Suwars dispatched by me at this time The whole of that part of 
the Country was swarming with Goojurs and escaped Comicts, who stopped and plun- 
dered every one not even sparing the meanest tr tveller, and fortunate it was for us, 
that they had at this time plenty to occupy them nearer home, and that the river, which 
during the first few days following the outbreak was fordable at many points, suddenly 
rose, for before the vast numbers of these marauders, who shortly afterwards appeared 
on the opposite bank, eagei to pillage the rich marts of Daranuggui and Dhunourah, 
could cross I had been enabled to collect and guard the boats on the Bijnour side and 
make arrangements for preserving this district from the threatened inroad. 

3 On the 16th, the Suwars returned from Meerut, bringing me letters confirm- 
ing the Native accounts and the tales told of all they had seen, and of the state of 
things in the “ Dumdumah ” The news was immediately followed by overt acts of 
violence which until then had been averted The first case of highway robbery oc- 
curred on this day, being committed by the Goojuis of Jhal and Olejnda in open day 
8 miles from Bijnour, and this was immediately followed by an attack on Shabi/poor 
Khuddei, a village, inhabited by Rowahs, a class of hrst rate cultivators, which was 
likewise pillaged by Goojurs 
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4 On the 17 a Svrhnrah, sent forward to lay a Dfik for Mr Robert Currie, «I 10 
was on his way to the lulls, was attached and the money taken from him within a f„„ 
miles ot Bnnour, and although measures were taken which resulted m the immediate 
seizure of the parties concerned m this and m the ease of highway robbery, it was 
quite evident the cnl was growing upon us and it was necessary to adopt stringent 
measures if we lioped to retain our authority I accordingly required the principal 
landholders to aid me to the best of their ability, and I also circulated a notice calling 
upon all Military men on leave at their homes m this district, to come in and do ser- 
vice To these requisitions the Chowdices of Iluldour and Tajporr instantly respond- 
ed, and ns the Police had been considerably strengthened and a few Non-commissioned 
Officers and men chiefly belonging to the Irregular Cavalry had comein, we felt pretty 
certain of being ablo to keep the district in hand. 

5 But during this eventful month when the minds o f men were so unsettled 
that the slightest thing nflcctcd them, alarm was taken at circumstances which in or- 
dinary times wonld hnvc passed unheeded Thus when on the 18th a company of the 
29th Native Infantry, en route to rejom then Corps from duty at Sub lrnnpore, sud- 
denly m ide their appenramo without any intimation having been received, the fears of 
the people were greatly evcited more especially as the Scpojs did not care to conceal 
their anger at two untoword ciretinistniK es which hud occurred m the Saharunpore Dis- 
trict whilst on thur march The first of these was the unfortunate rencounter with 
the Scrmoor Battalion on its wnv down the Ganges Canal to Mm rut, and the sicond, 
the loss of their baggage upon winch a hand ofGoojurs made n sudden descent, woun- 
ding some of their rear guard 

G Notwithstanding the dnngcrons mood in which they were, our position at 
this time was such that it was Mtnpl) a choice of mils, and ns an inroad of the Goo- 
jurs was hourly expected, I was urgent with the Soobadnr to retain Ins company at 
Hijnour for the usual li dung period of 21 hours to enable me to obtain from Moora- 
dabad the sanction of the Commanding Officer of the 29th Native Infantrj, to their 
remaining for a few days to assist us in our need At first I induced them with con- 
siderable diflicultj to agree to tins, but they suddenly changed their minds and 
when the permission from Mooradabad reached me they were well on thur wav to join 
their comrades at that station One of the excuses they made for not remaining was 
that they were short of Ammunition, nnrl with the temper they were in, it was ex- 
tremely fortunate lor us that such was the case 

7 On the 19th, the Morndabad Jail was broken, and ns the worst prisoners con- 
nected with tho Bijnour District were imprisoned tbeic, the return of man) of them 
to their villages caused the greatest alarm and the roads became immediately extreme!) 
unsafe, aud to add to the sense of msecurit) about three bundled of the Sappers and 
Miners after mutinjing at Roorkie, suddenly made their appearance at Nujecbabad 
With these a negotiation was opened bv Mahmood hh m (known as the Nawab of Nu- 
■jeebabad) who, though lie was anxious to avoid any disturb aucc at that place, was fa- 
vorable, as appeared subsequently, to an attack, being made on us at Bijuonr and we 
so fully expected thur arrival that we began to put the upper story of my bovwe 
luto a state of defence 


8, Fortunately for us the Sappers came to the determination or making' 
straight for Morndabad, where they hoped to obtain Ammunition and the assistance of 
the disaflected men of the 29th Native Infantry With tins view the) marched on the 
21st to Nugcenali, wheic they pillaged the T ihseel Treasury of all it contained in 
Cash, Stamps and Opiutn,'*' and after throwing the whole town into confusion and

Here, however, news of their approach had been receiv-

sure In fact the want of Ammunition appears to hav e increased their anxiety to join, 
as they supposed, the Mutinous 29th Native Infantiy at Moradabad, but this Corps

9 Whilst these events were oceuinng elsewhere, at Bijnour itself we had much 
cause for anxiety, our Jail having broken on the day when the Sappers entered Nugee- 
na The J ill, miserably insecure and most inadequately guarded by 16 men, contain- 
ed at this time 341 prisoners including those under trial I had just finished iaising 
the outer nail 3 feet, and inside, alterations were in progress which armed the prisoners 
with missiles, and about mid-day of the 21st they attacked the mam Gate, which they 
soon succeeded m removing from its hinges It was cleaily a preconcerted affair m 
which the prisoners were encouraged by the breaking of the Moradabad Jail two days 
previously, whilst the extreme alarm which prevailed consequent on this and the pre- 
sence of the mutinous Suppers in the District made the Guard acquiesce quietly in the 
attempt, which they believed it useless to oppose The consequence of this feeling 
was that many of the guard were absent at the time of the outbreak, having left their 
Muskets and Ammunition in the guard room, near the gate of the Jail Of this oir- 
cumstance the prisoners were evidently well aware for they at once broke into this 
place, and there secured 11 Muskets and several pouches full of Cartridges When I 
arrived on the spot, which I did almost immediate! v, all fuither egress was stopped, 
some of the prisoners being shot in the attempt, and Mr G Palmer, my Joint Magis- 
trate, coming up shortly afterwards mounted, I de-patclied him, with the few Suwars, 
who had by this time assembled, to pursue tlie fugitives and the result would have 
been most satisfactory bad not the prisoners succeeded m getting on a Sandbank in 
the mer before a re inforcement sufficient to secure them could arrive, night favoring 
their escape 

10 On tins occasion, 215 prisoners escaped, 7 were killed and 126, of whom 12 
were w ouuded, were re-captured or prevented breaking out. 

1 1 This preconcerted plan had, I have no doubt, foi one of its objects tlie 
looting of the Treasury, which was within a short distance, and I therefore at once 
decided to throw all the com, except what was actually necessary for current expenses, 
down a well close at hand, the mouth of winch could be defended from tlie top of the 
Treasury building, and tins I accoidingly did whilst Mr Palmer was in pursuit of the 
prisoners, md had tlie satisfaction of finding that this measure had a most quieting 
effect, foi all felt that we were altogether unable to guard the Treasure so long as it re- 
mained above ground. 


12 After tins the Goojuis of tlie Mundawur Peigunnah commenced systematic 
plundering and great excesses were committed all round Bijnour, which I was utterly 

- unable to prevent 1 had already called upon the principal men of the District to as- 
sist me m preseiving the peace and to send me trustworthy men into Bijnour, but 
before any of these arrived, on the very day the Jail broke and fortunately after the 
money was down the well, Mahmood klian arrived with a number of empty Carts to 
carry off (as he told tlie Deputy Magistrate) the Treasure to JIujeehabad, and he was 
much disconcerted when he learnt wliat had been done with it As we were ignorant 
of the change of plan which had led the Sappers to go direct to Moradabad, it may 
readily he conceived what great cause we had for anxiety at tbi9 time, for as the Chow- 
drees of Huldour and Tajpore had not then arrived I had no force to set off against 
the Puthans who were evidently in an unsettled and dangeioU9 state of mind The 
next two days passed off well, and then I had retainers of the chief Hindoo Zemindars 
round me, and having raised some horse and made arrangements for the safety of the 
station, I felt myself m a position to act on the offensive Bunjaras had to be dealt 
with in the neighbourhood of the Jungles, Goojurs were swarming all along the river 
and committing all sorts of atrocities m concert with their brethren of the opposite 
bank, and the very troublesome and powerful classes of Mewatees and Bilochees were 
m large numbers along the boundary of this and the Mooradabad District 

13 To check the outrages daily occurring, I at this time appointed some of 
the most influential Mahomedans to responsible posts, hoping thus to retain them on 
the side of order, and as it was very necessary to strike a blow somewhere I sent out 
all my available Suwars under a Naib Risaldar of the 1st Bengal Irregular Cavalry to 
save the town of Chandpoor, which was seriously threatened, hut the village at which 
the Mewatees had collected having been burnt, the attack was averted and the south 
of the District restored to comparative quiet, 
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14 All tins time I liad bren urging on the Authorities at Meerut, Bareilly, and 
Morndabad, to send me a trustworthy force, however small; for the new Lents,! Ind 
„ ot together would dearly be of no it-e in the event of .a determined attach, and on 
the 2Stk nu cfiictent party of 14 Suwars, nearly all leave men, under command of a 
Rc«.ddnr of the Gwalior Contingent made their appearance and were followed bv 
25 buwurs of the new Jloradabad Levy and 40 Sepoys of the doubtful 29th Native

la The arrival of these men enabled me to depute my Joint Magistrate Mr G 
Palmer with the Tuhsecld.tr of Bijnour and the whole of the noovc Sepoys, and 30 
Suwars under Bahadur All, the Gwalior Contingent Risalilar, to coerce a large ga- 
therum of marauders m the Mundawur Pergunnah and ward off <tn attack which was 
threatening the town of Mun 1 iwur and a large vail, ige, Mahomedpore, inhabited by 
wealthv Bishnoccs I annex copv of the report of Mr Palmer’s successful operations 
on this occasion The blow struck was a very important one and brought the disturb- 
ers of the peace m that part of the District to their senses and would have assisted 
lnateriullv m effectiug a diversion m our favor, had not the occurrences at Bareilly 
and Jloradabad necessitated the sudden re-call of the partv, as noted below. 

IG After the Nuw.ib found bis plans had miscarried, and that theloval Hindoos 
were ready to check anv overt act of lus, he was most urgent to be allowed to return 
to Nujeebabid He consequently left on the 23rd, but on the 1st of June he re ap- 
peared unbidden and accompanied by at least two hundred well armed Putlian n>atck- 
lockmen, .and it was quite evident lie felt it was mereh a matter of a few days and 
then he would he m possession of the District As his presence m this mood was for 
from agreeable, 1 induced him after some trouble to go to settle a matter with some 
Mewatees a few miles off and I fully anticipated during his absence to be able to do 
much tow ards restoring confidence, but all these hopes were blighted by the serious 
occurrences elsewhere which followed quickly on each other at this time 


17. The first authentic report of the on t break at Bareilly reached me on the 3rd 
of June, hut it had been rumoured since the 1st, the bad news haring flown with its 
usual rapidity. I immediately sent out tore-call Mr Falmer, and we at this time had 
a most gloomy prospect with a force of Puth <ns in the compound against which we 
could not hope to stand, whilst a new danger existed in the presence of the Sepovs of 
the 29th Native Infantry, m whose fidelity we could have no trust as the Regiment 
had distinctly gnen out that they could onlv remain loyal so long as the Bareilly Re- 
giments did When communicating tins important intelligence, the Magistrate of 
Jloradabad informed me that their party would probablv have to fly on the night he 
wrote (the 2nd) and recommended me to make for Roorkee without attempting to hoid 
on longer as doing so would be utterly nsehss Mr Palmer cime in at once and on 
the a naval of the Sepoys I got nd of them immediately before thev had become aware 
of what had occured at Bareilly. Their departure on the morning of the 5th was a 
great relief, for thongh we had others ready and willing to work us ill, there was some 
hope of talking them fair and restraining them from proceeding to extremity, but 
against a rise of disciplined troops we should have been altogether helpless. 

18 Dunng these last days, in addition to urging the Meerut Authonties to send 

assistance, 1 had pointed out that there was Treasure which they could have if they 
would send for it, and accordingly, there being a great w ant of money at Meerut at 
this time, Lieutenant Gough with 19 Suwars of the 4th Irregulars escorting 22 Ca- 
mels, arrived for this purpose at Bijnour on the 2nd of June 


Iff At this time the direct road between Bijnour and Meerut was m the highest 
degree unsafe, and 1 was satisfied that this small party would never have been allowed 
to pass unmolested by the Goojurs, if they had not calculated upon pillaging the Trea- 
sure on the way back It was well known to all the Country round for what purpose 
this party had come, and had it been attempted to employ this string of Camels in 
the transport, I am quite sure there would have been opposition and nearly certain 
loss on the road 1 accordingly determined to substitute Elephants for Camels, and 
m this manner, by making a forced march. Rupees 50,000 was saiely convey ed to 
Meerut, and at the same time I wrote to the Assistant Adjutant General to the effect 
that when I reported a few days previously the danger to which my Treasure was ex- 
posed, 1 had received no aid from any quarter, but that since then assistance had 
reached me from Bareilly and Jloradabad, which had made me feel much more at 
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ease, but that I should he leady to make over the rest of ray available Cash, when a 
sufficient force was sent for it The fact was that when I wrote this, I was in great 
hope we should be able to whether the storm, ra which case money would have been 
of great importance to us on this side, and thinking I could keep it safely I was in- 
disposed to run the lisk of sending it laden on Camels insufficiently guarded 

20. Mr Saunders’ letter of the 2nd of June, was the last communication I had 
from him The D&ks in every other direction had been for some time closed and now 
we weie entirely cut off from all knowledge of what was occurring at Moradabad, 
though from what Mr Saunders had written, we could not but feel that Moradabad 
must have met the same fate as Bareilly The first positive information was conveyed 
in Majoi Waterfield’s of the 5tli which reached me on the following day, and inform- 
ed us that the Moradabad Civil Officers had reached in safety, hut that we were not 
to look for any assistance from Meerut, as they would have enough to do to hold 
their own. 


21 Whilst matters were in this state, Muhmood khfin suddenly returned from 
Jahanahad, in consequence of a report having reached him that 1 intended to make 
over the Treasure to the Chowdrees of Huldour The idea had been started hut never 
seriously entertained, for the Rajpoots had expressed themselves unable to protect it, 
and such a measure would at once have produced the crisis which it was of such vital 
importance to postpone as long as possible 

22 The animus shown by the Nuwab in this instance, taken m connection with 
all that was passing around us, proved clearly that he ind his retainers were not to he 
trusted for a moment and that an outbreak might be precipitated by the smallest acci- 
dent It was, therefore, highly necessary to keep him in good humour and in effecting 
this the Sudder Ameen of Bijnour, Syud Ahmad khan, afforded me the most valuable 
assistance This officer’s belief is that the Nuwab had been so worked upon by the 
representations of his advisers that when in great alai m he hastened to see him on Ins 
sudden return, he (the Nuwab) was fully prepared to commit himself openly, and 
even after he had been pacifaed and assured that there was no mtentation to make 
over the Treasure to the Haldour Chowdrees, he remained for the rest of the day in 
a very dogged and perverse humour, refusmg to come to me though twice sent for 

23 This was on the 7th of June, and in the evening of that day Chowdree 
Purtab Sing received authentic intelligence from Moradabad of what had occurred 
there and at Baieilly, and it became clear that e\ cry Christian’s life was sought for 
I also obtained information of an intended rising on the part of the Puthans on that 
night, whilst it was confidently believed by the officials about me that the Sepoys of 
the 29th of whom we had got rid on the 5th, having been refused any share m the 
Treasure pillaged at that Station (Moradabad) and being twitted with having allowed 
the Biinour Europeans and money to slip out of their hands, were on their way back 
to rectify their mistake 

24 As tins was probable enough and the distance was not great, 1 determined 
to send off Mrs Shakespear and the rest of the party that night across the river, I 
and Mr Palmer remaining to see what turn things would take, hut as it was clear 
that to attempt to do this without the knowledge and consent of the Nuwab, would 
not only be impossible hut probably occasion an outbreak, about mid-night I sent the 
Sudder Ameen to Mahmood khan to tell him what was in contemplation On his 
asking to speak with the Nuwab apart, the reply was that those about him were all 
Puthans, and had no secrets from each othei, but on being pressed he went aside and 
when the Sudder Ameen told him of our intentions to send the rest of the party off 
at once and follow ourselves afterwards, he replied that he could not longer answer 
for his followers, and that all must leav e together, and he refused to come to me, 
saying he had alieady advised our going and had nothing more to say On hearing 
this I was satisfied that there was nothing to be done but to quit the District, and as 
a last resource, 1 asked the loyal Hindoo Chowdrees of Huldour and Tajpore whether 
they could not manage to hold the District against the Nuwab, and eventually, on 
their expressing their utter inability do so, I prevailed upon the Nuwab to come to 
me about 2 a ir of the 8th of June, and then informed him that I had decided to 
see. my wife and the rest of the party across the river, but hoped not to be absent for 
more then 10 days or so and that 1 trusted he would do his best to preserve order 
during my absence, and at the same time I gave him a paper stating that I made over 
the Zillafi to him for the present and looked to him to keep all public and private 
property safe until my return In this document I carefully avoided gmng the 
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Nhm any aullioi ltv to c licet Rev enue, but I told lnm, as lie would have to incur heavy 
ch surcs be Mould be at liberty to expend money fiom the Tre.ismy and all that would 
be required fiom him would be a regular account In common with most English- 
men in the Noi tb-west Provinces I was in the belief that our troops had only to ap. 
pear liefoie Dcllue to ensure its fall, and when I calculated upon returning in 10 days 
or so I fancied I was allowing a good margin The speedy re-capture of Deline would 
have at once disipated all the Nuwnb’s hopes, and a small reliable force, which I fully 
calculated upon obtaining, would have brought us back m sutlicient strength to en- 
able us to hold our own 

25. It was now about 3 a m , in the morning and every thing was ready for a 
stait, but on ray looking round for an escort I found that though the compound was 
lull of aimed men none would accompany us, except a small party of Suvvars under 
Kootub-ood-dcen the Risaldar, who bud been sent to our aid from Bareilly A few 
of my own Suvvars started with us but turned back from the river The 'Ihfmadfir of 
Bijnour with all the rest of the Bareilly and Moradabad men, bad already quitted 
the Station before vre left. The Christum portion of our party consisted of the follow- 
ing individuals —

26 My obiect was to reach Roorkee, distant about 43 miles, before nightf til, 
but wc were seriously del ivi d m getting across the river, as our departure was so sud- 
den that I had been unnble to make any previous arrangement about boats, winch to 
dlovv of then being more easily guarded, had been ruu up a creek, and the consequence 
was that we were obliged to make foi Moorufternugger instead, at winch Station we 
arrived after a most trvmg march Here doubts arose as to the fidelity of our escort 
and consequently after resting one day vve marched to Iloorkec with our party strength- 
enel by 12 Suvvars of the 4th Irregulars, a party of whom were at this tune stationed 
at Moozufteinuggcr under the Command of the Adjutant Lieutenant Smith Wc 
armed sntely at Iloorkec on the night of the 1 Itli of June and within a few days after- 
wards, Lieutenant Smith was murdered by lus men, whilst our partv of Suvvars were 
tried for mutinous conduct m lcfusing to obey orders, disarmed, and turned out of 
the Cantonment 


27 As my only chance of being able to rc occupv my Di-trict, I now applied 
for a hundred of the Goorklias, stationed at Saharunpoie, hut it was not found pos- 
sible to spare a single man, and thus all hope of an lmmcdute return was at an end 
I need not here notice all the attempts that were suhsequentlv made to organize a 
sufficient force, oi liow the unexpected length of the Campaign and the magnitude of 
the operations before Dellne, entirely frustrated all our plans It will suffice to no- 
tice in the continuation of this Nanativc the most prominent events which, occurred 
iu the Bijnour District during our absence from it 


28 But before doing so, it may be as well to give in this place a brief account 
of the antecedents of the family' of Muhmood khan the so called Nuwab of Nujeeba- 
bad, to whom the District w r as made ov er at my departure. 

tv 2 9 S ran dfather of Muhmood kbnii was Nujeeb khan who was a retaiuer of 

oondeh khau one of the Sirdars of the Kuthair Puthans, and iu 1748, a d, held 
charge of the Daranugger portion of the District, as a kind of Tuhseeldar, and, having 
married his patron s daughter, obtained possession of what is now eomprised m the 
ijnour District Within a few years after, lie increased his influence by the capture 
of a noted Daeoit m the Suharunpore District and obtained the title of Nujeeb-ood- 
dowiah, Ameer-ool oomrah In 1755 he Inult the town of Nujecbabad and the neigh- 
bouring fort of Putthurgurh.

30 N ijceb ood-dowlah -nab succeeded in 1774 a b, by his son Zabita khan, 
hut this individual was soon compelled by the Nuwab "Vi/eer, Soojak ood-dowlah, to 
quit this side of the Ganges, and having subsequently obtained a portion of the Sa- 
harunpoie District m Jagheer from Alumgeer II, he took up his residence at 
Gliousgurh in that Zillah The son of Zabita khfin was Abdool Qadir, who put out 
the eves of Shah Alum, and having been caught by the Mahrattas was imprisoned in 
an iron cage and put to death by being deprived gradually of his limbs On this 
occurmg his brother Mooetiood-deen, better known as Bumboo khfin fled to the Pun- 
jab from which, on the occupation of the Delhie Territory by the British in 1803, he 
returned and obtained a pension of Its 5,000 per mensem, with orders at first to live 
at Baieilly, but on the recommendation of the Local Authorities lie was allowed in 
1812 to make Nujeebabad Ins place of residence 

31 After the death of Bumboo khan, his sons Mahmood khan and Jullal-oodeen 
khan with whom we have now had to do, received a pension of Rs 1,000 a month 
foi the support of the family, many membeis of which attained to xesponsible posts 
under Government 


32 Imow return to my Narrative, which until our i e-occupation of the District 
is founded on the most trust-worthy native information I have been able to obtain 

33 On the 8th of June, the day of our departure Mahmood klidn pi oclaimed 
himself in the following terms — " The people are God’s, the country the Padshah’s 
and the older (or Government) Nuwab Mahmood Khan’s,” m which his own name 
was suostituted for the “Company,” the usual proclamation running thus, “The 
people are God's, the country the Padshah’s, and the order (or Government) the Sir- 
kai Company Buhadoor’s ” And with reference to this I would here remark that it 
is strange such a style of Proclamation should have been allowed to have obtained 
tlnoughout the country for half a Century (as I believe, will be found to have been 
the case) without any of our native officials having brought to notice the misuse of 
the term “ Padshah” which must undoubtedly have vended to keep alive in the minds 
of the people the idea that an Emperor at Delhie, was still their ruler and the Com- 
pany only Teekadars or farmers of the Government The announcement to which I 
refer is made on all occasions on which any notice has to he given m public places, 
and would naturally pass unnoticed by an Euiopean even should he happen to lie m 
a position to hear it 

34 One of the first things done by the Nuwab was to take up tl.c Treasure 
from the well and dispatch it to Nujeebabad, and then, having stopped the Daks placed 
guards at all the Ferries, and increased his forces as much as possible, he proceeded 
to dispatch a confidential servant to Delhie to obtain authority from the Ex-king to Ins 
holding the District in his name These pioceedrags naturally alarmed the Hindoos, 
but matters did not reach a crisis until Uhmud-oolah the Nuwab’s Nephew and Tuli- 
seeldar of Nujeebabad came to open feud with the Chowdrees by marching in force 
upon the town of Sherekote, with a view to punishing Oomrao Sing of that place 


35 At this time amongst other acts of direct treason towards the British 
Government the Nuwab directed the abolition of the established weights throughout 
the District ordaining that m future instead of the Seer being held to weigh 80, its 
equivalent should be 100 Tolalis, the form of the weight being altered and a stamps 
with these words “ Mohur-i-Shahee,” (imperial stamps) being placed on each 

36 The Nuwab’s partv, however, found a dangerous opponent at the commence- 
ment of its rule m Mai eh khfin, who being a noted Budmash had collected a large 
number of had characters, and lost no time in pillaging a wealthy Muhajan of Shere- 
kote All classes, except the worst, were at first unanimous m their wish to deprive 
Mareh khan of tins dangerous power, hut Uhmud-oolah soon found it more to his 
advantage to make a friend of him as with his assistance the fall of the Hindoos 
would be more speedy 


37 On this coalition being effected, there remained no hope for the Hindoos 
except absolute subjection or direct opposition, and the fate of Chowdree Oomrao 
Sing it Sherekote, who towards the end of July was compelled to fly, losing a large 
amount of property, clearly foreshadowed what they must all come to unless they 
stood bj each other A plan was therefore formed for attacking the Moosulmans and 
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turning them out of Shcickotc, and this Mas so successfully man ,ged that Uhmud. 
oolluh after sustaining a complete defeat fled to Nnjcebabad during the ni"ht 0 f 
the 5 th of August ° 

38 Whilst tins was occuiring at Sherekotc, Muhmood kli.m remained at lh, no , 
with only a few followeis, and the youngest of the Huldour Chowdices talon" atlmn- 
tage of this, suddenly made his appearance on the morning of the Gth August and 
with the assistance of the Chowdrccs of Bijnour attacked the Nuwab, who, fimim,' 
himself unable to hold his own fled piecipitatcly to Nu]eebabad The result was tint 
though the town of Bijnour was saied, ail public pnvale property outside fell into 
the hands of the rabble who had joined the Chon drees simply inth the hope of plan, 
dcr and were altogether beyond control 

30 For some time after quitting the District I attempted to keep the Nuwab 
to some extent straight, but eventually fiom the bad accounts which reached me from 
time to time and m consequence of the Nuwab’s determined silence, I came to the 
conclusion that it only lemained to put the Nun ah’s authority aside by a written or 
del, and consequently on the 7th August, I addressed the Chow drees directing them to 
consider themselves responsible for their respective properties, and the (fuiet of the 
District, forwarding an intimation to this effect to the Nnwab, and prohibiting , him' 
from leaving Nujccbabad or mtei fenng am further in the management of alTairs, , is 
he Ind so grossly exceeded the authority given him on my dcpartuie My object in 
this was to strengthen the hands of the loyal Hindoos md leave the Nuwab without 
excuse At the time of writing I was of course not aware of the events of the 6th 
and Gth, winch had given temporary success to the Hindoos, bu‘ r” *’ r - ” 
change being known, it became desirable to delegate the entire 
Distuct to Muhmood Ituhniut khan, the Deputy Collector, and byud Uhmud kh in, 
the Sudder Ameen, two oificeis who throughout had proved themselves conspicuously 
loval, and not having succeeded m quitting/ the District were available on the spot 
Undei the authority thus conveyed, these officers assumed charged on the 16th of 
August, and the daily leports forwarded by them showed that they acted with zeal 
rad judgment, hut circumstances had just occurred at Nugeena, which so much ag 
gravated the ill feeling between the Hindoos ; and Moosulmans that the Mahomeilau 
flag was raised by the Nnwab, and this* attempt to recover our last prestige vr as 
brought to a sudden close by the advance nf’thc Moosulmans to within a few miles of 
Bijnour on the 23id of August A large Jut village was then burnt md plundered 
by them and as there was no sufficient body of Hindoos at Bijnour to oppose them, 
the greater portion having gone to Nugeenn, it was considered hopeless to attempt to 
hold the place, ind'the Government officials above noted retired to Huldour, where they 
continued until aftei the fall of that place on the 27th idem In the meantime, the 
Musulmans under the order of Ahmed-oollnh had been to Nugeenah to punish the 
Hindoos there, aud on this occasion the entire Mohullah of the Bishnoees was sacked 
rad burnt , aftei which an advance was made on Huldour, where the Hindoos having 
gone out to meet their opponents sustained a complete defeat, aud aftei retiring to 
the town were only saved from total destruction by the breaking out of fires mall 
directions, which prevented the Mosulmans from following up the blow Ahmed- 
ootlah then marched to Bijnour, of winch betook possession without opposition, the 
J at Chowdrees having fled acioss the river The Chowdree of Tajpore, Pcrtab Sing, 
also at this time quitted the District and went to Kant in Zillali Moradabad and sub- 
sequent v to Mceiut, where his followers did excellent sen ice m taking out-post duty, 
md the Deputy Collectoi Uulnnut khan and the Sudder Ameen, Uhmud khan, like- 
wise took advantage of the opportunity to effect their escape acioss the nvei

40 On the departure of the Moosulmans, the Hindoos again collected in force 
at Huldour and retaliated on their enemies by killing all that fell into their hands, 
but on the Musulmans again attacking the place, they were driven to take shelter m 
then dwelling house which W'as fortunately strong enough to enable them to hold out, 
though by this time they had lost two out of three of their own guns and one belong- 
ing to the Kant Chowdree On the Moosulman’s retiring, the Chowdrees took refuge 
tor a few days in the large village of Pheena belonging to their brethren, but they sub- 
sequently returned to them own town where it suited the rebels to leave them unmo- 
lested pending an attempt which was now made to induce the Hindoos to acknowledge 
their authority

^ J n the hope of effecting an adjustment, it was proposed to appoint Jullah 
oodeen khan, the yougcr Nuwab, Plenipotentiary, but Ahmed-oollah, was so opp° sc{ 
to this as detracting from his authority that it was finally arranged on the loth o 
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September, tli.it a council should he appointed consisting of Uhmud-oollah, Uhmud- 
},ir khan (better known as Kullun khan), Sliuftee ollah, Akhoon ubdool Rub man and 
Uhroud Shah of Nujeebabad bv whom matters were to be referred ior final orders to 
Mahraood khan, and an attempt was made hy Sad ooliali khan (late Moonsiff of Um- 
rohah and tather-m-law of Julbd-oodeenf to induce the Chowdrees to meet him and 
come to settlement, but tins fell to the ground, as the pnucipal Hindoos would not 
mtet lnm 


42 The fact was, the Hindoos were still bent on trying their strength once 
more with the Nuwab and accordingly another fight took place on the 18th 0 of Sep- 
tember, winch ending unftvorablv as before, the Hindoos were again obliged to take 
Teiuge in Pheena This w as followed by another attempt at reconciliation, and Chow- 
dree Rundheer Smg of Huldoui met the Nuwab’s eldest son, but nothing could 
tempt the younger Chowdrees to put themselves m the powei of the Moosulmans, 
and eventually in the end of September these two latter made their escape across the 
Ganges to Meerut. 

43 About this time a most wanton massacre of unoffending Hindoos, chiefly 
Putwarees, was committed at Sherekote, and the Moosulmans so completely asserted 1 
their supremacy that they were now allpowerful throughout the District As was to 
he expected, however, disputes immediatelv arose as to the division of authority, the" 
notorious Mareh khan, backed by all the bad characters of the District, wishing to 
-mpersede Uhmud oollah khan’s authority altogether, but it was at last arranged that 
Muhmood khan should have an allowance of Rs 12,000 a month, that the Nugeena, 
Dhanpore and Charidpore Tuhseels should he made over to Mareh khan and Ghuzun- 
pur All kh in, the Nuwab’s eldest son, and Nujeebabad and Bijnour Tuhseels put 
under Uhmud-oollah , 8,000 Rs. of the allowance to the Nuwab being contributed bv 
the form er and the remainder by the latter. This arrangement continued in force 
until the 22nd of Februaiy 1858. 

44 In the meantime Bliood Smg of Huldour, having reached Meerut, most 
urgently pressed the feasibility of a re-occnpation of Bijnour, and as we had at this 
time no force available it was determined to send some Troops belonging to Rao 
Goolah Sing a powei fill Zumetndar of Kooteysirin the Bulundshahur District, who 
with the aid of Goorsahae Nazim of Hussunpore m Zillali Moradabad would, it was 
hoped, be strong enough to recover 'Bijnour for us. 


4a It was m the end of October, when this move was decided upon, but the 
Moosulmans collecting at Chandpore m great strength, the Hindoos were never bold 
enough even to enter the District, whilst the rebels, encouraged by this, surrounded 
Rundheer Sing at Huldour, and after a gallant defence on his part took him prisoner 
and seut him oil to Nujeebabad, where he wus kept, until our arrival m April, enabled 
lnm to effect hiv escape and join our camp 

46 The prospect of the Moosulmans was now considered so favorable that several 
noted rebels of the Moozuffernugger and Meerut Districts came over and joined them, 
and amongst the rest came the noted Goojur Chiefs Kuddum Smg and Dulail Smg, 
the Cazee of Thana Bhown, Inavut All, and the outlaw Ruza Hussun, otherwise, 
known as Chootun Three of the Delhie Princes (so called) also came over, and the 
rebels now took it into their heads to make raids across the river, which they did with 
some success on several occasions Chootun burnt the Chowkee of Dhnrumpoora, 
killing four Burkundazes and carrying off two horses , Sirdar khan, and Dulail Smg 
Goojur surprised a picket of our Cavalry nt Jlunjeetpore, and took away horses and 
accoutrements, Dulail Sing burnt the Chowkees of Allahabas and Bhookurharee , 
Cazee Inayat All pillaged the Police outposts of Nijabutpore seizing two Burkundazes, 
one of whom was killed, and the other made a Moosulman, and, being encouraged bv 
these petty affairs, a considerable force with two Guns, under Inayut Ah, Dulail 
Smg and Chootun crossed on the 5th of January 1858, and burnt the Thanah at 
Meeranpore proclammg the Nuwab, and retreating to their own side of the river be- 
fore our Troops could intercept them Two days after this the rebels made a similar 
move in the extreme North of the District, surprising the Ganges Canal Chowkee at 
Myapore and carrying off a lad employed m the Electric Telegraph office and other 
Government servants After burning the Bungalow, and proclammg the Nuwab at 
Kunkhul and Hurdwar, they le-crossed the river, but when on the 9th emboldened by 
then success they were again rash enough to come over under Shuffee-oollah they 
were met and signally defeated by a small party sent out from Roorkee under Captain 
Boisragon. 
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47 Tins failure Ind the effect of dispersing the rebels considerably, and Uhmud- 
ollali to regain his influence gaie out on the 1 6th of January, that all lent free holdings 
resumed under our rule would be released, but this does not appear to have helped 
him much, and the disputes between the several leaders were still so great, that a 
fresh arrangement became absolutely necessary This was accordingly made on the 
22nd of February and by it Mahmood khan's eldest son Ghuvunfur Ah 1 h in was de- 
clared heir apparent, the Nuwab’s own allowance was reduced to 8,000 Rupees per 
mensem, Uhmud oollah was nominated to represent the Nuwab , Shufee-oollah and 
Mareh khan were m ide General’s and a Jngheer in the Sherekote Pergunnah valuing 
19,000 Rupees per annum was assigned to the latter with an allowance of 600 Rupees 
a month, and a promise of further reward on the conquest of the Doofib being com- 
pleted Kullunkhan was aopointed Commander-in-chief, and stipends set a part for 
all members of the Nuwab’s family, and an engagement taken from Uhmud-oollah that, 
he would not aspire to the klusnud or interfere with Ghuzunfur All khan’s succession 
on the Nuwab’s death 

48 But these idle dreams were not destined to remain long unbroken, for at 
this very time when m his wilful blindness and crass ignorance the Moosulman was 
flattering himself in the belief that bin power had the element of stability, a Bnhsh 
force was collecting at Boorkie which m a few short days w'as to send high and low 
flying for their lives from the District m which they had presumed to exercise their 
usurped authority 

49 On the 17th of Aprd 1858, all the arrangements being completed we cross- 
ed from a little below Kunkhul near the head of the Ganges canal into the Bijnotir 
District, and within five days all their bright visions were dispelled and the rebels 
driven homeless wanderers from the scene of their short liver misrule 

50 Since the fight at Nngeena on the 21st of April, there has not been the 
smallest show of opposition, and, though of course cruelly shaken by what thev have 
undergone during ten months of violence and disorder, the people are gradudh re- 
gammg^tbcir confidence in our rule, hut it will be long indeed before the} can altoge- 
ther recover the shock they have sustained. 

51 Having brought down the Narrative to the date of our re-entering the Dis- 
trict, it docs not appear necessary for me to do more than refer to the several reports 

noted in the margin* which contain full particulars

I have the honor to leport to you the details of an expedition 
yesterday to the village of “ Fuzulpoor, ,> which I am happy to say was completely 
successful

2 I left this place with the force under my command as per margin,^ about 

3pm yesterday, with the intention of proceeding 
, ' Detachment of 29th Native IWan- against the village of “ Timuipoor but from mfor- 

“ at, ° n 1 receiv ° d on leav “S Mundawur, I changed 
Rissaldir Bahadoor All klian the direction of my march and arrived at the village 

of “ Sheihhopoorah,” distant about half a mile 
from “ Fiuulpooi,” about 4 r si , finding that it was a Goojur village, I took the 
Pudhan as a prisoner with me, his village was quite empty. 

3 I had taken care that the troops should be at the head of the column well in 
advance of the multifanous crowd who followed nominally to aid, but in reality to 
look on and plunder 

4 When about 700 vaids from ff Fuzulpoor,” I dispatched a Duffadarnnd eight 
Suwars to a point on the extreme left of the village to reconnoitre with orders to in- 
tercept fugitives m that dnection Immediately after they left me the alarm seems 
to have been given in the village a large number of men about 400 or 500 turned out 
with drums-beatmg, and fioin the flashing of their weapons apparently well armed 
their line extended along the whole length of the village and a tope of trees on its 
right 


5 When we were about 350 yards distant they began to fire upon us, I imme- 
diately deployed the Sepoys who advanced steadily supported on the right flank by the 
Cavalrj in a column of threes When we got within 250 yards of the village, I recen - 
cd intelligence from my reconnoilering party on the flank that the rioters were begin- 
ning to mn and by the time the Sepoys were within 70 yards of the tope (when I 
gave them the word to go m with a rush) there was not a man to oppose them 

0. As soon as I perceived that the Infantry no longer required immediate sup- 
port, I directed the Ihssaldar to gallop round the village to the right with hi' Suwar-, 
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which lie dul very smartly takitig up the rcconnoitcnng party sent there m the first 
instance, and by the time I uueiged with the Sepoyj (who skirmished through the 
tope) on tlie otliei side after filing the Milage, lie Jnet me having made the circuit 0 f 
the whole and taken scveinl prisoners 

7 I then pushed on with ns mW*Sp£nrs ns I could muster after the groups of 
armed nun flying m nil directions nndsucci eded m securing a good number Mean- 
while the Sepoys hid fired the two Jilt \il! iges of " nhoojpoor” and " Tchangccrpoor” 
on either side of “ Fnzulpooi md stragglers in the rear the two Goojur villages of 
“ Shekhopoord” and " Uosstinpoor”, 

8 Getting together wlint force I could I pushed on to the Clioban village of 
“ Narainpoor” foi which many of the fugitives made in the first instance by” the 
tune we readied it, it was deserted both by tlirm and by its inhabitants These cir- 
cumstances together \utli the quantities of grain and cattle m and about it satisfied me 
that its inhabitants had been -harers with their neighbours m the recent maraudings, 
and I acioulingly burnt it down 

f ) The sun was then selling, and it was with the utmost difficulty that our scat- 
tered forces were collected together, hut we returned without accident by moonhdit 
re telling Muiuluwur about 0 v m. 

10 I have reason to belie, c that about 20 of the rioters were killed chiefly hr the > 
Sepovs The v hole nunilif r of pu«ontrs taken v\ns .12, including the Pudhrm of 
“ Shctl hopoot ah” and the two Pudhnns of “ 1 uzi'lpoor ” 

11. On our side the only serious casualty wns the loss of a Suwnr’s horse which 
was disabled b\ a blow from a tulw ir One Sepov of the 20th " Mohumi’d Ah” re- 
ceived a slight tulwar wound on the fore fingi r and the Snbadar an injury on the fore- 
head, not serious, fioin the rearing of his horse 

12 I am much indebted to Rissald ir "Bahadur Ah limn” to Subadar "Sheikh 
Didaibux” to " Tomb Ah” Tohscchl ir ol Bijnonr wlio accompanied the force, for their 
exertions on this md all occ isious since we left Bijnour and list but not leist, to 
“ Moomhcc liJtu imanut Ah” of Mundawur wliosc exertions in providing our Com- 
missariat were of the utmost use 

13 I annex a list of the Prisoners, of the villages burnt, and of the arms ta- 
kcu , the latter I have allowed to remain m the hands of the captor 3 with the excep- 
tion of the Guns and a “ l)i uni” which I have retained for Government seincc, nsaho a 
pair of “ Zvmbuomks " which Itook from the Pudlinn of “ Khoec ” on the previous day 

14 The cxposuic and fatigue to which both men and horses were subjected ye= 
terdny, and the consequent illness of the Tehsecldar, the Rissnldnr, and the Subndsr 
liave rendered it impossible to do any thing to day But I trust that tlii3 severe hut 
well minted punishment will h we tauglit the Juts’ (who have been the pnncipal dis- 
turbers of the peace of this district) a lesson which tiny will not easily? forget 

15 I very much regret that the absence of any compact force after the dispcr-*^ 
sion of tlie noters at Fiuulpooi rendered it impossible for me to proceed regularly to 
examine the otliei villages, or to prevent lndiscnmmate pillage

In compliance with your Circular No. 20, dated 13th May, foi warding- 
a Government Circular No 212, dated 30th April, 1858, I have now the honor to 
submit a narrativo of events attending the out-break of disturbances m this District, 
and of the subsequent progress of events until its re-occupation 

2 Intelligence of the Meerut and Dclhic out-break reached Shalijehanpooi 
towards the middle of May 1857, and about that time, one or two incendiaries 
occuned, which clearly showed the Civil and Military Authorities, that the Nntivo 
troops sympathised with the mutinous acts at othei Stations, and the attention of fho 
authorities was keenly loused by the leports which continually reached them of the 
manner in which the Sepoys talked of the new Cartridges that had been served out 
to the men There were also idle stories cn culated about the “ Otta," -which they 
were using for tboir food, and winch was said to ho mixed with pounded hones. 

3 On the 17th May, Mi Ricketts, the Magistiato and Collector of the District, 
returned fiom leave, and relieved Mr Bramley who had been acting for him the lost 
tlueo months On his taking chaige, he issued strict ordei s to the principal Ministerial 
Officers, to be on the alert, and keep him well acquainted with any thing that might 
come to tlicu knowled°-e regarding the Sepoys On tho 25th Slay, the ffi st day of 
the Eede festival, tlie° Sepoys told their Officers, that they had he u d a i umour, that 
tho next day, beino- tho occasion of a large annual fair called " Chcenour ka Mela/' 
(which was hold near Cantonments by a Village of that name and close to tho buna! 
giound of some of the principal Putlians) the city people intended to plunder (be 
Government Treasury Tbe Officer Commanding tho Regiment, thinking it would 
show tho Sepoys that they still put confidence m them, ordered the several Station 
Guaids to be mci eased, and Hie Sentries to be doubled 
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I This older nppenis to have hnd quite n contrmy effect to Uni, intended, fbt 
the Sepoys immediately cnuglit hold of it ns n grievance, mid said Hint they , voro 
hung punished for iodising to Into the CnitridgOH Mi Rickelts, homing Him, wont 
to the Oflicor Commanding, and suggested, that tho extra Sc ntry should ho I (then off 

hut ho was told in reply Hint, the oi dor could not then ho cancelled, nsit had boon 

cntoicdin tho Older Book, hut that tho following day, as the fair would lie over, the 
o\tia Scntnes should ho lcmovcd. It is posMhlo that tho Sepoys who, clearly, were 
then plotting mutiny, woro annoyed at not hcitig able to git, to tho fair, owing to then 
ovfift duly, and vented then ill humour in rc msi he, about the Cui badges Tho report 
mndo to tho Olhceis of tlio intention to plumbs thn Tieasury, wnspirlmp>um oxng. 
gelation of homo half concern, td design, awl may hnv o lit cn brought to tlio notice of 
tho Olheors by somo Sopovs not implicated m tho intended mutiny It mils gtnc- 
1 all j bclie\od among tho Offit cih of the 28th Ilcgimont, Hint in rise ol a mutiny, about 
500 of tlio Sopoys W ould leinmn faithful, and this confidence was strengthened from 
• tho fact that out of that nmnhci, thcic were nhont 150 Sikhs 

5 Two or tlireo days pm ions to the nut-break, the following circum«tmico oc- 
curred, which plainly shewed the state of feeling nmong the Popovs. A Bill to tho 
amount, of 2,000 Bupees was t indu'd, and as tho money was being taken out of tho 
Ticshiuy, tho Sentry was hesid to "I will let tho money go Iht* time, but no more 
shall bo taken out ” Tlio nbovo was brought to the notice of the Mngidnto by the 
Deputy Collector Hamid Ilussun Ivlmn, hut it docs not appear that any further notica 
was taken of tho ninttci, prohuhly fiotn the fear of pn cipitnting events This state 
of things went on until tho eventful morning of Suiul iy 81st May, when the Regiment 
hi oko out into open mutiny , and commenced the mm dermis at tack upon the Europe -ins, 
who were, at tho tunc, assembled in tlio Church This circumstance 1ms been fully rc- 
I itod by the late Mr Jenkins in his letter to Secretary to Co\ eminent North Western 
Provinces, wntten from Mohomdco on 2nd June, and consequently, I have not thought 
it necessary to enter ng.nn into the particulars , hut a copy of the letter is sent ns an 
, Appendix for rc fei dice 

G The Tuhsceldnr of Slmlqehnnpoor, Moliomud Umjitd Ulec Ivhnn, who has 
lTtmmcd faithful thioiighout the disturbances, has st ited before me. Hi it on the morn 
mg of tho 3 1st lieaung from the City tho noise of people shouting in the direction of 
Cantonments, ho at once rode oil to the house of Mr Ricketts, hut hearing he lml 
gono to Chuieh, ho went there, and saw about 0 or 10 Europeans a-' si milled outside 
tho Church Some of them lmd guns, mid their servants were bringing others, ho 
also observed Several Scpovs taking tho part of the Europe ms It will be observed 
m Mi Jenkins’ letter, that only sv\ or seven Sepoy r formed tho attacking party on the 
community assembled m tho Church, tins fact coupled with tho speedy arrival of a 
body of Sepoys (about 100) apparently with tho intention of prev outing the shed- 
ding innocent blood, lenders it probable that, the idea of murdering tho Europe ius 
was not with tho unanimous consent of tho wliolo Regiment Tho Tnhsecldnr learnt 
from Mr Jonhms what hnd happened, and ho then saw tho lifeless bhdy of Mr 
Ricketts laying near tho Church, with a some sword wound almost severing Ins head 
from tho body, Mr Jenkins desnod lnm to fetch the Sowars, saying, that with tlio 
assistance of tlio Sepoys who wore faithful, ho hoped to quell tho disturbance, hut 
if ho could not succeed, ho nnd the lest of the pmty would start for Bow ay an 

7 Out of tho foui Sowars on duty at tho Magistrate's house, two remained walk 
Mr Jenkins, and as stated in his letter, accompanied tho party tlio wliolo way to Mohoni- 
deo Ouo of theso men afterwards yomed tho rebels , but tho other steadily' refused to 
accopt any sorvico with them, nnd lias received a loward from Government of Bs 300, 
and been promoted by mo to tho rank of Dnflhdnr 

S Whilst tho party woro outside tlio Church, tho mutinous Sepoys kept firing 
at tliom from some disltvuco, hut did not make any ndv ancos upon the small number 
of Europeans assembled Thou chief object, after tho first out-break, apparently, 
being tlio plunder of tlio Government Treasury, and in wlncli direction tlioy woro seen 
hastening m sopnrato pai ties As soon ns tlio Bungalows wore sot on firo, and there 
bomg no longer any hopo of successful opposition, Mr Jenkins told tho Tuhseoldar, 
hat ho purposed proceeding to Povvayan with tho rest of the party , and desired him 
o go to tho city, and make tlio best miangement ho could for rcsioi mg order, anil 
^ aheuthoEogimont, hnd mnichcd from tho Station, ho was to lot him know 
ltli tho exception of tho Tiihseeldm, no other Government Official, or any poison of 
m uenco m tho city proceeded to tho assistance of tho authonties 

j 0 About this time, the Sepoys went to tho Jsul and let tlio Biisoncis loose 
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The Government propei ty is said to liave been chiefly plundered by the Jail guard and 

Burkundazcs 

10 It appears that Mr Arthur Smith, the Assistant, was not one of the party 
in Church, he was ill with fever and m his Bungalow at the time the mutiny broke out; 
lus idea seems to have been to avoid Cantonments, and make for the City, and it is 
said ho attempted to get admittance into the house of Hamid Hussun Khan Deputy 
Collcctoi , but, not succeeding, and being told by the seivants that Hamid Hussun 
had gone to the house of Abdool-iaoof Khan, he went direct to the Tuhseelee and 
Cotvaleo from winch place it appears he Was taken by Mukzur Kureem (Poujdareo 
Shurishtelidar) to the house of Mohomud Hossem Khan (Bukhshee of Chowkeedars) 
Who left lnm there by himself It it stated that this person would not, however, 
allow Mr Smith to remain, and sent his nephew to turn him out-, Mr Smith being 
thus forcibly elected, again proceeded to the Cotwalee, and concealed himself m a 
small hut v> hei e a Hindoo Cliuprasco, belonging to the MoonsifFs Office, joined lnm 
and remained with lnm to the last 

11 His hiding place was shortly after discovered by the Sepoys who had by 
this time entered the city, they killed lnm and his faithful and voluntary attendant 
I liavo been credibly mfoimed that aftei he was shot by the Sepoys his body was 
hacked with swords by some of the city people 

12 After this, the Sepoys pioceeded to the house of tlio Treasurer for tho 
Sake of plunder It so happened that this morning about Its 6000 had been sent m by 
the Tuliseeldar of Tilhur, and tho ChupraseeS m charge hearing of tho out-break, aS 
they weic entenng the Station, conveyed tho money straight to the Treasurer’s house 

* 

13 After tho Sepoys entered tho city, they proclaimed Nizam Ulee, formerly 
Cotwal and then a Pensioner of Government, to bo Cotwal of the city, his favorite 
bon-in-law (Hednut Hosem) lmd this day been released with the other prisoners from 
the jail Among tho city people who joined the Sepoys in tho work of plunder, the 
most conspicuous were Muugul Khan and Uzzoo Khan, both noted bad characters, tho 
1 itter of iv liom lmd been imprisoned soveral times Tho Sepoys then Bet up Kadir 
Ulee Khan and Gholam Hosem Khan to bo Nuwabs of tho city, that same evening the 
former of these went m procession towards the Cantonments to pay their respects to 
the Subadars of th6 Regiment, among whom Gliunsam Singh appealed to take tho 
leading pnit 

if Whilst the Bungalows m Cantonments were being plundered, the people of 
the \illages m the neighbouiliood of Rosa Factory, together with the Budmashes fiom 
the city, were actively employed m plundering tho valuable works connected with the 
Sugai Refinery and Rum Factoiy of Messrs Cm ew and Co;, and the two dwelling houses 
adjoining The Factory was afterwards set fire toy and no less than 70,000 Gallons of 
Rum, together with a large quantity of Loaf Sugar and other produce were destroyed 
The milages, which aro said to havo been chiefly concerned m this work of destruction 
aro as follow, DillaWnrpoor, Rusruthpoor, Zem-oodeen-nuggur, Nubbeepoor, Surrowra, 
Misreopoor, Rosm, Azee/gimj, Ullarpooi, Sehramow, Dhunneeapooi, Shahbazpoor, 
Bijlapoor, Nuvada, Eondapooi, Oodopoora, Karoo, Mukiundpoor, and Ckoundeira 

15 The two persons m charge of the Factory, Mr G Carew and Mr Brand 
managed to escape with their lives flora the place ,-bufc both subsequently perished, the 
former is said to have been one of tho party with Sir M Jackson, who were sent on to 
Lucknow by the Raja of Mothoulee, and there cruelly murdered, the latter, after having 
undergone all kinds of privations m the Oudo jungles, at last fell a victim to fever on 
Gtk January, 1858 


16 This evening the Sepoys went off in a body towards Baneilly and a Mob 
vee by namo Surfuraz Ulee, a resident of Goruckpoor, accompanied them , it appears 
that this man had arrived at the station about 20 days beforo the mutiny, and doubtless 
was chiefly instrumental m exciting tho Sepoys to revolt , Surfuraz Ulee was fre- 
quently m tho habit of coming to Shajehanpooi where he had soveral disciples in tho 
city, among the numbei Koodrut Ulee (Naib Foujdaree Shunshtahdar) and his bro- 
ther Neaz Uleo, both of whom are with tho rebels This Surfuraz Ulee afterwards 
wont to Dolliio with tho Baireilly Brigade, and was appointed Chief of tho Ghazees 

17 On tho day of the mutiny, there weio seven Europeans massacied at the Sta- 
tion, vizt Mi Ricketts, (Magistrate and Collectoi,) Mr Arthur Smith, (Assistant to 
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AlagiiJiulo and

tion, and Air Smith (Clerk) wns killed neai Air Biohetl’n house by some of the eitv 
Biulinaslies It is a entisfai tion to add that with lcfcreiu o to the last two victims, the 
punupiil mui doi era linvo been seized and convicted.

18 On tho day following two or throe natives, amongst whom the names of Nasir 
Khan and Amooi Uleo arc most prominent, caused tho dead bodies of our poor fe! 
low countrymen to bo collected and interred m ono spot, near Ibo Church, butm sepa- 
rate) gnives A plain masonry slab covers the whole', on tho mirfnee of which parral- 
lel lines indicate' each separate grave 


19 On tho following day (1st .Tunc) the Nuwnh Kadir Ulcc Khan and Nizam 
Uleo, Cotwal, began to make their own arrangements for nominating the subordinate 
Ofliceis, first appointing ns many of tho former norvnnts of Government ns they could 
muster, and whom thoy found willing to bake f-orvico Ifnmul Hus sun Khan (Deputy 
Colleotoi) and Nizam Ulee Klian (fonncrly Tnhseeldar) gave their advice in the chfler- 
ent arrangements to ho earned out Them two men took possesion of tho mm of 
Its 4,900, w huh was part, of tho amount which Inti armed tho day of the mutiny 
from tho TuliRecloe of Jtilnlnbnd, and divided it among several Government sen ants 
ns their pay for tho past month Tlio money wns paid away in public at the Cotwnlec, 
and the Sow ms and Bnrkundazes, who were willing, wese kept m their former situa- 
tions Aa Boon a3 tho news of the mutiny at Barreillv reached this place, thcNtiwab 
Kadir Ulcc Klmn lie ulctl a procession through (he Town proclaiming the overthrow 
of tho British rule, and Proclamations were nut forth by order of Ncznm Uleo, Cotwal, 
(dating, that for tho futuro tho name of tho English should not bo mentioned, and any 
ono being hemd to do ho, should lose las life 

20. About 22 days after these arrangements had been made, llicie were some 
turbulent villages m tho nciglibomhood who assembled together, with a view of 
making an attack on tho city, and plundering it Ono of tho most foremost of the vil- 
lages in this mattci was "Buttchleo” about live or six coss distant, tho inhabitants of 
which aro chiefly Kajpoots With a viow of putting a stop to tln«, and making an example 
of tho lenders, Nizam Uleo Khan, sent out some armed retainers, and attacked the 
village of Buttehlco and killed some of tho inhabitants, and bi ought back threoof their 
heads, and had them exposed in tho city Tlio inhabitants of tbe following villages, Uth- 
burra, Sehrainow, Kbanpoor, Buntnrm, Sliahgunj, Sirtotileo, and Umrora, were clueflv 
noted for plundering, and for committing all kinds of violent crime, these people weie 
a tenor to the inhabitants of the City and to the neighbouring villages 

21 Kadir Ulcc Klmn, during the short time he held the Office of Nazim, com- 
mitted gieit oppression, one instance of winch is I horn oflns having caused tho dcith 
of a" Sonar” who lofused to givoup the jewels, 4 w Inch had been pledged to linn by 
tho Nuw ah On bomg supci seded by Gholnm Kndir Klmn, ho proceeded to Barreillyr 
tj lay lus caso befoio Klmn Bulmdui Khan, and icmainod tlicro about two months 


22 About Clio 8tli Juno, tho mutinous 41st Regiment from Sectapoor passed 
through tho Station on route to Futtohguih, and encamped at A/eo/gunj , the Sepovs 
attempted to extort money from Hamid Hussun Khan A party of thorn surrounded 
his honso, and demanded tho sum of 5,000 Rupees The request wns refused and Hn- 
im< ~ Hussun Klmn managed to muster on his side a largo foieo of both Musnlmnns 
amt Hindoos, and togothei with some men of tho town, ho went down to tho " Gurm” 
livei, on tho othor sido of which tho 41sfc woro encamped, piepared to provent their 
tmtianco into the city, tho Sepoys finding tho whole of tho town’s people ngnmst 
lem, went off m the duection ot Eutteligurh and did not further attempt to commit 
any depredations in. tho city. 


2o On tho fast breaking out of the mutiny, tlio Nuwab Gholnm Kadir Khan was 
absent in Oudc, at a placo called "Bnnseo,” and lie was speedily' mfoimed of what had 
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occurred through Muhzui Kurreem, (Foujdaiee Snnshtehdar,) and invited to come 
and assume chaige of the district He arrived at Sliahjehanpoor about loth June, 
and the following day proceeded to Barredly m company with the following pei sons, 
Abdool-iaoof Klian, (formerly Deputy Inspector of Education,) Nukhshbund Khan, 
Fyzab Khan, Wdlaut Ulee Khan, (son ofEyzab Khan,) Gholam Ulee Khan, (Muhunji, 
Magistiate’s Office,) Nasir Khan, (resident of Mohulleh Khulleel,) Nizam Ulee Klian, (of 
Shahbaznugur,) Nizam Ulee Khan, (Cotwall,) Seetul Smgh, Doulut Raeo, Zahooi 
Khan, Mohomud Hossem Khan, (Bukhshee of Chowkeedars,) Euzul Khan, Hukeem 
Mulizur Ulee Khan, and Wajid Ulee, (formeily Nazir m Moonsiffis Office ) They 
presented themselves before Khan Buhadui Khan, and petitioned that Gholam Kadu 
Khan might be appointed Nazim of the district of Sliahjehanpoor 

24 Then lequost was granted, and m addition, the following appointments were 
made Ni/am Ulee Khan, (of Shahbaznugur,) Naeb Nazim , Kian Ulee Khan, (Tuh- 
seeldai of Beesulpooi m Baneilly distuct,) uho had taken the tieasure fiom the Shaee 
Tuliseelee, and piesented it as a Nuzuiana, was also appointed Naeb Nazim, and Ha- 
mid Hussun Khan, (formerly Deputy Collector) a tlmd Naeb Nazim,, the salary of 
each Naeb Na/im was fixed at 500 Rupees per month Abdool-raoof Khan was made 
Commander ol the foices, on -a salary of 400 Rupees, and Seetul Smgh (Dcwan,) on 
200 Rupees 

25 The paity returned to Sliahjehanpooi on 28rd, and commenced to make 
airaugements foi carrying on the Government Seveial Regiments of Cavalry and In- 
fantry weie raised The following are the names of those who were most active m 
laismg the Cavalry and after whom the Risalaks weie named Zahooi Khan , Usrai 
Khan, Koodi utlioolali Khan, Mehndce Ulee Khan, Nuwab Huslimut Khan, Hydui 
Khan, Ultatt Khan, Fujjo Klian and Rujub Ulee Khan The following, who are no- 
ted characteis, also had command of Regiments of Infantry — Willaut Ulee Khan, 
(son of Fyzab Khan,) Nasu Ulee Khan, (afterwards killed at the battle of Ullagunj) 
Ulee Hussun Khan and Mungul Kian, (brother-in-law of Abdoohaoof Khan ) 

26 Besides these, Zahooi Alimud and Raoof Ahmud (brotliei) and both m Go- 
vernment employ, the former being Peishkai of Hattrasm the Allygnrh district, and the 
lattct a Mohurin m the Foujdaicc Office at this Station, took a most active pait m the 
lebelhon, they weie in constant attendance on the Nuwab, and had unlimited power , 
they aie both of them now with the rebel force in Oude 

t 

27 Nuwab Gholam Kadir Khan, now turned Ins attention to casting guns, and 
made eight brass pieces, there were also four othpis construed by Nizam Ulee Khan, 
(Naeb Nazim,) who had a manufactoiy at his house for the purpose The gun factory 
was entrusted to Nuwab Huslimut Khan, who had also charge of one of the Risalahs, 
and had formerly been m Government employ, and was on the receipt of a pension, in 
one of the Irregular Cavalry Regiments 

28 Abdool-iaoof Kian is said to have held the post of Commander of the 
foices foi about tv o months, and to have resigned, on hearing of the fate of Ram Salmi 
Deputy Collector of Cawnpoor, who was hung on the ai rival of tho Force under Gene- 
ral Havelock, and who was well known m this district, fiom having held several im- 
portant offices, and was promoted from being Tuhsceldar of Shalijehanpoor to tho 
Office of Deputy Collector of Banda, from whence he was transferred to Cawnpooi , 
seveial otheis also aie said to have lesigned then offices about that time for the same 
reason Among whom aie Seetul Smgh, (Dewan,) and Shummoo Khan, (Naeb Fouj- 
daiee Sunslitelidar ) 

29 On the resignation of Abdool-iaoof Khan, Wajid Ulee, (formerly Nazir of 
MoonsrfPs Office,) was appointed to the chief Military Command, which he continued 
to hold until the arrival of the British Forces 


30 Hamid Hussun Khan, (foimerly Deputy Collector,) held his post, as one of 
the three Naeb Nazims, for about one and a half months, and during the time he was in 
Office, is said to have seldom attended the Kuchehree, where Ins colleagues were to 
meet, and to have done as little duty as he could help On the arrival of his brother 
Mohomud Hussun Khan, Principal Suddei Ameen of Agra, who had been allowed to 
leturn to Ins home, and who himself would take no part with the rebels, he was easily 
persuaded to relinquish his duties altogether 

31 On the resignation of Hamid Hussun Khan, ordeis weie received from 
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Nuwmb Khan Buhadoi Khan to appoint Nujeeb Kban Naeb Nazim m his stead -This 
man had some years previously held the situation of Naeb Chuklehdar under the Oudo 
Government, and was now residmg at his house in Julalabad, 20 miles south west of 
Shahjehanpoor Soon after his accession to office, he was appointed to collect the 
levenue from the villages in the direction of Kant, and which, up to that time, had not 
attended to the demands made upon them by the Officials under the rebel government 
One village, (Ladhpoor,) inhabited by Thakoors steadily resisted payment, notwithstand- 
ing they were overpowered by the Force sent agamst them undei Nujeeb Khan and 
aftei several of their number had been killed, they were compelled to give m 

32 Another village, (Sehiamow,) was also attacked by the lebel Forces under 
Nizam Ulee Khan, hut they weie compelled to get assistance fiom Barreilly, when a 
Force under the immediate command of Murdan Ulee Khan, (Commandei -m-Chief to 
Khan Buhadur Khan,) came and overpowered the Thakoors, seveial of whom were 
killed, and their heads cut off, and exposed over the gateway of the Foi t The village 
was afterwards plundered, and also several otheis It was on this occasion that a large 
quantity of property belonging to the Rosa Factory was found m Sehiamow, and cai- 
ned oft’ to the Fort to the Nuwab 

33 In the place of Seetul Singh, (Dew an,) w hose resignation has been noticed 
above, Enayet Hossem, resident of Barreilly, was appointed, and appears to liavo 
lemamed m Office about three months 

34 — The follow mg lists ai e appended to tins repoi t — 

I — Government seivants who took semce with the lebels 

II — Ditto w ho did not take sei vice 

III — Pimcipil peisons not m Government emplo\, who joined the lebels 

35 I would now proceed to advert to the events w Inch otcun ed m the several 
Pergunahs 

TILHUE — The news of the mutiny of this Station reached Tilhui towards the 
evening, whereupon Gholam Mohomud Khan, one of the “ Ruees,” went to the Tuh- 
seeldar, and told him he had better quit the place, and he then caused the gang of pri- 
soners which were there, employed in building the Government school, to he released 
After this, Gholam Mohomud Khan turned out the Tlianehdar and the Police, and de- 
stioyed the recoids, and overthrew all Government authority The following morn- 
ing (1st June,) the mutinous Sepoys arrived on their w ay to Barreilly, and were en- 
tertained by Gholam Mohomud Khan , they made an activ e but fruitless search foi the 
Tuhseeldar, who was concealed m the house of one of the Puthans, but the) failed to 
discovei his letieat 

36 Gholam Mohomud Khan was appointed Nazim of that part of the district 
by Khan Buhadur Khan, which appointment was obtained through his friendship with 
Syfoola Khan, (formerly Jailor at Barreilly,) and who had great influence with the Nuwab 
He was further directed to raise troops of Horse and Foot , he made the following ap- 
pointments Abdool Guffoor Khan, (Naeb Nazim and Oolushdar,) Gholam Russool 
Khan, resident of Barreilly, (Oolushdar,) and Nussuroolnh Khan, Commandant of the 
forces Gholam Mohomud Khan continued in powei for about six months, when Kefaut- 
oollah Khan and Hedautoollah, who had been appointed Tuhseeldars undei him, proceeded 
to Barreilly, owing to some disagreement, and made an offer of a farming lease of the 
Tilhui Pergunnah to the Nuwab Khan Buhadur Khan, which was accepted, and Gholam 
Mohomud Khan supei ceded He still continued, however, to hold the Office of local 
Commander, and as such, took a most active pai t , he accompanied the Ti oops on their 
expedition to Huldwanee at the foot of the hills, and was with Fuzul Huq on the occa- 
sion of the fight with the Bntish Tioops He also headed his Troops at the battle of 
Bichpooreea 

3 1 Kefautoollah and Hedautoollah continued to hold the lease of the Pergunnah 
until the re-occupation of the district, when they fled the place, and are said to ho 
still m company with the rebels In this Pergunnah there were two other men of 
some notoriety among the rebels Wuheedoollah Khan and Reeautoollah Khan residents 
oi Umurpoor, (a suburb of Tilhur ) These persons both went to Barreilly to the Nu- 
wab, the former accompanied the Troops to Huldwanee, where they went with the pur- 
pose of attacking Nynco Tall , hut on his return to Tilhur, m the month of October, 
he died of fever

39 In this Pergunnah several of the Thakoors m the neighbourhood of Khera 
Bujheireh shewed their fidelity and loyalty to the British Government m protecting 
Captam Gowan of the late 18th Regiment Native Infantry, pad several other fugitive's 
from Barreilly The following have already received suitable rewards fiom Govern - 
inent for their faithful conduct Bhikho Smgh, Bhooreh Smgh, Hurkoo Smgh, and 
Sheogholam, (sons of Bhooreh Smgh,) Gungaram Misser and Chundun Purshad Tlie 
names of others have been entered m the statement of persons " eminent for loyalty ” 
submitted by me to Government J J ’ 


JELALABAD — 40 At J elalabad when the news of the mutiny reached that plate 
the prisoners were released by order of Ahmudhyar Khan (Tuhseeldar,) but no fuithei 
open demonstration of rebellion then took place , this was probably owing to the fact 
of the mutiny not having spread to Futtehgnrh, from which Jelalabad is only 24 miles 
distant As soon as Nuwab Gholam Kadrr Khan arrived from Barreilly, aftei being 
appointed Nazim, Ahmndhyar Khan came to Shahjehanpoor to pay his respects, and 
requested to be allowed to remain as Tuhseeldar of Jelalabad, this being granted, lie 
returned to his post, and about a month after he forwarded a Nuzurana to Nuwab 
Khan Buhadur Khan, and petitioned to he made Nazim of the Pergunnah , he obtained 
a sunnud of appointment, which was afterwards found among the papers in the Tuh- 
seelee of Jelalabad on the arrival of the British Force towards the end of April

41 Ahmudhyai Khan was most attentive in collecting the revenue from the 
Znmeendars, and committed seveial acts of oppiession and tyranny, this was chiefly 
I heai m the treatment of the Thakoors of Khundur, whom not being able to bring 
into submission with the force at his command, he got the assistance of some more 
rebel Troops from Barreilly under the command of Ishmaeel Khan, and plundered and 
destroyed their villages, and killed seveial of the inhabitants 


42 As soon as tbe advance of the British Troops upon Futtehgurh was known 
( at Shahjehanpoor Nizam Glee Khan proceeded at once with a Force of Cavalry and 
| Infantry said to amount to about 2,-500 and four guns to Bichpooi eea on the nvex 
i Ramgunga, and threw up some earthen defences, he was joined from Baneilly by a 
| force of 2,000 men and two guns and Ishmaeel Khan, and here the rebel force re- 
i mamed until their defeat at Ullagunj by tbe British Troops under General Walpole on 
t 22nd April, m which engagement, Nizam Ulee Khan their leader was killed 

43 The lebel Alimudhyar Khan on the arrival of the Robilkhund force at Jela- 
labad on 28th April, finding the game was up, presented himself before ns, he was at 
once placed upon bis tual foi aggravated rebellion, and having been found guilty on the 
fullest proof was sentenced to be hung, and the execution was earned out on the spot 
On this occasion, the neighbouring Zumeendais, who were on attendance at my Camp 
m large numbers, gave expression to their feelings by saymg “jaisa keea waisapaya 

44 The Thabo oi s of Khundur and Bangaon m this Pergunnah shewed themselves 
loyal throughout the disturbances, and being a powerful and numerous tnbo weie able 
to hold out against the contmued^oppression of the Musulmaus After the defeat of 
the i eh els at Bangaon, the lattei end of January, the Thakoors of that part attacked 
them, as they were letreatmg, and cut up a good many of them 

POWAYN —45 I would now turn to the state of affans m the Pergunnah of Po- 
wayan It has been stated by the late Mr Jenkins m his public lettei written from Mo- 
homdee on 2nd June to Mr Thornhill, that on his arrival at Powayn with the other fugi- 
tives from Shahjehanpoor, Rajah Jugumath Smgh received them but coolly, and rathei 
shewed a wish to get them away as soon as he could, and with this view ho assisted 
the party with means of conveyance to take them on to Mohomdee, and sent some of 
his people to accompany them The Rajah, from what I have seen of him, is evidently 
of a most timid and nervous temperament, and appears to have no will of his own 
being gmded almost entirely by his brothei, “Buldeo Smgh” I believe therefore, 
that his not showing any desire to keep the fugitive m his house at Powayan, is to be 
ascribed to the fear he had of not being able to piotecfc them, and also from the dread 
that his own life might be sacrificed

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46 Just after the out-bieak the Rajah pioceeded to make his own arrangements 
foi the management of the Peigunnah 31c commenced i aismg a huge Foice of Horse 
and Foot, and cast some ten guns, and sot about strengthening his “ Guihee” at Po- 
wayn by digging a broad deep ditch, the whole way i ound the boundaiy oi the town 
He collected the rents of the seveial villages m the Pergunnali on his own account 
Aftei he had gone on for a few months, IQian Bidiadur Khan sent a Force from Bar- 
leilly to demand the levenue fiom the Eajah, upon which his biothci Buldeo Smgk 
moved out with Ins men to oppose the tioops, but no engagement came off 
and a compiomiso was effected by the Rajah agreeing to give on the spot a Nururana 
of 80,000 Rupees, and aftciwaids to pay tins sum annually, and also one lac of Rupees 
fioin the levenue collections of Pergunnah Powayn, Poorunpoor and Khotar 

47 Lahkun Rao, (son of Rajah Klioslnal Smgli, foimeily a largo Talookehdar,) 
hearing of the anangement proceeded to Ban eilly, and is said by means of a bribe 
given to Sobharam to have managed to get the Pergunnah of Pool unpoor and Khotnr 
tiansfeired to him Lahkun Rao, according toananativc drawn up by Mr Brem- 
mer attached to tho Supenutendent of In igation and Embankment m Rohilkhund, 
who for sometime was taken care by Mohomud Nooi Khan, Zumeendar of Slieirpoor, 
showed himself any thing but a loyal and faithful subject Mr Bremmei states that 
on the occasion of a foice being detached fiom Barrcilly under Behai ee Lall to seize 
him, that Lahkun Rao joined his Foico to that of Belmi ee Lall, and they made a com- 
bined attack upon Skenpoor, but were beaten back, and Beharec Lall’s Troops weie 
utterly louted 

48 Lahkun Rao wholly denies the part nttnbuted to lmn by Mr Bremmer, and 
the fact of his pi esence is not pi oved in any way , still, there is very little doubt that 
ho sent Ins own Tioops to assist those of Khan Buhadur Khan 

49 Anotliei charge is brought against Lahkun Rao by Mr Lallemand, 2nd Clerk 
m tho Collector’s Office, who states that, whilst he and his family were under tho pro- 
tection of the Ranee Indulkoomar of Nurmnpoor, he did lus utmost to compel her to 
give them up, and that they were at length compelled to flee to another place of safety 

50 When the report of the fall of Dcllno reached Shahjehanpooi, there was 
considerable consternation among the principal lebels , and, to allay this feeling, Qazeo 
Surfuraz TJlee, who held the Office of Moonsiff, attempted to hoist the Musulman flag, 
but he could not find sufficient supporters Tins plan failing, he, together with tho 
Mooftee, (Muhzui Kureem,) assembled at the Eedgah, and for three successive days 
prayers were offered up that the British lule might not be restored 

51 Some days aftei tins, the noted Soobadai Bukht Khan arrived from Delluo 
on his way to Lucknow, Ins force consisted of about 400 Sowais (chiefly 8tli Irregu- 
lnis) 1,500 Sepoys and foui guns, ho had also 30 Elephants and 75 Stud Colts from 
Haupei, and there is said to have been with his Camp, no less than 1,200 women 
fiom Define, lie remained only a day or two, and was feasted by the Nuwab 

52 When our Troops got possession of Futtehgurh, the Nuwab of Furrukliabad, 
together with Feroz Shah and Ishmaeel Khan, came to Shahjehanpooi with a small 
Force, and remained with tho Nuwab foi a few days, and then proceeded to Barreilly 


53 About the tune of the capture of Lucknow T , the rebel Nana Rao Doondeo 
Punt arrived, and had with lum a force of about 500 Cavalry and some Infantiy, and 
lemamed some ten days encamped m tho mangoe 'grove hear the Church lie wa3 

accompanied by Ushiuff Ulee (brotliei of Mohomud Ishak, foimeily a Thanahdar m 
the Cawnpoor district' and who joined Tanteea Topee,) and also by Baba Bhutt his 
chief peisonal attendant Fiom here tho Nana went to Baireilly and joined Khan 
Buhadur Khan 

54 During tho period of the rebel power, the following servants m Government 
employ m this district, weie m the habit of occasionally sending information to Mr 
Alexander, the Commissioner of the Division lesidmg at Nynee Tall Umjud Uloo 
(luhseeldar of Shahjehanpoor,) Jugumatli, (Mohurn ofCotwalee,) Guneish Raee, (Mo- 
liuirii m the revision of Settlement Records,) Kasim TJlee Khan, (Tuhseeldar of Powa- 
yau,) Lakliputh Raee, (Qanoongo of Pool unpoor,) Wuzeer Smg (Naeb Darogah Gooli- 
reea,) LadleeDass, (Qanoongo of Buragaon,) Kiskun Chund, (Mokunir, Deputy Collcc- 
toi,) Wuzccr TJlee, (Jemadar,) Omrao Singh, (Qanoongo of Jelalabad,) and Kefautoolah 
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Ivhan, (Nepliew of TJleo Ahniud Klian,) Naeb Rissaldar of 8tli In egnlars, who shewed 
]ns fidelity and loyalty m accompanying the Officers fiom Barreilly to Nynee Tall 
Of the above Government servants, Omrao Singh, (Qanoongo of Jelalabad,) is the 
only one who is proved to have taken service with the rebels 

55 In addition to those w hose names are above mentioned, their weie others, 
who weie in the habit of sending letters to the Civil Authorities at Agra, and elsewhere, 
amongst v horn was Hamidli Husun Khan, (the person who at the commencement of the 
out-break held the Office of Naeb Nazim for a shoit tune,) and his brother Mohomud 
Husun Khan, (late Principal Suddei Ameen of Agra ) This fact becoming known to 
the Nuwab Gkolam Kadn Khan, towards tho end of January, by one of them Cossids 
having been sewed with a letter, he summoned both these persons to his presence, they, 
at first dechned to attend, but on the solemn assurance of Nuwab Kadir TJlee Khan, 
and Zahooi Khan, that no harm would happen to them, they consented to attend, and, 
accoidmgly, accompanied them Aftei the interview had taken place, and they were 
leaving the Foit, they weie treacherously attacked by the Nuwab’ s soldiers, Ham id 
Husun Khan, and one of his sex vant were killed on the spot, and Mohomud Husan 
Khan was so severely wounded, that he died a few days afterwaids 

56 Having, Ibelieve, touched upon the seveial pomts of mteiest connected with 
the narrative of events attending the out-break and disturbances at tins Station, I would, 
m conclusion, reinaik on the fact of the rebels, when organizmg then Government re- 
tained i ery much of the routine of oui own system, and adopted the Official designations 
of the sci oral subordinate employes 

57 Our Civil Law authoii/mg the sale of landed prop city m execution of deciees 
for debt, being so much opposed to the idea of the people, led, as might have been 
expected on such an opportunity, to the dispossession of many pm chasers It is to be 
hoped that tlus fact, which I believe, is a marked one in every Histuct, may attiact the 
attention it deserves, and lead to a careful consideiation of our Civil Code 

58 Oil 30th April, the Rolnlkhnnd Force under the Commander-in-Clnef advanced 
upon Sliahjehanpooi , the place was found deseited, the rebels having fled the previous 
day tow aids Moliomdee, the Tioops encamped at Avee/gunj, about a mile short of the 
city and strict orders w ere issued by his Exceellency to prevent plundering Two 
Compands of 79th Highlanders were sent to occupy the Fort, which had been the resi- 
dence of the Nuwab and which commands the approaches to the city 

59 On the 2nd Maj , the Commander-m-Clnef pi oceeded with the rest of his Force 
towaids Bareilly, leaving a Wing of Her Majesty’s 82nd Regiment and a detail of Artil- 
lery under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Hale C B The following day, how- 
ever, the rebels m considei able Force headed by the Mouleevee Ahmudoolla Shah, 
made an attack and obliged oui small Garmon to retue within the walls of the Jail, 
which whs lm ested by tho rebels for a space of nine days, at the end of which time we 
were relieved by a Force undei Bngachei Geneial Jones, C B On this occasion, the 
rebels having offered opposition to the advance of the Tioops, the town was given up 
to plunder , but tho loss of life among the inhabitants was very small owing to the 
place being nearly deseited 

GO In consequence of the rebels having still possession of that part of Oude, 
winch bounds the eastern Side of this district, they have been frequently able to enter 
it and bum and plunder several villages, more especially m the northern Purgunnahs of 
Poorunpoor, Powayn and Kliotar, and also to drive m some of the Police Chowkees and 
until oui Troops again take the field, and the dispersion of the rebels is complete, one 
cannot expect the perfect restoiation of peace.

Sir, 

I have tlic honor to report on the lamentable occurrences at 
Shahjehanpoor on tho 31st ultimo, Mr Ricketts and myself, together with most of the 
Officers and Ladies of 28th Native Infantry, where attending Divine Service, when, with 
a yell, six or seven Sepoys, armed with tulwars and latlnes rushed m upon us Ricketts 
received one tulwar wound as ho stood by my side, when he ran through the Vestry 
door, and must have been cut down by some mutineers, who were waiting outside. Captain 
Lysaght, with some other Officers, and myself, succeeded in closmg the Church doors, 
against our murderous assailants, who ran, on the approach of a smgle man (Captain 
Sneyd) with a gun. About 100 Sepojs rallied round us, and our servants brought us 
guns and pistols, &c We placed all the Ladies m the turret, and for rather less than 
an hour held our position, and were joined by all the Officers of the 28th Native Infantry, 
except Captain James, who was shot on the paiade Docter Bowling, was shot dead, 
while driving up to the Church to -join us, I found poor Ricketts body, about 35 yards 
from the Church Vestry door I then strongly advised the whole party to escape to 
Powayn, the post guns having been taken by the insurgents, and all the Bungalows 
m a blaze, this they agieed to, and started off, the Ladies all in a Carriage, and Buggy, 
I then accompanied by two Sowars, whose names I will hereafter forward, for then 
fidelity and courage deserve no mean reward, went down to Mr Ricketts house, and 
took a horse from his stable, I then went and met some twenty of the Sepoys, who stood 
by us at the Church, and told them, I was going to Powayn, and those who were 
faithful could follow, I then accompanied by two Sowars rode down by the chur of the 
nver, and about two miles from the Station, came up with the fugitives, after accom- 
panying them some miles, I rode on ahead to make arrangements with Beijnath Singh, 
tho Raja, for then reception He received me but coolly, and though I think ho 
himself is true m heart to the British Government, yet his conduct on the* following 
day, m almost forcing us to leave his place, though he supplied us with Carnage and 
an Escort, showed me but too truly the animus of his people His excuse to me was, 
he was unable to protect so large a party, and that m the event of the insurgents 
coming up, what could ho do ? Ho further lefusedto take charge of the Tehseel 
Treasury, under such cu-cumstances, and m consequence of the flight of most of tho 
Tehseel Ckuprassees, through fear of the released pnsoneis, who were fast coming m, 
I could do nothing but advise oui party, and myself accompany them, over to 
Mohumdeo, as Mr Thomason had, in reply to a note I sent lnm from Powayn stated, 
that they weie still safe there, and we accordingly reached there in safety yesterday 
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morning at 11 A v I have tins morning, dispatched tv.o Sowars with a letter to 
Alimud Hufasun Khan, the Deputy Collcctoi to immediately despatch to mo, all the- 
available Sowns and a fall and tine account of the stale of the district and city, 
should such bo favorable, I will myself icturn to the distiict^ From what Mr Thom- 
ason lias hem d r it appeals that, some Nuvvnb has set up as King there Immediate!), 
on icceipt of luithci mfoimation, I will send a fnithci report The Tieasury was- 
looted, and the msni gents, I hear, aftervvaids a out to Delhi, Via Bareilly I enclose 
a list of tho killed, missing and escaped Mi Thomason has already sent a list from 
me to Mi.- Chi is turn.

THE OUTBREAK OF DISTURBANCES 

AT 

BUDAON. 


The news of the outbreak at Meerutt, and of tlic simultaneous distui - 
bances m tlie Country cneumjaeent to tliat Station, would appeal to have be- 
come known m tlie Budaon Zillab about the 15tli of the month Men’s 
minds became excited and unsettled, and it may be presumed that theie were 
not wanting eithei bad oi ambitious chaiacteis who hoped by the mtioduction 
of, “ the good old rule, the simple plan that he may take who has the 
power, that he may keep w r lio can,” to better their existing condition, and to 
attain either to power and eminence as w r ell as moie generally to giatify 
their individual love of cupidity or desne for revenge fiom a new and dis- 
oideicd state of Society The seeds of anarchy aie easily sown, and the 
Magistrate to arrest the popular agitation, which he doubtless saw was pio- 
gressmg, stiove both by politic as well as defensive measures to waid off the 
stoim of lebelhon fiom his distnct Foi this puipose conciliatoiy and re- 
assunng letteis weie addiessed to voiy many landholders, and the police of 
the distnct, hqise and foot, was also laigely augmented 

The first sign of the appioachmg tempest showed itself m the village 
of Bihtah Goosaieen m the Bilsee Peigunnah A hackery load of melons 
was plundeied theie, and on the Thanadai and his myimidons pioceedmg 
to the spot to make enqumes, they weie sent, like Macaulay’s Appius Clau- 
dius of unhappy memory, “ with slnveied fasces home ” The Magistrate’s 
hands would not appeal to have been sufficiently stiong to punish this 
outrage, and it consequently led to others About the 21st of May the 
inhabitants of Neoia Beoia and other villages m the Goonoui Thanah 
adjacent to the high load, commenced plundering tiavelleis, whilst those of 
Mouzahs Futtehpooi Goonoui and otheis, plundeied the boats laden with 
/gram belonging to Beopaiees, which weie mooied on the Ghats of the 'Ganges 

The Aheers of Nundpooi Lawui and otheis banded togetliei and mui- 
dered Heeia Singh and Kulloo Smgh, Zemindais of Puthena, and wounded 
Gopal Smgh the brother of the above, plundeiing then pioperty at the time 
The Alieeis of Mouzah Azeezpooi, Dhuneopooi and otliei villages foimed 
n gatheung, and sacked and burnt the village of Joona Maiee, muideiing 
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BUDAON 


Pm si am and Kulhon Singh tlie Zemmdai s, and one Buldoo Goshaioen of 
Futtehpoie lobbed and wounded a police peon of Thanuh Goonoui 

At Sulieswan, the Tliakoois of Kumurpote lobbed a Government Sowar 
of his lioise, and a police peon of Ins piopeity, and at Bmawui the Thakoor 
muideied Yosuf Khan the kaiendali ol Molioun Ally, the Zennndai of the 
village 

Mr Phillips the Joint Magistiate of Efcah, ciosscd ovei from Ins own 
distnct on the light bank of the Ganges, and came fust to Sheikhoopoor 
and affcei wards into Budaon 

Intimation was received on the morning of tins day in^Budaon, of the 
march of a portion of the Baieilly mutmeeis for Binlaon Mi Phillips left 
to join Mi Biamley at Puttialec, and in the afternoon ol the same day, Mi 
Edwaids the Magistiate dctei mined upon evacuating the station The Sepoy 
Guard stationed at the Tieasuiy had meantime bioken into open Mutiny, 

( then conduct had been most msuboidmatc for some dajs picvious) sewed 
the Treasuie undei then cliaige, lelcased the piisoncis in the Jail, and 
commenced a desultoiy fusillade with then Muskets Thej were joined as 
a mattei of couise, by all the bad ch.uactcis m the City, and all kinds of 
excesses were committed 

The Magistrate, m company with Mi Alevmdei Donald and Ins Son, 
and Mi Gibson, a Patiol in the Customs, letnedfiom the Siuldei Station by 
the Puttehguih load, being escorted on then way by Sheikh Sluufoodeen, 
Zemindar of Sheikhoopooi, and a body of lus letuineis, and passing tlnough 
Sheiklioopoor they went and stopped foi the night at Kukoia, a ullage situ- 
ate on the banks of the Ganges, and belonging to the Sheikhoopooi Zennndai 

The Mutineers fiom Baieilly then reached Budaon, and setfiie to the 
Bungalows, and took possession of the Government Tieasuie The Magis- 
trate and Collectoi and party set out foi Putli.dce, leaving ICukoia loi 
that purpose, and ciossmg ovei to ICadn gunge in the Etah Dish ict, by the 
Zemmdai of winch place, Gliolam Nubee Khan, they _veie well and hos- 
pitably leceived One Bijjee Singh, a Thakoor of Kukoia, deputed by Sheikh 
Shurfoodeen foi that purpose, saw them safe acioss the Ganges Most of 
the inhabitants of Budaon meantime had ‘joined with and entei tamed the 
mutinous troops from Baieilly Otheis again, the bettei disposed, wishing 
to get rid of their presence, disseminated a leport that a Euiopean Force 
was at hand, and this had the desned effect of causing the Sepoys to maich 
immediately back to Baieilly with then tieasuie Afftei then depnrtuie Mr 
Stewart, the Tieasury Clcilc of the Budaon Collector’s office, who had up 
to this time been hiding about the suburbs of the City w ent to Chekhoopooi 
wuth his family , Sheikh Shurfoodeen immediately gave them piotection, and 
had the family conveyed m safety to a neighbounng village of lus, Sookhee, 
where he pi otected them notwithstanding the tin eats and demands of the 
rebels for many months, and eventually succeeded m seeing them conducted 
safely to Allyguih Mr Erith also, tlie Head Cleilt, w r ent to the village of 
Nugla Shurkee and obtained protection from the Koormees of the place, and 
afterwards moved to Gudhoul, the Zemmdai of which, Hemmut Singh, gave 
him every piotection and assistance Mi J Peteis the Foujdaree Cleik, 
Mr T Peters the Road Supeuntendent, and Mi M Peteis, another brother. 
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also about the ^ame tune obtained pioteetion from the Zemindars of Mou- 
zahs Doondne, Peigunnah. Budaon, and Bichoula Nizamabad, Beiguunab 
Oojhanee 

"When the Mutmeeis came to Budaon from Baieilly the inhabitants 
of Suiai Jullundn, Surai Milan, Naee Suiai and Snrai Naln Khan and 
Mohulla Biahenrpoor, all Mohullas m the City of Budaon, and those of 
Nugla Slnukee, Busoolpooi and of othei adjoining ullages united noth 
them m pluudeimg the fuimtuie and piopeity in the Bungalows of the 
Emopean Ofliceis and lesidents in the Station, and one Muza Mun- 
sooi Beg, who aftenvnids became a noted Bisaldai undei the Bebels, 
plundcied the Goveinment Dispensary and the College, both situate m the 
City The villagers of Nugla Shuikee also, m unison with the lesidents of 
the Bialiempooi, Puttialee Suiai and Naee Suiai Mohullas of Budaon, plun- 
deied and destioyed the lecoids of the two Moonsiffees as also those of the 
Kotu alee , 

On the news of the outbieak at the Sudder Station becoming knorvn m 
the Peigunnahs of the distuct distuihances bioke out m every direction, 
and anaichy and nnsiule completely obtained the upper hand The roads 
wcie no longci c afe for tiavelleis, and opportumty was taken by the bands 
of armed men, who scoured the country m all duections, not only to satiate 
their lust of plunder, but to settle old feuds by an appeal to arms, or more 
frequently by the committal of cruel murders 

In the Pergunnahs of the Goonour Tub seel, the Aheeis ; m Peigunnahs 
Note, Bilsee Khass, Oojlianno Budaon, Dattagunjc and Ooseith, the 
Thakoois , in the villages of Peigunnah Bissowlee, the Mahomedans and 
Thakoois , and m those of Suheswan the Aheers, Thakoois, and Mahomedans, 
banded fhenweb.es togetlici and made laids upon one another’s villages 
The lives of many innocent peisons, as veil as those of the combatants were 
'sacufied on these occasions, and the combats themselves were often of a 
most sanguinary charactei , to instance which, the case of the attack by the 
united Alieei communities on the Thakooi milage of Bliois, m the Suheswan 
Peigunnah, and that of the same tribe on the Thakooi village of Dhun&iee, m 
the Goonoui Peigunnah, may be cited as instances In the foimer case 
Goolab Singh, the Thakooi of Bliois, was beseiged m Ins foit m Ins village, 
and aftei a most despeiate resistance, killed with upwaids of 40 of his 
retameis , while m the lattei Deep Singh, the old Thakoor Zemindar of 
Dhunfiree was muideied with many othei s of his village, and his head severed 
and bi ought m tuumph into the Aheei milages of Blm&othee Black mail 
also was freely levied by the noteis fiom all the bunmyahs and muhajans 
in then neighbouihood, and the valuable Indigo factories of the Messis 
Donald, situate at Budaon, Bilsee, Oojhanee, and Bissowlee, not only plun- 
dered, but completely gutted, at Bilsee and Budaon m particular nothing but 
the baie walls being left, the non boilers moieovei being taken out of the 
woiks, and shot cast therefrom The Town and rich mart of Bilsee was 
deliberately plundered, foi upwaids of a fortnight, by the Thakooi s of the 
neighbourhood, the veiy foundations of the houses m the Bazaar being dug 
up m seal cli of Treasuie Bands of Maiaudeis from the North- Western 
Peigunnahs of the Distuct also went up to, and shaied m the plunder of, the 
town of Cliundousee in Mooiadabad 
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In the scenes of lapme and violence w Inch took place at tins penod tlie 
following individuals and Milages w ould appeal to have been conspicuous m 
then own icspcctivc localties

In the Town or rather Kusbah of Datagimge, the Thakoois hist pur- 
posed to plunder the Tuhscelce, but weie kept m check by the lemonsti antes 
of the Tuhsecldai Clieyt Smgh lie, m the' meantime, had sent into Budaon 
to Ins fuends for assistance These peisuadcd ten of the late Magistiato’s 
Sgw.iis to set out for Datagungc On then alnval the Tuliseeldar packed the 
Tt ensure, paitly on alight Country Caifc, and gave sundiy bags to the Sowais 
to cany The lattei decamped with these on the load m, and the Tuhsecldai, 
to av oid it may be presumed f a demand fiom the Bcbcls, 01 fiom what othei 
pretext it is not known, divided, on his amval at Budaon, the balance 
amongst the Tuhseel Chupiawes who had accompanied and escorted linn in 





About the same time m the North West portion of the Bistnct, one 
A/ee/ Klian pioclaimcd Imnself Soobah of Bissowlce, being joined by the 
Paishkai of the Gm ei nnient Tuhseel theie, and otiiei servants of Government 
He again was dispossessed foi a tune by Thakooi Nehal Smgh, but he suc- 
t ceded eventually in obtaining possession of the greatci poition of the monej 
m the luiiseel, and linking oft with it to Khan Bahadooi Khan at Baieilp 
I he ! h ikoon of the neighhomhood also vhont fins same time, handed togetliei 
U> plundct Bissowlce and came as l.u as the villigo of Nijra on the banks of 
i e bote, about i mile fiom Bissowlce, desfi o , mg w ant onp dining fliui , 
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stay tlieie the Govemment Budge orei the nvci , but Chiradun Singh, Ze- 
mmdai of Bhanpooi m Kote interfered and made peace between the pai ties, 
that m B'ssovdee at this period being undei the command of Azeez Khan 
In the neighbouihood of Budaon, Kliaee Singli of Khunnnck, led a band of 
Thakoois against the City, but was zepulsed 

The Thakoois of the adjoining villages attacked Shekoopoie, but were 
lepulsed by the Zemmdais of that place Qn the same date the Nazim 
Abdool Jtuhcem Khan amved m Budaon from Baieilly vitliFussahut 
Oollak as his Naib lie immediately set about oigamzmg Ins estiblrdmient 
Zoolfekai Oodeen, the former Foujdaiee Shenshtadai took office undei the Re- 
bels as Deputy Magisti ate, and Tufussul Hoosein a fonnei, but pensioned, Tuh- 
seeldai as Deputy Colli , Ruzee Ollah Tuhseeldai of Bisson lee undei Goa t 
became Tuhseeldar of Budaon undei the Rebels Mahomed Hoosein, anothei 
pensioned Tuhseeldai, also became a Deputy Colli , and his biothei Ahmud 
Hoosem, foimeily Naib Revenue Shenshtadai became Sheushtadar undei 
the Rebels Those two men, the lattei paiticulaily, were most mveteiafe 
m then hatied to us (Jzrnut Oollah Khan was appointed Bukshee of the 
Fouj, and Saifoollali Khan, foimeily also a Tuhseeldai m Government sei vice. 
Sip ah Salai or Generalissimo Wuleedad Khan, Munsooi Beg, and otlieis ueie 
nominated Rissaldus , Choudhiees Sifut Ally, Tufuzzool Hoosem and others 
KoomecLuis , Luclimun Singh made Tuhseeldai of Oojhanee, Badoollah Khan 
appointed Kotwal of Budaon, and so on with othei mfeiioi posts 

The Nazim then issued Penvanahsto all the foimei Suddei and Mofussil 
Omlahs calling on them to attend to then lespective duties All, with one 
01 two evceptions, complied foi feai of the consequences of a lefusal, but 
many took an early oppoitunity to tlnow up then appointments 

Majid Ally,. Tuhseeldar of Goonoui, left his Tuhseels eaily m this month 
and came to Budaon, bunging with him certain important papeis i elating to 
the R-e venue Collections of his Peigunnah which he made ovei to the 
Nazim Wiizeer Smgh, the Thanadai of Goonoui, with majouty of his Po- 
lice, and the Tuliseel Omlali undei then Peshkar Peibhoo Lall, still hold out 
liowevei at then posts at Goonoui 

The Nazim now commenced to demand money fiom the ullages adjacent 
to Budaon, some of the Zemmdais paid while otlieis again lefused The Na/im 
upon this sent Sowais and Peyadahs to enforce Ins demands, and brunt a^,a 
punishment, the lefiactoiy Tliakooi villages of Khuimuck and Rnfeeabad 
He then commenced to collect any Government Tieasuie which had been 
left m the Distuct, and foi this puipose Ruzeeoollah the Tuliseeldir of B'i- 
daon was sent to Clieyt Smgh, late Tuhseeldai of Datagunge, and the 
lattei made to furnish a list of the Chupiassies to whom the tieasuie fiom 
3ns Tuliseel had 'been disbursed Such of these men as had not absconded 
veie appiehended, and made to lefund what had been paid to them by then 
late Tuhseeldai A force also was sent to Suhe.su an to collect the money 
tlieie, but Hydiu Khau would only give up a small portion of it, ic taming 
the laigei shaie foi himself 

Omiao Small Taloolcadar of Hutoolee and the Zenundai of Rudoolee of 
Datagunge, veie appointed managers ol Datagunge by Khan Bah idooi Khan 
The Zemmdais of the Pergunnah howeiei letused to acknowledge thou 
autlunuy, and collecting togethei m a luge body undei then own leaden-. 
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AVitli one II ml oil Smgh of Buksamah at tlien head, undo) the title of 
Dhapoodham, advanced with the intention of attacking Budaon A com- 
bat ensued on the shuts of the City, in -which fhcTliahoois weie worsted, and 
they fell back 

The Zomindais of the Bisson lee Poigunnah lefusmg to acknowledge 
the authority of Nubce Khan of Tlutlua, the Tul^cehhu of Bisson Ice under 
the Rebels, a gun, -winch lmd amved liom Bareilly, was despatched with 
ti oops, the whole undei command of Fussahut Oollah to cocice them A 
fight took place near Wu/eei gunge with the Tlmlcoors of Kolina under Fut- 
tch Smgh m w Inch the Mahomcdans w ei e w oi-sted, and Fussahut Oollah w oun- 
ded , but being sboitly aftei reinforced b} another gun and fiesli iioops un 
dei Nm Mahomed Klian fiom Aonlali, the\ returned to the charge, and 
tins time overpoweied their late Motors 

The village of Belli ia was sacked and bunit, and pi occed mg onward 
to Bissowlee after Ins Mctoiy, Nia/. Mahomed Khan lcMed a fine of 3100 
Rs fiom the Bunyauhsof that place, and 2000 JR fiom those of the Town 
of Wuzeei gunge Measures also weie adopted b^ the lebcls for collecting 
the levenue of the Bissowlee Pei gunnah, Rn/ec Oollah, who had been foi- 
meily Tuhsceldni there, being scntfoi with tins end tiom Budaon 

About tins panic pcuod A zee/ Ahmud of Bampooi, JiaMng obtained 
from Klian Babadoor Khan the farm of the Suheswan Pei gunnah came and 
established himself there with a couple of Guns and an armed Force, and 
assumed the title of Chuekladar ofSuheswan

The Thakoors of Datagunge purposed to make a second attack on 
Budaon, but weie awed by a foicc with guns sent out against them 

Captain Go van crossed o-cer into Suleympoic fiom Kheia Rujheni m 
the Shajehaupoie distnct and was well caied foi and piotccted by Iveeruth 
Smgh and otliei Zemindars of the Datagunge Pei gunnah, ns weie also other 
European and Euiasian fugitives from the Baieilly distnct 

Mahomed Yar Khan came to Budaon in this month ns Naib Nazim, 
and Bulnn Ally Klian also amved tlieie, a fugitne from the tountn ncio^s 
the Ganges, and proceeding fiom Budaon to Baieill}, obtained fiorn Khan 
Babadooi Klian the farm of the Bissowlee and Islammirrrti Peigunnalis 
ITe appointed one Asliraf Ally as his Naib Chuekladar, and Hoosam Ally 
as Tuliseeldar, and these commenced foitliwitli to leali/e the lcvenues of 
the Peigunnalis i 

Ahmud Oollah Khan of Kumbhul in the Mooiadabad district also took 
about this time the contiact for the faun of the Goonoui Peigunnalis, but, 
having no force of any stiengtb with lmn at the time to enforce bis demands, 
and the Alieei-s of the Pei gunnah, wdio bad assembled m vast numbei-s, being 
adveise to his projects, he was obliged foi the tune to defei enteimg into oc- 
cupancy of the temtory 

Early in tins month Niaz Mahomed Klian, the Rebel Geneial, maiclied to 
Ooseitb On tlie load a Rissalali of Ins undei command of Bcdai Klian 
plundeied the village of Khuikoulee, having miuxleied first m letum foi some 
supposed slight the son of Zahm Smgh the Thakooi Zemindar of the place 
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Eaily in tin's montli also, fugitive rebels, Iioise and foot, under command of 
Bili Bio, the nephew of Nana, Edo, ciossed over into the district from 
Malagmh by Anoopshuhm Gbit on the Ganges, and passed onwaids to Sha- 
jelianpoie 

The Bebel Geneial Niaz Mahomed Khan paid a visit to Suheswan, and 
levied fines fiom the Mei chants there 

Bhooieh Khan obtained fiom Khan Bahadoor Khan the lease of the 
Datagunje Peigunnah and commenced, with. the assistance of the Tliakoors, to 
collect the levenue theie 

Wuleedad Khan of Mdldgurh and Ismael Khan came to Budaon 
fiom Baieilly , and obtammg funds from Suheswan, proceeded onwards 
to Futteliguili 

Towards the close of the month Mr. .J. C Wilson, the Special Com- 
missioner came to Koolia Nugria m the Soron Peigunnah of Etah to ar- 
lange for the escape from this side of the nvei of Captain Gowan Abdool 
Kuhnian Khan the Nazim of Budaon hearing of his being m that neigh- 
bourhood proceeded with tioops to' Kuchla Ghdt and remained encamped 
theie for some fifteen 01 20 days 

As the Pergunnah of Goonour had not up to tlus period been taken 
possession of by the Bebels, their General marched -with troops and guns 
and encamped at Islamnugui with the view of making arrangements from 
thence foi attacking the Aheers 

Early in this month the Kebel General with his troops attacked Bhi- 
raothee, the head-quaiters of the Aheers in Goonour, being assisted by the 
Zemindars of Byhoee m the Mooradabad district, who were longing 
to levenge the death of Deep Smgh the Thakooi of Dhanaiee, whose 
muider by the Aheers of Bhiiaothee has already been alluded to m this 
Nanative A fight took place at Bhiraothee on the 5th Novembei between 
Niaz Mahomed Khan’s foice and the Aheers of Pergunnah Goonour, m 
which the lattei were leadily woistecL Wuzeer Smgh, the Thanadar of 
Goonoui, who with Ins pohce had held out till now, finding the rebels 
approaching them, crossed over into * the Boolundshuliur district and joined 
Mi Sapte the Magistiate there, he was followed by the Tuhseelea Omlah 
of Goonoui The Thanah lecoids weie secieted by the Zemindars of 
Goonour, and the Bebels took possession of those in the Tuliseel 

About the 10th of this month Abdool Buheem Khan was either dis- 
missed from his post of Nazim of Budaon, or threw it up from some cause,

On the 27tli of this month (May) some 2000 Bebels, lioise and foot 
with some 15 elephants, aftei bieakmg acioss the Doab, crossed the Ganges 
at Jathee Ghat neai Kliyia Julalpoie, m the Ooseitli Peigunnah of this 
distnct, and though closely piessed by tvvo columns sent aftei them foi 
that puipose fiom Slia]ehanpoor, succeeded in making good their passage 
into Oudli They gave themselves out as Tantia Topee’s followers, and 
aie supposed to have been a portion of the fugitives Eebel force fiom 
Jhansee 

Bugadiei Coke’s column from Shajehanpooi amved at Ooseitli on 
the 3id of this month, and moved into Kakialah on the 5th, burning 
tlnee rebel villages on the load The column leached Budaon on the 
6th and laige numbei of arrests took place, on that f , and following day 
undei the dnection of Mr Pucketts the Civil Officei accompanying, seveial 
unpoitant lebels being "apprehended 

The OfFg Magistiate of the district amved fiom Baieilly with 'a 
column undei Colonel Wilkinson, consisting of a Wing of the 42d .Royal 
Highlanders, a squadion of the Caibmeeis and a heavy batteiy This foice 
maiched the following day foi Mooiadabad, via Bissowlee, whilst the 
OfFg Magistrate attached himself to Coll Coke’s column, which left also 
for the same destination, but via Suheswan 

The 10th and 11th of the month weie spent at Suhesw an, the column 
having halted theie foi the second day Tw r o notonous Rebels villages 
weie burnt on the load by the Foice, as on the advance fiom Ooseitli, 
and many anests also took place 

On the 12th the Foice left foi lslamnuggui which was leached on 
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the 13tli, and seveial Rebels who from then wounds bad evidently been 
engaged m the late conflict with the Navab of Rampoor’s Troops, were 
appiehended and shot The column then left for Mooradabad vi.l Chun- 
dousee, whilst the Magistrate proceeded to the Peigunnah of Goonoui, af- 
ter a ciicuit of winch and that of Suheswan he eventually returned 
to Budaon eaily m August 

The Distnct had by this time become well settled and the levenue 
was' coming m rapidly

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RESTORATION OR AUTHORITY , 

AT 

BAREILLY, 

DURING THE YEAR 1S57-8 


Dciuxg the months of Apul and. May, various reports weie m cucula- 
tion throughout the distnct, all tendmg to incense the minds of the people 
against the English Government , and to impiess them with the idea that 
attempts weie about to be made to destioy then Cast, and ultimately com- 
pel them to embiace the Chiistian lehgion The Native Regiments at Ba- 
leilly weie kept m oidei foi sometime by the skilful management of then 
Officeis, but on the 31st May 1S57, they lose m open Mutiny The Ladies 
and Chihli en had pieviously been sent to Namee Tal, but some of the Mei- 
chanta and cleiks had delayed to send off then families, and most of the -wo- 
men and cluldien who weie heio at the time of the outbreak weie muidered 
by the mob 

It -was thought that the Sth Inegulars weie loyal, and then hnes had 
been fixed on as the place of lendezvous, in the event of the Sepalns mutiny- 
ing , accoidmgly on the 31st May many of the Officeis, and some of the Civil- 
ians assembled thoie Howevei it soon became apparent that the Iriegulai 
Cavalry had joined the mutineeis , and theiefoie seeing no hope of being 
able to do good by lemauung wheie they weie, the Officeis who had met theie 
determined to liy and foice then way to Namee Tal They succeeded in 
leaolnng that place m safety, with the exception of Mr Wyatt, Deputy 
Collectoi, who left them aftei they had gone a shoit distance, and was aftei- 
waids muideied Mi Bailees, Sessions Judge, Mi Robertson, Judge, Di 
Hay, Mi Bucli and Mi On, took lefiige m the houses of some Natives 
, of lank m the City, wheie they weie muideied by the mob as soon as then 
places of concealment weie discoveicd Most of the other persons who w r ere 
m the station on the day of the mutiny were muidered, see Appendix A 

The leading Mahomcdans of the City, weie fully awaie of the inten- 
tion of the Ti oops, and had piepaied the people to join in the lebelhon 
against the British Government 
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Thcie weie two men m Bar edfy whom the Pathans of Pohilcund looked 
np to as leadcis, one w as Mobaiek Shah Khan, the otliei Khan Bahadooi 
Khan Mobaiek Shah Khan had gieat hopes of being able to sccmc the chief 
authority for himself, his wealth and influence with the clan of the Pathans, 
of v Inch he was the chief, seemed to warrant Ins hopes , he thought that by 
at once declaring himself he nuglit seeuie the Musnud hefoie Khan Bahadoor 
Khan, who was a man of veiy little peisonal eneigj r , though of much influence 
among the Pathans, fiom his descent from Hafiz Permit Khan the Pathan 
lulei of Baieilly, and uncle of Mahomed Ah Khan the foundei of the Malio- 
medan rule m Polnlcund or Kutliau as it was then called Mobaiek Shah 
Khan an eneigetic decided man, oil healing the filing m Cantonments, left 
his house accompanied bj r about 500 of Ins fnends and lelations, and took 
the load to the Cotwali, with the intention of declaring himself Nawab Nazim 
of Baieilly undei the King of Delhi , he had pieviously mtngued with Bukt 
Khan the leadei of the mutinous Sepahis, with this object On Ins way lie 
met Khan Bahadooi also going to the Cotwali Khan Bahadoor was sup- 
ported by tlie Syuds of the Naomelila, a veiy influential body of men, and 
by the Mahomedans of the old city , his claims also by descent weie fai 
supeuoi to those of Mobaiek Shah Khan, and the lattei at once saw that lie 
must yield He theiefoie'gave up his intention of seizing the Government 
foi lnniself, and became one of Khan Bahadooi ’s most active suppoiters 
An impiomptu Musnud was elected at the Cotwali coveicd with shawls &c, 
and Madai All Khan, speaking m the name of the Pathans of Polnlcund, 
called upon Khan Bahadooi to seat himself upon it, and declaie himself 
ruler, undei the King of Delhi ' A Mohumdi Jliunda 01 flag was then set 
up m fiont of the Cotwali, and a pucka cliubowtia built m front of it, on 
which incense was burnt 

As soon as Khan Bahadooi was installed pioclamations notifying the 
event weie issued throughout the City The leeoidsrn the Cotwali Wcie burnt 
The Government uniform was taken fiom the Buikundazes, and the money 
in the Mai khana plundeied About tins time information was given to Khan 
Bahadooi that some English gentlemen weie concealed m the houses of 
Hamid Hussan Monsiff and Aman All Khan , he at once oideied a paity to 
be sent to kill them, befoie these men got theie, the mob of the city 
headed by Fuzloo, a well known bad chaiacter, had bioken into the houses 
and murdeied the English gentlemen Khan Bahadoor then issued a piocla- 
mation duectmg thateveiy Euiopean should be put to death, and thieatenmg 
death to any one who should givh sheltei to them Hamid Hussan v as 
then appointed Cotwal m the place of Budi-ol-deen who had gone away with 
the Conrmissionei and other gentlemen to Namee Tal 

At 3 o’clock p m , Mi and Mis Aspmall with then clnldien weie 
hi ought to the Cotwali and put to death by oidei of Khan Bahadooi , the 
little clnldien were first muideied and then the paients The bodies of Mi 
Baikes, Mi Bobertson, Dr Hay, Mi Bucli and Mr Oil, aftei having 
been diagged naked tlnough the stieets of the city, were now bi ought to the 
Cotwali and tin own down m fiont of the Mohumdi flag , they lemamed tlieie 
till the next morning when they weie flung into a tank outside the City 

1 Khan Bahadooi about 4 pm, accompanied by Mobaiek Shah Khan, Ahmed 
hah Khan, and a numbei of Ins suppoi teis, now made a pi ocession tin ougli the 
ehy, ruth men m fiont of then elephants, pioclaiming that the Government of 
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the English was at as end, and that the King of Delhi was now the lulei of 
India The people weie also duected to letum to then houses and le-open 
then shops, which had been shut since the niommg Fuzl Huq Tuliseeldai 
of Kmvabguuje, J affii Ah Thanadai, and many other Government employees 
came in this evening, and tendeied then allegienceto Khan Bahadooi 

On the morning of the 1st June, Khan Bahadooi issued ordeis foi all 
the Amlahs to attend at the Cotwndi, and pioceeded to take nieasuies for 
sccuung the authouty he had usurped , all the Goveimnent officials weic 
oideied to continue at their posts and cany on their duties, imdei pain of 
severe punishment m case of tlieir lefusal 

Mi Hansboiougli the Supt of the Jail was now bi ought to the 
Cotwali by the Syuds of the Naonielila , he had defended lnniself 
most gallantly dining the whole of the 33 st May on the gateivay of the Jail, 
but was seized on the morning of the 1st June, and bi ought befoie Khan 
Bahadooi, when placed befoie linn. Mi Hansboiougli, said in a loud voice 
that was heaid by all the people, “ I am in youi power, and you can 
h'U me, but do not think foi a moment, that by murdering me and all the 
otbei Englishmen lieie, you will be able to put an end to the Butish Govt ” 
Khan Bihadooi then oideied him to he cut to pieces Muneei Khan was 
now r appointed Kaib Cotwal, and the Tuliseeldai was oideied to make ar- 
rangements for supplying the Sepalns in cantonments with provisions.. 

A Diu bar was appointed foi 2 o’clock p jr., and all the Chief men. m 
the City weie oideied to attend. The Cotwal w r as dnectod to see to this 
After holding Duibai in the City, Khan Bahadooi, accompanied by Mobarek 
Shah Khan, Ahmed Shah Khan, Akbar All Klian, Soba Iiam and many 
otlieis of the chief men mounted on Elephants, with a great ciowd of the 
mob, on foot and horseback, pi ocecdcd m state to tlie Cantonment to pay a con- 
gratulatory visit to Bukfc Khan, Moliamed Sliuffi, and theleadeis of the 
lebel tioops On then amval at the edge of Cantonments near the Collectois 
Cutclieuy, the Sepahis, being unceitam of then purpose, hied at them 
K!iau Bahadooi then stood up m Ins Howda, and ivaved Ins handkei chief 
m sign that lie came as a fuend Aftei some delay a message was sent to 
bun ft om Bulct Kh in, saying that he could not be allowed to entei Can- 
tonments attended by all the labble of the City, but that lie and a few of Ins 
chief suppoiteis must come alone if they washed to come On tins the 
ciowd was sent hack, and Khan Bahadoor, attended by Mobaiek Shah Khan, 
Alnncd Shah Khan, Madai Ah Khan, Kaiamut Khan, and Soba Ram went 
on , lie w as received with a salute of eleven guns Bukt Khan atfiistie- 
ceived lain with gieat coolness, and lefused to leceive his nuzzer of -Rs 
3,000, but was pi evaded to do so by Ahmed Shah Khan Aftei sitting for 
a short tune, Khan Bahadooi took Ins depaituie leaving presents foi the lead- 
ers of the Tioops 

On leaching his house m the City, Khan Bahadooi held a Council com- 
posed of Madai Ah Khan Mobarek Shall Khan, and Karamut Khan, to 
take into consideration the measures necessary foi lestoung some kind of 
oidei m the City and the District This mattei was foiced on his attention 
by the lepoits that came in fiom the Distuct, which was now 1 one scene of 
anarchy and violence The minds of the native population had been pie- 
paiedfoi the outbieak, by the nimouis sedulously cu culated throughout the 
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Distuct, dining May The new s of the mutiny of the Tioops spiead like 
wild-fire, and wheiecei the intelligence 1 cached, the people at once lose, not 
‘.o much m lebelhou against the Butish Government, as agamst all Govern- 
ment of am' kind, e\eiy man piepaied to wieuk his vengeance on Ins pnvato 
loe, or to fake -violent possession of land to which he consideied he had a 
claim — To gn e one instance out of many thatoccuiied TheTliakoois of Ak- 
ka had had a dispute about a wall, had fought among themselves, and 
had been punished by imprisonment They had been icleased befoie the mu- 
tiny On the day of the outbieak the paity who conceived themselves injuicd 
attacked the othei s, killed the foui sons of the leadei on the otliei side, cut 
oil the hands and feet of the Father, and placed him in a cait with the dead 
bodies of his sons, and flung them all into the Ramgunga 

Aftei much discussion it was determined to appoint a Dewan undei 
Finn Bahadooi, whose duty it should be to look aftei the police and reve- 
nue ol the Distuct Tlnough Madur All Khan’s influence Soblia Ram was 
selected is the Dewan, his knowdedge acquued m the service of the Butish 
Government m the Commissariat, added to his influence fiom Ins wealth, 
also opeiated in his favoui. 

In the evening Fuzloo the man who had headed the attack on Hamid 
Hussan’s house, and the mmdei of the English Gentlemen concealed theic, 
w’as hiought befoie Khan Bahadooi, chaiged by Fasaat Olah Khan, and 
seveial othei Mahomedans, wutli having bioken into then houses and plun- 
deied thou piopeity , he w as found guilty, and m accoi dance with a Eatua 
pionounccd by Mooftee Mayet Aluned, his light hand and left foot weie cut 
oft, he was a man of gieat pluck and eneigy, and immediately aftei the 
punishment w r as earned tlnough the City, seated in a Tonjon, by the mob, 
w'lio w r eie Ins devoted adnm eis , he lemamed at Baieilly dunng the lest of 
Khun Bahadooi’s leign, and is said to ha\c been killed m the fight at the 
Kmkuttea budge on the 5th May 1S5S 


On the morning of the 2nd June, Soba Ram attended Diubai, and was 
appointed Dewan bv Khan Bahadooi, Ins allow' mcc was to be -a shaie of 
whateaei lomamed aftei payment of the evponces of the Government, othei 
appointments wcie made at the same tune , Madat Ah Khan, and Neaz 
Mahomed Khanwcic appointed Geneials with salanes of Rs 1,000 a month 
Mouluo Khan w r as appointed Komedan arid given the faim of the Shahi Pei- 
guninh Moolchund w as appointed Kaih to Soba Ram ol 500 a month 
HooiiLall son of Solia Ram w as appointed Pay mastci on 1,000 Rs a month , 
Ah Hossun Khan, son of Madai All Khan, was made Commandant of 
Oucubyon 5()0 a month , Deen D^al, Supeimtendent of Roads, w'as made 
Daiogah of the gun foundiy on 200 a month SyfoolaKhan Jailci, was made 
bupeiinteudant of Jails, on 500 a mouth, and many othei mfeiioi appoint- 
ments an} man pionusing to bung 50 oi a 100 men w r as appointed Komedan 
Rii) i ol-dowlah a smgei of the Goait of the King of Oudh and now 
lesulmg at Baicillv, wars appointed A D 0 to Ivhan Bahadooi, and 
Mattel of tlie Ceiemonies lus cxpeiioiice m tlie Couifc of Oudh made 
a.in m autliontj m these mattei s, heiegulatcd rll lcceptions, Diubais <ic , 
he 'dwsal th it an m/ee should be sent at once to tlie King of Delhi, by 
Khan bahadooi, nu rating what li.nl been done, and soliciting tlie nppoini- 
aeiit o!

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The next day Khan Baliadooi went to visit Bukt Khan accompanied 
only by one of Ins fannly and a few attendants , Ins object was to beg tbe 
loan of two guns ft ora Bukt Khan, to enable kirn, to oveiave the mob of 
the City Bukt Khan declined lending the guns, but promised assistance if it 
was reqmred The same mglit Soba Bara went secietly to Bukt Khan and 
presented him with a pan of shawls worth 2,000 Rs 

Wlide the ^Mutinous Begiments lemamed at Baieilly, Khan Baliadooi* 
had little autkonty , the Sepahis acted as they pleased, they plundeied many 
houses m the City, and seized any good swoids or hoises they took a fancy 
to On the 7th June some of the Sowars of the 8th Inegulais sunounded 
the Sowliaia Mohulla, and. demanded, that Misr Bynatli a Banker, and 
Kunjet Lall the Government Treasuiei should given up to them , they con- 
cealed themselves foi a shoit time, but weie aftei wards discovoied and taken 
befoie Khan Bahadooi , he Avas m Dmbai Awtli Ahmed Shah Khan, Kussul 
IMund Biahnnn, Mabaiek Shah Khan, Moulvi Shah Khan, Bipa-ol-dov - 
lab, Syfoola, Amanut TIossam, Soba Bam and otheis Misi Bqnafh Avas 
oidsied to pay up at once all the money he had m his hands belonging to 
English officers, and the Treasurer avus ordeied to pioduce Avhatevei money 
he had on then lcfusal, they Aveie heavily noned and made over to Bukt 
Khan , they weie taken into Cantonments, shamefully ill tieated, being made 
to stand foi tivo days in the sun, and A'*eie threatened to be burnt alive oi 
bloAvn away from a gun if they continued obstinate , at last 54,000 Rs A\as 
got fiom them, Avhen they Avere released , this an angement a\ as bi ought about 
by then paying 4,000 Rs pi rrately to Mohamed Shuffe Bisaldai, one of the 
leadeis of the Troops About the time that Misi Bqnatli Avas taken befoie 
Khan Bahadooi Khan, Ah Khan Tuhseeldai of Shahi anraed at Baieilly bring- 
ing AVith him 14 000 Rs which he intended to piesent to Khan Bahadooi, 
some sepalus avIio liappened to be at the Cotivali seized it, and earned it 
arvay to Bukt Khan 

On the 11th June the sepahis marched from Baieilly to j‘om the lobels 
at Delhi , they committed gieat outrages befoie they started, and on the load, 
Mobaiek Shah Khan accompanied them the first niaiclr out, and sent an 
uizee by Bukt Khan to the King of Delhi soliciting the appointment of 
Nazim m Rohilcund 

Attei the troops left, Klian Bahadooi made some attempt to legulate the 
disoi deis pi evading m the City and the Distuct , he called a council com- 
posed of Soba Bam Dewaii, Madai All Khan, Ahmed Shah Khan, and 
Mobaiek Shah Khan, A\dio had returned from Futteh Gunge Aftei some 
discussion it was decided to appoint a Committee for the tnal of all cases 
m the fust instance The membeis Aveie, 

Ken ennat Khan — a descendant of Hafiz Behmat Klian and lelative of 
Klian Bahadooi 

Alhcu All Khan — a relative of Khan Bahadooi, fonneily Suddei Ameen 
of Mattia, dismissed for taking bnbes , he A\as head 
of the Committee and received a salary of Rs 1,000

Khan Bahadoor after settling the Committee, pioceeded to appoint Teh- 
seeldai-s and Thanadars foi the Distinct and Officers lor the anu\ he was rais- 
ing , for list of those appointed see appendix B 

The next day the Council met again the state of 'lie finance' fenced 
itself on then attention , all the moiiec m the Tieamry had been taken an ay 
bv the Mutineers, as well as some that had been biouirht m fiom the Mofus- 
sd , and also the sums that had been extorted fiom Mi=i Bijinth and Tv li- 
ny ah Ball The Ti enemy w as constquently empty part of the Eubbi Ertts 
had been collected before the outbieik. and what iu« due could not be ruk- 
oned on The Council tlieitrtore detennmed to lcv\ a tax on tlie City to 
mve some shew of lesahtv to this Eh m Brtiadooi called for > Bviva-t i from 
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some Pundits and for a Futwa from the Mooftis The que'tion piopouniled to 
them was, ‘ If a Ea] i orKuwab mm want of monee for public purpose- how 
much of lus subjects moveable piopertv urn be t ike Pundit Ojhai iegh A uh 
Mooftee Enayat Ahmed and Moolvie Amanat Hoovam having considered 
the question, replied that aiulei m such circumstances might call upon Ins 
subjects for l-10th of then wealth 

On receipt of this answer Elian Bahadoor appointed a committee undci 
Ivhosln Earn to assess the tax , the committee was composed of 
Eurnmoo Mull, Banker 
Earn Peishaud Mahajun 
Earn Lall do 

Dooiga Pershaucl Eannda of Eaja Euttun Smg 
Doorga Peivhaud, Gomashta of Muttra I)a« 

The committee sat m the home of Eunvah Lall and aftei taking an estimate 
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of the pioperty possessed by the Mahajuns and othcis sent in a statement 
fixing the amount of the tax at 1 07,U00 Rs- to be pud m 4 instalments one 
m Tune, one in July one in August and the last m September On this 
Eliosln Earn was appointed to collect the first instalment art once , he va^ 
afterwaids dismissed and Emam All and Svfoolah Eh an weie ordened to 
collect the remaining portion , they pioceeded to do tins bv tlie nio ? t violent 
measures, Cows hones were placed before the Hindoos plates of non were 
heated and those who refused to pay weie seated on them bv these means 
thee collected m all, with the fin-t instalment, 82 000 Its The balance vi- 
lemitted, on the people hnbmg Soba Earn , the monev thus obtained v as 
applied to the expenditure on account of Guns and powdei 
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On the 21st of June, a Finnan fiom the King of Delhi was i eceived by 
Khan Baliadooi m reply to the petition sent by him on the 2nd , he 11 as ap- 
pointed rulei of Kutehn with full authority m all r evenue and Police matteis 
Copies of this Finnan were sent to all the Tuhseehs and Thanahs and one was 
setup it the Cotwali Many persons howevei doubted whethei the Fiiman 
was a genuine paper from the King of Delhi They thought it was lmpos- 
sible that a reply to the petition of the 2nd of June should have been le- 
ceived so quickly, now that all the dales were stopped It had however an 
effect vuth the mass of the people and bi ought many adheients to Khan 
Bahadoor 

Shoitly aftei this Klian Bahadoor again seized Mist Bynath and extorted' 
some money fiom him, he also seized Lutclnm Naiam Tieasuiei, andmadelum 
pay 8,000 Rs , being a balance 111 his hands belonging to Mi Beikeloy 

The money obtained by the taxon the city, by fines fiom Bankcis and 
otheis, and by plundei, was soon expended, and Khan Bahadooi was again- 
obliged to eonsidei measures foi obtaining funds foi the payment of the tioops 
ho had enlisted, the salaries of the men he had appointed to vanous situa- 
tions, and the expences of the Gun Foundry &c 

Khan Bahadooi ’s autkonty was pietty w T ell established m the city, and 
the Mahomedan parts of the Distuct r but m the Peigunnahs of Besulpooi, Fui- 
eedpooi, and Nuwabgunge, was scarcely acknowdedged He and Ins Council 
eonsidei ed that it w r ould be politic to- negotiate with the Thakoois who weie 
the Chief Landholder m those parts, and thiough then Agency keep that part 
of the countiy quiet, and collect the levenue Khan Bahadooi accordingly be- 
gan to act on this plan, betook e\eiy opportunity 111 Duibai of spea lung 111 
piarse of the Thakoois, and expiessmg his admuation of then gieat qualities, 
he had also two men, alieady suppoiteis of Ins, thiough wdiose influence and 
address, he had reason to believe that he should be able to suc- 
ceed 111 his wishes One of them Jymal Sing, Tliakooi of ICcaia, had 
lntngued with Bukt Khan and Mahomed Shuffi befoie the mutiny , 
on this coming to the knowledge of the Commissioner of the Division, he 
had been sent foi , Khan Bahadooi on this occasion volunteied to be answei- 
able foi Jymal Sing’s loyalty , theie w-as consequently a fr lendly fooling 
between them The othei agent was Sumam Sing, a Jemadai of Goneial 
Paisons, when Soba Rij.ni was employed m the Commissauat , between Soba 
Ram and Sumam Sing there was along standing friendship and alliance 
Surnam Smg joined Khan Bahadooi heaitily and wars of essential seivice to 
linn 111 bringing ovei the Thakoois to 3ns side 

Jymal Sing had at once declaied foi Khan Bahadooi, he waited on hun 
m Datbai on the 2nd June, piesentoda Nuzzcr and leceived permission to 
ia-se a Regiment fiom among his clan of Jliangaia Rajpoots Through Ins 
influence Tliakooi Davi Sing Tlaquadai of Dousuteya now joined Khan 
Bvhadooi and piesented Ins Nuzzei The next day Tliakooi Rugonatli 
Sing of Bodowdee came and joined Khan Bahadooi , aftei presenting a 
Nuzzei he was dnected to laise a Regiment, and 01 dei cd to collect tlie 
levenues oi the Fuieedpooi Peigunnah The Tliakooi of Sheohgliui, the 
Thakoois of Nugena, Tliakooi Koonjbehrii Smg of Keuna, Tliakooi Nun- 
doo Smg of Entgaon, and othei Luge landed piopnctois among the Tiia- 
koiio also came m and tendeied then allegiance Jymal Smg foi his senn-e- 
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on tins occasion i oco.ii' oil a salaiy of Its 1 ,000 a month and tlic title ol 
Collectoi He continued foi some time a steady suppoitei ofKlian Baludooi, 
and was of essential seivicc to him on many occasions 

At the end of June, Thakooi Bugonath Sing of Bodowlee having 
enlisted 400 men bi ought them to Baicilly where they wcic inspected by 
Khan Bahadooi and stationed neai the City At tins time Hakeem Saadut 
All went once fiom Bampooi to Aowlah, to settle a dispute between the 
Hindoos and Maliomedans tlieie , Khan Bahadooi was afiaid of Ins influence, 
and oideied Bugonath Smg to maicli with his men to Aowlah, he was dismis- 
sed m full Duibai, aftei having been invested with a Idnllat, the title of Baja, 
and having leceivcd Pan fiom Khan Bahadooi IninsJf , beloie he leached 
Aowlah the dispute tlieie had been adjusted and Hakeem Saadut All had 
gone back to Bampooi, he theiefoic l etui nod to Baieilly 

Khan Bahadooi ’s success with these Thakooi s cstnbli-hed his authonfcy in 
some measuie m the distnct of Baicilly, and pait of Shahjehanpooi , hut in 
Budaon the pow r ei of Ins Nazim, Abdol Kuhnian Khan, was nicely nominal 
A huge landed piopnetoi Thakooi Hui Lall of Buksluena, commonly called 
the Dhabo Dliam Thakoors, collected Ins clan, and deelaied lnmself indepen- 
dent of the king of Delhi, and Ins Nazim Kliau Bahadooi , lie icfused to 
acknowledge Abdol Bulnnan Khan, and collected the ie\euues ol Peigunnah 
Saleempooi on Ins own account, he was joined by ntunbeis of Ins clan, and bv 
othei Bajpoots, and advanced to Budaon to attack Abdol Bulnnan Khan , all 
the inhabitants ol the place liowevei, Hindoo and Mahomedan, knowing that 
if tlieie was a fight they should he plundeicd, wluchevei side won, joined 
Abdol Kuliman to oppose him On this lie ictuined to Saleempooi, but con- 
tinued to hold the countiy m Ins owm name Khan Bahadooi feniing that Ins" 
example might be followed by othei Thakooi s, determined to send a stiong 
foice to put linn down, Neaz Mahomed was theiefoic sent with some Guns 
Cavaliy and Infantiy , on leaclung Budaon he w r as joined bv Abdol Bulnnan 
Klian, and they pioceeded togethei to attack ITui Lall , he was defeated and 
lied, but the wdiole countiy being m his faaoui, they weic unable to put lum 
down effectually, theytheiefoie applied to Khan Bahadooi foi lemfoi cements; 
he had none to send, and theiefoie detemnned to tiy what could be done by 
negotiation Accoidingly Jymal Smg was sent to Hm Lall , he succeeded m 
inducing Hui Lall to acknowdedge Khan Bahadooi, and letuinedto Baicillj

The money fiom the Besulpooi Tieasuiy had not yet been bi ought m , 
Khan Bahadooi theiefoie sent a foice to escort it to Baieilly , the money was 
bi ought in safety to the old city, but was tlieie met by some men of Chotan 
Khan’s Kegt , and tlie Bisalahs of Salai Jung Khan and Tuiuzul Hossam 
Khan , they took 5,000 Bs of it and sent the lemamdei on to Khan 
Bahadooi 

Bugonath Sing’s Begt which w’as stationed at Baieilly, began at the 
end of July to be clamouiotis for some pay Khan Bahadooi having no 
funds at hand, issued an oidei for the amount duo on Siuub Sukli Baic 
Tuhseeldai of Fiueedpooi, and gave it to Bugonath Smg Between Kngu- 
natli Smg and Small Sukh Baie, tlieie w r as an old standing giudgo , he was 
consequently annoyed at the lattei being appointed Tuhseeldai of Fuieedpooi 
""" whei e Ins estates lay On Bugonath Sing’s piesentmg the oidei, Suiah 
Sukli Raie, told lnm that lie had no money to pay it, and that he must 
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wait till the Khuieef lusts came m Rugonath Smg on tins went to 
Bodowlee, and liavmg collected all tlie ment of Ins clan, to tlie numbei of 
8 or 10,000, letuined to Fuieedpoor, and on the 31st July attacked Srnub 
Sukli Raie, and killed him with many of Ins men Rabat Olah Khan 
Risaldar happened at this time to be encamped on the Shahjehanpoor road 
neai Fureedpooi, with about 500 men , on healing what had occurred he 
marched on tlie 1st August to- attack Rugonath Sing, and was defeated, 
being killed with about 50 of Ins men When mfoimation of this Mas 
i eceived at Bareilly it caused considerable excitement among the Pathans,, 
and Khan Bahadoor saw that it -was necessary to put down the Rajpoots 
at once , he accoidmgly matched himself at the head of all Ins foices towaids 
Fmeedpooi, aftei he had gone a slioit distance he was prevailed upon to 
letmn by his attendants, but sent his troops on under Madar All Khan, 
Syfoolah* Khan and Tufuzul Hosain Khan The Tliakoois having no guns 
weie unable to oppose them and theiefoie letreated Madai All maiched 
to Futtehgunge plundeung and burning all the Rajpoot villages he came 
across, he also sent All Khan with a small force to Bodowlee, which was 
burnt and plundered Madai Alt Khan then returned to Baieilly, Rugonath 
Sing having fled to Bhunaoli

Rugonath Sing had thus compromised himself with tlie Pathans by the 
defeat and slaughtei of Rabat Olah Khan and Ins men , and -with Soba 
Rant by the minder of Surub Sukli Raie andhisielations who wei e Kayaths ; 
other causes of disagreement had also aiisen , a fnend of Tliakoor Jymat 
Sings had been seized and confined notwithstanding Ins entieatics, Soba 
Run had blown away two Tliakoois from guns on heating of the business 
at Fuieedpooi, and quairels about the payments of the levenue had taken 
place

Kltan Bahadooi seeing the feeling among the Tliakoois and being aware 
that he had no chance of successfully opposing the English without the 
assistance of the Hindoo population, attempted to re-attacli them to Ins intei - 
esfcs He leleased Jymal Sing’s fnend who w T as still m confinement, he sent So- 
ba Ram to Keara to induce Jymul Sing to leturn to Baieilly and attend his 
Duibais winch he had given up doing , by these nreasuies an apparent fnend- 
slup v r as patched up between them, but the Tliakoois hencefoiwmd only 
waited foi an opportunity to declaie against Khan Bahadoor 

The Syuds of the Nao mehla being displeased at the influence possess^ 
ed by Soba, and disliking tire Hindoo element mixed up with the Govern- 
ment tin ough his means, weie anxious to nun lum One day m August 
while ho was m Duibai, they rcported secretly fo Khan Bahaloor that an 
E lglish Gentleman was concealed in Soba Ram’s house, and obtained per- 
mission to scat ch it, they took with them a Regiment and a Risalah of 
Cavaliy and surrounded the place, broke open the doois, and began plundei- 
mg the piopeity This was tolcLto Enayat-olah Khan, Buksheesh All, and 
some fi lends of Soba Rani’s, -who went to the place and put a stop to the 
plundei Soba Ram was m Duibai while this was going on, when he was 
intoimed of what had happened he went home shut himself up and lefused 
to attend Duibai again Aftei a few' days, thioughthe agency of Madai All 
Khan, w ho was an intimate fnend of Soba Ram, and by the apologies and 
legiets lavishly expiessed by Khan Bahadooi, he was appeased and again took 
chaige of Ins duties- A feu r days aftei this a body was found in a well m the 
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Public Gardens, it is supposed by many that Mi Wyatt was really concealed' 
m Sobba Ram’s bouse, until the attack on it by tbc Syuds, that Soba Ram 
was then alarmed at the consequences to himself, should Mi Wyatt’s ie- 
sidence there be discoveied, and that he theiefoie had him killed and tlnown 
into this well, at a distance fiom Ins house, to avert suspicion fiom him 

Khan Bahadoor and Ins advisers felt that as long as the English held 
Namee Tal Ins authonty could not be firmly established m Rohdcund, he 
feared that they might raise tioops theie and come down to attack Baieilly, 
and he knew that the fact of then being theie would always be an element 
of weakness m Ins Government and would induce many to plot against lnm 
Accordingly in July as soon as he found himself m a position to do so, lie 
had collected a foice to attack the place, he appointed Ins Giandson Bunm 
Meer to the command, and he had accoidingly marched as fai as Behan, on 
the road , he delayed there however and did nothing beyond plundeung that 
part of the Country 

On the 18th of August, Khan Bahadoor by the advice of Ruja-ol-dowlah 
determined on sending a Nuzzer to the King of Delhi m the hope of ob- 
taining a diess of lionoui m letuin, accoidingly Ruja-ol-dovlah having 
drawn up the letter and ananged the Nuzzei the following piesents 
weie sent, 

1 Elephant with Gold Honda and tiappmgs 
1 Horse, with jewelled tiappmgs 
1 Koran 
1 Ciown 

101 Gold Mohurs 

The Crown and Koran were supplied by Buja-ol-dovlah who had lecefved 
them fiom the King of Lucknow and bi ought them with lnm to Baieilly 
The Nuzzei was sent undei chaige of Ahmed Shah Khan, Ah Yar 
Khan, and Akbar Khan with 50 hoisemcn and 200 foot Ahmed Shah 
Khan returned after going as far as Rampoor but the rest vent onto 
Delhi 

All this time Bunm Meer who had staited m July to attack Namee Tal 
had loitered at Behan, plundering the Countiy In Octobei, Ah Khan Meva- 
tie and Hafiz Kullan Khan weie sent with a Regt and some Cavalry to join him 
and urge him on Bunm Meei made some objections to proceeding at once, on 
which Ah Klian told lnm that he might go back to Baieilly if he liked, that 
all he wanted was his guns , accoi dmgly Bunm Meei l etui ned to Bai eilly and 
All Khan went on to Huldwanee and Kat Godown, both v Inch places he 
plundered and burnt, the next day he was attacked by a foice sent fiom 
Namee Tal and defeated with considerable loss 

Khan Bahadoor having being informed that intelligence of the intended 
attack on Namee Tal had been sent fiom Bareilly, oideied eveiy man who 
could read or write English to be imprisoned, they weie kept in confinement 
for 2 days and then released, undei tin eats of punishment m case they weie 
detected corresponding with the English , all the Bengalis weie oideied to 
leave the city at once 

Rugonath Sing and the other Thakoois aftei the fight at Fuireedpoor, 
and then subsequent flight had lemamed at Kunnaohc No revenue was 
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received by Khan Babadooi from that part of the country, he theiefore in 
October deteimmedto send a stiong foice under command of Madai Ah Khan 
to Kesulpooi, to collect the lusts due, as well as horn Powain and Deuna 
Smnam Smg went with Madar Ah Khan, and thiough Ins influence with 
the Thakoois induced many of them to meet him After some time Rugo- 
natli Smg of Bodowlie, Koshan Smg and Konjbelian Smg of Deuna, 
Nundoo Sing of Entgaon, Kaliei Smg of Kumraohe and Lakan Smg of 
Kotliar, agieed to accompany Madar Ah to Baiedly, where they piesented 
then nuzzers to Khan Baliadooi , they then entered into anameement together 
The Thakoois swoie on Ganges watei in which salt had been mixed, to be 
faithful subjects to Khan Baliadooi, and m leturn he confeired on them the 
farms of the following Ilaquas

Rugonath Smg and Bylas Smg liowevei, feeling that they could never be 
secuie undoi Khan Bahadoor’s Government, owing to their concern m the 
mm dei of the Kayths at Fuueedpooi, by which they had made Soba Ram 
then enemy , and the subsequent defeat and slaughtei of Rabat Olah Klian 
and his men, by which they had oflended the Pathans , took tliefiist oppor- 
tunity of leaving the disfcuct and flying to Bashipooi, whence they went up to 
NamceTalto lia\e an intei view w ith the Commissionei, and wheie they 
afterw aids remained until the le-occupation of the countiy, when they joined’ 
the English foice at Moiadabad, accompanied it to Baiedly, and have since 
done good service 


Notwithstanding Ins au alignments with the Thakoois, and the tax he had 
levied from the city and the confiscation of the property of eveiy one sus- 
pected of being favourable to the English Government, Khan Baliadooi found 
lnmself again in want of money Although the levenue from the milages was 
rigorously exacted, aud m many cases a gi eat deal nioie than the Govern- 
ment demand, a very small poition of it found its way into Ins Tieasuiy 
By plundei and confiscation Khan Baliadooi had managed to collect a gieat 
quantity of silvei ornaments &c , this was useless to him m its present foim, 
and he therefore detei mined by the advice of Ins council to issue a coinage of Ins” 
own , aftei much discussion it was determined to issue rupees of the coinage of 
Alum Shah, hut until a change of date, accoidmgly a mint was set up in. Ram- 
peishaud’s house wdnch had been confiscated on Ins lefusmg to seive as Tiea- 
suici A small quantity of silvei money w r as issued, it was good silver and 
full weight, and passed readily foi 16 annas the mpee 

The Mint not producing money as quickly as Klian Bah adoor wished, he 
again seized Misi Bijnath with the intention of getting some money fioin 
him , ho refused to pay anything and aftei being kept m confinement foi a 
few days w r as released on bribing Syfoola Klian 

The faim of the Datagunjo Ilaqua had been given by Khan Baliadooi 
to Bhoori Khan , this bi ought lum into collision with Neaz Mahomed Khan 
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and Syfoola Khan, who had climge of the Soornjpoor Ohdt On some dis- 
pute legal dmg the dues collected hy them, iliey attacked Klioon Klian, lie 
and lus son weie badly wounded and came into Bai eilly where they shoi tly 
aftenvaids died 

These quarrels among the Pathans, and disagreements with tlie Tha- 
koors, added to the lepmts that gradually got about of the successes of the 
English Tioops, had a dcpicssing influence on the minds of the people Khan 
JBaliadoor thci efore detoi mined to try to laiso their hopes, and renew their 
first excitement, hy investing himself puhhcly with a di ess of honour, ^aid 
to have been icceivcd fiom the King of Delhi Accordingly on the 1st Octo- 
ber, notices weie wsued thioughout tho Town, that a Klnllat sent by the 
Kmg of Delhi was on its way to Khan JBaliadoor, and that it had corneas 
ia\ as Aowlali , 4 Sandni Sowars and some Gaialtj weie sent to meet it, and 
bung it with suitable state to a gaiden outside the Cit), where it was notified 
that Julian Baliadooi would be invested with it On the morning of the 2nd 
Octobei Khan Baliadooi, attended by all the leading men among bis follow- 
eis, diessed m their best, and mounted on Elephants, pioceeded followed 
hy an immense ci ow d to the gaiden of Deep Chnrnl, where tho Klnllat had 
been halted After his imeslituie a salute of 21 guns was filed, and nllm 
attendance pi esented Nu//eis, a Klnllat was then gi\ en to Soln Bam an 
which 11 guns weie fired It is ‘sud that at this moment Ah ^ ai Khan who 
had pist come fiom Delhi, whispered to Khan Bahadoor that the tidings of the 
fall of Della were tiuo, and that tho King was thin a ptisonei in the hands 
of the English , his countenance at once fell, lie w cut straight to his house, 
and afterwards took iciy little part in the Go’s eminent of the Country , — all 
business being earned on by Soba Bam, S) fool a Klian, Near Mahomed and 
Buja-ol-dowlah 

The news of the fall of Delhi, and of the defeat of the Tioojs sent to 
attack Namee Tal spiead rapidly tin ough the Country, though e\en means 
Avas taken by Khan Baliadooi and his ndusers to mislead the pcoj le , false 
Akbars were published , Sandm Sowars weie sent out secieth, and lectured 
m public Duibar on tlieu letuin, as haling come fiom Liu know, Delhi, and 
Eurrackabad, with hoavs of victories gained oa ei the English tioops Many 
doubted these tidings of constant victones, but no one Aentuied to exjne^s bis 
opinion openly , tlie distrust m the intelligence of success published b) Khan 
Bahadooi, AAasmci eased by the anneal atBaicill) as fugitiA'es of ^eAeial leadeis 
of the rebellion m otbei parts of tlie Coimtn Among othcis Wnlidad Khan 
of Maleguih aimed at tins tune, he came attended by a small numbei of 
follow r eis On Ins reaching Baieilly on the 21st Octobei, Klian Baliadooi 
sent him a piesent of 400 Bs , and fixed lus alloA\ance at 10 Rs a da) He 
liad seveial interviews Avitli Klian Baliadooi, and m hopes of raising the 
spmts of the people, avIio AA r eie getting veiy much depiesscd, they detei mined 
that he should set up a Mahomdi Jhunda oi Iloly flag, and im ite all true 
Mahomedans to join lnm m Avaging aa.u against the unbelieA ei s The flag Avas 
earned tin ough the City AA’ith gieat pomp and ceiemonj, and afteiw aids 
set up m the Hosamee Gaiden , food Avas gnen to all avIio Avould enioll them- 
selves , about 200 of the lowest class joined, and lemamed as long as food A\as 
distributed , Avhen tins aa as discontinued they left the Holy bannei Ismael 
Khan and Baheem Ah Khan also leached Baieilly at this tune , then am\ r al 
as fugitwes confinned the people in then belief of the lepoits that Arei e iioaa 
beginning to spiead of the unifonn success of the English foices 



In October Meei Alum Khan, a i elation of Khan Bahadooi, was informed 
by a spy that a lakh of lupees was concealed m the house of Baldeo Geei Go- 
shain a lcsident of Mouza Nara Peigunnali Douka The Gosham was a man of 
consideiable repute, and ol gTeat influence among the Hindoos Meer Alum, 
the night after he had leceived tins mfoimation, left Baieilly taking with, lum 
Akbai Khan Naib Peshlcar and 20 Sowars He leached Kara about day 
Ineak , Baldeo Geer having leceived mfoimation of Ins coming, shut the 
doois of Ins house, and seated himself on the loof with a few of Ins most 
tiu sty follow eis Meei Alum tiled to foice open the gateway but without 
success , aftei some time he got m tlnough a couil yaid at the back of the 
house Mussamut Joola the Gosham’s wufe attempted to fly, Meei Alum 
seized liei by the hail, and tlneatenedhei with ill tieatment unless she pointed 
out where the money w\as bui red The Gosham seeing the indignities to 
winch Ins wite was being subjected, filed at Meei Alum , he had loaded Ins 
gun with coppei pice, and by one dischaige killed both Meer Alum and 
Akbai Khan, who weie standing togethei Habib olali Khan, Tuhsildai of 
Shaln, healing of what had happened, w r ent to Naia , seized the Gosham, Ins 
wile, and some ol Ins lelations, and sent them into Baieilly to Khan Baha- 
dooi, with the dead bodies of Meei Alum and Akbai Khan The case was 
made ovei lor tnal to Mooftee Syud Ahmed On the 10th Decembei he 
leleased the Goshams, as they had been unjustly attacked by Meei Alum 
This decision, caused great excitement among the Pathans, and Moulvie 
Ivhanbiothei ol Meei Alum, taking with lnm some of the men of Ins 
Kegunent, seized Baldeo Geei and cut him to pieces with then S woids 

As long as the English held Namee Tal, Khan Bahadooi could nevei 
feel seciue , it was consequently lus constant object to get possession of the 
place The first expedition undei Ah Khan had been lepulscd , anothei was 
now got up Gholaui Hjdei Khan was sent to Bulieii with tlnee guns, 
and a Luge force of Ca\ all y and fnfantiy , ho wars joined by Fuzl Huq with 
the whole ol Ins tioops fiom Pihbcet They lemamed a lew days at Buhen 
and then maiched on to Bundeo While theie a man came to Fuzl Huq. 
and told him that he had been impiisoned at Namee Tal by the English, 
that he had just made his escape, and w ould guide him by an undefended 
load, if he w r ould leward lnm w'ell Accoidmgly the force maiched m the 
night, aftei they had gone some distance they w T eie Hied at by a picket, 
and at once fled thinking that they had been led into an ambush Fuzl Huq 
fled to Baieilly, but Ah Khan still lemamed at Buhen Shoitly aftei this 
Feioze Shall came to Baieilly for the fiist time , he had only a few r men with 
lnm and aftei a halt of 3 days went on to Lucknow 

Although Mobaiek Shah Khan had been disappointed m his hopes of ob- 
taining the musnud foi himself, he had remained a steady suppoi ter of Khan 
Bahadooi , ho now r became anxious to obtain a moie mdependent position than 
1h.it which he now held, and having bubed Soba Bam heavily, succeeded m 
getting appointed Nazim of Budaon, m the loom of Abdool Rnliman Khan 
who was lemoved to make w r ay foi him On leceivmg the appointment 
he presented a nuzzei of 5,000 Bs to Khan Bahadooi He ill tieated the 
people, and plundeied to such an extent that aftei 9 weeks, Khan Bahadooi 
was obliged to lecall lum, and le-appomt Abdool Rulnnan Khan. 

Khan Bahadooi and Ins Council now r thought that they might get some 
moie money fiom Misi Bynath , a guard w’as sent to seaich his house, on 
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the pietence that some Eiuopeans weie concealed tlieie Misi Bijnath and 
]ns sons weie seized and taken befoie Khan Bahadooi, money was demanded 
from them , on then lefusal they weie sentenced to he impnsoned on 
the chaige of corresponding wuth tlie Commissions at Namee Tal , they 
lemamed upwards of a month m Jail, heavily noned, and subjected to gieat 
indignities They at length obtained tlieir lelease by paying a bnbe of 2,S00 
Rs to Sjdoola Khan 

Mooftee Syud Almied to whom the case against the Gosham and lus 
•wife had been made ovei foi tiial, was now lemoved from Ins situation m 
consequence of the dissatisfaction Ins J udgement had given to the Pathans , 
Almied All Khan was appointed Mooftee m Ins place 

The muidei, of tlie Gosham by Moulvie Khan and the Sowars, aftei he 
had been pionounced guiltless by the Mooftee, gieatly exaspeiated the Hm- 
doos They had been tieated almost from the fiist as slaves to the Maliome- 
dans, their piejudies legardmg Cowkillmg had been disiegarded , m fact they 
soon found that m the place of the English i ule, giving equal justice to all, they 
had assisted in laismg a Mahomedan Government mtoleiant and bigoted to 
the last degiee Khan Baliadooi from motives of policy had attempted to 
attach the Thakoois and Hindoos to lnm, and had succeeded foi a short time, 
but the bulk of his Mahomedan followeis took little tionble to conceal then 
contempt and liatied foi the Hindoos To allay this gi owing nutation, and 
if possible band tlie two laces togethei again against the Bntisk Government, 
it was deteimmed that a Pathakai, or holy flag undei which all Hindoos 
might lally, should be laised, and that at the same time a Mohumdee Jliunda 
should be set up Accoidingly on the 20th January Soba Ram, accompanied 
by Gopal Nund, Newal Nund, and Isliuimund, Biahmans, and Gunesh 
Raie, Hiusukh Raie, Beem Seen, and Teha Ram, Kayaths, went m pioces- 
sion mounted on Elephants wuth a laige following, canymg the Pathakai, 
•which they set up on the Banks of the Bamgunga, calling on all Hindoos 
to rally undei it, and join wuth the Mahomedans in opposition to the English 
who w r eie the enemies to all the leligions of Hmdoostan 

CP 

On the same day a Mahomdi Jhunda was set up by oulei of Khan 
Bahadooi, in a Garden neai the City, and food distnbuted beneath it Veiv 
few men came to eithei place of gatheimg, and the flags aftei being left 
standing foi a few days weie lemoved In fact the people began see that 
the contest against the English w r as hopeless The Hindoos and Mahome- 
dans weie eniaged against one anothei, as much as the lattei weie against 
the English This feeling of distiust in the ultimate success of Khan 
Bahadooi was meieased by the lepoits cnculating tlnougli the chstiict, and 
by the daily amval of fugitives from vanous pails of the Countiy The 
people had found out the dodges attempted by Khan Bahadoor to keep them 
together, and placed little lehance on any lepoit cuculated by his oideis 
In the beginning of Januaiy a Sandm Sowuir arrived, it was said from 
Funuckabad, bunging accounts of a victory obtained ovei the English there , 
twrn days, aftei wauls tins intelligence was contiadicted by the amval at 
Baieilly ofvNuwab Bungush the Raees of Funuckabad 

Ilubeeb-oluh Khan who had 1 eruamud at Buhen when Fuzl Iluq fled 
to Bncilly, no a made a Chupao on the Govemment Thannah at Kale 
ongee He succeeded in suipiismg the place, and killed the Thanadai, 
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whose head was cut off, and sent to Baiedly, tin ee days aftei Hubeeb-olah 
came himself to Bareilly, and received a diess of lionoui foi his exploit , he 
aftei wards applied foi one of the confiscated houses, and tins being lefused 
he left Baiedly and went to Luclmow 

Khan Bahadoor now oiganized another attack on Namee Tal, he collected 
all Ins available foices, and sent them to Bulien under Mahomed Ah Khan, 
who had been a shoit tune befoie appointed Nazim of that part of the coun- 
tiy Aftei Mahomed All had collected his forces he maiched to Bundea, and 
fiom thence to Churpooiali, wheieliawas attacked by afoice sent from N amee 
Tal, and utteily defeated on the lid Eebiuavy 1858 with the loss of 3 guns 
and a liumbei of men , he himself being lulled, as w as also Hafiz Nizam All, 
his Naib , the tioops fled m the greatest disordei , some of them halted at 
Buhen when Mahmood Khan assumed the command, but the greatei num- 
bei did not stop till they leached Baiedly, where they weie received by 
Khan Bahadooi with abuse and lepioaches , he said to them, “ You worth- 
less cowaids, you take 10 days to maich fiom Baiedly to Churpooiali, but 
only one to come back, after seeing the English foices ” 

Khan Bahadooi after the defeat of his tioops at Chuipoorah gave up all 
idea of attacking Namee Tal, and turned his attention to defending himself 
fiom an invasion from that quaitei Ghous Mahomed Khan was accordingly 
sent with some guns and men to join Mahmood Ah Khan at Buhen where 
they entienched themselves They remained tlieie until the le-occupation of 
Bohilcund m May, when they fled to Oudh At the same time Khan 
Bahadoor lieai mg that an attack fi om Almoi a was m contemplation oidered 
Fiul Huq to Buiumdeo with some guns and a foice of Cavaliy and Infantry 

Khan Bahadooi at tins tune, seeing how hopeless it was to attempt to 
put an end to the divisions among the Hindoos and Mahomedans of Bohil- 
cund, and knowing that unassisted he had no chance of being able to hold the 
countiy against the English, determined to try whethei he could induce tile 
Sdvlis to 30m him Accoidmgly on the 6th Febiuary aftei the defeat at 
Chin pool ah, he and Ins conned determined to send a Messengei to the Baja 
of Puteala, and to Mahaiaja Golab Smg of Cashmeie, to uige on them the 
duty they owed to then faith to unite with him m opposition to the English 
A Mahunt was sent the next day, with valuable pi esents foi each, and a good 
sum foi his own load expenses , what became of linn is not known 

About the end of January a Sandni Sowai anived at Baiedly bung- 
ing letteis fiom Lucknow giving Intelligence of the complete defeat of the 
English Army undei the Commandei m Chief This good news was pro- 
claimed thioughout the City and district I11 a few days another lettei ivas 
lecened fiom Nana Bao saying that he ivas 011 Ins load to Baiedly, and le- 
questing that a place might he piepared foi him to live m with his women , 
he ainved on the 25tli Maicli, and remained at Baiedly till the end of Aprd , 
lie found lnmself 111 a false position heie, wheie the lebellion had by this time 
assumed an entnely Mahomedan chaiactei , he made some attempts to put a 
stop to Cow killing in the City, and also to induce the Hindoos to join the 
Mahomedans in opposing the English, but without success When the Com- 
mandei m Cluef had ainved at Jalalabad, Nana Bao solicited and obtained 
command of the foice sent to Emeedpoor to oppose him This pioposal was 
merely a subterfuge to conceal Ins intention of deserting , he took with him 
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all Ins women, and wliate^ei treasure ho possessed, and on reaching Fuieed- 
poor turned off towaids Besulpooi and fled into Oudh 

Aftei the fall of Lucknow, Feroze Shah lotumedto Bareilly with about 
a 1000 men , he lemamcd at Baieilly a few days and then maielied suddenly 
bySumbhulto Moiadab'd, where he attacked the foices of the Nun ab of 
Bampoor and got possession of the town foi one day , he at once issued or- 
deis for a tax on all the Hindoos, but on the next day being attacked by some 
troops sent fiom Bampooi by the Nuw.ib, and also hearing of the appioaoh 
of the English foice fiorn Jlooikee, lie left Moiadabad and fled to Bareilly, 
and ultimately accompamed Khan Bahadooi to Oudh 

Malnnood Khan of Najecbabad ai lived at Baieilly in April and aftei- 
waids fled to Oudh with Khan Bahadooi, a son of Ins who had come to 
Baieilly pi oviously w as killed at the Nuikuttcea budge on the 0th May 18 58 

Khan Bahadooi and Ins Council weie now at their nits end, they felt 
that they could oppose no effectual lesistanco to the forces mat clung to attack 
them The plans detennmed on to day wore changed tomouow, and all was 
confusion At one time it was decided on to elect enti cnclunents on the 
roads leading fiom Shaychanpooi, Moradabad, and Budaon, and poitions 
of the forces weie sent out to the places fixed on, wheie some w oiks weie 
tlnown up This idea was then abandoned and it was detenmncd to make the 
final stand at Baieilly, but no nieasuics weie taken to put the City m a state 
of defence All this time the English Tioops weie lapidly concentrating, the 
Command® in Chief reached Baieilly on the 5th May , and defeated the foice 
sent to oppose linn at the Nuikuttcea budge close to the City and Canton- 
ments That evening Khan Bahadooi with the gieatci numbei ot his adhei- 
ents fled to Plnlibeet and fiom thence to Oudh .Some few remained and 
attempted to oppose the column fiom Moiadabad which leached Baieilly on 
the 6th May, oil the opposite side to that on which the Command® m 
Chief had come 

On the 7th May Bareilly was m the possession of the Command® 
m Chief and the rebels w’ere flying to Oudh The authouty of the British 
Government was at the same time lestoied thioughout the District

There being no regulanty in the payment of the Salaries to the Troops, a chundee was 
allowed to those who ueie resident of Rimpoor and other parts of the Country, 2000 Rupees 
or more r\ere paid daily in part of then wages In some of the Regiments a Sepoy got 1 anna 
per diem and some 2 annas , a Koomadan received 1 R ipee , a Oolusdar 8 annas , Toomendar 4 
annas , and some Sowars received' 8 annas and some 4 annas 

Some of the Regiments leconed orders every Month or eaery 2nd Month on the Tuhseeldars 
or ThcLadars of the diffoient Pergunnohs for then Pay , they generally went and plundered 
the Tuliseeleea of more than the amount of the order 

Some of the Commanding Officers of the Infantry and Cavalry furnished lists of their 
men and orders weie passed for the payment, though the number entered m the list was 
generally more than the number of men, actually in service 

More or less, 2000 Rupees were paid daily from the Month of July 1857, on account of 
Chundee, making a Total of 608,000 Rupees to the end of Apul 1858

When the outbreak took place at Meeiutt, I was absent fiom the 
Station on a few day’s leave to Nynee Tal, having gone up tlieie to see my 
biother Lt Colonel Carmichael, thenpuvate Secietaiy to the late Mi Colvin, 
who was also up theie on sick leave A lettei from Mi Colvin to my 
biothei gave the first intimation at Nynee Tal of the occurrences at Meeiutt 
I immediately burned down the same afternoon to Pihbheet and, whilst 
riding m the next morning, was met by a Sov'ar with a lettei despatched by 
Mi Guthrie then Officiating Magistiate of Baieilly The lettei mfoimed 
me briefly of the state of aftans at Baieilly, and left me unfetteied to act 
to the best of my own judgement foi the maintenance of oiclei m the 
sub-division undei my chaige I, m common, I imagine, with the other 
Magistiates of the Division, strengthened my police, and subsecjuently on a 
requisition of the Commissioner, laised a few Inegular Hoise, some 25 m 
all These men w'eie to have gone into Bareilly, to have been despatched 
thence, I beheve to Meerutt, but the mutiny had the stait of them No 
outrages of any kind took place in the District , but foi the ten days pievious 
to the outbreak at Baieilly, the Mahomedan portion of the population of the 
Town of Pihbheet w as m a most excited state, and on the festival of the 
Lesser Bed in particular, seditious plaeaids weie posted both on the Mosque 
and the Eedgali, but weie pulled down by the Police undei the mstiuctions of 
the Tuhseeldai and Kotwal, than whom no two Native Officers could have 
behaved bettei duung this crisis An older also was issued by me forbid- 
ding the open cairymg of aims m, the stieets by any but Government 
Servants, as the Puthans of the City had begun to wear them to an extent 
pai taking almost of an ostentatious display 
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"I ho nmtin'y at Bareilly took place, as is well known, on Sunda\ tlie 
33 < Mnv In the confu«mn and disoider attendant on a scene where each 
man had to ride for Ins life, no readier mode could be contrived of sending 
the news of the outbreak to Pilibheet than by confiding to a Sow fir, who 
v ns entru-ted with the duty, an old letter to Ins own address which Mr 
Guthrie happened to have m Ins pocket, and which the Sowdi was. duected 
to dt liver to rue as a \oueher, at the same time to leport a ci bally what had 
taken place 

The Man, natne like, earned the lettei to the fust Choukoc, and there 
handed it to another Sowar, and he again to a third and so on, so that tho 
man who delivered the lettei to me at dusk on the evening of the clay , 
inturall) enough concluded that the letter gave all paiticulais, and could 
gne no satisfactory reply to the mtenogatones winch, not being able to make 
anj thing ol the lettei, I put to lum 

The very fact however of my leceiving a lettei by a Sow fir at such a 
pound, was m itself sufficient to excite suspicion that something had gone 
wrong, and at the instance of my Tuhseeldai, whom I took into 1 m con- 
fidence, we despatched a trustw 01 thy Messenger to Bareilly foi mfoinmtion 
Tho reply was received the next morning eaily, being couched in the few hut 
sufficient l) significant woids “lift! Bareilly nusl 1 Meeiutt o Dilhee ust ” w 
Almost simultaneously with the receipt of this leply, a Sowfu came In with a 
lettei despatched by the Thannadar of Bitcha, winch is close to Buhcirie on 
the N) nee Tal road, and in winch tlie Thannadai stated that a Numbei ot 
European Gentlemen, escorted by a few Sowars of the Iiregulai Cavaln, 
had passed through Bulieme at midmglit on then way to Nynee Tal I, ns 
soon altei tins as possible, sent off my wife and family under a guaid of some

elephant, and we made an meflectual attempt to peisuade a Seij cant’s "Wife

as a very lull narrative of Ins suffeimgs was funnshed by Seijeant Bremnei

offering to give me all the assistance m then powei, on my lequmng it 
I pioposed now to these men to make ovei charge of the Tieasuie at the 
Tuhseel on the part of Government to them, foi them to render an account 
of it hereafter They leadily assented to tins proposition, and also 
undertook to see that the Tuliseeldai was allowed to come safely out 
of the mob The rabble that weie clamouimg at the Tuhseelee were all 
adlieients 01 dependents of one 01 other of these men, and as I felt suie 
that the Treasury would m any case be plundeied within the hour, m 
which case the event would probably have been attended with the muider of 
the Tuhseeldar, I thouglit it the better couise to make ovei to these men, as 
a trust on the part of Government, foi them to hold what m any case could 
not be retained by any foice winch I had at my command These men then 
proceeded to the Tuhseelee, and enteied > into occupation of it, and the 
Tuhseeldar was allowed to leave the City and join me at my house which he 
did with, if I lemembei light, but turn attendants The lebels howevei, foi 
they pioved themselves to be such hercaftei most thoioughly, had baldly 
been in possession of the money above twenty minutes w hen they pi oposed 
to remove it to their house Duung this pioeeedmg, as might have been 
expected, a tumult ensued amongst them, and seveial of the bags weie earned 
off by men in the crowd, and one man was cut down by some one of Ins ' 
fellow noteis I was at my house whilst this took place, and until a'desultai y 
firing and upioai commenced in the Towm The Kotwal then recommended 
that we should leave, which we did some 20 men m all, Sowhrs and Buikun- 
dazes who lode on pomes , at this stage many men who had received no 
particular kindness at my hands behaved lemaikably well m standing by and 
accompanying me, whilst otheis, fiom whom the same might have been ex- 
pected m a highei degree, behaved shamefully I overtook my family who 
were travelling by Palkee, at a village about eight miles fiom Piliblieet, 
Burhi Peiozepoor was, I think the name^ the Zemindars of which provided 
Shurbut for all our party, for which act of hospitahty then village was on the 
subsequent day plundered by the Putlians of Hmuriya Tins laige Mahome- 
dan Village on the high road fiom Pihbhcet to Nynee Tal, was, I should 
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state, m open msuncction, and wo had to make a detour horn the Mam-ioad 
to avoid it We pioposed to stop that lug] it at the paitially fortified 
Tuliseel and Thannah of Sitaigunjc We made oiu point at night fa]], 
and stalling again eaily tlie next morning 1 cached ITuldwanee at the 
foot of the Nyncctal IIills, at 5 r m of the same day aftei tlie most dis- 
ticssmgly hot maicli tlnougli tlie Foiest 1 went up tlie Hill for a day, and 
returned at Majoi Earn say’s icqucst to lluldwanee and stopped there tor a 
neck ill company with an Otljcei (Lieutenant Beecher ) of the Inegulai 
Cavahy The Biukunda/es who had accompanied me weio dismissed, their 
semces being no longei icquned But it was consideied advisable to keep 
as many Sowars togethei possible foi patiolhng purposes Foi this pro- 
pose I hoped by remaining m person at the loot of the Hills to induce my 
men to continue there, but they eridently most of them considered that they 
had done then duty when they had conducted me to a place of safety, and 
legaidless alike of tlneats oi lemonsti uncos deseited by fives oi sixes e\ciy 
day until I had but a handful of men left These hover ci did good mjivjcu 
both then and heieaftei, and have serei ally, togethei with my Tuhsecldar 
Sheikh Ameer Alee, and my Kotval Abdoolluh Khan, been lccommcnded 
foi lewaicl to Govt

The Peshkai also of Jidiarabad, Bcchai uih Khan, who accompanied me, 
■would also have been similnly recommended, had be not unfortunately when 
pi omoted on the restoration of oidci, to a Tuhceeldai-hip, been killed in 
bis Tuliseel Kuckeme by a lebel Mahomedan His family hare theicfoie 
been recommended to tlie favourable consideration of Gor eminent It only 
remains to notice tlie conduct of one man at Pihblieet, whose name mav not 
have come befoie the supenor authonties, Devee Boss a native Mei chant 
This man, at gieat personal lisle to himself, corresponded regularly with 
me during tlie whole time I rvas m the Hills, and r\ hen the force undei Bu- 
gadier McCausland moved down to the foot of the Hills, he enteied simi- 
larly into conespondence rvith the Commissioner of Kumaon, supplying ic- 
gularly mfonnation of the Eebel movements Hcvce Boss is well deseivmg 
of the favor of Government and 1 trust that mention ol his loyalty m this 
report may not be eonsidered as out of place, but simply as Ins due.

On this occasion a Moohee by name Ruhetm oolloli Kb m was put foith to pi each 
ust igonism to the English, ,i result most probably of the affair on the 22nd but foi- 
Uiiiately the Kotwal hail yet the weight of authouty sufficient to cause the Wau/, or dis- 
course, to be suspended and no seditious w ords weie uttered, oi at any rate they diopped 
without effect. 

28 In the evening I was Msited according to custom by a body of the Principal 
Mahomedans headed by the Mouhee, Can and Khan B ill uloor Khan, and great piaise 
was spontaneously guen to Badr ood-deen the Kotwal loi his actiuty and presence ot 
mind 

29 This was the only sign winch we had at Bireilly tint there was, or would he a 
letnen of religion in the mass of rebellion plotting around us , and as it had shewn itself, 
and been so easily obscured, attention was less directed to it than to the mutinous Hindoo

30 So far from expecting Mahomedans in paiticular to rise at the time against us, 
weshad, as mentioned in paiagraph 1 a, raised our C i\alry — and as a reinforcement in c i^c 
wo should try our strength in eombat with the Infantry, Iliad btggcd^tiie Nawab ot 
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Ranrpoic to send me his Regiment of Cnvuliy which it was intended by me to have 
encamped a little outside the Cantonment Refine the Cavnliy could reneli Baicilly, and 
•\v lnlc they were cn-routc, 1 ltecived n request fiom Mi Colt m which 1 complied with, to 
hee the Nawnb to send them to Bolundshahur, and 1 subsequently, on my own ies- 
ponsibility, sent Lieutenant Johnstone of the 18th Native Infantry, to command them 

31 During the ten days from 17th to 27th, the leaie Sowars of Incgular Caialiy 
weic almost daily sent to aid the oilicers m Moradahad, and eventually a party of the 8th 
Irregulars under Kootuo-ood-deen, mentioned in paragraph 0, was sent to Moradahad 
vvitlfduection that on their arrival a party of leave Sowars should he sent on to Bijnour 

32 I likewise raised a body of new men and sent them under a man I appointed 
Resaldar, also of the name of Kootub ood deem Khan, direct to Bijnour, and with the 
escort of tins party Mr Shahespeat was enabled to icach llookce, and when there they 
weie on suspicion disarmed and dismissed 

33 The fugitive mutineers of the Sappers who had passed through Nngccn.ih, had 
caused the first disorganization of thnt part of the Bijnour district winch is remoied 
fiom the Ganges Upon the nirival of some of the fugitive mutineers near Moradahad, 
ensued the first outbioah at that station when the Jml was first biol cn 

Si In consequence of this forewarning, with the consent of the Military, we 
directed our Police not to apprehend fugitive mutineers, pnrticulailv if moving in bodies, 
but to keep them fiom making for B ncilly, and to aul thur pissing through the district 
to their homes in Oudh, either tluougli the Northern ptrgunahs, or by crossing the 
ttnmgunga to the South of Bat ully 1 was nformed of several having passed through 
undci these orders, but in a miserable plight ope man only was known to have come 
into the Regimental lines and be vv is expelled lie bad con e m naked and hungry 
and might have been a warning against the example of mutiny being followed with hope 
of success or personal profit 

3o In the last week of May the interior of the Bareilly district shewed signs that 
the disorder was catching and had reached ns The pergun ill of Shnhoo which borders 
on Ramporc, first became disorganized 1 he assemblage of riotous bodies was reported, 
and some crimes of open violence, and the Tuli«celdnr wrote that Ins Treasury was m 
danger Mr Orr the Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistrate was deputed to the place 
with extra mounted police The weather being veiy hot, be was told that if the riotors 
dispersed and the Tehseeldnr should regain Confidence, he might return lie returned 
alter three days Having done very good scivice 

3G Hidayut Alice and Molub Alice, younger brothers of Ilukccm Saddut Alice, 
come to me fiom Aoulah and were entrusted with powers to look after that place 

37 Buktavvur Sing and Bilas Sing Ins Nephew came in from Fureedpore, and had 
a similar charge for that Pexgunah, in which the peace had been partially disturbed 

38 The direct dak with Agra having been stopped for several day s, I procured 
Shootur Sowais (Camel express riders) fiom Ramporc, but these men went, or said 
they had been as fai as the Ganges and been obliged to retreat from mobs winch they 
met immediately on mossing the river Another Camel express sent by me was returned 
from Budaon, the Magistrate sending word that he refused to go fuither 

39 The latest mtellegence procured of the Doab, Agra and Delhi, was through 
Futtehgurh, and that only by our sending for it, as the fact of the closed communica- 
tion was not known to the postal authorities at Agra and other stations, or at any late 
they did not act on the knowledge, by sending our packets by other routes 

40 Budr-ood-deen, the Kotvval of the city, whose conduct during the crisis was 
in every particular praiseworthy, and who apprized me daily of every incident he could 
discover m the city, held lus own over the vagabonds and notorious bad character, of the 
place, preventing assembleges, and preserving the peace, the distuibance of which was 
continually threatened He however could hold out no hopes of the maintenance of 
this state of things for an hour after the Military should rise, and as regarded conspiracy 
vvithiu the city, he failed to discover trace of it, if any then existed, of which however at 
that time no strong suspicions were entertained 

41 The only person distinct from the soldieiy upon whom suspicion rested was one 
Jyemul Sing zemindar of Keyara, a village distant about 3 miles fiom the Cantonment 

42 This man foi successive nights, after the intelligence of the Meeiut and Delhi 
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doings had leached Baieilly, was known to have been with the native offideis in the’r 
lines '"When tins noctuinal visiting had been tbnce ltpeated, it was leported to me to 
notice and to prevent it 1 thought propel 

43 It was a singular coincidence, if the innocence of the man can he presumed, 
tliat Syfoollah Khan, the native Jailer, at the same time had recommended the liteDi* 
Hansbrow to send foi the said Jyemul Sing, and tlnough him to laise extia 1 men requn- 
ed foi the Jail in the then extiennty 

44 Sending for Jyemnl Sing I warned him of the consequences to himself and to 
his piopeity if aught should befal us in the Cantonment oi Jail 


45 Tlnee days afterwards Khan Bahadoor Khan brought him to me, say nig that 
he was not to be suspected, being as tineas himself to the British Government My 
remark in reply was simply one of surprize, tint any intervention should have been 
thought necessaiy, that 1 required no assuiances foi any one, and my ioimei statement 
held good that if occuuence of outbieak should take place in eithei Jail or Canton- 
ment, Jyemul’s complicity must be suspected, and his life and estate he in jeopardy 

46 As Jyemul Sing was, if not the fiist, one of the fiist of Hindoos to salute the 
usurper aftei his assumption of power, and both, at fiist suppoited him with his influence 
asa'fhakoor, with following, and to the last held well with him 1 have not a moral doubt 
of his complicity with the Rebels both befoie and after the 31st May 

47 Up to the 29th May my reports fiom Shahjehanpore and Moiadabnd had been 
moie cheering Fiom both places it was stated that all depended on the turn wlndh matters 
would take at Baieilly , and since at Morad ibad so singular had been the success that the 
Regiriienthad been reclaimed horn mutiny dtei it had actually hurst ioith', and the'Jail 
bad been lestoied to the custody of its efficus, and m.anv pnsoneis recaptuied, tbeie 
seemed yet to be a giound foi hope that the worst would not happen Fiom Budaon 
howevei each day’s account was worse than tiie pieceding 


48 On the 29th, the first Friday after the Eed, a day to be one of anxiety and 
excitement, for winch the Kotwal’s premonitory repoits had'prepaied me, a message sent 
by Nowbut Ram, a principal Hindoo of Baieillyq to the Magistiate, told him that theie 
would be arising in the Town after the houi of pray ei Application was made to the 
Bngadie'r to 'have the 8 th Iriegular Cavahy, Saddled, and leady to maich upon the Town 
Relays of Sowars weie posted on the road to bring the eailiest intelligence The Kotwal 
was advised that' the Regiment would maich upon the lecupt of his call’ 


49 At 2 p m,I was sitting in my room awaiting m some anxiety the iesu)t, and 
believ mg from the lateness of the hour, that all vv ould end w ell, when my servants rushing 
in conjured lhe to ndC oft to the Magistrate’s, and secure my safety It had always been, 
believed that my house w ould be tlie fiist foi attack and plunder A sen ant who had been 
to the Suddei Bazar of the Cantonment for puichasesvvas niteiiupted by shouts fiom the 
lines and a rush of all the Sypahees to their aims 'with the exclamation that the time had 1 
come to maich down on the Tieasury Healing this the man left Ins pruclnses and came 
to me Before the vvoids could be told, another man came by anotbei load from timelines 
with the same story I w tote a note of what I hadheaid to Colonel Tioup, and diove 
to the Magistrate’s house 

50 There I fourid the tvhole staffof the Magistrate’s and Collectors Office, Mr 
Gh time, Mr Pasley, Mr Currie, Mr Oir and Mr Wyatt An indistinct’ leport had 
leached the Cucherlies that theie was a using mthe '1 own and that Simultaneously the 
Tieasury was to be attacked, and before many minutes the piemises had ’been entnely 
abandoned 

51 After a suspense of about an hour the Kotwal’s lepoit came that all had gone 
over withoftt disturbance I then went to Colonel 1 ioup to apologize for whit I sup- 
posed had been a false and unnecessary alarm tliat I had caused by my note But to my 
surprize I found tint far fiom my note having been out of place or time, it was the fiist 
intimation given ot the real state of things, for within ten minutes of itsieteipt, the 
native officer of the Regiment had come to the Colonel to beg him to send to all the 
officeis to be prepared, as the soldieis would use within the houi 

52 What suspended the outbieak on this day it is impossible to determine It 
was believed at the time that the Infantty weie not piepared to find the Cav iliy vnud 
and ready to mount, in which state they had been since noon, atmy request fox the pur- 
pose of awing the 'I own 7 he Cavalfy weie supposed to be foi us fin'd possrbly many

to the lines, and by his upoit caucd the call to arms, which my sonant had heard and 
repotted tome, und which the native ofiitcr rcpoited to Colonel 'I loup 

51 Whatever were the cuise of the suspension, it was (indent tint in the Town 
the outbreak was expected, and I eoncliulc that the distuih nice of oid(r din only not 
occur at the Mosques and in the Town, becuisc the signal had not reached n fiom 
Cantonment 

55 It is reported that on this day Khan Bnhadoor Khnn was visited h\ a depu- 
tation from the Regiments Budr-ood detn si„tcs th.it he made rcjiort ot this on the 
same night to the Magistnte, hut 1 was not aware ot it 

5G On the following morning the 30th, klnn Eihrdoor Khan visited and for the 
first time told me that the case was hopeless, md that the Regiments would certainly 
mutiny This was the last time tint 1 mw him Ilcsbook hums with me and his last 
w oids were significant “ Apnc jan lniclmo’oi — Look out for your life My sen ants 
similarly, who oil former d ns li id said things w< u. going on well .md mending according 
as quiet reigned in Cantonment, md good mUlligeme had ionic from Mondnbad and 
Shajehanpoic, now said time was no hope mil some lour sooner or later, the Regi- 
ments would break out, whatever nppc.nanccs there mi 0 ht be to the contrary 

57 In the forenoon of this day a consultation was held at the Brigadier’s which 
I attended, meeting the commanding ofiicers ot the two Regiments and the Bngade 
Major The plan of opei.itions was there determined, upon the assumption that the Sth 
Iricgulnr Cavaliy would stand to us 

5S Two expresses came before night fiom the Magistrate of Budaon and Mr 
Phillips the Joint Magistrate of ht ih, begging time 1 would send aid to the former and 
Cavalry specially to tin* latter I did not leivc the C uitonmciit till after 10 p v, that 
night after proposing to send ofl 2 companies of one of the Regiments to Budaon 

59 I was taken senously ill in the night with a painful spasmodic attack winch 
made rre helpless and un ible to more The next morning tin iclore after Church the 
Brigadier ancl Brigade Mipoi came to me, and the ariangcments wore concluded to send 
out 2 companies to Budaon A ictuin ot the sp isms came on when these officers left 
me, and the note of warning from the Mugistiatc stating that “ all was up, come away 
at once” found me in a hot bath 

GO Aftei making a circuit to the house of Dr Hay, in the hope of taking him 
up in my' buggy , I icached the Magistrate’s house finding all there oil the point . "id- 
mg ofl. My illness presenting me at that time fiom riding, I drove on with the men- 
tion of reaching the rendezvous (the hues ot the Ii regular Cuvelrv) by another load, 
Mr Wyatt taking advantage of the empti sent by n e, but ns soon as I had driven 
50 yaids along the metalled toad skuting the Paiadc, l saw my sen ants rushing from mv 
house on the other side of the load and warning me ofl by gestuies and shouts As I 
pulled up a shotted gun was dischaiged and then a second 1 then turned the horse’;, 
head and made the best of my way hick to the M lgisti itc’s premises These were then 
deserted, but nn horse haring come up, 1 excited my -.elf to mount it and reached the 
Cavaliy' lines Mi Wyatt mounted a second ho sc which 1 had oideied with the hope 
of its being useful to Di Hay 

61 Two or three Militaiy Officeis icached this rendezvous latei than I did, and 
had lun the gauntlet of the discharge I hare mentioned and of musketiy 

62 Our stay at this point, a clustei of tiees adjoining the enhance to the Irregular 
Cavaliy lines, was about fiom 10 minutes to 3 - of an fioui as far as my judgment of time 
enables me to report 

63 In this mteiv.al, the question was raided wlncli way oui couise was to tend 
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when Colonel Tioup, who, as senior Officer, would of course command, gave the word 
Nynee Tal, which was m the apposite duection to that determined on in the consultation 
of the previous morning, for then it had been decided that Meerut should be our object 
I believe Colonel Troup was influenced by information that he had the evening before 
obta ned that the Irregular Cavalry would not stand In us, mj servants had also said 
to me the evening before that though the Irregular Civalrj might not join to lnrm us, 
they would not fight on our side against the Infantrj 

64 The light wing of the Regiment turned out pretty prompt!}, buttheie was 
dilatoriness on the part ot the left wing, so much that we started before the whole 
Regiment could form for oraei of maich, and to the appaient displeasure of the Com- 
manding Officer, who seemed to inter that the men were moving on our leadeiJnp 
rather than at command ot their ofheers 

65 Be this as it may, we had scaicely gone 800 }ards w hen the men stated to tneir 
Commanding Officer, that they did not like to turn their hacks on the station without 
making a charge for the guns Colonel Tioup (doubting I conceive the Brgu' cut) 
declined to return and with me and some others continued the waj at a slow p ice the 
guidance being trusted to me as knowing the country 

66 The Regiment with their officer, and a few others, including the Magistrate, 
turned When the} regained the Camel sheds, which are near to the spot while had 
been our rendezvous, the Brigadier bibbald met them just to fall pieiced b} a second 
bullet 

67 They advanced to the paiade ground The Commanding Ofiictr (1 leutcnant 

Mackenzie) was giving Ins oideis to the men, hut found they turned their heads fiom 
him ill an unusual and equivocal vva}, and when it came lo the time to prepaic for the 
charge, one ot the Native Officers pointed to the gieen flag which hid been hoisted, 
called to the men to i ally round it and uphold then 1 nth and more th m hall the Regi- 
ment swept off passed tnen Officers and went over to the Aitilluy ana Infantry 

68 The party thus deserted, then turned to lejoin us At about the 1 ltn mile 
from Baieilly a sowar leached us from them withe e veibal message that the} weie 
coming on— but judging that theie might be treacheiy in the words, we went onnt 
the same slovy page °to "the 10th milestone, and then finding that we weie not pursued, 
vve halted and weie oveitaken by them , the escoit who had come thus far numbei- 
lng only 25 men and these almost all native ofheers of grades 

69. Befoie vve had left the Cantonment there had been frequent dischaiges of 
musketry, ipade probably only to set the th itch of Bunglows & c , on file, ind looking 
back before we had gone any distance, vve could realize that nearly all the houses in the 
Cantonment were in flames 

70 By the line of country which I chose, we cios«ed the Tutteligurli road the 
Beesulpore and the Pilleebheet roads, befoie we came on tint which vve should lollow 
taking us dneetto Nynee lal By this vve bot/j avoided the cit} of Bareill} and should 
have puzzled any who might design, after an} interval to follow us, as it could not l caddy 
be suimised which of the 4 roads vve had taken A strong west wind blowing up the 
dust would have effectually effaced shoe-prints b} which to track our loute 

71 As we were the first to take intelligence of the mutiny up the road, v-e Ind 
not to anticipate any organized attack on the pi t of he count,} people to oppose our 
progress , and being well mounted, and most, if r.otalt of us, provided with file arms, we 
could have made good account of an} desultoi} attacl s J'oO Hie} been lUempicu 

72 At S P m , we reached Buheiee, 29 miles fiom the Kotwalec and about 38 as 
we had travelled The staging Bungalow at this place had been burned down on the 
nmht of the 29th, and the population of the neighbourhood vv is notonoulv ill disposed 
A peshkar of revenue and a Police Thanadar were stationed here audit had been our 
intention to halt here I had posted an Elephant belonging to the Kham 'I disci! at 
this place in the pjeceding week to be read} ioraii} cmtrgcnc}, and 1 now ordeied the 
Tehseeldar to put all the money m the Treasur} upon tne Elephant that it might 
accompany us In rep!} the man said he h id been ordered bj the Collector to send

111 obedience to the instructions of your letter No 212, dated 30th 
April last, lequirmg a Nauative of the outbieak and piogiess of ie\oltm 
this Division, I have the honor to submit the original documents noted m 
the accompanying Index 

2 It is much to be regietted that several Officeis and otheis, who 
possessed the power of giving impoitant inhumation had, before the date 
of youi letter undei reply, pioceeded to Euiope, or had otheiwise passed out 
of reach, without leaving on recoid any official statement of the iacts to 
which they could bear witness It is particularly unfoitunate that my pre- 
decessor, Mr Chester, whose personal knowledge of the scenes narrated m 
this correspondence, and of the actois m them, made him the fittest peison 
to compile a geneial narrative of the couise of lebelhon m the Division was, 
shortly after the crisis of the levolt had passed, compelled by ill-health to 
quit his post 

3. Labounng therefore under the double disadvantages of incomplete 
information, and of defective peisonal knowledge, I considei that I shall be 
acting in accoidance with the object which Government pioposes m duectmg 
the preparation of this narrative, if I leave, foi the most part, the accom- 
panying documents, the most authentic procurable, to speak for themselves, 
remaikmg only on a few of the clnefpomts legal ding which their information 
appears defective, or on which it may be desirable to make frnther reseaiches 
m othei dnections In some few instances, I shall endeavour to reconcile 
discrepancies m the accounts given by various peisons 
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4 It will also be my gratifying duty to bum? to the notice of Govern, 
ment, tlic specially menionoiis conduct ol such ol its Civil Ofiiccis, as at a 
time when seaice one man fell slioit ol Ins duty, stood ioifh pre-eminent for 
devotion and ability, and ol such othcis also, who, though not directly m 
the seivice of Government, similarly distinguished themselves amidst those 
tiying scenes It will be my earnest endeavour to make tins portion of my 
lernaiks as lull as I have the means ol doing, but I feai I may still omit 
seiv ices seal ccly less deseivmg than those I submit foi the favorable notice 
ol Government 


ALLAHABAD DISTRICT 

5 In dealing with the geneial subject, it will be most convenient to 
proceed fust with the Distiict ol Allahabad, both because it was the central 
seat ol Civil Government m the Division, and also because it became m some 
measuic the chief local centre of revolt, and the events which occuried with- 
in its limits exeicised a most mipoilant influence over the course of allairs 
throughout the neighbouring Distucts 

0 The fin st point which seems to demand lemaik in the Narratives 
relating to this Distnct, is the asseition contained m the private narrative of 
the late Di Stiven, vi/ , that it was well known that, .it a comparatively early 
penod, and bcfoie tlic lelief which lemoved the 3ltliand 11th N I from 
Allahabad to Bairackpoie and Meerut respectively, that the fidelity of those 
Regiments had been coil upted at Allahabad by extraneous influences Dr 
Stiven unfoitunatcl) docs not mention the grounds oflm assertion, or the 
nature of the external influence employed, and Ins lamented decease prevents 
fill filler enquiry on this bead I merely tbeiefoie give prominence to the 
paragraph, as containing testimony which, perhaps may be useful in any 
lutuie enejunj as to the causes oi the general outbreak 

7 To piocced, bowevci, m the older of ev ents as they occurred, it 
will be seen that all the Nanatives beat, comparatively briefly, the anxious 
pei lod which elapsed between the jMcciut outbieak and the Gtb of June, on 
winch day that at Allahabad occuried 

8 It docs not, liovvev er, descivc to be passed ovei entirely without 
notice, the conduct of the Civ il Authonties, as lclatcd by Mi. Monteath, 
appeals to have been maiked with smgulai sagacity , eneigj, and resolution, 
noi do the general ineasmcs adopted by r the Mihtaiy Authonties seem to 
have been at iault The advice and behaviom of Captains Russell and Har- 
dmge paiticulaily, aie known to have been of much use to the Civil Authonties 
So iai as I am avvaie, no exception can be taken to any thing which was done, 
except peiliaps ab to the non-iemoval oi the contents oi the Treasury to the 
Foifc But on tins point the Civil Authonties considered, and subsequent 
events left little doubt, they thought lightly, that the temptation of the Trea- 
suie might have been too much ioi the wavenng fidelity of the Sikhs By 
sacrificing the Tieasme, huge as was its amount, it can haidlj he a question 
they saved the Roit at Allahabad, md all it contained, the pieseivation 
ot which was at that time of incalculable lmpoitance, and I venture to think 
that the Authonties with whom the decision lay, aie entitled to all piaise for 
the foresight and resolution they displaced m adopting the responsibility 
of the measuie 

9 That all else was done, which could he done, by the Oral Officers, 
the narratives subjoined, I tlnnic, fully show It is cleai that they were 
*nevei blind to the impending dangei , that the} took measuies, and suc- 
cessfully, to obtain accuiate intelligence as to its extent and pi ogress , that 
they neglected no available means at then disposal to waid oil the eventual 
calamity, and that they nevei foi one moment allow eel then peisonal interests oi 
feelings to detei them fiom biaving the penl, so long as theie lemamed the 
least hope that such conduct might aveit it I tiust I may he pardoned m 
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speaking thus of Messis Chester and Court, both my semois in. the service} 
but it is impossible otherwise to wnte an accuiate history of the time under 
leview Mr Willoclc also, the Junioi Cml Servant m the station, though 
not cliaiged with equal responsibilities, displayed no less loyal self-devotion 
and individual gallantry 

10 It is only to be legretted that the warnings given by these 
gentlemen were not moie implicitly believed by the community Had tins 
been the case, it is piobable, that haidly any lives would have been sacrificed, 
except those of the Officers necessaiily piesent with the Regiments 

11 With regard to these lattei, the question is one of winch the 
Militaiy Authorities are best capable of judging I believe, however, I may 
add, though it is not otlieiwise on lecoid, that Colonel Simpson had been 
urged to send the unposted Ensigns to the Foit for safety. He however 
thought it unwise to comply with this advice, and he has doubtless submit- 
ted to Government Ins leasons foi this determination 

12 That the 6th Regiment delayed so long to break into open mu- 
tiny was, as fai as appeals, owing to then inability to deal with the Sikhs 
Tlieie is reason to believe that they ongmally intended to await the amval 
•of the 47tli N I , which had been oideied to Allahabad, conceiving them- 
selves equally unlikely to succeed m tampering with the Sikhs, or m contend- 
ing with them openly It was not until they discovered that the 47tli Native 
Infantry, whose co-opeiation they had expected, weie not to comenearei than 
Mnvapore, that they attempted, as a last resource, to peisuade the Sikhs to 
join them It was known to the Civil Authonties that these attempts weie 
being made, but it was not fully known how nearly they had been successful, 
until the last message leceived fiom Sir Hemy Lawrence befoie the 
Telegraph ceased to work, which ran thus — “ Do not trust the Sikhs, but 
hold the Eoit by European blood alone ” 

13 This advice was, I believe, forwarded on information received fiom 
Captain Haidmge, who had meanwhile pioceeded to join the Head Quaiters 
of Ins Regiment at Lucknow I do not know the exact natuie of this in- 
formation, but it was communicated, I believe, by lettei fiom the detachment 
at Allahabad, eithei to Captain Haidmge himself, or to some of Ins trust- 
worthy Native Officers at Lucknow- 

14 The warning could not at the moment be literally obeyed, but it 
was nevertheless of gieat value, as will appear m the couiseof the Narrative 
On the otliei hand, that the foice of circumstances compelled the Authonties 
in some degiec to tiust the Sikhs, was also fortunate , foi they not only 
eventually ledeemed their own, but w r liat was at this moment yet moie 
impoitant, tlieir national chaiactei foi loyalty, which the Benaies and Joun- 
pore mutinies had m some degiee put in question 

15 It is now necessary to adveit to the circumstances of the actual 
outbreak itself Erom the Nairative compiled by Mi Monteath, it might 
be concluded that the mutiny commenced suddenly at Daiagunge, and that 
it only broke out in the Lines, vdien the new r s leached the sepoys of the out- 
hreak at the foimei place 

16 The Narratives of Mi Willock and Di Shven, howevei, leave no 
doubt that the whole was earned out aeeoidmg to a pie-conceited plan 
Rockets were at the same moment sent up fiom Daiagunge, fiom the city 
and from cantonments, immediately aftei the filing ol the 9 o’clock gun, 
which appeals to have been the appointed signal 

17 Fiom what I can learn, the first notice was given to the unfortunate 
0 fficeis whose paity at Mess was bieaking up at the report of the evening 
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gun, by a bugle which sounded tbe alarm in tbe lines, followed almost 
immediately by the roll of musketry which was fired at the tank, where 
Lieutenant Alexander met Ins death, and m fact, by the time the Language 
detachments leached the Mess House, (as is pioved by the OfFiceis who were 
earned up prisoners) the guard thcie had mutinied, and were hunting down 
the few Officers wdio lemamed m the Mess, this too, it would seem from 
Colonel Simpson’s account, did not oeeui till he had seen his Adjutant and 
other Officers murdeied on parade, and he had himself been compelled to 
seek safety rn flight 

18 The mutiny was therefore almost simultaneous both at Laragunge 
and the Lines, and the point is of some importance, as it negatives all idea of 
the outbieak having been the result of any sudden panic or phrenvy, and 
pioves it to hare been one of the most deliberate and cold-blooded pieces of 
trcacbeiy peihaps ever planned 

19 Theie is but little to be said m addition to tbe details gi\cn by 
Messis. "Willock, Stuen and Monteath, of the catastrophe which follow- 
ed, or the piovidenti.il preservation of the Port Humanly speaking, 
the latter was in a gieat measure brought about by the prominence given to 
the European Voluuteeis and Invalids, and to the careful handling of the 
Sikhs, m accoidance with Sir Henry Law rence’s warning, as well to the mar- 
vellous personal influence over his men, and the tact, judgment, and sagacity 
of Lieutenant Colonel Brasyer. 

20 In that aw ful crisis, the exertions of this Officer, of Major Hasle- 
wood and Captain Russell, were pre-eminently conspicuous It is not indeed 
directly within my province to draw attention to their services, hut I may 
psiliaps be excused foi mentioning one fact concerning the latter, which I 
believe cannot otherwise he hi ought under the cognizance of Government ; 
for it was known only to lumsclf, to Messis Chester and Court, (from the Iat- 
tei of whom I received the stoiy,) and to the Conductors whose assistance 
w r as required m the execution of the plan. 

21 It is this — no sooner was the actual occurrence of tbe mutiny 
ascei tamed, than Captain Russell (who, having been consulted on all occasions, 
was aware of the full extent of the danger) at once determined that, m no 
event, should the Foit fall into the hands of the rebels He theiefore laid 
tiams to all the Magazines, winch were distubuted in various quarters of the 
Foit, and which contained altogether an enormous amount of ammunition The 
trains were all conducted to a spot near to winch Captain Russell himself 
stood beside the loaded guns, assisting m the disarmament of the company 
of the 6th, and had that crisis ended otherwise than it did, the insurgents 
wmuld ha\e found the coveted Fort and Aisenal little else but an empty mass 
of blackened rums. 

22, Civil Government was, after this period, for a time necessarily sus- 
pended All men became pei-foice soldiers, and all did their wmrk well Mr. 
Willock, whose own modest account scarcely does justice to Ins services, was 
appointed to command a company of Railway Volunteers, whose Adjutant 
was Mi Betagh, the Local Raihvay Engineer, other military duties were 
similarly assigned to other Civil Officers , hut Messis Chester and Court, 
fiom the first moment, excited themselves also to open communications with 
friends outside the Foit, to get profusions, money and intelligence, and as 
soon as possible, some standing ground from which to re-assert their civil 
authority. ° 13 

23 It is already known to Government how faithfully they were assisted

Funds weie at lust locally'' laised, but as you are awaic, subsequentl} supplied 
fiom the geneial Relief Fund 


32 The lcstoiation of ordei was not so lapid in the District as might 
have been hoped In the Doab, the general anaicby at once indeed subsided, 
and tlie Tians- Jumna peigunnalis though soiely tiled b\ the passage throiudi 
them of the Dmapoie mutmoeis, and ol the clelachments of the 32nd H I 
weie never seriously disttuhed But m the Doah, oidei was not restored It 
•was not till the 30th of June lhat Ma]oi Remiud, with the ad\ ance guard of 
Geneial Havelock's foice, was able to leave Allahabad, or could m fact he fit- 
ted for a maicli Mr Willock accompanied the column, and advantage was 
taken of its sen ices to lcplace some police posts and Tehseelees But great 
difficult} was experienced m collecting tmstwortliy men to occupy them, 
and this was only giaduall} oveicomc, vci} soon too the column was rapid]} 
pushed on tow aids Futtehpoie, m the vam hope of rclieung Cawnpore, mih- 
tai} CMgeneies compelled General Havelock likewise to press on, without 
moic complelel} settling the Allahabad Dislnet 

33 The mass of the population between the mers had taken advan- 
tage of the general liitenegmim to commit crimes of ever} sort. Many lied 
theiefoic with the hist piospect ot the restoration of oidei, in othei places de« 
peiate charactcis had collected hands of plunderers, the means of enforcing 
the law were weak, and mihtaiy aid, till the tall of Lucknow, was hut ven 
lately available Under these c.icumstances, the Gail Autlionties, m spite of 
the most strenuous exertions, ior sometime were not able at first entuel} to 
clcai this part oi the District 

31 To relieve the Chief Officers of a portion of their unusual labor, 
powers under tlie special Acts, weie conferred on sevcial gentlemen hitherto unac- 
customed to civil work But it was lound in practice, that functions requir- 
ing peculiar care and piactised judgment foi then pi opei exercise, could hard- 
ly with safety he enti listed to inexperienced hands, and these commissions 
weie tlieiefoie soon recalled 

35 But the lefugees fiom Banda, who now ai rived, were at once ot 
matenal seivice Mi Sherer (and -with him Mr Willock) was deputed to 
accompany the column' pi oceedmg upwards under General Havelock Mi 
Edmonstone took the place of the Judge, Mi Masson, who, being absent on 
temporary leave when the outlneak commenced, had been unable to rejoin 
To Mi Mayne was committed the important charge of the Trans-Gangetic 
Peigunnalis and of the Giand Tiunk Road Mr Moore, who had preceded 
him m the lattei cluuge, had just been barbarously muidered and the sole 
foice at Ins command weie a v eiy few Siklis and Irregular Horse, the latter 
undei Major Matlieson, and a couple of hundred of liastilj -raised and half- 
auned levies, with a few r pohee of doubtful fidelity The difficulties with which 
lie had to contend weie peculiarly foimidable Hot only liad the levolt m tins 
dnection, as pointed out by Mi Monteath, assumed an agrarian character 
hut it was to some extent organized Befoie tlie end of June, a “Uaznn 
oi Governoi had been sent both to Sooltanpore and Salone, by the rebel Go- 
vernment at Lucknow-, and they and then suboidmates, suppoited by a few 
xnutmeeis, and by a consideiahle body ot the old Oude troops, who had been 
disbanded on annexation, but weie now again collected lound their colours, not 
only held their respective Divisions m Oude, hut invaded our oidei Provinces 
To then standard, flocked all tlie despeiate lefugees fiom the Doab, leligious 
fanatics of eveiy description, all the lebels of oui own Tiaus-Gangetic terri- 
tories, and many feudal Chiefs in Oude 
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30 Nevertheless, Mi Mayne sot only continued to hold Ins own, but 
even to gam giound , stationed at hrst at Goopeegunge, he speedily commen- 
ced stiengthemng lnmself, and by encouiagmg the loyal, confirming the 
wavering, and ovei -awing the disaffected, he managed soon to ensuie the 
safety of the Giand Ti unk Road This w as not, lioweiei, effected without 
seveial skirmishes, m which he w as alw ays peisonally among the foiemost, 
and w Inch weie mvaiiably successful 

37 At length fresh levies weie laised, a party' of the 50th Native 
Infantiy, who lemamed faithful, joined Mr Mayne, the IojmI Zemindars and 
otlieis, who had become tired ot anaicliy and plundei, began to yield actn e 
assistance, so that Mi Mayne w as able in November to moie his cimp fiom 
Goopeegunge to Hunoomangunge , and thence m Decembei to Phoolpore, 
noi tli of the Grand Tiunlc Road Here he was very buskly opposed by 
the lebels, and though holding his own, compelled to ask lepeatedly foi 
military aid. 

3S At last, when the rebels had for sometime daied to appioach 
almost within sight of the station of Allahabad, and had continually insulted 
its Garrison, holding foi many w r eeks, m consideiable stiength, a post at 
Papamliow, on the left bank of the Ganges, not tlnee miles fiom the station, 
cncumstances occuned, which admitted of operations being undertaken against 
them by tioops collected for other purposes Accordingly', eaily in January, a 
well-managed expedition under the late Bugadier Campbell, C B , totally 
defeated, with consideiable loss, the Naib Nazim of Salone, and Ins troops at 
Munsetha, about eight miles fiom Allahabad In tins action (the firing m 
which w r as visible fiom the banks of the liver at Allahabad), Messis Mayne 
and Conit lendeied, as usual, signal service, the former lulling with Ins own 
hand a petty lebel Chief, in the middle of his followers, he himself baling 
but one man with bun 

39 Tlie rebels, liowevei, again advanced and le-occupied Sooiaon, and 
their old post opposite Papamliow, until Geneial Flanks’ action at Nusiut- 
poie, after wlncli they entirely withdrew' fiom the Distnct, and nevei again 
permanently occupied any poition of it Mr Mayne then moved to Sooiaon, 
and succeeded m l e-organizing tlie Tians-Gangetic Peignnnalis, m cbaige oi 
winch he remained till summoned to Ins pioper duties at Banda 

40 Meanwhile, Mi Court had continued Ins cxeitions m the lest of the 
Distnct, m which he lecened veiy valuable assistance from a paity of the 
12tli N I , who escoited then Ofticeis fiom Now gong, and whose subsequent 
caieer has been one of unflinching loyalty Twice only was he able to obtain 
moie extensive nnlitaiy aid, but when be was at length obliged by shatteied 
health m Apnl to letuin to Fuiope, the whole of tins pait of the Distnct, 
with tlie exception of a small poition of tlie Atheibun pergunnali, was again 
in Ins bands 

41 It is stated by Mi Montcath that tlie exeitions of the Moonsiff of 
Munjbunpoie, Peeaiee Mohun kept tlie rebels lieie at bay', until the occupa- 
tion of Banda compelled them to dispel se also 

42. Since that penod, an expedition w as found necessary to destroy the 
boats on the Ganges, winch was well earned out by a party of military' police 
undei Captain Denneliy, placed on board the Burhavipooii a, armed Steamer, 
and accompanied by Mi Fendall Thompson, the Acting Magistrate of the 
Distnct, and a subsequent raid of Rewali lebels into the Trans-Jumna Per- 
o-unnahs was also seveiely punished by tlie police under Captain Denneliy' 
In both instances, eveiy ciedit is due to Captain Denneliy and Ins police, Mr 
Thompson, and the Officers of the Binhampooti a Steamei also desen ed much 
ciedit, for then shaie m the fiist opeiation In both cases, too, the rebels 
fought obstinately , but then fiie was ill-dnected, and our loss small 
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13 The capture of the Foi t of Dehvaian by Bngadiei Berkeley nwy 
he sud to hav e finished the pacification of the District, foi it put an end to 
the imo.uk of the Oudli lebels, which had become somewhit foimidable, 
and drove them finally to a distance 

44 In recapitulation, theiefbie, I have only to hr in" to the i.noi.t- 
ble notice of Government, Messis Chcstei, Comt, Majne and IVillock, Cap- 
tam Russell, and the late Captain Hu dmge, Major Haslewood and Lieute- 
nant Colonel Biasyei The sei vices ol the two lattei, howevei, though 
acknowledged lieie, weie more piopeily speaking, Militaiy, and have as such 
been already noticed by Government. Captain Haichnge is unliappilj beyond 
acknowledgment In a secondaiy degiee, the sei vices of Messis H R 
"Wilson, Gh im and Betagh, of Major Byves^ and of Messis Palmei and 
Sandys, also ment lecogmtion on the pait of Go 1 , eminent 

FUTTEHPORE DISTRICT 

4 i The outbreak in this Distuct was ne\t m chronological ordei to 
that at Allah 'bad, and was to some extent a consequence ot the lattei , it is 
theieloie natuially the next to be nanated The state of the Distnct pievi- 
ous to the final levolt, and the cncnmstances of that event itself, are so 
midly descubed by Messis Sheiei and Macnaghten, that lew additional 
lemaiks aie lequned fioin me No effoit appeals to have been wanting, and 
no pi obable means obavei ting the catastiophe to have been omitted bj the 
piopei Authouties of theDistuct, that these exeitions failed was at least owing 
to no fault ot thews 

4G It is tiue that the compaiatively small number of sepoys and the 
compactness of their little body of Euiopeans, gav e the lesidents at the 
station some advantage® Still I think that Mi SlieieTs account must make 
it quite evident, that they did not letire until then furthei slay would have 
been an useless sacufice, and that they baiely availed themselves m time of 
then last chance of escape 

47 But, while fully admitting that the persistence of these gentle- 
men w a* earned to the last point consistent with conscientious prudence, it is 
rnpossible not to adinue, howevei it may he legietted, the beioic devotion 
of the late Mi Tuekei , noi is it much a mattei of vvondei, that his conduct 
and Ins peisonal piowess (Mi Tucker was, I believe, moie than once slightly 
wounded early in the day) actually succeeded m pieseivmg foi a few liouis 
longei, some show of oiclei 

45 In connection with bis death, I may lieie mention one incident, 
nppaiently nnkuown to Mi Sbeier, but wducli w as subsequently elicited m 
tlie couise of a judicial enquny by Ins successoi, and is ivorthy of notice 

49 Mi Tu ckei, by Ins earnest and open profession of lebgion, and 
by Ins unbounded pecumaiy libeiality, bad commanded tlie lespcct, if not 
the affection, of a huge numbei ot the inhabitants of the city, and 
when tlie excited mob letumed in tnumphant piocession fiom Ins 
shiughtei, two Hindoos of the town stood out hefoie them, and leviled 
them as the murdeieis of a just and holy man, it is scaicely necessity to add 
tlnit they immediately sliaied Ins fate 

50 The account of these events by Mr Manuel is, I believe, generally 
conect, though os to the direct connection of the Dejiuty Collectoi, Hickmut- 
oolhli Khan, with Mi Tuckei’s death, it may he open to question 

51 Mi Tuekei however, I believe, had relied on Iliekmut-oollah Khan 
to piocure him means of escape, should lie he compelled ultimately to fly , and 
tlieie is at least no trace of any elloit on Hickmut oolhih Khan’s part to save 
bun Mi Shcrer also I know warned Hickmut-oollah ol his own intended 
retirement fioin the District, and begged the Deputy Collectoi to accompany 
him, but be absolutely lefused to do so 
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32 It can hardly he said that the using m Fattehpore piesented any 
very definite characteristics As the Narrative of Mi. Corrigan clearly shows, 
it was rathei a sort of general saturnalia, the excesses of which speedily dis- 
posed the majority of the inhabitants to call for the aid of what seemed to them 
the actual existing Government They submitted, therefore, at once to the 
Nana Sahib, and afterwards, when his foices were defeated by General Have- 
lock, no wide-spiead opposition was ehcounteied on the part of the people at 
luge Only notorious tribes and Villagers continued, till we were strong 
enough to repress them, to pursue their lawless career, aud Government offi- 
cials were attacked by them, not so much because they were loyal to us, as 
because tbey weie tbe instruments of peace and orders Many of tbe outlying 
Thannahs and Tebseels were thus eitliei destroyed, or then occupants compelled 
to retue, and no military aid of any kind being available foi some time, but 
slow piogtess was necessarily made in the restoiation of Givil Government 

53 Till the middle of September, indeed, although Mi Sberei at Cawn* 
poie nominally held charge of both Districts, it may be said no attempt could 
be made foi the prnpose. At that time Mi Probyn was deputed as Magis- 
trate and Collector of tbe District, and supported at the station itself by the 
piesence of a small body of troops. 

54 As subsequent events became tbe subject of some controversy, t 
beg to lefei to tbe letter of tbe Secretary to Government, Central Provinces, 
No 72, dated 8th Pebiuary 1858, and its enclosures, for a full, and I would 
hope, satisfactory review of then history 

55 I will only add, that Mi Probyn eventually, by the occasional aid 
of some movable military detachment, by the assistance of one or two natives 
of influence, and by Ins own firm, hut conciliatory demeanour, succeeded so 
completely m regaunng possession of the District, as to collect the entne 
instalments of the spring moiety of the revenue, with nearly all the arreais 
of revenue for the foregoing year, the outstanding balances being 
merely nominal He too has been compelled to return to Europe by the many 
haidships lie undelwent, hut his conduct from the commencement of these 
tioubles has done thoioughly good seiviee to Government, and he deseives 
well at their hand His subordinate, Mi* Elhot Macnaghten, too, has done 
thoroughly well Both he and Mi Probyn have been repeatedly under fhe 
with troops , and he has given veiy efficient aid in the discharge of the aidu- 
ous current woilc of the District Mi Glynn, whose services at Allahabad were 
lewaidcd by promotion, and appointment to the Revenue branch of the Unco- 
venanted vService, has likewise mented the good opinion of Government 

56 A laigei proportion of the Native officials m Futtehpoie remained 
stedfast to then allegiance, than m any of the neighbouring Districts, and to 
some extent Mr Probyn’s task was pioportionably lightened by this circum- 
stance Such of these men as deseived leward, have been alieady biought to the 
notice of Government 


BANDA DISTRICT 

57 The mutiny at this station, and the consequent abandonment and 
disorganization of the Distnct took place next m oidei of time to that at 
Futtehpoie The graphic account of the penod which pieceded these events 
n-iven by Mr Edmonstone, lequnes no additions at my hands, and on Mr 
Mayne’s original Narrative, Government liave already lecoided an opinion, that 
Mi Mayne eried, if at all, m daring to the veige of rashness Tins opinion 
the documents now submitted go fai to support there can he no doubt , to have 
even stayed many minutes longer would have been madness The unhappy 
fate of the late Mi Cockeiell is further evidence, if such were necessary, to 
the same effect This gentleman did not leave Kirwee, in spite of Mi Mayne’s 
uigent lequest, till the unwillingness of the Raos of that place to shelter him 
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in case of necessity, lendeied it impossible foi lnm to remain , but it was then 
too late, and he only leached Banda to tail into the hands of the infuriated 
populace and thus a veiy gallant and zealous servant of Government, like 
many otlieis m this cusis, fellasaciifico to a perhaps ovei*stiamed sense of Ins 
duty r 

58 Mi Mayne’s Nauative of the furthci piogress of events is so com- 
plete, that I can add nothing to it, but to uige again upon the notice of Go- 
vernment, the coolness, judgment, and gallantly ol this most excellent Officei, 
and to state my own conviction that the lapid 1 eduction of Banda, alter a full 
yeai of anaichy, to a state of tranquillity, is mainly owing to his indefatigable 
laboi, and Ins temperate and wise administration I do not, indeed, believe 
that any Officer in the Division, nay few if any under this Government, have 
rendered so many and so gieat services to Government, or aie so deserving of 
distinction and leward. Iiis piescnt Assistants, Messis James, W Power, and 
Carne, have chiefly seived beyond the limits of this Division, and I can only 
beai testimony to the zeal with which they have discharged the duties more 
recently committed to them They have both been moie than once called 
upon to accompany troops into the held, and have performed the delicate task, 
which thus devolved upon them, m all lespccts to the full satisfaction of their 
supcriois.

In leply to youi lettei Ho 783, elated Stli May last, I have 
the lionoi to foiwaid you a statement of occuuences from the fiist com- 
mencement of the mutiny up to the 14th of July last, when the foit of 
Helnya was t alien, and the distuct completely cleaied of lebels The state- 
ment has been diawn out by Mi Monteath, Assistant Magistrate, fiom the 
records m this office, and fiom the vud voce o\ idence of seieial Offfceis, who 
were m the station from the commencement ol the outbreak 

2 The fiist peiceptible excitement m Allahabad w r as dunng that event- 
ful penod, — the first half of May, — when the British powei m India was 
receiving the gieat shock which first levealed tbe gigantic piopoitions of the 
stoi m w'lncli had been biewing An almost simultaneous outbui A w as taking 
place m widely sepaiated places Lucknow, Meeiut and Lehh, Feiofcepoor 
and Lalioie, and wlieievei such awful news was listened to, a sympathetic 
excitement might be expected to aiise The 12th of May, on which day the 
lepoit of the emeute at Meeiut reached Allahabad, is the day fiom which 
was dated the commencement of excitement here Tales of mutiny and out- 
break went then lounds m the lanks and the bazar, and along with them 
was also canvassed another momentous question The leport of the piose- 
lytizing intentions of Got einment was fast becoming a belief, both m the 
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town and ban neks , Clinging mil no seivants m wmc instances took Clmstian 
names to show then nou-iesistance to the scheme, and the geneial panic was 
indicated by the sudden use in the puce ol gi.im and othci .u tides oi iood 

3 On the l?1h, news of the tearful pi ogicss, and the awful chni actor of the 
mutiny ntDchh aimed, and on the lMh the Euiopean commumt} at Allaha- 
bad assembled to conceit jilans loi muted action, and agreed on an ahum 
signal m case of sudden distui bailee On the l'Hh, two troops oi the ‘hd 
Oude Inegulais an n ed horn Peilabgmh, nndei Lieutenant A Alcxundei , and 
on the following daj, a lcffei bom Captain Hai dingo, suing that Suit 
Lawicnce had despatched these tioops to be pkiccd undti cimJ authont} heic 
Tw cut} -five ol these were dctadiod tor the piotcc tton of the ticasui}, an- 
othei twent} im the jail, and night pahols weicauanged iiom Daiagumro 
by the jail up to the iioamry In the fort wcie a wing of a Stikli llegiinent 
(Peio/epooi JvCgiment,) and one comjiain of (lie Gtli L T J The lost of the (ith

stituted the only Emopean element m the g-nmon of the foit at the time 
ol the imttni} Such was the disposition of tioops m this station dining the 
next c\ent(ul and anxious loitiught SuU.s, sepo\s, and a lew lm.ihd liuio- 
pcans inside the foit, and sejuns and Oude Tnegulais outride Some tlieie 
weie, cspeualh OGiceis, who, llnough all the aknming news and ahnnung 
symptoms, tiusted to the last flic ftdelih oi the natne tioops in the station 
Otheis tlieie w ci e, who distmsfed the sepo}s of the 6th, hut who idled -till 
on the Seikhs and Inegulnr-, and looked to them as the gicaf countcipoise 
to the othci dangoious element Tlieie weie others, who looked with equal 
distmst on all natne tioojis whaLocv ei, and who legnulcd the kw nnahd 
Euiojieans us the onl} sihtv m case of d.nigei It was then a question ol 
gieat moment wdiethci the treasme should be removed into the foit oi not 0 
If it was, the outlnealc might he pieeipbatcd, and a fresh temjitation added to 
the unceitam fidelity of the Seikhs Tins question, we shall sec aftei wards, was 
most loitunatcly decided m the nogatix e On that decision, w Inch w as based on 
a despatch ol Sn H Lawicnce, may be said to have depended the picscrvation 
of the loit f oi it the Seikhs, who weie nmde, had hid the tieasuie in then 
jiossession, they would in all human piobabilit} have Hi/t’d it, and joined the 
lebel cause 

4 But at the time we arc talking of, this decision had not been aimed 
at , and maga/ine cai ts and bullocks >veic jikiced in the tieasm v compound, lead} 
to lemove the treasuie to the foil, if deemed advisable W bile these piecau- 
tionaiy measmes weie being made, the genei.il excitement among the natives 
was lapidly mci easing The disaffection of the <>th N I was openly talked 
of m the ba/ai A lepoit got abioad that Government had fixed the 23th 
as the day to issue the objectionable caitudges, and Joi that jiiiijmse they 
weie to be pai uled on the glacis of the foit, whcie a commanding ine would 
cnfoice obedience to the oidei hut the sepojs, it was said had deteinmied 
neithei to use the caitndge, noi to tiust themselves on such dangoious giound 
It was no use publishing m the ba/ai, oi asseitmg to the men, that such lepoits 
weie devoid oi the slightest foundation, the} too well suited the excited tem- 
perament ol botli people and soldieis to be easil} divested of then appaient 
jnobabdit} On the aitcinoon ot the 22nd, Sekuncku Khan, Bissaldai, m 
chaige of the Inegulais, posted at the tieasm y, mioi med Cijitam Ilaidmge, 
(commanding Inegulais,) tint he laid been asked by the Soubadai oi the Gtli 
guaid to join m picventmg the lemoval oi the ticasmc if attemjited, and this 
was soon altei continued by the Dnlkicku, mfoimnig Alexmdei, (2nd m com- 
mand,) that lie and the sowais had been asked to jom The Alagistiate, Mr 
Couit, lepoited this to the Ofhcei m command, Colonel Snnson, who inti- 
mated shoitly afteivvai’ds Ins intention of lepanmg to the foit, which he con- 
sideied Ins piopei place Mi Couit stienuously opposed tins measm e, which 
lie consideied to be a vntual abandonment of the cantonment, and almost 
ceitam theiefoie to lead to an outbieak of the bad cliaiacteis m the city, and 
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piobably to tlie using also of all the out stations He was fully peisuaded 
also, that the legiment would lefuse to march to the fort, and that the 
attempt to make them do so would only piecipitate the mutiny, which it 
seemed ot the utmost consequence to postpone Small detachments of Eaiope- 
ans weie maichmg up to Allah ibid, whose nun al before an ontbieak might 
change the face of affairs, but whose veiy existence would be penlled by its 
taking place befoie On these objections being made, Colonel Simson aban- 
doned the plan 

5 On the evening of this day, (22nd,) Mi Court, Colonel Simson, Mi 
Chester, (Commissioner,) and Captain Haidmge, met foi consult ition, and deter- 
mined to lemove all women and clnklien into the foit early next morning , but 
that no male should be allowed to entei it, as it seemed of the utmost "conse- 
quence to postpone any disturbance outside At 4 on the following morning, 
(23id,) Colonel Simson and Captain Bncli mfoimed Mi Couit of the total 
abandonment of last night’s plans Captain Bach had been appointed Com- 
mandant of the gamson, and oideis had been issued, dnectmg othei Ofhceis 
to lepan thithei Mi Couit objected, but m vam, and by 10 \ ar Ins antici- 
pations weie fulfilled, by a legulai flight to the foit of men, women and 
clnldien, cariying with them all the property the}' could Mi Couit again 
lemonstiated, and the oideis weie at last cancelled The non-mihtaiy poition ot 
the community weie foimed into a volunteei guaid, and tlie city and station 
iveie patrolled In’- them, accompanied by police sowais duung the night On 
the 2ith, Mi Court stationed a company of the 6th in Ivhooslnoo gaiden, and 
sent Ins owm tent there Repoits ol the amalgamation of the Gth and Seikhs 
ivere rife, hut the contagion had not yet done its work m full, foi in the evening 
iu o Mewatees weie handed up by the 6th, as liaving entei ed their lines to tarn- 
pei with then loyalty The 25th was the Mussulman Eail, and many theie- 
ioie weie the feais it biouglit with it. The day liowevei passed oft quietly 

0 In the evening a parade of the 6th Regiment was held, at which the 
sepoys, who had given up the spies, weie presented with tlie ranks of Naek and 
ILivildai, and the pusoneis weie removed to the Cential pnson On the fol- 
lowing day, a sepoj of the 6th complained m a mutinous -way of the piomo- 
tion ot the day before, by winch he had been supeiseded Colonel Simson 
believed lie was unsupported by the men generally, and the Officers deckued 
tlrerr entne confidence in the legiment Tlie spies, wdio had been gi\ en up, 
weie removed to the foit, as inhumation of ail attempt at lelease by the 
Mew atees of Sumdabad and Russoolpooi was leceived Mi Willock, Joint 
Magistrate, also was posted to the Jail along with a company of the 6th Fiom 
the 27tli ol Maj 7 to the 3id of June, eiCiything seemed gradually lo-a^suming 
its wonted peace and quietness Offices w ei e i e-opened, and business m all 
quaiteis tecommenced Feai beg m to subside, and those European detachments 
which amved, weie foiwaided on to Cawmpooi , yet all tins was hut tlie lull 
befoie the stoim , while the feeling of msecanty m tlie Eiuopean community 
was daily lessening, the schemes loi their destruction weie dailv being ma- 
tured. About this time a tclcgiapliic message was lecetved horn Sn If 
Lawrence, advising not in any way to tiust the Seikhs , and to this advice, as 
has alieady been mentioned, is due, in all pi obalnlity, the pieseivation of the 
foit The intention line had been, m case of necessity, to lemore the tieasare 
to the foit, w r heie the Seikhs weie stationed , and had that been done, tlie pos- 
session of the tieasuie would have foimed one of the strongest possible temp- 
tations to them to join the absoibmg tide ot mutiny Su H Laivience’s 
message show 7 ed to all the extieme dangei of the giound on which they weie 
lestmg, and the absolute necessity of not ti ustmg too implicitly to anj native 
tioops whatsoever Eiom that date (June 4th) the lull of quiet beg.m to 
be lnoken up, and the rising stoim to gathei lapidly aiound Telegiaphio 
communication, with both east and w r est, was bioken off, and the dale coach- 
man limned back with the news that Benaies was m flames Tlie meditated 
outbreak had been tlieie piecipitated by the energetic measuies of Colonel 
Heill^ and both Seikhs and sepoys mingled togethei m the general melf, — 
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had shared m the geneial destruction m winch it ended The news that the 
13th Iuegulais, with the Natne and Seikli Begnnents, having escaped from 
Benares, weie m lull maich on Allahabad, gave a moie definite shape to the 
alaini The stoim had long been known to be gatheung, but people knew 
not on wlucli side to look ioi its bui sting 

7 Now all ej es w eie dnected to the Pennies load, and even the indefinite 
leai of mutiny nothin, gave place m a gieat measuie to what was now con- 
sidered a ceitam and dehnite dangei from without 

8 Measuies weie at once taken by tlie autbonties to meet tins supposed 

dangei, (June jtli) and so entnely did they legaid it as tlie one imminent 
dangei to be met, that steps were taken, which tlie lesult piovecl to have been 
reij unwise A company ot the Gtli N I, undei Lieutenant Hicks, was 
sent to Dmagunge, and two 9-poundeis, nndei Lieutenant Haiward, weie put 
into then bands by Colonel Simson’s oi deis, though a stiong lemonstiance was 
made against it bjr Captain Bussell oi the Aitilleiy Means weie ahofiu- 
nislied to tlie Ghat establishment for destroying the passage by cutting aw a) 
two oi moie boats, and sow ai pickets weie sent out on the Pennies load Ei cn 
European w-as oi deied to tlie fort, and tlieie, to the numbei ol 64, they weie 
at once embodied, aimed, and placed under a Euiopean officei Dumg the 
wdiole of this day (5th), gieat alaim wms felt, but few pi obably thought liow 
soon, and in what way, the dangei would develop itself The night passed off 
peaceably, and the morning of the 6th June, dawned m outwaid quiet on the 
city and the station of Allahabad Seveial Europeans had lei used to entei the 
foit, either fiom a belief that tlieie w'as not just cause foi such a step, oi 
fiom unwillingness to abandon all then propeity to plundei, and seieial, tins 
veiy moining, who bad pieviously gone to the fort, letuined to then houses, 
and to this is owing in a gieat measuie the bloody cliaiactei wdnch the mu- 
tiny w r as enabled to assume At 6 r m the 6tli N I , who had volunteeied 
w r ith enthusiasm to maich against the msuigents atDehli, w r eie paiaded to 
hear lead to them the letter ot thanks from the Govemoi Geneial m Council 
The men seemed highly pleased, and cheeied loudly The Euiopean Ofiiceis 
w-eie moie than evei confirmed m then implicit leliance on the fidelity of 
then men , yet in three horns and a half this loyal clieei was changed foi the 
shout of mutiny and mui dei At 9-15 p m the mutiny bioke out at Dm a* 
gunge Lieutenant Ilanvaid m vain tiled to stem the tide Tlie sepoys, who Lad 
turned out all accontied, rushed at tlie two guns, seized them, and immediately 
commenced diaggmg them towaids cantonments Lieutenant Hai waid then gal- 
loped off to Lieutenant Alexandei, who w r as posted with tw-o tioops of 3id Oude 
Iuegulais at Alopeebagli, hetw r een Dmagunge and cantonments Tlie lattei 
Ofhcei at once ordeied out his men, and they obeyed, though veiy taidily, and 
bj the time tlicy weie leady, the noise ot the guns being dragged along the 
load to cantonments could be distinctly lieai d. Hanvaid despatched a shoit 
note to the foit, informing Piasyei of what had happened, and then set out 
with Alexandei and tlie Iuegulais m pursuit of the guns They soon came up 
with them, and the oidei to chaige w r as given Onh thiee men followed their 
gallant leadei, who fell, shot tliiough the bieast in the i alley which met them 
All hut one oi two Iuegulais now- joined the mutineers, and Ilaiwaid had 
•igain to escape foi Ins life This filing was the first intimation, to the foit 
and Gation, of the outhieak It was at fiist almost unner«ally thought to 
indicate the appioacli of the expected enemy fiom Benaies Harw aid’s note 

fli^t told the ti utli to those inside tlie fort, but it did not so quickly l each 
those outride Tlieie was a laige gathering m the Gtli Mess-house that 
ciening of 17 Ofhcei s, including 8 unposted Cadets, who had just armed 
The Ofhcei s talked of the fight, wdnch had pi obably commenced, and weie 
eager to shaie m its success. The bugle at this time sounded at the 
6ih lines, and thither many an Officer hastened But the call was a ticn- 
eherous one , as each Officei aimed, he was dehbeiately murdeied Colonel 
Simson was iccened with a a olley, but managed to escape into the foit, 
as also did Captain Gordon, Lieutenant Ilieks, and Ensign Currie Of 
tlie Cadets, onlj tw-o escaped, Messis Pearson and Woodgate They, together 
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with Lieut Hicks, weic at Daiagunge when tlie mutiny bioke out, as men- 
tioned befoie. Lieut Haiwaid managed to escape, aftei finding tbat all attempts 
to stop it weie unavailing These thiee, liowevei, ivei e not so foitunate, 
they weie taken pl'isoneis by the sepoys, and marched triumphantly towards 
cantonments They had just reached the mess-house compound, when sud- 
denly a shout and noise weie heard m the direction of the tieasuiy, and the 
sepoys lushed off, it is supposed, to secure then shaie of the plundei , leaving 
then tlnee pnsoneis standing alone They immediately made for Hicks’s house, 
and as they passed along the load, bounding the mess-liouse compound, they 
distinctly heard inside, the firing and shouts of muideieis and the shneks of the 
muideied They at last got into Hicks’s buggy, and diove to the banks of 
the Ganges at Papphamhow ghat, ivlieie they swam acioss the nvei, and 
going down its left bank, till they came opposite the foit, they again swam 
acioss and landed at the foit walls, inside which they soon managed to get 
Meanwhile the woilc of blood and destiuction had no lack of hands to peifoim 
it Eaily m the morning the jail gates were thrown open, and 3,000 ruffians 
from its wards, and many thousand Mewatees and other miscieants from 
the city, lushed eageily to help in tlie deeds of that night. Soon the whole 
honzon, looking 1101 th and west from the lampaits of the foit, became one 
mass of flame and lund smoke, fiom which issued the yells and slineks of 
thousands of mfuiiated devils doing the woik of muider and lapine By 
morning’s dawn, 31 Europeans had perished, and it may be as well that the 
details of but few of so many murders aie known with any certainty

fhe piophet waling ovei the cotwalee, m 
acknowledged haimony with the scenes 
Of blood and atrocity aiound it While 
these scenes weie hfemg enacted oht- 
side the foit, a cnsis of mevpiessible 
dangei had passed off within its walls 
m oui favoui, When it was certain 
that the Gtli IST I had mUtmied, it 
became necessary of comse to disarm 
the company of that legiment within 
the foit This w T as accomplished by 
Lieutenant Brasyer, with consummate 
courage, temper, and tact, ably sup- 
ported by Captains Hazlewood and 
Bussell The company of sepoys was 
assembled near the mam gate , they had 
then muskets loaded, foi they had been 
oideied to load by Lieutenant Williams, 
on the first sound of firing, when it was 
thought to he an attack of the enemy 
Without The Sikhs weie drawn up 
in fiont of the barracks, facing the mam 
gate, and before them the guns manned 
by the European invalid Aitillery men 
The V olunteers occupied posts pi eviously 
assigned to them on the rampaits One 
party being over the mam gate, looking 
dowm upon the sepoy guard It was an 
exciting moment when the oidei to pile 
aims was given, and the sepoys stood 
hesitating what to do Two guns weie 
at this moment brought up m a menacing 
position , one bore on the flank of the 
company, tlie other swept the mam 
gate The port-fires weie lighted, and 
the caibmes of the Aitilley men, and 


the rifles of the Volunteers, were all equalljieady foi the woist, should it 
come. The disarming was at last accomplished without bloodshed, though not 
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without the most evident desn o to lesist on the part of tliG sepoys One - 
man 0 V 6 H cocked Ins gun, ns Lieut Williams was taking it fiom him After 
this the two otliei sepoy guards weie disarmed without resistance, and the 
whole weie turned out into the lavehn, whence they weie tuined outside next 
day, "being allowed to cairy off all their pnvate piopeity The Sikhs attei 
this became steadier and quietei, and the Emopean community m the fort 
could again bieathe freely Dui mg the night the few Inegulars who had 
lemained staunch, came in, bunging with them the hod}'- of then officei, Lieut 
Alexandei, who had been shot as betoie lelated His body boie witness to the 
mad cruelty of his enemies, foi, besides the shot in the hi east, which killed him, 
weie sabie cuts all ovei Ins head and face Hi eat confusion existed inside the 
font for some days, owing paitly to the absence on duty of the Comnnssanat 
Officei, Lieut Davidson, and themuider ot the Doit Adjutant, Captain Bnch 
The confusion was gieatly mcieased on the 9tli by a party of Yolunteeis and 
Sikhs being sent out to bung m stoies fiom the G-ovemment Steam Agency 
piemises, &c , — Messis Hamilton’s godowns But fast the Y olunteeis, and then 
the Sikhs, took to mdiseiiminate plundenng; and as the plundei was 
principally wane and biandy, the lesult was veiy geneial diunkenness, and 
msuboidmation, both then and afterwards, m the fort 

But to letum On the very morning affcei the mutiny, i e on the 
7th June, a small party of fifty, 1st Madias Fusilieis, undei Lieutenant 
Arnold, amved at Jhoosee, wheie the Benaies road meets the bridge of boats 
They weie weaned and exhausted by a forced maich , but the bndge was in the 
hands of the enemy, and no boats could be found It was not till late at night 
that a Government steamer, which was lying at the fort, was despatched to 
bring them acioss, though the fact of their amval was known m the morning 
On the 9tli June, anothei small detachment of the same legrment of 57 
men, under Lieutenant Beaumont, amved, and dropped down m boats to the 
fort They had been attacked on the load by the villageis of Kutwa, and had 
lost their baggage, though no lives On the 11th June, Colonel Neill him- 
self airived with 40 moie men, and immediately assumed command He at once 
set about taking measuies foi le-oigamzmgthe foice within the fort, and com- 
mencing opeiations against the enemy -without It was high time that such 
measures should be taken The msuboidmation m the garrison had leached a 
veiy dangeious height The Sikhs weie daily moie oveibeaimg and unruly 
Every thing they could lay then hands on, they considered lawful plundei , and 
both they and the Euiopeans went m and out of the fort almost at pleasuie 
Colonel Neill, with equal caution and piomptitude, enfoiced a more stnet dis- 
cipline, and kept the men occupied by the operations he commenced outside 
Up to tins tune the rebels had been employed in daily burning and destruc- 
tion They weie closely investing the foit, though doing nothing actively 
against it They held the budge of boats, partially destioyed, and occupied 
m foice the important post of Daiagunge at the Allahabad end of it. No- 
thing had as yet been done to dislodge them Horn any pomt, oi disturb them 
m any way The guns of the foit commanded Daiagunge and the bndge 
of boats, but not a shot had been fired The morning (June 12th) after Colo- 
nel Neill’s amval, file was opened on that quartei by his oideis, and he at 
the same time attacked it with a party of Fusiliers and Sikhs, diove the ene- 
my out, and secuied the bndge It was at once lepaned, and was leady next 
day foi the ciossmg of one hundred moie Fusiliers, under Majoi Stephenson, 
who had left Benaies at the same time as Colonel Neill’s party. On the 13th 
June, the native parts of Kydgunge and Jhoosee weie attacked, and cleaied 
of the enemy by a party of Yolunteeis and Sikhs undei Mi Willock, Jomt 
Magistiate Next day (June 14th) the Steamei Jumna amved noth anothei 
detachment of Fusikeis The Sikhs, who had always been inclined to be un- 
iuly, were now removed fiom the fort much agamst then will, and cantoned 
outside on the banks of the Jumna, thus leaving the gainson of the fort 
entuely European 

On the 15th June, a giand attack was made by a land force, consistmg 
of Fusiliers, Sikhs, and Irregulars, on the suburbs of Kydgunge and Moot- 
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teegunge, suppoited by the Steamer moving up the Jumna with a howitzei 
and some nflemen on boaid The enemy weie everywheie beaten, and 
followed up by oui tioops close to the city So great was the tenor 
caused by this day’s exploits, that, on the following night, the Moulvee 
and all Ins followeis fled, leaving the two guns which had been seized at 
the outbreak, and a numbei of pnsoners, chiefly native Christians, behind 
These were biought into the fort eaily next day Among them was poor 
young Cheek, an unposted Cadet, who died the same evening , Ins body covei- 
ed with wounds and sores, and his mind wandenng Has sufferings fiom the 
night of the 6tli must have been ckeadful, he had escaped with seveie 
wounds fiom the mess-liouse, and was picked up by a zemmdai of the name of 
Mohomud Tukee, by whom he was given over to the Moulvee, m whose 
hands he lcmamed exposed and uncaied foi, until this time Gopee Nauth 
Nundee, a native Christian and fellow prisoner, lelatesthat when the Moulvee 
sought, by tlneats and voles, to make him abjuie Christianity, this brave 
young ofhcei would call out to him, “ Pachee Salnb, never let go the faith ” 
Conductoi Coleman u as another of those biought m He had escaped des- 
truction with Ins family on the night of the mutiny, though not without 
seveie wounds, fiom which lie aftei wards died "While kept a pusonei in the 
hands of the mutmeeis, he recognised seveial Debli sepoys among them.. 

On the 17th June, the Magistrate proceeded to the cotwalee, and there 
lestoied Ins own autliordy, and installed his own offlceis no resistance was 
offered, and the whole place seemed deserted On the 18th June, another expedi- 
tion was made for the puipcse of cleaimg and le-occupying the station The 
steamer again was sent up the nvei, and a land force, including 20 mounted 
V olumteei s and two guns, peneti ated the cantonments This morning, however, 
clioleia broke out, and m a very virulent foim Eight men weie buned in the 
evening, and 20 next day , and although aftei this it began to abate, and very 
lapidly disappeared, it earned off 40 out of 100 Eusilieis attacked by it On 
its fust appeal ance, Colonel Neill oideied all non-combatants out ot the fort , 
he had already sent off two steameis full of women and children to Benares, 
so that the tort was now left to the tioops alone The Euiopean foice was 
now rapidly increasing. Two more detachments of Fusilieis had amved,(one on 
the 16th, by the steamer Cocl, another on the 18th June,l making at this time 
a total of 37 men of that regiment A detachment of H M’s 84th, (100 men) 
under Captain Snow, amved on the 20th, and on the 22nd June, the head-quar- 
teis of that regiment came up m the Calcutta The Mir sapor e also biought 240 of 
the 1st Fusiliers. Colonel Neill now began to make every piepaiation foi des- 
patching a lehevmg column to Cawnpore, with the least possible delay The 
call foi aid theie was uigent, but the greatest difficulty was found m obtaining 
any of the means of travelling, and at last, on the 30th of June, Major 
Benaud’s column started, with but few of those requisites This column consist- 
ed of 400 Fusilieis, 300 Sikhs, 120 Irregular Cavalry, and two 9-pounders 
manned by the invalid artillerymen. 

Geneial Havelock arrived this day, (July 1st) and on the following, the 
startling news of the massacre at Cawnpore was received from Sir H Lawience 
Next day, (July 2nd) it was confirmed by the report of some cossids, but seemed 
yet alm ost too horrible to be believed rmphcitly Havelock immediately 
halted Kenaud’s advancing column, and prepared to lemforee it himself -with 
1,000 Europeans and tlnee guns On the morning of the 3rd July, he des- 
patched a steamei with 100 Fusilieis and two guns on board, and provisions 
foi Sir H. Wheeler, m case the news leceived might turn out false 

On the 7th July, Havelock's column left Allahabad, on the 15th, a fui- 
ther leinforcement of 280 men of H M ’s 84th, and on the 16th, Colonel Neill 
followed by dak. 

While these preparations and despatches of tioops were being made, 
the work of restoration of oidei and stern retubution was daily going 
on Numbers of those who had taken an active part m the mutiny, still 
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linked behind m tlie liope of tlien guilt being undiscoveied, and day aftei 
day anests and captuie ol sucli Aveie talong place On tlie 22nd Julj, it was 
deemed advisable to issue tbetwo fiist Special Commissions (undei Goa eminent 
Notification No 1124, loth June 1S57) to Mi Willock, Joint Magistiate, 
and Doctoi living Two days aftei ivaids, two moie weie issued to "Messrs’ 
Palmei and Sandys, and by then aid, tlie sternest justice was quickly and sum- 
manly adnunisteied The lesult of such measmes was soon visible in a whole- 
some feai pervading all classes of natives,— plundered pioperty was cast into 
the fields and loads by those who felt that its possession was unsafe 

The destruction of public and private property was immense, every tkmg 
combustible seems to have been burnt, and even the Magistrate’s and Sessions 
Judge’s cutchenies, which weie fine masonry buildings, weie i educed to mins 
The Commissionei’s cutclieiry, stiangely enough, escaped, though it was a 
thatched bungalow, and all the lecoids m it weie saved, but of course tlie loss 
of records has been most complete in the others 


As might have been expected, the outbieak in the Sudder station was 
very soon followed by anaichy in the district The seeds of mutiny had been 
scatteied there, and in many parts the flame buist out until almost equal Any 
In some cases the bloody deeds of tlie night of the 6th m Allahabad veie le- 
pioduced m almost all then atiocity , many a party of Europeans shutout fiom 
all aid, enduied foi long the greatest miseiy, and experienced the most wondei- 

ful escapes Eive“ only actually perished m 
the distinct

One large paid}' of "Railway office! s were 
at Burwaiee, about 24 miles west of the city 
On the afternoon of the 17th they assembled in 
Majoi Ryves’ bungalow, and on seemg a huge 
body of aimed men approaclnng, they betook 
themselves to the top of a laige water tank, wheie they lemamed foi two dajs 
exposed to the threats and insults of the lahhle aiound them, and to the fieice 
lays of the sun above them They witnessed during thus time the plundei and 
destruction of all European pioperty in the neighbourhood, -which was joined in 
with fiendish exultation by all lanks and classes of natives Mi Smith, ano- 
tliei Railway officer, joined them while tlieie , he and Mi Thomas had started 
togetliei m flight, hut the lattei had been murdered m the way, and Mi Smith 
himself -wounded On the 9th a party ol 3rd Oude Irregulais vdio had remain- 
ed staunch, aruved to escort them to Allahabad Mis Ryves died immediate- 
ly on being lemoved fiom the tank, fiom exhaustion and exposure, but theiest 
aruved safely m Allahabad on the morning of the 10th ~ Theie weie many 

other small parties or single families, including 
Customs officeis, planteis and meichants, who 
made then escape in difleient ways Two par- 
ties came m fiom Oude, one on the 14th, im- 
dei Doctor Giant, escorted by Ajeet Singh, 
talookadar of Mattoopoie, fiom Partahgliur

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The extent to which the outbreak in the station of Allahabad u as earned 
out in the distiict varies very much in different portions of it 

In the Doab pergunnalis the cliaiactei of the outbieak was worse, and 
the extent gieater than anywheie else The Zemindars there weie clnefly 
Mussuhnen, and with scaicely an exception they -joined then btethien, 
with the object of exterminating the English, and upsetting the Government 
Peigunnah Chail was the woist of all , the Moulvee was a resident of Mali- 
gaon, one of its villages, and eveiy Mussulman theie joined his standaid The 
Pragwal biahmms of Allahabad, who were also foiemost m the outbreak, car- 
ned with them the Hindoo population The distnet police went almost m a 
body, and foi a short time the gieatest anaicliy pi evaded When oui power 
again began to be in the ascendant, and the Moulvee, with Ins followeis, had 
fled, tins portion of the distiict was left almost entnely deserted, and the 
greatest difficulty was at fiist felt m doing anything towaids its resettlement 

In the Ti ans-gangetic peigunnahs the causes which acted to excite the 
disturbances weie different Religion had little or nothing to do with it The 
villages m these peigunnahs weie owned at the cession by laige Thakooi 
families m laige talookahs The old Zemmdais, habitually exfciavagant, 
because, by habit, liveis on plundei, became mined by then extiavagance, and 
weie sold up by oui mle and by oui laws The cultivatois and pooiei classes 
still continued to look upon them with gieatei legard than the piu chaser at 
auction, howevei long the latter may have been m possession of the piopeity 
The ex-zemindar and Ins family weie still the most influential residents of the 
village In most instances they leceived a kind of tnbute fiom the poorer 
inhabitants, and helped them in letiun 

The auction pui chaser, on the othei hand, was generally a lesident 
of the city, and nevei visited his village, except foi the hateful puipose of 
collecting Ins lents, 01 enforcing Iris decrees The people tlieieloie natuially 
sided with the Zemmdais, to whom the outbreak seemed a giand opportunity 
of recoveung their position They fiist set to woilc to destioy and plunder 
eveij thing Euiopean, and took loicible possession of then old estates Of 
couise the auction puicliaseis were oui fnends, and lendeied eveiy assistance 
in their power foi the lestoiation of order 

In the peigunnahs south of the Jumna the blow u as less felt than else- 
where Bad characters and disaffected individuals heie and theie assembled 
men, and burnt and plundei ed villages, where any peison mimical to them lived 
Yet the disturbances nevei took fan loot, and as soon as oui position at Alla- 
habad began to look more favorable, they m a gieat measure ceased This u as 
on mg principally to the gieat influence which the tlnee Rajahs of Maiidd ( 
Diliya, and Ban a had m the district 

These men had too much at stake to enter headlong into the fiist out- 
burst of disaffection Their mteiest, besides, was more on the side of oidei 
than disoidei, and hence the cautious mannei m which they acted The 
Manda Rajah at fiist took chaige of the distiict police, and also of the tiea- 
sure, which last act would evidently secuie oui favoi if we von m the contest, 
and msuie a 11th pnze to lumself it we lost 

The otliei two Rajahs were equally opposed to disorder, and by then neu- 
trality prevented a geneial using at the outset As our position impioved at 
the suddei station, then neutiality was of couise changed to a more decided 
co-opeiation m oui fav or Such v> as the state of the disti ict duimg the intei \ al 
immediately succeeding the mutiny at Allahabad The Doab population, led 
on by then Mahomedan Zemmdais, bad nsen with enthusiasm totakepait in«i 
religious v u, and bad marked then using with the usual accompaniments ol 
Mahomedan lanaticism Tlic using b id been quickly checked, and a huge pro- 
portion of the population, had fled, leaving the distiict paitrall> deseited The 
Tians-gangetic popiflation led on by the old Taloohdai families, had nsen 
to lestoie the old oidei of things and lemamed m anus against us The 
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Tians-o-angetic population lias, as befoie mentioned, been restrained by local 
influences, °aad never openly tlnew off our Government , 

The Doab and Tians-gangetic piovmces lemamed to be brought agam un- 
dei our rule by foice of aims In the formci the task was comparatively easy. 
The continual upward maich of tioops, wlncli foi some time took place aloim 
the Giand Tiunk Road, combined with the flight of all the worst characters* 
veiy soon leduced pergunnah Chail to oidei In peigunnah Kuna, which was 
perhaps one of the most disaffected poitions, open violence and plundenng 
veiy soon ceased, and a sullen quietness took its place In the lemammg per- 
gunnah of Utlieibun, disaffection held for some time its last stiongliold m the 
Doab 

Dhakun Singh, Zennndai of Dliuiawal, and otliei Zemindars, boideimg on 
the Jumna, continued foi some time m open lebelhon Tlicy weie assisted by 
Hunnooman Singh, an escaped convict, and Yilayat Ilossein, who lendered 
their assistance foi the sake of the plundei and the rapine in which they were 
thus enabled to indulge Hunnooman Singh had his head-quaiteis at Koian, 
close to the line of Railway, wheie, in December 1837, he began to fortify 
himself At Mi Court’s lequest, a foice was sent by Bngadiei Campbell, 
(15th Decembei 1857,) which succeeded m demolishing the foitifications, and 
dispeismg the party Hunnooman Smgh and his followers, finding they could 
no longei remain m then old haunts, sought an asylum with Dhakun Singh 
m a small coiner of the peigunnah, of which Dhnrawal is the conti e Here 
they weie kept by the zealous efforts of Peaiee Molran, a Bengalee by birth, 
who had been appointed Moonsiff at Munjliunpooi, and who cieated a strong 
Government paity m the distnct On Die re-occupation of Banda, (April 19th) 
the rebels weie obliged to deseit even this comei, and dispersed m the Rewali 
temtoiy From that time the whole Doab has been effectively m our hands 

In the Tians-gangetic peigunnalis the leign of disoider was much longer 
and widei spiead Nothing was done to check it till January 1858, beyond 
sendmg out a foice of Benaies Levies, undei Mi Mayne, foi the piotection of 
the Giand Trunk Road and its immediate neighbourhood In January, a 
force undei Brigadier Campbell left Allahabad, and driving the rebels before 
them, advanced the position held by Mi. Mayne as far as Phoolpoor , 

In January 1858, General Pianks’s column advanced to Soraon, driving 
the enemy before it into Oude Yet foi some time they continued to infest 
the distnct, plundenng and binning wheiever they could, and retning to their 
forts when puisued. Order cannot be said to have been effectually restored, 
until Brigadiei Berkeley took the stronghold of Delnon on the 14tli of July 
last With that event, the disturbances consequent on the mutiny may be 
said to have been subdued m the district of Allahabad.

The Muting of the 6 th Regiment Dative Ivfantig at Allahabad, in June 1857, 

and subsequent Events. 

1 The mutinies which occuned at Banaekpoie and Meerut m May 1857> 
placed the lesidents of Allahabad on then guaid against any sudden outbreak, 
of the Native Infantry Regiment stationed m the cantonments, and measures were 
adopted to pi event any rising on the part of the tioops and city men taking place 
without warning being communicated, and plans xxeie agreed upon and made 
known to the residents foi a general meeting at a lived spot in case of an. 
outbreak "When the first symptoms of disaffection m the army appeared, the 
Gth Regiment N I , with a few Native Artillery men, were the only tioops 
stationed in Allahabad In the foit theie weie no gnaids, save the usual com- 
pany of the 6tli, on duty at the mam gate 

2 As the daugei seemed to mciease, application was made to the Brigadier 
commanding the Division, foi detachments of othei Regiments that could be 
spaied, and accoidmgly a party of invalided Aitillery men, undei Lieutenant 
(now Majoi) Hazlewood, from Bu\ai, 200 Sikhs of the Eeio/epore Regiment 
nndei Lieutenant (now Lieutenant Colonel) Biasyei, and a body of Inegular 
Cavalry nndei Lieutenant Alexander, were sent The Artillery men and Sikhs 
neie quarteied m the fort, and tlie Caialiy weie posted m parties tlnough 
the station As each day passed, some fiesli lumoui was cn culated regarding 
the state of public feeling m tbe city Agents of tbe rebel leaders weie evi- 
dently busy poisoning tlie minds of the people The domestic sen ants learnt 
and believed, foi they would not take tlie tiouhle to enquire into the truth of 
the leport, that sex eial boat-loads of adulterated dour v» eie mooied at the nx er 
hank, to he sold foicibly by the Magistiate to the bunneeahs, and a panic and 
an outciy was tbe lesult The bazar xvas closed, and it was very evident that 
an outbiealc m the city woidd follow an cmeute of the soldiery The men of 
the city warned the Magistrate against the fidelity of the sepoys, and tlie" ' 
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sepoy- cautioned their Officers and tlie Magistrate against tlie city people, 
protesting agunst tlie tales that had been circulated, of their lukew amines 
towards Government They w ent so far as to give up two Maliomedans, 
who, thev^aid had entered their lines and attempted to lead some ol the men 
astray, while at the sune time tliej were sending their own men into the Caialry 
lines to tamper with the troopers It was evident that a cnsis was at hand, 
and ladies and childien weie at last iemo\ed into the fort 

3 On the arm al of the new s of the outbreak at Benaies, the sepoi s of the 
Gth Regiment piotested their loyalty m stiongei teims than bcfoie, and induc- 
ed the Officer conimindmg then legiment and the station to post two guns, 
guarded by a company of then own corps, at the head of the budge load lead- 
ing to Benaies, to oppose the crossing of a body of mutineers said to be march- 
ing on Allahabad fiom Benares Captain Hicks, and Ensigns Peaison and 
Woodgate, commanded the Inia.nti y , and Lieutenant Haiwaud the Artillen 
A company had also been posted at the jail, vhcic I had taken up my quai- 
teio by the Magistiatc’s ducction blatters stood thus on the 5th, when a 
telegiapluc message was leeer ed fiom Geneial WIicclei at Cawnporc to this 
effect — “ Man the fort w ith c\ ei y ai ailble Euiopean,” and m consequence ei ci \ 
resident unconnected with the .Native .Regiment was dnected to lepan to the 
fort, and theie take up his lesidenee A few disiegaidecl the oidei, hehe\iiig 
it to he merely the result of the many panics that had been witnessed lately 
Among those who unhappily disobey ed, were Captain Bn ch, Port Adjutant, 
Lieutenant Inms, Executne Engmeei, Mi Aicliei, Mei chant, All Boilaul, 
Merchant, and Mis Boilaul, and mmy othci Emasians The night of tlie 
5th pissed by quietly, and on the Gtli we again letmned to oui houses, enter- 
ing the fort at sunset By tins time the ganison had been oigam/ed, and 
the “ Voluntoeis,” one bundled and ten m numbei , were aimed fiom the Arsenal, 
and told off to then lespectivc posts At S o’clock that evening, the chfleient 
detachments marched to the batteries, and sentnes were posted on the walls 
of the foit At 9 o’clock a locket was seen to be filed from the direction of 
the budge, and a coriespondmg one from cantonments Shortly aftenvnuls a 
musket shot fiom tlie dnection of cantonment was lieaid , anothei, some 
straggling shots , then a peal and loll of musketry, as if a legiment was firing 
m parade So many looked-for dangers had passed by, that even now false 
ideas and hopes were entertained As the filing was less distinctly heard, it 
was vmnhj hoped that the expected Benaies lebels had enteied the station, 
and weie being dm en out acioss the Papainow ghat, so legular was the 
musketiy Foi some long time nothing was known of the cause of the firing. 
Not a man w r as able to lea\ e his post , and it was only when the Volunteers 
weie ordered to the mam gate that the tiutli w r as learnt The Regiment 
had mutinied, andhadmurdeied the Officers wdiom they hadchceied and sworn 
fidelity to only three hours piewously The two guns stationed at the 
bridge had been seized by the company posted theie, and Lieutenant 
Harwaid, aftoi escaping and warning Lieutenant Alexandei, (m chaige of tlie 
Irugular Ca\ ally,) retumed to i elate the fate of that gall mi Ofhcei, who had 
been shot by the men of the Gth, i\hile galloping up to cantonment to the scent 
of the firing The sunning Ofhceis shortly ufteiv aids made tlioir appeal. nice, 
and rec muted the tele ofticacheiy and blood Thu t\ -nine CInistian souls fell 
tied night Dnectlj the firing ceased, the woik of dcsti notion commenced, 
ami th pusoaen ol the ja»l, and had character of the citv and neiglihouring 
'dl.tge , ii id ng themsehes free fiom lestramt, broke loose and joint d the muti- 
rn'i!*-, fu4 to plunder the Leastuy, and then to hum and destroy the station 
I m -• *poys forming the guaul at the mam gab weie at once di*> tuned, and 
h m , r pi '< ,‘d under th irge of a p uty of Volunteeis, told off for fhe si i \ ice, wait 
turn > l out ol the fort at day bieak Tin whole gaiuson iem lined uml( r

Un gaining the country, Urn sillagcr-,, aware of flic sums of money they tarried, 
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suuounded and attacked them -wherever they appeared .unarmed, for they 
had thrown away their firelocks to lighten themselves They afforded an easy 
prey, and it is geneially believed that few succeeded m carrying away their 
spoil So completely scatteied were the men of the regiment in consequence, 
that they have never since been heard of as a body Of the Irregular Cavalry, 
about one-half remained faithful These offered tlieir services to the Magis- 
trate, and weie dnected to proceed to the Railway station of Burwaree, and 
lescue the paity of Railway officials there besieged They did so, and con- 
ducted them to the fort in safety On Sunday the 7th, the first reinfoi cement 
arrived, consisting of a small party of the 1st Madras Fusiliers Shortly after 
a second detachment of the Feiozepore Regiment, and again other parties of 
Fusiliers, and by the time that Colonel Neill arrived, a sufficient iorce was 
assembled, to enable him to take measuies to re-occupy the station At this 
time the city and suburbs weie held by a body of lebels, under the, now well 
known, Moulvee Lyakut Alee Tins man, a weavei by caste, and by trade a 
sclioolmastei, had gained some respect in Ins village by Ins excessive sanctity ; 
and on the fust spread of the lebelhon, the Maliomedan zemmdais of peigunnali 
Chad, ready to follow any leadei, placed tins man at then head, andmaiclied to 
the city, proclaiming him a Governor of the drstuct, m the name of the King 
of Delik His head-quaiters were fixed at the Kliooshroo garden, where the 
two guns, abandoned by the 6tli, weie diagged, and theie the lebel court was 
held The first step taken bj r Geneial Neill, after restoring ordei in the fort, 
was to take possession of the village of Daiagunj, winch commanded the bridge 
A detachment of Fusiliers and Sikhs cleared the position, and it was finally 
held by a party of the Feio'/epoie Regiment This secured the safety of the 
budge ovei the Ganges The next step was to cleai the city and station of 
the lebels One paity sent to occupy the station was driven back, the lebels 
being too strong, and daily encounters took place between the insurgents and 
detachments told off to protect foiaging parties The insurgents consisted 
chiefly of followers of the rebel zemmdais of Chad, and the bad characters of the 
city and station, principally low-bred Mussulmans and otheis, who were induced 
to take up arms, in the hope of finding sufficient plunder m the station No 
active movements weie made by the msui gents, who were m fact a mere aim- 
ed mob , but they weie sufficiently strong to- hold the city and station, and bid 
us defiance They appear to have entertained an idea of attacking the fort, 
for a white flag, mounted on a long bamboo, was found one morning attached 
to the palisades below the Flagstaff batteiy, supposed to be one of the weakest 
points of the fort- Treachery was doubtless bleeding among the natives em- 
ployed in the foit, for on the eve of the attack on the city, the Feiozepore 
Regiment, winch marched out to occupy a building m Kydgun], was leceived, 
on passing a walled gaiden, by a volley from a body of concealed men, which 
disabled many of the Puvates, and fractured the thigh of the Adjutant The 
intended movement liad evidently been communicated by some one having 
access to the Older Books The foice now undei Colonel Neill being strength- 
ened dady, a final attack upon the city was determined on, and consequently, 
on the 17th of .Tune, the plans weie earned out. A party of 50 men of the 
Madras Fusiliers, with a company of Yolunteers under my command, with two 
howitzeis, under Lieutenant Hai ward, proceeded up the Jumna, while Gene- 
ral Neill, with a detachment of the Madras Fusiliers and the Ferozepore Regi- 
ment, attacked the city by land The Steamer anchored at the north side of 
the city, while the Yolunteers under covei of the guns and Fusiliers’ rifles, 
landed, and co-operating with the mam body, drove the rebels from the town 
The lebels fled piecipitately, and the station was occupied on the following 
day without opposition Thoughts weie now turned to the situation of the 
Cawnpore garrison under Geneial Wheeler, who was known to be closely 
besieged by the mutineers A force was accordingly organized by Colonel 
Neill foi the relief Considerable difficulty was experienced in collecting carnage 
for the tioops, from the state of the station and distnet , but the relieving 
force was equipped by the 30th, and started that evening It consisted 
of the following troops — 400 men of the 1st Madras FusiLers , 4 Off 
of the Feiozepore Regiment, under Lieutenant (no.. Lieutenant Colonel) 
Biasyer, tv.o - ' 9 poundei guns, under Lieutenant Hu \wud , and a party 
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of Irregular Cavalry, undei Lieutenant Palhser, composed^f^ 
of two mutinied coips The column commanded by Major 
Fusiliers,)' w as oidered to reach Cawnporc by foiced marches^ 
of Gcneial Wheeler having named a certain date as the last J 
gauison could hold' out At tlic samo time a SteamciJ 
Ganges, with a hundred men of the Madias Fusiliers, to 
column I accompanied the force, having been appointed to^ 

Civil Officer by tho Commissioner On the evening of the 
fourth encamping ground was icaclicd, when a sp} despatched by Sir Henry 
Lawicnce fiom Lucknow, until letteis to Gcneial Wheeler and the Magistrate 
of Allahabad, arrived m camp lie w as the first man to communicate the 
tidings of the fate of tho gamson This tale w as at first doubted, but his story 
being conoborated bj f each successive traveller fiom the direction of Cawnpore, 
this mtelligeiicc was communicated to Colonel Neill at Allahabad, whoimeply 
stated Ins suspicion that the story had been piopagated with a treacherous 
design, but oidered Major Benaud to proceed by short marches, and shew no sign 
cf a halt or letrogiadc mo\ ement, adding that a force under the command of Ge- 
neral Havelock would shortly follow Tho column accoidmglj encamped at 
Kliaga on tho 11th of July, and being joined by General Havelock's force at mid- 
night, the w hole party reached the village of Bilinda, four miles from Futtehpore, 
the following morning No information bin mg been rccei\ ed of the presence of 
any stiongbody of lebels m Futtehpore, the camp was drawn up and tents were 
pitched It appeals however that a force had been despatched fiom Cavnpore 
m the meantime to oppose tlic progress of the British force, and from papers 
found m the office of the rebel Deputy Collector Hickmut-oollah, it appeared 
that the information afforded by the enemy’s spies regarding the strength of 
oui column was entnely at fault Hickmut-oollah w as directed to summon the 
neighbouring zemindars and then follow ers to oppose the march of the two 
companies ol European soldiers proceeding up the road until reinforcements 
were sent This accounts for the bold advance of the rebel force On taking 
up a position, a rcconnoitiing party of the Volunteer Cavalry had been sent 
forward wntli Colonel Tytler, Quarter-Master General The enemy perceiving 
then approach, took for granted the airnal of the small force expected, and 
acted accordingly Colonel Tytler, liding back to the camp, gave intelligence 
of the presence of the rebels The whole force w\as underarms immediatelj, 
And moved out to receive the enemy The giound was most favorable for 
General Havelock’s movement, and equally disadvantageous to the attacking 
foice The ground m front of the camp -was firm and dry, while on the other 
hand the enemy w ere forced to proceed by the road alone, a morass on each 
side preventmg then deploying into line, oi’ bringing tlieir guns advantageous- 
ly into action The consequence was that then lirstgun was speedily disabled 
by Captain Maude’s fire, and a panic ensuing m front, the whole force was 
thrown into confusion The adi antage thus gamed was quickly followed up, 
and a retreat ensued Tho enemy held the city of Futtehpore and suburbs for 
a short time, but w ere unable to stand the steady ad\ ance of the Infantry, and 
weie soon foiced to evacuate the position Tho day w as then gained The 
whole of their Artillery, consisting of 12 Government guns, was captured with 
their camp In this engagement tlie Irregular Cavalry pioied themselves 
unworthy of the confidence placed in them from then pievious good behaviour 
On the evacuation of the city the Volunteer Cavalry was oideied to reconnoitre 
the country to the left, while the Irregulars weie oidered to the right They 
proceeded some distance, when, they came acioss a party of the 2nd Light 
Cavalry, amounting to about forty men Our party (1 accompanied the Ine- 
gulais) numbered neaily a hundred men The older w r as gi\en to cliaige, 
When the mutmeeis rode forward at a gallop to meet us, waving their swords 
as it to invite the Irregalais to join them, and showed their indisposition to 
fight by their ‘gestures The Irregulars pulled up, while the mutineers rode 
round them, clashing then swords against theus, while a few* dashed m at the 
officers, who weie how^evei nobly supported by the native officers of the regi- 
ment Some hand-to-hand engagement took place, find m the meantime a 
s rong body of the Light Cavalry appeared m the- distance, makmgfor us, when 
the Inegulars turned their bridles and fled. 
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4 Kotlnhg rerfiained for tlie Officers to do but to follow, and in a very short 
time tlie mdin body- of tlie force was gained Seven horses of the Irregulars 
fell at a ditch, and' their uders cut up as they lay Among those who fell was 
the Rissaldar dft he regiment, a fine gallant man, who had sa\ ed Lieutenant 
Palhser^^onMe' fight when unhoised, and v ho was among the last to fly 
The mj| "fc?preki«equentlj T disbanded by Geneial Havelock’s order The 
columiiTial^ed'l^p uttehp oi e oil the 10th, to refresh the men who had suffered 
great fatigues thedday previous, It was then that Lieutenant Brown, of the 
50th Regiment/. Jbmed us He alone had escaped from Humeerpore, from 
whence Mr Ley* the Collector, Mi Grant the Joint Magistrate, and another 
Officer had been foiced to fly He had wandeied from milage to 1 village for 
six weeks, well leceived by the inhabitants of some, and driven on by others, 
and arrived m camp, much exhausted by fatigue and exposure He died at 
Cawnpore of cholera, shortly after the le-oecupation of that station Several 
families of Europeans hiding m the district of Allahabad had been rescued by 
Major Reuaud’s paity pieviously The column resumed its maich on the 14th, 
and on the morning of the 15th, leached the village of Ouq, m the Futtebpore 
district, where a second lebel force weie mtienclied, ready to oppose onr pro- 
gress The enemy was quickly dislodged, and was foiced to fly, leaving their 
eatirion again A stand was made by them at the Randoo nver, a strong posi- 
tion, the only passage ovei the nver being, m consequence of its swollen state, 
the budge, behind which were the enemy’s mtienehment One of the enemy’s 
guns (Wo m number) being disabled by Captain Maude, andthelnfantiy mak- 
ing a rapid advance, they soon gave way, and the force bivouacked on their posi- 
tion that night Information was then received of the position taken np by 
the rebels at the village of Ahezwan, at the entrance to Cawnpore, where their 
Chief evidently intended to stake his fortunes This milage is situated About 
16 miles from the Pandoo nver, dud General Havelock consequently deter- 
mined to make the march as easy to lus men as possible- Tlie column accord- 
ingly hi oke ground at daybreak, and halted and breakfasted half w ay. At 
2 i> it the enemy’s position was gained Knowing their strength and plan 
of defence, from the inhumation afforded by spies, the General determined upon 
turning their flank Tins nlanoeuvie completely prevented the enemy using 
their Artilleiy with the eflect that had been intended by then position, and 
lntrencliment by mtidncliment being taken m detail, the enemy was, after a 
liard struggle, forced back The state of the country now prevented Captain 
Maude bunging up bis gun to tlie advance, and tlie temporary check m the 
progress of the line gave tlie flying lebels heart They i allied, and again 
opened with their guns upon the column, winch was now lying down in the 
open field. The repeated efforts to move the guns were of no avail, and the 
enemy’s Artilleiy lemailied unansweied They gained fresh coinage, and 
showed signs of advancing, the bend playing m the lanks Geneul Havelock 
saw that that moment would decide the battle, and ordering the line to rise, 
lie ordeied a final chaige Discharge after discharge of grape swept the ranks , 
but the line piessed steadily on, and the enemy, dismayed by tlie cheers of the 
gallant line, turned, fled, and abandoned tlie city and station of Cawnpore that 
night Tlie next morning the foice advanced, and encamped on the Cavalry 
paiade ground, on wlncli the position, held by General "Wheelci was situated. 
As the column left its ground, tlie earth shook with the explosion of the ponder 
magazine, winch was blown np by tlie guard before retreating On that day 
the fate of the unfortunate ladies and children of the garrison was learnt, and 
their lemams were discoveied m the well, where they had been thrown after 
the massacie on the 15th The first step taken was to secure a position, and on 
tlie 18th the force was maiched to Bawabgunj, at the extreme w est of Cawn- 
poie, the enemy having fled in that direction A detachment was sent to Bi- 
thoor, winch, took possession of 12 guns left in the town, and destroy ed In, fire 
the premises lately occupied by tlie miscreant Kana "The relief of Lucknow 
was the next object, and with the greatest exertions the passage of the Ganges v, as 
effected on the 25tn, and General Hai clock, with 1,500 men, commenced his 
first advance “upon Lucknow The greatest difficulties had now to he con- 
tended against Supplies weie scanty, the weathei was most unfavorable, and 
the troops suffeied great hardships from the want of tents, which was not 
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allowed to accompany the foice, to enable the column to march lightly, arid save 
the necessity of weakening the force by detaching parties of Infantry f or 
baggage guards On the 20th the village of Oonao was reached, where the 
advanced body of mutineers was posted The troops, m their usual gallant 
manner, diovc the enemy hack, capturing their Artillery The rebel force 
retired upon Basseerutgunj, a strongly fortified village, four miles distant from 
Oonao, and situated on the mam road to Lucknow Here again General 
Havelock gamed a victory, driving the enemy back with a hea\y loss, and 
taking then guns , hut disease and casualties had so weakened Ins force, and 
the strength of the foe was so apparent, that the idea of a further advance, 
with the hope of a successful entry into Lucknow with the force m the 
field, was abandoned, and with heavy hearts the column marched back to 
the village of Mungrawa, wlieie the troops took up then quarters in the 
deserted huts of the villagers I was then summoned by General Hav clock to 
join lum, having in the meantime assumed the office of Joint Magistrate of 
Cawnpoie, to wlneli post I was appointed on arm al Endcav ours were then 
made to induce the peasantry to letum to then homes, and printed proclama- 
tions were issued by Gencial ILn clock’s ordeis, assuring the people that the 
force had entered Oudh with the sole object of punishing rebels, and calling 
upon all well-disposed people to assist the foice These notices had but little 
effect The people, well aware of the position of the besieged garrison, and 
seeing our backward movement, feared the punishment which they knew 
would await them on the part of the rebels, in case of any expression of lojalty 
should we be unsuccessful One family alone came forwaid, whose members 
afforded most important services m the time of need Their head man, Omrao 
Smgh, zemuidar of Mungiawa, assisted by his relatives, procured provisions 
lor the camp, workmen for the retrenchments, and information of the move- 
ments of the lebels He removed his family to Cawnporc for security , but on 
our recrossing, Ins house was plundered, and he suffered considerably He and 
his lelativcs have, however, been well lew aided by the Deputy Commissioner 
of Oonao, m consequence of a representation on my part of Ins services Li the 
meantime reinforcements were daily arriving at Cawnpoie, and General Neill, 
who had leached the station, was enabled to forward additional troops, swell- 
ing the force to 1,400 men, with two heavy siege guns The second advance 
upon Lucknow was commenced on the 4th of August The enemy in the 
mteum had once moie occupied Basseerutgunj The column bivouacked that 
night in the rain, on the plain in fiont of Oonao, and in the early morning 
renewed the march The enemy’s position was attacked with the same result 
as before Then guns w ere taken, and they vv ere dispersed The victory 
however was deuly gained The foice had sustained a lieavj loss from the 
engagement and effects of the sun, and General Hav elock w as once more 
toiced to ictire The village of Mungiawa was barely reached, when informa- 
tion was received that a stiong body of mutineers had leached Basseerutgunj, 
and vvcie preparing to follow up oui appaient letieat General Havelock laid 
lesolved upon leciossmg the Ganges, as no hope could he entertained of 
lxnfoi cements foi some time, the distiubed state of Bengal necessitating the 
detention, m the lowci piovinces, of Loops destined for Cawnpoie To 
secure a safe passage, therefore, Geneial Havelock determined to attack the 
rebels again, who threatened his rear. All baggage was sent over the uvei, 
and two days’ previsions found the only buiden earned by the column A 
thud time the foice advanced to Basseeiutgnnj, and defeated the enemy 
after a severe struggle with oveipovveimg number, captunng two guns The 
column renewed then march, and on the 10th of August reciossed the liver m 
safety At this time Bithooi was again occupied by the rebel force, consist- 
ing of the mutinied 42nd Native Infantiy Begiment and detachments of 
corps, with a large body of Cavaliy, togetliei with a laige assemblage of 
matchlock-men, amounting to 4,000 men, with two Government 9-pounder guns 
Hie Cawnpoie ganison, previous to the recrossing of the foice, was too weak 
to hold the entire station, and the rebels were in consequence emboldened, and 
made several demonstrations of then powei On one occasion, a party of 
sovvais actually entered the station, and destroyed a police ehow r hee, situated at 
the west of Cawnpoie On. Sunday the 16th, General H avelo ck mocked to 
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Bitliooi, and attacked tlie enemy’s position, which was one of gieat stiengtli, 
the city in front, of wlucli the mtrenehments weie tin own up, being situated 
on a lull, and surrounded by a deep ditch, then filled by the Ganges In front, 
and m rear of this natuial defence, were fields of thick sugarcane, which 
afloided excellent cover for the enemy Oui Artillery consisted of twelve guns, 
including seveial mortars, which were not brought into action , and notwith- 
standing oui superiority m tins branch, the enemy made a most obstinate 
resistance, and it was only .when one of their guns was disabled by the tieachery 
of a Silch, who was fighting m then ranks as an Artilleiy man, that they 
bioke fiom their position This fact was communicated by the Thanahdai of 
Bit ho or, who had been seized, and who effected his escape on their flight 
Tins man’s heait faded lum on perceiving Ins countrymen advancmg, and driv- 
ing home a lound shot without a caitndge, he lendered the gun ineffective, 
and fled The gun was found thus loaded by the Artilleiy Officer m cliaige 
of the Park, on examination A slight resistance was made m the town, but 
the troops, vieing with each otliei m the puisuit, diove them rapidly befoie 
them Having only the Volunteer Cavaliy, General Havelock was enabled to 
follow the flying enemy, and the Infantry being too much exhausted to march 
beyond the town, the rebels weie enabled to cross the Ganges at their leisuie 
The foice bivouacked at Bithoor that night, and returned to Cawnpore the 
next morning The camp now pitched on the Cavalry parade-giound waited 
the arrival of fresh reinforcements under General Outram These consisted 
of legiments fresh fiom England, — the 5th Eusilieis and the 90tli, with the 
addition of battenes of Aitilleiy and heavy guns A bridge of boats was 
tin own up, in spite of the attempts of the enemy to oppose oui ciossing, a 
position having been taken up by them at Mungiawa On the 19th of Sep- 
tember preparations having been completed the force crossed, and after a short 
engagement -with the enemy, who were diivenback to then position, the camp 
was pitched about a mile fiom the uvei On the 20th the advance was 
commenced, and shortly after leaving ground the action commenced The 
enemy, driven back to their mtienckments, had their light flank turned by the 
Infantry, which tlnew them into confusion They fled, and were hotly 
followed up by the Volunteer Cavaliy, headed by Sir James Outram, and 
weie foiced to desert two of then guns The piu suit was continued to 
Basseerutgunj, and for the first tune the enemy suffeied severely m then flight 
Volunteers from their ranks had joined Mkjoi Bariow’s Cavalry, and they 
now numbered nearly 100 sables The tioops occupied Basseeiutgunj that 
night The unexpected movement of the Cavaliy caused such a panic m the 
enemy’s ranks, that the positions at Bunnee and Hawabgunj weie abandoned, 
and the whole force retired upon Lucknow Tins maich proved the most 
haiassmg of the whole campaign Eiom the day of crossing to the close of 
the 20th, the lam fell m tonents Officeis and men were unable to change 
their clothes , servants deserted then masteis , and the troops were nigh worn 
out with the fatigue and privations On the afternoon of the 23id the plain 
m front of AJLum Bagh was reached, wheie the enemy weie drawn up m 
considerable force in hue to meet us Both armies advanced, and a seveie 
engagement took place Again the steady and deteimmed fiont of the 
Bntisli line pioved mesistible, and the enemy were driven back into the 
suburbs of Lucknow, fronting Alum Bagh Theie they stood, and Geneial 
Havelock forming up his camp m both flanks of Alum Bagh, halted The 
24th was passed m giving the weaned tioops lest, and making anangements 
foi the occupation of Alum Bagli The whole of the baggage and wounded 
men, with 250 Infantry and two guns, weie placed within the walls, and at 
9 o’clock m the morning of the 25th, the advance to the Residency was com- 
menced The usual route to the Residency was abandoned, and a by-ioad 
being followed, the force marched forward Strong positions had been selected 
at the outsloits of the city, and the fiist mile was passed through almost 
liteially a sheet of fire The swamp on each side of the road compelled the 
force to advance in one long line towards the city, and foi some time the 
whole body of Infantiy was ordeied to lay down in the ground, while Captain 
Maude, in front, duected Ins fire against the enemy's Artillery Their guns 
bemg silenced, the tioops advanced, and dimng the enemy into the city, 
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pui sued the route laid clou n by General Outram ^ Tins step being unexpected, 
little opposition uas oflcied until the Kaisui Hugh -was leached, from -which 
point the loute lay tluough the city Alter a halt to allow the uliole of the 
iorce to collect, the advance uas again sounded, and alter lunningtlie gauntlet 
tluough sheets lined uitli sepoj s, sheltered by loop-holed ualls, the mam 
body of the Infantiy reached the ltesidcncy as the sunset, — the Artilleiy, 
and a stiong body ol Infantiy, m the meantime remained undei cover at some 
distance The intei \ening palaces veie quickl} cleared, and a communication 
being opened, they joined the gainson The relieving foice was now besieged, 
until the rest of the gainson, and so remained until the final relief inNo\ ember 
On the evacuation of the Hesidency I ictumed to Allahabad

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Memorandum of the pa? ticulars of the escape of Mi CoiUgan and family, eleven 

in numbei, din m// the Rebellion of 1857, ft orn Fuilehpoi e io Allahabad 

On the Gth June 1857, about Ip m , I lieard tbe report of guns m the 
dnection of Cawnpore very distinctly, and wrote to Mr Macnaghten to say 
tbat I tbouglit tlie troops at Cawnpore bad mutinied Tbe firing continued, 
without mtenmssion, tbe wliole of tbe afternoon and night At 6 p m I 
went to tbe Collectors, and found most of tbe Euiopean residents of tbe sta- 
tion, and tbe Railway people, collected theie, busily engaged m fortifying tbe 
roof of tbe Collector’s bouse Aftei a shoit stay I returned home, with the 
intention of taking my family to tbe Collectoi’s, as soon as I saw any signs 
of an appioaclnng outbieak About 10 p m my road Jemadar, Bhujjun Lall, 
came to mfoim me tbat tbe news of tbe Cawnpore mutiny bad reached Fut- 
tehpoie, and tbat tbe towns-people were arming themselves m eveiy direc- 
tion, and begged of me to leave tbe station with my family I immediately 
ordered two dawk carnages, and in tbe mean time went to Mi Sherer’s, to 
tell him that I thought the best thing I could do was to pioceed to Allaha- 
bad, and leave my family m tbe fort On my return I found tbe carnages 
ready, and after packing up our valuables and some clothing, we staited for 
Allahabad I must add tbat my father-in-law Mr Lawrence’s family were 
living with me at tbe time, Mr L having proceeded to Agia on leave of ab- 
sence, be was subsequently massacred at Mynpoory by the Jhansie muti- 
neers There were eleven of us, us Mrs Lawrence and foui daughters, 
myself, Mrs Corrigan, and our four children, between tbe ages of 9 months 
and 7 years We proceeded without difficulty for a few miles , but as soon as 
we passed Bihnda, word was passed by onr seivants (of whom we bad two 
stationed on the carriages as look-out men) tbat a body of sepoys were com- 
ing towards us from tlie Allahabad direction, and on coming closer, I looked 
through tbe fulmils, and recognised them as tbe detachment which bad 
lately escorted onr surplus treasure from Futtehpoie to Allahabad , they were 
now returning towards Cawnpoie. Tbe party consisted of some sowais of 
tbe damnable 2nd Cavalry from Cawnpore, and sepo} s of tbe — ~~N I fiom 
Banda Just before leaving home, an aged female servant, who bad been 
about 26 years m tbe service of Mrs Lawrence, advised the ladies of our 
family to put on a number of Hmdoostanee bracelets, fchoones,) which she 
bad brought with her, on each wrist , to take off all European jewelry , and 
to provide themselves with cbndders to cover their beads This advice was 
followed, and, as will be seen, saved our lives Our carriages weie stopped by 
tbe sowars, some of whom said, “ This is probably tbe Collectoi Sabeb of Fut- 
tehpoie running away , let ns mar tbe sal a ” The coachman piotested tbat it 
was a native zenana sowaree , and at this cutical moment my bttle girl be- 
gan to cry, and Miss L put out her band below tbe j/nlmls, as if uninten- 
tionally The biutes saw tlie hand and cliooi les, and immediately desisted, 
saying, “Ob bhaee, they aie onr own people, let them pass ” 'While this was 
going on, one of tbe sepoys pushed lus bayonet through tbe back panel of one 
of tbe garees, but foitunately without in]uiy to any of us We diove on, 
thankful to God for tbe interposition of bis hand, and blessed tbe laie fore- 
sight which bad prompted oui old ayah to think of tbe c/too'i les. 

2 After we bad got about a mile fuither, we found tbe road covered with 
torn letters, books and newspapers, and further on a heap of mail bags burn- 
ing, and tbe mail cart standing on tbe side of the road, without horse or duvei 
Tbe wi etches bad destroyed the Calcutta mail I picked up a number of tbe 
letteis, but lost them subsequently. 

3 We passed Kliaga about 9 a m , where all appeared to be quiet, and at 
2 v ar we reached Loliunda, and went into tbe dawk bungalow to obtain 
some lefiesliment. I liad scarcely entered, eie I was startled by tbe report of 
a gun m tbe direction of Allahabad , several others followed In an hour we 
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harnessed the horses again, and continued om journey Aftei dimng on for 
ten minutes, we met a dawk gariee coming fiom Allahabad rntli native pas- 
sengeis We tiled to stop them, but they drove on rapidly, ciying out as they 
passed, “ Don’t go to Allahabad there has been feaiful voik tlieie ” I was 
almost paralysed, foi Cawnpoie and Allahabad weie both m open rebellion, 
and I was between them. Tlieie was however no time to lose, and wo decid- 
ed that the nearer we goto Allahabad the better. On ive went theiefoie 
until ue came to Synee, where we wexe to change lioises Tlieie was some 
delay here, and I asked the man in charge of the cliowkey why it occurred 
He coolly told me, his horses were knocked up, and couldn’t get on without 
“ mussala ” I undeistood the hint, and told lnm that I would pay for “ wits- 
sala,” but that I would mfoim the Agent of Ins conduct He looked at me 
with a fixed stale and said, “ Uie ?ao, toomara Ujunt jahinmim lo r/ya ” I had a 
pan of pistols with me, and was inclined to use them, but on looking lound 
at the laige family of helpless ladies and clnldien with me, 1 felt that it 
would be pi udent to swallow the affront for the piesent. I paid him foi 
“ mussala” accordingly, and had the satisfaction of seeing two fiesli hoises 
harnessed and put to We had got about a mile east of Synee, when we weie 
stopped by a police Jemadai, (?) who told us that the villages on the load side 
between Allahabad and Synee weie full of aimed Mahometans, who had be- 
gun the woik of plundei and bloodshed, and that they had taken away and 
released apnsonei he was escoitmg to Allahabad He begged of us to re- 
turn, uigmg that our lives would be sacrificed to a ceitamty if we pioceeded. 
AVo turned the carnages lound, and returned towaids Futtehpooi, and about 
7 pm -we leached Khaga, one of our Tehseelee and Moonsiffee stations I 
knew Ruyub Alee, the Tehseeldai, well, and had frequently obliged him in many 
ways 1 accoidmgly diove into the Tehseel compound, and asked him to let 
me lemain tlieie foi the night He reluctantly agieed, and directed me to an 
empty hut neai the gate We went in, and I bonowed a few chaipoys from 
the omlah, and after getting the clnldien something to eat, we laid down to 
lest, disheaitened and hopeless I sent one of oui seivants to Futtehpore, to 
bung information of how matters stood tlieie, and endeavoured to sleep Af- 
tei mauy weaiy houis came the morning, and we were discussing all lands of 
plans foi oui escape, when Rujjub Alee sent us some dall and , rice m mu f tee 
dishes We weie just about to begin oui bieakfast, when intimation was re- 
ceived that a body of lebel Cavalry, (probably some of the 12th Iiregulais) had 
just amved, and had encamped near Khaga The Tehseeldar immediately 
ordeied some of his men to wait on them, and to furnish them with uissud, 
and sent woid to me that our dawk carnages should be sent away at once, to 
pievent the suspicion that he was sheltering Euiopeans We sent away the 
carnages with heavy lieai ts, for with them all chances of escape by flight 
weie gone About 9 a m we heard that some of the sowais intended to visit 
the Teliseeldaiee, to have the tieasuie looted, and the Tehseeldar came slioitly 
after, and dnected us to leave the place, telling us he was not going to risk 
his life for us I was sui prised to see the change which had come ovei the 
pliant and obsequious Rujjub Alee of foimei days, but as I was so entnely m 
his powei, I was obliged to maintain a civil tongue I begged of lnm to ob- 
tain shelter for us m the village of Khaga, feeling ceitam that he possessed 
some influence tlieie, but all in vain He directed us m a peiemptoiy 
tone to leave the Tehseeldaree I then sent a man to the Moonsiff of Khaga, 
(Salamut All is his name I believe,) begging to be slielteied until the sonars 
left Khaga, telling lum also that if he would only peinnt the ladies and child- 
len to lemain m his house (as he had a family of Ins own), I would take my 
chance outside Hut I had mistaken my man , he, too, was a scoundiel Mos- 
lem, tiue to Ins creed, and sent woid to me that he couldn’t assist me m any 
v, ay , and on my repeating the request, he told my servant to go an ay, and 
to trouble him no more This man is still one of our Uncorenanted Judges 
. t Futtehpore ! 

d We prepared toleave the Tehseelee, and procure 1 some articles of native 
clothing, and endear oined to disguise ourselres with the assistance of oui ^er- 
vmts, aud one or two of tho Hindoo omlah, w ho appeared to entertain some 
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degiee of pity of ns We got enough of clmdders, &e , and having completed 
oiu disguise, we left the Teliseelee Oui change of costume was only of ser- 
vice to us m pi eventing oui being lecognised as Euiopeans at a distance it 
did not attract the notice of the 1110 b to as great an extent as European gar- 
ments would have done, but oiu walk, accent, manners and habits betiayed 
us wheievei we went 

5 At noon precisely we left the Tehseelee gate Wo had previously 
divided oui valuables (woith between 5,000 and 6,000 rupees) into several small 
packets, each one of the paity having secieted one One ol the servants who 
accompanied us, earned a tm cash-box containing jewelry, silver spoons, <kc , 
worth about 1,800 rupees. We were all baie-footed, and befoie we were 
many minutes out, the scorching sand (8th June) blisteied our teet complete- 
ly, and ive weie unable to move without severe pam, especially as our w ay 
lay partly through cultivated fields, wheie the stalks of the last ciop were j et 
standing A Bialimm (of Sursye, near Khag.i) had accompanied ns, undei the 
pietence of shewing ns the way to the neaiest dh ik jungle, w'here we could 
conceal ouiselves until the sowais passed on We had not gone moie than 
500 yards, when I heard a shnek, and on tuimng lound, I saw with honoi 
that Mis Lawience had been attacked by tw r o men with diawn swords I beg- 
ged of her to give up her packet , she did so, and they made off as quick as 
lightning I i ecognised these two men , they were both chupxassies, one of 
the Tehseelee, the othei of the Moonsiffee establishment of Kliaga We had 
not got 50 yards further, befoie anothei paity of seven armed men attacked 
us, and nd us of a few more packets We weie then about jths ot a nnlefiom 
tlie Teliseeldaree, and shortly came to a large cutcba well, wheie an old man 
was imgatmg a field, and after drinking some watei, we w r ent down into the 
lowest pait of the excavation (pyree) attached to tlie well, to rest ourselves 
While sitting theie, we saw a column of smoke m the direction of the Teh- 
seeldaree, and learnt fiom the Brahmin that tlie sowars bad given up the 
Kadway Engineer’s bungalow and other bouses, and tlie Teliseeldaree Cutehei- 
ry, to the mob, to be plundered and destioyed The villagers weie hastening 
in laige bodies to tlie scene of loot, armed principally with iron-bound lattees , 
and shortly after we saw them returning, laden with spoil We aiose fiom 
the pp ce, and went into a cotton field, about a hunched yards further on, and 
sat down m a corner The field was surrounded by a mud wall, about 4 feet 
high , the cotton plants were nearly the same height, and rather bushy m the 
middle of the field The Bialimm took the cash-box fiom our servant, telling 
us he would take care of it foi us, and as he had a drawn sword m his hand, 
we thought it best to he extremely polite About half an hour after this, a 
mob of about two hundred villagers, armed with lattees, came tow aids the 
field, and we begged of the Bialimm to endeavoui to divert then attention, 
while we went into the thickest part of the field, where we gathered onr little 
ones, and sat down encircling them The mob came on, and tlie Bialimm en- 
tered into conveisation with several of them, and directed then attention to 
the quantity of loot the Tehseel and other places would affoid He appealed 
to he a man of some influence, for the mob moved on towards the Teliseel, 
excepting a few men, wdio appeared to be his personal friends, and who came 
into the field and sat down neai lam It was then about sunset, and I beg- 
ged of the Bialimm to take ns to Ins house foi the night, apprehensive 
that the mob would murdei us on their return, if they found ns alone Ho 
told us lie would, and we arose and follow cd lnm to Sursv e, surrounded by bis 
fnends, and on arriving at bis bouse, w’e sat dawn m a cow-house at the en- 
trance, wdien be coolly took a ring off my fingei, and a silver watch which 
was hanging inside my pyj amahs, and took these and the cash-box inside to lus 
family. I could bear tlie females inside talking to him, surprised and ovei- 
joyed at the rich booty he had acquired , they talked of it as a 1 God-scnd l? 
It was now' dusk, and he came out and fold us that lus village wasn’t a safe 
place, and that he would take us to a fnend’s house, at a short distance off, 
where we should he protected Some of his people led the wa] , and iftei 
another weary trudge of a mile, we aruved at a small jmorica, and weie 
stopped at a house near the middle of it The Bialimm held awhispeied 
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conveisation with the' owner, and left us, telling us lie would call to see us daily 
We saw him no more. I have since asceitamed that his name is Ramsahai 
The owner of the house, accompanied by some otlieis, led us into the court- 
yard, and asked us if we had any valuables, and on my leplymg m the nega- 
tive, he took a bundle fiom one of oui seivants and opened it It contained 
some clnldien’s clothing, and a small bag containing ten rupees, all ol which 
he gave back to us, but about midnight, when the other men weie elsewhere 
he asked me to give up the bag, and on my leplymg that I hadn’t it, he made 
a blow at me until Ins lattee, but I was standing neai a wall at the time, and 
as soon as I saw the lattee coming down, I moved to one side, and a pioject- 
mg timbei fiom the loof caught the blow He then left me, and went up to 
Mis Comgan, and holding his club above his head, asked hoi foi the bag, she 
gave it up, and he letned Although we had been plundeied of the greater part 
of oui jeweliy, the ladies had contuved to seciete a couple of gold chains, 
and some lmgs, m the folds of then hail, and a packet containing a hundred 
lirpees and a gold watch m then di esses 

6 We were not molested the next day until about 4 p m , when, as my 
family weie sitting m a cow-shed at the entiance of the house, and I was in the 
couit-yaid, I heaid a slniek, and the ladies and children rushed m, followed 
by thiee aimed sepoys m the service of Duiiao Singh of Khaga, two Thakoors, 
and a Bialimm One of the Thakoois made me stup to the waist, and stand 
up against a wall, when he presented a matchlock to my bieast, and blew the 
match afiesh, to sucuie a good buinuig point, telling me “ it made his blood 
boil to see a Eeunghee ” The ladies and children suriounded lnm, and begged 
my life, ottering to give up all they had The Brahmin took the two gold 
chains and some of the lings, and peisuaded the Thakooi to put off killing me 
foi the piesent We weie then taken to anothei village by these sepoys, and 
thence to Duiiao Singh’s ginhcc m the evening Duiiao Singh was absent on 
amaiaudmg exclusion m Oude, and one of his sons, Soojan Singh, directed 
that we should be taken to the village, (Kliaga,) wheie we weie put into a 
small house, and the dooi locked on the outside I obseived previously that 
there weie about 200 aimed men outside the guiliee, and on coming to the 
village, I saw numbeis of them posted about the place We lemamed m con- 
finement foi thnteen days, during which we suffered a great deal m mind and 
body We had some money by us, but it was neaily all eventually taken away 
by Duiiao Singh’s people Eamgolam, the Bukshee of the Khaga Tehseel, 
also eased me of my gold watch undei false pietences, and a cliupiassee named 
Deena Singh, fraudulently obtained possession of some rings and cash fiom 
us These have since been lecoveied 

7 Shoitly aftei we weie placed m confinement, I heaid that the Hana 
Saheb was coming downwaids, with a laige aimy and 44 guns, to besiege the fort 
of Allahabad, and that it was Soojan Singh’s intention to make us ovei to the 
Han a, on his aruval at Kliaga This I felt suie would have been ceitam 
death, and we accordingly piepaied to die A few days weie passed m this 
miseiable state of suspense, when, as I was standing neai the dooi of oui pri- 
son one evening, I heaid a pilgnm, who had just airived fiom Allahabad, tell- 
ing the people that the British had le-settled Allahabad, and weie hanging 
the lebels by scoies Tins leached Soojan Singh’s eais, and the next morn- 
ing he sent us some goat mutton, and slioitly aftei some aiticles of European 
clothing, with a message that he would be obliged if I would piepaie to go 
torwaid to the British camp, when the tioops amved atSynee, and speak m 
Ins behalf to the Gfeneial commanding He also sent out scouts in the di- 
rection of Allahabad to bung inhumation, and m a couple of days we heard 
that there was not the slightest chance of the Bntish tioops advancing wesfc- 
waid , that theie weie baiely enough to garnson Allahabad , and that the coun- 
try was still m the hands ot the natives A Thanahdai, with a whole posse of 
sowais, matchlock-men, cliupiasees, &c, amved at Khaga at the same time, 
and established police chowkees along the load for seveial miles below Kha- 
ga, on the part of the Han a At length intimation was leceived that the 
Biitisli tioops weie piepanng to maich upwaids, and on the 22nd of June, 
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Soojan. Singh directed us to leave Khaga We did so on the 23id, about 1 \ m , 
and reached TTisiye, a village a short distance east of the Lohunda toll gate 
about noon, where we w eie sheltered by Golab, a Ivhatee, and kindly treated, 
and plentifully supphed with food by the village people 

8 On the 24th, a detachment of about 40 sepoys of the 12th 1ST I arriv- 
ed at TTisrye The Havildai held a certificate, signed by Captain Scott, stating 
that these men lemamed faithful to their Officers, when the wing at Howgong 
mutinied They proposed to escort me to Allahabad, and I was only too glad 
to accept the oftei, ioi several villages between Uisrye and Allahabad were still 
fall of aimed Mahometan budmaslies At one milage (Muhnngaon,) the peo- 
ple tiled to tampei with the fidelity of my escort, offering them high salaiies 
to give me up, and to join the rebel mob, hut to no piupose They iem«uncd 
tiue to their salt 

9 On the 27tli June, at G r M , we reached Allalialiad

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ALLAHABAD DISTRICT. 


Tnr following is a detailed account of all tliat took place m tlie cit_y of 
Allaliabad duimg tins tioublous time, w hen the wiath ol God was visited 
upon the Hazaiene race Thesepoys oltheaimy muideiedtheEnghsh Officeis, 
and released the pnsoneis , and altei waiting hopelessly foi the fulfilment of 
then engagement by the Sikhs, of whom tlieie weie about 500 m the fort, 
they took fiom the tieasuiy (in which tlieie was about 22 lakhs) what was 
1 equned by them, and plundenng the lest, depaited On heaung this, youi 
humble servant, who lived about seven coss from the city, considered m his mmd 
that, as the ancestors ol the people had once lived undei the ennobling auspices of 
this gieat Government, the fulfilment of the conditions of loyalty, and the pio- 
tection of the people was now incumbent on him He at once therefoie, along 
with seveial champions of the faith, and a numbei of Talookdars, (viz Sheikh 
Nizamut Aslnuf and Gholam Ismael, and Mohummud Hossem and Choudhree 
Meeian Buksli and others,) went into the city to institute a leligious wai, and 
send to hell the English, who lemamed, and with the intention, after sending 
a covc/raiulatoiy addiessto youi invincible Highness, of assuming chaige of the 
Zillah until the receipt of supreme oidqis The flag of Mahomet was planted 
m the Ohouk, and a proclamation was made m the city to this effect — “ The 
“ Kazarene lace is the enemy of the life and faith both of Hindoos and Mussul- 
“ mans This Fukeei having glided his loins to piotect the life and faith of the 
“ people of God, and to fulfil the conditions of loyalty to the ministers of the 
“ longly Government, it becomes yon also to assist with all readiness m the 
“ destruction of the English who lemam ” 

On healing this pioclamation, Moulvee Syud Ahmed Alee and Moulvee 
Gholam Hydei, and Moulvee Amjud Alee and Hossem Khan, Kuim Sheie 
Khan and the inhabitants of the niohullalis of Eussoolpooi and Shumdabad, 
coming to the assistance of this Fukeei, succeeded by the giace of God m beat- 
ing the accuised ones m the fust battle 

In the second battle, from among the gieat men of the city. Sheikh Entnf 
Alee, pi nne mmistei of His Highness Scmdia Buhadui, with his followeis, and 
seveial Chiefs of the mohullah, viz , Sheikh Futtah Alee, darogali, Sheikh 
Huzuf Alee, naib kotwal, and Kuzuf Khan, naeb thannadai, and others, with 
a gieat crowd, having joined tins Fukeer, so ananged the battle field, that by 
the giace of God on that day they sent to hell a numbei of tbe accursed ones, 
wbo bemg entnely louted, took lefugera tbe fort Two magazine caits, some 
Engbsh boises, and 49 Artilleiy bullocks, fell into tbe bands of tbe victors 
In this way, on tluee seveial occasions a fight took place m tins Zillah At last 
the accuised ones bemg leduced and vanquished on all sides by tlie ven- 
geance of God, and tlie aims of the victois, letnedmto tlie fort, closed tlie gates, 
and remained hopeless Aftei this the whole Zillah, Snddei and Moiusul, 
came undei the contiol of this Fukeei At tins time the accuised ones, and 
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some few who had sided with them, took counsel togetliei Peai and (head 
of this Fukeer so predominated m their minds, that they talked ol fh 11m from 
the place Some Sahibs had on that day stilted foi Calcutta, and the ie s t 
non pi oposed committing then allies to the care ot God, and following their 
companions m a steamei These evil-minded men, lamenting ovei the fate 
that would befall them, uiged upon the Sahibs that for some time the fort would 
he a sale letieat, and that if they would lemain in it a few dajs longer, tliev 
would contine to spiead a panic m the city, and cause the people to flee, and 
that then the Moulvee Sahib, being left alone, would be powerless So it 
turned out by tlie evil destiny ot the people, and by the will of God, that 
these enemies spread abioad in the city feaiful icports, that the English 
weic piepanng>the Aitilleiy of the loib to destioy the city, and that 
before dawn they w'ould commence bombarding it w ith shot and shell To 
shew the smeenty of then aduce, these men, with then families, set ofl, 
giving out to all that they had left their houses and property to 
God’s piotection, and weie going to s.ne themselies bj flight Onheai- 
mg this feaiful lcpoit the people, notwithstanding my lepeated injunc- 
tions, commenced a precipitate flight with then families and goods , so that 
bv nightfall not a house was tenanted, and not a light was to be seen m the 
whole city I then, being thus left alone and helpless, went to Cawnpoie, to 
the anny of Diana 11 a o Buhadur, and sent an addiess to your Majesty's minis- 
ters, detailing the above c\ ents w ith a icquest loi a conquering army to he 
sent to mj aid I do not know whethei this eicr came hefoie the Illustnous 
t*\ es or not I formed the design of piesenting myself at Court , hut owing to 
the distuihanccs cieated by the accuiscd ones, and the blocking up of the 
road, I remained foi some time unable to peiform it At last, in despair, 
I set out for the capital city of Shahjehanabad, and presenting mj'self 
hefoie the mimsteis ol the sluine of your holiness, the shadow' of God, (may 
your kingdom piospeity lcpiesented the state of affaus By reason of the 
fieice contest then earned on by the anny encamped belore tlie city, and the 
entianee of the anny of tlie acciused inside tlie city* of Dehh the idea of des- 
patching an aimy 01 of ion dering me any assistance, was out of the question 
Uowevei an oidei, with the royal signatmeand seal, addressed to all the Chiefs 
and Princes, and people of the Zill.di of Allahabad, was obtained, a copy of 
which X send with this nanative for youi Majesty’s inspection

M) R J Kcymrrs Nan nine of the Defence of ihc Jlmhiay Watci-Tanl, at the 
Bhuicany Station , tn cut //-three miles jioni Allahabad, opposite ihc '27 th 
mdc-stone on the Grind Tmnh Road. 


On the 7th Tune 1S57, the party fiom the posts of Khaga and Sohunga 
came down on the Railway waggons and trucks. The paity consisted ol 
the following persons Mr John Keymer, wife and tlnee children , Mi. 
Lethbudge, wife and child. Mi. R J. Key mer. Mi Snow, Mi Rost and Mi 
Matthews 


At 2 i w , we aruved at the Bhui wan y Station, at Major Rvves’s house- 
Our intention was to pick lnm and Mrs Ryves up, and pioeeed, if possible, to 
Allahabad While making furthei movements, we were informed by the natives 
that the load to Allahabad was entirely m the hands of the rebels, and that 
we could neier reach Allahabad , and fmthei, that the Railway road had 
been destroyed by the villagers 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock, Mr Snow s syce, who was taking Ins horse down 
to Allahabad, w r as attacked, about foui miles off by the villageis, and the hoise 
taken fiom him. This new* made us prepaie foi our defence. 

At 11 w w , we weie infoimed that Mr. Lancastei, w r ho lived down the 
lme, about four miles, was tiymg to make Ins way to us, and join oui pm tv. 
When he had got about, halt way to us, he w T as attacked and inuideied me 
could see the crowd, butdaie not venture to assist him On hearing of his 
death, Majoi Ryves oidered the tank to be held in leadmess foi defence, and 
me piovided ouisehes with several chatties of water, heimetically sealed pio- 
Tisions, beer, -&c , as also a bo\ of ammunition. Foi these aiiangements we 
aie solely indebted to Majoi Ry \es 

At 3 p w , we obseived a numbei of men coming up theioad, and at 
4 p. m we took possession of the tank, and placed the ladies and clnldien m it 
Half an lioui altei wards, the moo appealed at the back of Mr. R. J. Key mei s 
bungalow 7 , opposite to Majoi Rvves * they looted and dcstioyed every thing, 
afttf which they ciosscd the road, -300 vaids fiom the tank, and getting into 
the Majoi s bungalow, set the to the out-o(hces, and looted and burned the 
bungalow In a veiy shoit time the mob mci eased to a thousand oi more , 
and about half-past G p m they came undei the tank, shouting and abusing 
us, md pelting stones and bioken bucks, by winch sevcial of oui paity w 7 eie 
injured The ladies and children protected themselves with the niatti ess, 
which had been taken up for them to sit on 

The temporaiy sherl or glass “ cltoppei ” w Inch was erected for t he engine, 
hadb.en cut down previous to our getting on the tank, this was hi ought 
back by the mob, placed against the wall of the tank, and set on the Foi tu- 
nately the tank was built on aiches, and the wind at the time blowing stiong, 
the finite w 7 ent over om heads All this tune the natives tiled eveiy means 
to make us leave oui stionghold, but luckily we had diawn up the ladder 
altei us, so as to pi event any of them fiom climbing up to us Most ot them 
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weie aimed with guns, s wends and sticks, and two double barrelled guns, 
belonging to Majoi Ryves and Mr. Rose, wtie also in their possession 
They demanded the money Me had taken up with us, and we were obliged 
to give them above Rs. 1000, -which sum was divided equally between the 
Hindoos and Mussulmans 

Between 12 and 1 o’clock, the mob began to dispel se, leaving a few to 
watch oui movements 

The following morning (8th) at 5 a m , Mr Smith of Seciatoo was seen 
coming down the line, scveiely wounded, and assisted by tin ee or four natives 
He was di awn up by a rope, andmfoimed ns that he had been attacked at 
S p m the piecedmg evening his bungalow was set on the, and lie and Mr 
Thomas made then escape, leaving Mis. Smith and childien in ehaige of "a 
beaiei, who conveyed them to some village for safety. Mi Smith and Mi. 
Thomas tiavclled all night from Seciatoo, 14 miles until day bleak, when 
they weie attacked by the insurgents, about three miles from our little gai- 
lison, and Mr Thomas was muideicd. 

We lemnined on the Watei-tank for thiee days and three nights without 
any covei ovei oui heads At 3 p. w., on the 9th, 30 Sowais ai rived, who had 
lieen sent to oui assistance Horn the Foi t On our coming down fiom the tank. 
Mis Ryves was attacked by sun-stroke, and expired half an horn after our 
iclief We buiied hei on the bank of the uvei. We were obliged to get 
countiv caits and bullocks to convey the siuvivmg ladies to the mer* we put 
them on boaid of a boat, together with Mr. John Keyinei Mi Matthews and 
Mr Smith, and six Sowais to escort them to Allahabad We, with the remain- 
ing Sowais, Ravelled all night, and leached Allahabad at daybicak next morn- 
ing, avoiding the City and the Railway Station, which the Moulvee had in his 
possession 

I must lemaik here, that on the morning of the 9th, a message was con- 
veyed to us by the Zemindars to the effect, that the Moulvee had sent word 
to them, that if we would tuin Mussulmans, they could spare our lives, other- 
wise they could do nothing. We replied, that we must have time to consider 
of so sciious an affan. 

We were all well armed, but on account of the ladies and children, did 
not use oui aims, though we had made up our minds to sell oui lives as 
deaily as possible, if pushed to the last extiemity. 

In conclusion, I have much pleasme in mentioning, that we are deeply in- 
debted to Majoi Ryves foi his excellent arrangements I must record the fact 
that it was his cook who conveyed the message to the Foit, in consequence of 
which we were so oppoitunely relieved, after having been for three days ex- 
posed to the rays of the burning June sun, and to the taunts and jeers of an 
infuriated and barbarous mob.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of yom lettei. No 783, 
dated 8th May, forwarding copy of Circulai Order of Government, No 212, 
dated 30tli April, and calling on me for information regarding the events which 
have oecuued from the commencement of the disturbances, until the final 
restoration of peace, m the Futtehpore District. 

2 Mi Macnaghten, who was at the time of the disturbances Assistant 
Magistrate m this Bisbnet, has, at my request, wntten a repoib regaidmg the 
circumstances attending the outbreak, copy of which I have the honor to 
forward herewith Mr Macnaghten’s repoit has been most carefully wntten, 
and as it embraces every cncumstance of note which occuned until the re- 
occupation of the Distnct, any thing that I would now write, would be a mere 
recapitulation. 

3 The events which have t alien place subsequent to the le-occupation 
of the District, have been detailed in my letter to your predecessoi, No 46, 
dated 28th Decembei IS 57

Camp Chain Dipoic, 11th May, 1858. 


In compliance with v our lequest, that I would furnish you with a short 
Nan alive respecting (he outbieakoftlie distuibances in the Futtehpoie Distncf, 
and the subsequent piogiess of events previously to jom assuming charge, I 
have the honoi to make the following statement — 

Authenticated accounts of the feaiful tiagedies enacted at Meerut and 
Delhi, vveie leccived at Futtelipore about the 15th May. The loyalty displayed 
shoitly aftenvaids by some ot the 9th Regiment Bengal Native Infantiy, at 
Allyguih andEtawalgled Us to hope that the mutinous spmt that had display- 
ed itself in many instances was not paif imputed in by the whole Aimy , and that 
we might lely upon the fidelity of, at any late, c ome poilion of it These 
hopes however vveie not destined to be leah/cd, foi about the 23id of Maj vve 
icceived information, that the Head Quaiteis of that Regiment stationed at 
Allyguih had mutinied and gone offto Delhi, and that otliei detachments locat- 
ed atBoolundshuhui, Etaw ah and Mvnpooue, had follow ed the example set them 
We then fully appi eciated the exigency of the cnsis the ladies and children 
weiesent off to Allahabad, and the male membeis of om community congregated 
m our house Extia Sowais weie entci turned, the Police Eoice of the City was 
consideiably augmented, and seveial of the Zemin dais of the District vveie 
lequestcd to furnish men. 

The Tieasury Guard at Futtchpoie was a Soubadars paitv (I beheve 67 
men) of the 6th Regiment Native Infant ry ; the Soubadar seemed a frank-spoken 
honest old man, and as we heard horn Allahabad the good opinion the Officers 
had of the men of the Regiment gcncinlly, we hoped that we might weather 
the stoim, though wefcaicd the wolst. 

About the 2Gth oi 27tli of Max, tluec Companies of the 5Gth Native Jn- 
fantiv, undei Captain Ilalhdav, and Lieutenants Fagan and Hendeison, of that 
Coips, arnved at Futtchpoie from Banda They had been at the latter Station 
on detachment duty, and weie on their way to join the Head Quarters of then 
Regiment at Cawnpoie, they hi ought about tin ee lakhs of Treasure with them 
tioiu Banda, and had orders to leave the gi eater part of this at Futtelipore, 
and to take the icmamdei to Allahabad, with anv money that might helving 
in the Futtehpoie Tieasuij, leady foi tiansimssion to Calcutta, to be iecoined 
at the Mint tlieie As we had henid fiom Cawnporc that the 5Gth Native 
Infantry was the most mutinously inclined of all the Regiments stationed at 
that place, and that Sa Hugh "\Vhcelei was only waiting foi lem foi cements to 
appiehend seveial of the men, weweieiather anxious to see how they would 
behave at Futtehpoie Then conduct was apparently all that could be desir- 
ed, the Officeis spoke of then men as being tiustwoi thv and lojal, and the 
men outwardly at least, did not belie the tiustieposed in them , but some of 
then conveisation which was oveiheaid, and lepoited to the Magistiate, clcaily 
showed the fiame of mind they vveie in. The Treasuie which was despatched 
fiom heie, was undei three lakhs, and consequently the presence of an Euiopean 
Officei was not lequned with the detachment that escoited it The detachment 
consisting of 75 men of the 56th Native Infinhy, and 25 Sowais of the 2nd 
Cavak), the whole undei the Command of a Jemadai ofibe 56th, left foi Alla- 
habad the morning subsequent to then an iv.il at Futtehpoie The remainder 
of the 56th, with then Officeis, also halted but one day at Futtehpoie, and lesum- 
ed then njaich tovvaids Cawnpoie on the same day that the Tieasuie paity left 
foi Allahabad 

The last lettei received fiom Caynpoie at Futtehpoie, was dated the 4th 
of June, it mentioned, that they expected the Sepoys to biealc out into muti- 
ny at any time, and that all the Europeans m the Station were inside of a small 
entrenchment, which had been hastily t hi own up lound some bai lacks On 
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the night of the 5th of June, no dak came m fiorn Cawnpoie, and we weie m 
a state of fearful anxiety We weie not however to remain long m doubt, foi 
on the 6th the booming of guns fiom the west, which were heaid plainly all 
‘day, indicated that the Sepoys had broken out into open mutiny. Hoping for 
,the best, we eould not but feai the woist, as we knew too well the small num- 
ber of men Geneial Wheelei had available 

1 On the morning of the 6th, the Natives m the bazar received a gaibled 
account of the Benares mutiny it was said, that the Euiopeanshad hied on the 
Pooibeas and the Seikhs, while they were standing quite passive on the parade 
ground. We had received no account of the proceedings of the 4th of June 
from Benares, and weie consequently unable to allay the indignation excited 
by giving the true version of the affair, although we thought that we wei e 
justified in asseiting that the repoit cuirent m the bazar was altogethei false 

The paity of the 56th N I and of the 2nd Cavahy, which had left Fut- 
tehpore with 'Pleasure, on oi about the 2Sth of May, delivered the money 
safely at Allahabad, and stalled again foi Cawnpoie, they ought to have halted 
at Tlmneeaon, (one march hom Futtehpore,) on the 7th of June. On the 
morning of that day, we received intelligence that they had driven off the 
bullocks posted along the Trunk Road, to expedite the tiansit of Tioops, had 
passed the Thru reeaon purao, and were huirymg on towards Futtehpoie The 
Soubadar of the Treasury Gu.ud was made acquainted with this news, and told 
that we -would be down at the Tieasury almost immediately , he sent back a 
reply, that we had better stay wheie we weie, and that if we came down to the 
Treasuiy, he could not answei foi the safety of the ’Pleasure. Shortly after 
this, we heard that the Sepoys and Sowars, attended by all the budmashes of 
"the City, had approached the Cutcherry compound, and were parleying with the 
Treasury Guaid we waited m bieathless suspense to hern the result of the 
interview. It was not long before we heard, that the Sepoys aiid Sowais had 
taken the Cawnpore road, and in a few minutes afterwards, a man from the 
Treasury Guard came and reported to the Magistrate, that m consequence 
of the Soubadai having threatened to file on them, if they came neai the 
Treasury, they had moved off and taken the Cawnpore load. We subse- 
quently however learnt, that the reply of the Soubadai- was “ If I let you 
have the Tieasuie, how shall I excuse my conduct to my own Regiment” 
The Sepoys and Sowars after leaving Futtehpore, went on to Kulleanpore, 
at the Tehseeldaree , there they found Rs 9,000, which they appropriated on be- 
ing asked by the Chuprassees and other Government employees how they veie 
to get their May pay if the money was all plundered, they gave them Rs. 1,000. 
Mahomed Moojtoba Khan, Tehseeldai of Kulleanpore, brothei ofHikmut-oollah, 
Deputy Collector, made skei bet for them , they halted at Kulleanpore, cut down 
the Electac Telegraph posts foi firewood, and proceeded on to Cawnpoie m 
the evening. 

As it was well known that many of the 3rd Cavalry were residents of 
Kotli, the Magistrate, about the middle of May, sent Hikmut-oollah, the Deputy 
Collector, to Ghazeepoie, that he might be on the look-out foi them, if they 
attempted to pass thiough that part of the Distnet. Hikmut-oollah was recall- 
ed to the Station on the 6th or 7th June, as it was considered that his pre- 
sence m the City would be beneficial. 

On the night of the 7th, an nrzee was received by the Magistiate from 
some man who had been sent to get news from Cawnpore, the wiitei mentioned, 
that the Europeans were besieged by the Sepoys, headed by the Nana, and that 
he had seen the dead bodies of three or foui Era opeans. We received no 
moie mfoimation from Cawnpore , a man sent with a lettei was stripped of his 
clothes before he had gone many miles, and deprived of the lettei. 

On the morning of the Sth, rumours were current m the bazaar, that the 
6th Native Infantaiy at Allahabad had mutinied, had broken open the Tail, and 
had been joined by the Sikhs ; that the Fort had been taken, and that evciy 
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European, man, \roman and child, had been massacied We could not bung 
ourselves to believe this, though we could not help thinking that oui mfoim° 
ants themselves believed m what they told us A man who had left the 
Allahabad Foit on the 7th, came m to Euttehpoie on the 9th , he had started 
with a letter which had been taken fiom him, but his having left on the 7th, 
relieved oui minds of apprehensions as to the safety of the Foit. 

Cutcherry was held on the 8th of June, the cuirent business was disposed 
of, and pay for May was issued to the establishment , the Treasury Guaid all 
this time remained quiet, and the men performed, then dutres as usual. 

On theevenmg of the 8th, mformation was received, that some 200 Sowars 
had arrived that day at Khaga, and had plundered the Tehseeldaree there, and 
about the middle of the night, the Magistrate heaid that they weie maichmg 
on Putt clip ore. The Foujdaree Nazir, Ishree Tewany, and the Ivotwal of the 
City, Ahmed Ally, on whom the Magistrate mainly relied fox mformation, and 
who, up to this time, had apparently done then best to supply it, were now 
found to have left Futtehpore Not a single Government seivant proved Ins 
fidelity by coming to the Magistiate on that night, and the only men we had, 
weie four Nujeebs, (the Magistrate’s private guaid) and some 8 oi 10 Sowars, 
who weie m the compound. We had marked the progress of the Sowais fiom 
Khaga, by the blazing bungalows on the Railway line, and expecting their 
arrival shortly, we proceeded to carry up the furmtuieto the roof of the house. 
About three m the morning, a Sowar galloped into the compound, but retired 
quickly on being challenged, and we heard that the remain dei had avoided the 
house and passed on. 

At dawn, on the morning of the 9th, we heard shots m the dnection of 
the Jail, and a heavy musketry fire commenced, which was kept up for a short 
time on its cessation we learnt, that numbers of the budmashes of the City had 
gone towards the Jail. We agreed not to leave the house wheie we weie, as 
we knew that the Nujeebs could, if they choose, dispeise any number of bud- 
mashes, and we wished to be all toget hei, and not to weaken our paity at the 
house. The Duffadar of the Jail Guard, and some five or six Nujeebs, shoilly 
afterwards came and lepoited, that they had fired on the mob, who had m 
consequence left the Jail. The Nujeebs however took particular care not to 
hit the noteis, and confined themselves to frightening them, for’ though the 
Guaid numbered seventy, and each man on an average filed ten lounds, not a 
single budmash was hit. The Post office, the Dak bungalow, the Road Sergeant’s 
bungalow. Mi. Corngan’s house, and the Mission piennses were now plundered 
and burnt Mr. Tucker, the Judge, accompanied by thiee or four Sowars, rode 
down to the J ail, and tbi ough some portion of the City , but his pffoi ts to lestrain 
the lawlessness of the inhabitants proved unavailing. On his way back fiom 
the City, he came upon some rioters, who had attacked the Opium Godown, and 
weie bearing off some Tieasure which had been deposited there. Assisted by 
the Duffadar and five or six Nuj'eebs of the Jail Guard, be succeeded m recovei- 
lng most of the money, and returned to the house On this occasion three or 
four of the noteis weie killed and wounded. 

About the middle of the day, Hikmut-oollab, the Deputy Collector, attended 
by about 200 aimed men, came to the house , they were pnncipally Mussulmen, 
and we did not at all like their looks, as they came into the compound We 
attempted to persuade the mam body to halt some fifty yards from the house ; 
they stated however, that it was veiy hot there, came on and located themselves 
in the verandahs of the house. They professed to be astonished at our num- 
bers, and asked, where all the Sahibs bad come fiom? Our party numbeied 
eleven, including four Gentlemen and two Inspectors, connected with the East 
India Railway After talking for some time with the Magistrate, and making 
some lame excuses for not having previously appealed, the Deputy Collector 
left with his attendants, and we felt considerably relieved when watehiDg them 
reining Cutcherry was not held on this day, though some Rupees were taken 
out of the Treasury to pay some of the newly-raised Police 
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I ought to have mentioned, that about 9 a. m Mr Bews’ bungalow was 
visited by a large mob, and although Messis Bews and Heathcote made a 
sally, and inflicted signal punishment on one of the rioteis, this example did 
not detei the villagers from plundering and eventually burning the house * the 
work of devastation was earned on alL day, and we subsequently learnt, that 
many of the escaped convicts from the Allahabad Jail weie present, and joined 
m it. 


Up to this time communication had been kept up with Banda, and m a 
letter received this day, the Magistrate of that Distnct mentioned that the 
people were up to that time quiet, and that m the event of our bemg obliged 
to leave Futtekpore, and seeing no othei loop-hole for escape, he recommended 
us to come to Banda. 

As the authority of Government had been wholly subverted, as we 
looked in vain for assistance fiom any quartei, and as we had not the 
means to offei an effectual lesistance m case we were attacked, we deter- 
mined, after due deliberation, that we weie justified m leaving the Station, 
and accordingly accompanied by foui Sowais, left Futtekporeat 10 1 \ m. on the 
evening of the 9th of June. 

Mr. Tucker, the Judge, I gneve to say, firmly refused to accompany 
the party , and after almost superhuman efforts to lestore order, was killed 
the following day by a party of Mussulman fanatics. 

Previously to our departure, we saw the sky to the east and west of 
of us lit up by blazing houses and villages. We passed a number of the 
escaped convicts of the Allahabad Jail on the road, who however confined 
themselves to shouting at us. The inhabitants of Lallowhe had returned 
fiom a marauding expedition, some little time befoie we arrived at that 
village, and we foitunately passed through it unmolested, and reached the 
Ckilla Tara Ghat about 3 a. m. on the morning of the 10th of June 

Oidei was gradually re-established in the Futtehpore District, after 
General Havelock’s march to Cawnpore m July, and the administration was 
carried on by Mr. Sbeier from Cawnpore, till your arrival towards the end 
of September last.

3 With the knowledge we now possess, we may imagine that had a 
diffeient policy been pursued by the nutlionties, the subsequent cams* 
tioplie might have been avoided We*ha\e not, howerer, the means of fully 
ascci taming the giounds upon 11111011 the) decided, and we know' that the 
conise adopted by many natives was such as to rendei all pievious experi- 
ence and knowledge of then character of little use in anticipating their 
tactics We liar e seen men, who apparently had strong inducements to 
take'pait with the lebels, maintain an undeviating fidelity to the British.

The native troops consisted of the 2 nd Regiment of Light Cavahy, the 
1st, 53id, and 51th Regiments of Infantiy, and tlie Golundaure, oi natne 
gunneis, attached to the batteiy , Ctenoial Sn Hugh Wheelei commanded the 
Division Theie was a laige number of Europeans l evident m cantonments, 
many of whom were individuals connected with the Civil, Railway, Canal and 
other Depaitments , theie weie also neaily the whole oi the soldreis’ wives of 
H M ’s 32nd Regiment, which w as stationed at Lucknow The whole num- 
ber ot the European population therefoie m Cawnpoie — men, women and 
children — could not have amounted to less than 750 souls News of the out- 
break at Meeiut and Dehli reached Cawnpoie on tlie 1-1-th ot Mav, and 
though the mistiust pi evading more or less tluoughout the Bengal Piesidcncy 
was ielt at Cawnpoie, more especially with releience to the Car all y and the 
1 st Regiment N I , who had been cantoned togetliei loi one year, and whose 
seditious feeling had been pietty openly expressed — no precautionary measures 
weie adopted, except that the Ai tilloiy was moved up to the Euiopean bai- 
lacks, and this movement was caused by a supposed incendiary fire, which 
occurred in the lines of the 1st Regiment. N I , on the night of the 16th 
oi Mav 

The ladies, and mei chants also, about this time, sought refuge m the 
banacks A company oi Id 21 ’s 32nd Regiment armed fiom Lucknow, 
and officers of all coips were oideied to sleep m the lines ot their legnncnts 

Fuilhei cause oi ahum was given by lumouis having been cn culated in 
the cit) , that the objectionable caitndges weie to be seived out on the 23id 
of Ma>, and that the Aildlery weie to act against all who lefused them A 
good deal of excitement prevailed, and on the 24th oi May, the Queen’s 
birlh-dav, it was not consideied advisable to file the usual salute 

Thcio was at this time lcsiding at Bithoor, which is a sacied village on 
the Canges and much lesoited to by pilgmns, a Hindoo of lank, named 
Doondhoo P until, but commonly called Nana Sahib — a title frequently 
occur ling amongst Malnattas He w r as the adojited son of Bajee Rao, and 
mheiitcd Ins houses, landed piopeitj , jewels, &c , but did not succeed to his 
large pension, which, in deiault of hens of his body, lapsed to the Govern- 
ment m IS 52 

The Nana lived in comfortable cucumstances at Bithoor, in a large man- 
sion not far from, the Ganges, with stabling and elephant sheds, and laige 
gardens surrounding, and a massive temple near at hand, which Bajee Rao had 
built at a consideiable expense Here he was sunounded by a hand of wily 
Mahiattas, some relations and some luends, who, living up to the time of tbe 
mutiny m complete obscunty, have since become perfectlv w ell know n w heiever 
English newspapeis me lead, and then names aie now famihai m oui mouths 
as household v\ oids 
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Theic wci c Ins two biotheis, Bala 11 10 and B iba Bhut, the latter said to 
be tbe most inlluenti.il man m tbe household , Kao Halnb, bis nephew ; A/im- 
oollali, a young man ol law ongm, who bid bad the dubious advantages, in 
bis case, ol a tup to London and Pans, but who ivas undoubtedly talented, 
and last, but not least, the Nana's faithful sei van t Tantia Topee, the present 
Abdool Itadir of Cential India The Nana was a man of no capacity and ot 
debauched tastes, a fan specimen of the Indian Bunco badly In ought up, with 
ample leisuie and ample means , stiong passions, and no puntiples to conti ol 
them He was known to considei lnmscll aggueved bv being denied Bajee 
Kao’s pension, as well as to have resented tbs l eduction of the five per cents , 
but be maintained outwaid relations ol civility with tbe Europeans, and 
united tlicm occasionally to enteitainments at bis house As matters grew 
doubtlul and dark at Cawmpore, tbe Nana put himself in frequent comjnuni- 
cition with tbe Magtstiate, Mi ITillersdon, and prohertd offers ol assistance m 
case of an outbieak lie wais allowed b) Government a retinue, of 500 Cavalry 
and Infantry, with tinea guns of small calibre, which \\ere entyiel) under bis 
own conti ol 

On the 2f)tl\ of Mav, tlnrcfoio, the Magistrate thought it advisable to call 
in lus aid, and be was put m charge ol the Tieasury, which was near the 
Nana’s own liousc in Nnwabgunge’ To the Tieaspry he brought two guns, 
and two bundled aimed lctamci*., and there was there also a company of the 
53ul N I 

(Shortly after, the 2nd Kegiment Otido Cavalry, under the command of 
Lieutenant Barber, -30th N I , matched into cantonments, and furnished 
patrols, together with a picquct of the 2nd Cavah v 

A few dajs after their arrival, th,e Oudc Trregulais were suspected and 
were accordmgty marched out tow ards Puttchgurh Captain lki\ es, 42nd N 1 
Military Secietaiy to Bull Lawrence, Chief Commissioner of Oude, and Cap 
tain Car), 17th N I , accompanv mg them and they were followed, a dav oi 
two latei, by Lieutenant Ashe, wif;h a hull battery ol Oudc Horse Artillerv 

A fciv inarches fiom the station the C‘iv ah v Kegiment mutinied and 
succeeded m murdering all the officers who weie with them Some Seiklis m 
the regiment, liowevei, returned towards Cawnpore, and met and brought 
hack Lieutenant Ashe, and: the guns, General "W heeler dismissed the BeiLIis 
and commenced inti clicking ttye hanacks of the depot of II M’s 32nd, to 
wlucli all the Euiopeans at the station were oidcred to repan 

On the 4th of June, provisions for a month had been stored, and one lakh 
of rupees was lemov ed w itlmi the mtrcnchments , but nine 1 lhhs still remained 
m the Treasury No steps weic taken to lemov e or secuie the imnvumtion and 
stores, which were lying in latge quantities, both m the Oidnance and Kegi- 
mental Magazines It is necess uy to mention tins fact to sliow , not onlv that 
full confidence was placed in the Nana, but that no ver) serious view was 
taken ot rnattei s in general The officers of the 2nd company, and 1st and. 
5Gth Kegiments N I , were oidered to discontinue sleeping m their lines 

The mutiny commenced on the morning of the Gth, at 2 v w, when the 
2nd Cavaliy and 1st Kegiment Native Infantiy left tlnr lines; without, how- 
ever, molesting tlie.r officers, who on the fust alarm had pioceeded to their 
lines Hie insuigents pioceeded first to the Ti easury, which w as situated in the 
civil lines, at the western end of the station , the) obtained possession of this 
building without any opposition bom, the guards placed over it They then 
entered the jail, set the piisoneis at libeity, and burnt all th§ adjacent public 
offices, and the records in them They .ffterwaids marched out to Ivulv an- 
pore, the first halting place on the load to Dehli, and there encamped, being 
joined before noon of the sune day by the 33) d and 5Gth Kegimeats N I 

Seizing tbe opportunity of tbe revolt, the Nana possessed himself of a 
great portion of the Treasury , then repan nig to the rebel camp, he persuaded 
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them to letum to Cawnpoie, to ' destioy the houses situated therein, and 
annihilate the British officeis and soldiers, and eveiy Chustian lesident, and 
tlien pioceed to Delhi, 01 Lucknow, leaving a gainson behind to letam posses- 
sion of the city and distuct of Cawnpoie 

Acting on his advice, and placing themselves undei Ins ordeis, the rebels 
leturned to Cawnpoie the same evening The Nana at once informed General 
Wheeler that he had letmned to attack him 

Intimidating all natives of any standing, 01 importance, plundering eveiy 
thing m Ins way, and murdeimg eveiy Euiopean who fell into Ins hands, the 
Nana soon nudt good Ins words, by bringing into position two of Ins own 
guns, and two heavy gnus which he had procured liom the Magazine 

The cannonade from these guns commenced about 10 a m , on the morning 
ol the 7th June ) 

It is necessaiv”, m oidei to lender evident the situation of the besieged, 
to give a short account of the position that had been selected by General 
Wheelei, and of such means as had been taken to secure it 

(The depot ‘of II hi s 32nd Regiment, consisting of the sick, invalids, 
women and children ot the Regiment, was located m two long bai lacks, m an 
extensive plain at the eastern end of the station These bairacks were single 
stoned buildings, intended each foi the accommodation of a company ot 100 
men, one of them was thatched, and both weie sunounded by a flat loot, 
aicade, oi veiaada, the walls weie of bucks, one and a half foot thick A well, 
and the usual out-offices weie attached to the buildings Around these 
banacks, a tiencli was dug, and the earth tin own up on the outside, so as to 
foim a paiapet, which might have been five feet high, but it was not even 
bullet proof at the ciest open spaces w r eie likewise left for the guns, winch 
w r eie thus entnely unprotected It may be imagined what slight covei an 
lntienchment of this land would furnish, either foi the bairacks, oi for men m 
the tienclies , while there was plenty of covei, both foi musketry and guns 
within a shoit distance of the banacks, of which the niutmeeis soon availed 
themselves 

To enclose the banacks, a paiapet was lequued, and it is supposed, that 
scarcity of laboui , and the stiffness of the soil, w Inch at the close of the hot season 
was nearly as hard as lock, weie the causes winch pievented the construction 
of moie solid defences ) 

This position has been made the subject of much cnticism Without 
ventunng to offei an opinion upon a scientific nnhtaiy subject, I may be 
allowed to say so much, tbit I think we must guild against post-facto wisdom, 
and bewaie lest oui experience bias oui judgment 

It is clear to me, that Geneial Wheelei considered two things ceitam — 
fust, that the Nana was not m league with oui native soldieiy , and secondly 
that oui native soldieiy, if they did break out, would make off at once to join 
the insurgents at Delhi He apparently considered, theiefoie, that the onlv 
dangei to be dieaded was, vvhat might occur m the sudden fuiy of an out- 
bleak So long therefore as he was sufficiently on Ins guaid against this, all 
would be well, and the outbreak ovei, he might choose a sti ong position 
Events showed that he vas-fight m eveiy lespect lie weatheiedthe outbieak 
m safety, the niutmeeis did make off foi Delili and the Nana was cleailv not 
m league, pieviously, with the native soldieiy, oi it would' not have been 
necessaiy for him to puisue them down the road, and entieat them w hli lav ish 
promises, to return The tieacheiy of the Nana distmbed all calculations 
Now that we know what the Nana was, it may seem veiy blind and ciedulous 
to have lelied upon lnm at all But have we not lelied on the Nawab of 
Rampoie 2 Have we not lelied on the Rajah of Chirkaiee, and not been 
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deceived ? It lias been -well said, tliere are prophets of the past, as well as the 
future There is a danger, surely, to be avoided heie. But to return 

(The cannonade commenced from the four guns before mentioned, but the 
enemy’s artillery was soon strengthened from the Ordnance Magazine, and m 
a few hours they brought a fixe on the barracks on all sides, from fourteen 
guns and mortars m position 

At first the besieged replied bnskly to the file of the rebels, but without 
any signal success, for the guns in the mtrencliments were field guns, and the 
enemy had not as yet advanced within 1,000 yards from the bai racks The 
fire of the rebels also had little or no effect, but on the second day of the siege 
they adopted moreeneigetic measures , the Mahomedan flag was raised in the 
city , all tiue Mussulmans were directed to join, and those who demurred were 
threatened, insulted, or fined The Nana’s force was soon augmented by large 
numbers, and reinforced daily. 

Having at his command a Magazine, stored with eveiy description of 
ammunition and ordnance, a Treasury full, and the city bazar m his hands, it 
is not to be wondered at that he soon rendered the situation of the Europeans 
next to hopeless An incessant file of musketry was poured into the mtrench- 
ments from the nearest buildings, guns of large calibre, dr an mg giadually 
closei and closei, sent then shot and shell, Without intermission, against the 
brick walls of the banacks, and carcases filed the thatched buildings, m 
which numbers of sick and helpless women and wounded men w ere huddled 
together, many of whom were burnt alive 

The Hospital stores weie lost or destroyed, and all being now cron ded 
into one building, without medicine, the sick and wounded died without 
lelief "With the gieatei portion of then ammunition spent, the besieged were 
also forced to slacken then fire In short their position was rendeied hope-' 
less and helpless in the extreme , and all this befoie the firing had lasted loi 
half a week 

There was a nullali or ditch some distance in front of the intienchments, 
by which the enemy pushed on a sap towards the barracks, and from this the) 
poured m a near and deadly fire. 

On the west of the besieged an entirely new range of barracks had been 
m the course of constiuction, and behind the unfinished walls the rebels posted 
then matclilockmen They weie, howevei, dislodged by soitie after soitic, 
and at length two of the bairaclcs were held by piccpuets from the gairison 
But the strength of the gairison was insufficient to prevent the rebels fiom 
placing their matclilockmen on the othei side Communications between the 
banacks became difficult, no one could move out of cover foi an instant with- 
out dinning on himself the hie of twenty pieces. Water was at last drawn 
undei shelter of the parapet at the edge of the wall, hut the paiapet was 
knocked over, and soon not a drop could he obtained, save at the risk of 
almost certain destruction 

The lialf-destioyed walls of the barracks, or the temporary expedient of 
piling up tents and casks, formed the piecanous hut only sheltei that could he 
obtained Food could only he carried fiom post to post by day, and the dead 
were removed at night, and thrown into an adjacent well without the decency 
of burial Belief was expected on the 14th June , but day after day bi ouglit 
no succour Bound shot and disease weie doing tlieir work, provisions ran 
slioit, and the misery endured by all can haidly be imagined 

Yet the besieged m successful sallies, took and spiked the nearest guns 
dm mg away the mutineers, and retiring with little, if any, loss to the 
trenches , but the guns weie either repaired oi replaced by others from the 
Arsenal Still though the position m the barracks was quite untenable, the 
mutineers never mustered the courage to assault it 
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Nor weie the Europeans in. tlie trendies tlie only sufferers Besides seve- 
ral Euiopeans captured m tlie city, many of tlie Natives suspected of aiding 
or serving the British Force, were put to death A list was made of all the 
bankeis, who weie mulcted of tlieir wealth, and property of every description 
was plundered or wantonly destroyed by the i ebels Up to the 26tli June 
however, the British Force held their own, though then loss in killed alone 
was upwards of 100, and the ladies and otheis w ere maddened by suffering 
It can scarcely be wondeied at, that when, on that morning, the Nana offered 
to treat, his proposition was listened to It was worded as follows — 

“ All soldiers and others unconnected w ith the acts of Lord Dalhousie, 
who will lay down their arms and give themselves up, shall be spaied and sent 
to Allahabad ” 

Captain Moore, commanding the Detachment of H M’s 32nd, who had from 
the first directed the energies of the besieged, and mvanably led their sallies, 
seeing the reduced state of the besieged, and relying on the word of the Nana, 
obtained permission to sign the paper , and, contrary to the advice and remon- 
strances of many other officers, the treaty was agreed to 

Boats were immediately pi ovided foi the conveyance of the remains of 
the garrison to Allahabad, and. to these boats they pioceeded on the morning 
of the 27th of June And now followed the most dastardly piece of 
treachery that has peihaps evei been peipetiated Only a poition of the 
paity had taken their places m the boats, when, by pievious airangement, the 
boatmen set the awnings of the boats on file, and rushed on to the bank A 
lieai y fire of grape and musketiy was then opened on the Euiopeans Out of 
thirty boats, two only managed to stait , one of these wasshoitly swamped by 
round shot, but its passengeis were enabled to leach the leading boat Of those 
on boaid the other twenty-eight boats, some weie killed, some di owned, and 
the lest brought back pnsoneis 

The remaining boat, having fifty of the fugitives on boaid, proceeded down 
the liver, followed by the rebels, who kept up an incessant foe from both 
banks At tlie distance of six miles the boat grounded , its passengers remain- 
ed passive until night, when the darkness enabled them to shove liei off They 
puisued then way without interruption till the boat again grounded at 
Nujajgurb, eight miles lower down Heie again the i ebels attacked the 
boat, killing many of the passengers , but the assailants were duven off, and 
retiied to Cawnpore The Nana then immediately despatched two com- 
plete regiments m pursuit At night a uolent stoim fortunately foiced the 
boat from the sand bank , but horn ignorance of the channel, the boat was 
again allowed to ground further down When daylight came, it showed the 
unhappy fugitives that then lemoiseless enemies had followed them up, and 
were on the hank They had now reached Sooiujpoie, thirty miles from 
Cawnpore 

As it was found impiacticahle to move tlie boat, a party of fourteen 
landed to dine back their assailments, which they did most effectually, hut 
proceeding too far inland, they w r eie suuounded, and on then making then 
way back to the uvei, lost all sight of the boat They accoubngly followed 
the bank foi about a mile , when being hotly piessed, they weie forced to take 
refuge and breathing time m a small temple 

At the dooi of the temple, one of the party w r as killed , the remaining 
thnteen, aftei attempmg a pailey in vam, had leconrse to their firelocks, and 
several of the enemy weie killed, or put Jiors-de-combat Tlie rebels iearing 
even to attack tins small band of Englishmen, brought a gun to bear on the 
temple, but finding tliat it made no unpiession, they had recourse to heaping 
up fuewood befoie the dooi-waj Unfortunately, the temple w T as round, so 
that the party within could not pi event their pushing the wood round to the 
front The fire however did not have the desired effect , some handfuls of 
powder weie therefore thrown on it, the smoke of which nearly suffocated the 
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fugitives, who detei mined to snlly out and take to tlic n\ ei On then charging 
out of the temple, the enemy fled in all dnectiom Six 01 seven of the party 
who, it was supposed, could not swim, lan into the ciowd and sold then lnes 
as deaily as they could, the remaining seien tlnew themselves into the 
Oranges , two of these were shot eie long , a tlind, lestmg himself by swimming 
on Ins back, unwittingly appioaclied too neai the bank, and was cut up , and the 
other foui swam six miles down the n\ei, tlnce of them being wounded At 
last, the leadei was hailed by two 01 tin ee sepoys belonging to a fnendly 
Rajah, who eventually proved to be Mahaiajah Deg Bejali Singh, a Baisw air a 
Chief m Oudli 

Exhausted by a three days’ fast, and fancymgfiom then not having been 
pursued foi the last half mile of the flight that they weie safe, the fugitives 
at once went to the Rajah, who protected and fed them fiom the 29th of June 
to the 28th of July He ultimately piovtded foi then escoit to the Camp, by 
a detachment of Europeans pi oceeding fiom Allahabad to Cawnpore tojom 
the fence under the command of Bugadvei General Havelock ) 

Meantime at the Cawnpore ghat, after the partial escape of the two boats, 
the massacie continued Musketiy was kept up fiom behind neighbour- 
ing gaiden walls, and sowars made attacks on the helpless ciowd by riding 
in amongst them, and slashing m all dneetions with then tulwars There is 
an old half-caste woman now alive in Calcutta, named Murray, who m this 
tiemendous moment w r as dropt full length on the sand by a ghastly sword-cut 
on liei back At last some peison in authonty, who, tlieie is some leason to 
suppose, was either Bala Rao, or the Rao Sahib, gave ouleis foi the slaughter 
to cease, and those who weie still umnjuied w r eie all collected togethei and 
earned oft tow'ards a laige house, called ‘‘Salavadai” or Sa\ ad a Tvotee, in the 
south-east cornel of the paiade ground Heie it seems likely the men were at 
once selected iiom amongst the women and children, and then and there 
slaugliteied 

The women were all huddled togethei into an apartment, and kept close 
pusoneis 

The boat which, as we luue seen before, ran agiound at Sheorajpore 
ghat, lemamed immoveable All those who were still in hei, weie made 
pnsoneis and hi ought on shore, and w r eie aftei wards put on countiy carts and 
taken hack to Cawnpoie Tlieie appeals to have been delay m piocurmg 
this carnage, for the party w as seen at Ahenvan by one named 'Thomas, him- 
self a pnsonei, some foui or fi\ e days, as he says, aftei tlie massacie at the 
boats Thomas estimates the numbei of ladies and gentlemen about 80 
This witness also tells me, that when he reached Cawnpore, he found the 
Nana m Savada Kotee, and laige bodies of the rebel soldieiy encamped 
between that and the Railway I suspect the males of the Slieorajpoie paity 
weie killed on ainval, and the women and childien added to those aheady m 
confinement About the 7th of July, there appeals to hare been a geneial 
move towards the" town The Nana occupied the then Hotel; and the women 
and childien weie located m a small house, badly' built, partly' on a native 
plan, which was called “ Beebeeguili,” fiom liar mg been elected by' an officer, 
some y r ears ago, for an Indian misticss Heie common matting was provided 
foi them, and cliuppatees and water weie supplied them They seem to hare 
been suffering fearfully fiom disease, it w r e may judge from a memorandum, 
found m the house, of deaths during a veiy few days, kept appaiently by a 
Bengalee Native Doctoi I lemembei one entiy' striking me as veiy' touching 

in the “ name” column — •“ eh bebee” — a baby* 

In the “ disease” column — “ ap se”- — of itself 

Heie then they' remained till the fatal 15th Eefoie narrating w’hat 
oceuned on that day, I would just touch oil two points First, with regaidto 
the Futtehguili fugitives I can only, with distinctness, make out the arrival 
of two batches, but I have no doubt the Tutteliguili nanative will throw' light 
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on tlie subject There was the party’ with whom the Missionaries w ere 
Tins seems to have ai lived before the capitulation, and I think none escaped 
They veie all at once murdeied 

The second, which was a laigei paity, got to Cawnpoie eaily m July 
My leason foi thinking this, is that in the list found m the Beebeeguih, 
appaiently wntten by some guard on talcing over chaige, after all the other 
names, he puts m, “ hom Euttehgurli,” and then occur about 70 names more 

The othei subject I would bnefly mention, is the much-disputed ques- 
tion of the treatment of those who suffeied death, 01 imprisonment I entnely 
disavow any desue to make out a case, 01 to take one side of the question, 01 
indeed do any thing but speak the tiuth The alleged occunences appear 
to be toituie, mutilation, and dishonor 

Isf — With regaidto toiture, I simply say I have not heaid of a case 
Tell me of a case, and I will investigate the evidence and report on it 

2nd — Mutilation With legaid to this, theie appeals to have been a 
great deal of intentional pievaucation If by mutilation, is meant cutting off 
the hands and feet of coipses, it is well known to be a common piaetice, and 
though I do not lemembei to have seen any dead body at tins place m that 
plight, most undoubtedly they have been so seen m other stations The 
other mutilation, viz , that of cutting off the exti entities of living peisons is 
also practised by natives There are at least fifteen mutilated natives at this 
moment mthe Cawnpoie district A mutilated European m this sense, I have 
never seen, nor have I heaid of an authenticated case of one having been seen 
by any one else 

3rd — Dishonor It is suiely most heartless to the friends of those who 

have perished to aigue whether this is a circumstance likely to have bccuned or 
not The point is, what evidence have we ? If the stoiy of the gnl m Calcutta 
* brought forward by Dr Knighton m the Times is authentic, this is cleaily one 
case. With regard to poor Miss W — •, if the diummei’s evidence that he saw 
her at Eutteliguih be tiue, the other story of her drowning lieiself m a well 
here must be false, and vice vend This case is not as yet so cleai I have not 
heard of any others. 

But we have now to narrate the last scene m the Nana's rule at Cawn- 

pore 

The battle of Aoung was fought early m the forenoon of the 15th, and 
the Pandoo Nuddee was forced to the best of my lecollection, by about 
11 o’clock the same day There was theiefoie ample time foi news" of the 
repulse, and the steady advance of the Butish hoops to have reached Cawn- 
pore early m the afteimoon Theie is every reason therefoie to suppose that the 
fate of the unhappy captives was immediately made the subject of discussion 
The decision airived at, is now known and eveciated thionghout the civilized 
world It was decided that the captives should be put to death The order 
was carried into execution about sun-down Theie weie foui gentlemen, three 
of them of the Eutteliguih paity, who by some mischance, oi for some espe- 
cial reason, had been leserved fiom the fate which had alieady fallen upon 
their male companions These were lust taken out of the Beebeegurli, and 
murdered on the high road Then the geneial massacie commenced It 
seems probable, that vollies were first fired into the doors and windows, and 
then that executioners weie sent m to do the lest with swoids If the work 
was any thing like completed, it must ha\ e taken a considerable time At 
length, the doors were closed, and night tell upon what had happened The 
Hotel, -where the Nana had his quaiters, was within fifty yards of this house, 
and I am credibly informed that he oidered a naulch, and passed the evening 
with smgmg and. dancing Early next morning, older s v r eie given foi the 
Beebeeguih to be cleared Theie must- have been near upon 200 corpses 
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So many, I do not tlnnk, could have 'been tin own into the well It seems 
probable, that a portion weie diagged down to the Ganges Considering the,' 
smallness of the house, and the ciowded condition ol the captives, it is next 
to impossible that all can have been slaugliteied the piovious night It 1S 
eveicismg, theiefoie, no morbid imagination and pandering to no pruuent 
cuuosity to say that I hold no doubt some of the living met a moie tcinble 
death than assassination, even by being plunged with then dead companions 
into the tainted wateis oi the well. 

The small, but determined band under General Havelock, who were 
destined (I may saj', suiely without pi olanity) by God’s aid, to avenge the 
scenes descubed above, lelt Allahabad on the afternoon of Gth July The 
lain fell xvitli almost tiopical violence, foi some bonis We pitched the fii b t 
night, only a few miles out of cantonments, m a sea of mud The next morn- 
ing liowevei was diy and clear, and the men soon getting into the motion ol the 
maich, all spirits lose again, and eveiy hcai t heat high with the pi ospect ot 
the vvoik that had to he done The force consisted of about 1,200 Euiopeans, 
150 Sikhs, and 20 oi 25 Volunteei C avail y The maiclies weie at fiist only 

fiom one encamping giound to anothei Tlnoughout the Allahabad distnct, 
we found the mined Buidast Ivhanas well supplied, and the Thannahdars ami 
Teliseeldais at their posts ' But many of the villages had been burnt by the 
way-side, and human being s tlieie weie none to be seen A moie desolate 
scene than the countiy wc passed tbiough, can scarcely he imagined. The 
swamps on eitliei side of the load, the blackened mins of huts now fuither 
defaced diy weather stains and mould , the uttei absence of all sound, that 
could indicate the piesence of human life or the employments of human 
lndusti} 1, (such sounds being usuiped by the cioaking of fiogs, the slinll pipe 
of the cicala, and the undei-hum. of the thousand-winged insects, engendered 
by the damp and heat) , the offensive odour of the neem tices, the occasional 
taint m the an fiom suspended bodies, upon which, before our very eyes the 
loathsome pig of the countiy was engaged m feasting all these things,-—’ 
appealing to oui different senses, — contributed to call up such images 
of desolation, and blackness, and woe, as few, I should think, who were present, - 
will evei forget We weie at Kkaga, m the Futtehpoie distnct, on the lltli 
The village was almost entuely deseited We expenenced no difficulty how- 
ever in obtaining supplies The Moonsiff of Hutgaon, Salamut Alee, was in at- 
tendance, and gave evei 3 assistance A Thannalidai v\ as appointed, and a Than- 
uah established, which was nevei been relinquished since I presume the 
Geneial heaid duiing the da 3 r , that the Rebel Force was advancing on Futteh- 
poie, foi at midnight we inarched to catcli up Major Renaud, who with J00_ 
Europeans, and about as many Sikhs, tw r o field pieces, and SO Inegulai Cavaliv, 
had preceded our Geneial by a few days, and was then a short march ahead 

The two Forces were amalgamated m the middle of the night, and, march- 
ing on togethei, reached Belanda, about four miles on the Allahabad side of 
Futtehpoie, by, I suppose, 7 o’clock m the morning Here, too, we had no diffi- 
culties about supplies, Munnoo Ball, the faithful mei chant, and zemindar Hun- 
sooa, and Zoolfakar IOian, an old cavalry soldiei of the same place, wdio had 
made their village the head-quarters of all those vvell affected to the Bntish 
Government, weie m attendance, and pioffered eveiy aid Aid at Belanda, 
hovvevei^as it turned out, w as not necessary, for a leconnoitung paity soon 
hi ought word, that the enemy weie advancing m foice down the load, and 
whilst vv 6 weie yet dunking oui morning tea, under the shade of some tiees, 
their guns opened and behold a battle had commenced HeieThe enemy 
advanced their guns 111 rows of two or three, at a time, m a perfectly infatuated 
manner down the Tiunk Road How Maude’s well-directed shrapnel from the 
flank, diove them m such confusion hack into Fnttehpore, that they scarcely 
attempted to hold the stiong posts affoided by the garden walls and thick 
tiees 111 its envnons , how the misbehaviour of oui Inegular Oavaliy, nearly 
allowed the enemy’s horse temporarily to turn oui right, has all been 
described by peisons qualified to judge of military movements I need 
theiefoie say no more, than that, by twelve o’clock we> found ourselves Lying- 
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under tiees, a mile and half on the Cawnpoie side ofFuttehpore, waiting for our 
camp lo come up liom Belanda, the town ours, and the enemy miles av, ay 

On that day FutteLpore was given up to plunder, the country people had 
the boldness to come m, m ciowds, and assist m cany mg off piopert), making 
themselves om syces and griss-cutteis, when intei logated by the soltheis The 
inhabitants had lied to a man, so the shops and houses weie ransacked without 
lemon strance and nc\fc morning, when we inarched away, the Sikhs wei e left 
behind to set the town on Cue m seveial places at once On the 11th, we 
w ere encamped neai Kulhanpoie, and on the evening of the same day, the Iire- 
gulai Gavaliy were dismounted and disarmed Eaily on the 15th, we marched 
on towaids Aoung, where the Geneial had been led to suppose he should meet 
with consideiable resistance IIis inhumation was peifeclly eonect,—-the 
village was occupied in stiength 

The enemy had lutienched themselves across the load, not indeed m’a 
very formidable mannci, but the village ofieied great covei m the walled gai- 
dens, thickly giown with tiees, which flanked it on eithei side Prom this 
shelter, a steady fire of musketry was kept up Iol a consideiable time It was 
in tins engagement that the enemy’s Cacali y made moie than one attempt 
to get round om Force and cut off the baggage Once oi twice, they regularly 
charged, hut as soon as the bullets of the baggage guard began to fly amongst 
them, they palled up and galloped away m quite a ludicious fashion After 
a struggle of some little enduianee, the village of Aoung was taken, and as it 
was supposed the enemy would tiy and mpue the budge over the Pandoo 
Nuddee, the Geneial pushed oil The rebels had placed two heavy guns on 
the bank on the opposite side of the Pandoo, one a 12-pounder, and the other 
an old carronade, I think, oi laige calibre 

These w ere fired straight down the high road, hut Enfield nllemen weie 
sent on through the fields to the uvei hank, and from that position, veiy soon 
dislodged the gunners, and the whole body then made off, leaving the guns 
Some miserable attempts had been made to blow up the budge, hut quite 
ineflectuul in their nature, and our troops marched across with perfect ease, and 
occupied the opposite hitik Theie we remained for the lest oi the 15th, but 
by sun-rise the ne\t morning w e wore again on oui march In passing tin ough 
the vilhge of. Sirsoul, the mmndais came out to receive us, and promised to 
send on supplies utter us to Alienwan, winch they fnihfully did We reached 
Ahcuwun by noon , it was the hottest da) I have ever been out of douis m , a 
clear, blue sky, with small patches oi da/almg white cloud, which seemed to 
serve only to reflect the heat moie intensely Nothing but the excitement 
could have supported the tioops under such exposure The baggage w as all 
collected into a grove, and a body of guards left to protect it, with foui guns 
to be worked by some men of the line who had learned tlie rudiments of Ai til- 
ler)- practice The tioops having rested foi a couple of houis and taken 
refreshment, started about liali-past twofoi the last battle, wducli was to decide, 
the fate oi the Nana’s lule The particulars oi the battle me well known To 
us who remained m the grove, it was naturally a time ol gieat mteiest and 
excitement I lemembei we could not possibly account foi the altered sound oi 
one of the heavy guns The fact was afterwards explained to he, that the ene- 
my had moved round one of then 21-poundeis towaids the Grand Trunk Hoad 
to meet the attack on thou left, by which they weie finally oveitome 

It was daik before the firing ceased', but no one returned, and the last 
filing had been the most distant this we knew indicated advance, and theic- 
fore victory, and so wo fell to sleep assured , though we lud no communica- 
tion whatever until the mam body, till the summons came next morning for 
the camp to advance 

In obedience to this summons we weie proceeding along the road, when 
suddenly, nr the duectron of Cawnpoie, a gigantic tongue ol ilame'leipt up as 
it were to lick the sky, followed by a large cloud of smoke, which, pieserung 
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somewhat tlie 'shape of a balloon, ascended swiftly , we looted at each othei, 
and that moment experienced a slight shock, like a weak eloctne cunent, and 
then the mighty thunder bioke m the distance, and seemed to roll ton aids us 
and aiouud us The powdei magazine had been exploded 

That day the aimy was encamped on the paiade giound, and we, foi the' 
first time, saw thedeseited mtrenchment which Wheeler had occupied scaicely 
thiee weeks before 

That scene of matchless desolation, the monument at once of astounding 
cowaidice on the pait of the enemy, and of ineiedible courage and endurance 
on the pait of those besieged, has been aheady often described I will only ob- 
serve that the ciy in all mouths was, m such a position, and against such odds 
to have held out a couple of days, seems almost a mnacle The next morning 
(the 18th) the troops were ordeiedtomaich by the Tiunk Boad to the Mission 
premises, the most distant buildings to the west m Cawnpore, and situated 
close by wheie the Cantonment and Gi and Trunk loads join Thiswise move- 
ment not only piotected the station m the duection of Bithoor, but also pre- 
seived the soldieis irom the temptations of liquor, as well fiom any desne to 
take vengeance into then ow r n hands That ckn , with the Geneial’s permis- 
sion, I lode with two of the Volunteei Cavaliy into the city, having there-esta- 
blisliment of the Bntisli power pioclaimed m seicral places, and meeting 
almost the whole meicantile population at the Cotwalec where they professed 
(I cannot say with w r hat sincerity) the gieatest delight at our return We had 
also the gieat pleasuieof libeiatmg one 01 two half-caste Clmstians, who were 
concealed in lemote lanes and alleys From the city we pioceeded to the 
Hotel, which we found just as the Nana had left it He slept on one side, 
and on the opposite had 100 ms foi pooja and cooking, keeping two laige centie 
apartments foi Duibai puiposes Thence we weie directed to the Beebeegurh, 
and well And then hioke upon oui sight that dieadful spectacle, over the 
very idea of winch tlieie are stdl In oken spirits and widowed heaits mourn- 
ing tenor-stnken m distant England I have no moie details to add to what 
is alieady too well known, and must dismiss the sad subject with one or two 
bnef remailcs The stones of cluldien found suspended on the trees, and of 
mutilated dead bodies lying m the enclosuie, are entirely fabrications Theie 
were no dead bodies, except in the well The well was narrow and deep, and on 
looking down yon could only see a tangled mass of human limbs entirely 
without clothing To the best of my belief there was not a w oid written on the 
walls I seal died myself, and I know that othei s did so too, hut without dis- 
covenng any intelligible marks

The only documents I ever heard of being found were — 

1st — A list in Hmdee, giving the names of all the prisoners received ap- 
parently on the 7th of July, and made ovei to some othei guar- 
dian on the 11th This list I took possession of, but careful 
copies of it have been taken, and it forms the basis of all lists 
which have been published 

2nd. — A list of sick and memo of deaths, m the Beebeegurh, for two 
or three days, kept apparently by a Bengalee Native Doctor. 
This -was in the possession at one time of Majoi Goidon, of 
the late 6th Native Infantiy, and was published m the Plicemx 
newspaper, August 1857. 

3id — A skeleton diaiy, believed to have been kept by one of the Lmdsay 
family, made over, I fancy long since, to suivivois 

On the 19 th, Major Stevenson of the Madias Fusiheis, commanded a party, 
which went out to Bithooi This place was occupied without the least resist- 
ance, and thuteen guns removed fiom it, besides a gieat deal of valuable 
propei ty The Nana’s palace was destroyed, which was a pity, as any chance 
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of finding Ireasuie lias been rendered far more lemote The N ana himselt 
was far away. To the best of my information, he left Bithooi on the evening 
of the 17th He found it impossible* to get any of the soldiers to rally lound 
him, they had tin own off restraint, and abused him and Baba Bhut m open 
terms clamoring with threatening gestuies for money, and so off, lieltei 
skelter, for Futtehguih. That evening he embarked himself and the ladies 
of Ins family on a large boat He had given notice that he should drown 
himself, I suppose as a blind to prevent pui suit, and it was undei stood the signal 
was to be, when the light was put out. The Gungapooti as weie watching on 
the slioie About mid-stieam the light was extinguished, and with a yell, 
that must have reached the boat, the mendicant Brahmins rushed up to the 
palace, and commenced plundering all they could lay their hands on The 
oiafty Nana was disembaikmg m the darkness on the othei side, but if in so 
callous a heart, any bittei leflections could arise, the ingratitude of his adherents 
and the falseness of those he had chenshed, might well have induced them 
G'eneial Neill ai rived •with some 400 men, I think on the 20th, and the next 
day we all moved down to Peimit ghat, fiom whence the emlraKation was com- 
menced to Oude This took some days , meantime eveiy exeition was made 
to xendei the new mtienclimcnt (v Inch had been chosen by General Havelock 
on the 19th,) capable of defence when the Forces intended to lelieve Lucknow 
had all ciossed Geneial Neill was left with a garrison of less than two 
bundled men to hold Cawnpoie Hie day 1 enteied the city, (viz the 18th) 

I appointed a Cotun], and city police, and a day or two afterwaids I 
sent out a Thannahdai to Snsoul, with a band of buikundazes This Thannah 
is on the Allahabad road, and has nevei been given up since. 1 was very 
anxious also to get outposts to the south and -west, that we might as it 
weie have police pickets on all sides of us Two men leadily volunteeied 
to go out as Thannahdars, one to-Suchendee, about ten miles down the Calpee 
road, and the othei to Sheoiajpoie, a village on the Grand 'flunk Road 
towaids Delili They both went out, attended by as many men as could be 
collected togetliei. This was a most unfortunate undertaking The 42nd 
Regiment of Native Infantiy, (than which no Corps showed moie courage " 
oi gieater ferocity) having mutinied at Saugoi, crossed the Jumna at Calpee, 
accompanied by some Iiregulai Horse, and maiched dnect upon Akberpore 
Heie it was supposed they would turn off towards Bithoor, befoie doing 
so, howevei, they sent a considerable body of men to destroy the temporary 
bridge over the Pandoo, and these men advancing rapidly, sui prised the 
Thannah of Suchendee, and capturing the Thannahdai put him to death, under 
circumstances of great cruelty. The main body afterwaids marching on Sheoraj- 
poie, surrounded the Thannah there also, and the Thannahdai, a young Mus- 
sulman of considerable peisonal couiage, was shot, and his body hung with the 
head downwards fiom a tiee Geneial Neill, who on taking command of the in- 
ti enchment, told me that as the occupation of Cawnpore was wholly mihtaiy, 
he consideied it of gieat importance that the city police should be in the 
hands of a military man, that they might be made to co-opeiate with military 
movements, had already appointed Captain Biuce of the Bombay Aimy, Su- 
perintendent of Police, with (as I undeistood the Geneial to say) the e.xpicss 
approbation of Government The serious gatheimg at Bithoor, which 
shortly after the depaiture of Geneial Havelock, began to draw all our 
attention for a while, postponed any fuithei attempts to le-establish 
provincial police stations The 42nd Native Infantiy, which aftei leaving 
Sheoiajpore, had occupied Bithooi, weie soon joined there by men of ihe 17th 
and other Regiments, and by sovvais of the 2nd Cavalry and 3rd Infantiy 
General Neill was all activity, constantly marching out in the envnom of the 
town, with a couple of guns and all his available men , keeping the Steamer 
moving up and down the liver, (it made two warlike visits to Bithooi) and m 
everyway showing that he was on the alert and prepared foi emergencies. 

'It is certainly untrue, though it has been often repealed, that the Nana 
reciossed to Bithooi at this junctuie, he has nevei since he first kit 
Bithooi levisited this bank, noi do I think, as I have seen it stated, 
that Cawnpoie was at this lime in any paiticular dangei The enemy 
were numerous, but they had only two small pieces of aitilleiv, and 
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though their sovvais did occasionally l>y night lide into the suburbs, it 
was mostly I fancy foi the sabe of bravado. Howevci General Havelock con- 
sidered it Ins fast duty on returning fiom Oude, to turn its rebel occupants 
out ol Uilhooi. Accoidingly on the lbtli August, a large part), commanded by 
General Havelock in poison, maichcd on Pithoor, and after an hour’s cannon- 
ading entirely cleaied the town Dining the picseneo of General Havelock’s 
foiccTin Caunpoic, of corn sc v\e had a Gromrcr hold on the neighbourhood, 
and I was commencing an attempt at again establishing police posts, when I 
i cceivcd a vciv kind lcllei fiom General Null, of which the following are cx- 
tracts — “ Attempting to establish your police, is not only usr less, hut risking 
'•the lives of men well disposed to the state, to no puipo«e The capture and mnr- 
“ der of youi men at Sheorajpore and Bithoor pi ov e tin** ” And again, « Hav mg 
“no soldicis to send out, the common police undei Military mle, Biuce is get- 
“tmg togethei, is the best substitute” Then alter vciy highly praising the 
police on the Allahabad mad for having lept open communication so well, he 
adds “When the sanction ot the Government isicqucsted, the reason why, must 
“be fully stated as above, most certainly the grounds for sending the request 
“ will not be the mefiiciuit state of the present pohec.” The posts therefore of 
Bithooi, Sheorajpoie and Suchendee, passed into General Neill's hands, and 
were gauisoned by degiccs undei Captain Biuce*'. oidcrs with what was then 
called the ‘ Nluhter police’ About the same tune, Gcneinl Neill also nominat- 
ed Captain Young of the 4th Native Infant] y to be Superintendent of the 
Grand Tiunk Hoad foi aiding the transit of tioop= Both these appointments 
were sanctioned, and Commissions for adimmstcung the Penal acts were sent 
me by Mr Chestei for Captains Biuu and You mr J being already on the 
Commission, swoie them both m I merely mention tins to show that 
my partial supei cession (of which I have no wish to complain in the least, for 
I think it was quite proper under the circumstances) was not only known to, 
but acquiesced in by the Gov eminent undei whose immediate ordeis I was then 
acting Had we been strong enough then, to have thoiouglily occupied the 
distnct, I make no doubt most of the zemindars would have at once given m 
then adheiencc, and things would linv e quieted down As it was, several large 
zemindars, amongst them Doorga Pcrsbaud of Suchendee, began to feel their 
way*, and to make mquniesas to whether Inc-goncs stood any chance of being 
considered byc-gones To these, we could only guarantee a fair trial But this 
did not meet then views Gradually as it. became seen that Cnwnpore was 
only a garrison, when it was clenily known that the troops collecting at Cavn- 
poie had not foi their immediate object, (lie p tcification of IhcDooab, but weic 
intended to cioss the livci, tins desne to conciliate died away, and the dis- 
affected began to look towards Gwalior as affoidmg them some hope of a 
second subveision of the Bntish power, and this tune, with a more permanent 
success The active pait taken by Dooiga Pershad and Rajah Suttee Pershad, 
of Sheorajpoie, beads as they were of the Chundel Rajpoots, naturally influenced 
the conduct of most ot the lnghei class of Thakoor^ 1 am at raid the most J can 
say of the better specimens, is, that they were neutial. The infidelity also of 
the Omlah, doubtless, had <i very b id influence m the district To a man almost, 
with theDeputy Collector at then head, they quietly changed sides and acquiesced 
in the new administration. Ram Bill, the Deputy Collector, took a very active pai t 
in attempting to organize the Nana’s government This marked tieacheiy, a trea- 
chery which ruined the whole body of officials, I punished with death on my 
first ai aval A t the time then, that Sn Janies Out ram arrived with remtoict- 
ments, the state of the distnct was tins fust, as legaids Police. Captain Biuce 
held the city, Bithooi , Suchendee and Sheoiajpoie , had a slight hold on Belhoui , 
and had established one oi two smallei posts in the neighbouiliood, so that 
Cawnporewas well surrounded by a series of police pickets. In Police I had 
the Ihannah at Snsoul, and a Thannaliat Ghatumpore, and foi awhile one also 
at Bhogneepore These three Pergunnahs vveie under Mi Griffiths, both in 
Revenue and Police Thei e were no Tehseeldais appointed, hut he had two Pesh- 
kais undei him, at Saih Sulenr, and at Ghatumpoie The Pandit, Umr Nauth, 
was appointed Suddei Tehseeldai. We collected m the llazooi Tesheel and 
Bithooi, and got a little money In fiom Russoolabad and Sheorajpoie. When 
the Force left us on the 19th of October, foi the lelief of Oude, aud when many 
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days passed •without any intelligence being received fiom Lucknow, consider- 
able anxiety was natuially felt m the town, but the glorious news of the cap- 
tuie of Debit raised our prestige again, and the Luge preparations which weie 
being made foi Carnage and Commissnuat stores, 1 e-assured the people that the 
Corah log were not so completely run out of soldiers as ill-disposed agitators 
had tried to lead them to believe No material chin ge took place in our posi- 
tion We could not strengthen oar hold on the district , Bhogneepore, and 
Secundra, and Akberpore, were very much undei the influence of the tians- 
Jumnaiebels, whilst the large clan of Mew Thakoars weietoaman m open 
rebellion, and two malcontents, the It yah Bhao, and Kalundm Cfn Gossain, ma- 
naged to keep the whole of that pait of the distnct in a disturbed state In 
Russoollabad, there was a stiong party, headed by Pem Singh, and Duriao 
Singh, (since hung at Gwalioi) against us, and connected with a rebel party 
m Etawah , but there weie some influential men toi us Sheolee and Sheo- 
rajpoie were subject to mioads from sowais connected with the Nana 
and Nurput Singh, and weie kept m constant disturbance and excitement 
Bithooi was strengthened by the proximity of Cawnpoie, but still on the 
Dusseerah, the enemy from the other bank managed to suipnse Captain 
Bruce’s police, and killed a consideiable number of them, including the Super- 
intendent A party from Akbeipore also attacked Suchendee about the same 
time and lulled the Thannahdar and several burkundazes The captuie of 
Dehli diove the fugitive rebels down the country, and the large party 
(diminished though I fancy on the load) winch crossed at Muttra, undei Bukt 
Khan, advanced into this district as fai as Sheorajpore Bngadier Wilson, how- 
ever, went out to meet him on 19th October, with 600 Infantry and several 
field pieces There was scaicely an engagement, as after filing a few shots 
the enemy made off, but although little haira was done to him then, there is 
reason to suppose the check received at Sheoiajpoi e, threw back into the 
jaws of Greatbed’s column, that body of rebels that were annihilated on the 
moitung of the 23rd October near Kanouj Soon after this brush, m upon us, 
full of life and vigour, and flushed with victory, pait of the glonous band that 
had expelled the rebel from his fastness, had upiaised again the British 
flag in the deserted halls of Timoor, the ‘ pursuing column,’ as it was called, 
first commanded by Greatbed and afterwards by Giant, ainved on the 26th 
of October, and doubtless the sight of so large a body of men would have 
tended entuely to pacify the district, had not ominous whispers fiom the 
south-west, told us of the advance of the laige Force and powerful Artilleiy, 
that was to mtioduce another distuibmg element into all plans But days 
passed on, the 'pui suing column’ ciossed the ri\er, Infantiy, and Cavalry, 
and guns, came up and ciossed and disappeared, and at last, the Commander- 
m-Chief himself made a stait, and the leiiei of Lucknow commenced 


"What oeemred dui mg his absence, has been often related Time fails 
me to give more than the merest outline. Taking advantage of the compara- 
tively unpiotected state of Cawnpoie, the Gwalioi Contingent, after many 
hesitations, at length crossed the Jumna and maiclied upon the station On the 
26th Novembei, General Windham went out to meet them at Bhoutee, about 
ten miles down the Oalpee load, gave them a very decided lepulse, and 
brought m one of then 10-inch howitzeis in v Inch they placed such reliance. 
The next morning, the enemy again advanced, and turning off the Oalpee road 
crossed by ltawutpoie to the Giand Tiunk Road, wheie being joined by a 
consideiable force of rebels, which had crossed fiom Oude at Sheoiajpoie, 
made a joint attack on Cawnpoie 

The endeavours to keep them off, were not that day, as is well known, 
altogether successful, and the Loops slept at night inside the mtrenchmcnt 
A sally hovpvci was made on the 2Sth, and with considerable success on the 
left But the advantages gained could not be sustained with the foice avail- 
able, and when Sir Cohn lode into Cawnpoie, on the evening of the 28th, he 
found the entne foice within its intienchments, and tlie enemy m posses- 
sion of the whole city and station It Mas on the 1st December that Captain 
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Bruc-? retired a S f nfT appointment, and wishing to "be at once relieved of hU 
ra^’ce date's he wrote to ash me to take over charge I went over to in- 
], on ^ which formed part of the intrench merits . I think the enemy had got 
‘-mm idea that the Comma ndez-m-Clnef was staying there but however that 
rnav be they selected tins wretched house for a target, and I wrote my letters 
witli round shot wlnzz.ng ovei our heads Fortunately the enemy were no: 
\erv cood shots, but the y carried away pai t of the balustrade of the inof 
twice " I should not think it has happened before for a Magistrate to talc 
charge of a district, a few hundred square yards only of which were then 
in British possession, and to sign the usual papers under a lienyj cannonade 
plav mg on his predecessor’s house. 

Here as Captain Biuce's administration ended, let me \cnture to bear my 
tribute to its vigor and its justice. Much has been said, I understand, about 
the executions at this place. All I can testify is, that I believe the executions 
to ha\e been far less numerous here than utmost other places vlnch the 
rebels had had possession of. Fair and careful trials wei e always accorded, 
and I never heaid the natives complain of the result of any, except that of 
A/irn Alee Khan. In that case Captain Bruce asked my opinion, and it con- 
firmed his own, that the Ivhan Salub was guilt}. As for mvsclf, I bust I wn> 
of some use in collecting Comnnssaii.it stoics, building carts, Ac, and Keeping 
up a hhpuhati correspondence with Agra I also attempted, not wholly with- 
out success, to keep older in the Futtehpoie distnct, and when Mi. Probni 
was made Magist -ate in October, he found all the Thannahs and Tehseelees res- 
ided. But I draw to the close of my Xnuative O.i the fitli of December, 
Sir Cohn arose in his stiength, and scatteied the Gwalior Contingent in even 
direction, taking all then guns The delusion was q\ei, the distnct saw that 
British Supremacy was inevitable, and sick of nnsiule and confusion, and 
disordei, it finally succumbed. The Column under Bngadier Walpole, which 
marched on the ISth Deesmbei, was leceived with nppncnt pleasure by the 
people. Captain Bourclner writes — “The whole population flocked to see us ” 
The ousted /ennndais began to see that their dieam of getting rid of auction 
purchasers was over, and they must submit to their fate. These men were 
made our enemies by circumstances "We ruined them to be suic, but it was 
m our attempt to benefit them, and it our desne to libeiate them fiom the 
\okc of the Taloohdnr, had subjected them to the ten-times more disastrous 
xole oftheBoiah, still the consummation was one we nevei contemplated The 
selling up of estates however was doubtless one of the puncip.il causes that 
gave the rebellion that populai phase it gradually assumed Bacon has 
remarked with i are sagacity that “it is certain so many o\ ci tin own estates, 
“so many votes foi troubles *’ This must be remembeied u ith regard to confis- 
cated estates too, as well as those the Civil Couit lias laid its hand upon. 


Opportututv was taken of Brigadier "Walpole’s column, to re-establish 
Thannahs and Tehseelees, at AKberpore, Russoollabad and Derapo’e, which 
have stool ever since. Mi. Gufiifhs 1 e-estiblished his Thannahs at Sirsoul 
and Ghatumpoic, and when the cluci advanced towards Futtehgurh, Shcoraj- 
piro and Billour had then establishments restoied, which have nevci since 
b> cn disturb'd. Bhogncepore and Seeundra, continuing undci the influence 
of Cilp’x, although they were kept out of active mischief In the movable 
column midu Colonel Maxw ell at AKhcipoie, weie too disfmhcd to admit of

I recall a raid of Eao Sahib, from the Ganges to the Jumna, and an attack on 
Russoollabad by Etawah zennndais, but these weie detached incidents, scarce- 
ly calhng for notice m a narrative of this land I followed but the other day 
close upon the retreating footsteps of Feroze Shah, but I found the plough- 
man m the field , the boy singing at the well as he uiged the bullocks down 
the slope, the old woman sitting at her dooi, twisting hei little cotton gm, 
(I feai with scarcely velocity enough to compete with the Few World) and 
her daughters grinding the millet, all supieroely unconscious of the descend- 
ant of Timoor, who with somewhat unseemly haste had made but } esterday 
a royal progress tlnough their fields and villages. 

The taste for misrule has cleaily for the time depaited The people 
have seen that neither Rajah nor Nawab can construct a practicable adminis- 
tration, and the old rule seems better than none. 

I trust experience may teach us to amend those parts of our adrnimstia- 
tion, which may be oppiessive or distasteful to the people, so that they may 
accept our lule, not only as inevitable, but also as that with which they are 
best satisfied.

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MEMORANDUM,

The investigations regarding the outbreak at Cawnpore in June 1857, 
have been temporarily closed 

Forty-two depositions from individuals of all classes and creeds, Chris- 
tians, Mahomedans and Hindoos have been recoided, and valuable evidence 
obtained from respectable and influential residents in the city These deposi- 
tions, together with the native journal of a city resident, have been trans- 
lated, and relate the first attempts made by the Nana to tamper with the 
troops , Ins ready success , the eailiest meeting held by the conspirators , and 
then proceedings on, and subsequent to their mutiny, from the 1st of June, 
to the advance of the Butish foice m July 

It is proposed to have these printed, and from them to draw up a 
report cast in the form of a Nanative, showing all that the evidence contained 
in them proves 

The evidence shows the Nana’s brother, Bala Sahib, to have taken as 
(if not more) active and prominent part as even the Nana himself 

There are no traces of any conspiracy prior to the arrival of the Nana 
at Cawnpore on the 22nd May 1857, with two guns, and 300 hoise and 
foot, foi the avowed purpose of aiding m the maintenance of older But 
about that time, it would seem, that two sowars, the one named Raheem Khan, 
of Bislienpore, near Bithoor, the other Muddut Alee, of Banda, and in the 
service of the Nana, were employed by Bala Sahib, to conupt the fidelity o 
the troops The 2nd Cavaliy alieady ripe for mutiny, needed but little 
persuasion Soobadar Teeka Singh, Havildai Majoi Nopal Smgli, and Sowars 
Shumsh-ood-deen Khan, Shaik Boolalae, Sirdar Beg, and Rai Singh, are said 
to have taken the lead amongst them , and at dusk on the evening of the 1st 
of June, met the Nana and Bala Salnb at Manjee ghat, where they had a 
consultation m a boat that lasted two hours 

Upon this fact being brought to the notice of the Magistrate, the Nana 
plausibly accounted for it, by stating it to have been held for the adoption 
of measures, that should keep the tioops firm and loyal , whereas on the succeed- 
ing day, sowai Shumsh-ood-deen Khan, with two or three others of the 2nd 
Cavalry, whilst dunking in the house of a piostitute named Azeezun, inform- 
ed hei that m a few days the Peshwa’s rule would be proclaimed, and the 
Nana paiamount at Cawnpore, when they would fill hei house not with 
Rupees meiely, but Gold Mohurs 

The depositions of those attached to the 53id and 56tli Native Infantry, 
give a cleai account of the outbreak on the 4th June, and the events m the 
Entrenchments 

Aftei the mutiny of the 2nd Cavalry and 1st Native Infan tiy, on the 
morning of the 5tli of June, a sowai of the former, and a native officer 
of the lattei Corps, were sent to the Nana, to offer him the alternative of a 
kingdom, if he joined their (the rebel) paity, oi death if he castm his lo with 
the Butish 

His decision was promptly accorded, the ready leply being, “What have 
“Ito do with the Butish lam with you ” He then laying his hand on the 
heads of the mutmeeis, swoie to be their Chief, and to lead them to Dehh , 
after which they were dismissed with oideis to carry the Government 
Treasure to Kullianpoie A consultation was then held by the Nana, Bala Sahib, 
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and Azsemoolhh The latter pointed out the folly 'of pioceedmg to Delili, 
wlieie then individual powei and influence would necessarily cease , and recom- 
mended the Nana’s lecallmg the mutmeeis, taking possession of Cawnpoie, 
and extending Ins authority, as fai as he could to the eastward , adding, that 
he w as thoioughly acquainted with the resources of the British, that the num- 
ber of Euiopeans m India was scaice one-fourth that of the Native army, and 
that the lattei having mutinied, the formei were powciless 

This , being agreed to, as the soundest policy, was accordingly earned out, 
the mutiheeis were ordered back, and the siege of the mtrenchments com- 
menced 'The evidence of some of the beleaguied paities, chiefly belonging 
to the 53id and 56th Begiments, with that of the city people, gave a a md 
pictuie of the state of affaus dunng that evei memorable period The 
mutineers, it would appeal, were more intent on plundei and muider, than on 
fair and open fight, whilst m the city and elsewheie, aieignof tenoi w r as 
established 

The Nana was assisted bj r neighbouring zemindars, and the insuigent 
populace , finding it, after repeated attempts, impossible to take the mtrench- 
rnents by fair fighting, a full council was held, and recourse to treachery 
resolved upon, though some of the mutmeeis present aie said to hare depie- 
cated the adoption of foul means , whether this be true or not, one fact is 
clear, none gave warning of the base impending ticacliery, involving, though 
it did, the murdei of helpless women and innocent children, but all, joined 
unflinchingly m its perpetiation. 

The endence regarding the massacre at the Suttie Cliowia ghat, on the 
morning of the 27th June 1857, is cleai and conclusive A plan null he an- 
nexed, showing the positions of the guns and rebel troops, held m ambush, 
but which weic withdraw n from then places of concealment when the deputed 
officers went to examine the boats at the ghat Nigh ten thousand spectators 
assembled from the city and neighbouring Milages, to witness the departuie 
of that gallant little garuson from the lntienclnnents, amongst whom weie 
many lespectable city people, such as bankers, &c , some doubtless came to 
new the truly novel Mght of fheir late rulers led forth is captives, by those 
they had hut a slioit time previousty commanded Some few may have been 
actuated by a better and kinder motive to pa)' then parting respects to those 
they had known m luppiei dajs, foi the moie respect ible poition of the 
native community, though piepaied for tioachery, w r ere not aware the British 
would he attacked at the ghat, cie ) et they lud embarked, hut imagined it 
w r ould he lowei down the nvei 

Even before that doomed little hand had reached the fatal spot, the lea 
intentions of the mutmeeis were levealed by some, uuahle to lestiam then 
malignant ardour, until the stated tune and spot waie leachei 1 The deposi- 
tions give a painful account of the muider of Colonel Ewait, w ho commanded 
the late 1st N. I , by some four sepoys of Ins Corps, who cut him down with 
bittei taunts, legaidiug the spectacle before him being a fine paiadc His 
pool wife also meeting w ith a similar fate, almost immediately aftei Of the feai- 
ful scenes that ensued at the ghat, the evidence of the Manjees who supplied 
the boats, with that of many wdio weie spectatois, gives a cleai account 

The most active m carrying out the arrangements, and uiging on the 
^laughter was Teelcum, a sowar of the 2nd Cavalry, who having been made 
a Rissaldai by the Nana, was doubtless anxious thus to exhibit his zeal and 
devotion, in the cause of Ins benelactoi On a cat pet spiead on the chubootia 
of the temple, near the ghat, weie seated Bala Sahib, Azeemoollah, Briga- 
dier Jowala Peishad, and Tantia Topee, a captain of the Nana’s guard The 
fust shots weie fired fLom the Oude hank of the nvei, where the mutinous 
I7th N I w'ere posted with some guns , three moie bem.> stationed with a 
large foicc on the light hank , on the boats being set on hie by the former 
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party, many of tlieir occupants leaped into the water on the offside, and not- 
withstanding the murdeious fire poured upon them, some 84 or 85 women 
.md cluldien effected their escape fiom piesent death, only alas ! to meet a 
worse fate heieafter The wives of drummeis, and cluldien, horn three to 
ten years old, passed unscathed not only tlnough the siege, hut even this 
temble massacre also 


A man of gieat influence in the city, and a Government official, has rela- 
ted a circumstance that is strange, if tiue , vu , that whilst the massacre was 
being earned on at the ghat, a tioopei of the 2nd Cavaliy, reported to the 
Nana, then at Savada house, that his enemies, their wives, and children, were 
exterminated Some one piesent lemarked, “Yes, it was true, for an infant of 
a month old was seen floating down the stieam ” On hearing which, the 
Nana lephed, that “foi the destruction of women and children, there was 
no necessity," and directed the sowar to return with an order to stay their 
slaughter 


Reliable evidence, as far as it was procurable, regaidmg the massacre of 
the helpless captives m the slaughtei-house, has been recorded, from which 
tlie following facts hav e been gleaned That the mutinous troops refused to 
carry out the older of then destiuetion, though one random volley by some 
was, it would seem, filed , that the real perpetiators of the diabolical deed -were 
chiefly men of the Nana’s own guaid , and that the cause of their destruction 
was fear of betrayal should any survn e, and be recov ered by their country- 
men , that on the stead}' and continued advance of the British, and after the 
second action, m which Bala Sahib was severely wounded m the right 
shouldei, a hurried Council w as held , that fear and consternation filled the 
rebel camp , and dismay, the heaits of all , that this meeting was attended by 
many, who by loans of money, and aid m vanous ’otliei ways accorded to 
the Nana, had implicated themselves m theievolt, that many and vanous 
weie the piojects suggested for checking the advance of the British, and se- 
curing then own safety , some of the most timid pioposmg the abandonment of 
Cawnpoie, the falling back on Putteligurli, and the conjunction of their force 
with that of the rebel Nawab there, some suggested making a stand at 
Bithooi, while otheis eitliei moie couiageous or desperate, advised the casting 
all ‘ on a die ” and fighting it out at Cawnpoie Yet, notwithstanding that all 
felt their houi had well nigh come, and that slioitly a stern retribution 
would he exacted foi the innocent blood, already so wantonly shed, such was 
the feai of detection, (by the many who had aided and abetted their Chief,') 
through then recognition by the pnsoners, paiticulaily such of them as Mrs 
Gieemvay and othei old residents of Cawnpore, that no fear of consequences 
could stay them fiom Anther rmbuung then hands m blood, and that of 
women and cluldien, deeming that thus they secuied themselves from 
fuithei detection , especially those who had even at thateaily stage resolved, 
should things continue to go against the i ebel faction, they w'ould change sides, 
and if the evidence recoided he tiue, many of those present at that council are 
now again m Government employ Much valuable evidence yet lemams un- 
taken A careful investigation of all piocuiable would, I tlnnk, beyond doubt, 
implicate many at piesent supposed to be fiee from the stain of mutiny 


Adla, by hnth and pi ofession a courtesan, horn at Mugiasa, resided with 
the Nana fiom 1850, and fiom receiving Rs 200 pei month, becoming a fa- 
vounte, w r as, it is said, endowed with the jewels belonging to the widows of 
the late Peshwa, valued at Rs 50,000 On tlie Nana’s flight fiom Bithooi, she 
was sent m a boat some distance up the nvei , hut letummg to Cawnpore m 
August 1857, was secieted in a house m the Butchei-khana, went fiom thence 
to Misreepoie, Zillali Humeerpoie, and is now said to be at Mugiasa, near 
Caw npore, undei the caie of a man named Mundhoo , having promised, she 
states, to await one yeai at Cawnpoie, the return of the Nana to that station 
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The sister of Mundhoo, named Kaieena, resides with Oojag 
Dahabey, Zillah Cawnpoie, and the jewels are said to he secreted '

The girl, called the Begum, who attended on the prisoners, v „ 

four slave gnls bought by the Beshwa, ana'- . 
a femnio spy lias icon Hossanee Khanum She, it is said, earned the oidei- 
to trice this girl the massacie or the pusoners to the sepoy guard placed" 

over them , and on their lefusmg to execute it, letmned 
and fetched five men of the Nana’s own guard, one of whom was hei lover, 
Sndar Klian 

There is evidence also of the wife of the Toll-lceepei at Sheoiajpore, 
who was spaied at the intercession of the widows of Bajee Rao, and was 
delivered of a child at Bitlioor, being alive on the 17th of July, two days 
subsequent to the murder of the pnsoneis On the Nana’s flight however 
from Bitlioor, on the afternoon of the 17th, he ordered hei and the child to 
he hilled 

A, man lias been sent to Rampore, the lesidence of tlie sowar, who car- 
ried off Miss ~W , as he is said to have returned to his home

No 1 — Deposition of John Fitchett, Drummer, late Qf.lt N I — I was born, at 
Aicot, ray father was a farrier rathe 1st cavalry, my cousin, Mr McGuire, was 
the hand master of the 6th regiment, and I enlisted in that corps in 1846 or 1847 
us drummer, and was in the 3rd company of the 6th regiment when it mutinied 
at Allahabad A few days previous to the mutiny, two Mahomedans from the city 
time into the lines of the legiment, to incite the men to mutiny, they spoke to 
v sepoy of the light company, and he told Gunga Persliad, 8th company, what he 
had heard These sepoys seized the t\v o men they resisted, when diummer Pcteis 
and I aided in seeming them, for which we each leceived a reward of 50 
rupees, and the two sepoys were promoted The Mahomedans in the corps w ere 
displeased at the men being seized, and some of them remarked to me, that the sin of 
arresting them, especially on an Fed day, would rest on my head On the day of the 
mutiny, (6th June,) I w r as attending Henry Myiack, a diummer of the 1st company, 
sick in hospital Myrack’s father was in confinement for theft Two companies of the 
6th regiment were on duty at the ghat with two guns, to prevent the mutineers from 
Benares crossing over I afterwards heard that a sepoy, named Jankie, of the grena- 
dier company, came in fiom the ghat to the lines a little befoie 9r n, and told the 
■sepoys that the Europeans were coming to disarm them, and they must be prepared 

The first shots were fired as the drummeis were beating off I was in the hospital, 
when the paj liavildar of the 3id company, Munna Lall, came with orders from Lieu- 
tenant Hawes that I was to join my company, which I did On being diessed, and 
taking mj sword and bugle, I found about 30 men assembled I saw liavildar Munna 
Lall, and the drill naick, Mipal Singh, but none of the native officeis Quar ter-mastci 
Sergeant Watkins was also present, he asked Lieutenant Hawes foi a musket, who 
told the sergeant and myself to take arms The sepoys in reply to Lieutenant 
H vwes’s question, fC why the men were firing,” said, the Europeans were in the bunga- 
lows, and had come to disarm them Lieutenant Hawes assured them that theie were 
no Europeans coming to disarm them, and that if there were any enemies, he w ould 
lead them, and ordered the men to follow him lie had got about 100 paces fiom the 
grenadier lines, when we heard the noise of men and guns approaching , he halted 
his men, and challenged, whether friends or foe One of the native officers 
replied, that they were the two companies returning from the ghat on the European 
officers, leaving them to go to the fort Just then, quartei -master seigeant Watkins 
came up to make some report to Lieutenant Hawes, who had Ins reiolvei in his hand, 
one barrel went off and shot the quarter-master sergeant in the breast , on this a 
sepoy of 3rd company fired and shot Lieutenant Hawes 

Q — How far were you from Lieutenant Hawes, when the quarter-master ser- 
geant w r as shot 9 
' A — Close to him, 

Q — How do you know that a sepoj of the 3rd company shot Lieutenant Haw es, 
and do j r ou know his name? 

A — I do not know lus name, but the shot came fiom the 3rd company, not from 
the companies advancing from the ghat I afterwards heard that Lieutenant Hawes 
v\ as killed on the spot , but the quarter-master sergeant being aln c, was killed bj a 
ball through the head 
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Q — "WTio did you lieai tins from? 

j "Wlulst m confinement near the bells of arms, I heard the sepoys talking 

about it 

I fled on seeing Lieutenant Hawes killed Whilst passing between the 1st 
and 2nd company lines, I heard some sepoys call out “ there is the one who received 
Its 50 reward, now flying, kill him ” I therefore passed the 3rd company lines to 
the 8th, and got into the house of drummer Peters I told him to fly, and we tried 
to get to the parade , but Lieutenant Currie, officer of the day, who was galloping 
through the lines, ordered us back to our houses , we remained a few minutes, and 
then got to the parade ground I saw Colonel Simpson, Captain Plunkett, Adjutant 
Stewart, Lieutenant Pringle, and I think four or five young, officers, who were doing 
duty with the corps The men were between the lines and bells of arms The two 
guns and companies from the gliflt were a few paces in advance of the bells of arms of 
the grenadier company The Adjutant ordered Nubbee Bukeli, who was the orderly 
bugler, to sound the “ assembly” , this was not done As I was ooming forward, a havildar 
pushed me back, just then a volley was fired from the 4th and 5tli companies I do 
not know how many officers fell Adjutant Stewart was wounded, ran towaids the 
quarter guard, and was theie killed, and Captain Plunkett before he entered the gate 
of his compound I heard that a havildar was wounded Three young officers, 
who were doing duty, got into the quarter guard, the sentiy threaten- 
ed to shoot them, if they did not put down their pistols , they shut the door In 
the guard, there were two prisoners, one a Mahomedan, (I do not know his name,) the 
other Ram Lall, of the 5th company , they were got out, and the sepoys then com- 
menced firing inside, one of the young officers attempted to get away, but was imme- 
diately killed, and I believe the other two were shot inside the quai ter guard I had 
followed the Adjutant, Lieutenant S ten art. A sepoy of the 3rd company, named 
Pirthee, came up to kill me, saying that I must be killed, as I was one of them Naick 
Mipal Singh, and a sepoy of the 3rd company, (I think he was a reciuit, as I do not 
know his name,) saved me, and made me sit under the tree m front of the bells of 
arms of the 3rd company, the sentry there would not let me move, but on leaving 
his post, I went to drummer Peters’s house Whilst under the tree, the havildar 
major of the corps, Tehai Khan, came up to the sepoys assembled near the 4th and 5th 
companies’ lines, and said, “ What have you all done , but vvliatev er was ordained, has 
happened, it now cannot be helped take my advice, secure the treasure, and march 
foi Delili, for the Europeans from the fort will attack us at daybreak ’ A number 
shouted “We wdl go to Dehli and serve the King ” The sepoys of the 3id company, 
healing a report that Captain Gordon was concealed in the hut of two sepoys of the 
grenadier company, (I forget then names,) w ent to search for him, saying that their 
officers had been killed, and tlierefoie they would not spaie the officers of the giena- 
dier company, but they could not find him 

7 tli June — Whilst at Peters’s house, I heard the l oil call, and again, just after 
daybreak, when the men all assembled, ammunition was served out from the maga- 
zine, and they marched to the treasury at sun-nse About 8 o’clock, tliiee hackeries 
sent from the town by the moulvie, took away all that remained in the magazine 
Some few of the sepoys who had then families, returned to the lines and remained 

Q — Who v ere the ringleaders 9 

•A* Jemadar Nujjoo Khan, 3rd company, and Teliar Khan, havildai major, 
persuaded the men to go to Dehli 

Q Was there auy plotting going on before the mutiny ? 

A — No, I never heaid of it 

Q, What was the state of the corps after the mutiny 9 

A I sawoneortwo native officeis crying, and heard them say, that three oi four 
budnnshes had ruined the regiment I heard that many of the sepoys were soriy, 
and some of them went direct to then houses The havildar major was at first sorn , 
but said it could not be helped, and therefore persuaded the men to go to Dehh. 
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It was i little before daybreak w lien I got to Peteis’s house, and from thence 
■went to the pensioners’ lines, two sepoys of the 8th company accompanied ns to the 
house of Poorun, a drummer of the 1st company, who had his family m the lines, 
li e secreted drummer Peters, his w ife, and myself, m the inner-room In the after- 
noon, we heard that there were othei drummers hiding m the pensioneis’ lines 
We slept at Poorun’s that night 

Q — Wliy did the drummers hide themselves, they weie not touched 9 

A — The sepoys of each company saved then own diummeis, but they would 
have hilled the diummeis of any othei company, and after the sepoys left we were 
afiaid of the Mewatees 

8 th June — In the morning, (about 8 oi 9 o’clock,) Petcis, his wife, myself, 
Alexander Bross, Yates, and his family, all of the 6th regiment, with Joidon, a pen- 
sioner, left, and passing through the village neai Mr Lowthei’s house, we were 
joined by William Nesbitt, drum major, Bradshaw, and Ins mothei , Mrs Fowley , 
wife of the sergeant majoi , and Mrs Watkins, the quarter-mastei seigeant’s wile , 
Lyons, Aiajo, and Sahoo Aiajo We all went tow ards the fort, but when we got to the 
driveis’ lines, diiun majoi Nesbitt and myself went on to the foit Lieut Williams 
of my r coips asked me what I wanted , I told him that I had come with the drum- 
mers, the sergeant majoi and quarter-master seigeant, with then families he told me 
that not a dog of the Gth should enter the foit The fife majoi returned, but I wait- 
ed about a quartet of an houi, till the gate was opened I saw the Adjutant of the 
Sikh coips, and told him that I had come with the drummeis, &.c , he told me to hung 
the sergeant majoi ’s and quaitei-mastei sergeant’s wives I returned to the dn- 
vers’ lines, and biought Mrs Fowley and Mis Watkins Nesbitt, the dium major, 
sent Jordon the pensioner to plead for the diummeis We got m with Mrs Fowley 
and Mis Watkins, I went to Colonel Simpson, told him I had brought the seigeant 
majoi’s and quartei -master seigeant’s families, and asked for a pass to bung m the 
drummers fi om the drivers’ lines He told me to wait, and at 3 o’clock he sent me to 
Captain Gordon foi a pass on receiving it, I immediately went to the duveis’ lines, 
but could not find the drummers I lieaul fionr Nunhoo, a havildar of the corps, that 
Mann, who had formerly been dium major, had joined the drummeis m the lines on 
escaping from the Mewatees, when they attacked the drummers on the village near 
Mr Low ther’s house, and fled with them acioss the river 

Q — Did the Mewatees kill any one m the attack on this village 9 

A — Yes, the mother of the formei fife major, and a man called John DeCruz, 
who was a farrier, also the family of William Diddiei of the 3id company, 
hut he and his son Edward escaped These were hiding in the village, and did not 
accompany us, not knowing we had passed throng Ii to the fort I went with 
Nunkoo some little distance in search of the diummeis, but some men threatening to 
kill me, because I was a Christian, Nunkoo told me I livd better return to the foil, 
which I did about 5 or 6 o’clock, and slept there that night and the next night The 
day aftei that, (the 10th) at about 5 P vr , I saw Colonel Simpson on therampaits, he 
sent me to the officer of the mam guaid who would give me oiders, and he took me 
to the Adjutant of the Sikhs, who said, I was the man he wanted, and made nre oiei 
to a havildar and two sepoys of the Sikhs I was taken to the water gate, and turned 
out ot the fort and threatened, that if I again approached theioit, I should be blown 
away from a gun I then fled to the pensioneis’ lines and went to Poorun, who said 
the Mewatees had already searched his house for Chustiuns, and why had I letuincd 
to risk my own life and his I fell at his feet and pi ryed of lnm to save me I was dis- 
guised in native clothes and secieted with his family, it was then daik, and I slept tbeie 
that night I remained there I think throe dav s and once a day the house w m 
searched by the Mewatees, hut I removed with the females from one room to anotlici 
Pooiun, to save my life, pioposed on the dav aftei I came that I should become a 
Maliomedan 
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11M June The moulvie of the coips read the lulma, which I repeated after 

him I had slid bet given me, in Inch the Maliomcdana present also drank "William 
Claikc, Thomas Clarke and Ins family, William DeCrur and his fimih, and John 
Itcid Claikc, and A v ict Paul, who is ere also secreted m the pensioners’ lines w ere ni ide 
Mahomedans at the same time We remained w ith Poorun nnothu day, and then he 
took all the duunmcis to the city Gttnga Been, a musician, w as aho w ith us Poorun 
had lined a house, nul we remained tlieic with him two 01 tin cc days We were not 
allow cd to go out, hut Pool un and Gunga Deen told us that the Europeans w ould destroy 
the city 

1 5th June — One moi mug, (I am notsutc of the dntc, it was very early,) v.e 
heard that the Bntisli were coming up in two steamers Poorun was pirpaicd to 
leave, and immediately firing was heard we stilted, Poorun and Gunga Been, 
musicians, the sepoy Junkie, who was also In mg m the city, the drummers 
Thomas Claikc, lus wife, son and daughter, 19 and 11 years of age, William BeCrur, 
Ins w ife and two children, William Biddier, 3rd company , huglcr My rat k, Ins 
wife, Ins sonllcnn My rack, and three young children John Itcid Claikc and Avitt 
Paul lomcd usheyond Kuchpoora At sunrise, the mouhic from Allalmhad pa-— 
ed us, lie had about 200 sow ars and some ‘-epovs of the Oth lcgimcnt 1 only reoogni-*- 
cl a scpoy r of the grenadiois, named Nuhhcc Bux. amongst the sowars The rnouhie 
isked us, “where we wcic going to,” Poorun replied, “to Caw npore ’ Two days from 
Allalmhad, whilst on the march early m the morning some eighteen or twenty sepoys of 
the Gth icguncnt passed us, one of them named Jumul, pulled ofi the ehudder gn cn me 
In Poonin Poorun told them, that we were all Mnhomedaim, that the moult ic of 
flic regiment had made us of one faith The sepoys replied, that we must he taken to 
C twnpoie, so lint the mouhic might tenfy us if we had really been made Mahomed- 
ans Om hands were tied behind our hacks, not with a rope, hut with a cloth 'I lu* 
w omen and children w cic not tied At Futtchpore, we put up at the scraie w c slop! 
tlieic two nights The sepoys w ere undecided ns to their plans, some sowars and 
sepoys of other regiments (T do not know of what corps,) who were m the scraie, 
w islied to go to Banda The men of the Gth w eie w llling to join them hut hearing that 
the Nuwab was favorable to the Bntmli, and had Buiopenn gentlemen with him. it 
w is decided to go to Caw npore and join the Kuna The mouhic of Allalmhad, with 
luspaitv, were also m the seme, he left the day befoic we did Thomas Clarke, 
Ins wife, son and daughter, John Reid Claike and Avict Paul, went w ith the moul- 
mcs paity at sepoy Kubbee Bun’s request We went by the regular stages Par- 
ties of sepovs of other regiments wcic passing along the road, we met ■villager-, 
"omg to Futtchpoic None tiuv died done, all m hands, and even the villagers all 
aimed The bodies of those killed were seen hcie and there I cannot tell the exact 
date of our amval at Caw npore, tlieic was no firing from the entrenchments * it was 
about 4 or 5 o’clock in the afternoon when we wcic taken to the Savada house We 
found there the diummers w ho had gone on ahead with the moulvic’s party who 
were encamped neai the Savada house The diummers with their families, weie all 
confined m a small loom on the south-east side of the parade, some foui or five natives, 
who we lieaid weie luukaras oi letter cuuicis, -were nlso m confinement There 
were a numbci of sow ars and sepoys encamped about the Savada house, I do not 
know of what lcgiments, hut I heard the 2nd cavalry named, and another was stvlcd 
Gunjeera Resallah Of the Gth icguncnt, tlieic were about 200 sepoys under the 
command of jemadar Yusuf Klwn, and Tabud Khan, a sepoy of the 4th companv, 
I think, w as acting lmv lldar major We had a sepoy of om ow n corps placed as 
sentry ov er us I do not remcmbei the names, except of those who spoke to us The 
men of the different coips weie all mixed up There weie men of the 3rd companv 
amongst them, I should say sixoi seven, hut I am not sure On the evening of our 
anivaljvve lieaid fiom the sepoys, that if the Emopcans did not leav e the entrenchments 
m three days, firing w ould commence The day aftei our amval, we heard from 
the sepoys that five persons fiom the entrenchments had made a treatv with the

steps to the e.a=t side of the house and there we could =eo the bamchs and entrench- 
ments I saw the Europeans passing out, I could =cc th it thev wore armed I *aw 
elephants and glumes, the ®epovs said thev wcic taken out grandlv. thev went 
gladly, and knew not what was beiore them and then added “ now lepent of all vonr 
misdeeds, and ask pardon of God ’ Iloossame the musician was one of the paitv, who 
said tin® We were taken back to our room and in about lnlf an hour, we he ird 
licavj firing in the duection of the rivei , the sepovs remarked “ now thev are being 
killed” About 11 o clock, Eoine sowais and sepovs came back, bunging muskets 
and ®ome double barrelled guns, which the} said thev had taken from the European® nt 
the ghat, and killed all the men Thev did not mention the vv omen and children Shortly 
afterw aids we lieaid that the w omen vv ere being biought back The Ecpovsnllmn 
out, and we stood by the steps of the dooi of our room When I fust saw them, they 
were about 200 paces from the compound, d! together, the sow ars vv ere on both ®ides, 
right and left of them, and some sepov s brought up the rear The septus’ things 
w ere taken out of the twolaige looms ne\t to ouis, and the ladies and children 
placed there I saw that man) vv ere w ounded, their clothe® had blood on them, tw o 
were badly wounded, and h id their heads bound up vv ilh handkerchiefs 
<2 — Wcie they diessed m their own clothes? 

A — Yc®, but. some w eie wet, coveied with mud and blood, and some had their 
■dresses tom, but all had clothes, I saw one oi two children without clothes. 

Q — How man} women and clnldicn vveic there 9 
A — I cannot tell but I heard there vv eie about 180 
Q — Were there an} men amongst them 9 
A — No, there were bo} = about 12 and 13 
Q — Were there auv natives biought back prisoners 9 

A — The day aftei the ladies were brought back, I saw in one of the room® four 
or five natives confined I heaul thev wished to accompam the Europeans to Alla- 
habad , one was a Nativ c Doctoi, one a nui®iei m, and I think t w o or three «cpov s 

Q — Did you hear the names of ail} of the ladie® 9 
A — No, and we v.cre not allowed to speak to them 
Q . — Of those sevcich wounded, did am die 9 

A — Yes, two or tlnee women and children died daily the wounds were sv.oid 
cuts and by bullets but mostl} the former 

Q — Were the> ill-ticated or di®graced in any wav 9 

A — No, thev were not, thev were made to sit m the vr-anda. morning or e, ow- 
ing for fie®h an thev did not like th.® ns people cime to look at them I heard them 
i>a) u tint Europeans never thus treated their pri-oners ’ 

Q — Had they food regularly civen to them 9 
A — Yes, after the first da\ thev received dill and chuppatee® 

Q — Were any of them taken awnv from the Sav ada home 9 

A — No I heard tint the youngc=t daughter of General Whaler vv** tat en oat 
of the river by a sow ar of the 2nd cav airy, who took Iter to the citv , but she v. a* not

m the Saaada house I lieai cl sepoy Kurm All say, that she had "been made a Alaho- 
medan and that he had seen hex in tlie seraie 
Q — When was tins 9 

A — I am not quite sure, but it was either the fiist 01 second day aftei the ladies 
were bi ought back 

Q — Did ) on ever hear that a lady had killed a sowar, and jumped down a w ell 9 
A — Yes, I heard Mass "Wheeler had killed the sowar, lus w ife and tluee children, 
and then jumped down a well 

Q — Do you kuow wlictliei this was tiue 9 

A — It v as not, for I saw the lady aftei waids, when with the mutiueeis between 
Cawnpoie and Futteliguih I heard fiom the sepoj s, that the Yana had demanded 
Miss Wheelei to be gn en up , the sown refused to comply, and the rumour was gn en. 
out that she had destroj ed hciself 

Q — Were there any other ladies taken away 9 

A — I only heaid of this one, and that fiom the sepoys, so that I cannot be sure.. 
Q — Who attended on the laches 9 

A — A woman came fiom the city with the food, she was called the Beg um 
Q — Why called the Begum 9 

A — I do not know', but the laches and natives called her Begum She was a 
Maliomedan, and I heaid she came fiom the Yana’s house 

Q — Did any one attend to the w ounds of the women and children 9 
A — Yot whilst at the Saaada house, cold watei was meiely applied , but after the 
remoi al, a Yative Doctoi attended for a few daj s 

Q — Who commanded at the Savada house 9 

A — Some relation of the Yana’s , he had one of his eyes generally covered w ith. 
tlio tuiban oi cloth * 

Q . — Did the Yana ever come to the Savada house 9 

A — Yot to the house, but once to the fiont of it, on the plain to the west, w'here 
the Emopeans, bi ought back m caits, were shot 
Q — What were the paiticuluis ? 

A — On the fouith day after the laches weie bi ought to the Savada house, a 
numbei of Euiopeans wercbiought back prisoners I heaid theie were altogether 
about 80, with si\ oi see en ladies and childien, I am not sure of the number They had 
cs-ipcd fiom the glut down the uvei, and weie biought back in hachenes The 
Yana came about 5 o’clock A salute was filed The sepoys told me it w r as the 
Nun, he was on hoisebach The Euiopeans weie diuwn up m line, the laches 
and childien w cie scut to the Sac ada house one lady and child refused to go The 
child w as about lice years old. I saw' tlus, as I w as standing on the steps, facing the w est 
Some GO oi 70 sepoj s were oideied out, I do not know wdio gave the oidei A 
drumme r of the 6th legiment, named William Diddiei, 3id company, joined the sepoys 
m killing the Euiopeans. The sepoc s fired lcpeatedly, and then killed all the w ounded 
with then tulwais Yes, the 1 tdy and child were killed The Yana left as the firing 
commenced 

Q — Do you know the names of any of this part) 9 
A — Yo, I do not 

Q — Did jou hear how Geneial Wheelei was killed 9 

A — The sow irs who came back to the Sac ada house befoie the ladies and children 
were Drought back, said, that Geneial Wheeler w r as killed at the ghat by the sowars , 
that he took oft his cap and swoid belt and said, the} might then kill him, but when 
the ladies were brought back, the sowars with them, said, “ General Wheeler’s boat 
had got awaj ’ 
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Q — "Was lie -with tins paity that weie biought back foui days after the massacre 
at the ghat ■* 

A — I cannot tell 

Q — Describe William Diddier, diuinmei of the 3id company ’ 

A — He was not very tall, dark complexion, and about 40 years of age I do 
not know of any particulai marks by which I could describe him 

Q — Wlieie was his home ? 

A — He In ed with Ins family m the regiment, his son is at Allahabad, and his 
daughter is manied to Lyons Aiago at that station His wife and two children were 
killed by the Men atees in the v illage near Mi Lowthei’s house Thomas Claike told 
him, he ought not to have filed at the Euiopeans, his reply was, that Ins own family 
had been killed and he did not caie Aftei this Diddiei was not kept m confinement, 
he went to the city and did duty as a sepoy 

Q — You say that no Euiopeans weie biought back from the ghat, weie there 
none m the Sav ada house ’ 

A — The day aftei the massacie of the ghat, I saw a party placed m the small 
room next to me, I heaid they weie the family of an indigo planter, who had given a 
lac of rupees with lands to the Nana, to spate their lives 

Q — How long did you lemam in the Savada housed 

A — I cannot state the exact time, but as the sowais and most of the sepoys had 
left, and tlieie were only about 100 of the 6th legiment, and fiom 150 to 200 of other 
regiments, guarding the Savada house, the rest having gone off to Lucknow and 
Delili, the Nana sent oideis for us to move, and one afternoon, about 5 o’clock, the 
ladies w ere sent under a guaid of sepoys We followed in about half an horn , we 
v ere not tied, but 8 oi 10 sepoys of the 6th legiment guaided us We were taken 
to a pucka building, the loof was tiled, there w ere some five oi six large trees in the 
real, and behind the tiees, a large well From the entiancc we could see the Cliuich. 
The Nana was m the next bungalow All went tlieie to make then lepoits, and the 
villagers came tlieie to be enlisted I also heaid fiom the sepoys, that he lived m the 
next house It w as a ) ellow house He had not regular sepoys, but his ow n men, 
as guards We weie placed m a loom with some laches and children , there was a 
second loom, in w Inch the lest of the ladies weie confined I did not see the fiv e native 
prisoneis in either loom The mdigo pluntei and Ins family weie m my room. 
We all slept on the floor, the ladies and childien had only the bale flooi The woman 
called the Begum, seived out fiesli clothes Sepoys weie sent to the dhobies, who 
had the clothes of the ladies, and they weie oidered to give them up We heard 
that we should have meat evciy Sunday, but did not get it One day, I think, nnlk 
was given to the clnldien Aftei the second oi thud day, the woman called the Begum 
took two ladies every day to gund giam , they weie away tlnee or foui horns 

Q — How do you know' they went to guild giam ’ 

A — I heaid them say so, and they often biought back handfuls of giound 
gram, which they gav e to the children 

Q — Weie you allowed then to speak to the ladies ’ 

A — Yes, aftei we left Savada hou«e, we weie all mixed up together, but they 
would never mention then names 

Q — Weie old and young women taken’ 

A — Yes, both , the Begum told them that it vv as then turn that day , they were 
taken to the Nana’s stable in the next compound Some five or six days before the ladies 
and childien were killed, one evening, it was about sunset, thiee gentlemen and some 
ladies and childien weie biought m pnsoners, the sepoyas said they were fiom Futtoh- 
gurh, that the gentlemen weie the chiefs, and that then lives had been spaiecl by the 
Nana’s oiders, as they had piomised to wnte and have the foit at Allahabad given 
up One wa= the Bunn Salub, I think he was also called the Judge, and the other 
was a Colonel I do not know who was the tlnrd, but the sepoys said, he was a 
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leading man The sepo) s told ti«, that about 20 European?! Imd come from Futteh- 
grnli, who weie killed at tlic gbit, with tho eve option of tluv-f brought in pii'oncra 
The men of the Gth and, that Dooloi Mult by, who hud been in tfmir turpi, mm killed 
with those nt tho riven side, but that Mi s Mn!(h> was viththe Indies hi ought in an 
prisoners We wcit not allowed to upoik to the Butte hgiirh puty, though Hit) wire 
in the same loom Tho two ‘■entiics at tiic dooi* prevented in 1mm ‘-peaking to than, 
the) vrae sepoys of the Gth The men of the 1st legmu nt nho wen on guaul 
\Q ‘ — Who attended on the ladies nftoi leading Snnda 9 

A — The Begum used to attend morning and cveni.m, hut the wife of n hugh r, 
a native ChuMian. did even thing for the i.adie-* The three genlkmen from I’ut- 
tchgurh were taken the nc\t evening to the Nana, but I do not 1 now v Int parsed 
We licaid that the Nannlud sent tlnee legiments of infinti), and one of cavalry, to 
oppose the Bntisli tioops advancing fiom Allahabad The *epo) s raid, that a 
sowai had lctiuncd from the tight, and told the Xnnt tint (lure were hut n handful 
ofEuiopeuns, that they had been beaten, lmt tint hi* troop* were ‘•tarving, n< no 
supplies had been sent frn tin ec da)*. We heard that more troops had hem c ent by 
the Nana About 4 o’clock, or between that and 1, the three gentlemen from Futtch- 
guili, the indigo planter, Iih «on or ptSn-in-law , and a hoy of 13 or 1 J years of age, 
w ore taken out They asked where the ) weicgomgto they v ere told, to the Xem’s, 
md ns they got out of the gate the) were nil «liot b> some -'jun* Ye-*, I mv> tin*, 
as I was standing in the compound One or two ladies, who v i*ltcd to set m what 
direction the gentlemen were going, were pushed hack h\ the sepoys In piling 
out of the loom, pist before the) were shot, T saw their hp-t itiOMiig a* if pravmg 
About half nil hour after tin*, the woman called Begum, (old the Indies they were to 
be killed b) the Nana’s orelcis A Indy went to Jemadar U~uf Khan, of the Gth 
regiment, w ho was m comm md of the guard over the prisoners, and said to him, 
that she heard they were all to he killed I was only a few pares from him nt the 
time , lie replied, tint he had not received nti) Older*, that she was not to he afraid 
Scpo) Km m Alee said to the woman Begum, that licroiders would not he ohev ed, 
who was Hie togivo order* The Begum went to the Xnim’s home The sepoys 
on guard, they wcicmcnofm) corp*, and I think some of the l c t regiment, took 
counsel and decided that the) would not lift their hands ngnm*t women, though 
they would kill every man The sepovs were told, that if tlicv did not cam out the 
Xana’s order, the nitillery would he sent ngamst them , the) afterwards told me, tint 
the) intended to sav c the Indies, in order tint (heir ovv n live* might he sa’ cd Hie 
Begum l etui ned w i tli five men TJ*uf Khan ordered the scpov*to get the elruin- 
meis of the Gth with their ftmilies out of the house, and wc were nil placed m ashed,* or 
stable, about fifteen paces fiom the house The guard w ith UsufKlnn were with u« v ith 
the exception ofsomcsn scpo)s, who went inside toplundci the women Xtibbcc Buk'h 
the bugler w is one I cmnot lceollcct the names of an) other. These men were order- 
ed to fire at llic ladies I licaid fiom Nubbcc Buk*h, that thev fired at the ceiling I 
lieai d the leports, they only fired once, the five men then on (creel they had swords 
it was about sunset The lady who spoke to the jemadar was at the door, she was first 
cut down I saw liei fall, hut could not see further than the elooi , I heard fearful 
shrieks This lasted half an lioui or inoro I ditl not see an) of the women or chil- 
dren try to escape The ^ovvars w ore posted at the tree-, near the house A Yelaitce, 
a stout, shoit man, and fair, coon came out with lus swoid bioken I '•aw him go to the 
Nana’s house and hung hick another sword This he nl«o hiokc m a few minutes, and 
got a third from the Xana I saw him go out to the next compound, which was the 
Nana’s, but could not sec whothei he went into the house The groans 1 isted all 
night I was only fifteen oi sixteen paces fiom the house 

Q — Who weie these five people ? 

A — There were two butchers, one Vclaitee, and two villagers 

Q — How do you know who they were ? 

A — The sepoys told me 


w ntchctt pointed ont‘ where tlio shed stood 
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<3 — Did } ou heai any names 9 

A — No, I did not 

Q — Where did the butcheis come from 9 

A — I do not know, I only heard the sepoys say they were butchers 

Q — Describe them 9 

A — One was pock-marked, had a small beard, of a dark completion, a tall, stout 
man , the other was also a tall man, but I do not know how to describe him The 
Yelaitee had ban on his hands The two villageis weie, I think, Hindoos, I cannot 
tell what village they came from About an lioui atter, William DeCiuz vent to- 
wards the building, but came back, as he was unable to beai the sight We were 
kept at the shed all night, with the sepoys of the 6th 

At about 8 o’clock the next morning, the sw eepers In mg in the compound, I think 
tlieie weie tlnee or four, were oideied to tlnow the bodies into a drj well, near the 
house The bodies weie dragged out, most of them by the han of the head, those 
whose clothes were woith taking, weie stripped Some of the women weie alne, I 
cannot say how many, but three could speak , they prayed foi the sake of God that 
an end might be put to then suffenngs I remaiked one aery stout woman, a half 
caste, who was severely wounded m both arms, w ho entreated to be killed She and 
two or tluee otlieis weie placed against the bank of the cut by which bullocks go 
down in diawmg watei from the well The dead bodies were fiist thiown down 
Application was made to the Nana about those who weie alive Thiee children w’eie 
also alive I do not know what oiders came, but I saw one of the children thiown in 
alive I believe the otliei children and women, who weie alive, weie then thiown in 

Q — How far weie j ou from the well 9 

A — About 100 paces Yes, I saw this, and I know I am on my oath 

Q — Weie tlieie many people piesent 9 

A — Yes, there w as a gieat crowd looking on , they w ere standing along the w alls 
of the compound They weie pnncipally city people and villageis Yes, there weie 
also sepoys 

Q — How- old weie the boys that you saw the nevfc morning alive, and were they 
Euiopeans 9 

A — Yes, they weie fair children, the eldest I think must have been six or seven, 
and the youngest fi\ e years , it was the youngest w ho w as throw n m by one of the 
sweepcis The childien were running round the w ell, wheie else could thej go to ? 
and theie was none to save them No, none said a word, oi tiled to save them 

About 9 or 10 a M we were taken to the city, and lemamed there That day, 
between 4 and 5 r M , we heard firing, and at dusk, some sepojs of the 6th native 
infantry returned from the fight, and ordeied us to be taken to Bithoor , but we did 
not leave till 2 a M the next morning I cannot tell whether the city people weie 
glad that the mutineers had been beaten , the shop-keepers were fnghtened, and shut 
up their shops A numbei of them, with their families, left w ith us As we passed 
the Subaclai’s Tank, some 20 sepoys of my coips joined us Theie were two companies 
of the 1st regiment, with two guns posted at the Subadai’s Tank When within a mile 
of Bithoor, lnukaras met us and said, that as we had been beaten (oui faces made black) 
w e had better go w lieie we pleased We turned to the left, and w ent about six. miles 
by akutcha load, and then encamped , there weie about 200 sepoys of the 6th and 17th 
regiments, and some native sowars, not the 2nd cav ally The next dav we took the high 
road to Futtchguih, and put up at a seinie Here, Bhoondoo Singh subadar, 17th N I , 
took cliaige of the whole of the infantry, and promised to pay them He was the ge- 
neral The Hindoos called him Rajah , he had elephants, a carnage and two buggies, and 
some three oi foui hoi ses, one was an Aiab, said to ha\ e belonged to the colonel of 
lus corps , the syce had been m the colonel’s employ The sepoys said he had two hac- 
keues laden with tieasure The 2nd cavaliy joined us m the seinie I do not think 
supplies were given w lllmgly. The usual guaid foi rus&ud vans alwajs sent The 
next day, w e all marched m company, the 2nd cav ally m adv ancc, and then their wiv es 



and children , we followed I saw a Euiopean lady with the sowais’ -women She 
■k as in a native dress, silk pj jamahs and a chuddur over hei head, hut was tiding on a 
sidesaddle I heaul it was Geneial Wheelei’s youngest daughtci, the sepoys weie 
talkin'* about her I saw her every day during the inarch to Futteligurh I cannot be 
sine it w as Geneial Wheelei’s daughtei, as I had nevei seen hei before, and ay as not 
illoYved to speak to hei, but heaid fiom every one, that the Euiopean ladv, with the 
sovvais of the 2nd cavalry, was General Wheeler’s datightci She was the only Euro- 
pean lady in the camp I heard of No, I did not see her at Futteligurh The day w e 
mai died in, the 2nd cavaliy encamped on the parade ground, but the mfantiy went 
into the city I howevei saw hei again when the mutineers maiched foi Bithooi 
After lemaming at Futtehguih about si\ days, we heard that the Nana wished us 
to letuin, and that the men who had served him at Cawnpoie, would fiist lecene all 
m ears of pay, and would then hav c to fight The Euiopean lady went with the 
sowaisof the 2nd cavaliy , the wives and families of the mutmceis weie left in a 
village about five coss fiom Bithooi, undei a guard of some 150 01 200 sepoys, I do 
not know of wliat regiments They w ei e all mixed I think we remained in that village 
some ten or twelve da} s We heaid tint the mutineers were making entrenchments 
at Bithooi The sepoj s that came ev ery now and then from that place, said that the 
Europeans had come in steamers, a few of them, but tint the} had painted figures to 
makeotheis believe there were many Europeans They said, the British wanted to rob 
the Nana of his jewels One evening, at sunset, some sepoys returned, and told us to 
get ready, and shortly aftei wards w e saw the mutineers fl} ing , } es, man} threw aw ay 
then arms , we then fled to Futtehguih The first day w e did three inn ches in one, and 
then by regular marches, but heard that the 41st native infantry lnd deteinnned to 
attack us, as w e had lost two battles and fled The sepoys were puzzled w hat to do , 
they said, that if they had had guns, they would have fought the 41st native infanti} 
It was then decided, that we should go to Dehli I do not know whether subadar 
Bhoondoo Singh gave the ordei s A tent w as pitched, where all the native officers 
assembled I do not know w hat w ent on there No, sentries w ere not posted m the day 
tune, at night there were sentnes, but the men often went to sleep The sepo} s did just 
is they liked We went to the v illage, w here one load goes to Allygurh, and the other to 
Mynpoory Bhovvgong, I think, was the name Tlieie a message came fiom Mahomed 
Y.u Khan, that he would pa} us, if w e would come to Futteligurh , the second da} w e 
unvcd, and encamped in front of the sudder bazar I saw the European lady with the 
w omen of the 2nd cav airy up to this date This w as in August, I think it must hav e been 
the end of the month Iheaidthe day after oui arrival, that Ahmed Yai Khan had demand- 
ed the Euiopean lady , the sow ars refused to give her up, they said sliehad been saved at 
the risk of hei protectoi’s life, and had become a Mahomedan We then heaid that the 
41st native mfantr}, and the new le\} raised '’at Futteligurh, under Ahmed Yar Khan’s 
ordeis, would fight the sowars, wdio were quite deteimmedto defend the lad} with then 
liv es , they said they w ould be cut to pieces before they gav e hei up The next day I saw 
two sowais pass our camp on the food to Caw npore The Euiopean lady was vv ith tliem, 
uid fiom that time I missed liei I do not know where she was taken to I heaid that 
the sowai took hei to his village I do not know the name of the village About nine or 
ten davs after this, the part} fiom Cawnpoie was oideied by Ahmed Y u Khan to collect 
levenue at Ivaemgunge , vv hilst there, Bam Ball, sepoy of the 5th company of my 
icgiment, spoke to jemadai Yusuf Khan, offenng to become security, if he was allowed 
to have me as his servant Yusuf Khan spoke to Blioondoo Singh, vv ho consented, and I 
was then leleased I had to cut glass for lus pony, and to look after the bullocks of the 
gliai ee, and to gi ease the wheels No, I did not dnv e the gliaree Ishree Singh, drill naick, 
biothei of Bam Lall, diove it Then families weie m the gliai ee I 'got food fiom 
them, wlut was left afrei they had finished their meals We weie at Ivaemgunge 
some fifteen oi twent} days A deal of revenue was collected Ahmed Yar Khan 
had foui guns with a party of sow.us, (Iheaidthev came fiom Saugor) and somematch- 
lockmen Subadir Bhoondoo Singh had ammunition and elephants, vv Inch Ahmed Yar 
Khan demanded fiom him, stating tli it as they belonged to the snkar, the subadar had 
no right to keep them, but he refused to giv e them up On this, tlieie was a disigi ce- 
ment. Blioondoo Singh had about 500 men undei his command, Ahmed Yar Khan 200 
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sowars and 200 matclilockmen. The next day was the NislianPooja The 17th native 
infantry had their colois Bhoondoo Singh arranged with Ins men, that when vollies 
weie fired in lionoi of the colois, the) should load with hall, and file at Ahmed Yar 
IChan and his pai ty, and a lush made at the foui guns to capture them The next morn- 
ing befoie the scpo)s had assembled, Ahmed Yar Khan with his sowais, seized all the 
ammunition, elephants and horse3 belonging to Bhoondoo Singh , the sepoys then foi - 
sook him and joined m plundering the ti ensure The subadai and his eldest son w ere 
made pnsoners, and the sowais took away his two daughters They were gills about 
14 oi 15 yeais of age Ko, they weienotdiegiaced, the Nawab Ahmed Yar Khan inter- 
fered, and they w r eie given up, and with the subadar and Ins son, turned out of camp 
Some five or six sepoj s of his own corps remained faithful to him I heard that they all 
returned to Futtehguih, and lnedmthe Lai seiaiem the city After this, tw r o nawabs 
came fi om Shumshabad Mliow and took command I do not know what became of 
Ahmed Yar Khan We lienid of the Bntish tioops being at Mynpoory I think it was in 
October The sepoys weie in a gi eat flight, for they thought the Europeans would 
come to Futtehguih Some of them and the matclilockmen lan away "We then 
lieaid that the British were going to Cawnpoie, it was mentioned in camp, that the 
41st N 1 , the new levy, and sepoys of other regiments who had collected at 
Futtehgurh, were to attack the Bntish at Kanouj I do not know wliethei this was 
done I heard that the monk le at Kanouj, w ho had about 400 men, also intended 
to attack the Bntish, these were the repoits in camp No, we never lieaid that Delili 
hhd been taken When I heard that 'the Bnti&li tioops weie at Mynpoory, and 
Ahmed Yar Khan’s police fled fiom their posts, I thought it was a good opportunity 
ot escaping One day I got diummer Aviet Paul’s pony, saying that I would gi\e 
it a w ash in a tank near at hand I mounted it, and walked the pony to the other 
side of the Village, and then lode as hard as I could to the Kalee Nuddee, some fiie 
oi six miles , a mile on the othei side 1 was taken pnsonei by the police In the muti- 
neers”cainp wo heard that the Bntish had employed Sikhs at their thannahs with either 
country horns oi Europeans as thannalidais Seeing these to'be Mahomedans I thought 
they belonged to the rebel party, and 'therefore said I w’as a Mahomedan , the thannah- 
d.u said I did not speak like a Mussulman, and asked me my name I gave it as Shcie 
Khan, and that I was going to Bhowgong to see my bi other On being asked his name, 
I leplied Shaikh Nooi Buv, upon which the thannalular renmked, that I was Khan, 
and my biothci a Shaikh , ‘I was therefoie sent a pnsonei to Bhowgong, from that I 
was sent into Mynpoory and taken before the Bao, the thanralidar had stated m his 
icport that having a hoiae without a saddle and no property, (I had nothing but a lun- 
gotee on) lie thought I was a thief 'Among the Bao’s guards, I recognised a sepoy 
of my regiment, he was called Thakoor, but I do not know whether that w as Ins name , 
at fiist he pretended not to know me, but when I called him Thakoor, he begged me 
not to betray that lie was a sepoy I do not know whether he had done any thing 
wiong, lam not sure wliethei lie was with the coips when it mutinied, but he was 
not at Cawnpoie oi with the lcbcl camp at Futtehguih , many Hindoo sepoj s went to 
their homes , those who h id f u to go, remained with all the Mahomedan sepoj & 
Thakoor told me that the Kao was true to the British I then confessed I was a Clms- 
t inn, and a di mnnier , I was kept thore some twelve oi fifteen daj s w aiting for an cscoi t, 
and was at last sent into Agra I was appointed 'by'Captain Glovei, to Batter)' No 1 
inthefoit I wa» afteiwaids confined as a deserter Captain Hallctt, the officiating 
Bngade Majoi, investigated the case, and I was acquitted I left m the lebel camp 
at Kiotngunge, Thomas Clarke, his wife. Ins son Charles, and a daughter 10 oi 11 j ears 
old, William DeCru/ his wife, and two joung childien, bugler Mjuack, his wile, 
the eldest son Henry Mjuack, and four young children, Aviet Paul, J lieid Claikc, 
William Diddier, they were Christian drummers of the 6th regiment natn e nifantij 
Oi the Mahomedan drummers, there were buglei Nubbee Buv, Iloosainee, Perioa, 
Mousuldeeu, Poorun and Grunga Deen, dhanooks Of the 17th native infantry, there 
were four drummers, I heard they weie Christians, but am only sure of one, who spoke 
to u» , I do not remember Ins name he had his wife with him, the other thiee drum- 
meis were of one'iainily, and one oi the daughters was married to a sowai in camp, 
I do not know of w hat coips 
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A — The} did not go along w itli me, but I s i\v them there 

Q — Was any order received the night pre\ ious to the massacre, by the sepoys of 
youi regiment, at their encamping ground, to he present at the place of execution ? 

A — I did not hear of any order being received during the night, but m the morning 
some sepoys of my regiment went with their arms to the ghftt, and on their return stated, 
that guns were placed at the ghat by the Nana’s orders, and troops were also assembled, 
and that the Europeans were massacred 

Q — When these sepoys returned from the ghat, did the} bring any arms or property 
belonging to the Europeans massacred there ? 

A. — I did not see any such things brought by them 

Q — Did you see or hear of any sowars carrying off any ladies on that da} ? 

A — I saw two sowars carrying awa} a lady on horseback I did not hear of or see 
any other 

<2 — Did you hear who this lady was, and how was she dressed 7 

A — She wore a chintz gow n, which appeared to be w et , she seemed to be eighteen or 
nineteen years of age It was rumoured that a sowar had carried away a lady, the wife of 
some indigo planter 

<2 — Alter this occurrence, did you ever visit the Savada house 7 and if so, in what 
state did you see its inmates 7 

A — I did go to the Savada house once or twice, and saw the ladies dressed m very 
dirty clothes , they slept on the bare ground, and w r ere fed on dAl and atta C3kes A wo- 
man named 13egum, used to distribute this food to the ladies, I did not see them molested 
by any one A guard, consisting of sepo} s of my regiment, was over them, and Eusuf 
Khan ]emadar was in charge of the guard After a few days, the ladies w ere removed 
from the Savada house to another small bungalow', which I visited once or twice, and saw 
them m the same state as before 

Q — ’Did you hear of which place, the woman called Begum was resident 7 and can 
you give a description of her 7 

A — She was stated to be m the Nana's employ, and was of a fair complexion, tall sta- 
ture, had a few grey hairs, and was about thirty years of age 

Q — Did you see or hear that the woman called Begum, ever took any of the ladies 
to the Nana’s stables to grind gram 7 

A — I did not hear any thing concerning this 

Q — After the Europeans had left the entrenchments oi prior to it, during the time 
\ou were at Cawnpore, how many times were Europeans arriving from other places, mas- 
sacred at that station 7 

A — I only once saw five or six gentlemen shot by the sepo}s, m a bungalow opposite 
the one m which the ladies were, of these gentlemen, two or three were indigo planteis, 
and three were stated to be of some note, who had come fiom Furruckabad I heard the 
sepo}s say, that the latter promised them to have the fort of Allahabad vacated if their 
fives be spared 

Q — Can you state to which regiment the Sepoys belonged, w ho murdered the three 
gentlemen from Furruckabad 7 

A — They belonged to the volunteer regiment , I do not know their names , there 
w ere about ten or twelve sepoys concerned in the murder

Ai — I only heard a rumour to this effect, but did not witness the occurrence 

Q — When you accompanied the mutineers from Cawnpore to Futtebgurh, did you

A — T did not see the sepoa s lire The men engaged m the m is-, u re w ere armed w ith 
swords, I did not stay there long, and do not know who these men were W hen they li id 
irnaed tlieie, I h id come out of the cornpoun 1 of the bungalow in which (lie lidie, were 
confined, and perceiaing their intentions, returned to m) tent I did not person ilia w lines-, 
the massacre, hut was told on the following da), that these a era men hil perpet-atc'd the 
deed 

Q — When sou leached the bungalow in winch the ladies were confined, and saw the 
mon coming who massic r ed them, were AVilli un Thom is DeCru70 and John rdchett with 
a ou, or did ) ou sec them tlieie 9 

A — Tlie) weie not with mo, ind neither did 1 take notice whether the) were there 
or not, as there w .vs a gre it crow d 

Q — Bid )Ou see what became of the corpses of the lultcs that were massacred 9 

A — I did not go to the spot the next d va , as I eras ltt.aeked with fe\cr during the 
night, but heard that their bodies were thrown into i well 

Q — John Fitcheit has slated m his deposition that on the day of his irrn il at 
Cnvnpore, ’t about 1 o’clock, he was liken to the Siaada house, and there confined in a 
small room, winch was to the south-east of the house, ml that vou and William Thomas 
BeCiu?e were also confined along with him , wh) do aou not therc'ore state eaera thing 
cleaila 5 

A — The statement made b\ John Fitclictl is entirely filse, neither of us were caer 
confined in the Siaada house 

Q — M hen you left Ciw npoie in company with the mutineers, where did aou "go 
and what did aou sec r ' 

A — The di) after the massacre, the mutmecis hearing of the a la unco of Europe m 
t’oops, left Cawnporc, and proceeded towards Futtchgurli, hut there w is no news of avbere 
the Nana had gone to Theiewasa bod) of about 12 or 13,000 men, hut without a leader^ 
an 1 cadi one followed his own course I reached Fulfehgiuh after four or live dais, in 
their compan), where I found anothei bod) of mutineers, nnd that the Nuwab’s rule w is 
9k predominant After remaining here seven or eight daas, the Nnwab giae ordeis*o the 
sepoas of my regiment to proceed to Kaemgunge, aa luthci I accompanied them, and remained 
there for about two months William Thomas DcCt'tr/e aud John Fitchettaaere also aaitli 
me, hut the latter left us, and avent aavay somewliere After this, the Bntish troops came 
o a us, and aa e retreated to Futteliguili, avhere aao found subadir Bhondoo Singh’s force 
encamped on the p u ide ground When I came to Futtchgurli, WdlianiBiddier aa as also aa ilu 
u-., aahom w r e left tlieie, avhen I and William Thomas DeCiuze started for Shajehaupore, 
reaching which, are remained there for a day and night, and then left for Lucknow At 
Shajehanpoie, a.e onla founlaforee of ailhgers, umed with matchlocks, but snav noi 
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mutineers Aftet twelve or thirteen days we reached Lucknow, and put up m a house 
m cantonments, at Mureeaon, where a force of 3 or 4,000 mutineers was assembled under 
command of Bukht Khan We remained here seven or eight days, and found John 
Eduard Clailre, William Diddier, Sahoo My rack and Alopee Dial, who were with the 
mutineer foice , lea\ ingthis place, I proceeded through villages begging my w tv , and reached 
Allihabad 

Q — Did y r ou see or hear at Caw npore, oi any other place, that AVilhnm Diddier 
fought in company with the mutineers 9 

A — I heard at Cawnpore that he took part with the mutineers against Europeans 

Q — Have you heard where Wilham Diddier is now 9 

A — No 

Q — When you reached Allahabad, was any investigation made regarding you, and if 
so, by w horn 9 And how did you obtain employ ment ? 

A — When I reached Allahabad, I went to Adjutant Haslewood, who placed me in 
confinement, wdiere I TemameJ three months and five days, after which I was leleased, and 
obtained employment 

Q — Hu\ e you stated all to the Adjutant as you have done m tins deposition 9 

A — Through fear, in my statement to the Adjutant, I did not make any mention of 
liai mg been at Cawnpore, but only stated, that when the regiment mutinied, theMewatees 
carried me away a prisoner, and that many Christians w ere massacred , after w’hich I went 
to the city, fiom which place the sepoys took me away a prisoner to Sultanpore, fiom 
whence I escaped to Allahabad This is what I ha\e stated in my deposition before the 
Adjutant, but now I have stated clearly all that I have seen and undeigone

Q — AATaen the mutiny broke out, wheie weie you, and how, and when did you 
reach Cawnpore 9 And how long did you remain tlioie 9 which places did you frequent ’ 
and who were with you 9 

A — On the Gtli June 1857, the Gth regiment native infantry mutinied at Alla- 
habad during the night , we made off for the pensioners’ lines and lnd ourselves, w e 
remained there all that night and during the next day, when John Fitcliett came fiom 
the fort and told me that the officeis would not allow him to entei the fort He re- 
mained with me in the peusioneis’ lines, avhen Sahoo Myrack, musician, who was a pi 1 - 
sonor in the fort a month previous to the outbieak, came and told us that he was al«o 
turned out of the foit, and on the same dav, about 2 o’clock, Sergeant Majoi AVilliam, 
Dwire’s wife and lus chddren, and AVilliam Nesbitt’s grand-mothei were murdered, also 
DeCruve, a farrier, and sea oral other pcnsioneis The Mewatoes came to us m the pen- 
sioners’ lines, and asked us to turn Mussulmans, threatening to murdei ns if we refused 
At this time Eutteli Jung, a Mussulman musician, also came to us, and advised the 
Mewatees not to kill us, but make Mussulmans of ns They accordingly’ made a 
Mussulman of me, and AYilham Clarke, together with Ins fathei and childien Still 
being alaimed, I and AVilliam Claike made our escape fiom them dunng the ev ening, 
and went and put up m a Mussulman’s house in the c*ty, whose name I do not recol- 
lect On the next day about 150 sepoy’s of my legiment came to the city, and seeing 
us desired us to accompany them , so we joined them, accompanied by oui families 
AVhen we had pi oceeded until them about tw elvo or thn teen miles on the Cawnpoi c 
load, we met John Fitcliett and a number of other Cluistians, who had all tuined Mus- 
sulman, they also joined us, and we went on by’ legular stages to Futtelipore, and 
tlieie a number of other sepoys joined us Pioccedmg by stages, we reached 
Cawnpore about 1 in the afternoon, and cncampcdin a plain about a mile away from the 
Saved i house There w as a great collection of mutmeeis and the Nana’s men, tho 
him ope ms wore in the entrenchments, and the fight was going on , I do not recollect the 
exact number of mutmeeis assembled, noi the legiment s they belonged to A day or 
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two after tins William Clnikonnd Ins futlun fell out, when the fount i went ,ivva\ h>uh- 
wliero or other, and lus fatlici proceeded to 1 si ini in st.ucli ol linn, the bhutteenins of 
which took him a pmonoi, stninghowne a Clnmtinn, and sent Jinn Jo tlio Naim through 
tho thanali, who oidcrod linn to lie put to death, but the sopovsot my legiini nt 
Jieanng of tins, went and hud linn 1 ole mod T then lmd dong with him 

q St itc clcuily how long the light continued, and wht n did the Europeans leave 

tho ontionchnienls and what ocetnied v 

A — Ten 01 tweho day-, alter our ainval there, the fight ceased, wo were told 
by the sepoys, that the Nana lmd taken an oath to see tho Mmopeans safely sent 
away to Allahabad, and then on tv day (the date of which J do not. r< member) in the 
morning, tho Europeans left tho entrenchments to go to tho gliflt, tor the purpose of 
getting on tho boats Two oi three hours after this bring of cannon was heard, and wo 
wore told that the Bnropo ms had been massacred, and that tho ladies and children 
were brought to tho Sava da house, to which place T went in company with tin 
sepoys, and saw that somo of tho ladies wcie wounded there nppenre d to he eighty or 
ninety persons, inclusive of childien Having seen them, I returned to m\ house, hut 
did not recognise any of them , all tho ladies had clothing on thorn 

Q — Did William Clarko and John Eitchctt accompany you to the place whuc 
the ladies were confined ? 

A — Ido not exactly remember if the\ wero with me, but .a gi c tl number of 
persons had gone, and no doubt they wore with them 

Q — Tho day previous to the Europeans leaving the entrenchments, were an v 
oiders received by the sepoys, requiring their attendance am where 7 

A — I did not hear of any such order , hut on the day of the massacre, w as told 
by tho sepoy s that tho Nana had guns placed at the glAt, purposely r to effect tho 
destruction of the Europeans, and thcrcforo tho massacre occurred I did not sec the 
Europeans go to the gh.lt, neither did I go there ’ 

Q — After you had como away from the building in which the ladies were, what 
occurrences did you observ c 7 

A — I saw on the same day that many troopers had brought away ladies to their 
tents , but did not hear who they were, neither do 1 know the names of the troopers 

Q — Did you see what treatment tho ladies met with who were confined in tho 
Savada house, and did nny r sepoy s or troopers molest them 9 

A — I never w ent again to tho Sav ad a house, hut heard that tliev were fed on 
atta calces and dll , hut when the ladies were moved from the Savada house loan- 
other small bungalow near the theatre, I went and saw them , they were dirtily clothed 
and slept on tho bare ground, and a jVIusMilman woman, named Begum, who 
was in the Nana’s employ, bi ought them food I did not see any of the sepoys mole«t 
the ladies, a guard of my regiment (i e Gth nativ o infantry) was placed over them 
under command of Eusuf Khan, a jemadar 

Q — Who was this woman named Begum 7 Of which place did you hear slic was a 
resident 7 Give a description of her’ 

-d — I do not know of which placo she was a resident, she was m the Nana’s 
employ, and. was of fair complexion, tall stature, about 30 years of age, and lmd a few 
grey hairs 

Q Wd you see or hear that this woman ever took any of the ladies to the Nana’s 
stables for the purpose of grinding gram 7 

A I did not see or hear any thing regarding this 

Q After or previous to the massacre at the glitU, did you see or hear of any 
Europeans being murdered 7 
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A — I only once witnessed 25 or 30 Europeans, who had come from Bithoor, mur- 
dered by some of the Nana’s men, who were armed with swords They were not 
sepoys, I do not know the names of any of the muiderers They were, I believe, resi- 
dents of Cawnpore 

Q — Did you hear of Major General Wheeler’s daughter having been brought away 
from the ghat by one of the tioopers ? 

A — I did not hear this 

Q — Did you heai how and where Ma]or General Wheeler was murdered ? 

A — I heard it stated by the sepoys that he was mm dered at the ghat 

Q — Did you ever hear of any gentlemen having come to Cawnpoie, who promised 
to have the fort of Allahabad made over to the mutineers ? 

A — I never saw any Europeans massacred, except those mentioned above , but 
heard that some gentlemen weie bi ought m from somewhere, who piomised to have 
the fort of Allahabad given up to the sepoys, on condition of their lives being spared 
After this, I did not hear what became of them 

Q — Did you witness the massacre of the ladies and children confined in the Sava da 
house ? 

1 A — When the British troops reached Puttehpore, the mutineer force stationed 
there fell back to Cawnpore About 4 o’clock I heard in my tent, that the Nana had 
issued oi deis to mm der all the ladies and children, when I went to the bungalow in 
wlucb they were confined, and there I heard Eusuf Khan and the sepoys saying that they 
would not kill the ladies and childien , and the Nana hearing of this sent word, that the 
sepoys should bo blown away from guns, as they appeared to be m league with the 
Europeans Aftei this the woman named Begum came and gave orders to the sepoys to 
kill the ladies, but tliey fired their muskets at the roof of the house, and then three or 
four men, dutily clothed, came with the -woman Begum, armed with swords, and entered 
the bungalow where the ladies were When they did this I left the place, but beard 
that theso men had put an end to all the inmates of the house 

Q — State the correct number of men who massacred the ladies and children, and 
give a description of them? 

A — I do not remember the exact numbei of the murderers, neither do I recollect 
their features, nor their tribe 

Q — When these men came to massacre the ladies, &c , were William Clarke and 
John Pitchett with you ? 

A — I do not remembei whether they were there or not 

Q — After tho massacre, what became of the corpses ? 

A — On the noxt day having gone to the bungalow, where the ladies were massa- 
cred, I saw their corpses bemg lemoved and thrown into a well m the compound , the 
poisons that perpetrated the massacre were engaged m the removal of the corpses. 
One or two laches who were still alive were massacred by them, and thrown into the 
well I also saw them throw down into the well one or two children, who weie ahve 
All the bodies bad not been thrown into the well when I left the place, and on the 
same day the mutineers fled, and I accompanied them 

Q — John Fitchetthas stated m Ins deposition, that on the very day of his amval at 
Cawnpore, he was taken about 4 o’clock to the Savada house, and there confined m 
a small room to the south-east of the house, and that Thomas Clarke, Charles Claike, 
William D wire and othei s, together with yourself, were also confined there , yon are there- 
fore requested to state whether this statement is conect or otherwise? 

A — Tins statement, made by John Fitchett, is entnely false , none of us were m con- 
finement, but were m camp on the open plain lYith the sepoys, and John Fitchett was 
also with us 

Q — When all of you were with the sepoys, had you any duties to perform r 

A — No, we had npthmg to do 
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q _ y^o was (lie lady loported to have been bi ought by tho sepoys to Fnl- 
tohguih, and was slio thessed in Hindustani clothes ? Were there any oilier ladies 
besides her wath tbe sepoys ? 

A j on ly ban ono lady with tbo troopers, and was told tliat she was tbo dnngTi- 

tor of somo indigo planter, and besides her J did not seo any other lady biought away 
b> any trooper 01 sopoy The lndv bi ought away by the trooper did not reacli Futfeh- 
guili, but onl} somo twolve miles this side of it, at a place called Kbod igungo Serai, 
where it commenced to bo talked about, that some hooper was bunging away a 
Christian woman, the trooper thcrofoio dosoited ti itli liei, and no Bate of Inin could 
bo found 

Q — Stato how far jou accompanied tho sepoys when the) left Cawnpore 9 

A — When nous came of tho European tioops approaching Cawmpore, tho 
mutineers left it m tho night and pioceeded towards Eutlehgmh, nnd f nc.com panic d 
them, but tho Nana dul not accompany the muiuiecis, and thoio it as nonevsof 
whero ho had gone to Tho mutmcei loice amounted to about 12 or 13,000 men, 
thcio was no loader, nnd each one was Ins own mister Aftei four or five dnsvc 
reached Futtehgnih, whoio iicinct nnothoi mutineer force, but lhoy appeared to be 
dispersing, wo remained licie foi about oight dn\ s, and the Nuwab gate eiders to tho 
inutmcci s to goto luicmgimge, when about 230 tepees of my regiment pioceeded 
thither, nnd reaching Kaemgungc I put up in a bnnnoc ill's home Eubuf Klinn was 
in command of this paity Wo lcmamcd at ICaerngunge foi about two months, John 
Fitcliett was also with u®, but leaiing ns at Kacmgungo went away m c ome other

A — When I w r as m Futtehguih, I did not hear of Bhondoo Singh being made 
a rajah, but when I returned fiom Kaemgunge to Futtehguih, I heard chat Bhondoo 
Singh's foico was in Futtehguih 

Q — When jou reacliod Allahabad, wore auy enquiries instituted regarding you 9 
and bow did yon obtain employment ? 

A — I went to Adjutant Huslewood, who was m command at the fort, betook 
my deposition, and kept me m confinement for threo months and fn e day s, after wbicb 
1 was released, nnd obtained employment 

Q — .Did j ou gi\ o the same statement to tlie Adjutant ns now ? 

A — Tlirougli feai I did not i elate any thing regarding haring gone to Ciwn- 
}iore, but only stated that after tho legiment had mutinied, I was earned aw ay by 
j\fewatccs to Sultanpore, and escaping fiom thence came to Allahabad 

Q —lbd jou hear whether William Dwiro took pat t with the mutiueei s against 
Eiuopcaus 9 

A — I hcaid that William Dw ire joined the sepoys and used arms against Euro- 
peans, hut did not see this peisoually WliOn I icturned fiom X leingungc to Futtek- 
guili, William Dwnc was with me, he icmaiued tlieio, but I and Wiluam Glarko 
togethci with Ins fatliei pioceeded to Shajehanpore, nnd lemnmed theie only one 
night m a gaiden In the morning we started for Lucknow, when we saw that 
tlieio was no mutineer force thoio, only some nllagers aimed with matehlocl s We 
reached Lucknow after twelve oi thntceu days, and put up in a house at Wmreaon in 
cantonments, whcie wo found Buklit Ivlnn’s foice encamped, there were about 3 oi

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No 4 — Deposition of Elizabeth Spiers — I am the daughter of Joseph. Spiers, 
drummer, ire went into the entienchment with General Wheeler, and when the 
treaty w r as made with the liana, we went with all the others to the gLAt , when 
the filing commenced we jumped into the water My father, my brother, named 
David, 27 years old, baud sergeant, and a little sister, about 9 years old, were 
all killed there One sister, named Charlotte, about 14 years old, was taken away 
by the sowars, and I have nevei heard any thing more of her I saw several ladies 
taken away, amongst them Mrs J of the 67th, Mrs B of the 2nd cavalry, and 
Miss G , the sister of Mrs B of the 53rd I know these ladies, as they had been living 
in the same barracks m the entrenchment I don't know what became of them 
aftei wards, I don't know any thing about Miss Wheeler, but I saw her going to the 
gh it , two sowars, named Munoowur Shah and Alee Shall, of the 2nd cavahy, took 
us with our mother, with a little brothei (now a buglei m the Oawnpore pohee) and a 
little sister fiom the ghat, and kept us for a whole diy at the Mogul Serai In the 
evening they took us to Mrs Whittaker’s, we stayed there that night , newt day the 
sowars got us another house in the city Wien the lebels went to Euttelipore to fight, 
we escaped fiom there and went to the house of Hussein Buksh, native doctor of the 
53rd, who is now employed m the Geneial Hospital I believe the ladies I have men- 
tioned as having been taken aw ay fiom the ghat were aftei wards taken to the Savada 
kotee, as Klioda Buksh of tlie 5oth, now m the Oude police, told me on my question- 
ing lum aftei wards (he having been confined with tho ladies m the Savada kotee) 
that Mis B had been theie, and also Mrs J , he described the lattei as weaung 
a green silk gown, which I saw hei wear when she went down to the ghat fiom tho 
entienchments I did not see any ladies deprived of then clothes, nor any childien 
cut to pieces I know nothing about the slaughter of ladies m the Beebeegurh, but 
heard it was perpetrated by the Nana’s soldiers 

No 5 — Deposition of Isabella Spwis — After corroborating the mam facts of her 
sister's statement, she saj s — I was kept for a day m the camp of the sowars, and was 
afterwards taken to the house m the city, where my sister and mother were , a little 
girl, European, about 12 years old, named Mary, her other name I don't; know, was m 
the camp with me, and on crying to be taken to her mother, who was m the Savada 
house, she was taken there Very few of the soldiers were alloyed to take their wives 
with them fiom the entrenchments, with the exception of those with General Wheeloi- 
I did see General "Wheeler killed 


No 6 — Depositions of Eliza Bi adshaw, widow of Manuel Bi adshaw, Musician , and 
Elizabeth S cit, widow of William Sett TV"o were with the 56th regiment native 
infantry when it mutinied at Cawnpore, and were living m the diummers’ lines with 
our cluldien "We went into the entienchments on Enday, the 5th of June, the next 
day the mutineers commenced their attack at about 10 o’clock, the first shot broke the 
leg of a kidmutgar, he died that evening, and manj others v ere killed The firing 
was continued day and night On the 13th, the barrack m y hich y e were living was 
set on the by a sholl , we fled to one of the unfinished barracks, but the soy ais and 
sepoys making then appearance close to us, we leturned to the entienchments, and 
found shelter wheie ye could The Colonel, his wife, and thiee daughters were m this 
barrack The Colonel died on Monday the 8th, dunng the night, and vas buried the 
next night m the trench Miss Mary was killed on the 15th, bj a f-11 of pait of the 
roof, caused by a shot striking it , hei sistei Georgians, with another lady, (I do not 
know her name) lifted hei up, but she was insensible, and died that night She was 
buried m the well Mis Cook, native Christian, attended on them, the sonants 
fled some four or five days aftei the attack commenced, some fey remaned 
faithful, a sen ant of Mr Duncan’s and a lame servant of Mr Chnslie’s, but 
all the servants of the 56th deserted "When able, we cooked dall and chup- 
paties for the ladies and children Yes, theie were sepojs of our corps m the 
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entrenchments , the General sent one of them, named Gous Mohomcd, to gam informa- 
tion, and then Mr Shepherd was also sent on the same errand, hut I believe he was 
immediately seized by the rebels One day, after heavy firing all the morning, it suddenly 
ceased, and a native Christian woman came with a note to Captain Moore’s picket, the 
General was standing near us when it was brought to him , he letumed it, as it was not 
signed , however a meeting took place with the rebels, there were six of them J ohn 
Bradshaw, of the 56th native infantry, was the ordeily bugler, and attended the 
General , he told us that arrangements had been made to send us down to Allahabad 


Officers went on elephants to see the boats On the 26th, the two guns that were un- 
injured and the treasuie were given up Apaity of sowars and native artilleiy men 
were sent by the Nana The officers said, the treasure was one lac and tlm ty-three 
thousand rupees , we were told to be prepared to leave the entrenchments next morning 
At sunrise, on the 27th, some hackeries, three or four elephants, and tin ee palkees were 
broil o-ht into the enti enchinents by the sowars The General and some officeis wero on 
elephants, Mrs Wheeler was m a palkee, the Colonel’s wife was also in a palkee, and 
Mis Kompland m the third The ladies were on the hackenes An artillery man 
wounded in the foot was placed m one of them, but the sick were left till the hackeries 
could return We weie about the centre with the drummers and then families The 
sowars and sepoys were on our right and left No, they said nothing to us , they did 
not abuse us When we reached the bridge with the white railings near Colonel 
Williams’s house, we saw a large crowd assembled, men from the city and villagers , the 
sowars who were ahead, shouted out that they were to stand aside, and none to come 
down to the ghat , we then descended into the dry nullah leading to the river When 
we gob to our boat, we found that it had no bamboo flooring, (chali ) In our boats 
there were Mi McMullen and twenty-two children of the Free School, a pensioned drum 
major of the 56th, named Murray, with Ins wife , there were also European soldiers 
and their wives Suddenly we heard firing, and the pattering of bullets, and then tho 
roar of cannon on both sides of the river We jumped out, the boat was between us 
and shoro In the water, a few paces off, by the next boat we saw the Colonel’s young- 
est daughter A sepoy was going to kill her with his bayonet She said, “ My father 
was always kind to sepoys ” He turned away, and just then a villager struck her m the 
head with a club, and she foil into the water No, we did not see the Colonel’s lady 
Mr Moncrieff, the clergyman of the station, was close to us, and with two other clergy- 
men, one must have been the Boman Cathohc Padre We saw the clergyman take 
out a book, we did not see him read it, for a sowar rode into the water and cut lnm 
down with a blow on the neck, he then killed the Padre, and the other, who 
vas a missionary Bugler John Biadshaw was shot by a sepoy, and his brother 
a drummer m the 2nd company, cut down by a sowar Yes, they were close to us, but 
wo wei e nob hurt , no one attempted to kill us A sepoy killed a child with his bayonet, 
it was about! yeais old, another sepoy took a young child by the leg and threw it into 
tho water No, we nevei said, noi did we mean to say, that we had seen childien torn 
to pieces, they woie taken up by one leg, swung round and thrown into the river 
Yc3, all those four children now with us escaped, they were not hurt m the least , our 
oldest children, drummers m the 56th, weie killed at the ghat, and a young baby, hit 
by a ball whilst in tho entrenchments, died Mrs Bradshaw’s sister-in-law also died 
m great pam from a bayonet wound Suddenly shouts were lieai d, that the Nana had 
ordeied the firing to cease, the sepoys and sowais woro not to kill any more wo- 
men and children, thoro were no Euiopean men left alive at the glut We hid 
behind somo logs of wood The sowars and sepoys collected the ladies and children , 
they vere all seated on tho gionnd Bheestees were sent foi to give them water, they 
remained there about half an hour, and then neie taken away by the sowais and sepoys, 
wo behove to the Savada house No, there wero no indignities offei ed to the ladies 
Their clothes wero not taken away , somo of the ladies had then earungs tom out of 
their ears, but that was whilst m the water After they wore brought to the bank, no one 
but the guards were allowed to go near them, We heard that it was the Nana’s orders 
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that, they weie not to be touched, and that all women and children were to be given np , 
when all had gone, we went by the bank of the river, and so till we got to the Ham' 
Naram bazar, and secreted ourselves in a Mahomedan burying ground, but the Nana’s 
chowkedars drove us away, we then went to the elephant sheds, and at first were refus- 
ed admittance, but on stating that we were Mahomedans, were allowed to lemam 
dining the night The next morning the wife of an oil-seller m the bazar told us to sit 
down m the shop, seeing a sepoy of the 56th native infantry coming from his guard 
m the Ram Narain’s bazar, we tried to conceal ourselves The sepoy’s name was Mohom- 
ed Box, of the grenadiers , he told us not to be afraid, that he would not hurt us, as he 
was of the same corps, but advised us not to remain there, as the sowars would kill us , 
he told us to go to the Church compound, where there were empty houses Danow , 
a sweeper of the Free School, took care of us The sowars lived m the Church, two 
companies of Seikhs from Benares were encamped in the compound A subadar and 
musician, who had been transferred from the 1st regiment to the Seikh corps, were with 
these companies We had to leave our house, but they did not harm us The Seikhs 
fled on the morning of the 16th, the sowars about 5 m the evening, they said that now 
there was no safety for them in earth Yes, we heard that the ladies and children had 
all been killed The sowars, when they returned from Futtehpore, asked the Nana 
what he intended doing with them, and he ordered them to be killed We heard this 
from our neighbours 

Q — What do you know of Benjamin Murray, the son of pensioned drum-major 
Murray ? 

A — He was a drummer m the 6th company 56th regiment, on command to Ooraie, 
with the 2nd and 4th companies , when they mutinied, he turned Mahomedan and came 
back with the companies to Cawnpore 

<3 — How do you know this ? 

A — When we were in the Free School compound, he came to us and said, he 
was a fife major m the Nana’s employ The cornet player, named Thomas Masse v, 
deserted from the entrenchments when the barracks took fire , these two are now at 
Allahabad 

No 7 — Statement of Mrs Bradshaw and Mrs Setts , of the 5 6th Regiment N J 

Mrs Bradshaw — When General Wheeler and the sahib-logs went into the entrench- 
ment, I, Bhza Bradshaw, and my two sons, John and Robert, musicians of the 56th, with 
thou waves and a child each, also Elizabeth Setts, her son John, musician, with Ins 
wife and two children, went with them into the entrenchment This was on the 5th 
of June , on the 6th, the enemy began to fire upon us Numbers of people were killed or 
died otherwise Several went out and were killed Mr Shepherd also went out to 
obtain news The General sent him , but he, Mr Shepherd, never returned 

On the 27th of June early, we were all marched to the boat Soldiers went before, 
and behind, and on the sides We were getting into the boats In the boat m which 
I was to have gone, was the schoolmistress, and 22 missies (school girls) General 
Wheeler came last in a palkee , they carried Inin into the water near the boat I stood 
close by He said, “ Cany me a little further towards the boat ,” but the sow ar said, “ N o, 
get out here ” As the General got out of the palkee, head foremost, a sowar guv e him 
a cut with his sword into the neck, and he fell into the water They then set all the 
boats on fire except two, on winch were Mr Thompson, &c My son was killed clo«e 
to General Wheeler Some were stabbed with bayonets, others cut down with swords, 
little infants were torn to pieces 

Q — How were they torn ? 

A — The men seized them at the ghat, stood with one foot on the children’s legs 
and tore the children asunder 

Q — Did you see this 9 
A — I did 
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Mrs Setts —We did, -we saw it, and tell you only what we saw Other children 
wore stabbed and thrown into the river The school girls were burnt to death, I saw 
their clothes and hair catch fire 

Mrs Bradshaw — Mr Moncneff stood m the water near lus boat, and said, “If we 
English take prisoners, wo do not put them to death, but imprison them Spare our 
lives, and put us into prison ” He received a cut into lus neck, and fell upon his face 
My second son received a cut on his face, and fell on his side, near Mr Moncneff Mrs 
Moncneff and children, and the Roman Catholic Padre, w ere all killed Miss Wheeler 
vas earned off by a sowar, but what happened to her we cannot tell, we only state 

what we saw 

Wlien they had killed all the men who did not get off, and many of the women 
and children, an order came from the Nana. that the rest should be spared As they 
took us out of the water, and tore off our clothes, we two and our daughters-in-law, 
escaped into the house of a mehter, who concealed us Mrs Setts’s daughter-in-law, who 
was pregnant, was stabbed in the body, and died three days afterwards in great pam 

Some were killed on the banks, others m the water Ho male was taken back Ge- 
neral Wheeler was killed near the boat , he had’ not yet entered into the boat, my son 
was killed near him I saw it, alas 1 alas ' As he got out of the palkee, a sowar gave 
lum a cut into lus neck, and he fell into the water What happened to those who were 
taken back we cannot say, for we lay concealed We only know that they were mur- 
dered on the 16th, cut to pieces and cast into a well 

No 8 — Deposition of TJhomas Ambrose Damon, Jtcsulcnt of Cawnpore 
When the mutiny broke out m this station, I was in the employ of the Railway 
I had gone out to Marowhe, a place about 28 miles from here, to pay the workmen , at 
night the baboo woke mo up, and said that he thought the cavalry would mutiny 
that night I lay awake untd about 44 A xi , when I heard the trampling of horses and 
carts, &c going along the road , upon which I pimped out of bed; and went about two 
miles on the Etawah road, and then turning to my right I came to Chon beypore on the 
Trunk road , from tlieie I came to Cawnpore, and went to Ahmed Alee Khan, having 
been so wandering about in the district for about seventeen days Dui ing that time I had 
scarcely any money to live on I' avoided the villages and passed myself offas a Mussul- 
man, whenevei I met an}' one I knew Ahmed Alee Khan from my infancy, and that 
was the leason I sought his protection He received me and concealed'mc the whole 
time, m fact he wa3 obliged 1 to conceal himself fiom having married a Christian woman, 
who has now lipwever turned Mussulman His house is in Kursaraon, m rear of the 
Police Chokee, (No 4,) I plainly hoard the slnieks of the women and children, who 
wqig murdeied m the Bceboegurh , there were also shneks hoard next morning, a little 
before sunrise When General Havelock's force an ivedj about I' think 9 a m on the 
17th of July, I immediately went out to meet the men Ahmed AJeo Khan and all m the 
house I lived m, but an old decrepid woman, named Beebee Luke, had fled through fear, 
in fact the whole city was deserted Some little children that had evidently been thrown 
down the well alive, were still quivenng In the veranda of the Bcebeeguih was the 
body of a tall old gentleman, , whom the natives said was the Judge of Euttehgurh, 
( ’ Colonel Smith) I arrived m tho city a day or two before the massacre at the ghat 1 
hcaid men of all descriptions, as they were passing by, saying that they had lolled all the 
Europeans (mon) and earned off the women I don’t think many of the respectable 
people m the city 3 omed the mutineers, all the budmashes were collected m a Rissallah 
cillod “ Struck Panchoo,” who was a relation of Sheikh Hunneef, w ho kept the hotel 
I onh heard of Mss Wheeler being carried off by the sowars 

I did not know a man m the 2nd cavalry, named Awaz All , I knew a man named 
Man uztsh Ah, a celebrated wrestler 

I went with General Havelock’s force to Lucknow, but not m any capacity I went 
to search for a cousm who, I afterwards found, had been killed at Mohmndee I served 
m the ertrenchment there, (Lucknow) 
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I do not know any of the men mentioned by Awaz Ah, nor can I make out 
why he has mentioned me X have not heard of any person with a name like mine 
bourn- saved, and call m si himself a Mussulman I recollect a dhobee, named Panchoo, 

O J O 

who used to wash for us in the Railway , I may possibly be able to find him 


No 9 — Deposition of Mr Edward Williams, Merchant at Gawnpore — In 
May 1857, it was rumoured at Cawnporo, that an outbreak of the native troops 
had occui red at Meerut, aud many Europeans massacred After this, the entrench- 
ments at this station, near the hospital, were commenced on, and completed Doubts 
were entoi tamed of the fidelity of the native troops stationed here , seeing this 
state of things, I made up my mind to send away my family to Calcutta, and spoke 
regarding it to Mr Jacobi, the coach builder , he made mention of it to Major General 
Wheeler, and was told by him that there was no fear, and advised not to remove his 
family But finding my suspicions regai dmg the sepoys daily strengthened,! I sent 
away my family, some six or seven days prior to the outbreak, to Raepoor, close to 
Utnourgunj, to a fuqeer’s residence, named Miskm Shah At last,, on the night of the 
4th Juno 1857, the 1st regiment native mfantiy aud 2nd caialry mutinied, and 
commenced settmg firo to the station On the next morning, the other two regiments, 
i c 53rd and 56th, also mutinied, and joining their mutinous brethren, plundered the 
treasury, broke open the jail, and losing the prisoners, proceeded to Kullianpoor 
The place, i e Raepoor, to which I had sent my family aw ay, is on the road to Kul- 
lianpoor, and seeing a great number of mutineers appioach that place, I was much 
alarmed, and dressing myself and family m native clothes, left that place on the same 
day, r e 5th June, and came to Colonel Mohomed Zuman Khan’s compound, and put 
up at mussumat ITmccrun’s house, who kindly gave us shelter On the 6th June, at 
about 8 or 9 a m , it was rumoured that the mutmeei s were returning from KulhaU- 
poor, and all the city peoplo went out to see them A search for Christians commenc- 
ed, and fearing that some of them may suspect me, seeing me hid, I left my place of 
concealment, and joining, the crowd, came to the grand parade ground, where I heard 
of the massacre of many Christians , at winch I became alarmed, and purposed return- 
ing homo Passing through a bazar, I came opposite the Church, which I saw being 
battered with shot, I also saw tho Nunney Nuwab being brought a prisoner by the 
troopers, mounted on an elephmt, and heaid of lus house being plundered Thetroopers 
took tho Nuwab awn} towards the mall, and’ I returned to mussumat Umeerun’s hbuse 
About 8 pm, some troopeis 1 gaming information of my being at mussumat Umee- 
run’s house, came and enquned for her, but it so happened that they could not see 
her, and consequently went away After this, Chotoo Khan, mussumat Umeeruri's 
brother, advised me to leave tho house, as he said that the troopers would certainly 
come and' make a search for mo, aud therefore it w ould be better for me to conceal 
myself m a jemadai’s house, winch was close by Compelled by necessity, I left the 
house, accompanied by my wife, my two sons, two daughters, and an ayah, and went to 
the place I was advised to take refuge m Skoitly aftei this, four or five tioopers came 
to mussumat Umeei tin’s house, and enquned whether she had any Cliiistians conceal- 
ed in her house, to which she replied m tho negatii e , but they disbelieving her, 
insisted on all tho male inmates of the house being shewn them, saving they had 
nothing to do with the female portion Hearing this, mussumat Umeei nn sent me a 
message by the jemadar, in whose house I had taken refuge, desiring me to quit the 
lilac e, leaving the females where they were, otherwise I w ould lose m v life heanno- 
this, I loft the house, leaving my family there, and went and lnd self m the garden 
attached to my kotee, and remained there all night In the morning quitting my 
hiding place, I made up my mind to go away to Lucknow, for the purpose of bring- 
ing away my son, w ho w as at school there , but when I reached the bridge, I found that 
there was a prolubition to any one crossing it the scpojs had made this arinn"-e- 
ment From the 6th June, fighting at the entrenchment had commenced, and it was 
rumoured that the Nana had brought back the mutinous troops; and had resolved to

pat to death all tlio Christians of the station, and to gain a victory over the troops 
m the entrenchments, after which to proceed to Delhi Keturnmg from the bridge, 
I went to Chidda’s house, who was an old servant of mine, residing at Generalgunj, 
where after a short time, the ayah whom I had left with my family, made her appear- 
ance, from whom I enquired regarding my family She told me, that shortly after my 
departure from the jemadar’s house, mussumat Umeerun had turned my family out of 
the place, and that she leaving them at Umourgnnj, had come to look for a conveyance 
to remove them to some place of safety , but as she could get none, I and Chidda ac- 
companied her on foot to Umourgunj, wheie to our surprise, we did not find my fami- 
ly, but were told, that the people of that mohullah had turned them away I consequent- 
ly commenced a search for them About 11 o’clock m the day, I happened to be on the 
wall, and there saw Nunney Nuwab, coming to the batteries, accompanied by a number of 
troopers and sepoys, and his own attendants also, and I was told by the people that 
the Nuwab had received a post of great dignity, and was in command of a battery He 
was at that time proceedmg to the battery erected against the barracks Perceiving this 
I proceeded m search of my family towards the city, and saw many corpses of Christians, 
both male and female, strewn about the road About 1 o’clock I came close to Major 
General Wheeler’s bungalow, and finding a piece of mat m the compound, laid down on 
it, and saw several troopers going about, forcing people to carry water to the battenes 
Hearing an uproar, I rose from the place I was in, when a trooper seeing me, told me 
that it was a great shame for a young Mussulman like me, to be thus idling away my 
time, and that I should assist at the battenes , he also told me, that a young man, the 
son of a pensioned subadar, was sent for by the Nuwab, who laid a gun so precisely, 
that the shot earned away a portion of one of the barracks within the entrench- 
ments, for which he received a reward of Bs 90, and a shawl I replied to this, that 
I possessed no arms, and had never been a soldier A short while after, I came out 
of the compound, to see if the report of the destruction of the barracks was correct, and 
saw that a portion of the barrack in which the apothecanes lived, was thrown 
down In the evening, I went and laid myself down m the compound of a mer- 
chant, and finding no trace of my family, I kept wandering about m search of them 
for two or three da\ s Having given up all hopes of meeting my family, I made up my 
mind to go to Baleenuggur, which was about ten miles away, and as the people of 
that place were friendly to me, I made arrangements to go to Lucknow 

Q — From your statement, it appears that you remained at Cawnpore three or four 
days, after the 7th June, and saw many places, whilst m search of your family , can you 
describe the places where batteries w ere erected, and did } ou recognise any of the 
rebels concerned m the murder of Europeans 9 

A — I was greatly confused at the time, and besides a considerable time has now 
elapsed, since I saw the occurrences , but still I remember, that on the first day, a bat- 
tery was erected near the Mogul Serai, and another near the cavalry barracks, which 
in as moved up close to the racket court, and the other battery was brought up to the 
bridge, near the horse aitillery bazar, where the greater part of the mutineers stationed 
themselves, and at the other battery, Nuwab Nunney’s men placed themselves When 
the mutineers returned fiom Kulhanpoor, the native gunners were not with them, but I 
uas told that when Nhwab Nunney received charge of a battery, he sent for all the pen- 
sioned gunners, and set them to work the guns I saw the Nun ab using a telescope, as 
well as another person, who was reckoned a good gunner, I do not remember his 
name

Q Did you personally see the Nuwab at the battery , and if so, how was he 
engaged ? 

^ aaw Die Nuwab for two or three successive days at the battenes, superin- 
tending their operations 

Q Did you see the Nuwab a prisoner on tbe battenes or otherwise ’ 
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A — I do not think tlie Nuwab was undei any restraint, as lie was engaged in 
giving orders, which wore obeyed by all tho troops , only on the first day I saw the 
Nuwab brought as a prisoner I cannot say whether tho Nuwab remained on the bat- 
teiy as a pnsonot or otherwise, but it is a well known fact, that he received charge of a 
battery, and was engaged in conducting its opoiations 

<3 — Can you mention any pci son’s name, who is cognizant of tho fact of tho 
Nuwab having sont foi tho pensioned gunners and sot them to woik the guns ? 

A — This circumstance was well known to all, I do not remember the name of any 
pmticulai individual 

Q — Whero is tho fnqoei, named Mi skin Shah ? 

A — lie is dead , but his widow is, I think, at Cawnpore 

Q — \Y hei e is the jemadar, in whoso house yon took rofugo , and what is lus name ? 

A — IIis name is Wiillcodad Khan, and ho is still here at his house 

Q — Where is Cludda j oui soivant, and tho woman sonant that was with jour 
fannlj ? 

A — Both of them arc liei e m tho station 

Q — Do you know anj thing of tho subadnr’s son, who was called to one of tho 
batteries ? 

A — I do not know Ins nmno, but ha\c often seen him, he is known as a biokor 111 
horse dealing, and I lime heard that he was formerty cmploj’cd by Government as a 
gunner I tiunk ho lues in tho horse maiket at Cawnpore 


No 10 — Dtposiiion of William M almg 

Q — When the mutmj occurred at Cawnpore, whore wore you ? 

A — T was in Cawnpore, and was living in moliullnh Furrash-klmrak, at a woman’s 
house, named IToosnince Ootnrao prior to tins, I was living in ray own house, near tho 
soldiors’ confinement room When the mutiny broke out it this station, on tho 4th or 5tli 
June 1857, I left the hoiwo together with my parents, two brothei3, a sister and niece, 
and took refugo ui the house belonging to the woman, named Iloosamec Oomiao, and 
on her Enggestion remoied all oui property to the hoiuc also dining tho night, on the 
nevt morning, this w oinan turned us out of hoi house, and took charge of all oui pro- 
perfj At first we went towards raou/a Mohomdcen, but not finding any place to take 
refugo in, w e came to tho parade ground about 8 o’clock iu tho night, and saw the 
bungalows all in flames My fnthci and eldest brother weio piocecdrag a bttle in 
advance of our pnilj, and the two of them went tow aids oui bungalow to seek some 
kind of shelter for tho night, and mj brother-in-law' bi ought us all again to the woman 
]Too«auico Ootnrno’s house, thinking that by entreating her, slie might allow us 
to put up at her house during the night , but on reselling it, found tlmt she would not 
permit us to remain them we wore tberefoio obliged to loturn towards our bungalow, 
hoping to find refugo along with mj biothoi and father, but to our great disappoint - 
input we could not find oitliei ol them tlioro Leaving this place, wo proceeded towaids 
the citj , and i caching the toddy godowns w o met a w oman, named Kurbnllao, who h ul 
been m our employ, we spoke tohor to piocuro us lodgings, she took us tollossom 
Bnksli tailor's bouse, and placed us there , this man, ioi the sake of the woman, kept us m 
Ins houio for thiec oi four days But after tins apioclamation was issued by tho muti- 
neers to the effect, that if any ono was found harbouring Christians, ho and his family 
would bo put to death , on winch, Hoosseiu Buksh denned us to accompany him to ano- 
ther house, as ho said tint wo worn not safo in his house, he bi ought us to a houso m 
Colonelgunj and left us them, when aftoi ashoittimo tho people of that mohullah 
surrounded tho house, ai mod with clubs, and demanded of us to quit the house , being 
forced to leave tho pi ice, we went to a muspd near the Subadai ’s Tank, and there 
found a moulvio, of whom wo begged and piayed to shelter us He asked ns whethei 
w c would turn Mussulmans , w c replied m the affirmative, when he told us to seat 
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ourselves, and assured us that we would be safe, a slioifc tunc after, a Mussulman sepoy 
came tliorc and rebuked tbo moulvio for liavmg Clnistians seated near linn, and 
drew Ins sword on mo, when I thicw myself at his feet and told him that I was not 
t Chnstian, but a Mussulman Mogul, and begged of him not to hill me, but to carry 
me to the Nana , after which he took us all to the Nana Wo had proceeded but a 
slioit wa\ , when a gang ol bndmash ullngois met us, who made a elamouimg, sajmg 
that we wcio Christians, w e all denied this fact, and stated that we were MoguH, 
they sunonnded ns, and earned us av ay to the Nana, and icpoited to him that they 
hadbi ought soino Chustian pusonois The Nana hen mg this, gate an older fornslobo 
killed, but when I begged to bo allowed to plead foi mjself, tlie scpojs and \ ill age t s 
would not allow me to do so, when a poison mounted on hoisebnck, whose name I do 
not know, questioned us ns to who wc weie 1 told him, that weweie Mussulman 
Moguls, ho appealed the sepojs, and took us to the Nana, and told him that wc wcio 
Mussulman Moguls, hearing which he oidcred us to be confined at tbo kotwalco 
awaiting onqun) , we wero bi ought to the hotwnlee, and made mer to Ilolnss Singh, 
kotwal, when after many da) s, I begged haid of the kotwal, and told linn that 1 was m 
great misery, and enquired of him rcgaiding out fate lie pitied us, and ashed us if we 
w ould turn Mussulman I told linn that w c w ero Moguls , but if he desired it, w e w ould 
become Mussulmans a second tune, hearing this, lie wiote a note and dclncrcd it to a 
peon, and dim ged him to carry us to Mouh ic Sulamut-oollah, w ho asked us, w ho w c woi c 
I loplied that we wero Moguls, and that w clime wiongfull) been taken up on suspicion , 
when bo told mo, that we wero Clnistians, and consulting w ith a number of other men 
seated round linn, snul that it was not light to kill women, but it would be best to haie 
themmamed, and withicgnid torn) self and im biothei, stated that wc should be put to 
death Aftci tins he bad some shurbut prepaied, and told ns that we were not true 
Mussulmans, but had become so fiom fear, and wc were sent hack again to the lcotwnlee 
When the European troops aimed and the mutnieeis commenced dispersing, a mistree 
named Chcctiee, foimeil) in m) employ, caroc r. id released me, and took meav a) to Ins 
house , thus I w as sat ed I do not i ecollcct mi) thing fiu tlier, a long time having pass- 
ed since the occurrence

A — I do not remember whether I ha\e done so or not Should 1 have been ques- 
tioned, I must hate related it, foi at the tune of gnmg my deposition, I was question- 
ed very frequently, and if at that tnre I was questioned icgaidmg Fulamid-oollah, 
I must Inn o gn cn an account 

Cl — Wlicie is the woman mimed Iloosameo Oomrao, now ? 

A — She is deceased, but her sister is here

it — I observed the moulvie w ell, but did not lecogmse any of those with him, 
as there were a great many I was aho much confused at the time, but knew 
the moulvio, fiom the frequent mention made of him b) the people around him hi) 
youngest brother, my mother and Mstei w ere with me 

Q When you weic taken to the Nana, how did )ou recognise him as being that 
person ? 

A He was seated on a scaffold, elected on the plain near the Savada house, under 
a tree, and had a golden chain round his neck, he had numerous attendants, and all the 
people there called him the Nana sahib

Q — In your petition, dated 2nd December 1858, sent to Major Williams, Commis- 
sioner, Mihtaiy Pohce, you have given the following account that on the 10th May 
1837, the troops mutinied at Meeiut, and that news of the same reached Cawnpore by 
telegraph, from which penod the sepoys and tioopers of Ca.vnpoie talked of biealang 
out, intimation of winch you gave to Adjutant Manderson, on otli June 1857, and also 
ot their having held a consultation on the 4th June 1837, puiposmg to break out that 
night, and mui der the Europeans and plunder the tieasuiy, on which intimation, all 
the Europeans lepaued to the entrenchments, and slept tlieie during the night 
You are now requested to state, who were the ungleaders m this movement? 

A — The foremost in this consultation were Shumsh-ood-deen Khan, Sheikh Boola- 
qee, Sirdar Beg, Bae Singh, and others whose names I do not remember The meetings 
were held at Shumsh ood-deen’s house, and sometimes at the house of Teeka Ram 
Smgli, a subadar of the cavalry Seven or eight days prior to the outbreak, Joalla 
Pershad, an agent of the Nana, visited Copal Singh, havildar major I saw this person, 
and also heai d that Kootub-ood-deen, a trooper of the 5th troop, 2nd cavalry, was m 
the habit of visiting tlio Nana On the 4th June, all the troopeis sent away their 
families and property to the city I gal e intimation of all these proceedings to the 
Adjutant 

Q — Can you state to whom, and to which places in the city, the tioopers sent 
away tlieir families and propeity ? 

A — I do not remembei the names of any persons On the evening of the 4th 
June, the 1st cavalry and 1st regiment N I broke out , I went and gave notice of this 
to the Adjutant at the entrenchments At gun-fire an the morning the officers of the 
cavalry came to their lines, and took away to the entienckments the horses, arms and 
furniture which had escaped plundci A little later on the morning of the same day, 
the 53rd and 56th regiments broke out I and Sheikh Azim-oollah, sepoy, togethei 
with Bhowanee Singh, subadar major, Mahboob-oolla Khan, Bukhtawur Singh, havil- 
dars, Kachrdad Khan, Abdool Reliman Khan, sowais, and Mirza Bakin Hossem, native 
doctor, went to the officeis m the entrenchments 

Q — At the tune you came from the entrenchments to the cavahy lines with the 
officers, wffio took away the remnant of their property, how was Bhowanee Singh, suba- 
dar majoi, situated ? 

A — He was wounded, as he refused to give up the colouis of the regiment to the 
sepoys who had mutinied, and I heard that Dabee Smgh, a hooper, had wounded 
lum , the subadar major also told me so 

Q — "What occurred in the entrenchments aftoi this ? 

A — The fight was going on, and I remained on the battery opposite the church 
under Major White After about 23 days, a consultation was held between Majoi 
General 'Wheeler and the Nana, and it w r as decided that all the Europeans should be 
allowed to proceed to Allahabad, an agreement on oath to this effect was drawn up 
One of the Nana's agents, named Azim-oollah, who spoke Enghsh, accompanied by 
another old lady, came onco or twice to the entienchments, on the subject of this 
agreement I saw them peisonally from a distance The day after this aoreement 
was drawn up, a number of conveyances w r eie brought to the entrenchments. Many 
of the gentlemen on leaving the entrenchments were mounted, otheis were on foot 
I had no sooner come out of the entrenchments with the gentlemen, than I was taken 
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pnsonei bv tlie cavalry troopers, who ill-treated, me, and confined mo m tlio city 
kotwalee Mahboob-oolla and Bukhtawur Smgh, liavildars, wore also taken up with 
me and put m the kotwalee I remained tlieie foi ten or twelve days, after which I 
was released When I had left the entrenchments, I heard that the Europeans who 
had come out of it, w ere about leaving the station on boats, when the mutmeei s setting 
fire to the boats, fired musketry and cannon at them On the other side of the nvei, 
the 1 7th hi I had placed themselves with guns, which they fired on the boats, and 
thus the Europeans both male and female were massacred, except some ladies and 
children, who had escaped the slaughter, and were brought prisoners and confined in tho 
Savada house One of the boats managed to push ofi, intimation of v> Inch v\ as given 
to the rebels by the people of Nujufguili, when 3 troops of cavalry, 5 companies of 
infantry, and 2 guns were sent after them, who having succeeded m captunng the boat 
massacred all that were in it After this, when I was released from the kotwalee, I 
took away my mother who was heie, and proceeded to Baredly 

Q — When j ou loft the entienchments m company with the Europeans, and weie 
taken prisoner, did you hear any account of Colonel Ewart of tho 1st regiment native 
infantry ? 

A — Yes, I heard that the mutineers of the 1st regiment mado a prisoner of him, 
and after making him go through a mock parade murdered him 

Q — Did you see or hear of any lady being brought away by a sowar from the 
river side ? 

A — Yes, I heard that a sowar, named Nizam Ah Khan, had carried away on liorso- 
back Major General Wheeler’s youngest daughter 

Q — Did you hear what became of this lady? 

A — I heard nothing about her 

Q — Of what place was Nizam Ah Khan a resident ? 

A — Of Rampore 

Q — Give a correct description of the sowar ? 

A — Name, Nizam Ah Khan, Puthan, resident of Rampore, ago 22 oi 23 yeais, 
a fair complexion, height about 5 feet 7 inches, long nose, dark ej es, wears abeaid and 
small moustache 

Q — Do you know what occurred while you were m confinement ? 

A — When I was m confinement, I heard that all Europeans coming from other 
stations were massacred, and on two or three occasions seveinl persons of fair com- 
plexion were taken up on suspicion , but when it was proved that they were no 
Christians, they were released 

Q — Aftci your release from confinement, how long did you remain at Cawnpore ? 

A — Only one day, and duung the whole of that day I lemained concoaled at my 
mother’s 

Q — Where did your mother live, and m whose house ? 

A — I do not recollect the molinllali she resided m , she lived m a tobacconist’s 
house, whoso name I do not recollect, but I can enquire about this and let you 
know 

Q — When you were m tho entrenchments, did you see Gobmd Smgh, drill naick, ' 
Sheikh Elalico, musician, and Ghouse Moliomed, sepoy of the 50th regiment N I 5 

A — I do not know these persons, neither recollect having seen them 

Q — Do you know Mr Foss of the Railway, who was known amongst tho native* 
ns Furlain sahib ? 

A — \ cs, I know him, as I used to sec him come to Kurreom Buksh, and Kurreom- 
oollali, troopers of the cavalry I belonged to 

Q Did you over see this gentleman m the entrenchments ? 
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A — Yes, I saw lnm once or twice 

Q — As you are an old resident of Cawnpore, and Tim'd base known a great num- 
tier of people {here, state how you saw any of them engaged ? 

A — I was imprisoned, and could not see any thing, hut heard that A7imoollnh 
was the Nana’s agent, and another moonsheo, a Mussulman, who resided near Ham 
Naram’s bazar, was one of Azimoollnh’s attendants 3 X do not remember bis name, ho 
was tehseeldar of Jajraow, and often visited the bote alee, I was also told that that 
Nunney Nuwab was fighting at the battery erected near the Racket Conrt, wliiNt 

I was in the entrenchments, I heard it said that the Nuwab was fighting against the 

Europeans, and once Adjutant Manderson, who was well acquainted with the Nuwab, 
w as also heard to remark this 

Q — Did j ou hear of, or see any one else engaged m the fight ? 

A — I do not recollect the names of any other pei son 

Q — You hate stated in yom deposition that a Mussulman moonsliee, residing in 
Ram Naram’s bazar at Caw-npore, was Azimoollah’s agent, can you tell me what his 
name was ? 

A — His name was Qazie Ismail 3 he resided m Amadah bazar, near Ram Naram’a 
bazar, and was well known 

Q — Do you know where this person Is now? 

A — At Cawnpore Moonshee Vilayet Ah, employed by Captain Fane, Comman- 
dant of Cawmpore Police, told mo that he had heard that Qazie Ismail had given him- 
self up to some of the authorities, but did not mention at wlncli station 

Q — Do you know where Qazie Ismail’s family is ? 

A — I do not know, but I10 was an old resident of Cawnpore 

Q — How came you to know that Qazie Ismail was Azeemoollah’s agent ? 

A — When I was confined m the kotwaleo at Cawnpore, I saw the Qazio fre- 
quently in Azimoollah’s company, and they both visited the kotwalee together 

Q — What appointment did Azimoollah hold under the Nana ? 

A — Azimoollah was the Nana’s agent, and superintended all the operations of 
the troops and tieasurj 

Q — Do you tlunk tho Qazie had any part m the superintendence exorcised by 
Azimoollah ? 

A — As Azimoollah had the entire control of all the Nana’s alf.m «, and tho Qazie 
was this person’s agent, he must certainly have known of all the doings 

Q — When you wero m confinement, did 5 on see any other persons associated 
with tho Nana m the same manner as tho Qazie ? 

A — I was m confinement, and theicforo could not personally see anyone , but was 
told that Ahmed Ah Qian, a vakeel of tho J udge’s Court at Cawnpore, had also n 
hand in tho superintendence cveicised by Azimoollah, I also heard that Slieik Manjo, 
a rcssaldar 111 tho Nana’s cavalry, also participated in this superintendence 

q _ m-t is tlm lrmo of tho tobacconist, m wlioso hou=o you resided at Cawn- 
pore ? 

A — His name was Lalloo, lie is since dead, but the deceased’s son, Kill loo, i<?

Q — Do yon know Munnowur Shah, and Allic Shall, troopers of the 2 nd 0- 
waliy ? 

A —Yes

j Munnownr Shah was a resident of Allahabad, and a recruit m the 2nd caval- 

ry I do not remember the name of his village, and All Shah was a lesident of 
Eampoor , I do not recollect the name of the mohullah he bved in, and Nizam Ah 
Khan belonged to the 5th troop, 2nd cavalry. 

jy- 0. 12 — Deposition of Bhola Khan, sepoy 53 id Regiment N I — At 2 o’clock m 
the morning of the 5th June, the 2nd light cavalry and 1st N I mutinied The 
cavalry was led by Teeka Singh, subadar, who, with about 50 sowars, was on picquet 
duty near the entrenchments He led his party towards Monalgnnj, setting lire to 
every thing he came across. A gun was now fired from the entrenchment, on which the 
Europeans and Christians made for that place, the sound of a single gun having been 
the pieconcerted signal of danger All the officers of my regiment were present with 
the regiment, with their respective companies, till about 6 a it ol the 5th June. 
The 53 rd N I. and 56th N I remained m i eadmess on their parade grounds from 2 
to 6 o’clock a m , when they were dismissed by their officers to go and refresh them- 
selves About 8 A si , all the native commissioned and non-commissioned officers of 
the 53rd N I were called by their Major into the entrenchment, when both regi- 
ments were dismissed , the sepoys of the light company of the 53rd, and of the grena- 
dier company of the 56th (their lines adjoined each other,) concocted a plot for the 
seizure of the regimental colors and treasure This intention of thens was not gene- 
rally known till carried out 

A subadar, by name Bkownn, of the 53rd, was on duty at the quarter guard He 
lesisted the attempts of the men of the light company to cany off the treasuie, saying 
they should not have it while he lived to protect it , a sepoy on this fired at him, the 
bullet did not take effect. During this altercation three round shots were fired from 
the entrenchment, and fell m the lines of the 53rd. On this the regiment fled, with 
the exception of a few men, who’ concealed themselves in the lines and in adjacent nul- 
lah After a short time, Jugger Nauth Ajha, havildar major of the 53rd, went to the 
Adjutant’s bungalow to report the flight of the sepoys Not finding him there, he went 
to the entrenchment The Adjutant then asked if there were any men m the lines 9 
On being answered in the affirmative, he- ordered the havildar major to collect and 
bring them to the entrenchment The havildar major accordingly went to the lines, 
and collecting all that had remained, numbering some 35 men, perhaps took them to the 
entrenchment without arms, &e ■ Arrived at the gate, the Major and Adjutant came 
out and enquired if there were no more that had not jomed the rebels 9 I replied, that 
I believed there were some m hiding m the nullah Hearing this. Lieutenant Dela- 
fosse and Lieutenant Masters mounted and rode towards the nullah, taking a 
bugler with them Seventeen more men were got together on this way The Major 
now ordered us to bring in all the arms and accoutrements left in Ins lines, and gave us 
five or six carts for the purpose We accordingly did so On reaching the entrench- 
ment, the Major enquired where our own arms were 9 We told him they were also on the 
carts, that he feared to wear them lest the Europeans ' should fall upon us He then 
told us to retain our arms The Major having gone to enqrnre of Geneial Wheeler- 
regarding what we were to do, the latter came out and ordered us to occupy the 
hospital barracks , he said m such a budding we shall not manage to save our fives, as 
the round shot will reach us from all sides The General telling us there was no feai , 
and recommending us to look after the rear of the building, returned with the Major to 
the entiencliment He came, I omitted tt5 say, and inspected the barrack A dioit 
tune after this, we were Sent for, and ordered to bring our men down from the maga- 
zine, a distance of about half a mile from the barrack We went there, and breaking 
the lock, loaded seven carts with ammunition, and brought them to the entrenchment 
after this we returned to the barrack 

About this time, Kullunder Singh, 6 th company 53rd N I, who was on pay 
master’s treasure guard, came to the General, and reported that the Nana had plun- 
dered the treasury. 
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On the morning of the 6tli, the Major finding w e had no money, sent ns Co ’s Es 400, 
by the hand of Earn Buksh Doobey, and ordered us to lay in four or five days’ provisions 
When we were buying food m the bazar we heard the report of guns, which we 
nere told were firing on the Nunncy Nuwab’s house We hastened to the banaeks 
and on amvmg there, were met by three officers of our regiment, with a sergeant ol 
artillery and 12 native gunners, who desired us to endeavour to bring four guns 1} mg 
on the ground inside the entrenchment We did our utmost, but finding the task too 
much for us, we spiked two guns, and drawing the platforms inside the entrenchment, 
returned to our barracks The enemy opened fire on the entrenchment about 12 
o’clock a m of the 6th June On the evening of the 9tli or 10th, a hot lound shot 
fell on our barrack, and set it on fii e On this we left it, and concealed oui selves foi 
the night in a nullah, not distant Next morning we went to a village named Poorwa, 
about a mile east of the bariacks The zemindar of the village not allowing us to entei , 
we went into a mango giove, close by After this, our party broke up in different 
duections I went m the direction of Jajmow alone , some distance fuithei on, my 
musket was taken from me by villagers 

After this, I begged my way to Benares, where I stayed only a short time Heai- 
m rr that an English force was going up towards Cawnpore, I went to Allahabad On 
the day that the fight at Futtehpore took place, I reached Khaja, where making the 
acquaintance of a cart driver attached to the English camp, I accompanied him to 
Cawnpore Some time afterwards I was recognised by Lieutenant Thomson At this 
time I was working as a coolie 

The Commanding Officer, after the Meerut outbreak, had a parade almost eveiy 
day The sepoys often said, " Should the whole army mutiny, we never shall ” I knew 
of no intention of mutmy existing whatever up to the time of the outbreak 

About quarter of an hour before the regiment mutinied, four or five sepoys of the 56th 
legiment (the grenadier company of which was next to our hght one) came into the 
lines of the last mentioned company, and entered into conversation with Bmda Pandey, 
kote havildar , and Madho Misser (Pulwan) sepoy, both of the light company They kept 
well out of hearing of every one else Soon after this, the two men just named, shouted 
“ Bum Mahadeo > Tyar ho bahadoor ” The havildai immediately seized the treasuie 
chest, the sepoy the colors This occurred at about 1(P o’clock a n , and all the 
officers were m the entrenchment A subadar, named Bhowun, attempted to save the 
colors, but was at once overpowered Three shots having been fired into the sepoy’s 
lines from the fort, the regiment dispersed 

I have since heard Dulgunjun Singh jemadar’s name mentioned as commandant 
of the mutinied regiment 

We held the banaeks (hospital) from the 5tli to the 9th, or 10th , we left because the 
house caught fire from the enemy’s shot I believe the shot was wiapped in some 
inflammable material, which catching the thatched roof, soon became a blaze 

One man only, by name Seeta Ram Pandey, w as w ounded He w as not hit inside 
the hospital I can only recollect the names of the commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers, and with the exception of Earn Buksh Doobey, I have met no one since who 
was with me in the hospital, nor do I know whethei any of that party i esido near 
Cawnpore or not I heaid little about the massacie at Cawnpore Simply the fact of 
its having occuired , I had the house pointed out to me where it occurred I did not, 
hear by whose hands, whether sepoys or others, the i\ omen weie lolled I heard that 
Miss Wheeler had killed nme men before thi owing herself into a well, but did not heat 
a single word more about her, nor where this occurred 

No 13 — Deposition of Bam Bulvsh , pay havildar 53 id Beyl N. I — The 2nd light 
cavalry mutinied on the 5th June On the morning at 6 o’clock I was called by the 
Adjutant to i ead the present state. When neai lj half the paper was finished, Seeta Ram 
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Pandey kote havildar, 4th company 53rd regiment, came up weeping The Adjutant 
asked him tv hat was the cause, when he said that a party of the 5 th and light companies 
had fled with colors and treasure, that then the remainder of the regiment came on the 
paiade ground of the grenadier company with the intention of joining the Europeans in 
the entrenchment At this time three round shots were sent among them from the 
entrenchment They stood too, but fled pn the third discharge, with the exception of 
nine havddars, five naicks, and 22 sepoys The native officers, with one exception, woro 
in the entrenchment 

When I and Seeta Earn Pandey reached the entrenchment, Major Hderson order- 
ed us to convey all the arms and accoutrements of the sick, and of men on furlough, 
loaded on the artillery caits, to the entrenchment When we reached the lines of our 
regiment, we, with those who had not run away, put the arms, &c on the carts, and drove 
them to the entrenchment The whole paity accompanied the carts without arms 
Arrived there, the Major ordered us to unload the carts, but occupy the hospital bar- 
racks, (there being no room in the entrenchment,) with a promise that arrangements 
would be made for our subsistence Soon after 400 rupees were distributed amongst us, 
by the Major’s orders On the 2nd day, at 10 o’clock A ir , Lieutenant Masters, Lieute- 
nant Burgess, Lieutenant Thomson, and Lieutenant Delafosse came to the hospital 
barrack and told us that each of us would receive 100 rupees if we would place some 
guns lying on the ground on the platforms We immediately came out, and endeavoured 
to do so , but finding we could not manage it, we spiked the guns, and drawing tho 
platforms to the entrenchment, returned to the barracks The barracks caught firo 
about 4 o’clock p m , on the 9th or 10th The Major then told us he could do nothing 
for us, there being an order of General "Wheeler prohibiting any native fiom entering 
the entiencliment He therefore i ecommended us to provide for our own safety, and 
made over a cei tificate to mo, in which the names of all the men of the 53rd who were 
m the barracks, are mentioned The whole party then left the hospital barracks 
I loaded all the regimental records on a cart given me by the Majoi, and drove it 
in the direction of my village , the cai t was however seized near a village called Phoof- 
wai, near which the rail passes 

I then went to my home m village Tikrya, pergunnah Sadhsalampore, m tho 
Cawnpore district I knew of no plotting before the mutiny on tho 10th May The Major 
often said, ” Should there be any intention on the part of Government to Christianize 
you, I shall bo the first to tell you ” That morning, the 5th June, I went to 
tho Adjutant’s houso on duty, he was absent when the mutiny commenced 
however I afterwards heard that Dulgunjun Singli, jemadar 4th company, who was 
on tho treasury guard, took a leadmg part In my opinion, from what I afterwards 
learned, a few men of tho 5Gtli legiment, who came to our lines and reproached these 
men for remaining inactive, weie the immediate cause of the mutiny With the 
exception of Dulgunjun Singh, I heaid no man’s name mentioned as leader after, or 
instigator of, tho mutiny 

We went to the hospital on the 5th, and held it until the Otli or 10th We left 
bccauso tho building was fired by the enemy’s round shot, fii cd from several directions 
1 do not know what sort of shot it was that fired the hospital, thp roof was a thatched 
one , wo loft about fir ii Only Seeta Bam was wounded, but I believe his wound 
tv ns received aftei leaving There were six subadars, four jemadars, nine havildars, 
six naicks, and twenty-two sepoys of my regiment, their names I gave to Captain 
Thomson, but do not Tccollcct them all now There were a good many of tho 56th 
and 1 fct regiments N I , but the numbers of both did not equal that of the 53i d 

On leaving tho hospital, they all broko up m different directions I went to my 
home, 16 miles from Cawnpore , I believe that most of our party went to their homes 
1 have been told, that two subadars were killed across tho Ganges by villagers , I also 
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heai d, that on the defeat of the rebels at Futtehpore, the ■women and childien in con- 
finement at Cawnpore wore killed , but I neither heard by whose order, nor by whose 
(hands I also heaid, that a daughter of General Wheeler’s had killed nine men, and 
then thrown herself into a well I did not hear where this occurred, noi do I know 
any thing of the circumstances under which she did so 

I know next to nothing of what occurred at this time, notwithstanding my 
vicinity to Cawnpore , I was m stuct concealment, and never ventured outside my 
door 


jV 0 14 — Deposition <? ofGobind Singh, Sheilh Elaheo Bulsh, and GhouscMohoincd — 

We weie with the 56th N I w hen it mutinied at Cawnpore m June 1857 Jaun 
Moliomed, a sepoy of the 8tli company 56 bli N I , was accused of inciting the sowars 
of the 2nd cavaliy, by stating that they would all he blown away fiom guns , tbis was 
m May, between the 15th and 20tli , there was then a disturbance m the 2nd cavalry 
(Jaun Moliomed was confined, hut escaped from the entrenchments ) We felt sure 
that the 2nd cavalry would mutiny 

The 5Gth were well disposed, they told the Colonel, that though all other regi- 
ments might mutiny, yet they would be ti ue The Colonel and officers slept amongst 
the men A tent was pitched by the sepoys’ pauls , (the new lines were not finished ) 
At 2 a m of the 5th June, the 2nd cavaliy and 1st legiment N I left their lines, 
the sowars set fire to the litter of their horses, so that there was a gient light The 
Colonel oidered the 56th to get under arms, and we remained till daybreak We then 
went to the cavalry lines, and collected about 100 horses Subadar major Bliowany 
Singh, of the 2nd cavaliy, was wounded in the head and arms by tlie mutineers , he 
refused to allow them to take the colors and treasure belonging to his regiment, he 
was a brave and true man , we heard that he said to the mntmeers, lie would only obey 
and serve Government he was afterwaids killed m the entrenchments About 10 a m 
of the 5th June, a sowar came to the 53rd regiment and said, that the company of 
their coips on guard over the Collectoi’s tieasury, had refused to allow the treasure 
to be taken away till their own regiment joined The 53rd then assembled, upon winch 
two shots were fired into their lines from the entrenchments, and one m the direction of 
the tents of the grenadier company of the 56tli N I A sepoy of this company, named 
Gunga Raie, a Bhat, said they would all be killed , on this the men fled, with the 
exception of some twenty We then went to the entrenchments, and were employed 
all day m bringing the spaie arms and ammunition from the Savada house. Yes, theie 
were othei sepoys who wished to join theu officers m the entrenchments I do not 
know theu names, but they belonged to the regiments at Cawnpore , I tlunlc about 
80 or 100 , they were told to hold the artilleiy hospital We were allowed to remain in 

the entrenchments , Colonel W got the General’s permission, there was Jemadar 

Tvhoda Buxsh of the grenadiers, now adjutant of Military Police, sepoys Gobmd 
Smgh and Ghouse Moliomed, and Elahee Buksh, musician. These have all been promoted 
m the Military Police The native doctor Salnbdad Khan, also sepoy Matter Jeet, hut 
we have not seen lnm since we escaped from jail Yes, there were some men of 
the 2nd cavalry in the entrenchments,- the «uhadar major Bhowany Smgh — I do not 
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know the names of the rest , but there was, I think, a lumldar, a drill naick,and 
two or tlneo sowar9 These men fled when tho barracks were set on fire, the 
subadnr majoi was killed, whilst m the Savadn house, wo heard fiom the sowars 
of the 2nd cavalry, that they had "omo men of their corps ns prisoners The) 
might have been these men Tho fust shot was filed about 10 a ji of the Gth 
June, and an attack was made on tho enti cnclunents by the mutineers, aided by 
a huge body of budmashes fiom tho city, but they were icpulscd Fiom this date 
the ill ing continued daily, and often during tho -whole night till the 24th of June 
On that da-y a nativo Chustian woman brought a note for General Wheelei , this 
was returned, and shoitly after a liuiknia bi ought a second note The General 
then met a party sent by tho Nana, and ontcied into negotiations to give up the 
guns and treasure, and the Nana was to provide carnage foi us to go to Allahabad 
I am not sure wlietlioi the meeting took place the same day, or the day nftu the notes 
weio lcceived One of oui party, Gliouse Mohomed, was oidered by Geneial Wheeler 
to go to the city and gam information of the pioceedings of the rebels, he left the night 
befoio the notes came fiom the Nana In tho evening, after tho meeting, two officers 
w ent to the glmt to seo the boats Wo w cue ready to move on the 2Glk, but no 
carnage came At sunset, the guns and treasure were given over to a party sent b) 
the Nana Early on the morning of the 27tli, hackcncs, b) lees, two oi three palkies, 
and some elephants weie sent to the ontienckments We weie allowed to take oui 
arms, and had GO i ounds in pouch The ladies and children weie on lutheries and 
bylees, the Goneial was on an elephant, the ofheers nnd Euiopeans followed, the 
sowais and sepojs escorted us, — tlicio was an enormous crowd, men fiom the city and 
villages , man) of these rushed into the enti enclimcnts as w e left, nnd began to carry 

away the pioperty No, Colonol W was not with us, he was one of the fust who 

died from exposuic to the sun, I think it was on the 9th, and one of the daughters 
also died in the enti enclimeuts I hcai d she was killed by a shot, or fall of part of the 

roof Mrs W and liei two daughters 1 saw w hen vv e left the entrenchments We 

were next to Captain Keinplaud and Lieut Goad Whilst parsing the 5 Gth moss-house, 
some sepoys seized KliodaBuksh nnd ElaheeBuksh, and shoi tly nftervv ai ds Gobind Singh, 
Mittor Jeet Singh, and the native doctor Sahibdad Khan, were seized by tbe mutineers , 
Lieut Goad said, tbe ngieement was that we weie to accompany them, but they took 
us away Jemadai Kboda Buksli and Elabee Buksb weie taken to tbe mess-house of 
tlie 56th, where suhadar Meor All Buksli, of tho light company, w as on guai d Thei e vv as 
a battery of five guns there, with some golunduzes , Meer Ah Buksh, was called major, 
lie told the sepoys that wo ought to have been killed, and not taken prisoners , w e had 
become Christians The pay havildai of the 6th company, (I forget his name, he was 
lately promoted, ) with fom sepo) s w ere ordered to tako us to the Nana lie was in a 
tent pitched in the gaiden of the Savada house, the kanauts were open, and we saw 
the Nana sittmg , he was of a light complexion, and had on a large wlute tuiban The 
havildars said, that we had been taken prisoners, that jemadar Khoda Buksh was a ring- 
leader, that he had gono to Umballa, bit the cartndges, and caused all tins disturbance 
The Nana ordered us to be confined m the quarter-giiai d of our regiment Gobind 
Singh and Mitter Jeet w ere also brought to the quartei -guard ns prisoners , w e wei e 
severely beaten by the mutineers Subadar Gunga Deen, of the gienadiers, took the 
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command of tlie regiment, and was styled Colonel I only saw him once, when he 
abused us , said we were Christians About a quarter of an hour after we were made 
prisoners, we heard heavy firing m the direction of the river , we heai d the sepoys 
say they were killing the Europeans The next morning (28th) we were taken to the 
Savada house , we were confined m the room on the right hand as you enter from the 
east X only saw one of the Colonel’s daughters, the one that rode on horseback, she 
spoke one day to jemadar Klioda Buksh , she said that God would help us all I also saw 
Mrs Prout and the European servant The Sergeant Major and Quarter Master 
Sergeant’s wives, Mrs Cook, the wife of a drummer , I do not know the names of 
any other ladies, those of my own corps I recognised The ladies had then 
own clothes, but they were dirty and torn No, they were not ill treated, except 
by being confined , they were allowed to come out into the veranda The sepoys were 
not allowed to speak to them I heard this was by Azeemoollah’s orders , the wives of 
Christian drummers attended on them , they got food twice a day, dal and cliuppa- 
tees Our guards were sepoys from difieient corps, chiefly men of the 6th N I I only 
know the names of Yusuf Khan, a jemadar , and Gunga Singh, a naick , these used to 
change our guards , with the exception of taking sentry, the men did as they liked 
No, they did not dress m uniform The day after we were taken to the Savada house 
or the following day, we heard that a number of Europeans, who had escaped down 
the river, had been brought back and shot, we heard it was by the Nana’s orders, the 
women and children were sent into the Savada house We never saw the Nana or 
Tantia at the Savada house , a salute was once fired, but it was when he left for Bitlioor 
Yes, there was an indigo planter and his family m the Savada house We 
heard that he had given the Nana a lakh of rupees to save his life We never heard 

of any ladies being taken away from the Savada house, whilst confined m the quarter 
guard of the 56th regiment Elahee Buksh saw a sowar carrying a lady on his horse , she 
had on a green dress, her legs were hanging over one side of the horse, and the sowar 
held her with one arm, w r e heard that it was General Wheeler’s youngest daughter, and 
afterwards that she had killed the sowar, and thrown herself into a well This was the 
report amongst the sepoys One day after the 1st of July we were taken from the 
Savada house m a cart, to a house in cantonment, called the Beebee Gurh We were 
confined m an out-house, the ladies were m the large house On the 6th or 7th, a 
prisoner uas brought into our shed , he was an old man, he told us he was a Christian, 
and a drummer from one of the Oude regiments The next morning we were all taken 
to the Nana He lived in the hotel m the next compound, oui hands were tied behind 
our backs by meliters , we generally had only one tied to a long rope The Nana and 
Azeemoollah were seated on chairs in the veranda , a chuprassee asked our names, 
caste, &c The Nana ordered us to be taken away and shot Azeemoollah whispered 
m the Nana’s ear, and then we were oi dered to be put m irons, and the Christian 
drummer was taken to the next compound by a couple of sepoys, who shot him The 
men about the Nana were his own guards , we were kept under a tree the whole day, 
and then taken back to the out-house, as the irons were not ready , the next morning 
we were put in irons, and sent to the old jail Our guards were the former jail guard , 
they had black belts and flint muskets , there were some 300 prisoners, villageis, and 
others , ue do not know who they were At night we got about a chittaok of gram. 
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nothing moic Aftoi being m jail five 01 six day s, one of out guards, who lntl a In of Inn 
in the 56th, fold us tlinfc fclio native ofliceis of 0111 corps bad decided by bng.ide comt- 
jimtlial, that om noses and nglit bands weio io be cut oil, and we should then be 
loleased, ns a warning to all others for bomg faithful to Euioponns Theda) that we 
iveic to have been punished, the mutineers mm died to meet the British tioops Jiom 
Allahabad , no licaid that the Euiopcnm lind eoino to Futtclipore , flic day alter tlmf 
we saw the mutmeei s fly mg, the jail guaids also fled, and at sunset there were only 
tom or til o of them left

At da) bieak next morning the piisoncrs told flicso feu guards, th it if left m put 
the Euiopcnm, would kill evory man , tlie guaids broke the locks and sot us nil free , 
m the evening wo joined General line clock's foice. Yes, no beard flint iho ladies had 
all been killed, the jail guards said that the men of the city , the sowars and sepoys 
had killed them 


Ghonse Mohomod, who left the entrenchments, deposes, that nf General AMicelei *< 
lequest he left to gam mfoi motion of the proceeding:, of (lie rebels At S r x< one 
mglit, lie ctept along tbo gtouiul from Capf im Moore’s picket to the cavnlry hospital ; 
theie ho met two oi three men with eight bullocks who had taken hhoosa to the Savada 
house, he told them that Ins brothoi, wlio was m Fecda IToosscin s regiment, (Feeda 
Iloossom had come os or from Lucknow and commanded n battery close to the barr icks) 
was dead, and ho was going to the city to bin the gi ne clothes He thus got to Ccilontl- 
gunj, where lus wife was in a bliccstco’s house, was see reted there some days, but 
w as obliged to leny e on tbo rebels seal cbmg for Imn, md then w as eonce ded m an empty 
house belonging to a mabajuu Heard that all tbo Euiopcnns hnd boon mnssicred at 
tbo Suttee Choiua glut An Ahcor subadnr of the 17th N I came t-o the Nana , he 
was posted on tlio opposite hank with tlio corps, they had gains and sowars with 
them The ] 7th N I hnd plundeicd fho A7imgiuh treasury, and part of the treasure 
was taken fiom them at Lucknow, and therefore they came to Cawnpore, the Aheer 
subadar implicitly obeyed the Nairn's orders, others did not , only heard this, also heard 
that a lady had been taken nw ay by a sow ar, whom .she lulled, and she then jumped into 
a well The Nana had issued orders by beat of tom-tom, that all European women and 
children were to bo given up. Heard of the massacre of the ladies and cluldien 
Ovcilicnrd a jemadar, wlio was posted with eight chuprassies near his house to intercept 
letters, talking about it The jemadar said that Azeem-oollnli bad applied to jMoulvie 
Sulamnt-oollali, whether it was lawful to kill the women and children, and ho decided 
against the massacre , hut the Nana would not listen to reason This was m the 
morning, and they were killed m the c\ enmg The jemadar was a Hindoo Yes, my 
servant remained with mo m the entienchmcnts, and was killed by a common ball No, 
very lew of the servants remained, they almost all fled when the banack was burnt, 
some few remained

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No 15 — Deposition of Khoda Bux Senior Native Officer, 4th Battalion Military Police, late 
Suhadar, 56th Regiment N I — On tlie 7th of May 1S57, after the target practice at the 
Umhallah Depot, I came and joined my Regiment at Cuwnpoor , I heard from people (out- 
sider) that the Cavalij horses weie to he shod, that Europeans weie coming from England, 
and tint 300 horses and 300 s wo ids weie to he taken fiom the Car airy Regiment at 
Cawnpoor, and given o\ er to them The men of the Regiment w ere frightened because the 
Europeans had come, and then arms v> ere to he giv eii ovei to them Every one tallied about 
it I heard from IUian Mohomed, sepoy, that all the native force said that on the 5th of 
June 1857, all then arms w ere to he taken away from them, and they would all he called into 
the fort under the pretence of getting their pay , that amine was made m the load to blow 
them all up , that the moment thej wcie all assembled the mine wouldbe filed 1 immediately 
reported this to the adjutant, who said it was all a he, and told me not to belicr e it Then 
Khan Mohomed, sepoy, went to the Car ally and told a sepoy the same tale, that they weie all 
to he blown up They weie rery frightened, and w entto their Officeis and told them what they 
had lieaid E\ erj one m the place, high and Ion, when they heard this stoiy, became greatly 
claimed 'When the Bugade Major and Adjutant he vrd this, they came to Parade and searched 
for me I went to them They asked is Khan Mohomed, sepoy, 8th company, heie 9 I took him 
to them Thej ordeicd him to be confined m the Depot barrack Then a Naick and 4 
sepoys took him to the Depot banack Afterwaids they oidered Bhawanj sing, Jemadar, and 
myself to come to the Depot Bairack , w e went theie "When w e arrived, I found that a Court 
Martial was assembled to tiy Khau Mohomed, sepoy The native officers composing this Court 
n ere two of the Caialry, the Suhadar Major 53rd N I, one Native Officei 1st N I, 
Bliaw any Singh, Jemadai, 56tli N I and mj self, in all six officers The Quarter Master of 
the Artillery was theie and many otliei Officeis Khan Mohomed, sepoy, was found guilty of 
spreading false leports lions weie placed on lus legs he was handcuffed and placed under an 
Euiopeau guard From this time all the Officeis slept on then respective legiments’ parade 
grounds On the night of the 1th June about 1 o’clock, theie was a gieat noise miffie Cavalry 
lines all the men turned out armed 3 lepoits of a pistol were heard They (Car all j ) set fire to 
the Quai ter Master Sergeant’s house I w as sleeping m my house between 12 and 1 a m 
I lossaui Bux, ILu lldai , Grenadier Company, came and awoke me, and said, what, aie you not 
awake 9 there is a row m the Cavalij hues, 3 repoi ts of a pistol, and the Quarter Master 
Sergeant’s Bungalow is on fire I was astonished and ordeied the Regiment to turn out, and 
xvent to giro information to the Adjutant He came out of lus tent aud w cut with me to 
parade and asked f the Regiment w as ready , I said j e3, it is ready He said, whoi e is it 9 I said 
m front of the bells of urns He ord( red them to foim up infront of the quarter guard I formed 
them up, made them ready, Iiecened ordeis that if any Cavalry man came, he was instantly 
to be shot, m this way w e passed the night with our Officers , no one took oft Ins uniform The 
Cavahy liariug mutinied, went away to Define In the morning, the Adjutant ordered us to 
take oft oui unifonn and eat our dmneis, theu the guaids weie placed, and we took off oui 
uniform , the Colonel came to us and asked what Naik w as on duty at the Elephant sheds ? as 
the Ca\ aliy and 1st N I w anted 4 elephants which were under a guard of a naick and 4 
sepoys of the Regiment, and that he w as greatly pleased they had refused to give them up, 
aud that he was so pleased w ltli the Naick doing his duty so well, he w ould make lnm a 
llaxildai I said it was Gsinga Deen, Naick, 1st company The 1st Regiment mutinied like 
the Cavaln and w ent aw ay After this the Colonel said Bhawany Singh, Soohadar, has been 
wounded h) these mutineers I wall go aud see him I, and Annundeedeen, Havildar Major, 
w ent w ith the Colonfel to the Cavalry Hospital and saw Bhawany Singh, who w as wounded 
Tue Colonel was very much pleased with him and told linn to go to the Depot Barrack, 
he went with the Doctor and a Caxahy orderly The Colonel went to his Bungalow, and 
I and Annundeedeen wenkto oui lines, and having taken off our uniform began to smoke, 
when Cham Singh, Hawldai, came and said Jemadar, the regiment is turning out, I 
asked by whose order and whj 9 he said I dont know I went outside, and saw that the 
Havildai was dieadfullj frightened, and w >s buttoning his coat I went with him to my 
company, and saw some of the men in the tent packing up their clothes and others till p wing

left the entrenchment

A — AVhen the British left the Entrenchment s to go to the boats, tliev were sun ounded by 
10,000 or 12,000 people, consisting of lebel tioopers, sepo}s, tdimgas, tfllagcis , tbc} bad 
no guns Nana Rao bad dcceitfull} placed guns on tbc side of tbc cmbaiking place on ibo 
nxei AVhcn the Bntish had got about 300 pices from "the enticnelmicnts, the Adjutant

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of the 56th hT I. heard the rebeh say, -we -will anest Khoda Bux, -who is with the British 
lie took hold of my hand and made me walk in the centre of the cavalcade At this moment 
Poorun, sepoy, 3id company of my Eegiment, who was also with us, took hold of my hand 
and pulled me, then many of the rebels surrounded me, one took off my cartridge box, another- 
my puggree, and inothei my umfoim They then confined my son Elahie Bus and myself 
in the Battery at the Mess house 

Q , — When j ou left the entrenchments, how did Colonel Ewart, 1st N I who was wounded, 
travel, and what occurred to him P 

A — I did not recognize the Colonel, lrut all the wounded were on Elephants or in 
dlioolies I do not know tlieir names 

Q — After yon left the Butish, where did you stay, how long were you n^ prison, and 
where, and what did you see during this tune P and what did you hear about the Officers 
when they went to the boats, and how did you hear iff? After the Ladies and clnldien went 
to the boats did you see them again, and if so where and when, and under what circum- 
stances P 

A — When I was taken away fiom the British, the first dav and night I was under a 
Guatd of the 56th N I, Elahie Bus, my son, Salubdad Khan, Native Doctor, Gob in d 
Singli, sepoy, Moorjeet, and myself, were then confined in the Savada house, and in 
another room of this house weio 180 Ladies and children, who escaped death at the river, and 
had been hi ought here and confined Afterw ards we fiv e were removed to another house in 
winch the Ladies weie murdered, but I do not know the name of the house After this, we 
five were noned and sent to the jail at Tukahpore We were given 1 lb of parched gram to 
eat daily We weiem the greatest distiess The first day when I was m the Guard, Soobadar 
Allie Bux would not ei en give me water to drank, as he said I was a Christian, he sent me 
to the Nana, who ordered me to be shot immediately-.. The Tillingas took me away to shoot 
me, they brought me back again and said, the sepoys of this man’s Eegiment (56th N I ,) 
aie gone to the massacie, when they come hack they shall punish him as they hke , but bound 
me tightly, as they said I was strong and must not be allowed to escape I heard that when 
all the British had got into the boats ready to stait, all at once guns and muskets were 
fired, and that there were volumes of smoko I then heard that all the Officers and Soldiers 
who had gone to the nvei had been massacred, and that 180 Ladies and clnldien who were 
living, had been airested I saw them myself m the Savada house, they were m a most 
wretched state, on some was notlung but an under gaiment, on others but one gown, they had 
no bedding of any land 

Q — If you saw the Ladies m confinement by order of the Nana, in what house did yor\ 
see them P Did you recognize any ? Tell all you saw Did they get food ? Had they all 
clothes on or not ? and did a nrussulmanee take them food or not P and what was her name 
and appeal ance ? 

A — The Ladies and children were first confined in the Savada house , after I was taken 
to the Prison they weie lemoved to a house, the name of which I do not know I recognized 
all the Ladies of my Eegiment, then names were * * '■ ^ They only had dal and bread 
grv en to them every evening to eat, and some of them had on only one garment, no bedding 
At first, Mrs Pair, the wife of a drummer, cooked their food for them , afterward, a native 
women about 36 years of age, was sent by the Nana from Bithoor to give out then food She 
was tall, rather fan complexion, large face, an inhabitant of Bithoor, I do not know her name 

Q — Dm mg the time you were m pnson, at how many tunes were Europeans lulled and 
where ? Did j ou lieai that a Lady was taken away by Troopeis, what was her name P 

A — -'When I was m the Savada house, 11 Officers, Soldieis and Cleika were shot there I 
heard this but did not see it , they weie killed by sepov s of 37th Eegiment N I , but I myself 
saw wlioh the* sepoys returned ‘from the massacre at the Ghaut, a Tiooper with a Lady 
before lum on horseback she had a veil on, I do not know her name 

Q — Did you see Mrs * ~ * and Mrs * *■ * and did you recognize them p and what 
became of them p 

A — I did not see them nor lecogmze them 
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Q —Did you tell * * * * diummer 53rd N I , all about Mrs * # * and Mrs * * 
and vvlnt occurred to tliem ? and did y ou eitlier see or hear that Ladies « ent to grind gram 
for the h'm in a stable ?

No 16 — Deposition of Kunhye Pershad Mahaiun oj Cannpote — I was at Cawnpoie 
when the mutim broke out at that Station and state what I know of it 

AVlien the neus of the Meerut mutiny w as received, theie was much excitement amongst 
the troops at Cawnpore, and reports were rife that they would follow the example of the 
troops at Meerut I was on had teims with the Sowars of the 2d Cavalry, as a year pre- 
vious to the mutiny, four of the troopeis had been imprisoned on a complaint made by me 
I therefore feared their vengeance I knew that many of the troopers frequented the house 
oi a prostitute named Aseesun, and bought over her servant Emambux She informed me 
that the Sowais oi the 2d Car dry weie plotting with the Nana, and that a mutiny had taken 
place between the paities 

The facts of the case aie these — The Nana had m his employ two Sow ars, one named 
Kaheem Khan, resident of Bishenpoie near Bitthoor, and the other Muddud All, of Banda, the 
lattei was discharged and commenced business as a hoise dealei, but still used to risit the 
Nana in the way of business When the Nana was called into Cawnpoie fiom Bitthoor, these 
tw’o Sow us were employed to tamper with the 2d Ca\ airy , they used frequently to visit 
Soobadai Sheeba Sing, and a trooper named Shumsoodeen Khan On the 1st or 2nd June, 
both these men and the Hauldar Major of the 2d Oninhy, Gopal Sing, with Rahcem Khan 
and Muddud All met the Nana, his brother Bala Kao, and Azeemoollah, at Sookah Mullah’s 
G-hat on the banks of the Ganges it was dusk, and they had a long consultation of about two 
horns, seated in a boat This meeting was well known and was brought to the notice of tho 
Magistrate, but the Nana ou bemg questioned said he had met the men of the 2d Cavalry to 
pacify them and prei ent further disturbances The day after this meeting, Shumshoodeen 
Khan was at the house of the pi ostitute Aseesun being in liquoi, he told the girl that the 
Peishwa’s reign would soon commence, and the Nana m a Bay or two w ould be paramount, 
and that he (Shumshoodeen) would fill her he use with gold mohurs Two or three daj s after 
this the troops mutinied I also heard that some of the natne ofiiceis and troopers waited on 
the Nana with intimation that a kingdom was prepared for lnm, if he joined them with all his 
wealth , or death if he sided w ith the Europeans The Nana lephed that he w as with them and 
had nothing to do with Europeans , he was then requested to lead the tioops to Delhie, to 
which he assented, and told them to take the tiensures, he u ould follow them The native 
officers placed the Nana’s hand on his head and required an oath that he would fulfil his pio- 
mise , the oath v. as taken, w hen the native officers and troopers left A consultation was then 
held by the Nam, Bala^ and Azeemoollah, u ith some others about going to Delhie Azeemoollah 
pointed out to the Nana that by going to Delhie, he would lose all power and influence , that 
he was well acquainted with the arrangements of the Butisli That they had not a fourth of 
Euiopeans compared to the Sepoys, and that the British could not help themselves , it would 
therefo , -e be adnsable fii st to bring into subjection and older the country around, and then 
extend his dominions as far as possible to the eastward — having secured the passages by which 
Europeans proceeded up countiy, they could be easily held m check — This was at once 
agreed to, and the Nana, Bala, and Azeemoollah, went to Kulhanpore and got the troops to 
return to Cawnpore

^ 4 feared a Kesoldnr in the Nana’s Sowars, named Jwala Pershad, u ho after the mutiny 
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•was made a Brigadier His lelatiye Gujjadhur, and one Alee Gumstali, were part owneis of 
Mouza Kullumpore I bought the forfeited share of Gujjadhui, lienee Jwala* Peishad boie 
me a spite When the mutiny broke out, my share of the ullage was made over to Gunsham 
A beer — A Moonshee named Jv ala Pei shad w ho resided near my house repeatedly adused 
me to petition Bamlal, Deputy Collector, who would send a part} with me to put me m 
possession of the ullage, hut this 1 lefused to do 

Q — What office had Munshi Jyv ila Pershad underthe Nana ? 

A — As I did not leave my house I cannot say, but I heard that he had gieat influence m 
the Nana’s couit , and Bam Lai, the Deputy Collector, did nothing w ithout consulting Munshi 
Jwala Pershad , this is w ell known to all

A — He is either with the Nana or at Bittbooi 

Q — Wliexe is the piootitutc Aseesun and hei servants ? 

A — I do not know

A — In the house of Oomiao Begum in the Setrmjee Mahal 

Q — Who is Oomiao Begum ? 

A — She is a piostitute, and is non at P urruckabad , the gnl Aseesun rented her house

when the outbieak and insurrection among the troops at Cawnpoor occuired ? 

A — I was m the Cawnpoor Cantonment 

Q — Detail ti uly all you saw of the distuibances 

A — Pirst of all m April 1857, the sepoys who came down on leave from the Eastw ard 
said“ we shall quarrel with Government piesently , far new cartridges prepared with cows 1 
and pigs’ fat are going to he seiyed out, and the sepoj s refuse to receive them” — Then in 
May intelligence of the mutiny of the feice at Meerut reached us, and wars every whe e 
talked about, and the sepoj s plotted mutiny The English officeis had an entrenchment 
thrown up, and the Nana, a Malnatta, came with his retameis at the summons of the Collec- 
tor ne had about 1500 men and some guns with him 

Three or four days before the troops broke out, Teeka Sing, Souhadar of the 2nd Oavaliy, 
(whom the sepoys made their General aftei they mutinied,) began to have mteiviews with the 
Nana, and said to lum on one occasion," j ou hay e come to take chaige of the maga- 
zine and Treasuiy of the English, we all, Hindoos and Mahommedans, have united for our 
religious, and the whole Bengal army haye become one in purpose, — What do you sa^ to 
it?” — The Nana lephed “I also am at the disposal of the aimy ” I heard this from the 
Soyvars themselves, hut cannot lemember the names of any of my informants 

I then heard that the English told the sepoys to come nnaimed into the entrenchment 
and receiye then pay, and that the sepoys refused to enter it without then aims 

One night, I foiget the date , the 2nd Ca\ ally and “ Gillis” Regiment (1st N I ) mutini- 
ed, and after completing their piepaiations went towards the Treasuiy, i e in the direction 
of Nawabgunge In the morning the tw o othei legiments also declared themselves As I 
yvent out of the town as usual, I sayv the Souhadais and Jemmadars of the two corps leave 
their men and go into the entiencliment , piesently the sepoys also w ent m the same direction 
hut the Europeans died on them, and they at once fled and joined the Gillis regiment, 1st N I 
ana the Cavalry at Nawabgunge — The united force of mutineers then plundered the Treasury 
and broke open the Jail, afterwards matching off to Kulyanpoor The Nana’s brother, 
Bala, followed and asked them wheie thoj were going to, — they peplied, to Delhi— ne said, 
"what good can you do at Delhi ? Stay heie ” The officeis returned yvith him, and made the 
Nana their Baja Plunder and loot commenced , bungalows were burned , and the entrenchment 
fired upon Wheiever they sayv an Englishmen, Eurasian, lady or child, they muidered them 
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Tlio buclmnshes of Ciwnpooi and the w ighbourhood joined tbe mutmceiH I saw liumbeis 
of them in} self, but cannot gno nil} names

A — In jMa} 1837, the icpoit spieid in the C'twnpoor Bazar Hut the Hmdostaneo force 
at Meerut lnd mutinied, nnd committed eiecises on tho Europeans la i M line the uni- 
\eisnl topic of comcis ition among theBcpois One da; m Mi}, the sou of n sowar whoso- 
name I do not know, came to Ins lessons nfc a school held m tho same premises in which I 
li;ed , the boys were o;crheatd b} Tecka Itam, Booksellei, to sa; among themsehes that tlio 
foico hero would act as tlint at Meerut lmd done , lie told inc tins, and X nfc once gaic iniouna- 
tion of it to General Wheelei who had long been a p tfcion of mine The General enjoined me 
alwa}s to keep hnn mfouned of an} thing of the kind which I might become acquainted with, 
among the Infantr} oi Ca;alr;, and to be cautious and on m; guaul m doing so I accord- 
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mgly introduced sundiy emissaries of my own, disguised, into the lines, and reported what I 
ascei tamed, daily to the Gcneial One day I heard that the Cavalry and tho 1st JS1" I 
“Gillis ” Reg mi out, had made up then minds to mutiny, and make off at tho momenta hen the 
new eaitiulgcs wcie sen c d out to them I immediately appnsed the General of this, and he 
garc mo ioui eaitudges, telling mo to show them to the principal natne officeis, and evplain 
tint their w is no harm m them I thereupon -went and showed them to tho natne officeis 
of the Gillis Regiment, who sud that they weie quite good, and that they had no objection 
to use them, but protested against liar ing any gu en to them m the composition of which fat 
had been used, promising to obey the Gcneial and cany out Ins ordeis if he w ould gu e them 
w ith his ow n mouth a positn e piomise that none should ho scried out I reported this to 
the Gcneial who leplied * I piomise tint within my command no other lands of cartridges 
shall he sened out ” One oi two days nftci this tho General recened some intelligence, (tho 
nature of which X was not aware of,) fiotn the Collcctoi, and caused the construction 
of an entrenchment to he commenced This at once aroused the suspicions of tho sepors, 
who got up the rumour among themsclies tint the Europeans intended to take to the en- 
trenchment and then attack them I mfoimcd the Genci il of tins also lie then sent foi 
nomo of the officers of the 1st lcgimcnt X I and told them to ccne them suspicions as tho 
entrenchment was onlr made as a precautionary measure Two or tlnee days afterwards 
so\ oral of tho European gentlemen began to passer cry night in the entrenchment Tho 
sopor s then began to say to e mil other “the snhibs lnr o lost all confidence in us, and wo shall 
nor or get or or it” — I told this to the Gcneial who sent his son (Ins A D C ) to quiet the 
fears of the natno officers His representations put an end to the talking and restoied con- 
fidence On the 1st or 2nd of Tune, a cashiered ofliter called Christie came out of his bunga- 
low in a state of interne itiou at night, and filed at tho Car airy patrol who had challenged 
bun Although ho missed tho sowar ret the litter lolged a complaint in the morning, and 
a court martial was assembled which acquitted Mi Christie, on the giound of Ins haring 
been intoxicated at the time Tlie sopors became displc iscd at this and began to talk again 
ofmutmr I intormed the Gcneial, and thou he and the rest ot the salnbs betook tlien- 
s"lrcs with their piopertv nilo ( the cnticnclimonfs Tne day after I lnd gnen this intelli- 
gence to the Gencial, the sowars sent then iamilics out of the camp m r arious directions 
Tint night (Tune 1th) the Cvrnlir and the Gillis Regiment biohc out into mutiur, wounded 
Bhorvancc Doen Soubuhr Bilndoor of tlie Car ally , and loti Cmtonmcnts They lust took 
away the E'cplnnts m the Comnm-nml Elephant si ibles, and then broke open the J nl and 
plundcri d the Treasury, hinllr marching off to ICuliranpooi, and encamped there In tho 
morning sercrnl sow irs came back and endear omed to incite the two lemaming icgunents to 
mutiny, telling them th it their share of the rupees had been reserred, hut th it they must go 
and feteli it, an l ‘busing them for ion lining imetire like women , tho officers of tho two 
Regiments, the odd awl 5Glb, then went to Genenl Wheeler in the entrenchment I do not 
know what passed at the m lei new Meanwhile at about 9 a m, tho Comirussnnat officer 
sent me with the Conductor to the hquoi stoic to get out some liquor I had put G barrels 
on carts and was just going to start with them, when a scpoy r came up to the gini d and told 
them to be ready , tor the sign il had been gir on, they then t hi err off their uuitorms and began 
to load their muskets 1 thereupon made tho Conductor mount on a camel and learc the 
place, leinaimng myself to lockup the store Presently the naik of the guard told mo to bo 
oil oi 1 should be killed I went aw ay and lnd myself m a plncc between the stoics Mean- 
while the sepor a beg m to fire with ball, and the twoicguncnts marched out towaids Kullyau- 
poor bv tlie re id now followed by the Railwar Tho sowais then came back and began to 
i ri ate n disturb nice in the station, and bin n and plunder the bungalow s Thousands of the 
lower clashes from tho city, cantonments, nud ullages went lbout with them sharing in then 
excesses, lulling creiy European oi Christian they mot, and searching for Gor eminent em- 
ployes Sorcral mussulinans of tho Cnraliy who had been aw are of my supplying intelli- 
gence to the Salnbs, looked erciy where foi me, intending to minder mo, hut I kept conceal- 
ed I soon after heard tint tho officers of tho Car airy and Infantry Regiments had gone in 
a body to the Nana, a Malnatta, who had come and encamped near tlie treasury at the bid- 
ding of the Collcctoi, with Ins 2 guns and 5000 lclamcis, and said to him that ho must take 
charge of tho magazine and the treasure, wlulo they wont oft to Delhi Ho replied — “Then 
when will the Europeans m the onti euclimcnts lcare me alone ? East come and clear out the 
Entrenchment and then go off to Delhi ” Teolca Ram, a Soobadai of the Cavaky who had been 
elected commandant of tlie forco, uppiorcd of tins pioposal, and went to the magazine and

the 17th Native Inf mti i , “Bnhur” Eeguuen',i as di *wnup A good mam of the gentlemen 
escaped to th it bank and conce iled tlienistlics m a temple 'I lie Zemindars of Dhoondra 
Kliers heaped un glass ibout it which tliei lighted , this forced the silubs eat and they were 
all killed, nftu e changing s] 10 ts with then assnlanfs killing a man (the uncle of Kam 
Buksli, a remmdar ot Dhoonde a Klitia ) who had clI up as a Enja Fne or sjv dais after this, 
mthe moinmgabout 10 o’clock, I was on in} waj do, into the Ganges, when I saw on the road, 
near the church and the hotel, 50 oi GO reirundars retameis of the Nana, withdriwn tulwars, 
and lighted m itcli-’s, bunging along a sab ib bound tliei baited in tlic shadoof some treps 
while one of the r mvibei went to tell the Nana The 1 iltei’s biother, a iMaliratta named 
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Baba Bhutt came out, and after say ng a feu "words to tlie gentleman, told tlie Zemindars that 
the Sana’s Older was to muider lnm They leplied “we w ill not do so, our creed does not 
peimit us to hill a bound pusonei, though w e can slay our enemy m battle ” lie then sent for 
an execulionei When I saw this atrocity, I -went on to the Ganges About tlnee ouarters 
of an lioui afteiwaids when I was performing my ablutions, two or tbiee executioners came 
and thiew tlie gentleman’s corpse into the Ganges Swoid wounds were upon it 

Some days afteiwaids, when again going down to the Ganges, I saw them bunging the 
ladies fiom the Sevada house on carta, and take them to a little bungalow lieai the hotel I 
looked at them very caiefully as I stood by the wall, to see whether I could distinguish the 
Geneial’s Wife or Daughters among them I did not pci cene them, and I could not lecognize 
any one else All the ladies woie Eiuopean clothes, but m one of the carts weie 5 01 6 who 
had thrown a hmdostanee sheet over themselves, which pi evented me fiom seeing them 

After this, the Sana's aimy went ofl to fight at Putiehpore, but before they started, 7 cr 
8 messengers weie brought pusoners to the Nana on whom were found letteis m English 
and Hmdostanee, addiessed to the Europeans at Allahabad , they were all put to death , and 
seaicli was instituted for the writers of the letteis A sepoy told me that he had heaid that 
my name had been found m one of the Hmdostanee ones Although none had been sent by 
me, jet fear induced me to hide myself, and I went to old Cawnpoie, 1 miles from the canton- 
ments

Two days aftei wards I heaid of the appioach of the British Eoices, and both Mutineers 
and populace began to ily That same day I heard that the captiv e ladies and children had 
been massacred m the evening The Nana’s people blew up the magazine that day, and then 
the Bntisli foices arrived 

On the 17th of July, when I had heaid of then having' come, I presented myself, and 
went m the moinmg and pointed out to Captain Macbean the place wheie the ladies had been 
butcheied, and the well into which then corpses had been cast 0 

X ha\ e detailed now all that I saw 

Q — State distinctly what you heard mout the massaeio of the ladies 

A — I heard that the Nana first ordered some of the sepoys to kill them, but they l efused 
5 oi G evecutioncis, sen ants of the Nana then w ent and killed them , and m the morning threw 
theu bodies into the well 

Q — Did you hear who those executioneis weie ? of what caste ? and of what appeaiance ? 

A — 1 did not lieai the names of any of them, but I heard that some were Hindoos and 
some Mussulmans, and that they were letamers of the Nana 

Q — 'When you went on the 17tli July to see the corpses m the well, wuli captain Mac- 
bean, what did yon notice legaidmg them ? and what kinds of wounds were upon them? 
what did you lieai as to the numbeis of the Ladies and Clnldien ? 

A — I w ent to the well in the hope that peiliaps some of the Ladies might be still alive 
When I aruved there however I saw the body of a salnb uppeimost, and did not lieai a sound 
indicatory of any one’s being y et ali.e I then left the w ell and went to the building where 
thesliughter had taken place I saw blood on the ground m eveiy direction, but did not 
perceive any maiks of musket balls on the walls, and hence inferred that they had been 
killed with tulw ars I did not hear how many thcie were Several gentlemen were among 
them, but I did not hear any particulars about them 

Q — Did you hear what land of food they got, and why they weie massacied, aftei being 
kept prisoneis at fiist ? 

A — I heaid that they got some food, and also that among the letteis found on the messen- 
gers captured, w as one from one of the Ladies to Allahabad, and that this was the cause of 
their being muidered 

Q — Had the Nana placed the guns before the Europeans came to the river bank, or how 
was it? How many boats weie there ? Who set them on fire ? 

A — I was told that the 17tli N I had come to the opposite bank with 2 guns On this 
Bide weie sowars When the sahibs began to embailc, the sowars told the boatmen to get out 
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quickly, and they immediately jumped oft Then the bullets began to fly about, and the boats 
were set on file I do not know how many boats there were 

q yy] 10 we re the boatmen ? Whence did they come 9 And where are they now ? 

j TJie boats belonged to Cawnpore, so I suppose the boatmen did too, but no one will 

speak out on the subject as they are afiaid to do so 

Q — Who were the zemindars, and the Nana’s people who brought the 10G Balnbs ? 

A — They were the zemindars of the neighbourhood who had resoited to the Nana I 
cannot name, or gi\ e a clue to any of them 

Q — In the commencement of the distuibances, uhen thousands of low class people 
joined m the insurrection and loot, did you recognize any of them 9 

A — I saw distinctly that people belonging to tho low classes were assisting the sowar 3 

in the plunder, incendiarism, and not, but I could not at the time lecogmze any one On 

the 6th June I saw them (when I was going to the Ganges) from my own house

Q — Do you know what native officers gave then adherence and advice to the Nana when 
the force returned from Kulyanpoor ? 

A — I did not hear the names of any of them 

Q — Do you know where the sowars sent their families to, when they dispatched them 
from the Imes ? 

A — When they first mutinied they sent them into the Sudder Bazaar and neighbouring 
Villages, but when they fled, after being defeated by the British, each man took his own yife 
and children along u ith him 

Q — Do you know who the workman was who received a reward for turning the guns ? 

A — I nei ei knew his name 

Q — Specify the men who used to bring you intelligence from the rebel force 

A — Hur Pershad, Durbara Sing Aunstee, Bhowanee Deen, and Becnoo, and two other 
men who have gone, I don’t know where 

Q — Where is Teeka Bam, bookseller, now ? 

A — He is somewhere on the educational establishment 

Q — Did you e\ei hear that any one of the ladies who were confined m the Sevada house 
and the Bungalow neai the Assembly Booms, and then massacred, used to be taken to the 
Nana’s stables to grind gram, 01 not 9 

A — No I never heard anything of this kind from any one 


No 19 — Deposition of Banker Ajoodeea Persliad of Cawnpore — Q — Where were you at 
the time of the disturbances and revolt at Cawnpore ? 

A — I was at Cawnpore 

Q — Detail what you saw and heard 

A — In May 1857, the rumour became prevalent and much discussed, that the force at 
Meerut had created some disturbances, and that insurrection had commenced every where 
Then proclamations were issued by Government promising advantage to the loyal, and de- 
nouncing punishment to the disloyal, and any who created disturbances , and declaring that 
the repoit spread by lying persons, that Government wished to do away with any one’s re- 
ligion, was altogether false, and that Government did not wish to interfere with the creed 
and doctrines of individuals 

Soon after, I forget the date, one night, an officer shot a sowar , I know not for certain 
whether the latter died or suivned, but I heard that he died, and that no justice had been 
done him This circumstance led the sepoys to imagine that the Engbsh were displeased 
with them I was also informed that the officers had ordered the sepoys to come into the 
enti enchment, unaimed, to receive their pay, and that this mcieased their suspicion 

So it went on until the night of the 4th June, when first of all the 2nd Cavalry mounted 
and accoutred, came out on the mnn road, and a bugle sounded, — I was at the time looking 
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at what was going on from the Chubootra of my shop, — then two sowais left the ranks and 
passing my shop, went towards the lines of the “ Gillis” Regiment (1st If I) and called out 
“ The Soohadar Major of our regiment sends his compliments to the Soobadar Major of tho 
“ 1st Regiment, and wishes to know the reason of this delay, as the Cavaky are drawn up on 
“the road ” — The “Gillis” Regiment thereupon began to getready Colonel Ewart, then came 
up fiomtlie direction of the entrenchment vehemently prohibiting the movement, and calling 
out repeatedly “ Baba logiie 1 Baba loguc 1 this is not as usual, do not act thus but no one at- 
tended to what he said, and the regiment marched out immediately to join the Cavaliy , the 
Colonel returning to the entrenchment 

The Cavalry and 1st N I then proceeded to the treasury and Magazine, and made 
their anangements regaidmg them, though they deferred the plunder until the “ Lumboorun” 
and “ Castoi” Regiments should join, Thus the night passed, and m the morning at about 
8 or 9 a m the two remaining regiments marched out and joined their comrades They 
united in plundering the treasury and biealnng open the jail, and then marched oil all toge- 
ther for Delhi The mutineers had then formed no plan of plundering and creating a riot 
m the station, purposing meiely to go off to Delhi The Nana however, (so I have heard,) 
called back the native officers, asked them where they were going to, and urged them to join 
m destroying the English, who were all collected in the entrenchment, promising to do e\ ery 
thing for them if they would remain and clear it out 

On the 6th June, m the morning the whole force returned, and the Nana became their 
chief, and received their formal salutations as such Excesses m the shape of plunder and 
murder commenced, they burned the bungalows and killed every European and Christian, 
whether male or female, whom they found outside the entrenchment I myself saw many 
corpses both of men and women lying about near the Canal The Nana issued an order that 
if any European, Eurasian, or Christian should be found concealed in any native’s house, the 
latter was to be put to death with his family, and Ins house plundered Accordingly, under 
the pretence of searching for concealed Europeans, sowais and sepoys entered and plundered 
many houses, and committed all kinds of excesses 

The firing at the entrenchment commenced, night and day it continued, and frequently 
an assault was talked of, hut never accomplished 

I from time to time, heard that on three or four occasions Eurononnc =*- - o 

m prisoners from fl« a .. w umw-sunoTT at the Sevada house , the females and 

children being kept m confinement 

15 or 16 days afterwards I heard that a lady, mother-in-law of Mrs Thos Greenway, came 
out of the entrenchment, and that when the sepoys were going to kill her, she asked to be 
conducted before the Nana, as she wished to have some conveisation with him, and begged 
the sepoys to refiam from killing her until they received his orders to do so She made her 
way to tho Nana, and had a long interview with him, mgmg that the English always mam- 
tamed those whom they deprived of their territories, and perhaps imprisoned, but never put 
them to death, and asked bim m wbat scripture of his he found anything which sactioned the 
commission of such acts of atiocity, adding “ our country will not he depopulated by our 
slaughter 

The lady was put in confinement I then heard that the Nana had agreed not to molest 
the English if they would leave all their property and go to Allahabad Twenty boats or 
thereabouts were prepared, and on the morning of, I think, the 26th or 27th June, ele- 
phants, doolies, carts, beds and other conveyances were taken to the entrenchment, and the 
whole of the garrison was brought by their means to the Ghat, by the old pay office, a few 
sepoys and sowars accompanied them, and a gieat crowd of common people as lookers on 

I was standing near the artillery hospital, by tbe ebureb, when I saw Colonel Ewart 
of tbe 1st N I being brought along on a bed, carried by four coolies , be was badly wound- 
ed by a gunshot, and his wife accompanied him on foot , the rest of the English were on 
ahead, the bed having been allowed to fall behind some distance When they had arrived 
abreast of the church, 7 oi 8 sepoys of the 1st N I , came up aud told the coolies to set down 
the bed and stand aside , I saw these sepoys distinctly, and lecogmzed them well , one was 
Bnijunath Sing, Thakoor, of the 5th company, and another Ram Bkunut, Aheei, of the same 
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company, although I lccogni/ed tho ollici q, I cannot now lcmcmbci then mines The < oohci 
put down llio lied nnd leniamed npait m a supplmnt postmo m km, lest the\ might lie mur- 
dered too The sepoys then hegim to taunt flic Colonel, udling out “is the p irndcnell dtoss 
cd up now nnd then one 01 tuo of them hilh d lum with then Mioids Ills vife had n 
few articles of propei I \ with hei, nnd they f ud to hr 1 ‘ go along, w< wont hill i on, hut throw 
down all Hint you lull o” She took u picee ot s| nil with something tied up m it out ofhei 
pocket and gmo it to them Tin y look it, nnd (hen cut her down with thin tulwais 1 stood 
looking on liom a distance, a Builunm named Chow bey JFieii being with me at the time, 
nnd saw the sopois pass ou, killing the coipscs on the giounil Hcoi i thou went awai to the 
westwaul nnd I do not know whcie lie is now 

I then wont onwnuls to ilic Ganges and taw the English embarking in the boats Tust 
then, the sepoys nnd sow nrf> began tiling on them and wt the ho its in flames Cinnon 
opened at the same tunc fiom bofli sides of the nur, and the sowais urging then liorsrs into 
the wetci, cut down tlio s dubs who had leaped out of the hods .Ml tin links wciethu3 
mnssncied , but so I lieaid, tlie fern des nnd ehildien weio taken i iny to the S< ,ada home, 
and theie confined toi some tune, being nflciuauls 1 ikon to t ho Awmldy Booms 

A good many dai s aft erwnuls T was told that n poi lion of the troops hid gone out to 
Puttehpoio to oppose the alliance of i Bull h force from Allahah id Tie i loturned defeated 
nnd m confubion about 4 i* v, nnd the Bidnli mini w is uportulto he adinnuiig m 
admit, lblo ouloi I heaid that, the eienmg lftei, the ladies confined m lln As r mi'll Booms 
weie massacied am oflhein whostituieJ being killed the succeeding morning with tulwar-,, 
that the men were ot the mci lit lonoi class, md (hi i tinea the bodies into « well near tho 
spot The X ana’s whole mini mm died out towards ] iittilipoic after this massacre, hut 
returned beaten in the eienmg, and went on to tho westward, tlur hepois adusmg the po 
pulace to flee too, it thei did not w int to hi killed oi depnied of then religion— many ac- 
cordingly fled fl lie nc\l moaning the Bulith mini armed 

Q — Did you hear how matu ladies and iluldren wore put to death in the Assomldi Booms, 
tho day befoic the aunal of the Butisli A uni 9 

A — I heard that there weie ftnni SO to 300 

Q — Did ion hear hi whom, nnd v ilh wh it wcipons they weie killed ? 

A x ncuvu v, h id shot them down with lollcis 

<?— Dul ion lieai or scow hctlici tho ladies had ani food gnen to them when m caph- 

nty and if any, in whoso hands it was comeicd to them 9 

A— I did not hear who brought it to them, but I beard that they got dull nnd bread ta 
eat 

Q —Did vou ci ei hear that they bad taken am Ladv to the Xana’s stable to grind 
grain 9 

A — Xo, I did 'iot 

Q — Did lou eiei lieai tint ani s^poy or sowai , bad earned oil iny ladi 9 

Y— I heaid that a sowai did take mini a lidi, who people said was the Generals 
daughter, and that she had iftciuaids killed linn and thiown Leratli into a well in the city 
I did not hear of °ny other lady 

Q Did you rouisclf see am of the occuncnccs nt the attack batteries 

I neier went to flic Benches myself, but I used often to bear fiom sepoys m mr 
own Bazai that an ass uilt had been made 

® — B r ere you also fold who had made the assault ? 

A I sometimes heaid that the Aunnc Xawab was to make the assault, and sometimes 
that the “ Gilhs’’ Begnnent 1st X I was to do it 

Q —Did y ou ei er see the Xuune Naw ah at tho attack halteues 9 

A —I neier went and saw him at the woiks tliemscli e 3 , hut I fiequently saw hnn pass- 
ang my shop, on his way to them, i ith fiom 5 to 7000 Mussulmans Ac in his tram Eiery 
one vised to say at the time that ho was going there 
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No 20 — Deposition of Kail a Pershad, Moonshee, Resident of Can npoor — I was m the employ 
cf Mr Thomas Gi eenway, at the time of the outbreak at Cawnpooi In May 1S57 we lieai d of 
the mutiny at Meei ut , and about the end of the same month some G o\ eminent elephants were 
sent to the tieasurj , to lemoie the Treasme kept tlieic , hut the sepojs on guard would not 
allow it to he taken away , this cieated suspicions regaiding then intentions, attei which the 
entrenchments weie commenced, and the Is ana came infiom Bithooi 

On the 4th June 1S37, about lr w , my master took his family to the entienchments 
The troops mutinied duung that night I was in the cily at the time The nest day, the jail 
was broken open, the Ticasury plundered, and all the Bungalows set on Hie , after w hich the 
mutineers w ent oft towaids Ivulleaupooi But on the 6th of June, they leturned to Cawnpoor 
and laid seige to the entienchments the Nana placed himself at the head of the mutmeeis 
A general search foi all Clnistians ensued, who weie massacred wherever found On the 
Stli of June, apart) of tioopers and sepoy s were sent to Nujjufghui Captain Holland who was 
then fought with them , but ha\ mg run short of ammunition, he desired the sepoys to put 
an end to Ins life Aftei this the tioopeis and sepoj s hi ought as prisoners to, and confined m, 
the Saiada house, II i Bdwaul, and Ilrs Greenwaj, Hiss Bose Greenway, and the othei 
childien About two dajs aftei this, a sowai came to my house and toek me to the Saiada 
house, wheie the Nana was encamped Jwalla Pershad, who was cieated a Bngadiei, and 
Shah All, desnednie (using threats) to tell them wlicie my master kept all his money, I told 
them he had none placed anywhere, and begged them to aseeitam this fact from my master’s 
hiother and his wife, who weie pnsoneis, hearing which, Jwalla Peishad and Shah All, took 
me to Mrs Greenwaj, and requested hei to gne them 4 lacs of Bupees, piomismg to 
release hei , she replied she had no monej' m cash, but would gi\ e them an ordei on Calcutta, 
and requested to he renamed to her own house, till they lecened the amount, to this they 
would not agiee hut left her I was allowed to nsit Mrs Greenwav, and managed now 
and then to gn e her food, cooked bj my nmtei’s IChansamah and lus son, by paying the 
S' ntry a l upce each time , hut this w as soon stopped by the sepoys, though I continued i lsitmg 
her and obtained a few w oi ds with lici Aftei this, the Ladies and Gentlemen from Purmcka- 
bad weie brought in pusoners, and confined m the Sai ada house Mrs Jacobi the watch- 
maker s sistei -in-law, was confined m the same loom with Mrs Greenway The fight with 
the Europeans in the entienchments still continued On the the 23rd of June, Azimoollah 
and Brigadiei Jwalla Peishad, went to the Saiada house, and had an lhteiucw with 
Mrs Jacobi, who told tlifim she would get the entrenchments lacated, she told me the 
same day to bring liei. jew el hoi. which was m Azimoollah’s house I replied it was nnpoosi- 
sible to do so at such a time as this The ucvt da), 21tli dune, I saw Mis Jacolu proceed to 
the entienchments m a doolee, about 9 or 10 a m , and saw her return about 12 at noon and 
go to the Nana’s tent, where a consultation v as held, and it w as determined that the Europeans 
should leaa e the entrenchments On the 29tli, Bngadiei Jwalla Pershad and Azimoollali 
went to the entienchments, and entered into an agreement on oath, as the Nana’s agents 
On the 26th I visited my master m the entrenchments , lie desned me to procure him 300 Bs 
from some Mahajun, as he intended accompanj mg the others down to Allahabad, by water I 
mfoimed him of mj r liaung heard that the Nana’s intention was to mrssacre the Euiopeans, 
as soon as they left the entienchments, and on his asking, told him how I had heard it On 
the 27tli the Europeans left the entienchments, and were nearly all massacred at the Ghat, 
some ladies and children escaped, who with the wounded were convey ed to the Savada house 
About two days after this, they were remoied to a little house neai the assembly rooms 
I often \isited it and saw my master About 14 dajs aftei, the British troops approached 
Cawnpoor , and on the 15th July all the inmates, together with my iuastei w ere massacred 
The Nana fled and the station was re-occupied by the Butisli 

Q — "When j ou went to i isit the house near the Assembly Booim, how many Europeans 
mclusn e of children did you see 9 

A — I was not allowed to remain long m the bungalow, and therefoie cannot giye a cor- 
rect estimate, but I think there weie about 150 persons

A — None that I was sme of 

Q — How and when did vou hear o r the Nana’s intended treacheiy ? 
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A —Ever nftci I was taken prisoner and released by Bngadicr J walla Persbad, ho ordered 
me to bo in ntlendanco daily, and used to question me about my master’s money On 
tbe 25tli June about 4 i> m, Twnlla Per.lnd, and As-nnoolah relumed from tbo entrench- 
ments I was present at Shnb Ah the If olunl’8, who resided m t lie K urn’s tent iciandnli 
I overboard Jvvalln Pcrslmd, A/nnoolhtb, Shall Ah, Alimed Ah, Ynltcel, and another tharnb 
jemadar whoso name I do not lccollect, talking amongst themselves, saying this ms a good 
opportunity for getting rid of tbe Europeans 

q You were often present at the Kona’s, slate what poisons vere foiemost m tbo con- 

sultations ? 

A — Tbo consultations vere held inside tbo tent, into i Inch many persons entered, 
whose names I do not leinember, but Ahmed Ah Khan, Vakeel, and Urnin fungb, ditto, 
since deceased , and Moonsbeo , Tvalln Persian], who is non a Deputy Collector, these v.ero 
foremost in the consultations, and bad great influence

No 21 — Deposition of Latin Shunt cr Doss, Banter, Cannporc — In 3 fay 1S37, there 
was a rumom that tbe sepoys cherished an ill feeling towards Government, owing to tbe in- 
troduction of a nov cl kind of cartridge, after r Inch, new s of the Meerut outbreak wasre- 
ceived, m which it w as stated that many Europeans had been killed On Thursday, 4th 
June about mid-night, a firo was seen towards Cantonments, nud m the morning it was ru- 
moured that the troops had mutinied, plundered tbo Treasury, and bet fire to Cantonments 
On the receipt of these news, all business was stopped and shops closed The native resi- 
dents of Cantonments joining the mutineers, commenced sacking the fetation, after which 
the sepoys went awaj to Kullcanpoor, the shops still remaining closed lYc heard that the 
Kana had brought back the mutineers, cannon v ere placed on all sides, nnd tlio Cavalry 
were going about, searching for Eui opeaus to put them to dc ith The sepojs plundered 
tho Kunne Kawab s house, cairicd him avvav a prisoner mounted on an elephant After tins, 
fighting commenced at the entrenchments, anil the people hearing that tome boats cont lin- 
ing Europeans were coming from tbe west, gave notice ot it to tbe Is ana Four or five 
dajs after, about 10 o’clock in the morning, two troopers came to inv house, and made a pri- 
soner of me I had a guard of four men with bwords, which the troopers took away from 
them, and demanded 500 rupees of me, on mv refusing compliance thev took me away to the 
battery in charge of Kunne Kawab, who mado arrangements for mv release, on condition of 
a ransom of 30 rupees being paid, winch amount I gave to a trooper, who accompamed me 
to my houso for that purpose, and obtained my release, thus was plunder and violence ear- 
ned on 

Q — TYhen you were taken pnsoner to the Kunne Kawab’s battery, how was be engaged ? 
and what did j ou see ? 

A — The Kuwab was there, and personally oidered my release , this occured on the day 
when a shot fired from his battery set fire to a bariack within the entrenchments I was a 
pnsoner there, fiom 11 a ox till evening The Kuw ib w ore a sword, and with a telescopo 
in his hand was leconnoitnug , and a number of his own attendants, together with sepoys 
were with him 

<2 Did the Kuwab appeal to he a prisoner, or a freo agent ? 

A He did not appear to he under anj restraint, but was richly dressed, and m com- 
mand of the battery All the sepoys and his attendants were acting under his orders 

® ^ ou ^ 1!r ' e stated, that when the mutineers returned from Kuleanpoor, they plundered 
Kuwab Kunim s house, and took him prisoner , then how came Jic to have such authority ? 
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A — The statement made by me is perfectly correct At first, the Nuwab was taken as a 
prisoner, hut it appears that he was released, having come to terms with the Nana I have 
described faithfully what I saw — Moreover this fact is also well known, that on the day 
the Nuwab set fire to a barrack in the entrenchments, by a shot from his battery, the Nana 
made him a present of 5000 rupees Though some state that this amount was paid him as 
compensation foi^the loss sustained by him, owing to the plunder of his house It is also 
well known that the Nana had promised to make over Cawnpore to the Nuwab, should the 
defeat of the Europeans be accomphshed 

Q — When you were a prisoner at the enemy’s battery, and released by the Nuwab, were 
there any other persons of the city there p 

A — Many coolies &c residents of Ilujjun Para were there, who had been pressed to 
work by the sepoys, and many persons of the above place, and of the Artillery bazar, are 
cognizant ofthefactof my bemg taken a prisoner Moreover, a short time after, the Nuwab 
and Nana fell out, and it was lumouied that all the Mussulman troopers and sepoys were on 
the Nuwab’s side, and purposed putting the Nano to death On becoming acquainted with 
this, the Nana sent away^the Cavalry towards Euttehpore, and the Nuwab through fright, 
fled aw ay with a few sowars 

Q — Did you hear of the cause'of the Nuwab’s flight ? 

A — The people stated’thattlie Nuwab’s intention of killing the Nana, and taking Cawn- 
pore for himself, had become known to the latter, thei efore he fled , and again I heard that 
the Nuw ab had been brought back a pusoner , but a day or two after this, the British troops 
arrived, and both the Nana and the Nuwab fled

other ladies, and that they would plunder my house I offered them money not to do so, 
but still they would not listen A sowar then fired a pistol at me, but missed me , I then

To benefit myself I tell the ssTiolc truth "When the Troops mutinied at Cawnpore I 
svas tbeie A fesv da>s before the disturbance hiokc out, I svas summoned bs the Magistrate 
from the Torsur Thanah, and put up at a small house in tlio Palace of A glia Mir, father of the 
Xunney Xassab Sis. or seven da} s before tlio disturbance, tlio 1st Eegnnent and the 2nd 
light Cavalry conspired foi mischief Tlio Yana Bhoondoo Punt, Maliaratti, ssas summoned 
into Casvnpoie fiomBitthoor, by the Magistrate, ho came ssith tsso hi ass guns, and some fol- 
lossers, and took up his quaitors in his osvn house, at Xassab Gunge, near the Cutcherry 
The troopers of the 2nd Casalr} used to court the Xnna One da} , the date I don’t clearly 
remember, probably the 4th June, tho 1st Ecgiment broke into mutiny at night, then the 
SGtli and 53rd Eegiments mutinied and ssent to tho Ties sung ssluch tlies plundered, broke 
open the Jail, and after plundeung tlio placo ssent off to JCulyanpoie The next day Xana

were found Sev en 01 eight daj 3 after tins, I was summoned to the Nana's residence and 
became Kutwal of the City I was appointed because several Kutwals had been appointed in 
* tho course of the vi eek, but they could not get on Eirst Nazi ‘Wasecoodeen was appointed, 
and held the office for one dav, then Ilaji Khanum’s son whose name I forget, remained 
m office two or three dajs, then the Mahajuns of tho city, and Bidi Gunga Pcrshad, Tent 
Maker , and Jugul Kislior, Jewellei , and Budn, Pan Seller , and Shew Pei slnd, Kha/anclu , 
and others who had tnnsactions with the Nana, recommended mj appointment On this I was 
sent for, and when I was at the Nana’s house, Ahmed All, Tehseeldar, and officer of Police, 
gai e me full instructions and a purwana of appointment I was helpless accepted the post 
and entered on its duties I could not but carry out the foujdarec orders which were issued 
by the Nana and his officers His Cutcherry was arranged as follows the Nana’s was tho 
highest court, 2nd, that of Deputy Earn Lall 111 the Nana’s Court, Bala, and Baba Bliut, 
Azim Oollak and Jwala Pcrshad, Bugidiei, and others used to pass oiders Earn Loll had 110 

associate m his court, Moonshee Jwala Peishad was Earn kail’s confidential adviser These 
tw o did all the woik 

After some days it was determined that the Europeans should go to Allahabad X re- 
ceived a purwana signed by Nana Dhoondoo Punt directing me to get ready a number of 
boats as quickly as possible I sent buikundazes to call Lochan, Ghat Mangee, and Muddi, 
Mullah, Lochan’s seivant and Boodhoo alias Budii Das, and gave them the strictest injunc- 
tions to get the boats ready "When they werereadyand ordeis came to send carriage for the 
Euiopeans, I sent as many Palhees, Doolies, Eklcas, and Bhilies as I could collect The Euro- 
peans set off, m the carriage provided, for the Ghats, where they weie killed I did not go to 
the Ghat, foi I had heard before the Europeans came out, that they would be set upon and 
killed I heard this from "Waseeoodeen, Kazi of the city of Cawnpore, he explained that this 
was a good plan for getting tho Europeans out of the entienchments and killing them all 
The Kazi had authority ovei all the troopers of the car ally Pood was being cooked at Ins 
house from morning to night, all the orders and legal decrees, and order for the murder of 
the Euiopeans weie gi\ eu by the Kazi Thousands of the inhabitants of the city know that 
this was the case Moreover one day he extoited by thieats Es 500 from Eamdeen Collec- 
tory Khazarn lne, to feed therSowais, saying “that if the money w as not foitlicommg, his house 
would be plundered ” Let the Gov ernment ask this of Eamdeen on his oath Subsequent to this, 
the Kazi and Moulvie Sulamut Oollah one day having concerted together, got ready a green 
mahumdee flag and set it up on the open ground neai Moulvie Sulamut Ooll ih’s near the 
old Assembly looms The Mussulmans congregated round it fiom the eaily morning, and 
some measures were concerted By the afternoon more than 4,000 men were collected and 
went by way of the Edkhanah Gate to attack the entrenchments, w ere defeated and fled back 
All the Mahajuns and citizens know this, as well as the people hung m the neighbourhood 

"When the Euiopeans who left the entrenchment had been killed, all the ladies and 
women who survived were first placed in the Savada house and then taken to a small bunga- 
low near the issembly rooms After some days, the British Troops came from Allahabad and 
defeated the Eebels , Bala, the Nan i’s brother returned wounded Preparations were made 
for flight On that daj , all the ladies and women who remamed were muidered, and their bo- 
dies throw n into the well 

On that same date, in the night, when the Nana and rebel army fled, I also fled All the 
cash and property I possessed were in tjie Begum’s Palace in the small house I had at that 
time by me, near 600 Es in 8 anna and 4 anna pieci s This was the pioperty of Govern- 
ment I had altogether nearly 4,000 Es m cash by me, viz COO Es of Government and 
something over 3,000 Es of mj own C was going at night, and the Nunney Nawab was 
with me The Nawab asked me for some money, so I could not help myself and I gave him 
Es 500 and took Es 100 myselt for my own expenses Tho remainder I buried in two pla- 
ces My brothers Bukhtawur Singh °nd Buldeo Singh buried Es 1,000 tied up m a net bag 
under a Neern tree in the courtyard of the house I left all my property in a small room, 
and buried my money m a corner of the same and placed on the spot some rose water bottles

A — There can be no doubt but that the Troops when they had mutinied and gone off 
to Kuleanpore, were brought back fiom thence by the Nana and Baba Bhut Huudreds of 
men saw this I can give no one’s mne m particular 

Q — Did you see Moonshi Jowala Peishad working with Bam Ball in his Court 9 
A — I saw Jowala Peishad woikmg in the Cutcheiry with the Deputy Collector Bam 
Ball I have also seen him going to the Nana’s, whom he advised m all kind of matters 

Q — "While you weie Kutwal, how often yvere Europeans killed 9 and weie any killed m 
your piesence 9 

A — Once, when the Gentlemen who had come from Puttygurh w ere kil ed, and again 
when they came out of the entrenchment they were killed at the Suttee Chowia Ghat, also 
when the ladies and women who weie in prison weie killed I knew it This much I le- 
member, but others may liav e bc< n killed No Europeans w eie e\ er murdered before my eyes, 
for I remained at the Kutwali and nev ei went to look on

perfectly that I received 5 oi G purwanalis sending for them, signed by the Nana, on whose

A — Itwari, Bahadur, n nd his son, weie the head men of the executioners I used to 
send them, and they used to take others with them Bahadur is a resident of the city

A — By the orders of the Nana The dinner for the ladies and females (so long m con- 
finement) was piepared by cooks procured by the Kutwali, who took it to them

A — I don’t lemembei the Cooks’ names but Mahtabkbnn and Mebrabkhan, Biukundau- 
zes, and Jurab and Daud Beg, Bais, were employed m this work They can giv e the names

A — At first the ladies and women got their dal and bread to' eat, then ope day the cooks 
said, the ladies wont eat dal Bet us have as much nteat as can be procured at the cost of the

A — A slave girl of the Nana’s by name Begum, used to distribute the food She is now 
with the Nana

A — "When the British trobps advanced on Cawnpoor, and the action was fought at Aong, 
and Bala returned wounded, it was concerted at the Nana’s residence that the ladies and wo-

All Khan, TVukeel, and KaziTVusi-ud-deen Mussulmans weie always present Of Hindoos 
Jwallapuishad Brigadier, and Munshi Jon alia were frequently present, all used to aduse 
Q — Have you heard by whose hands the ladies were killed ? 

A — I have never heard by whose hands the ladies and women weie killed 
Q — Bhagee Sing, Thakoor Jagamatk, and Nararn depose they saw you at the massacre 
of the Suttee Chowra Ghat 

A — I did not go to the ghat where the Europeans were killed , had I gone I should not 
conceal it 

Q — What do you know about Thomas Malmg, Native Christian ? 

A — Thomas Malmg, Christian, with his younger brother and sister were imprisoned at 
the lcutwalli by theNana’s oiders Aftei a while I told them to become Mussulmans, with the 
intention of saving their lives, and sent them to Moulvie Salamut Oollah, who gave a futiya 
for the execution of Thomas Malmg and his brother But I concealed them and let them go, 
and told the Nana they had become Mussulmans In this manner they escaped

A — I ne\er stopped at the batteries, but used constantly to see them go armed to the 
batteries At Nunuey Naw ah’s house were all lands of English weapons, pistols, double bar- 
relled guils Ac , Ac -There was always a supply of English gunpowder which had been pur- 
chased from European merchants, at the Nawab’s House I have seen it mj self Gunpowder 
used to be sent from his house, and ammunition laden on kernnchis and gharries to Ins bat- 
teries Jteuz All, son of a one eyed pensioner was .a skilful aitillery man, he used to work in 
Nunney Nawab’s battery One day he threw a ball of fiosin into the entrenchments which 
set fire to a barrack and some tents I heard this from hundreds of men

A — I heard that it was raised by Azeem Oollah Khan, who took Moulvie Salamut 
Oollah with him The Moulvie m vain attempted to resist He also took all the residents of 
the City , and said “ if you don’t come I will blow you fiom the mouth of cannon , ” he must 
have also taken Kazi AYasi-ooddeen The sowais collected all the people, and took them to a 
house near the Canal and they took me also There wcie about 1,000 persons, men and 
women collected tliere The Kan a and Azeern Oollah ordeied the people to attack the En- 
trenchments Moulvie Sal imut Oollah and the people said, you first attack them, then we 
will They then sent the people away, and I also returned home I remember seeing 
the Niamey Naw ah , Azmi All Khan, Daiogali , Aglia Meer Shah All , Iteear Abe , Moulv le 
Salamut Oollah , Baker All, Kazi AVnsi-ooddeen , aud Ahmed All Khan, Yakeel , Moulvie

A — Hoolas Smg res'ded in the “Kliooul Malial” at Cawnpoie 
Q — Did Hoolas Sing ever give a giev Aiab Horse to Nunney Nawab 9 
A — The day the Nana and the rebel forces fled from Cawnpoie, Hoolas Smg at night 
gave Nunney Naw ah a giey lioise in my presence 

Q — Who mounted that hoi so, and where did lie go ? 

A — Nunney Nawab and Nawab Doolah that night, along w ith their families fled, and 
went to Ghatuinpoie I likewise accompanied them The boise was with us, but I do not 
remember who mounted the animal 
Q — What became of the Horse 9 

A — The Nawab had the lioise until we reached Humeerpore, and then the Nawab 
brought the animal back to Cawnpore After this I beard the Nawab gav e the horse to some 
gentleman 

Q — You were at Cawnpoie throughout the distuibances State how often, and in what 
manner were the ladies and gentlemen murdered, and who were the officers piesent with the 
Naua, and who accompanied the, rebel forces to fight against the English Troops 9 

A - — I onl\ went twice m the direction ot the Nana’s forces On one occasion when the 
Muhumdee flag was planted, I went to the Nunney' Nawab witli “Pan ” The Nunney Nawab 
was seated in i palankeen in the compound of the present Tclegiapk Office I gave him the 
“pan” and returned to my house I saw nothing more 

Q — AY hat was the Nawab doing there, and who else was with him ? 

A — I do not know whom he went to see, or on wliat account he went Theie were only 
two oi three Sowars with him at the time 

Q — Where was the Malmmdeo flag planted, who raised it, and who were present ? 

A — I did not see it, but heard a Mahommedan flag was planted somewhere, and that 
Moulvie Sulatnut Oollah took the flag to the spot And on the second occasion when the 
Nunney N twab fled across the Ganges, I was with his wife who was captured at the Ghat in

No 30 — Deposition of luoonshcc Zuhoorcc, son of Ji/csooL Snccpcr, AbJ arcc Dniogah, Cann- 
poor — In Maj 1S57, I heird ot the Meeiut outbreak and of the interruption of d iks 
About the end of the month, the uitienchmcnls at this place were commenced Atthis time 
the 1st regiment of Infmtn and 2nd Car aim stationed here, seemed to be in an excited state, 
when a sepo} named Jin Mahomed went to the Caralrr and held a consultation, which pio- 
ceeding was brought to the notice of the General hr Sub-nlar Bhowanee Sin g, and led to the 
confinement of Jin Mahomed On the till Tunc 1S57, at night, the 2nd Car ahy and 1st 
Light In fantrr suddenl} biokc out, andpioceeded townuls the Ti easui y at Nuwabgunge, 
and on the next morning, the othci two Tnfmtrj Bogiments 1, c, Gdrd and 5Gth joining them, 
bioke open the jail, and plundering the Treasury, piocceded towards Kulleanpoor , and it was 
rumouied that the Nana had also joined these mutineers On the next day 1 c, Satin daj r 
the Gth Tune, all the mutinous troops relumed to the station, accompanied by the Nana, 
who placed himself in command The first shot filed by the mutineers, was from the Suba- 
dar’s tank, on the house of Azim Alice, Daiogah of Oude, who then piesented himself before 
the Nana, accompanied bj his son , the Nana sent for Baku” All, and Nizam-ood Now la, who 
also joined him Aftei this tliej fired a cannon against tho house oi the Nunney Nawab and 
took him a prisoner, plundcimg all his piopeity Ilieaidof all these oecunences whilst 
at the residence of JeeT Ball, jemadar, at Gwal tola, and bclicie them to be true The same 
day, the mutinceis commenced flung at the entrenchments , the Citj was in a great uproar, 
t e burning and plundering of bungilows commenced, and all Chustians, both men and 
women, were put to death whereiei found Eiom the place of mj concealment at Gwaltola, 
^ e assistance of 15 men whom I had engaged, I had prousions conveyed during the night 
o ap am Sir George Paiker, Cantonment Joint Magisti ate, General Wheeler, and Major 
1 1 ins, in the entrenchments The fight continued, and a battery was erected neai the 
uie an Racquet Court, under command of the Nunney Nawab, wheie Buldeo Sing Ze- 
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mmd.u of Moiwah Seosa Mow, Jajmow, always remained m company witli the Maw ah 
A second battery uudci Mwah Bfikur All was elected near the riding school, and a third 
undei command of the Nana on the mall I did not see all these batteries, hut w as mfoimed of 
them b) diderent people The sweepeis who weie unfriendly to me, took and made over 
the membei s of my family to the mutineers and told them that they were a Christian family 
"When they were taken pusoners, the people of the City interposed and stated that they 
were Sweepers and not chustians, and should tkeiefoie, not he put to death on this represen- 
tation the mutmeei s released them, aftei which they concealed them sell es in the house of 
Bara, Sweepei Outlie 9 th June, I heaid that a number of Ladies and Gentlemen, and 
Children, together with their sen ants, about 126 souls, wei e taken pnsoneis by Heera Sing, 
.Towaluu Sing, and Puhlwan Sing, Zemindars of Nuwabgung, and made over to the Nana 
And I heaid they were massacied by his oidcis on the 10th June near the Savada house 
Jowahur Sing left the station on that vci y day, but Heera Sing the hi other of Jowahur Sing, 
and Pulilwan Stug a rel itne of Ins ai c still there After this, X heard of many European 
travellers bemg killed at difleient places On the 11th June I sent to the entrenchments, 
by Kul loo, Bhoodoo and 13 otheis a supply of eggs, sugai, bread, butter Ac , to Major 
Lai kins of the Artillery , these people weie taken pi isoncis by the mutineers and blown 
away ft om guns on tht ne\t day At the tune of then capture, they confessed that they 
had been scut by me, consequently a search was made foi me, when I stealthily left the sta- 
tion, bearing a note from Major Lai kins to Allahabid, with a gold ring set with 5 diamonds 
given to me by the Major’s Lady, these I delivered to the authonties at Allahabad I re- 
turned to Cawnpore in company with the European troops 

Q — You hare stated, that a battery was erected near the Racquet conrt under command 
of Nawab Nunna, and that Buldeo Sing Ac , weie with him Did you see the Nawab ? 

A —Prom the place of iny concealment I observed for many r days Nawab Nunna, 
Nizam ood-dowla, and Bakur Alii Khan, brothei of the Nawab , togethei with Buldeo Smg 
and Muusub All Ac , Zemiudais and a number of othei people going daily to the batteries 
accompanied by a number of armed men, and w is also told by others, that these people weie 
going to the batter es I saw the Nawab and his biothers mounted on hoiseback 

Q — Did you hear whether the Nawab went of his own accoid to the battpnes, or was 
he taken theie, as a prisoner by the Nana’s men ? 

A — I do not think he went tlioic as a prisoner But ceitninly on the Hist day, when 
the mut neeis returned fiom Kullccanpoor lie was taken a pn&onei to the Nana, but after 
that, he went about the battcnes of Ins ow u accoid, accompanied by a host of attendants 
It was also rumoui cd that the Nina had pioansed to make over Cawnpore to the Nawab 
Thousands of peisous residents of tins place know all this AYlien the members of my family 
were taken pnsoneis on Stli June, I left Gwaltola and went to Buldeo Smg Ttwarry’s 
house, iu Iurswan, and hid myself on the housetop fioin whence I could see Nunna Nawab 
going to the battcnes daily and also Tceka Sing and Jwalla Persliad, who were commandants 
of the mutmeei forces

Q — IVIien the mutiny broke out at Cawnpore, where weie you ? 

A — I was in the station 

Q — State cleaily and tiuly, the occuiiences that came under youi observation ? 

A — In the month of May, I heaid a lumour of the mutiny of the Meemt troops , the 
Nana came from Bithoor vv ith guns Suddenly one night a fire broke out at the Cav all y lines, 
and in the morning I heard that the troops of the station had mutinied, broke open the jail, 
and plundeied the trcasuiy, affcei which they went away towaids Kulleanpoor On the nest 
morning I was told that the Nana had brought back the mutinous troops, which caused a 
great commotion Europeans were put to death, w herever met with , and the sepoys com- 
menced plundering , cannons were discharged in the dnection of the Church, and it was 
rumoured that the Nunna Nuwab had been plundered The troopeis were scattered about, 
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at the different Muliajuns’ residences, extorting money When the fight commenced at the 
entrenchments -11 the bad characters of the cih joined the mutineers, and all Christians were 
massacred wherever found There were fout batteries erected against the entienehment, 
'sunnev Xiwabv asm charge of the batten near the Racquet Court, and the batten neai the 
Artillerv stables was I think commanded by Xuuab Bakir All, the other battenes were 
occupied by the sepoys and troopeis and the Xana’s men 

q — Did you personally see these men on the batteries, or only beard of them ? 

A — I E aw them pei sonally, and on one occasion at noon, I was sitting at a well near 
the Horse Artillerr bazaar, when a trooper made a prisonei of me and t iking me to the 
Xuwab’s battery told me to remain there in attendance on the sepoys giving them think I 
was then compelled to remain there till the evening, and it was then that I saw the poisons 
on the d fierent batteries 

Q — State who this Xuwab was, and how was he engaged 9 

A — He w as the Xunney Xuwab, and was seated on a chair in the Racquet Court, with a 
hookah placed before him The sepoys and a number of other men were m attendance Guns 
were being fired Sometimes the Xuwab would he walking np and down the Racquet Court, 
and at other tunes he w ould come out of the place 

<3 — "Was the Xuwab m confinement or was he free ? 

A — He was not under any restraint, hut appeared to he the commander and master 
of the place, even one obeyed the orders given by him 

Q —You have stated that the Xuwab was plundered by the mutineers, how then was 
he on their side and engaged in giving orders ? 

A — I hn\e stated whatever I heard and saw On the first day the Nnwab’s house was 
plundeied, but afterwaids I heard that he and the Haim and the mutineers had made fnends, 
and the Huwab was m full authority, and alvvaj s remained at the battery giving orders This 
fact is well kuown to thousands 

Q — When you were brought a prisoner to the H uwab’s batteiy, did you see any other 
brahmin there, w hom y ou knew ? 

A — Yes there was another man named Bajay Ball, a brahmin, who was taken up tho 
Eame time as myself, and there were tvv o others, named Muttra, a brahmin, and Ram Per- 
shad, Tew any, who were engaged m giving dunk to the sepoys 

Q — Where aie the two latter named peisons now ? 

A — They are liv mg at Poorana Gunj, at Cawnpoor 

Q — How often did you see Europeans murdered ? 

A — It is impossible to recollect this, hut I often heard, that as many Europeans ns 
were found at different tunes were always massacred On one occasion I saw a number of 
Europeans massaeied m the Savada house about 4 r xr by the Hana’s orders 

Q — When the Europeans left the entrenchments for the ghats, w bat occurrences did 
you ohserv e 9 

A — I did not leave my house on that day, but heard of the massacre, and that several 
ladies nnd children w ho escaped it, w ere put into confinement , and that a trooper had carried 
away Major General Wheeler’s daughter I also heard that this lady put an end to tho 
troopei , nnd threw herself down a w ell 

Q — Did you hear where this took place, and into which well the lady threw bciself ? 

A — I do not know any thing regarding this 

Q — Do von know any thing of the massacre of tho ladies and children, who wero 
m confinement ? 

^ ^ hen Hvc European troops reached ruttehpoor, and the Xann and Ins troops fled, 

the me^a-re took place I did not hear by whom and how they were massacred

Q — "When tlie mutiny bioke out at Crwnpore, tv here weie you ? 

A — I w is at mj house in C iwnpore 
Q — State v. Int you know of the outbreak 

A — In the mouth of May, a rumour leached Cay up ore that the ISTatrve troops had 
mutinied atcMeenit Some days after tins, the Regiments at this station also bioke out, and 
I heaid that the 2 nd Caaalry, and the 1st N I took the lead The nest day, the othei Regi- 
ments also broke out, "ud all of them conjointly bioke open the Jail and plundering the 
Treasury, pioceeded towards Kulleanpoor I also heard that on the invitation of the Nana 
all the mutineers returned to the station, and a fight ensued between them and the European 
Troops w ltlnn the entrenchments A number of Christians were killed, then houses set on 
file, and all tiieir piopeity plundered and destroyed I became alarmed and retued to my

A — The Nunncj Nan ah w as at the battery near the Racquet Court, Nawab Balcur All 
was at the ono near the Church, and on the othei two, the sepoj s, and a number of the

A — I ficqucntly saw the Nawab’s comojance going to, and returning fiom the battery 
m question, and I often saw bun seated there on a chan with a table placed before him On 
one occasion, about three o’clock in the afternoon, some of the Nawab’s men took me forcibly 
to the batter 3 , and told mo to remain theie, and supply w ater to the men I spoke to the

A — "When the fight was going on within the entrenchments, I saw a number of persons _ 
shot to death on the plain neai Saiada house, and was told that they had come from some 
other station On the same day, a pei son named Mi W llliams, a writer, w as brought a prisoner 
from Colonelgunge lie w as know n to me, and I went some distance with him, but when , 
I saw the massacre, I left the place

companied on foot, and the G-eneial, his Lady and Daughters, the Adjutant Geneial, Brigade 
Major, Captains Thompson and Delafosse, and we foui servants emhaikedxn one boat, deposit- 
ing the things we had m it The other English weie emhukmg m other boats when a shot 
was hsaid, two or three boats weie set on fue, and a great outcrv and noise arose At tins 
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we all became terrified, but the General ga\ e the boatmen a present of a bag of 1,000 rupees 
and thoy pushed off "When we had gone a little way below the a illage of Chojhmow, about a 
gunshot distant from the Suttee Chowra Ghat from which we had staited, a cannon ball hit the 
stern of the boat I do not know from which bank it came The boat swung round and all the 
sahibs became ternfied Captains Delafosse and Thompson jumped out, and one of the Gene- 
ral’s daughters follow ed, whether the elder or the younger, I cannot lemember We four men 
then leaped out too I do not know wliat became of Captains Delafosse and Thompson, or 
which side the boat went to I howevei saw a Camliy Sow at take Miss Wheeler out of the 
Nulla We lan off and hid in a Jhao Jungle , when we came out, Baja Suttee Peishad of 
Sheorajpore who was there on horseback, nirested ns, and put us m confinement in Mouzah 
Sheoiajpore We remained t’ueie in confinement 11 or 12 days When the intelligence of the 
nppioach of the Butish aimy arrived, we weie sent to the house of Earn Bullish, Baboo, in 
Dlioondeea Khera, who kept us prisoneis in the stocks for 20 days He then released us on our 
pionnsing not to enter the set vice of Europeans again, sending us across the Ganges I went 
to Cnwnpoie, and the other three to their homes, the locality of which I am not aware of 

Q — Wliat happened after the Sowar took Miss Wheelei out of the water ? 

A — I did not see whether he took her away or killed her 

Q — Did you know and recognize the boatmen to whom the General gave the 1,000 Bu- 
pees in your pi eseuce ? 

A — He gai e the bag in my presence, and I looked well at the boatmen, but I do not know 
their names The General had many bags with him, and when we left the entrenchment he 
wished to give each of ui a bag of 1,000 Eupees as a present, but we said we vv ould not accept 
them until we had seen lnm safe to Allahabad He gave 1,000 Eupees to an Ajah who had 
remained m the entienchment, but whose name I do not know , and she brought the money 
out of the place when the garrison evacuated it A sepoy however snatched it fiom hei and gave 
her a blow with his tulwar I saw this fiom a distance as I was going along with the 
General 

Q — How do you know that the NunneyNawab and Nawab Bakin Alee weie in the attack 
battei les 9 

A — We used to see them e\ ery day from the entrenchment, and liundieds of men of the 
Eegimental, aitilleiy, and other bazars, in Caw liporo know they were , having actually seen 
them theie One day the Nunuey Nawab with about 50 of the Cavaliy made an assault on 
the entienchmeut at about 3 p ir, and fought with Captain Yibait of the second Cavalry, 
and a Serjeant who weie on the embankment I mj self saw the Nawab shoot the officer 
through the chest, and the Serjeant was wounded by a shot tiom a sowar The alarm was given, 
and the Nawab and Ins sowais all turned and lan away Bock the Captain and the Serjeant 
died that day 

Q — When you accompanied the General out of the entrenchment did you see Colonel 
Ewart of the 1st N I 9 

A — I did not know the names of the Officers of that Begnnent, but I know that the 
Colonel of the Corps was wounded by a bullet and was carried out of the entrenchment that 
day on a Charpoy, his wife accompanying hun I know nothing more about him 


No 34 — Deposition of Jholcun, servant of the late Colonel Williams of the 56th Regi 
went N / 

I entered Colonel Williams’s service about November 1856 at Bousee On oui ainval at 
Cawnpooi, there was no sign of what was to follow The caitndge question used to be 
talked about, but it did not seem to engross much attention The 53rd and 56th N I 
showed great lukewarmness until the mutiny actually bioke out The 1st N I and 2nd 
Cavalry were at the bottom of it, and were the mstigatois I had no idea of what was likely 
to take place until I had gone into the entrenchments with my master Bub on the 1st N I 
and 2nd Cavaliy breaking out I felt that the troops weie uresistably gone The officers 
I left m then tents at the Eegimental lines, ten daj s before they went into the entrench- 
ments All laches and house serv rats used to go down to the line3 at night and the chow- 
kedars and syces used to remain at the houses The Colonel used to conv erso with the men 
in the evening and do his best to allay their apprehensions regarding the cartridges and 
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apparently with success I dont know what took the officcis mlo tlio entrenchments, is there 
■uas no actne domonstniion on the part of tlio troops to lead me to suppose that id was from 
fear of an immediate att ick J could nol liuai of mv mecuugn among the scpojs t dung place 
befoie the officcis went into tlio cntienclimenls , tlicj nr) haiedonoso without nn know- 
lcdgo My v.oik kept mo at my mablei’s home and I lud no oppoi tumt\ olheninguTiy 
thing I accompanied in) inaitci into the cnticnthmenls All the sen intswent ilso, with the 
eieeptaou of the «)ccs My 111 a toi took hut 011 c horse, the s)cc on which went with him 
Bmhoo Smgli, Sepoy of Id Company , w cut into iho entienchmenls with Colonel Willi ims 
Foi the fii»t four dajs the oideilics used to attend on then officcis On the night of the <lth 
June, aftci tlio otcupafiou of the cnticnchnii nt, tlio 1 >1 X T and 2nd Lfc C Haiti hi oke out 
and inaichcd to Kulliannooi The ofliccrs in the ontienclnnenla wcic niare of the Ca\ dry 
going, foi they saw then lines on fnc and made re id) foi an attack Therowas iicport 
tint the 1st Regt Xitno Infantiy had gone oil with the Cnalij, which proied correct m 
the morning On the otli fnno, nil the offic rs in the cntienchmeiits keeping two oi three 
Berianls with them, told tlio others to load ill then propci t\ in the Bungalows on hods, and 
when this was done to mfoim them , aftei winch the ho its wcie to go to Allahabad On this 
ordei I left the entrenchment and assisted in taking mi maslci’s piopcity to the boats He 
could get no coolies, so wc had to earn the tinners ouisohes After the 1st Is T and 2nd Lt 
Cavalr) had gone, the ofliccis of the 5 Ird and 50th wont down to the lme3 of then respc< tlio 
Regiments who were assembled according to the oideis of their Ohicers on paiade I had gone 
away to help to load tlio boats After this T neier euteied the entrenchments I w is occupied 
on the ho its on the Gth of Tunc v hen about 10 a at we all heard the lirot gun fired hi tlio 
rebels, and lcaiiugwoik ran towards the entrenchments, but iound it was surioimdcd hi lehel

getting an) oursclies Tor 10 dais the fight went on with onls slight cessations at night 
The guns of the lcbels were freel) answeied hi the besieged for the first fo lr dus, after 
this the fire was very slack, audit was onls at long mtci als thes hied, except in the case of 
an assault, when the firing was moieiapid The last two dais there w is a cessation fiom 
firing while some treaty was being made On enquiring fiom Baichoo Smgli tlm cause of 
this sudden cessation, lie told me that i letter had been lccencd hi the Xaui from the en- 
trenchment, and that both pai tics wcie tieitmg, aud tb it in a short time theofiiceis would 
come out Ei en afcei the cessation of hostilities wc were not allowed to go md see our 
masters On the moinmg of the 2Gth .Tune, tbiee ofiiccis of the 5Glh, n lined Goad, Fagan and 
Warde, mounted on an elephant, aud two Euiopcaus whose names and R.gts I don’t know, 
mounted on another elephant, came out of the entrenchments ^nd went to them er to in- 
spect the boats The gardener and 1 taking some gi apes, w ent up to the officers and told 
them that we were in a stalling condition anl wanted to come to orn masters in the en- 
trenchment They said “no you can’t come with us hut we shall come out to-moi row and 
you shall accompani us down to Allahabad in boats” Messis Goad and Waide each gaic me 
2 Rs After inspecting the boats they icturncd to the entienchments I asked these officers 
about my master and mistiess aud the other officers oi the 3Gth They told me that my 
master Colonel "Williams, Major Prout, and Captain Holliday had died natural deaths Lt 
Chalmers bad been shot, the lestweiewell The) also told mo my mistress was well hut 
slightly wounded, and that Miss 1 was dead llci death was caused by fright at the can- 
nonade, and that she was not wounded On the 27th June, a little before 6a ii as many as 
could walk came out, some of the wounded m doolies, others of whom were left behind m 
the entrenchments This part of my narr.atn e was witnessed by me The party fiom the 
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entrenchment was unarmed and surrounded by sepoys I had great difficulty m reaching 
my mistress I saw Baiclioo Singli at the ghat and ashed him to procure an interview with 
my mistress for me He said it v as impossible, that the men vv ould shoot him it he attempted 
such a thing Aftei much persuasion he took me to the Havildai Major of the 36th N I 
who said the thing was impossible I appealed to him, and begged him to remember the 
kindness he had received fiorn the Colonel After persuasion, he sud he could not show his 
face before the Colonel’s lady, hut dnected four sepoys to take me to my mistress and to 
prevent my being disturbed The Havildar's name was Amundee Deen Misser I was then 
taken to my mistiess, with whom were her two daughters, Miss k * and Miss 1 * They wCro 
in a wretched plight, scorched and blistered by the sun My mistress had a slight bullet 
wound on her upper lip She told the same story as the gentlemen of the 56th, above 
named, that my master had died on the night of the Sth of June My mistress then asked 
about the property left m the h mse, and enquued about all the servants , she enquired par- 
ticularly after the cook who I told her was residing m “ G-eneial Gunge ” She then told me 
to go and fetch him, as she wanted him to go down to Allahabad with her, and told me to 
go to her son in the hills and inform him of all that had occurred I leplied, that my child 
was m Ciwnpore and that I could not leave him She told me then to take my clnld to my 
house, and then to make every endeavour to join hei son as soon as the roads should be open, 
and to show her son the spot wdiere the Colonel was bui led I told her I did not know the spot 
She said the syce who remained with them in the entrenchment would show it I then went 
to call the cook As I was returning with him to the boats we heard musketiy, and both of 
us ran to the river to see what was the matter On reaching the banks of the river, I saw 
that the Europeans were all on board the boats, and being fired into 5 of the boats were 
on fire Men and women jumped into the water which was over their waists, when the sepoys 
went in with then swords, and cut them up I could not bear the sight any longer, so went away 
to the Bungalow I heard from B uchoo Singh that 112 women and children had been saved and 
taken to the Savada He told me that Miss f A and Mis * Jr were there I then went to see 
them, hut could not get near them on account of the sentries, but saw that food was being 
distributed to them It consisted of native bread, and milk I lemonstinted with Baichoo 
Singh and begged of lum to supply people who had lived m a very difteient way, with better 
food He gave me 8 annas to go to the bazaar and buy some sweet-meats I did so Bnt on 
my return was prevented going to the ladies The Havildar Majoi again got me pel mission 
to go to them Miss * * and Mre * came into the verandah to meet me Miss " A repeated 
her mother’s injunctions about my going to her brother I gave them the sweetmeats, and 
had little time to speak to them , for seeing me, the othei ladies came out into the verandah , 
on which the sentries turned me out I got 4 annas from Baichoo Smgh and started oil 
the nevt mornmg towards my house in Oudh I reached my home, and placing my child 
there, I started for Colonel "Williams’s son I got as fai as Byram G-hat, where I was stopped 
and not allowed to proceed fuithei I then returned again to my house On Lucknow being 
occupied by the British, I again went and attempted to get to Colonel Williams's son , 
but was this time made a prisoner on the suspicion that I was seeking employment among 
the British, and kept m confinement for a month in the Begum’s camp at Boondee Since 
then I have been seeking for Mi Williams

I reside ncai the encamping giound at Choteypore "When tho mutiny broke out at 
Cawnpore, the men of my ullage took ada antage of it to plunder and create disturbances 
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Two days after the Cawnpore mutiny, a detail consisting of two Tioops of the 7th Cav dry and 
2 Companies of the 4Sth 17 I, fi ora Lucknow encamped at Chotevpore On their ai rival, 
the distuibances lmmedi itely ceased, hut the nest day we heard lumouis that this party had 
also joined the Naua On the following day, (it was Tuesday the 9th June,) about noon, a bugle 
sounded, and there was an uproar m the Camp I went to the top of my house and saw-three 
Europeans mounted They fled by the road to the east of the encamping ground, and were 
pmsued by the Sowars Finding the road to the east occupied by Sepoys, they turned to the 
south, followed by the troopers who were firing at them Some men of my village joined the 
mutineers The three officers were murdeied about a mile from the encamping ground by the 
village of Tmheea The tioopeis shot them Being on bad terms with some of the Rajpoots 
of my ullage, they took advantage of the disturbance to bung some of the Sepoys to plunder 
my house I fled to Bitthoor and took lefuge with Geslnee, Put wane, who told me shortly af- 
terwards that the troops encamped at Choteypore had brought m the heads of some Euro- 
peans At dark I w ent to the house of the Rao, the bTana’s nephew, w here the heads were ex- 
posed There were thousands looking on, and I recognized the three heads as those I had seen 
at Choteypoie A gentleman and a lady were also brought into Bitthoor by the mutineers 
The lady was in a dooly They were not murdered v bilst I was there, and I do not know what 
became of them ' 

Q — Can you give a description of the three murdered officeis p 
A — I only saw them from a distance and could not desenbe their features 
<3 — •Describe the Gentleman and Lady brought m prisoners 
A — The gentleman was middle aged, and the lady, young, and pregnant 

Q — Can you name the men of your ullage who joined the mutineers in murdering the 
officeis ? 

A — Yes, some of them Lochun Sing, Bhugwan Sing, Geshne Sing, Dulman Sing, Mun- 
rahun Sing, with others whose names I do not recollect 


No 3G — Deposition of Maun Sing, Brahmin, resident of Nanoo 

Two or three day s after the mutiny at Cawnpore, some sepoys and sowars accompanied 
by thieo Europeans, encamped on the Choteypore encamping ground close to my village, 
and near to which, I was at the time, engaged in watching some mangoe trees One day I 
heard a disturbance m the Camp and shots fired I saw three Gentlemen on horseback pur- 
sued by sowars Some Thakoors and Rajpoots joined the mutineers, on seeing which I fled to 
my home The next day I saw the headless coipses of the three Gentlemen, on the road from 
the encamping ground to Tmheea. 

Q — Who were the men that joined the mutineers p 

A — Bijool Sing, Meerahedun Sing, Geshreo Sing, Punchum Sing, Bhugwan Sing, and 
several others

My house is close to the encamping ground at Choteypore I do not remember the day, 
but after the mutiny at Cawnpore, some troops encamped there On the third day, m the af- 
ternoon there was a disturbance m the Camp, and from the top of my house, I saw the Sowars 
pursuing three Gentlemen who were on horseback Some of the Rajpoots of my village joined

A — As I was not liked by the sepoys and the Nana’s men, I did not venture to stir 
from the Thanab, but Appa Jee, Imchmun Bhaluee, Lall Earn, and Juggurnath Deechut 
used to go out of the place and witness what was going on The Baee’s men used to come 
eveiy day to see me, bunging me food and gmng me all the news I remember having 
heard that on Tuesday the 9 th June, a gentlemen, and a lady who was with child, and three heads 
of some Europeans, were biought into Bithoor by some sepojs and Bowars who carried 
them to the Eao , and that when the sepoys intended putting the two former to death, the 
Baees interfered and had then lives spared So the lady was kept in the Biura Sahib’s house, 
and the gentleman together with the heads were sent to the Nana These frets were commu- 
Uicated to me bj Bulwunt Eao, the Baec’s brother Some days after, the lady aboie alluded 
to was delivered of a daughter, and the Baees caused gieat care to be taken of her Ene 
or six days aftei this, a boat containing 45 or 4G Europeans together with some ladies and 
children were sent to Bithoor by Jussa Smg, Zemindai , their boat was brought and moored 
opposite the Tkanah I saw it from a distance, but Appa Jee Eunth and Lalla Earn, went 
out of the Thanab and saw the boat, and Choonee Sing Chowdree, who was appointed 
Thanadai, called out to Juggunnath Deechut, now deceased, to come out and see his friends 
the English He accoidmgly went out to see them I was informed, that the Eao treated 
these Europeans very kindly and sent them food The next day m accordance with instruc- 
tions leceived from Bala, they were all sent to Cawnpoie Koosaba Khiranee-gn, and 
Koondoo Eunth, two of the Nana’s oflieeis, were sentmchaige of them When the entiencli- 
ment w r as i acated, the Nana and Bala came to Bithoor , the former took his seat on the 
throne, m honor of which salutes were filed, the city and other places illuminated, and khillutB 
distributed, after which Bala returned to Cawnpoor, and the Nana remained at Bithoor 
for five or six days, when he also returned to Cawnpoor owing to a dispute having arisen m 
the troops, regaiding the distribution ot salary and rewards A slioit time after this, when 
Europeans troops reached Caw npoor from Allahabad, and the Nana was defeated, he came 
back to Bithoor, and taking away his valuables, retreated towaids Teekapoor Ghat, and the 
European troons came into Bithoor The Nana left during the night, and I quitted the 
Thanah the next morning, had the re establishment of the British rule proclaim cd,*hnd 
presented Government propeitj being lemoved from the palace When General Havelock 
reached Bithoor, I sent to him Appa Jee Eunth, and gave intimation of the Go\ eminent 
property which the son of Naiain Eao Subadai had removed, and whateiei Government 
piopeity I could collect I made over to them 

Q — "What became of the lady who was kept in the Burra Sahib’s house ? 

A — The day that the Nana left Bithoor, the guard placed over her put her to death 
b} his orders

and then taking it to Shoolcul-deo Gh it, c limed the gentlemen, 1 ulies anil children to leare it, 
nnd putting them on two hackeries coiered with ‘utkee, took them to the K 10 at the palace 
It was about 0 v sr when ther re iclicd the P date, it wis raining it the tune, nnd the Kao 
seeing the Europeans, ordered them to he t then to the hurra sahib's house, which wrs done 
In the morning, food w is sent to them, the gentlemen and ladies were about Jo in number and 
one of them was c died Colonel On tho same dnr on receipt ot an order from the Nana, tho 
Kao sent them all to Cnwnpoor 

Q — Did 3 ou see the gentlemen sent from Bithoor to Cnwnpoor 9 JTow many were there ? 

A — The Europeans wero brought to the p dace about 9 r nr and were sent from it to the 
hurra sahib's house, nnd on tho newt day about 3 i> nr the} were all sent aw it on carts, to 
Cawnpooi, and woio accompmicd by sowars and sepoys through fear I did not approach 
them so closo as to he able to count how umn 3 ’ ladies and children were with them 

Q — "Winch of tho Nana’s officeia accompanied the Europeans from Bithoor to Cawn- 
poor ? 

A — Kosaba Ghirancc Gir, IMnliralta Bapoo Ivan Lutta and several others, whose names 
I do not remember 

Q "Were any other Europeans brought in to Bithoor ? 

A— No 
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Q — "What became of the lady who was pregnant, and'-rraa hopt m the hurra sahib's 
house at Eithoor 9 

A — Y/hen the Nana letieated from Cawnpoor, and passed tbiough Bithoor, he ordered 
the sepoys and sowars to put her to death, which whs done I only heard of thiB occurrence 
and did not witness it 

Q — "When did the Nana leach Bithoor, and when did ho leave it 9 

A — I believe he came on Thursday the 16th July, and left Bithoor on Friday night 
the l7tli July 

Q —"Was there a women called Begum, m the Nana’s employ 9 

A — There was a slave girl named, Uosseinee Ehanum, of the Maharajah's time, who 
was called Begum 

Q — Were theie any other slave-girls besides the one above named ? 

A — Theie were two or three otheis, but I do not remember their names 

Q — Give a description of the woman called Begum ? 

A — She was tall, fur eomplexioned and about 25 or 30 years of age 

Q —When the Nana was at Cawnpoor, w here was this Begum 9 

A —She generally was in attendance on Oula, a prostitute, and was with her at 
Cawnpoor 

Q — Where did the woman named Oula leside 9 

A — She hi ed with the Nana 

<2 —Did you ever see her 9 

A — Yes, I frequently saw her 


No 41 — Deposition of Ihngun, Ayah 

I was ui the employ of Mr J Palmei, Deputy Collector of Furruckabad Some time in 
June last, I think it was in the beginning of the month, my master with his wife and eight 
children, left Futtey gliur A parti of nearly 190 Europeans including women and children 
embaiked at 10 r it , m fi\ e boats, intending to proceed by water to Cawnpore Whilst pas- 
sing Dhurmporc at noon, the Zemindai llurdeo Buv. tried to persuade us to remain with him, 
it being unsafe to go on The Judge aud Collector of Furruckabad with 2 or 3 military offi- 
cers all in one boatiemaincd at Dhurmporc We had not proceeded moie than 2 coss when 
wo were fired at by a large bodv of insurgents I believe there weio about 5,000 One boat 
was plundered, the Europeans lied and I lmow not what became of them Rupees 2,000 was 
raised and paid for permission to depart when the thiee remaining boats proceeded on to Koo- 
sumkhore, about 2 coss Here the insurgents again attacked us, their fire was returned Horn 
the boats, and I heard Mr Palmer say that they had killed 3 men, but on our side, only Mr 
Toes was wounded He w as u oilnded in the thigh, and reached Cawnpore alive On the 
second day we aimed opposite Bitthooi, were fired at and the boatmen were hailed from the 
bank, and ordered to bung the boats to , they said this could not be done as the boats con- 
tamed 700 Europeans It was however found impossible to proceed as the rebels had posled 
Guns on the banks between Nauab gunge and Cawnpore The Lucknow bank was swarm- 
ing with msui gents and the boats were thoiefore brought too on the Cawnpore side A mes- 
senger was fiist desp itched to gam information of the Europeans at Cawupoie, but could 
not get into the entienchments We heard the filing of cannons A communication was then 
opened with the Nana What answer was leturned I do not know, but no further letters were 
sent On the third day, e irly m the morning (it was botween 5 and 6 o’clock whilst the gen- 
tlemen were dnnlung tea) filing suddenly commenced from the Cawnpore bank A cannon 
ball struck the boat I was with my master m one of Mi Buerly’s boats, like a Budgeiow 
The Europeans jumped into the water nearly up to their waists All the arms they had, (a 
laigo number) were thrown into the river On the second shot being fired, we ciept into some 
high grass near the boats This was set on fire and two ladies weie burnt We then again 
rushed into the n\ei, about 100 sowais of the 2nd Cavalry rode into the water and took us 
prisoners Our hands were tied behind oui backs, and then attached to along rope Weweie 
taken to the Subadar’s tank at Caw upore It took us a long time to get there, foi the ladies 
and children were without shoes and stockings, and then feet were bleeding It was evening 
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^-ten we readied the Subndar’e tan! The hard-he tried son irs « ould only alloy a "handful of 
yaterto each European and refused to give them more At this place 16 hackeries wei a 
procured , tor the Europe ms saul the> could go no further, and in these all 190 yerc taken to 
a plain heyoud the canal dll tho sen auts had fled hut an Ayah, a Blue, 1 Mehti races, aud 
a su eeper, yith mj self, yho follow ed the party Earl} m the morning iv e reached the rebel camp 
at Jewhee Medaun It yas about 700 paces fiom the entrenchment, and firing yas going on 
betyeen the British and the rebels The European gentlemen yere made to sit m one row, 
their hands yere all tied, the ladies and children yere placed in fiont of them A Eesaldar 
and Subadar mounted on horseback came and ordered the whole of the Europeans to be killed 
The soyars of the 2nd Cavalry with some 300 sepoi s commenced firing on them, and some 
poor childien who were not lulled by the musquetiy, weie cut in half, dmding them at the 
legs into two parts 

Q — Did you see this P 

A — Tes, I say all this with my own eyes, for I was sitting abont 30 paces on one side 
The Nana was not present BLay God take a engeance on Iran and these cruel men Two pits 
yere aug aud all the bodies thrown m I w as kept m confinement three days, when a sepoy 
released me and told me to fly I do not know his name 

The 2nd Cavalry and a native regiment weie encamped at this place, and they had a 
number of guns firing at tbe entrenchments, the Butish I beard bad only two guns 

Q — "Were the prisoners ill treated P 

A — No, they were not ill treated beyond what I bare stated 

Q — Were tbe ladies dishonored P 

A — No, they weie not 


No 42 — Deposition of Nanucl Cfnind Mahajun of Cawnporc 

Q — In the narrative of events furnished by you, under date 7th June, you state that 
Ahmed Alie, Vnkeel, went about armed in company with Baba Bhut , who are the witnesses 
to this P 

A — He was seen by many But the people of this city do not give a correct account of 
the disturbances, though I think it questioned some would state the truth IMunshi Kalka 
Peishad m the employ of the late Sir Greenway, and Eutteh Sing, could give evidence re- 
garding Ahmed Abe It is a well kuown fact that when the Nana gave ordeis for tbe impri- 
sonment of tbe Nunney Nawab, on tbe supposition that Ins great intimacy with the Malio- 
medan Sowais aiose from a plot against tbe Nana, the Nuwab was released on the security 
of Ahmed Alie Vakeel The Nunney Nuwab told me that Ahmed Abe was the means of 
saving lum from impnsonment 

Q — Who are the witnesses to the murder of the Superintendent of roads, and tli9 
gentlemen of the Canal Department, by Komeer Sing, as stated under date of June 8th P 

A — Many of tbe villageis were witnesses of these mm deis Koomeer Sing concealed 
himself till tbe amnesty, when he returned, and having gieat influence in his village, it will 
he difficult to gam evidence against him 

Q — Under date lllh and I3th of June, you state that you saw many European corpses 
floating down and on the banks of the Bn er, how many weie there P Could you recognize 
any P Do you know fiom whence they came ? 

A — On the 11th June, whilst on my way to Jagmow, I saw 18 or 20 bodies, most of 
them ladies and children, between the Suttee Chowiee Ghat, and Dulha Nullah On the 13th, 
I saw a number of coipses of ladies and gentlemen, also the bodies of a number of Natives 
I cannot tell tho exact number, but they extended heie and there about a mile I did not 
Tccognwe any near tho Ghat I saw the bodies of tbiee young ladies They all had their 
clothes on, but the low caste people had commenced to take tbe clothes from the bodies , 
and tbe animals bad tom some of tbe corpses I heard from the people of Gunsham Sing, 
Zorn m dar, (who was afterwards hanged,) that the bodies were those of the party who bad 
come from Eutteh Ghur 

Q Under date loth June, jou state that 10 ladies and gentlemen from Earruckabod,

liad been seized by Gunslmm Sing, o£ Euttelipoie Chow'rassie, — can you state tbe exact num- 
ber, and who they w eie P 

A — I since bond fiom Appa Skastiee, and Appa Butchmun, that tbe numbers were 46 
Koosabha Khiranee a Mabiatta Bi abmm, now at Bitboor accompanied the ladies and gen- 
tlemen to Cawnpore, when sent for by the Nam He must hare all the names, as he kept 
an account of the evpendituie He could give a good deal of correct information, but being 
under tho influence of Naiam Itao, son of Subadar Eamchunder, he will not peimit him to 
disclose anything Koosliabha Kbit anee did not willingly join the Nana, but being a good 
accountant was forced to take the accounts , he would tell the truth, as he is not addicted 
to falsehood 

Q — “Who gave you tbe mfoimation regarding the meeting at the Nana’s, m which it was 
decided that tho Europeans should be massacied on leaving the entienchment, as stated in 
your nariatne undei dato 20th June ? 

A — I received the mfoimation from Jugger Nath Ditclnt, of Bithoor, who heard it flora 
Going i Dlmr, Tantea, an Officer m the Nana’s Army Jugger Nath Ditclnt was shot by the 
Euiopeans bj mistake, but I have the letter he sent me containing the intelligence 

Q — Undei the head of 20tli June you state, that Bngadiei Jwala Pershad, Tantia 
Topee, Arcemoollab, Sha Alie, Ahmed Alie, and Bala were ordered to anange with Chow ban 
Zemmdais, and to be piepared to attend at the Suttee Chowra Ghat Who was your infor- 
mant ? 

A — Munslu Kalka Peislnd, and Eutteh Sing 

< Q What has become of the boatman Ktilloa, who aided in lulling the Europeans on 
the 27th June? What aie the names of the othei boatmen? 

A — Kulloa is said to be dead, and I do not know the name of the others Gooidial, Ghat 
Manjie, and Baba Luchmun Doss, could peihaps give information 

<3 — Who iic tho witnesses of the sor/iue of the gentleman on the 2Sth June, by Hut- 
tee Smg, and Ohumlec Sing, and of bis being sent ns a prisoner to the Nana ? 

A — The witnesses arc Theon Sing, and Mhdhoo Komai, of Budouka 

Q — Who did you hear from, that Ihmud Tar, and Eujiib Alie were present at the 
mnssacio of the 15th July ? 

A — Erom Gunga Dcen Slmith 

Q — Erom whom did >ou learn the particulais of the massacie of tho 15th July ? 

A — Ei om Eutteh Smg and lus men 

Q — Who arranged the attack at Suttee Chowua Ghat ? 

A — A Besnldar m the Nana’s employ named Teekum, who had been a Sowai m the 8th 
Iriegulai Car airy He is a resident of Mousrapoie near Cawnpore 

Q — What Mahrattas took the lead in the Nana’s force ? 

A — Eaghopunt Apia commanded his Artilleiy, and was at the battle of Euttehpore, 
Pandoo-jee Sabre, Bittul-punt, and the biothei of Earn Bhow, Mahrntta , were cognizant of 
the Nana’s doings , these are now at Bithoor Ahmed Oollah Tchseeldar of Bithoor was one 
ot the Nana’s councillors I heard fiOm Hur Peislnd that Ahmed Oollah, with 4 or 5 others 
brought an European to the Kotw alie, and afterwards took him to the Nana At the com- 
menceihont of the outbieak, Eaheem Khan, a sowar in the Nana’s employ, and Muddud Alie 
1 a horse dealer, weio employed to tamper with the ti oops , and held consultations about the 
mutiny Muddud Alie was at Cawnpoic the other day He told me he had been plundered 
by Sha Alie, the former Cotwal, and had therefoie left the Nana’s foice m disgust He could 
give valuable information, but he has again left Cawnpore I will seaieh foi him

Q — When tho mutiny occurred at Cawnpoor wheie were you ? 

A — I was at Cawnpoor, and was employed to guard Lalla Nanuek Cbund’s house m 
the City On the 5th June, about 10 o'clock m the morning the troops mutinied Hearmg 
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the uproar, Lalla Nanuck Cliund, desired me 1 o ascertain the cause I therefore proceeded 
towards Faithful Gunge and saw that the sepoys and sowars weie moving about, and smcral 
places weie on the Seeing this T leturned to the Lalla’s house On the nevt day the troops 
plundered the Tieasuiy, and took possession of the magazine, after which they moved off to 
Kulleeanpooi When the mutineers weie pioceoding to plundei the Tieasury, I saw the 
tioopers shoot Mr Muiply , Road Oveiseer, on tho loidto the south of the City When 
the troops went to Kulleeanpoor, after setting (no to the Public OIRces, a few troopers re- 
mained who set fno to tho bungalows, and commenced then liotous conduct On the Gth 
June tho mutineois returned fiom Kulleeanpooi, and the seige of tho entienchments com- 
menced On tho same day some Christians who had taken reltige in the shops ol the City , were 
shot by the troopers, who set on the the shops they had taken Bhelter m Two or three 
Chi lstnns were also lnassacicd opposite tho Abkaiee godowns A lad) and gentleman with 
a child, who had hid Ihemseh cs m a bung ilow' near the staging bungalow, weie found and 
taken by tho sow ai3 and sepo) s to the Nana, by whoso oidcisthey were shot on the plain 
opposite the staging bungalow Outlie 7tli June I went tow aids Gwaltola on the road to 
tho Customs Ghat, and saw Mr Mickititosh (a merchant) with Ins wife and child, dressed 
m Hindustanee clothes, biding undei a budge , they were also niassaciod towards evening 
Another gentleman was murdered on the Paiadc ground, near the Sub ular’s tank On the 
8th Tune, another gentleman ot the load department, w is sent wounded to tho Nana from 
the Nawab Gunge Tlianah, together with his wito and child, who weie all shot by tho sopoys 
On the 9tli June, about 10 c w , the Guns placed at the maga/inc were fired It became 
known that somo Clnistiaus lnd tiken refuge in Gunga Roee Kuttia I went towards the 
magazine and saw that Jowahn Sing Zomindai of Nawab Gunge, (who has since been hung,) 
going towards the Kuttia, accompanied b} a number of sepoys, and the guns ceased firing 
On the nett day i e on tho 10th June, Jowahir Sing and Ins companions brought to the 
Nana tho gentlemen aud la lies together with then children who lnd taken refuge in the 
Kuttia All of whom about 135 in number weio kept in confinement at the Saiada house 
On the same day tho Nana’s Cutcheuies weie opened, and I licaid that an order lnd 
been issued for the apprehension of Lilia Nautick Chund I gaie him notice of this and he 
went across the rner, telling me toiennin at Cawnpoor, and appoint persons to collect news 
regai ding Europeans I kept fi\ o persons for the express purpose of obtaining information, 
and formed an intimacy with TTlbul Sing, Pay llauldai, of the Cai dry , for the purpose 
of getting news lie was alw lys m attendance on the N ina, and fiom him I obtained news 
of the doings of the Nana’s Cutchernes, and gu\ e information to Lalla Nanuck Chund’s 
Gomaslita On the same day tlncc heads of somo gentlemen, and a gentleman were sent in 
fiom Bithoor by the Rao, who was the Nana’s nephew The gentleman was massacred and 
the heads thrown away On the lltli Juno, about 2 r m the IN ana sent lor the people 
who weie brought prisoners from the Kuttia, to Ins tent which w is pitched on the plain to 
the South nf the Sai ada house I was it the tune with Utbul Sing Ilawldar Bala, /tzeemool- 
lah, Ahmed All Kliap, Vakeel, and some zemindars were within the tent Many zemindars 
&c, were collected outside "When the gentlemen weie hi ought to the tent, the Nana 
commanded them to be kept pusoneis, but Bala oidc red them to be shot a dispute arose 
between him "and the Nana, but afterwards I heard Bala gaie an order for them to be 
massacred, and that the sowars took away the gentlemen to the pi un on the west of the 
Snvada house, when I told Baboo Sing, who was standing close to me, to go and see how the 
Europeans weie murdered He went, and on Ins return, stated that the sepoys of the 1st and 
56th Regiment and the troopers of the 2nd Cainliy shot the gentlemen, and that afterwards 
some of the budmashes lulled some with then swords w ho were only wounded Baboo Sing 
saw all this, and when the gentlemen w eie sent for by the N uia, the ladies were taken aw ay to 
the Savada house The gentlemen were about 117 in number "When Bala ga\ e older for their 
massacre the Europeans asked lnm not to kill them, but keep them in confinement, and said 
that there would be no good denied from muidermg them, and that England would neierbe 
emptied ot Europeans From that day to the lith I did not hear of any gentlemen having 
been killed, but the fight at the entrenchments continued On the 15th, about 4 p at , some 
gentlemen were sent in fiom Bitthoor with a message to Jwalla Pershad, Brigadier, stating 
that Jussa Zemindar of Futtehpooi Cbowrassee, lnd sent them lie ga\e an order for them 
to be taken to the Sai ada house Their number inclusn e of Ladies and children was about 
45 On the 16th the Madaree regiment and Fidda Hossem’s legiment, and some Artillery 
came from Lucknow, and said that they would take the entrenchments in two da} s On the 
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ISth after 12 o’clock, tlie gentlemen of the party of 45 above mentioned, were sent for to 
tlie Nana’s tent The ladies and children were kept in the Savada house Only the males (18 
m number,) came and they were shot Besides these there were three others who held a con- 
reisation with the Nana, (Jwalhli Peishad, Brigadier, Azeemoollau, and Shall All, were w ith 
the Nana) The three gentlemen piomised the latter they would have the Port of Allahabad 
given up to them , so they weie sent back to the Savada house, and the other 18 were shot by 
the ordeis of the Nana There weie many Jullads there also, who took out m my presence, 
gold moliurs fiom inside the shoes of these gentlemen All the Jullads were residents of this 
place, and if I saw them, I tlunk I could leeogmse them The persons whom I emplojed, 
could do so likewise After this and until the 22nd no gentlemen were massacred On the 
23rd tlie fight at the entienchments ceased, and Jwalla Peishad, Azeemoollah, and Stia All, 
had au mtei view with au old lady, (a lelative of Mr Jacobi, the watch maker,) at the Sayada 
house , who vvis then taken by them to the Nana’s tent, where a consultation was held, and 
she engaged to liav e the enti enchments v acated TTtbul Smgli told me that m a day or tw o the 
entrenchments vv ould be v ac ited The nest day the same old woman left the Savada house 
m a doolie about 9 i it, and went to the entienchments , she returned about 1 i it, went 
to the Nana’s tent, and had a talk with Azeemoollah , after which a rumoui spread that 
the Eiuopeans were going to evacuate the entrenchments, and that the Nana had agieed to 
see them safe to Allahabad The next daj, the same old lady, Azeemoollah, and Jwaila Pei- 
shad went to the entienchments , and we heard that they had confirmed all arrangements 
for the evacaution of the entienchments In the evening of that day, the Nana gave 
ordeis to Iloolass Sing the Kotwal to procure boats On the 26th I hoard that an agieement 
had been made betw cen the Europeans and the Nana, on oath, that all the Treasure and 
magazine were to be made over to the Nina About sunset, of the same day, Nana, Bala, 
Jwalla Peishad, Shah All Kotwal, and seveial otlieis assembled m a tent After the consul- 
tation, an ordei was giv en that some sepoj s and sowars with zemindars were to be present 
at the Ghat, and that the Ai tiller} should also be there When I heard this, I enquired of 
Utbul Sing, the reason of these troops being required at the Ghat He told me that the Nana 
and Ins comrades did not intend to he faithful to their oath, and intended massacring the 
Europeans He also told me that the troopers did not agree to the murder of the Europeans 
bj treachei} I leturiied during the night to Utbul Sing’s tent, and told my sen ants Shunker 
Bing, and Bikhee Sing, to proceed to the Ghat in the morning with the troops, and leport all 
tlieir pi occedmgs On the neat morning the 27th, about 3 a m , 500 sepoys and troopers 
went to the Ghat, and took two Guns and plated them at the Suttee Cliouin Ghat opposite 
the boats About di) break Shunker Smg returned and informed me of the position m 
which the guns had been placed, w Inch Shunker Smg and Bikliee Sing can point out , the 
sow ais and sepo) s w ere in ambush close by the guns About 8 m the morning the Europeans 
commenced quitting the entienchmonts, when I and Utbul Sing, together with Golab Sing 
and Jow ihir Sing, my servant went to the entrenchments Shunker Smg and Bikhee Smg 
weie at the Ghat I observed th it the Europeans were leaving the entienchments, mounted 
on elephants, palanquins, doolies, hackeries Ac , and th it their property w as being removed, 
there weie also thousands of spectators there When all the Euiopeans had got clear of the 
entrenchments Utbul Sing returned to the Nana’s tent I accompanied him _and saw that 
the Nana was walking up and down outside tne tent, Bala, Jwalla Pei shad and Azeemoollah"’ 
mounted and went to the Ghat, and Ahmed Alh Khan, vath two oi thiee Maluattas, remain- 
ed with the Nana A short time had elapsed, when lepoits of guns and musketry w^re 
heard, and a trooper came galloping down I lecogmsed hun well, his name w as Makhifn Smg, 
he was said to be a resident of Mouzah Khandeepooi, Pergunnah Jajmow, m the Uawnpoor 
district, and a Brahmin b} caste lie was one of the Nana’s personal attendants He told the 
Nana that the enemy weie being destioyed About tw o lioum aftei this, Bala and Azeemoollah 
returned to the Nana, aud stated that they had put an end to the enemy (meaning the 
Europeans) and taken possession of all, then pi opeity, and that only one boat had escaped, 
to take which, Sadho Smg Jemadai, togethei with some sowars had been despatched and that 
the females and children who had escaped the massacre, were being brought m Aftei this, 
my servant Bikhee Sing returned, and gave me a full account of the proceedings He stated 
that a few gentlemen had got on the boats, when Bala and Azeemoollah told the 2nd Cavalry 
troopers, it was the Nana’s oiders to kill all the Europeans , on healing which, volleys of musket- 
ry were filed, and guns also from the banks of the liver Jwalla Pershad, Brigadier, was 
near the boats, and ordered the boat men to get fire to them The Europeans also fired, 
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but they wore all massacred A number of ladies and elnldien met with the same fate though 

some of them managed to j each the other side of the i n cr, and Jwalla Pcrslnd and A/eun- 
oollnli ordeied that they should not bo lulled Ho also lchted to me otliei fi< ts, which I do 
not remembei, but Blukcc Sing, and Shuu! ci Sing, who were eje witnesses to all that was 
perpetrated at the G-kat fiom the commencement to the end, are nine A sliorL while after, 
ten 01 tw eh e scpoj s hi ought in 17 oi 18 ladies, and some elnldien, and presented them to 
tho Nana, who ouloied them to be confined in fho Say ula liouso , many of these ladies were 
wounded, two of them I obsened well, as being wounded in 1 he leg, and undo the aim All 
the ladies’ clothing was wet and soil 'd, and some of them weic h irofool , and in this manner 
two oi tin ec hatches of ladies and elnldien wcie hi ought in and kept jn the S uada house 
Tlieie weie nltogethei about 100 oi 121 of them On fho same day aftci 12 p xr , a sowai came 
and mfoimed the Nana, tint All Shah a sowai h id biought awaj a lady , w horn he had con- 
cealed in Ins hackei y , tins sowai was lmmediatcl) summoned and the IS T ana posunded him 
tognoup the lad), fiom whose statement it appeared that when the Euiopoans quitted 
tho onti enehnienfs and piocoeded to the Ghat this sowai had curied ho iw iy The Xana 
sent this lady to the Sa\ada house wlioje all the othos weic I also Lend, that some 
sovrais had eauied oft Gcucial Wheelei’s Daughtei, hut could gun no satisfactory account of 
what became of liu About 4 i at , on the same da) , the sow ni s ot the Sullanpoor force who 
were encamped on tho othcL side of the rner brought in 17 gentlemen, who it appeared 
liad managed to escape ftom the boats when tho filing commenced and h°d remind Kuttra 
G-unge, tlio Nana on seeing them oi doted thorn to be put to dc itli The sepoys md hoopers 
shot them on the plain opposite the Say.ula house Six or'-eicn Tullads y ei e also present who 
aftoi the gentlemen wore shot, fell on them with their swords, and shipped them of then 
clothes Tin next day tho 2Stli shout 10 o’clock, Sadhoo Sing Jemadar, together a itli the 
Tlnnadar and set oral othei persons, brought in 10 or 12 gentlemen with some 1 idles and two 
childicn, and presented them to the N ma, who oi deied the tormei to he scpintcd from the 
ladies and children md shot, md the lattei to bo sent to the Sunda house opposite which tho 
gentlemen were killed One ot the 1 idics a. ho had a b iby about a a cai old w ould not p u t fi om 
lici husband, the) therefore both met the same fate as the gintlcmcn Twooi three days after 
this, about 10 a it , some 40 oi 50 Zemmd.us <Lc , brought m a gentleman hound, fiom the 
other side of the rnei, intimation of winch was comcyed to the Xnnn, when Paha Bbufc 
came out of lus tent, and gayc an oidei that he should be killed But the Zeinnulai s who 
biought him lefused laying hands on the gentleman, uigiug s« a lesson that be was bound 
and helpless, aftei which a soyvar wounded lum on the arm with a sword, md the ox six Jul- 
lacls falkng on him despatched linn with then tulwars Ido not remember the name of 
tlieso men, but would lecogmso them if I save them Aftci this, m the e\eiimgllie Nana 
and Bala both went off to Bilhoor B iha Bliut, Jwalla Pci shad, Bugadici , A/cenioollali, and 
Shall All, together with a number of otliei poisons continued superintending all opciafions 
Per seveial dajs the Xana did not comeiiom Bithooi, but Bala letuined "When it was 
rumouied that European ti oops were coming up fiom Allahabad, Bill wiote to the Xana 
pressing him to come quiclJy to Cawnpooi, as the cncim’s tioops wcie coming on, hut 
when he did not respond to this unit itiou, Sub nlai Tccka Sing, ivho w as made a GeneiPl 
in the Nana’s aimy yvenl to Bithooi, and hi ought the Xana Prepaiations wcie then made 
tor proceeding to Pultekpoor, aud ninngcmonls (ommeuced lor juocurmg supplies On 
the 9tlioi 10th July, the rebel tioops accompanied by the Ailillery , matched foi Pultehpoor, 
but aitei proceeding 12 oi 33 miles returned On the next day, Jwalla Pershad Bngadier, 
accompanied by Infantry, Cuairy and Aitilleiy, pioceeded to Puttclipooi, and news nmied 
of Ins haying been defeated, and of the Eiuopeau tioops lining aimed at Sukeepoorah, 
yyluch caused gieat confusion amongst the rebels Bala went out with some moie tioops, 
hut on the next day, i c loth July, lie returned to Cawnpoor, being slightly wounded On 
the same day in the afternoon, Bala, Baba Bhut, Jwalla Perslnd Bngadiei , Ahmed All Ivhan, 
Vakeel, and seyenl other attendants of the Xana assembled at the Hotel, which yvas the 
Xana’s lesidence, and had a long consultation CJthul Smg told me, tint they yvere all much 
alaimed and weie puiposmg to muidei all the ladies and gentlemen who yy ere m confine- 
ment , otliei wise, if they yveie left ally e, they yrould rey eil every thing, and thus eyeiyone 
concerned m the lebcllion at Cawnpooi would be known While all this was going on, a 
man came and mfoimed me that sowars yyeie plundenng mv house, mid cioatmg a distur- 
bance m the y lllage 1 mentioned this to Uthul Smg, who desired me to go and see who 
the sowars vc-re, and I started to proceed to my yillago but left there my three compani- 
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ons, Bikhee Smg, Baboo Sing and Shnnker Smg On the same da\ m tlio eienmg thiee 
or four gentlemen who aa ere m confinement avcic massacred near the assembly i ooms, and 
after this all the ladies and children met uith the same fate On the next <1 1 \ about 9 m 
the morning, the persons whom I had left at Caw npoor came tome and staled that the 
gentlemen weiehiat massacred, and th it an older was then gnen foi the mass lcie ol the 
ladies, but the sepoys objected to fue at them, and then Burwur Khan a Yilaitee, who was 
an old sen mt of the Nana's, and two or three others, went m and killed ill the ladies 
and children with swords Aitei which then bodies were tbiown into a well and one 01 two 
Ladies and Cbildien wbo weie still nine, weie also tbiown m On the same day the Euiope ,l n 
tioops amved it Cawnpooi, and the Nana and his troops left the station Alter tins Lalln 
Nanick.

Q . — AYheu the Einopeans left the entrenchment, you weie theie, did you see any sick 
and wounded left at the entrenchments ? If so, wliat was their mimbei, and what became of 
them? 

A —No Europeans weie left within the entrenchments "With the exception of 5 or 6 
soldiers who bad expned, and two or three biohen guns, nothing was left theie 

Q — Did you lieai where General "Wheelei was killed ? 

A — I hcaid that the Geneial was amongst the gentlemen brought m hy Sadlio Smg 
Zemiudai, hut I was not acquainted with the General, and theieiore could not le^ognise lum 
Baboo Smg however who I think knew the Geneial hy sight, might he able to gn e some 
account of him 

Q — Do j ou know the numbei of the ladies who were confined m the Beebeeghur ? 

A — As long as the ladies weie nt the Savada house I saw them, but when they were 
remoi ed to the Beebeeghui I did not see them, and at the time they were massacred, my 
people saw them I do not know their number 

Q — It is stated that a w oman named Begum used to cnrry food to the ladies, and that 
she Aisitedlhe Nana’s tent also, did you e\er see her ? 

A — I do not knoiv what woman used to carry food to the ladies, but a women named 
Begum used to \isit Adila a prostitute, m tbe service of tbe Nana This woman I bad soon 
frequently visiting tbe Nana’s tent 

Q — Gne a description of tbe woman named Begum ? 

A — She was of a fan complexion, tall, and aged about 25 or 30 years, 

Rc-examinalxon of Futlclt Sing 

0 — In your deposition of t^ho 24tb Eebiuaryjou have stated that on tbe IStli June 
1857, out of the 45 ol 46 Europeans wbo bad been sent m from Billiooi, 18 were put to 
death by outers of tbe Nana, and that tbiee of them weie sent back to the Savadi bouse, as 
they promised to have tbe Boat of Allahabad evacuated , but fiom depositions Avbicli liar e been 
taken it does not appeal that these gentlemen reached Cawnpoor on the l8tli June , you 
are theiefoie lequested to state cleaily and correctly when these gentlemen came to Cavrn- 
poor ? 

A — I lemembei well that on the 18th June when some Einopeans Avere put to death, 
2 or 3 gentlemen weie not lulled, but were sent awaj m nry presence to the Savada house 
I also aitei wards saw these gentlemen there, on several occasions, togethei AVith an Indigo 
Planter, hut I did not know any of them, neither do I knoiv then names The fict of ’these 
gentlemen liaamg made a piomise to have the Port of Allahabad evacuated, came to my 
knowTedge m the following mannci , when news came ol the Euiopcan tiorps haring aimed 
close to Pnttehpooi on the 11th or 12th July, Iheaida consultation m the N ina’s tent, 
in which it was pioposed to ask those gentlemen what they had to say legal ding the eiaeua- 
tion of the Poit of Allahabad, as instead of ibis being eflected, tioops weie coming to 
Cawnpooi from that dnection After this, Azeemoollah rvent to them, and fiom him I 
ascertained that out of tlie gentlemen aaIio weie confined at the Savada ho -se, the Indigo 
Planter had piomised to send for some money, and that the other three gentlemen, who had 
•come from Eiuruckabad, and held lugli positions, weie tbe peisons wbo had promised to have 
tbo Foil of Allahabad evaluated Fiom this I suppose that those aery gentlemen who

Q — In one of the depositions, it is stated that fixe or sit d i)s previous to the massacre 
•of the ladies and childicn, one diy tow aids the exemng, 3 gentlemen and seieral ladies and 
children, were biought m to Cavnpoor, and that the bepo)s said they h id come from Fur- 
ruckabad, and that out of the three gentlemen, one ms a Judge, and the Other two were 
Colonels, and that theso were the gentlemen who pionnsed to lia\ c the Fort of Allahabad 
evacuated, you are tlierefoio lequested to state, whether you saw these gentlemen or not ? 

A — I did not see these gentlemen, neither did I lieai auj thing concerning them, nor 
were any gentlemen again e\ei missacied belore me But I well lemomber, that in the 
month of June, some of the gentlemen who caino fiom Furruckabad wcie kept in confine- 
ment, amongst whom was also the Indigo I’l inter, but I cannot saj which of them pro- 
mised to lme the Fort of Allahabad eiacuated

A — I was at Mouzali Khursal Four or fne days after the outbreak, I came to Cawn- 
pore, having been sent for b) Futteli Sing 

Q — Where did you reside whilst at Cawnpore ? 

A — With Futteli Sing 

Q — Where did Futteh Smg live ? 

A — Near TJtbul Sing’s tent, who was a Haxildar in the Isana’s service, and occupied a 
tent close to the Kan a 

Q — State what ) ou obseri ed during the outbreak 

A — A long time Ins now expired since the outbreak occurred I will answer all ques- 
tions that may be put to me 

Q — Did } ou ever witness the massacre of any Europeans ? 

A — I remember lm mg witnessed the massacre of Europeans on three occasions Two 
days a r ter I had come to Cawnpore, about 117 Sahib log were dfawn up in a line opposite 
the Sax adaKotee, close to the Kana’s lent Bala, Azeemoollnh, and sexcral other persons w ero 
present I heaid the former gi\e ordeis to nmsacie the Europeans, which was accordingly 
done by the sepoys of the 1st N I , anil the sow at s 2nd Cax all v, firing at them , and after- 
wards by Jullads' and othei budm ishes, who used tbur swords Their bodies xveie then 
earned on caits aud tin own into the nxer 

Q — Where had these Europeans come from 9 

A — Thex lmd come from Furruckabad 

Q — Do you know the names of an) of the Jullads that were present ? 

A — I do not know then names, but if I saw them, I think I v ould recognize them 

Q — Who were the other persons present, when Bala gaxe orders to massacie the Euro- 
peans 9 

A — There were a number of other persons whose names I do not remember Eight or 
nine da)s oftei, 45 gentlemen, ladies and children were brought m from Bitthoor of whom the 
latter were confined m the Saxada house, and the former, 17 or 18 in number, xxeie put to 
death on the plain opposite Saxada I do not remember the date, the sepoys and sowars shot 
them doxvn, and the Jullads also cut them down with sxxoids , many of whom found gold mo- 
hurs, deposited in these gentlemen’s shoes On the same day, two or three Euiopeans weie 
put m confinement

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<3 — State when you witnessed the third massacre of the Europeans ? 

A — At the Suttee Chouia gh it The dav the Europeans \ acated the entrenchments, I 
and Eutteh Smg, together with Jon aim Sing and TJtbul S ng, Hav lldar, went to the entrench- 
ments, and saw tha^ it had been entirelj vacated hut two or three bodies of some soldiers 
were lying there, and two guns which had buist, together with a lot of other propeitv which 
the villagers weie carrying away Eutteh Smg and TJtbul Singh returned, and I separating 
from them proceeded to the ghat, and met thousands of persons going there On my arm al 
at the ghat, I found the people making a great noise, sepoys and sowais were running about 
the place, and shots w ere being fired Many of the Europeans were standing m the n\ er be- 
hind the boats, and the Sowars rushed into the water, cutting them up A gun w as being 
fired from the other side of the river, and by 10 o’ clock, all the Europeans weie massacred, 
and the ladies and children about 125 in number, some of whom were wounded, weie taken 
away by tbe Sepoys and so \ ars to tbe Savada bouse 

Q — Did you again witness tbe massacre of any Europeans ? 

A — On tbe evening of tbe same day, some Europeans were brought in, and I tbink once 
or twice, some moi e were massacred, but I did not personally witness tbe occurrence 

Q — What was tbe number of the boats provided for the Europeans ? 

A — I did not count them, hut I think there were about 21 boats 

Q — Did you recognize the boatmen who were on the boats ? 

A — 'When I had leached the ghat, there weie no boatmen on tbe boats, and two of them 
were on fire 

Q — Who were the Nana’s officers present at the massacre ? 

A — Azeemoollali, Bali, Brigadiei J w ala Pershad, General Teeka Sing, and several 
others, and also a Bessildar named Nultee, appeared to he the managers of all operations 

Q — Where were you when the ladies and cluldien were, massacred at the Beebee-gkur? 

A — I was not at Cawnpore, hut had accompanied Eutteh Smg to his home

Q — When the mutiny broke out at Cawnpore where were you ? 

A — I was at Mouzah Tumrae In the month of J nne 1857, the outbreak occurred at 
Cawnpoie, I do not remember the date Eour or five days after this, Eutteh Smgh Luin- 
hurdai of Sherampore, who was at Cawnpore sent for me Eutteh Smgh had put up opposite 
the tent ot TJtbul Singb, bavildar of tbe 2nd Cavalry, and whatever work be assigned to me 
I performed 

Q — Where was TJtbul Smgh’s tent ? 

A Close to tbe Nana’s tent which was pitched neai tbe Savada bouse 

Q —State what you.know of the disturbances at Cawnpore 

A — As I do not read or write, I kept no account of what I saw, and it is impossible to 
remember all now, two years having elapsed, but I will answer any questions which may be 
put to me 

Q — State liow many Europeans were massacred 

A — The first massacre that I witnessed, was of about 125 Europeans foimed up m a 
hue on tbe plain opposite Savada m tbe afternoon and shot by the sepoys and sowars, and 
afterwards dispatched by jullads A great number of the had characters and Zemindars w ere 
present, and on the evening of the 'same day, all the corpses were carried away on carts, and 
thrown into the river 

Q — Where did these Europeans come from ? 

A — It was rumoured that they had come from Eurruckahad The ladies and children, 
who had accompanied them, were confined in the Savada Kotee 

Q — Do yon Know any of the Jullads who were present at the massacre, and took a part 
in it? 
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A — I do not know fclieir rt imea, Init would Ijo able to recognise them, if I saw them 
q — At the. tunc the Eiuopeamwcie di aw n up m a line, who wcie the in dais that 
weic piesent, and bj whoso ordcis were they mnssncicd?

A — I often lieaid of the massacie of Europeans, but I ncicr witnessed an) pcisonalh , 
except at the glvat 

3 — State vliat you saw at the ghat 

A — Tho night pieuousio the massacie at the ghat, EutlJi Singh desired me and 
Shunkm Singh to go tlieie in the moiuing, md sec what occurred Accoidingh I and Shun- 
kui went \ cry caily next moining to tlic ghat, in company villi the sowars and sepoys pio- 
cceding tlnthei "When wo leached tho ghat, Shunkm Smgh st ]> unled irom me, but I re- 
mained theie, looking on Yei\ cul) m the moining, about ioiu oi h\c bundled sepo) s and 
Sowais, with two guns, stalled foi t ho ghat, md placed tin insehcs in a Unlink tilled Chore 
Ghatc, in Mon/ ih Ivoiean ncai Suttee Chotu i ghat, behind some timber lie iped up there 
In the morning, thousands of speetatois weie issombled it the gh it The Europeans commen- 
ced arming, on palnuquins, doolies, md elephants, and on foot weie engaged in placing tho 
propeity on tho boats The entiic niimbei oi tho Euiopeans nielusnc of ladies and ehildien 
was about 400 Some of them h id got into tho boats, and others were m the act of doing 
so, when two sowars of ihe 2nd Caiali) came galloping up, md told the crovdtomove 
oft, otherwise they would ill be killed , the people comment ed moiing off, when a bugle 
sounded, and tw o boats weie set on tiro , tho Cauili) fued, aftei which the big guns com- 
menced, and the Eiuopcaus, jumping oft the boats sought protection behind them, aud then 
the gun placed on the otliei side of the iner w is bred, aud a number of the Euiopeans were 
kdled The sowais lushed into the rnei on hoiseback, and commenced using then sw-oids 
I also lemembei, that taro of the bo-ts weie pushed oft one ot which grounded on the oppo- 
site bank of the m er, and I do not know what became of the other boats All the Euro- 
peans weie massacred, and only iboul 12o ladies aud ehildien escaped, some of whom vero 
vouuded, all these wero siuiouudcd by sovars and brought to the Saiada house I then left 
the place, andiclated all tho occuri cnees to Futtch Singh 

Q —"What was the number of the boats collected at tho ghat p 

A — They appealed to be about 20 Some of them belonged to the lover provinces, and 
vere of the kind cilled “ Kona ” and some had come fioui the upper provinces 
Q — Did jou lccoguisc any ot the boatmen P 
A — I lccoguised two or three of them but do not know them all 
Q — true the names of those iou recognised 

A — Two wero well known boatmen of Bithoor named Eamdeeu, and Dalmedeen, and 
tlie> weie present , and G-oouljul boatman, lesident of Suttee Choura Ghat, was also present 
neai the boats 

Q — Did you see which of the boatmen set fire to the boats ? 

A — I did not take notice of this 

6 — Do you know which of tho Sana’s ofticeis, and which of tho influential men of 
Cawnpore, were piesent at the ghat, at the tune the bugle was sounded ? 

A — The following weie some of them, J walla Pershnd (Brigadier ) Bala, and Azecmool- 
lrb, mounted on hoiseback, and seveial others, whose names I do not remembei The com- 
manders of the sowars appealed to be Teeka Singh, and a Mussulman Eessaldai, called Au- 
kee 

Q -—Did any sowar cany oil a lad) fiom the ghat P 

A — -I did not see any one taking away a lady but heaid that a sowar had earned away 
a lady On the same day 16 or 17 Europeans were hi ought from Grunga Kuttra by the 
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Nana’s Stnl.ars worn piesentat the time, Imfc Bugadiei Twalla Pershnd, a biahunn, who was 
close to the boats, give an older to D ibeedeen b ntman, to set hie to the bo its , and a bugle 
wis sounded bv ordeis ol Bill, Miln it hi, md A/eemoolhh, on which volleys wcie bred, 
and the sow us i ushed into the rner and commenced firing then pistols A gun placed on 
the othu side ot the rnei then commenced hung The Euiopems maniged to push ofi three of 
the boils, two of which giouudcl on the othci han'c ol the m ci, and one ot them which 
contained (Toner il Wlicelci, went down the stican, a shot iiom the gun pi iced on the other 
side of the liver stuick it, which tinned it lound, but it still went on ind leached Bheoiajpore, 
about 21 miles horn Cnwnpoic bouats sent in piu suit, kept hi mg at the bo it from the banks 
oftlicinei, and the Euiopcans letuined the lire The boat gioundcd on asmdbankat 
Sheoi ijpooi, and an cncountci with the sowars took place, in whit h Gamer il "Wheeler 
was killed, and the lest ot the Europeans woie brought in prisoners the ne T t day This 
account logardmg the cuptuie of the boat was lclntod to me by Tilluck bing, a sowar Some 
of tbo boats had come from the east, and othcis fioin the west, only h oof them belonged 
to Cawupooi Theio weie foui 01 Inc boat n_n to ci h of the boitj from the cut, and two 
or three to oiek ol those no n the west, and there wcie no boitmon to the boats belonging 
to this Station, as they were mooied at the Pcimit Gii it and Luought away trom there 
When the boats were completely fitted out, X told Holass Sing, Kotwall, that there were not 
sulhcient boatmen foi all tho bo its, and asked him to in ike ariangcments . cioidingly, lie 
was angry at this, and told me th it it was no business of bis I was not acqu tinted with the 
names of any of the boatmen, until the mine of the boats was given, and tho money dis- 
tributed 

Q — State who were the persons tint received tho money, and who a ere the owners of 
the boats that belomed to Caw npooi 

A — Moonslne Dabeedcen, a boatman, received tho monov fiom Tinteea Topee, amount- 
ing to Es 4,4G7 or 4,103 and distributed it My brother Loiimn was along with me at this 
tune The following weie the ownci s of the bo-’ts belonging to this st itton, Mubeeshree 
Sheo Perslnd, son ot D r Kislicn icsidmgui the city , Biboo Mull, Muhe lirec , and Tanlcee 
Peislia 1, Ugurw ilia, and two boatmen, \u B nice, lesiding in 1 lie nil ige talle 1 Koreeau, and 
Muttra of the same village The above h o person^ weie pud in mj piesenco, and the 
rest of the owners wcie pml by Moonshce .Dabeedcen X do not know who they were 

Q — Are the above named tlnee bunneeahs and two boatmen now at Cawupooi oi not 0 

A — Yes they are here 

Q — "What occuired to the la lies ->nd ehildien wlio went to Suttee Cliowra G-hat P 

A — When the Europeans weie mannered, a humbei ot la lies and children mot with 
the same f itc Aftei winch a sowar brought m OiJ-rhonbhe Nani tospir^ the ladies 
and ehildien At this time there wcie about 130 of them, who Ind escaped the massicre, some 
of them were wounded, the sepo>s and sow irs took ill of (hem iway to the Savadi house, and 
subsequently I heaul that the nuuibci of the ladies and children w is 135 

Q — Besides Bali and Areemoollah, and Twalla Perslnd, dul a on see any other influen- 
tial resident of Caw npooi present at the Ghat * 

A — There weie a number of Sndais and /cum lars present whose names I not remem- 
ber There were two or thiee Eesaldars also mounted on horseback I was told tint the 
name of one was Nuhce, and of the othei Hijneef, the latter was formcily a coachman in the 
ser\ ice of Captain ' ' Commioscuat Oihccr, andlitterly a merchant lie was heading a 
number of sow ai s 

Q — Did you re< ogmse well, the above named poisons, Nukee and Hunecf ? 

A — I was acquainted with llunecf fiom a long tune, and knew him well It was the first 
time T had seen Nukee, but I think I could recognise lnm if I saw him no v , besides these 
two persons, a number of Mussulman and Hindoo sirdars weie present 

Q — Did you witness any other massacres P 

A- No 

Q Do you know am thing of the mass^mo of the ladies at the Beebeeghur ? 

A —I only heard of it As I was employed by Mi Thomas Greonway 1 was looked on 
with suspicion and thcrefoie dul not move about much A boat containing 500 maunds of 
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to set fire to tlic I)oals, and Ramdecn boatman, filed one of them, winch ignited all the other 
boats Muskcti} and gtius were being diseli nged it tins time incessantly Two guns with a 
niimbei of sepo} s weio placed at the Kutfri on the othei side ol the met, volleys were also 
disebaigedby them Fioin the hung on tlin side ol the mei, those tbit cseiped being buint - 
to death m the boats, weie lulled, nul those that bad l ikcn lcluge behind the boats were 
hilled bj the shots fiom the othei side of the mei Alton this, by older ol Tnntia Topee, tbo 
sowais lushed into the mei, and put an end to all the Euiopeans with then sw ordsand pistols 
The Europeans managed to push oft tluee bo its, but two of them giounded on the opposite 
bank near the Kuttia, and one of them went down the sticam, which was struck by a shot 
from the gun placed at the Kocla glut, but it miuaged to escipe, and a numbei ol sow are and 
sepoys went in piusuit A aboit tune altoi this an older came lroni the Nana, to spaie all 
the women and ehildien who hid escaped the missacie Accoulinglj, the sepoys and sowais 
suiiounded them and took them awmy to the Nana at Snada, some of these weic wounded, 
and all of them were dnpping wet, and could lint <11} walk , the} weie about 3o0 m number 
The Nan i oideied them all to be kept m flic Sin ail 1 house 

Q — When the salnb log loft the entrenchment what was their number, and of winch 
place weie the boatmen icsidenls who set hie to the bo its, and to whom did the bo Is be- 
long, and who weic the poisons lcmunci iled lor the loos of then bo .1 s, and b} whom weie 
the} paid, and after this massicie, weie tlieie a in othei sahib log killed ? 

A — The boatmen weie Mooushee Dabecdccn, a resident of Goli Ghat, Eamdeen, 
Cboonneo, and Gai/eea, lesidetils of Eitliooi The Europeans, ladies, ind ehildien who 
left the enti enehinents weie about 100 I do not know the nnmes ol the owners ol the boats 
which bad come liom down the county, but amongst the boats that weie taken up, there 
weie 5 belonging to m ibaj mis and others of the eit}, is follows, 1 to 1 mkee Jawun,l toD\a 
Ejsliun, Maheshiee, and 1 to Buttoo, Mahcshicc, Mali ijuns , 1 to Mntln i Mullah , and 1 to 
Phuttay Mullah 'iliese peopleweic pud the inluc ol then boats winch weic burnt, amount- 
ing to Rupees 4,'1G7, tlaougli Mooushee D ibeedeen b} oiders ol T intu Topee Of tins sum, 
a balance was left with Dabccdeen, winch he took foi himself Some IS gentlemen weie 
brought in pusoneis the same aitcinoou, liom the othei side ol the riven, by Cliedee Singh and 
Iluttee Smgli, and three iolloucia I baud that the} weie nnu dued on the plain opposite 
Sav ada 

Q — When the Euiopeans weie embarking, did } ou recognize General Wheelei , on winch 
bo it was be, and wbeie w as be killed ? 

A — I did not see the Genei il, but beaid JDabeedeeu boatman, sa\, that he was on ono 
of the tluee boats th ir had been pushed oil into the sticam One of these boats floated down 
as fir as Sheoiajpoie, the inmates of which weie biought in the next dav, but the Generil 
w as not amongst them 

Q — Do you know who cuned nwav Generil Whcelei’s daughlei ? 

A — I heard that a sowar had carried awn} Geuci.il 'Whcelci’s daughter 

Q — Where are the boatmen now who “-ct file to the boats r 

A — When the Nana’s tioops ictie ited to Bilhooi, the boatmen accompanied them I do 
not know wbeie they me now It is now i } ear since I) ibeedeen w is lulled ueai the Cliow- 
kee of Elm Euw un 

Q — When the Europeans had come to the ghat, winch of the Nana’s attendants were 
there ? 

A — Baba Bliut, J walla Persliad Bugadier, Azeemoollah and Bala were tbeie, and many 
others, whose names I do not remembei A Eessaldar m the Nana’s semce named Nukeo 
was veiy busy m giving ordeis legarding the massacie of the Eiuopeans 

Q — You h i\ e stated, tliat the money foi the boats w as paid b} Tantia Topee, w beie was 
this person ou that d ly, and how w as he engaged ? 

A — lie was with the tioops engaged in the massacie, and was seated near a temple at 
the Suttee Chowra Ghat, close to Mou/ah Kooreea B} his ordeis the bugle was sounded, and 
the guns fired He also ga\e the ordei to the sowars to plunge into the mei, and massacre 
the Europeans All ordeis legaidmg the massacie, issued b} the Nana, weie earned into 
execution by Tantia Topee.

Q — "When tlie mutiny occuned at Cawnpoor, where weie jou p ’ 

A — 1 was at Caw npoi e A month previous to the outbreak, I w as appointed Comnnssai rnt 
contractor of boats In the beginning ot June 1857, the tioops mutinied at Cawnpoie, the 
Eiuopeans went into the entrench nents, and the Nana and mutmceio commenced fignting, 
owing to the mutineers plundeimg and murdering all emploj cd by Government oi connected 
with it, I remained concealed at my house When it was agreed on that the Europeans should 
leav e the entrenchments and proceed to Allahabad, and boats were required for this puipose 
by the N ina , one night about 9 r w a couple ot chupiassees took me to the Itotvv slice The 
Ivotual Holass Smgh, ordered me to collect 40 boats immediate!} I told him that when 
I leceived ordeis from the Europeans to procure boats, I was advanced monej and allowed 
a montn or 15 dais tune to collect the same, and that it was impossible to piocure boats on 
so short a notice On this the Kotw il was much annoyed, and said that I was only putting 
him oft, and ordered his attendants to take me to the Customs ghat, give me a good beating, 
and make me get boats , they did as ordered, and kept me there the whole night, beating me, 
and threatened to blow me aw ay from guns, if I did not comply with their request , they 
continued threatening me until 12 a m but X did not get them any boats Dining this 
occurrence, a chupprassee named Gunga Singh, who was m the employ of Lochun, Ghat 
Iilanjhce, came there, accompanied by four or h\e sowars, and commenced having the boats 
moved oft, which were stationed at the customs Ghat Gunga Smgh sent me away m charge 
of the Sowais to Suttee Chowra Ghat, where there was a large temple, near which I saw 
Tanteea Topee Mahratta, the N ma, and Jwalla Pershad, who had been created a Bngadiei, 
seated on a scaffolding of plauks, and a number of people were assembled About two 
hundied and fifty paces fiom it, on the livei side, a gun was placed, and a company of sepoys 
of the 56th Itegt Nil was made a pnsonei here by Tanteea’s order, w ho told me that 
my hand and nose would be taken off I saw that some of the boats had choppers on them, 
othus were completed by Gooi dial In other of Lochun the Ghat mmjliee The boats were 
about twenty-two m number The next day befoie sun use the gun and sepoys placed on the 
river side weie removed and hid in the nuns ot the burnt bungalow close by About eight in 
the morning the Europeans commenced reaching the ghat, and getting on the boats, some 
had efleeted it, and others weie m the act of doing so, when a bugle was sounded, and guns 
and musketry were fired The boats caught fire The Europeans that had got into the boats 
jumped oft them and stood in the water on the opposite side of the boats, when shots were 
fired at them fioin the other side of the river By this time, the Europeans had managed to 
get away three boats, rowing them themselves, one of these got into the stream and pushed 
oft, but the other two grounded on the opposite bank I saw these occurrences personally 
fiom the place of my confinement, after winch I lemamed there a prisoner for ten or twelve 
days, when rnj fithergave some money to Iloolas Smgh Kotwal, who sent for me, and kept 
me in the Kotvallee foi about two days, he allowed me to go home in ckaige of two Peons, 
for the purpose of l dung my food, after vv huh he released me, with an order to piesent 
myself, whenever ordered 

Q — Whose were the boats that were taken up ? and how many of them were burnt P 

A — Some of the boats had come from Euriuckabad, and some were of this station, and 
I had heaid that 17 oi 18 boats were burnt 

Q — Did you heai, to whom the boats of this station belonged to ? 

A — When I was released X heaid that one of the boats belonged to Dja Smgh Mistrec, 
residing m Muneegunj, and anothei to Bubboomull Mistree, who In ed m Pooranagunj, and 
four oi five of them belonged to people living in the city whose names I do not know 1 also 
heaid that the value of the boats which were burnt was paid fiom the Nana’s treasury to 
Lochun the ghat inanjhee, who partly remunerated the owners of the boats, and kept some 
of the money for himself 

Q — State what you saw at the Suttee Chowra Ghat, and how pievious to the massucie 
were Gunga Smgh chuppiasee and Goordyal engaged ? 

A — I saw Goordyal and Gunga Singh there from morning to noon, the formei w as 
engaged m having the clioppei3 put on the boats, and the latter accompanied by sowars was 
busy pressing coolies

Q — Did you bear of auy sowar baring tained away General Wdirclcr’s dangbtei 
A — 'When I obtained m) leleasc fiom confinement, I mu elj beard ns a rumoui that 
8omo sowar bad bi ought awn) the Gcncial’s daugbtei 

Q — What was the nuinbei of tbo persons massacred at the ghat ? and what was done 
with their bodies ? 

A — I was m confinement nf a di it nice ft om the place where the massacre was perpe- 
trated, and could not theiefore tel! the number of the \ i< tims, but saw about o 0 or GO bodies 
floating down the mei, and a number wete lolt l)ing on the banks 

Q — Did }ou see tbo 1 idles and children brought to the saradab bouse P Wlnt was 
their number, and what did ) ou bear rogaulmg them ? 

A — Boing m confinement, I did not see them personally, but beard the sepoys say that 
about 125 lpdics mclusne of clnldien bad escaped the massacre and were confined

when the outbreak occurred at Caunporo, I was at Bitboor, the second day after this, a flag 
was set up at Bitboor in the Nana’s name, a proclamation issued, and Choonneo Singh Clioud- 
ree, was appointed Thaundnr of Bithooi, winch cominced mo that the Nana’s rule lnl com- 
menced two or three da) s after this, the beads of tlnce gentlemen weie brought m to tb9 
I? 10 by the sowais of the 7th Civ airy and some sepo) s , a gentleman, and a 1 idy were also 
biougbtin I heard tbit the wadow of J3i]ee Itao bearing that the lady was pregnant, 
pica led hard in hei beinlf with tiie Jtao, anl told him that if on) thing h ipponed to the lady 
she would put an end to bei self, and therefoie thelaly w is kept in a bouse, and an old 
Mahomed in woman was sent to attend on her The gentleman u is sent aw ty somewhere, 
1 do not know wbnt becimo of him, as I never saw him again ICoosab i KUirmcd Gir, bad all 
the accounts and an ingements l eg ir. ling the troops, iml used to visit the Nana at Giwnpore

to him, as to have heard him giving orders f 

j X have know u liun for the last seven 01 eight year 3 , as I frequently saw him pass my 

shop m company with the X ma, and as Xu am Ah ned w is standing neirTmteea Topee, 
I went close to him, foi the pillirs of the temple aTonled shelter fro 11 the shots iired, and 
in my presence and heiring, Piuteca Topee sent foi Teeku Singh Subadar of the 2 nd Cavalrv, 
kuown as a general, and gave him oiders to rush into the watei, and bparo none

Q — Where were 3011 duiing tlio outbreak, and what ciicumstances did }ou witness ? 

A — I was employed bv Dagee, a Mahintta Brahmin, to look aftci Ins girden It was in 
June 1857 , when a ling was set up in the N mn’s name it Bitlioor, and Choonee Sing 
Chowdreo appointed Tlnnadar Two 01 three davs .iftei this, tin beads of two or three 
Emopenns weic bi ought into Bithoor ly some sowars , they also hi ought a gentlemen and 
lad} with them Tho Inttci w is kept m the old Bcsidenc} , and I do not know wlnt became of 
the formci Bight or nine dn} s nttci this about «>0 gentlemen ind ladies were brought in 
from Iuilwarn Ghat, and tho Kao ordered Jvoo'cab 1 IChnaneo Gu to keep them in the old 
Kesidenc} In tho morning food was sent to them, nffei which they were all sent aw ay to 
Caw npoor on carts, accompanied b} Koosnba Klunnce Gir About eight days nirertlns, it was 
lumouied at Bithooi that an undeist inding had been coino to, between the Buiopeaus and 
the Nana, and that in i da} or tw'o the lormei w ne to vaeoto the cntionchmcnts and proceed 
to Allahabad, and that tho Nana’s ndc would be established Honing this, on Friday 2 Gth 
Juno, a number of poisons lelt Bithooi lot Cawnpooi I also accompanied them, and readied 
the place m tho night, when I heard that on the next morning, the Euiopcans would embark 
at the Sutteee Chows a Ghat I wont eaily next morning at gun lue, and saw a great crowd 
assembled Theie is a temple to tho light of the road ueai the budge, leading to Suttee Chowra 
Ghat, near which was seated Tnnteea Topeea on a chubootra, and to the light band side of tho 
temple towards the east, is a v dingo, where a gun w as placed with two or thiee hundred 
armed sepoys and sow ars, and to the left hand side of the temple, some two or three hundred 
paces from it, a number of sepo}saud sowais had placed themselvos behind soino timber 
lying tliero About scion or eight o’clock in the morning tho soldiers and otliei peoplo 
commenced putting the Einopeiti’s piopoit} on the boats, and two 01 three hours after this, 
the Europeans came from tho entienchments, and commenced entei mg the boats At this time, 
a messenger was sent ly Tantcea Topco, to ordei the bugle to bo so lulled, as soon as the 
Europeans reached the bridge A short time aftc. tins the bugle was sounded and filing com- 
menced The shots hied by the part} placed at the right of the temple killed and wounded 
some ten or fifteen Euiopcans, but I did not see what occun cd at the place where the sepoys 
had concealed themsolv es, m a nullah behind the timber, though shots weic fared by this 
party also Aboifcmnn named Kanulcen set fire to one of the boats, which ignited the 
others On the other side of tho ri\er some sepoys and cavali} were placed, who com- 
menced firing guns at the boats I was standing concealed in a corner, close to wheie 
Tanteea Topee w as seated, and I heard him tell Teeka Sing, a Subad u of the 2 nd Cavalry, 
who was known as the Geneial, to oidei the Sowais to go into the water, and put an end 
to the Europeans , aud accordingly they lushed into the rncr and murdered them A short 
time after, an older came f.om the Nana to spaie tho 1 idles and childicn, who had escaped 
the massacre, the sepoys and sow.us siurounded them aud took them away to the Nana, but 
I did not go there 

Q — How many Europeans left tho entienchments, and liow man} ladies escaped the 
the massacre ? Were all the gentlemen murdered ? 

They were about four or five htmdied in numbei inclusive of then servants I did 
not count them, neither did I make enquiries icgai dmg their numbei Two boats floated 
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down to the Kuttia on the banks of the Ganges, and a third boat went dcrn the stream 10 
the east A number of sepoys and sowars went in pursuit 

Q — Do you hnow who were the boatmen who set file to the boa' 1 a and of which place 
"were they residents, and by whose outers did they set fire to the boats ? 

A — I lecogmsed Ttamdceu and Cham, boatmen, but I do not hnow who iio others were 
I am not an are In whose oiders they set fire to the boats 

Q — Which of the Nana's Officers w ere present at the Ghat ? 

A — Jwalla Pershad Eesaldar, an old sen ant of the Nana’s , Nana Phut and Pda, tho 
Nana’s biotheis , and Aveemoollak the latter had been to Engl md on account of the N inn , 
Naram Dewan, a Mahratt j, Eagliopuutli Aptaj, and Ahmed Alii Yukecl, who often visited 
the Nana at Bithoor , iShah All, founeily a Thauadai and afteiwnrds Kotwal of the city of 
Cawnpooi, and several others whom I could not lecognise A number ot people weie plun- 
deung the propci tv fiom the boats 

Q — How did you manage to appioaeh so close to Tanteea Topee, and fiom what time 
have you hnow n him ? 

A — I have known him from a long time, as I frequently saw him pass mj garden As 
the temple where Tanteea Topee was seated avas a convenient place to see the depaituie of 
the Europeans, I took my stand on an elevated partof it As at that time there was no apparent 
danger, neithei was I aw are of any , but when shots were fired I concealed myself behind a 
pillar of the temple m question, about ten paces away from the place where Tanteea Topee 
was seated 

Q — What was the number of the ladies who escaped the massacre ? 

A — They were about 100 or 150 I did not count them neither did I make any enquiry 
regaidmg their number All then clothing was wet, and some of the Ladies were wounded 

Q — Do you know any thing iurthei ? 

A — Yes, when the Nana went to Bithooi, the Officers named above,? c Ahmed All 
Vakeel, and otheis went along with hun to place him on the throne 

Q — How did you recognise Ahmed Ah Khan Vakeel ? 

A — I was employed with Naram Eao, whose Vakeel was Ahmed Ah IQian, -md I fre- 
quently saw him theie He also often visited Nana Dhondoo Punth’s palace I die. ofoie 
knew him well 

Q — Wheie are the above named officeis wbo were in tbe Nana’s employ? 

A — Some of them are at Bitboor They are intimate with Naram Eao, m2 nro mdei 
bis protection They have therefore escaped being taken up 

Q — Can you state the whereabouts of those that are at Bithoor ? 

A — If I am ordered by tbe autboiities I will give information regarckng then: where- 
abouts 


No 51 — Deposition of Juggernath, son of Pctumnath, resident of Gopclpzrc, Psrgi.-nzh 
Sarh Sulempore, Zillali Cawnporc, age 24 years 

q — Where were you when the outbreak occurred at Cawnpore ? 

A — The day that the outbreak occurred, I was at General-gunje at my shop kept by 
Kesliree Bunneea, and heard a great uproar, but did not stir to see what was the cause of the 
disturbance Eive oi six days after this, Kamta Pershad and Deechut Nath called Daroga, 
Brahmins, residents of Gopalpoie, who were confined in the Jail, joined the hand under Tee- 
ha Sing, who was afterwnids called a general , and Lucbmun Smg, Zemindar of Palee, together 
with about 150 of their men These two persons » e Kamta Pershad and Deechut Nath, 
togethei with Thakooi Smg, a dacoit, Jowahir Smg, Chowdiee, m company with five Sowars, 
came to Kesluee’s shop, took me away, and confined me m Kamta Pcrskad’s tent Teeha Smg 
said to me that as I dealt in Indigo I must know r where saltpetic was manufactuicd, and 
therefore must lot lnm know the different places, and the Sow ars demanded 500 Eupces of 
mo I told them that I was a poor man, dnd only dealt m Indigo, I therefore did not know 
where saltpetre could be obtained, and that I bad no money I was still kept in confinement, 
and during tins time, I saw Lucbmun Smg, Ojagbur Smg, Bijey Smg, and Tbahoor Pershad 
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of Palee and Kamta Persnad o r Gopalpore, accompanied by tbeir Iwnds, visit Teeka Smg, and 
go with him to the batteries Tor fifteen davs I saw these proceedings, after Which time they 
released me The day that the Europeans left the entrenchments for the boats, a number of 
people was assembled at the ghat and I also w ent there It was about eight m the morning, 
and I went to the ghat by the road leading to it from the European lwai, which road was 
also taken by the Europeans There was a temple on the banks of the Ganges, near which 
Tanteea, Mahratta was seated, and a number of sepoy sand sowais together with a great many 
Zemindars were as 3 tabled at the ghat, and between tbe temple and Suttee Choura gbat, thou- 
sands of people were assembled At this time a person came to tbe place where Tanteea was 
seated, and said that the boatmen were ten few, on winch tbeSirdais were angry, andoider- 
ed him away Some of tbe Europeans bad got on the boats and otheis were on tlic point of 
doing so, when shots were fired, and tbe sepoys and sowars filed volley s from all sides, which 
hilled a number of tbe Ladies, Gentlemen and children, on which, the people assembled fell 
back, and I did the same, and the boats were set on hie "W here I was standing there were 
a number of Mahratta Sirdars, whose names I do not remember, and tbe following persons 
were also there , Teeka Sing, General , Iloolas Smg, Kotwal , and Ukbei Alee, who was appoint- 
ed Tehseeldar by the Nana, and Luchmim, Ac , Zemindars, were mounted on hoisebaek and 
firing shots, and when the Europeans had jumped oft the boats mto tbe water, I heard Iloolas 
Sing, Teeka Smg, Ukbur Alee, and Luchmim Smg calling out to the sowars, ordering them to 
go into the water, and dispatch those standing in it, on w Inch, they rushed m and made an 
end of all they came across, with swords and pistols After tins, the crowd dispeised, and I 
returned to my shop Hundreds of persons have witnessed this 

Q — Did you witness the massacre of any other Europeans ? 

A— No 

Q — Did you see Teeka Smg, Hooks Sing, and Ukbur Alice, firing on the Europeans ? 

A — Tcs, I saw them at the ghat flung on the Europeans, and several others saw them 
doing so The fact is well known of Hoolas Smg having ordered tbe boats to be prepared, and 
of Teeka Smg lia\ mg arranged the distribution oi the sepoys and sowars at the ghat. 


No 52 — Deposition of Billice Singh, son oj Chotoo Singh, Thnhoor, age 40 years, resident 
of Mouzah Chundunpoor, Pergunnah Sarh Sulcm, Zillah C’annporc 

Q — "When tbe troops mutinied at Cawnpore, where weie you? 

A — In the month of June, w hen the outbieak occurred at Cawnpore, I wns employed with 
Nynsookb, contractor, who had taken the contract of the lines of the 5Gth N I and was lmng 
at his house m the European regimental Bazar, and remained there till the station w as again 
occupied by the European troops 

Q — As you weie at Cawnpore, all through the outbreak, state what occurrences came 
under y our notice 

A — A. long timo has now elapsed, and I do not remember all the occurrences, but what- 
ever questions may be put to me, I will answer 

Q — Did y ou ever witness tbe massacre of any Europeans, during these disturbances ? 

A — A great many Europeans wore put to death, and a number of persons are witness to 
this fact I remember that a few days after tbe outbreak 118 or 119 Euiopeans were put to 
death, on tbe pi un opposite tbe Say ada Jlotee, at noon 

Q — "Who gayc tbo order for tbe massacre and who executed it? And which of tbo 
Nana’s officers were present ? 

A — There were a number of persons assembled, both ATahrattas and city people I do 
not remember all of their names, and I belioi e the order was gn en by tbe Nana The sowars 
and sepoys shot the Europeans, after which Jullads dispatched them with swords 

Q — State the names of the Nana’s officers who were present at this massacre, as far 
you remember 

A — There were a number of Zemindars and Mnhrattas, whoso names I do not remem- 
ber, and tlic Nana’s officers were, Alimed Ain Khan Tubed, Ukber Alie Mooklitiar, Shah 
Abe, the former Kotwal, and Holass Singh, the then Kotw al 
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<2 — How was Holass Singh engaged ? 

A — He was along with all the others, and at the time that the Nana gave an order 
for the massacre of the Europeans I was standing at some distance, and therefore could not 
hear what orders were given by the officers in question But I think TJkber Alie ordered 
the Jullads to dispatch the Europeans 

Q — Besides this massacre of Europeans did you witness any other p 
A — Yes once at the Suttee Chowia Ghat About 8 or 9 o’clock m the morning I saw 
the Europeans from the entrenchments passing by the bazar I lived in, and proceeding to 
the ghat, where there was a great assembly There is a Pucka temple on the right hand side 
of the road leading to tlie ghat At this place Tanteea Mahratta, and a numbei of other Sir- 
dars were present, and from that temple, at a short distance, sepoys and sowars were con- 
cealed in tho Chore ghattee and a gun was in position between the Choi e ghattce , and the 
temple As the Europeans were getting into the boats, volleys were fired, which killed them 
Q — State who were the Sirdars in company with Tanteea, and who gave orders for the 
filing? 

A -I do not remember the names of all the Sirdar3, but I remember seeing one or two 
persons coming running from the place Tanteea was seated at, and giving orders for the 
bugle to sound, after which Teeka Singh Subadar, Holass Singh Kotwal, TJkber Alie, 
Mooktiar, and several others armed and mounted on horseback, came galloping up to the 
boats and gave orders to the Sowars to dispatch the Europeans standing in the water , accord- 
ing to which they rushed into the river and put them to death 

Q — Are you suie you heard Teeka Singh, Holass Singh, and Hkber Abe, give orders 
to the sowars to massacre the Europeans ? 

A — I remember well having heard these people, give distinct and strict orders to the 
sowars to massacre tho Europeans, who were standing m the water, and there were several 
other Sirdars who gave the same orders, but I do not remember their names Teeka 
Singh, Holass Singh, and TJkber Alie were armed with English pistols winch they fired at 
the Europeans, and a shot fired by TJkber Alie Mookhtiar, struck a gentleman on the breast 
and killed him Several ladies and children were wounded, and some of them were killed 
Shortly after, I heard that the Nana sent orders to spare the ladies and children who had 
escaped the massacre, and accordingly those that were alive were brought and confined m 
the Savada house After this I did not see any Europeans put to death. 

Q — What was the number of Europeans at the ghat ? 

A — I cannot state this as 1 did not take any notice of their number, and as I went to 
the ghat by the road leading from the European Eegimental Bazar, I did not see the entire 
number as they were all scattered about on the boats, aud the banks of the river , there was 
also a great assemblage, and a number of persons were galloping about on horseback 
Q — Did you see the wounded ladies and children brought m from the ghat ? 

A — I had left tho ghat, previous to the ladie3 and children being taken away from there, 
but only saw them* coming in from a distance 
Q — Did you see any other occurrences ? 

A — I did not see any thing else particularly, but a great many occurrences took place 
during the outbreak, which I do not recollect now 

Q — "What were the names of the Zemindars who were present at the massacre of the 
- 118 or 119 Europeans ? 

A — I do not remember the names of all, but the following are some of them, Imchmun 
Singh, Ojaghur Singh, Bijey Singh, Thafioor Pershad, and Jado Kao, the two latter named 
were these Zemindar’s Kanndas, and these people had encamped m tents on the race course 


No 53 -—Deposition of Peer Bux, Commissariat Camel Sonar of Agra 

In J une 1857 (I do not remember the exact date) I was sent from Agra with a letter to 
General "Wheeler at Cawnpore , when near Mutteapore, I met a number of Bengalies (some 
150 in number,) who had been plundered and maltreated by the residents of that village As 
I approached, I saw them drawn out prepared to stop my progress, but being mounted on a 
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owiffc c imol, I avoided them They weie armed v ltli avoids, rpcarB, ho vs and arrows At 
Juswuntnuggor, I saw tlio gang of Dacoils undei Gunga Sing plundering that village, and 
which they had set on flic Oil lenehmg Etnvah, I found that the residents had pist beaten 
off an attack made by some mntmeois, and filing was btill going on at the Ghat 1 saw tho 
bodies of 8 rebel sepojs, who had been killed at the outsknk of the town whilst plundcung 
I put up at tho house of JSTaiam Dnss, a Gomashta of Lila .Toti Pctsh id, and heating that tho 
road to Cawnpore was \ciy unsafe, left my aims and the c nnel at the Gomashta’s house, dis- 
guised m3 sell as a Eiqucei, hiding tho let tci iu the sole of my shoe, I tr iv tiled ou foot by 
cross loads till T enteicd Ihe Giand Trunk 10 id it Cliotc)poie The insuigent m 11 igcrs were 
jihmdciing each otliei, but I w is not molested eveept once, when I was seaichcd on suspicion 
of cauying Ictteis, md was leleascd wilhaslap on the 1 ice Eiom Chotovpoic to Ciunpore I 
passed five police stitions, atcich ol which, theie weic ten sowai i posted, who were tho 
Nana’s servants I reached Cavnpoie it four 111 the altcmoon, and went hist to Kali Khan, 
Jemedai of Camel Sow ars, and then to K isim Khan, M ihout, w horn T had know n at Uinballa 
Ifoiiucllnin w ltli. the lest of tho elephants licit the Mogul Setaie Jlovas pist stilting with 
an old Chustian "Worn 111 to the Nana’s tent pitched in the compound ol the Sivada, and I 
learnt that a ticaty had been made between linn and the Butish I aceompamed them, and 
whilst they went inside the tent 1 10111 lined outside I lecogui/cd the Ch ickendie Itaj 1 v horn 
I, (wlien foimcily at Cavnporo as oidtil\ so.v 11 to Gtneial Paisons) lnd often seen The old 
Chustian woman and Kasim Khan after lenmining in the tent, went to the cuheuchments 
with a lottei iiom tho N 111a to Geneial "Wlieclei I believing them to be futhiul, mi ntioned 
that I had a letter foi the General, which 1 made ovei to them They entered the cntiouch- 
ments leav mg me outside At dark the) returned and Kasim Khan told me that the Euro- 
peans w ould leave tho entrenchments cail) the nevt morning, and that I was to wait at the 
Suttee Choma Ghat, when the General would give me a icpH to the letter I remained all 
night at Kasim Khan’s, and at about half past three, awoke, hcanng that the elephants were 
getting leatlv Kasim Khan placed a llovdah on the elephant the General used to ride on, 
and a second elephant had a pad on lus back , tho two elephants were taken to the entrench- 
ments audl pioeecded duect to the Ghat About suuusc the Europeans began to arrive , the 
soldieis weic on foot, but tho lad cs and children wcie on linchcues Ou the pad elephant 
there weie foui ladies, and on the General’s elephant in the hovvdah I saw Lady "Wheeler 
and her two daughtcis, who weic put on board tlio first boat The Genonl came down to 
the Ghat on a Gallon ay, hut meeting the elephant, got on it, nud was put on board his boat 
Kasim Khan made me a sign to ask foi a reply to tho letter, whicn I did The General told 
me to wait a few minutes, and I should receive one Kasim Khan with his elephant was 
waiting by Geneial "Wheeler’s b «t, when all of a sudden filing commenced from both sides 
of the rivei, the fire was letiuned fio n the fourth boat on the line bv which two rebel sepo>s 
were killed close to mo The boats were set on fne and were burning The two first boats 
howevei managed to get into the stteam, one ofthoso was the fiiatonthe hue, and contained 
the General and bis family Sow us and sopojs were sent in pm suit of them Those wlio 
were in tlie boats set on file, leaped into tlie liver, and weie shot down by cannon and mus- 
ketry The sowars then rushed into the river to cut down the suniv 01s, and when all the 
men had been muidered, the lakes and cbildien weio taken out of tlie water and placed on 
the bank Many of them were wounded 

Q —Did you recognize any of the parties present at the massacre ? 

A — There was a veiy laigo crowd, residents of the city and of the surrounding villages. 
I was not a lesident of Cawnpore and could not theiefore lecognize an) of them 

Q — Did you see any of the city people 01 villageis take part in the massacre, and were 
they armed ? 

A — The villagers were aimed with swoids, spears, andjiattle axes, but I did not see any 
of them use their weapons 

Q — Did you see any of the children killed F 

A — Beyond being shot with otheis whilst standing m the water, I did not remark any 
special cases of murdei , 

Q —"What became of the ladies and children who were spaied ? 

^ They weie taken to the Savada house I followed in the real and passing the en- 
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trenchments, went in to look at tliem I saw tlie bodies of eleven Europeans , they were on 
quilts on tbe floor, some of them still breathing though djing from severe gun Bhot wounds 
There were three useless brass guns that had been split, tv o leathern bottles of ghee, and 
a sack of soojie, which tbe villagers were plundeimg I heaid shortly afterwaids that the 
wounded Europeans who w ere alive m the entrenchments had been shot On letumingto 
Kas m Khan’s m the evomng, I lieaid that he had gone across the river I therefore went to 
Kali Khan’s, and theie met a sov ar of the 2nd Cavalry named Gujpore Khan who told us 
that the General’s boat had been captuied at Nujjufguih The nest morning I left Cavra- 
pore and on reaching Eta.vak, lesumed my armB and camel I found Eeerozabad had been 
burnt by the insurgent villagers of Kyer and was detained eight days at I’uttehabad, the road 
being closed by insurgents, aitei which I leached Agra m safety and maae my report 

Q — Give a descuption of Kasim Khan 

A — Tall, fair and pock-marked, giey eyes and high nose, small beard and mustaohios, age 
about 40 Ido not 1 now Ins v lllage, foi all his family resided with him at the elephant 
sheds 

Q — iwjjot was the name of the other elephant diner p 

A — I do not know his name, but ho v aa under the order of Kunhey Klian, Jemedar of

Q - -Duiing the outbieak, did any Europeans ever come to your village ? 

A — The day after the entrenchments at Cawnpore were vacated, and the Europeans 
massacred, a gentleman of tall stature, about 40 years of age, was concealed m a nullah of 
Mouzah Kurrouudeea, close to Mouzah Buduika The hoys of the fiist named village saw 
this gentleman, and gave intimation to Sheo Sahee, Zemmdai of Mouzah Kurrouudeea, who 
brought him away to Ins house, and asked him where he wished to go to , he said he was de- 
sirous of going to Lucknow, and Sheo Sakai told lum that if he went on in his piescnt state, 
he would certainly be lulled, he would therefore see him safe out of the village, and provided 
him with food During this time about 250 armed persons w ere sent by Chundee Sing Zemin- 
dar, and Kilka, Kanoongoe A person named Sheo Chuin, an Aheer, was at the head of this 
party, he asked Sheo Sakai to give up the European, and after a short debate, took him away 
by force, and sent bun into Caw npore 

Q — "Where is Chundee Smg and Kalka ? 

A — They have absconded 

Q — "What other persons witnessed the above occurrence p 

A — Thousands of people residents of Mouzah Budurka and Kuroondeea, are eye-wit- 
nesses to this fact 


No 55 — Statement of Dahc Deen, son of Nachul Ball, caste bait, village Bhuiloora, 
Zillah Fyzabad, age about 30 years, service 

Q — "When the outbreak occurred at Cawnpoor, were you m the service of the rebel 
Nana ? 

A — I did not serve of my free will, hut was seized and made to do so, and then I was 
only emploj ed foui dayB 

Q — State how you were seized and made to seive 
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A _j wns re gu]mg in privacy at my liouso at Gurrcali Glnt, Cawnpoor When the 
Nana’s rebel forces marched towaids Futtelipoor, about the Ctli cr 7tli July 2857, fou rsowara 
of the 2nd Cavalry seized me at my house and fust of all took me befoic the Nana who 
ordered me to be taken to Tnnieoa Topic Tanlcea Topic w is in charge of the Commissanat 
and gave mo ouleis to accompany the 2nd Caiahy to Futtelipoor I made soier.il excuses, 
alleging I was unequal to the voile Tanteca Topic said “ j ou w ere foi merly m tho Commis- 
sanat and are up 1o the voik ” T again protested, upon which lie scolded me md de- 
clared that unless I went with the 2nd Cav.ilij, I should bo blown Irom a ctnnon Being 
lielpless I ngieed to go I was then put m charge ol fifteen earts and pioccided to Futtch- 
pooi 1 was only font days with them (the 2nd C'a\ dry ) The fust march we made waB 
to Jugpoor, the second Aong, the third Mulled m, from whence no marched towards 
Futtelipooi , on tho way no had an engagement with the uiitish, tho icbcls were defeated, 
and tied I fled to Aong, and from theneo to Cavrupoor 

Q — 'What number of troops went to I 1 uttebpoor ? 

A —IVo Regiments of Infantry (one the 1st Native Infant rv, the name of the other I 
do not know,} the 2nd Cavalry, a Regiment of newly raised horso of tho Nana’s, and a 
battery of guns 

<3 — What Sirdars and other officers accompanied the rebels ? 

A, — Jo it all a Pcrsliad Brigadier, and Tceka Sing the General, also llic Allahabad Moulvae , 
there was another individual by caste a Hindoo The Lumberdar of Futtelipoor who re- 
sides there, was piesent in the action, ho was among the supciior officers, and used to court 
the Nana at Cawnpoor, there were many inferior officers present, with whose names I am 
unacquainted 

O — "Whom of tho superior officers did you yourself bco at Cawnpoor with the Nana ? 

A — Tho Commander m Chief was Tantcea Topie, then Azecm-oollah Mussulman, Jowalla 
Pershad and a great many others 

Q — Who vrero subordinates iu Deputy Randall's cutcherry ? 

A — I do not know 

Q —On the day the Europeans were massacred at Suttee Cliowra ghat, where were 

you? 

A — I was at ny own house when the massacre took place There was a great uproar 
and I went to tlie ghat, numbers of tho citizens were assembled there "When I reached 
the spot, all the gentlemen bad been murdered, but the women were b'>mg brougnt by tho 
sowars and sepoys to the Suvada House 

Q — State what officers and citizens were present at the ghat 

A — I do not remember the names of any Owing to the confusion and uproar I was 
unahle to dmeera 

Q — Did j ou clearly see the ladies being brought m ? 

A — I only saw them from a distance 

Q — How many times m your jpresence wore gentlemen murdered at Cawnpoor ? 

A — I never once witnessed a massacre with my own eyes 

Q — Did you ever see any of tlio Rajahs or Zemindars who were in the habit of visiting 
the Naua, or do you know' the names of any ? 

A — I used to hear that all the Rajahs and Zemindars were present but do not know 
the names of any, nor j et did I see any with my own ev es 

Q — When you returned from Futtebpore where did you reside ? 

A — I stopped all along m my ow n house When I heard that a proclamation had been 
issued by the Got eminent pardoning us I came to Cawnpoor, and went to the Commissanat, 
m which Department I was foi merly employed on a security of fifteen hundred rupees, for 
which Ipioduccd receipts I received back two hundred rupees, and for the remaining 
thirteen hundred was granted receipts After a short time a command was gomg to Agra 
m which I was employed m the Commissanat I hav e stated the whole truth 

® 2nd Cavalry, or among any other sovvais, did you know a man called Gunput 

Nameh ? 

A —I knew no Sowar of that name 
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No 56 — Deposition of Pteroo, Duffadar of Sweepers in Govcrnmcrl employ at the Carsn- 
pore Kotwalie 

Q — Where were you when the troops mutinied at Cawnpore ? • 

A — I was at the Cawnpore Kotwalie, hut know nothing 

Q — Bo you know any thing of the men the Nana employed to attend the ladies and 
children ? 

A — Mittoo and his wife were employed to attend on the ladies, they were sent from the 
Kctwahe, hut no one else that I know of 
Q — Where is Mittoo ? 

A — He accompanied the English troops to Lucknow, being attached to the General 
Hospital I do not know where he is at present 

Q — What Jullads or executioners were sent from the Kotwalie to massacre the Euro- 
peans ? 

A — Itbarne, (who has since been hung,) Bahadoor and Chota, these three were the 
head Jullads or executioners, aud with them all the other Jullads used to go I only saw the 
above three men sent from the Kotwalie, but I heaid that the rest used to accompany them 
<2 — By whose orders were those executioners sent p 
A — By orders of Hoolas Smg Kotwal 

Q — Who carried out the orders of the Nana at the Kotwalie p 

A — Hoolas Smg Kotwal, Hurpurshad Mohurnr, and a Mussulman Jemadar, whose 
name I have foigotten The Naib Bukshee Zainoolabdeen paid the Sweepers, Bheesties, 
Chowkedars and Garnewans These used to do the woik Arsooin Bukshee never came to 
the Kotwalie 

Q — Where have Bahadur and Chota gone ? 

A — Bahadur was killed at Bitthoor, but I do not know where Chota has gone, he is not 

here 

Q — Is there a son of Bahadur’s here ? 

A — There may be, but I do not know Kunkawara, sweeper of the Bransphor Caste, 
resident of Bitthoor, was employed by the Nana in cutting off heads I know this to be true 
Q — Where is Kunkawara now ? 

A — I dont know where he is, but I know he has a brother still m Bitthoor 
Q — Do you know who used to cook the food for the ladies, and where p 
A — Gilkarie cook, resident of Muchie or fish bazar, who has Bince died The food used 
to be cooked at his shop, there were a few other cooks as well I dont know their names, nor 
any thmg regarding them Eedoo who lives in the Chuckla Mahal used to cook food, but I 
don’t know who used to take it 

Q — Describe Kunkawara’s brother, and state his name 

A — A stout man, middle height, rather fair, with small mustaclnos I do not know his 
name 


No 57 — Deposition of Cherunjoo, Brahmin, son of Sheo Dyal, age 22 years, resident of 
Oghoo 

Q — Do you know any thing regarding the massacre of the ladies at Cawnpore p 
A — Yes, I am acquainted with the facts of the massacre I came to Cawnpore during 
the outbreak in July, to look after my brother Gokul, who was a sowar in the Sth Cavalry 
I made enquiries regarding him from Kasee-nath, brahmin, a resident of Cawnpore, who told 
me that he had heard nothmg about him I put up at Mutlira, brahmin's, during the night, 
and at 4 i* Jr the next day, as I nas returning home, I passed by the place the ladies were 
confined in, and looking into the compound, saw them washing their dirty clothes There 
were two or three other persons standing there, whom I asked, if there was no one that 
could get the lad es clothes washed by a washerman One of the sepoys on guard hearing this 
abused me, gave me a slap on the face, and made me sit by him for a short time, after which 
he called another sepoy, and sent me away to the guard room, wlieie I remained confined 
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all tint night, until tlio next clay about 4 o’clock, when it m? rumoured tint European 
troops were approaching and ilint tlioy lnd passed Euttebpooi The Nana sent orders for 
tlio massacro of the Indies, but tko sepoys ou gunid icfuscd to do so , aftci wbnli the Nana 
sent foi otlici people, out of whom, tin co Mussel men with naked swouls rushed towards tlio 
building the ladies wcio confined in, and two Hindoos who had chundun applied on their 
foreheads, with diawn swouls also accompnmod them "When these fhc men entered the build- 
ing theic was ngreat noise and distui banco, and all the sopo\s lushed to the place Tal'mg 
adiantago of tlio absence of the guard, I escaped tiom my plncc of confinement 

Q — Dojou know the tlnec Mussulmcn and two Hindoos, who entered with drawn 
swords ? 

A — No 

Q — If you saw then again would you be able to recognise them 9 
A — X am not sure, but I think I could 

Q — Did j ou sec these people engaged in the massacre ? 

A — I did not see them, but lieaul the shrieks and cnca of the kdics 
Q — How fur were jou fiom the building ? 

A — I was m the guaid-room, which was nbout’M p-ecc from the place the ladies were 
confined m 

Q — Did flic sepoj s also fire at tho ladies ? 

A — No, the) did not fire 
Q — now long did you remain there ? 

A — 1 left the place at about 5 o’clock 
Q — Can you give ana description of the three Mussulman ? 

A — Two of them were fair, nnd ono was dark, tlie\ all wore bcaida TLcy were rbout 10 
and 45 )cars old, had datk hair 
Q — How were the) dressed ? 

A — Two of them had while clothing, and ono red 
Q — Can ) ou slate of what tribe or caste the) belonged to ? 

A — No 

Q — Describe the two Hindoos 

A — One of them was about 40 or 45 acara ol 1, aul t 1 c o'hor about CO or C2, and both 
of them had w lute clothing 

Q — Had you seen them before ? 

A — No 

Q — Where was tho Nana at tint time ? 

A — Next tho building m which the ladies were confined v ac •mc'licr bungalow, and m 
tho compound of this, tlio Nana was standing 

Q — What was tho distance between tho two places ? 

A — About 75 paces 

Q — IIow do you know that it was tho Nam ? 

A — I heaid the sepoys saying that ho was the Nana 
Q — Was there any olliei person beside tho Nam ? 

A — There were a number of other peoplo standing round him, about CO or 25 
Q — Do you know any of them ? 

A— iso 

Q — Did you bear whether the Nana bad promised any reward to the fire persons who 
perpetrated tbo massacre ? 

A — No 

Q -d-t tlio time that these five persons ruslicd m to massacre tbo ladies, were there any 
sepoys round about tbo place ? 

^ those of tlio guard, about four or five in number 

^ Mas there any one in confinement with you ? 

A —No 
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No 58 ■ — Deposition of Punch urn, seller of held leaf, resident of Ooghoo 

Q — Did you lieir how the ladies were massaeied during the Nana’s rule p 

A — Iu the month of Julj , a year and a half ago, I was at my house m Ooghoo, when ten 
01 eleien poisons, guards ui the Nana’s employ, who had fled from Cawnpore, came to my 
shop, and asked for Paun (betel leaf,) I shoved them new betel leaf, w hen two of them told 
me to fetch old betel leaf, otherwise they would take my head off I accordingly went to 
another pawnseller and brought the land they asked for, and told them the price of the same, 
t, e ten pice The two men said they wpuld only give me two pice, I replied that the hotel 
leaf w as worth ten pice, and that they ought at the least give me eight pice On winch they 
said that they would kill me and all my family I stated I w as a poor man and had got 
the betel leaf from another person “They then said that they had shown no pity to the ladies 
and children whom they had just massaeied, and who clung to their feet, and that they would 
not have pity on me I w ept, and my mother hearing me cry, came out, and begged of them 
not to hurt me, and that she would let them have moie betel leaf, after this they drew water 
from a well close to my house, near a temple, and conversing amongst themseli es, I beard 
their companions ask the two men, how many ladies they had killed , they replied that they 
had massacred 21 ladies and children, and had received a reward of 21 rupees, and added that 
at fust, the Nana ordered the sepoys to massacre the ladies, but they lefused, and that they 
tv o, v ith three others canned out the Nana’s orders 

Q — Do you know the names of those two men ? 

A — No 

Q — If you saw those persons, would you recognize them ? 

A — Tes, I think I would be able to make them out, if I saw them 

Q — "Were those persons Mussulmen or Hindoos ? 

A — They v ere Hindoos and had chundun applied on their foielieads. 

Q — Give a description of them 

A — One of them was of a sallow complexion and the other fair. 

Q — "Winch road did they take after leaving you ? 

A — They went to the Nana who was encamped at Putt clip ore Chourasie that day 

<2 — Did any other person beside you, sec them ? 

A — Besides my mother there was no one there , they frightened me greatly by shewing 
me a naked sword covered with blood, which they said had been used m the massacre of the 
ladies, and that they would cut off my head with the same 

Q — How do you know the two men above alluded to went to Puttelipore Chourasie ? 

A — I saw them take the road to Puttelipore Chourasie, which led me to believe that 
they were going there 

Q — Prom whom did you get the old betel leaf for the two men ? 

A — Prom Tujjoo seller of betel leaf 


No 59 — Deposition of Gunga Bishen, Mahajun and resident of Ooghoo 
Q — State what you know of the massacre of the ladies on the 15tli of July ? 

A — The truth is, that shortly after the Nana fled and the ladies were massaeied, I was 
sitting. under a tamarind tree at Ooghoo, where all the men of the village assemble, and was 
conversing with a few others about the massacre of the Europeans at Cawnpore , they said 
that the Nana ought not to have murdered the women and children, upon which Souracun 
Bialimin of Ooghoo stated that when the ladies and gentlemen were massacred, the Nana’s 
Officials sent hun to lull the ladies, that he struck one with his sword which bent, and he then 
felt pity and did not again strike , he showed us the sword which was bent He said that 
there were two or three Mahomedans who lulled all the ladies and children The men assem- 
bled there saw the sword and heard this It was also known all over tlio village This is the 
only man of Ooghoo who assisted in the murdering of the Europeans 
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q Gnc the names of those who hcaul Souracun make this statement 

^ There weic many assembled, I do not remember all their names, but tliosc that X do 

remembei I give , Thakoor and Bugtah, Alieors , Kunccah, Gunga, Sown, Cliota and Ajoo 
deeah, Brahmins , Goolv ah Chon kedar of Knharah Been nr, all these were assembled All the 
villagers heard that Souracun was one of the murdeieis, but since the British rule has been 
re-established, no one, from flight, speaks of it 
Q — -Will these men now gi\ e truo o\ idenco ? 

A — TVs I think they w ill, though some from fright may not do so If any of tho Go- 
vernment Officials are sent to tho village, I would get nil the men to state the truth 
Q — Whoic is Souracun now ? 

A — I dont know "where he is now , he left the ullage when the British rule was re-es- 
tablished 

Q — Describo him 

A — His name is Souracun, son of Chundcc Dcen a Brahmin, resident of Ooghoo, about 
35 years of age, fair and tall, neither thin nor stout, long mustacluos, with a beard, a flat face, 
black eyes, has a defect in one eye, and always carries a sword I am not quite sure about 
his father’s name 

Q — Why did you not report this before ? 

A — Prom fear lie would be hung, and his death would be laid on my head, and for this 
reason no one elso gai e information 

Q — When was Souracun entertained by tho Nana ? 

A — During tho mutiny', but I don’t remember the date 
Q — Were your sons Bachoo and Mundun in the service of the Nana f 
A — I state the truth, my sons wero never m tho Nann’s service, but when the Nana 
fled, the mutineers took Bachoo prisoner into the Nana’B Camp for about 25 days Besides 
this he never was in the Nana’s service, and to clear my sons I state the truth 


No 60 —Deposition of Kulloo Chuprassce, sor of Panchoo, Ahcer, resident of Cawnporc 

Q —State what you know, regarding the mutiny' nt Cawnporc 

A — Mv brother Ilumam Sing was Note DufTadar m the Cavalry under command of Ma- 
jor Gall, stationed at Lucknow , I was with him a year before the outbreak Tho news of the 
mutiny' of the troops at Cawnpore leached Lucknow and was talked of for a long time, when 
suddenly, all the natn e troops at that place also mutinied I w as at the time in Cantonments, 
and heard the reports of cannon all night At d o’clock in the morning, on the ad\ ance of 
European troops, the mutineers, composed of tliree regiments, the numbers of which I do 
not recollect, fled One of them was, I think the 71st On the same day, all the European 
residents and troops remov ed then property to Mucbee Bliawun and Iluslee Kara On tho 
next day, about clei en m the night all the Europeans left Muchee Bliawun and came to 
Iluslee Kara 

My brother Humam Sing accompanied his Captain to Iluslee Kara, and I lud myself in 
the house of TJngnoo, Kotee of Munda Lall’s village for 15 days, for fear of the mutineers, as 
they had issued orders to lull e\ ery one who was a servant of any European The fight 
between the mutineers and European troops continued After 15 days, when I saw that 
there was no safety m the place of my concealment, I left it, and made my way to Cawnpore 
I had proceeded about a mile, when I met some troopers of the Cavalry above referred to, 
who recognising me, took me a pnsoner, saying that I was the brother of Ilumam Smg, who 
had gone to Iluslee Kara, and that I must have remained out to act ns a spy against the 
mutineers, and that therefore I should be put to death , so three or four sepoys taking hold 
of me, took me away to a small room near Aga Meer’s residence, and locked me in There was 
a small window m this room with a door, which I carefully remo\ ed, and jumping out escaped 
to Imrutgunj, which is about 30 miles distance, and put up for the night at an inn On 
the next day leaving this place, I reached about 12 o’clock the Custom’s Ghat, on the banks 
of the Ganges at Cawnpore, and was about getting into a boat, when the man at the Ghat 
asked for four pice, and would not allow' me to get on the boat without paying this, but turned 
me away I there met a cloth merchant, whose name I do not know, who had paid the fee 
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at tlie ghat and recei\ cd a stamp on his hand, as a pass to cross o\ er on the "boat By begging 
hard, I got this man to give me an impression on mv arm, from the stall p -111 irk on Ins hand, 
by w inch means I crossed o\er and armed about 4 o’clock near the acscmbh rooms where I 
sau a crown of ibout 2,000 persons, whom I questioned regarding their assemblage , the) in- 
formed me that a number ot ladies and children were confined m the bungalow, and were 
to be put to death on that da) Outside the compound of this bungalow, to the south was a 
Ncem tree, under which I saw a person seated wearing a nugree covered with gold lace, who 
was represented to be the Nana Sahib , he was surrounded by a great number of sepo)s and 
troopeis, as well as other spectators I was told that the Nana had gi\en orders to put to 
death all the ladies and children confined m the bungalow, and I heard the sepo) s warning 
the spectators to mo\e out of the way, so as to be cleai of the bullets, as the) wcie going to 
fire , on hearing this the crowd fell back, and I did tlie same, then I saw about 25 sepovs ad- 
vance to the doois of the room wlmh contained the ladies and children, who firing a \ oik \ 
into it retned when another part) advanced, and did the same I was at fins time about o0 
paces from the spot and could hear the cries of the inmates of the bungalow, after the dis- 
charge of each colic v After this I leit the place, and w ent aw a) torn) house m the Bu\ee 
hhanah, molnilla, which was within musket range of the spot I left uid he ml fring till cau- 
dle l’ght The newt morning as I was standing on the road near ni) house, I saw auowd 
pioceeding towards the above mentioned bungalow, and heard some of them sa)ing, that flic 
lames and children who escaped death last night w ould he killed now One of the sepovs 
caugkt hold of me, and made me cair) some braacn vessels foi linn, to the Theatre, adjoining 
the bungalow abov e referred to, and then let me go "When I jiasscd close to this bungalow, 
seeing a ciowd assembled there, I stood, and saw foui oi five men with drawn swords, wlio 
appeared to be sweepeis, appioatb the bungalow, and I beard the people say that these men 
had come to put an end to those wlio may have escaped the musketry I saw these men 
enter the bouse, and drag out the ladies about 15 m number, some of whom were wounded, 
and massacie them with then sw ords , after w Inch dragging their coipses they threw them 
down a w ell in the compound I sm a little child about 5 years old near one of the ladies 
who seeing her lulled, tiaed to escape by running aw ay, hut w as cut down by one of tlie men 
bearing sw ords, ar d the corpse thro vn into the well , seeing this I left the spot, but the 
crow d was still there On the same day, about 10 o’clock a m it was rumoured that the 
European troops were appioaclnng Cawnpore, and were about 12 or 14 miles distant , bearing 
tins the sepovs commenced prepar.ng for a battle Abort fwo o’clock, I beard tin bung 
of cannon, which continued till tin ee o’clock, when the news of tlio defeat of the seprv r 
re icbed, and all the mutineers and bad characters of the city were seen fi) mg towards Bi- 
tkoor It was now rumouied that the European troops were advancing, and all the inhabi- 
tants w ould be put to death, winch caused the people to il) iiom the city 1 accompanied 
them On re-’chmg a v ilk go called Nowbrsta, about 4 or 5 nnlos distant, I remained tliuc 
foi fou” days, when I beard that tlie inhabitants were invited to return to tlieir homes, and I 
accordmgl) came back After a month and a half, I took employment with Captain Bruce as 
a Chuprassee A month after tins the mutineers from Gwalior came here, to meet whom, 
the European troops advanced, and a battle took place, which lasted the whole day In the 
evening the troops returned to tlie entrenckmerts, and the mutuieers adv anced to the city 
and remained fighting for eleven da) s I was employed m carrying provisions from the en- 
trenchments to the different batteries, and was present with my master at the battle of Soo- 
nijpore, and am still in Goi eminent sei v ice 

Q On the first day, when the sepoys were firing into the bungalow containing the 
ladies and children, were there any persons present with drawn swords ? 

A — I did not see any peison with swoids on that day 

Q — Can ) ou giv e a description of the persons who entered on the second day, with drawn 
swoids, the bungalow where the ladies and children were? 

A — I do not lecollect their features, but one of them wore a beard, was of a dark com- 
pletion and of tall statui e 

Q — Were the ladies whom )ou saw, dressed or otherwise ? 

A — The) wcie all dressed I did not see any otherwise 

Q — Did ) ou beai who tlie four or live men with drawn sw ords w ere, or of what tribe 
wcie they, and lesidents of which place ? 

A - -No I did not lieai any thing regarding them 
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q — Wlion tlio coipsos v, ore thrown down the well, had they clothes on them ? 

A Yes, w lfcli the exception of tlneo 

q 0 nn y 0U describe, 01 give any information regarding any one of the cron d that ivas 

present dining the two cl a) 3, w hen the inassaei e was being carried on ? 

A There w ere many poisons, both of the city and of my neighbourhood, but they havo 

all gone aniy, I do not know any of then names There was a person with me named Sufiree, 
ulioso w hereabouts I do not know, he was with me when I went to Lucknow

ram liasai, Caivnporc 

Q — What hav e you to state ? 

A — Lor the last ten oi twelve j cars T hav c been employed with Mi Thomas Green- 
way, a merchant lending at “Purinit Ghat” Cawnporc When the outbreak occurred m that 
station, I aceomp lined my inastei to General Whcelci’s ban.ick, my wife was employed as 
an Ayah with Mrs Giccnway , sho and om cliild also accompanied us to the barrack "When 
the Euiopcans entered the bo its, and weio massaued it the ghat, and the ladies who had es- 
caped the missacreweic taken to the Sai uda house, I and my wife and child were also taken 
along w ith them and confined there Tu o or three d ly s aftei this, the ladies and children 
weie removed to tlio house close to tho Assembly rooms, and I and my wifo and child wero 
also taken tlieic a guard was placed over us all The Nana had lesided at the Hotel known 
as Noor Mahomod’s, close to the Asscmbh looms, and all tho ladies together with Mr Ed- 
ward Greenway and his son named Stophen, weie made over to Tantcoa Topee, There were 
also two gentlemen fiom Furruck abaci, confined along with the ladies , one of them was styled 
Major, and I do not know who tho other was, lie was wounded in the light thigh Five or 
six days after, I lieaul the sepoys placed on guaid over us, under eommnnd of Tanteea Topee, 
saying that tho Europeans were close upon Cawnpore The sepov s commenced arming them- 
selves, and proceeding to the sov eial batteries During the night, T inteca Topee and the Yana 
accompanied by about a hundred aimod men, camo into tho compound ot the house, and re- 
moved the four Europeans who weie confined along with the ladies, and taking them to the 
cornci of the Commissariat bungalow shot them Isiw Mi Edward Gieenw ay fall first, and 
then Ins son, after which the otliei two gentlemen weie shot At the time that these gentle- 
men weie shot, Tanteea Topee and Baba Bliut weie present nt tho spot, and I witnessed tho 
formei giving oulcis tor the execution of the four Europeans After which, they came to the 
ladies, accompanied by tho armed sepoy r s for the puipose of massacring them and the children, 
hearing vvlmh, they all shucked I was standing at the tune in the verandah, and heard 
Tanteea Topee and Baba Bliut order the sepoys to massacre the ladies and children, which or- 
dei they cm ned out Both these individuals had drawn sw ords, my wife and child wero also 
killed with the ladies, seeing tins I left the place, and climbing ovei the wall, escaped Mit- 
thoo and Booddhoo Svveepeis, who weie there, accompanied me , the latter’s wife was also 
killed 1 do not lemcmbei the date of the massacre, but it was on the very next morning the 
European Tioops reached Cawnpoie I h id often seen Tanteea Topee befoie, as he frequently 
visited my master’s shop, I could thciefoie recognize him I do not know the number of the 
legunent to which tho sepoys bolongod, who massacred the ladies A Mussulman Darogah 
who was m the Nana’s employ, had food piepared ior the ladies, and a woman called Begum 
used to bring it to them I do not know her name, sho w as of a fan complexion, and about 30 
yams of age Fiom the day that the ladies weie biought lo Mis Bitten’s house, up to tho 
tune of then massacio, I remained with them, and duiing this penod, none of the ladies ever 
came outside ot the houso, as they were not pel nutted to do so I did not heai ot or see any 
lady bemg taken aw ly fiom there Besides the foui gentlemen above alluded to, no others 
weie in confinement with the ladies

Q You have stated in your deposition that two gentlemen from Fmiuckabad, one of 
whom was known as a Majoi, weie confined along with the laches, but it has been ascei tamed 
tint the gentlemen who had come from Funuckabad, were thiee m numbei, you are there- 
fore requested to state what became of one of them ? 

A A number of gentlemen had come fiom Funuckabad, but out of those, only twp 
weie brought to the Beebee ghur

Q — State whether before the massacre of the ladies, five Europeans were put to death, 
or only four, as stated by you 

A — I well remember seeing only four gentlemen put to death 

Q — Where aio your two companions who escaped with you, i c Mitthoo and Boodhoo P 

A — They are m some station to the west, and as soon as I can find out where they are, 
I v ill gu e intimation 

Q — Stato what occuircnces you observed during the time you were m the entrench- 
ments 

A — I only remained for two days in the entrenchments, and therefore cannot relate 
what occiured thcie 

Q — As you have beon here throughout the disturbances, state who were the chief lead- 
ers, who accompanied the rebels to battle ? 

A — I do not know all of them, but at the commencement of the outbieak, I saw the 
ETunhey Nawab, and Balcui Alee Ins hi other, together with Nizamudoollah, accompanied by a 
nurnbei of sepoys and wealing arms, pioceed daily to the batteries, and Nawab Doolah daily 
attended the Nana’s couit, he U3ed to go m a palanqiua Pood for the troops was daily sent 
by this person Besides this, I know nothing further 

Q — You lm e stated that when news reached of the European troops bemg close upon 
Cawnporo, Tantoca Topee and the Nana, accompanied by about a hundred armed men, came 
into tho compound of the house where the ladies weie confined, and that they removed the 
four Europeans to tho cornel of tho Commissariat bungalow, and there shot them, after 
which Tauteea Topee and tho Nana, accompanied by the armed men, came to the place where 
the ladies and ekildtcn wero confined, for tho purpose of massacring them, and that m ac- 
cordance with thoir ordeis, tho sepoys massacred the ladies and children But from other de- 
positions it appears that when the sepoys lefused to massacre the ladies, five other persons 
murdered them vv ith swords, v ou are therefore desired to state whether you peisonally wit- 
nessed tho massacre of the ladiCB ? 

A — When f heard the order given for tho massacre of the ladies, through fear I left tho 
place, and theicfoie did not witness the massacre, but at the time I w as making my escape 
fiom tho place, I heard shots fired, and do not know if nny others besides tho sepoys, perpe- 
trated tho in issacic after I had left T vnteca Topee and Baba Bliut, when they gav e the order 
for the massaci o of tho ladies, were in the compound ol the house where the Nana lived, 
which w is quite close to the Bcebeeghur, where the ladies wane confined 


No 02 —Statement of Manuel , spy. 

I w as sent hy the Commissioner of Military Police, from Meerut to gam uiformation of 
Ni/am All Khan, Sowar, 6tli Troop 2nd Light Cavaliy, who was a resident of Bampore On 
reaching that city and making enquires, I learnt that his house was situated in the Mohullah 
of Zcarut Badsha, hut could get no trace of him there, and I was recommended to apply to 
Gliolam llv der Khan, he w as formerl} m the Nativ o Cav all} and was now m the somce of the 
Nawab of Bampore ac Jemadar ot sowars With some difficulty I got acquainted with Gho- 
lam II}dcr Khan, and after conveisation on othei subjects made enquiries legaidmg Nizam 
All Khan, the Jemadar informed me that he had seen him at Bampore during the outbreak 
and that ho had a young ladv the daughter of a gentlemen with him, she was disguised m 
nati\ e clothes, and that ho consequently did not like to have anything to say to him, that 
Ni/am All Khan shortly after left Bampore, and lie believed that be went to tbe rebel camp 
tbeu at Toolscepore

Tr February 1ST?, whilst at Cawnpore, I seized tho opportunity th r afford' 1 m fe- 
gaining reliable information from loval -oldicra of the 50th Regiment Nattvc JnfttTh, 
respecting the fate of friends who penciled in (he outbreak at that station 

The evidence thus casually obtained, led me to doubt the statements then rurrent regard 
ing this most painful and obscure part of the moll of 1857 I therefore fought for further 
information, ind learning w iukt at Ally ghur, that Tolin Fitchctl, a bugler of the Cth N I th* n 
in the dfihtaiy Police luJ in converettton related certain urcumat mccs as having at ‘ended 
the massacre of the 15th July at Giu spore, which, if true, would prove him to h lie been ,a» 
eye witness of that frightful scene, I lost no time m recording Ins statement on oath which I 
subsequently tested by taking him with mo to Cawnpoie an l causing him to point out tlu 
different localities named by Inin at Ally ghur His statements were further verified by 
ev idenco previously taken, as also by other Drummers of the Glh N I (then m the Eura- 
sian Regiment at Pediaw ur) who were with him at Cawnpore during tho revolt, and who, 
as he stated they wo uld, corroborated lus deposition 

The evidence thu3 pi ocured was submitted to His Evcellency tho Viceroy, who directed 
tho investigations into the Cawnpore outbreak to ho continued, uul at their conclusion r 
report to be made theieon 

I was fully aware of the difficulty attending tho task Cawnpore was considered emi- 
nently disaffected, and the mass of its citwens as f ivorable to the rebel cause and inimical to the 
British rule How improbable was it then that men implicated, either by a willing or forced 
servitude, with tebels, would voluntarily adoul information that might tend eventually to 
eliminate themselves Yet tho only hopo of cairy ing out tho mow's of the Governor General lav 
m inducing such men to give the required evidence, and moreover, as I speedily found, still fur- 
ther difficulties beset the path, i c the dread of men themselv Cs implicated hv covert or open 
acts of rebellion duung the outbreak, who nevertheless had regained thui mlluence with their 
foimei masters, foai of whom led many to conceal f lets, the knowledge of which would 
lead to enquuy, whom no assurances would convince that their safist policy, os well is tliur 
duty to Government, was to come forward openly and denounce the guilty 

It hence became at once apparent that it was necessary to proceed with great caution , 
since most, it not all, were suspected of disloyalty, it was difficult to urge them to free and un- 
reserved statements, when it was impossible to surmise how far they were, or were not them* 
spiv es, implicated m the revolt I how cm fi.lt convinced tbafcsomo few there must be even in 
Cawnpore who had not willingly joined the rebel cause 

It was necessary (ir-fc of all to gam information regarding tho antecedents of a few 
of tho most respectable and leading men of Can npore, especially -o as to their movements 
dui ing the revolt, for the di-chaige of which most delicate duty a native offiu d, long em- 
ployed m positions of trust an 1 responsibility in the Department for the Suppression of Thug- 
gee and Daeaity, who In lever ewncvJ great taet andjudgmo it in tracing crime, was deputed — 
lusloy dn v was approved, and had been tested throughout the mutiny — from the date of 
the hlcci ut outbreak, lie tmre'Orv cdly cast m hi- lot with ours — w as the first to gam information 
from tho In irt of the rebel city, Delhi, and continued to afford most valuable information 
throughout its procraeRd siege 

Tluough his os-istane- 1 soon became acquainted with the true state of affa.rs at C twn- 
pore, for miuy who hesitate l giving evideicc in Court, freely related fact* to him that afford- 
ed clues whereby step by step mfoimit on was gamed, that eventually ] e ,l to the recording of 
sixty -seven depositions on the subjeot Ten of the-e are bv Eurasians and Native Chmnans, 
ten by Mnhomedans, and the remaining fortv-seven by Hindoos

band of British, maj' be well styled heroic

foimcd, winch seemrd to mock at justice, wherein Baba Bind Ins elder In other prc-ult d, stat- 
ed on a billnid table, bj whose decrees a Tlahomedan butcher lost 3ns bands for the crin e of 
killing a cow, and as also a thief for plundering, whilst bad characters were p traded on 
donkeys throughout the ettv, and their house"; levelled with the ground , from whuli instances 
it would appen tli it the punishments indicted In these so-ealled comts v.eic such only as 
accorded with native ideas The citv was kept in continual ilarm bv reported intention- to 
plunder, and it is cleat Iv proved from the ev ldence, that the sagacitv oi its Ootwal Iloolas 
Singh, alone pre-civ cd it from tins dangei, threatened alike bv mutineers in seatcli of wealth, 
and insurgent zemindars or landholders thirsting to be ov enged on the commercial classes who 
bad bought tlieir estates when sold bv decree' of the Civil Comts , ^ 

Many respectable citizens kept aloof, whilst others willing]} attended the rebel court, and 
some few there wcio who, bv a forced or a lcluctant attendance, hoped to save themselves The 
majouty however played i double game , for men acquainted with the powei and resources of 
the British, ind hence capable of discerning the folly and weakness of the Nana’s cause saw 
in it rapid seeds of dissension and decay, and bided then time — rculv to retain with the 
first ebb of the tide , and this temporizing in some few instances was doubtless imperative 
A few however of the higher classes either did really believe, or forced themselves to credit 
tlic stability of the Nana’s rule , whilst to the mass of the population, to the poor and illiter- 
ate who could only judge from outw aid cucumstnnecs, it naturally seemed that the might 
and power of their late rulers had in truth been swept away, as It were by ono fierce 
blast and to these Nana would ica'onablv appear the ruler of their lend IVe find murcov er tb it 
the w ards of the city banded thcmscli es together to cheek tlie mutineers in their deeds of plun- 
der, who even cliovc oft a paity of the 2nd C.ivnliy by means of brick-bats, m consequence of 
which the offenders received a warning to be moie caicful m future how they treat mutineers 
As also the latter, when separated from their comrades, were disarmed and plundered by the 
insuigent population, so that it was onlv in large masses thev dared to move through the 
country , 

The Ntina and his court possessed little or no authority over the rebel ti oops, who it is 
evident did just as they pleased — manned the attacking batteries, and joined m the n'saults 
or not as they deemed fit— the gieater portion taking their ease, lounging m the bazars md 
on tho hanks of the canal and plundering the pi ovisions as they were brought into the citv 
Tho distribution of tho pi omiscd rewards and of par occasioned much wrangling and hitter 
speeches against then nominal ruler, whom they even threatened to depose and replace with a 
Maliotnedan noble 

There were evidently fiom the first two opposing factions amongst the mutineers The 
Hindoos led by Teehu c Singh, a Soobadar of the 2nd Cavalry, who, by his influence as Genoial of 
the Division, supported by the Nana, was at first the most pow erful and carried all before him , 
and tlie Mahomedans, composed chiefly of the 2nd Cavalry and leading men in the city, who 
suiely and steadily gained giound, and who had selected an opponent to tho Nana as ruler of 
Cawnpore It is no meie suimisc that, if the Butisli had not so rapidly ic-appeaied upon 
the scene, the seeds of dissension would have ripened, producing m due time a complete disrup- 
tion amongst the lcvolters 
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The Nana, cruel, cowai til v and v\ av ering — unscrupulous ns he was in gaming In- o\\ u i mis 
would eventually have fallen before men equally unscrupulous and cruel, and possessing more 
courage and decision , for the Nana vv as no liberal pay master, hut profuse in pi omises only, which 
he evei failed in carrying out, whilst seeking to extract money from the wealthy inhabitants of 
the city, whom he thereby rendered cohfirmed enemies to Ins cause , plundei and extortion was 
openly carried on by his officials , parties crossing at the ferries wore charged a rupee ahead, and 
if unable to pay were detained for d lys , ex cn tho mutineers from Benares, on their way to join 
the Nana’s camp, wcie not allowed to escape payment for crossing at the Jaj ilhow Perry 

I would now hi idly allude to the paities who aie supposed to have perished at Cawnpore , lists 
of names have been added of all those who wero at the station when tho outbieak commenced, 
with the fugitives who left Futtehghur on the 4tli June and 4tli July 1857 Of those retained 
m captivity and subsequently massacred, beyond tho fact of their being heptm confinement, 
they do not appear to hnv e been treated with indignity, nor with greater hardship than 
prisoners of any class oi lace under native rule 

The evidence proves that clothes lecovercd from the native washermen were dish lbuted 
amongst the captives , chapaties or native biead, with dhal or pulse, (tho usual native faio 
foi the poor) was daily accorded them, prepared by cooks appointed for the purpose On repre- 
sentation that such faie was to them unpalatable, it furthei appears that m lieu of dhal a 
portion of meat was allowed, and that the children received milk A slave girl of the Nana’s 
household, named IToosemeo Klianum, aims the Begum, w as nominated to tho supervision of 
tlic afFurs of the ladies, and to the supply mg their wants , hut who, like all of her class, was nob 
of reputable charactei, and eventually displaced an un woman-like cruelty by taking, as it , 
would appeal, a prominent pait in the proceedings shortly before the mnssnero, carrying oiders 
from the Nana — her paramoui Suiwui Elian, a trooper m his service, being ono of the chief 

In conclusion, I have to remark on the patient endurance of pnvations, and firm reliance 
on God m trials, which were so strikingly displ iy ed amongst tlu, eaptn es, and, from what nativ es 
have related to me was noticed by tliem with vvondei and ndmnation We have repeated in- 
stances of these beautiful tiuits not only heie, hut tluougliout the rev olt , andViowlicre m the 
world have they been shown more conspicuously J than m the women of England in this 
memoiable yeai, m all places and penods 

If the Civil and Militaiy Officers of India did their duty to Government as few men of 
othei countries have evei done, and if t6 them is justly due the ci edit of having saved thc>, 
country by the hold front they displayed, their wives, daughteis, and sisteis vveio not a whit 
behind rn acts of daring and heroism in horns of peril , and of patient endurance, and hi m 
tiust m tlieir Mciciful God when called on to suflei captivity oi a cruel death

above, which merely arose from the love of plundei, was the following A Jemadai, tliiee

siege, and had left the entienchments in their company , prefeiiing

Lieutenant Goad They were taken before Subadai Meer Baksh, then styled Majoi, and 
commanding a battery of five guns at the mess-house of their corps, who said these faithful 
men should not have been taken priaoneis, having become Christians, hut should at once have

But delibei ate murdei attended witl revolting coolness, as related below, rev ealed still 
moie cleai ly the intended tieaclieiy of the rebels The gallant Colonel Ewart, home in a 
litter by fom coolies being sev ei ely wounded, and followed by his 
Deposition No 19 son owing wife on foot, falling into the l ear, was, when passing St 

John’s Church, stopped by seven oi eight Sepoys of his Regiment, the 1st Native Infantiy, 
who ordering the litter to he pi iced on the ground, thus tauntingly addressed then late Com 
manding Officer — “ Is not this a fine parade, and is it not w ell di eased up ?” Then by the sw oi ds 
o! two of their paity cut him to pieces, and turmngto Mis Ewait, said — “ Go, we will not kill 
y ou, foi y ou aie a woman, but tluow down all y ou have ” 


She took out a small packet concealed m her diess, containing peihaps sime stoied lehcs, 
valuable only to liei, and threw them at the feet of the wretches, who, howevei, not desiring 
plundei only, but thnstmg likewise foi Euiopean blood, slew her also Colonel Ewait had 
entertained thiou^hout a presentiment that he would fall by the hands of lus own men, and 
thus strangely" lost his life by then hands instead of peiishing in the indiscnminate slaughtei 
at the Glut Two of these cowardly wretches are known to have been Byanath Smgh

massacre at the ghat, w mdering about naked and hungry for tbe space of two days, ev en

Trrr composer of fins nairative, m lium We but loyal subject of tbe State, Nairn! - 
<c"hund by n une, is an inhabitant of Cawnpote, and in testimony of Ins attacliment to the 
'Government, he has lecorded the follow mg account of the disturbances, taken part m by 
■fiaitois, in the hope that the authorities will be giatihed by its peiusal The wader has 
been a w ell-w isher of the Gov eminent ftom the commencement, and has recen ed at its hands 
much kindness and distinction When Bajee Rao, Peishwa, died, and the Nana, hudmash, 
pi iced the Peishw fs widows in confinement, the agents of the said w ldow s came to 
the writei for assistance, and lie, in the fu-t instance, induced the said agents to file a 
angular complaint on behalf of those ladies These men fought out the ease with the 
local Government and the authentic 5 ; m England, foi a consideiable ponod Tiie coirect- 
aiess of this statement w ill be manifest fiom a proceeding recorded by the Lieutenant 
Goieinoi, which is still m the wntei ’s possession Meanwhile, the Nana, oi h iteful 
memoir, caused the older daughtei of the Baee Sahib, a widow of Bajee ltao, to be 
marned to a son of one Putpurdhun, but refused to let lier join her husband, and indeed 
put hoi >to death, by means which cannot wath decency he recorded f lhe igents, 
who used to visit the waiter, complained about her death, but owing to Mi M , then 
31 igistiate and Ofhciating Commissioner of Bithoor, they obtained no redress, that 
-offieei hung been on fuendly tetms with the Nana Complaints regaidmg these 
nsctiriences w ere c 111 led forw ard is far as Engl md, and the agents, who were emploj ed in 
■doing =u, aic still in existence Shortly attei, Chunnajee Bao, eldest son of Chum.a- 
jee 11 10 , senior, brothei of Bajee Rio, came and assured the wader, that lie w r as rightful 
propnetoi of one-halt ot ill the real and personal pioperLy of Bajee Rao, and afterwards 
Bulwunt llao, Athoioli, fithei-m-law of Btjee Rao, came and stated that he feared the 
Nam would put to death the younger daughter of Bajee Rao likewise, as he was anxious 
to get her mamed m opposition to the rules of the family Consultations on thes 
topics went on foi i considerable time, at the end of which Chlmna Apa' jnnr, pledged 
his w cud to pay all expenses attending the piosecntion of the suit, and also monies 
paid on hi« own individual account, adding that, e\en In the event of the suit not suc- 
ceeding, he mas about to leceive possession of piopertj valued at.neai ly two lacs of mpecs, 
-is his own pei ■son d piopeity, as he had just attained his majority, the s ud property 
hung then under the management -of the Magistrate of the district He, at the same 
f imt, mortgaged the property in question hv a foi mil deed, uid on this undci standing 
a suit was fded against the Nana, valued at three ciores, four lacs, and seventy 
thousmd, sii- bundled and fifty -three rupees, eleven annas and five pie, in the 
Court ot the Principal Sudder Ameen , but in consequence of that officer's collud- 
ing with the defendant, it was dismissed An appeal fiom the older of dismissal 
was duh filed, the Suddci Coiut being well aw a e ot the hostiht\ existing between the 
N ma md our party But the following are the actual facts of the case Some of the 
sen mts of the Nana, hudmash, being fond of having their palms greased, would come ovci 
md communicate mfoimation legal ding their master to Clumna Apa, and occasionally 
m ide similai communications to the wntei When appearances showed the ceitamiv 
of an approaching insunection, and the foimer Magisliate ot Cawnpoie entrusted 
important duties to the Nana, his immediate attendants, who used to bring the wntei 
news, assured tbe waiter that the Nana was instigated by Baba Bhut and Joala Pershad, 
Risaldar, and Bala, hi other ofthc Nana, md Elman loollah, tehseeldar, and Mohomed Ishaq, 
iormeily thanadai, to turn tmtor, md the attendants of the ladies Meina Baee and 
Sutie Baee also informed me that the N ma w r as m the habit of saying at home, that be 
had seemed the co-opciation of the soldiery, and would have his revenge, and would rule 
over that territory The waitei mentioned all this to the Magistrate, hut as that gentle- 
man had a high opinion of the Nana, he took no notice Though helpless, the writer 
was com meed m lus ow n mmd that the Nana was an insignificant person, and that if lie 
did cieate any disturbances, the Butish Government would loot him out m i tew dms, 
md that it w as impossible foi the great ernpnc o r the British to he dost i oved by the* 
revolt of such miserable ti utois, but rather it was eeitam that they would here liter he 
punished as they doseived 

These leflectious led to the vuitei’s keeping the follow mg journal, fiom the 1 Ah Mai 
1S">7, the piep iration ol which cost him a good dell of time ind liboi , and he hope®,

Fiom the date on w Inch the mutiny (-it Cawnpore) broke out, to the 10th June, the 
waiter kept himself concealed m the utv, and perused tins journal When the wicked 
ICana ordered him to be apprehended, and he could not find place to stay in, lie had no 
alternative hut to cross the Ganges and put up in a place named Budiuka, in the house 
of a K iveth, named Dliurum Dass While theie he entertained ten men to bring lnm 
intelligence of passing e\ ents These were tiustwoithy men and loval subjects, and 
they biouglitnews of what transpned every minute m the Nana's office, and in the 
entrenchments of the Salub-log, and among the zemmdais.

Ram, mootsuddie, and by Basdeo Shastiee, and othei people belonging to Clnmna Api, 
who were in confinement by ordei of the Nana Listly, news of the widows of Bajee 
Rao, 1 e of Mema Baee and Sntie Baee, who always leceived intelligence of what was 
going on, and are still m confinement w lth the Nana, duly came in, and otliei ney\ s yy as 
brought in by tlie liuikaias, specnlly appointed by the writei foi that purpose 

With the assistance of the ibove-named peisons the wi iter was enabled to keep 
up this journal, in winch the events of tlie day aie accurately set down When the 
lutlionty of the Butisli Government was le-establisbed, tlie wnter waited upon Mi 
I W Slierer, the Magistiate and Collectoi, and also upon Mr Bimows, and mule men- 
tion of this journal, lemaikmg that it liad not been called foi by any bod y In 
confoimity to Mr Sherei’s instructions, be continued m attendance upon tlie 
Supenntendent of Police, and peifoimed numeious sei vices of impoitanee One of 
these was the diseovenng of neaily 20 lacs oftieasure, which the Nana had thi own into 
1 well before running away, and which was a poition of the amount foi which the water 
had biouglit a civil action igamst the said Nana That money was lecoveied and de- 
posited 111 the Government Tieasuij" He also continued to obtain and communicate 
intelligence of the movements of the rebels to the authonties with the aid of his linr-

The 19 th May, Tuesday — I w as told that the lcbels bad ci c ded distmbances on the 
loads leading to Agra, Fuuuekabad and Ciwnpene, md the nnringe pioeessions which 
were about to pioeeed in those dnections, postponed then departure 

The 20th May, Wednesday — I learnt to-diy that the men of the mfantiy and i ■- 
\ airy regiments declaie, that beyond deti lying the expenses ot those legnnents, they do 
not mean to give any ot the treasiue to othei people 

The 21 s t May , Thin sday — To-day' Baboo JSsree Persliad and the other b mkei« ot 
the city waited on the Mngi=tiate and obtained bis pei mission to employ 500 matJi 
lockmeu The baboo obseived th it be was piepaied lo pay them if the kotunl would 
cnteitam them, as be (the baboo) could not pievail on them to sene Tins was agned 
to, and in the e\ emng I c died on the lcotw al Shall Alee, to heai ot the uiangements 
that had been decided upon for the defence of the city Inayut Iiossem, thanadn ot 
Sheorajpooi, who hid been sent foi by the Magistiate to assist Shill Alee kotw il, w is 
seated theie it the time, and matehlockmen wei e being enlisted Die hot n >1 w i« 
anxious to enlist some of the sow ms of the collectoiate foi the piotcction oi the city 

The 22nd May, Fndui/ — To-day the agent of Chimna Apa, the plamtift m the suit 
against the Nana, came to me I was conducting the case m point on Ins behalf lit 
stited to me with reference to the 300 Rs that I had given him foi coint costs, that as 
Apa Sahib and Guuesli Shastiee weie going along m an ekka, they eneounteied tin. 
troops of the Nana, with aiidlciy, coming fiom the opposite direction, having been sent 
for by the Magistrate That these men inn up to assault Apa Sahib, and that as it was 
mght time, Gunesli Sliastree and Clnmna got off the conveyance, and lan into a i ovine 
That the ass ulants earned off a valuable sword with the 500 Rs and Chimna Apa li ul 
saved bis life, but Ins men were beaten, and that the Nana's men openly dedaicd, tbit 
the British Rule would only hist a few days lougei On bearing this, I was muck alarm- 
ed and deteimmed to make it known to tlie Magistrate Fnends advised me not to do 
so, on the giound that the Magistrate had sent loi the Nana for pm poses of his own and 
would favoi the Nana at such a cusis, and that my compl nnt had no chance ot being 
listened to Ilowevei I came to the resolution, that whetliei it was listened to oi 
not, I should ceitamly infoini the Magistrate of what I had learnt 

The 2 ini May, Satuiday — To-day I waited on tlie Magistrate, and told bun all 
about the encountei with the Nana’s tioops, and of Chimna Apa being plundering He 
made no reply In the evening I leceived intelligence, that the Bala was holding ti m- 
torous couveisation noth the sowars, and Goredhun, agent ol the widow ladie->, wlio 
came from Bitliooi, assured me, that ho bad liend fiom the immediate attendants ot 
tho Nana, on the night previous, that tlie cavaliy and infantry had ]omed tlie Nana’s 
party, and that the lattei weie only keeping up appeal ances , and that they followed th s 
policy', i e , if the soldieiyian away, then the Nana’s paity would ieeei\e eiedit, and the 
w r ay foi lecovenng Ins pension would be pioved, while on the othei band, it the soldieiy 
were victonous, and the Bntisli Rule extinguished, they w ould get possession ot the 
country This statement ot Goredhun’s appeals to be well founded, as be attends upon 
the fatliei of the Baees Other par ticulai a must be known to the paitics themselves 

The 24 th May, Sunday — Heard to-day, that tlie Magistrate issued an oidei, th it 
the men entertained for the defence of tlie city, should be distributed all over at the 
Nakekbundies The kotwal has accordingly commenced stationing the men of the 
new levy I also heard, that the sowais ot the 2nd regiment of cavaliy, wath Teeka 
Smgh, soobadar, went to the Nana last night, to hold a consultation People say, th it 
the Nana has come in. to assist Government, while the agent of the Baees brings 
intelligence, that the Nana is planning to win over the soldiery to Ins side lam 
confident, that those who keep Ins mischievous company, wall cause disturbances 
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The ioth Mai/, Monday — I heoad to-day, that tho M-gistrote instructed the 
Nana to entertain men and piomiscd to givo them money foi thou expenses, and also 
oidercd Serb Mull, narai of the colleotorate, to furmsli supplies, and lomam in atten- 
dance Towai ds ov cuing T i eturned from kutchereo, and perceived several ti oopei s and 
sepoys in fhe guden, m company cvitli tlio Nana’s foire Wliat I obseive, seems tho 
opposite of vvlnt tlio collectoi believes Had the Nana a clear heai t, lie would not 
-s«-ociato with flic hoops m societ 1 obsuved, that tlio cliov dice and zcmindais of 
jhthooi wi io with lnm, and these men arc great budniashcs I should not yonder if 
they nistigitcd the /cmindns to lebclhon 


Tin 2C)th V<u/, Tin srlnt/ — To-day I v, rote n full account of the Nana’s doings, on plain 
papu, md hied it as i petition, so as to vv tin the Magisfiato, ard induce him to speak 
to the Gcneial so is to a\ old falling into enoi , but tlio Mugistiato gave no heed to my 
petition, and got so vexed with me, that I < moot descnbc his auger lie said to me, 
<v I on h ive all along been speaking ill of the N in i, and filing suits against him mtlio civil 
< omts , J cannot pay attention to any lcpic&enfiition fiom a person so hostile to the 
Nina ’ Implied, those ill ms had no connection with the present question , that the Nana 
li id long li irl joined enmity to the Government, and i gieat numhei of budmnshes belonged

at all this, and piessed me to go and mfoim the Magistrate I leplied, that on a former 
occasion, when I volunteeied intelligence, the Mogirtiafe w is greatl} ennged with me, 
and I felt afiaid to lepeat the evpenment, as that gentleman lud unbounded confidence 
on the Nana, and I fuithei feared, lest I should he put m confinement m return foi such

distmbances Ho is instigating oveiy body to violence He is the pnmniy agitator ot 
these distmbances, and Rehum Khan, native doctor, a Mewatee, and all tho men of the 
butcher -khanu meuith him, but tho lespectiblo Mnhomedans of the city, sucli isMeei 
Shupiyut Ally and all the meinbeis of Ins family, and Mcei Yai Ally, naib smslitadai,

and blew up his house with guns Tho othei agent, Apajugtrb, ran array, and the 
ittendants ot Cliinma A p g named bclorr, rrerc all put m chains, and I heai that they 
mil he put to death, then hands and noses being hist cut off They aie .the Lalla 
Mootsuddi, Basdeo Slmstree, Ram Bhao, Apa TliaLooii, Dada Deecliut, Juguniath 
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Dcechut, Bulwunt Rao, (father-in-law of Bajee Kao, Peishwa,) Nana Kijbur, (the other 
father-in-law,) Cluntnmun Bhut, Muhadeo Bluit, Naravn Rao Ghosla, and Bapoo Atho- 
lce, and others On hearing this, I advised the vakeels, v, ho were conducting suits for 
me, viz , Sheikh Moozuffer Hoossem, Lalla Dnrgaln Lall, and Lalla Shadi Ball, to run, 
tvway, as otherwise they would cevtamly he killed Mr Crump, the merchant, who 
lived m the bungalow, had buried all his valuables and money and goldmoliurs, to the 
value of about two lacs of rupees, m the presence of Bnladeen Chowdree and Bemec 
Singh, jemadar, m his compound, and went away, and Ins son took refuge m the 
enti enchment on the 5th instant These very servants now dug up those valuables, 
and carried them away At this moment I heaid that Mr Green, the Superintendent 
of the Bridge, whom the present contractor had concealed m his house, lias now 
been turned adrift, and was consequently murdered , also, that Mr McIntosh, mer- 
chant, with his family were massacred by rebels, but his mother, by some means, 
managed to escape I hear that the great guns of the maga/iuc, with round shots, 
powder, &c, are being taken to the battenes to-day, and that the treasure plundered 
fiom the Government treasury, was ljrag in carts m the maga/me, and that the special 
attendants ol the Nana and mutineers of the Lambourne’s and Gilhb’s regiments, 
and some ttoopers, were guarding the carts Also that Government guns are being 
forwarded to Bithoor, aud ammunition fiom the magazine intended for Bithoor, being 
laden in carts The budmashes holding flags declaie that they are preparing for 
an attack, &c In the old bazar of General Gunj, the rebels broke open the shop of 
Parma Nund, on the plea of requiring cloth to make bags of The budmashes have 
pointed out the dwelling of Sheo Churn, cloth merchant, to the sowars, who have taken 
away his merchandize Those who go to see the fun ai e impressed and made to 
cany about round shot Guns are being fired on both sides One of the lookers-on 
was killed by a ball fiom the entrenchment Now I hear that the zemindars also 
have come m I am anxious to find a man who could be present at the consultations of 
the Nana, and he faithful to the Government, and could identify the zemindais I 
liave appointed a person in whom I have confidence, but I will not put Ins name on 
paper now, for fear of his losing lus life This man reports, that the following zemin- 
dars, viz , Oothum Chund, Ponton Hurdeen, Dhoukul Smgli, Heinunchul Singh, Imiut 
Singh, Pliukur Singh rajpoot, Nungooa, Bulchtoora, LaUa Bunwary, Ruttoo, Dew an 
Zelee, Munrakhun, Bqoul, Auund Singh, Naram Singh, Gopaul Smgli, Gunga Deecliut, 
Jugut Smgli, Cheetee Singh, Sunvvul Smgh, Adhar Singh and Zahm Smgli, and 
others of pergunnah Bithooi, with their attendants all armed, presented themselves at 
the rebel batteries, but Gliowdree Khoraan Smgh, son of Piag Smgli, ran away 
from Bithoor for fear of the Nana, who has been his enemy for years Beclioo 
Smgh, Phunkur Smgh, Hurcliund Smgh, .ley cl mud Smgh, Des Smgh, Rnghbur 
Smgh, Keerut Smgh, Ghunsya Smgh and othei s, zemindars of Kakadeo, pergunnah 
Jajamow, also presented themselves Similarly, Kao Peliulwan Smgli and his band, 
with Mol Singh, Sheodeen Smgh, Buryar Smgh, sirdai, and accompanied by certain 
persons of mouza Oodeypoor, viz , Zore Smgh, Roop Smgli, Hookum Smgh, Dila 
Smgh, Nundeh Smgli, Jung Smgh, Murdun Smgh, Gliuusliam Smgli, Luchmun 
Smgli, Indul Smgh and Unopeo Smgh, &c Ac , with a body of 200 matchlockmen 
and men from mouza Jninoun, viz , Rnmbuksh and Bhoje Smgh, ringleaders, with a 
body of 400 armed men, also Debee Smgh and 400 men of mou/a Khursa, also Pesli- 
wa Smgh and other budmashes of mouza Seidhoree , also the old aud notorious bud- 
mash Bhovvany Smgh and a body of 1,200 matchlockmen, of mouza Sowancbpoor, also 
Ooseyree Smgh, Bishun Smgh, Dhoulcul Smgh, Muthra Smgli, Gopaul Smgh, Sutee- 
run Smgh, Bheekum Smgh, and Mehurban Smgh, &c &c , with 400 matchlockmen , 
also Raja Kiskoree Smgh and Deep Smgh P dull wan, with a body of 800 armed 
men, of mouza Rumipoor , also Rambuv and Hunooman Persbad, of mouza Sedhyee , 
also Nurund Smgh and Kewur Smgh, of mouza Burkula, and also Guja Misr, agent 
of Joala Pershad, brigadier, and Gopaul, his brother-m-law, both of mou/a Sungwau, 
made the r appearance, as Joala Pershad' s wife's family live in. that locality, and he holds 
a two-anna interest in the property There were appointments, &c attached to the 
kutclieree of the budmash Nana Thus Babu Bhut held the post of sudder duftur, 
Joalapei shad, that of bi igadier , Teeka Smgh, that of soobadar general , Azeemoollali, 
that of collector, and Adhadeek Dliarce, that of collector They also brought away 
the son of Azim Ally Khan Ghunsham Aheer, jemadar of the ba'rack master’s 
department, also presented himself The zemindars are extremely bold They don't 
reflect that the Europeans are observing them from the enti enchment, and what will 
be their fate when the budmashes are defeated Mr Edwai d Greenw ay, son ot Mr 
Thomas Gieenway, was brought here a prisoner fiom Nnjufgurh, with Ins family, and 
confined m the Savada-ki-kothee They requue two lacs of lupees as hostage money 
Captain Holhngs, who was formerly dismissed from the sen ice, had a desperate fight 
with the rebels at Nnjufgurh, and only lost his life when his pow r der and shot were 
exhausted Shortly after I w as told, that Tilokie Smgh and others, the ancient zemin- 
dars of mouza Augun, ilaqa Bithoor, had gone with a large party, and plundered the 
house of Mr Peter Maxwell, and earned off four brahmin women, and that they 
attacked, &e , the police officers of Chowki Aroul 

The 8th June, Monday — This day I saw no hope of saving my life, and therefore 
resolved to run away. On the road, I found the Nana’s men hovering about m every 
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duocfciou I got thiough Hulwa-ki-gullco, and concealed myself m tlio house of Baboo 
Bsieo Roislmd, it being meant at the time , only Saligram gonuixlit.i was m it, and 
be supplied me with iood I was then o one day, and saw vvlmt follows , but I will 
bist mention what Ilienid I henid that the Mevvntces had mindcicd Luclnniin 
Pei ‘iliad, tehseeldai of Ukuipoor When this lieu x i cached the 2s. inn, lie appointed 
Akbui Ah in loom of the deceived I then hum, that people w ith drams, and a 
gieatarmy, woie pioceeding viA the lmtchoi-klmiin and Muchh e b.i/nt, to the batte- 
ries of the cnoiii} , and people ga\c out that an attack would poxitniiy be made 
to-day One ofmv men lepoited, that Mi Senijob ('') a superintendent of roads, w ho 
had voluntarily enti listed his piopeitv to the zemindars of Bhontyle, had been 
wounded by Kobeei Singh, zomindai of Piinkco Kuttia, and had further caused several 
gentloinen of tho canal department to he innrdci ed 'J'lmt, lie liad a great army with 
him, plimdoimg and destioving the distnct, that the gentlemen and ladies and chil- 
dren vvero all put into emts mid sent to Newnligiinge, to tho thaua Ono of the 
ladies bogged that they might not bo killed, and vvcie londy to woik, bnt somo 
villain lofused to listen to her, and so they vvero taken to tho Nana I am afraid lie 
will mmdei them The second fact is this, that Ujub Singh, Redhawak, and a bro- 
ther of his, both pi csentel themselves to the Nana They plundered and carried ofl 
some inopeit) fiom tho bungalows, mid English guns, and an Arab hoi so, the property 
of some gentleman Tlicv plundeied every body they met on the load, and have pro- 
mised to bring m Emopean pnsoneis Another piece of fiedi news is tins, that 
Dwmkn, khuthii, a bad ch.u actor, and his «ons, Doorga and Setul Perxhad, presented 
themselves to tho Naim This Bum lea had been in prison seven years at Benares, and 
was expelled tliodisti ict By some fraud lie concealed Ins faults, and got service with 
Binav uk Kao, of Tiro m, and did business w ith the Mahrnttas Aftei the death of Benayuk 
Rao, ho intrigued with Kashi Race, and caused a fend in tho family, when Mr 
Palmer, tho merchant, interposed, and tho ease was sottled m another wav It was 
proved, that this man was at the bottom of all the mischief They thought of putting 
him m pi ison, when ho fled to Cawnpoie, and hired a house belonging to Shoo 
Pcisliad Sunker, son of Tan too Mull, mid lcsuled m the city This v ery man is now 
instigating an impression on the Nairn, that ho should take a large sum of money from 
the Tnhwanw alas, i c , fioin Nninm Rno nnd Madlio Rno, and make them join Ins 
party This suggestion 1ms led to concspondence between the Nana and thoso 
people It appeals, that the Nana lias written to them to seize Chimna Apa, who has 
mil away there This news has been brought me by nil intimate friend, and highly 
loyal qorv ant of the State Tins very Dwmkn went nnd threatened .Tugun Pcisliad, 
klmthn, lepresentmg that he had lull powers, and the English were all destroyed, 
and his rule was m foice I also hem d, that Hindoo sowars had seized theNinineli 
Nuwab, and taken him to the Nana I hear that the Mnhomedan sownis wish to 
join tho Nuwab, and cieate a quariel with the Nana Tho Hindoos were on the side 
of the Nana, owing to the good offices of Teekn Singh, general They therefore 
carried off the Nuwab The Nana had othei views at tho time Ahmed All Khan, 
vakeel, who had great influence with the Nana, explained matteis to the Nana, and hav- 
ing sent for Buldeo Singh, zcmindai of Seesa Mow, made them stand secuntv for the 
Nunneli Nuwab The Rajpoots of mourn Mnlonn, nnd the zemindars, are coininiting 
highway robbery They plundered tho present lumbeidnr, nnd turned him out of his 
house To show their attachment to the Nnnn, they’ even fired shots into the entieneh- 
ment, this has been remarked by ngreitmnny Thev also bi ouglit supplies to the 
rebels Their names are Sochun Smgli, dew an, F’oolsi, Punclium, Menenkhun, Bijonl, 
Esree and Oujagu, with other attendants I also henrd, that one or two troops ot tho 
7th irregular cavalry, nnd 2 companies ot sepoys, and 3 Emopeans, who are with them, 
came to inform the Nana, that thev wish to jom his standard The Nana replied, by 
directing the beads of tho Europeans to bo cut off The troopers, Ac piomptJy 
refused to do so, and said they had taken their oath riot to kill them, but only to keep 
them undei surveillance Next I licai d, that the Nuwab Doollia, armed with a num- 
bei of followers, had come m, and joined the Nana’s standard, nnd given sliuibnt to 
tho tioops to dunk, and ako feasted them It would bo impossible to mention the 
names of all evil-minded men, who joined that stnndnrd They consisted of kulv e- 
ghurs, tumkheias, choonw allalis, the butchei -> and othei s, all of the low est caste The 
men there assembled, must bav e numbered nbov e 5,000 Aftei putting dow n all tins cor* 
lect intelligence, I left my house at candle-light, and came to the dwelling of Heera, 
Gungapootei, atSiraeca ghat He pointed out to me a room to stay m Thei el heard, 

that the present contractors of the bridge, t c Naram, Jankec and others, are all pre- 
sent w itli tho Nana’s pai ty , and that Bakur All Khan and Nizam-ood-Dowlah have 
>een biought in as prisoneis Subsequently I heard, that the Nuwab Doolha did not 
nmsolf go to the rendezvous, but merely feasted the sepoy s 

The 9th June, Tuesday — To-day I was told, that Hoolns Singh, kotwid, was mdu- 
ccc iy the plausible repiesentations of Ehmud-oollab, tehseeldai, to leave tlie Khoord 
e m , w toro he was staying The kotwal at fiist refused to come, but was so com- 
p e e y w on over to i ebelhon, that he consented to take office in tliokotwalee Monk 
low r ee, the blind, a lculwar by caste, and a notorious bad character, volunteered to 
met supplies, on his being lecogmsed as diowdiee, and was appointed accordingly at 
v M A noise hko the report of a gtm, fi om the direction of New abgunge, was 
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suddenly lieard I asked Gungapooter what it could he. Heieplied, that the Salnb-log 
liad entered the Kuttra I icmember the Magistrate’s issuing an order, that as soon 
as the boats, containing Europeans from Futtebguih, should arrive, they should open 
the lock of the bridge, so it might be the armal of those boats I also keaid that 
Jowalnr Smgh, a resideutc r> ^' — 1 — - ~ J - ofKhernand Seorabad,had gone 

to captuie the boats, and * . ans, who were with the cavalry, 

encamped on Chowbipoor-ki-purao, ceitam sepojs had again pioceededto Bithoor, to 
tell Pandrnng llao, that they would not kill those Europeans Tliey were all ready for 
action, but I could leain no particulars 1 have tliereiore sent off another man for 
new s, the battle is still going on Akbur All mooklitar has been ordered to take lip 
the teliseeldaislup of Akburpooi 

The lOd/t June, Wednesday — Gliunsliam, the jemadar of the baraek master’s 
department, has pointed out the path foi the mine, and miners have been sent for 
Repoits of guns are again heaid to-day from the same quarter At a little after 12, 
two dead bodtes of Euiopenns were seen floating down the Ganges, and sepoys were 
seen m a boat coming down behind those corpses, and firing off their muskets aB they 
came Shortly after I heard, that all those Sahib-log who were expected fiom Fur- 
ruckabad, had been made pusoners, aud that some ol them had been left behind Jo- 
walur Singh also, to show Ins loj alty, presented himself with them before the Nana 
My sen ant, Than Singh, saw this particular event at the ghat w ith his ow n eyes I 
hear, that those gentlemen are nnpiisoned in the bairack , I wonder how they will save 
then lives At night I heaid of the fate of the Europeans, who were encamped with 
the tioopeis at Chowbeypoor , t e , the sepoys joined the Nana on the 8th June, and 
at o r at the bugle was sounded Those gentlemen asked to know, by whose order 
the “ assembly” had been sounded They replied, that it was by ordei of the Nana 
On this the Europeans took to their lioises and fled, but were pursued by sowars fil- 
ing into them Oojagir, Eesiee, Bijoul, Lochun Singh, Dewan Singh, Toolsie Singh, 
Punclium and Munrakhuii, formerly zemindar of mouza Malouni, joined in the pur- 
suit Tliey surrounded the Euiopeans, and the troopers cut them down One of them 
was killed at Umbala, and the otlieis weic despatched before they got up to the well 
of Oodey Chund They cut off the heads of all the three Europeans, put them into a 
basket, and brought them to the wicked Rao One lady and a gentleman were how- 
ever taken alive to the Melisoolghur The lady was with child, which I learnt from 
Choonni Lall, banker I also heard, that the unpncipled Dwarka khntlni placed a 
guard over the house of Esree Pershad, and that the two gomashtas, who were placed 
there for its protection, v\ ere made pusoners Afterwards Gungapooter observed to 
me that people had discoveied that I was staying m his house, and that I should quit 
it, for tear ot Ins house being plundered, and myself put to death I deeply regretted 
this, because I saw that it would now be difficult to get intelligence It occuired to 
me, that I must get hold of a zemmd ir, who would attend the !Dui bar like all the othei 
zemmdais, and also of a mahajun, who could also have access to the Durbar and other 
places Accordingly I selected tw o pei sons, a zemind ir, and a mootsuddi, who was 
also a plaintiff, and could go to the Duibai with the other zemindars They piomised 
to bring minute intelligence to the best of then power At midnight, i e at 3 a it , 
ray servant brought the news that the Rao budmash, befoi e whom the heads of the 
Euiopeans had been taken, ordered them to be taken to the arcb-murdeiei, the Nana, 
and that when Mourn. Baee and Sutie Baee saw the lady, they declai cd, that if she 
were put up to death, they would destroy themselves, and hence oideiswere given foi 
that lady and gentleman to be kept m confinement m Mi Muu ay’s house The ser- 
vant also repotted, that when the Euiopeans were lulled, Makhun Pandey, zemmdai.of 
Choubeypoor, heard of it, and piepaied to fight, on which seveial sepoys cnteiedthe 
village, and one of the sepoys was killed by the pai ty of hi ildiun Pandey, neai his own 
door The sepoys then made a great disturbance, and declared to the Rao, that tliev 
would not test until he caused Makhun Pandey to be deliveied to them Mikliun 
however ran away I also heaid, that the people of the other side of the Ganges, viz , 
great and influential /emindais and gooshaeens had come in with stiong bodies of 
men I perceived, that it was not advisable to staj here any longer, as my life was m 
jeopardy, tor orders had already been given to seize all the omlah of the kuteberee , it 
was issued to Azeem-oollah , being quite helpless, I left this place at 4 m the moinnm, 
having impiessed on my gomashta, Joogul Kishoie, to send foi intelligence daily, and 
communicate the sameto me punctually at Jajamow 

The llth Tunc , Thmsdaij — I reached Jajamow this day, before sunrise I perceiv- 
ed corpses of gentlemen and ladies on my way, lying along the banks of the Ganges 
I cannot descube the gnef I felt at tins sight. The coipses could not float down 
from the shallowness of the nver The brother of Moonsln Naram Da=s had put up 
with Ivampta Pershad Pandey I did the same I saw at Jajamow, on the banks of 
the nvei attlie ghat, three boats and a budgrow, which had been burnt by the i ebels 1 
questioned the people of the place, and learnt that wines and othei m tides of merchan- 
dize weie in the boats, but the boatmen had plundered the liquors, and when drunk, 
cut down the gentlemen, and that the neighbouring zemindars of mouzas Palec, 
Thnan, Mudaipoor, Moeea and Nujufguih, joined in the jilnnder, and m the 
nuu dei of some of the gcntlemei, also that troopers of the 2nd cavalry were in 
the habit of pioceedmg to and fiom Nnjntgnrh to Cawnpore, and a company of 
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sepoys was* stationed at tlio Naka of Jajamow for its protection I also observed 
a bungalow of tlio Railway dcpai tment, newly burnt down, and learnt tli.it Polmp 
Sm"b° zommdar of Moeca, had plundered and burnt it Shortly after, <- 01)10 sepoys 
crossed mer fiom the other bank I found on enqtniy, that some more nitantry and 
cavalry bad come in, and woioptocccdnig to the Nana to pun bis standard 1 blither 
learnt, that these were tlio very Sikhs and sepoy b w I 10 had 1 un aw ay fi mn Benares, and 
that they had hi ought plundeied horses on which the ‘•epovswcit mounted At 11 at 
night, news came m by letter, com eyed be Nuram peon, which was to the oflect, that 
tlio following zemindars had this day piesented themselves to the Kami , viz , Bhowany 
Smgh, Gotum, Hindoo Singh, Chowhati, of Rnsoolab id, who enteicd in e horses m the 
Nana's scivice, and Lulmer Singh, Sheobnx Smgh, and Heera Smgli, of Gujnere, 
together with Giincsln, of moirza Pyasec, and Kunhero Singh, of Klumpoor, 
and Eesrce Smgh, commandant of ICutheitec I heaul furthei, that all the influ- 
ential Chowliaus were rebels, and icndy to aid the Nana, and that those leaders 
had come with strong bodies of attendants with about 4,000 matchloekmen. 
Luchmun Smgh, Ryye Singh and Oopigur Smgh, of Palce, hid about 700 mutcli- 
loclcmen, Goolah Smgh, Than Smgh, Doulut Singh mul Lai Smgh, of Sheolee, 
had about 300 matchloekmen, Boondelahs of .Tcitpoor, m this zillah, to the number 
of 500, with the liana of Tiktoulce and Sekhicc), there were 1 ,500 matclilock- 
mcn, the liana was in a palki, and there weie dinms and standards, and a great crowd 
of attendants , and Gopaul and otliois, lolnhv es of the brigadier . Ionia Pershad, also 
came in from Sungwnn I also heard, that Kalnmlnrgir budmn<-h, who was hostile to 
tho Haj Ranee, was pi evented at the batteries m company with the Rusdalmnwalla 
budmashes, and that thcfollowmg men were with him, viz , Goolnb fcmgli, Zor Smgh 
andGow nLall, of Juhhulpoi e , lloolas Smgh, Kunree Smgh, Kliob Smgh,Sooklia Smgh, 
and Oomrao Singh, all of Ah Nugur, aho Eesrce Pundaliun, Haiti brahinm, Gyndeen 
brahmin, and lleera Koormi of Puinida, al«o Nonce Smgli, Jlaklmn Smgh and Nund 
of Muhndewa, also Tinkoon Smgh, Lull Smgh, Doorpm Smgh, Rotnin Smgli, Rntun 
Lall Smgh, and Zubin Smgli, ot Garhcwn, al=o ilnnohm Smgh, and Mudnree 
Smgh, of Belapoor , also Muhudeo Aheer, Sanwnl Ahccr, and Kunhya Lall Kaycth, 
of Amurhera, also Sheodeen brahmin, Rhorey Smgli, Debee Gir, Roopundcr Gir, 
Gungapoory, Ilimraut Gir, Jyo Singh 'l’liakoor, Lokenath, Dehce Pershad, Gunga 
Gir, llurchum Gir, Jowalnr Smgli, Dlninput Smgh, Gnng-ideen Gir, Hunwnnt 
Gir, and Annnd Singh, all of Rusdhnn All the abov e budmashes keep Kalmdhur 
Gir’s company, and peasants from the villages, all armed, are present with lnm 
shortly after my seivant Jhnm Smgh came and informed me that the Europeans, 
arrived from Eurruckabad, had been tied together and slaughtered, and that 
the troopers of the 2nd cavalry and sepoy s of Lambourac's and Gillis’s regiments 
were shooting them down, in which atrocity they were assisted by the inhabitants of 
mouzas Palee and Soorunjpoor The gentlemen remonstiated at tho time, and said 
they should not he put to death ns they were ready to do any sort of work This 
my servant related as what he had licaid Azecin-oollali and Dwarka Dass khutbn, 
joined them, and had the hor-es of the troopers tied 111 the inner 1 ooms of Baboo 
Esree Porshad's house, o\ er w Inch they also placed a gnard They apprehended Chotey 
Lall and Sahgram, gomashta, and kept them in the kotw alee In the evening, I pcreeiv - 
ed a bright light, and found that the 1 cbels had fired a gun , some three hours after I 
learnt from the people of Jajnmow, on their return, that theNunneh Nuwabhad struck 
the roof of the v eranda of the barrack with a round shot, and set it on tire Then 
news came in that a poison riding on a camel was made to proclaim on behalf of tho 
King of Delhi, that tho King had sent a firman, declaring that this part of the 
country had been conferred on tho Nana, and Arjun Smgli, vakeel, was sent for A 
few hours had elapsed aftei nightfall, when Roost urn, resident of the Fort of Jajamow, 
was seen on horseback nding as hard as he could towards the gliut, declaring that 
some Europeans had an i\ ed and I 10 was going to capture them It turned out that 
he had friends among tlio tioopers, and wns hastening to the Nana I was also told, 
that Maharaj Buxsli, tehseeldar of Sada Hnseempooi, had joined the Nana's party, 
that Nuthey Smgh and Chundee Smgh, residents of the other side ot the Ganges, had 
colluded with Umbiknpoor, and had, piesented himself with 500 matchloekmen. 
Nuram and the othei conti actors of the bridge are using tlicir utmost etlorts to convey 
the leliels over Kalka qnnoongoe, of Hurha, with nearly S00 armed men, landed at 
the gliut to-day 111 my piesence, with somo money plundeied from the treasury 
Luchmun Pei shad tehseeldar presented himself, mid said the reports of his having 
been killed were false 

Tho 12 th ,Txt,nc, Fiulaij — I am told that Munsub Ally, Cliowdree of Rusoolabad, 
and along with, him Punah Ally of Doolha, and Meer Buksli Ally, resident of Sufee- 
poor, have come in with a large force Punah Ally’s zemmdaree is m Bithoor Theso 
men have come m m a body of full 3,000 I was also told, that the rebels attempted 
to take the ontienchment to-day, and made great efforts to do so, that an obstinate 
fight took, m wluoli some of the people of the entrenchment were killed and w ounded 
Apparently some of the budmashes on the rebel side with twosowais and a number of 
sepoys, weie killed with ball and shot The sowars have escaped with their lives, and 
arc going to plunder tile city, but some sepoys of Lambourne’s and Gillis’s legiments 
kept their batteries 4-t this moment, however, the work is being done by the zemindars 
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and their ryots Certain budmasbes fiom among the men of Palee and Ch civ- 
il an s aie boasting about the precision ol then fire A piostitute, Oula by name, is 
mtb the Nana She lias taken fiom Imn a gi eat quantity of property and jewelleiy 
and piceious stones, belonging to tlic lvidon s of the Peishvra !Ske is seated m a tent, 
and fiom behind the scieen it, enjoying the sight of the European ladies and gentle- 
men being put to death A moment ago, I saw with mv own eyes, the sepoys and 
Sikhs, who escaped from Benaies, crossing ovei at this gbit by older of the wicked 
Nana, with a view to join the lestof Ins foice Some of these sepoys were on hoise- 
back, and they paid one mpec each for ci ossmg I also heard the following correct 
intelligence'', i c , that the Rajpoots of Gungugnnj, w ith Raja Koobeer Singh anda stiong 
foice, piesented themselves to the Nana This Raja committed great atiocities m the 
district, and plundered the 1 yots Asiegaids Ghunsham jemadai, ho was most 
energetic m the cause of the lebcls Ho is planning to lun a mine undei the 
entienchment, and has sent foi sappers and mmeis Again Azeem-oollali, counsellor 
of the Nana, andEhmud-oollali, teliseeld u of Bithooi, went with a nnmbei of troopers 
and bi ought away Deputy Co lector Ramloll, neai the Savada-la-kotliee Ciders 
have been issued to seme the omlah of the Courts Some theie who lived with then 
fimihes m Newabgunge, weie seized and bi ought up, and seal ch is being made foi 
the otlieis who have concealed themselves It is ananged, that the N ma’s kutcheree 
shall be he’d m the Tilaq Muhul The hatteiy of the Nunneh Nuvab is located 
neai the ball alley well This was told to me bj the villageis, and was not commu- 
nicated by my own servants 

The 13(/t June, Saturday — News was bi ought to-day, that Akbui Singh, zemin- 
dar of Chandunpoor, and lm brother, plundered the boats of bupmees, and lulled some 
Bui opean, whose name I could not discover Next I learnt, that Ghunsliam Singh, 
zemindar of mouza Janan, joined the lebel cause, and miudeied the son of Mi John 
J Duncan, and having cut off Ins head, put it on the shouldeis of a poitei, and earned 
it as a trophy to the Nana, foi lvluch he received a leward of 10 Rs, while the 
portei received 2 Rs At about 8 a m , some of the omlahs of the collector y and 
foujdaiy courts weie forcibly bi ought up, though a few of them w eie not m attendance 
N ew s w as then hi ought m fi om the camp, that the Chowdian Rajpoots had sw ore to the 
Nana, that they could «end lmn aimed men fiom all the 2G villages of which they w ere 
owners, and aid lnm to the best of then power Of the foice called Ah Ghoul, new ly 
enhsted at Bithooi, 2,000 men were sent for, and moic men were applied foi fiom the 
Nuwabi districts, through KalLa qanoongoe It was through this same Ivalka that 
orders weie cnculated in Oude regaubng the settlement and collection of the levenne, 
and armed men were called fox tlnough him This man began enlisting matcklockmen 
on the other side of the Ganges 

I had just recoided the above, when suddenly a tinhorn named Gungapooter, 
with a body of troopers fiom the N urn, came up to seize me, and sunounded the house 
of ICampta Pandey But God Almighty was pleased to save mj hie on that occasion 
Por Ram Deen Grungipooter secuied me, and made me run iw ay behind a ravine 
I ran along the load le iding to Madai poor, blit was plundered by the cultivatois of 
mouza Pywundi, oi peihaps by the peasants of Moyali A seivant Madho, who followed 
me, managed to appiehendsomeof the plundeieis But owing to the kindness oi flic 
/emmdais of Pywundi, I was saved fiom the hands of those liifnans, and kept rn con- 
cealment in Joogul Kislioie’s gai den, behind Scdli Nath There 1 remained all day 
under a burning sun, without food oi water At nightfall, feheo Deen, the gaidener, 
sent four men with me, independently of four kahais who had previously joined me, 
and thus I managed to leach the shoie It was howcvei my fate not to find a boat at 
the gMt, I lesolved to drown myself m the nvei, as I thought it better to die than 
to fail into the hands ot so cruel a foe Af tei midnight, at about 2 a m , I left the 
garden The fii st ford I came to, had w r atei up to the w aist only, and it was moonlight 
night, so I waded acioss nrd i cached the Ivuttra, theie I saw the coipses of the Euio- 
peans, whom the boatmen had slim when dmnk These di unken boatmen were 
aimed, some with clubs, others with weapons, and they weie limning about the woods 
like wilfmen I cannot desenbe the ten oi that seized me at that moment How 1 
sighed foi the Butisli i ule I was ti em’olmg with ieai, and lc new not wdiere I was going 
The ghit was close it hand when daylight appeared People of low cistc com- 
menced stnppmg the coipses of the ladies, gentlemen and cluldien, lj mg neai the shore, 
rad canving off then clothes Portions ot piopeity, books, papci--, Ac , belonging to 
the plundcied boats weie also shewn about the shores At last a zenimdu came over 
in a boat, and I met a biahimn, who also belonged to the othci side of the uvei, whom 
I had found!) met I at once accompanied this man, and got into the boat, which took 
us auos3 the mci On leaching the opposite bank, I w is senseless foi four hours 
When I lccoveied, I found tint Budiuka was thiee miles, and leached that place at 
10 a h 

The 14f/i Time, Sunday — To-day I sent off men to inform my fi lends, that I was 
staving in Budruka, in the house of DlmuunDass Kayeth News of events will pro- 
bably reach me by the evening, when the same shall be leeorded My men did not 
come with news m the evening, so I merely put clown what I witnessed at Budiuka

The 17 ik Tunc, Wednesday, fBudniLct J — The first piece of news relating speonllv 
to Budiuka is this , i c , at this moment five sowars and two havildars have come into 
the village to auange for supplies They state, that the villagers must make immedi- 
ate arrangements foi supplies, as troops are expected m I sent .a man into the vdlago 
to make enquiries, and found that two legiments, and artilleiy, and 22 elephants, laden 
with treasuie, have come as far as Runjeetpoorwa, and that somo camels and carts 
with the magazine and six guns aie with them, and that they will encamp at Hurba 
to-moriow, being on then way to the Nana At this moment Ilutti Singh and Cliunrh 
Singh, of llunthui, and Kalka, the qanoongoe’s people, all well armed and accontied, 
have ciossed over at the Jajamow ghat, hound for the opposite hank Mahomed S}ud, a 
superintendent, appomtedhv the Nana, has charge of the Jajamow r ghdt, andisdnectcd 
to convey ovei all the budmashes, wlnlo Moiad Khan has charge of the Jan an ghat. 
At 5 p At to-day, my servant hi ought alettei fiom Cawnpore The Nadnee and other 
regiments that came in from Lucknow, are treated with the gieatest favor and indul- 
gence They have solemnly pi omised to conquer the entrenchment m fom houis The 
wicked Nana has determined upon summoning all paities, and all the 7oniindins who 
signed tlio agreement, owners of the 26 villages of Ckowlians, Chundeils, Taivalec, 

* Gotmn, and othei tubes, aie desuous of piesenting themselves On learning this, I 
sene oft a messongei to bi mg intelligence quickly, and let me know w hat 7eunndars, 
leadeis of rebels, and what budmishes of thoso villages, are coming on to aid the Nana 
I learnt also fiom the people of tins village, that a person named Nutlicy and another, 
were placed on donke} s and paraded in. the streets, and then houses dug up, and that 
Ahrand Ally Khan, vakeel, Shah Ally, Baba Bhut, A/eemoollnh, and Joalapcishad, w ere 
appointed a committee to decade Ludmashee cases , also that the fighting at Cawnpore 
coutmued as usual, and that the person w ho had tiro farm of the bi ldge w as delighted 
with the income he deny ed, m collecting customs duties, m making mtizain, and in 
conveying lebels ovei 

The 18th June, Thuisday, (Budrula ) — The regiment with ailillery, <ic which 
were yesterday encamped at Runjcetpooiwa, arrived at Bnrha to-day, and will proceed 
to Ounam to-moriow Kalkn, budmash, has issued perwnnnhs m tins pm t of the coun- 
try from the office of the (Nana) budmash, and the people of this place me looking out 
for the settlement of altaus At about 7 mtlie evening, my servant blimn Singli brought 
me a lettei It states that Kilka Pei shad, moonslu of Mr Thomas Gieenw a}, had been 
apprehended, md that Mr Edward, Ins son and lus w ife, &c were in prison m Ins house 
at Sav ada Joala Persliad and Shall Ally w ent to them there, and explained to Mr Gi een- 
way’s mother, flic necessity of their paying up tw olacs of mpoe=, warning her that she 
would he killed if she did not pi oducc the snm She replied, that she w as i eadv to gn e a 
hoondi on Calcutta, and they could lelease her, when thchoondi was paid, the} ngiced 
to this The l ebcls w ent and intimidated the gomashtas m Lalla Eesi ee Pei shad’s kotee, 
who weic in confinement, md extoitcd 70,000 IP fiom them, of which 2,000 IP were 
taken by Dwarka hhnthn, the budmash, of which mention has been already made Ho 
addressed them, saving, " They all assisted theBace Sahibs, and helped Chimnn Apa to 
fight in court, and by paying comb expenses, wished to bring mo into di-gnce by 
getting my pioperty attached Tell me wlieie they are, or else 1 shall hive the koteo 
ra/edto the ground ” As for the zemindars who have come in to assist tlio Nana, they 
are numbeiless and my mfoimant says, it is impossible to ascertain all their names I hav o 
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set down all that I could discover, and think tliem moie than sufficient Then names 
cannot be concealed, as they aie well lcnoun cliaiactcrs, all ilio Cbovl an zemindars 
and Cliundelas and certain Boondclahs, and those of the Gore, Goturn and Beso 
Powai tribes, lmng m the llaqa of the banks of the Jumna, i c Bhoogtoypoor and 
pei gum ah Jajamow, andDeia Mungulpoie and Rusoolabad, and Palee and Ghatumpore, 
&c assisted m the attack ontho cntienchment I shall mention then names lieicaftoi, as 
lar as I can asceitam them The Nadneo legiment and the aitilleiy men belonging 
to it fought with despeiation, and lushed light up to the entienchment They fought 
well, and ovei turned one of the guns of the entienchment, but when the Bui opeans made 
a lush and attacked them with giapo, the budmashes could not keep then ground, 
some of them weie killed. The coinage of the English m '-ncli cu cumstances is as- 
tonishing If they could be lchevcd by even 200 Eui opeans horn outside, all the rebels 
would fleebefoic them on one cliaige Eoi the lebel troops aie quite dispirited, everv 
rebel sepoy and tiooper had a quantity of money by him, as his slime of plunder, but 
some of them had deposited tlion money with then lamihes, and i eturned to hglit Some 
sepoys had their wives with them, and these would not join the batteries foi fear of 
losing their money, but would go about the city plundeimg, and other i are comfoitably 
seated m the shops along the canal and enjoymg the piovisions bi ought in as mssud, 
they take quantities ol sugai to make shuibut, which they dunk to their hearts’ 
content If the faithless zemmdai s and then dependent tenants had. not assisted the 
rebels, it is most likely the rebel foico would have turned and fled None but tko 
tioops arrived fiom Lucknow, and the zemindars, show hostility to the Government, 
and aid the enemy they issist them wath prousioas The enemy ore much du- 
ll eai toned by to-day’s defeat It is a pity that no foice comes to aid the Em opeans 
The budmashes have assembled in veiy gieat numbeis On every side, the 
entienchment is sun ounded by zemmdai s It is most difficult for piovisions to be 
earned into it now r Uundkecr Sragli, sou of Itao Ghunskam Smgli, pi esen ted himself 
at the 1 ebel court The following is a list of tho unglcaders of the rebel zemindars- 
i c zemmdai s of tho Chowlian tube, about 20,000, those of the Gore tube, with Raja 
Duriao Smgli, about IT, 000 , those of tho Powai ti ibe of the Jumna banks, about 10,000 ;

On this the Nana assured them that 
they had nothing to fear, as according to his cieed it was quite allowable to take false 
oaths at such iunctures, and that when the object was to annihilate an enemy, he 
would not hesitate to take an oatli on burning oil, or to take oath on the Ganges, or adopt 
any one of a hundred othei artifices Then the sowars agieed to do as he bid them, and 
1 received intelligence that the Euiopeans were to get into the boats to-morrow morn- 
ing The treasury and artillery are to be entiusted to the Nana’s own servants for 
to-night 

The 27th Juno, Saturday, (Budruka J— At nine or half-past 9 in the morning, I 
heard the report of cannon, and immediately despatched my seivant Sham Smgh to the 
gMt for news, and to learn why guns were being fii ed At about noon, more or less, he 
returned and reported that the people who came to bathe m the Ganges informed 
him that the entienchment had been taken by the rebels, and the corpses of the 
Europeans were floating down the uvei , the villagers exclaim m their- village dialect 
that the Ganges has turned cmnson, and it is impossible to look upon it The terror 
and alarm that now seized me baffles descnption It seems sacrilege to take any sort 
of food or drink I can think of nothing but walking about fiom side to side m terror 
Shortly aftei my servant Kesko brought certain intelligence that the property of the 
Euiopeans was taken into the boats at 7 in the morning to-day, and the lading continu- 
ed till Si- o’clock, when the gentlemen and ladies, and all the wounded and sick pro- 
ceeded towaids the gli&t. Just then Ally Shah, a trooper of the 3rd troop 2nd nregu- 
Jar cavalry, seized the wife oi daughtei of the Colonel of Lambourne’s legiment or of 
some otliei Euiopeans, and ran off withhei, on winch the Nana ordeied Joalapeishad to 
make the troopei give lici up, and she was given up accordingly As the Europeans 
proceeded on towaid the ghat, the sepoys captured and detained the native servants 
that accompanied them, the Euiopeans lesisled, and a gieat disturbance was the conse- 
quence. Some sepoys with loaded muskets were concealed behind the ghat The 
ladies and gentlemen then commenced getting into the boats Some of them had actu- 
ally got m and others weie in the act ot getting in, when the Balia gave the order to 
Joalapershad, and the latter made a signal to the piopnctor of the boatmen At this 
signal the boatmen set fne to the boats and jumped down and ran away Then 
musketry and cannonading commenced m earnest The Euiopeans however managed 
to induce the boatmen of the boat, which contained the General and other 
gentlemen and ladies, with promise of high rew'aid to unfasten the boat and 
push down the stieam That boat floated down a short distance, when it was 
struck by a lound shot from the enemy’s guns The boat leeled, and some of the gen- 
tlemen in it took fright and jumped into the nvci, and some of the ladies did the same. 
One of the troopers ran away wuth the General’s daughtei The boat however drifted 
-down The battery of the leb els was located m the Kuttia The regiment that 
onginally came fiom Sooltanpooi and encamped at Ounaira, weie firing on the boat 
from the othei side They also filed upon those Europeans who had jumped off the 
boat Some of the ladies were killed with the gentlemen on that occasion The 
others weie all taken prisoneis, the boat that drifted dow n was pursued by other boats, 
containing armed rebels, while sov, ais went along the banks on the same pursuit 
These facts are mentioned even by the villageis Anothei item of correct intelligence 
brought by aiesidentof Budmka, who saw every thing with his own eyes on the other 
side ol the uvei is, that all the rebel zemmdais and plunderers that weie present, join- 
ed in the plunder of the aims, & c and propeity of the Europeans also, that the sowars 
ran away with some of the ladies, but the Nana compelled them to give the ladies up, 
and had the ladies, &c confined On hearing this, 1 gav e my sei vant Mudaree tw o rupees, 
and again sent hnn to Jooiah for nev s The man piomised to bring back news with 
the utmost speed When this man had gone, the daung speeches of the villagers fright- 
ened me out of my wits, and I saw no hope of saving the lives of my wife and chil- 
dren My servant letuined when it was neai morning, and leported that some of the 
gentlemen who escaped, had concealed themsehesmthe Kuttia, but Huttey Smgh and 
Chundey Smgh, and a number of rebels captured them and conducted them to the 
Nana These were killed at 5 P M to-day , also that a gi eat many zemindars had 
plundeied the propeity of the Euiopeans, and Bawut Rundhcei Singh had secured 
a valuable double ban ellcd gun and an English dog, and Suntey Peishad had also plun- 
deied goods, but Baja Dooiga Peishad had kept aloof from so doing , also that the 
RoiNars ol the 2ndmegular cavaliy had fued on the Euiopeans under the orders of gene- 
i a kmgh, and the sepoys of Lambourne’s, Coston’s, and Gilhs’s regiments had

lane s, unr was looking about wnth intent to conceal himself m the dram of a bridge, when 
a °a man, by the name of Kullooa, struck him a blow with a club on the temple, which 
knocked lnm down Another boatman, that was with Kullooa, then struck him a 
-second blow on the head, yliich split his skull m two nnd he died, aqji then they threw 
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his coipsc into tiro rivei Colonel Abbott, the colonel of tbe 2nd megulai cavalry, 
who had been wounded, was left behind with his wife in the entieachme.it, but they 
weie both murdered by the hands of some seven 01 eight sepoys The lettei afterwards 
states that it was not Colonel Abbott, but Colonel Bakei, but I cannot be certain which 
of the two it was I shall try and record the reasons which led to the massacie of the 
Europeans, aftei I have made fuitlier enquiries 

The 23th Tune, Sunday, (Bvduika ) — It rained last night One of the gentlemen, 
-an officei of the gienadiei company, with a bit of sackcloth tied lound lus waist, and 
with the maik of a ling fresh on his finger, was pi oceedmg stealthily m one of the ravines 
of this village, bound for Lucknow He was discovered by Pasees, and the zemindars 
of moiiza Kuiondia which adjoins Budiuka, biought him arvay They asked lnm 
many questions, but he could only answer in English and uttered that he was bound for 
Lucknow Some of the spectators w entand gave information of this atBunutliur, 2 miles 
away, when Slieo Chum, Aheei, servant of Ambika Pershnd, with the retnmeis of Butti 
Singh and Chundi Singh, came up Then there w as a gient crowd, and a dispute took 
place with the Kuiondra people The latter could not give him up, declaring that they 
would conduct him to Lucknow On this Sheo Chmn thieutenedto go ovei the w r atei 
and mfoim the Nana, who w ould send down guns liistnntei Just then aimed men be- 
longing to Chundi Singh and Iluttey Singh and Kalka qanoongoe came down The 
Kuiondia people weie few m nunabei, so tliey could do nothing IfMuttia Peishad 
Dobej , and Ambika Pci shad, lus nephew, had everted themselves, they could easily lm e 
saved that gentleman, as Huttey Singh and Chundi Singh are entnely undei their con- 
tiol that European was so hungry that he ate up the sugai gi\ en to him by the zemin- 
d ns with botli lus hands At last I was told that the men belonging to Huttey Singh, 
Chundi Singh, and Kalka qanoongoe, took him away, and having put two rupees into lus 
hand, sent linn w ith some of the men to the Nana My men say they saw this with then 
own eyes I then sent off two men whom I paid to Allahabad, giving them a Hindee lettei 
to take to the Sahib-log, thinking that if he got thci e safe, the lives of the Eui opeans hei c 
might be sav ed with then u n es and cliildien and my own life als Poi I saw no chance 
of saving my life All the above occuired befoie eight A M In the evening my servant 
biought news from Cawnpore to the effect that the boat containing Europeans which 
had floated down had been captuied by Sadho Smgli, jemadar of the 2nd nregulai 
civ alary, and sowars aided by Hushmut Ally, thanadar of Snsonr, and the cavalry 
lcgiment of Mi Stacey of Baieillj, and that the pnsoneis weie all killed, all but one 
lady and gentleman The 1 idy caught hold of her husband and had a child of about 
a yen old with her, and when the Nana budmash dnected her to leave hei husband, 
she refused to do so, saying that she w ould go w herev er her husband went At last the 
Nana ordeied him to be shot, and he was shot accordingly, while a sow r ai cut down the 
lady with his sword, and also killed the child There was nzcmmdai piesent theie, 
whose name I don’t know- I was also informed that Meina Baec, and Sutie Baee, the 
widows of BajeeBao, dnectcd Biveed budmash to cany a message fiom them to the 
Nana without delay, that he had been guilt} of gi eat treacheiy aftei taking Ins oath, 
and that it he again mmdered any ladies and cluldien, they and their cliildien would 
assuiedly tluow themselves out of then house and die These widows giently shamed 
the Nana, and w ould not cat or drink foi a considerable penod It is possible that 
their intercession may save these men then lives 

The 20th June 1857, Monday, ( Bvdrula ) — To-day my servant l etui ned with news 
at 4 p M , and stated that the gentleman who some time ago accompanied the men of 
Kalka Pershad qanoongoe ovei the watei, was conducted befoie the hud inash Nana 
He t jkl those vci y people to kill him They replied, “ Put w capons into his hand and 
let him stake us, and then we will stake m letuin, hut we shall not strike him m his 
present condition ” At last one of the sowais of the 2nd cavalry, made a cut, which 
wounded the Euiopean on the aim, then the cvecutioners laid on with then swords 
and lie was despatched Salutes m honoi of the Nana weie fired from eveiy regiment 
of mfantiy and artilleiy, without ceasing It is icpoited that the Nana will pioceed 
to Bithoor to-night, and to-moirow, I hear, the ceremony of installing him on the 
guddee (tin one) will take place, and that he has promised to reward the tioops with 
money and gold bangles, when he return fiom Bithooi 

The ZOth June, Tuesday, ( Budrula ) — At 9 am, distant reports of cannon were 
heaid tow aids the west At 4 i* m , my servant came m and repoi ted that the Nana 
had taken his seat on the tin one at Bithoor, and that the sacied tdul, was affixed on 
his foiehead and presents offered to lnm Oideis were issued fiom the cutclieny 
of Baba Bhut, to all tehseeldus to realize the levenue and seaich the houses of parties 
suspected of concealing the piopeity of Eui opeans and to bung foiward such propeity 
when discoveied Auangements are being made for the distribution of money lew arils 
and gold bangles to the sepoys The same man added, that he had himself been to 
Bithooi and observed that all the great zemindars, t c Santey Peishad and of hers iveie 
present at the installation The faithless Shah Ally has received full authouty to make 
the mtizam of the place, and lie has sent news-writers out m all dnections Moonslu 
Chundi Peishad Jias been cieatcd head of the Nana’s immediate attendants Dewan 
Bao is the superintendent of the magizme Sheo Naram is daiogah of the Jail 
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, <51 ieo Naiaw 2nd, is the choudhu pf artilleiy Mahomed Ufzool Khan is darogah of 
the commissariat, Joala Persliad’s omlah is Mahomed Hussun I shall give details oi 
the new officers of state heieaftci Baba Bhut, Azeem-oolla, Shah Ally, Naram Mnt, 
Joala Pershad, Tantia Topee, Ilolas Singh hotwal, and Elnnud Ally Khan vakeel, 
WC1 e appointed foi the settlement of public affairs I was mfoimed by the village) * 
that two of the gentlemen who dufted down the stieam aruved at Byswarrali ali\e, and 
that Baja Dm bye Singh kept them in Muiarmow 

The 1st July 1857, Wednesday, ( Dudrvla ) — I lecened intelligence to-day, that 
Ehmud Ally Mndlian has been made tehseeldai of Ukbuipore, and that all the Govcm- 
ment money that had been kept by w as called foi , also that Azim Beg, son of Kulloo Beg, 
timbei merchant, Kui eem Allv, dultmyof the late collectoi ate, and his bi other and son- 
in-law, were appointed lecoid-keepeis m the cutcheny of Baba Bhut, also that Kul- 
lun, lesident of Goaltolab, and son of Doondey Khan, who was one of the magistiate’s 
oideilies, is now a jemadai m the Nana’s sei vice , also that Baba Bhut has detained 
Bdas, shenshtadai of the collector’s office m Ins cutcheiiy, and this man waits upon 
Joala Peishad likewise Apadlnk Dhaii has been oidered to take a stiong foice and 
post himself in a good position, so as to prevent enemies entenng fiom the west 
The bazar m the city is being tluown open by foice 

The 2nd July , Tuesday , ( Budtul a ) — News was brought to me that the sepois 
had been pui chasing ushurfees m the bazai, at 22, 23 and even 24 Bs each Apadlnk 
Dhau has taken a legiment of mfantiy and one of cavahy with him and gone to 
Sheoiaqioie and Bithooi Gunga Peishad senioi has been sent foi, tlnough the hotw il

hcic, tint some Emopeans with Madias tioops had come as fai as Allahabad, winch 
news w is gnen to lnm by a tiavellei at Mooiutgunge I then sent loiwaid a gonwhi 
with oid ca- to lnloim me of the amval of Butisli tioops asooon as they leached feemeo 
Theie is i gicit noise and upioai in this ullage to-day to the effect that lebel tioops 
lie about to pioceed to Lucknow also At 4 r M a messengei brought me the news 
that distnbution of pay had commenced, and that the lebel tioops w r e.ie funnelling about 
the lei.aids, and also that geneial Teeka Smgli, the budmasli, accompanied by tioopeis

The llth July, Saturday, (Budrula)— Gunga, lodha, returned to-day I asked 
lum how he came back contrary to his engagement He replied, that the ghit officers 
would not let lnm cross over But he added that he had seen the British force outside of 
Moonitminge with his own eyes, and that the force would 1 each Sevnee immediately On 
hearm^tliis good news I felt as if life had been restored to me I prayed that the just 
God would bring up the Butisli force in time to save the gentlemen, ladies, and chil- 
dren, who veiem confinement, from being murdered At 2 p m my other servant re- 
turned and repotted that the ghat officers searched tiavellers very minutely Scarcely 
one was allowed to cross over, but he conti ived to get into the boat with the zemindars, 
and come ovei He says the Nana is present m the city, and the lebels arc preparing to 
march out , that he was told that Buddiee Nath, commissariat contractor, was sent for 
one day by the Nana, and told to provide supplies, but he replied that he no longer did 
that woik, and could not make the necessary anangements , also that the rebel army 
ma rched out, bound for Futtehpore, inlns presence , that Bala and brigadier Joala Peishad, 
and otliei counsellers, &c , must have gone with them, as they were all ready to march 
I therefoie sent out messengers to bung news, and ascertain the names of the particular 
persons belonging to the Nana’s party, who had accompanied the rebels, and ot the arri- 
val of the Europeans at the Kotee I also told him to tell the people of my house, that 
I would leave Budruka to-diy, and would enter Cuwnpoie with the British foiee The 
same man aftei wards informed me, that Gungoo, Gobind, Bam Bhut, Euttoo Mull, and 
Nundun Mull, the gomashta of Beseshui Nath Chund, the banker, had been apprehended, 
and they are called upon todelrvei the monies and accounts of the Sahib-log, which aie

The 12th July, Sunday, (Budrula ) — To-day there is a widely-circulated report 
m Budiuka and Hurhn, that the British force has amved at Semee, some say it has 
reached the Ganges, and that it has captured a foitiess belonging to the rebels, and 
plundered the village, and hanged seveial ot the a dingers, n ithin aa hose boundanes 
pieces of the telegraph aaiic weie found Some of the villagers have returned from 
the city they state that a daik complexioned man has been released by orders

The 13th July, Monday, (Budiulr) — To-daj I deteimined to leav c this place, 
but the villagers told me that they had seen the lebel tioops encamped along the road 
side with then oivn eyes Some of the ichels sa>, the Nana is sine to be victoiious, 
but otheis piopose to go to then homes, and letuin to the fight after leaving their ti en- 
sure Avith then families, as they cannot =ay ay liat a\ ill turn up I am told that men 
belonging to Baboo Bam Buhsli andlvalka, budunsh, line also gone out to oppose the 
British, and that Kalka lias made arrangements to defend himself at. Hurha, also tint 
the letaincis of Huttey Singh and Chundi Singh h ivc ciossed oaci, the ghat being in 
then charge They say that an immense ai my of the i ebels have gone out to oppose the 
Butish, and that as the Bntish force cannot be ulnige one, they will soon be annihilated 
But I am cominced that the British aa ill soon make then Avay m TJnfortunatel) my 
sen ant has not come back, and I am unable to lecord the ucavs of CaAvnpore 

The 11th July, Tuesday, (Budnila ) — My sen ant came m this evening, he 
lepoits that the rebels were defeated at Futtehpoi e, and that the Butish force is advance 
mg It is very probable that it will reach Suktiapoie to-moirow The rebels have 
sent for more troops Those who have come fiom the defeated paity, declare that the 
sepoys and sowars are escaping in all directions to sav e then lives, and that those who 
possessed plundered property kept it on one side, v\ bile all ai e dispirited and pamc- 
strieken The rebels have been asking the tlnee gentlemen that are noiv in 
confinement, what they have to say aa ith reference to then former promise to have 
Allahabad evacuated, they could make no leply On healing this news, I tiemliled 
gicatly for the fate of those gentlemen, fearing lest the budmash Nana might be 
murdering those ladies, gentlemen, and clnldien I also learnt, that seveial courieis 
v\eie apprehended and taken befoie the Nana, and that they aie to be put to death 
1 am in great dread lest my servants should have been nppiehended with them I 
iieai that Abdoor Rehman Khan, the Pnncipal Suddei Ameen, obtained a lahdaree 
purwanah from the Nana, and lias left Cawnpore I have ascei tamed that the follow- 
mg peibons fiom among the Nana’s immediate attendants, accompanied the icbel troops,

The 15 th Tidy, Wednesday, (Bndruha J — I made up my mind to-day to get 
across the river by some sort of stratagem, and join the British force at Seklitapoor , 
,but I perceived some sepoys and troopers running away.in great confusion, and ex- 
olaiming that they would have an easy victory, as the British were few and would soon 
be despatched I was then seated in an oichard, when I observed a shop-keeper of 
S'n-o n i univna mi Tie too came and seated himself under a treenear me I enquired 
in It 1 1 i id lit' ropl'tal that he was hastening, to pack off his wife and children, as 
die JJrd 'll loin* v ould arrive shortly, and that the Europeans spare nobody 
they meet m their desire to avenge the massacre at Cawnpore I thought 
r to myself, this must be f true, and the gentlemen must he very savage, the 
budmashes having found sheltc. mC'*nmo<’ -nd murdeied theEuiopeans At a time 
like, this the British were no! bh(*l\ io di-tuiim h between friend and foe Sol 
returned ,and saw seyeral people, villagers, with their dresses changed coming along 
the banks of the Ganges, and I went along with them The terror in the hearts 
of all was so great, that they asked each other no questions They came along, and at 
.between 3 and 4 pm, wc sat down behind the Susia ghat I heard the peo- 
ple there saying that the Nana would also march out to-day, and join the battery at 
Ehurwan Towards, evening the sound of musketry suddenly fell upon my ears, but 
-many shots were not fired before it became dusk Those who lauded at the ghat 
from the other side of the Ganges, remarked that the ladies and gentlemen that had 
been kept m confinement were shot down I was told that they were murdered at 
the instigation of the zemindars then present, with concurrence of Kahndur Gir, go- 
eliaeen, Shah Ally and Azeem-oollah , and that they argued that if they were defeated 
these Europeans would point out the culprits I hear that the zemindars urged all 
this and made them resolve ,on murder, and hence those Europeans were killed 
The above, is what happened during the day, it was penned at the Set’s house, at 1\ 
o’clock m the evening I heard a great Meal about tbe parties that were present at 
tbe murder and who joined the budmashes I shall record it after ascertaining the truth. 
I then sent off men to find out the names of the individuals who killed the ladies, and 
m what manner they were killed I heard that choudliri Ehmud Yar and Rujub Ally, 
tehseeldar, were standing there, looking on at the murder, and there was a great 
crowd 

The 16 th July , Thursday , (at old General Gunj in Cawnpore ) — I heard to-day 
that the ladies-weie killed, m the following manner, and that Bala, Tantia Topee, 
Azeemoollali, Ahhadluk Dhan, Joala Pei shad, brigadier Shah Ally, and other coun- 
sellors of the budmash Nana, with a large ciowd, were present At first they called 
out the three gentlemen that were in prison with the ladies. The sepoys of 
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Lambournc’s and Gilhs’s regiments and cavalry sowars were drawn np around them. 
They shot down the gentlemen at the order oi the Nana Orders were then given 
to loll the ladies The sepoys refused to fire The order was repeated Then the 
sepoys fired a volley, but up m the air On learning that the Lubes had not been 
hilled, the Nana budinash sent his own scivants Accordingly Naram mat and two 
Abla-y ctccs, one of whom wms named SurdarKhan, who were old troopeisoi the Nana’s 
own body of cav airy, w ith BapooKankunt, Soohha Ram hoo]ra, R iman choudhn, Motee 
Siirnli choudhn, Besliarut Khan, and a Mussulman, named Alla Khan, rushed into the 
prison and cut down the ladies with their swords These were hilled at night, some 
of them weie not quite dead in the morning All these with a living child were 
thiow n into the well veiy early this morning The Nana took with lum all the 
lebel tioops and the budransh zemindars, and went to the Eliuru an-ki-chow hi The 
huikarus who had been caught and confined w ei c also put to death The two men 
whom I sent into Allahabad, were also put to death A fight now commenced at the 
Eliui wan battery It is now noon-time, people who hav e seen the fighting 
declare that they' arc running back, and that the sepoys and sow irs are trying to 
escape lrom tlie battle Intelligence ol tins sort was In ought from tunc to time 
till it got dusk I saw Kalka sowar, a barber by caste, who tool, service as a trooper 
under the Nana, running m for his life, and trying to get some thing to cat from the 
bazar Ho declmcs that the Euiopenns have conioup. and th it the iebel batteues have 
been enptmed But a little while after, it was proclaimed by bent of dram m the city, 
that the inhabitants must not get alarmed, as there were only 100 Europeans remain- 
ing, and tlieso would soon bo disposed of, and that whoever killed an European '-oldicr, 
and brought away lus head, would rcccnc a icwnrd of Rs 100 Again a little while 
and I was told, that the Europeans had come up to the rear of the cantonments The 
man who was heating the di urn, ab uidoned it and ficcl It now became night, and I 
learnt that the Nana is running away to this place Tins wns true, for the mun whom 
I sentofi in the cbrcctionof the new General Gnnj road to look out, eamo and told me 
that the Nana is at tlio Tnolia of Nya Gnnj, drenched in perspiration, mounted on a 
chestnut horse, looking greatly alarmed, accompanied by Mirt sowars He added that 
if only 50 Euiopeans were now to come up, ho would surely be caught At this mo- 
ment people are escaping from every lano and crevice of the city The Nana rode 
oft towards Bitlioor as Inst as Ins horso could carry lum, and the budmashes of tho 
city who belonged to bis pnity, are all crest-fallen, and ilceing for tlicir lives They 
advise each other to quit the city with the iebel troops Hoolns femgli, kotwnl, left flic 
kotwnlcc and escaped aftci midnight at two m tlio morning The Nunney Nuwab, 
Nizam-ood-dowlah, and Bnkur Ally Khan, all three brother^, fled tow aids Banda to 
escape the wrath of the British Government 

Thcl'Wi July, Friday — AtG^A Jt tlio British force arrived in cantonments, out- 
side the city Ouo of tlio ofliccis with a guard of =oldicis came into the kotwuke 
Those of the citi/cs that wero well-wishers ol the Government, hi ought bread, butter, 
and milk to tho kotwalce A great crowd of the city people then assembled round 
the kotwalce to «ee what wns going on I nPo, wlio had not stepped out of my house 
loi a month and a half for feai of being murdered, now came out and went to" canton- 
ments Gcnoinls Havelock and Neill, and a number of otbei ofiicers weicstandmgtliere 
Fruiterers, milkmen, buttermen, bakeis and other provisioned were m attendance with 
their dnlecs On hearing this, L ilia Ecsrec Pershnd, Baboo Snlig Rnm, and others 
made air ingemcnts foi supplying the troops with bread Those who were aware of 
this, made pi operations on the night piovious by lumng pionsions cooked m the 
hn/ar A little aftci at about 8 a Jt the British force c nnc up opposite to the me- 
g l/me Some of the rebels bad mined the mitgn/ine and lay concealed m it These 
men sot fire to tho pow der and fled The report of the explosion was so terrific, that 
the doors of city houses fell ofi then lunges For somo time all was confusion and 

alarm Afterwards it somehow got abioad, that tho city people would all be 

.Lienee all the citizens, whetliei loyal or budmasli, me escaping with then wives 
md children as best they can I cannot desenbe the events of that moment But 
Lnlla Esiee Poisliad and Baboo Sabg Ram and others who have been en^a^ed m 
transactions with Government foi yems, did not quit the city I then sent of! a mes- 
scngei to bung nows of Bitbooi He lias not letmned I cannot tell what, the Nana 
is resolved to do To-mglit I wns told that on the uiglit that the Nana fled from this 

place, lie threw a lai go quantity of into the well, befoic leaving shortly after, 

news was sent to mo by Lalla Ram moossuddi, who was always with mo in the actions filed 
against the Nana, that tho Nana (Dlioondoo Punt) lias an anged to retire to Putka- 
poori-ki-glmt to-nighfc, and that quantities of money aie being conveyed out of 
i loor, and that tlio servants of Clumna Apa, who were kept m confinement at 
Uithoor, and elsewhere, had cut then irons and gone to then homes 

The 1 8t/i July, Saturday — To-day I received news from Bitlioor, that Apa Shastree 
an le others that were confined by the Nana, and made their escape yesteiday, 
perceivmg the Nana running away, proclaimed to the people on behalf of the Bntish 
Lrovernment, That the treacherous Nana had fled, and the British rule had been 
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restored, and that all the piopeity and riches of the Nana now belonged to the British 
Got, ernment, and if any body attempted to touch it, he would lay himself open to 
punishment ” Nana Naram Rao conducted Nana Dhoondoo Punt to the other bank of 
the Ganges, and returned to Bithoor Those men went to him and reminded him, that 
his„fathei Ramchunder Punt had been a faithful servant, and subadar of the Nana, 
and he (Naram Rao) was bound to protect the property at Bithoor But Naram Rao 
paid no attention On the contrary, he gave out that the Nana's boat had capsized, 
and then presented lumself at Bithoor He declares that the Nana forcibly took him 
away, but he ran away and came here People say it is a great falsehood, and that if this 
Nana (the subadar s son) wished it, and was really attached to the British cause, he 
could e isily get Nana Dhoondoo Punt captured At this penod people commenced 
plundering the Bara Doorga, Gungapooti, Nund Gunesli, Buldeo Nundi and others, 
vemindai s of the neighbouring villages, plundered golden plates and dishes, and escap- 
ed It will not be easy without much diligent seaicli to get a list of all that valua- 
able Government pi operty and other goods Other goods and chattels were plun- 
dered by the villagers All the Government tieasure that was kept at Bithoor was 
looted by the inhabitants of the neighbourhood I will ascertaimnd lecord the par- 
ticulars The Nana (Naram Rao) brought away the guns to his own house The 
general (of the British) saw the corpse ot the lady with child belonging to the 7th 
cavalry, when the sowars took away to Bithoor, lying in the burra sahib’s kotee The 
general got m a great rage with Naram Rao, and sent for him, and when he appeared, 
the geneial asked him whether he wanted to fight the British Apajee Runt Thakoon, 
who was present, pleaded for him, and got him released He was then oideied to send 
m all the arms, guns, ammunition, &c that he might have Naram Rao sent a portion 
of it, but concealed the lest, though I cannot say where it is concealed. The general 
lias commenced cannonading the Bara 

The 19th July, Sunday — I was told to-day, that owing to the treachery of Nana 
Dhoondoo Punt, the Bara, &.c of Bithoor have been set on fire, and that the traitor 
Nana Naram Rao wishes to pass himself off as a well-wisher of the Government The 
servants of the Baee Saluba that attended upon Chimna Apa, having received orders, 
dragged the guns away fioin the Bara, and brought them before the general 

The 20 th July, Monday — It is just as I anticipated, the Nana Naram Rao, son of 
the subadar, wishes to pass himself off as a well-wishei of the Government, but there is 
a great ciowd at tins moment, and the Salub-log have no tune to spare It is also very 
difficult to find witnesses against him by summary enquiries, and I see no chance of filing 
a complaint about it befoie any officer 

The 21 st J itly, Tuesday — I now set to work to find out what men of the city had 
oeen loyal, and which of them disloyal, and how some of the omlahs came to present 
themselves to the Nana, while others contrived not to piesent themselves, and how 
3ome of them were appiehended On these points, I made minute enquiries It 
appears that Ehmud-oolla, teliseeldar of Bithoor, was at the bottom of all this It was 
he that m the first instance ordered Deputy Collector Ram Lall to be apprehended. 
But before he was actually apprehended, Ehmud-oollah and Azeem-oollah employed 
such powerful artifices and inducements, that Deputy Collector Ram Lall went over 
to their side, and they compelled the omlak to be in attendance Had it not been foi 
tins, not one of the omlah would have presented himself, m fact a few of them refused 
to do so to the last 

The 22nd July, Wednesday — It is now necessary to ascertain which of the 11 
tehseeldars appointed by Government to the charge of the 11 pergunnahs, presented 
himself before the treacherous Nana, and which of them abstained from so doing , also 
which of them joined the rebels in the villages, and which of them supplied the rebels 
with money, and which of them saved the records of Government, and v\ Inch of them 
per contra made the records ovei to the rebel Nana, also what ungleaders came m 
with the talookdars, whose deeds are entered m the thannah roznnmcha, and how many 
armed men were with them , also what zemindars presented themselves, and on wh.it 
pretexts, and who were ringleaders among them also what was the cause of rebellion 
breaking out in each village, % e , whether they were oidered to rise by the Nana, oi 
rose of then own accord All these points cannot be ascei famed without the aid of 
two or three loyal persons, who have homes m those villages Accoidmgly I pro- 
ceeded towards Sada Suleempoor to-day, and when I get there, I shall make'enquiries, 
and the result shall be recoided in this journal 

The 17 th August — I have been twenty-five days m mouzaSada, li\ mg in the house of 
Bunsgopal, oustee I labored day and night at great personal inconvenience to leai n 
full particulars from these people , I questioned onlv upright and honorable men md 
no others On the 1 1 th August I returned, and saw what was going on in tins citv 
On the 22nd August, I was honored with an interview' with John Wnltei Sherei, 
Esquire, who had long known me , I mentioned to lnm all that I had suffered dui ing the 
lebellion, and spoke of the litigation going on between the Nana and our party, and ol the 
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treasure and valuables concealed m (be well Shortly after Mr Sbercr sent me to 
Captain Burrows an recognition of my fidelity to the British Government, with a letter 
Captain Burrows received me, and I mentioned to him the fact of valuables belonging 
to the Nana being concealed in the well I have now got full particulars of the e\ ents 
that took place in the city and surrounding villages, under my own observation In 
tbfe fir i,i place, I saw the Nunney Nuwab present with the Sabib-log, secondly, the 
followin'* particulars will show which of the tehsecldars remained faithful, and which 
of thorn joined the rebels. Last of all is a statement of those zcmindarB who came as 
■ringleaders with the taloohdars, and the dates of their entering, and who defied the 
'British Government, and finally joined the rebels. The following is a history of the 
acts of the tehsecldars, ascertained after the re-occupation of Cawnporc by the British 
The ringleaders and other parties who came in at the same time are also mentioned m 
order of dates

him These two plundei ed and tin cw r into confusion the entiic ilaqa of feekundia, and 
instigated the whole tube of Meo Thakoois to acts of plundei md violence m the 
zillali The budmaslics named above are those of whose caieer an abstiact lias already 
been given If all then acts were to he desenbed m detail foi each singly, it

After the 28th August 1857, 1 waited on Mr J W Shercr, the Magistrate of the 
district, and as I hid been prewoudv mtioJuced to that gentlcmnn, Mi Sheier recog- 
nized me, and I continued to it fend upon him w ith the \ icw of pei forming acts of loj altj 
I used to send for intelligence fiom different ipiarteis through couneis, and communicate 
the « ime to lmn, and earned out all orders that wcie cntnisted to me Shoitly after, 
that gentleman addressed a letter to C.iptnn Bnnous, the Superintendent of Police, 
making mention of mv good bclmioui, aud told me to take it to Captain Bunows, 
mil also spoke veihallj in m> behalf I aecoidmgly waited on the Supenntendent of 
Polne, and was cmplojcd uiulci his ordeis in pci forming various acts of lojaaltj At 
tins tune Bhowam bmgli, of the Gotum tube, a hudmash, commenced proclaiming the 
Nana’s rule hj he it of drum News of these proceedings was lcgulaily fmanshed to the 
Superintendent ol Police In f ict the abov c-named Bhowam Singh put lumsclf m the 
place of the Nana So also the Paleew lllah, of whom mention lias been made in the 
journal, did not pi esent lnni'-clf to the authoiities for some tune, hut lcmamcdwith 
Bhowam Singh Madho Singli, Akodliej vv .lllah, continued a lehel tlnougliout Cap- 
tain Burrows repented!)' invited Eesiee Singh, commandant, lesident of Klrat- 
tetce, andlvomhui Smgh and oilicis of the Goie tribe, to comem, lmt thej refused to do

lebels are quite dispirited This evening I was told, that Hoolas Smgli kotwal came 
up to the kotw alee, and making a low bow to it, galloped off 

The 2nd Dcemlcr, Wednesday — I find that altliongh people speak of the rebels 
being in great force, the) do not exceed 10,000 men, of whom there aie not moie than 
5,000 good fighting men, but the icbcl zemindars, Ac are all cagci to assist them, and 
bring them immense quantities of supplier The bazar of Nuwab Gunj is now thrown 
open , wheat sells for 18 seers per rupee, Bajra for2G seers per rupee, par for 30 seers 
per rupee, and otliu soits of gram aio exhemely cheap m the subuibs and neigh- 
bourhood 

'J'he 'i id December 1S57, Tina 'Jay — I was told to-day that the i ebels forcibly 
carried ofl b tgs of sugar, fiom the godow ns of 11am Iloop Goberdlinn Dass, and that the 
chops m the citv remained closed all da) Apparently the rebel tioops arc vei) much 
ifrud ol the British cnitridgcs, and much dejected at tho thought of its encountering 
them , tliev -n e muhing excuses to avoid them It seems certain that the Bi itish w ill soon 
w m a S'gnal v icton , and the traitors will soon be killed At noon it was proclaimed by 
the traitor. In brat of drum, that, ev cry body who concealed a Euiopcar, and bt ought lum

The Uh December 1857, Fi ulay — I heard to-dav that tho rebels earned off nearly 
1 50 bags, of sugar b) force, fiom the godowns of Hoop Ham, Goberdliun Dass, the cause 
of all that v lolcucc seems to bo tins A bunma of the Agurw alia caste, had been pui chas- 
ing supplies in tlio cit) for two or three months previous, clandestinely on the part of 
the traitor Nana, but nobody was aware of tins This man formerly asked Roop Ram, 
Gobcudhtin Dass, to sell him sugar at Rs 19 pci mauud, but the ovvneis of the sugar 
bad then suspicions, and refined to give it to him 'J'lns same person belonging to

lmt Appai ently tho rebels have laiger supplies than they i equii c, and that they 
have abundance of mono) Had it not been so, they would have plundcied 
the city long eie tins Not one of the lebels has bought one pice w orth of goods 
lrom the city to-day, they arc so well supplied Foi tins reason wheat is selling at 
21 seers per rupee to-da), and salt at 11 seers per rupee The sovvais lmve seized 
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nazir Serli Mull, and committed serious outrages They plundered all the property 
that they found at his door 

The 5 th December 1857, Saturday — Ilieaid to-day that the rebels attached the house 
of moonshi Ram Naram, and plundered him of all Ins property, clothes, shawls, silver 
and copper plates, &c , that they found m the house and out-offices The servants of 
moonshi Joala Pershad told me that his house had been robbed 

The 6th December 1 857, Sunday — When the battle between the rebels and the 
British aimy commenced, and the lattei pursued them towards Narampoor, the follow- 
ing parties weie with the rebels, viz , Rajas Dooiga Pershad and Kunher Singh, and 
the retainers of Raja Sutti Peishad, with the zemindars of Seolee and Bhow, 
Ukburpooi, Khutetee, and Dhur Munglepoor , also Mutlira Singh and others of 
mouza Sona and of Gujnere, with Ujub Smgh and other zemindars of Kendha, with 
Bhowam Singh of Sewanclipoor, who became tehseeldar of Nuwul, under the Nana’s 
rule, also the zemindais of mouza Roudouh, & c, all of the Gotum tube, with Jodha 
Smgh and otlieis, zemindars of Atliuj ea, and the whole of the inhabitants of the 36 
Chowhan villages from llaqa Ukburpoor These men all filed upon the British 
tioops throughout, and fought on the pait of the lebels, and they were foimerly 
with the Nana, and provided lum with supplies Apparently the only zemindais 
who remained faithful to the British, were Doorga Smgh, jageerdar of mouza Mudar- 
poor, and Futteh Singh and Roop Smgh, zemindais of mouza Bunguran, who are still 
actively engaged in acts of loyalty to the State The Gotum tribes of mouza Our- 
chee, also accompanied the rebels, but the entiance of the Chundels was owing to 
Raja Doorga Pershad I know no particulars of Ravut Rundheer Smgh 

The 7th December 1857, Mondiy — To-day I handed one copy of this journal to 
Mr J W Sherei, the Magistrate and Collector, at the gate-way of the entienchment, 
and presented a second copy to Mqor Bunowo, Superintendent of Police Since 
then I made enquiries, and recorded the following facts, appertaining to the occasion 
when the rebel force fled before the British It appears that the first engagement 
with the contingent that came along the Calpee roal, took place at Bhuvuntee, when 
they weie defeated by the British, and lost three of their guns Up to the date of that 
battle, only Chowhans, and none of the inhabitants of the territoiy lying on the Calpee 
road, had joined the rebels The only zemindars thathad joined them, were Bhowam 
Smgh Gotum, Eesree Smgh, zemindar of Kuthetee, Nanuck Smgh Gore, Kunliur 
Singh Gore, residents of mouza Khanpoor , Sulmur Smgh, Sheobuksh Singh, Heera 
Singh, and other budmashes of Gujnere But when the second engagement with the 
rebels took place on the 27th November at the canal near the city, and when Brigadier 
Wilson was wounded, and the rebel army came down on the British from all sides, till 
they rushed into the city, and when the British foiee proceeded through Nya Gunj and the 
Chowk, into the entienchment, and the battle with the rebels then fairly commenced, on 
that occasion, i, e , on the 1 st December, oneKooei Smgh, who is also styled Baboo Kooer 
Smgh, a resident of Jugdeespoor, whom people designate as the Raja of Bhojepooi, 
came and fought the British with tluee mutinied regiments fiom Dmapore, and otlieis 
The said Kooer Singh seized Raja Doorga Pershad of Sehchundi, and brought him alo ng 
with him , otherwise there was no chance of Doorga Pershad joining m this rebellion 
Subsequently ICalindur Gn Goshaeen, a budmash of Rusdhan, joined the rebels So 
also Kobeer Singh, who committed outrages along with theNana, during the former 
insurrection, came this time of Ins own accoid, with a force of armed men Sutti Pershad 
took no share in this second revolt, but certain servants of his, with Bhopal Smgh and 
Nurput Singh, sons of Juswunt Smgh cliowdhn, of Futtehpoor Chowinssee, came to 
the fight 

The budmashes of llaqas Poora and Bulhoor also joined m the fight, owing to 
Goolab Singh of Sheolee, who was a pavtizau of the Nana’s, and who constructed an 
entrenchment at Sheolee, and aided the rebels and showed opposition to Majoi Burrows 
at Sheorajpoor As for the budmashes of Bhow, they have been with the rebels fiom 
the commencement, though clandestinely Ehmud Ally Mirdha, of Ukburpoor, who 
held a tehseeldaree under the Nana’s lule, evcited all the inhabitants of llaqa Ukbur- 
poor to rebellion, and leagued himself with the Chowhans, and caused the ringleaders 
of the Chowhans to attend at the rebel batteries The zemindars of Dhurmungudpoor, 
°t whom mention has been made m this journal, joined the rebels through the mstiga- 

of the budmashes of Gujnere TheRao of Sepyee in pergunnah Jajamow, the Rana 
i an< l Dunao Singh, of llaqa Nar, who joined in the former disturbances with 

their bodies of aimed men, lent their aid m the second levolt, with their forces, m like 
raannei So also Ujub Smgh of Kendha, Bhikka Singh the budmash, the zemindars of 
Kondowlee, and Jodha Smgh, zemindar of Athyea, all along helped and accompanied 
the Nana in plundering iyots and finding supplies for the rebels 

In December 1837, when I accompanied Major Burrows, Deputy Quarter Master 
General, to the battle fought with the rebels at Furruckabad, I learnt the true particu- 
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lars, ivhicli I long sought to obtain of the repoi t that the budmash. Nana deposited the 
troiemment tieamie, which he had plundeied at Bithoor, and that cei tain pai ties had 
'taken away the valuable jewelleiy, cash, &e &c., belonging to the Nana, on his flight 
from Cawnpooi The particulars were given to me by N vnukmnn Bandy, lesident of 
Cliowkipooi , and Choonm Lall banker, who said that the parties who took away the 
money and silver plates, were Oottum Cliund, of mou / 1 Baleepoor, and Onnan, of 
moil'/, a Buroha, Beharideen, Bishunpoorec, and otlieis also joined m the plunder of the 
money Dhookul Singh, Bhonckul Smgh, Imiut Singh, Bhiggui Singh, and others of 
mouza Indulpoor, looted the Government treasure, joined by the inhabitants of mouza 
Juraiee, and by the Rajpoots of mouza Chundika Nunkooa and Bhukhtoora, resi- 
dents of mouza Koormi Khera, earned off neailj Rs 10,000 m cash Lalla Tewary, 
Ruttoo, Dewan, Munralchun and Bijoul, of mouza Maloun, plundered the pioperty 
af Mi Charley Sahib Anunt Smgh, Naram Smgh, Gopaul Smgh, Kalka Dee 1 , 
Gunga Deen Deeclnit, Burn Chuiun, Jugut Smgh, Choonm choivdhii, and Suhai 
Sookul, also looted the Government tieasme, and fought along with the Nana 
Sanwul, Iluuleen and otlieis, of moir/as Rooka, Ghunshampooi , and Khoobapoor, 
carried off peails and precious stones, Ac &c Oodhar Smgh, of Khandeypooi, earned 
■oft all the valuables v, Inch the sowars deposited m Bithoor Zubm Smgh, of 
mouza Kooujki, earned oil the propeity of the late Bajee Rao The zemindars 
ot Baramow also plundered Government property Bnldeo Smgh, of mouza 
Tuktoobee, plundered the moonslu of the road depaitment The budmasli Gunga- 
pooturs of Bithoor, joined by Dowlut Singb and others, went and plundei ed all the 
Government property which the Nana had taken away and deposited in Bithoor 
Pui tlier paiticulais are known to Nanukmun Pande and Choonm Lall 


I will now give some account of those acts of loyalty and fidelity v> Inch give me 
some claim upon the favoi and approbation of the authorities On the 26th Maj 1857, 
I had clearly e cplamed to Mr ILUeisdon, the foimer Magistrate of Cawnpore, the 
piobable results of all the measures good and bad then decided upon, and pointed out 
the disastious consequences, u Inch neie sure to follow from some of them, but that 
gentleman paid no attention to me, but on tbe contraiy was offended at my sugges- 
tions Well, tbe result showed that I bad guessed and conjectured lightly It the 
authorities had in tho least degree followed my suggestions, this dieadful tiagedy 
would never have been enacted It will be clear on the least reflection, that it was 
unwise to leave the very enemy, whose terntoiy had been conquered by the Bnhsh, 
in charge of the district The authonties had mistaken the charactei and ongm of this 
villainous Nana As the Persian Poet Saadi has justly observed “ He that is of evil 
origin, will never walk undei the shadow of the good , a man of low oi lgm is rni ely faith- 
ful to lus master." Now, this Nana was the son of a mendicant biahmm, and he ivas 
pui chased (by the Peishwa) for money, along with othei childien, and it was Ram 
Chunder Punt, the Peishwa’s snbadar, who gave him out to be the Peishwa’s adopted 
son Again, the whole race of Malirattas ai e an untrustworthy set It is pi overhial that 
they take thousands of false oaths to effect the meanest and most insignificant objects 
The authorities were misled m believing that he was a great and influential man, but 
it is always foolish to expect a good turn from one whose ongm is evil Nobody 
nets so As Saadi again justly says “ It is not wise to put out the fire and keep alive 
■one spark, or to ciush the serpent and feed its youngling " Yet by following an 
opposite couise, in the present case the authorities encouraged the Nana to meditate le- 
venge for the wrongs of Ins father For in the first place this man’s origin was evil In 
the second place, tho family among whom he was brought up, constantly i eminded him 
that the Poona Sattaia territory belonged once to bis ancestors They used to tell 
lum that the 15 i ltisli bad destroyed bis father’s territories Thirdly, tliev told him — 
“ See I after the death of Bajee Rao, the British have made you no allowance ’’ Fourthly, 
the Nana had a hard fight with the Government for the recovery of his pension, and 
sent Ins agents to England with Ins appeal, bnt the authonties theie turned a deaf eai 
to it Under such circumstances was it wise to make a fi wnd of such a deadly enemy, 
who haiboured revenge against the British for years, who was watching eageily lor an 
opportunity to levenge the wrongs suffered by bis father, and who kept company with 
-bad diameters, and regarding nbose violence numerous complaints weie on record m 
our courts ? Was it wise to authorize this man to raise armed levies at his own discre- 
tion for " the protection of the people and suppression of the mutiny ?” To ask a 
person who was every way your prisoner to protect you, ivas only to prove that the 
power of the British Gpverament had been weakened It is marvellous bow the autho- 
rities could believe that they could reap good results by making over tbe Government 
of tbe district to a budmasli Tbe proper course was to remove the artilleiy and aims 
and ammunition from this man’s charge, and to keep him entirely mtlie powei of the 
British It was very unwise to make over your whole house to an enemy, who had 
power to endanger your life and kingdom , for it was m his power to summon 100,000 
armed men of his own tribe, who were eagerly wishing for an opportunity to assert their 
rights, and the brotherhood of this very Nana used to go among the sepoys and so vars 
on pretence of putting down their rebellious spmt, while in reality they were feeling 
the flame, and by cunning artifices winning them over to the Nana’s cause At the 
commencement, the Magistrate would not believe this man capable of exciting otlieis 
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to lebelhon, and turning an enemy of fclie British , but there wete lecoids m the office of 
the Commissioner of Bitlioor to show, that in 1845, when the Bntisli were engaged m a 
•war with some enemy, the Peishwa sent aEaji, named Peeia]ee, acioss the Ganges, to 
aaise tioops clandestinely with a hostile purpose, and that this matter reached the eaig 
of the Commissioner of Bitbooi , and that oiders were about to be issued to Bajee Eao 
"to leave Bithooi, and the vakeels of B.ijeo Eao went as fai as the Simla Hills to clear 
him of these imputations It is impossible to understand how General "Wheeler could 
have legarded these acts of the Peishwa’s former careei with approval Another 
stiange pioceeding was to construct the entrenchment outm the open plain, far away 
from the magazine and tieasuiy, and public offices,- so as to prevent even the native 
well-wishers of Government fiom evei reaching it, if so disposed 

The magazine had an immense walled enelosm e, and contained a great many build- 
ings, and was full of artillery, powder and shot, and the river Ganges flowed behind 
it, and all the thiee public offices weie near it, and the tieasnry and jail were m fiout 
of it Suiely that wasabettei place foi the entrenchment, had it been so used, and had 
guns been placed in position on elevations withm it, the magazine could not have got 
into the hands of the rebels, nor could they have plundered the tieasuic 01 destroyed 
the Government recoi ds In that case the omlali of the pubhce offices also would 
have waited on the authorities, for a great nurnbei of them had their homes in 
Nuwab Gunj, and those within the entrenchment would have suffered no disti ess for 
want of water and provisions, for the villages of Cawnpoie, Xohna, and Nuwab Gun), 
weie adjoining the magazine, and could have provided all kinds of supplies, and then 
the well-wishers of Government could have easily leached the entienchment But 
what was done, was the reverse of this They made the entrenchment far out m the 
maidan, and out of the city, without reflecting that m case of mutiny breaking out, 
it would be sunounded by the rebels on all four sides, who would be assisted by the 
magazine, and all the pieces of artillery, and Government treasure, so temptingly thrown, 
m their way Thus, to illustrate the proverb, they put aswoid Into the enemy’s hand, 
and put their heads foi wai d, and the result was, that when the rebellion began to i age, 
the Sahib-log went into the entrenchment, and the city was left unpi otected The 
rebels fii st seized and earned off the treasure, next they took possession of the magazine,, 
then the rebel zemindars joined them, and thus the entrenchment was surrounded on 
all four sides The lebols then took possession of the city The rebellion became so 
fieice that piovisions could not eventually be carried into the entrenchment It is said, 
that a certain wife used to act up to the wishes of her husband, because she feared him, 
and then could also protect heiself , but when her husband died, she found herself 
under othei people’s control, and did what she pleased Thus it was with the citizens- 
of this place The reason why the city was not plundered is this, % e , Holas Singh, 
kotwal, and othei sensible people, kept explaining to the Han a that lie would be a 
great losei if lie gave the city up to plunder, and that after the Bntish lule was com- 
pletely extinguished, and his own established, he could take as much money from 
each citizen m pi oportion to his means as he pleased, m conformity with the laws 
and rules obseived by native governments Of course the lebels were much encourag- 
ed by the mutinies at Delhi and Meeiut 

But it is a pity, that instead of the Magistrate's making a friend and confidant of 
such an enemy as the Nana, lie did not make friends of tlie great and influential 
zemindais of the 5 or 7 Eajwaiah villages, who kept up aimed men for their protec- 
tion It is a pity he did not send for them, and i repine their assistance, and take their 
pioimses to that effect Had this been done, I am sure that 20,000 men would have 
been sent foi oui pioteclion, and the lebel tioops would have retiaced their steps, or 
if they fought the Bntisli, they could not have then overpoweied them fora veiy 
long time, and the Bntisli leheving foice would have had ample time to come to their 
assistance, and they would not have been distressed foi supplies and other necessanes, 
md even natives would have come forward and aided the Europeans to show tlieir 
loyalty, and win a good name I have been told by many, on the best authority, that 
these great zemindars, Eajas, &c were mnch annoyed at the Nana’s lecemng so much 
powei and authonty, foi those zemindars were the greatest men of tlie district 
They lamented that they had been ignored and overlooked, and a wicked man prefer- 
red to them Hence when they saw the lebels wielding pow r er m eveiy direction, 
they too came under the control of the lebels Had the late Magistrate issued 
purwanahs to the tehseeldars and thanadais from the commencement, dnectmg them 
to summon the zemindars of then seveial llaqas, and engage their active assistance, 
and cause them to appeal before the hnzoor, they would have willingly come forward 
to do so, and in fact the tehseeldars and othei omlahs themselves would have 
escaped fiom the claws of the rebels, and run into the entrenchment but nothing 
ot tins soit was done If tlie authorities had taken measures to obtain the assistance 
of these zemindais, they could have got 100,000 armed men of this district, and 
what could 3,000 lebel soldiers do against them All this massacre and destruction 
was the result of giving authority to the Nana 

, -^ 11S journal was commenced before the mutiny, and has been brought down to 

ne day on which the rebellion was extinguished, and it has been corrected after mmuto 
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enquiries made, Since the re-occupation of Cawnpore by the British, to prove to the 
authorities that I have been a loyal subject, and also to establish a good name It 
has how been submitted to the Government, under the purvanah of the Cantonmens 
Joint Magistrate of Cawnpore, dated 20th December 1 85b It appeals to me necessary 
to reCoid a few additional events of importance as they la\e ccme to pass Tho 
object of writing this journal was as follows Thedanng and com age and piowess m 
battle Of British troops is clearei than the sun at noon day Knowing this, and also 
being Confident that these faithless and treacherous rebels would be annihilated in a 
few days, ahd that close inquiry would be made into the barbarous muideis perpre- 
trated beie (when a gieat number of Europeans, the servants and dependants of Govern- 
ment, weie killed) and the guilty ones punished, I believed that by means of thi3 
journal I sbonld be classed amongst the most loyal servants of the State But nothing 
of tho land has taken place The first and most important point respecting w hich the 
Closest enquiry should have been made was, vhowere the murdeieis of the unfoitunato 
Europeans, whether the rebel Nana alone, or other parties too had a hand m that 
massacre, and what was the reason that gentlemen and ladies and children were thus 
filanghteied m cold blood-’ This point has not been investigated and cleared up by 
Any person Since the re-occupation of Cawnpoi e by the British yet this was the 
primary point leqmnng investigation The fact is, that the European officers who 
newly came into Cawnpoi e after the l estoration -of British authority, were not acquainted 
with the character of its people Of those who served and joined the Nana, some ob- 
tained offices under the British Government, and otheis turned mfoimcis These 
men filled the eais of the newly arrived autlion ties with fa’sehood and nnsrepi esentation, 
and concealed the crimes of those who should have been bi ought to tnal They endea- 
voured to take up the time of the authorities with many frivolous details, m the hope 
that they might not have leisure to take up the cases of the more senous crimes, 
and so prevent the well-wisliers of Government from reminding the authonties of such 
things by interviews So it ended in this, that these evil counsellor caused a few 
men, who had taken up some tiade during the rebellion, foi fear of their lives, to be 
apprehended, and then without enquiry or pi oof of guilt, caused property worth many 
lacs of rupees to be confiscated partly for Government, but mostly for their own bene- 
fit , and thus the authorities had no leisure to hunt out the gravei criminals By those 
confiscations these men gained their ends, i r , a poi tion was brought m to Government, 
and the rest of the piopeity was appiopnated by themselves. Had the heavier crimes 
been first enquired into, abundance of proof would have been forthcoming, and the 
appeals of the proprietors of the confiscated pioperties, winch ended m the reveisal 
and caneelment of the orders of confiscation, would never have been successful By 
those reversals of tho oi ders of confiscation, the Government has been a great loser. 
Theio is abundance of pi oof foi tlio assertion I have made above regarding tlie pecula- 
tion of the evil adviseis who took part in tho confiscations Eor let the schedules of 
land confiscated, and the bsts of land made ovei to the auctioneer, and the account sales 
of the auction, and the leceipts for monies paid into tlie tieasuiy, and the auction 
receipts be all compared and tested with one another, they will not be found to agree, 
and as there is not a single order of confiscation now among tlie office lecords, it is 
most difficult to detect the embezzlement. Indeed I do not think an order for the at- 
tachment even of any propeity could now be traced The above stated opinion of mine 
as m accordance with tlie Not fication of Government Central Piovmces, No. 23, 
dated 13th October 1857 Thus those evil advisers deceived and misled the autho- 
rities to prevent enquiry being made into the giaver crimes, ? c , as to how and by whom 
the Europeans wei o murdered, and they also invented false accusations against those 
who had been loyal to the State, so as to win the charactei of zealous and efficient officers, 
and have their own offences concealed Foi it was reported that a new law had been 
promulgated, that those who did not reveal the crimes of murderers and rebels, would 
themselves be classed with rebels Hence those evil counscllois so arranged matters 
as to prevent intei views taking place between the authorities and loval subjects 
There are three important points demanding close inquiry The 1st is, who weie the 
murderers of the European ladies and gentlemen t The 2nd is, how did it come to pass, 
that after the restoration of British authority, such a man as Azim Ally Khan, was 
hanged, foi he was near 70 years old, and could scarcely see any object, and was deaf, 
and had no powei to move from one place to another, and this man also appeal ed beforo 
the authonties on the re-occupation of Cawnpoi e Five months aftei, wicked men 
who greeded for money, basely deluded the authorities and had this poor old man hanged 
The ‘ii d is, whether this old man’s valuable and extensive propei ty w Inch was confiscated 
to Government, was all broughtra to Government, ornot, andif not, where has the greater 
portion gone to ? Alas 1 those who ai e innocent, are made the victims of malicious 
piosecutions supported by tutored evidence, and taken to tbe scaffold, and blood thirsty 
muiderers are left without a trial, and are even classed with loyal subjects If I were 
to give specific details of all this, I should annoy the authorities, and gam no benefit 
myself To crown all, Ilei Gracious Majesty, the Queen of England, has taken compassion 
on these men, and issued pardon to those who have had no hand m murdering Euro- 
peans But as respects the zemindars who joined the rebellion, and have now sm ren- 
dered under the proclamation, and have combined and agreed among themselves to 
conceal each other’s crimes, it is quite clear that it will now be impossible to find. 
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pi oof of the guilt of those vemmdars, whose names have been recorded in this journal. 
But still the facts lelatmgto the massacie of the Emopeans could be bi ought to light, 
if the authonties would quietly and gently ask those liatnes who used to be present 
at the battenes of the iebels, meiely to see w hat i\ as going on, and in their heaits cor- 
dially wishing success to the Butish, and if the authonties w ould pledgo themselves 
not to bung them to tiial for going theie lam told that many such are afraid to 
come foiwaid and leveal impoitanb paihctdns, Blinking they might be thereby 
subjecting themselves to a cnmmal piosecution It is also well known, that any 
native w lio i csolves on acting faithfully towards the Bi itisli Government, mikes enemie 3 
of the lest of the woild It the authorities will nob take this point into consideration, 
those who aie loyal, have no chance of escape If the Government will institute 
enpmies into those pioccedmgs, I shall do my best to bring fotuaid the parties who 
weie oculai witnesses of each scene , but I mike no piomise to turn plaintiff, and pro- 
duce evidence on each point, foi those who sho ild have been bi oug it to trial, ha\ e 
recened pests undei Government, and my single statement woild not be suffi- 
cient For fiom the commencement ol the lebellion at C uvn pore, I was obliged, 
owing to the deadly enmity winch the tiaitoious Nana bad borne me foi years, to 
escape with my life to the otliei side of the Ganges, wheie I icmatnod concealed and 
laid out thousands of rupees m acts of loyal tj by keeping peons and servants who 
brought me news while they pretended, to be well-wishcts ol the iebels Anotbei strango 
thing is, that some of the omlab of the courts, who bad been taken to the Nana by 
force and violence, and who wiote for him meietyto save their lives, were afterwards 
deprived of then livelihood by the authonties, while those who deset ved to be brought 
to trial weie lewarded with fine appointments. This is tlio reason why so many im- 
poitant facts have remained concealed.

fiom M> Collectoi Loyd, lists of the disbanded sepoys of the 19th and 
3-ltli, belonging to the Banda and Humeeipooi Districts, and oideied a strict 
watch to be kept on any who returned to then homes

of the seveial Thanahs, m older that the mam loads of the District, and all the 
Ghats on the Jumna might he strictly guaided, and mutmeeis and other dis-

order, as they said, tiuit no record of then liabilities might lemam to the new 
Government The Tehseelee and Thauah establishments dul then best, but 
weie ovei whelmed by thousands, and compelled to seek safe!} m flight The 
loss of the Kuniasin, Bubeioo, Stmounee, and PylaneeTcliscelees soon followed 
in a like manner I saw Tehseelee aftei Tehseelee going, and the waves of the 
lebolhon rapidly approaching Banda itself, and was totally helpless to pi event 
it Tlie whole Distuct went to the bad m less than a week. The Town and 
Bazai of Bajupoor was saved from plundei by the Meicliants themselves, who 
assembled a large foicc and repelled the ^repeated attacks of the surrounding 
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villagers Mi Cockerell, Joint Magistrate, was stationed at Kn'Wee, and gal- 
lantly dul lie, single handed, maintain Ins post, assisted in some measure, al- 
though hike Vi Aimly, hy N.Unih Kao and Mndho Kao He sa\ ed the Tehseelee of 
Tn how an The Tehseelee ot Budottsa 111 the south of the Distlict was saved 
hy the good conduct of the Thatmhdai Ooshian Khan, who stood by his post, 
although abandoned by the Tehseeldar, until lelieved by the Knwee Raos. 
The Tehseeldar of Seoilda being on the south West conier of the District 
remained intact, ns also the Tehseelee of PeigUnah Banda, until the tune of 
our abandoning the District 

11 I must say in defence of the district Police and Revenue Establish- 
ment oi Banda getieially, that they lemamcd at their posts to the veiy last, 
and many of them v ere killed and wounded m defence of Grovemment pi o- 
peity As foi the people, mined as they iveie by ovci assessment and bad 
seasons, and half stalling, still they would I think not have risen m lcbellion, 
if they bad been left to tliemselies It was only when excited by the lepoits 
fiomotliei Distncts, and healing of the excesses committed elsewheie, and of 
w bat was then supposed the total mftssacic of all Emopeans at Allahabad, 
that they too canle to the Conclusion that the Butish mle was at an end, and 
every man had best take calc ol himself 

12. Banda Peigunah and Town still remained quiet for a few days 
til on to revenf, a ^ cr the Distlict liad supplied fiom my giasp In the 
Mi*iHni« r ' "ntiinioi)ci?iMi VC nt commencement of the rebellion, I had m my Tieasuiy 
tlic Mntionof lHmlnnml for upwards of Clgllt LlCS of lltpCCS, Including two laCS 
tbppa ew or tie i retire svlbscnption to the 5 pet cent Loan hy E :iva in Rao and 

Madho Rao of JtirWeO, v hick had -just been paid Wishing to hold out as 
little inducement to the Natnc Infantry (3 Companies of the 1st Native 
Infantry) stationed at Banda as possible, I took advantage of the ietUrn 
detachYncnt of the 50th Natne Infnnliy to Cawnpooi, to send undei ordeis 
of the Accountant Nortli AVeslei n Pi evinces, all my* spare cash to Futtelipooi 
(two lacs and a half), and I also transmitted hy the same oppoitumty two lacs 
and twenty odd thousand old coins to Allahabad for the Calcutta Mint 
Eor these sums I duly leccAed i'ccdipts iiotn the Collectors of those 
Districts I shortly afterwards also under ordeis of the Accountant Noith 
Western Provinces, transmitted 30,000 to Nagode, Under an escoit of 
the 1st Native Infantry It is a cuf ions featuic m the mutinies, that these 
detachments under Natnc Officers only should haic so honoi ably acquitted 
themselves of their tried only a few days before the outbieAk at Cawnpoor 
By the aboie means, and hy paying up all pensions and salanes to the end of 
May , I reduced my Ticasniy to two lacs and about 7,000 lupces , and hoping 
thereby' to hold the detachment Of the 1st Natnc Tnfantiy tiue hy an exhi- 
bition of confidence, and at the same tunc to piotcct it fiom the bands ql 
msuigents who were smroundmg Banda, I placed the two lacs m tumbrils 
and sent it up to the Native Tnfantiy lines It Was undei then guard at the 
Trensuiy, and I was entirely m their power They could have taken it away 
at any' time, and I thought it yUst as well to tiy the only chance of keeping 
the Tree suie at Janda by placing it moie dnectly undei tlieir chaige The 
leportol Lieutenant Bennett, the Officci Commanding the detachment at that 
tunc, in spite of mutinous conveisation and spmt shown by individual sepoys 
m the Town, was that he could most assuiedly depend on his men and that 
they were staunch 

13 One difficulty at Banda was that we had no place of lefuge , and 
even if we had such a stronghold, we had no men to defend it I had chosen 
the Jail, mounted two cannons, and stored giam and etta thoic foi the pui- 
posc, but seciet agency’' was at woik, and we nanowly escaped a mutiny ol our 
owm Nuj cells They veie told that the giam was only stored to he mixed with 
cow-bones for then food I immediately paiaded them, and told them anyone 
Was at liberty to resign who was afraid loi Ins caste , I dismissed foui men, and 
warned the rest that severe punishment would he inflicted on any owe wdio 
amain was heard to mention the subject A Ye weie compelled subsequently to 
abandon the Jail, owing to choler v having broken out very extensively 
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14 Two Mussulman pioclamations weie fixed up m the City, calling foi 
Snre-ui of the Rebeii.on the massacie of the Christians , hut no seiious alaim was 

to the station given at the Station of Banda until the I' uttehpoor resi- 

dents weie compelled to take lefuge noth us On the occasion of then leaching 
the Jumna on Monday the 8tli June, a veibal message was sent m by Maho- 
med Sudai Khan, Deputy Collector that the mutinous Cavaliy weie crossing 
the nvei This veibal message was given to me m open Cuteheiry by the 
Sowar, and spiead like wild fiie The budmaslies lose m the City, and plun- 
deung commenced I immediately removed the ladies to Nawab Ally Buha- 
dooi’s palace, and with the aid of my police quickly quieted the town The 
same evening the Futtehpoor gentlemen came into Banda, causing no little 
cunosity among the people Unfoi Innately Mahomed Sirdai Khan letuined 
with them to Banda, bunging m all the Police and Sowais, thus abandoning 
his post at Chilla Taia, and leaving the line of communication entuely open 
to the disaffected, and causing the villageis immediately to use m his real, 
foitunately having fiist by my older bioken up the bridge of boats. 

15 As it was of the utmost unpoifcance to guard Chilla Taia Ghat, 
with the gieatest difficulty I induced the Gouuar troops to consent to leoccupy 
the post They only proceeded howevei one maich, and then piecipitately 
lefcieated maiclnng thiough Banda back to then homes, without communi- 
cating with me at all I nevei saw them again 

16 Meanwhile a few Sowais had ciossed the uver at Chilla Tara and set 
up thegieen flag m the Maliomedan village of Chilla, which, with Muddunpoor 
andotlieis and the villages ofLulowlee on the opposite hank m the Puttehpooi 
District, were most conspicuous m the rebellion and plundering of defence- 
less tiavellers Numerous reports, appaiently well founded, also leached me of 
mutineers marching to assist then bietliren at Banda A different tone was 
soon manifest m the Police ; they no longex obeyed oiders with then usual 
alacrity, and not a single man, hoise or foot, could be obtained for extia levies 

17 The ladies having been hurriedly placed m the Nawab's palace, 
and the rehelhon thickemng, m the absence ol any moie secure place, I 
thought it better to leave them there, half of oin paity pioceedmg there foi 
their piotection, and half lemammg with me m my house Mi Sherer and 
the gentlemen from Puttehpoor also eageily assisted me m patrolling the 
City at nights, and all othei measures adopted for the maintenance of order. 
Unfortunately m going to the Nawab’s, although he was staunch enough him- 
self, we went into a nest of bigotted Mahomedaus and bad characters belong- 
ing to the Hawaii, whom he was unable to conti ol, and who only waited their 
opportunity to murdei us Still we imagmed we could depend on his sepoys 
and some of oui Nujeebs, of whom we kept oui own guaid On the night of 
Puday the 12th, two bungalows weie filed, and meeting the geneial wish to 
he togethei, I also with the lemamdei of the paity took up my quartern at 
night at the Hawaii’s house, returning to my bungalow duiing the day In 
that house we weie entnely ia the hands of the Nawab, or lather of his folio w- 
eis, and on looking moie closely ovei the walled defences of the place, we 
lound it utterly untenable against any force of the enemy However once 
having sought his protection we could not withdiaw, and as the plot tlnckened 
we did oui best to lepan the walls and loophole bastions and such like , hut 
it was useless — oui enemies weie within the walls, even moie numeious than 
those outside , and we were obliged ourselves to keep nightly watch ovei oui 
little hand 

IS Matteis lemamed apparently quiet until Sunday the 14th, by which 
Ban<n mj nt tlie &tatl0n of time the detachment of the 1st Native Infantiy had 
a ' l „ obtained conect information of the doings at Cawnpoor, 

Mid of the black tieaclieiy of the Head Quartern of then. Begiment, with 
oideis, I have no doubt, to do likewise It was on tins veiy day also at 2 p m , 
that the detachment of the 53rd Native Infantiy at Humeerpooi, lose and 
mimlered the Glinstians of that Station At Banda, the same day, the sepoys 
ol the 1st Native Infantry showed open mutiny, and insubordination I was 
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in need, of cadli, and' my application, to the Olicer Commanding for one of the 
tumbrils under Ins guard was met with the leply, that the sepoys had mso- 
leritly refused to give up a single rupee. They also sent ivord to my Jail 
Darogah, that the grain and atta stoied m the Jail, and my two guns, which 
I had ordered to he taken to the Nawab’s palace, were not to leave the place, 
but were to be kept for their Soubadar’s oideis, who was marching with troops 
to occupy Banda The scoundrel of a Jail Darogah, and the greater part of 
the Nujeebs were also proved to be in league with them The Toomandar 
lemamed true , I had two days pieviously requested the Adjygurh force to 
take up their quarters around the Jail for its piotection they verbally con- 
sented, but failed to attend to the requisition They wei e evidently waiting 
at Banda, merety to see which hand got the uppeimost, and to act accordingly 
The 1st Native Infantry had also possession of the Magazine, containing some 
80,000 lounds of ball cartridge, and three times that number of blank cai- 
tndge. Lieutenant Bennett reported his men as being utterly beyond control 
and refusing to obey any oiders 

19 On consultation we lesolved to try, with the aid of the Nawab and 
Hfensures tilen to sup his troops, 125 m number, to pioceed that evening (Sun- 

press tiie Mutmj day the 14th), first repossess oui selves of the guns at 

the Jail, and then with the assistance of the Adjj'gurh troops, force the sepoys 
of the 1st Native Infantry to give up the treasure and ammunition, and dis- 
arm them There was not much hope of the plan succeeding, but it was our 
only chance The gentlemen of Banda and Futtehpooi divided, halt to 
accompany the foice, the others remaining with the ladies 

20 The troops were drawn up in the Nawab’s couit-yard, and we 
Fmiure to suppress the w r ere all ready to start, when Mi Ben j amine, Com- 

3Iutin > mandmg the Nawab’s foices, was found to be m an 

unfit state to proceed, and at my request the Nawab acquiesced in Lieu- 
tenant Bennett’s taking the command A Luge and tumultous assembly 
of labble and town’s people had meanwhile assembled in the court-yard, and 
we were suirounded on all sides. The moment w r as a critical one The 
Nawab’s sepoys, when first paraded, had exhibited a sullen and disordeily 
disposition, and when Lieutenant Bennett assumed the command, bioke 
out into open mutiny and attacked that Officer with then bayonets, shout- 
ing and vociferating m the most outiageous manner. Lieutenant Bennett’s 
coolness and coinage at that moment alone saied us horn an msm lection 
inside of the court-yard Had a shot been filed, or blood spilt, it would 
have been a signal for a geneial massacie of all the Olmstians therein 
assembled fueutenant Bennett faced the mutinous sepoys, and stood his 
ground and reasoned with them, until I forced the Nawab m person to inter- 
pose between them and Lieutenant Bennett The Nawab had been about to 
letne, but I let him know, m unmistakeable terms, that he was responsible foi 
oui piotection within Ins own w r alls, and that whatevei happened after- 
waids lie must at least release us from 3ns own sepoj's, and cleu the palace 
yaid of the tumultuous assembly tlieiem collected Thus warned, witli the aid 
of lus Moosalnbs, partly by foice, and paitly by leasomng, he managed to 
induce the sepoys to leave tlie palace, and tlien speedily dealing away the 
crowd closed the gates I must here beai wot ness that nothing could have been 
better than tbe beliai loui of the Nawah and Ins Moosalnbs up to tins time 
The Nawab’s sepoys matched straight off to the Cratonments of the 1st 
N I , singing the Jaltad, and calling upon all Mussebncn to join them in 
exterminating the Ferr m ghees The sepoys of the 1st, foie warned of what 
had been going on by a sowar, rose and armed them sel\es, sounding the alarm 
Ensign Clerk rode down to tlie parade ground, and it was a mercy he was not 
lolled on the spot The men told him to he ofi, asking jeenngly wheie 
Bennett Salnb and tlie Collector w r ere, who w r erc going to disaim them 
Ensign Clerk and Lieutenant Fraser then joined us at the N’awab’s, telling us 
of the outbreak of the sepoys 

21 It wais hopeless foi us to try any longer to resist TVe were m a palace 
Kelsons for abandoning surrounded by traitors, <md unable to defend the place 

the station The Narvab’b sepoys, upon whom he had avowedly 
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depended for our - protection, liad mutinied and joined the WN I also 
m open mutiny They liad possession of two guns and the Magazine and 
Tmisuie The Nujeebs sided with the sepoys I could no longei depend on 
uny sowars 01 police, as was proved immediately -afterwmds by those men with 
me, leaving me to a man There onl) lemamed the Adjygurh tioops, who had, 
as noticed above, aheady given signs of then disinclination to seive actively 
against the insurgents Wo wcie quite helpless, and were accompanied by 
seventeen ladies, women and cluldien I appealed to- the Nawab, who replied lie 
could do no more for ns, that Ins sepoys had deseited and mutinied, that lie 
would himself stand and fight with us, but that lie could not answer for oui 
lives, 01 foi the conduct of his followeis and dependants To add to our 
difficulties, it was reported that tioops liad been detached fiom Cawnpooi to 
occupy Banda, and had ciossed the Jumna The whole countiy round us was 
known to be m aims Cawnpoor, Tuttelipoor, Allahabad, Humeeipoor, 
Mahoba and Nowgong weie all m.the hands of the insurgents 

22 Under these circumstances it would have been madness^ to hate 
remained at Banda and exposed our party to almost 
v/ " ‘"' U " A ceitam death We could do nothing to stay the revolt, 

and opposed as the course was to, my own feelings, 1 was compelled to 
beat a letieat In less than half an hour we were m the saddle There 
was not a moment to lose Mr Webster, Assistant Magistiate, with a 
few Volunteeis, cleaied the -road from the palace, whilst I was collecting the 
women and childien, and we escaped with nothing hut the clothes on our 
hacks We left at 8 r. u on the night of the 1 1th of J une, and marched the 
first night to Kallmgei, 3G miles, and the next night to Kagode, 30 miles The 
people were m two places inclined to resist oui march, hut we weie too strong 
a party foi villageis to attack with impunity, and they made no actual attempt 
We were haidly out of the Town when the whole Cantopments ,were m ,u 

blaze, which lighted us on the load foi the first 10 miles.

• 23 I liad pieviously written to the Lieutenant Governor hr W Pro- 
vinces, that unless speedily reinforced by staunch troops, we should not he 
ahlerto hold our own at Banda. The ensis came sooner than, we anticipated 

24 I deeply regret to, record tlie-muider the next morning, 15th June, 
jrtmier of Mr Cocicrci], of Mi Cockerell, my J oint Magistrate, on his anil al from 

Joint Magistnte, and others Kfrwee, and of Mr Benjammc, Mr Biuce, and Mr Loyd, 
(Euiasiaus) and their families by, the sepoys and followers - of the Haw ab 
The .latter gentlemen had refused to accompany us, thmlang the Hawaii would 
protect them. 

25 In the previous week I had repeatedly wntten to. Mr Cockerell to 
come into Banda, but be refused to abandon his post * All honor and pi arse 
he due to him At last perceiving the utter hopelessness, of Ins being of 
service atKinvee, and the imminent dangei to which he was exposed, I oideied 
him to return, but had received no leply. On the Snuday afternoon I wrote, 
warning luni of what was going on at Banda, and telling him to., be very 
careful liow he approached the place This letter unfoifcunately appeals not 
to have leached him At the moment of flight I had no one to send to warn 
him, and my lettei to lnm the next morning fiom Kallmger was too late He 
lode into Banda the next morning with treasure, and hearing we had left he 
went straight to the Hawaii, and was killed at the Hawab’s gateway I 
refrain from expressing any opinion as to the guilt of the Hawab himself in 
the Banda murdeis , leaving it for full enquiry when Banda shall be 
leoccupied, 

26 Prom Hagode I went to Rewah, and was arranging with Lieutenant 
W Osborne to leturn to Banda witli the Bewail troops, 
^attempt to. reoccupy but' received orders to 30 m the Head Quarters of the 

Division A second of a similar nature has been lately 
failed by disturbance m the R yak’s own Elaqua I am most, anxious to ie-esL.- 
blish myself m the Distuct, and am leady to do any thing to.piomote that 
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end , but without some kind of force to back my authority, and to reduce the 
turbulent Zemindars to order, I should be able to retain no hold on the 
District, and unable to, issue the piompt punishment which so many rebels 
richly deserve. 

27 I may add, that since leaving Banda I have heard occasionally from 
Treatment of Navrab Ally Nawab Ally Buliadoor , but I consider that his conduct 

Buhadoor for some days after we left to have been of so question- 

able a nature, and is, I may say, still so doubtful, that I have purposely 
refiained from holding any communication with him 

28 The burning of Cantonments and Civil lines was accompanied 

_ ^ t by plunder of all the property they contained The 

s uc ion o proper j stamps, opium, &c in the Treasury were plundered, and 

the Collector and Magistrate’s and Judge’s recoids tin own into a mass ot 
confusion, but I believe not entirely destroy ed I had previously taken the 
precaution of removing all Settlement Misls of Regulation IX of 1833, 
and the last 3 ear’s Huftganah papeia, as also the English records of Commis- 
sioner’s correspondence irom the year 1852 downwards, into the Nawab’s 
palace, where I believe they still are under the Nawab’s protection. The few 
odd thousands of rupees which remained m the Treasury under a Burkundaz 
guaid, I also removed on the Sunday afternoon, and the Treasurer verbally 
leportcd to me that he had deposited the money m the Nawab’s Jamadai 
khana

Agreeably to the Cnculai Orders of Government No 212, dated 
30th Apnl last, and in continuation of my Report No — , 
1 >0lU 10,1 dated 4th September 1S57, of the events attending 
the outbreak of disturbances in the District of Banda, I have the honor 
now to furnish a Nanative of the subsequent piogress of events until the 
restoration of peace 

2 In older to make the Narrative as complete as possible, I have been 
Apoiog> for deiaj m sub obliged to sift the contents of a large mass of papeis , and 

mtting Report I trust, therefore, the delay which has occurred m fui- 

msliing my Eeport will be paidoned 

3 My former Eeport, which the Honorable the Lieutenant Governor of 
l’rogrumnc of present the Central Provinces has aheady noticed m Lieutenant 

lle P ort Golonel Stiaehey’s letter. No 260, dated 11th September 

1S57, closed with the withdiawal ot the British Officers from Banda on the 
night of Sunday the 14th of June, and an allusion to the reported events at 
Banda of the following day. I resume the tale from that point, and shall 
divide my Narrative into two parts — I Kelatmg what took place m the District 
from the 15th June 1S57, up to the date of our re-occupatiou of the District on 
the 19th April 1S5S , and II Showing the measures adopted for the restoration 
of order, and their result. 
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4. As it proved, we did not leave Banda too soon, for we had not been 
tho Banda d« g one twenty minutes when a detail of the 1st Native 

tnet'^sequent to"tho ro Infantry marched down from the lines and posted them- 
trent of British officers selves at the Nawab’s Chceta Khanah, winch we were 
obliged to pass on our road from the Nawab’s palace , their object was to fire 
on us as we passed, and intense was the lage they exhibited when, aftei waiting 
there a few minutes, they were told we were gone. The Magistrate’s Clerk, 
Mr. Duncan, was concealed m a dram close by, and saw what I now relate. 

5. On the same night that the Bi itish Officers left Banda all the Bungalows 
Burning ami plunder of in Cantonments weie plundeied and burnt to the giound. 

Cantonments and Nawab Ally Buhadooi proclaimed Ins own rule, — 

“ Khullitl IChoda Midi Badshahhulim Nawab Ally Buhadoor ” and thiough 
Buie of Nnufth au> b'u the Government police made arrangements, which saved 
hadoor prochimed the town fiom being plundered He gave out that the 

Collectoi and Magistrate had entiusted the District to ins caie, and desired all 
Government servants to remain at then posts.

Prisoners released 


15th of June, a company of mutineers marched 
to the Jail, released the prisoners, and took possession of 
the two guns and ammunition, and the Commissariat 
stores which had been placed m the Jail for oui use in the event of being 
compelled to stand a siege. The Adjyguih Chiefs, who had been sent by 
then Ranee to our assistance, and who had at my request undei taken to 
protect the Jail, joined in icleasing the prisoners. Many of the leading 
Bunyas of the town were also piesent on this occasion, and sweetmeats 
weie distributed by them to the mutineers. The sepoys then proclaimed 

their own Raj, — “ IChidluL IChoda Midi Badshah hulum 
Subahdai Sqwy Buhadoor” m opposition to that of

Nawab Ally Buhadoor issued on the pievious night, at which they were 
The' Nawab howevei managed to appease their wrath by 
great dinnei of sweetmeats, and by acknowledging their 
authonty. They then called the Amlah and told them 
they would be maintained m their seveial appointments; 
and Mohamed Sirdar Khan, the Deputy Collector, an old and much trusted 
Moimmed ‘ Sirdar Khan, seivant of the British Govei nment, was appointed by 
Deputy Collector, appointed the sepoys “Nazim of Banda,” with full powers of life 
Namu by ti.e mutineers. nrK j death The slaughter of cows and bullocks was 
then forbidden throughout the town It was on the morning of this day that 
Murder of Mr Joint Ma Mi. Cockerell, the Joint Magistrate, lode mtoBanda fiom 
gistnte h l Coci ercii Knwee, and was murdeied at the Nawab s gateway' The 
followers and sepoys of the Nawab only have to answei foi this outrage. No 
mutineeis of the 1st Native Infantiy weie neai the spot at the time of the 
foul deed It does not appeal however that the Nawab himself w as an ac- 
complice m the murder. He was, I believe, asleep at the time that Mi. Cockeiell 
came to his gateway and demanded an interview. He aftei waids paid no 
honor to the coipse, but allowed it to remain stripped and exposed all the day 
before his gateway, and at night it was diagged away by the sweepsis and 
thrown to the dogs. A few of those pimcipally concerned aie —

The Tehseeldar Meer Furhat Allee was then seized and taken to the 
Tehsoeidar seized mutmeei s. and Adjygurh leaders, and made to. give an 

account of his stewardship, and sentnes weie. placed 
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over the Teliseel treasury. The captuie of Mi. Thomas 
Uic mutinwM ah rclciS ° l1 bJ Passanali, an East Indian, a pensioned Clerk of the 

Collectoi’s Office, shortly followed, but the mutineers 
lcleased him on his pointing out his pioperty, which had been seized and 
taken possession of by one Madhoram, a budmask of Cawnpoor. 

7 On the morning of the 16th .Tune Mr. Bruce, in charge of the Nawab’s 
villages, and his aged mothei, Captain Benjamme, who 
Murci=r> onrc^ra Brace, commanded the N.nvab’s Guards, and his wife, and Mr. 
Braic'nnd Mm Be'ynmmc ' Loyd, brothel of Mis Benjamme, all East Indians, who 
refused to leave Banda with the Bntish Officers, think- 
ing that the Nawab -would protect them, were discovered by the mutineers m 
the house of an old Arab, called Mugnbee Sahib The mutineeis however 
left them, on tlieu giving up their aims and then money Shoitly aftei wards 
a lot of bad chaiaeteis and Mohamedans belonging to the Naw T ab came and 
dragged them out of the house, and muidered them on the Nawab’s paiade 
ground Some of oui mutmeeis also joined m the dastaidly deed, but tlie gmlt 
lies puncipally at the dooi of those attached to the house of the E\- Nawab of 
Banda.

11. At this time I give Nawab Ally Buhadoor credit for good intentions 
at heart. He had fiom his youth upwards com ted Eng- 
lish society, and was always devoted to field spoi ts and 
manly exeicises. He is a good shot with both rifle and 
pistol, a first-rate whip and a good plucky rider, and can 
undergo immense personal fatigue He possesses therefore many of the attri- 
butes, v. Inch would make a good leader m the lebel cause, but he is utterlv 
wanting in biains and judgment We could indeed have no bettei pi oof of his 
being a fool than that, notwithstanding the above propensities and the posses- 
sion of a good and extensive Stud and other establishments, and his enjoying 
an annual pension of €40,000 sterling, he should still have turned lebel He 
thought of nothing but Ins women, his horses, and Ins Enghsh fowling-pieces, 
and rifles, and was ever a meie tool m the hands of others Essentially a 
man of pleasure, and incapable of transacting the most trifling public business, 
he was entirely m the hands of those about him, and he acted by their advice. 

Theie weie naturally gieat doubts to all at that time, 
whether the British Government would evei again be 
rest oi ed, and the Nawab did the best he could to secure 
his own interests and the sovereignty of the country, 
which Ins ancestors had usurped But I do not believe he was lumself at that 
time actuated by actively hostile feelings to the Butish Government. He 
possessed no lesources, and had no pow r ei m the country He was threatened 
by the Rajahs of Bundelkund, and by the surrounding villagers He had to

The Settlement records of Regulation IX of 1838, and the last Putwa- 
ree’s papeis, and latest English correspondence, winch before we left Banda had 
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been placed m the Nawab’s house, were lecovered But I had no Kutclieuies, 
no police, no omlali, and a population to deal with, all more 01 less concerned 
m the rebellion, 01 in marauding and pluudeung expeditions, and who still 
held aloof, feanng to meet the just penalty of their misdeeds Moreoier the 
conduct of oiu own tioops foi some weeks aftei they enteied Banda w as not 
such as to leassuie the frightened and doubting natives 


40 At the same time the rebel Chiefs with then larger armies still 
Portions of tiic EeMs’ stood defiant m the next Distncts at Calpee, Humeer- 
f° rccs poor, and Jelalpoor, and the people felt by no means

hostility to the Bntish Government befoie we left Banda m June 1S57, or 
who had distinguished themselves in the pursuit and maltreatment of Euro- 
pean fugitives, or who lefused to submit aftei oui return, and to make the 
most seveie example possible of them by burning then villages, destioymg 
tlie bouses of the head men, hanging and tiauspoiting the ungleaders, and 
flogging otlieis less deeply concerned. 2ndly, m all other cases unless 
attended With murder, oi great violence, it was desnable to encourage a com- 
promise between the piosecutoi and defendants, and to accept restitution and

jor Dallas, of the 1st Madias Native Infantry, a most 
determined and intelligent Officer, who fully understood the natuie of the 
duty on which he was deputed, and who feared not responsibility Tins 
Column of demonstration maiched by long and lapid marches via Buberoo, 

Tmdwaree, and Clnlla Tai a, back to Banda The villagers 
who piesented themselves weie reassuied, and every 
precaution taken against plundei and unnecessary molestation The people 
flocked into the Bntish Camp, bringing poultiy and suppbes, and showed a 
manifest pleasuie m seeing us back again They bitteily rued the reign of 
Anarchy and nnktaiy Despotism undei the Nawab, and the generality were 
doubtless tiled of tlieir own excesses and the life of insecurity they bad hved 
for so many months As soon as the novelty of being their own masters bad 
passed away, I believe the majority piayed for onr return At Hurdowlee, 
a laige Mobaniedan village, belonging to the rebel 
Hurdo«k™ ent ° f Eebels afc Nawab, m winch the spies said many lehel leadeis were 
concealed, Majoi Dallas sunounded the village, but 
allowed only a certain number of men to accompany him inside He 
thoroughly searched the place and captuied a few rebels, one of whom, the 
ISawab s pm ate Moonsbee, who was lidmg a stolen Officer sboise, was banged 
on the spot , and the otheis were brought into Banda foi trial The villa- 
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Se\cic examples made of the geis weie not molested The villages of Banda and 
Zsrom Ur= of Ms iza Johurpoor Johuipooi on the banks of the Jumna weie next 
pointed out to Majoi Dallas, as the terror of the sunoundmg countiy All 
complained of then exactions and maiaudmg, and all prayed foi then punish- 
ment They weie said to be still in foice m then villages, not yet convinced 
of our superionty Majoi Dallas, with Ins usual good judgment, selected this 
as an oppoi tunity foi making an impression on the evil-disposed He accord- 
ingly, by a night suipiue, suuounded the village of Johurpooi The rebels 
immediately took to their boats on the nvei, and as they tued to gam the op- 
posite bank, they were well punished with giape from the Hoise Aitilleiy guns. 
A few men weie caught m the village, one of whom then leadei, who had set 
himself up as Rajah of the countiy, was hanged foitlnvith, and the others 
weie leleased aftei coipoial punishment The village was then burnt, and 
this nest of lobbeis dispeised Gieat weie the manifestations of delight m 
the surrounding villages at this just and summary punishment of Johuipoor 
and Benda, and combined with the conciliatory measuies of Majoi Dallas m 
all othei places, it had the very best effect, and that poition of the Distnct 
was conqueied I passed along the load from Clnlla Taia to Banda, a few 
days aftei waids, with only four Native sowars, and went into eveiy village 
near the load, and talked with the Zemindars and people, and found not a sign 
of opposition 01 insult, in a countiy where ten days pieviously, the sight of a 
white face, would have been the signal for the instant death and dishonoi of its 
crwnei

PERGUNAH CHIB 00 

O.i the Stli of Tune, the escaped convicts from Allahabad entered this distuct bv the 
Mow Ferry, and fiist spicai the news of rebellion and bloodshed The cry was quickly 
taken up bvthe Boondelis, and the zemindais of villages, Moo, Poombpnltice and Muni - 
•wji and a few others assembled and attacked the Tehsildaiee at Mow, and were pined by 
the Tuanali Police The Tahsildar, Thanadai and their Omla, after being besieged for 
some days, were gallantly rescued by Hmgun Khan, zemindai of Deea Chukwa, Pergu- 
mh Puehim Suieera, zillah Allahabad But the buildings were dismantle! and the Trea- 
sury containing Rupees 1,200 and all Government property were plundeied, and the 
records torn up and distubuted to the winds The three villages above noted have been 
onlv paitly punished The collections weie made by Narain Rao’s Government through 
their Tehsildar Nazir, Nubbee Khan, and their troops committed much havoc m the Per- 
gtmah, which also suffered severely from repeated passages of mutineer sepoys 

The Rajapoor Roopoleeas behaved well and will be rewarded, they preserved the 
Gov ernment Tlianah and records, and also those of the Post Office. The zemindars of 
Mouzah Murroor also behaved vv ell m supporting the Tehsildar 

A band of rebels, under Punjab Sing and Deer Sing, Rewan Sirdars, a second time 
accompanied by zemindars of Mow, Munkwar and Poorubputtaee, took forcible possession 
of this Telwlce in September, after our return, but were quickly driven back by the Chut- 
terpoor auxiliary levies, under Captain Griffin, who is now stationed at Rajapoor The vil- 
lages m the Southern portion of the Peigunah suffered very much from the ravages of 
bands of rebels for the rainy season of 185S, but it is now quite fiee from such vermin. 

PER G UN AH 1 1 URSENHA 

The Telwldar of this Pergunah, Shaikh Khadim Hossein, a resident of Oude, had long 
been attached to thu Pergunah, and he had been excessively kind to the people, especially 
to the men of Kamasin/ whom lie had assisted with charitable woilcs m hard times and 
built for them a well, and dug a tank at his own cost in the village 

When the waves of the rebellion approached Kamasin, he naturally looked for aid from 
his old friends, and they responded to the call, and came to piotect the Tehsildaree Men 
of Sanda also came to assist Outlie 1 1th of June, the Kamasin men turned traitors, 
drove off the Sanda zemindars, and themselves attacked and plundered the Tlianah and 
Tehsildaree, robbed theTieasury containing about Rupees 4,000, destroyed the lecord, and 
dismantled the Government buildings They drove out the old Tehsildar and Ins Omla 
with nothing, but the clothes on tlieir backs The Tehsildar fled to Sanda where he found 
piotection, and with the assistance of the zemindais of Sanda, and that of Chilowlur he 
returned to Kamasin, fought the traitois, drove them out and burned their village Seve- 
ral Government servants weie killed and wounded m the fight He then went to Kirwee 
to ask the aid of Narain Rao, which being lefused, he went to Banda, and after remaining 
there quietly foi some time, finally joined me at Allahabad The Kamasin zemindaree has 
been confiscated, and the zemindais well punished I made a most severe example of this 
village The Pahaiee zemindars also behaved very badly, and plundered the Thanah and 
turned out the Police They have also been punished The Clullee Mull zemindars gave 
succour and shelter to the fugitives from Kote Ekdalla 

The Sanda and Chilowlur people have been rewaided 

The collections m this Peigunah were made by Narain Rao, whose forces committed 
much dev astation in the villages , they were opposed by the Surdooa and Kamasm people, 
and both villages were destroyed Other villages were also plundered and burned by 
Naram Rao 

Surdooa, a large kliam village, behaved very well to the Government Ameen, but they 
and the sunoundmg villages moved in a body to attack and plunder the wealthy bazaar of 
Rajapoor, but weie brought off 

This Pergunah suffered from the repeated passages through it of bands of mutineers 
soldiery

Till the lOtli of June 1857, this Peigunah was undistmbed The Johtirpoor and 
Benda people then commenced open plunder The men of Simiee TVasilpoor followed 
suite Thelattei, however, came aild offered their sei vices to the Telisildar, which tv ere ac- 
cepted No soonei, however, had they arrived at Tindwaree, thejlead Quarter of the Teh- 
sil, than they sent messengers to the Jolnnpooi people, telling them to come and aid in 
plundering the Tehsilee and village of Tmdwai ee Some three oi four thousand rilen of 
Jolluipooi, Benda, Simree and Wasilpooi, on the lltli June, assembled at Tindwaree Tney 
sui rounded the Tehsildaiee, and breaking into it, plundered the Treasure to the amount of 
8,500, destioyed the lecoids and burnt and sacked the village The Telisildar and Otnla 
and the Police weie compelled to conceal themselves The Tehsild lr and a few Clmpms- 
sees, however, remained at Tmdwai ee, till the 13th, when he was compelled to fly and re- 
treated to Banda The zemindars of Puchncyee, a lai ge Kham v lliage, behaved m an exactly 
similar manner to the Government -Ween and lus oflice at that pi ice Tlie men of the 
above villages lemamedm open lebellion, until oui letmn m April 185S,' and they have 
committed incalculable mischief and injury oil other villages in the Peigunah They 
have all been well punished, and then zemmduiee rights confiscated 

Muttra Peishaud, ex-Canoongoe, and the zemmdai of Jhaice, stood bj the Tehsildai, 
and liav e done good service They wall he lewarded The collections m the Pergnnah, 
duung theiebeihon, were made by Nawab Alh Bahadoor, tlnough his Telisildar, Molinmed 
Tuckee, a lesident of Jais-Oude All the Government Offices have been totally destioyed 

PERGUNAU PTIANEE 

Pul cnee, Mnijha, Nanda Eeo, Pipieiec, ancl Pylanee tin eatened to attack the Teh- 
silee m the first instance, hut were ovemded by otheis Muddmipocn , Inscnda, C/irnid- 
wrna and Jnspooia, and Pipieree commenced the lebellion, and were fiist and foremost m 
all maiaudmg and plundering expeditions, m supporting the rebel Nawab and Nana of 
Bithooi, and m piotected hostility aftei oui return The} have all been seveicly punished 
Oornrao Sing of Smdlian Pullan and Sumud Khan of Budej gaon alone joined friendly 
to oui Government and supported the Tehsildai, They have been mvarded The collec- 
tions in this Tehsilee weie made by Nawab Alh Bahadoor, tlnough his Tehsildai Moha- 
med Mosem 

The records have been almost all preserved, and hut little damage was done to the 
Government buildings This w r as owing to the fuendly offices of some of the resident 
and zemindars of Pylanee A few of the Omla also remained at Pylanee and lool ed 
'aftei the duftui 

The Telisildar was driven out by his own chaprasees, who forced him to pa) them all 
the money he had in the Government Treasury amounting to Rupees 379-12. 

PERGUNAU TIROUAN 

In this Peigunah, is situated Kirwee, the Head Quarter of the rebel' Government of 
Narain. Rao and Madlio Rao, who directlv thov heaid of Mr Cockei ell’s death, and of the 
British Officers havin'* left Banda, assumed the Government and imprisoned Akbur Alii, 
the Government Telisildar Thev then proclaimed themselves to lie Penlva. The msti- 
gatoi and supporter of the rebellion was their Kamdar, Radha GoLmd The} of touise 
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collected ill tlie revenue , but owing to the presence of their large forces, the various 
villages of this Peigunah remained quiet, and suffered less than m other Pergunahs- 
Abdool Shukoor w as appointed their Telisildar On the surrender of Narain Rao and 
Madlio Rao, and the flight of their brave army under Radha Gobmd and Golab Raee 
before the British forces, we took possession All their property has been confiscated, and 
the Telisilee has been removed fiom Tirolian to Kn wee, which are about half a mile apart 
And the old Port of Tnolian, commonly known as the Port of the Soorkees, has been 
blown up The Palace of Narain Rao is a fortified building, and is now garrisoned by 
British troops Subsequently to the retreat of Narain Rao’s labble force, the villages on 
the south of Pergunali Tnolian suffered very considerably from their ravages , and the 
plundeung expedition of the rebel Sirdars, who joined Radha Gobmd from Rewan The 
Pergunali is now, however, quite clear of those bands, who have been duven out by Briga- 
dier Carpenter The lecords of this Pergunah have been partially preserved The Trea- 
sure was partly taken by Mr Coekeiell with him to Banda, wheie it was plundered to the 
amount of about Rupees 1,500 The remainder, about Rupees 413, was left at Kirwee, 
and appropriated by Narain Rao, from whom it has been lecoyeied 

PERGUNAH BUBO US A 

This Pergunah was first taken possession of by the Raja of Beroada, who yielded to 
the superior forces of Narain Rao The latter made the collection, through his Telisildar, 
Soorajooddeeu The Government Tehsildai fled, and the Thanadar was turned out by 
Narain Rao’s people The Adjj gurli and Punnah and Chukwa Rajas also made collec- 
tions in this Pergunali The Foit of Kulmjm w as biavely held throughout by the Pun- 
nah troops, under command of Lieutenant Remington The old Fort of Marpa is also 
situated m this Pergunah, but no one took peimanent possession The fugitive Offi- 
cers fiom Nowgong w ere pursued and peisecuted m this Pergunah The ullages of 
Jumwara and Lorehta have paid the penalty Goorha and Surlia were also prominent in 
rebellion They both rose long before vve left the distuct Some few people sheltered the 
European fugitiv es for a day or tvs o, and hav e been named for reward 

The Pergunah records have been partially pieserved, and the Government buildings 
but little injured The Treasure, amounting to about Rs 500, was taken by Mr Cockerell 
to Banda, and was there plundered 

PERGUNAH BANDA 

The history of this Pergunah is included in the general report of the occurrences at 
Banda khas The collections weie made bv r the Pundits of Jaloun, by Nawab Alii Baha- 
door, and by Dhowa of Adjygurli The Telisildar, Meer Furhut Alii, held on m his 
office until the Nawab became undoubtedly a rebel He then resigned, and was succeeded 
by Mohamed Abbass, e\-Government Telisildar of Mowdha Meei Fuiliut Alii, howevei, 
preserv ed all the records, and kept a diaiy of events, which I have found very useful He 
also preserved a strict account of all collections made by the Nawab 

The Nowgong fugitives parsed tluough Pergunah Banda Many villages pioved 
hostile, and turned out to attack them, but others again behaved very well, and have been 
rewarded The Goera Mooglee zemmdais distinguished themselves by taking pusoners 
four Butish Officers, and bringing them to the Nawab They have been lieavdy fined 
The Muttanud zemindars were pie-emment m their loj’nltj’- and protection of Europeans , 
and they have received a liberal reward m the reduction of one-thud of their juma, and 
other presents The Gooieh and Jourolia zemindars also supported the Government, and 
a portion of their Revenue for the past year have been recommended for remission 

The decisive action was fought m this Pergunah between the British Forces and the 
rebels at Goeia Mooglee 

The chief refractory villages are Radar, Kama , Bhumbanee, Guhbara, Goera Mooglee, 
Kurhjc and Ckmberae, but they all settled down immediately on our return, except the Lu- 
dar people, of whom the Cluef is one Futteh Sing, a most contumacious rascal, known to 
me as such long before the rebellion 


PERGUNAE SEONDA 

The collections m this District were made during the rebellion by the Gov eminent 
Telisildar, Clnrouii]eelall, and paid to Nawab Alii Bahadoor up to the date of the battle 
of Banda The Tehsddar and his Omla then absconded This Peigunah rradi itself 
cluefiy remarkable tor the hostility exhibited to the fugitive Butish Officers from 
Nowgong At Madhopooi they were attacked, and an unfortunate lady, who fell behind, 
w as stripped of her clothes and plundered, and the zemindars disputed among themselves 
who should be her husband In the midst of this nv all v, she was rescued by Nawab 
Alii Bahadoor, taken to Banda, and very kindly tieated, both by him and his mother, 
the Begum, and sent under escort to Nagode The villagers of Loatah and Klierawah and 
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Nu^einec and Goieopoouwih, nko pnnicd mid n^nultid tin*, nnlmppt band of fngitneji, 
tJiov lime ail been freuneh pmndnd.

The Officiating Commissioner of the Allahabad Division having demi- 
officially informed me in. aletter ot tltli cur lent, that I am to “ furnish Govern- 
ment with a personal Narrative of my adventures during the outbreak, and 
what I saw and did,” I have the honor to relate as follows, and as accurately 
as an interval of eighteen months nearly, acting on a naturally bad memory, 
will, allow me 

The unexpected news of the outbreak at Meerut and Dehli pro* 
duced of course great excitement, and I think X may say gloomy forebodings* 
among the European residents at Banda Mi Collector and Magistrate Mayne 
immediately w rote to the late Lieutenant Governor, offering his services in 
the distuibed districts, (Meerut and Delili,) and I, considering it to be every 
servant of Government’s duty m those circumstances to come forwaid, and not 
being too pioud to follow my Junior’s example, did so also Whethei Mr 
Mayne got any reply to his offei I know not I never did. I went about my 
daily concerns, public and private, going to office, &c as usual The wave of 
the rebellion however was gradually rolling towards us , insubordination 
began to shew itself m the district , and at Mr Mayne’ s suggestion, nay desire, 
both for convenience and piotection’s sake, as, if I am not mistaken, he feared 
an attack by the budmashes upon the station, Mr Joint Magistrate Webster 
and his lady, myself and wife, and, a day or two after, Mr. Civil Assistant 
Surgeon Clarke, left our respective bungalow's, and came to live in Mr. Mayne’ s 
large and pucka house, close to the cutchemes, jail, and city. The Military 
Officers, Lieutenants Bennett and Fraser, and Ensign Clerk, attached to the three 
companies 1st Kegiment N I , but lately arrived from Cawnpoor on Treasury 
duty, remained m tlieir bungalow near then lines, and up to that time had no 
suspicion of their men The plot, however, began to thicken Mr Mayne used to 
hear daily from Mi Lloyd at Ilumeei poor, who agam used to hear from Sir 
G. Parker at Cawnpoor, and send on his letter to Mr Mayne In this way we 
heard of Etawali “ going,” and Mi Mayne got a letter from some native friend 
of Ins at Shajehanpoor, g-ivmg an account of the rebellion and massacre at that 
station Mr Mayne also used to hear daily from Mr .Sherer at Futtehpoor, 
and Mi Chester at Allahabad, i mentioning what was the state , of affairs at 
those stations Mi Maj ne, I believe, regularly reported his progress also Ouv, 
01 rather to speak for m) self, my state of nnnd was not comfortable, and we 
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'were waiting to see how long it would be before the wave engulphed vs, or 
how far our comparatively isolated position would save us Irom its leach. 
Then the daks from Futtelipoor stopt, (we had two daks per diem, one Irom 
Futtehpooi, bringing the letters from the East and West, the other fiom Hu- 
meerpoor, we had also a dak from Nagode, Saugor and Mohoba, and the South, 
but they were of no importance,) and. we knew what that meant We had also 
m the meantime heard of some outbreak at Cawnpoor, but did not know the 
particulars , but the sipahees, equally anxious with us for news, remained 
perfectly quiet Lieutenant Bennett liowevei, I believe, was pnvately inform- 
ed by a Non-Commissioned Officei that the men were not to be depended upon 
Mr Mayne continued to hear from Mi Lloyd every day , but Sir G- Paiker’s 
letter to Mr Lloyd suddenly ceased, and we knew what that meant also I le- 
' member also Mr Mayne receiving alettei one day frpm Mr Colvin, m which lie 
deplored the “Jacquerie” that was pievailmg m the Etawah district Neither 
of us knew exactly what that woid meant, but we weie quite suie it meant 
nothing good We used, at the eaily pait of the period I am now lefernng to, 
to hear from Agia via Etawah and Rumeerpoor, but the “ Jacquene” afoie- 
said very soon put a stop, to that By this 'time anarchy, and, of what we 
then by instinct learnt the significance, “ Jacquene” had broken out m oui 
district Thannalis and Tehseeldaiees had been attacked and plundeied, Po- 
lice killed and wounded, and the hudmashes were di awing neai er and neai er to 
the station and city It was this, and the using of the city, that Mr Mayne 
I think expected, more than anything else, less peiliaps than any mutiny 
among the sipahees, but the city remained pei fectly quiet Mi Mayne never- 
theless was concerned about the tieasuie The exact amount he had m hand 
I do not remember, but he had shortly befoie sent away some lacs to Futteh- 
pooi, foi further transmission to Allahabad, and, at the time of which I am 
now wilting, had under lock and hey about two and a half lacs This 
he felt to be quite m the sipahees’ hands, but they made no opposition 
"to his taking out cash, to pay the establishment, s&c , and so 1 educing 
'the amount as much as possible We, that is the lesidents in Mr 
Mayne’s house, seeing that our position at Banda was becoming every 
day more and more precarious, began to consult what we 'should do 
with the two ladies, Mrs Webster and Mrs Edmonstone At one time Mrs 
Webster, a strong, healthy young woman, and a good uder, determined to 
'stick 'by her husband, while Mrs Edmonstone elected to go down by water 
’to Allahabad, (the road thither via Futtelipoor not being safe,) and I had actu- 
ally engaged a boat at the' Chillataia ghat through Moliummud Sirdai Khan, 
!the Deputy Collector, stationed there by Mi Mayne, to give early intelligence 
of any lebels commgthat way fiom Futtelipoor, and which Mr Mayne had been 
led to expect, and had paid for its fittmgs-up, when for some reason 01 other, 
T think from the bad cliaractei of the villages undei which the boat would 
have to pass, this plan was given up, and we began to think of something 
else It was then determined that the two ladies should go by dak to Na- 
_gode! to Major ‘Ellis, and wait there eithei till we joined them, 01 till they could 
-’come back again, but this from, I think, the gi eat distance, eighty miles, there 
’being no place for them to ttop -at midway, the season of the yeai (June), and 
'the great exposure they would have to undergo, was also given up, and the 
two ladies detei mined to cast m their lot with ours, — “Whither thou goest,'I 
"will go , and wlieie thou lodgest,T will lodge ” Beginning then to apprehend 
-■an attack on ourselves, we cast about for the securest position Mr ’Mayne 
'thinking to turn it into 'a place o'f defence, put a few provisions into the Jail, 
’and had dug 'up one or two guns, formerly belonging to the Nawab of Banda, 
but taken from him, andbuiiedm the Jail compound , but that idea was given 
up, and the Nawab of Banda’s palace appearing most eligible, Mr 'Mayne 
called upon him to show Ins allegiance, (he had hitherto not done so to Mr 
Mayne s satisfaction, who knew him to be himself a poor creature, and quite 
under the influence of certain followers, bad characters,) and take us m Tins 
>the Nawab at once did, and, Ram bound to say, behaved with the utmost 
civility and hospitality towaids us While living m Mr Mayne’s house, we 
were constantly expecting to be attacked by the budmashes , had numberless 
'sentries round the house at night, had, at Mr,, Mayne’s advice, already prepared 
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•on i bundles, and were warned to be leady to jump up and go — somewlieie — 
,it a moment's notice We were Roused up one night by, what lion ever pioved 
to be, a false alaim On tbe morning ol tlie 9tb June, w lnle Mi Mayne was 
in Cutclieny, a sowar galloped up, and handing him a note fiom the Deputy 
Collector stationed at the Clnllatara ghat, cnpd out with a loud voice that 
the 1 ebels had come down to the river, wei e ci ossmg ovei , and would shortly be in 
Banda Mr Mai ne gent ovei to me, desiring me to take the ladies immediately 
to the Navi ab’s palace Mr. Webstei and I accoi dmgly did so, but not without 
apprehension I lemembei of being attacked on the road , the, distance was 
about a mile Mi Webster then left me, and lejomed his principal Shortly 
aftei Mr, Majne amved, and informed us that the i ebels, who had arrived 
at Cmllataia ghat, weie ci ossmg over, and would soon be" at Banda, where Mr 
Slieiei, and all the Europeans from Futtehpoor, who had left, that stamen the 
night befoie, had 'Crossed the aivei, and been looked aitei by the Deputy Col- 
lectoi , but their own horses being knocked up, were in want of assistance to 
bung them m 1 This was no small lelief to oui minds The Nawab, all kind- 
ness and attention, sent out, at Mr Maine’s desire, carnages, &c , and accord- 
ingly, a little aftei sunset of the 10th dune, all the Futtehpoor paity arrived, 
and weie (I .was ah-eady peisonally acquainted with them, all except one, Mr 
Macnaghten,) most heartily greeted and congratulated on then escape One 
was missing, Mi Tuekei the Judge, and fiom my previous knowledge of him, 
I was bj no means suipiised to hear of Ins lef using to come awaj. The 
following day an old natne Clnistian seivapt of Mi Sheiei’s armed fiom 
Futtelipooi, and repoited poor Tucker’s, sad, fate It was only what iye wei e all 
piepaied for. Mi. Mayne then began to consult ,with the otliei gentlemen 
about our fhtuie plans, and at one time they had gone so fai as to commence 
the 'dealing out of an, old mined Fort outside the towm, on the hank of the 
Ken rivet, Bhooragurh by name, — -Mr Bew-s, of the Bailw T ay, superintending 
the operation, hut this was shortly after gnenup The gentlemen also at 
night pati oiled the towm and station , eveiy thing was perfectly quiet I 
■cV ’Id vnp’i+'.np, that as there were two ladies m the party, Mis Webster 

- i ! * l >’ ■ > - > > and Mr Webstei,, from his position, being Mr Mayne’s 

■coadjutor, and requiring to, he much with him, the care of the ladies principal- 
ly, devolved upon me, and I, m consequence, not only, never left the Nawab’s 
palace, all the time we wore theie, but tlje room plso , adjoining tbe one the 
ladies occupied All tins time also we kept on our bungalows , that is, engaged 
extra guards, and left our, property m them Our servants also lived theie, but 

jeame, to wait upon us at the Nawab’s , house. I have already said, the Nawab 
was all kindness and attention, and so were his people At Mr Mayne’s sugges- 
tion, I believe, lie allowed us to remove ,all, or as much of onr property as we 
liked out of onr bungalows into bis rooms and godowns, and we did so I 
•succeeded in getting away most of my valuables, hut still the bungalow i wms 
by no means empty The Nawab game eveiy day to see ns , all the time we 
were there we lned at his c.xpence , (lie w r ould not allow' us to consume any 
thing of oui own,) and one night gaie us a legulai dinner, champaigne and 
"■all,, and dined with us lnmsplf ! He, also, I believp r .zealously co-operated with 
,Mr Mayne m his measures foi the public peace One evening also, m the hope 
’•of further conciliating the JSfawab and his follow'd s, Mrs Webster, Mrs Ben- 
jamin, wife of Captain Benjamin, the Commandant of the Nawab’s soldiers, 
and Mrs. Edmonstone, paid a visit to the Naw'ab’s two wives Mrs Edmon- 

- stone described the women to me as being an appeal ance like two comm on- 
looking Ayahs, and m manners no hettei than any two gaonwareens Still 
we could not but feel oui position to he that of humiliation I lem ember 
one day the Hawaii openly saying, “ He had no reason to he a friend of the 
“British Government , they (the Government) had i educed his army and taken 
“ away his guns , hut that we had tin own ourselves upon Ins hospitality, lye 
“would protect us,” &c , or words to that effect His headman also, Muza 
Imdad Alee Beg, our great friend, whom we all liked, and who being found, 
when the British troops letook Banda, m power there as Nazim, General 
/Whitlock; hanged, used to condescend towaids us , swagger into the room 
, with ( his shoes on, sit .down on the same couch >the ladies were sitting 

on , take off his cap , wipe his face , and pel form all manner of little 
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lndes&ibable ans, hereby shewing liow 'completely we were inks power. 
We felt greatly solicitous also about tlie ladies , lor, however well disposed the 
jtfawab and the Muza might be towards us, there was np telling what the 
crowd of nondescript Mahomedans, the mvanable hangers-on of a Mahomed, in 
iSToble, unsavouiy m appearance and idle m habit, might attempt, especially 
at night The two ladies slept in one room, with some Soi fc of a puhkali over 
them The room next to it was unbeatable fiom the heat , so we all slept on 
the open verandah close at hand, with one eye open, I may say, and arms by 
our sides Mr Mayne also had a guard of Jail nujeebs m the compound, put 
at the foot of our cliarpoys, besides the Nawab’s soldiers Mr Mayne and 
Mr Webster also, during the day, went about their usual avocations , public 
work was aftei a fashion carried on, so much so, that on moietlian one occa- 
sion one or two cart-loads of prisoners, who had escaped from the Allahbbad 
Jail, (we had heard m the meantime, but how I do not remember, of “the fall ” 
of Allahabad, but that the fort was still in our possession , of Cawnpoor u e 
continued to know nothing , we heard eveiyday from Mr Lloyd at Humeer- 
poor, but he could tell us nothing) were sewed by the Mofussil police, and sent 
m to Mr Mayne One pusonei, I lemember, was brought in with a cricket 
hat m his hand and a lady’s glove ' These were sent to puson, and Mr Mayne 
caused it to he proclaimed, far and wide, that any prisoner so escaped and giv- 
ing hnnself up, should have no addition to his pievious sentence All this time 
the town, the jail, Nawab’s sipahees, kept perfectly quiet I ought to have 
mentioned abo\ e, that when the false alarm of lebels having come to the ghat 
was given, that instant some budmashes aiose and plundered one or two 
shops m the bazaar , also that on two separate occasions Mr Mayne found a 
violent and inflammatory proclamation posted up by some anonymous Malio- 
medan, calling upon tlie faithful to rise and muider the Fermgees, &c , but 
Mi Mayne, I believe, never could trace these ishtehars to their souice, nor 
were they productive of harm The police, I think, discovered and brought 
these papers to Mi Mayne both times I should also have mentioned that 
Mr Sherer brought over with him Es 6,000 (Government money) from 
Futiehpooi, m six bags of Es 1,000 each , those bags, for security and con- 
cealment’s sake, were stowed away m Mrs Webster’s and my wife’s boxes con- 
taining then clothes I said above, all was outwardly peace and quietness, but 
it was but the prelude of the coming storm We knew this stillness could not 
last , we knew something must happen, what or when we knew not The 
'whole of the Dooab we knew to be gone, and we were cut off from that quar- 
ter Of any thing beyond Humeeipoor to the west we knew nothing Humeer- 
poor itself was like us Major Ellis used to write very doubtfully about 
Magode Fiom Nowgong we had no intelligence, or rather were expecting to 
hear every day of the 50th N I at Nagode and the JSfowgong Brigade muti- 
nying, and that, as a matter of course, they would come to Banda en route to 
Dehli, Oude, or elsewhere On the night of the 12th I think it was, of 
June, however, we had the first warning At about midnight, or 1 a. m , the 
sky in the direction of the station became illuminated, and we knew a bunga- 
low had been fired it turned out the next day some one (it was unknown 
who ) had set fire to two empty bungalows and burnt them On Saturday, 
the 13th, I held a sessions trial m the Nawab’s house, and sentenced the 
accused to seven years’ imprisonment with labor m irons He was duly remov- 
ed to the jail I think it right here to mention, that, although the Senior 
Civilian at Banda, from my recent arrival there,- and consequent ignoiance of 
the place, from my peculiar circumstances, having a -wife to look aftei, while 
he had none, and horn his being ob-uously more fitted for such a post than 
myself, I at once suirendered the command, as it were, of the party and ope- 
rations to Mr Mayne, and contented myself with following Ins directions with- 
out question or hesitation I became and remained a private soldier, while 
Mr Mayne was the chief, and I did this the more willingly, because I saw 
from tbe very commencement the imperative necessity of our ha\mg but one 
leader, of ranging oursel\es under one banner, and of obeying but one man. 

I hoped therefore that my example would have its due effect, and peiliapg it- 
had With one consent, but tacitly, we all submitted to Mr Mayne, and tY?U~ 
did Mr Mayne rule over us _ v 
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On Sunday, the 14th June, I observed more than the usual solicitude m 
Mi Mayne’s countenance, and reticence on his tongue He, Mi Webster, the 
Militaiy Officers, and others, wete more than usually restless , met foi frequent 
consultation, and separated m silence I did not know “vhat v. ’s up,” and did' 
.not like to ask, foi fear of giving annojance, so contented mj self w ltk w atchriig - 
and keeping near the ladies, in no way enviable flame of mind At length it 
oozed out that the Jailoi, m whom Mr Moyne had hitherto tiusftd, liad 
turned traitor, tint the sipahees iveie going to use, and the Hu ] cell guard to 
join them Mr Mayne therefore, and the othei Emopeans, had detcimined 
upon the attempt of taking the Hawaii's soldieis, hoiije and foot, going to the 
jail, disaimmg the Ntijeebs, taking awav the supplies pievioud} stoied'there,, 
and also the gun just dug up ,,or if, they could not do the lattei, spiffing it , 
from thence they were to pioceed to the sipahees' lines and dnaira them I, 
for obvious reasons, urns not invited to., ]om m this liazai dous exped i ti on , my 
duties weie otherwise Accordingly, in the afternoon', after dmnei,Jhe Haw ah’s 
Hoops fell m Lieutenant Bennett was to command The compound w as full of 
people looking on , no one knew what wms going to happen I stood on the 
steps of the house, watching the proceedings, the ladies weie in a loom behind 
me Suddenly aiose a tremendous uproar I could, discern nothing, but I 
think I saw the Hawaii’s men, after a while, pile arms and walk away It 
appeared that on one of the men, being out of Ins place, and Lieutenant Bennett 
putting Ins hand on Ins shoulder, and gehth pushing him back, the cry was i aised 
that “he had been, hit , that he wouldn’t be hit, -that he was not going to kill 
“his hhaiebunds to please the Fei ingees,” &c &c,- wdiereupon a ciowd of the 
Hawab’s men lushed up to Lieutenant Bennett with then bayonets fixed, and if 
lie had not shewn the mo,st lemaikable coolness, and stood unmoved, would 
have tiansfixecl him then and there An attempt was then made to conti ol the 
men tlnougli then ow r n Commandant, Captain Benjamin, hut it failed The 
soldiers then left the Hawab’s compound, singing, I lieaid, lcvolutionaiy 
(.Mahomedan lohgious) songs In the meantime a sowar had galloped off to 
the sipahees and given the alaim The gentlemen then came hack to the 
palace, le mfecta Mr Mayne appealed,, told us the game was up, The- 
sipaliees would he down upon us immediately, that we must get our horses,, 
buggies, &c , and fly I asked him “wdieie to T’ He whispeied out “Hagode 
We had had our bundles piepaied foi some days past, oui lioises ancLcojivey-- 
ances were all m the Hawab’s compound, and it did not take long to get them 
ready Many however of the gentlemen left, I beliGi e, with only the clothes 
on their hacks By this tune it was daik Theie was a gieat noise and confusion 
m the compound, and, as I afteiwaids heaid, the Nawab said to Mr Maj ne lie 
could no longci piotect us, and was about to letue, when Mi Mayne caught 
hold of bis arm, and told lum lie must stay and see us safe off Hie Hawab’s 
disappeaiance would undoubtedly liave been the signal foi the Mahomedan 
mob to set upon and muidei us all The paity then ad\ puccd to the gate the 
gentlemen were all mounted I was dimng. a Biongham of mine with the 
two ladies, upwaids of a thousand rupees m cash, and a few little ai tides of 
value inside, a saees by my side on the coacli box, The gate was closed, but 
opened at our summons, no opposition to oui exit was made Me then assem- 
bled outside, (sunounded I believe by a mob,) anxious to be ofi, and crying 
out for Mi Mayne, who alone knew the load I confess I felt extiemety ner- 
vous just then, for I was m moment nj expectation of the sipahees coming 
down upon us At length Mr Mayne appeared , be bad been the last out of 
the palace, and off we started, at foot’s pace of course Stiange to say, , all 
the Foujdaiee sowais accompanied us We had apparently cleared the town, 
and I thought I was all right m the line, following suit, (it was pitch chirk,) 
when in one instant the Brougham toppled over, and down vre went, — hoises, 
Brougham, ladies and all, — a bank, kliud, ditch, or, something, ten 01 twelve 
feet deep I It appeared the load we were liar elhng along was newly made and 
raised, I could not see a yaid befoie me , and the hoise gradually neaung the 
edge of the road, before I w r as aware of oui position, fell o\er the edge and took 
the carriage with him 1 The whole cortege w as obliged to stop, the ladies, (liow r 
or by whom I have not a clear idea, the ^aees and I thrown off the box, but 
through mercy unhurt, strove to loose the hoise,) v ere got out of the carnage. 
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drawn up the bade, and put into an empty buggy belonging to one of the 
Kailw ty officials, Mi Bevvs, who, though mounted liimscll, had had the piu- 
deuce to bung along with lnm his buggy and a dog-eait Of the two ladies, 
Mis Webster was found to be hut t m hci nec'lc, (1 fear the collai -bone was 
slfo-htly biokcn,) Mia Edmonstone u as unscathed The carnage contained, as 
above stated, some money and othei valuables, hut little time had we to halt 
and leeover them. The sowars had deseited us in the conlusvon, we date not 
stay The sipalioes and mob we believed to be close at hand, and there was 
nothing font hut to leave the carnage with all its contents where it had fallen, 
and pioceed foi om lives The saves coolly letmned with the hoise to the 
Nawab’s stable' I foitunately found an empty scat on Mr BeWs’s ‘dog-eait, 
and again the paity moved on '(^ vcl 3 soon pciceived that we xho’uld have 
had to abandon the carriage aftcl all, the load, a little iuithei on, becoming a 
common hackery thick, with unbndged ditches, and quite impassable lor a four- 
wheeled vehicle, but then no one could have been hurt, and we could doubt- 
less have saved its contents ) We had not ptocecded fai when the darkness 
became light? we looked behind us, and saw a broad expanse ol My biightly 
shining We knew wh it it was, the station of Banda was binning Again we 
advanced As we passed by certain villages, Mi Mayne parsed down the oidel 
foi strict sdence, feaiiug, horn Ins p.cvious knowledge of them, that the inha- 
bitants, if they heaidol our approach, would lush out and attack u« And thus 
we travelled on the whole of the last night, the night ol the 1 fill June The heat 
was very gieat, om tlinst excessive, and we feaud to halt until we had put a 
distance between oursclv es and Bandi, sufficient to rondel any pui suit by sipa- 
lieeormoh lmpiobablc At length day dawned, but we bad not aimed at our 
journey’s end Shoitly alter the sun lose we met, as we expected, a llavildar 
and twelve sipaheesof the 1st UST I, ictuimng Irom Nagode, whither they 
Lad started a few 'days before fiom Banda, excoiting ticasure Lieutenant 
Bennett immediately lode up, spoke to the llavildar as usual, asked lum if all 
was right, and told lnm to go on, and tint he would shortly return as we vveie 
meiely going for tvv o 01 tluee day s shooting in the jungles * The llavildar and 
■party, quite put oft by Bennett’s coolness, and suspecting nothing, saluted him 
■and went on. We did so also, thankful loi our escape A little fmfchei on, and 
we had to pass undei a village bmlt on a mound, on the edge of which a num- 
ber of men, with lattees in then hands, were collected m an apparently hostile 
attitude Two of our paity, Mr Webster and Clarke, dieiv svvoid and 
pistol, and galloped on in front, when away went the hostile men, so rapidly 
and an such fear, that many of them tumbled ovet each other dow n the mound J 
The sight was so udiculous, that although w r e weie by no means m a meiry 
mood, we could not help laughing A little further on, and we came to a 
plain, on which several deer weie seen gia/mg. nothing would suffice some of 
our paity but that they must halt, take then lilies, and stalk the deei 1 At 
the villages we now came to, 01 lather at the wells at which we stopt, and 
where weie villagers drawing vvatci for any purpose, we went vVith the gieatest 
civility ; they seemed positively delighted to see us, (why I could not make out, 
but it looked as if they were expecting us as deliverers from their enemies,) 
and although at one place they weie Bialm’nns, they sciupkd not to allow us 
putting oui mouths to them, to dunk f i eely out of then vessels 1 The fact 
was, we were travelling just twelve hours in advance of the lebelhon , the Ban- 
da news had not as yet reached them ; no pnsoneis escaped' from Jail had as 
yet aimed we were the fiist, and they thought it all uglit Anothei day, 
and assuredly we would have met with a very diffeient leception At ten 
A m of the 15th June, undei the sun and hot winds of Bundelkrmd we leached 
Lallinjur, forty miles liom Banda, and the boundaiy of that distuct, and 
heie ended our first night’s journey At Kallmjui the only’’ place to leceive 
us was the tliannah, and thithei we betook ourselves, Mi Mayne at our 
head, nevei forgetting foi a moment Ins autlionty as a Magistrate The two 
ladies were put into an empty hut close by, seated down upon some 
stiaw, and desued to make tkemselv es as comfoitable as they could The 
tliannah people got some food foi us and our hoises, but evidently sus- 
pecting our leal histoiy, they weie not Yeiy willing to do anything for ns, 
and were baiely civil, Curious enough though, the tliannah mohumr and 
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two burh undazes, two Hindoos and one Mahomedan, canlfe away witli Mr 
Mayne, and have stuck to him most iaithlully c\ er since ' The day, under all 
the cncu instances, was not pleasantly spent, and we lelt foi the two poor ladies, 
one oi them hurt, hut neiihei of them said a word As the time foi oui depar- 
ture diew neai, the nllageis began to collect and wear a doubtful appeal ance, 
but the in m attitude assumed b) Mi Maine and otlieis seemed to cow them. 
The only southern e\it from Kallmjur is through a gate , there Xi as nothing ti> 
pio\ cut the people fiom closing that gate, and thus lunmg us at their mercy 
But it was not so , the gate remained open, and ]ust at sunset 'am party defiled 
through it, passed on, and commenced the ascent ot the range ‘oi -lulls •divid- 
ing Banda Iiom Nagode The toad itself w Hiding -up the hill was •excellent, 
and well, Id left the enemy’s couiilr) , hut it was a Weain'orne night, and spent 
urnlei great toil We feardd for crur cattle, we leaied tor the ladies , \ve had 
not started long, when some Mail’s iitle accidenlally went oft and w'oundCd'one 
of our part), -Mr Macnaghten’s hoise m the leg, the hall lodging tlteie 
-Inelb-ctukl attempts weie made to eXti act tlie ball , the lidise had to 'be aban- 
doned, and Mi Macnaghten to is.dk the best pait ot that night X began to 
•walk also, but sen y soon blistered my heel so seieiely that 1 could not mo vfe 
another step, .and had to rt sumo my seat on thedog-c.ut At midnight w-6 
halted somewhere, thb ladies sat down undei a shed, appaiently m the 
midst of lubbish, and tued to get some sleep, but m \am All this time we 
weie approaching Nagode it is ti ue, but we were by no means certain of 
that place’s state The 50th Begnmnt N I wcae there, all the countiy was 
more or less comulsed, and Major Ellis*; letters to Mi Mayne bad not been 
encouiagmg ill M n ne ll ul eoiitm ed to send on ahead a lcttei to Major 
Bills, telling bun ofB vnda’s and onr (ate, and begging him to send out to meet us 
some food tor the p lit} in general, and a cam ige lor the ladibs in particular 
The 17th .Tune broke, the sun got up, on we went, but no ’ieply fiom Major 
Ellis We all b< came anxious, Mir Majno especially so We lull) expected 
Nagode bad c gone,” and in that case our only courtc was to make the best of 
onr w ly to the I’unndi Ittjnh, and trust to bis hospitality In the meantime 
we called a halt , we were then, i think, about ten or twelve miles fiom 
Nagode , after a while, it was decided to go on and tike oui 'clnnce, or Mr 
Ma) he bad he ird fiom MajoV Ellis, 1 am not sure-, on tins point We had not 
adi.nued much furlhei, when, to out inexpressible jo) and lehef of mind, 
we saw the Majoi’s carnage, as also -a comeyauce despatched by Mi Coles, 
the (Superintendent of Nagode, togclhei with men cair)mg proXisions coming 
out to meet us Into the carriage -got the tw'o ladies, ill M.nne and a 
fourth, who I now forget, while T mounted the box We now hoped we had 
seen the end oi our troubles thus iui Not so, however, ior on reaching the 
out-ide ui the station ol Nagode, wc peiceived a great commotion among the 
inhabitants, and people thing in e\ ay direction We asked what had hap- 
pened , some said dacoits had come, otlieis that the sipahees had mutinied! 
We asked what we should do, we were adusid to drive np to the Bnjali of 
Nagode’s Julia mid seek shelter there We did so, and as we weie leaclmig 
the gate, we saw an European with lus coat oil, 1 milling away m an opposite 
direction After a while a wicket ill the gate was cautiously opened, and we 
were admitted within, scowled at In numbers of matchlock-men hanging about. 
Tuside the Lilia, wc found ills Coles, the’ Superintendent’s wile, and the 
European w r e bad just seen with bis coat oft running away, turned out to lnrve 
been Mr Coles lumselt, who h.mng also lieaid ol the alaim, bad just been 
depositing bis wife with the Bajah for safety, and was leluimng to his office 
- chwc by The Bajah, a young man, leceivccl us i eiy kindly, and was picpanng 
apparently to make us comfortable, when Major Ellis' having got intelligence 
oi our wheieahouts, sent and tetchedus a\\ay to Ins own bungalow There 
we learnt that some oi oUi party, who weie mounted when we llad amved 
near Nagode, had made a short cut across the fields into the station, while we 
kept the road in tlie carnage, and having been seen ahead of us all, gave counted 
nance to a report we heaid fiom Major Ellis’s coachman, had been prevalent 
in tHe bazaar, viz " that four companies of Gotahb were coming to mar the 
sipaliees, ” and caused the whole Kcgiment to tuin out unordcred and com- 
mence loading, and the bazaar people to fly 1 Moreover, to our honor we heard 
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that the Rajah was the last man fiom whom we should have sought piotec- 
tion, lus loyalty being v cry doubtful, and that we had actually enteied a 
lion’s den 1 " The Major’s house not being huge enough to accommodate us 
all, Mr Majne, Mr Webster, myself, the two ladies, and one 01 two more re- 
mained there, while Mr Coles took mthe rest Nothing could have exceeded 
the kindness and sympathy which w r e experienced at Major and Mrs Ellis’s 
hands, and I trust we were giateful the same may with equal truth be said 
of Mr and Mrs Coles’s behaviour to their guests Veiy thankful weie we for 
some lest, for I am sure none of us, the ladies espccialh% could have home 
up against another night’s fatigue I myself was perfectly exhausted,, and 
dropped asleep even m the lion’s den, At Nagode we found the 50th K. I 4 
not to ( have mutinied as jet, hut to he vciy “.shaky,” and the distnct much 
disturbed. It then became speedily necessaiy to decide upon om futuio move-, 
ments We had either to go on to Mn/apooi via. Myheie and Rewali, a dis-, 
tance of two hundred miles, oi tp go to Jubbulpooi or Saugoi, or lemain, 
at Nagode Major Elhs was veiy anxious we should lemain with him till he 
could get the Lieutenant Gov ernoi’s Qideis from Agia via Indoie and Ho- 
s}iungabad We, howevei, taking all things into consideiation, and looking at 

the season, viz the appioach of the lams, vyhen the Deccan load wonld 
become impassable, decided upon going to Mn/apooi, and that at once While 
at Nagode, Mi Webster and myself vveie enabled to pui chase two palan- 
queens out of the bazaar, and to Liy a regular dak of bearers f 01 oui w ives , 
and m tins manner they tiavelled the rest of the way to Mn/apooi Mr 
Maync, on leaving Banda, had seemed a bag containing a thousand rupees, 
Ins pnvate money, and bi ought it aw ay with him On tlie road he had wiapi 
it up m a blanket, and fastened it behind a buggy At Nagode this hag dis- 
appeared, and just as we weie leaving Nagode, some saeeses, v.bo had accom- 
panied us thus far, deseited theie was no doubt hut that they had discoveied 
the Rupees’ presence, abstracted and hidden them, and unnamed behind to 
enjoy their ill gotten booty Mi Maine’s beaier, who had, heard fiom his 
master, when leaving B ; anda, where we weie going to, had mounted aspaieliut 
harnessed baggy hoise belonging to Mi Maync, and kept with us the whole 
of thq way lie was the only puvate servant , belonging to any of the paity 
that came with us My k man, when we weie coming out of the Nawab’s 
palace, asked me wjiaie vye were going, and I told, lnm, but not loud enough, 
(we did not want om destination to be lcnow r n too soon, for feai of being pur- _ 
sued ,) lie did not hear me, or would have come away too. He afterwards got 
to his home, and rejoined me at Allahabad 

But little more of my “peisonal adventures” remains to be told. We start- 
ed on the evening of 20th June (I think it was) fiom Nagode, and aftei a night 
of intense heat leached Myheie, about forty miles on the Deccan load, the follow- 
ing morning Theie we found a dak bungalow, but half of it was occupied by 
Mis Coles, who hadpieceded us, hut lemamed there The tw r o ladies and my- 
self stajed m the bungalow, while the lest of the party betook themselves to a 
native house a little way off We had no sooner leached the bungalow hut an 
accident occuircd A young Bengalee Baboo, who had accompanied Mr Bews 
from Futtehpoor, took off a hoise that was m a dog-cart’s bridle, with the 
intention of giving him something to eat, but without taking him out of the 
shafts Away stilted the hoi sc , bang ' hang' went one or two of the loaded rifles 
tied on to the cart, fortunately without hitting any one , and over went tho 
call, horse and all, on to the Baboo, who was all this tune bravely hanging on 
to fho horse The Baboo was much hui t , the hoise was not We started again 
foi Rewah, spending the best part of the next day m an empty Road Seigeant’s 
bungalow, and m moio intense heat than I ever remember to have before expe- 
rienced While theie, we were startled, and much gratified by the sudden 
nppcniance of Lieutenant Osborne,. Political Assistant jn charge of Rewah, 
who having heard oi oui arrival, had immediately got^upon the mail cart, and 
(omc on during the heat of the day, and m not very good health, to meet us He 
desired us to go to Ins quartets, the dak bungalow at Rewah, whither ho 
would rejoin os the following daj This we did, but found Lieutenant Osborne 
had already arrived, and was prepaied w lth boundless hospitality In the mean r 
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time, hov ever, Mr? Edmon-I one bad fallen sick, extremely sick, so much so, that 
at one i ime l h ‘gen to ‘ 0*1 loi th» consequences ' At Bewail, therefore, I detei- 
mmed to push on, and get Mis. Edmonstone into Mnzapooi foi medical advice 
as quick as possible Lieutenant Osborne laid the dak foi me I had not gone 
fai, when I found that liis oiders had been disregarded, and that there were no 
beareis 1 However, what withpaymg one set to go a double stage, and getting 
men at the cliokees when I arrived theie, Mis Edmonstone and myself managed 
with gieat difficulty (Lieutenant Oborne hadmost kindly lent me his palkee) to 
leach, m two days,- i ho d \ hum:, ’I'm at Diummondgunj, at the foot of the 
Kutra pass, and thirty-six miles from Mirzapooi Mis Edmonstone, thiough 
mercy, was not only not worse; but somewhat better Ever since we had left 
Nagode, we had been travelling tlnough a fuendly temtoiy, (to be sure, at 
Myheie the Tehseeldar told me, he was m houily expectation of his Tehseelee 
being attacked by the budmashes,) but we had now amved within the limits 
of another district, and of its condition I had considerable doubts, as the letters 
we had received at Nagode fiom Mi Lean, the Judge, and to whom I had 
wiitten, asking him to leceive us, weie somewhat gloomy Added to tins, no 
beareis were to be had at Diummondgunj 1 I was quite alone, and no one 
seemed at all inclined to help me I was sadly afraid I should have to wait there 
till the rest of my paity amved, but which piospeet, looking at Mis Edmonstone’s 
state of health, and the disturbed state of the country, (the Diummondgunj 
dak bungalow stood quite away from the village and police station, and I 
could have been attacked and destroyed theic, — especially as the only arms I 
had with me weie a couple of wi etched little pocket pistols the Nawab of 
Banda had lent me, and a single banelled gun, — half a dozen times ovei, before 
assistance could have reached) was not eneoui aging. In the afternoon, how > - 
evei , I was informed that the Dliya Rajah had come to see me. "Why he should 
come to see me, who had never been stationed in the Mirzapoor district; 
noi had the slightest knowledge of him, oi he of me, I could not divine 
Howevei, he came, a young and veiy fat man, with a number of armed 
retainers I told him of my difficulties . Nothing could be moie civil and 
polite than he was, he excited himself, and somehow oi othei, by hook 
and by ciook, I got together some tlmty-six men, who were to carry Mis 
Edmonstone and myself the whole way to Mirzapoor, and at 9 r m , m the pie- 
sence of tins Rajah and his armed men, we staited. I never to this day have 
been able to ascertain why this man came to see me He lived, I was told, close 
by , wdiethei he came, as it weie, to reconnoitie , whethei he had any evil intent 
towards me and mine , how even he found out I was at the bungalow, I know 
not Sure enough it is, however, that he was most kind and unassuming , kept 
his men, except one or two confidentials, away fiom me, and nevei exhibited any 
thing else but the fiankest coidiality The next time I saw him was at Allahabad, 
where lie was summoned by the Magistrate to explain Ins disloyalty in hai- 
bouring notorious dacoits, &c He made me give him a ceitilicate of good 
beliavioui befoie I left the bungalow "Well, we staited, but had not got on 
very fai, when there was a commotion among the bearers, — a scorpion had 
bitten one of the men, and it was necessaiy to “ jliai phoonk” him Down 
went the palkees, the ct jhai phoonk” commenced and continued foi about 
half an houi, but with no effect "We vent on, and the man I believe was 
left to his fate Then out went the mussal„ it could not be lelighted We had 
to stop two and tlnee times to male up fiesh mussals, but they would not 
burn There was I on the giound until a sick wife by my side, utterly helpless, 
quite m the powei of insubordinate kuliais The night inclined to be stormy, 
and, what seemed to me, m the light of blazing villages on all sides, I was not 
"easy m my mind At length we proceeded, and at length the following morn- 

ing, somewheie about ten or eleven a ar., we reached Mr Lean’s door, quite 
worn out, but I trust veiy thankful foi all the meicieswe had experienced 
Mis Edmonstone, fiom Muzapoor, pioceeded to Calcutta, and from thence to 
England I fell ill, and was unable to accompany my foimei companions to 
Allahabad, wlnthei we had all been oidered by the Supreme G-ovemment 
Some days after howevei I joined at G-opeegunj a party of Her Majesty’s 78th, 
who weie pioceedmg by bullock tiam up the country, and on the 11th July, 
ainvmg at Allahabad, assumed cliaige of the Judge’s office of that distuct, m 
v hich I had been in the meantime appointed to officiate 
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This Narrative has been submitted by order, and not because o£ its stirring 
incidents, or that the wntei took any prominent part m the events therein 
related A period of eighteen months nearly having elapsed since they occur- 
red, many of the circumstances may have been erroneously described , many 
omissions may have taken place Mi Mayne could doubtless make many a 
correction and supply many a deficiency But it is a pleasing task to record 
my humble testimony to Mr Magistrate and Collector Mayne's judgment and 
bravery from the veiy commencement of the rebellion at Banda Deeply 
sensible of the responsibilities attached to his position, not only because he 
was the Distuct Officer, but because wo all looked to him, Mr Maj nc never 
lost his coolness and collectedness of mind, or evenness of tempei foi a mo- 
ment The piospect, both public and private, before him was v ery dark , he did 
not quail before it, no, not for a moment, and after the final and irrevocable 
step of retiring fiom Banda was taken, Mr Mayne was still doubtful and low- 
spirited, questioning with himself vlielhei he had not been too precipitate, 
whether he, at any late, ought not to have remained behind, and perished 
with the district I can truly say that, to the best of my judgment, Mr Mayne 
demeaned himself as an Officer and a British gentleman indeed I desire also 
to mention the unanimity and subordination that prevailed among our paitj' 
There was no bickering, no opposition. 

I must not conclude eitlici, without referring to the conduct of the two 
ladies throughout the tiymg scenes to which they were exposed One, 
a long resident in this countij, feeble m health, not stiong in nerve , the 
other, young, strong and vigorous m body, butsevciely hurt at the outset, 
hut not a single word of complaint or of suffering, not a gesture even 
of dissent or objection proceeded fiom them they were our silent, and, 
as far as cn cumstances would permit, cheerful companions All they wish- 
ed w T as not to he any hinderance 01 delay to the pnrtj* m its plans and move- 
ments I cannot conclude either without one particular notice of myself In 
the early part of last year, on the Futtehgurh Judgeship becoming v acant, the 
late Mr It Thornhill, then Judge of Banda, was transferred thither, and I was 
posted mins room to Banda Bor various reasons I thought myself somewhat 
ill used in. not having been sent to Futtehgurh, and murmured accoi dinghy. I 
had not however joined my new appointment from Futtehpoor, when the 
Cawnpoor Judgeship became suddenly vacant, and I applied for pei mission 
to go theie, instead of Banda My application was refined I thought ni} r - 
self hardei used than ever, and, while going to Banda, as alieady ordered, 
rnurmuied this time loudly I had not been six weeks at Banda when the 
rebellion broke out Had I gone to Futtehgurh, I should have met with Mr. 
Thornhill’s most sad fate Had I been allowed to go to Cawnpoor, I should 
have arrived there m time, to perish m Sir H 'Wheelci’s mtrenchments 
I w r as sent to Banda agamst my will , my wife’s and my life esr aped , and a 
good deal of my property was subsequent!} 1 ecov ered 1 Hav e 1 not good rea- 
son to he thankful for a clear and ovenulm" Piovideuce m mv helnill ?

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ATTENDING THE OUTBREAK OF DISTURBANCES, 

AND THE 

RESTORATION OF AOTHQRITY IN THE DISTRICT 

OF 

FUTTEHPOOR, 

IN 1857-58. 


Tire sound of heavy firing from the direction of C awn poor on the after- 
noon of Satm da} r , 6th June, distinctly heard by us at Futtehpoor, -was our 
first intimation of the outbicak at the foimer place The post had indeed 
been stopped foi two days, but as gi eat n regularities had occurred before, this 
circumstance, though it caused a good deal of alarm, was not considered a 
decisive pi oof of the leal state of things Up to this day the district of 
Futtehpooi had been peifectly quiet, indeed for the fortnight preceding the 
outbieak a veiy lemarkable diminution in the extent of crime was observed 
It appealed as if the bad characters were awaiting the time when they 
should commit outrages on a laiger scale Notwithstanding the quiet, how- 
ever, there had been rumours to the effect that certain Zemindars, men of 
known bad charactei, weie piocunng ammunition, and collecting loundthem 
bands of retainers 

2 The sound of the guns created great excitement m the town, but the 
Teliseeldar of Kulliaupoor, so late as the evening of Saturday, reported that, 
although a battle v as l aging at Cawnpooi, his pergunnah was tolerably quiet, 
except foi one oi two Zemindars, who were looting neighbouring villages 

o "We felt very great anxiety next morning m reference to the return from 
Allahabad of a treasure party, consisting of seventy sepoys, I think of the 56tli 
Native Infantry, and about twenty-five sowars, who had escorted a remittanco 
of com intended for Calcutta, and were on their way back to Cawnpoor. As 
then arm al seemed extiemely likely to create a disturbance m the town, 
ei ery precaution had been taken to meet this contingency, A body of S00 
matchlock-men had been placed at my disposal by STieodyal Singh of Jtrm- 
lam, and Ahmed Yai ; these were to have been sent early m the morn- 
ing, and to be disposed in concealment, 400 behind the Jail, and 400 
m a grove neai the treasury, m order to assist the treasuiy guaid 
A body of 50 men of the Gtli Native Infantry, the Nnjcebs at the Jail, were 
dn ected to keep then muskets loaded We had fortunately sent away all' the 
ladies , the gentlemen lived m the laige house belonging to Mi E dm on stone, 
with the exception of Mr Tucker, who remained in Ins own bouse dining 
tlie day, and passed the night at the treasury guard As a precautionaiy 
measuie, ve had harncaded the roof of our own house with furniture, and 
such other materials as were available, and lendeiedrt to some extent capa- 
ble of defence We bad also got together as many sowars as we could for 
patrolling at night about our bouse and the treasury I had sent word' to 
the Burdashtkhana to have supplies ready foi the expected party, and at the 
same time despatched instructions to* the Jemadar m courmand to remain on 
the encamping ground, which was on the Allahabad side of the city, and 
not to permit his men to come into the "bazar 
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.j, r r'Ins orclci became knoAvn in Hie cif y, ami w ns unaccountably consh li- 
ed nito an indication ol a design, on ni} ]).n t, to have the nn n dual mod btfoio 
they passed tin ougli These an alignments being all made, no passed the 
nmht on the loof, in anxious expectation o! the morning At .1 xeiy caily

men aheady mentioned, -who weie at once disposed in the place,] had select- 
ed About 8 v m. nsowai came up.it lull speed, ami told us that the ti casino 
paih had aimed, and on lecenmg the oideis to avIiicIi I have allwh (I, 
Ant bout c\en tmmng ton aids the eneampmggioimd, pi o( ceded stiaight into 
the city, the Jnfimti) at the double, the sowais tint ting, and null then 
pistols in then hands "\Ye weie peiplexed to find that t hex seemed to have 
no intention ot exciting any distuibance in the cit\, but latbei appealed to 
Avibli to guaul against some sinpiise, nlncli tliex fancied was piepaicd foi 
them They went on tin ougli the city stiaight to the tte.tsut\, which was at 
no gjcat distance bom Ah Edmond one's house, passing on then wav the 
100 matchlock-men, whom I have mentioned as being stationed heie, and 
who immediately took to flight TIiomj cncumstances natuiallv caused a 
good deal ot alaun and anxiety on our pint Out suspmse lasted howevei, 
only a iew T minutes, foi a me-scngoi came and liifoimed us that the nait) of 
the Gth Native Infanliy had cut it eh icfused to fratenn/e with the new - 
comcis, and would not even Buffei them to come neat the ticastuv, tlncat- 
ening, if they did so, to flic mto them The 8oubul.it m command of the 
guaul told them that if the money belonged to am Jlegmient, it belonged to 
the Otb, so tbev should have nothing to do with it The new -comets ictiied 
to a slioit distance, and lay down imdoi a gtove of tiees foi n few minutes, 
and then lcsumcd their mm eh

G In the afternoon we heat d that tins paityhacl, while on then maicli, 
dcstioyed a thannah on the load fiom Allahabad, and stopped the mail, and 
tin ow n out all the lettei s I may as w ell add, in l efei cnce to the ps oceedmgs 
of tins pai ty, that on then w ay to Caw npooi , thev i obbed the Tehseclco, and 
c.n l ted aw ay all the money 

7 On the nimal of this foi cc gioat excitement was manifested m the 
city The budmashes lose, the shops weie closed, and panic universally 
pi evaded But when the news of the side taken by the tteasuiy guaicl, and 
of the dcpmtmc ot the otlici patty became genet all} known, oulei was 
lestoicd, and the cit> lemamed pietty ti ampul imtil Tuesday 

8 In the com so of the aftenioon new s reached us of the rising at Alla- 
habad, and though veiy a ague, it w as suflicienth alarming The a\ hole of this 
afternoon, lepoits kept coining m liom the dutuct of Aillagcs being looted, 
and geneial confusion pi ca ailing Escaped pi isoneis iiom CaA\ npooi Jail A\cie 
also lepoitcd to be doing much mischief Rumoui aftei linnom came i apidly 
m, deepening the anxiety aao felt foi cm own position, and meantime the 
noise ol the cannonade at CaA\ npooi assmod us, that gieat cs oiu anxiety 
might be, others had fai moi o to fern and to cndui c But that day and 
night passed Avithout any senous distiubances , Avitli the Jail still safe, and 
even Avith some sIioav ot submission to constituted autlionty The next day 
ittle oi nothing occuned to distinguish it ft on i the preceding one, save that 
then ceitain intelligence leached us ot the rising at Allahabad, and the 
massacie of the Officeis of the Gth Natne Infautiy, and complete icA'olt of 

ha corps Tins news depuvecl us of AvhateAer confidence Ave might, liaA T e 
previously ielt m om treasury guaid, and Mi Tuckci, who still continued 
o sleep at the mam guaid, mfouned us that the Soubadai bad been beai d to 
make use ot language so insuboidmate and offensive as to make lnm, (Mr. 
iucker,) though previously inclined to tiust him, doubtful of lus loyalty and 
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fidelity In. tlie course of tlie afternoon we lieard that a large body of escaped 
prisoners, with a party of Irregular Cavahy, had ai rived at Khaga, and would 
come into Futtehpoor the next morning, and it was appiehended that an 

0 itbieak would be the lesult It was useless to rely upon the matchlock- 
men, who had been aheady tued, and found wanting not only m the 
ability, but the disposition to assist, and I was consequently compelled 
to make the best prepaiation I could with the aid of the ordinary police 

1 need not say theiefore that I was in no small degiee perplexed by learn- 
ing, m the course of the evening, that the Nazn and the Cotwal, on whom I 
had chiefly depended, as well for intelligence as for preserving oidei, had 
both fled, and that the city police were entirely disoiganized Most of the 
newly-iaised sowais also left me that evening, and the few who had been 
longer in the service I had sent out to give warning of the approach of the 
pai ty fi om Allahabad Lo I as the night appi oached, we found 0111 selves com- 
pletely deserted The idea of preseivmg older, or defending the city from 
external attack, was now of course definitely abandoned, and v e confined our 
effoits to secuimg our personal safety The furniture of the [bouse was all 
removed into the garden, and from thence to the loof, where it was employed 
m stiengthenmg the paiapet, andm dividnig off that part of the loof which 
we actually occupied, so as to render it moie easily defensible The pun- 
kahs weie all cut clown, and every thing taken away which could have been 
made use of for the purpose of setting file to the house We armed ourselves 
with all the file-arms and other weapons which we could obtain, and took 
turns of sentry duty on the roof of the house The prepaiation for our 
defence occupied the whole of the night, and meantime we could trace the. 
advance of the prisoners and Irregulars by the burning of bungalows along the 
line of the Railway About 4 A si a peasant rushed m, wild with terror, to 
tell us that he had been sleeping m a field a shoi t way off, and being 1 oused by 
the ti amphng of lioi ses, had found himself surrounded by Cavali y This prov- 
ed to be a party of the 12 th Iriegular Cavalry, which had advanced beyond 
the mam body of the pusoners, and m making a detour to avoid the city had 
passed through this field near oui house The pusoneis also on then arrival 
avoided the city, and, separating into gangs, went off into the adjoining vil- 
lages 


9 About 8a m on Tuesday, the city mob rose and went to the ti easury, 
but the guard stood to then ai ms, and the Soubadai declared, that if any 
attempt were made to plundei, he would fire upon the ci owd There can be no 
doubt that Ins motive was to preseive the treasury for Ins own Regiment, 
winch he probably expected to see at Futtehpooi on their way to Dehli The 
mob then went to the Jail, but here again they wei e opposed by the Aujeebs 
I had on the pievious day praised the Aujeebs, and given presents of money 
to some of them, as they had kept tlieir post at the Jail ivlien the tieasme 
party from Allahabad approached On this occasion they ceitamly fired at tho 
mob, but I imagine without any serious intention, as no one was lilt it had 
Iiowevei the effect of making them retire Mi Tucker also, with a few sowai s, 
m anothei dnection, drove back a pait of the labble towaids the town The 
ci ow'd then went to the Mission piemises, udnch they first looted, and then 
burned, and burning down also tlie dak bungaloiv, they returned into the city, 
wheie a violent tumult commenced Whilst we had been occupied m watching 
the movements of the city mob, and our partial successes at the treasury and 
the Jail, we had scarcely observed that fiom the sunoundmg villages an innu- 
merable multitude was pom mg m, amongst whom doubtless weie the pn- 
soners who had aruved m the morning from Allahabad These occupied all 
the bungalows m the station, and began looting and wneckmg, and finally 
bui nmg them The Doctor’s bungalow was very near the mam guai d, and one 
of the Doctoi’s seivants declaied that he had seen one of the sepoys of the 
guard set fire to the loof of the house Duiing this time occasional soities 
on the part of the gentlemen connected with the Railway, attended by a few 
sowars foi the purpose of rescuing then pioperty, had the effect of driving 
away small pai ties of the insurgents , but their places were speedily supplied 
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from tlie numerous liordes that surrounded us On the approach of the rabble 
fiom the city, Mi Macnaughten had sent his three horses to a place at some 
distance, and affcei wai ds his syces had 1 eturned, and said that a Zemindar had 
removed the horses and taken possession of them All the morning I had seen 
notluno- of the Deputy Magistrate, Hilcmut-oollak , but about 2 o’clock he sent 
to ask pei mission to wait on me At 4 he came to the house, but attended by 
an immense crowd of Putlians, and other Mussulmans armed with matchlocks, 
swoids, and otkei weapons On seeing this multitude, I sent to the Deputy 
Maoistiate to request lnm to come alone, and leave his letmue outside of the 
compound No attention was paid to this message, and m a moment the 
compound was filled with the armed mob My companions, with the exception 
of Mi Macnaughten, waie then on the roof I happened to be lying down 
m one of the rooms when Mi Macnaughten bi ought m Hikmut-oollah, and 
tlnee oi foui of the leadeis of the rabble On my asking lnm the reason 
why he had not been at his post, endeavouring to preseive Older all 
the morning, he stated that he had made several attempts to come to 
me, but had been confined to Ins house by the noteis, and that on 
one occasion lie had been thrown out of Ins palkee, his beareis had been 
maltreated, and himself foicibly compelled to l etui n to lus house I then 
asked him what was the object of his visit, and he replied, that it was to 
assuie me of the fidelity of the city, and to tendei the assistance of the per- 
sons whom he had brought with him Upon this I enqun ed why, if they were 
leally disposed to assist, they had not come forward in time to save the bun- 
galows, and he answeied that they weie afraid to come out at that time 
Some of lus companions, who remained m the verandah, displayed gieat 
anxiety to learn the numbei of our little garrison, and oui state of 
preparation as to aims, provisions, &c Hikmut-oollah, after expressing 
himself m a veiy fnendly manner, took Ins leave, and earned away Ins 
retinue with lnm When I consider that these loyal Putlians, who 
weie so ready to assist us, wexe the very men, who, on the following day, 
murdered my unhappy friend, Mr Tuckei, and that immediately these 
same loyal subjects despatched a letter to the Nana, tendering their submis- 
sion to the miscreant’s mle , and that Hikmut-oollah, within a week, began 
to issue purwannahs, m which he assumed the style of Chukladar of Futteh- 
pooi, I cannot but express my opinion that the interview justrecoided was 
one of the most audacious acts of dissimulation which has ever been 
witnessed I l eceived intimation m the corn se of the afternoon that there 
was treachery at work m the Jail, and it was aftei wards discovered that the 
Jail Darogah had written to the Soubadar at the treasury to say that he 
awaited Ins pleasuie to set free the prisoners I need scarcely remart 
that oui future movements had diu mg the last few days been the sniped 
ot constant and anxious discussion We had all, with the exception of Mr 
Tuckei, come to the conclusion that tlieie was no resouice but to withdraw 
foi a time fi om a post which was now become peifectly untenable Bui 
where we wei e to go, was a point upon winch some difficulty still existed 
and in truth our position was not a little perplexing — the Nana was besieging 
Cawnpooi , — the residents of Allahabad were shut up m the fort, their fate 
hanging on a hair , — Salonc, beyond the river, had levolted two days before 
— Banda alone remained m a state of doubtful allegiance , and to Banda 
accordingly, I endeavoured to dnect the hopes of my companions as a placj 
where ive might pci haps find safety, and should at least m extiemity as tin 
event proved, find an exit foi fui ther reti eat On the melancholy subjec 

of the disappioval of these plans by one member of om party, I cannot now 
dwell Suffice it to say, that eveiy persuasion -was used, butallpiovei 
uuable to shake his fixed deici mmation of remamnig, and his film 1 elie 
that the tieasuiy guaid, notwithstanding the suspicious conduct of its Officer 
v ould maintain its fidelity Having deliberately arrived at the conclusion tha 
om only safety was m retieat, we prepared, as night approached, to retw 
tn as good older as possible. When the labble appealed to have dispeisei 
foi the night, wo mounted our horses, and made om way towaids the Jumna 
passing, ns we did so, thiough milages crowded with hbei ated iiiffians f i on 
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the Jails, and nanowly escaping, on the bank of the liver, alaige party of 
msui gents, who had just earned off some bullocks, placed for the night under 
the protection of the Ghat police We found Sndai Khan, Deputy Magis- 
tiate of Banda, on the opposite bank with boats, some of which he sent over 
to fetch us, and thus ive ciossed ovei into the district of Banda 

10 Prom this point the record of our adventures becomes entnely of a 
pnvate natuie The Instory of the insurrection m Banda will be supplied by 
another Ofiieei.

at any price again took possession of the populace, and with some exceptions 
tins feeling seems to be still prevalent

Introduction All records of every kind having been destroyed, it is veiy 

difficult to give more than an outline of what happened , but it is suffici- 
ently evident that there had been a veiy uneasy feeling in the place foi some time 
previous There had been outbreaks elsewhere, and news of them had arrived here, dis- 
turbing men’s minds, until at last we see m a most affecting memorandum left by the late 
Mr Loyd, written a few days before he fled, that he with the rest having heard false 
reports concerning Allahabad, where it was said, by Sepoys who came thence, that every 
European was slaughtered, had made up their mmds that their race too was nearly 
run, and they were prepared for the worst.

Preparations 3 Mr Loyd, on heaving of the disturbances elsewhere, sent to the 

Mnc ^ e Chiefs of Clnrkhaire, Beliree, and Baonee, foi assistance, and received 

100 men and a gun from each, he also entertained 500 New Levies, and collected m a 
Jemadar and 10 Chuprassees from every Tehsildaree, as well as two Burkandazes from 
every Thannali , of these he set pickets round the place to prevent any armed men 
from approaching , the real danger, however, was from within consequently these ar- 
rangements were unavailing. 


Signs of evil 4 The zcmindais of Romeree which forms part of Hnmeerpore 

are Takoors, and many Sepoys, relatives of their’s, came m relating 
terrible tales of mutiny and blood-shed, which caused the zemindars of the two thokes 
Danda and Manjkhore to band themselves together for plunder, which they commenced 
early in June Some security, however, seems to have been felt from the preparations 
made by the Collector, hut on the 12th there was a meeting at the large house occupi- 
ed tiy the Chirkharee troops, attended by the headmen of each band of auxiliaries, the 
Soobadnr of the 56th Regiment on duty at the Treasury, and I believe by one or two 
of our op n officials. The Tcsult was seen on the morrow, when the guard refused to 
giv c up the keys when called on to do so, and tightened their waist bands for action 
The Chuprassee who brought this intelligence to Mr. Loyd, had his badge taken away 
for spreading such a report, though promised a reward if it should really prove true 
That dav, liowcvei, passed off quietly 
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Tile outbreak 5. Nett morning some troopers arrived from Baonee, and a 

headman of the Nuwab’s, Ruheem-ood-den by name who had come 
overnight withdiew the guns which were posted m Mr Loyd’s compound, and turned 
them on the house, saying it was by Ins master’s orders, at the same time the news 
was brought that the prisoners at the Jail had been released by some si\ or seven Se- 
poys, their guard being faithless and the gentlemen saw that the crisis was come 
In the early morning two officers of the 1st Regiment, Messrs. Raikes and Browne 
whose detachment had mutinied en route to Oral, had ainved as fugitives, and they 
with Messrs Loyd and Grant, who up to that time had refused to quit their post, al- 
though asked by the Collector of Banda to jom him there, called for their horses, 
these were ready saddled under the charge of two Snwars who had also had some mo- 
ney made over them for the expenses of the road, but the wretches at this moment of 
extremity turned traitors, -and themselves carried off the cattle, ciying out to the mu-* 
tineers then approaching that the “ Sahib log” were escaping 


The flight G. There was now not a moment to he lost, and the fugitives 

hastened down the bank where an iron boat with a lad as boatman was 
ready, they with Mr Loyd’s bearer “ Poorun Kahar,” two orderly Chuprassees “ Jug- 
bundun” and “ Debee Sing” and “ Ajoodhia” Burkhandaz got in and pushed off, when 
half a cross the Jumna they weie fired into from the bank, and the balls coming thick 
amongst them jumped into the watei and swam to shore Here they met with more 
had treatment, for the men of Rampore, near which village they landed, fell on them, 
plundered them of all they had and severely beat some They then got separated , the 
natives managed at night to leturn to Humeerpore where they concealed themselves with 
friends until they could escape , the two officers of the 1st wandered towards Allahabad , 
Browne reached Futtehpore in time to accompany Havelock m his glorious march 
(after which he too fell a victim to Cholera,) but Raikes perished from want on the way. 


Messrs Lojd <L 7 Messrs Loyd and Giant hid themselves m the Castor hplds 

Grmt s mo\ ements till evening, and then swimming with the current reached the Hu- 
meerpore bank, near the junction of the Betwa with the Jumna, three miles below 
the town , theie they stij'ed for five days from the 14th to the 19tli, spending the day 
standing up to their necks m water amidst reeds, and by night only daring to come to 
the shore During this time it seems many were aware of their being concealed, and 
two men, Mr Loyd’s Syce " Pultoo,” and Shepherd "Munmali” went and told 
Hurreemohun a Bengalee writei in the office, who through them and Milaff a zemin- 
dar of Tirhose Roraeree kept them supplied with food, and I believe, also sent them some 
clothes This action of his perfoimed at some risk of his own life, at such a time, and 
for which he aftei waids got llltreated at the hands of the rebels, is deserving 'of all 
commendation, and I would recommend a grant of a handsome sum of money as n, re- 
ward to the Baboo for his conduct, and another to be divided among those who were 
instrumental m carrying his merciful schemes into execution. 

Fate of those left 8 Meanwhile at Humeerpore much blood had been shed, 

Messrs Murray an 1 Crawford at the first outbreak had with the An- 
derson’s made for the house where the Clmhhaiee tioops were, trusting to find shelter 
at their hands but were instead butchered in cold blood Mr and Mis Bunter seeing 
tins fled and hid in a garden where they were discoveied, taken to the Subadar, 
but, on consenting to apostatise were given their lives, and going to the hospital wheie 
the Sub- Assistant Surgeon was, they found with him the eldest Miss Anderson with 
her arm severely cut, they remained there till the 19th.

* )Iock1 ‘ of the day, the Mob and Sepoys rushed up to the town, plundered 

every one they could lay their hands on , old scores were wiped out m blood, and 
the cknstian preacher Jeremiah with Ins whole family were slaughtered unresisting The 
Bengalee Baboos as writing English were next attacked, and though they begged their 
lives, lost every thing they possessed To shew to what an extent the lust of plunder 
ruled, there were three boats of unarmed Sepoys of the 44th and 67th Regiments, 
those I believe who were disarmed at Agra, passing by on the 18th June, the guns were 
turned on them and opend, many were killed, the boats taken and the goods found in 
them made over to men of the auxiliary chiefs, the Sepoys being left to get on their 
way as they best could. 


Treasury plundered 12. The Sepoys and their auxiliaries now fell out about the 

money m the Treasury, which appears to have been Rupees 1,49,695-3-11, and on 
the Subadar stating he meant to take it to Delhie, the Chirkharee leader declared it 
should not go without the Rajah’s leave , this, however, seems to have been anticipated 
by the Subadar, as he had written for aid to Cawnpore, and on the 20th a body of 
troopers came from the Nana, and silenced all opposition, they too had their turn of 
plundering the place and on the 21st took the proceeds with the Treasure to Cawnpore 
with them

Provinces, but m a few days an Akhbar Nawfs or news writer, came from the Nana 
with an order to the Deputy to manage m his name which was fully acted up to, for 
on the 1st July the Peishwa’s rule was proclaimed, on the 3rd, another proclamation 
issued that the Poonah and Sattara has fallen and the English been exteimmated, and 
on the 4th, all landholders were ordered to pay their revenue to the Nana’s accredited 
Agents The Amlah’s or native officials almost to a man accepted the new Order of 
things until the 15tli, when hearing of the British advance on FuttehporO they thought 
it time to look to their own interests, and many left for their homes , on tho 21st or 
22nd hearing of Cawnpore being re-taken, and the rebel Nana fled, the Deputy Collec- 
tor also absconded, and many others at the same time. A few had left at the first 
outbreak, and so are clear, but the only one who remained and distinctly refused to 
serve the Nana was Bakee Lall Tehsildar of Humeerpore, and even he was persuaded 
to do so temporarily as a measure of safety, hut his papers and the Nana’s orders shew 
how unwillingly he did so. 

Conduct of the ze- 14 Once more anarchy leigned m Humeerpoe, the Romeree 
mmdars zemindars levying black mail on whom they pleased, and committing 

all kinds of violence, these men with the exception of Thoke Terose were the leaders 
m every thing had, and were well backed up by those of Serowlee Buzoorg and Khoord 
The Humeerpore zemindars seem to have behaved decidedly well, hut are so weak and 
poor as to have been able to do little On the 18th September Beharee Sing the 
Chowdry of Burreepal came over to the establish order hut finding it a hopeless task 
returned to his own village on the 20th. 

Baoneo management 15 The Baonee Nawah who lives at Kudowra near Humeer- 

poro itself had been asked to take charge of the one Purgunnah of Humeerpore 
Khass, and he now did so, appointing his own officers and managing it on behalf of 
Government, his collections amounted to Rupees 26,751-1 11, of which he spent 
17,835-1-2, and has since remitted the balance Rupees 8,916-0-9, to me .The place 
was again visited I believe by Sepoys m the autumn, but they found little to re-pay 
them for their trouble, the town at all times very btnall having been nearly deserted 

Clnrkliaiec management 16 While this was going on at the Sadder Station, the 

purgunnahs were better off Mr Carno the Assistant at Mahoba had fled to Chirkharee, 
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after a series of adventures with the Nowgong fugitives, during which the inhabitants 
of Bareegurh and Jeoruha fired on them, and compelled a change of route , Mr. Came 
himself, however, can give a far better account of this than I can, so I merely mention 
the general effect on the district , he with the sanction of higher authorities request- 
ed the Rajah to take ehaige of it with the exception of the Humcerpore purgunnah 
which was across the Betwa, and he did so The purgunnahs of Raafc, Jeitpore, and 
Punwaiee, were held by him throughout, and the Northern ones also for some time, 
but Malioba be never seems to have got possession of, the Chief of Goorserai took it 
without any one’s orders, and managed it for his own benefit, he was probably led to 
do so by it having foimerly belonged to Jalown, but his doing so was an act of gratuit- 
ous rebellion on Ins part I am not prepared to say what amount the Cbirkbaree Ra- 
jah realized during the term of his management as he has not yet furnished his accounts 
I believe, liowevei, it was altogether about two and half lacs, and that he is prepared 
to bung m a further bill against Government, notwithstanding, all the establishments 
were reduced, and most had received no pay on my taking charge since January. 

The Northern pur- 17 In the end of January and beginning of February, the Fort 
gunnah of Chirkharee was itself beleagnred, the town plundered and burnt 

by the forces of Tantia Topee aided by Despatli , from that time till the battle of Banda, 
the Banda Nawab held Mowdha, the Mahrattas Jellal pore, realizing Rupees 24,683-6 0 
there, and each m turn lavaged Soomcerpore and the neighbouring lands The Na- 
na's flag was hoisted m most villages and every one again helped himself to what he 
could get at Serowlee Buzoorg on the Jumna , batteries were thrown up and all passing 
boats plundered, and they even fired into the British troops on the other side the nver 
who came from Cawnpore 


Ranee of Jeitpore. 13 . I must not forget to state that at the very commencement, 

the widow of Pareechut the former rebel Rajah of Jeitpore and a pensioner of Rupees 
1,200 a month fiom Government, set up herself again at Jeitpore and appropriated 
the Tehsildaree funds, being joined by Despatli ,i notorious murderer and I believe a 
connexion of lier's, as also by many other Takoors of the purgunnah the Chnkhaiee 
tioops, however, aftei eight days made her retire, and she is now I hear a fugitive at 
Tehree. Her associate Despath is still m the J eenjhun jungles near Jeitpore, the leader 
of a band of dacoits. 


Auction purchaser 19 J need scarcely say that the great feature m the rebellion 
m ousted here, has been the universal ousting of all bankers, buniyas, Marwa- 

rees, & c , from landed property iu the district, by whatever means they acquired it, 
whether at auction, by private sale or otherwise, and also that the larger communities 
have profited immensely by the time of anarchy, while many of the smaller ones have 
been ruined and dispeised those who were strong enough to plunder with impunity 
did so, the others were the victims This, however, must have been equally the case 
all over the country, but it is strange that m no instance do the class so favored by 
our rule, the bankers and other traders, appear to have been able to keep their own m 
the struggle. 


Conduct of the Chir- 20. As the nigbbouimg native Chiefs had so much to do with 
khuee Rajah the district, some notice of their behaviour seems to be called for 

liete The Chirkharee Rajah managed the greater part as said for Government, that 
he is loyal there is no doubt , he has cast his all with us, and must be considered so , 
at the same time it is equally certain it was so to speak the lucky accident of Mr Car- 
ne being there that made him so , that he was seriously displeased with Subdul Dowa 
for the leading part he took m the murder of the officers at Humeerpore is a fact, as 
also that he ultimately hung him for the same, but his doing so was far a long time 
doubtful, and when the Subadar All Bux proclaimed the King of Delhi, the Rajah 
sent a letter to him giving m his allegiance, and requesting that all the domains for- 
merly held by his ancestor Chuttersal might be confirmed to him by royal sunnud 
There was, however, no immediate pressure on the Rajah from without, and he must 
soon, have seen that the British Star had not yet set , he was managing a paying 
district with the sanction of Government and the good counsel of Mr Carne an old 
friend of his, with the knowledge that having so long given him shelter had marked 
him as well inclined to our rule, must all have had their effect on Mr Game’s first 
application he refused to take him m saying he would finally answer in a fortnight, he

fighting for the Rajah of Chirhliaree , that this petty Chief realized at first, I doubt 
not, but he ilso afiorded an asjlum to some of our officials, and save this, and his 
having been plundered hjmsclf I know little of his conduct Since my taking charge 
,on the 26th of June, he has been in every way actively loyal 

Other pettj Chief* 23 Of the other small Semi-independent Jagirdais, 1 believe 

there is nothing to say, save that they all collected what revenue they could, and

In the Jounpoor distuct, the following Officeis have made themselves 
most conspicuous for the seivices they liaveiendeied — 

Messis F M Lind, E G Jenhnson, and P Caineqy, the Magistrate, 
Joint Magistiate, and Deputy Magistiate weie, fiom Septembei 1857 to 
Eebruary 1858, doing the duties of soldieis, as well as those of Civilians 
They accompanied the Gooikhas throughout the campaign that ensued on 
the le-occupation of the District, exhibited gi eat gallantry in the field, and weie 
most indefatigable m the performance of then duties Then conduct pre- 
sented a striking contrast to that exhibited by the -representative of Govern- 
ment, when abandoning the District m the month of June 1857, on which 
occasion the European gentlemen composing Ins paity weie persuaded by lnm 
to leave then aims behind them, lest then sight should nntate the natives 
The consequence of this was, that an aimed paity of then countiymen had to 
sally out fiom Benaies, and escoit them into that station, they being unable 
to piotect themselves 

Of the persons unconnected with Government, who lendeied it valuable 
assistance, I wuuld beg to enumeiate the following —

Mi A Walesh, Sauo) , and Mi A Walesh, Tunioi, both of them Indigo 
Planters , w ho, out of puie loyalty, accompanied the Authorities on their return 
to Jounpore, and then shared in the wdiole of the subsequent Goorkha cam- 
paign, without receiving any salary or support from the State 

Ihnrjvn Fall, of Keiakut, who gave shelter fiom the Dobhee Baj- 
poots to the Jounpooi fugitives, and has since been made a Deputy Collectoi. 

JShidho Sin i/h, Zemindar of Bisheiuthpooi, who shelteied a considerable 
paity of Indigo Planteis, until they were escoi ted into Benares by Sirdar Seo- 
mt Singh’s party, and has evei since pioved a loyal subject of Government 

Bajah Muhcshnai am, has ever since the re-occupation of the Distuct been 
a warm partisan of ouis, giving us a number of matchlockmen to assist oui 
Police, and lendenng every othei assistance m his power.

In the Mnzapooi district, the following gentlemen have paiticulaily dis- 
tinguished themselves — 

Mi Saint George Tucla, Magistrate and Collectoi, was the only peison 
wdio refused to abandon the station m the panics that occurred m the months 
of June and July, when all the othei officeis and Euiopean lesidents fled to 
Chunar Besides this, Mi Tucker headed many expeditions made against the 
enemy, in which he exhibited great gallantry 

Mi Elliott and Mi B Walla , the formei Assistant, and the other De- 
puty Magistrate, likewise distinguished themselves by gallantly m the field 
when accompanj mg the expeditions made against the lcbels Mr Elliott 
joined Mi Tucker at Muzajiooi fiom Benaies dunng the panic, m which the 
lest of the Euiopean residents fled to Chunar, volunteeung foi the service as 
one of danger 
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The Rajah of Kunht , and his brother, are also reported to have behaved 
•well, and to have supphed matchlockrhen foi the piotectibn of the City, 
who were hbwever paid by Government 

Messrs Venables, Dunne, and Lerjge, m the Azimguih distiict vparticulaily 
distinguished themselves immediately after the mutiny Although m no way 
connected with the Government, they volunteered to return to the station, 
and held it m the most gallant matinei when the Authorities themselves did 
not venture to join Of Mi Venables, I need say nothing, as he has made 
himself a well earned Indian reputation, and I would that he were alive 
to enjoy it Mr Dunne’s services have as yet received nd acknowledgment from 
Government, and yet it was lie who first persuaded Venables to return to Azim- 
gurh , and Ins courage and daring on every occasion m which the enemy have 
had to be met, is spoken of by eveiy one with admiration Mr Legge, since 
made Deputy Magistrate, has done invaluable seivice to the State, accompany- 
ing every Military expedition that has been undertaken against the enemy, 
and being the Civil Ofiicei m charge of one of the detachments of Brigadier 
Douglas’s Force When Kootn Singh was hunted from Aznnguih to Airali 

Subsequently, Messis A R Pollock, R H Davies, G II Fieelmg, 
J Simson, and H G Ross, did good service to the State by accompanying the 
Mihtary in all expeditions made against the enemy, m which they displayed 
both zeal, energy and gallantly I would particulaily mention Mr II G. 
Ross, who, while a student at Benaies, attached himself to Major Cotter’s bat- 
tery, and perfected himself m gunneiy, so as to be able when he joined at 
Aznnguih to make himself of the veiy greatest use Mi Pollock accompanied 
Colonel Longden tliiougli his campaign on the frontier, and was foiemost 
where danger was to be found Messrs Davies and Fieelmg displayed great 
gallantry during the siege of Azimgurh, and the formei accompanied Brigadier 
Douglas m his pursuit of Koour Singh, where he greatly distinguished himself 
Mr J Simson was present at the first battle fought against the Pulwars at 
the station, and was the only official then piesent, who voted with Venables 
and Havelock foi holding then ground against the enemy. 

Of the Native Officials, those who have prominently distinguished 
themselves are, — 

Ahe Bulsh Khan, 'and TJsgur Ale6 , the first, Nazir of the Magistrate’s Court, 
the second Thannalidar of Nuggra, displayed the most maiked and undoubted 
loyalty on the occasion of the ofitbieak , and on the abandonment of the sta- 
tion held it on the part of Government, till tlieietumof Mr Venables and 
his paity They have on several subsequent occasions behaved most gallantly 
m the field, and the foimer has been made a Deputy Collector for Ins good 
conduct, while the latter lias been promoted to a Tuhseeldaislnp. 

Second to these I would put,— 

Sufdw Ilaosem, and Mohomed Tulhec , the first, Senfiitehdar of the Magis- 
trate’s Court, the second Naib Tuliseeldar of Mohomdabad Tlieie is no 
doubt, but that it was principally owing to the good management and loyalty 
of Sufdur Hoosem that the gallant Venables ivas able to hold Ins own during 
the months of June and July 1857, while Mohomed Tnkkee at Mohomdabad 
took the place of Ins lebel 'superior the Tuli«eeldar, and maintained order m 
the town throughout the whole of the rebellion, by oigamzmg a foice with 
winch he repelled all attempts of plunder on the pait of the Pulwais 

I now come to the last of the five Districts which compose tins Division, 
Ghazeepoor, which, in company with Benaies and Mirzapoor, have the proud 
distinction of having passed unscathed through the late lebellion, and of hav- 
ing stayed the torrent of insurrection I would m this Distiict paiticulaily 
notice the conduct of, 

Mi A. Ross, whose prudence and firmness as Magistrate, had a great 
effect in pieserwng the peace of his jurisdiction 
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3D J Bav, the Joint Magistrate, who accompanied Major Y Eyie to 
Auah, in peiliaps the most brilliant pa«sage of aims that has been witnessed 
on this c ide of India during the lebellion 

3D L Pio 7 j/i, the piesent Joint Magistrate, who has made himself 
conspicuously active at Butleih during the lattei pait of this year, and whom 
I considei a most valuable ) oung Officer 

3D Dunne , of Azimgurh, again appears in the field as accompanying Bri- 
gadiei Douglas’s Column, and lemamingin the neighbourhood of Bulleah with 
Mi Probyn to assist him in las opposition to the lebels It was at this time 
that both Messis Probyn and Dunne were besieged in Byreahby the lebels, 
for foui or five daj s 

Sheilh Khyi -ood-decn , and Uhdool Ruhnan Khan , the first, Deputy Collector, 
and the second Moonsiff of Bulleah, have both of them made themselves con- 
spicuous foi good conduct and I 03 alty 

R-a/ah of JDddee, the head of an ancient family, which used to hold laigo 
estates in the south eastern Division of the District This old gentleman has 
still gieat influence m the country, and though uiged to side with the rebels, 
all along lefused to do so, and prevented Ins kinsmen fiom withdi awing their 
allegiance fiom the Butisli Government

| wheieby the name of Hmdoostan has been made to stink m the nostrils of 
i the whole woild, while the fame of the impel lal race has gained yet greater 
f lustie, yet is my tale fai fiom devoid of interest The general leadei may 
\ hud exciting incidents, and ceitamly will see events fi auglit with like danger, 

like teiroi and suspense, as elsewheie , while the statesman will see the load 
to the upper Pi ounces kept open, the last fiail'karrier between the Rebels 
and the rich Piovmces of Belnr and Bengal, maintained m the letention of 
the n\ei Distucts of this Division, and especially of Benaies 

2 The wide Temtoiy of Goiuckpooi was, after no long time, entrusted 
to a Commissioner of its own, and the events of which it was the scene he will 
recoid those of the remaining five Districts are chronicled below Of these 
live, Azimgurli, gamsonedas Awash}' the 17th N I , was considered fai Irom 
safe, but it was hoped that the Sikhs of the Loodianali regiment, and the Sowars 
of the 13tli Irregular Cavalry, would oveiave the ill affected 37th N I at Bena- 
ies, that the 65th N I would stand fast atGhazeepoor, that the Ferozepoor corps 
of Sikhs wnuld hold Mirzapoor against any foe fiom within or fiom without, 
and that whatever might happen m the Distuct of Jounpooi, the Authonties,

4 The month begun thus gloomily, brought gloomier warning m its 
couise About the middle of the month the news arrived of the Delhi and 
Meerut massacies Yet excepting that lcndezvons m case of needweie agieed 
.on, it was only m Benaies that the evil Dew r s produced a maiked effect The 
City, always the most tuibulent m India, was now the more dangerous from 
the seventy with which the high price of corn pressed on the poorer classes , 
the Pooibeah sepoys, who had been moie or less lestless since the beginning 
of March, now publicly called on tlieir gods to deliver them from the Ferin- 
<rhees , clubbed together to send messengeis westward for intelligence , and

officeis and all, and on the otliei side, the Inegular Cavaliy began flung mto

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had been given , all the warnings and entieaties of Mi Horne (the Magis- 
trate) were m vain, and on the morning of June 3id, a company of the 17tli 
Native Infan ti y, and some eighty soivais of the 12th and 13th Inegulais, 
marched in fiom Goiuckpooi with five lalchs of Rupees m cliaige The 17tli 
Natn e Infantry hesitated no longer, hut openly declared that the Tieasure 
should nevei leave the station However, hy mingled threats and promises, 
the same guard was induced to maich again that night, and undei their 
escort the Goruckpoor Treasure, with two lakhs from Azimguili, was sent on 
to Benaies 

23 So far all went well , and though the excitement of the sepoys had 
hastened the despatch of the Treasure, still that excitement seemed to lia\ e 
exhausted itself m woids , and it was hoped that, foi the time at least, the 
danger was escaped But at 8 r m , some three liouis aftei the Tieasuie left 
the station, a musket shot was heaid On the instant the sepoys aimed 
themselves, shot down Lewis (the Quartei Master Sergeant), oideied their 
Officers to fly to Ghazeepooi, and hurried down towards the City The Magis- 
trate and Joint Magistiate, (Messis Home and Simson) who weie m the 
lines, saw that all was lost, and galloped hack to the station, only staying to 
hid the Kotwal with his mcieased Police and the doubled Jail guaid do what 
he could to check the advance of the sepoys through the City But it w as 
all in vam, the Ilotwal could do nothing, and the Jail guaid, leleasmg the 
pnsoneis, at once joined the advancmg rebels 

23 At the Tieasuiy the Gun guaidhad mutinied Lieutenant Hutchinson 
was shot while tiymg to harangue his men , hut all the lest, both ladies 
and gentlemen, escaped to the roof of the Kutcheny Then position was 
desperate enough , hut the sepoys canng less for muidei than foi plundu, 
suddenly took the guns and humed off towards Benares But it was clear 
they meant to l etui n, foi then lines were still stiongly guaided, so the Civi- 
lians talcing advantage of then absence fled to Ghazeepoor That place they 
reached m safety about the same tune as the mutmeeis, who, having captuied the 
Treasure, and returned with it to the station, left Azimgurh m haste, but with 
all the pomp of war, en route for Fyzabad 

24 The events of the mutiny at Jounpoor are few, and easily told 
It had long been felt that if there weie any serious disturbances any wheie, 
this Zillah would have its shaie, foi m none aie Auction puichaseis more 
numerous, old Zemmdais moie powerful, or the piesent landholders on woise 
teim among themselves Still the Planteis had all ciowded m the City as a 
place of safety, and when the outbreak did take place, the native inhabitants 
seem to have been even moie surprised and alaimed than the Euiopean 

25 Thus on the morning of June 5th, all the Euiopean residents 
were assembled at the Collector’s Kutcheny well armed and piepared foi the 
woist They had not long to wait The news ot the using at Benaies and 
the slauglitei of the Sikhs arnved , the Sikh guard (a part of the Loodianali 
regiment) was roused to fury heie was no Sooiut Singh to throw himself 
into the bieacli , they shot their Commanding Officers , they murdered Mr. 
Cuppage, (the Joint Magistiate) as he was galloping down to the Jail, and 
then, each with a bag of treasuie and all Ins arms, maiched off to Lucknow 
The Europeans at once fled The Doobey Rajpoots drove them fi om their 
refuge in the house of Rai Hmgun Loll Then they hurried to Pussew ah 
Factory, and on June 9th were brought in safety to Benares by a party of 
.Volunteers who had gone out for that purpose 

26 Meanwhile a strange scene was enacted, at Jounpoor The plun- 
der of the Treasury had been completed by decrepid old women and wi etch- 
ed little boys, who had never seen a lupee m then lives , and the houses of 
all the Officers were thoroughly gutted, and nearly all destroyed A com- 
mittee of public safety was foimed m the City, but though the lefusal of Ra- 
jah Sheogliolam Doobey to act, removed the chief cause of lehgious discord. 
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still the Mussulmans could not ngiee even lo <.,no {lion own In os, and flic 
City was left to anaicli} till Mi Fane (the Collet foi) u tinning to Jounpoor 
join day to tale some Umopcan- to Jkn.uo-, Jonn.il]} made ov et charge of 
the District to Bnjah Shcogholam Donboy 

27 This appointment p.oduced hut little good even in the Cit} m 
the District, not a semblance ol authoiity w >s lclt to am one Those w ho 
had hist then estates nndet 0111 ltile, thought this a good time to legnin them, 
those who had not, thought they could make a little pioht In plundering their 
wcalcci ncighbouis the boldei spmts thought io set me moie bnlliant adv.an- 
ta^es by intcicouise with the lebel povvci- in Oudli and in this state ot 
a'naichy (the noimal siafe oi c\ei) ca-lcin Piovmec) fhev remained fill 

the nmvul of the Gooikhas on Septembei Sth ic-loied a semblance of autho- 
iity to the British Government. 

2S While these events were passing, it must not be supposed ihalMirza- 
pooi oi Ghazccpooi u 01 cleft in pci loot peace And indeed Gha/ecpooi Mas far 
fiom hems w ithout gi ound ol ahum. On all sides of the Deduct, itself uluavs 
most tioublesome, weie clistin bailees 1 enl oi lepoitcd, in the .St ition Mas the 
G5tli N. L, and m the Tieasmv five 1 ihlis of Kupces. Still no vety pushing- 
dan°-ci Mas apparent, and on dune 3id, a hunched men of JJ. M 's 10th, mIio 
liad'just nruved by steamei, weie huuied on to Bciiaio?. But aftei the out- 
break at A/amgtuli a gt cat change took place The fugitives indeed were 
In ought safely to the station, hut the countiv seemed tons" b'dimd them , and 
by June 6th the Mhole Distuct was i airing m civil uui The police veic help- 
less, and lobbciies mcic pcipctiated tofheven don of the Cotr t-house it- 
self But seveie summaiy punishment was mflit ted bv flic European Oihceis, 
with small paities of the both and sovvais m difleicnl patfs of the Di-tnel, the 
Treasure was sent to Bennies by steamei . Maitial Law was proclaimed, a 
bandied Europeans stationed at Gha/cepooi foi the time, and the influence of 
these soothing measures was such that bv June 16th, uhen Mcs-is Dunne and 
Venables went out to. Uungiuli, the District seemed neailv to have legained 
its foimci state. 

29. Muznpooi had much less cause of alum Its guatd half of .i 
Sikh coips, and ltsTreasm v only contained two la.-, of Rupees b it the gi c itesfc 
nnseiy of Hie time was the complete uncci taint \ of tlic real source of pml,nnd 
so of the i cal som ce of safety. Thus m hen on Maj 21-st, flung Mas hear d tothe 
castvvaid, the lesidents letued (with the Sikhs) to the Kutcheines and though 
on the discoveiy Unit the filing Mas only at a man mere pioccsMon, the Chv ihans 
retuined to then om n houses, it Mas thought advisable fin the Sikhs still to 
remain on the spot 

30 News of the out In calc at Bennies and Jounprn, gieatly increased 
the uneasiness of the Emope.m lesnlents, noi did the mmal of pnitofthe 47th 
N I undei Lieut "Colonel Pott at all tend to rest oie confidence, even though 
that Ofhcei allowed voiy many of his men to go a May on leave 

31 Noi wcic the events of tl c next day (Tune Sth) moie inspiriting 
The Sikhs weie called away to Allahabad m such haste, that though advantage 
was taken of then escoit to send Rupees 60,000 away, they v ei e not able to 
take with them then spare aims, oi to lcmovc oi destioy the Luge quantity of 
ammunition in then Magazine Now too, neilhci road oi livei was safe from 
armed pluncleieis, laige bodies of aimed men weie lepoited at Mandah on the 
Allahabad fiontiei , lebels weie houily expected to attack the station itself, and 
the fidelity of the 47th N I was fai from assmed 

32 Foi the time however all stood fii m , the nipples of the spare muskets 
and tue ammunition of the Sikhs weie tlnoun into the uvei by Coloucl Potts 
older, and the lemaimng Tieasuie was despatched to Benaies by steamer. 
But on June 9th the lumoui s of an attack from Mandah assumed a foim so 
definite, that all the inhabitants of the Station, with the exception of the 
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Magistrate (Mi St George Tucker), and a few otliers, fled to r ChuUar. Mr 
Tucket liowevei did not flinch , tlie Mandah men never came, and when on 
June 10th, 'the piopeity of the East India Railway was plundeied m hroad 
day, some fom miles fiom thfe Kuteheny, he went'out with fifteen of the 50th 
Native Infantry, (who had just hi ought m a pusonei from Nagode, and have 
evei been doing excellent seivice) and 'dealt Out a seveie retribution 

33 Thus the week which had destroyed the name of Civil Government 
m Jounpooi and Azimgurli, had left the lemaming Zillahs m little better state 
The Police was paralyzed , not a road was safe , and the Rajpoots generally 
returned to then normal state of plundeiers and plundeied And there was 
no foice to check them Lieutenant Palhser and Ins sowars (in Mi Jenkm- 
son’s charge) had scarcely begun to punish some of the worst villages in the 
Benares district, when he was lecalled to join a party of Euiopeans m an 
attempt to re open the communication with Allahabad, cut off by a ’raid of 
men fiom Bhadoee, (Zillah Muzapoor,) who had cut the telegiaphic wire and 
earned off the dak bullocks The expedition was of couise successful, but the 
execution of some of the cummals at Gfopeegunge was only too speedily 
avenged by the muider of Mi Moore 

31 Soon'however the punishment inflicted by Lieutenant Palliser in. 
the Benaies distuct was foigotten, dacoitees became commonei than evei , 
and it was speedily apparent that the ClviI Oifieeis would cease to possess 
feven'a vestige of authonty, unless some procedure weie adopted, more speedy 
and Seveie than the Regulation allowed A lepoit to this effect made to 
Government speedily boie fiuit in the now well-known XVI 57 , and the 
permanent gallows, and a few instances of a ci ime committed after breakfast 
and avenged before dinner, reduced a laige part of the District to compaiative 
tianquillity 

35 Mi Jenkmsoh (Civil Seivice) was now directed to laise a Corps of 
Police Sowais, and speedily found Woik ieady to his hands , for the Rajpoots 
of Dobhee (Zillali Jounpoor) Waxing bold fiom impunity, disturbed tlhe peace' 
of Benares, and cut off communication with Azimgurli Mi Chapman went 
out against them with a foice of Euiopeans, Sildis, and Sowais , but though 
he only returned m June 30tli, aftei inflicting a punishment which seemed 
•sufficient to have ciusbecl the Dobhee people for yeais, they regained confidence 
to such an extent, that eally m July they' marched to attack Benaies Itself 
Nine miles from the station however they weie met by a force, which sUp- 
jilied whatever was wanting m their former chastisement, and on July 17th, 
they most gladly came m and have behaved well ever since 

3G These endless disturbances however Caused an uneasy feeling at 
Benares This was the last point where the 'iivei was really sate, here the 
Trunk Road crosses the Ganges , heie was the Chief Depot of the Commis- 
sariat, and the loss of Benares Would have left us the whole country to 
reconquer almost from the gates of Calcutta Messrs Lrnd and Gnbbms 
then pressed earnestly on the Military Authorities, the importance of electing 
a post at Rajghat to command the landing-place, on the veiy site indeed of an 
-old Hindoo castle, whose existence was little mbie than tiaditional Convict 
labour was fieely offered , the last difficulties on the scoie of 'expense Were 
removed by orders for the construction of' a foit ieceived‘ fiom "the Supi enVe 
Government,’ and so originated that extensive and megulai, but strong, forti- 
fication which now dominates ovei the City of ShiVa 

t 

37 As the date at which I have'now arrived m my Narrative 6f events 
at Behares, (July 18th) is alto the date of the return of the Civil Authorities 
to AzinigUrh, I am by this reminded how much m an'Car is my history of 
that Distinct 'On June 16th Mi Dunne, himself a fugitiVe fiom Azimgurli, 
'determined to fetch m those who, saved by the sepoys’ hasty flight, 'were liv- 
ing UUder the protection of friendly Z'emmdais He was accompanied by Mr 
Venables and Some sowars given lnm by the Magistrate of Ghazeepooi, and 
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accomplished Ins maicli without opposition. At Azimguih lie round a small 
tv Jf t ] ie 13th Inegulars, who seemed not quite to have i esolved on their 
line of action, but soon left the place The Euiopeans hastened horn their 
letieats and weie anxious to leave at once On June 20th the majority of the 
putv with the sowais staited loi Gha/eepooi, (which they reached m safety,) 
hut Mi Venables, yielding to the entreaties of the Omlali and the chief 
citizens, stayed (with Messis Dunne, Lcgge, and Dodswoitli) at Azimgurh, and 
was at once invested by the Commissionei with lull Magisterial powei. 

38 Among the Euiopeans thus lescued w as Mi Niblett, the liead Cleik 
of the Collectors Office, who altei the outbreak had obtained shelter m -fche 
house of Alee Buksh, the Nazn In 3ns piesence a council was held to 
discuss tlie chance of the letuin of the English, and to decide on the pioper 
couise to he puisued. Here too all coneoid was pi ex en ted by the religious 
diffeiences, lieie no doubt politicly aggravated by the eflorts of fhe faithful 
Nazn, who with a few of the Omlah assumed the office of a committee of pub- 
lic safety, and leported proceedings daily to the Commissionei at Benares 

39. Mi Venables had fallen on jio bed of roses Though Ins autlioiity 
was unquestioned m the eastern and laigei half of the Distnct, the Rajpoots 
of the west had enjoyed a foitnight's license fai too keenly to toleiate willing- 
ly the slightest check The Police helpless with tenoi, the piovisional Coum 
cil at Azimguih unable to mle even the neighbouung villages, had not tried 
to cope with these audacious plundcicis , and I\It Venables soon found he 
must tiy Ins powei against them m the field, or he ioiced ignominiously to 
save Ins own hie by again abandoning the station 

40 Yet was the debate an anxious and important one There could 
he no doubt as to the piopei objects of attack , foi the Puhvais, a poweiful 
clan Irving on the boideis of Oudh, had been pie-emment among the free- 
booters But they weie far fiom the station, they weie not at all wanting m 
Military stoies there were manyfoits on their lands, and tlieie were hut a 
Bundled and fifty sepoys (of the 65th Native Infantry,) seventy-five sowars, 
and the old post gun, winch Mi Venables had mounted, to foirn a column of 
attack 


41 Still on June 26th, (the day on winch Moozuffui J ehan seized and pro- 
claimed himself Rajah of Mahool,) Lieutenant Havelock moved out against the 
Pulwais, but returned after tbiee days’, not veiy profitable fighting Mr. 
Venables had meanwhile made a httle dour on Ins own account, and with a 
little moie success , and on the 30th he moved again with a largei force to 
attack Mohubbutpooi, a village hut a few miles fiom the City, which had been 
conspicuous in the maiauding. The attempted resistance was a meie feint, 
and several noted scoundrels weie earned oil and consigned to safe custody ail 
the Kotwalee. But on July 23id, one Rujub Allee attacked the Kotwalee 
with some foui bundled lolloweis in. bread daylight the Police made no 
-prolonged resistance, and the pnsoneis weie lescued with httle loss in conflict, 
and as httle m Mi Venables’ hasty puisuit 

42 I am now compelled hj r my duty as compiler to make a digression, 
in older to reconcile discoidant nanataves, before I can tell of the fuither 
pioceedmgs of the Pulwars, who now lapidly gathered head. 

43 There aie two accounts of affaus at this time , op.e written by Mr. 
Astell (the Judge), chiefly fiom the veibal information of Mi Venables , the 
otliei by the Magistrate, which may have been placed m the Office e\ en in that 
■Stirling time And the discrepancies of these two lecoids aie fai too stnking 
to be passed ovei m silence Mi Astell speaks of Bamee Madlio, of Atiowha, 
as fiom tbe fiist ill-disposed , as having eaily busied himself in making pre- 
parations foi war , as having refused to admit any messengei of Mr. Venables 
into lus fort, though keeping up a show of loyalty , and as having assumed 
the title of Naib Nazim of Azimguih Mi Davies, on the contiaiy, speaks of 
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tliis man as umfoimly well conducted, and as Laving protected tlie Thannah- 
dar, &c of Atiowlia, and sa>s that Madlio Peisliad, tlie Lead of tLe Pulwais, 
whose loi t and cluef estates lie be 3 r ond the Oudli fiontiei, assumed the title 
ol CLucldadai, and enteiedtlie District with a laige foice eaily m July 

4 1 It seems to me evident that the similanty of name Las caused tins 
confusion Bamec Madho, Ly caste a Kooimie, Lad. m quieter times been on 
very bad teims with Ins neighbours the Pulwars, and spoken of Lis wailike 
piepaiations as being only piudent piecautions against them But when 
Lieut Ilav clock went out on that June doiu of which I have spoken above, 
he found many Pulwais m this man’s service, and was not allowed to enter 
the loit, though food was sen ed to Ins men outside And for the protection 
he is said to have given to the 11} mg Thannalidai, it was believed at the 
tune (and Ins own uizee confhmed the tale), that he hunseli had foiced 
the Officeis to enter Ins tort, and nas taking care of the lecoids, &c m 
the nay populai among stiong Zemindars at that time His nominal 
loyalty nould seem thus to hav e been veeung round to open hate, even 
as lus blood leud with the Pulwais was changing into the more amicable 
relations of leader and partisan 

45 Madho Peisliad, on the other hand, had sheltered and kindly Leak- 
ed the fugitiv es fiom Fyz abad , he never appeared against us till the battle 
of Koilsa (to be spoken of below), wlieie he said the few men who had come as 
his personal attendants foi an mteiuew with the Tuliseeldai, (an interview 
xv Inch w as leally taking place when the battle begun), weie by accident mingled 
with the enemy, and so fell undei the undiscimnnating bullets of oui men : 
and when at the greet attack of the lStli on tlie City itself, a message was le- 
cerv ed from linn, saj nig that the attack w as none ol Ins making, the message 
was believed , and a leply sent through Ins own messenger, advising him to 
attack the enemy m the tear, when the fight begun m Iront It is evident 
then, that at this time nothing was known oi his having accepted a title fiom 
the Rebels’ chancciy, and that he was looked on rather as a doubtful friend 
than as a decided eueni) Nor is it a point of no weight, that veiy recently 
lus estates liar e been exempted fiom confiscation by Government, while no 
‘ Deus ex macluna’ has mtciposcd m favor of Bamce Madho To this evi- 
dence I am inclined to give moie weight than to scanty memoranda, wlucli may 
have accumulated in the Ofiice afterwards, and to asseit that, decidedly hostile 
ns was the pait he after waids took, early m July he was still wavenng, and 
xv as iar from taking a step so decided as the assumption of chief authority 
m a District wlieie he had little piopeity, and where the peiwannalis of a Go- 
vernment which was not, even nominally, a foitmght old, wlucli was smug- 
gling not to be sti angled by its Own paitisaus, and which (above nil) was 
neaily two hundred miles away, would not meet with much lespect 

40 About July 12tli, then, Mi Yenables found it necessary to go out 
xvith all Ins foice (wlucli now compnsed about thiee hundred of the 65th HI) 
to attack the Pulwais at Koilsa. The attempt was unsuccessful, the enemy 
lost veiy lew men , the gun carnage bioke down, and the sepoys, clamouring 
ioi the furlough, wdnch many claimed as then their due, letieated so precipi- 
tately that even the cowardice of the enemy could scaice save the gun fiom 
tailing into then hands Still, emboldened by then retreat, the lebels began 
then maicli on the City of Azimguili , but advanced so slowly, that at noon on 
•July lStli, they were still two miles fiom it, when Mi Yenables moved out to 
meet them Fortunately he had that morning been lemfoiced by the return 
of the Civil Autlionties to the station, accompanied by some ten Officers 
marching to ]om the Goorlcha force at Goruckpoor, twenty-five sowars of the 
12th Inegulais, and Captain Catania with his hastily -raised, half-drilled, 
half-aimed levy of 350 men fiom Bennies, but the laigei poition of the 
05th N I who had been with lnm at Koilsa had letumed to Ghazeepoor. 
At noon then he moved out , leaving Mr Simson, the J omt Magistrate, 
with Captain Catania’s levy to piotect the Kutcheiries and the breast woiks 
he had thrown up commanding the loads thiough the City , and posting some 
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800, recently cntei tamed, matchlockmon under IT.itue Officer in different parts 
oftiieCity to pi event any attack on that qu.nlci They iourd the enemy 
in meat foicc stiongly posted in groxes, wit h his fiont covered by tbe high 
ci ops of season, then the Ca\aliy weie useless, the cilcct ol tlie hie was mipei- 
ccptible, and at last (aftci the enemy had for a lull liom fiom a distance of 
two hundicd yaids ponied a thick hail ofbullets on the exposed pluce, where 
the gun, &c w*eic posted without hitting a man) it was peiceived that onr 
right tlank was lapidly being tinned, and the 1 cheat w as sounded The re- 
treat soon became a flight, and had the City heon a little moic distant, there 
would have been as much appaient discipline in the pm suing lahhle as m the 
flying tioops Older howexei was so fai icstored, that a -vigorous street fight 
(m which the mafchlockmen with t lie Ttihsceldar took no part) was main- 
tained, and the Kutcheny was lo.tched without loss The rebels had suflercd 
scveiely m the passage of the town , the grape tme ceaselessly thiough their 
dense an ay , the sepoys fought well behind the earth works, hut not till after 
tliieo houis haid fighting, when a flunk moiement had been defeated by a 
chaige of sowars, did they think of ictieat Still none felt confidence enough 
to leave his post, and the question of lelreat to OhaT'cepoor was discussed in 
a Council of "War, hut at last it was agreed, that till morning dawned no 
plan should he decided on, and morning brought with it the welcome news 
that the rebels were Jar aw ay 

47- ’Welcome indeed was the news Ko supplies were to be found, the 
whole country' was up, and flic sepoys, ne\ei on or- fond of fighting, and 
at tins time inclined ag mist rather than for the side on which they* were 
marshalled, positively declared they would not fight without being fed In- 
deed had the Pulwats held then giound, it would lnve been difficult even to 
ictieat safely* to Gluzeepooi ; and the question foi the Council was, whether it 
was not absolutely* necessary to reti eat at once, rather than whether it was 
piopei to ictieat at all 

4S The flight of the enemy, and the distribution of some opportunely 
kliscoveied gram, raised the spiut of the sepoys rapidly , and they were quite 
ready in the afternoon to assist at the execution of conic of the rebels who 
were taken pusoneis by the men of a village they had attempted to plunder 
m then flight Our loss in that long battle was hut seventeen men the rebels 
lost at least 230 The Pulwars themselves at this time letieated quickly into 
them own country*, but the loads on all sides were closed by the villagers, 
w*ho would leap the profit of a buttle, whose dangers or whose losses they 
had not dared to share 

1 49. In theteh days which passed between this attack and the second 

evacuation of Azimguili (on July 28th,) little was done The eastern poition 
of the District, as before, obeyed passu ely, the western was m open lebelhon 
but the iU-w*ill between the sowars and sepoys seemed likely* to prevent any 
danger fiom within , and all were well contented to await the annul of the 
tw*o regiments of Goorkhas, who w*eie to he sent to Azimguih fiom the force 
which was expected to leach Goiuckpoor by July 27th. News of their haling 
reached Goiuckpoor was expected on July 28th, but that day brought far 
different tidings. Two niessengcis amved m hot haste, with the news that 
the 1 2th Inegulars had ‘'gone*’ at Sigowlee, and as now none could doubt 
that the sowais of that Corps who w*cre at Azimguih would follow the exam- 
ple of the mam body as soon as they lieai d of it, it was speedily* decided to 
letire on Ghazeepooi 

+i Next morning a letter from Mr Tucker amved, telling also of 

e mutiny at Dmapoor, and bidding the Officeis act as might best ensuie 
ien own safety An immediate depaiture w*as oidered, and the Distnct 
ormaliy and completely* entrusted to the Rajah But the news that the City 
was again to be left to the meicy of any villains who might choose to plun- 
er it, caused the deepest consternation, and wdieli < the match began, the 
roops w T ere accompanied by a long line of carts in w*hich the flying citizens 
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were canying away their most valued possessions And tins haste was not 
umeasonable Scarcely had the troops turned then backs, Avlien their lines weie 
plundered nay moie, some of the Officei s’ stoies weie violently taken by the 
had chaiacteis of the City fiom a stiong guaul of Catania’s levy in whose 
cliaige they weie left And some who took then part m that dieary maich 
hare told how evident the feelings of the people weie as they stood by the 
loadside gazing on that long line, and looking like vultuies who aie not quite 
suie that then prey is dead enough to be attacked 

51 Arrived at Chena Eofc, wlieie they weie to halt a while, the Euro- 
peans with the sepoys enteied the pucka Suiai, haired the gate, and placed 
the loaded gun m fiont, leaving the sowars outside When they lesumed the 
maich at one a m , only tliuty sowars weie piesent , the lest said, these had 
gone away, but would no doubt letuin if Lieutenant Havelock would go to 
them Happily this specious pioposal was lejected, foi we have since learnt 
fiom different sowais how coolly the wietched traitoi shad planned thus to get 
the Euiopeans fiom the blight bayonets which wei e then so ieady and so 
secuie a letieat, m ordci that they might enjoy the safe luxuiy of muidei 
and of tortuie 

52 The maich liowevei was not to he accomplished without fuithei 
tiouble A dawk fiom Ghazeepoie was opened, and anumbei of sepoys’ letteis 
which it contained weie without consideiation chstiibuted to the men These 
hi ought them the news of the mutiny at Dmapooi Then mannei instantly 
changed -It had long been known that their Coips had deteimmed to he 
guided h} r events at Dmapooi , hut up to this moment their manner had lieen 
neaily as respectful as of old, hut now they openly boasted that they would 
mutiny as soon as they leached Ghazeepooi, that they might join their 
fnends fiom below But the maich was accomplished peaceably and happily 
At Head Quaiteis bettei counsels pi e\ ailed 

53 I have spoken above of the murdei of Mr Mooie, of Mnzapoor , 
and it is now time I should l elate the events m that Zillah, of Avhich this 
murdei is the most staking and important pait 

54 On June 13tli, a party of the 1st Madias Fusilieis ai lived at Mn- 
rapooi, and then it was proposed to disaim the 47th Native Intantiy Colonel 
Pott however did not think it necessaiy, and a party of them (with the 
Fusiliers) attacked and destroyed Gouia, a village on the light bank of the 
Ganges near the Allahabad fiontiei. The inhabitants had been peculiarly 
daring, and now too piepaied for resistance, but findmg themselves attacked 
both by land and water (foi the 47tli had landed to take them m the leai), 
they fled Still some of the leaders were taken and handed ovei to the 
Magistiate 


55 This little expedition and the destruction of a band of nvei dacoits 
by Mi Walkei (Deputy Collectoi) made the light bank of the nvei safe the 
left bauk was. a fai moie difficult subject Heie m Peigunnah Bhadoee the 
ltajali of Benaies had inherited fiom lus fatheis large estates, fiom jvlnch 
the foimei Rajpoot owneis had never been -wholly upiooted Daily m June 
the head of this clan, Udwunt Smgli, assumed his ancestial title of Rajah of 
Bhadoee, and appointed two Deewans On the stiengtli of this newly regain- 
ed nobility, he collected a body of men of Ins own tube, took “ benevolences,” 
plundeied Ins weakei neighbours, and soon giew stiong enough to close the 
Ti unk Road I have above related how Mi Chapman with some Euiopeans 
and Lieutenant Palhsei’s sowais weie sent to reopen it , and an hen they Aveie at 
Gopeegunge, Moonsliee Durshun Lall (the Agent of the Rajah of Benaies m 
those parts) delivered up tins titular Rajah and his Deewan, nvIio had been 
captuied by the Moonsheem some quiet, andpiobably not veiy ei editable, Avay. 
They Aveie of corn se at once tiled by corn t-maitial and hanged Then people 
vowed vengeance Unfortunately they aigued that Mi Moore, Joint Magistiate 
of Muzipooi, and so official Supeimtendent of the Rajah of Benaies’ wide 
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domains, must foi this very reason have been the chief cause of the execution , 
and so they chose him as the proper victim of then revenge. 

56 On July 4th, he made a laid fiom Gopeegunge and anested some 
pi isoners, whom he brought to an Indigo factory at Palee ; the house v as soon 
«ui rounded by Joorhye Singh, and a huge body of men Mr Mooie and the 
t,vo managers of the factory" were muideied m attempting to escape, and 5h 
Moore’s head earned off to be sold to the widow of Udwunt Singh, foi the 
Ms 300 she had promised foi it The bodies, however, were lecoveied by 
Lieutenant Woolhouse, and some of II M’s 64th, who burned out fi om Gopee- 
gunge that night The Magistrate and some of the 47th N I. arrived fiomMir- 
zapoor, and next day attacked the lebels, but the leal muideieis escaped 
both fiom him and also fiom an expedition of European troops, who went with 
hh Chapman to seaich them out. 

57 Now the Misti ict was eompaxatively tranquil, and there are few 
events to chronicle; indeed the arrival of the fugitives fiom Nagode, of one 
-hundi ed Euiopean tioops from the eastwaid, and the return of the muskets of 
the 47th N I. into stoie, are all that are thought woithy of mention even in 
the district Repoit 


53. In the meanwhile, (*. e. between the 16th June and 28th July) 
nothing of impoitance had occuried at Ghazeepoor, two or three villages 
behaved badly, and one was punished This one (Cham a) had on June 21st 
attacked Mr Matthews m his factoiy, and -while lie barely escaped with life, 
his piopeity was plundeied and destioyed hut aftei Mr Bax with a party of 
Europeans and sowais had destioyed the village on July 7th, every thing set- 
tled down to its usual state Revenue came m as usual, and the clnomc panic 
of the Gliazeepooi lesidents was subsiding, when on July 14th it was 
rcpoited that Koour Singh was defying the Magistrate of Airah, and canymg 
on intimate conespondence with the sepoys at Mmapooi. On July 27th, neivs 
of the Mmapooi mutiny -was leceived, and every one at once piepared for the 
voist And though the piesence of an European detachment gave a little 
confidence to the officials of the station, then situation was fai from pleasant, for 
the 65th N I, who had declaied then intention of joining the Mmapooi men 
as soon as they should mutiny, were nearly all of them inhabitants of the Mis- 
tnct, so that a using among them would he the signal for using in the Mistnct, 
foi active hostility to Goveinment, and not meie quarielmg among villages as 
elsewheie Still they stood m unstable loyaltv why, no one knows ° And 
the news of the relief of An ah, (whither Mi Bax had proceeded with 
Majoi Eyie’s foice,) and the flight of Koour Singh, soon lemoved all ground 
of alaini Ileie ends foi the year the peaceful chronicle of Ghazeepooi 
The quiet disaimmg of the 05th Native Infantiy took away the last source of 
anxiety , the mtrenchinent ol the Opium factoiy piovided a letreat m time 
of need, Luiopean detachments stationed there weie an efficient guaid , and 
nothing was left to the Authouties but to devote themselves to then oidmary 
duties, and (a far moie impel tan t business) the collection of stoies and carnage 
-\\ iu cli weie all burned wcstwai d to supply the Euiopean tioops 


a9 The mutiny at Sigowlce, which had caused the evacuation of Azim- 
gurh, caused some alaim at Benaies, and the pnsoneis weie lemoved into a 
stvoug u ailed enclosuie neai the College Tlie dangei howevei soon passed 
away, and gave place to a moie tlueatenmg one, foi the Mmapoor mutineers

leisurely mannei, they enteied the Allahabad distnet on August 25th 

GO Slight as was the loss of the Hist body of mutmeeis in then at- 
tempted advance on the City of Mirzapooi, it sufficed to detei all others fiom 
a smulai attempt The District however was less foitunate On August 14th 
the little party of mutmeeis fiom Hazaieebagh enteied that Peigunnah 
which lies south of the Soane The passage of the Ralnnd they efieetecl 
with the aid of the Rajah of Smgiowlee , and aftei doing all the injuiy m 
their powei to the coal mines at Kotali, matched with a similai mtentibn to 
those m Rewah, but a using of the countiy people pi evented such wanton mis- 
chief Noi did Room. Smgli lnmself meet a more hospitable leception m 
that little principality , for when (Sop tembei 8th) on Ins plundeimg match 
through Mirzapooi he mounted the Rewali Ghats, lie was forced to make a has- 
ty letreat, and continuing his match along the Deccan Road, quitted the con- 
fines of Mnzapooi 

61 I have now leached a point of time when it becomes an easy task 
to close ni} 14 iriative, as fai as Donates itself is concerned Fiom this date 
tlieie is nothing to lelate Months altei this date one event occurred, to which 
I shall have occasion to refei , meanwhile there was less to maik the flight 
of time even than m common yeais Bennies assumed the appeaiance of a vast 
Miht.li y stoiehouse, and the chief thought of all who dwelt tlieie was the 
numbei ot Euiopeans who each day ainved, the haste with which they were 
ionvaided, and the best means of collecting at this point the gieat stoies of 
corn and coinage so urgently needed by the Army in the west 

62 Thus my task now centies on the tluee Zillalis of Azimgiuh, 
.Tounpooi, andMn/apooi This history of the thud I have already biought 
up to the beginning of September , the history of the second only recom- 
mences horn that date and as the fiist was le-occupied a few days soonei, 
1 will piocced to tell ol events m that Distnet from July 2Sth Then all was 
confusion The old matenal foi a committee of safety no longer existed, as 
the I4,i/u and Scushtehdai had gone to Gliazeepooi noth oi soon after the 
Euiopeau Olhceis The Police, save at ISTagia and Mohomdabad, left their 
posts, and soon aftei the limned advance of the Sigowlee mutmeeis had 
taken them beyond the limits of the Distnet, the Pulwais undei Pntheepal 
Smgli came down m gieat foice on the City Heie they levied a conti lbution. 
of Rs 10,000, and lemamed fiom the 9tli to the 25tli August, when the 
amval of the Goiuckpoor Officeis with Colonel Wroughton, and the Gooildias 
neai the eastern end of the City, caused the Pulwais to seek safety m flight 
Dunng all this time the Tkannah and Tuhseel business at 14a gi a and 
Mohomdabad was most cieditably conducted by the native Officeis of those 
places, but then example was not imitated at any otliei post 

63 The Gooildias then ai rived m Azimguili m August 26tli, and on 
Septembei 3id, the Judge and Magistiate of Azimguili joined them with 
Messrs Yenables and Legge The southern and eastern paits of the Distnet 
speedily settled down , the noithein and western demanded moie active 
measures And indeed though Moozuffur Jehan and his Rajcoomais lemam- 
ed quiet at Maliool, the Pulwars of Atiowlia had no idea of patiently awxut- 
mg attack Accoidmgly, after hoveimg about foi some days, then leader, 
Bamee Madlio, announced on Septembei 1 5th Ins encampment with a large 
foice at Mundonee, but nine miles from the station, by flung a salute 

64 This insolence was not long unpunished , for on the 20th, Mr 
Yenables with a laigo force of Gooildias, under Captain Boileau, suipused and

ing aimed that Mi Lind uiged linn to letuin He at once complied, and 
on Octobei 15th again the foicc maiched towaid the Ondli fiontiei Some 
lebels ol little note had been attacking the fiontiei police stations, and the 
countiy was wnolly disoiganized , but the most tin eatcnuig new.-, was that the 
Nazim, Melidee Ilus-mn, had collected some 3000 men neat Sultanpooi, and 
was meditating an attack on Jounpoor 

72 Encamping at Singia Mow' on Octobei 19th, the aimy was met by 
the intelligence lh.it Husxun Yai, the Chtikladai, had invaded the District 
with some 1300 men, (of whom 000 weie new levies and the lest matchlock- 
men) and was then one imped some foul miles off at Koodhooa, m the hope 
of co ere mg Dec wan Runjeet Smgli of that pi ice Oideis weie at once gi\en 
ioi an attack, but Eundheei Smgh ofSingia Mow had assembled a laige foice

73. On the m°rch to Singia 2 low many sepoys going on leave had 
been seen, and among the slain at ICoodhooa weie some of these veiy men. 
Of then willingness fo co-opciatewith the lebelstben tlieie could be no doubt; 
and as it was wellhnown that the lebcl Nazim was doing Ins utmost to tally 
lus ioices, Mi land consuleied it lieccssaiy to hasten in peison the ad\ance 
of Colonel Lon gden’s force fiom Jounpooi Seal cel}' had Ml Lind left the 
tamp when new', amved that the lcliels wue collecting m gieat foice beyond 
Chanda, then vinginul holding that fort Fmfchei delay was deemed un- 
inlnsib’e and eail> on the moi ung of the 10th, 1,100 Gooikhas and tw'o guns, 
moved out ngunstthem.

the MCtoi v was not dcailv pmchased. the enemy had sufioied heavil}, had lost 
their chief leadeis and then guns twelve men killed, and fifty-nine Wounded, 
was all the puce the uctois had to pa}. 

71 This peuod at Mnzapoor had been less eventful Lieutenant 
Bud ley, who had e\acuated Gopaegunge when the Dmnpooi mutmeeis enter- 
ed the Distuct, i chimed aftei a single night’s absence , and caily m Uepfcem- 
bci,when Ivooui Smgh v as mai clung down the Deccan Hoad, the puts of 
Allahabad and Mn/apooi, on the ldtbank of tlie Ganges, weie entiusted to 
Mi. Mavno, late Magisliate of Banda This appointment, though unprece- 
dented, was lendeied necessaiy by the position of affaus, the eneigy of Mr. 
Elliott, an unpassed Civilian, wlio had been posted at Gopeegunge, and 
indeed was not unnoted, could ill make up for Ins want of expenence, and 
the ovei talked Magistiates of Allahabad and Mnzapooi weie thus iehe\ed 
fiom a pait of their charge, which was veiy tioublesome fiom the restlessness 
of its inhabitants, and veiy nnpoitant fiom being tiat eised thiough its 
whole length by the Gieat Tiunk Boad 

73 The Dmapoor mutineers, after leaving Mirzapoor, threatened Na- 
gode On their nearei appioach, Majoi Hampton (on Septi 15th) dcstioyed 
the Magazine, and sent theLidies aw r ay Next day the legiment (30th N I) 
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mutinied, but without violence, .and 210 of the men accompanied then OfTPcis

(Ijy jVh Elliott) with some Sikhs and the Benares Police le\ \ , on two noto- 
rious Milages m the north-west of the District, was complete!) successful 
Some slight mo\cments of the Madrassees overawed the re-tless spuits ot 
Bewail, and on Octobei 27 th the Madias tioops were lecalled Still compa- 
ratively peaceful was the state ot allairs, it was thought moic prudent to send

77 But little space is now required m ordei to hi mg up the history

78 . The newly lccovered authority ovei the whole of A/imgurh (of

sension was to cause them to assemble again moie rapidly Eoostum Sail 
was compelled to join the lebel force , but all the effoits of the Rajpoot Chiefs 
could not stir the cowaidly natuie of tlie Nazim to a speedy attack 

82 On November 22nd Colonel Longden returned fiom destioymg 
Atrowlia, and tlie whole army maiched out to Smgra Mow Heie all soits 
of rumouis leached them , an official fiom Uldemow was m the lebels’ camp , 
an attack was to be made in foice at night , an attack was to be made m two 
columns by day, Moo'/uffui Jehan, Mullik Mehndee Buksh, and evei\ r other 
rebel of note was lending Ins aid to the Nazim At all events the Rebel aimy 
(which bad mcieased fiom 10,000 on November 22nd, to 16,000 on Novem- 
ber 2Sth) now began to advance cautiously, and the English army, alter the 
question bad been fully debated m a Council of Wai, retired on Jounpooi The 
budmaslies at once flocked togetliei the fiontiei Police weie duvenm, the 
Rajpoot levies weie able to do but little against dacoits whose leadeis weie m 
the service of the chief Rebels Still Pundit Kislien Naiam did good sei vice 
m tlie north in checking the piogiess of the enemy, till on December 24th 
Muckdoom Buksli (Agent of Iiadut Jehan) attacked him with a laige foice at 
Tighra The tieasuie and the records had pieviouslj been lemoved fiom the 
Tuhseeldaiee , and the Pundit, after resisting bravely foi some days, was 
obliged to letieat by night to Jounpoor 

S3. On January 4th news was brought that part of a large body of 
lebels, v ho had collected near the fiontiei of Oudh, weie tlneatening the 
newly le-establislied Thannali of Badlapoor, ever a favouiite point of attack 
with the rebels of Oudh as being the furthest outpost of the English powei 
As Geneial Fiauks was now planning a simultaneous advance fiom three 
points into Oudh, no aid was to lie got fiom him, but the lebels weie tho- 
roughly kept m check by Rajah Moheshnarain and his levies, and no fur- 
thei occasion foi Military support occui red till after General Pranks’ fin.il 
depaituie fiom the Jounpoor chstiict on February 19th 

84 A few days befoie this last date an event occuired m Benares, which 
regimes a brief recoid m this Repoit Twenty-six sepoys, undei sentence of 
transportation foi life, were confined m the Benares Jail, and undei the’plessure 
of cn cum stances weie employed m grinding corn On Febiuary 8tli, two of 
them baling taken the giound corn to the storehouse, seized one a sword, 
tlie othei a lattee, which had been lying tlieie fox many yeais Thus aimed, 
they maiched past tlie sentries into the outer court, hut, having cut down the 
Jemadai who tiled to seize them, ran back to their comrades The whole 
twenty-six now lushed out with tlnee othei pnsoneis, and made then escape 
Tlie Euiopcans and Sowais weie now summoned, and search and puisuit was 
earned on so ngoiously and successfully, that all tlie sepoys, and one of the 
otlici iun-auays weie captuied and shot, oi banged, the same night oi tlie next 
morning. Apathetic and cowaidlj as Natives m geneial tue, yet m this m- 
-stance, the Jail gu.nd of Benaies showed these noble qualities so eminently, 
that it is haid not to suspect on then part that fellow-feeling foi the cxinnnals 
which is said to make ns ivondious kind 

81 The little band of lebels wdio bad fiom time to time been tiaversmg 
the Mnzapooi distinct, met neithei lesirtance noi aid fiom the people The 
supplies which weie necessaiy loi then support, the valuables winch excited 
then cupidity, the lioi ses which could facilitate then maicli, they ever took 
without sci uple , hut they were guilty of no wanton destruction of private 
piopeity, though all Government pioperty and Schools w r ere fair game 

86 On Decembei 16th„a Thannahdai and Jemadar were muideied at 
Marw ar, a i lllage on the bordeis oi llew «h Though he seem? to have proi oked 
his fate, it was necessaiy to make an example of the cnmmals The muideiers 
themsehes had esciped into Rewali, but a lieaiy fine w r as levied on the ullage 
before the Magistrate left it to proceed to Bijeygurh 
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37 The condition of king Porgunna.li lequues a brief ictiospect The 
Email of Bijeyguih, Chief of a family of Chandel Rajpoots long seated m 
that District, died, leaving a Ranee and a daughter The lattei vms hetiothed 
to a brothei of the Rajah of Kuntit , and when m October 1857, a portion 
of the propei ty had been tiansfcued to this child, the niamage was com* 
pleted Luchmun Smgh, the neaiest male hen of the deceased Rajah, who 
had unsuccessfully contested, fust, the succession to the Raj, and then the 
division of the piopeity, looked with no favoiu on the intei feicnce of his new 
lelative m the Peigunnali Accoidmgly he called to Ins aid some mutineers 
f 10 m Shahobad, proclaimed himself Rajah, and began collecting icvenue , the 
Tuhseeldai, going to summon lum to Mnrapooi, was obliged to fly foi Ins 
life , but when the Magistrate appioachcd, the mutmeeis with about a hun- 
dred otliei s letued to a jungle near ltohtasgmh. At dawn on January 9th, 
aftei a long night match, Mr Tucker attacked them m then letieat with 
complete success seveial iveie killed, seveial moie captoied and hanged at 
Benaies , consideiable booty tecoveied, and the lemamdei of the mutmeeis 
driven across the Soane 

88 Then Chandel leadeis, howevei, had escaped into Reivah, and again 
with the help of a Rajah, of then own caste, made an inclusion into the 
Teuitory of then successful aval Again Mi Tuclrei came out against them, 
and having dnven them hack into Eewah moved to Guhunvar, the foit of the 
Rajah of Singiowlee This noble was at tins time at Ins Rewali lesidence, 
■wlnther he suffeied no messengei to come, and Ins piofessions of loyalty 
w r eie rather belied by the lepoits constantly leceived ol the ivailike p.ep il- 
lations m winch he was engaged, of the fortifications of Ins house, and of Ins 
inteicourse wnth the lebels of peigunnali Bijeygurli 

69 So leaving the fort of Bijeyguih m the chaige of the seivants of 
the Rajah of Benaies, Mi Tuckei letumed to Mnzapooi, to quit it again after 
no long interval foi a Commissioneislnp in Oudli Mi Mayne also left to le- 
sume his charge at Banda, so that the Distuct was left m its fonnei state The 
departure of the 47th N I foi China, leaving belund m their lines amis never 
issued to them by Government, and the buef laid of Joodhjm Smgh on the 
noith-westein portion of the JDistucfc, are the only otliei events I have to 
lecoid. 


90 My task diaws to a close Of Gciuckpooi I have said nothing ; its 
history employs the able hand of its own Commissionex The eients m 
this Division up to the final lestoiation of peace may employ some otliei pen, 
■after no long period I lvould hope meanwhile I have told as buefly a-, 
might he, of the eaily days of the mutiny, and I have earned on my tale, for 
Benaies and Mirzapoor to the middle of the piesent yeai, foi the peace of 
these Distiicts seems foi the piesent established I have told of Jounpoor up 
to the time when its great gauison maiched out to othei fields and othei vic- 
tones, leaving it (not indeed at peace hut) untiouhled by foes fiom without , 
But of Azimguih and G-lia/eepooi what is theie not left to tell ? At the end 
of 1857, they weie lesting m full assuiance of peace to he awakened suddenly 
to an anaichy moie lasting and moie tiymg than m the gloomy months 
which had passed away , an anarchy winch seems no neaier ail end than it 
did when it had just begun 

Thus I commenced the history of this Division, from those dajs an 
1S57 when stations though ‘going’ wane not yet ‘gone* I hung it to a" close 
when four acts of that great Diama ‘The Rebellion in India’ have been played 
out, and the fifth, ‘The Eetnbution’ may speedily conclude with the punish- 
ment of the guilty head, and the pardon of the emng hands 
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I\ commencing (willingly enough) a supplement to the Narrative I have 
already prepaied, I must remark that my task, though apparently of much 
less magnitude, is really no less laborious Before, I bad furnished to me 
fiom each district a separate narrative, carefully arranged, compiled fiom the 
best authonties, and illustrated by any subsequent information the passing 
months had brought to light , now I have merely disjointed -weekly notices, 
undigested and uncorrected Nor is it the least of any difficulties that I 
must piepaie this paper in a space of time barely sufficing for a careful peiu- 
■sal of the reports I have to condense Little pretensions as my former Nar- 
rative had to any grace of style, the present one will have even less , and I 
shall have done my work well if the Reader do not find any important event 
misstated 01 omitted Nor can I leave unnoticed the fact (and it adds much 
to the difficulties under which I laboui) that more than one important paper 
is alluded to (in the notes I have at hand) as submitted in original to Go- 
vernment, and not returned 

But to proceed To the history of Mirzapoor and Benares, I have no 
more to add A few lines in their proper place will tell all there is lei t to 
tell of the history of Jounpoor , and my work is mainly confined to the un- 
satisfactory annals of Azimgurli and Ghazeepoor, — annals winch tell rather of 
a flame dying out, than of a flame extinguished 

The beginning of the year, then found Mr Brereton, Magistrate of 
Ghazeepoor, m dung Bahadooi’s camp, threatening the rebel force in Goiuck- 
poor The speedy flight of the Nazim from that station, and the consequent 
abandonment by the rebels of several posts they had hitherto held, relieved 
Azimgurli for the moment of any pressure from that quarter, but befoie the 
end of the month the steps taken to facilitate the advance of our foices into 
Oudh, and the steps taken by the rebels to oppose this advance, had had the 
singular effect of leaving the marches of Azimgurh threatened by strong bo- 
dies of lebels, and unprotected by any British foice In the face of this more 
piessing danger, the descent of the vassals of Ooddiaise Singh and Mozuffer 
Jehan on their old lands excited no attention Sunday brought a rumour that 
Mehndee Hussun, the would-be Nazim of Jounpoor, would gather m Azim- 
gurh the laurel he had not dared to seek at home On Tuesday it was 
Mahummud Hussun would try whether the open field were more favourable 
to his genius than the earthworks of Goruckpoor Wednesday again came 
news that Man Singh was coming down to sweep Azimgurh into the Ganges 
On Friday Man Singh had preferred the less daring task of defending 
the passage of the Gogra against the Goorkhas fiom the east and Sunday 
at last dawned with the soothing news that, though in veiy truth Man Singh 
had come to Fyzabad, it was not to oppose oui Nepalese allies, but to find 
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advance on the village of Burragaon 'without waiting for a siege ti am It was 
found empty, and the victorious General, having destroyed the houses of those 
who had been chiefs m the revolt, inarched back to Gliazeepoor. 

Azimgurh, meanwlnle, continued much disturbed Seriously threatened, 
as it was’ time after time, from Tanda , eonteimmous to a very large extent with 
Goruckpoor, which contained more rebels than faithful subjects, tiaversed 
night alter night by larger or smaller parties of sepoys flying from Oudli to 
then new rallying point m Sliahabad , that the district should remain peace- 
ful or in good older, was not to be expected Twice did Purgun Singh suc- 
cessfully attack the Tbannah of Maharajgunge, and it was only after a long 
and bald fight that he retired from the Tehseeldaiee of Koelsa But mat- 
ters were still worse when the sepoys, driven from their refuge at Jugdees- 
poor, were flying back to their old haunts in Oudli A fourth plundering of ‘ 
Mahaiajgunge, a thud attack on the Tehseeldaiee of Koelsa, and the mur- 
der of the Tliannahdar of Bhurowhe, aie baldly events we should expect to 
see recorded as having happened m so cential a distnct twelve months after 
the mutiny broke out, and four months after the great focus of disaffection 
had fallen again into oiu’ hands <

> Gliazeepoor faired much worse Azimgurh was hut a distnct to fly 
through , Ghazeepooi a district to plunder Eveiy building south of the 
Ganges, \fdnch belonged either to Government or to any Euiopean, was plun- 
dered and burnt, eveiy-person who had served either was tortured and mui- 
dered Then they crossed to the northern bank, and the Teliseeldaree of 
Sydpoor on the Benaies road was soon the only post unabandoned and undes- 
tioyed Colonel Cumbeilege and his force were unable to offei any effectual 
check A threatened attack on Sj'dpoor m the end of June was prevented by 
a foice sent fiom Benares, and the lebels duven northward Still little .was 
gained by a momentary dispersal of the mutifieeis The sepoys themselves 
weie residents of the district, wlierevei they went they found followers 
ready to then hand, who disappeared again the moment their leadeis moved 
an ay The ciuelties inflicted on the police who fell into the hands of the 
lebels bad thoroughly cowed a body never oveibrave In short, no language 
1 can descube too stiongly the nttei disoigamzation of tlie whole distnct at 
the end of June 

Early m July Mi Bax the Magistiate marched out to Bulliah The 
lebels had. bioken down a budge on the road, hut did not ventuie to contest 
tlie advance Bulliah too was found empty, and Mi Probyn was left tlieie 
with a gamson of Sikhs, soon dividing hi s troops he matched towards the 
confluence of the Ganges and Gogia The lebels, coming' down m great 
foice, besieged the little paity at Blijieeali, hut finding themselves no neaier 
success aftei a siege of seveial days had muiched off to suipnse Bulliah, when 
Bngadier Douglas’s advance laiscd the siege and diove the lebels noithwaid 
And as Major Havelock’s lapid advance diove the lebels foi a time out of the 
/ill ah, the Cis-gangetic pergunnalis gradually settled down , hut on the southern 
hank the Telis,eeldaiee of Zamamah was the only post left m oui hands 
Meanwhile ft c up to August 14tli) Azimgurh ivas toleiably tianqinl Pui- 
gun Singh still kept lioveimg about the noitliern poition fiontiei, and vdien 
the Sikhs marched fiom Nugra to raise the siege of Bhyreah, the Teliseel- 
darec of Koilsa was again abandoned A week latei, a paity of rebels match- 
ed to Nugia, and thieatened the peace of Ghazeepoor Finding themselves 
powerless, they doubled back to Gliosee, and fled into Gonickpoor (the only 
path left open to them) just as the remnants of Sidlia Singh’s party managed 
to escape obseivation and fly into Sliahabad 

Henceforth the history of 'Azimgurh is peifectly eventless. Tlie noi- 
thern fronter, constantly threatened, was never actually mossed, and the 
advance of Colonel Kelly, in the middle of Octobei, relieved it e\en fiom the 
appieheusion of dangei Kor is the lustoiy of Ghazeepoor much moie inter- 
esting Bulliah still unsettled, the Trans-gungetic pergunnalis still m levolt, 
the steamer JBencne s doing good seivice, is the sum ol every weekly report up

2 It has been compiled fiorn an official Nanative or lather Journal by 
the foimei Magistrate, Mr Pateison, kept up to the 30tli June 1857, liom a 
memorandum ot events extending over the same period drawn up at the time 
by Mi Wynyard, the Judge, and from a histoiy of events subsequent to the 
above date, hunished by the piesent Officiating Collector, Mr Bird, and from 
■wliat my peisonal knoAvledge has enabled me to add These authorities have 
been much abndged by me/foi many cncumstances, which had importance 
at the time possess too little interest now to deseive to be placed on record 

3 The Chief Euiopean Civil and Mditaiy authorities at Goruckpore, 
uken the mutinies began at Meerut and Delhie Avere 

Mi W Wynyard, Judge 
Mr W Paterson, Magistrate 
Mr F Bnd, Joint Magistiate 

'^Captain Steel, Commanding detachment 17th N I The troops consisted 
ofCompames 17tli N I^Resalas 12th Iiregular Cavahy 

4 Mr Wynyaid early assumed the poAvers of a Commissioner, that the 
Magistrate might be enabled to act Avitli piomptitude, and this proceeding on 
his pait ivas approved by the Commissioner Mi Tucker 
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5 It appeal's that up to the 25tli May, the distnot remained tranquil, 
and the only cause of anxiety aiose horn the conduct of the 17th 3ST I at 
Azimguih, of which coips many men had refused to take the old cartridge 
The authorities of this station being desuous of getting nd of as many of the 
Sepoys as possible, decided on sending off the suiplus ti ensure (that was 
aheady undei oideis foi lenuttance,) with an escort of 125 men of the 17th 
]ST I to Azimguih It left on the 29tli and leached safely 

0 By the end of the month seveial piecautionary measures had been 
taken The Jail guaid and distuct police weie stiengthened, and the Govern- 
ment pioclamations on the mutinies weie widely distnbuted 

7 At this time the ill-affected and turbulent began to commit acts of 
violence The /ennndais of the notonous village oi Pjnah plundcied boats 
on the Gogia, and the Nuihuipoie Bn pill’s folloveis dio\e the police from the 
Buihul Ghat station, and hbeiated a gaug oi 50 pnsoneis working theie 
They also took possession oi the Feny, and stopped the A/amguih post 

8 On the 5th m lived the news of the head quarteis 17th N I having 
mutinied at Azimguih, seized the tieasuie, and burnt the station The Civil 
and Militaiy authoiities immediately assembled andhaiangued the troops atthis 
station Those who washed it were ofleied then discliaigc, hut all i el used, and 
expressed then leadmess to die for the Government 

9 Fiom this date to the 15th all communication ceased with Benaies 
and the Noitli Western Piovinces 

10 On the 7tli the convicts made a desperate effort to break out of 
Jail, but weie lepulsed by a volley fiom the Jail guaid, which diopped 20 of 
them 


11 On the 8tli a decided attempt was made by the Infantiy to seize 
the tieasure The Soobadar gfi the treasuiy guaid, on pietence of being 
afiaid of the zemmdaiee levies, called out foi the piotection of the station 
segt, without intimation, to Captain Steel, to the Imes, for a remfoicement 
The Sepoys got undei aims, then diums beating the advance, when Mr Wyn- 
yaid, who had been foiewarned, ai rived on the scene with the Inegular Cavalry, 
whose film attitude oveiawed the Sepo) s, and made them abandon their 
design 

12 On the 9th a cunningly devised scheme w r as frustiated The Soo- 
badai of the tieasuiy guaid denounced a Mohuirn of the Judge’s Couit as 
having pioposed to him to lelease the pnsoneis But the'’ authorities saw 
this was a device to enable the Moliunn to get access to the pnsoneis and 
airange another outhieak, which, aided by the Sepoys, should be moie success- 
ful than the last He reckoned on being sent to Jail, and as certainty on a 
speedy lelease, but he was disappointed, foi he was confined in a separate 
building The authorities, howevei, did not feel stiong enough then to dis- 
pose of him as he descived I have nevei doubted the denunciation of spies, 
wdnch, with the Sepoys m Oudli, invariably preceded bieaking out into 
mutiny, was a device to tlnow dust m oui eyes, which too often succeeded 

13 On the 10th six European officers, who had escaped fiom Fjzabad, 
weie inhumanly muideied by the Maliomedan population of Mahooa Daber, 
a village m the Nuggui pergunnali the village was subsequently burnt to 
the giound by Mi Peppe, Deputy Magisti ate, and a party of the 1 3th In egular 
Cavalry, at the same time Colonel Lennox and family, fugitives fiom the same 
place, weie slielteied, and piobabty saved from destiuction, by Mahomed Hus- 
sun, the same who afteiwaids set himself up as lulei of this distnct Two 
Patiols near Amoilia weie also saved by Muza Ah Hussun, who has since 
gone into open lebellion against us 

14 A small detachment of the 17th Native Infantiy at Bustee plun- 
deicd the Opium tieasuiy there, and went off without miming the Euiopean 
lesidents 
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15 About tins time it was m coutemplation to send Mi Bn d, Joint 
Mag is ti ate, to lecover i&o- Azunghui, wlneli was repiesented to be peifectly 
fiee fiom. distuibances, and the population anxious foi the return of the Bn- 
tish officeis, but tbe plan was dropped, owing to mcieasmg disoidei m this 
distiict 

16 On tbe 19th Captain Boileau and foui othei officeis, who had 
escaped from Gouda and Secioia, in Oudh, and passed a few days at Bansee, 
oinved at Goiuckpoie, and next day pioceeded to Ghazeepoie with the ladies 
of this station, under an escort of sowais and matchlockmen furnished by 
the Bansee Bajali 

17 About this time Martial law was proclaimed thioughout the dis- 
tinct, and seveial European gentlemen engaged m commeice weie made 
Deputy Magistrates two Bohce battalions of 360 men each weie oideied to be 
laised On the 30th 200 Goorklias from Palpa, m the Nepaul Teiaee, amved 
at the station 

18 The noitliern and western pergunnahs weie at this time utterly 
disoiganised The Gyafum Rajpoots, undei the instigation, and some times 
under the peisonal command of the Rajah of Nuggui, eveiywheie lose and 
dispossessed the present propnetois of all the lands tiadition assigned to their 
lace Most of the Amoiha zemmdais openly defied the Government officials, 
and pioclaimed that oui rule had given place to the “Nawabee,” whde the 
Rajpoots of Pynah and the neighbouring villages, by then pmacies, closed the 
navigation of the Gogia At the same time it was known that fiequent 
meetings weie being held by the Rajahs of Nuihurpoie, Nuggui, Sutfassee, 
and the Baboos of Pandepai and others, m which it had been decided to 
obtain assistance fiom Oudh 

19 On the 26th news reached of the rnurdei of Majoi Holmes, by men 
of Ins Regiment at Segowlee, and feaiful of the effect this might have on the 
men of that coips heie, Colonel Wroughton, wlio was witlnn three maiches of 
the station with six Regiments of Gooikhas, was requested to send one Regiment 
on by foiced maich, which he did at once 

20 On the 29th he entered the station with the remaining Regiments, 
and it was at once decided to disaim the remnant of the 17th Native Infantry, 
which was quietly effected on the 1st August The Senior Ressaldar of the 
12th Iiregulais, Mahomed Bux, who had accompanied Captain Wiougliton 
fiom Segowlee, u^deitook, with the men on whom he could rely^ mostly Pun- 
jaubbee Mussulman, to disaim the suspected poition of his corps, depiecatmg 
the mteifeience of the Gooikhas He was allowed to have Ins way, and but 
foi an unfoieseen accident would have succeeded Fifty men lode off on their 
horses, but weie puisued by the loyal poition undei the Ressaldai and Adju- 
tant, who killed eight, besides wounding moie the heavy jungle that lies close 
to the station alone saved the mutineers fiom severei loss The conduct 
of the Ressaldai was beyond all piaise 

21. The tioopsfiom Segowlee, affcei muideung Majoi Holmes, maiched 
by Seleimpooi , wlieie they plundeied and burnt the house of the Opium Agent, 
and attempted to cany oft the tieasuie, but weie pi evented by the guaid of 
fouiteen men of the 17tli Native Infantiy, who bi ought it into the station 

22 Notwithstanding the amval of the Gooikha troops, disoidei spiead 
rapidly tlnough the district On the 10tli the Teliseel of Iflmleelabad was 
plundeied by lebels of this distiict, assisted by a paity from Oudh, and on the 
same day the Baboo of Bulcia expelled the Police from that Thanna, a cnme 
which lie has since expiated on the gallows The Teliseel of Captamgunge 
snnilaily fell on the 12th into the hands of the lebels, among whom, Maho- 
med Hussun, made his appearance foi the fix st time On this occasion forty 
tioopeis of the 12tli Inegulai Caialiy, who had been sent foi the piotection 
of the Teliseel, vent ovei to the lebels 

23 The Gooikha officers were most aveise to detaching any poition of 
then tioops into the mteiioi of the distiict, and pleaded the necessity for 
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o-nin" them lcposc after their long ami haiassmg march, general!) ancle deep 
Hi mud and watei fiom Segowlce And in tiutli their sufknngs had hecn 
o-ieat Choleia, of which 150 died, having accompanied their camp the whole 
way, and gieat numbeis besides being piostrated with fc\ei The Coininandor 
publicly stated that his force was 1 educed to the strength oi lour ellective 
Regiments 

21 The msui gents in the distuct and fioin Ondh weie w-11 awaie of 
this state of things, and theicfore the piescncc of so con-idnable a bod) of 
tioops at the Suddci station tailed to check them at all Besides they stood 
in no gieat awe of the Gooikhas 

23 The icasons that led the Cnil antlionties to decide on cuncunting 
the distinct lane been gnen at length It will be sufhcient to sat, that they 
declined to remain with Ic*^ than tom Regiments, and the instructions of the 
officei in political cliaige of these tioops did not warrant Ins Jeaung more 
than tw o 

20 The Europeans residing in the interior hn\ mg been prc\ lonsly sum- 
moned into tl\c station, the entire Gooikha force marched out on the 13th, 
taking the tieasuie siv lacs with it, and encamped on the road to Anmghur, 
all the European and some Hatne oflicials accompan)ing 

27 By a lcsolution come to on that day, the management of the district 

itninii of s„un.«co, was entrusted to a Committee ot live Rajahs, 

.iitto Gopniiwc, noted in the maigiu, of whom the Rajah of 

a!t!o TumEr* Gopalpore alone attended m per-on Mi Bird, 

ditto iiomet the Joint Magistrate, howoier remained 

behind, hoping by the aid of the well affected /eunndars to preserve the dis- 
trict for Go\ eminent, winch every one loresaw was a a am hope 

2S The prisoners were liberated from Tail on the 15th, agreeable to a 
pievious resolution of the authorities On the same day the Teh^cel of Mun 
sooigunge was plundered b) a party of rebels, and scicral I ha anas fell at the 
game time 

29 The insurgents under command of Mahomed Hussnn, followed the 
Gooikha army on the load to A/nugliur, and at da) break on tlie 18th, attacked 
it while encamped at Gugha, about 10 miles fiom the Gogra The Goorkhas 
.is soon as they could he formed up charged the enemy, and soon put them to 
flight, with a loss ot at least 200 killed Moliumed llussim’s palanquin was 
captuied on tins occasion 

30 After this the Goorkha army continued its march unmolested, and 
on the 22nd had ciossed the Gogra into A/imghur 

31 Mr Bird soon found liow little dependence was to be placed on the 
men whom he had most relied on to suppoit him, for of the whole Toman or 
Jail guard, a disciplined body of 150 men, onl) 17 would accompam him to 
bieak down a budge of boats two miles fiom the station, over a branch of the 
Raptee, by which the lebels must cross 

32 The helplessness of the Rajah of Gopalpore soon became apparent 
also He fust attempted to enlist Ins relatives of the Nuggnr family on the 
side of oi dei, but failing, and meeting with no suppoit m any quarter, left the 
station foi lus lesidence at Gopalpoic He wished to take the ti ensure and 
Mi Bird with him, but both these propositions weie rejected by Mr Bird, 
unwisely, as I think, foi it was plain he could not hold out many dajs, and 
it w r as the only way of sai mg the ti ensure fiom falling into the hands of the 
rebels Idw r elltlie moie on this point, because I have always blamed the Rajah 
ioi not taking away the treasuie to Gopalpoic, and thus pieseivmg it foi the 
Government But now Mi Bud has openly stated m Insnanatne that he 
alone piei ented this being done 

33 ^ It must be observed that none of tlie other members of tile com- 
mittee of Rajahs lepaued to tlie station or entered upon the duties entrusted 
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to tliem The Committee m slioit nevei had piactical effect The Rajali of 
Suttassee has since pioved an active iebel, and was then known to he deep m 
lehel counsels, hut it was thought safei to admit him than to exclude him 

34 Aftei the departuie of the Rajali of Gopalpoie, Mi Bird did not long 
enjoy even the semblance of authority The leading lebels at Goruckpoie 
insulted him with offeis of piotection, and of then good offices with Mahomed 
Hussun, while the Nuggui Rajah’s uncle placed a guaid ovei his house On 
the 20th Mahomed Hussun amved at the otliei hank of the Raptee , opposite 
the city, and was welcomed by the Agent of the Rajah of Suttassee and the 
leading Maliomedan inhabitants The Jail guaid also joined him m a body 
Mi Bud saw it was time to consult Ins own safety, and on the same day 

* letned into the forest to a distance of five miles On the following day 
Mahomed Hussun made his public entiy into the station 

35 Mr Bud lemained in his letreat the whole of the 22nd, when re- 
ceiving mfoimation that Mahomed Hussun had set a rewaid of 5,000 Rupees 
on Ins head, he set out foi Mootiharee, winch he leached in safety 

36 The fust act of Mahomed Hussun after his assumption of power 
was to oi dei all Government employees to entei Ins sei vices on pain of punish- 
ment Hone of the Deputy Collectois and only one Tehseeldar obeyed, but 
seveial Tliannadais accepted lum as their mastei He maintained the exist- 
ing fiscal and criminal jurisdictions to the gieat disgust of many of Ins par- 
tizans among the landholders, who objected that Thannadars weie unknown 
undei the “ Nawabee” as the distuet had become The decrees of the Civil 
Couit weie even executed on payment of halt the amount adjudged 

37 The records were pieserved, though Ins disoiderly soldieiy stnpped 
off the cloth bundles and bindings of books foi then own uses Pi om these 
documents, and the Canongoes who mostly joined him, he obtained full in- 
formation of the demand due fiom each landholder 

38 The gieat piopuetors who eaily made then submission to him m 
person received diesses of lionoi, salutes of guns, and weie permitted to exercise 
full Civil and Criminal autlionty within the limits of then lespective estates, 
oi what they claimed as such foi obsolete titles, weie levived In leturn they 
furnished contingents to Ins Army The chief among these weie the Rajahs 
of Suttassee, Nuggui, Nuiliuipoie, Builiyapore, Nichloul, Shahpore, the Ba- 
boos of Tigia, Pandepar, Khudowlee The wealthy Mahomedan families of 
the town natuially weie among the first to welcome him, and fiom them his 
officials weie mostly selected Theie was a Judge, a Collector, and Naib 
Nazim, Moosliuriuf Khan, who perhaps enjoyed moie real power than 
Mahomed Hussun himself 

39 Most of the Bungalows weie set on file, but none of the masoniy 
houses weie injured, except the one occupied by Mi Bud, which was destroyed 
by particular oideis Mahomed Hussun seems to have at first thought Ins 
power permanently established at least he never imagined it would be dis- 
turbed by us 

40 Large sums of money weie extoitedby violence or thieats of it from 
the Merchants and Bankeis of the city, and the female members of many 
families were dislionoied by Ins lawless and licentious soldieiy In the dis- 
trict those who had lost their estates tlnough the Agency of the Civil Courts, 
now ousted the purcliaseis and re-entered ftn possession great search was also 
made foi deeds and decrees The stiong pi eyed eveiywlieie on the weak 

41 The Rajah of Gopalpoie beat off a party of the lebel troops sent to 
demand levenue from him, but an overpowenng force being despatched 
against him, he was compelled to abandon his home and seek shelter m Azim- 
guih, wheie he lemamed horn Octobei up to the re-occupation of the distiict 

42 The Rajah of Bansee also lefused to lecognise the so-called Nazim’s 
authority, or give up the Government tieasure at the Tehseel, and on one 
occasion defeated a large lebel force sent to coeice lum, but on still moie 
formidable preparations being made to subdue him, and chscouiaged by the 
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faie of Iho Rajah of Gopalpoi <\ lie fell con«4 mined io submit and mrche a 
jobol Tohscpldin ill Bailee The R mee of Buslce field f.ist 1>) lioi illogiaiuc, 
and would not allow the lobcl Thannndni fo eniei liu town Rut being a 
woman and ncice ol Kooi Singh, gi eat latitude was peimitted liei 

43 The Rajah of Tumkhop, who also lemained I 03 .il, was too 1 emote 
to athaet immediate attention , hut the Rajah ol Mujhowlee m Suleimporc, at 
the south eastern extienuty ol the distuet, would most nwimlly have mic- 
emnbed bcfoic llmlvislnm Smgh, hi other oi Korn Singh, who with .100 sepojs 
and othei 1 abide bad entoied the (list iut at F>/.ilmd, and nd\ aneed close to 
Sulcnnpoie, with the mow piobahl} of ultimately making bis wn} to Amah, but 
that lie was saicd lay the airnal of the Sai.m Field Force under Colonel 
lion ci oft, at M}iwa 

4i Tins Foicc defeated ITuikislmn Sing, who had been lomforccd by a 
laigebodj of Sepo} s and lnegul.tis nmlci Mooshurruf Khan from (Jonukpore, 
and adianced tow aids Jim lint Simultaneous!} the Goorkha auny tmdci Maha- 
lajali Jnng Bahndoor ciossed the Gnnduk at Peepia, and mom! on Gomel, pore 
Them was a slight sknnnsh with the rebels on the banks ol that 11101 , another 
at Pipiaich, 11 miles iiom the station, which was occupied by the Goorklia 
arm}' on the Gth 

41 The lcbels attempted to make a stand in the foiest, hut were soon 
dm on tiom then position, and being qmckl} followed up through the town ol 
Goruckpore, man}' polished m attempting to cross the Raplee Mahomed 
Hussun and Ins principal ofliceis (led eatly in the morning, and made «uch 
speed, that by the evening they weie acioss the Gogta at Tandah 

40 With reference to the 7th para of the Goi eminent Circular, I can 
hut say that Mr Bud does not hung a single natnc officer to notice lie 
would, liowcvei, I am suie, name the JSTa/ii who scucd the Goi eminent with 
7 eal and devotion, and whom I lias c recommended for row aid With this 
exception, I know' of no one whose conduct calls lor commendation Most of 
the native officials, though they' lefused oJlice undoi the lehel Go\ eminent, 
continued to reside m the distuet But one Tchsceldar and one Katne Judge 
have been reinstated m their situations 

47 I have 111 lcply to another Cneulai dwelt on the loyalty and servi- 
ces of the Rajahs of Bansee and Gopalpoie, and the Banco ol Bus-tee, and recom- 
mended them for rewaids, which 111 the case oi the first named Bajah lias e been 
liberally accorded 

48 I should peihaps have mentioned eaihei that the Bajah of Gopalpoie 
endeavouied to foim a league of lo} al Bajahs against Mahomed llussiin, hut the 
scheme failed, from the apatli}* or timidit} oi most oi them AFo that lie 
gave shelter and assistance to several ladies and gentlemen escaping from 
Fyyabad I know of no other similar instances except the tw o noticed 111 my 
paia 13, which theie is no use revolting to now' 

49 The Bajah of Tumkhoe protected Government seivants, and now 
makes loud boasts of his loyalty and resistance to the rebel Government, on 
which subject he would do moie wisely to he silent, for though lie «e\ci went 
m peison, I can piove he sent his Agent with a petition to the usuiper 

50 The Bajah of Mujhowlee did tin oughout lefuse to recognise the rebel 
authority, and also piotected Government seivants, but Ins failure to attend 
as a membei of tlie Committee of Bajalis, to w-liom tlie distuet was made over, 
ivr'V ' 0 co "°b eia ^ e wuth the Bajah of Gopalpore in Ins scheme of expelling 

ahomed Hussun, shew' that Ins loyalty was not sufficiently stiong to induce 
Mm to run any risks

Sir, 

In furmslung the narrative called for in circular letter No 212, 
of 30tli April last, and adveited to again m your lettei No 971, of 28th Octo- 
ber, I would beg to bring to the notice of tne Government Noith Western 
Provinces, that I have already detailed at length the progiess of events attend- 
ing, and subsequent to, the late outbreak throughout Rajpootanah, including 
those of Ajmere and Neemuch, foi the mfoimation ot the Right Hon’ble 
the Governor General m Council As it would however appear that another 
such record, as far as relates to Ajmere and Neemuch, is also lequired, I have 
to express my legiet, that under a mistaken notion that it was simply for the 
information of the Supreme Government, I did not foiward to you a leport 
on those distucts at the same time I transmitted the narrative adverted to 
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2 Previous to tlio mutiny, the troops at Nusscciabad consisted of 
No. G Native Horse Field Battery, the 1 5th and 30th Bengal N I , and the 
1st Bombay Cavalry (Lancers) at Nccmuch, the 4th troop 1st brigade Bengal 
Native Horse Artillery, a wing of the 1st Bengal Cavalry, 72nd Bengal N I , 
and the 7th Infantry Gwahoi Contingent 

3 On receipt of the first intelligence of the outbreak at Meerut 
and Pelili, deeming that from the heinous atrocities there committed, no 
confidence could he placed m theBeng.il sepoys, I made a requisition on Deesa 
and Bombay for troops The period following was one of deep anxiety, as it 
was known the Nussccrabad troops wcio ripe lor revolt 

4 I will first proceed to detail events ns they' occurred m the Ajmcro 
district, occasionally extracting or condensing from the general leport I 
should heic intimate that I myself left Aboo on 1st June, armed at Beawr 
on 5th, and there received a letter from the Lieutenant Governor North 
"Western Provinces, appointing mo to command the troops in It.ypootanah, 
with the rank of Brigadier General, m addition to my o,vn duties I there 
found Colonel Dixon, Commissioner of Ajmere, m a'dymg state, and on his 
death, on 25th June, took upon myself the assumption of lus duties also 

5 The mutiny at Nnsseciahad commenced at 4 v m on the 28th May, 
by the Aitillery and Infantry sewing the guns The Cavalry, (1st Regiment 
Bombay Lancers,) whose conduct during the previous try ing and arduous threo 
weeks had been worthy of the highest praise, and had fully proved that, as a 
bodj% they did not sympathize with the mutineers, received orders to charge 
the guns This they did, with the loss of two Officers killed, and two wounded 
The charge being without effect, Brigadier Macan discreetly retired with all 
the Europeans, under cover of the Lancers, to Beawr Colonel Penny', com- 
manding that corps, died on the road from excitement and exhaustion 

G After destroying the cantonments, the mutineers, the next day, took 
the road to Dehli, vv hence, it is supposed, they had rcceiv ed an urgent sum-

June precipitated the mutiny, — it certainly prc\ entecl 
J ' an attack on Ajmere 

7 In the meantime, infoimation of the outbreak reached Ajmere on 
the night of the 2Sth May' Immediately' on lcceipt of this intelligence, Lieu- 
tenant Walter, Assistant Commissioner, with grent promptitude, despatched 
a messenger, calling on a large body of Mnrvmr troops stationed at Alhanawas, 
about 24 miles liom Ajmere, to resort there for its protection, — at the same 
time making a similar call on the Rajah of Kishcngurh Both requisitions were 
promptly responded to, and, on the 29th, troops from those places arrived, — 
all precautions, as fai as possible, hav mg been taken for the protection of 
the Arsenal and Treasury' 

’ 8 The rebels were pursued by a force of 1,000 of the Marwar troops, 

with Lieutenant Walter, Assistant Commissioner of Ajmere, and Lieutenant 
Heathcote, Deputy Assistant Quarter-Master General They could never how- 
evei be induced by those Oihcois to attack the mutineeis, which is perhaps 
hardly to be wondered at, when we consider that one w as a disciplined body', 
with guns, and the other but indifferently equipped, without guns, and also 
wanting the confidence vvluch discipline inspires 

- 9 I should not omit to mention, that previous to the outbreak, the (at 

any .rate) temporary safety of the Arsenal and Treasury at Ajmere had been 
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secured through the tact and energy of Lieutenant Carnell, then 2nd m com- 
mand of the Mhairwarali Local Battalion, who, being detached by Colonel 
Dixon with 100 men, made a forced march of 37 miles from Beawr to Ajmere, 
and ivith the assistance of a "company of the Mhairs at Ajmeie, relieved the 
company of the 15th Regiment N I on duty, before it had time to commu- 
nicate with its disaffected brethren at fSTusseerabad , — tins very company aftei* 
wards taking the most prominent part m the mutiny 

10 After the departure of the mutineers, the Bombay Lanceis returned 
to Nusseeiabad, subsequently followed by the detachment sent from Peesa 
For a shoit time it natuially resulted that the milages contiguous to Nussee- 
rabad, obeying their instincts, and natural love for plunder, took advantage of 
the general license generated by mutiny, and committed depredations m the 
station and bazar Order was however speedily restoied, and since then the 
entire district has continued undistuibed , nor otherwise affected by the mo- 
mentous crisis through which the country was then passing, — all has proceeded 
m the even tenor of its way The Thakoois generally behaved exceedingly 
well, and were piofuse mthen expiessions of attachment and wishes, that the 
mutinous soldiery might speedily be punished 

11, I have much pleasure m recording the good conduct of the Mhair 
and Mhairat population of the Ajmere and Milan warah distncts, who, attri- 
buting the origin of their prosperity to the British Raj, acted up to their pio- 
fessions of loyalty, and weie steadfast throughout This I deem m a great 
measuie owing to the very judicious exercise of his almost absolute power, by 
the late Colonel Dixon, which, endearing him to these wild tubes, was so 
impoitant an agent m securing then affection and good wishes I took upon 
myself to laise a second coips from among them, which has since been sanc- 
tioned by Grovernment To the fidelity of these soldiers is mainly attnbu- 
table the preservation of Apnere as reported, the loss of which, viewed as it 
is m so holy a light by both Mahomedan and Hindoo, and as the capital 
of Rajpootanah, would have been a great shock throughout' Rajpootanah, posv 
sibly affecting the fidelity of its Princes 

12 On the 12th June the 1st detachment of tioops from Deesa armed 
at Nusseeiabad, fiom which I- detached 100 of the 83rd to Ajmere 

13, From June 1857 to January 1858 I lesidod alternately between 
Ajmeie, Beawr and FTusseerahad, continually visiting the city of Ajmere, and 
never ceasing to hold open cutcheiry 

14 On the 9th August about 50 prisoneis escaped from the Ajmere 
Jail During this outbreak the city remained quiet, and many of the fugitives 
v, ere cut down by some of the civil mounted police, — many of the principal 
Mahometans not only offenng me assistance, hut accompanying me in pur- 
suit. 


15, The great Mahomedan festival of the “Mohurrum, ” and Hin doo 
“ Jooj Joolla,” both falling on the same day, passed off without any disturb- 
ances or collision between the sects ‘ X was myself, in my several visits dumi" 
the day and night, invariably received with marked lespect 

16, On the 10th July X despatched to Heemuch the small force as per 
maigm, v 

17 At Nusseerabad, on the 10th August, symp- 
toms of disaffectiomappeared among some of the Hin- 
doostanees of the 12th Native Infantry, the detachment

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>vns promptly disarmed A trooper of the 1 si, Lancers, unable to excite the men 
oflns own Itegnnentto mutiny, lied to the hues oi the 12th, who refused either 
to give him up, or march to the rcndevious The troopei was cut down, andon 
tlm 25th, five of the 12th weie lmnged, and 25 dcseited The Uindoostancc 
soldiers weie discharged, and subsequently their arms restored to the rest . 
Then conduct lias since been unexceptional, both in the field and quarters 
Tins is the last occunenco to he noted as taking place at Nussecrabad, which 
has since been garrisoned m strength 

18 I will therefore now enumerate tlio cicnts as they occurred at 
Nccmuch Here, as elsew here, great anxiety line! been prci alcnt, as the state of 
the troops was such as to excite serious apprehensions. All practicable mea- 
sures had however been taken b) Colonel Abbott, Commanding, and Captain 
Lloyd, the Supcimtcndcnt of Ncemuch, and when, on the night of the 3rd 
.Tunc, the tioops biokc out into open mulinj, the safety of the .Europeans was 
generally secured, all with the exception of the wile and children of Sergeant 
Tupplc, of the Artillery, managing to cilecl their escape to Oodipoor and 
Jawmd, near winch latter place was the camp of the Political Agent, HarowTec 
The station was burnt, and tlie Brigade, alter releasing the prisoners from the 
Jail auil plundering the treasuries, marched on the 5th m order via Hcolcc and 
Agra for Hehli, the former station being plundered and burnt on their , 
from that station, a day or two prcwouslj, I had most fortunately removed 
the families of the Oihccrs and Sergeants the Kotah Contingent having 
previously marched to Agra On the da) following the departure of the 
mutinous troops irom Ncemuch, Captain Llo)d and his Assistant, Lieutenant 
liitchic, returned and re-established the Cn il Go\ eminent, icstormg confidence 
thioughout the district 


IQ On the Gth, the Harowtce Agent marclicd into Nee much until an 
Irregular foice from the Harowtce States, consisting of 2 guns, 15 camel 
swn el guns, 375 Cm airy, and 725 Infantr) this force remained till relieved 
on the lStli July by that despatched Jrom Nussecrabad bj me on the 
10th idem 

20 Captain Show'ers, Political Agent, Meyw nr, accompanied by some 
British Commissioned and Holi-Commissioned Officers, with an Irregular 
force of Mcyuar troops, followed the rebels as far as Jeharpoor, but without 
being able to induce tlie Me) w ar force to attack 

21 Until the 1 2th August affairs remained pretty- w ell m statu quo On 
the night of that date, how ever, Colonel Jackson called out the Europeans, 
believing, from information recen ed, that the Native troops purposed mutiny- 
ing, although doubtless there was a little disaffection pro\ed by the desertion 
of several It had been magnified, and the only consequences were, a European 
soldier shot by Ins comrade, and an Officei, Lieutenant Blair, w ounded in the 
ill-managed affair winch ensued 

22 On the 18tli September, by advice of Captain Show-crs, Colonel 
Jackson marched the gieatei part of the Neemuch force against Neembnhecra 
of Tonic, which most impolitic move, disgi aceful ns uncallcd-for, resulted m our 
occupying tlie town, finding it evacuated, having previously failed m an attempt 
to batter it with light guns Our loss on tins occasion was a Corporal, 83rd, 
killed , 2 Officers wounded, and 10 Natives killed and wounded 

23 The conduct of Colonel Jackson on the occasion necessitated his 
retirement from the service 
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21 Fiona tins period tlie Mundisore rebels were continually threaten- 
ing an attack on our small force at Neemucli, and in October actually did 
seize on Jeerun, a town of tlie Neemuch district, ten miles from cantonments, 
wlncli, for the sake of our prestige, it was determined to, retake. 


25 Consequently on the 23rd October, a force as per margin* moved against 
it Captain Trucker had been sent m advance to le- 
, connoitre, and unfortunately lost his life in rashly charg- 
ing a greatly superior force Some other Officers aiid 
men were killed and wounded as per marginf, and we

peans, oi otherwise shewn then lojalty and deemed deseivmg of leuaid, have 
alieady been biought to the notice of the Supieme dovemment, I deem it is

To comply with the call made -upon me by tbe enclosure contained 
m your letter No 92, of 13tb instant, I conceive tbat an epitome of the lead- 
ing events in. the Neemuch station and district is all that is required from me, 

2 In reference to para 3 of Circulai Order No 212, of 30th April 1858, 
you are aware that my predecessor, to whom this lemark would otherwise 
apply, is absent m England ; and it must therefore rest with me to furnish 
you until the information required, which I feel might with muph greater 
advantage have been derived from him. 


3 Although m my opinion what has been termed “ The Chupattee move- 
ment,” 'or the distribution of wheaten Cakes, may or may not have had aught 
to say to the terrible crisis it preceded, I conceive that its existence in this dis- 
trict should not be silently passed over I find amongst the few records- of 
this office left me, that on the 27th March 1857, Captain Lloyd reported to 
you, in lus letter No 43, that the sending of cakes had prevailed m this dis- 
trict for a month or six weeks past. I copy m extenso the remaining paras of 
Captain Lloyd’s letter

Busee by a march, almost unpaialleled foi iapidity,on the 17th 

7 The distiict we had just saved from their devastation was thus once> 
moie at tlieir meicy, for not a soldier could we move horn Neemuch to oppose 
then mioad On the 18th they leached Jat, which they utteily destioyed, 
burnt, and plundeied On the 19th they moved 6n Ruttungurh, plundenng 
that, and all villages they met with on then load, and thence making foi Ne'em- 
lee of Me}' war, they effected, as you know, their final escape across the Chum- 
bul, m spite of Bngadiei Paike’s stienuous exertions to oveitake them

9 It is indeed to be deploied that the district I so fondly hoped had been 
saved m the fiist instance should aftei all have suffeied so teinbly at the hands 
of the lebels. Uigent calls, demanding not only my time, but my actual pie- 
sence at Neemuch, absolutely foibid my visiting the distiict at tins moment, 
and seeing with my own eyes the amount of injury inflicted, but I would 
mention that confidence would be fully le-estabhshed, were it not foi a cir- 
cumstance aheady bi ought officially to youi notice m my lettei of yesterday’s 
date I allude to the laige bands ot Meenahs, which constantly' tliieaten. 
my northern fiontiei, whom my police aie numerically unable to oppose 

10 The effect liowevei of the successful opposition made on alate occasion 
at Tookraie by a few of my pohce against a band of 50 of these Meenahs, 
and the libeial lewards you kindly sanctioned on that occasion, has been 
excellent m eveiy way, and as I am trying to enlist some 40 or 50 
extia men foi duty m the noithein peigunnaks m these times of emergency, 
I will yet hope that one of these bands, on descending some of the passes for 
pui poses of plundei, may be successfully encountered by my men. 

11 The extia rupee sanctioned m the pay of my buikundaz has proved 
invaluable, and I repoit with some pude not only that I have not had a 
single case of deseition, but that all have woiked haid, and that lebels, sece- 
deis from the mam body, aie being houily apprehended and sent m to me 

12 The seveial letteis of my predecessor and myself have placed you in 
possession of the conduct of the Tankadais of the distiict, and the native Om- 
lah, duung the distuibances , and to enable you to complete the repoit you are 
wilting on the occunences m the seveial Native States and Bntisli districts 
under youi supervision, it appeals to me that the expression of my views on 
the conduct ot the district geneially is all that is lequned on my part 

13 On the whole I am compelled to lepoit upon this as highly satisfac- 
tory The conduct of the Istumiaidai Chiefs, as aheady repoited, was of a 
very negative clianctei , but none know bettei than youiself that these Chiefs 
are only such m name, and that the gieatest among them, the Raojee of TTtta- 
nah, has meiely a few pnvate letameis some of these weie sent to us by him, 
and also by the Rao ot Bawul, to assist m the maintenance of ordei at Jawud, 
but m point of fact none of them weie able to aftoid us any real assistance, and 
though peihapstliey fell short of what they might have offered, the pecuhanty 
of the times, and then own want of means, may plead m then favoi 

14 The behavioui of the land cultivatois has heen most pianev’Oithy, 
but I should fail m my duty did I not point out the cause

I have lcceived the Circular Orders of Government, Nortli Western 
Provinces, No 212, dated 30fch Apnl 1S5S, and have the lionoi to transmit 
a lepoit of the natiue called for 

2 No disturbances have taken place m Nurm, although a mutiny 
occuued on the Northern boundary at Indoie and Mliow, and one was with 
great dangei and difficulty suppressed at Asseeiguih, m the Southern pait of 
the Pioance "We passed howevei tlnough much excitement and some dan- 
gci, which I shall endeavour concisely to lelate 

3 The year 1857 opened m Niruar by a general distnbution of small 
cakes, which weie passed on fiom village to village The same 1 am aware 
has occuired all over Noitliein India, and has been spoken of as having been 
a signal loi the distuib inces which took place later m the year At the 
time they appealed m Nimar, they weie eveiyvvhere brought fiom the dnec- 
tion of Indoie That City was at the time subjected to a severe visitation 
of Choleia, and numbers of inhabitants died daily It was at that time un- 
dei stood by the people m Nnr«", and is still behe\ed, that the cakes of wheat 
weie dispatched from Indoie aftei the performance over them of incantations 
that i\ ould ensure the pestilence accompanying them The cakes did not come 
stiaight fiom North to South, foi they weie received at Bujengghui, moie 
than half waj between Indore and Gwalior, outlie 9 th Februaiy, but had 
been distubuted at Mundlaiser on the 12th January This habit of passing 
on certain holy and unholy things is not unknown in Nimar When Small- 
pox breaks out m a v ill age, a goat is piocuied, a cocoanut tied to its neck, 
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and it is taken bv the chowkrelu ta tlio fust Milage on Hie road to Mun- 
"d.ifcta it is not allowed to entei the Town, but is taken b) a ullagei to the 
ne\t hamlet, and so passed on without lest to its destination 

4 Dining Apul and May, the culli.atois of Pcrgumuhs Burwai and 
Dhurmum combined togethei not to cultivate their land unless Government 
rescinded ceitam lulesol Forest conscrrancv, which had been enforced with a 
view to stopping the reckless waste ol timbu which li.is existed ioi jeais, and 
to a gieat extent still takes place The) would not listen to leason with me, 
they wcie equally impracticable with Colonel Dm md at Indore, ».hmethcy 
pioceeded in a body ol some foui bundled peisons 

5 When the events at Meerut and Dehli became known. Colonel 
Duiand wrote to me to make some auangenient, In wlncli wc might li.nc no 
local (pt an els on oui hands to add to the genera 1 difficulties I commissioned 
my Shcnstular to meet some ol the Pat ells, and an ariangerncnt v, as come 
to for one } ear, and the question his so rested since, tlmiurh it lull have 
to he discussed at some iutiue time 

G. There vveie some daageious men amongst the people concerned m 
this combination, and I do not now know lion iai a krov. bilge of what v as 
coming m.ij have m'luencod the movement, ccita.nly no such spirit o{ opposi- 
tion lias been show n loi seveial years belorc b) the cultivators of Burwai or 
Dhuigaum 

7 “When the mutinies commenced, hopes vveie still cherished that fiiib 
part of India might escape , hut the mutinies at Nuscenabad and Ntemudi 
convinced all that we must take om share oi the evil and vh.it few prepara- 
tions we could make were undertaken The .Tail (which is m old uativ e Foit ) 
was put m some state of detence The treasure was i emoted to it, and it w is 
appointed a general place ol rendezvous A detachment oi Bheel Coips, ami 
Police horse and foot, w as told oil for sen ice m the neighbouihood in ea^e 
of distuihance, and was kept wuth carriage complete ready to mote at a 
moment’s notice. 

8 Matters continued thus, the District remaining perfeetlv quiet, until 
news arnved of the mutiny of the 1st Ilydrabad Gat airy at Aurangabad, 
accompanied by a report that they tvere mat clung Noith via Boxehanpore 

9 On the morning of 21st of June I matched from Mundlaiser with 
about 30 mounted Policemen, with orders to raise what force I could and 
oppose the passage of the 1st Htdiabad Cat dry and the Gwalior Contin- 
gent Troops at Asseer and Borehanpoie, if they attempted to pass through 
Nimar to the North 

10 The pro] eet seemed almost hopeless , by tliat time news of the disas- 
ters m the North West had spread thioughout the countiv, and thoiurh none 
of the Nimarees seemed anxious to take ndtnntage of the tunes to c.eite any 
distuihance, none on the other hand wcie willing to take sen ice undei a 
Government in difficulties 

11 I detemuned to proceed at once to the Pass of the Cattee Ghatee, a 
spot wheie the high road hom the Deccan to Indore, and Uodiungnbid, 
defiles through the Santyooia mountains The Pa«s was so nanow that I 
found no difficulty m putting a gatew ay m it , and ten aces giving cover to 
musketi v defendeis, were earned along tiie lull side, so as to make the post a 
most difficult cne to force An old gun, which lay in the Foit oi Jvhundwah, 
was bi ought up and mounted on cart wheels 

12 Whilst these piepaiations were somg on, every exertion was made to 
collect men, the regulai Police from all the neigliboui ing Thanalis was called 
to the Pass, and the Thauahclais were instructed to collect villagersto carry on 
the duty as a tempoiary measme 

13 By gieat exeitions 400 men weie brought togethei by the sixth 
day of my occupation of the post, and we continued until the end of June to 
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watch, tlie detachments of the Gwalior Contingent who, fiom my information, 
I knew had an undei standing with ScmdiahV Tioops at Borelianpoie, and 
only waited an oppoi tunity to bieak into open rebellion 

14 In tlie meantime all had gone on quietly at Mundlusei, wlieie 
I had left Mi S Halier, the Deputy Collectoi, m chaige Bat on the 2nd 
news came in of the mutiny at Mhow, and the letieat of those Europeans 
fiom Indore who escaped the massacie at that place I shall not attempt to 
nanate what occuired at Mundlaisei, but shall content mvself with submit- 
ting Mi Halier's repoit, and as it has aheady been foi wauled to Government, 
the leply shall be annexed 

15 I was most anxious not to leave my post at the Cattee Ghatee, b it 
■on the 4tli I leceived letteis from Mundlaisei, saying that if I did not lqom 
the rest of the Euiopeans they would all be sacrificed, as my authonty alone 
kept the Police to their duty 

1G The univeisal opinion then thi oughout the countiy was, that Holkai 
had oideied tlie attack on the Indore Residency and the Police at Mundlaisei 
were all undei the nnpiession that they would be immediately attacked by 
Holkar’s Tioops fiom Malieswer, situated only 5 miles fiom Mundlaisei 

17 Most reluctantly then I made ovei the post at Caitee Ghatee to 
the Deputy Oollecto , Mahomed Lall Ifhan, and pioceeded by ioiced maiches 
to look atlei the Euiopean families and the Head-quarteis Station 

IS The families I met near Dhuigaum matching to meet me, and I 
immediately deteimmed to place them m the Poit of Poonassa, a small com- 
plete Eoit m the jungle, and on no load likely to be tiaveised by detachments 
of mutinous Tioops At Dhuigaum I had learned that the tieasuie vas all 
safe, and had made arrangements foi its tianspoit to Poonassa 

19 I lemamed at Poonassa until the 10th July, lecemng satisfactoiy 
repoits from the whole Distucts On that date I had the pleasure ol seeing 
the last of the treasuie aune m safety, and by that time the place was put m 
a position of defence 

20 The mutmeeis fiom Mhow had m the meantime maiclied Hoi lb, 
but the dangei fiom Asseerguili continued the same On the 10th I maiched 
to Khundwcih, en loute to my post at the Cattee Ghatee and tlieie leceived 
the good news that a detachment of Bombay Infantiy and Hydiabad Cavahy 
had ai rived at Asseeiguili, and were about to disarm the mutinous Tioops at 
that place A few liouis alter inhumation was leceived ol the successful 
result of the undertaking. 

21 Asseeigurh was then occupied by Ti oops on whom reliance could 
be placed, so I took immediate measuies to place the families and tieasuie m 
that Eoitiess, and I myself pioceeded South to give aid m bringing up t 1 e 
Column of Bombay Tioops, which was moving liom Auiungabad undei Bn- 
gadiei Stuait 

22 I must not omit to mention that, on making the families ovei to 
my care, Mi S Hahei the Deputy Collectoi letumed to Mundlaisei, and con- 
tinued at Ins post throughout the lams 

23 It was the 17th of July when Bngadiei Stuart’s Column entered the 
Southern limits of Himai , it vas a difficult mattci to find piomuon and foddei 
at tfiat season of tfie yeai, hut fiom Bngadiei Stuaith lettei and the reply of 
Government, copies of wludi I annex, jou will peiceive tfiat anangeme its 
made hy tlie Civil Autfionties gave lull satisfaction 

24 "Whilst passing Enough the Nnnai chstiict fiom Boiehanpoie to 
Smnole, the Column was nevei on any occasion detained by difficulties on 
the loads, and m fact the halting ground was usually leached by 8 \ v , but 
bom Simi ole into Mhow, a distance of about 11 miles took tbe Aitillei), 
(aided by GO fresh horses horn the Be a. gal B itterj ) 11 hours to accompbsh 
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25, Tins fa cl will, I Bust, be homo m mind when the Government of 
India have again time to bestow attention to the means of internal communi- 
cation m Cential India. 

26 The Bombay Column leached Mhow on the 2nd August, and from 
that time all immediate dangei of dial mb times in Nnnai ceased, an! we con- 
giatulated cm selves on the Lh ounce having escaped lioin the disasters which 
iia\c ovcilakcn neaily tho ■whole of tlie Hoitli Western lh ounces, and almost 
all the detached Dislncts m Cential India. Ho Government tieasurc lias 
been lost m JSTimai, and no lirjuiy whatsoever has belallcn public oi private 
piopcity 

27 Nimar was piofeefed by a dciacbmcnt of the Malwa Bhecl Corps, 
and by the Himni Police Coips lioise and foot , the conduct ol these Troops 
has been veiy similai The} ha\c on no occasion shown any spa it oi biaveiy 
which would peimit me to bung then set vices to youi notice loi xewaid, but, 
on the othei hand, the} liave nevei foi a moment shown any signs of tieachery, 
ov mutiny, and have tluoughout the dislat bailees behaved m an orderly and 
obedient mannei 

28 Itiemains for me to bung to youi notice the conduct of my As* 
sistants duung tile wliole penod of the disturbance*. 

20 Mi S Nabei, the Deputy Collectoi, m charge of the Sudder Sta- 
tion and Ticasury, is the only Euiopcan Assistant m this Office The conse- 
quence is, that he constantly finds himself in charge of the Agency, and is 
obliged to t dee upon lnmself veiy considerable responsibility During the 
late disturbances in Cential India, I was constantly called into the Distncts 
at a shoi fc notice, on which occasions I used to leave Mr Halier m charge 
of my Office Mi Halier’s pa} is but Es 250 a month, and is not I think 
an adequate lemuneiatiou foi the responsible duties lie is called upon to 
peifoim Mi Haber enteied the Gov moment seivice in 18-13 He lias been 
in leceipt of Es 200 a month since 1850, and of Its 250 since April 1S53, 
now upwards of five yeais. Duung the period lie has saved m Hnnar, I 
have found him an able, zealous, and active Assistant, and I beg most ear- 
nestly to lecommend him to you foi an increase of salaiy Mr Nabei was 
foiced to send Ins family to Bombay duung the disturbances, and tins has 
been a heavy di am on his small allowance 

30 Mahomed Ball Khan, the Deputy Collector of Khundwah, afforded 
me tluoughout the whole of the tiymg penod we have passed through, the 
most able and eneigetic assistance, and showed that personal biavery winch 
was to be expected from an old soldiei of the State. Ball Khan, besides Ins 
lank as Deputy Collectoi, holds the fhat position amongst the Mahomedan 
gentlemen m Himai I am about to submit bis name to jou foi pension, 
and shall m so doing detail Ins sei vices, wduch extend over 49 yeais, but I 
wish to state m tins communication that Ins conduct has, m my opinion, been 
unexceptionable, and deseivmg of the favouiable notice of Government 

31 Asluuf Alee Khan, Shenstndar of my Office, and Bunkut Bao, 
head Kaicoon of Public Woiks, weie my peisonal Assistants, and accom- 
panied me eveiywheie duung the penod m question 

32 Balia Billas Koy, was Jail Daiogah, and kept the pusoners in 
oidei with gieat judgment and cneigy 

33^ Naiam Singh, Mahalkmiy of Pundama, and Hanoo Earn, Mahal- 
kuny of Eoostumpoie, showed gieat coinage and devotion 

34 Zem-allah-deen Khan, Kamasdai of Bahadurpoie, behaved m every 
lespect to my satisfaction 

35 The same is the case with TJnniit Eao, Kamasdar of Buivvai 

Cuness, Kamasdai of Pergunnah Maunpoie, showed 
lnmself a faithful and eool-headel servant, and on the fust bieakmg out of 

\ 
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the rebellion at Dhai, was most useful m conveying information to Colonel 
l)iu and, who was then in Mhow 

37 I would also heg to recommend Grunput Rn, Karcoon of Asseer, 
who made himself veiy valuable m piocuung mfoimation 

3S I tiust that some notice may he taken of the above mentioned pei- 
sons, whom I have selected fiom amongst a veiy large establishment from my 
being certain of their meritonous behavioui. Then salanes aie as below

every halting place, and neaily the whole waj r lrom Asseergurh to Simi ole, 
we had the advantage of an excellent load, which much accelerated oui pro- 
gress 

3 Captain Keatmge’s anangements for mossing the Force over the 
Nerbudda were most satisfactoiy, and deserve my best thanks At 7 A st on 
the morning of the 27th July, the Lett Wing of IT M 4 5 s 14th Light Diagoons 
leached the left bank of the Rivei , and by mid-day, men, hoises, and baggage 
had been passed ovei by means of both a fold and a feny, and then camp 
pitched Within twenty-foui liouis afteiwaids, the whole of nurnbei 4 Light 
Field Batteiy had ciossed the feiij 1- , and thiee days sufficed to place the 
whole Foice on the light bank 

4 1 have entered thus into detail, as I think it but just to Captain 
Keatinge to acknowledge the valuable assistance lie lias lendeied on this 
occasion, and I beg to thank you foi having deputed so able and eneigetic an

Sir, 

Finding that you have not placed on recoul the cause of my leaving 
the Foit of Mundlaisei on the evening of the 3id July, and it having come 
to my knowledge that my name has been coupled with those who did not 
behave well ou that occasiou, I am compelled, much against my inclination, 
to lay before you this bnef account of what occuned fiom the 1st July 
until oui meeting with you at Soolgaum on the 5th 

2. On the afternoon of the 1st July, Mis Keatmge received a letter 
fiom Captain Cumrnmg, to the effect that heavy flung had been lieaid fiom 
thence in the dnection of Mliow That same night a sowai, who had been 
stationed neai Mliow, brought me neivs of the distuibance atIndoie,but 
being all hearsay, and picked up fiom tiavellers, it was such as I thought 
could not be lelied on ; I therefoie staited off two moie sowais foi Mliow, and 
an Electic Telegiapli message to Ackbeipooi foi Colonel X>ui and; the foimei 
letumed the following da} r , and in reply to a note from me to the signallei, 
I was infoimed that communication with Indoie had ceased fiom 8 o’clock 
that morning 

3 On the 2nd, one of the sowais above alluded to, came m with a 
fughtful account of what had occuned, inasmuch that all had been killed at 
Indoie, with the exception of Colonel Dui and, who had escaped lvith twm guns 
towards Selioie, wounded m the aim, and that the Euiopeans at Mhow had 
taken to the Foit On lieaiing this, I thought it advisable to lemove the 
Euiopeans into the Foit here, the only place of security, and where oui Tiea- 
saiy had been placed, as you aie awaie, aftei which I pioceeded to get m 
biukundazes and half the detachment of Bheels About this time the Jema- 
dai of Hoise, by name Maliamood Khan, brought me intelligence of Holkai’s 
lianng turned against us, and that the father of one of oui sowais, a Gun- 
ner at Maliaisei, had come ovei expiessly to acquaint him of an attack to be 
made on us at 3 o’clock the following morning. On lieaiing this, I had the 
small gate bamcaded, get moie buikundazes in, and manned the walls for a 
fight I then spoke to the Soobad ir of the Bheels and otheis, giving them 
cveiy encouragement, and piomised them Rs 25 foi eveiy man they shot , 
but pci cemng (foi it was quite evident, and noticed by moie than one) that 
the spirit of fighting was not in them, I sent them out to lelieve the seveial 
outposts occupied by buikundazes, whom I got into the Foit m then stead 
The night passed ovei without an attack, as you aie aw r aie An Electic Telc- 
gi 'gh message was leceived by me this day, I believe horn the Commander 
m Oinel Bombay, lequestmg fuithei particubais of the Mliow outbieak, as it 
was then supposed, which I foi winded fiom Kusiawed This paper is, I believe, 
with }ou, and is piobably a lepty to the message I desired to be foiwmded to 
Colonel Dui and, mfoim ng lnm of what I had lieaid of the outbieak at 
Indoie 


4 During the gieatei part of the night of the 2nd, and day of the 3id, 
guns weie lieaid m the dnection of Mliow, the Bheels become pressing foi 
pay, asking at the same time for one month’s back pay, some of the buikun- 
d.’/os lehibed to light inside, and eveiy iepoit biought m only tended to cause 
still greatei ahum Duimg tne afternoon a lettci by coolee leached the Post 
Ollae, lieaiing on its face the signature of Captain Fenwick of Indoie, to his 
son at Bombay Tins, as you aio awaie, was opened , and on pel sual w r as found 
to contain an account of the death of erery individual at Indoie, "where 
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then bodies had been seen, and liow Colonel Dui and had been followed up to 
Dew Guiraieea, and was cut down by a sowar With such rumours afloat# 
guns filing at mteivals the whole night, and the greater part of the follow- 
ing day , burkundazes lefusmg to figlit inside, and then Jemadar having, as he 
said, no confidence in them, and the biavery of the Bheels very questionable, — * 
I asked, as you are aware, Mis Eeatinge to cross the uvei with the other Euro- 
peans, as I wished to be left alone m the Foit Tins she repeatedly icfused to 
do with the other two gentlemen, m whose management slie said she had no 
confidence, and as matteis seemed to be gi owing woise, I at once decided on 
lemovmg the tieasure, and marching down to Dhoolias The necessary 
orders were given by me to the Jemadars and Soobadai, who left apparently 
as if to cany them out, but to my suipnse very shortly after the Jemadar of 
Horse with the Duffadar came back to all appeaiance m gieat haste, and 
reported that the Bheels had lefused to leave the place 3 that they weie com- 
ing into the Fort, and that if I did not take great caie theie would be, as he 
termed it, a “ dunga ” Placed as I was v ltli ladies and children, and tv o 
Euiopean gentlemen m my charge, I could not help feeling I should only be 
endangeung then lives by my remaining any longer , I therefore considered it 
advisable (and, if lequned, can piove it was so) to leave the Fort# making 
over charge to the two Jemadars, and the Soobadar with Ins ai mod paity, 
ciossed the liver, staying the whole night on the opposite side, and the fol- 
lowing morning (4tli) marched to Eusiawed uhicli, as youaie aware, is foui 
miles from tins , theie we remained until evening when, on receipt of your 
letter to Mis Eeatinge, desumg us to join you, we staited foi Eanapooi. 
Previous howevei to our leaving it was reported to me, that all the ladies and 
children of Suidarpooi had been killed. Lieutenant Hutchinson, a pnsonei, 
and Captain Cumming, a fugitive The following afternoon (otli) we, as you 
are awaie, met you at Soolgaum, fiom whence on the morning of the 6tli we 
left foi Poonassa On the afternoon (2 o’clock) of the 7th I received youi 
mstiuctions to letuin to Mundlaisei, and at 3 I was m my saddle I arrived 
at Elieriy Grliat at 10 o’clock the same evening, and attei travelling the whole 
night leached this between 9 and 10 the following morning (Stli), as you aie 
aware I have ever since been at my post

I have now the honoi to submit the leport required by youi Cir- 
cular No 212, dated 30tli Apul 

Mi Colvin’s lettei is enclosed 

2, The news of the Meeiut mutiny reached me, then m the Snowy 
Ranges of Gruihwal, on 22nd May I hastened back to Alniorah, made what 
airangements appealed advisable with Colonel McCausland, and then pio- 
ceeded to Nynee Tal to do what was possible foi the pieseivation of ordei 
at the foot of the Hills, to get funds and procuie supplies 

3 My applications to Baieilly and Moradabad foi money were too 
late, the sepoys having determined upon protecting the Tieasuues for them- 
selves, and no largei sums could be taken out of them The Buheiee Teh- 
seel officers had helped themselves, and I got no money , — the Bunjarahs, 
collected m laige numbeis, had closed the roads m Rooderpore, and all trade 
was at a stand-still I secuied as much giam as I could in the Bhabur, 
and awaited the course of events 

4 On the 1st June the Baieilly lefugees leached Huldwanee, and those 
of Moiadabad who came to Nynee Tal, ainved at Kala Doongee on the 4th 
June All who started, except Seigeant Staples fiom Baieilly, leached the 
Hills m safety, and fiom the 6th June we were, foi neaily a month, cut 
off fiom all communication with the plains Early in July a dak line was 
established acioss the Hills thiough Mussooiee. 


; 
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5 Soon aftei ilie 10th June, the most complete disoidei pi a ailed m 
the plain 1 ?, awl huge hoidcs ol d.icoits tiom Kampoie and the Moiadabad 
distiict filled the Bliahui ullages ol lowei Koi.i, they stole the cattle, 
lemoved thousands ol maunds oi giain, and did as much damage as possible. 
Oui stiength at that time was not sufficient to piotect the whole of the 
Eh.ibui , 1 theiefoie confined my efloitsto the Chukhata district in the mpi- 
mtyof iruldwanee The Hill cultnatois of the Eh.ibui jetumed to the 
Hills aftei a few attempts assistance, m which about 20 lebels weichilled 
I could not oflei any efhcient lesistance, and the lebels haung m a leu dajs 
plundeied the ullages, the countiy w as left a dcseit 

G. On 27th June, the lebels again collected below uppei Kota. I 
sent a paity under Hhun Smg to defend the place, but Musfoo Khan of the 
Pampoie Temtoiy came with an ovei whelming toice of hoise and foot 
Hhun Sing and some others weie killed, the Tehseel was plundeied of the 
lew mpees (about 400) in deposit, and the lebels at once letncd without 
destiojmg the ullages 

7 About the middle of June the eul-disposed of the Hill people, 
especially on the boideis of the plains, began to show that they weie 
sensible of oui weakness, and as I had no distiict Police, I felt the necessity 
of lesoitmg to extieme mcasmes to piescne ordci , foi X ioiesaw" that if 
any pal t of the Pi ounce became disoigaiu/cd, our position at aStynec Tal 
would be most critical, and if one l J ei gunnali got into disoidei, the pioba- 
bility was otlieis would soon haie followed the example 

8 As soon as I saw the dangci alluded to above, I proclaimed Mai- 
tial Law m Kuinaon In the fiist iew cases ofdacoity', I sentenced to long 
teuns of nnprisonnicnt this was not sufiicient, and] ga\e longei sentence^, 
but wntliout success, and at last I sentenced some dacoits to capital 
punishment Ibis was made known tluoughout the Ib-ouncc, the bad 
cliaiacteis weie fnghtened, the good men felt sale, and the countiy remained 
as peaceable as m loimei ycais 

9 It soon became euclent after the amval of the Polnlcund lefugees, 
that tbeie was no prospect of immediate iclief Out funds weie akum- 
ingly small, and we had then no piospeet of assistance Mi Colun 
and I diew up a scale of allowances, by winch we paid e\eiy European 
monthly Adiances weie made on leceipts, and neaily all h.ne been 
adjusted 

10 The Bampoic Hawaii did all m hispowei to pieseive oidei m his 
own. Temtoiies, and assist us, but horn the information we leccnod, it 
appealed quite possible, and e\en piobable, that at the “J3uki Eed,” m the 
end of July, a distuibance might take place at Pampore, and if the Hawaii 
had been killed tlie i ictonous party w ould at once hai e attacked us The 
piesence of many ladies and clnldien would June hampeied ns a good 
deal m the event of being attacked, and though that was only a chance, 
contingent on otliei e\ cuts, I pieieiied .a timely, though it might be an 
unnecessary, letieat to the chance of a disci editable lhght I accordingly 
sent ovei the ladies and children, about 200, to Almorah, and w lien the 
Eed festival passed oiei the> all ictuined to H)nee Tal * this was the only 
occasion on wducli any body had to leai e Hj nee Tal from fiist to last 

11 The Police Sowars and XSurkunda/es (belonging to the Plains), 

inn away on 9th Septembei, and only Ilill Biukunda/es lemamed, but the 
Police stations at and neai Hukhvanee weie maintained till 17th Septembei, 
wdien a paity of lebels, musteiiug about 1,000 hoise and foot, took posses- 
sion of tlie place On the ISth, Captain Maxwell with a paity of Goorkhas, 
and about 40 Cavaliy, composed of Ofliceis, and 8 Iiregulais, defeated the 
lebels, lolling about 150 of them Up to the beginning of Septembei tlie 
66tli Gooikhas and 8th Inegulai Cavaliy had protected IXuldwanee , but 
the climate became so dangeious aftei the lams ceased, I thought it impiu- 
dent to usk the lives of such valuable men, and lecalled them ’ 
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12 The Police aftei tins letned to the enhance to the Hills, and kept 
pai ties moving about the lowei put of the Huldwanee distuct On the 
Oth Octobei the lebels, in numbei about 5,000, again took possession ol 
the place , it was not deemed advisable to attack them, and an attempt was 
made to entiap the Cavaliy poition of the foice Although we failed in 
seeming the Cavalry, we cieated such an alaim that the lebels fearing an 
attack, weie seized with a panic dining the night, cut then lieel-iopes, 
and went off heltei-skelfcei, leaving then giam and some othei piopeifcy 
behind them One Sowai was caught next morning and handed 

13 The unhealthy season had passed away, and as we expected to 
lieai of a force entering Rolulcuul, I uiged on Colonel McCausland the 
necessity of taking up a position at Huldwanee, to piotect that pait of the 
district, and be leady to assist in the destruction of the lebels, oi at any 
late to cieate a diveioion The anival of the Nepal Contingent, and ad- 
vanced stete ot the Kumaon Levies, enabled us to occupy Huldwanee, and. 
leave at Nynce Tal a party stiong enough to piotect the passes on the 
Rampoie side , while Lieutenant Mclntyie’s young Regiment was available 
to take some of the Almoiah duties, and, if necessaiy, guaidthe Eastern passes 

1-i On the 1st January the lebels lieaung of v supply of giain com- 
ing for our Camp, made a night march horn Roodeipoie and appeared befoie 
Huldwanee about 9 a it The foice uadsi Captain Baugh defeated them, 
killing about 50 

15 The impossibility of piocunng moie supplies of giam, and my 
stoie having become evhauated, most of Captain Ciossman’s Cavaliy had 
been oideied to Kisheepoie In the end ot Jammy they letuined, and 
Colonel McCausland came down with the Head Quaiteis of the 65th Grooi- 
klias, and on 1st Febiuaiy we had about 1,000 Infantiy, 250 Cavaliy, two 
6-poundeis, and tv o mountain tram guns. 

1G Euzl Hnq’s Aimy of 4,500 with fom guns moved up from the 
East, Kala Khan with 4,000 men and foui guns advanced fiom Buheiee 
Euzl Huq’s Army encamped at Sundi, 13 miles East, and Kala Klnnk 
took up a position 1G miles South of Huldwanee They fii d intended 
attacking us m fiont and flank, and the ground was so much m oui favor

22 Mr Alexandei by r applying to the Nawab of Rampoie icccived 
01,000 Its in Gold M ohib s , he also iccened about a Lac of It" in tbe pay- 
ment of Revenue, and by giantmg Bills on Moindabad The Rajah ot 
Gmliwal lent a Lie ol Rupees, and we managed to pa) r our naj on a limited 
scale, until bottei times admitted of tieasuie being sent us through Lejra 

23 I considei it piopei to mention that I felt it incumbent on me to 
cancel an ordei given 1)3' the late Lieutenant Goieinoi, lequiung all ul- 
lageis to keep cattle out of then houses Tins cieated gieat disgust, and 
v as so offensne to the Hill people that I took upon m3 «clf to cancel it I 
wiote to the late Mi Cohan explaining the cn cum stances, and he appioxed 
of m3' pioccedmg I got no official appioval, but it u as comej'ed (1)3' 
Ko«sid) 111 a small note fiom Mi Tlioinhill, then Secietaiy to Go\ eminent, 
and I think subsequently m a lettei wutten m Mi Mini’s hand-vnhng, 
signed by tbe late Mi Colvin I luue noticed this mattei 111 oidei that X 
ma3' not appeal to have acted disiespectfully m having intei feied with the 
late Lieutenant Governoi’s oideis 

24 In conclusion I u onld ohseive, that the facts specified foi lepoit 
m. the Cuculai undei acknowledgment had no place m this Pi ounce, v Inch 
happily lias no lustoiy to recoul , but 1 have m the absence of such facts 
given a bnef account of x\ hat lias occuued fiom the sad tidings of the 
mutiny fiist leaching Kumaon, to the defeat of the lebels by the Huld- 
wanee foice at Chuipooia, fiom which date we weie nevei molested b)'

1 1 On the death of Gungadhur Rao, the late Rajah, in a b. 1854, that 

State was annexed, and at, and the Jaloun and Chundeyree districts, were 
formed into the Jliansie Super intendency, under Captain Skene. 

2. A pension of 5,000 Rupees a month was granted to the Rajah’s widow 
Musummat Luchmee Baee, known as the Ranee of Jhansie This sum she at 
fhst refused to receive, hut eventually did so. Ten lacs worth of propeitv, 
belonging to her late husband, was also made over to her , but she considered 
heiself seriously aggueved, m not being allowed to adopt a son to snceeed 
Gungadhur Rao as Rijah, appealed against the arrangements , made for her 
support, and sent an Agent to England to plead her cause, but without effect 

3 At this time, however, the Ranee was obliged to smother her ill-will, 
but it was increased bv (what she conceived to be) vanous petty gnevanees 
and annoyances, as follows — 

4. Previous to November 1S54, the slaughter of cattle was not permitted 
m Thansie On the country coming under British rule, this restriction was of 
course lemoved, upon win ill the ltanee petitioned against the practice, and 
caused the inhabitants of Jhmsie to do the same The matter was refeired to 
Government, and the slaughter of cattle was authoutatively allowed 

5 Eavolous as it may appeal, the establishment of public necessaries 
was much objected to by the people of Jhansie, and the Ranee and hei adher- 
ents took advantage of this to create further ill feeling, by endeavoui mg to 
make it appeal that the measure tended to mterfeie with religion. 

6 The temple of Luchmee, situated outside the walls, to the east of 
Jhansie, had long been supported lay the Native rulers of the countiy, and an 
uncestoi of Gungadhur Rao had made ovei the revenue of two villages foi its 
support Mhen he died, Captain Francis Gordon, Deputy Commi^sionei, re- 
commended that this anangement should continue, but it was ordered that 
the villages should be resumed This was stiongly objected to by the Ranee, 
and the case again lefened to Government, with the same result. But befoie 
the resumption older could be earned out, the outbreak at Jhansie took place 

7. An order was passed, that the rents of the village of Sumburdah 
wluch was given rent-free foi the rep nr and support of a tomb of a mistress 
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of the late Gungadhur Rao, should be paid to two of the late nnstiess’ female 
connections, named llotee and Nouiuttun, instead of to the Bailee heiselt. 
Tins older, although strictly just, gieatly nutated hex, and on coming mto 
power she icvenged heiself by nnpnsoning two men, named Mulliaiee and 
Gun out, "in w hose keeping Motee and Nouiuttun weie , and the night befoie she 
Ghe Runeeifled f l0m the foifc, at the talcing of Jhansie by our forces, she put 
these men to death. I myself saw them lying den'd m nous, soon aftei they 
had been muidexed. 

8 The Puar Thakoors and Obareedais of Oodgaon, Noneie and Jigna, 
■nho aie men of influence, had lost their Obaiee lights m seveial ol their vil- 
lages, and weie natmally discontented It is said the Ranee took advantage 
of° this to piocuie a promise fiom them to jom hei, sliould opportunity offer 
This much is ceitain, that they did jom her, and fought on hei side, against 
oui Government. 

9 It v ill thus be seen that the Ranee was m a state of mind, which 
made hei leady to take advantage of any oppoitumty of gratifying liei le- 
venge, and of lecoveimg what weie, m her opinion, hei just rights, and, as her 
aftei -caieei shows, she, like many othei M«hmtta women of lank, possessed 
a masculine spirit, well fitting hei to carry hei designs 

10 In May 1857, theie was a repoit Spread in Jhansie, as m many 
othei places m India that Government had caused ground bones to be mixed 
m the flour, sold in the bazais, — that cow’s and pig’s fat liad been used m mak- 
ing up the caitudges seived out to the troops, and that two Regiments of 
sepoys had been blown away fiom guns at Calcutta Although- every means was 
taken by the Civil and Military Ofhceis to contiadict these lepoits, yet, theie^ 
is no doubt, hut that they liad then effect m unsettling people s minds. 

11 About this tune a man named Chotajoo (agent of a Native Chief), 
informed Captain F. Goidon that an adherent of the Ranee, named Bholanath, 
used to hold long puvate conferences with the Native Officers of the Jhansie 
troops, who frequently visited the Ranee’s palace, and that some tieachciy 
was intended. No lehunce liowevei seems to have been placed on .this infor- 
mation, and shoitly after the tioops having used the caitudges without de- 
mur, confidence in the sepoys appeals to have been xestoied, foi a’ time, 
amongst the Civil and .Military Ofliceis.

' 12 Plow ever Mi Scott, head writer in the Deputy Commissioner s office, 

■who lived ncai the lines, and mixed much with natives, had much boftei mfoi- 
mation of what was going on, and placed Ins piopeity m the keeping of a loyal 
native in the town of Jhansie. lie persisted m avowing, that he* h«ul good 
leason to know that a mutiny was intended, and that the Ranee and the tioops 
weie one His assei tions -appeal to have had some weight, asgieat endeavois 
weie made b\ the Civil and Military Officer s to ascertain the true feelings of 
the =cpo>s who of comse made gieat professions of loyalty, notwithstanding 
which, a feeling of uneasiness aiose, and thiee cleiks of the Civil establish- 
ment fled towaids Saxlgoi, but weieoideied back, and leturned to Jhansie 

13. At this time the Ranee obtained pei mission to enteitain a number 
of aimed men, as she c aid, ioi her protection. 

14 ‘Whilst the above was the Mate of affans at Jhansie, the Chundeyree 
(hstnet was fast getting into disoidei 

15 About 200 veais ago, the Bundelahs appear to have succeeded in 
overthrowing the Mussulman authority m the part of the countiy now known 
as the Ohundeuee district The fust Rajah was Ramsehae. In the time of 
the 9th Rajah. Ramchimd, (about a n 1764.) the Peshwa wiested from <the 
Chundeyne state the distncts of Seiai, Dukiam, and Balabehut, and m a. d 
1802, Rajah Ramchund, being incapacitated from age and ill health, went on 
a pilgi Image, and made over the country to his eldest son, Pnji Pal, who was 
muidcred the following ycai, and .succeeded by Ins bi othei, Rajah Moor 
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Pylad. Tins pance was a debauched sot, and the Bnndelah Thakoors did what 
they liked, and possessed themselves of thegieatei poition of the kingdom* 
Continued acts of aggiession on the neighbommg state of Gwalioi, for which 
no redress could be obtained, at last stmed up Dowlut Rao Scmdia to hostilities, 
and Ins army, undei Colonel Baptiste, took the foit of Talbehut Rajah Moor 
Pylad, who was hated and despised; fled to Jhansie m a d 1812, and a nego- 
tiation was opened with Gwalioi, and at fiist Mooi Pylad was allowed Rupees 
25,000 a year; but subsequently, m a n. 1831, Colonel Baptiste, with the appro- 
val of the Butish Resident at Gwalior, made the Buttotah,” or partition, and, 
to speak generally, gave "two shares of the foimer Chundeyiee State to Scmdia, 
and one shaie to Moor Pylad, who was hencefoith styled the Rajah of Ban-! 
pool, from a town m Ins shaie. Moor Pylad then pioceeded to take posses- 
sion of all independent jageers in Ins share, which so evaspeiated the Tha- 
koois of Palee, Jacklone, Naneckpoor, and others, that they rose in a body, 
devastated the countiy, and then prelened then complaint to Scmdia, who 
decided that Mooi Pylad’s one shaie should be divided into thiee, two of 
which were to be given to Mooi Pylad, and one to the Thakoois. ’The Rajah 
agreed to this fresh sub-division, but disturbances again bioke out, and a new 
“Buttotah” was made, which, liowevei, was much the same as the former one. 
At last, in a. n. 1843, the worthless Mooi Pylad died, leaving his remnant of 
a kingdom to his son, Muidnn Singh. 

16 In a x>. 1814, Scmdia’s portion of the Chundeyree State was ceded 

to the Butish, as part secunty foi the payment of the Gwalioi Contingent, and 
a Deputy Superintendent was appointed, who also had criminal jurisdiction in, 
the Banpooi State. . » i , 

17 About Apnl 1857, ~ Thakoor Jhoojar Sing, of Namckpoor, died, and 
agreeably to the orders of Government, his tenure was lesumed, and a settle- 
ment' made with his heirs, instead ol the third pait being given to the Rajah 
of Banpoor, as it appears had been the custom agieeably to the “Buttotah”. 
Upon this Rajah Muidun Sing, of Banpoor, sent tor the heir, Jowahn Sing, 
invested him with a “pugree,” and advised him to collect his relations and 
•retain eis, and to go into lebelhon, as the suiest way to induce our Government 
to restore, him his tenure, on the same terms as his father held it. 

- , 17-M It also appears that the Rajah was irritated, by being refused by 

the Government ceitam honois, to which he consideicd himself entitled. , ■ 

. 18 It will thus be seen, that, like the Ranee of Jhansie, the Rajah of 

Banpoor had, what he considered, injuries to be redressed, and no doubt he 
also had the hope of legammg, on the expected ovei throw of oui Government, 
the entire kingdom of Chmi^evi o'*, the ancient possession of his ancestors, of 
which, as stated .'bow, hi- h.ik’i had been dispossessed by Scmdia.

19 During Apnl, and part of May 1857, the Chundeyree district was, 
fiom unavoidable cncumstances,intempoiaiyehaige of Zam-ool-abdeen Khan, 
ponntxr i\r ,mcf> nio and Deputy Colleetoi, — a man of lazy and feeble chaiacter, 
i ■ i ■ u post of responsibility 

20. ’ Eaily in May' 1857, Guneshjoo, son of Jowahir Sing, Thakoor of 
Nanikpoie, piesertted a petition to Zam-ool-abdeen Khan, stating, that Ins 
fathei was about to go into rebellion, but the Deputy Magistrate, with incon- 
ceivable folly, refused to receive the petition, because it was not wntten on 
stamp papei Guneshjoo lemamedfoi two or thiee days about Zam-ool-abdeen*s 
Court, * M"- "t a healing, but m vain. A few days aftei Jowahir 

Sing an i < I ■> went mto lebelhon, and commenced plundeimg 

• 21 Lieutenant Hamilton took charge of the distuct fiom Zam-ool-abdeen 

Khan on the 24th May 1857, and Captain A. C Goidon took chaige fiom 
Lieutenant Hamilton on the 7th June 1857, and found the district in great 
disorder. 

< 22 "We must now return to Jhansie. On the 30th or 31st May, the 

two Mr. Andrews .went to Captain F. D. Gordon, and recommended that pre- 
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cautionary measures should be taken regarding the fort and magazine as they 
were convinced the tioops would mutiny Captain F. Gordon told them that 
he had represented all this to Captain Skene, who was of opinion that any 
move of the land would bung on the mutiny at once, if such was to take place. 


23 On the 1st June 1857, Captain Francis Gordon, Deputy Commissioner 
of Jhansie, repoited to Capt nn Skene, Superintendent, that he had obtained 
trustworthy information of au intended rising among some o I the Pu.ir Tha- 
koorsoftheKurretaPergunnah, and that theymtended making an attack on, and 
plundering the ton n of'jCurrera,— the day fixed for which was the 2nd June, 
the Dussehra In consequence ol the above information, a detachment under 
• 4 iim iiiHrs, ) i 2 tu u^n Lieutenant Kyvcs, of the 12th Pen gal A I, of the 
c sr uk s > s? its an o s ti cngtli noted m the margin,** w as marched from Jhansie 
C 2 ijuff'dar., j lith'^r on the 1st June, to take posscssio i of the abandoned fort 
20 sovwm,, f Cn Urj of Ixurrcia, winch step caused the Puar Thakoois to put 
off their attempt for a time. 

24. On either the 1st or 2nd June, about 4 v. m , two bungalows m the 
Cantonments of Jhansie weic set fire to, and destroyed No traceol the actual 
incendiaries could he obtained, but the occurrence tended to increase the un- 
easy feeling rcgaiding the disposition Oi the sepo\ s. 


23. On the 5th June, at about 3 or 4 ? jr , firing suddenly took place at 
IheStarFoit, in which wcie kept the magazine and treasure, and the alaim was 
spread that the sepoys had mutinied. Upon this, with the exception of 
Captain Dunlop, Lieutenants Taylor and Campbell,' — of Lieutenant Turnbull, 
attached to the Survey, — of Quaitei -master Sergeant Newton and family, and 
of Conductor Reilly, all the Europeans and Anglo-Indians proceeded to the 
fort, to place their lanulies m safety. Captain F. Gordon oidered the Police 
to garrison the fort, winch they did. Shortly after, 12 Sowars of the Ii regular 
Cavaliy came to the foil, with a message from Captain Dunlop, to the effect 
that only 35, not all of the Sepoys had mutinied, and that those m the foit 
might return to their houses. This how eVet was not done Captain Gordon 
then sent tw r o ordcily Jemadars to the Vakeels of the Tehiee and Dutteca States, 
desiring them to wiite to their lespective Governments for help At about 8 
t m. another letter was sent by Captain Dunlop to Captain Gordon, upon re- 
ceiving w inch, Captains Skene and Gordon, and Doctor MacEgan, upon re- 
to the Cantonments, wlieie Captain Dunlop was, and found that 35 men of the 
12th Bengal N I were in open mutiny, and held possession of the Stai Foit, 
which contained the magazine and treasure. Upon this they retui ned to the 
foit at about lip. m. 


26 On the morning of the 6th June, Captains Skene and F. Gordon, 
again visited Captain Dunlop in the lines, but what passed between them is 
unknown. Captain Skene then returned to the foit, as also did Captain 
Gordon, after bieakfastmgm his ow r n house, and writing letteis to the Tehree 
and Dutteea States, and to the Itao of Gooi serai for assistance To none of 
these applications wus any answei sent, although the Tehiee andDulteea States 
being close at hand, might easily have afforded it. Captain Gordon also wiote 
to different Thakoois to make arrangements for holding Pichore, and to the 
Tehseeldar of Jhansie to laisenien, which the latter did, and 24 were posted at 
the gates of the foit. About 2 p m. a note was received m the foit from 
Captain Dunlop, stating that he required some pow T der and cannon balls , that 
the mutiny of his men was only partial, and that lie could quell it with the 
men w r ho remained faithful Captain F Goidon lefused to send any cannon 
ammunition, and, as the result proved, he w T as right, m doing so, foi it would 
afterwards have been used bj the mutineeis against the Jhansie foit. In the 
meantime Mr. Robert Audi ews, Deputy Collectoi, who had been sent to the 
Jail, to bring the ammunition there into the foit, returned with but a small 
quantity, as the J ail guard, headed by Bukshish Alee, Jail Darogah, having 
joined, with the mutineers, refused to allow him to remove more. 

27. About this time a great number of people, amongst.whom were the 
Ranees principal adherents, viz Jhurroo Kooui., Khooda Buksh, &c , and bearing 
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two flags, proceeded from tire town of Jhansie towards Cantonments, and on 
their arnval at the lines, a man named Ahsan Alee, called all the Mussulmans 
to prayers, after which the whole force mutinied Two Havildars of the 12tli 
Bengal N I, names unknown, alone remained tiue, and stood by Captain 
Dunlop, and Lieutenants Tayloi, Campbell and Turnbull A body of mutineers 
advanced against this small pm tv, which' defended 1 itself bn* v*itinv>f*dv pH 
(Havildais included) \veie shot down by- the mutineeis,' i 

Tayloi, who, although severely wounded, escaped on horseback to the Jhansie 
loit On Ins amval tliere the foit gates were shut, and the -walls manned by 
the Europeans, Anglo-Indians, some sepoys belonging to the Thakoor of iCut- 
telua, md a fert bmlmnd.m/ f 'S -who had not joined the mutineers Rughonath 
Sing, f >ol) i' ced.u of Noun e, a p nvei ful Puar Chief, who receives a pension fiom 
Government, who was at that time present with Captain F. Gordon, ’although 
called upon by that Officei to stand by lum, refused to do so, and maiehed,away 
withdns men, abandoning the garnson to their fate , Conductor Redly, who was 
in Cantonments at the ( time of this fust massacie, escaped to Burwa Saugor, 
and ultimately to the North "Western Provinces. The Quaitei -master Ser- 
geanLand his family weiealso in the lines, but it is not cleai -whether the}’ were 
murdeled at the same time as Captain Dunlop, or subsequently however, ‘not 
one escaped. - v 1 r 

28. . After this the mutineers and rebels released the pnsoneis from the 
jail,"" and being joined by them, and by the pad guard, headed by Bukshisli Alee, 
jail daiogali, set file to, the Kutcheny, and some of the bungalows in Canton- 
ments. They then entered the town of Jhansie, without being opposed, and 
seized' all Government servants they could lay hands on, — amongst the lest 
AliinOd Hussein, Tchseeldai of Jhansie, who had lendered the Euiopeans evei^ 
assistance m Ins power. The mutineers, police, Customs biukundauzes, pnson- 
eis, and adherents of the Ranee, — then proceeded to attack the foit, taking with 
them one gun Filing lasted till the night of the 6th June, when the mutineers 
•drew' off, leaving a strong party of the Ranee’s followers to surround the place 
till morning. ‘With them were a few mutineer sepoys. 

29. During the night of the 6th June, a meeting was held between the 
mutineer Native officers and the kamdars of the Ranee of Jhansie, to settle to 
whom the Government of the country of Jhansie was to be made ovei, and what 
was to be done with the European Officers and others in the 1 foit Some were 
for letting the Europeans, &e go; but this was overruled by Bukshish Alee, jail 
flarogah, and then death was decided on The question of the government of 
the countiy was not settled, as the Ranee and mutineers could not come 'to 
teims The latter therefore invited over from Oonao, — a village about 12 
nliles fiom Jhansie, — Sadasheo Rao Naram Parolawala, a i elation of the late 
Rajah of Jhansie, and a claimant of the Jhansie Raj, -with a view 7 to setting him 
lip m opposition to the Ranee, or of being enabled, by Ins competition, to drive 
a ‘better bargain with her. He reached Jhansie on the 8th June, the date of 
£he massacre, and encamped m the mutmeei lines, close to the Star Foit.

30. Between the night of the 6th and morning of the 7th June, the 
burkundauzes ' and Thakoois, who y ere protecting the Euiopeans, deseited, 
either tlnough feai or disaffection A few r ' servants and others remained. 
The Gainson proposed to escape from’ the foi't during the night, but daylight 
approaching, the attempt v r as given up. 

' * 31 On f ■* i i ° pr the 7th Tune, Mi* 'Scott and the two Mi Pmcells 

weie sent by ( " ■ to the Rmee of Jhansie to request protection 

fiom her on their amval outside the foit They weieinetby the Rmee’s troops, 
pnd takcndo her palace, fiom whence they were sent, by the Ranee’s oideis, to 
the lines of the mutineers, wheie they wgie put to death. Subsequently 
Mr Andrew's, principal Sudder Ameen, having left the foit, was seized, and killed 
by the Ranee’s own’seryants at the palace dooi In the mean time the Ressaldai 
Af the 14th Irregulai Cavahy, Faiz Alee, wn ote to the gamson to say, that if they 
-Vacated the fort, ’they would not be mjuied; but no ‘notice was taken of tins 
communication Yanous letteis w v eie also exchanged 'between the Ranee and 
-Captains Skene and F. (xoulin, but to what effect, c'inaot be ascertained. 1

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' '32 About 2 pi M an -attack was again made on tbe fort, winch lasted

in the mutineers. The men most pi eminent m lln-> tieaehei and w ho belonged 
to'tlic Survey Depaitmont, were immediately shot, oi cut down by Captains F. 
6oid6n and Bmgcss, but not liefoic they had moi filly wounded Lieutenant 
Don is Shoitlv alter an iu epara hie misfoi tune befel the g.tnison, lit, the 
death of Captain FianCiS Gin don, who was shot through the head, while loCokjng

35. Captain Skene having made a sign that the garrison wished to treat, 
the lebels and rmitineeis collected ncai the gate, and promised, by tbe most 
sacied oaths, tlnough the medium of Saleh Mahomed, Native Doctoi, that the 
Euiopeans and Anglo-Indians should be allowed to depart in safety, on tbe con- 
dition of -vacating (lie foit, and laying dow r n then arms. These terms w r ere 
unhappily agieed to, and the gates being tin own open, the garrison left t lie foit, 
pnd wete immediately made pusoncio by tbe rebels, Ac , who bound, the men. 
The whole paity weic then taken fiom the fort gate tlnough the town, fowaids 
the Stai Foit, but on leaching the .fokhun Bagh, just outside the city walls 
some sowais biouglit a message fiom the Kessaldar, f oiderjng that all should 
be put to death The seivants, wholiad until then accompanied their masters, 
-were upon this put aside, and the gentlemen being separated fiom the ladies 
and cluldien a geneial massacie took place. Bukslnsh Alee, jail darogab,' first 
cut down Captain Skene with lnsown hand. Mrs McEgan, attempting to save 
hei husband, tluev her armsiound him, but w r as beaten and pushed aside, and 
Doctoi McEgan w T as cut down and killed Mrs McEgan cast bciself on Ins 
body, and w r as there killed also. Miss Browne fell on her knees befoie a sepoy, 
and begged foiTife, hut was immediately cut down by him I have no pnrti- 
culais regarding the deaths of the rest of our unfortunate countrymen, and

27. About this time a great number of people, amongst whom were the 
anees principal adherents, viz. Jlmrroo Kooui, KJiooda Buksh, &c , and bearing

40. On the 11th June the mutineers left Jhansie for Dehli, accom- 
panied by Bnkslush Alee, Mahomed Buksh, police tomandur, ,many zillah. and 
Customs buikunda/es and otheis. , 

41. Oh failing to get the mutineeis to espouse Ins cause, Sadaslieo Bao, 
left lliansie, and assembling some 300 men, on the 13fch June, seized the fort 
of Kunaia, (30 hides west of Jhansie,) wlieie he was joined bv some Puax 
Thakoois lie tinned out the Bihish natn e officials, appointed Ins ow n, levied 
money, and 'issued a pioclanution, to the effect that “Mahaiajuh Sadaslieo 
Bao Narain lias seated himself oh the tin one of Jhansie, at Km lara ” Short- 
ly after the Banee sent some tioop> against lnm, and he fled to Nuiwui, in 
Scindia’s Temtoiv, fiom whence he was inveigled by the Banee into her 
powei. He was made .pusoner at the taking of Jhansie, and, lias been tians- 
ported for life. 

42. The Banee having seemed Jhansie and Kurrara, the other parts of 
the Jhansie distnctacknov ledged her autlionty with veiy ummpoitant excep- 
tions Mr Thornton, Deputy Collector, and Mi Andrews, who were at Guiiota, 
liow r ever managed to escape to Sumptur, thiough the assistance ot the Malgoozar 
of Ashta, who assembling some 40 men, escorted them there in safety, for 
which they, have been rewarded. 

43. The Ranee then sent agents tothc Nana Sahib, levied troops, established 
a mint, and began stiengthemng the fortifications of Jhansie and Kuirara. At 
the same time she endeavoied to keep teimswith'oui Government, by wilting 
to the Coinnussionei of Jubbulpooi,andtdothers,lamehtmgthemassacie of out 
countiymen stating that she was in noway concerned m it, and declaring that 
she only held the Jhansie district till our Government could make arrange- 
ments to re-occupyit, Iler elnef adherents and suppoiteis were Moro Bulwunt 
(her fathei) Lulloo Bnkshee, (pay mastei,) Junoo’ Koour, Kashenatli, tehseel- 
darofPunvaho,Gungnbhur,LudnnuhRab Dew r an,and Jowalm Singh of ICnttele, 
VBondela Chief.' The two first have been hanged ; tlie thud was lulled at the 
storm of Jhansie, and otheis aie still living and in rebellion.

44. Whilst, the above events were taking place at Jhansie, .affans jvere 
, lapidly appioaclung a crisis in tbe,Jaloun distuct. On the 6 th June, an 

expiess was lecdyed, by the Officer Commanding the two Companies of the 53id 
Bengal Native Infantry at Oiaie, stating that the Aitilleiy, and some of the 
Infantn at, Jhansie, had mutinied, and seized the Star Port At this time the 
abo\e two Companies _weie about to be relieved by two otheis of the 56th 
Bengal Native, Infantry fiom Cawnpoie, regarding which Regiment the giavest 
suspicions were abi oad. _ The Deputy Comnnssionei, , Captain, Biowne, theie- 
foieat once sent. off, the bulk, of Jus tieasuie (4£ kies) toGivahoi, undei the 
guaid of Lieutenant Tomlunson, and 100 men of the 5 3id Bengal Native In- 
fantry, called in tw o' Companies of the 1st Gwalior Regiment fiom Etuwuh, 
which, with some Main atta hoise, leached Oiaie at 1 a. m of the 7tli June, and 
dnected the Ofhcei Commanding thetw oGornpnmes of the 56th Bengal Native 
lnfuntiy to xetiace Ins steps towards Oawnpooi foitlnvith, which lie did, and 
leached* Kalpee that night (Gth), on which same night also the Deputy Com- 
missionei lecerved intelligence of the outbieok at Cawnpore. About this time 
also the Deputy Comnnssionei, Captain Browne, recened a note fiom Slieo 
Perslind, Deputy Collcetoi <it Kalpee, m wfiuch he expiessed a desire to deseit 
Ins post As Kalpee was a most important point of communication over the 
Jumna, it was of the greatest nnpoitance to hold it, and Lieutenant Lamb, 
Assistant Comnnssionei, volunteciing to go there, Captain Browne sent him, 
and at the same time sent an expiess to the Brigadier at Gwalior, to send aid 
-to Jhansie > < i

45. On Captam Cosseratt’s detachment joining him. Captain Browne 
- intended to proceed with it, and some Sumptm troops and guns, to the ithef 
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of the Europeans at .Thansie, leaving the police at Oraie, hut on the 9th a let-" 
tei was leceived fiom Mote, stating that all the Eiuopeans in Jhansie hail been 
killed consequently Captain Biowne gave up his intention of pioceedmg 
theie ’ The same day the men ot the 53id Bengal Native Infantry, icmaimng 
at Oiaie, deseited then Officcis ; the bnrkundn/.es of the Customs’ Department 
mutinied, and Captain Cosseiatt, who was at Kooncli, leceived orders fiom 
his Commanding Ofliccr to return to Efnvnh On the lOlli, the two sons 
of the Gooiseiaic Chief, who had ofleied Captain Biowne aid, which he had 
accepted, ai lived at Jaloun with a foice of seveial luindied men, and a few 
ouns, and on the same day Captain Biowne and Lieutenant Limb also pio- 
ceedcd to that place, wheic the loimer having met the sons and assured him- 
self of their good intentions, addiessed <1 lettei to their f.ithei, requesting him 
to aiToid e\eij assistance in pieseivmg order m the distnct. 

46 Captain Browne, Lieutenant Lamb and Captain GWerntt’s party 
ieft Jaloun on the 11th oi 12th June, and next da) pnwannahs weie addressed 
m the name of the Goorseiaie Chief, to the ditfeient Tehserldais of the dis- 
til ict, stating that the management oftlic distnct was enti listed to him, to whom 
all lcpoits veie to be sent. 1 " On the Telisceld.ir lelcmngthe mattei to Cap- 
tain Biowne, that Officei passed an oidei, that the Jagecidai was not to have 
contiol of the distnct, which was to lemam undei Mi Bassanah, Deputy Col- 
.lectoi, who still Remained at Oiaie. A copy of this ordei was sent to Mi. 
Passanah by Lieutenant Biowne, who also stated that some words had bcca 
intei pointed m lus Ooidoo letter to the Goorseiaie Chief- Allei this Captain 
-Biowne left the district, and pioceeded with lus Assistant, Lieutenant La tub, to 
JStaw ah, having ascertained on lus way that lvuchwagnih and the noi Client 
,pait of Jaloun, had become quite disoiganized, — the Customs buikundazes hav- 
ing mutinied, the police loudly calling foi then pay, and the petty Chiefs ready 
•Jo use. 

“ ’47. As stated above, the Jhansie mutineers left that phnee foi Dehli on 

tlieTlth June. On the 13th they reached Mote, (33 milts noitli east of 
Jhansie,) and having plundeiedthetiensury, tookaway with them as apnsonei, 
’Neaz Alee, Deputy Collectoi. On the 15th June, then advanced guard, consist; 
ing of 6 oi 8 sowaats, readied Oiaie, and Messis Passanah and Gtifiiths, Deputy 
Colleetois, who until then had lemamed there, left it in the night, and passed 
thiough Jaloun, wheiff they met Sheo Bam Tantia, eldest son of Gooissiaie 
Chief, who shoitly attei assumed entnc authonty ov r er the Jaloun ‘distnct. 
Fiom Jaloun, Messis. Passanah and Guththsmade for Gwahoi but on the 17th 
June they fell m with the 100 men of the 53rd Bengal Native Infantry, who 
had faithfully taken the Jaloun 4f lacs of tieasure to Gwahoi. Tne men, it 
appears, had now mutinied, for they plundeicd the above two gentlemen, made 
them pusoneis, and mai ched to Jaloun, wdieie. Mi. Pass mail suvs, they (the 
mutineeis) were leceived with gieat coidiality by Shco Rim Tantia, the Goor- 
'seiaie Chief s eldest son, who made ovei to them 1,400 mpees of Government 
money, from the Tehseelec tieasury, and bought fiom them Messis Passanah 
“and Gnffiths’s hoiscs, guns, &c From Jaloun, the above tw’o gentlemen were 
taken to Oraie, wheie they weie released by the mutineers on the 21st June, 
‘the lattei maichxng thence foi Cawnpooi. They w r eic how'evei detained by a 
Sibundy guaid of the Goorseiaie Chief, and the head man m ide them ovei to 
the Gwahoi Contingent, and 14tli Cavahy mutineeis fiom Lulliitpoor, who 
leaelied Oiaie the same day. These mutineeis howevei did not molest them, 
and let them go. 

n 48 4’he two gentlemen xemained at Oraie, and KeshoRao, theGooiseiaie 
Chief, coming m peison to Jaloun, sent them a kind letter and some money , 

S io Rao took upon himself the whole Government of the country, 
tub, which was taken possession of Ly Seindia, and Duboh taken 
State; collected levenue, gave villages m Jageei foi military 
dahhshed a mint It was also said that he intended placing one 
the guddee of Jaloun, but of this theie is no procJ lie «it the 
te lettei s to the Commissioner of Jubbulpooi, stating that Cap- 
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tain Blow ne had made him over the District, to take care of -for the British 
Government, and that he (Kesho Rao) was acting aceoidingly 

50 Messrs Passanah and Gnffiths lemamed about three weeks at Oraie 
unmolested, but on the 14th July, a few mutineeis having leached Oiaie, they 
weie placed in gieat dangei, as the Jageerdars’ men would not assist them But 
they weie ultimately rescued by someof the well-disposed inhabitants of Oiaie. 
On the 17th July Mi Passanah received a lettei horn the Gooisei.ue Chief, 
stating that a foice of the Nana’s was about to proceed from Cawnpoor to 
Jhansie, and advising him to keep out of the way , but the same day a party in 
the employ of Sheo Ram Tatia, the Chiefs son, who was at Kalpee, seized the 
two gentlemen and Mr PassaDah’s family, placed them in two caits and 
took them all to Kalpee, to be for raided to the Nana at Cawnpooi On their 
way they met Sheo Ram Tatia, who would not listen to then remonstrances, 
and said he must obey the Nana’s orders. They were kept pnsoneis at Kalpee 
till Sheo Ram’s return, who then ordered them to be taken to the Nana at 
Cawnpoor, baton the 19th July, intelligence of the Nana’s defeat and flight 
from Cawnpooi leached Kalpee Sheo Ram Tatia then changed Ins tone and 
affected gieat kindness towards them, and Ivesho Rao himself came over fiom 
Jaloun to visit them In the meantime, the 42nd Bengal mutineeis aruved 
at Kalpee fiom Saugoi, and wished to get the gentlemen and then families 
into then hands, but Sheo Ram Tatia placed them m the foit and protected 
them, and when the mutineers had gone, provided a suitable conveyance and 
sent them to a village named Chooikee, 15 miles from Kalpee. Mi Passanah 
having found means to communicate with General Neill at Cawnpoor, the 
General wiote to Sheo Ram Tatia to send the party to him but the latter put 
off sending them for some time, undei the excuse of the dangeis of the road 
At lastGeneial Neill becoming peiemptory, and the Nana having been defeated 
at Bhitooi, Kesho Rao, the Goorseraie Chief, having furnished them with money 
and conveyances, and having restored two hoi ses belonging to Messrs Passanah 
and Gnffiths, the whole party started on the 2nd September 1857 for Cawn- 
poor, where they aruved m safety. ' „ 

51. As stated above, the Goorseraie Ghief, Kesho Rao, took the manage- 
ment of the whole of the Jaloun distnet, (save Kuchwaguih and Pergunnah 
Puboh) retaining all our distnet establishments - He and Ins family fixed 
then head-quarters at Jaloun The mutineeis of the Gwalior Contingent, 
accompanied by Tantia Topee, airived at Jaloun about the 29th October The 
Goorseraie Chief leceivedthem — indeed he had not sufficient foice to resist, and 
prepaied to treat for the possession of the Jaloun distnet, but Tantia Topee 
espoused the cause of the Taee Baee, daughtei of a formei Chief of Jaloun, 
and the mutineeis at his instigation displaced Kesho Rao fiom the govern- 
ment, seized him and his sons, threw them into prison, inflicted on them 
seveie bodily chastisement and plundeied them of all their wealth Tantia 
Topee caused the infant son of the Taee Baee to be placed on the Jaloun Guddee, 
with Bistvas Rao as Manager, on the condition of the Taee Baee acknowledging 
the Nana, 1 and of hei paying down a large sum, it is said one lac, and liquidat- 
ing the remainder, two lacs, fiom the Jaloun Revenues. 

52 In the meantime Kooer Singh of Jugdeespoorand the 40th Bengal 
Native Infantry had leached Kalpee ^ iy°-ctober , they weie m commu- 

nication with the Gwalioi mutmeeia\o ^ errand on the 3id November seized 
and impiisoned Sheo Ram Tatia, and on The 7th November were joined by 
the mutineers fiom Gwalioi and marched to attack Cawnpoor 


53 The outbieak at Jhansie was of course soon known at Lullulpoor, and 
the Chundeyree distnet lapidly fell into greater disordei than ever The Tha- 
koors rose m all directions, commenced plundei mg, collected in laige bodies, 
principally at Cliundeyieeand Talbehut and aiound Lullutpoor, and the Ban- 
poor Rajah who had been invited to Lullutpoor by Captain A. C. Gordon’s pre- 
decessor Captam Hamilton, played a double game, for, while ostensibly profess- 
ing loyalty to Government and blaming the rebellious Thakoors, he was m 
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reality at the head of the rising, and by the 11th and 12th June had occupied 
the Ghats about Malthone with stiong pai ties of his matchlockmen. lie also used 
his utmost endeavois to demobilize the sepoys of the wing of the 6th Gwalior 
Rem men t, mtugued with the umlah, of whom Alee Ilossem senshtadar, Sheikh 
Hidayet Alee a wntcr, and Juswunt Smgh coUval, wcic m the habit of going 
to him at night, and opened a private camel dawk to Jhansie. The Deputy 
Commissioner, Captain Goidon, was aware of the pai( the Banpoor Rajah was 
playing but m the absence of reinforcements, for which he had written to 
.Saimo^ and to Scindias Commander at Esaugurh, he, Captain A C. Gordon, 
could do nothing more than desne the Rajah, if he weie sincere m lus profes- 
sions, that he would obey orders, and at once letne to his own territory The 
Rajah however still continued to hang on at Inillutpooi, intriguing, till Captain 
A. C. Gordon declined all fuithei intei views with him, and pciemptorily oidered 
him to Banpoor Upon this the Rajah left Lullutpooi and took up his position 
at a foitof his own, called Mussowiah, (4 miles from the foimei place,) wheie 
lie had collected a strong foice of Boondelas and some guns, and then sent a 
strong foice and 2 guns towaids Chundeyrec, although Captain A. C Gordon 
bad foi bidden bun to do so. 

54. Aftei tbe Rajah’s depaif ure Captain A. C. Gordon was m hopes that 
as the sepoys seemed loyal, a stand might be made till succoui amved, and 
intended garrisoning the jail, but as the detachment had no guns, whilst the 
rebels' had'" many at Mussowiah, which they could bnng against the jail, the 
idea w r as given up. 

' -55. The Deputy Commissioner consideimg, that with the rebels so close 
the Treasury was rn an unsafe situation, dctei mined to show his confidence in 
the sepoys, by having it lemovcd into then lines for security, which was done 
on the 11th June, and the treasure lodged m the quaitei guaul. 

56 On the morning of the 12th June, after a consultation with the 
Ofiicei Commanding, Capatam Sale, it was deteimmed that the detachment 
could not hold Lullutpooi, and that the best plan would he to fall back on the 
Gw r alioi Territory towards Esauguih. The police had deserted then posts, 

'and thcie wars no hope save m the sepoys, some of whom however on this day, 
for the fust time, ‘showed a mutinous disposition, to which they aie supposed to 
have been incited by 40 sowusof the 14th Inegulai Cavalry, who tins morning 
amved fionr Nowgong, agreeably to a requisition of Captain Skene. Thenative 
■officers were sent foi by Captain Sale and made acquainted with the plan of falling 
back to Gwaboi, to which they seemed to agiee. As tbe amount of money rn 
( tbe Treasury was small (Rupees 25,000), as it was not deniable that it should 
fall into the hands of the Rajah, and as an inducement to the sepoys to aban- 
don eveiy tliurg but then ammunition, and to confiinr w r aveieis, Captain A C. 
Goidon pi oposed to distubute it among the detachment, which was done in 
Captain Sale’s presence, and it was explained to the sepoys that they weie to 
considei it as a compensation for then loss of piopeity. 

57 As the Officeis and the detachment were to stait in the afternoon 
of the 12th June, leaving the station empty, and as the Rajah’s men had pushed 
on to the Bazai, Captain A C. Goidon considei ed it adusable, foi the puipose 
of pi eventing plundei to make ovei the distnct to him (the Rajah,) who still 
pi ofessed friendship, to he held until out Government could re-establish their 
rule, and he gave the Rajah a perwauna to that effect. 

? 58 Shortly after this, when all the Officeis were assembled at Captain 
Sale’s quarters, they were mfoimed that there w r as gieat excitement m the 
lines, and that the men refused to maieh the Officers immediately proceeded 
to the lines and found two bodies of men collected, but without native Officeis * 
these were the bad men of the leginrent, the lest kept out of the way Cap- 
tain Sale and Doctor O’Bnen went to one party, and Captain Ii win and A G. 
Goidon, Deputy Conrmis'uonei, to the othei At first the men pretended that 
tliey could not march on account of w T ant of carnage, upon which Captain A. 
C Gordon piomised them carnage, and every endeavoi was made to induce 
them to maicb, hut without avail, and at last they broke out into open mutiny; 
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and when reminded that the treasure had been given to them as compensation 
for loss of piopeity, they replied that they consideied it a gift fiom the King, 
and shouted “We aie seivants of the King of Dehli, not a man of us will go 
with you, however we won’t take your lives, but you must be off” Being thus 
compelled to leave, Captain Sale and Doctor O’Buen went on ahead, the 
remainder of the Officers and ladies' 1 proceeded by the Saugoi load, but at 
the end of the bazar they fell an with some of the Rajah’s men and were ta- 
ken to Mussowiali, neai which they weie met by the Raj ah’s Kamdar, Doolaree 
Lall, with a paper guaianteemg them piotection, which had been procured by 
Doctor O’Bnen. The Rajah would not, however, see Captain A C Gordon 

59. On the 13th June the Rajah moved into Lullutpoor, with a laige 
force and some guns, and the Officers and ladies weie kept m the fort of Mus- 
sowrah as pusoners, although well treated m othei lespects On the evening 
of the 14th June, Doolaree Lall, Kamdai,and Sheikh Hidayet Alee, (also called 
Mota Sheikh) came to Captain A C. Goidon from the Rajah, and read him 
a paper m the vernacular, telling him he must wnteand sign a similai one 
m English Thepapei was to the following effect — “Owing to dacoities, blood- 
shed, &c , and the mutiny of the sepoys, I was unable to manage the distuct, 
and consequently I handed ovei charge to the Rajah of Banpot?r I affiim, 
agieeably to my religion, that I have wntten this of ray own fiee will. 
Any British troops amving m the distuct are to assist the Rajah ” As Cap- 
tain A. C Goidon was completely m the Rajah’s powers, and as he felt that 
his lefusal would piobably lead to the saenfice of the whole party, he complied 
with the Rajah’s demand, but as soon as he had an opportunity he communi- 
cated the facts of the case to Major Gaussen, who commanded the nearest 
Military post.

60 During all ' the above transactions, Captain ‘A C Goidon leceived 
no assistance fioru eitliei of the Deputy Collectors, Nissai Ahmed, oi Zenoolah- 
deen Khan, noi fiom any other native official they all deseited him. . 

61 On the 15tli June the party weie sent from Mussowiali to Banpoor, 

where they amved on the morning ot the 16th, and were visited m the course 
of the day by the Rajah’s Mookhtai , Mohamed Alee, who, ■ of his 

opposition to his mastei’s rebellious schemes, had fallen > ^ • At 2 

a. w of the 17th, the party were forwarded to Tchree, under a guard of Ban- 
poor men, and accompanied by a seivantof Mohamed Alee. The guaid left the 
party at the Teliree boundary, — the Jamnee river, — notwithstanding their re- 
monstrances, and the Europeans proceeded towards T 1 1 only 

by Mohamed Alee’s servant They had baiely gor ■ , i ■ were 

stopped by a party of Tehiee troops, andperemptonly oidered to lecioss the 
rivei into Banpoor, these matchlockmen stated that they had been expiessly 
oideied to pievent the Europeans enteung the Tehiee State, and had been 
waiting at another ford After some delay, leave was obtained foi the Euro- 
peans to send Mohamed Alee’s seivant to Tehiee, to endeavoi to piocuie per- 
mission foi them to proceed there Aftei a delay of some houis this was 
granted, and shortly aftei the party amved atTehree; they weie invited to 
take up then quaiters in the house of Piem Narain, the tutoi of the young 
Rajah, to whose good offices Captain A C Goidon thinks they owe then 
admission to Tehree, as the Ranee’s minister, Nuthay Khan, and otheis were 
strongly opposed to it. The Tehiee authoiities stated that they had received 
no mtunation fiom the Banpooi Rajah of the approach of the Euiopeans, but 
this, Captain A C Goldonis of opinion, is untrue, and he thinks that there 
was a tieacherous plan, previously ai ranged, between the Tehiee and Banpooi 
authoiities, for the destruction of the paity, which was fiustiated by the good 
faith of Mohamed Mee and Pi em Naiain. Both these men have been reward- 
ed by Government 

62 The party remained in Tehree mthe house of Prem Naiain, till the 
2nd July , they were well treated, hut t never officially noticed by the Ranee, 

- Tlic Lullutpoor p irty consisted of Captain A C Gordon, Deputy Commissioner , Captain Sale, Commanding 
6th Regiment Gwalior Infantry, Captain Irwin, Gth Ditto Mrs Invm ,aml 2 Children, Doctor 0 linen, Oth 
"Regiment Gwalior Infantrj f the Sergeant Major and his wile, Mr Verrici, Customs Department, Ciptam 
Gordon’s two Madras servants 
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or her chief adviser, Nuthay Khan, and all mfoimation, as to what was going 
on. was caiefully kept fiom them Captain A C. Goidon lepeatedlv 1 equated 
that the paity might be foi warded to Saugoi, but he was continual! v put off bv 
one excused othei. On the 30th June, a lettei written by me to the Ranee, 
leached Teln ee, on w Inch the Telnee authonties pionusedto send the Eiuopcans 
to' Saugoi by the Shahgnili ioad nndei a, stioug guaid At last, on the 2nd 
July, the paity started undei a Telnee guaid for Shahgmh, deserted by all 
the amla and attendants, save Captain A C Goidon’s Madras seivants, who 
still kept with then master They amved at Shahguili on the 5th July, and 
the Rajah of that place came out to meet them, received them m a most hos- 
pitable mannei, and supplied all then want's In the afternoon the Eiuopcans 
l etui ned the Rajah’s visit, on which occasion he was piofuse m ins olfeis of 
service, and appealed to wish them to lemam his guests foi some days On 
the 7th July, the paity had made every piepaiation for proceeding to Saugoi, 
but on that day the Rajah infoimedthem of the mutiny which had taken place, 
and of the impossibility of then pi oceedmg tliei e lie made gi eat pi ofessions of 
fiiendslupto oui Government, but said that he expected Government would give 
lum the Guuafeotta distnct as a lewaid. He left Shahgurh a day oi two after, 
to jom his tioops atKutowia On the 10th July the Eiuopeans weiemfoimed 
by one of 1 the Rajah’s seivants, Gudhnee, that the Saugoi mutineeis were 
lapidly advancing to Shahguili, and that then lives would be m danger if 
they did not immediately leave the place Shoitly aftei, some of the mutineer 
Inegulai Cavalaiy aruved, accompanied by the Rajah, whom they had' met at 
Kutowra, and. compelled to come with them Tlieiest of the Saugoi mutineeis 
amved bn the couise of the day The Europeans were immediately sent to 
a garden house of the Rajah, and moved about fiom village to village till the 
mutineeis left, when they returned to Shaliguih. 

63. Ry this time the Rajah of Shahgurh had aheady invaded the British 
distnct of Saugor, and was a iebel,like the Banpooi Rajah, with whom he was 
m constant correspondence; but he still continued his piofessions of loyalty to 
Captain A. C Goidon, piovided oui Government would give him the Gurra- 
kotta Peigunali. 

t 

64. On the evening of the IStli July, the Rajah filed a salute for the sup- 
posed fall of Delili, and next morning the Euiopeans weie told they weie 
to start at once foi Saugoi. Until then they had leceived great kindness 
fiom the Rajah, who no doubt saved them fiom the Saugoi mutineeis hut horn 
this time they expeuenced nothing but ill-tieatment They weie burned off 
v ltliout seeing tile Rajah, and made over as pnsoneis to a guaid, under lus 
bi othei, Dev an Luchmun Singh, and occasionally exposed to veiy insulting 
tieatment, being thieatened with banging and flogging Thakoor Luchmun 
Singh, of Naihut, howevei, who pretended to have joined the rebels, but who 
had come into their camp to communicate with Captain Goidon, on the paitof 
Major Western, Deputy Comnussionei of Saugoi, pi evaded on Dewan Luchmun 
Singh to apologize, and tieat them bettei Shortly aftei Dewan Luchmun Singh 
left to attack the British tioops at Benaika, by whom he was defeated, with the 
loss of a camion, he himself being severely wounded Upon this, the Euio- 
peans weie sent to a place called Papeete, confined in a cowshed, and insulted 
in eveiy way. On the 25th July, Captain A C. Goidon was sent foi by the 
Shahgmh Rajah, who stated that his tioops had attacked oui foices conti aiy to 
lus oi dei s, and that he v r as still anxious to be oui ally, hut on the old condition, 
the gift of the Guixakota Peigunali, and that his gun should be lestoied to 
hnn he added that he gave oui Government eight days to consider Ins teims, 
and if he leceived an unfavoiable reply, he should join the rebels He also 
pionused to send the Euiopeans dncct to Saugoi, one of then party lemaimng 
with him ns a hostage foi the ictuin of his gun, and he finished by apologizing 
foi the hardships they had suffeied. Upon this. Captain A 0. Goidon gave 
the Rajah a certificate, m which he mentioned the Rajah’s land tieatment of 
the paity at first, and that he had sa\ed tlicir lives from the mutineeis, &c

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65 On the morning of the 27ih July, tl e party started with a guaid 
foi Benaika, a town m the Saugor district Their aims, of ■which they had 
been deprived, had been restoied to them After they had pioceeded some 
distance, a Saugor hurkaia, -who accompanied them, told Captain A 0 Gordon 
that he suspected some treachery, ?s they were beimr taken off the propei road. 
When about acossfrom Benaika, they were met by three sowars, w ho demand- 
ed their weapons, saying they had been sent by the Rajah to bring the party 
back, and had been ordeied to kill them if they did not obey The Shuhgurh 
guard, consisting of 30 men, made no objection, indeed assisted the sow ms On 
their way back, they halted at Zahmpoor, wheie the sowars again threatened 
the Europeans, and one of them drove Ins spcai into the cheek-bone ot Mr. 
Veinei, of the Salt Dcpaitment, inflicting a deep and dangerous wound On 
reaching Papeete, they met a party of the Bajah’s troops, and the sowars im- 
mediately made off. The Commander of these troops declared that the sowars 
had not been sent by the Rajah to lecall them and sent off a messenger to lnm 
to state wlwt had occuired The Rajah ignoied the whole proceeding, stating 
that the sowars weie inhabitants of the Saugor district. 

66 I may here remark, that Captain A C Gordon states, that all through 
the Banpooi, Teluee, and Shaliguih States, the feeling against the people of the 
Salt Department is bitterly hostile 

67. On the 29th July, the whole party was removed to Baietta, a fort in 
the middle of the jungle, and they were informed that the Rajah could not 
send them to Raugoi, owing to the distmbed state of the country The\ lcmam- 
ed at Baretta until theend of then captivity, the 12tli Seplembei 1S57, during 
which time their treatment was worst, than they had before experienced They 
weie confined in two low, leaky rooms, sometimes anckle-dcep in mud, situat- 
ed in a small com tj aid, one side, of which was occupied by the guaid They 
had no change of clothes, weie not peimitted to go any where without a detail 
of the gum d T heir food was of the coni sest desci iption — atta, rice and dal like 
the usual fare of prisoneis m jail, the daily sum allowed to suppoit fifteen 
people being one mpeeand tw r o pice Captain A C Goidon wrote to the Rajah, 
repiescntmg that their health was suffeimg fiom this tientment, hut no notice 
was taken of his letter, and no change took place until very shoifly before 
their depaiture In the meantime sevei.nl of the paity, paiticularly Doctor 
OBner, w T ho neaily died, suffeied.seyeicly m health 

63 On the 7th September 1S57 Colonel Millais Madras 'Column having 
advanced to Dumoh, the Shahguih Rajah became alarmed, and he sent for Captain 
A C. Goidon to Shahgurh and, stating that he had made up Ins mind to 
send the whole party into Saugoi m safety, e\piessed a wish to be incndlv 
to our Go\e'rnmcnt, on the foimer conditions, and insisted on giving 200 
rupees as compensation to those who had been depnved of then arms, which 
sum Captain A C Goidon afteivaids lodged m the Saucoi Tieasuiv with 
some othei articles, which had been foiced on him by the Rajah 

69 The party left Baretta on the 12tli and reached Saugor in safety- 
on the 14th Scptembei lb57. They had a most foifunate and nuirow escapt, 
for the Madias Column, to wlio^e advance to Dumoh they owe then u least 
was obliged, m consequence of the mutiny of the 52nd Beng.d Native Infan- 
try at Jubbulpooi, to tall back fiom Dumoh towaids Jubbulpooi on the 21st 
September, only seven days after Captain A C Goidon and his paity i cached 
Saugor 

70. As stated above, the Rajah of Banpoor wifh a Erge foice and some 
guns went fiom Murrowiah to Lullutpooi on the 13th June, the dav after tbe 
Europeans took shelter m the foimti place A queirel aio-e between lnm and 
the 6th Regiment Gwalioi mutmeas and sowais, regarding flic tiea=me which 
Captain A' C Gordon had dishibuted to the lattei, the Rajah demanding a 
share which the mutmeeis lcfmori. The mutmeeis mniched fiom Ludutpooi 
mlhe evening, and almost immediately aftei they left the place were attache 1 by 
the Rnjuli s followers and other Roondeles, but beat them off with little loss to 
themsch c^, the Boondelas suffei mg sev ert Iv These attacks were contmued by 
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ilic Boondelas until the mutmee.s mossed the Betwn river, noi th of Talbehut, 
mto the Jliansie district, the Boondelas al.vavs gelling worsted 'J'lie mutineer? 
passed through Jh,im-ae, wheic they wei e well leeeivul by the "Ranee, feasted 
by hoi foi tlncc da) s in the Jokun 1 aph, and, as haled above, they icaehed 
Oiaic on the 21s|, June, fiom umch plica they pioaoedcd to Kilpee and joined 
the othei mutinecis aheady theie 

71 'J’he Rajah of Banpoor was nny in fall pension of the Chundev roe 
dishict, and appeals lo have been obejerl ns well ns Native Pnneca usually 
aie He plumlei >d all who wetc supposed lo favoi om Govern -non t, extolled 
money fioin the tiading classes, raised levenue, and established a camion 
foundry on the Emopcaii punciplc, with an excellent boung nppmalu*, at 
Ban pool ' The Tthseeldai o( Lullutpooi, IT) at Alee the Senshtadar, Alee 
llo-ein, and llidyat Alee wutei, all took sauce undei him 

72 Major Ei shine, Commissions of Jubbulpoor, having received a 
letter dated 7th June, fiom Captain E Gouhn, wntten from the fort at Jlmn- 
sie, stating the dangci he and the othei Ofliceis vvcie in, and anothei Idler da- 
ted 10th dune fiom Captain A 0 Goidon fiom Lullutpooi, stating that it was 
lepoited tint all the Emopcans at Jhanue had been lulled, oideied me on the 
20th June to proceed on special duty fiom Jnbbulpooi ti Saugoi, and, |Oimng 
Majo; Gaussen s detachment of the Saugoi force then at. Malthone, to proceed 
to Olmndeuee and tike geneial chaigc of that distuct, and should Captain 
Skene be alive and <it libeity, to communicate with him and place m) self 
undei his oideis, but should lie liavc been lulled oi made pnsonei, I was to 
take his place as O/hciatmg Superintendent, <ind make the best auangemenls 
to lestoic oidei m the Chundeuee, Jhansie, and Jaloun distncts. and iclcase 
the Europeans, &c 

73 I leached Saugoi on the 21th June, and theie met a hoise-keeper 
of Ciptam Skene s, who had seen the inassaeie.it Jhansie, and 1 also leceived 
authentic intelligence ot the mutiny at Lullutpooi and flight of the Euro- 
peans fiom that place to Tchiec On the 25th < Tune I saw Bugadiei Sage, 
Commanding Saugoi ihviMon, and it was settled with him that I should afconce 
join Majoi Gaussen's detachment (which had been leinfoiccd, and was about 
000 stiong with two guns), that it should advance sfiaight on Ban poor, and 
then pi oceed to Lullutpooi, and aftciwaids be guided l>5 r cucumstances I 
also vuole to the Banpooi Rajah, that if he at once c ime in to me without com- 
mitting any act of hostility, no haim should befall him, that these were the 
only terms that would be oflhed to him, th it the mu Ji of the detachment 
would not be stayed foi any fuithei negoewtion, >m 1 th it if lie did not come 
in he would be consideied a public enemy 

74 On the evening of the 26th June intelligence w is i eccived at Saugoi. 
that pait of Major Giussen’s detachment had mutinied and ieleascd some 
Eoondcla pusoncis I accoidmgly delayed my departaic, and on the 29th June 
Bugadiei Sage, considcnng that the Saugor foi ce \va» m a mutinous state, 
oideied all the Euiopeans into the foil, and I accompinied them On the 
did July the Saugoi tioops bioke out into open mutiny, and on the 12th July 
the part of Majoi Gaussen’s detachment which iein«un M d faithful, reached 
Saugoi from Malthone, having left the lattei place on the 7th oi Sth July 

75. On the 7th oi Sth July, the Banpooi Rajah took possession of the 
Saugoi Pergunalis of Khemlassa and Koiae, and plundeied the tieasuie m 
the lattei place wheie lie was joined by oiu Tehseeldai, who is still in lebelbon 
The gairison of Saugoi having been seveiely cuppled by the mutiny of the 
gieatei pait of it, the Banpooi Rajah remained m possession of the northern 
pait of the Sapgoi distuct, until the amval of Sir IL Roses foice at Rat- 
guili and Saugonn x Januaiy 1S5S. 

76 Having been appointed to othei duties, I left Saugoi on the 13th 
July, and did not letuin till Febiuaiy 1S3S. 


* On tlio occupation of llnnpoor b\ Sir H Rose’s force, it n ns destroyed 
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77 As stated above, the Ranee of Jhansie’s authority was established 
flnoughout the Jhansie district, very shortly aftei the massacre of, the 
Europeans and departure of the mutmeeis The Tehree or Ooicha State, 
however, conceiving 'that the British authority might possibly be ovei thrown, 
nevei to be re-established, thought a favorable oppoitunity hadarnved, certain- 
ly for plunder, and piobablv for aggrandizing itself Bom the foimer tei- 
utones of our Government It is to be observed also, tlmt the greater pait 
ot the Jhansie temtory had, generations ago, foimed part of the Tehree 01 
Oorclia State, which was then piobably the most poweiful St ite m Bundelkund , 
but the Rajah of that time having been defeated by the Mahiattas, was obliged 
to cede to them the pait of Ins terutory now included in Jhansie, which was 
formed into a petty Malnatta sub-State, dependant on the Peishw a , 

78. On the 10th August 1S57, theiefore, a Telnee foice took Mhow 
Raneepoor, and overran the thtee Peigunahs of Mho v, Pundwaho and Guirota, 
situated between the Betva and Desman uveis, plundeied the mahajuns and 
cultivating classes to a gi eat e .tent, drove off cattle, and m many instances 
burned down villages The Tehiee hoops then moved against Buiwa Saugor, 
winch they took-, and on the 3rd Septembei 1357 sat down before and besieged 
Jhansie, under Nutteh Khan, the mimstei, in peison The siege continued till 
22nd October 1857 when, having been outwitted by the Banpooi Rajah, who 
came to Jhansie and introduced pi o visions which wei e much needed, and hav- 
ing beard of the fall of Delhi, and knowing that the affans of the British' 
Government weie impiovmg, Nuthay Khan laised the siege His ti oops, 
however, had in the meantime inflicted gieat injury on the agncultuial popula- 
tion, to the east and south of Jhansie, plundering anddnvmg off cattle as usual. 
During all these proceedings, the Tehree State repiesented itself as our ally, 
and acting against the rebel Ranee of Jhansie, but at the same time’its Agents 
collected all the .Government Revenue of those parts of the Jhansie disti ict of 
which it held possession, namely Mhow, Pundwaho, Gunota, and the east and 
south of Jhansie, to the amount of about tw o lacs of rupees, which it has not 
yet repaid The mjuiy inflicted on the population by this invasion by the 
Tehiee State was veiy great, and it will be long befoie they recovei fiom it; 
paiticularly the loss of then cattle 

79 In January 1S5S the Ranee of Jhansie’s troops, under Juunoo' Baea, 
began to gam the ascendancy about Pundw alio, and Mhow Raneepoor, and 
on the 1st March the Tehree troops weie defeated, and expelled from all the 
Jhansie terntoiy between the Betwa and Dessan rivers. The Ranee entered 
into close relations with the Nana, Tantia Topee, and the Banpoor Rajah 

SO Thus at the beginning of 1858, the Jhansie Supei intendency was held 
by the undermentioned rebels — 

Jhansie district, (with few exceptions) by the Ranee of Jhansie 

Jaloun, (sa\e Peigunahs Duboh and Kuehwagurh) by the Taee Baee for 
her son. 

Ohunde-\ree, by the Banpooi Rajah, wdio also held the north-west part of 
the Saugor distnct > 

The Pcrgunah of Duboh was held by the fnendly native State of Duttia 
and Kucliw aguih, by Seindia 

81. Sir II Rose having taken Ratgmh and defeated the rebels at 
Banodia in Jaunary 1858, the Banpooi Rajah abandoned Koiae and Khemlassa 
m the Saugor distnct, and withdrew into the distucts of Chundeyiee and 
Banpoor Having taken Gurrakotta Sn Hugh advanced from Saugoi on the 
27thFebiuary , — Captains Maclean, Teman, and myself, having joined his foice 
at that place on the previous day, agreeably to the oidei of Majoi Erskine, 
Commissioner Jubbulpoor, for the puiposeof taking up our appointments m the 
Jhansie Supei intendency

82 TheBntish foice reached Rajwas on the 1st March, and Sir Hugh 
Rose having ascertained that the Rajah of Banpoor with a stiong force Held the 
Narhut pass, determined to make a feint m Ins direction, and to force the easier 
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pass, that of Muddunpoor, winch was held by the Shahgmli Rajah's tioops and 
the 52nd Bengal mutmecis. Tins was done on the 3rd March, the enemy 
bemc; defeated with sevcie loss Upon this the Rajnli of Ikinpoor abandoned 
the Naihut ass and fell back towaids Banpooi and Talbehut, both of which 
places were pabndoned on the appioachof otu foiccs the advance of which 
under Major On icached Talbehut on the 13th Maioh The administration 
of the Chundeyiee district, including Banpooi, was made ovei tempoianly to 
Captain Maclean, who established tlianahs of Telnce tioops in difftieuf places 
Meanwhile the siege of Chundejrce wus being earned on by tbe IstBugade 
of Sit II. Rose’s ioicc, undci Buga diet Stewaitof the Bombay Atmy, winch 
letarded the movement of the second Bi igade Chundcyi ee having been taken, 
tbe 2nd Bugadc undei Sir II Ro^e in person advanced on Jhansie, winch its 
Cavahy xeached and snnounded on the night of the 20th March, the remani- 
ng pazt of the Bugadc amving next day 

S3. Sir II. Rose having leconnoiticd the enemy’s defence*, opened three 
attacks to the south ,md e<ist ol the town, winch with the foit he complet'd/ 
invested with Ins Cavaliy The othei Bugadc from ChundeMee joined him 
bcfoie Jhansie on tlic 25th Match On "the 29th Maich intelligence was 
received that Tantia Topee and the Banpooi and SbahgmhJkqalisveie advanc- 
ing horn Mliow Ranccpooi, at the head of upwaids ol 15,000 men, with the in- 
tention ot lelicvmg Jhansie On the night ol the 3ist Maich, Tantia Topee 
crossed the Betwa, and on the 1st Apiilat dawn attacked Sn H Rose, whohim- 
self with the disposable poitjon ol bis 2nd Bugadc (about 1,200) wasdtawn 
upm leai oflnsCamp He had sent a poifion ol tbe 1st Bugadc undei Bn- 
gadiei Stewart, Bombay Aimv, to take Tantia Topee m flank should oppoitam- 
ty offei. The lemammg pait ot oui foice kept up the siege and lmestment 
of Jliansie. Tantia Topee was completely defeated losing upwaids of 1,000 
men killed, and IS guns, his aimy fled in two bodies, one towaids Ivalpee, the 
othei towaids Mliow Raneepooi. 

84 On the 3id A pul 'the town of Jliansie was assaulted, and with the 
fort was completely in oui possession by the night of the 5th Apul At the 
beginning of tbe assault the Ranee retired into the foit, winch howevei she 
evacuated on the night of the 4th, and made off by Bandhere to Koonch and 
Ivalpee. Fiom the beginning to the end of the siege of Jhansie, the enemy s 
loss could not have been less than between 3,000 and 4,000 men, exclusive of 
the battle of the Bclw a 

S5 On Jhansie falling, the fort of Kurrara, winch until then had been 
held for the Ranee by a gauison of 2,000 men, was abandoned by them 

86. Captain Maclean was put in charge of the distuet, and proceeded to 
establish tlianahs of men furnished bv native States and fuendly Thakoois, m 
that pait of the distuet to the west of the Betwa Shoitly after Major On s 
Jlydiabad Contingent w r as sent to the east of the Betwa to clcai out the coun- 
try between that nvci and the Dessau, which that Officei effectually accom- 
plished, and Captain Maclean then csiabbslied hn tlianahs m that direction 
also 

" 8/. Su II Rose was detained at Jliansie some time, m consequence of 

its being supposed that the Kota iebel=, who had been defeated by General 
Robeits, weie on then way towaids tins pait of the eountiy, but this being 
found not to be the case, Sn II Rose with the greatei pait of Ins force matched 
from Jhansie m the Jvoonch direction on the 26th Apul, leaving Col Liddell 
with a small foice to hold Jhansie. 

It not having been possible to spaie any regular troops to occupy 
ie Ghundeviee distuet, distui bailees soon bioke out theie, and befoie oui 
oices advanced fiom Jhansie, huge bodies of lebels liad assembled undei the 
ana and attacked otu Tehseelceat Talbehut. Theyweie, howevei, beaten off 

S9. On the 7th May, the foice undei Sn II Rose attacked the muti- 
neers and rebels at Ivoonch, where they had taken up a stiong position By 
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a flank march he succeeded m turning then defences, and took the old foit, 
which lendered their position untenable They weie completely defeated, and 
lost about 350 killed, all mutmeeis, and nine guns, and fell back in great dis- 
order to Kalpee Koonch was occupied for us by 300 of the Gooiseiaie OinoPs 
troops, and Sn II Rose again advanced towaids Kalpee on the 9th May. 
Captain Teinan assumed charge of the Jaloun distirct at Koonch 

90 The Taee Baee and her followers came m and submitted to Captain 
Ternan, Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun, and to Sn R Hamilton, Agent Go- 
veinoi Geneial at Oraie, on the 10th May, and Jaloun was occupied foi us 
by friendly Thakoors. 

91. On the 106h May, the numeerpoor distnct was added to the Jhan- 
sie Supenntendentsliip, and the whole foimed into a Comnnssioneislnp 

92 On the 15th May, Sn II Rose’s advanced Bngade leached Goolow- 
lee on the Jumna, four miles below Kalpee, wheie it was pined by the other 
Brigade thiee days aftei On the 20th, thegainson of Kalpee made an attack 
on our light, but weie easily driven back On the 22nd May, however, the 
enemy made a very determined attack along our whole line, their Infantry 
attacking our right in the lavmes with great peitinacity, and then Cavaliy 
and some guns endeavoung to turn oui left By about 1 p. m, however, 
they were entnely driven off, and suffered a heavy loss. 

93 On the 23id May, Sir H Rose attacked Kalpee which the enemy 
abandoned, and suffeied a loss of about 400 lulled, and all their guns They 
made off m the dnection of Gwalioi, accompanied by the Ranee of Jhansie, 
Rao Sahib, and the Banda Nawab , but although a pursuing Column was sent 
aftei them, they were not overtaken ' 

94. As stated above, when Sn Hugh Rose advanced through Bundelkund 
to Kalpee, he had no tioops he could spare to occupy any of the country 
and positions he had passed thiough,,save Jhansie itself This unfortunate cir- 
cumstance soon produced its natuial fiuit The rebels, who foi a time had 
as it were been stunned by the heavy blow at Jhansie, seeing no troops, soon 
recovered confidence The lebel Rajahs of Banpooi and Shahgmh, having 
shoitly before the affair at Koonch on the 7th May, doubled lound Sn H 
Rose’s right flank, reached their own temtones, which by the end of May 
were in open rebellion, and the fort of Chundeyiee was recaptuied by the 
rebels Buijore Singh, a lebel Thakoor of the Jaloun district, was in full acti- 
vity, plundering aiound Koonch, Mote, 35 miles fionr Jhansie, on the Kalpee 
road, and a Tehseelee station was taken, plundered and paitially burned by 
the rebel Thakoors, Gumbeei Singh and Debey Singh, on the 23id May, the veiy 
day Sir H Rose took Kalpee, and even earlier than this, the Puar Thakoors, 
around Kurrara, had attacked Dinars, only 16 miles fiom Jhansie. In Kuch- 
waguih plundering had never altogether ceased 

95 On the 28tli Apiil, having received intelligence of Buijore Singh’s 
outrages, I applied to Sn H Rose for a Militaiy detachment to pioceed 
against him, and he detailed Majoi Oir’s Hydrabad foice for that purpose. 
Majoi On sui prised Burjoie Singh at Belawan on the 31st May, killed about 150 
of his aimed followeis, took all Ins baggage and dispeised Ins band, and in 
consequence other disaffected Thakoors of Bheyi, Ameta, and Buroda came m 
and -submitted to me I then accompanied Majoi Oir’s foice to Mote, with the 
intention of proceeding agamst Gumbeei Singh and Debey Singh, between the 
Dessan and Betwa, which pait of the country was m great disoidei , but on 
the 5th June we leceived news of the revolution at Gwalioi, and the flight 
ofScindia to Agia, and on the Gtli Major Orr leceived oideis fiom Sn H 
Rose, to pioceed tqwaids Gwalioi via Jhansie, towaids winch lattei place he 
maiched on the 7th June , Sn H. Rose having m the meantime marched dnect 
on Gwalioi, leaving a gamson m Kalpee 

96 The l evolution in Gwalior had a ruinous effect on oui endeavors to 
restore peace m the Jhansie division , within a week <?f the fact getting gene- 
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known neailv the whole of the countiy between the Befwa and Dessau 
* a nd that to the south and west of Pichoie and Kuuaia shoitly fob 
lowed! As Su II Bose’s foice passed thiongh Jaloun and Kuclnvagurh on its 
wav to Gw alior, that pnit of the countiy lemained quiet a shoit time longer, 
but when the tioops left, it lose like the lest. 

97. At this time, the nnddle of June 1S5S, there were m the whole 
Jhansie* division, including Chundeyiee, Jhansie, Jaloun, and Ilumeeipooi, only 
two kihtaiv posts, one at Jhansie uudei Colonel Liddell, consisting of 557 
Bank and File,3id Bombay Eui opean Infantry, 538, 24th BombayNative Infan- 
tiy 31 Bhopal Native Aitillery with 3 gains, 113 Hydiabad Cavalry and 83 
Sappers ; total 1,335 Bank and File, but amongst these wei e included the whole of 
the sick and wounded up to the taking of Jhansie of Sir H Bose’s force; and 
as the foit and town of Jhansie bid to"be guaided there only remained for duty 
391 Bank and File of all aims The othei post w as at Kalpee, consisting of 124 
Boy nl Aililleiv, 417 Bank and File of H Ms 5th Fusihcis, and 353 Bank and 
File of the 19th Madias Native Infantiy total S94 Bank and File,' but of these 
theie only remained 644 Bank and File foi duty, and as Ivalpee w as an impoitant 
post, not much rnoie than half of these weie disposable. In the Chundeyree 
and Ilumeeipooi districts we had not a man 


9S. On the Gth June Captain Maclean, w r ho had been sentfiom Jimmie 
to take chaigeof the Chundeyiee distnct, and who had with him only 150 Gond 
police and some Telnce tioops, findmg that Ins position at Lullutpooi was not 
tenable, fell back to Banpooi and fiom thence to Telnee Shoitly after the 
whole of the distnct of Chundeyiee, save the Foit of that name Avlnch, having 
been ic-occtipied, was heldfoi ushy Scmdia’s tioops, and Banpooi, fell into the 
hands of the lebels, and I placed Captain Maclean m chaige of the Jhansie 
distnct, as until legulm forces w r ei e disposable it Avas useless making anymore 
attempts to reduce the Chundeyiee distnct to oidei 


99. Tlie countiv between the Betwa and Dcssnn m the Jhansie distnct 
wasovemm by about 2,000 iebcls and 500 mutmceis, pait of wliom had come 
fiom the Ilumeeipooi distnct The Ihus of Gooiseiaic, KeslioBac, alone held 
out loi us at Gooiseiaiein the noith, while the Tebseeldai and Thanahdai of 
Mhow held out an the foit of that place m the south. The lebels imdei Chuttur 
Smgh, Bukht Smgh of Alipooia, Kaslienath, Ac besieged the Tebseeldai an 
tlie foit of Mhow on the 21st June. On the 24th June the Tebseeldai and 
Thanahdai having been head ciously given up by then own men w T ei e put to 
death by tlie lebels tbiee daA s aftei m cold blood i applied to Colonel Liddell ioi 

tioops, but lie stated that lie could spaie none horn Jhansie I then, as GAvaboi 
had fallen, applied to Sn II Bose, who at hist stated that none weie aAailable, 
*i squadron ntu D»a but shoitly aftei be sent a lemfoi cement as noted in the 
niaiem A to Jhansie, which leached that place on the 
10th July On the 2nd July a Mihtaiy detachment undei 
Captain Monti iou, A\hich 1 accompanied, pioceeded to 
occupy Mote, Avhich step Aias rendeicd necessaiy by the 
rebels of Jaloun undei BuijoieSmgb, Dowlut .Smgh, and 
otheis, and inutiiieeis fiom beyond the Jumna haimig 
again collected m greatfoice and taken the huge toAvn of 
Koonch, AA'lnch imtil then had been held foi us by the 
son of the Bais of Gooiseiaie, Anth 500 matchlockmen On the aiirval of 
Captain Montuous detachment atMote the Gooiseiaie tioops again le-occupicd 
it, (Kooneli) and the lebel Buijoie Smgh took up a sfiong position at Miiow 
Mahom. 
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100 On the 5tli July 1S58 the Banpoor Bajali having pi eAuously opened 
negocmfions with Captain Maclean, gave himself up to Mi. Thomfon, Assistant 
* upci mtcnuemt at MuiroAua, hut was shoitly aftei ailoAied to lefuin to the 
JnmdcMcc distucf, Ailieie he continued mtugumg and collecting ievenue till 
oaih m August when he finally came in, trad with the Shah cui hBiijah pioceeded 
undei an cscoit to Gwahoi. - J L 
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101. Owing, notwithstanding frequent requisitions on the pait of the 
Civil Authorities, to no active Military operations being undei taken from 
Kalpee, Kuchwaguih, and the west of the Jaloun district fell almost entirely 
into the hands of the rebels headed by Burjore Singh and Don lut Singh 

102. On the 19th July Colonel Liddell sent 150 of the 24th Bombay 
Native Infantry, 50 of the 3id Bombay Europeans and one gun acioss the 
Betwa to garnsonBuiwaSaugoi foi the pm pose of holding m check theiebels 
about Mhow JRuneepoor, amounting to about 6,000 men oi more, headed by 
Junnoo Baea, Chutcui Singh, and Bukhl Singh of Alipoora The Desput of 
Jeitpooi had also biought them a consideiable lemfoicement fiom the Hu- 
meeipooi district The Gooiseiaie Chief howevei still held out foi us at Gooi- 
seiaie 


103 About tins tune although the station of Ilumeeipooi was held by 
a sm ill detachment, yet theie were no othu tioops m the distuct, and Mi 
Fieeling the Deputy Commissionei leported that m Peigunali Mahoba most o. 
the Talookdais and Ohaieedais weie m arms against us, the collection weref 
little oi nothing, and that in Jeitpooi the case was much woise, thepiesence of 
the tioops of the Bajah of Chnkaree alone enabling the Tehsceldai to remain 
at his post but that Ins being there was useless, as even the neighbouring 
villages Mould not obey his oideis The Desput also made an muption from 
MLuw Kaneepooi, and placed a gainson m Kaskipooia. 


104 On the 26th July 185S an expiess amved fiom the Tehseeldar of 
Pichoie, (34 miles south-west of Jhansie,) stating that the rebels undei Mun- 
saiam, (an adheient of the late llanee of Jhansie,) aftei hiking the fort of 
Mvapooi, and hanging some of oui police theie, were advancing on the fort of 
Pichoic, lound which then Cavaliy had placed pickets, and that he (the Teli- 
seeldai) expected to be attacked next day I immediately applied to Colonel 
Liddell for Military aid, which he gave, and on the same evening a detach- 
ment, as noted in the maigin/ and accompa- 
•',o Tiomim ingiit c-nain aiied by Captain Maclean, Deputy Commissionei, 

maiched against the rebels and saved Pichoie. 
This detachment was subsequently lemfoiced, 
di ovc the rebels altogether out of the west ot Jhansie distuct, and having 
enabled Captain Maclean to settle that pait of the countiy, shortly aftei 
letumed to Jhansie

105 On the 25th Julv, T received an ex pi ess from Captain Ternan, say- 
ing that the lebels w r eie closing lound Jaloun, that no tioops would be sent 
to it fiom Kalpee, and asking me to apply foi a foice fiom Thansie to save it 
As Jaloun is 76 miles hom Jhansie, and out of the ladius of opeiations of the 
Jhansie Bngade, which had ah eady enough on its hands, this could not be done; 
but I immediately lepoited the state of affans to Government, with the view 
of getting tioops oideied theie fiom Kalpee, which was aftei waids done, but 
in the meantime, the lebels undei Buijoie Singh, with some mutmeeis glow- 
ing bold, fiom no Military operations being undei taken against them, agam 
attacked Koonch, only 33 miles fiom Kalpee, drove out of it and defeated the 
500 men who, undei the son of the Goorseiaie Chief, held it foi us, killing 
upwaids of 30 of them, including tw r o Officers, and taking two guns. This had 
a \eiy bad effect on the Jaloun distuct, and also on the noithern pait of the 
Jhansie district, its northern Thanah. Pandokhui being duven in, and the 
Puais and other malcontents collected m small parties, piepaiatoiy to a rise. 


106 On the 2nd August, Jaloun wans taken by the rebels, but heaving 
of the appioacli of apaityof tioops, as noted in the margin," which had at last 

moved fiom Kalpee, they again abandoned it

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, 207 Colonel Liddell having organized a field foice of 700 men of all 
arms moved across the Betwa livei, towmds Mhow Raneepoor, on the 11th 
Auoust As Captain Maclean, the Deputy Commissioner, was still employed 
settling the countiy about Pichoie and Kuriaia, I accompanied Colonel Lid- 
dell On heaiino- of Colonel Liddell’s foice having l cached Dm wa Saugoi, the 
lebels (save about 200 undei Bulchl Singh of Alipooia,) abandoned Mhow 
Raneepoor, and under Kashenath, made toi Gunota When Colonel Liddell 
auived at Bipgmh foil, which lie destroyed on the 14th August, the rebels 
bavin" abandoned it ' Kashenath ’s force biokeup, and thegieatei part fled 
across 0 the Dessan into the Humeerpoor chstnct In the meantime Keshollao 
of Gooiseraie netting bold on our appioach, attacked and dispel sed the rebel 
bauds of Debey Singh and Gumbeei Smgb, and the Telnee ft oops (then act- 
ing as oui allies) diove Bukht Singh’s sm<ill pait) nut of Mhow Raneepoor 
Within seven days aftci Colonel Liddell had cio^sed the Betwa, thcie was not 
an aimed band of lebels lclt between the Dessan and the Betwa. 

108. When the fiist Amnesty pioelnmation was originally published, the 
country between the Dessan and Betwa was in the hands of the lebels, and it 
could not be made knowm so extensively as was desuable. I tliei efoie directed 
the Tehseeldais to have it again published m eveiy village, and to lepoit to 
me that the oidei was earned out, this had a very good cfiect, foi very 
shoitly all the rebels of that pait of the countiy, save proclaimed offender, 
weze induced to come m by Captain Maclean, (who joined Colonel Liddells 
Camp a few days aftci,) and that Oflicei was enabled by gieat good manage- 
ment to settle that pait ot the countiy wdnch, notwithstanding the neigh- 
bourhood of laige bodies of rebels m the Ilumccrpooi distuel, has lemamed 
quite peaceful up to this day. 


109. On the rebels bieakinn up, Colonel Liddell dnidcd his force into 
two parties , one, undei Captain Thompson, 14th Dragoons took post at Guirota 
which it leached on the 20th August, and the other undei Colonel Liddell 
himself encamped at Mhow r Raneepooi, whue it ai lived on the 21th August 
with a view to mteieept the lebels whom, it was supposed, Geneial Whitlocks 
expected advance from Banda would chive hack on Colonel Liddells foice. 

110 About the tune that Colonel Liddell advanced fiom Buiwa Saugoi, 
(13th August) Cbuttui Singh with a laige paity of lebels advanced against 
and attacked xlaat m the Ifumeeipooi distnet, which he took through the 
iieacheiy of those defending it, who gave up to lum , — the Teliseeldai, and Tha- 
nahdai, and Canoongoe, all of whom lie caused to lie put to death the next da\ . 


Ill In the middle of August, a strong detachment of the tbicenims was 
sent under Captain Ashbumei, did Bombay Ca\aliy, tow r aids Mhow Mahom 
and Koonch, to act against Buijoie Singh and to co-opeiate w'ltli the Kalpee 
force lie effectually cleaied the Bandeie and Mote Peigunahs of Jhansie of 
lebels. On the 4th September, Captain Ashbumei* attacked and diove 
Burjoie Smgh out of Mhow Malioni, killed 40 of his men, and took Jus two 
’guns and all his ammunition, and on the 5th Septembei, Bngadiei McDnff, 
who had moved out of Kalpee, attacked and defeated a Luge body of lebels 
and mutineers at Surawnn, 10 miles north of Jaloun, lulling about 150 and 
talcing one gun Captain Ashhumer subsequently entered Kuchwagmh, and 
his and Bngadier McDuff s foice effectually bioke up foi a time the bands of 
rebels ru the Jalouu distnet, and Captain Ter nan was enabled to get the 
eastern part mto something like oidei , lie had aheady most satisfactorily 
settled the eastern 'pait 


112. Geneial Whitlock having advanced from Banda, was at Mahoba on 
the 4th Septembei , fiom v 7 hich place he advanced to and destroyed the aban- 
doned foi t of Sr eenuggui. In the meantime, the rebels m the Humeerpoor 
district, being unopposed in the cential Peigunahs, plundered and committed 
outrages uncheckec^and extended themselves along the east bank of the 
1 essan, fiom its, junction with the Betwa to about Kashipooia On the 22nd 
September, Captain Thompson, 14th Piagoons, having agieeably to oidei 
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moved neniei to Colonel Liddell, Avas encamped at Smierda, when Chuttiu 
Singh with about 1,200 matchlockmen, some sowars and 2 guns suddenly 
folded the Dessau, which was very deep, and matching lapidly lound Captain 
Thompsons left flink, took possession of the town and foit of Guiiota. seven 
miles fiom Simeula On the 23id Septembci, Captain Thompson finding the 
loads so flooded and muddy that he could not move his guns, left them in. 
Camp with <i gn.ud, and taking with him 50 of the 3id Bombay Eiuop.aus, 50 
ol the 24th Bombay N Land 50 of the ldtli Diagoons, folded the Lackaidiivei, 
and attacked and diove Chuttiu Singh, out of Guiiota, killing about 60 men, and 
taking his two guns, all lus ammunition and much baggage. Oliuttur Singh 
immediately fled ovei the Dessan into the Ilumeeipooi distnct, towards 
Tignee, but as Bugadiei Munsey was at Iiaat on the 21st, lus band totally dis- 
posed, and lie lumselt went into concealment, it is not known wheie. GeneLal 
Wlntlock had in the meantime advanced m the direction of Pumvaiee, and all 
the lebels ot the Eumeeipooi district made towards Jeitpooi m the south. 

113 At the end of August, Lieutenant Fenton, Deputy Commissioner 
of Chundeyiee, left Jhansie to take cliaige of Ins Distnct He had with him 
only a few T police, undei Captain Sneyd, but was to meet some 100 Bhopal 
so wuis and ,130 Bhopal Infanhy, neai Banpooi, at winch place I left it to Ins 
discietion to lcmain, until he had fuithei lemfoi cements, which I slioitly 
expected, oi to pioceed to Lullutpooi On leaching Banpooi, Lieutenant 
Fenton pi ocuied from the Telnee State 700 matchlockmen and 2 guns, and 
feeling lnmself sfiong enough, pushed on with Ins united foicc t) Lullutpooi, 
■winch he leached on the 23th August 1S5S, without opposition, although the 
lebels undei the lebel Thakoois ol Tacklone, Palee, and Namckpooi, weie 
assembled m con sidvi able nunibeis some miles to the south of Lullutpooi lie 
made know n to them the teim's 'ot the hist Amnesty, but no one took advantage 
of it. ILoweuu lie succeeded m le-cstablishing Ins Thanahs in all puts of Ins 
Distnct, save in the countiy aionnd .Tacklone, where the above Thakoois and 
then adheicnts still held out, and ho was not stiong enough to attack them

1 14. About the 22nd September, being piobably incited by the emissa- 
ries of Tantia Topee, who was approaching Chundeyiee, -the lebels, m the noitli 
ot Chundeyiee attacked, diove out and cut up several -of the police m the Tha- 
nahs ot Talbehut and Bansee, making pusonei the Thanahdai of the foimei, 
place, v'hom they aftei waids put to death. On the 25tli September Captain 
Fenton received mtelhgcnce that they intended moving on Banpooi via J3aai, 
and, knowing that in case the lebels got possession of Banpooi Ins l cheat 
would be completely cut off should Tantia Topee enter the Distnct, he deter- 
mined to leave the Bhopal Infautiy, 140 men, to hold Lullutpooi and maich 
witli‘ the lest of las foice, taking with lum all the Office leeoids, on Banpooi, 
against the lebels The Bhopal Infantiy, howevei, who weie new levies, le- 
lused to lemain behind at Lullutpooi which, under the ciicumstances, ivas m 
ti util a veiy dangerous position, and ultimately Captain Fenton entnely 
evacuated Lullutpooi and marched on Banpoor with his whole force. It 
yvas the monsoon, and towards evening heavy ram fell On arriving at KuIIian- 
pooi at S r a., the whole countiy Avas a sheet of watei and all the riveis 
between Ivullianpoor and Banpoor became impassable. Undei these cncum- 
stances Lieutenant Fenton detei mined to march back to Lullutpooi, but a fiesli 
difiicutly occuiied , the Telnee foice le fused to do so, and Captain Fenton 
was obliged to return to Ins oiigmal intention of going to Banpooi. Next 
day the real guaid amved and lepoited that the rebels had occupied Lullut- 
pooi. The Bhopal Infantiy also became disordeily, and a Jeinadai and twenty 
men deseited Captain Fenton was detained at IvulLumpooi by the river three 
days, it became foldable on the morning of the 29 th September, and he and 
lus paity undei Captain Sneyd crossed it, but shortly aftei they had leached 
the otliei side they weie attacked by the rebels who, howevei, weie beaten off 
with a loss on then (the lebels’) side of 20 or 25 men killed, wlio Avere cut 
up by the Bhopal sowai.s undei Captain Fenton. The same day Captain 
Fenton with lus paity leached Banpooi, and Avas there joined by Lieutenant

Tehseeliar were withdrawn. hnt yetting some intelhgence- 
sm posed t ■> h-ve been regarding the approach of Colonel Scudamores detects 
mm; from Gralbr. the rebel Kao suddenly marched bis whole force to Sirrus 
Gh't on the Betwn. 3'* miles south-west of Jhansie. and crossing the river 
there, a dlmedt operation, v-hich took him four days, occupied Talbehut. 
where be was ] Dined by slltheBoonielasof the northern part of the Chundeyree 
district. Although uYavomble opportunity for attaeinny the rebels presented 
Itself while they were engaged in the p-ssaue of the river, yet Captrdn 
AsYmrr.rr's detachment I'einy far north in Knchvmyurh the garrison of 
Jhansie was rat strony enough to take rdvantaye of It. 

116. On the entry of the rebels into the -Jhansie district, as it was 
supposed tb-'-y miyut try and pass throuyh it or threaten -Jhansie. the Brigadier 
directed Cohnel Liddell to concentrate his and Captain Thompsons detach- 
ments at llho.v Kaneepoor and to move with them towards Bnrva Suagor 
leaving 100 of the 14th Borubav Xotive Inf.ntrv. in the fort at hlhow. On 



Gurrota and Pcnwrho. at Goorseraie. and sendxny Lieutenant Turner. Police 
Adjutant, ti t« 7 ~e command of them I ordered him to keep his detachment 
movinexhoc" the two Tchseelees of Gurrotu and Punvuho in one bodv. to 



are many disaffected Tbakocrs in those parts, rot a man ventured to rise, and 
on the occasion of Bnfchf Stay Ids band venturing to cress the Dessan from 
the Hcmeerpoor district, from which all General TTmtlocks force had moved 
southwards towards Shahgurh. Lieutenant Turner attackedand debated bum 
on the 18th October, killing thirtv-three of his men. 


11T. On the 7th Sth and 9 th October. Tenth Topee, at the head of his 
division of the rebels, r.ttacked Ciumdeyree, which was garrisoned by Sckidnis 
trams, bat was beaten off with same lass, and retreated to Serae. 10 miles 
s-mth of Cum device, with. the intention of crossinythe Betwa. to LuIIutpoor. ior 
the purpose of attacking Tehree. 

IIS. On the 7th October when the rebels under Eao Sahib were cross- 
ing the Betwa at Siros GL 1 . 1 received intelligence that it was the intention of 
Tanth and the IFo to unite their forces and fall on Tehree. I therefore sent 
an empress to Lieutenant Fenton, who it will be remembered was at Banpoor.

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119 'On reathmg Bunva Saugoi, I pi ocuied intelligence, that both the 
Kao Sahib and Tantia weie still some distance fiom Telnee, and proposed to, 

Brigadier Amslie that Colonel Liddell’s foice 1 '' 
should maiclt dnect on Pnteepoor, and theie 
join the Military police under Major Davis, and 
both united under the commmd of Colonel 
Liddell, advance and protect Telnee Briga- 
diei Amslie appi over! of my pi oposition, and directed Colonel Liddell to move on 
1’n teepooi where lie ai lived on the 14th October Captain Blyth’s detach ment, 
the Mihtniy police, under Majoi Daws’, and myself, having ,n rived there the 
previous day, the 1 3th October On the 16th October Colonel Liddell reached 
Dogoio, IS miles fiom Teliice, having headed the Rao Sahib and Tantia Topee, 
and rendered any attempt of thens against 'Telnee hopeless, and on the 17th 
I lode in and visited the Rajah, who with Ins mimstci was m gieat alarm, to 
leassuie them. I also prevailed on them to send out then forces and close 
the fords over theJnmnec liver, along the southern part of its couise, which 
indeed they had already partially done’ Colonel Liddell had already made 
Ins arrangements most effectually ’foi watching the northern course of the 
Janmee fiom Telnee to the Betwa Tantia Topee’s escape eastward avas 
therefore cut off 


120 In the meantime, 136 Military police and 110 Seikli police sowars, 
and 7 camel guns, undei Captain Owen, Military police, accompanied by 
Captain Maclean Deputy Commissioner, occupied Sims and Jinar Ghats over 
the Betwa, noithof Talbehut, and weic snppoited by Colonel .Scudamore’s 
detachment at Duckrai, 15 miles in then real, which detachment, however, 
aftei wards mat clied to Snus Ghat, and' thus icndcied the escape of the rebels 
northwmd lmjiossible Bngadiei Smith witched the left bank of the Betwa 
tow aids Cliundej ice to the west. 

• 121. Tantia Topee with Ins division, after having failed against Chim- 

devree, and been beaten by pmt of Gcneinl Michel's foice near Mugrowlee, 
crossed to the east of the Betwa and joined the Bao Sahib at Lullutpoor, about 
the 14th October, having been joined by all the Th.ikoois and Boondelas of the 
Clmndeyiee district. Tantia and the Rao having balled there tw T o or tlnce days, 
then matched with then united forces and a laigc following of Boondelas, m a 
south easteily direction towards Sliahguih, but on the 18th October were met 
by Gencial Michel and defeated atlujoona, near Smdwaho, with heavy loss m 
men and of all their guns The rebel army then fled noitli to Talbehut where 
part arrived on the 20tli October, but finding their escape both east, north, and 
west cut off, again doubled back to the south through the difficult and jungly 
countiy along the east bank of the Betw’a, and escaped into the Saugor distnct 
between that liver, and General Michel, who liad m the mean time, advanced 
to the neighbourhood of Lullutpoor. General Michel matched m pursuit, and 
on the 7tli Novemhci Colonel Liddell, accompanied by Lieutenant Fenton, en- 
tered the Chundeyice distnct, winch he is now 7 engaged m reducing to order. 
Some of the insurgents have submitted, hut the Jacklone, Palec and PTanick- 
poor Thakoors still hold outm the difficult countiy towards Jacklone and Palee. 

122. Geneial Whitlock, after Tantia’s defeat by Geneial Michel, again 
marched mto the Ilumcerpoox distnct, where he is now operating against the 
rebels about Jeitpooi, hut the south of the District is still in gieat disoider. 
The northern part, how r evci, is well m hand. , 

’123. In the western part of the Juloun district, m consequence of the 
K.ilpee foice undeitaking no active Military operations, the rebel leadeis, 
Bui jot e Singh and Dowiut Singh, are still m full activity, and occasionally tin eaten 
the noi them part of tliePeigunah ofBandcic, belonging to the Jhansie distnct r 
The eastern pait is completely i educed to order. 

124. The Jhansie dsitnctis perfectly qiuct, all orders aie obeyed, and 
tun cl lei s can go any where unmolested

2 Tlie account is furnished by Mr Passanah, Deputy Collectoi, who 
himself underwent many hardships, lus life being also often threatened 

3. You will remark that the conduct of Amlah, Police, Customs peons 
has also been touched upon, thus including I believe every subject of importance 


4. The principal local actors m the disturbances of this disfnctweie 
the Goorsuiai Chief, and the Taee Baee of Jaloun, Mahrattas of gieat in- 
fluence 


5 At first the villageis appear to have taken little mteiest m the rebel 
movements, but gradually several leaders sprung up from among the Kuch- 
wahagar and other Thakoors of the dlstnet, (the most notonous being Doulut 
Singh of Indooikee,) and at length general anaichy prevailed Among other 
rebel Chiefs were the Rajah of Bhudeck, and the Thakoor of Bellav an. 

6 After noticing such rebels, I am glad to be able to bring to your 
notice the loyalty of the Rampoora Rajah, and of the Ranee of Luhur; their 
conduct will furnish subject for a sepaiateieport. 
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7. The Amlnh, with few exceptions appear to have been passive specta- 
tors of the lebelhon, — sonic feu .i?.in openly loimng the rebels 'ihc police 
behaved shamefully, and fxom the commencement took an active pait against 
the Go\ eminent they sei ued 

S The prnieip.il agent m tlic^c pmts or Nazim of the Nana of Bithoor, 
Mohunmd Tshack, was sl.ilioned atC.ilpee He appears to have h.idjmishction 
also over this place, and of many villages round Cawnpore He was foimerh, 

1 am told, a Thannahdar nndei otn Cun eminent at Ihthoor. 

9. Upon the rebels beimr dr \en out of Calpee, mam papers were found, 
shew mg thatoui own foirns Mere ob«ei\erl in Ciul depot tment, as the) wtue 
also kept up m appeal ancc m the Mihtaiv. N am of thepipei-. thus tiken 
i elite to village', of Bliognee, Akbuipoic, Sheikiipoora .ill ullages in tin 
Cawnpoie distuct 

10. All these documents ate being soiled, and mil be sent to the 
Itfacistiates of the distucts to which the) lcfei they contain information of 
puiely local nnpoi lance. 

11 In conclusion, I enclose a tianslation of Lieutenant Xhounu's letter 
to the Gooisuiai Chief, making om the disfnet to lmn

mfei pointed, and arc written abo\e the line. 

13 It was upon the strength of tins docn.nent tint the Goor=mni 
Chief made himself foi a time inaAei of nentl\ the whole unTiet co»ennng

14. The distuct was Inter invaded hv Tanfceah Topee, w ho snpj^rted 
the claims of Taec Pace of.Talom, and het agent ]hsua>Rno, to the detuiwnfc 
of the Gooisuiai Chn f Tantceah Topee proclaimed the Peshwa a« Chief Ruler 
of this put of India.

^ 1 have the honor to acknowledge the leceipt of 30 m lettei No 38, 
dated 28th mskint, calling foi a lepoit on the conduct of the Amlnh and 
Police of the luloun ciistiiet at the time of the out bleak. 

2. lheie is a pecuhantv m the case of the .Taloun district that nor local 
insui lection took place TheJagecidei of Goorsuiai was icqucsled to.iffoid aid 
an maintaimag m der, and his sons aimed after the mutiny at Jhausi with an 
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aimed foiee at -Jaloun, and toolc advantage of a letter addiessed to Inin by 
Lieutenant Browne, the Deputy Commissioner, to give out that the entne ma- 
nagement of the district was made ovei to the Jagee.dai Lieutenants Biowne 
and Lamb left Oiai on the 11th June last, and on the approach of the Jhansi 
mutmeeis, whose advance guild had umved during the day, I and Mi 
Gnffiths, the Settlement Deputy Collectoi, left on the night of the 15th, but 
we unfortunately fell into the hands of a company of the 5 3i d Native Infantix, 
which mutinied after escoiting tieasuie fiom Oral to Jaloun 

3. "We were brought pusoneis to Orai on the 19th June, but released 
on the 21st Previous to my airnal the mutmeeis fiom Jhansi and Now gong 
had passed through Oiai, plundering, burning, and destroying all Government 
tieasuie, public buildings, and the houses and piopeity of the Euiopean and 
Christian inhabitants 

4 On being released by the mutmeeis of the 53id Native Infantiv, mv 
party was seized by the seivants of the Gooisurai Chief, and made ovei to the 
mutmeeis fiom Luilutpoie, who amved the next morning These also leleased 
us, and we went into a house m the town, entirely destitute Many of the 
Suddei Amlah then came to me, and proffered assistance m clothes and small 
sums of money, which we w r ere fain to accept, to relieve oui pi esent wants. 
Those fjremost m thus assisting my party weieReoteeRam, Naeb Senslitadai 
of the Revenue Court, Kalka Peishaud, Senslitadai, Reeaz-ood-deen, Naeb 
Senshtadai of the Foujdaiee, and Fyez-ood-deen, Nazir. 

5. A few dajs after my return to Orai, seveial of the Amlah came and 
told me that the Chief had sent foi them all, and as they weie afiaid of 
mctirrmg his displeasuie by a lefusal, and the roads all lound veie infested 
by robbeis, they w r eie pieparing to go to Jaloun, as Bntish authonty was 
entnely subveited, and Kesho Rao had established himself, and enlisted some 
thousands of aimed men I did not attempt to dissuade the Amlah. All the 
Sudder Amlah went over, with the exception of Oomed Alee, Roznnmcha Nawecs, 
and Ronnuck Alee, Nukul Nawees, who staited for then houses m Oudh , — the 
former was murdered, and the latter lobbed Ramnaiaen, Jzhai Nawees, who 
had obtained leave pievious to the distuibance, also went away. 

6 In October last, I heaid from Lieutenant Biowne that Kesho Rao 
would be treated as a lebel. I then warned the Amlah fiom Cawnpoie that 
their remaining m Kesho Rao's service would lendei them liable to punish- 
ment. They then left Jaloun, some went to Rampoie, some to thevillagts 
near about Jaloun, and Reeaz-ood-deen went to me at Oawmpore Othei « as they 
found opportunity, followed, and Ilurbelas Rae, Revenue Senslitadai, wentto Ins 
home at Mynpooiy, accompanied by his son Peaiee Lall, Mohunn. 

7 Under the above circumstances I do not considei that the Amlah 
generally w r ere guilty of disloyalty to the British Government, the oppoitumty 
of taking an active part on the side of Government did not offei The excep- 
tion, as far as I am aware, aie Fuzul Ahmed, Foujdaiee Mohafiz Duftui, who, I 
fiecjuently heaid, expressed satisfaction at the subvcision of British lule and 
Moolchund, Mohurrny who took service undei Taee Baee,also Naiaen Rao, 
Roznamcha Naw r ees, who w 7 as made Naeb Tehseeldai of Oiai by Tate Baee 

8 Yilayut Alee, a Mohunn of the Calpee Deputy Collectoi ship, was, I 
heard, known to speak against Government lie ne\er came to me, though he 
had several opportunities when I came to Calpee. 

9 I now proceed to state what I know regaiding the Tehseeldai of the 
distuct. 

10 Moliumud IEossein, Tehseeldar of Orai, was very active before the 
outbieak at Oral, and was much trusted by Lieutenant Biowne, who made ovei 
some valuable piopeity to his keeping, and after leaving Orai, addressed Inin 
a perw 7 anah, if I recollect light, to ti y his utmost to save the Cutcherry and 
lecords Moliumud Hossem told me that he would supply russud, meet the 
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mutineers, and with the view of saving the lecoids, repiesent to them that 
they vould be of gieat sei vice m the leign of the King of Debli He met 
the mutineeis, but was plundeied by them, and had to hide himself He 
staited next day foi Koodaree, but was stopped by the Zemmdais of Etowrah, 
who plundeied a gieat pai t of his piopeity He however managed to save the 
propei ty entiusted to him by Lieutenant Browne. He leceived an advance of, I 
believe, Rs 2,000, foi pay of the Seebundees- enlisted by him. He is employed 
as Tehseeldar in the Euttehpoie district Lieutenant Biowne, from Agia, 
expressed his great satisfaction at Moliumud Ilossem’s conduct. 

11. Enayet Ilossein, Tehseeldar of Jaloun, behaved m a veiy spirited 
manner m opposing the occupation of the Foit of Jaloun by the sons of the 
Chief, and when I passed thiougli Jaloun on the night of the 15th June, 
he followed next morning, and met me at Suiawan He went hack, piomismg 
to join me again with as many chupiasees and buikundazes as would come 
with him, and I have no doubt would have done so, but he was made pnsoner 
by the Chiefs eldest son Tanteeah, and made ovei by him to the mutineeis 
of the 53id N I, who took him to Cawnpore He then vent and joined 
Ins father Suidar Khan, who was Deputy Collector at Banda,, and remained 
with him till the amval of British tioops at Banda Surdar Khan’s conduct 
was consideied disloyal. 

< 12 Humeed-ood-Zuman, Tehseeldar of Attah, on the appioach of the 

mutineers, went and hid himself at Orai, and soon after went off to Iiameei- 
poie, to join his father Waheed-ood-Zuraan, Deputy Collector The latter was 
proclaimed a rebel, and both found then way to Rampoie, rn Rohilkund, 
from which place the Tehseeldai sent me several uizees, and himself came 
over a few days before my leaving Cawnpore, but was apprehended under 
orders of Mr. Sherer. I am not av r are of the chaige against him. 

13 Gholam Hossein Khan, Tehseeldar of Madhogurh, behaved, to the 
best of my opinion in a loyal mannei, and excited himself to pi event the people 
horn using m insurrection. lie opened a correspondence with me vdien I w r as 
in the district, and shortly after my amval at Cawnpoie he arrived theie. 
He has been appointed a Tehseeldai m the Cawnpore district 

14. Mohumud Hossein, Tehseeldar of Madaieepore, behaved loyally, 
and left the district shortly aftei the msuneetion, calling on me at Oiai He 
is atBenaies, fiom which place I leceived several uizees from him at Cawnpore 

15. Cheragh Alee, Tehseeldai of Duhoh, behaved well, and assisted Mr. 
Mai tin m getting away with Mis Martin fiom Duhoh. When the Ranee 
of Jhansi established hei authority in the pergunnab, he w r ent away to a 
village named Chaltes, then to Bhundeie, aftei which he joined his brother 
Hasir Ahmed, Duputy Collector of Cliundeyiee, and resided for some months 
at Ivudowia. On reaching his home in the Futtehpore distnct he mote to me, 
and also came to Cawnpoie. He is now here. 

16. Slieo Pershaud was acting Tehseeldar of Koonch. Since the insur- 
rection he never communicated with me, and I have not heaid of his viieie- 
abouts He was called to account by Kesho Rao for Rs 8,900, embezzled 
from the tuhveel pievious to the insurrection. Sheo Peishaud must have been 
guilty of gross neglect on the matter, if not worse. 

17. Narain Rao Vishnoo, who was Tehseeldai of Luhur, is a Mahratta 
Pundit; he took service both under Kesho Rao and Taee Baee, and fiom all 
accounts was no well-wisher of Government. I hear he has now absconded 

18 Of the Thannahdars I know personally only about a few, hut I 
have ascertained fiom enquuy how r the rest behaved. They generally showed 
no hostility towaids our Government, but, like the Sudder Arnlah, the greater 
numbei remained uudei the Goorsuiai Chief, and those m Kuclnvahamir under 
the Gwahoi government. 3 
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19. Torab Alee, Thannahdai of Jaloun, was m disfavoi witli Kesho Rao, 
fiom the opposition he offered. Kunliye Lall, Thannahdai of Surawan, sent 
Ins lesignation to Kesho Rao, and lemamed at Suiawan, he frequently came 
to me dunng my stay in the district, with pioffers of service on the part of 
the Jageeidar In August 1857, when I crossed the Jumna at Saiamee ghat, 
he was with me, hut I was obliged to return , he however soon followed me to 
Gawnpoie, and has been with me since Bussunth Rao, Thannahdar of Calpee, 
is said to have shewn a disposition to disloyalty befoie the arrival of the 
mutineeis at Calpee , but he was seized by the mutineers, and seveiely punished, 
and had a veiy nariow escape for his life, he went to Moradabad, and the 
Magistiate of Cawnpoie has, on the information of Mr. Griffiths, applied for 
his appiehension Kuinim Ahmed, Thannahdar of Oral, was plundered by the 
Jhansi mutineeis, and went off with Mohumud Hossem, Tehseeldar, to Ku- 
dowia, and thence to his home to Oudh. 

20 Mohumud Add, Thannahdai of Bungra, turned a rebel, having, as. 
stated m my lettei of the 26th instant, seized my nephew, and made him over 
to the mutineeis who had captured me and my family. Application has been 
made by you foi his appiehension at Gwalior, where he was last seen. 

21 The remaiks contained in the 18th paragraph of this letter apply 
generally to the suboidmate Tehseel Amlah and Thannah Mohurrns and Jema- 
dais. 

22. Of the burkundazes and chupiasees, some of those at Oral joined , 
the mutineeis m plundeung the town, — a few gave me all the assistance m 
their power, and the geneiality entered the service of Kesho Rao. The burkun- 
dazes of Thannahs Attah and Bungra behaved violently m demanding their- 
pay fiom the Tehseeldau 

23. Tlieie were some 70 or SO burkundazes of the Bagree tribe, for- 
merly dacoits by piofession, employed m the distnct, these, after the outbreak, 
went off m a body to follow their old occupation 

24. The chuprasees of the Customs line, which ran from Luhur to 
Jhansi, turned rebels, and many of them joined the mutineers ; some took 
seivice under Kesho Rao, and his son Tanteea, who was at Calpee.

4. Kesho Rao, and Ins fouitli son Seetaram Nana, continued to manage 
the greater poition of the distiict comprising the pergunnahs of Jaloun, Kun- 
nar, Oiai and Koonch, from then station at Jaloun, while his eldest son Sheo> 
Ram Tanteea lemamed at Galpee, m occupation of that poition winch compris- 
ed the foimei peigunnahs of Calpee and Atta. 

/ 5, The peignnnah of Duboh was first taken possession of by the rebel 

Ranee of Jhansi, immediately after the msui lection at JhanSi in the month* 
of June 1857, but aftei the lapse of nearly two months, the Rajah of Dutteea 
expelled her seivants, and took possession of it, appointing his own Amil, and 
occupying it with Ins own troops, until the fall of Jhansi Your presence with ( 
the aimy at Jhansi will have made you acquainted with the particulais of the 
evacuation of Buboh by the delegates of the Butteea Rajah. 

6. The pergunnahs of Indoorkee and Madbognrh, called Kuchwahagar, 
having formerly belonged to the Gwalior State, weie, on the breaking-out of 
the insurrection, taken possession of by the Mahaiajah Scindlna I am not well, 
acquainted with the occuirences in that part of the district, but the statement 
of Oomur Duraz Alee, Beputy Colleetoi and Beputy Magistrate of Luliur, , 
fbrwaided to you with Captain Pinkney’s lettei No. 50, of the 23id Maich last, 
gives some information. 

,7. The mutineers of the Gwalior Contingent, accompanied by Tanteea 
Topee, the active emissaiy of the Bithoor Nana, ai lived at Jaloun on or about' 
the 29fch October last. Both Kesho Rao, and Taee Baee, grand-daughter of a 
foirner Chief of Jaloun, weie prepaied to treat with them. Tanteea" Topee, it 
appears, had taken offence with the Gooisuiai family, and favoied the cause of 
the Baee. The mutineers, at Ins instigation, displaced Kesho Rao, and seizing 
him and his sons, put them m confinement, and tieated them with gieat 
indignity, -subjecting them to severe bodily chastisement. They placed the 
infant son of the Baee on the guddee, and piochumed her authonty through- 
out the district. I hear she had promised the Nana tlnee lakhs of Rupees, 
of which she made up one lakh m cash and jewels, and piomised to liquidate 
the remainder fiom the collections of the estate. Bhaoo Biswas Rao was 
appointed Kamdar or Minister, and assumed thq functions of that office. 

8. Previous to the arrival of the Gwalioi mutineers at Jaloun, Kooer 
Singh of Jugdeespore, and the 40th Native Infantiy, came to Calpee via Banda 
on the 19th October. They had communication with the Gwalior mutineers, and 
on the 3rd November seized and imprisoned SheoRam Tanteea at Calpee. On 
the 7th November the Gwalior mutineeis came m and coalesced with Kooer 
Singh and the 40th Native Infantiy, and inarched to attack Cawnpore a shoit 
time after. 

9. Biswas Rao also came to Calpee with the mutineers, and remained 
here till the lebels returned after then defeat at Cawnpoie on the 6th Decem- 
ber last, since which a Pundit, named Tanteea Gungoley, and one Mohumud 
Ishaq, exercised joint authonty on the pait of the Nana, but the Tehseeldar 
Naram Rao, appointed by Biswas Rao, remained in office.

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10. The lebels were joined by the Ranee of Jhansi and Nawab of 
Banda, and the united forces are said to have amounted to about 10,000 men, 
boise and foot, when Su Hugh Rose defeated them, and put them to flight, 
occupying Calpee on the 23id ultimo 

11 I left Cawnpore on the 17th, and joined the British camp near 

Calpee on the 22nd ultimo. ’ • ’ 

12 I have only to add that when Lieutenant Browne, Deputy Commis- 
sioner, and Lieutenant Lamb, Assistant, left Oiai on the 10th June 1857, a sense 
of duty prevented me from doing the same T anticipated, that aftei the Gwalior 
mutineers had passed through, I should be able, w lth the aid of thenewly-iaised 
Levies, and of the Goorsuiai Chief, to restoie order in the distnct, and hoped 
to escape the mutmeeis by moving towaids the Gwahoi frontiei, as we had 
eveiy assuiance that the Gwahoi Contingent would not join m the mutiny; 
but unfoitunately my designs were fiustrated, and myself and family, with 
Mr, Gnffiths, the Settlement Deputy Collectoi, had on seVeial occasions the 
narrowest escape imaginable for our lives 

13. I lament to state that my poor mother, whom, from her inability 
to bear fatigue, I left concealed at Oral, was, by the pusillanimity of some of 
ray seivants, brought back to my house, where she was discoveied, and ciuelly 
murdered by the Jhansi mutmeeis on the 17th June 1857 

14 Mr Homing, the Sub-Assistant Surgeon, who had come to Calpee 
in the hope of being concealed by some native of Ins acquaintance, was so hard- 
pressed by some budrnaslies of the town, that he wandered back to Oral m a 
state of distraction, was discovered by the mutineers, and put to death at the 
same time with my unfortunate mother 

15. 'Mi Double, the Head Clerk of the Jaloun Office, also fell a victim, 
with his wife and one female child, and Ins mother-in-law Mis Pillungton. 
They disguised themselves as natives, and were concealed m the village of 
Kooeeali, and sought shelter in the ravines of the village Kliurka, close to the 
Betwa He was however discoveied by some Mahomednns residing at Khurka, 
and betrayed ’by them On the lequisition of the mutmeeis a party was sent out 
by the Gooisuiai Chief’s son, and the whole family being captuied, weie made 
over to them From all accouuts it appeals that the mutineers, after bringing 
them to Within tluee miles of Calpee, leleased them , they went a short distance 
off the road, and perished fioni heat and thnst 

16 Mr Double’s son, about 5 years of age, was found alive by a villager, 
who brought him within a shoit distance of Calpee, and theie left him, he was 
picked up in the town by a woman servant, and taken by hei to Jhansi, 
where, after the captuie of the city, the boy was found with Mis Mutlow, 
and sent to Agia. I am tiymg to tiace out the villains who betiayed and 
seized this unfortunate family, and hope to succeed

States he was a Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistrate of Luhur, in’ 
Jaloun. lie lemamcd thcie in dmance dining the insm icction, and owing to 
the gcneial levolt of the countiv, he could not secuic a tnrtw'oitliy man to 
convey the account of that place to the Bntish outhoiity. He did send one 
Jdioda Buksli burkundaz, belonging to the Com t of Sangoi and Jaloun, with some 
leiteis, but the man w as made a pi isonoi bv the Shagui h Rajah's people, and was 
depuved of the popcis he had m Ins possession, and none of Jus messengeis 
have letui ned Ilealso sent lepiesentat ions to Cawnpoie, but icceived no leplv. 
Lastly, he foi wauled seieial petitions to the Secietaiy to Government, Koith 
IVesteih PioMnccs.and leceivcd an answci, the copy of w Inch ishcmulh enclosed 
for join inspection. States his ability to furnish .til the facts icspeefmg the, 
levolt and insun ection in Jaloun, as soon as his Ilonoi the Lieutenant Governor 
shall call oil him foi a npoit, thinking that Government has little occasion at 
pi esent to requiie it He av oids fi om entei mg into a detailed account, and contents 
himself with a concise nan at ivc as follows — ‘ Subsequent to the insiiiiection at 
“Jhansi, the men attached to the Customs Department assaulted the PatioD, 
“demanding then pay. On my intei fenng to pi event them, they piepaied 
“foi icsistance, and threatened to levcnge themselves on me as well as 
“the Patiols, and to iaise the Mahomedan flag The scivanfs attached to 
“theCnnunal Couit and to the Tehseel Oflice had also fallen fiom their 
“allegiance to the Bntish Government, which induced me not to file any 
“ioicible rneasuic against them. They collected togethei, and weie about to set 
“flic to my bungalow in open daylight, but I was piepaied to oppose them 
“with aimed buikundazes, which put a stop to then piocecdmg The Patiol 
“Ofliceis o( mj distuct nanowlv escaped to Agia. On the 34th and lath of 
“June (last) Lieutenant Biow lie, the Deputy Commissioner, and his Covenanted” 
“ Assistant, accompanied by a company of sepoy s of the Gwahoi Contingent, pass- 
“edtluough my distuct on then way to Gwalior. I waited on them duimg the 
“day, and found the sepoys who weie with them m a mutinous state, and much 
“annoy ed at the lecent oecuuence at Jhansi (as having been unable to join with 
“the mutinieis at Jhansi). I could not givea whole account of the insun ection 
“to the a foi esa id Ofhceis, as they weie sunounded by the sepoys, m whose 
“piescnceldid not think it advisable to leveal the whole mattei. 'Ihe aforesaid' 
‘Ufficeis sent a looblcaiee and tw’o letteis to the TCamdirs of Givahor, dnectmg 
“them to afioid me cveiy assistance, and oideicd me not to leave the place. 
“They piocecded to Agra via Etawah. Subsequent to this the lebels of Jhansi 
“visited Jaloun, committed depiedationsonOiai, seized Mi G Passan all, set fire 
‘ to the lecoids and bungalow, and killed one 01 two gentlemen. The Ivuch- 
‘ naha, a tribe, had given it out that the men belonging to vauous iegiments had 
“informed them of the existence of the Bntish Couits, Records, Bungalows, 
“ Thannalis, and Tchseelee Oflices at Lea ( ? ), and cvpicssed their intention of pro- 
“ceeding to plundei them In the night time they set flic to the Magistrate's 
“Office, plundei ed the Tehseel Office, and pulled dow n the bungalow’s. On the 
* 23id of Juno, one Rao Luchmun Rao Rajah Ram came out as Soubadar fiom 
“Gwalioijbut without any tioops, and entei tamed the Ivuelinahas, and ordered 
“me to hold the Ciimmal Couit, but made no piomise of any lemuneiation. 
“ l’he people of the place weie in the habit of coming about me, with the evil 
“ intention of attacking me This Sou ball's coming out to Jaloun pi oved to be 
“beneficial foi me, so that I was able to lemam at my post at Luhui up to 
“the3idof June, but neithei I noi the Sou bah could take any pioper measure 
^to lestoie tue country to oulei, owing to general msuiiection, as I had 
‘‘insisted in upholding the Bntish supremacy, and always told the people 
“that the lebels would be punished on the arnval of the Bntish tioops m a 
<; rn Ume cons ideied by them m the light of an enemy. In the month. 

o> Oetobei, when the matmeeis set out foi Cawnpore, they determined to lay 
“ hold of me, consequently I was obliged to fly towards Gwalior with ray family. 
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“ The Soubah was also obliged to abscond. The mutineers and Kuclinahas issued 
“ a notification, piomising a reward foi ; Put I had the good 

“luck to escape m safety. Now I am at ( . , ' ■ . , t '< /eminent be pleased to 
“send me any order, it will safely reach me through the Cotw.il of Old Gwalioi. 
“The petitioner fuither expresses his leadmess to go to any place to which 
“ Government may think fit to send him Further states his willingness to fui msh 
“Government with diffeient accounts of the acts of the msui gents m pillaging 
“the villr r T * 1 - •>d-‘ r i the roads, at various times assaulting him, 

“and m • ' 1 . flag, whenever they may call on him foi a

Sir, 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of youi lettei No 93, 
i 1010 i '" t '' A -aiding copy of a vernaculai roobltaiee from the Agent 
1 iii> ■ foi Central India, and of a petition fiomthe Mookhtar 
of Kesho Rao, Jageeidar ot Goorsurai, and requesting information regaidmg 
the conduct of the Jageerdai diu mg the insurrection. 

2. To enable the Governor Geneial to judge of the conduct of Kesho 
Eao, I shall nanate the cncumstances under which he took possession of the 
Jaloun district, and his subsequent pi oceedmgs. 

3. "When the troops at Jhansi mutinied at the commencement of the 
month of June last, Mi S Thornton, Deputy Magistiate of Mow Eaneepore, 
took refuge in the fort at Gooisuiai, whence he wiote me a lettei, saying that 
the Chief of Goorsuiai was walling to affoid assistance m pieseivmg order m 
the Jaloun district, if Ins aid would be acceptable. Tins lettei I shewed to 
Lieutenant Biowne, Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun, who immediately 
addiessed a letter to the Jageerdar, requesting his aid. 

4 On the 10th of June, two sons of the Jageerdar arrived at Jaloun, 
with a force of several hundied men and a few guns. Their passing within a 
few miles of Oral, without communicating with the District Authorities, looked 
suspicious, but Lieutenant Browne marched the same day to Jaloun, and the 
Jageei dar’s sons having assured him of their good intentions, Lieutenant Browne 
addressed a lettei, requesting the Jageerdai to afford evei y assistance m pre- 
serving older in the district 

5 The next day perwannahs weie addressed in the name of the i 
Jageerdar, or one of his sons, to the different Tehseeldars, stating that the 
management of the distnctwas entrusted to him, and thatm futuie they should 
send their reports to him Lieutenant Browne having marched from Jaloun, 
the Tehseeldai of that Pergunnah lefened to him for orders., The order 
passed on the Tehseeldai ’s urzee was to the effect that the Jageei dai was not 
authorized to assume control of the distuct, and that m his (Lieutenant 
Biowne’s) absence, all the Officers of the district should act ttndei my ordeis, 
and that a letter to that effect be addressed to the Jageeidar. The Tehseel- 
dai ’s urzee was sent for my information by Lieutenant Browne, who also stated 
that some woids had been mteipolated in his Oordoo letter to the Jageeidar. 
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6. As I remained at Orai, the Jagecrdai’s younger son, Seetaram Nunha,’ 
came to me on the 13th June. The mulmeeis weie advancing from Jhansi,' 
and he said he would endeavour to come to some terms with them, to induce' 
them to" spare the lecoids and buildings. 

i 

7. When the advance guaid of the mutineers, consisting of six or eight 
sowaiS, aimed at Oiai, land Mr. Gnfhths, Deputy Collector, left that statioa 
on the night of the 15th, and passed tluough Juloun, where Shco Ram Tanteea, 
the Rao’s eldest son, met me, and spoke veiy fan , but the next day I heard 
that he expelled the Tehsceldaiee establishment, and look possession of the 
Jaloun foit, and assumed entire authonty m the distuct. 

8. Having escaped the Jhansi mutineers, I was on the road to Gwalior, 
but on the 17th June unfoi Innately fell m with a company of the 53id Regi- 
ment Native Infantry coming fiom that side, who plundeied onr property and 
made us pnsoneis. The next day the mutineers marched with us to Jaloun, 
wdieio they weie icceived with gieat coidialily by Slieo Ram Tanteea, the 
Jageeidai’s eldest son 

9. As the mutmceis declaied that, with the exception of cash, they 
would retuin the lest of our pioperty on payment of Rs 2,000, I entieatcd 
Slieo Ram Tanteea to advance the money, and make arrangements with the 
mutmceis foi out iclcase, as they consisted of only onecompany, and he had 
a laigc foice undei his command ; but he refused to do so, though he made 
ovei about Rs. 1,400 of Government money, winch was m the Tehseeldnree 
Tieasuiy, to them, and bought our horses, gims, &c. forRs. 1,200 fiomthem 

10 Fiom Jaloun the mutmceis brought us on to Orai; luckily for U3 
the blood-thnsty party from Jhansi h«id passed tluough, and we weie released 
on the 21st June, whenom captois started for Cawnpore. It was then about 
2 a. m, and we intended to pioceed southwaid, but haxing to pass by a 
guard of Seebundees in the service of the Goorsuiai Jageerdar, we weie 
intei cepted by them, and by order of the head men, detained m the Serai 
under a guard of about 50 men. The same day another party of mutineers, 
consisting of foui companies of thc.Gwalioi Contingent, and some sowars of 
the 14th Iriegular Cavalry, ainvcd at Oral, and we were made over to them 
by the Jageeidar’s people. Some of the sowars w T ho first came into the Serai 
levelled then carbines at me and Mi. Gnffiths, but weie restrained by others, 
who pioposed taking us to their Jemadar. This man happened to be of a mild 
disposition, be spoke to us kindly, and peisuaded the rest, that having spared 
then own Officeis, they should not take their lives after we had been leleased 
by anothei paity. 

11 After we had been again set free we remained at Orai, not know- 
ing uheie to go, and having no means of travelling. Some days after Kesho 
Rao, who had airived at Jaloun, sent me a kind letter and some money but 
though be appointed a Mookhtai to see me daily, he would notgixe a guaid for 
our piotection. 

12. It was generally known that the Jageeidar intended placing one 
of Ins sons on the giuMec as Rajah of Jaloun, but was afinid of the opposition of 
Taee Raee, whose pietensions w ei e favoi ed by a strong pai ty of the Jaloun Pun- 
dits He liowevei commenced collecting the Revenue, and levying contributions 
fiom all monied men by means of duiess and intimidation. He established 
a mint at Jaloun, employed his own officeis, and gave villages m Jageer 
to a number of bis supporteis, chiefly Pundits, who enjoyed pension from 
Government 

\ 13. We were left unmolested for above three weeks, but on the 14th July 
beand i\°m several persons that a few mutineers had put up at the Seiai, who, 
havmVheaid of oui living at Orai, tallied of attacking and murdering us. Next 
moimmrthese men, w r ho appealed to be Golundazes, six mnumbei, accompanied 
by tw r o men m the Jageeidai’s service, named Shaadut Khan and Meea Khan, 
came to tire dooi of the -house we weie living m, and threatened to kill us The 
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doors however were secured, and we were well armed. The two men above named 
and a few others were exciting the mutmeeis to fcrce the door, 01 set fire to 
the house , but a number of people gathered round, who were well disposed 
towards us We had sent to the Thannahdar a Pundit appointed by the Jageerdar 
for assistance, but received none from lnm, or any other of the Jageerdar’s men, 
though some two or three bundled were present m the town The mutineers 
kept^threatenmg us for four hours, till our friends, seeing they could not be 
persuaded by entreaties, made a rush at them, blandishing their lattees and 
pelting them stones, and so drove them away. 

14. On the 17th July I received a letter from Kesho Eao, saying that 
a force of the Wauhas was about to proceed from Cawnpore to Jhansi, and ad- 
vising me to go to some^ village off the high road , but on the same day a party 
Of about 30(f men, in the employ of his son Sheo Ram Tanteea, who w as at 
Calpee, came and seized me, Mr On filths and my family, saying that they 
were servants of the Peshwa, and had been sent by him to take' us to Cavn- 
pore. Our whole pai ty, including my wife, sister, five childi en, and tv o nephews, 
was placed upon two common carts, and mniched off m the night towards Cal- 
pee, to be sent on to the miscreant Nana, at w hose hands w e expected no mercy 

15 At Attah, half way to Calpee, which we reached in the morning, 
we met Sheo Ram Tanteea, who was going to Oral We begged hard not to 
be sent to the Nana, but lie said he must obey the Nana’s orders, so we 
were sent on in the afteinoon, and reached Calpee in the evening. 

16. Sheo Ram went on to Oral , the Thannahdar there had got the names 
of Seven of the men, who veie foremost in beating off the mutmeeis who came 
to muider us. Sheo Ram ordeied them to be appiehended, but only one, a cloth- 
mei chant, named Gunesh, was found, the icst having hid themselves on being 
threatened by the Thannahdai that they would be sent to Jnloun for having 
taken oui pait and assaulted the mutmeeis. Gunesh W'as fined Rs. 60 for the 
imputed offence. 

17. At Calpee we were confined m the Serai, and numerous guards 
placed ovei us, and at the gate, to prevent any one communicating with us 
Sheo Ram retuined fioin O^ai m the night, and sent orders to the Soubadar, 
commandin'* the escoit, to take us on next morning to Cawnpore This man, 
who appealed well disposed towards us, told us that lie would not proceed 
until he °ot a tent and moie suitable conveyance for us, he even said that if 
he could possibly do so, he would take us to a place of safety. 

18. Our maicli from Calpee being thus put off, on the 19th July 
intelligence was received during the day of the Nanas defeat and flight 
from Cawnpore This brought about a total alteration in the conduct of 
Sheo Ram Tanteea, who called upon us, professing gieat friendship, but still 
actin'* with duplicity, concealed the defeat of the Nana, but said that he had 
persuaded the Nana’s emissary to leave us for the present undei Ins charge. 
Kesho Rao also came ovei fiom Jnloun, and spoke very kindly to us. We were 
thus, by an unexpected turn of destiny, saved from a frightful doom. 

19 While we remained prisoners m custody of Sheo Ram, the muti- 
neeis of the 42nd Native Infantry amved from Saugor on the 22nd July 
They made enqumes about us, and w r e had great fear of falling into their 
hands, but Sheo Ram got us into the fort and protected us The mutineers 
having remained at Calpee, Sheo Ram provided us with suitable conveyance, 
and sent us off to a village lo imles from Calpee. 

oo While m the Calpee fort, though strictly guarded, and prevented 
fiom~vnting, we managed to send off a man to give intelligence regarding us 
to General Neill at Cawnpore The General, on lieaiing of our circumstances, 
very kindly sent a letter to Sheo Ram, desnmghim to send us with a suitable 
escort to Cawnpore, and also sent a letter to us, after vdnch I kept up a cor- 
respondence with him. 
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21. For a long time tlie Jageeidar objected to send us off, alleging 
the daimeis of the road , but on receiving several peremptory letteis from 
GeneraPNeiU, he agreed to let us go, and, on the 11th August, we left the 
villa ge of Choorkee, and an ived at Calpee Sheo Ram detained us, saying there 
wercparties of mutineers at Bara and Oliuchendee on the load side, but three 
of our emissanes having returned fiom Cawnpore on the 11th, 13th, and 
14th, and mfoimed us to the contrary, we resolved on starting on the 16th. 
Sheo Ram appeared to assent, but on the evening of the lath sent word to 
us that the British foiccs at Cawnpore and Allahabad were annihilated, and 
the Nana’s rule again established , that he could not attend to the General’s 
requisitions, and acknowledged no other authonty but that of the Nana, and 
that, instead of going to Cawnpoie, we must go back to Ciiooikee. 

22. Some emissary of the Nana had arnved, and magnified the strength 
of that miscreant’s adherents, and Sheo Ram gave too willing a ear to his 
representations. 

23. Soon after our return to Choorkee wc heard that the mutineers and 
rebels, who had assembled at Bithooi, weie beaten and dispersed. General Neill 
again wiotepeiemptorily to KeshoRao not to delay sending us over, and he also 
received youi letter regaidmg us. Keslio Rao then made up his mind to let us 
go, furnished us with money and conveyances, and restoied two horses belong- 
ing to myself and Mr. Giitfiths, which he had purchased from the mutineers, 
and without further hmdeiance, we stalled from Choorkee on the 31st August 
last, and, after halting two days at Calpee, came on to Cawnpore. 

24. KeshoRao was evidently playing a double game; his object was 
to secure the Raj of Jaloun, by adhenng to the intei est of the diabolical 
Nana, but at the same time not to compiomise himself with our Government, 
having a latent fear that Butish rule might again be paramount, in which ease 
the assistance he lendeied iny party would tell in his favoui. The conduct 
however of his eldest son, Sheo Ram Tanteea, to whom Calpee has been 
assigned, was most flagrant. 

25. While pretending that the guards, who had us in custody, were 
servants of the Nana, Sheo Ram had the impudence to present for mine and 
Mr Guffith’s signatme a document, purporting that he had lescued us from the 
Nana’s hands, and also from the mutineers. Being completely m his power,' we 
weie constiamed to sign the papei, as it would have been impolitic at the 
time to let him see that his villainy w T as detected.

Sir, 

With reference to your Circular Order No. 212, dated 
30th April 1858, requiring an historical Narrative of the events attending the 
Mutinies and Rebellion in 1857-58 m my Division, I have the honor to report 
as follows 

2 Previous however to entering on the particulars, it will be proper for 
me to state that, when the mutinies biolce out, I was Commissioner and Agent 
to the Lieutenant Governor m the Division, then known as the Saugor and 
Nerbudda Ten ltones, consisting of twelve Districts aspermaigm,* with an area 

of 42,600 square miles, and yielding a land

p esent Division, consisting of eight Distncts, with an area of about 33,000 
square miles, leaving ’the Commissioner of the new, or Jhansie Division, to 
report on the Districts transferred to him.

4. Till the mutinies at Delhi and Mee- 
rut occmicd m May 1857, no counhy could 
have been m moic pi of ound peace than mv 
Division (now officially slylcd tlie Jttbhitlporc 
Division ) vac. Tlie u hole mas under survey, 
and evciy thing was pi om easing foi a new and 
light settlement of the land Revenue, winch was promised to the people. 


5. It is true that, so far back as Jamiaiy 1857, small w beaten cakes 

(Chupattccs) weie passed m a most mysterious 
cimpattce sipnai passes tiirongh the Di jnnnnei fi oiu village to tillage in most of tlie 
ubion m January i«o7 Disfiicts and although .ill took itas a signal that 

something was coming, nobody m the Division, I bolicv e, knew tv hat it portend- 
ed, or whence it came, «mrl it appealed to have been little thought about, 
except that in the money maihct of Saugoi it is said to have had some flight 
effect in bill transactions I lepoited the mallei to Government at the time, 
but even now it is amnttci of doubt if the signal was understood by any one, 
or if it refcried to the coming lebclhon, though such is now the geneial 
opmion. 


APRIL 1S57. 

6. In April there was some excitement amongst the Bengal Troops 
regaiding the introduction of the new carhidges at certain Stations in the Pre- 
sidency , but none of these cai bulges 1 cached my Division, and the agitation 
was confined to the solchei s } to v horn many false rcpoi fs came by dak, that 
the Government had a design on then ichgion, &c , and there can he no doubt 
emissancs weie gomg about and Icttcis passing between Regiments, boding no 
good. 


MAY 1857. 

7. Target piacticc went on at .Tubbulpore as usual, even to the end of 
May, long aftci the Delhi mutiny ; and though some fancied they saw a change 
in the mannei of the Natives, so far back as the middle of May, I cannot say I 
did, noi do I believe such existed. 

8. Eveiy caie was taken by the Military Authonties to disabuse the 
soldieis of the stones they heaid, and it was caily m May that stories weie 
spiead m Saugoi, Dumoli and Jubbulpoie, to the effect that the ghee, atta and 
sugar had been adulteiatcd by oidei of Government with pigs and cow’s blood 
and hone-dust, m oidei that all Hindoos and Mohametans partaking of them 
might lose then caste 01 ichgion. 

9 I issued a pioclamation explaining that all reports of the kind weie 
false, and I lecommended Commanding Officeis to have then men’s p lovisions 
purchased and examined by Committees of Native Ofhceis, and the atta to he 
giound m then piesence. This had a good effect, and two or thiee pei sons 
having been caught spieadmg false reports weie well flogged 

10 On the 17th of May new r s leached Saugoi and .Tubbulpore, and the 

News of the Meerut and Delia Mas DCXt day Dumoli, of the dlSl.1 eSSlIlg mutimeS, 

sacres arrne &c. at Me ei ut and Delhi. It did not appear 

to create any great excitement amongst the Natives, but a good deal of hoiror 
at the cruelties was expiessed by the sepoys and town’s people, and much alarm 
was felt by many of the Eiuopeans at all the Stations. Nothing however 
oceuned, and the Taiget piactice of the 52nd went on as usual. 
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11. At 2 in the morning of the 19th I -was awoke by Mr Sleeman, 

First Pamc at Jubbuipore Superintendent of the Thuggee Department, 

who informed me that the 52nd would rise at 
daybreak and murder every European. He had heard this from Captain 
Vanrenen, Revenue Suiveyoi, to whom it had been told by a Mr Campbell, 
one of his Uncovenanted Assistants I hastily dressed and went over to Major 
Sleeman’s, wheie I was told all the European residents of the Station of Jubbui- 
pore were assembling ready foi flight , but disbelieving the story, I counselled 
delay till some sign, at any rate, should be shown by the sepoys, who were 
perfectly quiet m their Lines. The Officers of the Regiment brought then wives 
and children to Mr Sleeman’s, and then went to their Lines. Target piactice 
took place as usual, and by sunrise most of us weie back in our houses 

12. As the sepoys expressed extreme annoyance at the report, the Na- 
tive Officeis begged an enquny might be made, and it was agreed that it should 
be conducted at my house. It was so on the 20th, and it was proved that 
there was not the slightest foundation for the leport 

13 On the 22nd May, there was a good deal of excitement at Jubbui- 
pore, and it was considered advisable that some place of rendezvous should be 
appointed, and a pubhc building be selected as shelter m case of danger, and 
the Thug’s Jail was talked of, and some anangements foi loopkohng it and 
provisioning were made , but it was found too hot and too confined, and the 
idea was abandoned. 


JUNE 1857. 


14. At all the Stations eveiy thing was pretty quiet till the 5th of June, 
when there was another panic at Jubbulpoie amongst some of the Europeans 
in consequence of Mr Campbell again spreading a false alarm I ordered this 
person out of the Station, and recommended more caution to others 

■ 15. Captain Pinkney, the Deputy Commissioner, and I resolved, that 
whatever occurred we would not leave our posts, but all ladies and children were 
recommended to leave the Station and go to Calcutta or Nagpoie. 

16. I reported every thing to Government North Western Provinces, 
and m reply received a note from Mr Colvm, the Lieutenant Governor, dated 
the 30th May 1857, of which the Appendix marked A is an extract 


17. On 'the 3th of June news of the mutiny at Jhansie reached Saugor, 

and the next day I received a note by express 
Nctys o ansici u my arrives f rom Captain F. Gordon, Deputy Commissioner 

of Jhansie, dated the 7th, written fiomthe Foi t, but cheerfully, and hoping soon 
to be released 1 Poor fellow, he fought bravely, but was shot dead by a sepoy, 
and the next day the whole of the Europeans and Euiasians (in all 76, see 
Appendix marked B) were most foully and treacherously murdeied by the 
order of the Ranee. 


18 This sad news, coupled with the intelligence that the Rajah of 
Banpoie had assembled men at Lullutpoie, caused much excitement amongst 
the sepoys and Thakoors neai Saugoi, and at Jubbuipore the sepoys weieveiy 
uneasy, not appaiently inclined to mutiny, but expiessmg a fear of being dis- 
armed, and I therefore applied to Nagpore for Tioops to come towaids this as 
far as Seonee, but not to advance on Jubbulpoie without my order. 

19, After some delay a Force was oideied up, but m consequence of 

the discoveiy of a plot at Nagpoie, the Tioops 
Nagpore Hot iscovere were recalled fiom the firstmaich,(l3th June). 

20. The 2 Compames of the 31st Native Infantry on command at Du- 
moh were relieved about this time by 2 of the 42nd, and the latter were said 
to be disaffected. Both the sepoys at Jubbulpoie and Dumoh expressed great 
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feais of being disarmed, and stated they weie sme Europeans were marching 
up foi the pm pose They were tdld to send out men and sec if such was the 
case, which they did, and aflei a lime the 52nd men begged that Euro- 
peans hnght be sent to aid them m quelling any dislui buncos that might 
occur! 


21 The Deputy Commissioner of Chundeyice had icpoitcd that the 
Conduct of RnjaU of linnpori ai Luiitit Mmgofthc Gwnlioi Contingent stationed at 

poro Lull uf poi e, (the Head Quai tei Station of Clinn- 

dcyiec) were not to be depended on, and that he doubted the loyalty of the 
Rajah of Banpoic, who bad been called there to assist the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, but bad sunonnded the Station with lus followers, consequently he 
requested the I3ng<idtcr Commanding at Saugoi to send Jinn Tioops, and 1 also 
luged this on Bngadici Sage. 

22 On the 13th June, 1 Company of the 31st Bengal Native Infnntrj, 

, , 1 Company of the 42nd Bengal Native Infan- 

Troop, morel, loffini' Duiiutpore 1 , j Ti oop 0 f the 3i d In egular Cav airy and 

2 guns (with 2 Emopenn Aitilleijmen to point them) left Saugoi forLullut- 
poienndci command of Maioi Caussen of the 42nd. About this time it was 
reported to me by the Deputy Commissioners of Dnmoh and Saugor, that the 
Rajah of Shahgiuh, whose puneipahtv bor'deis on the north and west of these 
two Distnets, was raising soldiers and evidently making preparations for war. 

23. On the 11th some of the men of the 42nd Regiment reported 
FinrtwfcnorMutim in the i 2 mi lv-. th.it fom of their sepoys had cndea\oured to 

met pi event the Detachment proceeding on its 

maich. nicy weie seized, tiicd Ip a Native Court Mailin'! and found guilty, 
but were only sentenced to si\ months’ imprisonment with labor. 

24. The excitement was so gient amongst the men of the Regiments 
that the Deputy Commissioner, \ciy wisely, quietly sent the pnsoneis off to 
Hosliungabad under a Police guaul, and they weie safely lodged in Jail there. 

25. Bugadicr Sage posted mounted Troopers of the 3rd Irregular 
Cavalry lound the Cantonment of Saugoi, and made them patrol night and 
day to prevent the sepoys attempting a lescue. 

26. The Detachment intended for Lullutpore reached M.ilthone, and 
more than once, the Euiopenn Ofiiceis who accompanied it were infoimed that 
the sepoys were counselling then muidei. 

27. On or about the 15th, whilst Lieutenant Millet, Adjutant of the 
Attempt on the life of the Adjutant of 52nd Regiment, was inspecting the Guards 

52nd Nat,, e infnntr} . of his Regiment at Jubkulpoic, a sepoy m the 

ranks brought his musket down to the charge and made a thrust at the Adju- 
tant, who fortunately escaped with a slight sciatch The Subadar Majoi, who 
was standing m the leai, threw' Ins arms lound the man, and aftei a se\ ere 
struggle, m wlueh the Subadai Major was wounded and risked his own life, 
the rascal was secuied, and confined m the guard-ioom There was some show 
of assistance towards the Adjutant, but moie of sympathy with the prisoner. 
The Subadar Major was rew r aided by Government. 

28 The sepoy was said to be mad, and, being pronounced so by the 
Medical Officer of the Regiment, lie was sent, under a guaid of Ins own Coips, 
to the Lunatic Asylum at Bcnaies, which he safely leached, and where, I 
believe, lie was pronounced not mail, for lie was banged at Bennies 1 

Vi can be no doubt that, had tins wretch succeeded in ’Ins object 

ot Killing the Adjutant, the gieatei pait of the Regnnerit, if not all, would have 
joined m a niassacie of the Europeans. It was one df those many extraordi- 
naiy escapes that have occuiied in this mutiny. 
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• 30 No attempt was made to lelease the prisoner, and the Regiment 

remained quiet. 

31. About the middle of this month plundeung commenced in the 
Saugoi district-. 


32 The Deputy Commissionci of Mundlali, Captain IVaddmgton, who 
had foi scvei.il ye.ns been Adjutant of the 52nd Regiment, was said to have 
gieat influence with the Regiment, and as the Lieutenant Governor had per- 
mitted Captain IVaddmgton to leside at Jubbulpore, during the hot weather 
and lams, tlicie being no house in Mundlah, I called him m.

33. On the 16th the sad intelligence of the massacie at Tliansie, and on 
New* of tiio Mne.ncro nt iimnsie nnd the 18th of the mutiny at Lullutpoie, leached 
Mutim it i uiintjiorc nccuui Saugor and .Tubbulpoie, and news of the mutiny 

at Banda came at the same time. The Banpoie Rajah too had seized the 
Distiict ot Chundeyice, and confined the European Ofliceis. 

< 34 Captain F Pinkney, my Deputy Commissionci at .Tubbulpoie, at once 

voluntecicdto go to Saugoi and overtake Major Gausscn’s Detachment, pioceed 
'with it, and cndeavoui to lcstoie oidei in Chundeyice and Tliansie To this 
I consented, the country between .Tubbulpoie and Saugoi being then quiet.

_ iv, cnt„o . one oltlicmncni .Tubbulpoie, Kao UmoodSmgll 
of Kymorce, offcicd to furnish, and gave men to escoit Captain Pinkney 


37. This was done at once, and many Mahajuns and Malgooznrs wcie 
called on to be faithful, and, if need be, to assist the Government with then 
Yeoniamy and Contingents 


38 The nieasmc proved of much advantage, for though the tempoiaiy 
extra Police and Contingents were not much to be depended on, and some even 
joining the icbels, hundieds of armed men weie thus taken into Government 
pay, who otheiwisc would have swelled the ranks of the enemy.

39. I increased the pay of the sowers, and oideiedotheis to be raised 
This also proved a very successful measure Many of these men have since 
done excellent sol vice, and all have now been transferred to the Mihtaiy Police 
Corps. 

40. Maj'or Gaussen’s Detachment arrived at Malthone on the 18th, and 
finding the Passes to the noith of it w r cre held by laige bodies of the Rajah of 
Banpore’s rebel Troops, it was therefore halted to piotcctthe noithein Fiontier 
of the Saugoi district, and keep the Banpore Rajah m check 

41. For this he did not considei his Force stiong enough, consequently 
Brigadici Sage ordered it to be strengthened by 250 men of the 31st Native 
Xnfantiy, 100 of the 42nd, and 50 more sowans of the 3id Irregulai Cavahy 
fiom Saugor.

It was resolved to take 
possession of the old Foit m the town of Saugor, which was used as an Arsenal 
and Magazine, and gamsoned by sepoys from the Cantonment 

50. It was of great consequence that this Foit should not fall into the 
hands of the Native soldieiy or the lebels, for independent of its large stores, 
it was the only safe place foi the European and Christian residents, in the 
event of the mutiny or the rebellion spreading. 

51 Immediate steps were therefore taken to lay m supplies and pre- 
pare accommodation for the European families. The bulk of the Treasure 
was taken from the Deputy Commissioner’s Kucherry, and the whole of the 
powdei fiom the expense Magazine, and lodged m the Fort. The same after- 
noon the Sepoy Guaid m the Fort was, without previous notice, relieved by 
twenty European Artillerymen. Notice was also given at once to the Euiopean 
families, that preparation had been made m the Foit foi their leception, and 
neaily all took advantage of it that night 

52 Oideis weie then issued foi the whole of the Tioops at Saugor to 
be held m readiness to march to Malthone. This was a ruse. 


53 On the 29th June, while the weekly Guaids were being reheved at 
Saugoi, the whole of the rest of the European Artillerymen with then guns 
were quietly maiched into the Foit, wheie they were at once joined by all the 
European Officers and Christian residents, who had been previously warned to 
proceed theie with a poition of their property.

- 54. Tins being done, the Biigadier directed the Native Officers of the 

31st and 42nd Native Infantiy, and of the 3rd Irregular Cavalry, to attend on 
him in the Fort, and on then doing so, he informed them that, notwithstand- 
ing their pi onuses of fidelity, theie had been a mutiny of a poition of each 
Corps, that if they wished to prove themselves true they must at once give up 
the bad men, and if they did not do so he would not trust the European 
Officeis to lemam longer with traitors.

to lodge the Treasure m the Jail Fort. 

Gi. But to proceed with the Saugor mutiny. The men sent out by the 
. Fur tin- i«rtJcnhM of the Mut.m o<- 31st to Mnlthone relieved the Light Company of 
Swgor iwjm that Eegmient, which had been the most mu- 

tinous, raid it returned to Snuuoi. Some of the men of this Company express- 
ed extreme contntion foi then conduct, but about 45 at once jouied the 
mutineers of the 3rd Irregular Cavaliy and 12nd Xative Infantry. 

G5. The men sent out by the 42nd Xative Infantry on the same 
eirand, (viz. to bung m the bid men) were overtaken by some of the 
mutnioeis of that Eegnnent and 3rd Irregulars and joined them except six, 
,who were at once put to death by the mutineers. 

G6. From the 1st of July Sheikh Eamzan, Subviir 42nd Xative Infan- 
tiy, assumed the command m Cantonments, and the title of “General.” 

67. The mutineers seized the large saluting gun oa the Artillery bill, 
winch had been let! there when the rest of tlie mms wrere taken into the Fort, 
and brought it down to the Qaaiter Guard of the 42nd. which the mutineers 
made then Dead Quarters. 


GS. The 31st Xative Infantry (except the 45 men alluded to m parz- 
\ Goou comtm.*' oi tiw 3ia Xituc graph 04) kept aloof from the mutineers. The 
lutmtn Xative Oihtersof this Corps daily went to the 

IV'it, and the men protected and conveyed much of their Officers' property to 
them. 

^ 09. The 31st Xative Infantry now requested permission to attack the 
mutineers. This the Brigadier sanctioned, but would not allow their European 
Officeisto accompany them* liovv ever, a strong party of the Customs Ckuprzs- 
sees, who had just been aimed with muskets, were sent out by the Deputy Com- 
missioner, Major 'Western, to make a demonstration in favor of the 31st, and 
weie accompanied by the Officer's of the Customs Department, and by Captain 
Pinkney, who had not been able to proceed beyond fcPugor m consequence of 
the mutiny at Halt hone, and bv Lieutenant Hamilton, the Assistant Connnls- 
sioner. 
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' 70. The mutmeeis seeing they weie about to be attacked, fixed a round 
(, ...... , shot into the 31st fiom the saluting gun, and 

both Regiments now kept up a desultory the 
with their muskets neaily the whole day, but little damage was done on either 
side. 


71. The ne\t morning the mutmeeis, thinking the 31st would be aided 
, r . . by the Aitillery of the Fort, left the station foi 

the JNoitli m gieat haste, talang with them 
some conveyances belongmg to the Officers, hut soon abandoned them on the 
road. 


Conduct of Officers ind Men at Durnoli 


72. The Deputy Commissioner of Dumoh, as I stated m pnagiaph 63, 

lesolved on placing his Treasuie m the Jail 
Foit vhen he heaid of the mutiny of the 42nd. 
The Detachment of that Coips at Dlimoh weie gieatly excited, and plundeung 
by tlie Boondelalis fiom Shahguih bad just commenced The Deputy Com- 
missionei, Lieutenant Nembhaid, on the 3rd of July, on receiving an express 
horn Saugoi of tlie Detachment ol mutmeeis being sent to Durnoli foi Ins Trea- 
suie, assembled the Euiopean Officeis (a Lieutenant and Ensign of the 42nd) 
and Native Officeis, and after consulting them, it was resolved that they and 
the Detachment should all enter the Jail Fort and defend it against the muti- 
neeis 


73 In the afternoon a Havildar of tlie Detachment, who was ta kin g 
some money into Saugoi, returned and stated that he had come on the muti- 
neeis, and that they -would be at Dumoh eaily the next moinmg. The Trea- 
sure was at once sent into the Jail, the Detachment aie described to have been 
m a very excited and mutinous state, and once, during the evening, rushed to 
then arms, but, some time aftei, weie quieted by Lieutenant Holt. 

T4. The Jemadai of the Detachment, and one or two loyal Non-com- 
missioned Officers, tlie same evenmg warned the Euiopean Officeis that their 
men were not to be depended on, and that certain danger to the Euiopean 
Officeis would follow, should they enter the Jail, indeed, the Officers had each 
and all convincing pi oofs, that if they entered the Jail that night, they would 
not leave it alive such was their impression at any rate. And seeing what had 
occurred at Saugoi m this Regiment, and elsewhere m so many Corps, it is not 
surpusmg that, aftei consulting together, they should have left the station 
that night, with nothing but the clothes on their backs, and at the time most 
people thought that they weie light, and they must not be judged by after 
events. 


, 75. The Officeis and Mis Holt rode duect to Nursmgpore, (about 70 

miles) wlieie, aftei_ much suffeung from wet and hunger on the road, they 
safely aruved. 

76. On the moinmg of the 4th the mutineers amved at Dumoh from 
Saugor. The Infantry poition went to tlie Jail and demanded the Treasuie, 
winch was refused by the Subadar Major and Runjeet Singh Havildai The 
Cavalry portion are said to have seaiclied for the Officers, with the intention 
of murdeung them, but being unsuccessful, and finding the Subadar Majoi 
and Runjeet Singh resolute m not joining them, and in not giving up the 
Treasuie, the whole left the station and plundered some villages, hut did no 
harm m Dumoh. 

77. It is impossible for me to say what the leal intention of the Dumoh 
Detachment was Some think that they wished to keep the Ti ensure foi them- 
selves, and not to share it with their brethren The Subadar Major was a 
Mohametan, and his family were at Saugor in the hands of the Brigadier, who 
ai rested them, but be was old, and is said not to have bad much influence 
with his men. But Runjeet Singh was not only a fine gallant soldier, but had 
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orcat influence, and to Ins excellent management pluck in even' w ay, and by- 
altv, I nsciibc tlie safety of the Pleasure, winch was eventually made over to 
Captain Pinkney, as will he seen hcicaftcr. 

78. Looking hack at tlie whole matter a year nfier its oecuiTcnee, it is 
my impiession that though many of tlie men m this Detachment weiepiobably 
had, yet the body were not. The whole have lemamed f.nthful to tin State 
tip to this time, and I am happy to say that the old Snhadai Major and the 
gallant Bunjeet Singh have been promoted by tlie Government for their good 
conduct. 


70. It was the impression of every one at .Tubhulporo that the 52nd

All this being possible, and theie being mam kidies and Cinistian women and 
clnldien at Jubbulpoic, it was proposed, on the monnngof tlie 4t!» July, that all 
females and clnldien should at ouce leave the station foi Xmmngpore, andpre- 
paiations weie made according]) ; but seeing theie was cuiy chance of heavy 
ram sboitly falling, and that the ladies and clnldien would have mucli trou^ 
hie on the load, which was heav v, and the Xeibudd.i to cio c - s and even if 
the) =afelv leached Xmsmgpoic they would have hut pooi ac"oimnodntioa, 
and, peiliaps not adequate pioteetion if the Madias Troops theie had to take 
the field, 1 settled with Colonel Jamieson, Commanding the 52nd and Station, 
that it would he much hettei, m every way, and cause less alarm to the 
Natives of the town, who were hnnl, if all the Chnstians assembled m the 
Agency House, which I occupied, and which could he blockaded and be made 
defensible in a shoit time against musketry, if all woiked with a will 


SO. It was necessary pohev also to appear to place confidence m the 
folic* to put nppirent tni t »» the s c epoys, foi had they c een we distnisted them, 
po\* ut lira the) n«?m*cdly w ould not hav e allowed us to 

congiegate, if they meant mischief IVc theiefoie told the Xativ e Otficers that 
we weic afiaid of an attack bom the IJoondelahs and Saugor mutineers, and 
mmt bamcadc ourselves and laic a Gttaul f/om ilie Regiment ! Tliey appa- 
lently appioved of tins, and seemed pleased. 


81. At 2 p. v. that day notice was sent round, and before 7 p. m. all the 
cu-istmns nt.scmUc .1 ip ti.o lui.imipore ladies, gentlemen, and clnldien were assembled 
Agencv House nnd lmrindcil tlie Mine Jn m y ] 10 USC ^\'c Sat down to dmilCl 45 

adults, of whom 10 weie ladies, and theie weie also 15 clnldien In the house 
theie was no accommodation for the Sergeants and Uncovenanfed Membeis of 
the Seivice, hut temporal) anangemcnts^weie madeloi them in the veiandahs, 
and, eventually, in tents and out-liouses, convenient]) ncai and within the 
mtiencbments. 


82. Pickets of sepoys weie posted m the large compound, and the 
Offieeis, Seigeants and Uncovenanted took it by turns to stand sentry at night 
all lound the House 

S3. Doubtless, that night (which was a rainy one, and would have pre- 
vented tlie ladies tiavelhng over the bad loads had the plan not been changed) 
was one of no small danger to the Europeans of Jubbulpore, foi a section 
of detei mined men might have shot us all fiom the large hall door as we 
^at at dinnei but, thanks be to God, all passed off quietly, and, as the duv 
dawned, the next mornmg we had some thousands of w oikmen busily engaged in 
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barricading doors, filling bags and boxes with sand, and pibng them up m the 
open -verandahs and on the top of the house, (a large pukka flat-ioofed one), 
others were bunging m supplies and stores of all lands Eveiy Officci was told 
off to some particular work, some worked hard wntli their own hands, others in 
superintending the fortifications, or stowing away, &g supplies 

S4. Two small old guns (dangerous to the gunners if fired 1 ) were dug 
up and placed m position, and the ladies employed themselves in making pow- 
der bags 

85. In fact it was the most busy scene imaginable, but that night all 
sat down to dinner with some feeling of security most of us with good appe- 
tites, and stout and thankful hearts 


86 Foi many days everyone was busily engaged, the fortifications 
made rapid pi ogress m strength and size The Sepoy Guaids weie gradually 
ieduced,and at last were dispensed with, and with a laige stock of ammunition, 
muskets, and oui fowdmg-pieces we felt secme fiom any attack, unless the 
enemy had guns I enclose a Photograph, marked C '* 


87 The Civil Officers, Covenanted and Uncovenanted, generally spent 

the day m their Offices as usual, and the Civil 
Ciui Antics earned on ns usual nt Jai> Admuusti ation never flagged foi a day, every 
lmll)0re thing m that lespect was carried on as usual 1 

Some of the Officers and Ladies spent a few horns of the day m their own, 
houses, and a poition of oui Garuson w r eie allowed daily to take then lides oi 
dnves as usual , some gentlemen generally accompanying the ladies however 
with loaded revolvers I append a list of the Europeans, marked D. 

S8 I had rn the end of Tune been invested, by the Governoi General, 

with the poweis of a Chief Commissioner, 
Comnu-sioner reemed nnd exercised all communication having ceased with the

Lun.snncs to pettj chiefs nn.i tin. riM.it. them to join m tlie gcneial lebcllioii , but in 

Iloshungabad none joined. In Nuismgpoie only two oi three, in Jubbulpoie a 
few, m Mundlah many, m Saugoi seveial, inDuinoli neaily all, in Seoneenone, 
and m Baitool the Chief Malgoozais, Shcodecn and Bamdeen, vveie discoveied 
lntugumg and making auangements to laise the Gonds, but being detected m 
time, tliey vveie tued and sentenced to seven yeais’inipusomnent- Evciy pos- 
sible precaution was taken by all the Distuct Officcis and myself m olfeung 
advice, and m laismg extia Police, &c. 


100 On or about the 9lh of July the Tuhseeldaiees and Thannahs of 
Loss of 2 Tuhseelces m Sau-or Koiui and Benaika in Saugoi weie attacked, 

° and taken possession of, the foimei, by the 

Rajah of Banpoie’s tioops, and the lattei by those of the Shahguih Rajah. 

101. The Tuhseeldai of Koiai, Ahmud Buksh, and Peer Alice a To- 
mundar of Pohce, and most of the Police, joined the rebels, and some of those 
at Benaika did the same. 
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' 102. On tlie 9th a portion of the 31st Regiment Native Infantry, and 

Re nforeements sent from Saugor to some of the 3rd Iiregulai Cavalry, were sent 
Mijor Gnusscn and the results from Saugox to assist Major Gaussen on his 

return from Malthone He amved at Saugoi on the 12th the gi eater portion 
of the Native Officers and men of the 42nd and 3rd Inegular Cavahy, with 
Major Gaussen, had deseited; and as this Officer retired, the Rajah of Banpore 
took possession of the noithern poition of the District, and of course plunder- 
ing became general 

103 The Police at Huida m Iloshungabad broke out into open mutiny, 
wut.nj of some Police m Hosimngaind but the Deputy Magistrate, Muzheer Jumeel, 

and n’nnn m cohsequenco kept a bold fiont, and they were unable to do 

much harm there, although tliev attempted to raise the Alohametan standard ; 
and seeing that they could not succeed, nine of them deseited, leaving their 
muskets Six men were afterwards captured, and the rest have since been 
"brought to tual Some hanged, and others imprisoned foi life. 

104 In Seonee, a large commercial town in the Hoshungabad district, 
there was considerable alaim, when the false news of Ilolkai’s rebellion amved; 
but the MoonsifF, Ully nussun, who is an Assistant Magistrate, behaved admi- 
lably, and not only allayed the feais of the people, but kept the Police to their 
allegiance 


105 The Deputy Commissioner of Hoshungabad, Lieutenant .T C Wood, 
sent out Mi .T. L Thornton, one of his Deputy Magistrates, to Sohagpore, a 
large town with a fort m the heart of that portion of lus District, where the 
Oobareedars or petty Rajahs hold then Jageeis This Officer had gi eat influence 
with them and with the Pohce, and soon put down dacoitees, which had 
commenced.

iiicoitecs m Hosimngaind Namaour, on the north bank, was moie dis- 
turbed, as will be seen hereafter. ' 


109. In the middle of tins month 200 aimed Boondelabs took possession 
Roondchiis enter Tniihuipore District of the old Fort at Bilheiee, between Rewah 
and tnke possession of Tort Biiheree and Saleemabad, in Jubbulpore, on the Gieat 

Deccan Road 


110 I called on the Officer Commanding at Jubbulpore to send out 
Troopsto attack them, and on the 16th a paity ot the 52nd maiched under an 
Officer, and the Boondelahs heaung of it decamped, but only to return lem- 
foieed and to come on to the load at Moonvara, where they stole the post 
horses and stopped the up-Country and Calcutta daks. They then again took’ 
possession of the Fort 

111. On leceipt of this intelligence I sent orders to Lieutenant Bailey, 

/ , Commanding a Company of the 50th Bengal 

Bdlierce retiVen bj us and destroyed. (w J uch J had preV 10 USly 

brought fiom Nagode to Myhere on the Great Deccan Road to keep open the 
communication) to move down and attack the lebels, and at the same time I 
ordeied a Company of the 52nd, undei Lieutenants Baiton and Cockburn at 
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QnlPATivibad also to move against Hie rebels; and I sent Lieutenant Baldwins 
Assistant Comimssioner of Jubbulpoic, as Civil Officer. Both Detachment, 
moved with the gieatest alacuty, but Lieutenant Bailey ai living' fiist, the 
lebels again fled, and I liad the Foit completely destroyed.

112. On the 25th more post hoises wei e stolen by the rebels, who hid 

themselves m the , tingle; but torn this date 
C 2 mi Regiment kept ejmet plundering ceased, and tlie District was kept 

in perfect peace by a Regiment, which affei wards mutinied and joined the 
lebels. 

113 By this measuie, viz sending out parties of the 52nd, the chanced 
against the Europeans m ease of a mutiny, weic gieatly decreased, and the 
Ihstnct was restored to oidei, till the mutiny occuued, when, as will be seen 
licieaftoi, the 52nd stole out oi the station m a daik night.

115. On the ISth of July a Company of the 31st Bengal Native 
Troops sent from imigor to Rcnmkn mtu Infantry, with two Euiopean Officei s, was sent 
officers, nmi the result fi 0 m Saugor to the Benaika Tuhseelee, and 

Lieutenant Hamilton, Assistant Commissioner, accompanied the Detachment. 
From this it will he seen that Brigadier Sage’s confidence in the 31st was so far 
restored, that he allowed Officei s to accompany men on detached duty, but 
would not tiust the men inside the Foit, oi allow’ the Officers to sleep in their 
houses m Cantonments. 


116. On the 21st the rebels near Benaika, having been lemforced from 
Shahgurh, advanced with one gun to attack om Detachment, but they rvere 
repulsed, and then gun (a laige brass one, belonging to the Shahgurh Rajah) 
captuied. The Rajah sent a messengei to say that he would give up the Lady 
and Officers m his power, (those from Lullutpore.) and the Detachment moved 
out to leceive them, bat weie tieucheiously hied on. He then sent woid that 
he would exchange them foi the gun, but this was evidently false, and as the 
Officei Commanding tlie Detachment, Major Legaid of the 31st, did not think 
his Detachment strong enough to attack the lebels, who, he beaid, had been 
reinforced by some 1,000 men, he withdiew’ to Saugoi, bunging in tire cap- 
tured gun. 

117. About this time (20th), the Saugor district was nearly all m the 
Amrchy m Snigor nnd our loss of i orts hands of the enemy. The Foit of Rautgurh,

(and oui Police partly driven out, and paitly induced to join the lebels) by 
tlie Nawab of Amapanee m Bhopal, and the Foit at Guirakota m the south 
was taken and occupied by the Shahgurh Tioops.

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the Artilleiy' Barracks, but on the Tioops in the station being sent against 
them, they decamped. 

119. As Captain Pinkney could not get beyond Saugor, and was of no 

use m his ofhcial capacity there, and was, like 
Trawrc ” ml rcc °' crJ ° f 1),nno11 rott I" 1 the lest, m the Foit, I requested him to try 

and recovei Dumoh and its Ti ensure, as the 
two weak Companies of the 42nd theie were not only holding the place, but 
had attacked and driven the lebels out of the Town I requested Bugadier 
Sage to give lum some Tioops loi this purpose, but Captain Pinkney antici- 
pated my wishes; lie obtained 2 Companies of the 31st, under Captain Finch, 
and 2 guns, and on amving at Dumoh, (45 miles from Saugor) the Detach- 
ment theie at once made over the Foit and Treasuie to linn. The Subadar 
yiajoi of the 42nd, aided by the Moonsiff, whom Runjeet Singh Havildar took 
good care to keep m the Foit with him, had managed to cairy on duty in the 
Town of Dumoh and a few miles mound it, so far as to keep the prisoners in 
.Tail, the Police at their posts, and to correspond with me. 

120. A portion of the party, with Captain Pmkney and Captain Finch, 

aided by the 42nd Detachment, then attacked 
Troo l' s ntt<lcV ltcl,cl5 ^ Hin * Hindoieeah, about 12 miles fiom Dumoh, the 

scat ot the lebel Kishore Singh, w r ho had been 
instigated by the Shahgiuh Rajah to attack Dumoh some time before, and our 
little Force "at Hindorceah beat a laige body behind stonewalls, and killed 
many of them. 

121. On hearing that Lieutenant Nembhard, the Deputy Commissioner 

ot Dumoh, and Ins paity had safely reached 
T.icut Nemi.w nepuh Commissioner. N ursm gpore, I ordered him up to .Tubbulpore, 

•tc un ordcrc l to Dumoli ol * l *■ * 

h ana alter making such enquiries as I thought 

proper regarding Ins leaving lus Station, I ordered him at once to pioceed 
and relieve Captain Pmkney at Dumoh. 

122 Lieutenant Nembhaid arrived at .Tubbulpore on the 19th July, 
and started, together until the two Officers of the 42nd, on the 21st, escorted 
by a paitj of the 52nd. 

123. Lieutenant Nembhard and liis party reached Dumoh (65 miles) 

on the 25th, and Captain Pmkney letumed 
to .Tubbulpore to take charge of the Judge’s 
Olhce. 


121. The 2 Companies of the 31st, and 2 guns manned by the 31st, 

and some 80 of the 3id Inegular Cavalry, 
Troop-. cn-nRo i nemy «t ntimon nmi ag we ]j ag j] ie 2 Companies of the 42nd, 

lcmamcd at Dumoh, and had several engage- 
nients with the rebels, m one fight kilhng some 50 men. 

125. On the 28th Dumoh was attacked, hut the lebels were duven off 
with loss The whole of the Dumoh distuct was now swarming with lebels, 
v T ho plundeicd meveiy dnection, and the Shahguih msui gents weie joined 
by neatly cveiy man m Dumoh of the Lody caste, with the exception of the 
petty Rajah of Uutiec, who lemained faithful throughout. 


126. Some of the lebels came from the Chnkaiee village Deokoli, and

Rajah or not I cannot say But it is worthy of note, that when I was passing 
through the Dumoh distuct, about five months before the outbreak, 1 heaid 
of guns being at Deokoli, and that laige quantities of powder and ammunition 
weie being manufactmed theie, and I duly reported it to Majoi Fibs, the 
Assistant Political Agent.

Bond now kept it open, and horses wcie again 
supplied, on the 3rd of August w e i eceived a nuurtber of mis-ing daks. 


131. Colonel Millar mfoimed me that Ins Column was not to gammon 
’ Dntj of the Mot able Column nmi how Jubbulpoic, but was placed bnthhj ,\ tnn disposal 
coniiKjscd to march on any place in the Saugoi and Xer- 

budda Tenitones, and that it was on no account to be dmded I asked him to 
take 2 Companies of flic 52nd Regiment Bengal Native Infantry with Inm, as 
it would gi\e con/idence to the Coips, be a kind of gilaiantce for the good con- 
cluct ol those of the Regiment left at Jubbulpoic, and ‘•till iurthei weaken the 
latter party. At fiist he lefused, but afteiwaids consented. 


i 132. I urged on the Colonel that if a portion of the Column, which I 
had mci eased by 2 Companies of flic 28th Madras Native Infant! v tiom Xur- 
gingpoie, was left at Jubbulpoic, itwould make the place safe, but he positively 
refused, saying it was the orders of Bngadier Puoi that the Column was not 
to he divided. 


133. Iliad, as will haie been seen, weakened the 52nd greatly. 300 
No Madras Troops to gnm«<m Juhhui men w cie on leave, and some 450 detached, so 
P ore that not above 250 icmamed at Jubhulpore. 

The Corps was behaving well, the 2 Companies npparentl\ eagerly joined the 
Column, the Pohce had been gicatly stiengthened Major Sleeman, General 
Supeuntendent for the Suppiession ol Thuggee, had a Luge body ot Xujeebs at 
the Station, in whom he stated he had confidence, and the Euiopean icsidents, 
numbering m all some 60 oi 70 men, had a safe place m my house. Moieo\ei, 
Dumoh Avas being constantly attacked by large bodies of rebels with guns, and 
the Officeis theie leppited that the Bengal sepoys weie losing heait iiom con- 
stant fighting and no l elief, and as Saugoi was sunounded with lehels, who 
would not believe we had lehable Tioops m India, I icsohed on lequestmg 
Colonel Millai to march towxuds Dumoh 


1 34. On lieai ing this, Majoi Sleeman, Majoi Goi don, Executive Engineer, 
Some Ofhcers protest against no iroops and Captain Y.inienen, vehemently piotested 
liemg left it Jubbuiporc against the move, declaimg that eveiy Euro- 

pean left m Jjibbulpore Avould he miudeied on the Column mai clung I attach 
his demi-official letter, marked. G.Tn the Appendix. _ ... 
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135. My own mind was made up, but I thought it better to call a meet- 
ing of the semoi Officeison the subject, and the result was that the only actual 
dissenting voice to the march was Major Sleeman. 

136 I attach m the Appendix: marked H the opinions of the Officers, 
as the question of the piopnety of the Column advancing has since been much 
talked of, and may not have been understood by all 


137 I repoxted this and every thing else to Government, and Major 
Sleeman also wrote He lequested me to halt the Column till an answei could 
be received, but of course I declined, and I never heard that he got an answei 
liom Government I received no leply, nor did I expect one 


13S. The rain now began to be very heavy, and the guns and carts 
DoViv of the Column at Jubhuiiiore, with the Column could not move , most nrgent

ip ndritnce of the Momhie Column to 6 th, with their 4 Euiopean Officeis to Iiuttungee, 
I)umo1 ' 20 miles on the Dumoli Road, to 'keep the boats 

safe at the Iletun River, and v r ere accompanied by the Deputy Commissionei, 
Captain x Clerk They maiched the next day (7th) with every appearance ot 
joy, and though the lam'was'veiy heavy foi many days, theynevei complained, 
and did then duty well 


140 Shoitly aftci 'these 2 Companies reached 'Kuttungee, the senior 
Officei in Command, Lieutenant Oakes, received a most urgent call fiom Du- 
moh, and m consequence (in spite of ram, had roads, and swollen liveis,) ’lie 
maiched in tv o days with his Detachment to Dumoli, and Once oi tsvice was 
engaged \uth the rebels near 'that place 


141 On the 13th of August it (having been reported by the Deputy 
Shu-or Troops «d\ mto agiinst Rebels Commissioner of ■ Saugoi 'that the ‘Banpoi e le- 
nt Rutonn bels had advanced Irorn Nurreeaolee to Rutona, 

Bimadiei Sage ordeied all the Tioops olf duty to proceed against them, and the 
Deputy Commissioner Went with the Tioops a large body of aimed Customs 
Chuprassees, but the rebels fled on the approach of the Troops. 


142 The Distncts of Saugor and Dumoli weie, with the exception of 

the Suddei Stations, now 7 entnely m the hands

been driven in, and liundieds of Malgoozars, though well inclined, w 7 eie foiced 
to either join the iebels, 01 assist them With' men 01 "food, 1 01 weie 1 plun- 
dered and often toituied No daks w T eie received m Saugoi 01 Dumoh foi 
many weeks ,'foi some time the communication was entnely 'closed between us, 
but now 7 and then a tiny note of a'feW lines was leceived by the hands of a 
highly-paid Huikaia,’ and of those poor cieatures seveial Weie mutilated or 
lulled 


143 About this time too inroads by Boondelahs’and Bhopal rebels weie

und'Mundlab, (m the lattei a few dacoiteCs occurred, but w 7 ei'e soou put down) 
Were in a state of anarchy, and ’all our Foi ts were held 1 by the rebels, while 
all to the South of the Neibudda w 7 as m peifect peace. 
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Hi. On tlie 17th a Detachment of Txoops was sent fiom Saugor to

0un<l but on both occasions the rebels fled. 

145. The ram at .Tubbulpoi e continued day and night until the 18th, on

rrrm^ements mule for tlic comfort of tlie tllC 111 St maicll, 9 mile 1 ?, and Mere lOllOWed 

teoiaicrb the next moimng by the Column. I accom- 

panied it, and by evening all were m Camp. 

14G The delay at Jubbulpore w as taken ad\ antage of by me to have 
extia doolies and cots made up foi tlie Emopean Artillerymen, extra tents 
foi pickets, Ac. were supplied, ropes and large basket-boats were made up for 
dossing nveis and nullahs. I pioemed several elep hints fiom the petty 
Cluefs, Mithout winch the guns could nc\ez have moved, and I gave two yaids 
of good Max-cloth to every native soldici to put under and roll Ins bedding in 

147 On the 20th the Column again maiched at daybreak, but had 
Progress mid opcrntirns of ti.o Mot 1 W 0 liaidly bi oken ground v hen the rain began to 
Column fall lieavily, and never ceased foi seveial days 

The Cavalry and I reached the Ilemn Ei\ei, Minch runs just below Ivuttuggee, 
about noon, and immediately commenced ciossmgthe lapid and swollen stieam, 
Minch vas effected Mitliout any loss of life, and of but little baggage. Some 
of the Madras Infantiy ciaMlcd into Camp during the day, and a few of the 
Officers came up, but the guns and lemamderof the Infantiy and park did 
not icacli 11 s foi some three da} s, during the Mholc of which lime it lamed. 

148. I must heic mention that, as the Madias sepoys’ tents could not be 
quickly enough crossed, tlie sepoys of the 52nd detached at Kuttungee, Mho 
Meie housed m a comfortable Serai, hi ought out then tents and pitched them 
with then omu hands for the Madias sepo) s 1 

149 Before crossing this rncr, I heard that some of the rebels intend- 
ed to come doum fiom the Dumoh district, and make inroads into Jubbulpore, 
and J again icquested Colonel Millar to leave two guns and some Infantry on 
the Jubbulpore side of the n\er, or send them into Jubbulpore itself, but he 
did not think lnmself authorized to do so. 

150. On tlie 25th the Bifle Company Mas sent off* over the hills towards 
Tejguih and Dumoh, on the left flank of the Column, but Meie oidered to 
rejoin us at Notah, on the Bearmce River. 

151. On the 26th the Column marched as far as Jubera during tlie 
day, 17 miles, the guns being dragged through the mud by elephants, and 
the same night a Detachment was sent on to the Bearmce at Notah to secure 
the boats, uinch the rebels had been endeavouring to destroy. 

152. Again urgent calls came fiom Dumoh. Tlie Bengal sepoys were 
doubtful m then loyalty, and complained that no proper assistance was given 
to them In this complaint, I believe, the 31st and 3id Irregular Cavalry 
Detaclnnent did not jom, and they appeared to doubt the 42nd and 52nd. 

153. On the 28th the Column maielied 11 miles to Notah, and befoie 

Column relieves Dumoh corning 3 guns, some Infantry, and all the 

Cavaliy, M'eie crossed ovei the Bearmee At 
daybieak I and some other Officeis oveitook the Company, and galloped 
ahead mto Dumoh, 16 miles, the Detachment quickly following, whilst the 
remaining portion of the Troops and paik crossed the liver and maiched a 
few miles, and the next day reached Dumoh, the lebels all moving off to a 
distance.

151 The Punnah Rajah had fiequently mitten to me offeimg aid, and 
, , „ „ as the Semmena Pergunnah of Dumoh had 

Aid from runnah Troops been taken by the xebel Ranee of Jaitpore’s 

Tioops, I told him to attack them and turn them out, which he did, his Tioops 
v ith 2 small guns being under the command of Ins brother-in-law, Kooui 
Shamleyjoo. 

155 Meanwhile allappeaied to be quiet m Jubbulpoie, and daks began 

to come m. My othei Distncts, except Sau- 

Thn of operations for Movable Column ^ m pcace) and as t he Governor 

Geneial had ordeied that the Column should be entirely at my disposal, I 
consulted with Colonel Millai regarding oiu plan of operations These were 
to cleai the countiy of rebels m the Dumoh district, and then advance to 
Saugoi foi the same purpose 

156. The Staff and the Families of the Officeis and the Artillery at> 

Saugor continued to occupy the Fort at mglit, 
but many dui mg the day went to then houses 
m Cantonments, and it will have been seen that many Officers weie out on 
detached duty with then men 

157 I omitted to state that before ainvmg at Dumoh, Captain Finch, 

Commanding there, had written to me stating 

Brigndier Sago orders Detachment of o . l j rj" bppn nrdprpr l bv Tt r)t rndipr Sacrp 
31st to disarm <12nd and evacuate Dumoli LUat Ue Ilaa ULCIl OrULreu L)y OrigdUier Sage 

to disarm the 2 Companies of the 42nd, but 
could not ventuie to do so with only Ins small Detachment of 3 Companies of 
the 31st and SO Troopers, and also that on the Movable Column ainvmg at 
Dumoh he was at once to march into Saugor with all the Saugor Troops, and 
take in the Treasure I informed him that the Column was for service, and 
not for Garrison duty, and that he must not leave his post at Dumoh, as Colo- 
nel Millar would not give a man for any Station. 

158. On the arnval of Colonel Jlillar at Dumoh, Captain Finch told 

him of his orders, and asked Colonel Millar to 
a.' Strut's.— lo a™ the 2 Companies of the 42nd , but tins 

he declined, as he saw no reason for disarming 
them, and did not wish, without good cause, to bring the Bengal and Madras 
sepoys into colhsion, especially as he bad got 2 Companies of Bengal sepoys 
in Ins Column , and be at the same time mfoimed Captam Finch that be could 
leave no Tioops at Dumoli, but must proceed against the rebels. 


SEPTEMBER 1857. 


159. On the 1st of September a Detachment from the Nagpore Mova- 
,, „ , ble Column was sent out to attack the rebels 

Balakotc attached by tlic Column a t> i i x mi n , , , 

at Balakote. The village was taken, and a 

small Fort destroyed. 


160. The Detachment returned the nest day (2nd), and that evening 
there -were rumours that there was again alarm at Jubbulpore, but the particu- 
lar were not known to me then, and the information was said to be false. 


161. On the 4th a Detachment of the Movable Column was sent to 

attack Hmdorecah, 12 miles off from Dumoh, 
and did so, destioying the strong looplioled 
bouse of the rebel Chief, and returned nest day.

162 I have stated that the Jubbulpore district was quiet, but it was 
riot dumcrcdm Jubbulpore to murder repoited that some of the Tbakoors and Mal- 
tim Europeans, &c goozars weie leady to rebel if the sepoys 

mutinied, but so long as the sepoys lemamed true to their salt, they dared 
do nothing. Early m the month of September, Captam Moson of the 52nd 
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received information from the Pundit and sepoys of his own Regiment, ni 
whom he placed gieat confidence, that mischief was brewing, that some of the 
sepoys weie conspiimgwitha pensioned Rajah named Shunkei Shall, (a Gond) 
residing close to Jubbulpoic, to attack and muider the Europeans, and though 
the measm.es weie not all completed, they might be eic long He informed 
Lieutenant Baldwin, the Assistant Commissioner of this, and the latter made 
•enquuy, but at fiist thought the information false, however Captain Clert, 
who had been out in the Distncfc, returned, and fuithei enquiries weie made, 
winch convinced him that a plot had existed between the Rajah, some scpo\% 
and Zeniindais, to attack the Cantonments, kill the Europeans, and plundei the 
Ticasmy and Town, &c on the last day of flic Molilni urn, and that the 1 casons 
foi tins not having been earned out W'eie, lstlv, that the plotters were doubtful 
Iiowmany of the 52nd w'ould join them, and, 2ndly, that two Zemmdais of the 
rebel paity had lefused to act. But the enquuy pimcd that at least eight 
or ten of the sepoys of the 52nd, two of whom weie known to be veiy bad 
chaiacteis, and w ho shoitly after deseited with then aims, (and who me even 
now believed t6 be amongst the lebels in Mundlali) were in the habit of 
visiting Rajah Shunkei Shah, and Ins son Rugonautli Shah, where they met 
some badly-disposed Malgoozais 

163 Captain Cleik, acting on the information he had obtained (Seth 

' Chief Conspirators nt Jubbulpore nppre JvOOSllul Cllimd being OI1C of tllC infoiJTl'inh, 

licnUcO- and a most loyal, though exacting, stingy Bank- 

ei) on the 14th of September, accompanied by his Assistant, Captain Baldwin, 
and some 20 sow r ars and 40 policemen, went to the Rajahs bouse and appre- 
hended him and Ins son, and lodged them safely m Jail. Others weie also 
anested, hut some lehels escaped. 

1 64 On searching the Rajah’s house, several document^ of a h easonahle 

Pnner of tlic Rebels for tlie ilntruction IKltlU'C WC1C found, particularly One, papei, 
of the i oropeui! (written on the back of a pioclamation by me, 

calling on the Chiefs to be loyal) on which the Rajah had written a piaver, in- 
voking his deity to aid him m the destruction of the Emopenns, to upset the 
BntishGoi eminent and 'establish ’Ins own 11 1 annex a tianslation, maiked I 
in the Appendix A second 'pram , of much the same purport, m the hand- 
'll litmg of the Rajah’s son, Rugonautli Shah, was also found. 

165. Tins family weie the descendants of the Gond Rajahs of Ins part 
of the country, and not only held Jagecis m Jubbulpore, hut m Dumoh, and 
weie kindly tieated by the Euiopean Officers 


166 But I have been anticipating, for on receiving news of Captain 
Portion of tlic Movable Column sent Mo\Olfs, of tile 52nd, SUSpiClOnS On the 7th 
irek to Jubbulpore , September, I called on Colonel Millar to send a 

Detachment to Jubbulpoic, and that day he sent a party consisting of 2 guns 
with 20 Euiopean Gunners, an Artillery Officer, 200 of the 33id Madias 
Native Infantiy, and a Troop of the 4th Madias Cavaliy, the whole commanded 
by Captain Tottenham of the 4th Madias Cavaliy, towards .Tubbulpoie, w'luch 
place they leached about tlie 12fli ‘or 13th, and encamped m my compound 
close to my house, wheie all the Christians of Jiihbulpoie whie assembled.

167. Ln the Namaour Rergnnnah of Hoshungabad, the Mehwatees of 
rebellion m 2 saunour Por t unnnb of Suttoas had usen m rebellion, ’and a Maluatta 
iioAiuirguind Pundit of Scihdia s Tcrnfoiies had appealed 

with otliei aebels, calling lnmselfAhe Agent of Scmdia, and hoisting the lehel 
JMahratta flag, taking possession ofNamaotu and commenced collecting Revenue, 
being at the same time joined by the mutinous Police. 


16S. On the 2nd of this month, the Sohagpoie Thannah ofMnndlah 

iob8 of ’ifiar jittir m Wuniiini, ' ras dliven 3 and though the Police had been 

strengthened, the attack on the 1 hannah of 
fihaipooKji followed on the 25tli. and of theRamgurh Tliannah on the 26th. ’The 
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aimed foice at -Jaloun, and took advantage of a letter addiessed to him by 
Lieutenant Biowne, the Deputy Commissioner, to give out that the entne ma- 
nagement of the district was made ovei to the Jagee.dai Lieutenants Biowne 
and Lamb left Oiai on the lltli June last, and on theappioaeh of the Jhansi 
mutineeis, whose advance guard had amved during the day, I and Mi. 
Guffiths, the Settlement Deputy Collector, left oh the night of the 15th, but 
ave unfortunately fell into the hands of a company of the 53id Native Infauti>, 
which mutinied after escorting tieasuie from Oiai to Jaloun

3 We were brought pusoneis to Orai on the 19th June, but ideated 
on the 21st Previous to my ainval the mutineers from Jhansi and Now gong 
had passed through Oiai, plundering, burning, and destroying all Government 
tieasuie, public buildings, and the houses and piopeity of the Euiopean and 
Chustian inhabitants 

4. On being ideased by the mutineeis of the 53id Native Infantiv, my 
party was seized by the seivants of the Gooisuiai Chief, and made ovei to the 
mutineeis Lorn Luilutpoie, who amved the next morning These also ideased 
us, and w e went into a house in the tow n, entirely destitute Many of the 
Suddei Amlah then came to me, and proffeied assistance in clothes and small 
sums of money, winch we were fain to accept, to lelieve oui pi esent wants. 
Those fjremOit in thus assisting- my party w r eie ReoteeRam, Naeb Senshtadai 
of the Revenue Court, Kalka Peishaud, Serishtadai , Reeaz-ood-deen, Naeb 
Seushtadai of the Foujdaiee, and Fyez-ood-deen, Nazn. 

5 A few dajs after my return to Orai, seveial of the Amlah came and 
told me that the Chief had sent foi them all, and as they weie afiaid of 
meaning Ins displeasure by a lefusal, and the roads all lound w'eie infested 
by lobbeis, they w r eie piepanng to go to Jaloun, as Butish authonty was 
entnely subveited, and Kesho Rao bad established lnmself, and enlisted some 
thousands of aimed men I did not attempt to dissuade the Amlah All the 
Sudder Amlah went over, with the exception of Oomed Alee, Roznamcha Nawecs, 
and Ronnuck Alee, Nulcul Nawees, whostaited foi then houses m Oudh, — the 
foimer w r as murdeied, and thelattei lobbed Ramnaiaen, Tzhai Nawees, who 
had obtained leave pievious to the distuibance, also went away 

6 In Octobei last, I beaid fiom Lieutenant Biowne that Kesho Rao 
would be treated as a rebel. I then warned the Amlah fiom Caw npoie that 
their remaining in Kesho Rao’s service w T ould lendei them liable to punish- 
ment. They then left Jaloun, some went to Rampoie, some to the villages 
near about Jaloun, and Reeaz-ood-deen went to me at Cawnpore Othei s, as they 
found opportunity, followed , andHurbelas Rae, Revenue Serishtadai, went to Ins 
home at Mynpooiy, accompanied by bis son Peaiee Lall, Mohumi. 

7 Under the above circumstances I do not considei that the Amlah 
generally w'ere guilty of disloyalty to the Butish Government , the opportunity 
of taking an active part on the side of Government did not offei. 'The excep- 
tion, as far as I am aware, aie Fuzul Ahmed, Foujdaiee Mohafiz Duftui, who, I 
frequently heaid, expressed satisfaction at the subveision of British mle, and 
Moolchund, Mohurrny who took service undei Taee Baee,also Naiaen Rao, 
Roznamcha Nawees, who w 7 as made Naeb Tebseeldai of Oiai by Tate Baee 

8 Yilayut Alee, a Mohunu of the Calpee Deputy Collectoi ship, was, I 
heard, known to speak against Government lie never came to me, though he 
had several opportunities when I came to Calpee 

9 I now proceed to state what I know legal ding the Tebseeldai of the 
distnct. 

10 Mohumud Eossem, Tehseeldar of Orai, was very active before the 
outbieak at Oral, and was much tiusted by Lieutenant Biowne, who made over 
some valuable piopeity to his keeping, and after leaving Orai, addiessed linn 
a perwanah, if I lecollect light, to tiy his utmost to save the Cutcheiry and 
lecoids. Mohumud Hossem told me that he would supply lussud, meet the 
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19. Toiab Alee, Thannahdai of Jaloun, was m disfavoi with Kesho Rao, 
fiom the opposition he offered. Kunhye Lall, 'J’hannahdai of Sura wan, sent 
Ins lesignation to Kesho Rao, and i emained at Smawan, he frequently came 
to me duung my stay m the district, with pioffers of service on the part of 
the Jageeular In August 1857, when I crossed the Jumna at Saiamee ghat, 
he was with me, hut I was obliged to return , he however soon followed me to 
Cawnpoie, and has been with me since Bussunth Rao, Thannahdar of Oalpee, 
is said to have shewn a disposition, to disloyalty befoie the amval of the 
mutineeis at Calpee , but he was seized by the mutineers, and seveiely punished, 
and had a veiy nanow escape for his life, he w'ent to Moiadubad, and the 
Magistrate of Cawnpoie has, on the information of Mr. Griffiths, applied for 
lus appiehension Kunum Ahined, Thannahdar of Oral, was plundered by the 
Jhansi mutmeeis, and vent off with Mohumud Hossein, Tehseeldar, to Ku-. 
dowua, and thence to his home to Oudh. 

20 Mohumud Adil, Thannahdai of Bungra, turned a rebel, having, as. 
stated in my letter of the 26th instant, seized my nephew, and made him over 
to the mutineers who had captured me and my- family. Application has been, 
made by you for las apprehension at Gwalior, where he v ? as last seen. 

21 The remaiks contained in the 18th paragraph of this letter apply 
generally to the subordinate Tehseel Amlah and Thannah Mohunns and Jema- 
dars. 

22. Of the burlcundazes and chuprasees, some of those at Oral joined, 
the mutineeis m plundeung the town , — a few gave me all the assistance m 
their power, and the generality entered the service of Kesho Rao. The burkun- 
dazes of Thannahs Attak and Bungia behaved violently in demanding their 
pay fiom the Tehseeldai. 

23. Theie weie some 70 or 80 buikundazes of the Bagree tribe, for- 
merly dacoits by piofession, employed m the distuct, these, after the outbieak, 
went off m a body to follow their old occupation 

24. The chuprasees of the Customs line, which ran from Lubur to 
Jhansi, turned rebels, and many of them joined the mutineers ; some took 
seiYice under Kesho Rao, and his son Tanteea, who was at Calpee.

Sir, 

Having been deshed by you to furnish a Narrative of Events,, 
attending the outbieak and distuibances m this district, with leferenee to Mr 
Secietary Muu’s Cucular lettei No 212, dated 30th April 1858, 1 have the 
honoi to state, that an account of the outbreak, wuth my personal adventures. 
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10. The lebels were joined by the Ranee of Jhansi and Nawab of 
Hand a, and the united fences aie said to ha\e amounted to about 10,000 men, 
hoi se and foot, when Su Hugh Rose defeated them, and put them to flight, 
occupying Calpee on the 23id ultimo. 

11 I left Cawnpoie on the 17th, and joined the Butish camp near 

Calpee on the 22nd ultimo. < * • ■> 

12 I have only to add that when Lieutenant Browne, Deputy Commis- 
sioner, and Lieutenant Lamb, Assistant, left, Oiai on the 10th June 1S57, a sense 
of duty pi evented me from doing the same I anticipated, that after the Gwalior 
mutineers had passed through, I should be able, with theaid of thenewly-iaised 
Levies, and of the Gooisuiai Chief, to restoie older in the distnct, and hoped 
to escape the mutineeis by moving towaids the Gwalior fiontiei, as we had 
eveiy assurance that the Gwalioi Contingent would notjom m the mutiny; 
but unfoitunately my designs weie frustrated, and myself and family, with 
3Ii, Gnffiths, the Settlement Deputy Collectoi, had on seveial occasions the 
narrowest escape imaginable foi our lives 

13. I lament to state that my poor mothei, whom, from her inability 
to beai fatigue, I left concealed at Oral, was, by the pusillanimity of some of 
ray seivants, brought back to my house, where she was discoveied, and ciuelly 
murdered by the Jhansi mutineeis on the 17th June 1857 

14 Mi Hemmg, the Sub- Assistant Surgeon, who had come to Calpee 
in the hope of being concealed by some native of his acquaintance, was so hard- 
pressed by some budmaskes of the town, that lie wandeied back to Oiai in a 
state of distraction, was discovered by the mutineers, and put to death at the 
same time with my unfortunate mother 

15. Mi Double, the Head Clerk of the Jaloun Office, also fell a victim, 
with his wife and one female child, and Ins mother-in-law Mis Pillungton. 
They disguised themselves as natives, and were concealed m the village of 
Kooeeab, and sought shelter in the ravines of the village Khuika, close to the 
Betwa He was however dibcoveied by some Mahomedans residing at Khurka, 
and betrayed 'by them On the lequisition of the mutineeis a party was sent out 
by the Gooisuiai Chief’s son, and the whole family being captmed, weie made 
over to them From all accounts it appeals that the mutineers, after bringing 
them to within tkiee miles of Calpee, leleased them , they went a skoit distance 
off the road, and pensked fipm heat and thust 

16 Mr. Double’s son, about 5 years of aue, was found alive by a villager, 
who brought him within a shoit distance of Calpee, and theie left him, he was 
picked up in the town by a woman servant, and taken by hei to Jhansi, 
where, after the captuie of the city, the boy vas found with Mis Mutlow, 
and sent to Agia. I am Lying to tiaceoutthe villains who beti ay ed and 
seized this unfortunate family, and hope to succeed

Sir, 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of youi lettei No 93, 
dated 16th instant, forwaidmg copy of a vemaculai loobkaiee fiom the Agent 
to the Governoi Geneialfoi Central India, and of a petition fiomthe Mookhtar 
of Ivesho Rao, Jageeidai ot Goorsuiai, and requesting information regaiding 
the conduct of the Jageerdai dui mg the msuirection 

2. To enable the Governor Geneial to judge of the conduct of Ivesho 
Rao, I shall nanatethe cncumstances undei which he took possession of the 
Jaloun distuct, and his subsequent pioceedmgs. 

3. When the tioops at Jhansi mutinied at the commencement of the 
month of June last. All S Thornton, Deputy Magistrate of Mow Raneepoie, 
took refuge in the fort at Gooisuiai, whence he mote me a lettei, saying that 
the Chief of Goorsuiai was willing to affoid assistance m piesei vmg older m 
the Jaloun district, if his aid would be acceptable Tins lettei I shewed to 
Lieutenant Biowne, Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun, who immediately 
addiessed a lettei to the Jageeidar, lequestmg his aid. 

4. On the 10th of June, two sons of the Jageerdai arrived at Jaloun, 
with a foice of several hundied men and a few guns Then passing within a 
few miles of Oral, without communicating with the Distuct Authonties, looked 
suspicious, but Lieutenant Browne maiched the same day to Jaloun, and the 
Jageeidar’s sons having assured him of their good intentions, Lieutenant Browne 
addiessed a letter, lequestmg the Jageerdar to afford ever}- assistance m pre- 
serving older in the district 

5 The next day perwannahs weie addressed m the name of the 
Jageeidar, oi one of his sons, to the different Tehseeldars, stating that the 
management of the distuct was entiusted to him, and thatm future they should 
send their reports to him. Lieutenant Browne having maiched fiom Jaloun, 
the Tehseeldai of that Pergunnah lefened to him foi orders.. The older 
passed on the Tehseeldai ’s urzee was to the effect that the Jageeidai v as not 
authorized to assume control of the district, and that in his (Lieutenant 
Biowne’s) absence, all the Officeis of the distuct should act under my ordeis, 
and that a letter to that effect be addiessed to the Jageeidar. The Tehseel- 
dai ’s uizee was sent for my mfoimation by Lieutenant Browne, who also stated 
that some woids had been interpolated in his Oordoo letter to the Jageeidar. 
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<loors however were secured, and we were well armed. The two men above named 
and a few others were exciting the mutmeeis to fcrcethe door, or set fire to 
the house ; but a number of people gathered round, who were well disposed 
towards us We had sent to the Thannalidar a Pundit appointed by the Jageerdar 
for assistance, but received none from him, or any other of the Jageerdar’s men, 
though some two or thiee bundled were piesent m the town The mutineers 
kept'thieatemng us for four hours, till our friends, seeing they could not be 
peisuaded by entreaties, made a rush at them, blandishing their lattees and 
pelting them stones, and so drove them away. 

14. On the 17th July X received a letter from Kesho Rao, saying that 
a foice of the Wauhas was about to proceed fiom Cawnpore to Jhansi, and ad- 
vising me to go to some village off the high road , but on the same day a party 
Of about 300° men, in the employ of his son Sheo Ram Tanteea, who was at 
Calpee, came and seized me, Mi Griffiths and my family, saying that they 
weie servants of the Peshwa, and had been sent by him to take us to Cawn- 
pore. Oui whole paity, including my wife, sister, five childien, and two nephews, 
was placed upon two common caits, and maielied off in the night towards Cal- 
pee, to be sent on to the miscreant Nana, at whose hands we expected no mercy 

15 At Attah, half way to Calpee, which we reached in the morning, 
we met Sheo Ram Tanteea, who was going to Oral. We begged haid not to 
be sent to the Nana, but he said he must obey the Nana’s orders, so we 
were sent on in the afternoon, and reached Calpee m the evening. 

16. Sheo Ram went on to Oral, the Thannalidar theie had got the names 

of seven of the men, who weie foremost m beating off the mutmeeis who came 
to muidei us. Sheo Ram ordeied them to be appiehended, but only one, a cloth- 
mei chant, named ■ . • , , f \ the lest having hid themselves on being 

threatened by the 1 they would be sent to Jnloun for having 

taken oui pait and assaulted the mutmeeis. Gunesh was fined Rs. 60 for the 
imputed offence. 

17. At Calpee we w T ere confined m the Serai, and numerous guards 
placed ovei us, and at the gate, to prevent any one communicating with us. 
Sheo Ram retuined fioin Chai m the night, and sent ordeis to the Soubadar, 
'commanding the escoit, to take us on next rooming to Cawnpore This man, 
who appealed well disposed towards us, told us that he would not proceed 
until lie not a tent and moie suitable conveyance for us, he even said that if 
he could possibly do so, be would take us to a place of safety. 

18 Our maich from Calpee being thus put off, on the 19 th July 
intelligence was received during the day of the Nana’s defeat and flight 
from Cawnpore This biought about a total alteration m the conduct of 
Sheo Ram Tanteea, who called upon us, professing great friendship, hut still 
actm^ with duplicity, concealed the defeat of the Nana, but said that he had 
pert. ua.ded the Nana’s emissary to leave us for the piesent undei his charge. 
Kesho Rao also came ovei from Jaloun, and spoke very kindly to us We were 
thus, by an unexpected turn of destiny, saved from a frightful doom. 

19 While we remained prisoners m custody of Sheo Ram, the muti- 
neer of the 42nd Native Infantry ai lived from Saugor on the 22nd July 
They made enquiries about us, and we had gieat feai of falling into their 
hands, but Sheo Ram got us into the foit and protected us The mutineers 
having remained at Calpee, Sheo Ram provided us with suitable conveyance, 
and sent us off to a village 15 miles from Calpee. 

20 While m the Calpee fort, though strictly guarded, and prevented 
fiom wilting, w r e managed to send off a man to give intelligence zegardmg us 
to General Neill at Cawmpore. The General, on heaimg of our circumstances, 
very kindly sent a lettei to Sheo Rani, desiring him to send us with a suitable 
escoit to Cawnpore, and also sent a letter to us, after which I kept up a cor- 
respondence with him.

With reference to your Circular Order No 212, dated 
30th April 1858, requiring an historical Narrative of the events attending the 
Mutinies and Rebellion m 1857-58 m my Division, I have the honor to repoit 
as follows 

2. Previous however to entering on the partrculais, it will be proper for 
me to state that, when the mutinies broke out, I was Commissioner and Agent 
to the Lieutenant Governor m the Division, then known as the Saugor and 
Neibudda Territories, consisting of twelve Distncts as per mai gm,* with an area 

of 42,600 Square miles, and yielding a land 
Revenue of upwaids of 46,00,000 Company’s 
Rupees , but, as the whole of these Districts weie 
undei suivey and settlement, thewoik was too 
much foi one Commissioner, and at my own 
lequest, just befoie the Jhansie mutiny broke 
out, the three first named Districts, though not actually sepaiated from my 
Division, (as they have since been by Government Orders No 493 of the 10th 
May 1858) weie placed under the supervision of Captain Skene, then Super- 
intendent of 'Jhansie, to whom neaily the full poweis of a Commissioner 
were given , and as the 4th District was, by Geneial Older Governor General, 
No 37, dated 15th FebiuaLy 1858, tianstened to the Political Department, 
I shall confine myself as much as possible to events which oceuned m my 
p esent Division, consistmg of eight Distncts, with an area of about 33,000 
square miles, leaving ’the Commissioner of the new, or Jhansie Division, to 
report on the Districts transferred to him

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11. At 2 in the morning of the 19th I was awoke by Mr Sleeman, 

Fust Fame at Jubbuipore Superintendent of the Thuggee Department, 

who informed me that the 52nd would use at 
day bieak and murder every European. He had heaid this from Captain 
Vanrenen, Revenue Suiveyoi, to whom it had been told by a Mr. Campbell, 
one of his Uncovenanted Assistants I hastily diessed and went over to Major 
Sleeman’s, wheie I was told all theEuiopean residents of the Station of Jubbul- 
poie weie assembling ready foi flight , but disbelieving the story, I counselled 
delay till some sign, at any rate, should be shown by the sepoys, who were 
pei fectly quiet in then Lines. The Offieei s of the Regiment bi ought then wives 
and childien to Mi. Sleeman’s, and then went to their Lines Target piactice 
took place as usual, and by simiise most of us weie back in our houses. 

12. As the sepoys expressed extreme annoyance at the lepoit, the Na- 
tive Officeis begged an enquny might be made, and it was agreed that it should 
be conducted at my house It was so on the 20th, and it was pioved that 
theie was not the slightest foundation for the report 

13 On the 22nd May, there was a good deal of excitement at Jubbul- 
pore, and it was considered advisable that some place of rendezvous should be 
appointed, and a pubhc building be selected as shelter m case of danger, and 
the Thug’s Jail was talked of, and some anangements foi loopholing it and 
provisioning were made , but it was found too hot and too confined, and the 
idea was abandoned. 


JUNE 1857. 


14. At all the Stations eveiy thing was pietty quiet till the 5th of June, 
when there was another panic at Jubbulpoie amongst some of the Europeans 
in consequence of Mr. Campbell again spreading a false alarm I ordeied this 
person out of the Station, and recommended more caution to otheis. 

> 15. Captain Pinkney, the Deputy Commissioner, and I resolved, that 
whatever occurred we would not leave our posts, but all ladies and childien were 
recommended to leave the Station and go to Calcutta or Nagpoie 

16 I repoited every thing to Government Noith Western Provinces, 
and in reply received a note fiom Mi Colvin, the Lieutenant Governoi, dated 
the 30th May 1857, of which the Appendix marked A is an extiact 


17. On the 3th of June news of the mutiny at Jhansie reached Saugor, 

and the next day I received a note by express 
isev,s o ansio u my arrives f rom Captain F Gordon, Deputy Commissioner 

of Jhansie, dated the 7th, wiitten fi om the Foi t, but cheei fully, and hoping soon 
to be released 1 Poor fellow, he fought bravely, but was shot dead by a sepoy, 
and the next day the whole of the Europeans and Euiasians (m all 76, see 
Appendix maiked B.) were most foully and treacherously murdeied by the 
order of the Ranee. 


13 This sad news, coupled with the intelligence that the Rajah of 
Banpoie had assembled men at Lullutpoie, caused much excitement amongst 
the sepoys and Thakoois neai Saugoi, and at Jubbulporethe sepoys wei eveiy 
uneasy, not apparently inclined to mutiny, but expressing a fear of bemg dis- 
armed, and I therefore applied to Nagpore for Tioops to come towards this as 
far as Seonee, but not to advance on Jubbulpoie without my oidei. 


19, After some delay a Force was oideied up, but in consequence of 
>r _ , , , the disco veiy of a plot at Nagpoie, the Tioops 

agpore o iscovere were i ecalled fi om the first mai ch, (1 3th J une). 

20 The 2 Companies of the 31st Native Infantiy on command at Du- 
moh were relieved about this time by 2 of the 42nd, and the latter weie said 
to be disaffected. Both the sepoys at Jubbulpoie and Dumoh expiessed great 
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30. No attempt was made to lelease the pnsoner, and the Regiment 
remained quiet 

31. About the middle pf this month plundering commenced m the 
Saugoi district 


32 The Deputy Commissioner of Mundlah, Captain TVaddington, who 
had toi several yeais been Adjutant of the 52nd Regiment, was said to have 
gteat influence with the Regiment, and as the Lieutenant Goveinoi had per- 
mitted Captain Waddmgton to leside at Jubbulpoie, duiing the hot weather 
and lams, theie being no house in Mundlah, I called him m.

33. On the 16th the sad intelligence of the massacre at Jhansie, and on 
Xmn <>t the Ai iMai.ro «t ilium, ami the 18th ot the mutiny at Lullutpoie, leached 
Wutm> it i nUntjiorc ncusui Saugoi and Jubbulpoie, and news of the mutiny 

at Banda came at the same time. The Banpoie Rajah too had seized the 
Distnct ot Chundcyree, and confined the European Ofliceis.

, 34. Captain F Pinkney, my Deputy Commissioner at Jubbulpoie, at once 

volunteered to go to Siugoi and overtake Major Gausscn’s Detachment, pioceed 
with it, and endeavour to lestoie older m Chundeyiee and Thansie.

37. This was done at once, and many Mahajuns and Malgoozais w r eie 
called on to be laithtul, and, if need be, to assist the Government with then 
Yeomam v and Contingents. 


38. TJie measure piovcd of much advantage, for though the temporal}- 
extra Police and Contingents weie not much to be depended on, and some even 
joining the lebels, hundreds of aimed men weie thus taken into Government 
pay, who otherwise would have swelled the ranks of the enemy.

39. I increased the pay of the sowais, and oideied others to he raised 
This also proved a very successful measure. Many of these men have since 
done excellent service, and all have now been transferred to the Military Police 
Coips.

40. Maj'oi Gaussen ,r s Detachment arrived at Malthone on the 18th, and 
finding the Passes to the noith of it weie held by laige bodies of the Rajah of 
Banpoie’s rebel Troops, it was theiefoie halted to pioteetthe northern Eiontiei 
of the Saugoi district, and keep the Banpore Rajah m check. 

41. Foi this he did not consider his Force stiong enough, consequently 
Biigadici Sage oideied it to be strengthened by 250 men of the 31st Native 
Inlantiy, 100 of the 42nd, and 50 moie sowaxs of the 3rd Inegulai Cavaliy 
fiom Saugor. 

42'. On this party j'oming Major Gaussen on the 23id June, he pioceed- 
Wnjoc Gutwttn atticu and takes BuK ed to attack an old and small, but stiong Foit, 

Uehut called Bala Beliut, on tire south boidei of the 

"Chundeyiee distnct, winch had been one of our Police Stations, but had now 
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heads of departments, as to what should he done. It was resolved to take 
possession of the old Foit in the town of Saugoi, which was used as an Aisenal 
and Magazine, and gamsoned by sepoys fiom the Cantonment. 

50 It was of great consequence that this Foit should not fall into the 
hands ot the Native soldieiy or the lebels, for independent of its laige stores, 
it was the only safe place foi the European and Christian residents, m the 
event of the mutiny 01 the rebellion spieadmg 

51 Immediate steps weie therefore taken to lay in supplies and pre- 
pare accommodation foi the European families. The bulk of the Treasure 
was taken fiom the Deputy Commissioners Kueheiry, and the whole of the 
powdei fiom the expense Magazine, and lodged m the Foit. The same after- 
noon the Sepoy Guaid m the Foit was, without previous notice, relieved by 
twenty European Aitillerymen. Notice was also given at once to the Euiopean 
families, that preparation had been made m the Foit foi their leception, and 
nearly all took advantage of it that night 

52. Oideis weie then issued foi the whole of the Tioops at Saugor to 
be held m leadmess to march to Malthone This was a luse. 


53 On the 29th June, while the weekly Guards were being reheved at 
Saugoi, the whole of the lest of the European Aitillerymen with then guns 
were quietly maiched into the Foit, wheie they weie at once joined by all the 
European Officeis and Christian residents, who had been previously warned to 
proceed theie with a poition of then piopeity. 

54. Tins being done, the Bilgadier directed the Native Officers of the 
31st and 42nd Native Infantiy, and of the 3rd Iiregular Cavaliy, to attend on 
him in the Foit, and on then doing so, he informed them that, notwithstand- 
ing then pi onuses of fidelity, theie had been a mutiny of apoition of each 
Corps, that if they wished to piove themselves tiue they must at once give up 
the bad men, and if they did not do so he would not trust the Euiopean 
Officeis to lemam longer rvith traitors. 

55. They expressed gieat regiet for what had happened, and they all 

Bad characters m the 3ist and 42nd to volunteeied to send good men to Malthone to 
be gucn up, and me isurcs taken to bring bring HI the bad chaiactei'S. 
them m 


56 This was agreed to, and the men selected by their Native Officers 
marched that evening. 


Excitement at Jubbulpore 


57. These proceedings soon became known at Dumoh and Jubbulpore, 

the only two othei stations m my Division 
wlieie there were Bengal Tioops, amongst 
whom, as well as amongst the majonty of the Christian lesidents, there was 
much excitement, but the sepoys lemamed quiet, doing them duty as usual. 

JULY 1857. 


58 On the morning of the 1st July the poition of the 3id Inegular 

42nd Native Infantry and 3rd Irre Cavaliy lemuming at SuUgOl, With the eXCep— 

guiur Cavalry Mutiny at saugor tion of some of the Native Officeis, and about 

fifty sowais, bioke out into open mutiny in the Cantonments, vent to the 
Musjid, and sliaipened then swoids 

59. At the same time Sheikli Ramzan, the senior Subadar present with 
the 42nd Native Infantiy, laised the Mohametan flag, and called foi folio weis 
by beat of drum. He was joined by the whole of the 42nd, who lemamed 
m the station, by a few of the 31st, and by all the mutineers of the 3rd Irre- 
gulcii Cavaliy, and the same day these mutinous Tioops and the bad chaiacters 
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' 70. The mutineers seeing they weie about to be attacked, filed a round 
(, . ,,, , shot into the 31st fiom the saluting gun, and 

both Regiments now kept up a desultoiy me- 
with their muskets neaily the whole day, but little damage was done on eithei 
side. 


71. The ne\t morning the mutmeeis, thinking the 31st would be aided 
, r , , ,, c. . by the Aitilleiy of the Foit, left the station foi 

the Noith m gieat haste, taking with tliem 
some conveyances belonging to the Officers, but soon abandoned them on the 
road. 


72. The Deputy Commissioner of Dumoh, as I stated m paiagiaph 63, 
„ , ,- r . r. i ie solved on placing his Tieasuie m the Jail 

koit when lie lieaia of the mutiny of the 42nd. 
The Detachment of that Coips at Dlimoh weie gieatly excited, and plundenng 
by the Boondelahs fiom Shnhguih had just commenced The Deputy Com- 
missionei, Lieutenant Nembhaid, on the 3id of July, on leceivmg an express 
fiom Saugoi of the Detachment of mutmeeis being sent to Dumoh foi Ins Trea- 
sure, assembled the Euiopean Officeis (a Lieutenant and Ensign of the 42nd) 
and Native Officeis, and aftei consulting them, it was resolved that they and 
the Detachment should all enter the Jail Foit and defend it against the muti- 
neers- 


73 In the afternoon a Havildar of the Detachment, who was taking 
some money into Saugoi, returned and stated that he had come on the muti- 
neers, and that they would be at Dumoh eaily the next moinmg. The Tiea- 
suie was at once sent into the Jail, the Detachment aie described to have been 
m a very excited and mutinous state, and once, during the evening, rushed to 
then arms, but, some tune. aftei, weie quieted by Lieutenant Holt. 

74. The Jemadar of the Detachment, and one or two loyal Non-com- 
missioned Officeis, the same evening warned the Euiopean Officeis that their 
men weie not to be depended on, and that certain danger to the Euiopean 
Officeis would follow, should they enter the Jail, indeed, the Officeis had each 
and all convincing pi oofs, that if they entered the Jail that night, they would 
not leave it alive such was their impiession at any rate. And'seemg what had 
occmied at SaugOL in this Regiment, and elsewheie m so many Coips, it is not 
surprising that, aftei consulting together, they should have left the station 
that night, with nothing but the clothes on then backs, and at the time most 
people thought that they weie light, and they must not be judged by after 
events. 


, 75- The Officeis and Mis Holt rode direct to Nuismgpore, (about 70 

miles) wheie, after, much suffenng fiom wet and hunger on. the load, they 
safely ai lived. , 

76. On the morning of the 4th the mutineers amved at Dumoh fiom 
Sau "or. The Infantiy poition went to the Jail and demanded the Treasuie, 
which was lefused by the Subadar Major and Runjeet Smgh Havildai The 
Cavalry portion are said to have searched for the Officeis, with the intention 
of mui deirng them, but being unsuccessful, and finding the Subadai Majoi 
and Runjeet Smgh resolute in not joining them, and in not giving up the 
Treasuie, the whole left the station and plundered some villages, but did no 
harm m Dumoh. 

77. It is impossible for me to say what the leal intention of the Dumoh. 
Detachment was. Some think that they wished to keep the Tieasuie foi them- 
selves, and not to shaie it with their biethren The Subadai Majoi was a 
Mohametan, and his family weie at Saugor m the hands of the Bngadiei, who 
anested. them, but he was old, and is said not to have had much influence 
with lus men. But Runjeet Smgh was not only a fine gallant soldiei, but had 
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barricading doors, filling bags and boxes with sand, and piling them up in the 
open veiandahs and on the top of the house, (a laige pukka flat-ioofed one), 
otheis were bunging lusuppliesand stores of all kinds Every Officer was told 
off to some paiticulai woik, some woiked haid with their own hands, others in 
supeimtendmg the fortifications, or stowing away, &g. supplies 

84. Two small old guns (dangerous to the gunners if fired 1 ) were dug 
up and placed in position, and the ladies employed themselves m making pow- 
der bags. 

85. In fact it was the most busy scene imaginable , but that night all 
sat down to dinner with some feeling of security most of us with good appe- 
tites, and stout and thankful hearts 


86 Foi many days eveiy one was busily engaged, the fortifications 
made rapid piogress m strength and size The Sepoy Guaids weie gradually 
ieduced,and at last weie dispensed with, and with a laige stock of ammunition, 
muskets, and our fowling-pieces we felt seeuie fiom any attack, unless the 
enemy had guns I enclose a Photograph, marked C •' 


87 The Civil Officers, Covenanted and XJncovenanted, geneially spent 

the day m then Offices as usual, and the Civil 
Ciui duties owned on ns usual at jut- Administration never flagged foi a day, every 
I ' uix ’ ore thing m that lespect was earned on as usual’ 

Some of the Officers and Ladies spent a few horns of the day m their own. 
houses, and a poition of oui Gauison weie allowed daily to take their lides oi 
dnves as usual , some gentlemen geneially accompanying the ladies however 
ruth loaded lcvolveis. " I append a hst of the Europeans, marked D. 

88 I had m the end of June been invested, by the Govemoi General, 

with the poweis of a Chief Commissioner; 
Commissioner received and overused a q communication having ceased with the 
x>ov era of u ciuef Commissioner Noith West, and I therefoie took measures on 

myself without lefeience to any othei Autlioiity, and all my wishes were 
most cheeilully attended to by Colonel Jamieson. 


S9. In Kiirsingpore all was quiet, but lebels were giadually closing in,

103 The Police at Huida in Iloshungabad bioke out into open mutiny, 
Mutiny of some Police m Hoshungrbad but the Deputy Magisti ate, Muzheer Jumeel, 

arid a'urm m consequent kept a bold fiont, and they were unable to do 

much haim there, although they attempted to laise the Mohametan standard; 
and seeing that they could not succeed, nine of them deseited, leaving then 
muskets Six men were afterwards captured, and the rest have since been 
"brought to tual Some hanged, and others imprisoned foi life. 

104 In Seonee, a large commercial town in the Iloshungabad district, 
there was considerable alaim, when the false news of Holkai’s rebellion ai lived, 
but the Moonsiff, Ully Ilussun, who is an Assistant Magistrate, behaved admi- 
lably, and not only allayed the feais of the people, but kept the Police to their 
allegiance. 


105 The Deputy Commissioner of Hoshungabad, Lieutenant* J. C Wood, 
sent out Mi .T. L. Thornton, one of his Deputy Magistrates, to Sohagpore, a 
Large town with a fort in the heart of that portion of his Distuct, where the 
Oobareedars oi petty Rajahs hold then Jagceis This Officer had gi eat influence 
with them and with the Pohce, and soon put down dacoitees, which had 
commenced. 


•> 106. On the Stli of July, Colonel Durand and his party arrived safely; 

j . , , Tr . , , at Iloshungabad fiom Indoie, and as Major 

rmi o ugmcsmj osmnga a Ludlow, the Chief Engineei of tins Division, 

was one of the party, he laid out the necessaiy mtienchments at the Kucherry 
foi the piotection of the lesidents, m case of attack from Bhopal, Indore or 
elsewheie. .. . 


107. On the 13th, 14th and 15th, other fugitives fiom Sehore, Augur 
and Seepree, amved at Hoshungabad 


108. Fiom the 21st of July no dacoitees took place m the south- 
, „ , ein poition of the Hoshungabad distuct, but 

hacoaccs m Hoshungabad Namaour, on the north bank, was moie dis- 
turbed, as will be seen hereafter ' 


109. In the middle of tins month 200 aimed Boondelahs took possession 
Boondeiihs enter Tubbuipore District of the old Foit at Bilheiee, between Rewah 
mil take possession of iort Biiheree and Saleemabad, in Jubbulpoie, on the Gieat 

Deccan Road. 


110 I called on the Officer Commanding at Jubbulpore to send out 
Troopsto attack them, and on the 16th a party of the 52nd maiehed under an 
Officei , and the Boondelahs heaung of it decamped, but only to letuin lein- 
foiced and to come on to the load at Moonvara, v'here they stole the post ; 
hoises and stopped the up-Comitiy and Calcutta daks. They then again took' 
possession of the Fort.

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the Aitilleiy'Baivacks, but on the Troops m the station being sent against 
them, they decamped. 


119. As Captain Pinkney could not get beyond Saugor, and was of no 

use m Ins otticial capacity theie, and was, like 
Treasure JndrCC0 ''’ ri °f Dumoh r°rt and ^he lest, m the Foit, I requested him to try 

and lecovei Dumoh and its Tieasuie, as the 
two weak Companies of the 42nd theie weie not only holding the place, but 
had attacked and duven the lebels out of the Town. I lequested Bugadier 
Sage to give lum some Tioops toi this puipose, but Captain Pinkney antici- 
pated my wishes, he obtained 2 Companies of the 31st, under Captain Finch, 
and 2 guns, and on amving at Dumoh, (45 miles fiom Saugoi) the Detach- 
ment theie at once made ovei the Foit and Tieasuie to him. The Subadar 
Major of the 42nd, aided by the MoonsifF, whom Runjeet Singh Ilavildar took 
good care to keep in the Foit with him, had managed to cany on duty in the 
Town ol Dunioli and a few miles mound it, so far as to keep the pnsoneis in 
Jail, the Pohce at then posts, and to conespond with me. 

120. A poition of the paity, with Captain Pinkney and Captain Finch, 

aided by the 42nd Detachment, then attacked

121. On lieai mg that Lieutenant Nembliard, the Deputy Commissioner

h and alter making such enquiries as I thought 

proper regarding Ins leaving his Station, I oidered lum at once to proceed 
ahd relieve Captain Pinkney at Dumoh. 


122. Lieutenant Ncmbhaul aruved at Jubbulpore on the 19th July, 
and stuted, together with the two Officers of the 42nd, on the 21st, escoited 
by a paity of the 52nd. 


123. Lieutenant Ncmbhaul and Ins party leached Dumoh (65 miles) 

on the 25th, and Captain Pinkney returned

125. On the 28th Dumoh was attacked, but the lebels weie duven off 
with loss. The whole ol the Dumoh distnct was now swaiming with lebels, 
who plundered meveiy dnection, and the Shahguih msui gents weie joined 
by neaily every man in Dumoh ot the Lody caste, with the exception of the 
petty Rajah ot Uutiee, who lemamed faithful throughout. 


126. Some of the lebels came fiom the Clmkaiee village Deokoh, and 

ClnrUrco Rebels it Dumoh WOie UlUfittm and WOlked tWO 

guns, but whether with the knowledge ot the 
Rajah or not I cannot say But it is woithy of note, that when I was passing 
through the Dumoh distnct, about five months befoie the outbreak, I heard 
of guns being at Deokoh, and that laige quantities of powdei and ammunition 
weie being manufactured there, and I duly reported it to Major Ellis, the 
Assistant Political Agent. 
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135. My own mind was made up, but I thought it better to call a meet- 
ing of the semoi Officeison the subject, and the result was that the only actual 
dissenting voice to the march was Major Sleeman 

136 I attach m the Appendix: maiked II the opinions of the Officeis, 
as the question of the piopnety of the Column advancing has since been much 
talked of, and may not have been understood by all 


137 I lepoited this and eveiy thing else to Government, and Major 
Sleeman also wrote He requested me to halt the Column till an answer could 
be received, but of couise I declined, and I never heard that he got an answej 
horn Government. I received no leply, nor did I expect one.

140 Shoitly after 'these 2 Companies reached 'Kuttungee, the senior 
Oflicei m Command,' Lieutenant Oakes, received a most uigent call fiom Du- 
moh, and in consequence (in spite of lain, bad loads, and swollen nveis,) ’he 
maiched in tv o days with his Detachment to Dumoh, and Once or twice was

141 On the 13th of August it 'having been reported by the Deputy

Bngadiei Sage oideied all the Troops off duty to pioceed against them, and the 
Deputy Commissioner sent with the Tioops a large body of aimed Customs 
Chuprassees, but the rebels fled on the approach of the Troops.

Geneial had ordeied that the Column should be entirely at my disposal, I 
consulted with Colonel Millai regarding oiu plan of operations These weie 
to cleai the countiy of rebels m the Dumoh district, and then advance to 
Saugoi foi the same puipose

156. The Staff and the Families of the Officeis and the Artillery at 

Saugor continued to occupy the Fort at night, 
but many dui mg the day went to then houses 

in Cantonments, and it will have been seen that many Officers weie out on 
detached duty with, then men 

157. I omitted to state that before ai riving at Dumoh, Captain Finch, 

Commanding there, had written to me stating 
that he had been ordered by Brigadier Sage 
to disarm the 2 Companies of the 42nd, but 

could not ventuie to do so with only his small Detachment of 3 Companies ot 
the 31st and SO Tioopeis, and also that on the Movable Column ai living at 
Dumoh he was at once to maich into Saugor with all the Saugor Tioops, and 
take in the Treasure. I informed him that the Column was for service, and 
not for Garrison duty, and that he must not leave his post at Dumoh, as Colo- 
nel Millar would not give a man for any Station. 

158. On the arnval of Colonel Slillar at Dumoh, Captaan Finch told 

him of his orders, and asked Colonel Millar to 
,b “X'i'rS-t 10 a™ the 2 Companies of the 42nd , but this 

he declined, as he saw no reason foi disarming 
them, and did not wish, without good cause, to bring the Bengal and Madias 
sepoys into collision, especially as he had got 2 Companies of Bengal sepoys 
m his Column , and he at the same time mfbimed Captain Finch that he could 
leave no Tioops at Dumoh, but must proceed against the rebels. 


Brigadier Sago orders Detachment of

SEPTEMBER 1857. 


159. On the 1st of Septembei a Detachment from the Nagpoie Mova- 

Btiakot. b, tb, Cto b J e wa tf nt ojf attack the rebels 

at Balakote. The village was taken, and a

house of the rebel Chief, and returned next day. 


162 I have stated that the Jubbulpore district was quiet, but it was 
plot discovered m jubbuiporo to murder lepoited that some of the Thakoors and Mal- 
tho Europeans, &c goozars weie ieady to lebel if the sepoys 

mutinied, but so long as the sepoys lemamed tiue to their salt, they dared 
do nothing Eaily m the month of Septembei, Captain Moxon of the 52nd 
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Police were dnven m, and the Government building burned. "Thus two-thirds 
of that District weie lost, and the rebels threatened Mundlah itself. 

169. At Dumoh Captain Finch had received peremptory oideis fiom

172. On the 10th we heaid of the Bamguih mutineers having ascended

the Eewali Bajah could not oppose them, and had advised the Political Agent, 
Lieutenant Osborne, to leave his Territory 


173. I then asked Captain Finch if he would take on the Treasure to 
, , , Saugor, as we could not accompany him, but

178 The Detachment took Nuismguih, and killed about 50 rebels on 
the 17th, and letuined the next day. 


179. The Bajah of Shahgurh was by tins time greatly alarmed at our 
Luiiutpore European prisoners reach movements, and, thinking to make terms, he 
«augoi sent m the whole of oui fellow-countrymen 
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chief ones would not do so, they plundered Patun and crossed the river, and 
having succeeded m getting a lebel Thakooi of Nuismgpoie, named Mirbhan 
Smgh, and his followeis to join them, they aftei some delay marched towards 
Kuttungee, and weie joined by the Detachment of the Ooips there, (who also 
had a quantity of ammunition) except by the Mohametan Jemadar m Com- 
mand, who, though a di unken character, was a loyal and good soldier, and who 
went in to Jubbulpoie. 


189. It was believed m Jubbulpoie, and the sepoys said to themselves, 
ra „ « ro nr, that, on being joined by the Tliakoors, they 

would letuin to Jubbulpoie, plundei the Trea- 
sury and City, burn the Cantonments, and murdei the Emopeans, but then* 
hopes were disappointed, and they evidently feared the two guns at Jubbulpoie. 

190 On the 18th I heard of the mutiny of the 50th at Nagode, and 

immediately called m the Detachment from

191. On the evening of the 19th the Nursmguih party, winch included 

the 2 Companies of the 52nd, returned to Du- 

lluvubloColunm^aro dmnned.' ^ m ° fa » and at 12 that DI S ht 1 reCelVed an 

expiess from Captam Clerk, telling me of the 
mutiny at Jubbulpore, and statmg that the Nagpore Rifles with us were not 
to be trusted. I at once went to Colonel Millar and requested him to disarm 
the 2 Companies of the 52nd with us, the first thing m the morning, and 
a consultation of some of the semor Officers was held as to how this was to 
be done. 


192. At daybreak on the 20th oiders weie suddenly issued for the 
whole Column to march out on the Saugor Road, on the pretence of attacking, 
some rebels. The 52nd Companies weie ordered to form the Advance Guard, 
and the Rifles the Real Guaid. 

193. The 52nd men’s muskets were loaded, having only returned from 
service at Nursmgurh the evening befoie, and the Madras sepoys weie order- 
ed to load. 

194 The Column marched at once, the 52nd Companies leading, by 
some 200 paces, the 2 Companies of the 2Sth Madias Native Infantiy head- 
ing the Column, then the 4 guns, &c. 

195. On arriving at an. open plain about 3 miles fromDumon, the 

Column was halted. The guns deployed to the left, and bemg hid by the 28th 
Companies, who also deployed, they were unlimbeied and double shotted with 
camstei. - * 

196. I then told the European gunnels of the luse the 28th moved to 
the right, and the Colonel riding up to the 52nd for the fiist time told the 
Officeis what was to be done The men weie oidered to pde aims , their Officers 
then told them of what had occuiiedat Jubbulpoie, and that they must quietly 
give up their aims. 

197 They were taken by suipuse and hesitated, but seeing the guns 
pointed at them with port-fiies lighted, they with vehement expiessions of 
loyalty and with much lamentation, piled aims, took off their pouches, and 
moved to the light. 

193. Elephants were at once moved to the fiont, and on these the arms 
and accoutiements were packed, and the Column maiched back to its old 
ground, where the baggage of the 52nd Compames was seaiched, and all arms 
found weie taken possession of. The Rifle Company (of the 1st Nagpore Infan- 
try) being the Rear Guaid, had never left the giound. 
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207. The line of baggage was a veiy long one, but it was closed well 
up, and oui casualties weie but few (5 in numbei), whilst that on the side of 
the enemy was about 100 The Rifles whom we had doubted came well to 
the fiont, and on oui leaching the open about 2 mdes fiom Kuttungee they 
shu unshed, lulling seveial of the 52nd sepoys, chasing otheis up the steep 
lulls and bimging m thiee prisoners, a Pay Havildai and a sepoy of the 52nd, 
and a Boondelah. The Tioop of the 1th Madias Cavaliy behaved admnably, 
following the sepoys of the 52nd fai up the hills, and lulling seveial with 
then cai bines 


208 A Havildai and 6 sepoys of the Rifles who seized the prisoners 
brought them to me, the lattei weie immediately hung, and I piomoted the 
Havildai to the lank of Jcmadai on the spot Thus the Rifles, though neaily 
all Oude men, oi the descendants of Oude men, proved then loyalty, "and up to 
this moment have, undei then gallant Oiheei, Lieutenant Peiena, done 
excellent and constant good seivice 


209. It was 3p u when we leached the uvei Heiun (9 miles) from

left eye, but not senously. 


210. Just befoie we reached the liver, howevei, I deeply legiet to say 

we found on the side of the load the body of 
i icuteimt Maegrcgor idled bj tiio Mu poor Lieutenant Macgiegor, who had been 

biought a close pusonei fiom Patun by the 
52nd, and had been shot by his own men eaily that morning. His body was 
sent in and buried at Jubbulpoie. 

211 It was nearly sunset before all weie m Camp, and all were hot 
and fatigued, the sun having shone brightly the whole day. 

212 The 2 disaimed Companies of the 52nd came up shortly after- 

wards, and weie kept m the Seiai, about a mile

fired a few shots at the sentries, but finding the Guards on the aleit, they 
letned. 


217 On the 18th Brigadier Sage, Commanding at Saugor, sent out a

in time. However, all went well. 


228. On the 6th and 7th I lequested the Officei Commanding at Jhb-

230 On the 2nd Octobei the lebels assembled at Mynepanee on the

agamst tliem, when they fled, and the Detachment was then oideied to patiol

231 The Deputy Commissioner of Saugor now lesolved on sending a 
„ „ , body of Pohce to seem eRehlee, and lequested

he did, and Lieutenant Dickens of the 31st, Ensign Giant of the 42nd, and 
100 sepoys of the 31st weie sent, but befoie they aruved, the Foit had been 
lecoveied by a gallant fellow of the place, named Gndaiee Naick, and his bie- 
thien, and he was at once made Kflladai till relieved by Lieutenant Dickens 


232. Aftei the 52nd weie beaten off by the Nagpoie Movable Column, 
52 nd and itobcis attnek and plunder they, accompanied by then lebel fnends and 
Duraoh joined by many moie, maiched j to Dumoh, 

where they attacked the Punnah Tioops, whom they soon beat They then 
went to the Jail, winch was most gallantly defended by the Jail Guaid, but the 
latter falling shoit of ammunition and food, weie obliged to give in, being 
attacked by the pnsoneis at the same time, and on the 52nd getting into the 
Jail, the Guaid weie neaily to a man muideied 


233 The mutmeeis and lebels then plundeied the Town of Dumoh, 
burned the recoids and public buildings, blew up the Kucheny and gutted the 
Deputy Comimssionei’s house, but did not burn it down, owing piobably to its 
belonging to a native 

234. After staying some days at Dumoh, they joined the Shahguih

236 On the 10th of Octobei the Tioops at Jubbulpoie weie lemfoiced

Native Iufantiy, and Captain Cleik having been dnected to join his 
Begiinent, the 4th "Madias Light Cavaliy, he did so, making ovei chaige 
of "the Jubbulpoie Distuct to his Assistant, Lieutenant Baldwin. 
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Infantry marched to Saukul, opposite Heerapore, to oppose Mirblian Singh, 
who occupied a small Foit commanding the village. 

250. The guns were with gieat difficulty brought up tlnough the 
ravines, and opening fire on Mirblian Singh, he and his host quickly fled, but 
not without loss. This had an excellent effect, and the rebels at Tendoo- 
khera retned. 


251. Mr Plowden, Commissioner of Nagpore, had most hndly placed

253 On the 21st a very large body of rebels crossed the Heiun River

Rebels attack Pitun m Jubbulpore ^ Jubbulpore The Depufcy CoHectOr and 

Tuhseeldar and Police went out to meet them, but after exchanging a few 
shots, by which the Tuhseeldai and one of the Police were wounded, the 
Police gave way to supenoi numbeis and fled. The rebels then enteied Patun, 
destroyed the Government buildings, and burned and plundered many houses 
m the Town. 


254 On receipt of this mfoimation I applied to the Officer Command- 
„ „ . mg at Jubbulpore to send out Tioops, and m 

* consequence he sent a paity of Infantry, Ca- 

valiy and 2 guns, but they were toolate, the mischief was done, and the rebels 
and a few mutineers of the 52nd had recrossed the livei and fled into the 
heavy jungle on the hills But to protect this rich pait of the country around 
Patun, 100 Infantiy undei an Officer and a Troop of Cavalry were left at 
the place 


255 The Deputy Commissioner of Mundlah having at last collected 
Deputy Commissioner of jfuidLiu a few Police and 10 men of the 52nd Native 
leturns to bis District Infantry, who had tern uned loyal, was allowed 

to proceed to Mundlah, and he marched on the 22nd and reached Mundlah 
on the 25th. 


256. On reaching Mundlah the Deputy Commissioner sent a party of 
Rebels at Ramnugger, m Wundiah, Police to attack a small body of rebels at 
attacked Ramnugger, and they succeeded m killing a 

few , but hearing that a large body was coming down on them, they letired 
to Mundlah. 


257. Other paities were sent out with success, but the rebels took the 
Communication cut on between Mund Thanuah of Naiamgunge ou the load from 
lab and Jubbulpore Mundlah to Jubbulpoie, and thus cut off the 

communication. 


253. On the 25th of October the Thannah of Buittulla in Jubbulpoie, 
Thannaba of Burttuihb, Ac m Jub on the load leading fiomDumoh to Muzapore, 
buipore taken by Rebels was attacked by iebels dncl mutineeis, (foi 

many of the 52nd bad left the mam body and m small paities joined different 
lebel-leaders,) who plundered the Town and burned the Dale Bungalow and 
Thannah. 


259 On the 27th and 29th, other posts m Jubbulpore were duven 
m, and the iebels weie very formidable in the villages near the Mirzapore 
Road. 
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269. Captain Tottenham continued the puisuit to the village of Ram- 
„ , _ . . , , „ . klieria, where the rebels were hiding m houses. 

ana Captain iottenham (who had unfortu- 
nately dismounted) whilst attempting to get into a house, was mortally wound- 
ed by a gun-shot. 


270. He was taken to Ghosulpore and died the next day. The body 
was mtei red at Jubbulpore. 


271. On the evening of the 7th, Captain Tottenham’s party was rem- 
iiorc cavalry sent from Jubbulpore to forced by Gaptam Clerk’s Detachment and also 

ihrzaporo iioad by moie of the 4th Cavaliy sent out fiom Jub- 

bulpore under Colonel Cumberlege, who on the 9th proceeded to Ramkhena 
and destroyed the house from winch his Officer had been killed, but all the 
lebels except the prisoners had fled, and most of the latter he hanged. 

272. On the 14th intelligence was received by Rao XJnrood Singh 

Troops from Jubbulpore go out to tm. Khymoiee, a faithful Thakoor m the Jub- 
Herun itivor and Myor Jeukms aiiot bulpoie distuct, that a party of rebels from 
dcA * L Manguih in Dumoh intended attacking him, 

and as he had done us good seivice I applied for Troops to be sent to his aid ; 
consequently a Detachment from Jubbulpore was sent out under Major Jenkins, 
Assistant Quarter Mastei Geneial of the Nagpore Force He attacked the 
rebels at a small milage close to the spot wheie he hid when he made such a 
wonderful escape fiom the 52ud, (see para 208) and diove them back with a 
loss of 12 killed and seveial pnsoners taken But I most deeply regret to state 
that whilst Majoi Jenkins (a most gallant Officer and beloved by all) was 
leading on his men he was shot through the heait by a rebel from be hin d a 
bush, but the lebel had no time to glory m the deed, foi he instantly fell to the 
pistol of Lieutenant Oakes of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry. 

273. Major Jenkins’s remams were brought m and buried at Jubbulpore. 

274. On the 17th a considerable body of Pathans and Rohdlas from 

PatbuuaudRoh.ua Rebels from Ruut Hautguih made then appearance on a hill, 
gurh como cioso to Saugor, but aro dm on about 4 miles to the West of Saugor, but were 
off diiven away by the Police, and it is said they 

had to carry off 10 or 12 men On our side one sowai had his horse shot. 

275 The Police post at Googiee mMundlah, which had twice exchanged 
Deputy Commissioner of Mundiab. moves hands, was on the 1 6th November again taken 

into the Town and strengthens it by the rebels, and as they were assembling 

close to and on three sides of Mundlah m large bodies, evidently with the 
design of attacking the Town, the Police weie called m and all the Deputy Com- 
missioner’s and Government property (lecords, &c) were taken into the Town, 
winch was strengthened by bamcades, &o But the rebels contented them- 
selves with plundering the villages all louud. 

276 On the 17 th the rebel-leader, Mirbhan Singh, crossed to the South 

Sankni, a town m Nurungporc, burned side of the Nerbudda and burned the Village

district, hut recrossed the same evening. 

277 The Police behaved badly, deserting their post when there was no 
necessity. A Detachment of the 28th Madras Native Infantry undei Lieutenant 
Walton was sent out, accompanied by Mi J. Beddy, Deputy Collector , but instead 
of tbe rebels taking to their heels this time they, being strong, required a few 
volleys, when they fled with considerable loss. The affair was well managed 
by Lieutenant Walton, who was well suppoi ted by Mr. Beddy, and confidence 
was restored to this pait of the Distuct. 


278 Whilst this was going on, the Deputy Commissioner of Nursing- 
Nura.rgpore and Smgor P 01 ® (Captain Teinan), along with Captain 

Woolley’s Detachment of Infantry and 2 guns,

not think it safe, I resolved to tiy anothei plan, if be would give some slight 
assistance by allowing the Company of the 26th stationed at Burgee Thannah 
to join, and Cavaliy to patrol the noith bank of the Neibudda on the day of 
attack. 


293 My plan was as follows 2 Companies of the 2Stli Madras Native 
Infantry were On their way up from Hoshungabad with 2 six-pounders , Cap- 
tain Woolley’s Detachment along with ‘Captain Teinan, Deputy Commissioner, 
was hear Saukul m Nuisingpore, and had 2 'six-pounders 'and some Hyderabad 
Cavalry, and Lieutenant Thomson, Deputy Commissionei of Seonee, and Captain 
Waddington, Deputy Commissionei of Mundlah, were at Dumoh with a 
Company of the 1st Nagpoie Iiregular Infantry none of these Troops were 
under 'Colonel Munsey’s oideis. I send a Sketch marked M in the Appendix, 

294 I called on all these Officers and Tioops to move simultaneously 
on Nawul Peehar, and Colonel Munsey permitted the Company at Burgee to 
co-operate.

'295 'Early on the morning of the 7fch of December the Detachment

297. Captain Woolley aimed on the 10th at 'Cheeiapoie, wheie the 
rebels had been m foice, but having fled, Captain Ternan took a small party m 
search of them, and when they least expected it fell on them and captuied the 
whole of then Camp equipage, including the Government tents, (mentioned m 
paia. 227) 1 foui-poundei gun, and numerous wall pieces, jmjals, &c. 

298. All the Detachments 'weie Ubw advariemg towards each other, but 
those fiom Doomah and Buigee saw little oi nothing of the rebels except 
their Head Quaitei Camp (of huts), which they burned, and the lebels under 
Bahadoor Smgh fled towards Mundlah between the two pai ties, ’but 'Captain 
Woolley was moie successful, foi on the 14th he caught the leading lebel 
Devee Smgh and hanged him. 

299. This completely settled the Burgee Pergunnah of Jubbulpore 
Turning point in. the 1 rebellion m Jub ’and SeOUBe, ail d 'fl 0111 that day to this theie 

buiport has not a rebel been seen to the South oi the 
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A. Lawiencethen m Command The guns opened on Koney, -where the enemy 
weie assembled, and drove them out, and the Cavalry ciossing lower down, 
swept the plain at the foot of the hills, chiving the enemy up to their fast- 
nesses theiein. 

311. Moie than this, the Offieei m Command of the party thought, 
could not be achieved by the Foice undei his Command, the position of the 
insurgents bemg on the top of <i nearly perpendicular hill coveied with ''bush 
jungle. 

312. This range of hills shuts the Heiun foi miles, with only one or 
two passes practicable foi footmen , but I saw the necessity foi oui Troops as- 
cending these lulls, and lequested Bngadiei Lawience to detach a paity for 
this puipose to accompany the Deputy Commissioner, Cap tarn Baldwin, and his 
lioise and foot Pohce 

313 Accoidingly on the 24th, 2 Detachments, the whole under the 
Command of Colonel Millai of the 33id Madias Native Infantiy, pioceeded 
fiom Jubbulpore, one direct to Patun to attack the front of the enemy’s position, 
and the othei to ascend the pass at Kuttungee. 

314 The pass had been ascended in August 1857 by the Rifle Com- 
pany of the Movable Column, and many bullocks and some horses had gone up 
it at the time, but it was then not defended, and Colonel Millar considered it 
highly dangerous to attempt it, as it was foi about 300 feet a flight of natural 
steps, and the enemy by meiely lolling stones down it might occasion heavy 
loss to the ascending Foice, and as the ciest was held by the enemy with some 
small guns, in a battery. Colonel IMillai gave up the attempt and moved the 
paity with him down to the other one at Patun 

315 On the 27th our Tioops and Pohce ciossed the Ileiun, and saw 
the enemy in thousands on the hill, but some shrapnells fiom our two guns 
made them mn back, and the pass here bemg consideied better. Captain Bald- 
win with his Pohce led the way up it, and was followed by the Infantiy file- 
tiring The men safely reached the top, butpietty well blown, and the enemy 
for a moment again appealed to feel confidence, but they were suddenly 
greatly astonished to see a Tioop of Hyderabad Cavahy dashmg up the pass 
undei then gallant Commandant and Adjutant, Captains Macmtue and Ryall, 
ivho at once went at the enemy on the table-land, cutting up several and 
driving back the rest. 

316. The Pohce, and particularly their Jemadar Issaree Pershaud, 
received and deseived great piuise, and on the top of the hill several of our 
loyal Thakoois weie found ready to assist us with then Contmgents. 

317. Our guns weie left at the foot of the lulls guarded by Infantry, 
but the Tioops who had ascended followed the enemy for some distance. 
Howevei as no watei foi man oi lioise was to be had, they descended by the 
steep “Duiwaza” pass at Kuttungee, and the whole returned to Jubbulpore. 

318. This little expedition had a most beneficial result, as it showed 
the rebels that then strongest position was not tenable against oui Tioops, 
and they weie so awed that they have nevei given us trouble from t his 
lull since. 

319. In the end of this month (December) the Mewatees were agam- 
stato of Districts m the end of Decern plundei ing in the Namaour Pergunnah of Ho- 

tcr 1857 shungabad, but m Saugoi and Nursmgpore 

matteis weie more settled In the foimer the majonty of the Staff and fami- 
lies remained in the Foit, but a few went to then houses m Cantonments, and 
many of the Officeis weie necessanly out m the Distnct with the 31st and 
3id Iuegular Cavaliy. Dumoh continued to be held foi us by Koour Sham- 
leyjoo with Punnah Troops, and Baitool was undisturbed. 
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331. This mfoimationmade the Deputy Commissioner retrace Ins steps, 
but Ins object had been effected as thedacoits had fled, and since that Namaour 
has been tianquil 

332. The news sent to Hoshungabad from Nursmgpore was correct, for 
Rautgurk and Bhopal Rebels mvadt. On tile 9tll about 4,000 lebels flOm Ruut° Ulll 

Nursmg pore Nistnct and Bhopal, including 250 Pa than horse under 

Adul Mohummed Khan of Bhopal, Bulbhuddui Singh of Smgpoie m Saugor, 
and othei leadeis, aided by Delun Shah, Nurwui Singh and otheis of Nuising- 
pore, attacked Tendookheia to the North of the Neibudda 

333 The Pohce undei Binda Pershaud, and some matchlock men 'under 
Rao Sooiut Singh of Jinjheia and Nizam Shah, foi some time most gallantly 
defended the place, and not till many of them weie lulled and the enemy 
became ovei whelming did they letieat, fighting however all the time and lull- 
ing many of the enemy. 

334 Rao Soorut Singh’s fine pukka house was completely destroyed, 
and all his valuable pioperty plundeied, and the Town and some villages were 
burned , but the Deputy Commissioner, Captain Ternan, who was out with a 
Detachment, advanced indeed he had previously mfoimed me that he thought 
it piobable an inroad might be made by these rebels, who dreaded the approach 
of the Troops under Sir II Rose coming from Indore, and I had m conse- 
quence sent Inm some of the Hyderabad Cavalry undei Captain Macintire 

335 The Tioops with Captain Ternan consisted of 2 Companies of the 
Invaders of Nurangpare District attack- 2Stll, 2 gUUS, 2 troops of the 2nd Hyderabad 

cd and beaten by our 'iroops Cavalry, some mounted and foot Police, and 

some matchlock men belonging to the Thakoors 

336. The whole advanced by foiced marches against the lebels, and the" 
Troops fiom Saugoi patrolling the load co-opeiating, the rebels fled towards 
Rautgurh up the Gluts. 

337 The Cavalry under Captain Macintire, along with Captain Ternan, 
Lieutenant Ryall and Doctor Biadley, made a long march, and dashing into the 
rebel village of Mundenpore, befoie any one theie was well awake, sur- 
pused all, captuied some lebels (amongst whom weie a son and grandson of 
Delun Shah the rebel-leadei of 1842, and also m this insurrection) and killed 
others Captain Ternan shot 3 himself, and Doctor Bradley dragged 2, aimed 
cap a pie, fiom undei an eaithen jai. This cleaied the Chourpatta Peigunnalr 
of all lebels of any consequence. 

338 At the smie time Mnbhan Singh, the most inveteiate lebel m 
Nursmgpoie,and the illegitimate sonol a paidonedleadei of the 42nd lebellion, 
had arranged to attack Saukul, on the south bank of the Rivei, simultaneously 
with the invasion of the Chourpatta Peigunnah, but I sent aid fiom Jubbulpoie 
m time, and fiustiated the designs of the rebels. 

339 On the 15th of Januaiy the Deputy Commissioner of Mundlah 
Deputj Commissioner reaches Mxmdiah, i eached the Head Quai ters of his Dish let after 

but ins lorcc too small to do much dispersing all the lebels near the Nerbudda, 

bbt -his Force "was veiy small, being only 85 bayonets of the IstNagpoie Ir- 
regular Infantiy, 15 of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantiy, and about 30 Pohce 
armed -with flint muskets , and his Distnct being 8,900 squaie miles of hill and 
jungle, he could do but httle beyond settling the immediate neighbourhood of 
Mundlah. 

340 On the 19th of Januaiy Bngadier Sage placed the Detachment

purpose of attacking rebels who had assembled neai that load, but whenever 
the Troops showed themselves the rebels fled. 
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m the Camp was 1,735 maunds daily, and 30 days’ supplies were lequned at 
once Howevei every e\eition was made to collect supplies and to provide 
carnage for it, 

352. The 33rd Madras Native Infantry and 2 six-poundeis were now 
33rd Madras Native Infantry inarch mi lecalled by the Nagpore Authorities fiom my 
Munduh to Raipore m Nagpore Division, as they weie lequiredat Raipoie m 

the Nagpore Division to quell a disturbance and small mutiny theie, and on 
the 1st of February they maiched from Jubbulpoie via Mundlah I was glad of 
this move, foi although the 33id was not going for seivice m Mundlah, yet its 
passing thiough the Distuct, and the sight of 2 guns in the hills, would have 
a good moral effect. 


353. On the 1st Febiuaiy Captain Goi don received charge of the Nur-

354 On the 3id the Force under Sn H Rose amved at Saugor and the 

Sir h iiose’s Force amves at Saugor few Officer s, ladies and families remaining m 

the Fort left it, but previous to this most had 
taken up then residence m then own houses oi had been sent into the Dis- 
trict on duty. 

355. I must here give some description of the Fort of Saugor, and how 
Description of s-mgor Fort and how the the Euiopeans weie accommodated m it. 

Garrison were accommodated 


356 The Fort of Saugor was originally built by the Boondelahs m 
Chutteralsai’s time, but was lrnpioved m the time of the Malnatta government, 
and since 1818 has been used by our Government as an Arsenal It is an nre- 
gular quadiangle, about 400 yaids long and 150 broad, built on a lock, m the 
Town, about 1 } mile fiom the Cantonments, bounded on thiee sides by the 
Town, the houses being built close up to the walls, and on the fourth side by the 
beautiful Lake, Avhich is a mile m length and 1 of a mile in bieadth. The Avails 
are, high and massive, but being veiy old aie far from stiong 

357. It is commanded by a hill about i a mile off in the outskirts of 
the Toavd, whence it Avas battered by the Malnatta Aitillery many yeais ago. 

358 The fortifications Avere considerably stiengthened by older of 
Bngadiei Sage, and a laige sum of money Avas expended on it Heavy guns 
and moitars Aveie mounted on eveiy side The mteiioi accommodation is native, 
except the PoAvder Magazine, Gun Sheds and Storehouses. 

359 Previous to the Euiopeans entering it, it was pretty Avell stocked 
Anthgram,&c , cattle, sheep, goats, &e, public and private, Aveie accommodated 
m houses outside the Fort, and as the Toavu Avas commanded by the Fort, there 
Avas no feai of a deaith of supphes, particularly as all pnvate stoies and a 
merchant's shop weie also lemoved into the Foit, and the supply of poAvder, 
arms, guns and ammunition Avas large. 

360. Little airangement hoAvever could be made for the accommoda- 
tion of a laige Chnstian population, a hst of Avhich is appended maiked N. 
The buildings aie Ioav and confined, and not m good repair. 

361. A large squaie building called the “ Lai Pittaiah” Avas made over 
to the mamed Officeis and their families It consisted of a squaie eouityaid 
Avith long lowveiandahs on thiee sides, and had been long used by us as an Ar- 
moury, and Avas ill ventilated and not Avell adapted foi Euiopeans The prin- 
cipal room oi “Dalan ’ on the ground floor was conveited into a Mess House, 
wheie the majority of the Officers and their Avives breakfasted and dined. 
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Dhamonee and Punchumnuggei all m the North, which were held by the 
Shahguxh rebels 

373 The Central India Field Force returned to Saugoi fiom Gurra- 
s ir h Rose returns to and liaits at kotta and halted theie till supphes could be 

Saugor got ieady, which, with the utmost exertions of 

the Deputy Commissioner and the whole of Ins establishment, were collected. 

374 On the 1 1th, the 4th and 6th Madias Light Cavalry, which had been 

The 4th and 6th Madras Cavalry leave Ordeied to Allahabad, Diaiched fiom Jubblll- 
jubbuipore for Allahabad pore, but had not got many mar ches when a 

Telegram was received fiom the Secietaiy to Government, informing me that 
“the Nana” had ciossed into Bundelkund with a laige Foice, consequently 
Geneial IVhitlock oideied them to halt till his Force could overtake them. 

375. General Whitlock himself amved at Jubbulpore on the 3rd of 
General win i ioci marches to Jubbulpore Febiuaiy and informed me that his Foice was 
and a plan of opu atmns is laid before him sent foi sei vice in my Division, and that he was 

ieady to undeitake any operations against the rebels I thought propei, and he 
wished me to state my plans, even to the stiength of Troops to be left at 
Stations, and I consequently laid my plan befoie him, which was to march in. 
two Columns by different loutes on Dumoh, dealing the rebels out as we went, 
leaving Gan isons at Jubbulpoie and Dumoh, and then maichmg on Saugor, — it 
is appended and marked 0,— and he mfoimed me at fust that he quite 
approved of my plan and would cany it out , but this he never did as will be 
seen hereaftei. His reply is appended and maiked P. 

376 I believe it was in consequence of the news of the Nana coming 
General wintiocL's Force leaves Jut- into Bundelkund, Geneial Whitlock determined

377. On the 19th I apphed to General Whitlock to send a small body

I append the Geneial’s leply marked Q, which is to the effect 
that he could not spaie time 01 Tioops, but had oidered Lieutenant Pereira, 
Commanding the Nagpoie Rifles, to do the woik, and that he had ananged to 
get the 2 Companies of the 28th (not under his Command, and whom I had 
sent along with the Rifles and 2 guns,) to lemam at Sehoia and Saleemabad, 
and that he would also leave some Hydeiabad Cavahy on the load 

373 We continued marching up the road, and on the 28th I reported 
Second call o i General wktiock to attack that about 9 miles off there was a small Fort 
Rehds, hut wunout success called Muidangurh, occupied by about 200 

rebels , and as they had never been attacked, I was anxious that the General 
should do so, and also dismantle the place. 

379. I also informed him that there was another place on our route, or 
very near it, named Manguih, the seat of a Gond rebel Rajah, who had no fort, 
but had made his house pietty stiong, and had about 500 aimed followeis, 

380. I thought it paiticulaily necessary that these rebels should he

“ I am informed that the small body of Troops left temporanly at Sau- 
“ gor by Geneial Sir II Rose, willpiobably have maiched by this time, as they 
“ were merely left to escoit some supplies to bis camp, and not as a garrison

394 The Geneial acknowledged the leceipt of my letter, and m person 
assured me lie could not divide his Foice, or undertake the expeditions I 
v ished

396 Fiom Saugor, the Geneial wiote foi 200 of the 3rd European 
Regiment and 70 Native Infantiy to proceed to Saugoi by forced marches, and

Runjeet Singh, and capturing the leader Koondun Singh, who was afterwards 
tried and executed 

406. The Deputy Commissioner of Mundlah’s Troops were not strong

iee without opposition, and perceiving that the 
largest body of rebels were resolved to make their stand at Ramguih, the 
Deputy Commissioner resolved on attacking it. 

408. When at Saugoi I arranged an expedition with Brigadier Wheler 
Expedition against Rebels m Pergunnah to attack the rebels in the Rehlee Pergunnah 

Rehiee m Saugor of Saugoi, and as the Bugadier ordeied Lieute- 

nant Dickens and his Company of the 31st to move m that direction against 
the rebels near the Bearmee and Beas Riveis, I wrote to Nursingpoie for a 
Company of the 28th to advance against them on the other side. These two 
Detachments met at the place appointed, but the rebels had fled and the 
Detachments leturned to their respective Stations. 

409. I reached Nuiswgpore on the 30th March, and returned to Jub-

412 On the 2nd the little Mundiah ‘Force advanced and attacked the 
barricaded Pass with a rush, this made the cowaidly enemy take to then 
heels, leaving three of their party dead on the field, and the Troops pushed 
on foi Ramgurh. 

413. The Town of Ramgurh is situated on high ground in the plain, 
and Lieutenant Barton, who commanded the paity, made a dash at the place 
fiom two sides, when the enemy evacuated the Town. Lieutenant Cockburn 
followed them up with a few sowais, and had a nanow escape of being shot 

414. The Deputy Commissionei at once took possession of the Rajah’s 
house and established his Head Quaiters there The enemy were calculated 
to numbei 1,000 matchlocks, with 30 zumbooraks and jinjals. 

415. The Ramguih rebels were now lemfoiced fiom seveial places 
Rebels of Ramgurh m Mundiah finally The Thakooi of Shaipoora, said to be the brav- 

defcated es t so ldier in the District, put himself at their 
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426. On the 26th, 500 rebels, under Rundheer Smgh, Peitab Singh, 
Further attacks by Rebels m Jub Devee Smgh, and Himmut Smgh, atacked and 

bulpore destroyed the Thannah of Mujholee in Jubbul- 

pore, and burned some 50 houses. The Police behaved well, and killed five of 
the enemy. 

427. On the 29th the Thannah of Kuttungee m Jubbulpore was 
again attacked, when 100 of Major Sleeman’s Nujeebs were sent out and drove 
off the lebels, with a loss of five killed and two wounded, and on out side one 
Burkundaz and tvo hoises were wounded. 


428. The lebels on the Deccan Road became so daring on the 29th 
as to fiie on the guns coming into Jubbulpore, but a few lounds soon sent them 
flying into the jungle.

Attacks on the Rebels in Jubbulpore to Send Out TrOOpS, and Oil the 9th the Nag- 

by Captam Gib and Mr Watts p 0re Rjflgs under Lieutenant Pereira, and 

some of Major Sleeman’s Nujeebs under Captain Gib, went out into the Kut- 
timgee lulls, Mr Watts accompanying the paity as Deputy Superintendent of 
Police , but aftei a time, the latter Officer separated from Captain Gib. Each 
party met with rebels, and did good seivice , some 26 rebels were killed and 
otheis weie made prisoners by ml. Watts. Captam Gib’s paity killed 13 rebels, 
and then- leadei, Juggut Smgh, a sepoy of the late 52nd. Smce this time 
nothing woithy of note has occurred. 


431. Smce the proclamation of Amnesty, oidered by the Governor 
... , . ,,, General, was issued on the recommendation 

ot Sir R. Hamilton, Agent to the Governor

have given m Still however some lemam bitterly opposed to us, and so long 
as the leaders, Himmut Smgh and Bhao Smgh of Neemkhera, remain at large, 
it will be necessary to keep 2 Compames and 2 guns on the Deccan Road to 
keep the dak communication open. 


432 On the 16th May the rebel-leader, Delun Shah, of Nursmgpore

sioner (as Special Commissioner) and hanged. This settled Nursmgpoie for 
good, I hope, but we still want the other leadei, Mirbhan Smgh, whose father

CONCLUDING REMARKS 


434. Before the Districts of Chundeyiee, Jhansie aud Jaloun were 
state of tho Jubbulpore Division on foimed into a new Division, I had the satis- 
ioth of August is58 faction of knou mg that General Rose’s admi- 

rable operations had enabled Captam Pmkney to recover possession of all 
three Districts, and I can now with confidence and pleasme state, that peace is 
restored to my Division of 8 Districts, foi although we have some leadei s still 
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440 The Native TJmlah in general have behaved with fidelity, and 
have conducted then duties as usual throughout the rebellion, the few excep- 
tions aie mentioned in this Nanative. 

441. The Police in some instances have behaved with much gallantry ; 
but m most cases with pusillanimity, and sometimes -with cowardice, and even 
with treachery. The mounted Pohce have behaved well, and I have mcreased 
their pay fiom 16 to 20 Rupees a month. 

442. What my own pait m the suppiession of this rebellion has been, 
I need not say beyond that it was most arduous and trying for months I 
did not know what it was to have two horns of consecutive sleep, and from 
daybreak till sunset I was busy. 

443. I have compiled this Narrative from the returns of the Distuct 
Officers and from my own private notes and official documents. It is truthful, 
and as it is so long, I have endeavouied to avoid comment or anecdote, which 
might have made it read better. I have omitted much detail, but I could not 
condense so much matter mto a smaller space than 38 sheets of manuscript. 

444. As far as possible, I have wiitten it chronologically when such 
would not break the thread of any particular event or series of events m a 
Distuct, and I trust it will be found intelligible.

M\ Devii Erskine, — With reference to my note of yesterday, and your leply 
m winch you state your intention of consulting with Colonel Mi llar , legardmg 
the halt at Jubbulpore, 01 immediate advance, of the Madras Movable Column, 
I consider it my duty to record foi youi consideration, and that of Colonel 
MiUai, my him conviction, lounded not only on the conduct displayed by the 
great myoiity of the Eegiments of the Bengal Army, hut on my knowledge of 
the feeling.-, of the 52nd m particular, that if the Column leaves Jubbulpoie 
before some veiy decided success for our arms m the North West has been 
made manifest to the sepoys, they cannot, and will not, lesist the summons 
td join the mutineeis, and enrol themselves under the Eebel King It is 
my opinion, that the whole Column should halt here, pending the receipt of 
some authentic intelligence regaidmg affairs m the Noith West , or m the 
event of youi detei mining on an immediate advance, that airangements should 
he made foi the protection of the Station and Establishments, by leaving here, 
under the Command of Captain Vanrenen, of the Artilleiy, two of the 
9-pounder guns attached to the Column, and a detail of Euiopeans to work 
them 

Two guns of the same calibre can he supphed to the Column from the 
Saugoi Magazine, -without delay oi inconvenience , whereas, if we aie left to 
be furnished with guns from Kamptee, the mischief I anticipate will most 
probably occur befoie they can reach us You will he natuially anxious to 
ensure, as far as possible, the safety of the European Eesidents of the Station, 
and I am sure I need not dwell on the importance of protecting the valuable 
Establishments here located 

You are well aware of the great embarrassment which a bieak-up of the 
Approver Establishment alone would entail on Government, and the unaided 
efforts of my Police would be quite insufficient to prevent their escape, should 
the mutineers think proper to release them 

I send you this in a demi-official shape, to obviate the necessity for its 
going through the Office , but you will accept it as my deliberate opinion on a 
public matter, and consequently consider it a public document

In the present state of affaus, and until we hear of the fall of Delhi, 
no Station, occupied by only Native Tioops of the Bengal Army, can he con- 
sideied safe 

This does not necessarily imply reflection on the 52nd now here They 
have apparently been m a state of gieat insubordination, but appear to have 
calmed down, and aie now quiet Still, with the many unfortunate examples 
before us, leliance can scaicely be placed m any Native Eegiments of this 
Presidency 

Under these cucumstances, and considering the critical position we are 
placed in at Jubbulpoie, and the difficulty, indeed almost impossibility of 
being speedily relieved duiing the rainy season m the event of an out-hreak 
of the Corps, — as an Aitilleiy Officei, I give it as my delibeiate opinion, that 
it is not at present safe to leave this Station entirely m the hands of the 52nd , 
and I considei it highly impolitic that the Movable Column recently aruved 
from Kamptee should pass on, without leaving us a single gun, or Euiopean 
gunner, wherewith to defend oui selves and although it is improbable that 
aught I alone advance, will influence a decision on the subject, I for one most 
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Colonel Millar is of opinion that the Column is too small to he divided, 
and Brigadier Prior has expiessed a hope that it may he kept togethei. 

The Rajahs of Banpore and Shahguih have threatened to combine their 
Forces and attack Saugor Brigadier Sage and Ins Europeans aie m the Fort 
of Saugoi He has no Troops available to send out , hut I learn from Major 
"Western, that the Bugadier thinks he can hold the Fort and Town of Saugor 
against any attack foi some time 

From the Deputy Commissioner of Dumoh X- learn that Bugadier Sage 
has allowed the Force now there, (consisting of 3 Companies of the 31st, 2 of 
the 42nd, 80 men of the 3id Iiregular Cavalry, and 2 six-poundei guns worked 
By the 31st) to lemain till the Movable Column leaches that Station, and that 
this- Foice is ample to defend- the 1 Fort, Station and Town of Dumoh But it 
must he remembered that when- the Brigadier allowed tins, he was undei tlie 
impression that Colonel Millar's Force was advancing , and if ho now lieais of its 
halting here, he may not deem himself justified in, keeping the whole of his 
available Infantry at Dumoh for any length of time

advancing, tbe 52nd will mutiny, thus causing tbe saciiiice of tbe Euiopean 
residents, including tbe women and children, tbe loss of tbe Tbuggee Estab- 
lishments, and tbe disorganization of tbe District 

I am not awaie that tbe 52nd B IT I have as yet shown any insub- 
ordination It is true that on one occasion, on tbe spieadmg of a false report 
of tbe ainval of Euiopean Tioops, pait of tbe sepoys lushed to then Bells of 
Arms, intending to take possession of their arms , which bowevei, on its being 
cleaily explained that no Europeans weie coming, they lefiamed bom dom" 
As however I have lately been absent fiom Jubbulpoie, acts of insubordi- 
nation may have occuiied of which I have no knowledge , but tbe particular 
acts should be stated 

In tbe present state of tbe Bengal Army, I do not think that any Regi- 
ment which lefiains from mutiny, will do so thiough puie feebngs of loyalty * 
if it does lefiain, it will be bom local influences and self interest, and I tlnnk 
that these two causes will act sufficiently powerfully on tbe 52nd B IT I to 
pievent then mutinying When tbe Madras Column advances, it will be by tbe 
Saugor Road, thus intercepting all communication between the 52nd B IT I 
and tbe Saugor Eoice, which latter moieover has abeady acted against both 
mutmeeis and rebels, and has killed many of them If tbe 52nd, having muti- 
nied, were to attempt to make off by tbe Mnzapoie Road, they would have 
upwaids of 250 miles to maicb, fiist thiough tbe Jubbulpoie Distuct, in which, 
then route would be through a country inteisected by many difficult stieams 
and nullahs, and then thiough Native States presenting similar obstacles, of 
which States the head, of the most poweiful one, the Rajah of Rewah, is deci- 
dedly in favor of the Bntish Government, and has alieady actively shown him- 
self to be so The Nursmgpore Road is closed by the Nerbudda and the Madras 
Force at Nursmgpore Regarding the Nagpore and Mundlah Roads, it is 
unnecessary to say any thing The Madias Column, which foi the next month 
will be at or neai Dumoh, could, on the news of a mutiny, at once intercept 
the mutinous Regiment on its attempt to move off The sepoys of the 
52nd aie well acquainted with all these facts, and even if they were in- 
clined to mutiny, I think the above leasons aie sufficiently weighty to prevent 
then doing so The sepoys of the 52nd, once the Madras Column moves 
.on, mil clearly be satisfied that theie is no intention of injuring or disaimmg 
them , and this cause for mutiny, — which in the cases that have lately occurred 
seems to have been the moving one, — -will no longei exist If the 52nd had 
intended to mutiny, they would have done so when the Madras Column left 
Seonee and before it arrived at the Nerbudda 

The fact of the English Foice having occupied Allahabad and Cawn- 
-pore, must also be well known here 

It will thus be seen that, m my opinion, no danger will ensue to any 
one fiom the advance of the Madras Column , but even if there weie a chance 
of dangei, I tlnnk that the reasons foi an advance aie so uigent that an ad- 
vance ought to be made At piesent it is well known that the Saugoi and 
Dumoh Distncts aie lost, save the Suddei Stations those Districts are m the 
possession of the Shahgurh and Banpoie Rajahs, who now thieaten the Forts 
and Towns of Saugor and Dumoh, while the Bntish Forces at both places are 
unable to keep the field A Government in such a position cannot remain 
inactive to do so, is to letrograde If nnmediate active operations aie not 
taken, the insunection will undoubtedly spread and extend to the Jubbulpora 
and Nuismgpoie Districts , and the Dumoh Detachment, which, when I last 
heard of it, had only 40 lounds a gun, will be gieatly endangeied. The ad- 
vance of the Madias Column to Dumoh and Saugor was publicly given out, 
and if it does not advance, it will be believed that Government have no Tioops 
and cannot act , and those Chiefs and others in or near these Terntones, now 
faithful or waveimg, wdl be shaken m then allegiance, or join the lebels 

The Madias Column will never be more than six foiced marches from 
Jubbulpoie , and if mutiny should occur there, the Column, even if the nvers

Dumoh Elias is a large open Town, 43 miles fiom Saugoi, and 65 flora 
Jubbulpoie It cannot fie defended by 200 men w ithout guns, and the J ail Foit 
u commanded by a lull witlnn pupil shot The Jubbulpoie Distuct has as yet 
m no u a) s sufleied fiom 1 ebcllion, and cultivation is going on as usual Jubbul- 
poie itself is a huge coiumeicial Town and Cantonment perfectly open, foi the de- 
fence of which the 1 G 3 infantry and 10 sabies and 2 guns now there, axe not suffi- 
cient It is also situated near the noith bank of the Neibudda, and above mid- 
way on the high load between Nagpoie and Mnzapoie, which is also the mam 
dak i oad between Calcutta and Bombay In the event of tins Disti ict i em aming 
staunch and unmpned, Foices operating to the south ol Allahabad and Bun- 
delkund will probably be in a gieat pait supplied with giam fiom tins and 
the Districts to the noitli ol the Neibudda Although msunection has riot 
actually as yet broken out m the Jubbulpoie Distuct, yet disaffection exists 
to a considerable extent, and only a few days ago a deep-laid conspuacy to 
mui del the Eiuopeans and laise the countiy was discovered by the Deputy 
Commissioner, Lieutemnt Clerk, and happily nipped m the hud It is not 
nnpiobable but that the 50th and 52nd will join tlie Dmajioie mutineers in 
an attempt to attack and plundei the Town and Distuct

That ICooui Shamleyjoo, an Offieei of tlie Punnali Rajah, now holding 
Hutta with a considerable Force foi the Bntish G-ovemment, be requested to

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mufcmeeis 52nd Begfc Bengal Native Infantiy, numbering about 500 Bank 
and File, had taken up a position at Konee, on the west of Heiun Biver, 
about 12 miles below Kuttungee 

As theie was a piobability that the mutmeeis might seize and destioy 
the boats on the Heiun at Kuttungee, on the load to Jubbulpoie, I despatch- 
ed at 2 a ar on the 27th instant, a paity undei Lieutenant Watson, stieugth 
- 1 Compiny 33rd it N 1 , 13 Troopers as per maigin, to secuie the boats above le- 
ithiiidns On airy feired to This party was accompanied by 

Majoi Jenkins, Assistant Quartei Mastei Gfeneial 

At 5 a ir on the 27th, just as the Column was piepaimg to maicli, two 
Tioopeis galloped into Camp, with the intelligence that the advanced pai tv 
had been suipused by the 52nd mutmeeis, that the two Officeis had been 
killed, and the paity letreatmg on oui Camp, I foithwitli gave the oidei to 
much, and pushed on tlnough a jungly countiy with a paity and took pos- 
session of the village of Grobia, about thiee miles m advance of Smgiampoie, and 
which commands the mouth of the Pass, and to the noith of which the giound 
is open I waited theie a short time foi the guns and main body to join me 
Shoitly aftei the gims came up, the 52nd Bengal Native Infantiy weie seen 
marching along the load m column of sections Two guns weie hied into 
them, on which they left the load and advanced against us m the jungle on 
both sides, accompanied by the matchlock men As the position the guns at 
fhst took up was too much exposed to file fiom the jungle, and the enemy weie 
evidently endeavounng to steal lound oui Flanks, I letned about 200 yaids 
close to the village and took up a moie favouiable position, wlieie the giound 
was a little moie open I kept the guns on the load, occupied the village and 
the jungle right and left w ith my Infantiy, and posted the Cavahy m leai of 
the left, wlieie the giound was open After a busk file, which lasted foi about 
half an horn, the enemy were chiven back The baggage having now closed 
up, I placed the Tieasuie guaided by the 33id m leai of the guns Tlnew 
out a strong body of skirmisheis fiom the 23id on the right, a little m fiont 
of the leading gun, and anothei line of sknmisheis fiom the 28tli and 33id 
on the left, leaving one Company of the 28th with the Paik, and the Kifles to 
piotect the baggage and leai In this oidei we advanced slowly tlnough 
tlnee oi foui miles of veiy jungly countiy, dnving the enemy before us and 
halting occasionally to give them a fewiounds fiom oui guns 

On leaching the open countiy neai Kuttungee, I pushed on the Cavaliy 
to feel foi the enemy, who weie chscoveied making off up the hills with then 
baggage m leai of the Town Fiom the natuie of the giound the Caialiv 
could not follow them, andbefoie the Infantry m lived the gieatei number had 
effected then escape The Rifles and paities fiom the 2Sth and 33id however 
succeeded m killing some, and taking a few pusoneis on the lull, and also in 
the Town, who weie aftei waids hanged 

On oui approaching Kuttungee we were agieeably surpused by Major 
Jenkins and Lieutenant Watson licling up to the Column , they had succeeded 
in cutting then way thiough the ambuscade m the dark, and had concealed 
themselves on the hills until the advance of the Column enabled them to 
rejoin us Lieutenant Watson, Iiegiet, was wounded on the cheek by a musket 
ball, and knocked off his hoise His escape was most mnaculous Majoi 
Jenkins’s chaigei had two bullets tlnough him, and is not likely to survive 

At the entiance to the Town was found lying on the public load the 
body of Captain Macgiegoi, of the 52nd Regiment Bengal Native Infantiy, 
with his tlnoat cut, a shot m his bieast, and a bayonet wound m his body, 
whom the mutmeeis having made pusonei on the occasion of then mutiny, 
had miudeied at 3 a ai befoie they pioceeded to attack us 

My movements during the above opeiations weie much hampered, by 
having to keep an eye on the 120 disarmed men of the 52nd Bengal Native 
Infantiy, who accompanied the Column, and by the Tieasure, laige amount of 
baggage, and people letmng with us fi.om Dumoli.

6th Eehuaiy 1858 

SEONEE 

Perfectly quiet, was for a slioi t time tioubled by lebels from Jubbul- 
clore and Mundlah Gamson — A Company of Nagpoie Infantiy. 

MUNDLAH. 

The whole of the petty Chiefs aie m rebellion Their followers are 
chiefly Gonds, most of them aimed with matchlocks They have their Head 
Quarteis at Sohagpoie, Ramguih, and Shaipoie. At the two foimei places 
there aie small butstiong Foits, and each Port has a few small guns Nearly 
the whole countiy is a wild and hilly jungle. A small native Force fiom the 
Nagpoie Pi o\mces lately went to Sohagpoie and attacked it, but owing 
to the tiails of both guns breaking, the Officei m Command withdiew and 
letuined to Raipoie A Company of Nagpoie Inegulai Infantry is at piesent 
stationed at Mundlah with the Deputy Commissionei. 

JUBBULPORE. 

With the exception of the pait of the Distuct immediately around the 
Town, and also the open Plain to the west of the Town and lying between it, 
the Neibudda and Heiun Riveis, known as the Iluvilee, has been neaily devas- 
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jungles m the District, and until the auival of General Rose’s Force, everything 
was m a state of anarchy , but as General Rose will I believe quell all piesent 
distmbanees, though he will not leave leliable Tioops theie, I feai, I need 
only say that the fonnei Ganison consisted of 1 Company and Battery of 
European Artilleiy, 1 Regiment of Cavalry and 2 Regiments of Infantiy, 
minus 2 Companies at Dumoh, and that of these theie now remains the 
Euiopean Company of Aitilleiy (weak), some 150 of the Sidlnegular Cavaliy, 
some 700 of the 31st Regt. N I , and 200 of the 42nd, all aimed. 

HOSHUNGABAD. 

Perfectly quiet, except occasional plundenng in the Pergunnah to the 
north of the Nerbudda. 


NURSINGPORE 

All quiet, except occasional inroads of rebels fiom Saugor and Bhopal, 
and a few local rebels in the Peigunnah noith of the Neibudda 

BAITOOL 

Peifectly quiet. 

CfflJNDEYREE, JHANSIE, and JALOXJN. 

Not in oui possession Fiom the foiegomg it will be seen that every 
portion of my Division to the south of the Nerbudda is now m perfect peace, 
but that the Distucts to the noith of tkeRivei aie moie oi less distuibed, and 
that thiee last named have no Government at all 


In my opinion the fiist thing to be done after leaving a propei Garrison 
at Jubbulpore is to attack the Jubbulpoie lebels and le-occupy Dumoh, and 
that this should be done by two Columns, one (the main one) pioceedmg up the 
Deccan Road asfai as Jokaie, attacking the rebels wheievei they may be found 
and destioying their stiongholds, and givingthe Rewah Raj all’s rabble Tioops 
an oppoi tumty of seeing a line stiong Eoice of Euiopeans and guns This 
Column should then take the road fiom Jokaie to Dumoh 


The 2nd, a smaller Column, should advance duect on Dumoh via Kut- 
tungee, attacking the rebels on the way, and halt theie till the aruval of 
the mam Column, when after leaving an adequate Ganison it should proceed to 
Saugoi , and thence as cn cumstances may reqmre In this way we should, I think, 
cleai the Division of minor rebels and lestoie confidence, leaving the leaders 
to be hunted down by the Pohce when deserted by then followeis 

If any portion of the Foice returns to Jubbulpoie, pait might come by 
Dumoh and the rest by Nursmgpore.
